•j!ilseed Research Workers from 
y^ous parts of the Country met at 
from 5th to 9th April, 1976 
discuss results of the coordinated 
conducted on groundnut, til 
riU)eseed and mustard linseed, castor, 
a^ltower, sunflower and niger. The 
i^^earch strategies adopted in these 
hs well as the current status 
^ tS~l

of germplasm collections and the 
progress of research were critically 
reviewed. The programme of 
research to be undertaken at different 
centres during 1976-77 was also 
finalised. The following were the 
highlights of the discussion: 

In groundnut, the newly released 
varieties M.13, TG.?. TMV.IO, S.206. 
Jll and Kadiri-71-1 have begun 
gaining in popularity in the regions 
for which they are recommended. The 
cultures J.H3 and exotic 1-1 in the 
bunch group have shown superior 
yield performance. The long-felt 
need of incorporating darmancy into 
bunch groundnut varieties has been 
achieved at Tindivanam with the 
development of Ah.8253 and Ah. 
8254. These varieties have also done 
well as compared to TMV.9 and have 
shown upto 35-40 per cent increase 
in oil per unit area. ^ 

Tikka-tolerant bunch cultures 
have also been developed at Tindi¬ 
vanam from the crosses. Ah. 6481X 
S.206 and TMV.2XAh. 7205. The 
semi-spreading cultures, Ah.477-1, 
Ah.7242, Ah.7328 and E.C.4086 were 
found to be tolerant to dry roat-rot. 
These cultures would serve as parents 
in resistance breeding. 

Lack of variability in ground nut 
has been recongised as a limitation 
for bVeeding varieties for higher 
yields. Hence the Workshop recom¬ 
mended that all the groundnut 
research centres should take up large 
number of crosses to generate ade¬ 
quate breeding material. It was also 
recommended to workout the 
management schedules that would 
minimise the fluctuating trends in 
groundnut yields. 
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In rapeseed and Mustard group, 
the high yielding varieties “Sangam” 
in Toria, "Prakash” in Raya, T.27 in 
Taramera were released during 
1974-75 from the Hissar centre of 
the Project. 

In sesamum, the cultures T.G.25, 
No. 62-10. No. 62-38 S.P. 1181 S.I-1885/ 
1, C. 6 and B. 67 are promising for 
high yield coupled with earliness.

lopment of hybrids in oilsedes. Any'^' 
way, since some advances have been 
made in other parts of the world,<>' 
particularly Israel and some otiNR^^

hybrid seeds and introduce them in 
this country, preferably in the State 
of Gujarat which happens tc be the 
largelfet producer of oilseeds? 


In Castor, the varieties, Bhagya, 
Sowbhagya, SA-2 and GAUC-1 have 
been spreading rapidly and have the 
potentiality to increase the castor 
yields further. A new castor hybrid. 
GAUCH-l has been released to re¬ 
place the earlier hybrid GCHY-S. 

In Xiinseed, the variety B.S. 44 is 
proposed for release from Indian 
Agricultural Research Institute 
which combines high yield with rust 
and wilt resistance. 

In Niger, the culture, NT“33 has 
given good yield (520 Kg/ha) vdth 
an oil percentage of 41. 

To intensify research on oilseed 
crops in the Country, the Workshop 
recommended the setting up of a 
new centres of excellence at selected 
locations. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: In view of the 
wide annual fluctuation in the pro¬ 
duction and prices of oilseeds, would 
the Hon. Minister consider estab- 
ILshing research centres for develop¬ 
ing high-breed oilseeds as, in respect 
of these seeds, very little or no 
research has been done so far? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: It is 
not correct to say that very little or 
no research has been done on oil¬ 
seeds. We have 16 main centres and 
22 sub-centres where resarch is 
being carried on. In addition to 
these, we propose to have four addi¬ 
tional centres during the Fifth Five 
Year Plan. 

D. D. DESAI; The reason 
why I had felt this was because at 
recent oilseeds workshop at Nagpur 
*he conclusion was drawn ‘here that 
there was little work done for deve- 


SHRI SHAHNAWAJ KHAN: It is 
true that, as far as groundnut is 
concerned, there was lack of breeding 
material. We are trying to increase ’ 
the number of germplasms. As far 
as research is concerned, it has nr 
boundaries, and we are prepared tftfp 
take advantage of any research tha^ 
is available anywhere in the world.

THE MINISTRY OF AGRICUL,. 
TUBE AND IRRIGATION: (SBCRl 
SHAHNAWAZ KHAN): (a) IfM , 

Sir. An Opei-ational and Integratt^ 
Area Development Project in the 
Union Terriory of Delhi, was launch¬ 
ed by the Indian Agricultural Re¬ 
search Institute in 1975 in four 
villages. In one of the villages viz. 
Holumbi Kalan in Alipui? Block, 
paificular attention was paid to the 
problems of neo-marginal farmers. 

Eight jieo-marginal farmers, each 
having one acre of land, are parti¬ 
cipating in the programme. Thqse 
farmers were found to be hi^^ 
motivated to improve their agriiw- 
tural production. However, tf^iy 
lacked the technological know-hoiir 
and resources. During the Rabi 
season of 1975-76, a package of prac¬ 
tices relating to the wheat crop was 
developed which has been adopted 
by these farmers. The farmers were 
given timely advice by the subject- 
matter specialists and the extension 
personnel of the Indian Agricuittural 
Research Institute. Financial sup¬ 
port was given by the Syndicate 
Bank. 

(b) The innovation is expected to 
help in increasing the production of 
these farmers to more than two-fold. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: The Indian Agricultural 

Research Institute has been doing a 
good .job and the latest innovations 
which they have been able to make 
are likely to give better results. May 
I know from the hon. Minister if 
these latest innovations have been 
made available to small and other 
farmers in Punjab and other places 
so that they can increase their pro¬ 
duction? What the hon. Minister has 
mentioned pertains to only fourjVil- * 
lages in Delhi. f 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: It is 
the job of the Agriculture Depart¬ 
ment of the State Government to 
help the small and marginal farmers* 
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ibave taken up this project in 
four villages around Delhi as an 
experimental measure. to iind out 
how We can assist the small and 
marginal farmers, who were suffer¬ 
ing from problems tike saline land, 
inadequte resources and other diffi¬ 
culties. We are evolving a pattern 
and we hope after we achieve success 
this pattern could be generalised.

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH; I 
would like to know in view of this 
experiment conducted in these four 
villages what iias been the finding or 
observation as regards ihe incidence 
of increase in the price of fertilisers 
and its use Vidth these marginal 
farmers. 


SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: Our 
finding is that these marginal far¬ 
mers are . very keen to make progress 
and also to buy- up fertiliser and 
utilise it to the maximum require¬ 
ment of their fields because the in¬ 
crease in the yield they have got has 
more than Compensated for the in¬ 
crease in ihe price of fertilisers.

Frogramme Social Forestry 

*635. SHRI VASANT SATHE: 
Will the Minister of AGRICULTURE 
AMU IRRIGATION be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government t^ave 
undertaken a special programme of 
social forestry in the selected areas of 
the coimtry; and 

(b) if so, main features of the pro¬ 
gramme as a whole and lor Mahara¬ 
shtra region in particular? 

the minister of STATE IN 
the iVUNISTRY OF AGRICUL¬ 
TURE AND IRRIGATION (SHRI 
ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE); (a) and 
(b). A statement is laid on the Table 
of the Sabha. 

STATEMENT 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Two Centrally Sponsored 
Schemes have been launched on 
Social Forestry viz. Mixed Planta¬ 
tions on Wastelands, Panchayat 
Lands and Forest Areas, and (ii) 
Reforestation of Degraded Forests 
and Raising of Shelter Belts. These 
two schemes have Fifth Plan pro¬ 
vision of Rs. 5 crores each as Central 
assistance to the States. 

Under the scheme “Mixed Planta¬ 
tions on Wastelands etc.” mainly 
fuelwood and tree fodder spacies 
will be raised on community lands 
with the active involvement of Pan- 
chayats. Central Government will 
provide 75 per cent grant to the 


State Gofvernnients. The remaining 
25 per cent will be shared by Village 
Panchayats and State Governments 
as would be mutually agreed bet¬ 
ween them. 

Under the scheme “Reforestation 
of Degraded Forests” fuel wood 
plantations including shelterbelts on 
canal and road sides would be raised 
on government land so as to enable 
rural poor to obtain fuel-wood at 
cheaper rate and to protect agricul¬ 
tural fields from dessicating winds. 
The cost of the projects under this 
scheme would be shared 50:50 by the 
Central government and the State 
governments. 

In addition to the above Centrally 
sponsored schemes, there are State 
schemes on Farm Forestry and Ex¬ 
tension Forestry under Which mainly 
fuelwood species are being raised. 
These schemes have a total alloca¬ 
tion of Rs. 20.64 crores during the 
Fifth Plan under State sector. 

Under the State sector scheme of 
Farm Forestry & Extension Forestry 
the Maharashtra Government has pro¬ 
vided Rs. 200 lakhs for Fifh Plan 
period. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; I would 
like of know in view of the statement 
given here that Rs. 5 crores for each 
of the two schemes has been provided 
for ihe States, whether it means Rs. 5 
crores for each State or total Rs. 5 
crores for all the States. If that is 
the provision, then I would like to 
know whether any evaluation has 
been made of the result of this social 
forestry scheme anywhere in any of 
the States and what is the report 
thereof? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
This Rs. 5 crores provision is for the 
centrally sponsored scheme because 
the provisions for forestry develop¬ 
ment are mde in the State Budgets 
and this provision has nothing to do 
with that. 
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This Is an additional offer to what is 
being done by the State Governments 
in their budgets and ibis is not lor an 
individual State but it is lor the coun¬ 
try as a whole. 

As lar a*s evaluation is concerned, 
the social lorestry programmes were 
taken on a modest scale during the 
Fourth Plan period. They have 
proved very useluL For instance, 
the hon. member must be travelling 
in Punjab. The roadside is now very 
much impressive. The programmes 
are very useful. But the schemes are 
still on a limited scale. The magni¬ 
tude ol the problem is too vast. Un¬ 
less there is a massive involvement 
of the people, work cannot be car¬ 
ried out speedily. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE.: The 
problem of social forestry has very 
serious implication wherever it may 
be. Take ior instance the tribal 
areas where you have to involve the 
tribals. Normally, it has been a 
fashion somehow, I do not know, 
they have been blaming tribals lor 
cutting the forest or deforestation. 
But this is not correct. 1 would like 
to know whether in the programme 
of this social lorestry, are you taking 
care of the ecological balance in the 
tribal areas? Their very life style 
has been changed because of the 
various mining and other things that 
have come up. What special atten¬ 
tion is being given to the tribal areas 
where social forestry has a real 
significance? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I am inclined to agree with the 
getting upset because of the whole 
ber. This question does not confine 
to the tribal areas alone. So far as 
Panchayat land, denuded forest, 
aforestation of the waste land is con¬ 
cerned, the same problem is there 
and it covers all typra of areas. No 
effort is being made to blame adi- 
vasies. 

It is true that ecological balance Is 
getting upset because of the whole. 


sale denudation of the forest. This 
problem—whether in adivasi area or 
non-adivasi area—^is receiving special 
attention from the State Govern¬ 
ment as well as the Central Govern¬ 
ment. If there is any suggestion for 
the advasi area, we will welcome 
that. 


SHKI RANABAHADUR SINGH:, 
As has been mentioned by the hon. 
Minister, the intention is to involve 
the people. May I know what are 
the practices that are being adopted 
to involve the people? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The basic thing is the village pan¬ 
chayat. Village panchayat is to be 
involved. Unfortunately, the general 
awareness in the country about the 
forest importance of tress, ecological 
balance, is not adequates. Secondly, 
there is shortage of fuel in the coun¬ 
try because there are no alternate 
sources of fuel in the country. That 
is why people are inclined to use 
trees for fuel. 


SHRI VASANT BATHE: We have 
surplus coal. Why do you not give 
them and save the forest 

SHRI ANNASHEB P. SHINDE: 
That can be a suggestion for action 
I will bring this aspect to the notice 
of the Department of Mines. But we 
know the problem. If there is coal, 
the purchasing power in the country 
is very much lacking. The poor 
people will not be in a position to 
purchase coal. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; This may 
be subsidised. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We have to try to understand the 
problem. So far as social forestry is 
concerned, we should plant trees 
which can be used as fuel. That 
perhaps, add to Uie fuel resources.

SHRIMATI M. GODFREY: The hon. 
Minister has said that we are trying 
to preserve forests in the countity. 
But what action do Government pro¬ 
pose to take to prevent the huge 
forest fires which occur quite often? 
Is there any possibility of trying to 
reduce these huge forest fires? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The kon. Lady Member has rightly 
drawn the attention that some of the 
forests get destroyed because of fire. 
There are certain special squads which 
have been set up by the Forest De¬ 
partments. Some people do it deli¬ 
berately; also some mischief is being 
committed. This is really a matter 
which is receiving the attention of 
both Central Government and the 
State Governments and we are taking 
action in this regard. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: I would like 
to know from the Hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther coastal areas are also included 
in the social forestry programme? 
The sea is rushing in and the soil is 
being washed away and the coastal 
areas are being eroded every year. To 
protest this erosion will the pro¬ 
gramme of social forestry be applica- 
protect this erosion will the pro- 
ble for coastal areas of Thana district, 
Maharashtra, Gujarat and other 
^ costal areas of the country? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The whole of the desert areas and 
coastal areas where these protection 
beltg are required will naturally be 
included in such programme.

(a) The Fishing Zone for India, at 
present, is the same as the territorial 
waters of India, which extend to 
twelve miles from the appropriate 
base line on the coast. 

(b) No, Sir. 

(c) Does not arise. 

(d) The Indian Navy apprehends 
the foreign fishing vessels intruding 
into India territorial waters and legal 
action is take against the introducers. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
In view of the fact that several 
countries have raised the territorial 
limit to 200 miles, in view of the 
fact that we have to protect our oil 
installations in Bombay High which 
are about 125 miles from Bombay and 
in view of the fact that our deep sea 
fishing of beyond 12 miles must be 
protected, will the Government extend 
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territorial limit of the water to 200 
miles? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The declaration, of an economic zone 
is imder very active consideration of 
the Government of India. But, actu¬ 
ally, the Law of the Sea Conference 

MR. SPEAKER: This is dealt with 
by some other ministry, 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We are seized of all these matters. 

SHRI 'SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
My second question is this. In res¬ 
pect of sub-questions (c) and (d), 
how many foreign trawlers have been 
apprehended by the Navy during the 
last two years? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I can only tell the hon. Member that 
some trawlers from Taiwan were 
hauled up and four Japanese traw¬ 
lers were also hauled up on 14-8_1975. 
There were other cases also. From 
Thailand some trawlers were found 
fishing in our territorial waters. Our 
Navy is now guarding the territorial 
waters and some cases have also been 
filed. The trawlers have also been 
confiscated and action is being taken 
accordingly. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUN'SHI: I want to know from him 
whether it is a fact—specially when 
in fishing prawn has become a very 
important item for export—that the 
Indian Tobacco and Union Carbide 
have recently engaged their huge 
department for fishing by trawlers 
got On hire from the foreign country. 

If SO, whether any information is 
available with the Ministry as to 
how many trawlers these two com¬ 
panies had hired and whether any 
information is also with the Ministry 
whether he is' aware of th(» news 
in these trawlers were identified in 
Our country. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
I will require b notice for this ques* 
tion. 

MR. SPEAKER: Will you answer 
or the Conunerce Minister will ans¬ 
wer this? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
Some part of fishery is dealt with 
by us. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister because he has 
stated just now that one Taiwan 
trawler was apprehended by the Navy, 
whether the people engaged in fishing 
appeared in the papers that Taiwan 
traders came to the Indian coast for 
spying work and some newspapers 
stated that it was connected with the 
C.I.A, activity, i want to know from 
him what is the latest news about 
this. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This will have to b© found out, 

■SHRI D. P. JADEJA; The hon. 
Minister just now mentioned about 
some trawlers and fishing vessels 
caught by the Navy. May 1 know 
whether all these vessels that were 
mentioned were from off the west 
cogst or the East? As far as I know, 
they are off the East coast. i want 
to know whether Government of India 
is aware of the fact that in off the 
Saurashtra Coast, there are factory 
ships owned by the foreign compa¬ 
nies, just off 12 miles,—operating 
within oUr territorial waters. They 
aer smaller boats. Does the Govern¬ 
ment expect the Navy to control 
them? If so, how many have been 
caught so far? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir, we would like to protect our in¬ 
terests of fisheries in all directions 
whether they be in the western coast 
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or eastern coast. We are aware of 
some of the cases. Naturally* our 
Navy has been alert and we will have 
to have some additional strength to 
strengthen the entire coast whidi the 
navy is doing as its special job. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in the absence of even demarca¬ 
tion of fishing zones, how does the 
ministry come to the conclusion that 
various trawlers from foreign coun¬ 
tries are operating? I think they are 
also indukging in subversive activities.. 
The intruders have not been caught 
by them. I want to know whether 
there is •'“y coordinated effort made 
the ministry to have consultation 
with all other ministries to check this 
menace Jn this country. Even the 
Union Curbdde by hiring trawlers 
from foriiign country were engaged 
themselv<jf[ in fishing and some traw¬ 
lers from Taiwan and so .-md so 
forth were &^so engaged in fishing.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
There is a very effective coordination 
between the Commerce Ministry and 
the External Affairs Ministry, the 
Navy and ourselves. 

SHRI TOIDIB CHAUDHURI: Sir, 
the Min ster mentioned that certain 
trawlers belonging to Japan and 
Taiwan ^vere apprehended. I want to 
know whether they were apprehend¬ 
ed for fishing in our territorial waters 
as now demarcated or were they ap¬ 
prehended for some other reasons? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir. they were hauled up as ’^er the 
provisions of our present law.

Effect of wholesale prices of Food- 
graths on Retail Prices 


*641. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state: 


(a) irrespective of the fact that 
there has been a substantial fall in 
wholesale prices of foodgrains and 
other articles, what are the reasons 
that the benefit does oot reach the 
consumers because of retail prices 
remaining almost unaffected; and 


(b) steps being taken to see that 
the fall in wholesale prices has cor¬ 
responding effect on retail prices as 
well? 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA¬ 
SAHEB P SHINDE): (a) and (b). 
According to reports received from 
■the State Governments, the fall in 


wholesale prices of foodgrains and 
other articles has generally been re¬ 
flected in a fall in the retail prices 
as well. 


SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
Sk, I want to draw the attention of 
the Government to the fact that of 
late the wholesale prices have gone 
up by 2 per cent out of which rise in 
the price of edible oil is 5 per cent and 
pulses is 3 per cent. In view of this 
how does the hon. Minister reconcile 
his earlier statement? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir, 'I have got figui^es upto '24th 
April and 1 can give the position in 
respect of rice, wheat, jowar etc. but 
taking cereals as a whole on 24th 
April the price index was 290.5. 

This is roughly 24 per cent less as 
compared to last year. 

Compared to the previous month 
(17th April), it is slightly less. Again 
on 27 March it was slightly lower, of 
course. But this was only a tempo¬ 
rary phase. Again the prices have 
come down. But the position is-... 

SHRI SURENDRA MOHANTY: 
What about edible oil? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I did not say about edible oil. I w'ill 
have to find out the position about it. 
The question was about foodgrains 
and other articles in general. I men¬ 
tioned about the ixwition in general. 

With your permission I would like 
to mention the fact that the whole¬ 
sale price index reached the peek 
level of 329 in Sept. 1974 and stood 
at 283 in March 1976; the consumer 
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price index for industrial workers 
stood at 335 in October 1974 and came 
down to 290 in February 1976. The 
consiuner price for agricultural 
labourers stood at 385 in October 
1974 and fell rather sharply to 292 
in February 1976. In February 1976, 
the three indices were more or less 
identical inasmuch as the wholesale 
price index stood at 288, the consumer 
price for industrial workers stood at 
290 and that for agricultural labourers 
stood at 292. This is the factual posi¬ 
tion. 


SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: 
In view of the fact that the recent 
acquisition of buflfer stock has been 
satisfactory and also the fact that 
Government has with it a substantial 
quantity of wheat stocks carried over 
from last year, do Government pro¬ 
pose to reduce the issue price of the 
ol(i stock of wheat so that the con¬ 
sumer price of wheat could be brought 
down? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Wheat prices have remained very 
satisfactory, in certain areas, distress 
sales have been reported; some sales 
are taking place below even the pro¬ 
curement price. So there is no ques¬ 
tion of releasing more government 
stock in order to depress the price 
because there is a limit to which tlie 
prices of agricultural commodities 
could be depressed; otherwise, it will 
have a counter-productive effect and 
affect production efforts. In fact, 
never before in the recent past have 
the prices of foodgrains and other 
agricultural commodities remained so 
satisfactory as it is now. I do noT 
think the hon. member should draw 
any conclusion that.... 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: 
My question was about still applying 
the issue price pf Rs. 125. 

MR. SPEAKER: I think the answer 
holds good for that also. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
That itself is a highly subsidised one. 

DR, RANEIN SEN: Is the Minister 
aware that when foodgrains and all 
other commodities that fall imder his 
Ministry l^ave now gone out of the 
primary producers’ hands and are 
resting in the hands of the big traders, 
of late the prices of all essential agri¬ 
cultural commodities, not only of 
mustard oil or other edible oil but 
of potatoes even, have gone very 
high so that the net effect has been 
that whatever be the changes in the 
wholesale price, the retail price has 
become a very oppressive thing for 
the common people? If so, what steps 
have Government taken? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
So far as wholesale and retail prices 
are concerned, with your permission, 
I have explained the position in 
detail. As for the other aspect of the 
hon. member’s question, one has to 
look at the problem in a balanced 
way. Take, for instance, potato 
prices. They wer,e so depressed; 
there were distress sales in a number 
of growing areas. If the price goes 
up a little because of government in¬ 
tervention, I do not think we should 
really get alarmed.... 

DR. RANEN SEN: Prom 60P. to 
120P. Is it a slight rise? What is 
this? 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Even in regard to other commodities, 
oil, for instance, there have been dis¬ 
tress sales in Gujarat and other areas. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: I 
am happy the Minister has noted that 
in some parts farmers have had to sell 
their goods at distress prices. Every¬ 
where in the country, the price of 
farmers’ goods, foodgrains, has gone 
down. But does f^e Minister know 
the prices of other goods which the 
farmers has to buy have not gone- 
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down? Electricity prices have gone 
up, irrigation charge has gone up, 
fertiliser has been reduced but not 
to the extent the prices ©f foodgrains 
have gone down; then the price of 
soda, soap and other things has not 
gone down. Will this Ministry as the 
Ministry in charge of agriculture see 
that the farmers’ economy does not 
crash because the prices of other in¬ 
dustrial goods manufactured by the 
big industries have not gone down? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE:' 
The hon. Member has raised a very 
important debating point. This ques¬ 
tion is limited to the difference bet¬ 
ween retail and wholesale prices. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, would you allow a 
debate on this question? 

MR. SPEAKER: The Agricultural 
Ministry’s demands are coming. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The hon. Minister depends upon cer¬ 
tain figures given by his department 
Or some other department Does he 
know that in reality, throughout the 
entire country especially in the urban 
areas, the prices of foodgrains which 
came down to a certain extent in 
the last two months, are now going 
up; it is not only potato but even rice, 
wheat mustard oil and so on. Has 
he got any figure like that to place 
before the House? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as foodgrains are concerned, I 
have mentioned specifically their 
prices; the hon. Member should not 
mislead the House. The cereal prices 
as compared to last year are 24 per 
cent lower; it is substantially lower 
and this figure relates to the last' 
week of April.

In June, 
1974, the Kerala State Housing Board 
sent a proposal to Housing and Urban 
Development Corporation for provid¬ 
ing loans to Hutment Dwellers in 
urban areas of Kerala. 

(b) The proposal involves provision 
of houses to about 500 familie.<5 in 
each of the towns of Trivandrum, 
Cochin, Calicut and Alleppey The 
plinth area oTnach house is 30 square 
m'etres and the construction cost is 
estimated at Rs. 3,500 per unit. The 
total cost of the project for the four 
towns is estimated to be Rs. 70 lakhs. 
Though the Housing and Urban Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation agreed to con¬ 
sider the proposal, tha Kerala State 
Housing Board have not submitted a 
specific scheme in this regard to the 
Corporation.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNASAHBB 
P. SHINDE): (a) and (b). For some 
yeais now, the Government of India 
have been implementing a Centrally 
Sponsored Scheme for assisting State 
, Governments in the eradication of 
pests/diseastes which are of an ende- 
Mtc nature. Assistance under this 
Scheme was limited to operational 
charges at Rs. 3 per acre for ground 
spraying and Rs. 7 per acre for aerial 
spraying. No assistance was available 
under this Scheme tov/ards cost of 
pesticides. 

However, it was found that without 
some assistance on the cost of pesti¬ 
cides also, the total cost of chemical 
control was very high, especially in 
the case of control of certain pests 
and diseases which have assumed 
serious proportions id some States. 
The Government of India, therefore, 
have revisted the pattern of assistance 
under the Centrally Sponsored Sche¬ 
me referred to above in respect of 
pests and diseases in tha areas as in¬ 
dicated below;

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Under this revised pattern of assis¬ 
tance, in addition to the subsidies on 
operations charges, the Government of 
India would givtei assistance to the 
■extent of 33-1/3 per cent on the cost 
^ pesticides used. The remaining 
«6-2/3 per cent of the cost of pesti¬ 
cides is to be shared equally between 
■the State Govts, and the beneficiaries. 

The scheme has for the present 
been linutiqd to 5 pests/diseases men¬ 
tion^ above, because these have been 
causing great concern in recent years 
and spreading very fast from State to 
State. It is felt necessary to assist in 
control measures in regard to these 
pest and diseases before they assume 
^demic proportions.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
ministry OF EDUCATION AND

The 
Government have not received any 
suggestion for the setting up of a 
central library for scientists and re¬ 
searchers in our country. The Gov¬ 
ernment have, however, taken a num¬ 
ber of steps to make available to 
scientists and research workers lib- 
Irary facilities and facilities of docu¬ 
mentation. 

The National Science Library func¬ 
tioning, at present, as a Division of 
the Indian Nation^ Scientific Docu¬ 
mentation Centre (INSDOC) is being 
expanded by INSDOC as a Plan Pro¬ 
ject. 

The Indian CJouncil of Social Science 
Research has established a Social 
Sdence Documentation Centre at New 
Ddhi, the object of which is to pro¬ 
vide i€pearch information to social 
scientists. The four Regional Centres 
of the Council at Bombay, Calcutta, 
Hyderabad and Delhi have also start¬ 
ed providing documentation services. 

In Indian Council of Historical Re¬ 
search have set up a Documtentation- 
cum-Library Centre which seeks to 
provide research information to scho¬ 
lars interested in historical research. 

Most of the major libraries func¬ 
tioning in the country have as a rule, 
a section devoted to books on science, 
many of which are of use to research 
workers also. The National Library, 
Calcutta, has started, for instance, a 
special science and technology divi¬ 
sion for the facility of scientists and 
researchers.

(c) No shipment of ergot conta¬ 
minated wheat beyond limits laid 
down under the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration Rules have been receiv¬ 
ed in the recent past. However, in¬ 
structions exist to clean such wheat if 
the percentage of ergoty kernels ex¬ 
ceed the limits prescribed under PFA 
standards and that tli^ ergoty grain 
should be separated from wheat either 
by the Food Corporation of India or 
such other agencies handling food- 
grains. 

The separated ergoty grain is issued 
to pharmaceutical concerns for manu¬ 
facture of pharmaceuticals and such 
ergoty grain not acceptable to the 
pharmaceutical concerns is destroyed 
80 as to avoid its spread to Indian 
wheat. 
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Research in Paddy and Wheat Crop 
Diseases

(b) Paddy and wheat crops are at¬ 
tacked by a number of diseases. Blast 
of paddy and rusts of wheat are im¬ 
portant diseases and work on forecast¬ 
ing these diseases is going on. 

It has been found that the simul¬ 
taneous occurrence of minimum tem¬ 
perature of 26®C or below (preferably 
24‘’C), relative humidity of 90 per cent 
or more and dew deposits on leaves 
during the susceptible stages of crop 
growth (3 weeks’ old seedling .'stage, 
active tillering stage and ear-emerg¬ 
ence stage) are associated with the 
outbreak of blast disease of rice in the 
field. ' i‘, 

During the last few years, work on 
surveying wheat diseases with the aim 
of forecasting has been done and 
tailed information on the location of 
foci of infection and spread of rusts 
from these foci has been gathered. 
Based on the recent knowledge it is 
now possible to make a rough predic¬ 
tion of the probable time of appear¬ 
ance of black rust in certain places of 
C?antral and South India but so far a 
definite system of forecasting rust epi¬ 
demics has not been developed.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE

of the Committee on World Security 
was held in Rome from 5th to 9tb 
April, 1976. 

(b) The Indian delegation comprising 
Secrfetary (Agriculture), Special 
Adviser (Food) of Directorate of Econo¬ 
mic & Statistics and Counsellor 
(Agriculture) Rome participated in 
the Meeting. 

(c) he important conclusions and 
recommendations made by the Com¬ 
mittee at its first session are given 
below:— 

(i) The Committee recognised 
that implementation of the In¬ 
ternational Undertaking on 
World Food Security, which 
aims at adequate world sup¬ 
plies of basic fool stuffs, de¬ 
pended on the voluntary un¬ 
dertakings of governments 
but it also implied interna¬ 
tional cooperation to achieve 
the objective effectively. 
The Committee, how'ever, felt 
that practical programmes 
for the full implementation 
of the undertaking would 
need to be developed over a 
period of time. 

(11) The Committee supported the 
high priority which develop¬ 
ing countries were placing on 
national food production 
policies and programmai to 
achieve the objectives of 
World Ford Security. 

(iii) The Committee urged that in- 
, temational ftnaneial Ins titu. 
tlohs and aid i^vlfig hgkidles, 
<l«velope<f coiinyei dt^ 
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potential contributors should 
endeavour to increase their 
financial assistance in real 
terms as well as their techni¬ 
cal aid in the context of the 
development objectives of the 
developing countries. Such 
increased assistance to agri¬ 
culture would contribute to 
the minimum target for total 
Official Development Aid 
(ODA) of 0.7 per cent of 
GNP in the developed coun¬ 
tries concerned. 

(iv) The Committee agreed that 
due priority should be accord¬ 
ed to meeting requirements of 
importing developing coun¬ 
tries where sudden climatic 
variations or other natural 
disasters influence the out¬ 
come of the crops. In this con¬ 
text, the developed countries 
were urged to increase their 
food production to help meet 
the global food requirements 
and avoid policies and prac¬ 
tices that may inhibit the 
capacity of the developing 
countries to expand their own 
production or limit the poten¬ 
tial of exporting developing 
countries. 

(v) The Committee stressed the 

need for a speedy conclusion 
to the international discus¬ 
sions and negotiations taking 
place on an international 
grain’s arrangement, prefer¬ 
ably before the expiry of tiie 
current extension of the Inter¬ 
national Wheaf Agreement. 

(vi) The Committee recommended 
that (a) International financ¬

countries should endeavour, 
b> the end of 1977, if possible, 
to define and adopt national 
stock policies and targets of 
basic food stuffs and to modi¬ 
fy them to conform with the 
guidelines of the International 
Undertaking, (c) All coun¬ 
tries should endeavour to in¬ 
crease national stocks in 
accordance with their 
national policies as soon as 
economic and supply situa¬ 
tion permits. 

These conclusions and recommen¬ 
dations are generally in line with the 
stand taken by the Indian delegation 
at the meeting. 

The recommendations of the Com¬ 
mittee, after adoption by the World 
Food Council, would help in provid¬ 
ing assistance to developing countries 
for increasing food production, in 
meeting the requirements of importing 
developing countries, and in stabilis¬ 
ing world supply situation through in¬ 
creased production and adoption of 
national stock policies. The proposed 
measures, when implemented, would 
benefit the world as a whole, particu¬ 
larly the developing countries includ¬ 
ing India.

No further reductions in 
the prices of fertilisers are contem¬ 
plated. 
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Effect of Cbemical F«rtill3er la Yield 

3125. DR K, L. RAO: Will the 
blinister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE

NAWAZ KHAN): (a) to (c). The 
crops remove nutrients from the soil. 
Either the soils should have the ca¬ 
pacity to supply these nutrients or 
they will have to be added iri the 
form of organic manure or chemical 
fertilisers. It has been generally 
found that for producing one tonne of 
cereals 22-35 kg of nitrogen, 9-16 kg 
PjOg and 40-70 kg K^O are removed 
in' grain and straw from the soil. The 
States which have been using more 
fertilsers per unit; of agricultural 
land in the country such as Punjab, 
Haryana, Andhra Pradesh and 
Tamil Nadu have also higher pro¬ 
ductivity per unit of land. But use 
of fertilisers cannot compensate for 
poor agronomic practices. To get the 
maximum efficiency from fertilisers, 
optimum moisture conditions, weed 
control and plant protection mea¬ 
sures are essential. To have the 
maximum efficiency of applied irriga¬ 
tion water, it is essential to use opti¬ 
mum amount of fertilisers otherwise 
the maximum return from irrigation 
cannot be obtained. 

Data on the amount of fertilisers 
used on Irrigated anid non-irrigated 
areas in different States of the coun¬ 
try are not available but generally 
the States which use the maximum 
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amount of fertilisers per hectare in 
cultivated area viz. Punjab, Haryana, 
Tamil Nadu and Andhra Pradesh 
have also higher proportion' of irri¬ 
gated areas. General indications axe 
that the districts consuming relative¬ 
ly more fertilisers have also assured 
irrigation facilities. Generally the 
farmers in unirrigated area do not 
use much fertilisers because of the 
high risk except for crops like ground¬ 
nut. For example, in* Gujarat, Kar¬ 
nataka, Maharashtra and Andhra 
Pradesh considerable amount of phos- 
phatic fertiliser is used for ground¬ 
nut which is mainly unirrigated crop. 

Experiments both under irrigated 
and imirrigated conditions on the use 
of fertilisers have been carried out in 
a number of experimental stations 
under the All India Coordinated Pro¬ 
jects on (i) Agronomic Research and 
(ii) Dryland Agriculture. These data 
indicate that under unfertilised con¬ 
ditions in rainfed area, the yield of 
crops varies from 700 kg per hectare 
to 1500 kg per hectare but when fer¬ 
tiliser is applied the increase in yield 
has been 1 lo IJ tonnes per hec¬ 
tare for wheat, maize and upland 
rice. Similarly, under irrigated con¬ 
ditions when no fertiliser is applied 
the yield is in the 1.6 tonnes to 2.5 
tonnes per hectare. Addition of ferti- 
Ji-ser to irrigated crop results in in¬ 
creasing the yield by 2-3 tonnes per 
hectare at optimum level of fertiliser 
application.

The requirements, per¬ 
formance and the number of publica¬ 
tions of the Book Production Boards 
set up in the different States depend 
largely on the initiative taken by them 
the authors and translators who write 
these books and the State Governments 
concerned. Periodic reports are ob- 
ttoihed from the State Governments 
regarding the progress of the scheme 
and these reveal uneven progress in 
the dififerent States for the reasons 
already stated. 

The figures of grants released to the 
•different States during 1973-74 and 
1974-75 have already been furnished 
in the reply mentioned by the Hon’bTe 
Member. Grants to the State Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal during these 
years under this scheme were given, 
as usual, according to their require¬ 
ments. Until 31 March 1976, grants 
amounting to Rs. 15.33 lakhs had been 
released to the State Government while 
the expenditure incurred by the West 
Bengal Book Board till that date was 
Rs. 13.09 lakhs. Thus, the Book Pro¬ 
duction programme in West Bengal 
under the scheme has not suffered for 
'want of central grants. According to 


the information received from the 
Board, the number of its publications 
is small because it has taken up only 
original writing.

The State Govern¬ 
ments of Punjab, Gujarat, Bihar, 
Orissa, Goa, Daman & Diu, Pondi¬ 
cherry, U.P. Nagaland and Manipur 
have agreed to implement the Scheme 
in their respective States. 

(c) The actual expenditure, subject to 
a ceiling of Rs. 1,000,0. incurred by 
each State/Union Territory for the 
annual competition in implemenla*’*"’' 
of the Scheme, is borne by the Centra t 
Government.

Gram Yield

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION (SHRI PRABHUDAS 
PATEL): (a) The yield per hectare 
of gram in India is approximately 600 
Kg. which is almost at par with gram 
production countries like Efhopia, Tan¬ 
zania, Iran. Burma, Pakistan and 
Spain. However, it is somewhat lower 
than Morocco, Mexico and Turkey. The 
yield of gram in different countries are 


given in Statement enclosed. 

(b) Gram is sown under rainfed 
conditions being low and uncertain, the 
farmers are hesitant to use fertilizers 
and pesticides. Under irrigated condi¬ 
tions the crop is not as remunerative as 
wheat which is the alternative crop. 

(c) Research has shown that yield of 
existing improved varieties of gram can 
be increased by application of phospha- 
tic fertilizers, adoption cf plant pro 
I'.'ction measures, and use of one or two 
irrigations. To help State Governments 
to increase production of pulses (in¬ 
cluding gram) a Centrally Sponsored 
Scheme on development of pulses was 
initiated in last 2 years of the Fourth 
Plan and is being continued during the 
Fifth Plan. Under the scheme financial 
assistance has been provided to the 
State Governments to lay out demons¬ 
trations on these crops to motivate far¬ 
mers to adopt improved practices, mul¬ 
tiply breder’si seed and foundation 
seed supply seed of improved varities 
at subsidised rate subsidise 2.5 per cent 
cost of plant protection chemicals and 
50 per cent cost of plant protection 
equipment (sprayer and dusters) for 
use in Pulses Cultivation.

176.16 lakhs was released to Maharash¬ 
tra Government under Drought Prone 
Areas Programme during 197.5-76. Dur¬ 
ing the current year. Central Assistance 
of Rs. 388.78 lakhs is proposed to be 
made available to the State Govern¬ 
ment under the programme. 

Acceptance of Three-year Degree 
Course by Universities 

3182. SHRI SHANKERRAO SA¬ 
VANT : Will the Minister of EDUCA¬ 
TION, SOCIAL WELFARE AND CUL¬ 
TURE be pleased to state; 

(a) which Universities have accept¬ 
ed the three year degree course, which 
are considering its acceptance and 
which have refused to accept it; and 

(b) what special help is given to 
those universities which accept the 
three year degree course? 

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION,. 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CUL.TURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) and 

(d). The 11+3 pattern was accepted 
by universities in all Sates, except 
Uttac Pradesh, where it was a 
two-year course after 12 year 
schooling and Bombay University. 
Subsequently, some other universities 
also adopted a two-year intermediate/ 
pre-degree course followed by a two- 
year degree course. According to In¬ 
formation available, all the Universities 
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except those in Bihar and Ass^^ti, Si3te 
Universities in Uttar Pradesh, Liinvcr- 
sity of Bombay and Universi of 
Berhampur and Utkal in Orissa, have 
three-year degree course. 

The Conference of Vice-Cha n ellors 
of Universities held on Seplern jjr .10 
October 1. 1975, recommended that 
the new enriched three-year first 
degree course under 'he 10+2 • ,1 pat¬ 
tern should be launched wi‘h effect 
from or about the academic year 1979- 
80. 

The Conference of Vice-Chan, ellors 
has also recommended that it will bc- 
neces-sary to provide financial a.ssist- 
ance to the universities for switching 
over to the 10 + 2+3 pattern especially 
those universities which have at pre¬ 
sent two-year degree course. Their re¬ 
commendations arc being considered 
by the State Governments and universi¬ 
ties concerned. Most of the States have 
however accepted the pattern. 

Help to Athletes/Artists 

3183. SHRI SHANKERRAO SA¬ 
VANT; Will the Minister of EDUCA¬ 
TION, SOCIAL WEI .FARE AND CUL-

worked out any scheme to help and 
patronise atheletes, sportsmenl. singers,

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF EDUCATION AND SO¬ 
CIAL WELFARE AND IN THE DE- 
PAR IMENT OF CULTURE (SHRI D. 
P. YADAV): (a) and (b'. The De¬ 
partments of Education and Culture are 
operating a number of schemes to en¬ 
courage atheletes, sportsmen and wo¬ 
men and artists. 

Under the Sports Talent Search Scho¬ 
larship Scheme scholarships are 
awarded to students who excel in 
sports. There are available for award 
everjf year 40o national and 800 States

level scholarships of the value of Rs- 
50/- and R's. 25/- per month respective¬ 
ly Besides, 100 scohlarships per an¬ 
num of the value of Rs. 100 per month 
have been made available for univer- 
.sity/college sportsmen under the Na¬ 
tional Sports Organisation Scheme. 

To hdp sportsmen and women im¬ 
prove their performance coaching is 
necessary. With a view therefore to 
produce good coaches and also to pro- 
\'iflp coaching to atheletes sportsmen and 
women, the Netaji Subash National 
Institute of Sports, Patiala has been set 
up and it has so far produced about 
.3000 coaches in 13 different sports and 
games. 

In order to confer recognition cn 
outstanding sportsmen and women 
Arjuna Awards are made each year. 
Padma Awards are also conferred on 
very outstanding sportsmen and wo¬ 
men. 

In order to provide opportunities of 
competition to rural sportsmen ard 
women, rural sports tournaments are 
held at Block. District and S'^ale levels. 
It is estimated that in 1975-76 about 
7 lakh atheletes particip.aled in these 
tournaments. 

For encouraging sportswomen in nar- 
ticular a National Women’s Sports Fes¬ 
tival was held at New Delhi in Nov¬ 
ember, 1975. More than 1700 spoits- 
women from 25 Stales/Union Territo¬ 
ries participated in the Festival. 

National Awards in Physical Effi¬ 
ciency given with a view to stressing 
the importance of physical fitness. 
These awards are given on the basis 
of a competition which offers the par¬ 
ticipants a forum to test their physical 
efficiency. 

Talented sportsmen and women are 
also sent abroad as a part of national 
teams or for advanced training. 

With a view to providing financial 
assistance to artists for obtaining ad¬ 
vanced training in their fields of acil- 
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vlty, schemes of award of cultural 
schcJarships to young artists of out¬ 
standing promise are being operated. 
About 50 scholarships of the value of 
Rs. 300 per month are available to 
young artists in the age group 20—28 
years and another 100 scholarships of 
the value of Rs. 600 per annum have 
been made available for children in the 
age group 10—14 years. 

A scheme of award of fellow'ships to 
outstanding artists in the fields of the 
performing, the literary and the plas¬ 
tic arts has been recently started. The 
senior fellowship under- the scheme is 
of the value of Rs. 1,000/- per month 
and the junior fellowship of Rs. 500/- 
per month. 

Financial assistance upto Rs. 200/- 
per month is also given fo persons dis¬ 
tinguished in the letters, the arts, etc., 
who may be in indigent circumstances. 

A scheme of financial assistance to 
professional dance-drama ai\d theatre 
ensembles is also in operation whereby 
such ensembles are enabled to employ 
artists on a stable basis. 

The Government fully recognise tne 
need for encouraging art and jutists 
so lhat cultural li.'e of our people may 
be enriched. The three Akademics. 
viz., the Sangeet Natak Akademi. the 
Lalit Kala Akademi and the Shaitya 
Akademi, were established with this 
end in view. They have been making 
awards for artistic achievement, hon¬ 
ouring artists by making them fellows, 
holding exhibitions, bringing out pub¬ 
lications, staging performances and 
generally providing encouragement to 
creative artists.

(b) Delhi Development Autnority 
invited applications from all registered 
Cooperative Group Housing Societies 
for allotment of land in July, 1973, and 
allotted land to Societies accoiding to 
date of their registration with Regis¬ 
trar Cooperative Societies and the date 
of deposit of earnest money. Delhi De¬ 
velopment Authority as such does not 
register any demand of such societies. 

(c) 19 societies were given posses¬ 
sion of land as shown in statement II 
laid on the Table of the House, [placed 
in Library. See No. LT-10765/76]. 
The dates on which possession was 
given has also been indicated against 
each Item. 

(d> Land will be given to all the so- 
cities as and when they complete all-'

do not avail of the scholar.ships ana 
sometimes sufficient number of candi¬ 
dates duly qualified are al.so net avail¬ 
able for nomination.

There is 
no organisation by the name of Cen¬ 
tral Youth Advisory Board. HoM'ever, 
a National Advisory Board on Youth 
set up in July 1970 had made certain 
recommendations in December, 1970. 
The Government after taking into con¬ 
sideration the recommendations of the 
Board decided to implement the pro¬ 
gramme of Nehru Yuvak Kendras 
State and District level Committees of 
the Kendras are being set up. The 
organisational pattern of the Nehru 
Yuvak Kendras at the national level is 
under consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment.

•SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM 
(Tirunalveli): Hon. Mr. Speaker, 

Sir, on behalf of the Communist Party 
of India, I rise to express my views 
on the Demands for Grants of the 
Ministry of Commerce for the year 
1976-77. 

While welcoming the rise in our 
exports by 14.6 per cent during 1975- 
76 as compared to 1974-75, I would 
like to inform the House that during 
the period 1972-73 to 1074-75 our ex¬ 
ports had risen by 100%. 1 refer to 
this because that the increase in ex¬ 
ports during 1975-76 should not lead 
Us to any complacency; constant 
efforts are required to maintain the 
tempo of exports. 

While the exports have been going 
up, the imports have also been going 
up. During 1973-74 the imports went 
up by 58 per cent, in 1974-75 by 51 
per cent and in 1975-76 by 58 per 
cent. On account of this factor, the 
trade gap in 1975-76 is estimated ta 
be of the order of Rs. 1400 crorea. 
If our economy is to develop at a 
faster rate, then steps should be taken 


Tamil. 
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for increasing llie exports : and 
reducing the im'ports. I am -sure 
that tile Government will bear this 
in mind during 1976-7t’'' 

Sir, On April 14/ 1978 the Govern¬ 
ment announced the Import Policy 
lor 1976-77. You know, Sir, that so 
many concessions have be^n given to 
the importers in the hope that this 
would give further fillip to our 
exports. I am afraid that these con¬ 
cessions will be exploited to tile’full 
by thg monopoly industrialists. This 
may lead to increase in imports 
which in turn would affect s^rftiusly 
our balance of payments position. 
Here, I would like to remind you 
what happened in 1966. We devalued 
the rupee with the fond hope that 
our products would be able' to com¬ 
pete at competitive prices in the 
world market; the idea was that a 
drop in the export prices of our 
goods would fetch a larger share in 
the world market. We gave several 
concessions also in the import policy 
of that year. But, all this did not 
lead to a favourable balance of 
payments position; in fact, the trade 
gap got widened during that year. 
The Government should ensure that 
such a situation does not recur dur¬ 
ing 1976-77. 

During 1975-76 the value of our 
exports was Rs. 2690 crores. Out of 
this, the shafe of the public sector 
undertaking, the S.T.C., is only Rs. 752 
crores. The share of public sector in 
the total exports of our country is 
just 27 per cent; 73 per cent of our 
export trade is in the hands of the 
private sector. AH of us are aware 
of the melpractica^ Indulged in by 
the private sector; it is common 
knowledge that the private sector 
resorts t© under-invocing and over¬ 
invoicing, which ends in black- mar¬ 
keting and black money. That is why 
the Communist Party of India has, 
time and again, emphasised the need 
for nationalising the antire import 
and export trade. J would like to 
i«ltente that immediate steps dumld 


be taken for :utBtinrtBlising the entire 
import and export trade of our 
country. 

Duri|;ig *1975-76 the exports 
following commodities h§vp ^^ned: 
Cashew kernel by 20 ‘ per cent; oil 
cakes .by 32 per cent j marine products 
by 64 per cent; jute goo^ by 27 per 
cent; handloom go^s'by i^.per^fe'nt. 
Here I have t© point out^ 
export of mill ‘’clo^hes^ h^‘1|Sne up 
by 49 per cent. IJ^at lT the reason 
for the fall in ^^‘^xport of cashew 
kernels? We should, if necessary, 
not hesitate to import cashew, kernels 
fr 9 ^ other producing countries for 
the sake of maintaining pur, exports, 
"W-e are producin^g .5p, per cent of raw 
cashew-nuts in our country and we 
are importing^ ^50 ^per cent of raw 
cashew-unts f:ro!^, Kenya and other 
African. coul^triM., This has created 
the situation thpt c^shew-nut cultiva¬ 
tion has become' seasonal. The pro¬ 
duction of raw-cashew-nut within the 
country should be increased. The 
Kerala Cashew-nut ^ cqrpbrl^ion ha? 
stressed |the'need for"" h^^inging in 
25000 acres more under cashew culti¬ 
vation. In particular, the Corporation 
has suggested that cashew .cultivation 
should be taken up in. Andaman Is¬ 
lands. I have to regretfully say that 
the Central Government have not 
accepted this suggestion. The Com- 
mercy Ministry should not wash off 
their hands by saying that this is in 
the jurisdiction of' the Agriculture 
Ministry. As the cashew-nut-ig g 
valuable foreign-exchange eariiet', the 
Commerce Ministry should ^rsuade 
the Agriculture Ministry tet»take up 
this project seriously. Wewrill not only 
adiieve self-sufficiency dn cashew, 
nuts but alao will gmierate further 
employment opportunities "" hSesides 
giving employmetit throughout the 
year for those who are already •en¬ 
gaged in this industry,

During the last two, three years, 
the price of raw jute hag been going 
down. It is even less than the sup¬ 
port price announced by the Govern¬ 
ment. The production has also gone 
down because the producers are not 
getting remunerative prices. The 
West Bengal Government has re¬ 
quested that the sux)port price of 
raw jute should be raised. The Jute 
Corporation should also directly pur¬ 
chase raw jute from the producers. 
These steps must be taken immedia¬ 
tely in order to ensure that the 
producers get remunerative price 
and that the jute cultivation is- not 
abandoned. The Jute-mill owners 
retrenching the workers. i demand 
that all the ;iute-mills must be natio-. 
nalised iinm^i^tely. , . .. 

Next ,to agriculture in our, country,'.

In foreign 
countries there is ^Oat demand for 
crapes. New designs are to ba Solv¬ 
ed for handloom cloth. The Office of 
the Develo{Hnent Commissioner for 
Handloom has been located in Delhi. 
I would like to x>oint put that the 
Branch Offices of the Development 
Commissioner should be located in 
the States having concentration of 
handlooms. In all the handloom pro¬ 
duction centres, design centres should 
be established. 

Tlie export of tea in 1975-76 has 
come down to 138 million kilograms 
from 144 million kilograms during 
1974-75. 'What is the reason for the 
fall in tea export and what steps 
have been taken to augment the ex¬ 
port of tea? 

• So far as Tamil Nadu is concerned, 
the export of leather and leather 
products plays u vital role. At the 
moment the leather industry in Tamil 
Nadu has been facing a serious crisis. 
It is said that under th© Leather De¬ 
velopment Fund, a common facility 
centre will be established by the 
S. ,T. C. in Tamil N|idu. I request that 
thif 'should be done immediately.

Siepg should be taken for 
augmenting the export of natural 
rubber. The multi-national monopoly 
type manufacturing companies do not 
consume much of natural rubber. 
Th^ are importing more end more of 
synthetic rubber. The import of 
synthetic rubber should be cut down. 
All these multi-national type manu¬ 
facturing companies must be natio¬ 
nalised immediately. The production 
of natural rubber should be increased 
and it must be ensured that the pro¬ 
ducers get remunerative prices. 

The Government must take over 
the Couvery Mill in Cauvery town 
and also the Valajabad Mill in Tamil 
Nadu. All the sick textile mills lying 
closed in the country should be natio¬ 
nalised. 

Here I would like to refer to 
another strange phenomenon. While 
the imports from west, European 
countries have been going up, the 
imports from East European' coun¬ 
tries have been gradually d^lining. 
In 1974 the imports from East Euro¬ 
pean countries were of the value of 
Rs. 328.8 crores; in 1975 it came down 
to Rs. 256.9 crores—a fall of Rs. 71.9 
crores. Prom Rs. 402.1 crores in 1974, 
the imports from West European 
countries have gone up toJRs. 555.8 
crores—an increase of Rs. 153.7 crores. 
What is the reason for this changing 
trend? 

We are earning foreign exchange of 
the value of Rs. 350 crores or so every 
year from the export of tobacco, tea, 
coffee, cardamom, pepper, cashew 
kernel, coir products, which are pro¬ 
duced in Southern States I find that 
ad^uate investment is not made for 
augmenting the production of these 
foreign exchange earners. I request 
th^t if necessary even a portion of 
foreign exchange earned must be 
plaughed back in producing these 
foreign exchange earners. 

Sir, in conclusion. 1 would refer only 
to one important issue. I feel ftat all 
the 17 Export Promotion Counclli, 


comprising mainly of private sector 
industrialists have become white ele. 
phants for the public exchequer. This 
is proved by the fact that there has 
been steep fall in the export of many 
commodities. I want that the public 
sector institutions like the Trade De¬ 
velopment Authority, the Directorate 
of Exhibitions, etc., should be streng¬ 
thened further and if necessary these 
Export Promotion Councils can even 
be wound up. 

With these words I conclude my 
speech. 

SHRI PATTABHI RAMA RAO 
(Rajamundry): Mr. Speaker, Sir. 1 
congratulate the Minister, his Deputy 
and the Ministry for the nice Export- 
Import policy that they have adopted 
this year. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please come over 
near the mike, so that you are audi¬ 
ble to the House. 

SHRI PATTABHI RAMA RAO: 
They must make some suitable 
arrangements. Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Reporters are 
not able to hear you. 

SHRI PATTABHI RAMA RAO: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, let me first congratulate 
the Minister, his Deputy and his 
Ministry for the excellent import ex¬ 
port policy they have adopted this 
year. Our export earnings are quite 
high, and particularly the sugar ex¬ 
port has brought us a good amount of 
foreign exchange. I congratulate the 
Ministry for the way they are con¬ 
ducting the export policy this parti¬ 
cular year. The import policy also 
has been quite good and there are 
many incentives given. I am sure the 
export and import policy will prove 
a great success in the coming year. 

I also congratulate the Ministry for 
the way they are encouraging the 
handloom sector. This year they 
have announced that coloured sarees 
and bordered dhothis should Be taken 
away from the mills and should be 
left reserved entirely for the hand- 
loom sector. This was the cherished 
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[Shri Pattabhi Rama Rao], 
aim oi Shri C. Rajaeopalachari. About 
a quarter of a century ago he enunciat¬ 
ed this policy, when he was in charge 
of the administration in Madras, but 
the then Central Commerce Minister, 
Shri T. T. Krishnamachari, did not 
accept that policy. Now, after a 
quarter of a century, we have come to 
brasstack.? with this problem. ■ I am 
happy that the present Commerce 
Minister, Professor Chattopadhyaya, 
has announced that these two sectors, 
namely, dhothis and sarees are entire¬ 
ly reserved to the handloom sector. 

Handloom is an important sector in 
our country, next only to agriculture, 
where lakhs of weavers are engaged. 
Now when so many lakhs of people are 
without work, this will certainly give 
them a good opportunity for their 
livelihood. I am sure they will be 
able to make some earning out of this 
policy. My only request is that this 
policy should be scrupulously adopted 
and that there should be no violation 
of this policy. In that case, the hand¬ 
loom sector wiU certainly be able to 
produce such good cloth that it would 
be good for export and we will have 
very valuable export earnings from 
this sector. 

While speaking of the textile indus¬ 
try. I must say that this industry 
particularly the mill sector and the 
yam mills in particular are in dol¬ 
drums now. The price of cotton is 
waing day by day very steeply. i can 
understand it if this increased price is 
advantageous to the grower but it i* 
not The stock of cotton ig held by 
the middlemen, and they are enjoying 


the benefit of the rise in price of 
cotton. We want cheap cloth and 
cheap yarn, bv^ how can we get it 
when the cotton price is soaring high? 
So, there must be a way found out for 
checking the .steep price rise of cotton 
and also to ensure that the grower 
does not suffer but gets his due. Just 
as in the case of sugarcane and paddy, 
they must get some support price! 
Over and above that, the price must 
be controUed so that it would not 
affect the price of the cloth, which wiU 
hit the common man. I understand 
that the textile mills have got huge 
stocks of yarn and some of the mills 
could not even get credit from the 
banks to meet their demand, to pur¬ 
chase cotton. They are finding It 
difficult to manage the mills. So. a 
way must be found to supply them 
cotton and yarn to the weaver at a 
reasonable price. Otherwise, I am 
sure, this will affect the common man. 
whose need for cloth is as much as 
that of food. It is a most important 
need and if this is to be met, we must 
see that the cotton price does not go 
beyond a particular limit. If parti¬ 
cular varieties of cotton are not avail- 
able in sufficient quantities in the 
country and the middlemen are quot- 
ing high prices for the Uttle stock, 
available with them, we must import 
such varieties, instead of following a 
blind import policy, and see that a 
reasonable balance is maintained and 
that cheap yam Is given to tht 
weavers and cheap cloth is made , 
available to the common man 

I think the Ministry for all the good 
that they are doing and I congratulate 
it once again.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall confine my¬ 
self only to the Cut Motions. I have 
moved. Nos. 8 to 13. 


I know, the hon. Minister is aware 
of the sad plight of the textile and 
jute workers throiighout the country, 
and I would like to bring to his notice 
some more facts about textile units 
and one of the jute mills in West 
Bengal. 

The Kharda Jute Mill as the hon. 
Minister is aware, is remaining closed 
for a long time. The' workers are 
rotting in the streets. The Govern¬ 
ment of India took a decision to make 
an inquiry and investigate under the 
Act to enable the Government to take 
it over. In the meantime, what has 
happened is that the employers have 
gone to the Calcutta High Court, ^d 
that .has created some trouble fbr the 
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Government, tor this Ministry, to take 
over this mill. I have receiv^ letters 
from the Union representatives that 
the GQvemipeot counsel, Mr. Sinha, 
has told the trade union 'yfepresenta- 
tives that, if the Government applies 
under section 18 A of the IDR Act, the 
Court‘can take up the matter quickly 
and give its decision. I do not know 
the implications of it. The hon. Minis¬ 
ter is aware of it. He is from -West 
Bengal and he is fully aware of these 
things. If this" is the only snag, when 
I am sure the hon. Minister will 
apply his mind and see to it that the 
said provision of the Act is applied so 
that the case may be expedited and 
decided and the mill taken over and 
the sufferings of the workers come to 
an end. 

I would now refer to the two tex¬ 
tile mills of Kanpur. I was extreme¬ 
ly happy when the hon. Minister 
assured me—not only me but also the 
other friends in the other House— 
that Government had taken a final de¬ 
cision regarding taking-over of the 
two textile mills in Kanpur, namely, 
the famous Lakshmi Rattan Cotton 
Mills and. the Atherton West . Mills 
Ltd. He said that he had to amend 
the Schedule because in the Schedule 
only 103 names were mentioned a^d 
once the Government takes a decision 
to bring the other mills also within 
the purview of this Act, the Schedule 
has to be amended. I would only like 
to remind him his solemn promise 
on which nearly 10,000 workers are 
living. They are living in the hope 
that one fine morning .they would 
get the news that the mills have been 
taken over. 

In the meantime, what is happen- 
^og? Shn Ram Rattan Gupta and cer¬ 
tain other interests and agencies are 
working in the direction to see that 
the mill is not taken over. He is tel¬ 
ling that the assets are less and 
liabilities are more and he is trying 
to establish that once again he has to 
take oyer this mill'and run this mill, 
r’lmow, the hon. Minister has.said 
that under no circumstances, these 


mills will be given over to those who 
spoiled and ruined these mills. The 
other day I got a letter from Dr. 
Rajendra Kumari Bajpai, Labour 
Minister, who is equally ' concerned 
about the opening of these two mills 
in Kanpur. She Wrote: 

“I have received .your letter re¬ 
garding take-over of Laxmi Rattan 
Cotton Mill and Atherton West 
Mill, Kanpur by the National Tex¬ 
tile Corporation. During my last 
vi.sit to Delhi, I had also met Shri 
D, P. Chattopadbyaya and ha‘d re¬ 
quested him to get this matter ex¬ 
pedited. I hope, it will be done 
soon.” 

This letter is dated 27 th April, 1076 . 

It means that the State Government is 
equally concerned because it is a 
headache to them. 

The workers condition has reached 
now a particular stage, where you 
cannot even pity them. They have 
consumed their own share of the pro¬ 
vident'fund. The employers have not 
deposited their share. These workers 
are unable to get ansrthing as advance 
and a situation has come when they 
have to sell whatever they had to 
feed their children. I would request 
the hon. Minister to assure this House 
when this particular amending Bin is 
to be introduced in this House. A de¬ 
cision has been taken and I congratu¬ 
late him for that. I know that he had 
to fight hard lor it. The National 
Apex Body had recommended it and 
the other .committee which was form¬ 
ed also had recommended this. 

I do not say for a moment that the 
other mills should not be taken over, 
If there are 12 closed textile mills, in 
the larger interest of the suffering 
humanity and the larger interest oi 
the workers, those mills should b< 
taken over. If the question of los! 
comes, there are many thiixgs when 
the losses may be more, but after al 
these 20,000 or 30,000 human lives an 
more precious than some crores o 
rupees which the Government ii 
bound to lose. 
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In this connection, I would also re- 
quefit that the entire set up has to be 
changed. It is said that the National 
Textile Corporation with 103 mills 
under its fold has sustained a loss. 
This is a false propaganda by the 
vested interest and those who want 
these mills to be given back to the 
employers. There may be soma mills 
which are running at a loss, but 
generally these mills have come up 
very well. I know some mills which 
were almost reduced to junk and 
scrap, have come up well and are 
giving profit also. I know about two 
mills Muir mill and New Victoria 
mill, they had management difficulties. 
You should pul proper people there 
and put technocrats there. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the General Manager of a mill 
at Kanpur had never visited any de¬ 
partment of his mill. The entire build¬ 
ing was on the verge of collapse and 
he did not know that until it actually 
collapsed. Such men, who have noth¬ 
ing to do with the process of produc¬ 
tion and who simply sil tight in air 
conditioned rooms are not required 1o 
run these rrulls. That is the diffi' 
rence. why ihe private employers fv 
that they were mfm.icting lhe.«o rrilK' 
better. They we'^e not manacinii 
the.se mills better, they were having 
profit motive always with them. The 
profit motive may not be with us, but 
service motive should always l-c there 


I assure the hon. Member on behalf 
of the \vo"kers that they will do then- 
best because they have suffered for 
years in the hands of those employers, 
who rotibod them, exploited them and 
cheated them. It is they., who wanted 
the Government to take these mills 
over. They will not lack in coopera¬ 
tion. They will cooperate in every 
way. I would request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to appoint some sort ol a Com¬ 
mission with experts to find out why 
these particular mills have suffered 
losses. It is not the iob of the Apex 
Committee? In it only for the Apex 
Committee to go to Kanpur for two 
days? What will they do?.... (Jnfer- 
ruptions). I hope the hon. Member 
645 LS—6 


there supports me because he has got. 
more experience than myself. That is 
why this committee or commission is 
necessar.v in the larger interests of 
running of the National Textile Corpo¬ 
ration. 

There is another e.itile mill, Kaveri 
Mills, in Tamil N;idj. He.e a decision 
was taken. The Tamil Nadu Govern¬ 
ment never wanted to run this. Now 
the DMK Goi ernmenl is no more 
there. Now the Advi.^ers are there. 
The Government can possibly inter¬ 
vene. Workers there are really starv¬ 
ing. The other dav my friend, Mr. 

K. T. K. Tangamani who is the leader 
of our Group in the Tamil Nadu 
Assembly was here during the AITUC 
meeting. He explained how much the 
workers there are suffering. I think 
he might have met the hon. Labour 
Minister as also the Commerce Minis¬ 
ter. I would request and urge upon 
the Minister that thi.s mill should be 
taken over. 

About foreign markets and to the 
yarn supply position i hope the Minis¬ 
ter will throw some light and also on 
improving the working of the National 
Textiles Corporation 

Another mill, the Kanpur Jute IJd- 
yog. I know this mill cannot be taken 
over. But what Mr, Alok Jain is 
d'hng, I do not know. I am told Mr. 
Alok Jain, son of Shri Shanti Prasad 
Jain, has Veen given an amount of 
Rs. 5 crores to run ihe jute factory at 
Kanpur and a plywood factory in 
West Bengal and also the Sawal 
Madhopur cement factory in Rajas- 
Ihnn. Has it been as certained by the 
Industry Mini.ciry as also by the Com¬ 
merce Mini-'t''v that this money will 
not be used for cultivating roses or 
film artistes? I am told he has got a 
rose garden worth Rs. 3.5 lakhs which 
is not accessible to anybody unless he 
gets a recommendation from some 
artiste. I do not know but everyone 
says that Alok Jain is an admirer of 
film artistes. I am also an admirer of 
film artistes though they are not 
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accessible lo me becaus I have no 
rose garden. Bui this inoiic.; rhnukl 
not Lc given to him unless these thice 
units start lunetioning. 7.(i0() men 
are there in Sav,rn Madhopm- cement 
factory. lodO nie'i are wording in 
Kannur Jute r'’.'og and an etjual 
number of emi.’ltjvec'' are IhCit’—Dr.

S.HRI NATWARI..A,L PATEL iMeh- 
sani, I- I am thanlUul to >ou for givint? 
me this opportunity to speak on the 
Demands fur Grants of the Commerce 
Mnvster. 

The Commer.'’e Ministry has In plav 
a verv important role in the progress 
of this country .uni for (he last "two 
.vears the working 0: this Mini^{ry is 
quite salisfactorv. Ac oicling to me. 
they have played a most imoor'ant role 
especially in the progress of the coun¬ 
try. 

I would like to make a few points 
to the hon. Minister' regarding the 
working of the Cotton Corporation of 
fndia. The Cotton Corjioration was 


set up to go to the rescue of the far- 
mers when the cotton prices were 
going riown below the cost price. 

The Cotton Corporation of India 
has forgotten its objective—whether 
Ihf^y should make purchases from the 
open market when the prices are 
coming down or they should make 
purchasc.s when prices are going up. 
Generally, the Cotton Corporation of 
India is never found purchasing cot¬ 
ton from the open market when the 
prices are coming down. Last year 
there was a tremendous fall in the 
prir'cs of cotton aiid we had request¬ 
ed the hon. Minister, authorities in 
the Ministry, especially the authori¬ 
ties of the Cotton Corporation- of 
India to enter into the market and 
purchase cotton. They did not do so. 
They failed miserably. Ultimately, 
our growers had to suffer a loss. When 
we ask the authorities of the Corpo¬ 
ration, llioy say. they agree to pur¬ 
chase cotton from the open market 
but tlipy have not got adequate funds. 

I would like to know when you have 
set up this institution—the Cotton* 
Corporation of India—why you 
not arrange for adequate funds for 
them to enable them to purchase 
cotton when the prices are coming 
below the cost price? 

This year, I feel, the prices of cot¬ 
ton have gone a little bit up. Ac- 
coj'ding to me, I must say, there is no 
tremendous increase in the price of 
cotton. Still., however, about 300 mill 
owners have started weeping before 
Shri Chattopadhyaya. The mill own¬ 
ers have a strong lobby in this coun¬ 
try against the growers who are mil¬ 
lions in number. The mill owners 
have started weeping before the Min¬ 
istry that the price of cotton has .shot 
up like anything. I would like to 
urge the hon'. intelligent Minister 
Shii Chattopadhyaya and his col¬ 
league not to be influenced by them. I 
am sure the hon. Ministers have got 
the interest of the growers at heart. 
According to me the prices are a lit- 
e bit high. You shall have to com- 
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jare the prices of cotton of this 
;ountry with the prices of cotton pre- 
/ailing in other countries. According 
o the information available with me, 
I can say, that the prices of cotton 
n other countries have shot up by 60 
)er cent whereas the prices of cotton 
n our country have shot up hardly 
jy 15 to 20 per cent. An’ increase of 
5 to 20 per cent is not a tremendous 
ncrease in the price of cotton. Still, 
lowever, the mill owners have de- 
-landed some import of cotton from 
broad. I would like to urge the hon. 
Minister not to come under the influ- 
nce of these people, otherwise this 
vould advei.sely affect the interests 
f tlie growers, as the prices would 
onie down if you import cotton from 
broad. 

You must be aware that last year 
le prices were belov.' the cost price 
nd the farmers suffered a lot. Ulti- 
lalely, this year ibe prices have gone 
p to .some extent because of the crop 
•)ndilion. I do not know what the 
-Mmate of the hon. Minister and the 
linisliy is regarding the position of 
>tton growth in the -country. Ac- 
wding to me, the position regarding 
Jlton crop is not as satisfactory as it 
•as last year. When our farmers are 
ot getting a remunerative price, 
■hen they are not getting at least a 
ood price to make both ends meet, 
aturally it wil] affect the coming 
op. I would say that the prices, 
■hatever the cotton growers ^re get- 
ng to-day, are the most reasonable 
rices. There is 00 increase in the 
rice according to me and we should 
:e that there should not be any ad- 
erse effect on the prices of cotton. 

The mill owners in this country, I 
now, have got a very big lobby, 
hey know the ways and means to 
ifluence the Ministry. But I under- 
■and that Shri Chattopadhyaya and 
is young colleagues are socialist 
aople. They always care more for 
growers in this country and, 
lerefore, they -would not be Snflu- 
iced by these people. I would re¬ 


quest the hon. Minister and the Min¬ 
istry to be alert about the campaign 
that is being started by the mill own¬ 
ers in this country. 

Something is being said about the 
National Textile Corporation. The 
National Textile Corporation is also 
functioning well, I cannot say that 
the functioning of the Corporation Is 
not satisfactory. 

I will bring this matter to the at¬ 
tention of the Hon. Minister. There 
must be close coordination between 
the NTC (National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion) and the CCI (Cotton Corpora¬ 
tion of India). I don’t know why 
they are more eager to purchase cot¬ 
ton from the private trade than firom 
the CCI. I do not know why they 
do not want to purchase from CCT 
whicii gives s^PPort to our farmers. 
All these things show that there is 
no proper co-ordination. God alone 
knows why this is going on like this. 
Last year I got some opportunity to 
.speak on this issue T brought this 
tn the notice of the Minister and re¬ 
quested him to look into the matter. 
So far as NTC js concerned, it works 
under direct guidelines of the Minis¬ 
try. Of course they have got their 
own views. 1 don’t say they are com¬ 
pletely guided in everything. But 
every now and then they have got to 
come before your Ministry. They 
have to act with the help, with the 
guidance, of the Ministry. There 
are .some guidelines given to the 
National Textile Corporation. I would 
urge upon’ the Minister to give them 
one specific guideline regarding pur¬ 
chase of cotton from CCI. They 
should give preference to coopera¬ 
tives. In Gujarat, out of 16 to 18 
lakhs of bales, 9 lakhs are from co¬ 
operative sector alone, more than 60 
per cent. But still they do not want 
to purchase cotton from cooperatives. 
If they purchase from cooperatives it 
will be good because they will ensure 
good quality and also reasonable 
price. So, I would plead 'with the 
Minister to make some changes in re- 
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gard to the purchase procedure and 
they have to make changes in the 
functioning of the NTC. Guidelines 
may be given to NTC to purchase 
cotton if available from CCI and if 
it is not available with them, to pur¬ 
chase from cooperatives. If only this 
Ig not available there, they could go 
in fop private traders. By going to 
private traders they are oftentime.s 
cheated they are compelled to pay 
higher price. Otherwise, I have noth¬ 
ing to say against the NTC. 

I congratulate the Minister and his 
colleague on the performance of this 
Ministry, especially, in regard to the 
functioning of the STC. The STC 
has progressed well over the years. 
In 1973-74 STC’s exports were 270 
crores and imports were 215 crores. 
In 1974 - 75 , they were 5.56 rroros and 
232 crores respectively. In' 1975-76 
these were 756 crores and 211 crores 
respectively. From these figui*es we 
can see that the performance of the 
STC has been excellent.

IMr. Deputy-Speaker in the Chair] 

I wish this Corporation should pro¬ 
gress well. When I say something 
about this Corporation, I must thank 
the Chairman, Shri Vinod Parekh and 
his colleagues working in this Corpo¬ 
ration for their nice and excellent 
performance in the State Trading 
Corporation. 

I have nothing to say about this, I 
am, however, grateful to you. Sir, for 
giving mo this opportunity to speak 
on the Demands cf the Commerce 
Ministry. I gupp-ort the Demands of 
the Ministry of Commerce. 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OP COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in this com¬ 
merce of ideas between the hon. 
Members and the Government side. I 
am sure, it is the Government side 
that Is tile beneficiary. 


Some of our ideas and proposals i 
have received added value at the^ 
hands of the hon. Members and we ' 
are grateful for this. 

Sir, of the vast expanse covered by 
the hon. Members I oropose to confine 
mvself to a segment of it, the seg¬ 
ment with its bright spots as also its 
dark ones, I mean, the N.T.C, Mills 
including their commodities that are 
in trouble. I propose to do so be¬ 
cause any communication acquires 
deeper significance, when we share 
along our hopes, our fears too. 


I also firmly believe that the hon. 
Members would be able to give us 
their valuable advice in areas where 
we need it most. 

So far as N.T.C. is concerned, the 
fog still hangs heavy. But, the re¬ 
cent months have shown an indica¬ 
tion of its thinning out. Whereas wc 
were groping in the dark in the past, 
perhaps, we can now discern some 
.straight path which may lead us to 
light. My optimism is based on as 
hard facts on which our common des¬ 
pair is. It is a hard fact that in the 
year 1975 - 76 , the N.T.C. is going to 
incur a loss of about Rs. 60 crores, 
It is also a hard feet that while the 
monthly losses in the N.T.C. in Marcii 
1975 were of the order of Rs. 7.5 cro¬ 
res, by the end of this year, they will 
be of the order of Rs. 3.5 crores. It 
is also a hard fact that the utilisation 
of spindles to-day by the NTC is above 
the average of the private sector. It i.i 
al.so a bard fact that this sector of 
the textile industry, in spite of it.*? 
bad shape and bad image, would con¬ 
tribute Rs. 10 crores of foreign ex¬ 
change and sell its products abroad. 

It is also a hard fact that the ex¬ 
penses variable as well as fixed could, 
be reduced by 7.5 per cent. It Is alse'' 
a hard fact: that those who go and 
purchase the N.T.C. cloth will know 
that the quality ig consistently im¬ 
proving. 
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Sir, I do not claim that all this has 
been due only because of our efforts. 
The market forces have contributed 
this; the availability of cheaper cot¬ 
ton has contributed this; the remo¬ 
val of controlled cloth obligation ha.s 
also contributed this. At the same 
time, while in the same period, when 
the p-rivate sector mills were showing 
various degrees of malaise, the N.T.C. 
could achieve these results. This is 
something which, if not worthy |Of 
praise, is certainly of satisfaction to us. 
And that too when about 10 per cent 
of the NTC machinery is in a scrap 
condition and another 20 per cent is 
at the lowest level of productivity and 
when it contains a 10 per cent of ex¬ 
cess labour—aged labour. Further, 
Sir, it was under the constraint of re¬ 
duced working capital supply—^the 
banks which were committed to sup¬ 
ply Rs. 62 crores deducted Rs. 23 
crores of working capital being areas 
before nationalisation. 

Sir, while modernisation is taking 
place, out of Rs. 175 crores of require¬ 
ments only one-sixth we have been 
able to supply to the NTC. With 
these restraints, I suppose, if we do 
not get laurels or praise, certainly. 
Sir, our criticism can be mellowea 
perhaps with a tone of understanding 
too. 


Sir, the hon. Member, Shri Patel, 
made a point about the purchases 
from the public sector. Of the vari¬ 
ous steps that the NTC has recently 
taken, this is one of the important 
steps that it has taken. Cotton pur¬ 
chase is one of the core of the textile 
industry. It constitutes 45 to 60 per 
cent of the cost of yarn of cloth. Till 
now the NTC mills^were in the clut¬ 
ches of the private sector supply and 
these people did play havoc with qua- 
ility and sometimes with price. That 
is why NTC took a Arm decision that 
the purchases will be made from the 
public sector and witliin a year it had 
its effect. While In the beginning of 
the year the purchases from the pri¬ 
vate trade were to the tun* of 80 per 


cent and from the public sector only 
19 per cent, by the end of the year— 
that is quarter ending March—^it is 90 
per cent from the public and coopera¬ 
tive sector and only 10 per cent from 
the private sector. Sir, so far as the 
purchases from cooperatives in Guja¬ 
rat is concerned, this is a suggestion 
which We would look into. 

Sir, it is true that effective man¬ 
agement and control of so many units 
spread all over the country cannot be 
exercised without most streamlined 
and modern information system, i am 
happy to Inform the hon. Members 
that the NTC has evolved a most 
modern information system by which 
it can monitor on the micro level the 
functioning and the cost analysis of 
the various units. 

Sir, another innovation that the NTC 
has done in the idea of buying from 
the public sector is that of centralis¬ 
ed purchasing of bulk commodities 
like dyes and chemicals by directly 
contacting the manufacturers and get¬ 
ting discount on bulk purchases. This 
had an effect on reducing the cost. 
About Rs, 4 crores had been provid¬ 
ed last year for aged labour who had 
reached the superannuation age and 
about Rs. 6 crores this year. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Seramporo); Will they be paid off 
their dues? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The Compensation Commis¬ 
sioner, as was mentioned by Shri 
Ramsinghbhai Verma, has now been 
appointed. He will go into the claims 
of provident fund etc. of the pre-na¬ 
tionalisation period. As for the post¬ 
nationalisation period, the provident 
fund has all been paid; there are nO 
arrears on that account. 

As regards modernisation, scliemes 
costing about Rs. 57 dtores have been 
sanctioned by IJTC and Rs. 4.30 cro¬ 
res have been sanctioned for power 
generating geti because wfr had ex- 
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perience of power cuts which severely 
affcted production NTC. Machi¬ 
nery worth Rs. 23 crores has already 
reached and machinery worth Rs. 14.57 
crores has been ordered. 

About marketing, already, as hon. 
Members have mentioned, a very 
healthy thrust has been made in tlii.^ 
direction in opening outlets. Apart 
from servicing the consumers, we 
have also got rid, at least in some way* 
of the clutches of wholesale dealers 
They knew that because NTC had no 
outlets, we would have to go to them 
and they could force their terms on 
us. Now we have got outlets. If 
they do not agree to our term.s, we 
have our openings where we could 
sell our products. 

It i.*! true that in .spite of all this 
elTort. however much resources may 
be marshalled, .as has been suggested 
by hon. Members, unle.ss the adminis- 
tralive machinery js toned up. m.ar- 
shalling r,[ resources cannot produce 
results. In this re.spect, the point is 
well taken. Whether it be negligence 
or corruption, this is one thing which 
will not l)e tolerated in NTC. It has 
been made very clear that those who 
cannot perform or give results will 
have to quit and those who perform 
will be dulv recognised. 

The offer b.v Shri S. M. Banerjee—he 
is not here—of co-operation of the 
workers is very welcome. We hove 
established bipartite bodies in all sub¬ 
sidiaries except in Gujarat, which we 
hope we also be doing soon. This co¬ 
operation of the workers is really our 
asset. We have the fullest assurance 
and confidence that this co-operation 
will really help NTC in giving its 
results. 

While evaluating the functioning of 
the NTC. one basic point should not 
be forgotten, that it is a part of the 
textile industry. The nationalised 
sector of the textile industry is not 
exempt from the vagaries of the forces 
prevailing in the textile indutiy as s 


whole. If there is any difficulty in th< 
textile industry, it is bound to b( 
reflected in the working results of th« 
National Te.'ctile Corporation; and tha 
too, it is that part of the industrj 
which w'as the weakest which hac 
come to a grinding halt, because thai 
was the way we chose them to be wher 
we nationalised. 

Ip this context, if we consider that 
NTC has been able to cut its losses by 
50 per rent, that it could come in 
spindle utilisation up to the average 
of the industry, that it could keep its 
social obligations and employ 1 , 60,000 
workers, that it could provide this 
cnuutr.v with one-fifth of its cloth re¬ 
quirements, I think there no place 
for despondency and there is place for 
hope. Though the night is still dark 
and dense, dawn may not be far away. 

SIJRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYA (Giridih): Is it darkest 
before dawn? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: If it is darkest, may be the 
twilight is very near. But I assure 
you that howsoever long the night ma.v 
he. our vigil will be sleepless till day- 
hre.ik, and I hope that we come back 
within this year to announce to this 
House that the NTC has come out of 
the red and has broken even. {Inter¬ 
ruptions ). 

Hon. Member Shri Vayalar Ra\ 1 
mentioned about the problems of 
cashew industry. If we assess the 
capacity of the factories installed and 
the availability of nuts, the problen* 
comes out in bold relief. If we take 
the capacity of onl,v those factories 
which are allowed to import, it comes 
to about four lakh tonnes. The avail¬ 
ability of nuts, indigenous and import¬ 
ed. is 2.10 lakh tonnes. So, the avail- 
abiUt.v is fifty per cent of the installed 
capacity; that means that nuts avail¬ 
able are sufficient to run the industry 
only for six months. 

Imports of nuts have been adversely 
affected by some recent developments. 
Where ne could get 170,§00 tonnes pet 
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year, today we could get only 140,000 
tonnes because the East African coun¬ 
tries have also perhaps seen the light 
of the day and installed their own 
manufacturing units and are processing 
cashew nuts themselves. Further China 
has also entered the market and con¬ 
sequently the market has shrunk. 
Besides, bectiuse of the push up of the 
prices it is becoming more and more 
difficult to negotiate econoiojcaily 
viable prices at which we could get 
those nuts. The only answer to all 
these is indigenous production. 

The cashev/ plant takes about 5 to 7 
years to come to bear fruits. We 
have now two option.*!; either a larger 
area of plantations or to increase pro¬ 
duction of the existing plants. Perhaps 
both will be necessary. In this respect 
the Plantation Corporation of Kerala 
has alreadj identified land where 
cashew could be grown. CCI also 
within its resources is agreeable to 
advance loan.s for starting new plan¬ 
tations. I am sure the agricuUiue 
ministry is also seriously seized of 
this problem :>nd in times to come wo 
would be able to make an efl'ort and a 
break through in cashew plantation. 

The new order about paying Rs. 250 
as maximum price for cashew to 
which hon. Member Shri Vayalar Ravi 
referred yesterday has come to our 
notice recently and we are m corres¬ 
pondence with the Kerala Government 
on this point. 

The point about shellac was raised 
by Mr. Horo yesterday, as also the 
prices that were offered to slicklac 
growers. About schellac, two basic 
points have to bo accepted and under¬ 
stood. One is that the world demand 
is limited; thi.s is a commodity which 
is susceptible to be substituted by 
synthetics. If we take the exports of 
India and Thailand, the only two pro- 
ducers of shellac in 1963-66, it was 
34,550 and in 1973-74 it was around 
13,000—14,000 tonnes. This year we 
could reach up to 8673, that is India’s 
figures, compared to last year’s 7332. 
This is the quantum of rise in our 
exports of shellac; that was done at 


the cost of reducing the price bj* half. 
Even after nxiucing the price by half, 
we could not push up further the sales 
of shellac. It is a hard fact that the 
world demand is limited and when 
there is sur plus production in India 
and Thailand, it is bound to bring a 
crash in prices. 

SHRI CItAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA; How is it that the 
shellac market was allowed to crush? 
Is it that in U.S. the position is so bad 
that we cannot recapture our market, 
because of Thailand’s competition the 
price of stick lac has come dovi’u from 
Rs. 26.0 per Kg. to Ks. 1 - 0 . Because 
of the low price, kusum and ether 
stick lac rearing trees will be cut 
down in the adivasi belt areas. In 
any case why not introduce cashew 
growing trees there, so that there is 
increase in their purchasing power? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Sir, this displacement of 

markets was mainly due to svnthotics. 
I can give an instance here. The 
grainaphone re."r,rd which was being 
made by shallac and lac has now been 
totally replaced by the synthetic pro¬ 
ducts and this has been the reason for 
shrinking market. Last year, the prices 
did crash but .fust now the hon. 
Member quoted that its was Rs. 
20.0 per Kg. Well it was never Rs. 
20 . 0 . It was Rs. 20.0 at the peak and 
that was in 1 . 973 - 74 . That was an 
abnormal year, there was a short crop 
both in India and in Thailand, Then 
the oil prices shot up. The synthetic 
products became uneconomic and there 
was a high demand—push in the prices. 
Thereafter it did fall to Re. 1.0 per Kg. 
and that is why the shallac was 
canalised and S.T.C. was asked to go 
into buffer operation. In West Bengal 
and in Bihar there were arrangements. 
While the stick lac was gathered by 
the State Agencies, the seed lac was 
purchased by the S.T.C, At the ffelo 
level, only State could operate and the 
S.T.C. could only procure seed lac 
which is purchased at Rs. 3.0 per Kg. 
Now, it is ensured that the stick lac 
growers will get Rs. 3.0 per Kg. at 
least. Even at the height of the prices. 
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we cs'iHot sell shallac at this price in 
the i.iternational market. So, the 
realistic price ol shallac that we can 
sell in the international market is not 
so much as menlionetl b.y the Hon’blc 
Member. But we can ask them what 
should be the seed lac prices. Certainl.y 
the Government desires that the inter- 
nationril prices should ^jo up and we 
can also pay more to the growers, and 
ensure n fair return to the growers. 
In this respect, I want to submit only 
two points regarding further efforts 
being made. All exporters have been 
required to purchase 40% of lac 
from the STC stocks. It is a buffer 
operation to protect the seed lac 
growers. Further, the production in 
Bihar and West Bengal is estimated 
to be about S.I.SOn tonnes. .'50'^'; of this 
will be purchased b.y the STC. T think 
these measures will en.6:ure a fair 
return to the growers. 

Regarding rubi er, day before yes- 
teniay Hon'Ide Member, Shri Ravi, hatl 
made a very forceful plea. It is a 
tribute to th;. rubber growers of India 
that w'hile wo were importing .rubber, 
now we have become absolutely self- 
snllicionl. This year, the o!f-take was 
lowcj as reported by the tyre indus- 
trv and rubber indo‘-',ry and that 
they were facinr; d)'Tici>Uies in the 
market in sellini' lhci ■, adnets and 
they have acciinu d ■ i stocks. At 
the .sama time, while ofT-tidie was 
lower, the production was higher 
this year. This ha,s caused a .surplus 
W’hich wc asses.sed to be 5.000 tonnes. 
Later on the as.so.ssment was about 
11,000 !•() 12,000 tonn.es But apart 
from the surplu.s, there was another 
malady in this. That was the 
surplus which was not distributed 
normally lietwcen the \arinus people 
in the trarle—the growers, the dealers 
and the manufnct'urers. While the 
manufacturers were expocted to hold 
stocks of 2i months, they have stocks 
with them for hardly a month or so. 
This has created a very serio’.is problem 
at the growers' level, because rubber 
being a perishable product, the Govern¬ 
ment decided that the STC should 


purchase and export rubber. Till now 
the STC has purchased about 2,000 
tonnes of rubber and has also exported 
the same. 

The ba.sic constraint in the export 
of rubber is that the international 
price is higher than the Indian price 
of rubber. Those international prices 
arc coming up—as I know, Mr. Ravi 
would say immediately—but still, they 
are lower than the Indian price. This 
means a loss when wp sell rubber. 
This is our financial constraint Re- 
ganbng further export, the Ministries 
of Commerce, Industry and Finance 
arc saized of this problem; and -ome 
decision could be made .shortly. How- 
e\or, a solution to this problepi is the 
long-term stabilization mechanism for 
rubber; and towards this also, the 
Government’s attention has been 
djaw'ii: and the latter is giving its 
attention i.c, as to what mechanism 
could be evolved. Mention was made 
.veste-day about IMPED A and the 
export of marine products. I am glad 
to inform this House that we have 
this year reached the highest record in 
mrr-nc pioducts export. We have ex¬ 
ceeded even our original target. Rs. 
105 crores were the target for the 
export of marine products. We have 
achieved Rs. 124 crores, which is a 
rise of over last year. Volume- 

wise also, we have done 54,000 tonnes, 
which is a rise of 20.6% over last 
year’s performance. Though this has 
mainly been in the shrimps, we could 
diversify into cuttle fish, into squids 
and canned sardines which are being 
exported to Gulf countries. Frog legs 
which had received a set-back have 
again perhaps jumped bacisr-which

is the quality of a frog-leg—from 
Rs. 1.40 crores to Rs. 4.92 crores. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA: I hope the ecological 
balance will not oe upset, thereby in¬ 
creasing the number oi mosquitoes. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: (Chirayin- 
kil): Canned sardines are being export¬ 
ed because of some kind of incentives. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: There has been a reduction in 
canned products, for two reasons. In 
the case of frozen Canned shrimp, for 
instance, there was a high unit reali¬ 
zation. There was a diversion of raw 
material. While we gained on one 
front, there was a slight loss on the 
othci; and because prices went up, it 
became uneconomical on the canned 
side. But the total gain being there 
on that side, there has been a total 
gain. To inciease our marine pro. 
ducts export, a very important measure 
has been taken; it is the opening of 
the cold-storage, foundation for which 
was l.ud by the hon. Minister of Com¬ 
merce recently at Cochin, which has a 
capacity of 1,000 tonnes. Another cold 
storage is proposed, which has a capa¬ 
city of 5.000 tonnes, at Calcutta. Also, 
to improve the quality of marine pro¬ 
ducts and to see that they "Omo up to 
the standards of the international con¬ 
sumer. an in-bui!t inspection scheme 
has been introduced. Trawlers are 
necessary to exploit our deep-sea re¬ 
sources. Thirty trawlers from Mexico 
have been imported, along with design. 
From Norway. 2 survey ships, along 
with the equipment to make such 
ships in our own yards, have been 
imported. Yesterday, a point was 
raised about the scheme of research 
regarding the toxic content of marine 
products, with the help of the Bhabha 
Atomic Research Centre. I am glad to 
inform that the scheme has been clear 
ed on the 21st April 1976; and the 
money will be made available for this 
scheme. 

In regard to coffee, again, we have 
made a record export this year, viz. of 


Rs. 64 crores. II is usually said that 
our share is too low. It is true that 
our production is only 2 per cent of 
the world production: but the share 
in world exports value has been in¬ 
creasing. In 1969, it was 1.5 per 
cent; in 1975, it is 2.1 per cent. It 
is not a very large figure, but the 
increase in our share has been 33 
per cent. I would like to inform 
the House about an important inter¬ 
national development that took place 
in November 1975. It was the Inter¬ 
national Coffee Agreement, on the 
basis of which quotas are going to 
be fixed. 

There are two alternatives either a 
country could ha\e its quota fixed on 
1968—72 performance or two years 
after the coming into force of the 
CoiTee Agreement, and that will come 
info force on 1st October 1976. These 
two years are going to be very impor¬ 
tant lor us in the fixation of quota, 
and if some (ightening of belt is found 
necessar.v, the nation should be ready 
for the same. 

In .spice another record has been 
made by cardamom exports by Rs. 18.24 
crores. Both in volume and in value 
this has been one of the highest re¬ 
cords so far. 

Tobacco n’so has recorded the 
highest export earning of Rs. 85.3 
crores. this year, which is the highest 
so far achieved. An important 
development in toliacco is the Tobacco 
Board, which came into existence on 
Isl January 1976. Two delegations of 
the EEC are here and fruitful discus¬ 
sions and consultations are going on, 
The Chairman of the Board joined in 
April 1976. The basic thing is how 
to ensure that the grower gets a fair 
return for his crop. For this purpose, 
action platforms have to be constnict- 
ed: This requires quite a heavy 

financial outlay, but I am sure this 
year some encouraging headway will 
be made, with the Chairman and the 
Tobacco Board now being there to take 
care of it. 
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Coming to handicrafts, in the field 
of carpets a verv Pig thrust is being 
made. In carpets the production is 
over Rs. 40 crores,' 90 per cent of which 
is exported. With the base of weavers 
that we have, we feel that we have 
reached the saturation point. To in. 
crease the liase of weavers this year 
120 centres are going to l)e opened, 
apart from the 4l exi.stmg in the couri- 
tr.v, for the giving of training to the 
vi/eavers. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): Will these i)C hand-operated 
or machine operated? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 

SINGH: Hand-woven. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: H.ivc the 
Stales agreed to thi.':? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: This i.s a Central scheme. Un¬ 
like handlooms, there is no counter- 
proposiil for carpets. 

SHRI NATWARLAf. PATEL (Meh- 
Sana); What a'noul the steeply rising 
cotton prices and iheir impact on the 
cotton mill ownev.s? . ..(Jnterniplion) 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINCill: I can c.ln^■'le the hon. Moin- 
bers, but I cannot distort facts. 

Whether it be coiVoe, cashew, carda- 
moin or marine products, these are the 
products which comp from the sweat 
and toil of the teeming millions, and 
that too who live at a subsistence level 
perhaps, in the rural economy. And 
the foreign exchange earned by them 
is a net sa\'itr' hecruse the import 
content, except lor fertilizer perhaps, 
is almost nil. This vast sector of 
people give to this country so much 
of the much-needed foreign exchange, 
and that too, not only by catching on 
inflation in the world market but also 
by increasing the volume of produc¬ 
tion. which goes a long way in helping 
*ur economy. We are really indebted to 


them for their contribution to the 
national economy. This year the 
world trade volume fell by 6 per cent, 
but our trade volume increased by 
7J per cent 

These goods, if we are to give them 
a generic name, are renewable natural 
resources. They are renewable, but 
they are perishable, and because they 
are perishable, whenever there is an 
increase in productivity, the ben^t 
generally does not go to the producer. 
It goes to the developed countries 
which purchase the commodities. This 
has been our experience, and this is 
also our problem. 

The experience of the vommodity 
boom of 1974 and thereafter is some¬ 
thing to which we have to give .serious 
thought. In 1974 the prices of agricul¬ 
tural commodities reached the highest 
peak after the world war, but by 
March, 1975, the magic was over. For 
some of the commodities in which we 
were interested like jute, the commo- 
di.y boom did not come into existence 
This high instability of agricultural 
commodities is something for our seri¬ 
ous concern. Even in this situation, 
the benefit, if vi'e take the balance 
sheet, went to the developed countries 
because the profit earned by the highest 
realisation on commodities was more 
than off.set b.y the high prices of the 
manufactured goods which we bought 
frorn them. Even in agricultural com¬ 
modities it was the developed countries 
which rould supply the foodgrains 
which we were importing. Even in 
these commodities, they were the gain¬ 
ers in essence and the real resources 
went to? We have to look into 
this aspect more closely and more con¬ 
certed action will have to be taken in 
this regard. We will have to look into 
this fluctuation of prices. Whether it is 
cyclic due to nature’s vagaries or due 
to low elasticity of demand and 
supply, we will have to look into 
the equation of the prices of com¬ 
modities to the prices of manufactur¬ 
ed goods because in this equation lies 
the question of the transfer of the 
Mai resources from the developed ta 
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the developing countries or vice versa. 
I am sure that this UNCTAD meet¬ 
ing, to which the Indian delegation 
is going, headed by our Commerce 
Minister, will focus attention on some 
of these problems of the developing 
countries which are serious but yet 
unresolved. 

With these words. I express my 
thanks for the valuable suggestions 
made by the hon. Members.

MR. DEnPUTY-SPEAKEK; The De¬ 
puty Minister has only intervened and 
the senior Minisler is yet to reply.

Us carry on with the debate 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BIIATTACHA- 
RYYIA (Giridih); While rising to sup¬ 
port the Demand for Grants of the 
Ministry of Commerce. I would like to 
draw attention to the many components 
of Iho internal economic situ.ation and 
the international operation of many 
imponderable forces by which our ba¬ 
lance of payments position ha.s become 
slightly worse than it was before. 

Internally, of course, we are steadily 
developing capacity in steel making, in 
coal production, in manuf.iclure of 
fertiliser and also the capacity utilisa¬ 
tion has increased in engineering, in 
aluminia and aluminum production as 
also in copper and iron ore. They will 
have their effect during the last three 
years of the second development decade 
between ^977-1980. But during these 
3-4 years, vre will have to keep our 
Anger crossed. The Commerce Mini¬ 
stry and the Export Promotion Agen¬ 
cies will have to be alert on their toes 
all the time. In West Asia, it is not a 
success story and they failed, relative¬ 
ly speaking, to take advantage of the 
opportunity of export promotion In 
petro doUar countries. Our share of 


income in petro-market could have 
been effectively high. We want tu 
charge price for feasibility reports to 
pelro-dollar countries whereas U. S. 
and EEC countries are giving them 
free. Things are improving this year. 
There has been generally an aware¬ 
ness of the problems and we hope 
things would look up. Unless we 
give our technical expert teams suffi¬ 
cient foreign exchange to go in dele¬ 
gations in this region and secure 
orders and a larger share of the market, 
we cannot stand against the highly 
developed competition unleashed by 
US and EEC countries. 

The depressing factors about ttie 
FFFs (fuel, fertiliser and food) are over 
or going to be over very soon and that 
would effectively improve the basic 
balance of pa.vment position of the 
country itself. This is a reflection of 
the internal economic growth and inter¬ 
nal economic confidence that this 
growth has generated in India. 

Internal Lonall.v, between UNCTAD 
II and III, the lot of the third world 
including India has worsened through 
fluctuations in currency itself. The 
monelai.v rrisi.s caused the third world 
a loss of $500 million dollar's. We have 
now the second phase of mone'ary cti- 
sis. America’s currenc.y is getlin.g re¬ 
valued. So is the case with German 
Mark whereas British steriling is .«!ink- 
ing. drag.ging with it Franc. This 
slightly revalued our rupee. Our capa¬ 
city to mount export offensive is, to 
that ex<ent, impaired. 

Nov’. Mr. V. P. Singh has spoken 
about the UNCTAD IV conference' 
shortly to open up in Nairobi to discuss 
key issues like commodity market sta¬ 
bilisation correlation of prices of manu¬ 
factured and primary commodities, 
technology transfer and debt relief by 
the developed world. On the basis of 
past experience, we cannot be sure ihat 
anything concrete will erherge and we 
have continuously to strive to set our 
house in order to be able to protect 
Indian economy from the impact of 
the imbalances which are developing 
in the developed world itself. 
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So, now, that sort of an old monte- 
tary crisis has again gripped Europe 
and will have its impact over our 
Indian trade for no fault of ours. We 
have to be alert and up and doing. The 
Ministry of Commerce has to chalk 
out a critical path for the next five 
years and see that, in spile of tll'orfs 
by developed economics to queer the 
pitch, We can maintain our own. 

Specifically, while we pres.s for 
tarill reduction, non-tarifi barriers—we 
have had a reasonable success on that 
account, to the credit of the Commerce 
Ministry and we should work to the 
-extent we can for stability of world 
currency. A revision of shipping code 
is urgently called for. The third world, 
the developing world, uses UO per cent 
of shipping but commands hardly 10 
per cent of the shipping itself and the 
shippinrg freights are going up al‘i 
the time. That has, however, created 
an opportunity for us because India, in 
some cases, so far as petro-doliar counU 
rics are concerned, as also Burma, 
Malaysia and Indonesia, have favour¬ 
able freight zone. Unfortunately, we 
have not been able to take adequate 
advantage of the favourable freight 
zone. If you will permit me to .«ay, 
with 1 million tonne of saleable steel 
in stock, with 10 million tonnes of 
coal lying at the pitheads, we are 
unable to mount an export offensive. 

For inslanee, in engineering capa, 
city, We have done very w'ell in some 
cases; in primary commodity like tea 
also, we have done very well. But my 
point Is, vi'e can do much better. Even 
on the basis of the present export 
capacity, if the exporting agencies are 
alert and up and doing. For example, 
in engineering industry, on one shift 
work basis, Burn^ Braithwaite, Jes- 
sops. Brifania, Taxmaco. Bridge and 
Roof, Mokmeh Britannia and other 
small units, all these could fabricate 
additionally 2,500 tonnes of steel per 
month. A tonne ©f raw steel would 
bring us Rs. 1200 whereas a tonne of 
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steel fabricated would get us Rs. 4,500 
to Rs. 5,500. We are going to do it par¬ 
tially* as regards sponge iron is con¬ 
cerned, converting iron ore into sponge 
iron and then exporting it. A study has 
shown that if we are permitted to mix, 
blend the teas, we could get 50 per cent 
more out of tea exports. These are 
good things as far as they go. But a 
drive has to be launched. 


I have been crying hoarse about ex¬ 
porting 5 million tonnes of coal. What 
i.s the constraint? The port handling 
machinery is not there. Well, the Com- 
meice Ministry should arrange priority 
and get the port handling machinery 
at the quickest possible time and get 
the coal exported. That itself will pay 
for re-structuring of the coal mining 
industry. 


Similarly, I have been pressing for 
manufacture of oil drilling rigs, off, 
shore and on-shore, on India's eastern 
region because we could expo.t it to 
Burma. Malaysia and Indonesia laking 
advantage of the favourable freight 
zone. 


We have hardly made any move in 
this matter. So, what is required is 
coordination by the different Minister 
tor a wide-spectrum effort in the ex¬ 
port drive—a co-ordination between 
I-Ieavv Industries, the Minislry of Com¬ 
merce, the export agencies and the 
Minislry of Steel and Mines, and of 
Energy for promoting these exports- 

As regards stick lac, there had been 
a crash in price from Rs. 26/. to Re. 1 
and nbw it has again rebounded to Rs. 
3/- per k.g. J submit that the craiflt 
had been from nearly Rs. 26/- per k.g., 
if my memory is not betraying me. 
Any way, so far so good and Ri 3/- 
is now the price for sUck lac per k.g. 
But what about the closed 400 and odd 
hand-made shdlac factories ih the.Bls- 
triets of Singbbhum, Rancbl and RWI- 
lia ih Bihar and West Bengal? These 
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shellac factories are closed in the in¬ 
terests of three machine-made shellac 
factories. These are hard facts. 

I thank the Ministry of Commerce 
for relaxinif a little in regard to mica 
control. This has created some hope 
which was not there; but they took two 
years to come to a decision and to 
evaluate, the performance of the 
MMTC and MITCO and. all the time, 
the Commerce Ministry and the Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament were being taken 
for a ride and all sorts of figures were 
cooked up and given, which presented 
a false picture altogether, while the 
malaise or malady which had seized the 
mica industry went un-noticed. But, 
at Jong last. I hope this relaxation will 
lead to a revival of the mica industries 
where 60 per cent of the workers are 
still without employment. 

I support the Demands for Grants of 
the Ministry of Commerce. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Shri 
Dinen Bhattacharyya, This is extra 
time for your Party and you should 
not take more than ton minutes. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore); Before I start. I must 
ask the Minister of Parliamentary Af¬ 
fairs to see that at least some person 
sits here. What is thisf? It is bccom- 
ing mere fun! 

Sir, I stand here only to oppose the 
policy of the Commerce Ministry in res¬ 
pect of the jute industry. I express my 
deep concern over the method that is 
being adopted by this Ministry to solve 
the so-called crisis in the jute industry. 
In the Report also ft is mentioned that 
in 1975 the fute industry passed 
through a crisis. Everybody knows 
that the jute industry depends mainly 
on exports and it is a basic industry on 
which the whole economy of the 
eastefn part of India depends very 
mivch. It is the experience of people in 
our part of Ihe country that the Jute 
ma^ates who were previously all Brl- 
minted money like anything, 
and npw thc^ have bejra IndianJsed; but 


although the Management’s colour has 
changed, the method and the tactics 
adopted to loot our people have not 
changed. They are looting the jute 
growers. I do not know how. knowing 
full well that' our rural economy de¬ 
pends, to a great extent, on jute produc¬ 
tion. prices are fixed far below the re¬ 
munerative level. "The inputs for pro¬ 
duction of jule have increased, but in 
spite of repeated representations given 
from West Bengal. Bihar. Tripura and 
even Orissa on prices of raw jute, no¬ 
thing tangible has come out. Even thi.s 
year they have fixed Rs. 135/- per 
quintal. If my memory is correct. The 
jute growers there were demanding 
that at least Rs, 100 per maund should 
be fixed as the price of the raw jute- 
throughout that part of our country, 
but. for reasons best known to the 
Ministry, that has not been done. I 
remember, once a vetaran Congress¬ 
man in this House announced that, if 
the jute growers did not get a proper 
price, they would be compelled to con¬ 
vert the area for growing some other 
ca.<!h crop and not jute. In that case, 
India will lose foreign exchange. 
Even today jute is a big foreign ex¬ 
change earner. But the jute growers 
are being exploited; the producers as 
well as the workers in the jute mills 
are being exploited, in the sense that 
they are not getting the dues which 
they should get. 

In the meantime, Government have 
set up a Committee with Shri Bose 
Mullick as its Chairman, and the terms 
of reference—I do not know how Devi 
Babu eould give Kis consent to the 
same terms—are: 

Oi) nature and extent of difficulties 
faced by the jute industry on account 
of the high cost of production, 

(ii) the low p"ices of jute goods 
and poor offtake and measures 
necessary to improve the offtake, en¬ 
sure reasonable prices of jute goods, 
reduce the cost of production and 
improve the economic viability of 
the industry. 

(iii) the needs of the units for 
modernisation, replacement of the 
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machines, and sources lor the requir¬ 
ed I'unds. 

These jute nuns—and the jute pro. 
duct—have a long history. Modernisa¬ 
tion has taken place so many limes in 
the Fifties. Before that in West 
Bengal, more than three lakh workers 
were working, but now you will hard- 
, ly iind two lakhs of workers there. 
Wht'ie have the one lakh woikers 
gone? They are net the people only 
from West Bengal pail; tiicy come 
from Bihar, Orissa. Utiar Pradesh and 
Andhra Pradesh. But, as a n’sult of 
modelnisatUm, for which GoverninenL 
took the niator burden t;J bnancing 
and helfiing tb^ jute msge.alc.s, the 
total number of workers has been 
rerlucc’d by at least one iahh. ?<'ow, 
again, the queslion of m jderni.salion 
has come. 

Jus) before setting up this Com¬ 
mittee, the Minister him.-elt innounccd 
and asked the jute mili owuiers, iulc 
mil magnates t.i reduce the cost i.i prO_ 
duclion. Where is the way? The em¬ 
ployers in their dwn way v^jy njlu-.il¬ 
ly will adopt measures ' .v which the 
numiier of workers will be reduced by 
increasing work load and the prirccss 
has already started. I know that irum 
20 per cent to 50 per cent, Ihp work¬ 
load has increased in each ard every 
jute mill. From the fuels that we ga¬ 
ther, We find that in the me.antime, 
the Bose Mullick dclegalior' afur their 
return from USA suggested that, if the 
irulu.sfry could cut the price of .■-econ- 
dar.v ! lacking by 2 cents to 2.5 cents 
per square yard, it could not only re¬ 
cover the lost market but also expand 
the u.^age of jute in this particular 
area after 1976 when the ITS economy 
was expected to revive. Then where is 
the crisis?

The financial concession.e in the 
meantime given by the Government 
of India are much more than what 
Shri Bose Mullick had v. suggested. So, 
what is the necessity of this Commit¬ 
tee again? What is the purpose of this 
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Committee, if it is not to adopt EOme 
measures to reduce the strengh of 
workers in the mills. And there :s no 
such item in the terms of reference as 
to determine the cost of one quintal of 
raw jute for a jute grower and what 
should be its reasonable and remune¬ 
rative price. That is not there in the 
leinis of reference. 

My point is that the Minister must 
be trutiilul enough to at least state in 
tills llou.-e. what the purpopo of this 
Co nmitiec is. Is it to revive and to 
bring to life the condition of the jute 
mills or to help the juie mill owners 
to amass more profit? Thai question 
mu. t bo answ'ored. In this connection, 

1 will quote what has been j ported 
Iw the w’ell known columnist, Shri 
Ranvijit Roy in the Business Standard, 
Calcutta edition on 3rd December, 1975; 

‘•Whether the audited balance 

heets ol the companies concerned 
have showm it or no), the jute in¬ 
dustry, ever since its inception a cen_ 
tjr.y aid a half ago. has alwuiys 
been about the highest profit-yield¬ 
ing indu.stry in the country. Those 
who trade in raw jute and jute 
goods have prospered no less. These 
profits have come at the cost of the 
jute farmer. Even for such an in¬ 
dustry the years 1971 +0 1974 were 
from all accounts extraordinarily 
good ones. . . . 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You have 
po.sed the question. Let the Jlinister 
reply. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
....This year’s measures along with 
the other steps taken from the pre¬ 
vious year promise to turn 1975 into 
the industry’s cost fabulous year so 
far.” 

So, my question is; is it a feet that 
the jute mill owners are facing a cri¬ 
sis, a real crisis? Or is It only a pro¬ 
paganda by the powerful jute lobby 
to paint that this industry is 
in danger thereby paving the way for 
more concessions from government 
increase the workJoadf 
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Another point and I have finished. 
Half a dozen jute mills have b..en 
clDsed and seme more miUis will be 
closed to pofT t'j 11.e country that there 
^15 a crisis in the industry, I say it is 
not true and in this matter also a 
committee has been set up, a ni-partite 
CLvmmiltee to look into the issue of 
lay oil etc. I do not know actually if 
this bi-partite committee is a mere 
hoax. If it is a bi-partite committee, 
ihen why were the CITU people ex¬ 
cluded? Why were not they included if 
they want to .go into the condition of 
working of the jute mills and wh.v is 
the CITIT which is a mn.ior union in 
the jute industry excluded? Is it not 
for only thi«r reason that CITU is 
critical of the Govt, stand? With this 
I will remind the f-Pnister regarding 
the Kh.ardah jute mill which has been 
closed for •a year now. He assured 
us that it will bo taken over. In the 
meantime the management went to 
the court. Even then he assured the 
workers that positive .steps will be 
taken to take over the iute mill. I 
will request him to assure the House 
as to actually what is the position.

I associate myi^lf with the feelings 
and sentiments expressed in the House 
congratulatiz^ the hon. Minister of > 
Commeree and hlg Deputy lor the cre- 
dltahle perfcHrmance rendered hy 
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them. It is a very difficult task to have 
trade balance and they have tried to 
maximise, to increase, our export 
trade and to bring down the import 
trade. Unfortunately, because of the 
international crisis, there was spurt 
in the prices of fo(^, fuel and ferti¬ 
lizers, and so the import bill has gone 
up. We are really glad that they 
have been trying their best to in¬ 
crease our exports. 

Sir, I do not want to repeat what 
has already been stated by my other 
colleagues. But, I want to bring to 
the notice of the hon. Minister one or 
two facts. It was said that some im¬ 
port and export offices should be 
opened in Jaipur. I wish that there 
should be some subsidiary or attached 
office of the Chief Controller of Im- 
ports and Exports in different States. 
I find that only three States namely 
Orissa, Madhya Pradesh apd Rajas¬ 
than have no such office. What is the 
harm in opening the same in those 
States? This may encourage the 
small industries or importere and 
exporters if this is done. 

There should be some subsidiary 
office in each State so that they will be 
able to look into the trade and com¬ 
merce requirements in the States. Un¬ 
fortunately, in Orissa, there is not 
even an exchange or control cell of 
Reserve Bank or State Bank. There 
is not even any arrangement for this 
purpose as a Foreign Trade post office. 
I look up the matter with the Minis¬ 
tries of Finance and Communications 
and they have agreed on principle to 
open up the offices. If this is done, 
the backward States will be able to 
get more and more of imports and 
exports potential. In Orissa, there is 
enough scope foi- the STC to export 
somethings. A request was made for 
opening a branch of the STC there so 
that they will be able to tap the export 
potential in Orissa. The artisans too 
will be encouraged thereby. They 
purchase garden umbrdlag from the 
artisan Ihr Rs. 60 or m and seU it 
tisewhere for Rs. 700 t<y 800. The 
poor artisan does not get the real price 


for the poduct. The expots are done 
in such a way that only the mildlemen 
are benefited and not the poor artisans. 
Take, for example, unbrella, shamiana 
etc. The artisans are not encouraged 
at all. Unless the STC has a branch 
and unless there is an export house set 
up there by the State Government, 
these goods cannot be exported from 
there. 

Similarly, in regard to dyeing of 
sarees etc., at Sambalpur there is no 
demand m the market for it because 
there is no proper organisation for the 
purpose. The artisans are not en¬ 
couraged and they flo not know the 
design that is needed in the outside 
market. Should this not be the duty 
of the STC to look into the design 
aspect and encourage the artisans so 
that they can prepare the sarees in 
such a manner that there is demand in 
the outside market. Otherwise there 
will be no demand for this product at 
all. It is necessary to encourage 
these people. 

Coming to the marine products, 1 
am glad that there is an increase in 
the product There is an office for the 
purpose located at Calcutta, I come 
from Orissa which has a long coast. 
This year, there is going to be a fish 
catch which will be worth Rs. 10 
crores. They' have also exported the 
marine product. But, where is the 
office in Orissa? Who is going to do 
that? It is not the fishermen who are 
getting the benefit but some one else. 
The trade should be organised in such 
a manner that they are able to sell the 
fish at a better price. In Puri, it is 
sold at RS, 20 a k.g. whereas it is sold 
elsewhere at Rs. 60 a kg. Who is 
suffering? It is the poor fishermen 
who are suffering. There must be 
some agency and there must he some 
otkce at least lor the marine products 
to take care of the fishermen. Of 
course, two fishing harbours have 
been set up. There must be some 
other organisation to taielp the fU^g 
Industry which ultimately benefits the 
fishermen who are now losing very 
much in the catch. 
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Coming to non-CKiible oil, tl^ Minis¬ 
ter has been kind enough to agree that 
be wiU do something with regard to 
exjfort of sal oil. (hrissa is place 
where there is so much scope lor the 
production ol non-edible oil like ku~ 
sum, mahuwa oil etc. This is not 
used for edible purposes but this can 
be made use for our export. That is 
not being encouraged at alL For that 
purpose, if there is some ofBce of the 
Chief Controller of Imports and Ex¬ 
ports, they will come in contact with 
the local people about the prospects of 
the export. The people are mostly 
tribals. They cannot get a better 
market for the produce unless you 
have an office there. 

I must congratulate the Minister for 
the organisation set up in Orissa for 
the export of iron-ore. So far as iron 
ore is concerned there is competition. 
By organising this office, at least, we 
will be able to earn foreign exchange 
so far as iron ore export is concern¬ 
ed. 

Orissa and Bihar which are the 
major provinces which export iron- 
ore and this is a very good beginning 
for organising market outside just as 
oil producing countries have come to¬ 
gether so also the iron-ore exporting 
countries should come together so that 
there is no cut-throat conipetition. 

Sir, with regard to chrome I would 
like to say that it is a very rare mine¬ 
ral and is used in various industries. 
There should be a total ban on export 
of chrome because of the limitations 
of our chrome mines. 

Then, Sir, I am in complete agree¬ 
ment with Mr. Dhamankar in regard 
to the distribution of viscose filament 
yam or artificial silk. - The distribu¬ 
tion of this yam should not be left in 
the private hands. It should be dis- 
ibuted through the Textile Commls- 
iioner. These private agencies play a 
havoc as they distribute whenever 
they like and do not di&trllSUte when¬ 
ever they do not like. It is g very 
whin^cal affair. There ate a large 
number of art silk wwivers. Th^ are 
(hot able to ttielr guota. If these 


people go to, Bombay nobody listens 
to, them. I myself had written a letter 
to Mr. DosW but no reply has been 
received, by me. 

Sir, I would also like to say a word 
about nylon yam.^, The fishermen 
need it for netting purposes but they 
are not able to get it in the open 
market. They pay an exhorbitant 
price and purchase it in the black- 
market. It should also be distributed 
through the Textile Commissioner with 
various State agencies. Proper quotas 
should be given to the States by the 
National Textile Corporation so that 
the fishermen do not sufiCer by paying 
exhorbitant price in the black-market. 

I would also like to say a word 
about State Trading Corporation. I 
want that STC should expand its 
activities. But, Sir, in Orissa a large 
number of industries have been estab¬ 
lished for the purpose of exports. 
There is one Emkay industry which 
produces ssccrine. Sir, this unit had 
written to the STC and the ^TC asked 
for their sample. They sent the 
sample thrice but there is no response. 
The State Director of Industries as 
well as myself have also written to the 
STC but no reply has been received 
from them. Now, if this is the affair 
of STC how shall we be able to en¬ 
courage the small-scale industries for 
the purpose of export. Actually, this 
is an industry which will substitute 
imports, as such there is no reason 
why it should not be encouraged. 
Also, there are small-scale units set -up 
from the export angle in the small 
places. These people are not able to 
come to metropolis and hover around 
the STC and CCIE. The CCIE and 
STC should try to help these unite 
otherwise there is every fear of^ their 
being closed down. 

Sir, everybody has congratulated 
Prof.’chattopadhyaya for making it 
possible to export a large number of 
items but I would like to say that he 
Is idso importing some item? which 
are not mentioned here in this book. 
He is .hnpoiiing « large of 

hippies and “Iso reporting a 
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number of intellectuals. I do not 
know whether his Ministry deals with 
it or not but the import of hippies has 
become a nuisance in Puri sea-beach 
area and it should be stopped. The 
export of intellectuals should be 
stopped so as to make our industries 
grow further.

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokraj- 
har): I heartily join the sentiments 
expressed by the hon. Members in 
congratulating our Dr. Chattopadh- 
yaya for his encouraging performance 
in regard to exports and imports; 
I feel that the right man is in the 
right place; he should further see to 
it that the position improves further 
day by day. 

I want to draw his attention in 
regard ito Assam. Assam is a state 
where all the women are weavers. 
All those weavers are sit ting idle 
for want of yarn. Assam government 
has been trying to replaced the indi¬ 
genous shuttle with the flying shtrttle 


one. The other day 1 had an occasion 
to take with me one design rei>reBen- 
tative from Canada; she was surpris¬ 
ed to see the beautiful designs woven 
by the tribal women in the villages. 
We have mohalla committejes and ' 
they have constructed big houses and 
it is in that place that they weave 
cloth. They are occupation of 
some land unauthorised, where they 
produce jute and paddy etc. With 
the permission of the government and 
the official who accompanied me. 
namely, the deputy commissioner, six 
societies were each allotted ten to 
five bighas of land. That way, they 
have been encouraged and only one 
thing is that yarn should be supplied 
to them. Government is introducing 
co-operative societies; they are includ¬ 
ing all the population in the co¬ 
operative societies; co-operative so¬ 
cieties are coming up like anything 
The question is only of supplying 
yarn to them. I have been hearing 
hon. Members saying that they grow 
cotton in their states. 

Cotton is not grown in our region. 
Jute is grown in our region. Here 
I would like to draw the attention of 
the Minister to the fact that only in 
Assam attractive specimens of silk 
like muga, endi and pat are produced 
Nowhere these products are produced. 
Cloth manufactured from these pro- 
duct.s, that is, muga, endl and pat, is 
very durable end it lasts for 10 to 
15 years. The Canadian lady ’ was 
very much surprised !to see these 
things made oUt of these inroducts 
and she asked “why donH you en¬ 
courage the manufacturers to export 
these things made out of these pro¬ 
ducts”. 


Here I would like to point out that 
there is no proper facility available, 
like the office of the Import £ Eq(X»t, 
whom the local manufacturers of 
thwe goods can contact. If such an 
office is located in Gauhati, the manu¬ 
facturers will be able to cpntacfi ^em 
to explore export posiflbiiities. 
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Now, there is ano^er point which 
1 would like to draw the attention of 
hon. Minister here. Thi|^ is about 
wild anhnals. In Assam elephants 
and rhinos are in good number. ^ In 
those days. Rajahs ai^d Maharajas 
used to purchase them for the sake 
of luxury. Now, there is no Maharaja 
or Raja, all are common people. So, 
there is nobody to purchase these 
animals. But at the same time, we 
do not export these attractive ani¬ 
mals. 1 heard that export of these 
animals is icing to be stopped be¬ 
cause there is an Act in regard to 
the preservation of wild animals, I 
would request the Minister to con¬ 
sider export of these animals. It is 
not that we cannot protect them if 
we export them. If we export them, 
they will be protected in a better 
way and along with them we can 
send the Mahouts and Phandis, who 
are tribal people, to look after them 
and train them in foreign countries. 
In this way, we can eam foreign 
exchange also. Already some tribal 
people have gone to foreign countries 
with their animals. Therefore, I 
would request the Hon*ble Minister 
kindly to consider export of these 
elephants and rhinos to foreign coun¬ 
tries, to comply with demand of the 
foreign countries. 


There is another point. In Assam 
more than 85 per cent of the total 
production of tea is produced and a 
large quantity of jute is also produc¬ 
ed. These commodities earn good 
foreign exchange. But when .we 
compare the share of the State, it is 
meagre. I would therefore request 
the Minister to help the POor States 
like Assam to allot a larger share of 
the foreign exchange earnings so 
that there is encouragement to pro- 
due more in consultation with Finan¬ 
ce Ministry.

are a number of attractive spo^ In 
Assam which can attract tourists. 1 
would again stress tiie point that a 
branch Office of the Import and Bc-> 
port Department jdiould be establish¬ 
ed in Gauhati so that the local people 
may contact them for th© purpose «t 
exporting elephants and rhinos and 
cloth made out of muga, endi and pat. 
The people of Assam do not know 
the procedure of export and import 
business and only by opening one 
such office, they will come to know 
these procedures. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Sir, I rise to support the Demands 
of the Commerce Ministry and say 
a few words of appreciation about the 
performance of Prof. Chattopadhyaya 
and his colleague jn bringing about 
qualitative and quantitative changes 
in our exports. But this is not 
enough and they will have to intro¬ 
duce qualitative changes in the ad¬ 
ministration also. Of course, he has 
announced the export policy regard¬ 
ing various items. The STC also is 
developing our exports and showing 
various results. I appreciate the way 
the Chairman and the Secretary are 
operating, but still there is some tact 
and Intelligence required tO 

trade. They have to go 
de^ep into the markets of the interna¬ 
tional world. I say this because in 
spite of their careful and cautious 
operation, the STC have sustained 
heavy losses due to bungling in the 
rice deal. We are losing a very good 
market which is being captured by 
Pakistan. This is what the Economic 
Times says under the heading *‘STC 
bungling costs dear.” 

''^ross mishandling of basmati 
rice exports by the STC have re¬ 
sulted in a net loss of Rs. 3 cross 
in foreign exchange. Th© rice deals 
have fluttered the official devecots 
and a departmental inquiry has 
been initiated by the Chairmen of 
STC, it is learnt. A spacial com¬ 
mittee of top STC oiRdOs knd a 
representative from^'lh© eomitfScefe’ 
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ministry are conducting an inqiury 
into the deals* STC has been 
getting very luifavourable prices 
lor irecent export deals in basmati 
rice, partly because of its belated 
entiy into the oil-rich Gulf 
kets • • • • » 

It is most unfortunate that we 
could not have [the imagination to 
catch the trade in the Gulf States 
where we can find flourishing mar¬ 
kets. We are even barring domestic 
consumption of basmati rice and ex¬ 
porting it, but still we are sustaining 
losses! That is how the STC is hand¬ 
ling it So^ your staff and adminis¬ 
tration must see to it that there is 
a qualitative change in handling ex¬ 
ports. The Ministry has to make 
special efforts to capture markets in 
the Gulf States where petro-dollars 
are operating. The trade expansion 
to that area has i^ot taken place 
sufficiently. 

There are various items produced in 
South India, including Karnataka, 
which can be the biggest attractions 
in other countries. Efiorts have not 
been made to open offices and orga¬ 
nisations in the South to organise the 
export trade^ except one branch 
which has recently been opened in 
Bangalore after a long time. That is 
not enough to meet thg needs of the 
situation, and encourage growth of 
export of various items for earning 
more foreign exchange. There is a 
decline in cashew trade in the south 
and in Karanataka, it has almost 
come to a halt. Only certain market 
operations are going on in Kerala, 
but not in Karnataka. Even with 
regard to see products, there is no 
organisation to boost up the exports 
so that Karnataka may be benefited 
and ultimately the country may get 
more foreign exchange. In Karna¬ 
taka, we are encouraging the growing 
of bananas, nnngoes and various 
other items, but unfortunately there 
Is no effwt to find ' international 
towStato far them. 


The market survey has not been 
made, and even the STC has not 
taken up, in a big way, the organi¬ 
zation of these items, in spite of the 
good atmosphere for growing various 
items, i.e. those which you cannot 
grow in the North. The southern 
region has completely been neglected 
by the Ministry of Commerce. I 
represent the Cardomom Board. We 
are unable to control the ‘gatmala* 
disease which is one of the many 
diseases. Figures for various years 
have shown this. This year, there 
has been a certain increase in ex¬ 
ports, but the disease I mentioned is 
still taking advantage of the situa¬ 
tion and is coming in a big way in 
the marketing of cardomom. 


The Cardomom Board is not pro¬ 
perly constituted and represented. 
As far as the organization of car¬ 
domom trade is concerned,, the pool 
marketing system has also not been 
accepted by this Ministry. I cannot 
understand why thiji Minisrtry has 
rejected the proposal made by the 
Cardomom Board for making research 
and applying the same principles as 
are being followed in the case of the 
Coffee Board. The pool marketing 
system has been denied. There are 
hardly any reasons given for the non- 
acceptance of this system. Accep¬ 
tance of this pool marketing system 
will ultimately help the grower. 
Unfortunately, this request was turned 
down when Mr. Shah was the Minis¬ 
ter of Commerce. I am told that the 
reason has been reported only to a 
few persons in Bombay who are 
operating in the cardomom market; 
to help those people, the pool mar¬ 
keting system has been denied. (In- 
terruptions). These are very impor¬ 
tant polides that we have, to decide 
I do not know how the conatiltutlon 
of the Spices Development CSouncil 
made; it is meant to deal 
With the various items that we are 
exerting to various countries Inr 
*®<^dle-Ea«t whldi fa the 
spfce contumtag wee. we

are not taking interest in growing 
spices. Even the Spices Development 
Conncil has hardly met after it was 
constituted. How is the Ministry of 
Commerce not aware of all these 
things? We in the South are interest¬ 
ed In growing certain items and are 
also interested in marketing them 
internationally. But these items have 
been completely neglected. 

Now about the functioning of the 
MMTC and MML. You want to have 
a good market; and the MML is doing 
an exc^ent work. It is catching the 
imagination of the market in Japan. 
Australia is competing in this" field; 
but in spite of it, this organization is 
doing very good work. It is a State 
organization and encouragement is 
not being given to it by your Minis¬ 
try; and the MMTC is coming in the 
Way of its functioning. This should 
be stopped; and you should see that 
encouragement is also given to the 
to the utilization of the mineral de¬ 
posits in Karnataka; other items 
should also be encouraged. 

Therefore, may I conclude by .ray¬ 
ing that I hope he will formulate a 
strategy, which will provide a new 
vista of economic developmet in this 
country. India is a big country in 
Asia. You must see how in' a big way 
we can operate as a developing na¬ 
tion, in regard to internal develop¬ 
ment as well as external control over 
the economic situation. You should 
have confidiance in ihis House and you 
must announce a new strategy in your 
speech. 


SHRI D. D. DSSAI (Karra): Sir, 
I would like to congratulate the hon. 
Minister for Commerce for his per¬ 
formance on the export front and his 
boldness in the export-import policy, 
which he has enunciated last month. 
He could have been still bolder. 1 
would request him to raise his sight 
now to an export flgiuse of Bs. 10,000 
cores, Or even Es. 20.000 crores. This 
would not be impossible in a country 
of our size with its resources and 
technological base. We have made a 
break-through. The hon. Minister 
has to be congratulated for having 
done so. But I would also like him to 
take advantage of tiVe break-through 
and carry it to its logical conclusion, 
which means that can easily consi¬ 
der a figure of Rs. 10,000 cores within 
the next two or three years 


There are many things which v/e 
would like to do to achieve this. One 
jf them would oe to make it a little 
otiore easier for foreign travel, because 
to know what the customer wants is 
the best way of our increasing the ex¬ 
ports. I remember the position of 
Japan soon aftei< the second \wrld 
war. It was deeply in debt with a 
heavy debit balance, so far as foreign 
exchange was concerned. At that time, 
lots of them started touring all over 
the world, studying what the customer 
countries wanted, what Ihexr competi¬ 
tors are making and 
in what manner they couln supp^

I can, safely say that our Commerce 
[inister is in a good ^sition ^ ^rti- 
[ly. if not wholly, eliminate our Un- 
mployment problem. Recently, he 
to the Middle East and some 
ther countries. He knows that even 
country like Kuwait is remit- 
ing to India Rs. 50 crores to 60 crores, 
ecauae of those Indians ^ bo b ave 
ene there to search of einpljv>h«nt. 
hlf fi nH ■ bnln drain bat or 
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less an invisible export of our surplus 
personnel, which w'a can, safely do, 
when the unemployment back home is 
of a tremendous nature. 

Training programes would be one 
of the ways of taking care of it. We 
have a big agricultural base, which 
is a big advantage. I would strongly 
urge upon him to think of increasing 
agricultural productivity to take care 
of the increased volume of export of 
many of our goods, be it cotton or 
jute. Or any other commodity. In jute 
there is some limitation, but then 
there are sugar, groundnuts and hun¬ 
dreds of other products which are re¬ 
quired in the world, for winch export 
possibilities exist.

In the field of the general scheme of 
preferences; many of the quotas go 
to the Western coimtries indirectly. 
For example, the quotas of the back¬ 
ward or developing countries are ex¬ 
ploited by Hong Kong, Singapore, 
Taiwan, Korea and the Philippines. 
They are being used not by the local 
people there, but by the multi-natio¬ 
nals and big manufacturers of west 
which establish their manufacturing 
divisions in these countries and export 
to the developed countries. But our 
country imfortunately does not even 
know what quota we have got. Of 
course, it is there on paper, but the 
publicity which is necessary for tak¬ 
ing advantage of it is unfortunately 
not there. 

The Minister has been kind enough 
to provide finance for the exporters, 
but it is only against letters of credit, 
and not against orders. Because of 
the recession, sometimes foreign firms 
find it too costly to obtain letters of 
credit as they have to deposit the 
equivalent of 30 to 40 per cent in a 
bank account for getting it. All that 
they do is to issue the order. So, 

If we can get finance against orders 
that would be a great help. ’

been made consideirably easier, but 
there is still a li^ of about one mentli 
or so. If it can be reduced to e week 
or a few days, that would help cur 
exerts, because lack of cash is an 
impediment in producing goods mid 
exporting them at competitive prices. 

Then there is the Issue of working, 
manufacturing or developing various 
products for the inteimational market 
like diamonds, natural silk and so on. 
In Israel, for example, they have put 
up huge estblishments for diamond 
cutting. This is a facility which does 
not exist in India. Similarly, in seri¬ 
culture, for a hectiare we can get Rs. 
7,000. There is a limit to the export 
of rayon, nylon etc., but the demand 
for natural silk is greater. Our export 
has gone up from Rs. 12 to Rs. 15 
crores, but it can be easily improved 
to Rs. 300 crores if we can only es¬ 
tablish sericulture through mulberry 
trees which grow practically in every 
part of the country. Thousands of 
unemployed youth could be absorbed 
and skilled and unskilled people can 
also be used in the various processes. 
Temperature required is between 20 
to 25 centigrade for small area which 
could be easily established in any part 
of the country with limited equipment. 
That is not much of a problem. 

Mr. Daga was saying that there 
were so many commodity boards, but 
for oilseeds no board exists. This is 
one of the items in which price and 
volume fluctuate. After four years, 
they have established the Tobacco 
Board, but then, Gujarat which pro¬ 
duces 20 per cent of the tobacco in 
India, and' is the second largest to¬ 
bacco producing State, does not find 
a place in that Board. The Minister 
promised me that it would be done 
with the passing of the Bill. 

Recession is there. Let tis make use 
of it. The country is passing through 
recession and deflation. These are two 
great advanfageii we should exploit to 
the fulleflt. Which country at what 
cost could provide recession and 4*^*' 
tloii of Biia nature Rke ua? Yhib I® 
a i^at opportunity' fpr ua ;to «ipert 
anything. In all parta of the wofifii 
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today, Indian goods are cheaper. But, 
unfortunately, we do not know what 
to Make and what customers want. 
And ^at ig why I requested a large 
number of Indian to trav^ all over 
the world, to study the market, come 
back home ahd produce goods which 
are wanted according to the specifica¬ 
tion and et reasonable prices. That 
could only be a way out for increasing 
exports or utilising our recession and 
deflationary facilities. 

Unless and until the Minister takes 
personal interest and see to it, things 
cannot be improved. i have a list of 
boards where he could take good care 
of these things. Unless and until he 
dotes it, I am afraid, things would not 
gto fast; and probably, these things 
could not, for that matter, be done 
here, but I would like him to check 
up these things on his return from 
UNCTAD where he is due to go, and 
I feel that ha would not be able to do 
a lot of things at UNCTAD. Recently, 
regarding cotton, a lot of things are 
said openly, and, as the growers re¬ 
presentative, I had to present their 
case. The Minister may investigate 
and find out any place in the world 
where cotton is cheaper than in India. 
There is no place in the world where 
cotton is cheaper than in India. If 
we had surplus, which he had, to mea¬ 
sure, then he should permit exports 
three items alone, oil, fbod and ferti- 
tion of cotton textiles and its needs of 
Cotton. Surplus cotton should be ex¬ 
ported. ; 

The same thing applies to other 
agricultural commodities where the 
surplus should bs allowed to be ex¬ 
ported after providing the buffer stock 
which the country considers an in¬ 
escapable requirement. Unless this is 
done, I am afraid, things cannot go 
fast. With these words, I support the 
demand. 

THE MINISTER OP COMMERCE 
(PROP. D. P. CHATTOPAD^YAYA): 
I will firj^t expre^fs bur irratitude on 
behalf 6i mfi^, toy colleague and 
my fd# ^ kind 


words that have been said for the per- 
fmmance of the Ministry. I do not 
know whether we entirely deserve 
this. I can assure you that we will 
try to deserve this. 

Various points have been raised and 
I hope you will be kind enough to ap¬ 
preciate that all thbse points cannot 
be touched. But right at the begin¬ 
ning, I would like to mention that the 
points which I wo\ild not be able to 
refer to here ara not for that matter 
be taken unimportant from our point 
of view. We will bear that in mind 
and do whatever possible under the 
circumstances. 

Frequent references have been made 
to the balance of payment position, 
trade deficit and other allied subjects. 
It is well-known that under the pre¬ 
sent circumstances and because of the 
nature of our own economy, we have 
been more at the receiving end of 
inflationary world situation than at 
the giving end. So, although we have 
been trying to export more and more 
of the exportable surplus which we 
had, yet due to circumstances beyond 
our control, we have had to import 
more than what we could export. If 
you look at the import figures you will 
find that in 1971-72, our import was 
, of the order of Rs. 1824 crores. But 
by 1974-75, it Went up to Rs. 4,468 
crores. It is more than hundred per 
cent rise. In 1971-7.2, our export 
figure was Rs. 1,008 crores and in 

1974- 75, it went up to Rs. 3,304 crores. 
Our deficit last year was Rs. 1,164 
crores. I would like to me\ition that 
three items alone, oil, food and fei’ti- 
liser, accounted for 59 per cent of oixr 
import bill. 

As I said, right at the beginning, we 
had little or no contro'l over the com¬ 
pelling items from import point of 
view. This year also, our import bill 
had been going up. But in thle last 
three moni^ of the flnanci^ year, 

1975- 76 we are oteervihg a steady re- 
lailSvely down^rd trend. We Might 
say. We have h^n "iterhaps gugeewfifta 

'^VeMl^ig the 'i/tettdtty 
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trend. In absolute terms, compared 
to OUT Import of the previous year, in 
the last three months of the financial 
year 1975-76, the import figures have 
been less. We hope^ this trend will 
be steady and our deficit will be 
lowex<ed. 


A reference has been made that 
perhaps we have not been able to cash 
on the opportunity and scope offered 
by the affluence of the Middle-East 
countries;. That is not correct fac¬ 
tually. In fact, our exports to 
Middle-East countries, particularly, 
oil rich Middle-East countries, have 
steadily gone up in the last few years. 
In the year 1973-74, as late as tliat, 
oiu* exports to .Middle-East, and 
Nigeria, oil rich countries, were to the 
tune of only Rs. 165 crores. In 1974- 
75 , that is, within a year, the exports 
have gone upto Rs. 461 crores. It is 
nearly 180 per cent rise and, we hope, 
the exports this year will go up 
further. 


The broad feature of our deficit is 
this. We import mostly capital goods 
at\d, as a result of inflation, their 
prices have gone up very high. It is 
tiue, in respect of items that we ex¬ 
port, because of inflation, we could 
cash on their higher price value. But 
the items of our interest from the ex¬ 
port point of view are not that much 
influenced or have not been that much 
influenced because of inflationary situ¬ 
ation as the capital goods prices have. 
Secondly, in respect of the two prima¬ 
ry commodities which are not capital 
goods and which we have been import¬ 
ing, namely, food and oil, peculiarly 
enough and, from our point of view, 
unfortunately enough, their prices 
have gone up very high. Therefore, 
both on the counts of capital goods 
and these two primary commodities, 
we had to foot an unprecedentedly a 
very high import bill. The items 
which we are ~exportinx did fetch 
a hi^er prices but ,not that much 
higher in comparison fhe prices 
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of items which we are importing. 

We are now on what might be said 
to be the threshold between the de¬ 
veloped and developing countries, c(m- 
trary to what we had been doing a 
decade age, now the semiprocessed, 
semi-manufactured and manufactured 
items all three taken together, account 
for almost 50 per cent of our export 
or may be little less. In another ten 
years’ time we hope that we will move 
to the era of exporting more manufac¬ 
tured and semi-manufactured items 
and less of raw materials and primary 
commodities. This is the result or 
spill-over effect of gradual industria¬ 
lisation of our economy and broaden¬ 
ing of our export production base. 
Therefore, in the context of our chang¬ 
ed economy.,.. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Did 
you say ten years? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Yes, because already, of all the de¬ 
veloping countries, excepting the 
OPEC, India is the only country where 
the percentage of export of manufac- 
tured and semi-manufactured and 
semi-processed items all taken to¬ 
gether account for as high a figure 
as 50 per cent. So, this is a very good 
trend, reflective of the development of 
our economy. Therefore, in the con¬ 
text of these problems and prospects 
taken together we are drawing up a 
sort of export strategy, as it might be 
called. 

There are some broad features of 
this strategy., One is the strengthen¬ 
ing of the production base of export- 
oriented industries. We don’t think 
that industrial production as such can 
generate export production, export is 
not an automatic spiU-over effect of 
industrial production rise. Therefore, 
in its wisdom, the Government of 
India set up an Export Production De¬ 
partment in the Commerce Ministry 
so that a new thrust Is giv«i to export 
production as sUghily distinguished 
from industrial production fts such. 
And this year, as you know, aupfher 
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Department, the TextUe Department, 
has been set up in the Commerce 
Ministry and this is also in keeping 
with the nature of the potentiality of 
the industry which alone accounts for 
22 per cent of the total industrial pro¬ 
duction of the country. It seems it has 
a very big export potential and I think 
it has been a correct deci^on that this 
has been given to the Commerce 
Ministry. So, in addition to the 
Foreign Trade Department, the Export 
Production Department and the Tex- 
tQe Department will be adding to our 
objective of what I call the widening 
and diversifying of our export produc¬ 
tion base. 

The second feature of our export 
strategy is the simplification of the 
procedure for issuing import licences 
and relaxing export regulations, and 
this has been very clearly spelt out in 
the Import policy which I had the pri¬ 
vilege of laying on the Table of the 
House a few days back. 

The third thing is the payment of 
compensatory support and draw-back 
of customs and excise duties through 
commercial banks and we have decid¬ 
ed that compensatory support in 
case.s which on scrutiny, are found to 
be deserving, ate to be given on a 
steady basis and not ^on an ad hoc 
basis, and wherever possible—and I 
hope it will be possible in most of 
the cases—the compensatory support 
which will be made available will be 
made known well in advance so that 
the producers an dmanufacturers can 
plan their production well ahead of 
the actual production. 

Fourthly, we have, in the case of 
customs duty and import licences, 
given some relaxation and, fifthly, 
there Is liberalisation of export con¬ 
trol regulations. Sixthly, there Is 
grant of credit for a longer period and 
on concessional terms, both at the pr®- 
shipment stage and post-shipment 
stage and 'a^e are also, in this cmuiec-

I say ^of because both these alterna¬ 
tives have been engaging the active 
attention and consideration of the 
Government ^f India. But we do 
believe that, like export production, 
export financing deserves a separate^ 
specialised attention. 

The seventh element is liberalisation 
of release of foreign exchange lor vi^ts 
abroad. It is true that some hon. 
members have pointed out that, in 
some cases, the facilities of liberalisa¬ 
tion have, perhaps, been abused. But 
if we start presuming that all the peo¬ 
ple who are wanting to go abroad for 
promotion of exports are dishonest 
and, therefore, we become extra-cau¬ 
tious, our procedure wiU defeat the 
very objective that we have in view. 
We shall check the matter, we shall 
scan the post-audit later on to see 
what they do or what they have done, 
but I think this facility is called for. 


The eighth element is, we are also 
organizing more trade fairs and com¬ 
mercial publicity. One hon. Member 
has mentioned that the number of 
fairs organized has gone down. As 
you know, in the last two years, 
financial discipline was enforced in 
different Ministries and. therefore, 
this particular section of the activities 
of our Ministry was subjected to the 
policy of stringency and austerity. 
But now we are coming back to our 
original position, perhaps even to 
little better position. Recently, to see 
that commercial publicity is given due 
attention. Government have decided 
to set up a separate, autonomous 
Trade Fair an<i Commercial Publicity 
Organization. It will be a high- 
powered autonomous body, looking 
after our commercial publicity which 
needs a very specialised type of shill. 

Another element is our export-pro¬ 
duction strategy has been joint ven¬ 
tures. The total number of joint 
v«itur» cleared-^I am speaking from 
memory, I may be wrong—is 288, In¬ 
volving an investment of Ite. 
teotes, almost exdusiv^y in tee term 
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9t capital goods export, and in excep¬ 
tional cases it may be necessary—we 
^ve not taken a final decision—to 
participate also in equity, cash equity, 
not necessarily capital goods. That 
depends on the nature of the venture 
we agree to. 

The tenth element of our strategy 
is Joint Commissions. From our expe¬ 
rience we have found that Joint Com¬ 
mission is a very potent instrument 
lor identification of the areas of poten¬ 
tial and also for attending to the prob¬ 
lems in bilateral fields and also recti¬ 
fying the same. So, in the recent past, 
we have set up a Joint Commission 
with the USA, a Joint Commission 
with the UK and a Joint Commission 
with Prance, in addition to the other 
Joint Commissions, we have set up 
these three new Commissions. 

With all these ten elements of ex¬ 
port strategy taken together, we hope, 
our export will get a new thrust. 

Many hon. Members referred to the 
problem of cotton. We have repeated¬ 
ly come before you and taken your 
time in explaining our position. I 
say, we have been explaining our posi¬ 
tion. It is not that we can always 
solve the problem because it is a very 
difficult problem; sometimes our cotton 
growers grow more cotton and they do 
not get the right price. 

Sometimes, the crop size is short, 
prices shoot up and the whole industry 
complains and also the consumers 
have to pay higher prices; our export 
competitiveness is also adversely 
affected and we are in difficulty. While 
we entirely agree with my friend Shri 
Desai and others, who have highlight¬ 
ed the importance of ensuring fair 
return to the cotton growers, I humbly 
submit that the interests of the con¬ 
sumers should also be borne in mind 
and we have to reconcile the interest 
of these two sides, the consumer and 
the grower and it is on .this principle 
that our policy Is based. It is easy to 
sajl^hut it is not so easy to implement 
hhlriMue there are certain difficulties. 


As you are aware, because of credit 
control policy of the last year and 
year before. Cotton Corporation of 
India could not get the money that we 
needed, but we have to abide by the 
discipline of the economy as a whole. 

I am rather disturbed and I must be 
very clear on this matter; I find that 
by the rnd of April, the prices of vari¬ 
ous varieties of cotton have gone up by 
Rs. 400 to Rs. 700 per candy and the 
prices of cotton as on date are near 
the level of April 1974, which is al¬ 
most an all-time high level. If 'cotton 
price rules at this level. Government 
cannot remain a silent spectator for a 
long time. Already, some hon. Mem¬ 
bers have advised us for importing 
cotton. We do not mind growers 
getting a reasonable price, but reason¬ 
ableness is a relative thing, relative to 
the capacity of the cloth consumer to 
pay for cloth. The per capita avail¬ 
ability has gone down and it is an 
inelastic item; nobody uses less cotton 
than what absolutely he can.

Chair] 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: What is the 
profit of the mill owners? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
That is another thing. I can tell you 
that from 1950 to 1976, except for two 
years 1952 and 1974, the price of cotton 
textile has not been higher than the 
price of all manufactured commodities 
taken together on an average. But we 
should not bldnket and lump up all 
together the most efficient mills have 
been making very good profit, but 
they do not constitute more than 20 
per cent on the outside, but there are 
80 per cent, certainly 75 per cent, who 
are not only not making profit, but 
losing and as. a result of which, we 
are today saddled with 103 mills and 
there are 12 or 14 still closed. It Is 
not a uniform picture which Cfin be 
painted in a blanket manner as very 
dark or very bright; the grey aref is 
wider than the both. I would say fhat 
if those who are holding the ef 
cotton, whosoever tht^ might 
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to tjiis poU^ and force the cotton 
prices to 60 up in this manner, Gov¬ 
ernment will be left with no option 
but to import cotton. But that is not 
left to myself X would like to do, be¬ 
cause I want that the growers should 
get a reasonable return and a little rise 
in CQtt<m price will not goad me to 
rush for import, but if the traders and 
others hold huge stocks and thereby 
allow the price to go up in the maimer, 
it is going, i have to and GovemmSht 
have to intervene at some level or the 
other. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; We are with 
you and we do not like prices to go 
up further. 

■*SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL: Will 
you please tell me, as compared with 
fodaign prices, what is the price of 
Indian cottmi? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
That is not a fair comparison. The 
purchasing power of cloth all the 
world over is not identical. 

The textile industry is in difflpul- 
ties. We are running ourselves 103 
mills... 

SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL: That 
is due to mismanagement of the mills 
not because of cotton prices being 
high. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
My colleague, Mr. Singh, has already 
explained the functioning of these 
mills. It is partly true that mis¬ 
management of some private mills is 
the cause in some cases. When we 
took over the mills, our loss last year 
i.e. 1874-75 was Rs. 30 crores and the 
estimated loss this year was Rs. 70 
crores but because of the good work 
don© by my colleague and the NTC 
officials and ttie workers particularly, 
the estimated loss nas come down 
from Rs. 70 crores to around Rs. 50 
crores. That shows that a very care¬ 
ful, honest atid vii^Sant managomant 
can alW tilte p|eturt to a great extant 
even amidst ^ imd the 


constraints. But this is not to mini> 
mise the problem... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
But what about take-over of the two 
textile mills in Kanpur? 

PROF. D, P. CHATt6pADHYAYA: 

I know he is very much interested in 
it and I have not forgotten his in- 
tereat. < jj|!} 

I have already mentioned that In 
addition to the 103 mills, there are 
another 12 or 14 mills which are 
closed. There ai*a a few more mills 
which were closed l)ut fortunately, in 
the last few weeks, some of them 
have been opened. 

Spinning sector is in a very bad 
shape. We have to look into the pro¬ 
blem as a whole. As you know, the 
handlooms are a disorganized sector 
and their problem is even more sericus 
because the organized sector at least 
is strong enough to make itself hard 
and hard by the people who matter, 
but the handloom weavers are very 
pool) and disorganised and spread 
over thousands of villages and their 
credit position js very poor. So, it 
has been included as one item of the 
20-point programme of the Prime 
Minister. Therefore, we are giving 
special attention to the handloom sec¬ 
tor. 

The composite mills sector en¬ 
trusted with the responsibility of pro¬ 
duction of the controlled cloth have 
been complaining and it is partly true, 
that in producing controlled cloth 
they have to incur losses. Naturally, 
it is not in our interest to see that 
more mills fall sick, whether they be 
of private sector Or the public sector. 
If they fall sick and become closed. 
We cannot remain indifferent. We 
have to intervene at some stage or 
the other. So it is in our interest and 
in the national interest that the money 
invested comes back from the public 
sector and even tiie private sector 
mills do not side and also the 
bamOMai weavws get sonui weak and 
itSst ttie poweidoom lector < vi'lddi i* 
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[Prof. D. P. Chattopadhyaya] 
working at some 85 per cent of their 
capacity should get som® more work. 
So, one of the policy decisions we have 
taken is that controlled cloth obliga¬ 
tion will be transferred so far as 
dhoties and series are concerned to 
the bandloom sector and the other 
three items of the controlled cloth, viz., 
drill, shirting and Ion? cloth can be 
transferred to the poiverloom sector. 
So far as drill, shirting and long cloth 
are concerned, th© obligation national¬ 
ly will continue to ba with the mill 
sector but they can transfer it to the 
powerloom sector so that the released 
capacity they cm utilise for produc¬ 
ing things which are more profitable 
from their point of view and also the 
powerloom sector gets additional work. 
But we have seen to it that the power¬ 
loom sectors in violation of the Gov¬ 
ernment order which is now almost a 
decade old have been producing colo¬ 
ured dhoties and saries are not allow¬ 
ed to do so. If handioom sector and 
powerJoom sector get or start this 
additional production in handioom, 
the demand for yarn will pick up and 
that will, perhaps, contribute to the 
restoration of the iiealth of the spin¬ 
ning sector. We have tried to look at 
the problem in an integrated manner. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 
May I know when is this scheme go¬ 
ing to be implemented? Will you 
kindly tall the Elouse the exact dale, 
as this very announcement was made 
three months back? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
We took this policy decision two 
months back. As I said, the handioom 
weavers ate disorganised, spread over 
to thousands of villages. They are not 
covered even by co-operatives. Some 
of tha co-operatives, in some parts of 
the country—say Bihar, Bengal and 
Assam—are disorganised, dis-functinn- 
ai co-operatives. We have to organise 
them. We can notionally transfer the 
obligatkm. But they have to produce 
them. Two high }g>wered committees 
have already been set up to work out 
details and in a phteed manner, ac¬ 
tually to transfer this obligation from 


the composite sector to the handlooi 
and the power-loom. This powerlooi 
sector will get the benefit as soon a 
the poorer sector can be prepared fo 
taking up the obligation. 

Reference has been made to soro 
difficulties encountered by the Sill 
sector. We have a Tassar Develop 
ment Corporation. This is being se 
up to increase in a regulated manna 
the production of tassar. Also tb 
Central Silk Board has an ambitioui 
marketing and price stabilising pro', 
gramme. The objective of this pro, 
gramme, in short, is to avoid undu( 
and unhealthy fluctuations in the priej 
of silk throughout the year and ti 
have a steady price as far as possible 
In order to co-ordinate and accelerat« 
the research programmes and pass w 
the results of the research to the seri. 
culturists, a Technical Officer Incharge 
of the Research Co-ordination is pro¬ 
posed to be appointed in the Office ol 
the Central Silk Board. 

Another hon. member referred to 
the problems of the employees ol 
Sericulture Research Office in Beh- 
rampur. I am looking into the matter, 
If there is some administrative lapses, 
I will try to rectify the same, 

More than one hon. member referr¬ 
ed to the problem of Jute Industry. 
It Is another industry which is really 
worrying us and, perhaps, rightly so, 
because the export earning from the 
industry was of tha order of Rs. SOO 
crores. It has come down last yea/ 
to Rs. 245 crores and, I am afraid, it 
may go down. It is not because of an 
entirely internal reason, but because 
of lower off-take in the foreign mar¬ 
ket, because we have lost ground i® 
competition with synthetics and 
financial mismanagement. I say that 
sickness of the jute industry is partly 
due to external reasons--pur uncom- 
petitiveness in relation , to synttxetics| 
and also because of recession and-*^® 
U.S. demand mainly a*>d European 
demand partly for jute carpet havii^ 
gone down. Unless construction 0®**" 
vity picks up in the^ areas,; wt wi‘* 
not be able to get back to out. 
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al position. Apert from that there is 
some very unhealthy competition 
£rom some of the neighbouring coun¬ 
tries. I am sorry to say about this 
and ie an avoidable thing. I hope 
that our friends in the neighbouring 
countries vrlH appreciate that it is not 
in the long-term interest good to 
undercut us in this :6eld. This is also 
a disturUng feature in the jute trade. 
Some mills are closed down because 
of financial mismanagement, not be¬ 
cause of intrinsic or incurable rea¬ 
sons References were made about the 
Khurda Jute Mills. There has been 
financial mismanagement and that is 
the finding of the investigating com¬ 
mittee. But we cannot do anything 
more because this is pending before 
the (HQigh Court. As you know since 
the court is seised of the matter we 
cannot take action now on takeover 
or anything else. Ihe industry is in 
a difficult situation and we are trying 
to hdp them in every possible man¬ 
ner. We have pro\’ided relief in the 
matter Of export of jute goods. Jute 
Corporation is functioning to its 
maximum efficiency. As I have said, 
there is the overall credit control 
policy and it is not possible for us to 
provide the Jute Corporation that 
amount of money which they asked 
for. As you know there have been 
these constraints. But they have done 
very good work and I would like to 
say that this year the jute-growers 
have got a price which is higher than 
the price they have ever received. It 
is another question whether he actu¬ 
ally got it or the middleman got some, 
thing. But so far as the price level 
is concomed, it ig quite high. The rop 
was of short size and because of mar¬ 
ket farces certain problems for the 
industry were created. But I doubt 
whether hy toe end of the jute sea¬ 
son there will be enough raw material 
left for running the industry. I 
thought that the House should knovr 
the serious situation and so X have 
explained the rituation. There are 
certain items where the growth poten¬ 
tial is very great and naturally we 
will cmMsentrate our attention on toose 
items, while not neglecting ihe other 
items.

Leather is an item, for example, 
where there is great potentiality and 
We are moving, as I said just at the 
beginning, from raw and semi-pro¬ 
cessed to manufactured and semi¬ 
manufactured processes. 


In the last two-three years, our 
manufacturing capacity hag gone up 
and, in consonance with that fact, we 
want to Inring down the quota of ex¬ 
port of raw hides and skins. We have 
reduced the quota of export of hidc» 
by 50 per cent and skin by 10 per cent. 
That need not cause us any woriV 
from any quarter because never, in 
the history of the leather trade, they 
could export more than ^8 to 49 mil¬ 
lion small pieces. So, even with this 
cut in quota, the leather that is avail¬ 
able for export will be of the order 
of 52 million pieces. While we do not 
like to disrupt toe trade, we certainly 
would like to ensure that the manu¬ 
facturing installed capacity at great 
cost does not remain idle. In leather, 
our goods are finding a good market 
abroad. 


We ana now entering into a colla¬ 
boration with some foreign country 
and also companies who know the 
3 U>dem technology and also the mar¬ 
ket tie-up which are very important 
ror marketing and exporting of these 
goods. Engineering gooods is another 
field where we have been doing well 
Mid we'hope that this year we will 
touch the four hundred crore mark. 
Coal is another iftem which has a tre- 
tnoidous growth potential. All these 
^ears we have been exporting to our 
aeighbourtag countries like Nepal. 
Bangla Desh and Burmah. Now ^ 
have some order from even West 
Europe, Japan and some distant coun¬ 
tries. My colleague, Shri Pant, was 
saying toe other day that toe coal 
production might go up to 108 milh<m 
tonnes—it wUl be an all time hlgm 
If there is enough of port facilities 

which. I hope, by toe

can export mflre. This Is a very g o<» 

item. A doubt has been eiiqaresseo 
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wfxethcr we should export coal at all- 
Sir, as you knov/, since you came 
•ftrom a State whero coal is mo. 5 t in¬ 
tensively concentrated, we have, even 
at this rate of exploitation or a little 
higher rate of exploitation, coal re¬ 
serves of 700 to SOO million tonnes by 
that time, an alternativ^j energy and 
other things would be thought out and 
executed by the posterior generation. 

Garment js another ai'ea which is 
also picking up the last three to four 
years. I had an occasion to mention 
On the floor of this House—three days 
back—that we have gone up from 
Rs. 11 crores in 1971.-72 to Rs. 145 
crores in the year 1974-.75 in three 
years. And, in another one year, that 
is, in the year, 197U-V?, we hope to 
Teach Rs. 225 .?rorp 3 mark. The most 
encouraging items in smaller units are 
coming in large numbers. So, we also 
ensure raw materials to them. Cue of 
the projects of our handloom sector is 
to see that export variety of raw mate¬ 
rials, more crepes and more checks are 
produced so that our actual requirier- 
ments of the garment s^'ctor are ful¬ 
filled in time. 

Steel is another important item. We 
are producing steel more than w© re¬ 
quire and we are exporting that. That 
is giving us good money. Another 
item which also we can look forward 
to is the processed meat. We have 
not fully laxploited it. Government 
has recently taken a decision that 
processed meat as an item, should be 
further exported. In this matter, my 
friend Shri Shinde, can lend his help 
as he has done .already and I hope he 
will lend his further i»elp if possible. 
Processed food and processed meat 
both are very important items. Take 
for example buffalo meat, goat meat, 
etc. 

A reference has also been made 
about the functioning of the S.T.C., 
MMTC and Handloom and Handi- 
ci^t Export Corporation and also 
MITCO—Mica Trading Corporation. 
;A5 I have bee^ saying the perfor- 
laiance of the Ministry is, to a great 
fxteiid, dependent upon the good 


performance of these public sector 
undertakings. I have na hesitation in 
saying that, generally speaking, they 
have been doing a very very good 
work. If a corporation handles hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of items, there 
may be one or two lapses b®*'® 
and there. I do not rule that 
out. But rule that that out 
But, wherever it has been brought 
to our notice, we have been taking 
care of it- Shri Basumatari had refe¬ 
rred to a certain thing. It has been 
punished for that because there was 
some lapse ©n his part Therefore, 
the organisations—do not like to go 
into detail—have beep doing their 
work in a commendable manner. 

Sir, a reference had been made to 
inventory position particularly in 
respect of non-ferrous metails, tliat is, 
it has been high with the MMTC. 
This is an immediat/» result of the 
recessionary .',ituatioo because on the 
basis of specific orders placed on 
MMTC by the exporters or manufac¬ 
turers of MMTC imported these raw- 
materials. The demand of the manu¬ 
facturers went down and they did not 
lift the same from the MMTC. MMTC 
being a public sector corporation, na¬ 
turally, it cannot take a very hoc 
decision. As suen, they were saddled 
with these. Sir, if it shows anjrthing, 

I will say that it shows that they had 
to suffer the loss because of their high 
sense of duty. Sir, in a recessionary 
situation this 'sort of unwanted state 
of affairs is unavoidable. 

Sir, refeibnce has been made to 
chrome export. R is a v«*y important 
mineral and we badly need it increas¬ 
ing for our steel production. So, we 
are, very cautious in the matter of 
allowing its expoit and from August 
1975—1 am speaking from meehorjr-- 
we are not allowing its cXpti^ fmly 
the contracts entered into before 
August 1975 are being swvdeed bow } 
and we hhve restricted the fltioia. 

Sir, some pro1>'lems have beeh 
periced by. the »*ica eoEporiSKru. ,So*n® 
remedial measures have been 
and in mica, the formula, 
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cent private sector and 40 per cent 
MITCO is being modified. That will 
help the elcportei's. 

. Sir, I ^uld not li^e to take muih 
of thia'tune of . the Houso and would 
like to say very briefly about the 
multi-lateral negotiations like UN- 
CTADf We are joing; to attend this 
UNCTAD. • It 's a very important 
thing and all the world over there is 
a lot of interest regarding the out- 
conne of UNCTaD. We cannot pre¬ 
judge but there is serious interest of 
ours in the outcome of the delibera¬ 
tions of this Body. -As exporters of 
commodities like sugar, tea and jute 
we are interested in it and also, as 1 
said, earlier, we are now major ex¬ 
porters of mahufactiired and semi¬ 
manufactured goods. From both these 
points of view we are interested in 
the outcome of UNCTAD as we are 
interested in the deliberations being 
held in Paris. 

So thisse multi-lateral negotiations 
aimed at evolving * new economic 
order are of ’/ery major interest to our 
country,' because vnt'i the rise in oil 
prices, we have been very badly affect¬ 
ed and We are what they technically 
call one of the niost seriously affected 
countries. So, for our trade deficit, 
wa should possibly be compensated by 
buffer-stocking operations, and also 
by coihpensatory finance; and also by 
better access for our manufactures to 
industrialised •:oantrie3 and w'e are 
ertainly interested in these. Because 
of quota and other restrictions im¬ 
posed <m some of our manufactures in 
he industrialised countries, we are 
experitepcing certain difficulties. So it 
will be our endeavour to see that cur 
manufactures better acoess to the 
industrialised countries. For that, we 
will utilise thega multi-lateral forums 
as we have been utilising the bilateral 
forums, joins commissions, etc. 

Our trade with diiforent regions is 
going up. As I have mentioned, par- 
ticuliU'ly wftb referaacc to the Ouli 
oountr^, West ^Surope add USA, it is 
goipg upi' A firiend aStced why We do 


not resume our trade with Cliina. I 
wbuld 01 ^ say that since a desire has 
been ' expressed that we want to nor*- 
malise bur relationii with China, in the 
“mat^r of trade appropriate decisions 
will'be-taken et fh© appropriate time. 
As’ I have already o said, Iv© want 

iendshap 'witia all; we have enmity 
with none. This policy will certainly 
be reflected in trade, but at the nght 
time, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: While re¬ 
plying, he did not refer to the taking 
over o fthe two mills in Kanpur. He 
said he would do it, but he has con¬ 
veniently forgotton- it. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
We have gaid in this House on diffe¬ 
rent occasions that the two mills m 
Kanpur will be taken over. But 
some modifications of the laws are 
called for. Therefore, we are, in that 
process. I have said it before and 1 
repeat it. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: The hotf. 
Minister has not fnade .any categori¬ 
cal declaration about the purchase 
and offtake of rubber. The I>rice 
was statutorily flxpd ip 1969 on the 
basis of the 1967 price level. So I 
want to know whether , any commit¬ 
ment will be made about the price 
being statut^ly fixed again' and 
about offtake by the tyre manufactu¬ 
rers and others. I had raised 
another point which has not been 
replied to. This is about the export 
obligation of certain firms who were 
given licences for expansion' as well 
as for establishing industries.

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 

1 had mentioned about the Cardamom 
Board.

' But I should like to pcAnt out that 
f thig is ' nqt ' only untrue but - the 
crisis is also spreading to new areas. 

' The small increase in agricultural 
• prodiictiorf is being shown as the 
? main factor - ■for' the improvement. 

. -No doubt there is a small increase in 
agricultural production but it does 
-not reflect a steady growth, of our 
agrl'culture; it is also not a new 
development at all. The increase in 
production is only*due to favourable 
monsoon and not due mainly to any 
policy or plan of the government. It 
is common experience that at the time 
of unfavourable monsoon our agri¬ 
cultural production goes down and 
famine flares up in many areas of our 
- country. During favourable mon¬ 
soons, we find a slight increase in 
production. These are marginal in¬ 
creases which we now see. I say 
that this increase is only marginal, 
it is unstable because after all, the . 
growth as published by the govern¬ 
ment- in the report of the agricultural 
ministry is 101.1 million tonnes. 

This target of 101.1 million tonnes 
cannot be compared with the target 
of 12 crore tonnes which our late 
Prime Minister Pandit Jawaharlal 
'Nehur declared some 20 years back. 
Then how can we assess this slight 
increase in the production as a 
success of government policies. Now 
a strange situation develops. 'While 
production increases, a peasantry, 
particularly middle-poor peasantry, 
is hard hit due to steep fall in prices 
of agricultural production against the 
background Of high priced inputs and 
other manufactured goods and in¬ 
creased taxation. All along from the 
beginning, that is since independence, 
tve^ have been depending on other 
pgr1B«ul^ly, 4»|permlM . 
countries-^America—for the import * 
of food grains.’ Import' of food' 


grains continues. A^out ^.74 ,^kh 
' tonnes were imported in 1974 and 
about 74.05 lakh tonnes of foodgrains 
were .toported in - ,1975. Theae are 
tiie figures given by our Gkjvenunent 
. an^ the Press. Recently, that is day- 
before-yesterday, there was a press 
report that we were persuaded to te- 
port one lakh tonnes of. rice which 
could not otherwise be sold. This is 
the situation. 


There was a steep fall in the prices 
of food grains and commercial crops 
in the country. In (Mates like Ptinjab 
and Haryana Prices’ of grains went 
.down by 50r per cent In Slastern 
U.P., Assam, etc. it was even lower by 
Rs. 50.0 per quintal. Prices of 
various varieties of cotton came down 
sharply. The prices have come down 
for other varieties. For MCV-5 it 
has come down from Rs. 520-540 to 
Rs. 290-340 and for Varalakshmi from 
Rs, 850-900 to Rs. 450-500. 


In the case of jute. Government has 
fixed a minimum support price of 
Rs. 135.0 per quintal, whereas the 
price has fallen below Rs, 100.0 a 
quintal. In the case of both cotton 
and jute, Government agencies like 
Cotton and Jute Corporations failed 
to meet the purchases lea'ving the 
growers at the mercy of big traders. 
The same situation with regard to 
sugar cane and ground-nut prevails. 


' In this way, it is not the question 
of small increased production for 
which we are to be satisfied, but it is 
the question * of providing worthy 
market .to produce, which is lacking. 
This created a grave situation under 
which the peasantry; is ggopni^g. But 
instead of facing this problem in a 
straight way, Gov^i^ent actu^ly is 
trying to justify itV iaihife'by'show 
ing the small increase in production 
as-a^^big,:fuofiess. ^ 

would like to draw the attention’'^-pf 
the Chair towards the. warning state- 
, ment of na ,la|s ,a; ■oewKftiilily f - tl^n 
Hon’ble I^esideiit S^akbrudwin All 
Ahmed while inaugurathtg ' the 
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Chamber of Commerce and Industries 
on 23*4-76 who s^iid lhat the fall in 
agricultural prices in the last 18 
months had not led u corresponding 
fall in the prices of the manufactured 
goods. So, here it is nbtl an over im¬ 
provement of situation but we find 
actually passing the crisis on the 
peasantry. 

I will come to land reforms, which 
Ss supposed to be one of the main' 
pillars of the 20-point programme. 
What is happening to land reforms? 
It is the same .old shameful and ridi¬ 
culous drama of land reforms which 
is in continuation. In the early 
fifties, the Mahalan'obis Commission 
calculated that €3 million acres of 
surplus land with the ceiling of 20 
standard acres would be available for 
distribution. Now almost after 20 
years, the surplus land shown is only 
•9 lakh acres and there too the actual¬ 
ly distributed land ^s only 2 lakh 
acres! 

If you go into the various States, 
this dismal story of diminishing sur¬ 
plus land foi distribution is more and 
more clear. In the eight States 
where scrutiny is completed, only 
3.46 lakh acres of land have been 
found to be surplus. These include 
the largest State of U.P., Rajasthan, 
West Bengal,^ Bihar, Assam, H.P., 
Kerala and Tamilnadu. It is clear 
that when the question of actual dis¬ 
tribution comes, even this area of 
su^lus land will not be, available. In 
this regard; the worst record is that 
of y.P. wjicre .82,470 acres were dec- 
lare^ surplus and grand area of 559 
acres have been distributed! 

In my State of Andhra Pradesh, 
the position Is”ridiculous;- From Shri 
Brahmananda Beddy to Shri Vengal 
Rad, land . distributimi is ' going pn, 
but it’ ba* not ’ crossed even some 
■ thoUsana acttes, 'though they claim 
thatnth^Mitve distribbted- isidcs of 
a<a?as 'of'Soule of-i^ ’‘biggest 
landlords isf NdlgoiMil lidhitriet'Oli^ni 


that a^otding to the Ceiling Act, Gov¬ 
ernment itself owes some land to them! 
Is it not something ridiculous?. If the 
government falls to And surplus land 
with some biggest landlords having 
thousands and thousands of acres like 
Shyam Sundar Reddy, Ravalapalli 
Deshmukhs and Thummaiam Desh- 
mukhs—all these belong to Nalgonda 
district—it is nothing but a mockery 
of distribution of surplus land propa- 
-ganda. Now, after all, one has to 
know where these lakhs of acres of 
land are disappearing. When the gov¬ 
ernment is able to detect the huge 
amount of hidden jewellery beneath 
the land belonging to some of the ex¬ 
princes and rajas, how is it that the 
government is unable to catch this 
surface land with the enormous powers 
and machinery at its command? The 
simple reality, as the National Com¬ 
mission on Agriculture has said, is 
that the ruling party and the bureau¬ 
cracy at its command lack the political 
will and it is also due to their col¬ 
laboration with the landlords. I think 
this government is not for abolishing 
landlordism completely. This govern¬ 
ment is not for ending the exploitation 
of the landless masses. It is attempting 
to reform the landlords to suit the 
new conditions. Let alone the distri¬ 
bution of land. There is no real pro¬ 
tection for the tenants under who>-e 
possession the lands have remained for 
some generations or even from the 
very beginning of its cultivation. 


The majority of the tenants in the 
country have no record of rights for 
(heir tenancy. So, the problem is 
.finished and automatically the lands 
went into the hands of the lanolords, 
jEven it in some areas, there is any 
_ record of rights of. the tenants, it w^ 
.manipulated rwith the help Of the 
.bureaucracy by the landlof-ds; or the 
landlords have utilized the right to 
■ resume provided in the Apt—the' right 
to. resunw i$ stUi provided.for in the

egaiost the background ol ceiling laws 
they were evicted from thousands and 
lakhs ol acres. When even the tenant 
Or a share-cropper haa not been pro¬ 
tected, where is the question ol distri¬ 
bution ol suridus land to the landless 
poor? 

The Emergency has not been utiliz¬ 
ed, as was declared by the Govern¬ 
ment, to help the people, or to help 
the kisan to get the land. Emergency 
has become a weapon in the hands 
ol the landlords and exploiters to evict 
the peasantry Irom the land. Emer¬ 
gency has become, in the hands ol the 
Police to suppress the demonstrations 
and activities ol kisans. There has been 
repression in various States; and this 
has lacilitated the eviction ol the 
kisans. The members ol the Central 
Kisan Mandal have been arrested and 
the majority ol the members ol kisans 
organization in Kerala have been de¬ 
tained. Thirty persons belonging to 
the Kisan Sabha in my State have 
been arrested. This does not help land 
distribution; but It helps the landlords 
to maintain their illegal possessions. 

When the Government uses its pro¬ 
paganda media to claim that there is 
an improvement in the agrarian situa¬ 
tion, is it prepared to claim that rural 
poverty, which is the crux ol the 
agrarian problem, has been arrested 
and pushed down even by 1 per cent 
as a result ol the Emergency and the 
20-point programme? It is here that 
the Government wants to escape from 
its responsibility and to hide the real 
situation. While there has been a dec¬ 
line in the percentage of cultivation 
to the total working population from 
62.78 per cent to 43.34 per cent, there 
has been a sharp increase in the per¬ 
centage of agricultural labourers from 
16.71 per cent to 23.33 per cent. It is 
crystal clear from the 1961 census and 
1971 census; it is increasing manifold 
by the influx of the poor peasantry and 
other people losing their meagre land 
•nd Uielr profession, l.e. as craftsmen. 
71 m strength of jbe agricultural 
Ubouieni Is awelling day-by-day even 
mier the Emergency and with this 


20-point programme. Where axe Bw 
fruits of the emergency, whi^ are 
claimed to have arrested tiie increasing 
poverty in the rural areas? 1 want to 
know this. As per the UNI survey, 
iconducted after the Emergency and 
alter the issue ol various ordinances 
and legislation on minimum wages 
issue, it is noted that the "vast 
majority ol agricultural workers still 
continue to be below the poverty 
despite the increase in the minliwnm 
wages.” The extent of povwty is re¬ 
flected by the heavy indebtedness ol 
the rural population. According to 
recent rough estimates reported in the 
“Economic Times”, rural indebtedness 
is placed at Rs. 6,000 crores; and 65 
per cent to 70 per cent of die small 
and marginal farmers are steeped in 
debts, as reported by the UNI survey. 
The average debt per family varied 
from RS. 250 to more than Rs. 500. All 
this amounts to the fact that rural 
poverty, covering more than 60 per 
cent to 70 per cent ol the entire popu¬ 
lation is climbing up the laddo year 
by year. 

Here I would like to mention that 
neither marginal temporary increase in 
production can hide this stark reality 
nor the recent and much-propagated 
20-Point Economic Programme of abo¬ 
lishing bonded-labour, minimum 
wages for agricultural labourers and 
moratorium on debts give real relief, 
let alone solve the problem of the 
groaning poverty. I do not tmderstand 
how a bonded labour can be ft'eed 
when there is no alternative labour or 
employment is provided to « common 
labourer. More than half the year or 
seven months an average agrleu^ral 
labourer has no »nployment. Then he 
Is bound to be a bonded labour.

The question of bonded labmir Is not 
merdy a legal question. It !e mere a ; 
social and economic Question wMch 
has to he solved fondamentally. it is 
the social shatiUe of the luidtord- 
eapttallst dcohlnatlon. mcpIoltaEtten and 
ladi of otiier e mp l ey ihenl otfpotliialtles 
which forces the Ubetmere fe he 
brnsded to the eapjeitttig dCutm nst*’ 
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fbre, without touching the very system 
and providinf oQier alternative oppozw 
tunities lor employment, to claim free. 
Ing bonded labour is nothing but sell* 
deception. 

SHRI NARSINGH NARAJM PANDEY

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Sir, as I said in the beginning, there 
is no Telugu Interpreter available. 
That is why he is speaking in English.

MR. CHAIRMAN; He can consult his 
notes, but not always read from the 
notes. 

SHRI B. N. REDDY: Coming to the 
minimum wages of agricultural labour 
the wage fixed by the Government is 
Rs. 3.50 to Rs. 6.36. It is not enough 
for even two square meals for a 
family. It is lower than the normal 
wages in many parts of the country. 
Even there too, there is no guaranty 
of implementaticm by the landlords, 
who mostly belong to the ruling party, 
who are Yielded by the bureaucracy. 


So far as moratoriuri on debt is 
concerned, it is a simple eye wasfh 
for the indebted masses because it 
puts them in a helpless position when 
the (Government does not provide them 
with alternative credit facilities. 

I would like to conclude by saying 
that evmi under the Emergency, with 
the 20 J^oint Economic Programme, the 
same agrarian crisis» which is affect¬ 
ing the majority (ff our eoimtry’s 
population, continues to increase in its 
intensity and is spreading into new 
areas. Unless there are baide and 
fundamental changes in the entire pre¬ 
sent bourgeoiie landlord social aystnn 
and unlase the prMent bourgecdse 
landlocd system, i^lddh it shielded a»d 
supiterted hy the buregueracy, which 
gealMli He vm esaplathng minority 
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class at the cost of the entire popula¬ 
tion of our country, unless it is com¬ 
pletely abolished, there is no real solu¬ 
tion to the chronic agrarian crisis 
under which our country is groaning. 

Under these circumstances, I pro¬ 
pose on behalf of the Kiaan Sabha 
and the Communi^ Party of India 
(Marxist) the following measures in 
order to pave the way for solving the 
basic problmns and providing real re¬ 
lief to the affected people. You have 
to abolish landlordism by distributing 
all lai>ds of the landlords to the land* 
less poor; fix the minimum wages for 
agricultural labourer upto Rs. 8 per 
day establish popular committees of 
all opposition parties and mass orga¬ 
nisations to s\q>ervise these measures; 
introduce moratorium on every kind 
of debt, including government debt, 
by providing other alternative credit 
resources; fix remunerative prices to 
the producer and fair price to the 
consumer; keep a reasonable and 
proportionate balance between the 
prices of manufactured goods and 
agricultural produce and, above all, 
end the emergency and release nil 
kisan leaders now in detention and 
withdraw all warrants and release the 
productive forces.

Sir, we do it as a pious duty to offer 
water to the dead, but we do not know 
if th^ actually get it or not. But in 
this case when there is a stalemate for 
nearly eight years on the allocation oS 
water because of inter-state water dis¬ 
pute, various projects came to a stand- 
still and the water was denied to the 
thirsty population of the Madras city 
and oth^ areas. The parched lands of 
the chronically drought affected areas 
of Orissa, MJ*., Marathwada and 
Andhra Pradesh also were denied water 
while at the same time millions and 
millions of TMC water was flowing to 
the sea without putting them into any 
use 

At that time, it was Babuji, whom 1 
would call the present Bhagirath, who 
took courage in both hands and tried 
to solve the situation. It is due to his 
efforts and statesmanship that the 
major portion of the inter-Stale water 
dispute has been compromised and a 
'Elution has been reached. All my 
rongratulations go to him. For a pro¬ 
blem like this, there diould haveHseen 
a national approach and a national 
Tierspective. The question of Itoe ripa¬ 
rian rights of the various States does 
oot arise when we consider fndia as a 
whole. AH these nine or ten years has 
created bad blood and litigation bet¬ 
ween the various States. It has come 
In a happy end and we hope that an 
•ra of a bright future has dawned to 
Sive a conciete shape to the Prime

Project in Chrisesa. The main impedi¬ 
ment) viz., the tnter-State river water 
dispute, has been solved, l-hope there 
adll be no difficulty in giving xdearanoe 
by the Central 'Wa|er and Power 
Commission b^ore the next meeting 
of the Tedmical Advisory Onnmittee 
of the Rennhig Cwnmis^n, It will 
irrigate 2i lakh hectares of chrealeally 
drought-affected area of my State and 
wilj generate 600 MWW of hgrdro-power 
at a emnpetitively dheap rate. la the 
last deoade, this area witaeeaed two of 
the worst fmnines of the century. The 
Prime Minister also had visited that 
area and seen for henn^-tha jjdlglit of 
the rpeqple. The Qevemsaent of ■ my 
State has been very keen to'start this 
project and a provision has been made 
in this Year’s budget to i^ve a'start to 
this project. Taking into consideration 
an these facts, i mge upon the Minis¬ 
ter to give top priority to tiiis Upper 
Indravati Project and try'to include it 
in the fifth five year plan. It is the 
biggest ambition of my life and of the 
pec^le of that area. The erstwhile 
Kalahandi State at that time with its 
limited veeources, sent Dr. B. Behra, 
now Vice-Chancellor of Sambalpur 
University, for hi^er studies in hydro- 
logy to the Iowa University and 
Tennessee Valley. In the early forties, 
he subaaltted the first preliminary 
report. It has taken all these Year’s 
to scrutinise aU the aspects of it and 
the various comments made by the 
C.WJ*.C. have been amply explained 
by the State Government. So, I think 
thwe should be no tHffieulty now fai 
going ahead with it . ) Wlth’4biS dream 
fulAUed, I have addevad what I have 
aspired ^ for and for wMeh J efrtered 
pditics. I have cxdthlng else te ask. 1 
most lespsctfully beg Babuji to 'pay 
personal attention to it and give a 
start to this project

It is all the more tmpor* 
tant that that catchment area haa to 
be properly protected. 

The way there has been denudation 
of forests in a big way by the tribs^s 
in the name of poddu or shifting culti¬ 
vation and the way the Juggernauts of 
forest contractois have entered this 
area and started exploiting the forests 
by overbidding in the auction and 
resorting to illegal felling of the trees 
In connivance with the petty corrupt 
officials without sticking to the work¬ 
ing plan of the forest, the problem has 
reached an alairmlng magnitude and 
it is matter of great concern. Millions 
of tons of'the soil are being washed 
away by soil erosion accompanied by 
awesome land slides, deterioration '>f 
land productivity, drying up of streams 
and silting of reservoirs. 

The entire ecological balance is 
being lost. As it is the area of ^he 
pro];>osed Indravati dam, I most res¬ 
pectfully submit that proper afforesta¬ 
tion should be taken up on a war foot¬ 
ing, so that the span of life of the 
Indravati dam is not shortened. There 
was a time when the sandalwood plan¬ 
tation was taken up, i.e. about 50 years 
back: It was a luxurious growth; but 
no sandalwood is there now to be 
seen. Whichever petty officers had 
gone there, had come back with a 
sandalwood bed. One district magis¬ 
trate was even caught red-handed hy 
the people in this regard. Karnataka 
has a monopoly of sandalwood planta¬ 
tions; it need not have it. Orissa has 
also got the potential; and sandalwood 
did thrive very well in that area, which 
was planted by my fbrefathers a long 
time back. Mulbeny plantation was 
taken up seriously for the development 
of the sericulture industry. That plan- 
tatirm is not to be seen now. Recently, 
a team pf the India Coffee Board has 
visited that area and It has recommend. 

t>at it is.an ideal.plai^ for coffee. 


plantations; and the Orissa Gievern 
ment did take up the recommiendation 
at ^ Coffee Board seriou^; and 
ater 3 or 4 years, trees started bear- 
ing fruits and berries in 300 . acres 
where the plantation took place; but 
all of a sudden, for reasons not known, 
the coffee plantation has bem stopped. 
I request the Government to look into 
this matter. This area has got a luxu¬ 
rious growth of fodder grass. So, all 
the cattle and buffaloes in the adjoin¬ 
ing Koraput and Kalahandi districts 
gather at the hill-top at an altitude of 
4500 ft. throuught the year. You find 
cattle and buffaloes in thousands. I 
most respectfully request the Minister 
that an Operation Hood may be 
started, in aU seriousness, in that area. 
It can be a breeding centre of cattle 
It is a good thing that an integrated 
tribal development block has been 
started in that area; but the head¬ 
quarter of that integrated tribal deve¬ 
lopment project, instead of bein.i; 
located in the heart of the tribal ares. 
i.e. in Karlapat, has been located at 
the district headquarters. Large-scale 
afforestation has to be done soil con¬ 
servation should be started, cortour- 
bunding should be there, and planta¬ 
tion of lemon-grass, pine apple and 
hill bananas which have been thriving 
there very well and which have teen 
started on an experimratal basis, 
should be developed further. The 
tribals should be persuaded to take 
to the plough and cultivate in the 
valleys.' A census was made of the 
cultivable wasteland there; and 45,000 
acres are available, where there is « 
perennial water supply from the hill 
streams, liiis could be bunded 
those tribals settled on this vaUey 
They should be asked to stop drifting 
cultivation. 


I would now like to bring to your 
notice a very important question, i-r- 
the tackling of the major river ssrstems^ 
in this country, commonly by both 
India and Nepal. Nepal has got 
Himalayas. Most of the mi^or tribu¬ 
taries of Our river Ganga ‘IlOw from 
there. Steps )wve be40 tiriten in this 
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regard. A joint project has been taken 
up on the Gandak. In Narayani and 
Kamali also projects have been taken 
up. It is not enough. li we want to 
tackle the flood problem in UP and 
Bihar, the rivers Kali, Kamali, Gan¬ 
dak. Narayani, Bhagmati and Kosi 
have to be tamed so that we can gene¬ 
rate power. With that large potential 
of power, it could become a power 
house for the entire Asia. It can sup¬ 
ply power to industries and hTigatc 
lands in UP and Bihar, apart from 
controlling floods. 

Similarly, there is tremendous poten¬ 
tial for power generation* on the U 
bend of Brahmaputra where it turns 
to the West at Parasuramkud. If ioint 
effort could be made with China, there 
is nothing like that. It would be the 
biggest project. I think it would be 
much bigger than Zambeja project or 
any other project. If would ulso ^a.v 
the foundation for very sound Tndia- 
China friendship. 

Coming tc Bangladesh, it is Babu.ii 
who liberated Bangladesh and gave 
freedom to the people of Bangladesh. 
I sincerely hope that Babuji, by his 
good advice, would be able to solve the 
Farraka water dispute and thus nake 
the friendship between Bangladesh and 
India a permanent feature. 

Coming to pesticides and fertilizer, 1 
want to say that the pesticides should 
be made available at a cheaper price. 
At the same time, I have to mention 
with grave concern the misuse of ferti 
lizer in killing wild species, wild game 
and fish. There are water holes in 
various streams which would be 
poisoned by these pesticides. So. 
whichever animal will come for drink¬ 
ing water will die and the fish will also 
disappear. This is the biggest menace. 
If It is not put on proper doses, it re¬ 
sults in the destruction of the earth¬ 
worm, which is the biggest damage 
which is being done to the soil. Since 
it is the earth-worm which fertilizes 
the soli, the ferfiliiy of the land will go 
if the earth-worm is cconpletely des¬ 
troyed. SUoaUiriy, water snakes wlB 


die on a large scale. After the des¬ 
truction of the snakes, the rodent po¬ 
pulation, the rats, will multiply. It is 
a very big menace because it will des¬ 
troy most of our food. 


Lately, there has been a boost in the 
production of vefietables and fruits. 
But these are perishable items. In 
spite of the best efforts of the cultiva¬ 
tors, there is no provision to preserve 
them. I submit that every block head¬ 
quarter should have a cold storage 
plant and canning factory so that these 
perishable fruits and vegetables could 
be preserved. 

Coming to procurement, it has be¬ 
come a very big problem in my consti¬ 
tuency. The purchasing agents ai-e not 
lifting the levy paddy even at the pro¬ 
curement price. 

It has become a very big .scandal. A 
few blue-eyed purchasing agents who 
are their favourites have been appoin¬ 
ted, and they are so few in number. 
Neither have they the financial capa¬ 
city to lift the stocks, nor have the 
cultivators the capacity to hold the 
slocks. Because of family commit¬ 
ments, the farmers have to part with 
their produce even at distress prices 
So, I respectfully submit that the 
Government should go into the mat¬ 
ter. 

So far as rice procurement is con¬ 
cerned. eight States have over-shot 
their targets—Punjab by 2,76,000 
tonnes. Tamil Nadu by 3,36,000 tonnes, 
U.P. by 2 lakh tonnes, Haryana b.v 
1.72.000 tonnes, Assam by 96,000 tonnes 
and Bihar by 34,000 tonnes. But 
Orissa is lagging far behind its target, 
even though there has been a biunper 
crop. 

THE MINISTER OP AGRICULTURE 
and IRRIGATION (SHRI JAGJIVAN 
RAM): Not far behind. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: Our procurement 
is 1,58,000 tonnes against a target ot 
175,000 tmines. It ls*not satisfactory. 
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ITie benefioiaries are the purcha&ing 
■fmti who owe crores and crores of 
rupeeg to the Food Corporation and to 
the Orissa Government. That answer 
I have got by asking an Unstarred 
Question in this House. They charge 
75 per cent interest for paddy loans to 
the poor cultivators, even against 
mortgage of gold. What is the mean¬ 
ing of the emergency and the 20-point 
programme if the poor cultivators are 
not benefited? 

My last point is regarding marine 
fishing. We have hardly touched our 
marine world. The fishing vessels 
from Taiwan and Japan are fishing not 
only in the high seas in the Bay of 
Bengal but even in our territorial 
waters. However, there is a new 
awareness to tap these resources. So 
far as Orissa is concerned, it is full of 
fish like mackerel, Tuna, pomfret. 
shrim and Lobster. So, why not get 
the educated unemployed engineers 
interested in it? Give them trawlers 
instead of giving them to the multi¬ 
national corporations like Union Car¬ 
bide or the Imperial Tobacco Co. Fish, 
ing berths should be started in Gopal- 
pur, Satpura, Puri, Konarak, Chandvali 
and Chandipur. It wiU provide em¬ 
ployment to a large section of rAir un¬ 
employed. 

DR. K. L. RAO (Vijayawada); Mr. 
Chairman, I would bke to convey our 
. grateful thanks to the hon. Minister, 
Mr. Jagjivanji, his devoted team of 
Ministers and the officers of his l^e- 
partment who have done an excellent 
work. I will make a few comments 
on the irrigation aspect only. 

Now. to start with, we must congra¬ 
tulate ourselves and that we have 
added as much as 23 million hectares 
of irrigated land since Independence. 
There is no other country in the whole 
world which has addfed so much of irri¬ 
gation facilities to the land as we have 
dWJe in India. Thereafter, our food 
production has gone up from 55 million 
tonnes at the time of Independence to 


llO million tonnes now. But still there 
is some hesitation in accepting “that 
water is the most important and mkster 
input for agriculture, for production. 

This morning, we were having dis¬ 
cussion and there again the question 
of better seeds and fertilisers was 
brought in; they are all necessary and 
important, but the basic input is water, 
because without water nothing can be 
done. 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: It is admit¬ 
ted that the primary input Is water. 
Any sensible persop will admit that. 

DR. K. L. RAO: But we are still 
having some doubt. 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: No. 

DR. K. L. RAO: I will give you an 
example. i am glad that the hon. 
Minister has accepted that, i would 
not elaborate on this point except to 
say that, for example, in Punjab, wheat 
production per hectare is the same as 
in the United States, whereas in other 
States like M.P, where we grow wheats 
it is 30-40 per cent less. If you analyse 
the reasons you will find immediately 
that in Punjab, the irrigation is 80 per 
cent and in Madhya Pradesh, it Is 
hardly 8 per cent. In the United 
States, there is not much of irrigation 
except in the western part but In some 
of the best States where the wheat is 
grown, the rainfall Is completely uni¬ 
form throughout the world, all the 12 
months of the year. So, the rainfall, or 
irrigation, is necessary, 

• 

As the hon. Minister has said that 
water is the most important input, if 
that is accepted, you will agree with 
me that there should be further deve- 
loixnent. Now our cultivated land for 
foodgrains can be divided into two 
groups. About 50 per cent of our cttlti- 
vated land used for foodgrains grows 
wheat and rice and there is production 
of about 7o million tonnes, both to 
gether. This quantity Is much Mgger 
than even what the United States I»0' 
duces. USA produces mainly wheat. 
But in the total of these two . itavm 
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India produce# much more tban the 
United States. Why I am saying this 
is because very oiten people quote 
Japan, Indonesia, Israel, USA and 
get witmg impression that we in India 
are not producing as much of rice and 
wheat. The fact is entirely different. 
India is in tropical zone. There is O'O 
otbm: countiy in the world which has 
such a big size country in the tr(H>ical 
eone with very great defects that we 
have. The defects are; high tempera¬ 
ture, less misture, the monsoons which 
are eratlc and which exist only four 
months a year. These adverse meteo¬ 
rological conditions make India’s pro¬ 
blems very difficult and it is absolutely 
necessary that we should have the irri¬ 
gation facilities. 

Now, this year, lor example, there is 
a balance between requirement and the 
needs. The production is 110 million 
tonnes; it is quite enough for the needs 
of the nation. Now, if this balance 
continues every year, it is all right. 
But there are two factors which offset 
the balance. Oi^ factor is the popula¬ 
tion increase. As population increases 
every year, it must add more and more 
foodgrains. This means more and 
more addition of irrigation facilities. 
Roughly, foodgrains to be added comes 
to about 2 million tonnea With this, 
we can be sdf sufficient tUl we stabi¬ 
lise the population growth probably by 
2000 AJ}. 

But the other factor is a very import, 
ant one and that is the vagaries of rain 
faU. In some years, there is adequate 
rain and sometimes there is not It 
varies so much with the result that 
producticm is aflScted, and you will 
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have to go abroad and borrow these 
cereals at a heavy cost. For example, 
for the last ten years, we have borrow¬ 
ed as much as 3000 crores, and used it 
for purchasing 4o million tonnes. But 
the cost is going up and it is much 
more now.

Therefore, we must make up 8-10 
million tonnes deficiency that we will 
have in bad years. That is the pro¬ 
blem, and it is a very important one. 
This has to be dealt with separately 
from the other problem of population 
increase. That can be met with by the 
normal irrigation programme that we 
have. We are adding at the rate of 
1 mUlion hectare of land every year. 
It is quite good. That will be suffi¬ 
cient for meeting the growth in popula- 
tion. But as stated already, the defi¬ 
ciency may recur as a result of vaga¬ 
ries of monsoons. We have got to 
overcome that 

In that connection, I have got one 
suggestion to make to the Hon. Mlids- 
ter to kindly study and see It unple- 
mented.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Dr. Rao, you can 
continue tomorrow with your suggee- 
tions.

Memorandum for Clearance of Kon-

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
BUTA SINGH): (a) to (c). A state¬ 
ment IS laid on the Table of the Sabha. 


Statement 

(a) and (b). Representations have 
been received liom Members of Parlia¬ 
ment, Public bodies and the State 
Governments of Maharashtra, Karna¬ 
taka and Goa for the construction of 
Konkan Railway. 

(c) Final Location Survey from 
Apta to Dasgaon portion of the Apta- 
Mangalore rail link, has been completed, 
t’lnid Location Survey between Das¬ 


gaon and Ratnagiri including spo* 
checks between Ratnagiri and Manga 
lore IS in progress. A traffic surv(_, 
and financial appraisal of Apta-Das^ 
gaon rail link has been included in^ 
the Railways Budget for 1976-77 at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 85,000/-. The 
project will be considered for being 
taken up for construction after the 
proposed surveys and financial apprai¬ 
sal are completed and also subject to 
availability of funds. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT; The 
answer is really strange because the 
Government refuses to say which are 
the backward areas. Very often it has 
been admitted on the Floor of the 
House that Konkan and the entire 
coastal area is a backward region and 
1 don’t know why they are not prepar¬ 
ed to accept the position. 

Secondly, I ^ould like to point out 
that several MPs have given a repre¬ 
sentation requestmg the Government 
to start work on the Apta-Dasgaon 
section which is part of the Apta 
Mangalore railway line. The final 
Location survey has also been com-^ 
pleted, but there is no outlay for this 
construction of item No. 4 this year. 
Why should it be so? Why should they 
not start construction work on the 
Apta-Dasgaon section at least, if no^ 
on the Apta-Mangalore section? 
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B IhRI BtTTA SINGH: I fuUy shaxe 
Mi anxiety expressed by the Hon. 
^tember. His question is in two parts. 
gUte asked why we have not accepted 
some criteria lor declaring an area as 
I- 'backwaird. The reply, as mentioned 
l^n the Statement, 'does not give the 
Ririteria that have have been laid down 
by the Railways because the Railways 
don’t lay down any criteria by them- 
t/^lves. A request has to come either 
^ |rom the Planning commission or the 
^ State Government concerned that ‘this 
is a backward area kindly take up 
work lor having a survey for taking 
up new railway lines’. This is how, 
in that context, we have said that the 
Railwaj^ do not themselves declare 
an area a backward area. 

Regarding part (ii) of the question, 

11 would say that: lor conducting the 
¥ survey of this particular section, Apta- 
Dasigaon Rs. 85,000 were earmarked 
and survey, reports have become avail¬ 
able. We are anaij'sing those reports, 
and as and when resources are avail¬ 
able, we wiU definitely take up that 
project, 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
This is a stereotyped reply that is 
being given for the last three years— 
not now, but for the last three years. 
When are you going to.' make funds 
available? For the entire Apta-Man- 
galore line, the Planning Commission 
may not be prepared to give so much 
of money. But so far as Apta-Dasgaon 
line is concerned, only Rs. 14 crores 
are required. You may request the 
Planning Commission to give Rs. 14 
crores and take up this work. As a 
matter of fact, on this line, some work 
has been done by the State Govern¬ 
ment also and that is being washed 
away. This line is necessary in the 
national interest. Will you start work 
on this Apta-Dasgaon line at least this 
year, particulary in view of the fact 
that survey, etc. have been completed 
many years back? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: No doubt, this 
work was taken as a drought relief 
measure by tbb State Government, and 
the Siafea GbWnWhmit, as soon as 


those conditions were not there, said, 
“Now we cannot do this from our side, 
the Railways have to treat this as a 
regular project”. We approached the 
Planning Commission, but unfortu¬ 
nately it was not possible for the 
Planning Coramiss^n to "allocate the 
funds that are required for the cons¬ 
truction of this line. I agree with the 
hon. Member in what he has said. He 
should join us in persuading the 
Planning Commission. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: The first 
thing that I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister for Railways is this: 

—we are not wanting to stand on any 
local sentiments— do we consider 
this economically and nationally neces¬ 
sary that the coastline where there is 
no other communication facility should 
have a railway line— right from Goa 
to Karnataka? Once it is felt that it is 
economically a desirable thing, even 
to develop that region which has a 
remendous potential, why should we 
allow this to be delayed? How many 
more years should it take? Now the 
cost has gone up again. You had pro- 
vided only Rs. 85,000 for the survey. 

I do not know whether even the survey 
has been completed or not. At least 
the Railways should have a complete 
survey done on their own. For that, 
you do not need to go to the Pltmning 
Commission. You may have to go to 
the Planning Commission only for 
finances, and that also can be done in 
phases. You do not need aU the 14 
crores of rupees, or whatever the 
amount may be, at once. A railway 
line is not built in a day. If we ate 
eager , then what is it that is stopping 
us from going ahead? You push the 
ball to the Planning Commission and 
the Planning Commission throws it 
back in your court. Where exactly 
do we stand? Be frank and tell us 
where the matter really stands. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: It Is not 
correct to say that no survey has been 
done. Much of the thinking has gone 
into it The survey wak ^one. With 
your permission, I ,WU1 refp| this 
It hks feeen rev^^d ^ Htie feiwrt tl:^t. 
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the cost of construction of Apta* 
Dasgaon section, about 108 kms., 
excluding the cost of rolling stock, 
will be Rs. 13.90 crores; the Apta- 
Mangalore line, which is about 909 
knis,, was estimated to cost us about 
Bs. 300 crores. There is no lack of 
urgency on our part. With your per¬ 
mission I can say that, at one stage, 
the Prime Minister herselt has spelled 
out in so many words that it is a very 
important and urgent project and that 
it should be taken up as early as we 
can. But, unfortunately, it boils down 
to this that funds are not available 
with us. We cannot proceed with this 
project simply because funds are not 
available. The Planning Commission 
is not coming in our way. They have 
their own priorities, and looking to 
the overall picture of the financial 
position of the country, it will be 
difficult for anybody to commit here 
that, by such and such a date, we will 
be able to do this 

SHRI VASANT SATHE. I would 
like to know if any effort has been 
made by the Railway Ministry to 
consider the economic feasibility of 
this project. That means, you invest 
certain amount, you can take it either 
from the financial institutions absolu¬ 
tely as an economic proposition or 
even the world Bank and in how 
many years the amount can come 
back. Has the Railway Ministry con¬ 
sidered this as an economic proposi¬ 
tion? 


THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI KAMLAPATI TRIPATHI): It 
is a suggestion for action. So far as 
funds are concerned, we must get the 
clearance of the Planning Commission 
for the scheme itself and the funds 
also. Unless that is done, how can 
we proceed? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: The scheme 
has been cleared. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: The idea has 
been cleared. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE; Now tMH

Firstly 
that the Railways do not lay down the 
criteria for considering an area as 
backward, with which I have no quar¬ 
rel. S«:ondly, he has stated that the 
provision of funds is liot made state- 
wise or area-wise. I hope, the hon. 
Minister will agree that for an overall 
economic development ef the country, 
creation of infra-structure including 
taking railway lines to the backward 
areas is of imperative necessity. May 
1 know, whether the Railways have 
any policy of linking up the backward 
regions with railway lines so that 
there can be economic development in 
that region. If not, what is the over¬ 
all policy of the Railways regarding 
linking up of the backward regions 
and the industrially under-developed 
regions, or the Railways have no 
policy at all? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: As far as part 
(1) of the question is concerned, I 
need nut repeat whal I have already 
stated. With regard to the policy, the 
answer is. Yes, Sir. I would like to 
add that the real conceptual change 
was made in the year 1973-74 by the 
then hon. Rhilway Minister from the 
orthodox financial criteria for con¬ 
struction of new line in the backward 
areas and under-developed areas. 
Certain criteria were laid down and 
the policy spelt out in which the State 
Governments were expected to share 
certain portion of the expenditure. 
The criteria are: 

(i) Exemption, full or partial from 
payment of dividend liability 
to the General Revenues dur¬ 
ing the period of construc¬ 
tion and for a specified num- 
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* ' bftf of years after completion 
and opening to traffic. 

(ii) Participation of State Govern¬ 
ments or local authorities, in 

. reducing the cost of construc¬ 
tion by giving the land and 
^ labour content of construction 

free of cost, 

(iii) Suitable adjustment upwards 

of fares and freight structure 
applicable to the newly con¬ 
structed line which in com¬ 

mon parlance is called infla¬ 
tion chargeable mileage’, and 

(iv) Levy of fares and freight on 
a discontinuous basis so as to 
be a set-off against telescopic 
structure of standard fares 

and freight. 

This is a clear policy laid down by 
the Railway Ministry and there is no 
much time has been taken? 

SHRl RAJA KULKARNI: The Rail¬ 
way Ministry need not lay down any 
new criteria for backward regions. It 
is quite clear that where the Govern¬ 
ment has allowed the industries to 
grow in rural areas or outside the 

metropalitan cities, the Railways have 
not developed. These are automati¬ 

cally backward regions from the rail¬ 
ways point of view, because the indus¬ 
tries are allowed, but iiifra-structure 
facilities like railways are not allowed 
to grow. In view of this, will the hon. 
Minister explain why the work on the 
railway line which was sanctioned for 
Deva-Basi is not going according to 
the schedule and the funds have not 
been allowed for the current year? 

Similarly, what has happened to the 
Bombay M^opolitan Railway which 
was cater to the needs of rural 
areas outside Bombay and how far 
that project has made progress? 

SHRl BUTA SINGH: The Diva- 
Bassein railway link is in pro¬ 
gress and the uptodate progress 
is about 23 per cent of ^e pro¬ 
ject. A provision of Rs. 3.5 
crores has been made in 1978-77 and 
the work is targeted for completion by 
March 1980. 


SHRI BAJA KULKARNI: What 
about Bombay Metropolitan railway?

Actual consumption of all petro¬ 
leum products including refinery boiler 
fuels reduced to 23 million tonnes in 
1974 against 23.7 million tonnes in 
1973 and 22.6 million tonnes in 1972. 
Thus consumption in 1974 recorded a 
drop of 2. 8 per cent over consumption 
in 1973 against an increase in con¬ 
sumption of 4.7 per cent in 1973 over 
1972 an 9.6 per cent in 1972 over the 
previous year. 

(c) Besides increase in prices of 
petroleum products this drop in con¬ 
sumption was a result of several other 
measures taken to reduce consumption 
such as amphesis on switch-over to 
coal, increase in efficiency in the use 
of fuel, regulatory measures to dis¬ 
courage inessential consumption etc.

It is a fact that lor the lasT 8 years in 
our country, the dealers and agents 
who deal with petroleupa product i.e., 
fuel lor the cars, are young gradu¬ 
ates, science graduates and other 
engineers, who are dealing with these 
things independently. The profit com¬ 
mission of the dealers from 1954 to 
1975 has been only 4 paise. They had 
to add some surcharge, which is 
under dispute with the MRTP com¬ 
mission. I would like to know 
whether the Minister will consider to 
balance their prpllts in a manner which 
can protect them and protect their 
livelihood will he increase it i^om 
4 paise to something more so that the 
surcharge will not be Charged on the 
consumers? 

SHRI K. D. MA7AV1YA: Here comes 
the case (tf an advocacy on behalf of 
the distributf^ to raise the incidence 
of cominisKnh. On the other hand, the 


la. 

hon. Member wants the price to be 
reduced. Both these things connot go 
like that. We have received some re¬ 
presentation from West Bengal to this, 
effect as has been indicated by the 
hon. Member, 

I am having another review of the- 
whole question how we can reduce the 
price of kerosene ultimately for the 
consumers and, at the same time, we 
can streamline the distribution mecha¬ 
nism with the co-operation of the State 
Government so that the element of 
profit may be reduced and the consu-- 
mers may not be put to a loss. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Can the 
hon. Minister give us any figures to. 
corroborate or to contradict the allega¬ 
tion which is made that the reduction 
in the consumption of motor spirit is 
almost entirely confined to the owners, 
of the private vehicles whereas, in the- 
case of vehicles which are owned by 
the Government—ministerial cars or 
staff cars of various departments/ 
ministries and companies—the offtake • 
has remained what it was in spite of 
the heavy increase in prices so that, 
in fact, the actual burden by way ol. 
reduced consumption is to be borne, 
almost entirely by the owners of pri¬ 
vate vehicles and not by those institu-- 
tions which pay for the petrol out ot^ 
their institutional funds or the Gov¬ 
ernment funds?. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: I have not? 
got the figures to indicate that. But,, 
more or less, what the hon. Member- 
says would be right. Looking to 
the workload on the institutions or- 
public bodies which have to find out* 
the expenditure on business or the' 
administration, perhaps, they are not* 
reducing the expenditure on motor- 
spirit as they ought to. In spite of- 
that, we have been trying to persuade' 
them to reduce it. 

Some quarters do report to us that’ 
there has been some marginal reduc¬ 
tion in the consumption of motor 
spirit. But, we will take note of the- 
suggestion made by the hon. Maniber- 
while reviewing and coBeCting tte- 
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Agures to soe how much we can do in 
4he matter. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Has any 
■economy been made in the use ot 
j)etrol in Government departments/ 
ministries? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: As I said 
already, I have not got the figures at 
-the matter. 

Import of Chemicals 

*652. SARDAR SWARN SINGH 
SOKHI: Will the Minister of CHEMI- 
CALS AND FERTILIZERS be pleased 
to state: 

(a) the names of the chemicals 
imported from foreign countries and 
the amounts of foreign exchange spent 
thereon yearly; 

(b) whether such chemical 5 can 
be produced indigenously; and 

(c) if so, steps Government pro¬ 
pose to take for their manufacture in 
India? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
-FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) Chemicals valued at about Rs. 721 
crores were imported in 1974-75. 
Group-wise details of chemicals and 
value thereof are contained in the 
Monthly Statistics of Foreign Trade of 
India published by the Department of 
Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta. 

(b) Most of these chemicals are 
being produced indigenously but have 
to be supplemented by imports to 
meet the gap between the demand and 
production. There are some chemi¬ 
cals which are not being produced 
indigenously and where the demand is 
met by imports. Efforts are being 
made to augment/develop production 
capacity for attaining self-sufficiency. 
Imports are also made in accordance 
with the Import Trade Control policy 
to boost exports. 

(c) Government Is fully aware of 

,aeed tO' provide fhe various Inputs 


including the investments needed to 
bring about a balanced and integrated 
development of the cliemicals indusbtY. 
The specified measures being taken in 
this regard are detailed in the annual 
“Guidelines for Industries” published 
by the Government.

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THE minister OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C 
SETHI): Sir. we were Under the im¬ 
pression that the hon’ble Member has 
put this question and naturally, there¬ 
fore, be must be quite well-versed 
with the data which is publicly avail¬ 
able. If the hon’ble Member wants... 
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SHIU P. C. SETHX: The hon. Mem- 
ser has imt a very valid question. In 
he yent 1974 the import of chemicals 
which includes fertilisers was to the 
une of Rs. 721 croxes and out of this 
more than Rs. 425 crores were spent 
bn the imports of manufactured fer- 
tlisers. The hon. Members might be 
aware that the price of fertiliser last 
year all over the world had doubled. 

Jt was touching Rs. 2,000 per ton. Now, 
iortunately the prices in the world 
market have crashed and, therefore, 
|lhe import content as far as the ferti¬ 
lisers is concerned will be reduced. 

Another way of reducing the import 
of fertilisers is that we proceed to¬ 
wards the goal of self-sulEficiehcy in 
the field of fertilisers and in that direc¬ 
tion we are doing our utmost to in¬ 
crease the production of fertilisers. 1 
am glad to inform the House that this 
year’s production target of nitrogenous 
fertilisers was 1.5 million tonnes and 
it is for the first time in the history 
of fertiliser industry that we have 
crossed the target one month ahead 
and we are hoping that as far as this 
year is concerned the production of 
nitrogenous fertilisers even in our 
country would be in the vicinity of 
1.85 or 1.9 million tonnes. In this 
respect the Agriculture Ministry has 
put a consumption demand of 2.6 m. 
tonnes but our conservative estimate 
is that it will be 2.2 m. tonnes. So 
the gap is closing and experience 
shows that our estimate of demand 
has been more near to the fact than 
actually envisaged by the Agriculture 
Ministry. 

As far as other imports are con¬ 
cerned, for example, drugs, in the 
year 1974-75 there were imports to the 
tune of Rs. 45.6 crores. Here we 
were matching because the export of 
(irugs was to the . tune of Rs. 43.12 
crores. Actually the balance of trade 
as far as export and import of drugs 
is concerned, is hardly Rs. 2 crores. 
As far as other chemicals are concern¬ 
ed, certainly we are importing the 
Pesticides. 

Steps to Audit Maohinory

COMPANY AFFAIRS be pleased to 
state; 

(a) the legal and administrative 
steps taken by the Government to 
tighten the machinery of audit and 
streamline the institution of Chartered 
Accountancy to make the private 
sector companies mor^, accountable 
to public at large in view of huge 
advances by public sector financial 
institutions; and 

(b) whether Government propose 
to set up a bureau of private sector 
enterprises on the lines of the 
bureau of public sector enterprises? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRl BEDAB- 
RATA BARUA): (a) and (b). A state¬ 
ment is laid on the Table of the 
House. 

Statement 

(a) By the Companies (Amendment) 
Act, 1974 two new sections, namely, 
Sections 224A and 619B have been in¬ 
serted in the Companies Act, 1956. 
These sections require that In com¬ 
panies in which not less than 25 per 
cent of the subscribed share capital is 
held, whether singly or in any combi¬ 
nation by public financial institutions 
as listed in the Act, the appointment 
or re-appointment of the auditor shall 
be made by a special resolution and 
where the shareholding of these insti¬ 
tutions is not less than 51 per cent, the 
companies will be treated like govern¬ 
ment companies and appointment of 
auditor shall be made by Central 
Government. 

As regards the streamlining of the 
Institute of Chartered Accountants, 
the working of the profession is con- 
stantly under review and in regard to 
the audit of the Balance Sheet and 
Profit and Loss Accounts, a notifica¬ 
tion under section 227 (4A) of the Conv 
panics Act has recently been Issued 
laying down the guidelines for detailed 
reporting by the auditors. 

(b) No, Sir. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Sir, may I know 
the number of. the companies out 
the voluminous number of, companies 
In the private sector whi^ faR witMs 
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the category in which the Government 
Or its subsidiaries hold 25 per cent of 
the share capital and the number of 
companies where 51 per cent of the 
share capital is held by the Govern¬ 
ment or its subsidiaries and nationa¬ 
lised banks? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: I am 
not sure if I can give the figures right 
now, in a short time. But the posi¬ 
tion is that now by this amendment 
of the Companies Act, a very large 
number of companies have been In¬ 
cluded because where the public 
financial insHtutions hold shares along 
with Government or other financial in¬ 
stitutions to the extent of more than 
51 per cent, they would be treated as 
government companies so far as audits 
are concerned. About holdings of the 
financial institutions in the companies, 
it is a fairly good number now. In 
regard to big companies like TISCO, 
ACC etc., which are some of the big¬ 
gest companies in India, I can say 
offhand that shareholding by public 
financial institutions is much more 
than anything that we can think of. 

In the Associated Cement Companies, 
for example, the government public 
financial institutions hold 39 per cent 
while all the houses that control the 
company may not even have 2 per 
cent of the shares. The position is 
like that in TISCO also; i think it is 
much more than 25 per cent. So over 
the whole range of industries, so far 
as the big industries are concerned, 
the public financial institutions have 

come in in a big way. Th&t is all I 
can say. 

SHRi B. V. NAIK: The hon. Minis¬ 
ter has said that he could not give 
the figures because of the short 
notice he has given a long answer, 
which of course, is welcome—though 
21 days’ notice was given of this ques- 
iion. In reply to part (b) asking 
whether Government propose to set up 
a Bureau of private sector enterprises 
•a the lines of the Bureau of Public 
^terprises, a ■.Mnk, negative ‘No, 

Sir’ answer has been- given. In view 
^ the fact that he does not have any 
flgures even as to the number of in¬ 


stitutions where you have share capi¬ 
tals of 25 and 51 per cent, in view of 
the absence of the most vital statistics 
and data, in order to make these com¬ 
panies more accountable to the pub¬ 
lic exchequer as well as to you is it 
not necessary that Government think 
once again of filling in this gap re¬ 
garding information by setting up such 
a Bureau? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: Let 
me make it very clear that there is no 
gap in information. This Department 
has the information, but since the hon. 
member had not originally asked this 
question—his question was specially 
about audit—I was giving him the 
position in law. I do noi have im¬ 
mediately in my hands the figures he 
had asked for. 

Regarding a Bureau of Private Sec¬ 
tor Enterprises, this is a new idea he 
has suggested. Apparently the Bureau 
of Public Enterprises has got a speci¬ 
fic function. It oversees the function¬ 
ing of the public sector. The private 
sector is looked after by its own 
management and Government exercise 
a number of controls, throfigh" the ad- 
ministrative Ministries, auditors and 
other governmental institutions. So 
I do not think they can bs brought on 
the same plane so that a Bureau of 
Private Sector Enterprises on the lines 
of the Bureau of Public Enterprises 
could be cuiiteinplated. 

UR. RANEN SEN: In view of the 
fact that sometimes irregularities have 
been found out in the audited accounts 
of private companies which show that 
somehow or other the industrialists 
have been able to influence the audi¬ 
tors, and In view also of the fac^ that 
there has been a demand in this House 
by several members in ttie past for 
nationaUsation of the whole audit sys¬ 
tem which would do away with corrup¬ 
tion, malpractices or other irregulari¬ 
ties, what is Government’s reaction to 
this suggestion? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA; As X 

answer, kt mo;^ of 
the big companies of the p^^te lec- 
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tor, Government have come in 
through the UTI or other institutions 
sponsored by Government and are 
holding shares in large numbers. In 
some companies, public sector financial 
institutions have shares of more than 
*^50 per cent. There the appointment 
; of auditors is made by Government. 

Where public financial institutions 
' hold 25 per cent shares, their approval 
has to be obtained for the appoint- 
, ment of auditors. If they want to 
oppose, they can oppose, because then 
a special resolution with 75 per cent 
voting strength is required. So far as 
government companies are concerned. 
Government have got control. So far 
as other private sector companies are 
concerned, the Company Law Board 
issued an order in November last re¬ 
quiring auditors to go into certain 
specific matters regarding raw mate¬ 
rials management, their loans, their 
deposits, provident fund etc. They 
have to specifically mention in the 
report. All those have to be looked 
into and they have to be personally 
satisfied that they are in order. This 
has been done in November and from 
this year onwards all those things will 
appear in the balance sheets and it 
will be available. 

DR. RANEN SEN: I asked about 
nationalisation of audit. 

SHRJ BEDABRATA BARUA: There 
is no such proposal. 


Accnmnlatioa of Fertilizers 

•658. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 
Wm the Minister of CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS be pleased to state; 

(a) whether the Fertilizer indus- 
try is faced with the problem of 
accumulation of stocks; and 

(b) if so, the facts thereof? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER- IN THE 
MINISTRY OP CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) and (b). A irtatssnent ia laid on the 
Table Of the Hhuse. 
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Statement 

The stock with manufacturers as on 
1-4-1978 is estimated at 2.02 lakhs 
tonnes of nitrogen and 1.10 lakh tonnes 
of phosphate; this stock represents 
more than 5 weeks of production of 
nitrogen and 14 week,s of production of 
phosphate and is on the high side. 

Accumulation of fertSizer stocks is 
mainly due to the high prices prevail¬ 
ing during 1975-76. Besides, April is 
the slack season for fertilizer offtake 
and the Kharif offtake is expected to 
gain momentum from May onwards. 

Government have taken a series of 
measures to improve the offtake of 
fertilizers. These include: — 

(i) Reduction in the duty on im¬ 

ported phosphoric acid from 
30 per cent lo 15 per cent with 
effect from 1st December, 1975; 

(ii) Reduction in the excise duty on 

single superphosphates from 
15 j>er cent to 7J per cent with 
effect from 1st December, 
1975; 

(iii) Reduction in the price of 
muriate of potash (MOP) from 
Rs. 1085 to Rs. 900 per tonne 
with effect from 16th March, 
1976; 

<iv) Reduction in the Price of phos- 
pbatic fertilizers to the extent 
to Rs. 1250/- per tonne of 
P205 with effect from 16tb 
March, 1976; 

(v) Reduction in the price of Urea 
by Rs. 100/- per tonne with 
effect from 16th March, 1976. 

It is expected that these measures 
would help improve the off-take of 
fertilizers when the Kharif season 
starts. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN; In 
the statement government had stated 
that there was accumulation of 2.02 
lakh tonnes of nitrogen and 1.10 lakh 
tonnes of phosphate. They have also 
stated that it is due to high prices; du#' 
to high prices the ot^take is less; that 
ia what they say. You will remember 
ffiat last year when there was a crisis 
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in the economic sphere, it was the 
diortage of fertiliser, that was the 
problem; this year when agricultural 
production is good, there is lack of 
purchase. The Government bad listed 
five steps. What is the guarantee that 
those measures or concessions, given by 
the government will really benefit the 
poor farmers and small peasants? It 
is a fact that there are middlemen who 
are selling those fertilisers to the poor 
peasants. I should like to know from 
the government whether they will 
organise or initiate measures to orga¬ 
nise a distribution system by which the 
small peasant will get the benefit of 
the concessions which are offered by 
the government. May I know whether 
there will be planning so that the 
situation like this, one year there is 
shortage and another year there is no 
offtake of fertiliser, will be avoided? 


SHRT C. P. MAJHI: This is a sug¬ 
gestion for action. As a matter of fact 
production this year has very much 
improved. Accumulation has taken 
place on account of high prices. Gov¬ 
ernment have taken measures to reduce 
accumulation; offtake has not been 
there because the agricultural season 
has not started; wiUj the starting of the 
agricultural season offtake will certain¬ 
ly start picking up. Regarding pro¬ 
fiteering by middlemen, we have fixed 
the price at the distribution level and 
prices are controlled by the government 
at the lowest level to see that the far¬ 
mers are not exploited by middlemen. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: I 

think the hon. Minister has not really 
appreciated the point which I tried to 
bring to his notice. The government 
says that it is due to high prices that 
the offtake is low. Is it nof a fact that 
the purchasing capacity of the peasant 
is low because of the crash in prices of 
agricultural products: he is not getting 
^remunerative price for his products? 
Taking this into consideration, whether 
(he Government will take some steps 
iBO tiiat we will really be in a position 
to purchase the fertiliser which is one 
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of the essential inputs for the develop, 
ment of agriculture? 


SHRI P. C. SETHI: I would like to 
draw the attention of the Hon. Member 
to this fact that it is not in the case of 
ail fertilisers that consumption went 
down. For example, in the case of ni¬ 
trogenous fertilisers, in the year 1974- 
75, the consumption was 17.05 lakh 
tonnes this year, in 1975-76, inspite of 
the fact that before we had offered this 
concession the consumption of the I 
nitrogenous fertiliser as compared to 
last year, had gone up to 21.48 lakh 
tonnes. Therefore, it would not be 
very correct to presume that the ferti¬ 
liser consumption has gone down 
and the prices are prohibitive. Sir, it 
Is true that as far as the agricultural 
produce is concerned, the price is 
packed. But we are not responsible 
for this. It is in the overall interest of 
the country, in order to save our econo¬ 
my and to make the agricultural pro¬ 
duce available to the consumers whose 
number is much more, that the Govern¬ 
ment has adopted this policy. As 
compared to what the peasant has been 
getting since the last two or three years, 
at a particular price, it is irue, the 
Hon'ble Member’s contention is true, 
that the price of input has not been 
reduced equivalent to what he is getting 
and that is why there was some inhibi¬ 
tion. But it was the inhibition parti¬ 
cularly in the use of phosphatic fertili¬ 
sers because phosphatic fertilisers con¬ 
sumption was low as compared to last 
year—in 1974-75, it was 4.71 lakh 
tonnes this year, in 1975-76, instead of 
the demand going up, the actual con¬ 
sumption was 4.66 lakh tonnes. That 
means about 0.5 lakh tonne was less. 
That is why we have now adopted 
these measures and as I have stated in 
my main reply there is a reduction of 
Rs. 1250 per tonne in price of Phos¬ 
phatic Fertilizer. We are hoping—the 
season has started from May— that 
consumption of phosphatic and potas- 
sic fertilisers would definitely improve. 
As far as planning lb coimemed. now 
it is completely dovetailed and what¬ 
ever inputs or the Agrlcvltare 
demand or whatever proitikictlM is 
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there, there is a complete harmony bet. 
ween the various Ministries. 

SllBl S. R. DAMi^I: It is a matter 
of a great satisfaction that production 
of fertilisers has increased. There is 
no need to import fertiliser. May 1 
know from the Hon’ble Minister what 
is the total production of fertiliser this 
year and what will be the production 
lor the next three years? 

MR. SPEIAKER; No question on the 
production side. You can ask the 
question regarding accumulation. Your 
question is not relevant. That is a 
separate question. 

SHRI FRIYA RANJANDAS MUNSI: 
May I know from the Hon’ble Minister 
whether there is anj* Co-ordination 
Committee between the Ministry of 
Agriculture and the Department of 
Fertiliser including the representatives 
of various State Governments to decide 
and to assess the actual allocation to 
the various States and to fix up the 
quota and understand the need of the 
agricultural consumers as well as the 
farmers? If so whether it was ap¬ 
prehended at that stage that due to 
high price such accumulation will take 
place? If not, whether now It will be 
reviewed further? 


SHRI P. c. SETHI: As the Hon’ble 
Member has pointed out, there is no 
Committee as such. The Agriculture 
Ministry comes with a particular 
figure of demand based on the recom¬ 
mendations of the various State Gov¬ 
ernments. Now while taking into con¬ 
sideration the irrigation, the availability 
electricity and the various other factors, 
the consumption is computed on the 
basis of the recommendations of these 
State Governments. Now, Sir. it is a 
fact that an imbalance has been creat¬ 
ed in the use of fertilisers. On account 
of very high prices of phosphatic and 
potassic fertilisers, the consumption of 
urea, ammonia i^trogendus.... 

ME. SPEAKER: You have already 
explained that. 


SHRI P. C. SETHI: Therefore, the 
need was to reduce considerably the* 
phosphatic fertiliser price because we* 
wanted a balanced use of the fertiliser. 
The nitrogenous fertiliser pives good 
results. But if a balanced use between 
the nitrogenous, phosphatic and potas¬ 
sic fertilisers is not^,maintained, then 
ultimately the fertility of the soil isr. 
spoiled

SHRI K. MALLANNA; It Is verr 
unfortunate that tl^e State Government 
has not sent any proposal of this kind 
to improve the railway lines in Kama- 
taka. May I know whether the Central 
Government has taken any initiative to 
improve the railway fines in Karna¬ 
taka? 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: There was a 
meeting held between the Southern 
Railway, the Mysore State Electricity 
Board and the Mysore tJovernment in 
which a general discussion took place 
to make available power for the propos. 

It 
was a general discussion; no specific 
proposal was discussed. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: May I know

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SHRl bUTA SINGH; Had it been 
only the question of availability of 
electricity, it would have been a 
different matter. But the cost of infra¬ 
structure in electrifying any particulai 
section of the railways is so high that 
the Railways are not simply able to 
take up the project. Regarding Jalar. 
pattai>Bangalore Section, it is not pos¬ 
sible al this stage to indicate when it 
will be taken up for execution due to 
paucity of funds.

and other constraints should be re¬ 
moved to enable fuller utilisation of 
the capacity of existing units, fuller 
use of technological skill and other 
capabilities available in the country, 
the abolition of brand names for drugs 
will aggrevate the problem of spurious 
ond sub-standard drugs and all sec¬ 
tors should contribute to the growth 
of the economy and national develop¬ 
ment in their own way and that there 
should be no conflict between the 
sectors. 

The Indian sector are of the view 
that while accepting the recommenda¬

The question of 
reverting to the old system of giv¬ 
ing platform delivery if majority 
of the merchants desire delivery on 
the platform itself is under the con¬ 
sideration of thie Railway Adminis¬ 
tration. 

(ii) As loading of parcels is ne¬ 
cessarily to be done within the 
scheduled stow>age and availability 
of room in a particular train, all the 
parcels could not be loaded In a 
particular train. 

Booking of parcels at Gondia is 
done from 8-00 hourk to 12-00 hours 
and from 1400 houm to 17.30 hours.

road users through leaflets, cinema 
slides, announcements on loud spea¬ 
kers, radio talks, personal contacts 
with drivers and transport associa¬ 
tions; surprise checks at level cross¬ 
ings, etc. Most of the State Govern¬ 
ments have legislated under the Motor 
Vehicle Rules to make it obligatory 
on the part of the drivers of motor 
vehicles to stop short of unmanned 
level crossings and only then cross the 
railway track with the conductor 
walking ahead. Checks are also con¬ 
ducted in co-ordination with policfe 
authorities to ensure rigid compliance 
with the Motor Vehicle Rules by the 
road users. All State Governments 
and Union Administrations have also 
been requested to strictly enforce the 
provisions of Motor Vehicle Rules; to 
inscribe the word “DANGER” on the 
top of road signs provided at the ap¬ 
proaches to all level crossings.

Complaints regarding overcharging of 
Drug Prices

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 

No complaints 
of acute or general shortage of drugs 
have been received. However, com¬ 
plaints of shortage of some individual 
preparations are received from the 
State Drug ControUers from time to 
time. In order to ensure adequate 
supply of drugs, periodical meetings 
are held in the Ministry to review the 
reports of shortages/availability. 
Whenever instances of shortages come 
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to tbe notice of the Government, the 
matter is taken up with the manu¬ 
facturers concerned and they are 
advised to meet such requirements on 
an emergent basis 

The prices of drugs are statutorily 
controlled under the Drug (Prices 
Control) Order, 1970 which, inter alia, 
provides that no retailer shall sell 
any formulation to a customer at a 
price exceeding the retail price of that 
formulation approved by the Central 
Government. The relevant provisions 
of the Drug (Prices Control) Order, 
1970 have been amended by a notifica¬ 
tion dated the 7th March, 1975 to pro¬ 
vide that no relailCi: shall sell any 
formulation to a customer at a price 
exceeding the retail price indicated in 
the list approved by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment or the price displayed on the 
label of the container of the formula¬ 
tion whichever is less. These provi¬ 
sions have already come into effect 
from the 1st May, 1975. 


Consequent to the increase in excise 
duty on certain patent or proprietary 
medicines, medicinal preparation con¬ 
taining alcohol, narcotics and narco¬ 
tic drugs with effect from 16th March, 
1976 the manufaciiiters have been 
allowed to revise the existing retail 
prices to the extent of additional ale- 
ment of duty of excise levied by the 
concerned excise authorities. Manu¬ 
facturers have been asked to effective¬ 
ly ensure through their dealers, whole¬ 
salers or retailers that the new price 
is exhibited on the outer packings of 
medicines and medicinal preparations 
by affixing stickers indicating the new 
price as published in the revised 
price-list before the lots are actually 
released for sale to the consumers.

ADDITIONAL EMOI/UMENTS (COM¬ 
PULSORY DEPOSIT) AMENDMENT 
BILL* 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): Sir, I beg 
to move for leave to introduce a Bill to 
amend the Additional Emoluments 
(Compulsory Deposit) Act, 1974. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved; 

“That leave be granted to intro¬ 
duce a Bill to amend the Additional 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur;: 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to oppose the- 
Additional Emoluments (Compulsory 
Deposit) Amendment Bill, 1976. If you 
kindly read the Stjatement of Objects 
and Reasohs, it says^ 

“The Additional Emoluments 
(Compulsory Deposil) Act, 1971. is 
one of the legislative measures which 
was enacted with a view' to protect¬ 
ing the real incomes of industrial 
workers and salaried employees who 
were worst hit by the rise in prices. 

It provided, amoUgst others, for the- 
impounding of one-half of the in¬ 
crease in dearness allowance. Ihe 
objective of arresting the price spifaL 
has been substantially achieved —*' 

“But the need for controlling the 
expansion in money supply to conso¬ 
lidate the gains towards stability con¬ 
tinues. The Bill, therefore, proposes 
that the period for deductions of ad¬ 
ditional dearness alldwance, w’hich" 
is due to cease on the 6fh day of July, 
1976, should be continued for ' one- 
year more....” 

And then it says: 

“While the additionT&Tiiearness al¬ 
lowance deducted upto June 1976 will 
be repaid in the manner provided in 
the Act, the deductions made f’'om 
July 1976 will be repaid in five equal 
annual instalments by crediting each 
such instalment to the provident 
fund account of the employee.... ” 

We were told in this House that thiy 
measure was taken fo arrest the prices 
and to contain the inflation which waa 
prevailing in the country. The prices 
have no doubt hb't increased. In cer¬ 
tain items, the prices have come down; 
(Interruptions) but since the month of' 
April 1976, the prices of all the commo¬ 
dities have arisen. I wxiuld request the*

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«ion. Minister Shri Subramaniem or 
Mrs. Sushila Rohtagi or anybody else 
Tto go to the market and purchase 
only the vegetables. I am not 
talking about anything else. Let 
rthem purchase only vegetables. 

. The price of each vegetable has 
.'gone up. The price of ‘Postman 
has gone up from R*!- 16.50 to 
Rs. 17.85. The price of mustard oil 
which came down to Rs. 7.50 has gone 
-up again; and it appears that there is 
a tendency for tKe^price of every item 
to go up. Under these circumstances, 
the question whether we should im¬ 
pound the dearness allowance for an¬ 
other ye4r, is a matter lor the Govern- 
ment to think about. I say this only 
because of what had happened in this 
!House recently. The MPs were unable 
to make both ends meet. So, Rs. 500/- 
were sanctioned to them; and herdT'T^he 
employees who want their full dearness 
aRowance are not getting it. The cost 
of living index is beingmanipulated m 
such a way that tliiere^is no fear of 
any rise of dearness allowance in 
future. I am sure about it. The hon. 
Minister is silting here; he promised 
before the Standing Committee of the 
JCM that it was under consideration. 
Mrs. Sushila Rohatgi, while replying 
to the Supplementary Demands had 
said that it was under consideration. 
There were two questions raised. 
The first was about the sixth 
instalment of dearness allowance 
•to Central Government employees, 
and the second was about rais¬ 
ing the emoluments of pensioners. 
Something has been done to the pen¬ 
sioners. But we do not know anything 
as to what has happened to the 6th 
instalment of the dearness allowance. 
Government says that R protects the 
•salary of the wage-earners. I am not 
an economist; the hon. Minister is. He 
will bear me out that the real wages of 
the w'orkers have fallen beyond expec¬ 
tations. There is a fall in real wages 
Any trade unionist will bear me out— 
whether belonging to my group or the 
other group—that the real wages of the 
working classes have gone down. 

MR. SPEAKER; Ig there any official 
■survey or report about it, indicating as 
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to how much have the real wages gone 
down? 

SHRI & M. BANERJEE: Jf you 
could kindly give me time, I will go to 
the Library and get the information. 

MR. SPEAKER; Is there any report,' 
about the real wages going down? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; Prices 
have gone up. It is an admitted fact 

MR. SPEAKER; When you say that 
the real wages have gone down, is it 
based on those reports? I am only ask¬ 
ing whether it is your impression or 
it is an admitted fact. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; This was 
the impression of all the economists 
who were members of various commis¬ 
sions. They say that the real wages 
have come down. If you consider the 
consumer price index-^nd if you con¬ 
sider what the Reserve Bank have 
written—^you will find that the real 
wages have gone down. Moreover, the 
purchasing capacity has gone down. 
One reason why the prices have fallen 
is to lack of purchasing capacity. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); When 
prices go down, the real wages go up. 
You are making a mistake regarding 
money wages and real wages. 

SHRI S. M. BA'NERJEE: That is an 
artificial thing. It is a jugglery of sta¬ 
tistics. 

I am not a statistician, nor an 
economist. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: It is a jugglery 
of the politician. 

SHRi S. M. BANERJEE: According 
to all reports, wages have come down. 
50 per cent the'Workers are living 
below starvation level. This is the re¬ 
port of many commissions. At this 
time, are we to impound the dearness 
allowance further, when the Govern¬ 
ment knows that dearness allbwance 
is not going to be increased any 
more? These employe are not go- 
Ing to get any more dearnem allow¬ 
ance, unless their DA is merged with 
pay. Wljatever dearness allowance 
they are getting at present, 50 per 
cent of it is being In^iinded; it is 
noti for the future. Sb, I tippom It 
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When this measures was brought for 
the first time, we accepted it in all sin¬ 
cerity and honesty. We explained to 
the Central Government employees and 
the other salaried people that they 
^ould tighten their belt in the interest 
of the country. Though we are in the 
opposition, we still explained to the 
workers in the JCM and the Standing 
Committee of the JCM that they 
should agree to the arrears being de¬ 
posited in the prdvidenf 'fund and 50 
per cent of the DA going to the com¬ 
pulsory deposit account. Now, when 
the stipulated period is ove^.instead of 
getting the sixth instalment, they are 
getting this Bill. So, I would request 
the hon. Minister to kindly withdraw 
the Bill.. 

We are not opposing it merely for 
the sake of Opposition. We are sup¬ 
porting many tEIhgs done by this Gov¬ 
ernment. This "Iheasure is going to 
give a handle to the reactionary forces 
to tell Ihe Government servants and 
the salaried people that the Govern- 
ment are trying to extract their pound 
of flesh from tKeir employees. Let the 
bon. Minister not forget that the Gov¬ 
ernment employees and other salaried 
people are paying income-tax. because 
they cannot conceal their income. On 
the other hand, those who have dec¬ 
lared something, are safe, because they 
have declared some blackmoney, may 
be Rs. 2 lakh^or 3 lakhs. They have 
got a certificate and nobody is going to 
touch them. But these Central Gov¬ 
ernment employees and the salaried 
people are being to puf to dilficuily by 
this Bill. 

So many assurances were given in 
this House, that this partltHilar mea¬ 
sure is going to be in force only for a 
limited period; I do not know what that 
particular period is. Let them say in 
this House that this measure is going 
to remain indefinitely. Then I can ap¬ 
preciate at least their honesty and sin¬ 
cerity. Let it not coni« in doses year 
by year. 1 oppose this because it is a 
breach of faitti. It will not contain 
Inflaticm, Whep they are not able to 
control the prices, if they say that 
there alugjJd ho 4banias allowance, 


I am sorry i am unable to support that 
proposal. So, we oppose this lock, stock 
and barrdU 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Sir, I 
am sure you would not expect me to 
reply to all the points raised by the 
hon- Member, l appreciate his interest 
in the welfare of^the working class. 
But I want to tell him that we_ are 
equally, if not more, interested'in the 
welfare of not oifiy the working class 
but the community as a whole. My 
humble judgment is, because of these 
various measures that have been trken, 
not only the workers have been bene¬ 
fited but the whole nation has been 
benefited. It is only from that point of 
view that we are extending this Bill 
for another year. 

Regarding the various points that 
have been raised by the hon. Member, 
they would be dealt with in detail wiien 
we take the Bill for consideration. So, 
I do not think there is any point in 
opposing the introduction of the Bill 
at this stage.

DEMANDS FOR GRANTS, 1970-77— 
contd. 

Ministry of AGRicxn,TORE and 
Irrigation— contd. 

MR. SPEAKER: The House wiU now 
take up further discussion and voting 
the Demands for Grants under the 
control of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation. I think there are a 
large numb» of speakera I propose 
to give ten minutes to each of the 


tintroduced with the recommendations of the President

speakers. I would request the hon. 
lUembers to confine their remarks to 
ten minutes. 

DR. K. L. RAO (Vijayawada): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, i was mentioning yester- 
day that the balance between food pro. 
duction and the requirement of the 
nation has been achieved this year. 
This balance is due to two factors. 
One factor is checking the growth of 
population and the other factor is com¬ 
pensating for the vagaries of monsoons. 
We have also submitted that the 
ifrowth of population can be taken 
care of by our normal irrigation pro¬ 
gramme at the moment, that is to say, 
by having additional one million hed 
tares every year. Ag far as the other 
factor is concerned, we have got to 
plan for, that ig to say, to compensate 
for the vagaries of monsoons. In some 
areas, we get good rainfall and good 
produce from the land and in other 
areas, we do not get them. The defi¬ 
ciency is ,of the order of an average of 
four million tonnes a yeai’. 

Therefore, we have got to take up a 
programme called “The monsoon com¬ 
pensation programme”, that is to say, 
We must take steps to produce food 
immediately and in an accelerated 
manner in three to four years. This 
can be done by taking up areas where 
there is plenty of water, both cn the 
surface and underground, where the 
cost of works is very low, where the 
lands are fertile, where there is already 
some work done and where there is no 
difficulty in carrying out the above. 

If you examine the whole country 
you will find that the areas which are 
best suited for this programme will be 
the areas to the north of the Ganga in 
the State of U.P. Here, we have got 
many rivers. There they have got 
plenty of rainfall especially in the 
monsoon months, excellent under¬ 
fund water and the cost of the pro- 
jectfe is less. Whereas in the rest of the 
country, it ig somf ing like Rs. 2500 
per acre, cost of the project in tlttar 
Pradesh in these areas will be around 
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Rs. IOOq per acre. Also, you will find 
a number of works already constructed 
partly. For exiample, a barran^ is al¬ 
ready there in most of the cases. 
Therefore, if we take up a package pro. 
gramme in these areas, we can easily 
produce the necessary amount of food- 
grains to meet the requirement For 
example, compare the production of 
rice in Tamil Nadu and U.P. In Tamil 
Nadu, the land under rice is 2.8 mil¬ 
lion hectare and the food produced is 
6.5 million tonnes, that is to say, one 
hectare produces two tonnes, whereas 
in Uttar Pradesh, the cultivated land 
under rice is 4.5 millicm hectares and 
it produces 3.8 million tonnes, that ia 
to say, one hectare produces less than 
one tonne. 

As I submitted, these require a care¬ 
ful study. Tamil Nadu with less land 
is able to produce more food than U.P. 
with a larger amount of land under 
cultivation of rice. The reason is that 
the percentage of irrigation under rice 
in U. P. is 16 whereas in Tamil Nadu, 
it is 90 per cent. So, we should see 
immediately all that is required in U.P- 
If you introduce irrigation in this area, 
you will be able tb produce 4 to 5 mil¬ 
lion tonnes of rice immediately to 
wipe out the deficiency due to the 
vagaries of monsoons. 

These are extremely valuable points 
which have got to be examined and f 
hope the hon. Minister wiU study in 
depth and take necessary steps also. As 
I said, the cost comes to very much 
less; it ig Rs. 400-500 crores in four 
yecu-s. Therefore, it is very important 
that we should take up a ^cial mon¬ 
soon compensation programme with the 
result that aU the shortages that occur 
in bad years can be made up by pro¬ 
duction in U.P. Some people may say, 
this will bring an extra assistance to 
U.P. It Is not. It is a national effort.^ 
Instead of borrowing and spending 
money in foreign exchange for 
porting foodgrainsi—as tn tt»e Inst fow 
years, we have been importing food- 
grains at the rate of Rs. 300 crores 
a year—instead of doing that, It 
much better to grow foodgrsdns in 
India itself. 
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Social justice can be achieved by 
adjusting the normal irrigation pro¬ 
gramme. We have got a large number 
ot drought area's. We should make 
sufficient provision of irrigation in 
those areas. For example, there is a 
stretch oiV drought areas along the 
river Gangs. There are drought areas, 
like, Palamu, Rewa, Mirzapur, Shaha< 
bad, Gaya and so on. We should take 
up the irrigation projects in those 
drought areas under the normal irriga- 
tion programme. The diversion of 
Tilaya waters to Gaya district will 
completely eliminate the chronic dro¬ 
ught conditions there. It is hanging 
fire for a number of years. It is sur¬ 
prising that the diversion of 1/4 
million acre ft. in a river of 10 million 
acres ft. is giving the trouble. It 
seems, a lot of discussion is going on 
which is not necessary. It should be 
done. The normal irrigation program¬ 
me should include aU the drought 
areas. What I suggest is that in ad¬ 
dition to normal programme we should 
have a monsoon compensation pro. 
gramme, as I said earlier, separately in 
order to produce in three or four years 
4-5 million tonnes which will wipe out 
the diect of vagaries of monsoons. 
Once you do that, you need net import 
foodgrains from outside. 

In India, we have got a large popu¬ 
lation. It is the second .largest country 
in the world. We have got an obliga¬ 
tion to the world. We should watch 
food production in the next 20 years. 
At the end of tihe Century, it is stated, 
the population of the world will be¬ 
come double. What happens to food 
production then? One has got to watch 
it. We have got a special responsibility 
because we have a large population to 
support. It is being suggested that 
there should be a global programme. 
Now, countries like Venezuela and 
Nigeria which are oil-producing count¬ 
ries and rich countries are not pro¬ 
ducing foodgrains and they are only 
importing frmn outdde. At the same 
time, they have got a good supply of 
river waters and a good soil. I had 
heen tibere two mentis back. There is 
a river filled Orisoco which is as large 
as the gnd the 13ral»maputra 


combined. They have not cultivated 
even one acre of land in the valley of 
that river. They are importing food- 
grains because they have got plenty of 
oil and they have become very rich. 
That is wrong. That policy must be 
changed. The countries which 
have got water resources and 
good soil must produce their own 
food so that at the end of the 
next 20 years, at the end of the 
Century, the position in the matter of 
food production is stablished to be able 
to meet the growing population of the 
world. 

There are some countries like Arab 
countries where water and good soil, 
are scarce. Those countries have to 
depend upon the surplus foodgrains of 
other countries. But the countries 
which have got a good supply of river 
waters and good soil must produce 
their own food. That is very impor¬ 
tant. India comes under that category. 
It has got good water potential and 
good soil- Therefore, it should be pos¬ 
sible for India to become self-sufficient 
in foodgrains at the end of the Century 
to meet the needs of the population 
at that time. That is the responsibility 
we should be able to take. I hope, the 
hon. Minister of Agriculture and Irri¬ 
gation will take this stand in the F.A.O. 
Conference discussions that we will be 
able to do that provided the rest of 
the world also does it. 

Now, I would like to make a few 
suggestions very briefly to the hon. 
Minister. Minor irrigation is in the 
agrictilture. sector. It should be shifted 
to irrigation sector. The idea of bring¬ 
ing irrigation to agriculture is to 
have a coordinated action to provide 
irrigation facilities. Minor irrigation 
means tapping water from undeh- 
ground and that involves a large 
number of technical and highly com¬ 
plicated machinery and so on which, 
in course of time, are being improved. 
Therefore, I submit, minor irrigatibn 
should be shifted from agriculture sec¬ 
tor to irrigation sector covering right 
from the big projects to very small 
ones as welL 

Than, our toanclal constraints have 
been more rigorous because we have 
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taken up projects which are hanging 
on for more than 20 years. For exam¬ 
ple 6he Gandak Project is a very good 
one; it is an extremely good one and 
if that is not successful, nothing would 
be successful in this country. It is in 
an area where there is fertile ground- 
water and there is the excellent river 
Gandak where a barrage is also con¬ 
structed, but we are not getting the 
fruits thereof yet. 

Similarly, the same thing applies to 
Kosi. That means that we should re¬ 
quest the concerned State Govern¬ 
ments and probably take action our¬ 
selves in the matter to see that the 
projects for which a considerable 
amount of money has been given and 
spent give benefits early in the inte¬ 
rests of the nation, because we are 
more interested in the nation becoming 
self-sufficient as early as possible—■ 
because we cannot dram away our 
resources, whatever little we have, 
year after year. In the.se respects I 
think the Centre and the hon. Mini¬ 
ster will have to keep a watch on the 
various projects. 

Likewise, I don’t know why the 
Rajasthan Canal has been hanging on 
for years and years. I am glad to note 
that the Hon. Minister has, this year, 
allotted un extra amount of money for 
some of these projects and is also see¬ 
ing to it that tiiese projects are 
completed. Hereafter, our policy should 
be that no project in this country 
should take more than 10 years. We 
should plan our financial adjustment 
and the project itself should be so 
adjusted that no project goes 
beyond ten years. If any project 
which will have extensive bene¬ 
fits is likely to spill over ten years, 
it should be taken up in the second 
stage, but the first stage should be 
complete in itself, both as regards ex¬ 
penditure and its benefits to the nation. 

Then, we are thinking of collecting 
betterment levy. Ip some places we 
did it and in many projects we did not 
succeed. I don’t know whether Cent¬ 


ral legislation wil give an impetus to 
see that this betterment levy is col¬ 
lected at least for five to ten years. 

Then, again, our designs and our 
constructions, particularly the canal 
systems, have not improved. They 
have been following old rules where a 
lot of safety factors are involved; and 
really the structures need not be so 
massive. In this respect, new theories 
are coming up—^for example, reinforced 
concrete. This Is a method wherein 
the concrete which we will have to put 
in now the structures will be much 
le.«is than what we do in at the moment. 
These new techniques will have to be 
incorporated and the Engineers should 
be requested to achieve economy to the 
extent possible. 

Another point I wish to make is that 
th«j Engineers who adopt new innova¬ 
tions should not be punished if 
any mishap occurs. Of course, 
mishaps should not occur, but 
when you want a man to go out of 
the usual way and adopt some 
new methods by which we can 
achieve economy, he has to be sup¬ 
ported. Why I am siying this is be¬ 
cause it is very usual in our country' 
to go on troubling the Engineers for 
every little thing. I know that in the 
case of the Matatila dam for a very 
simple occurrence they harassed the 
Engineers and there was a Committee 
going into it for a long tima I sub¬ 
mit that this policy should go and the 
Engineors should be given a sufficient 
amount of encouragement. We have 
the be.st Engineers in this country, es¬ 
pecially in the field of Irrigation. If 
only we give them sufficient encourage¬ 
ment and protection i am sure they will 
achieve enormous economy. What I am 
interested in is to see that project 
cost is less than what it is. Irrigation 
per acre, which was costing about 
Rs, 250 b^ore is to-day costing about 
Rs. 2590/.' in many cases except in 
particularly favourable areas like 
and Bihar. What I am suhmittliig is 
that there must be every encourage¬ 
ment for Engineeis and suffleieni pro¬ 
tection also. 

Finally, in this country we have got 
human resources and we value this 
very much. But In actual praetlceb we 
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apre not using tbax human resource we 
are employing many cuntractors and so 
on with the result that the cost is going 
up and the work is going slow etc. I 
submit that, in this respect, we must 
observe what 1$ being done in other 
countries, particularly China, where the 
human resources have been veiy well 
exploited and very well used. I hap¬ 
pened to be there when I saw 13 lakha 
of people working. They have got 
some intermediate technclog:'—that is 
to say, it is not regular machines Lke 
draglines and so on, but they have 
wbeel-barrows <*tc. In China nobidy 
carries earth on the head. In our 
country we carry sad on the head and 
this is a very inefficient method of 
doing it. We shauld conduct time-and- 
motion studies to increase the efficiency 
of our working, and mtroduce new 
methods and easier methods 
of handling. In that case, we can 
really use our human resources to the 
best advantage of the countiry. In this 
country also I have seen this in the 
construction of he Kosi embankment. 
In the beginning, there was a lot cf 
enthusiasm among the people and they 
went voluntarily to those areas where 
there used to be tigers and where the 
land Was very inhospitable; the work 
was started on a voluntary basis and 
they did very well; but, lalei on. some 
complieations set in and the voluntary 
work collapsed. We should not be 
afraid failures Failure is the step¬ 
ping-stone for success. I would submit 
that there must be methods to utilise 
the human resources, maybe, on a regu¬ 
lar basis. For every Indian, there may 
be compulsory service for six months 
to one year; there is nothing wrong. 
We shoidd tidng over this problem and 
see how to utilise the human re¬ 
sources. 

Finally, I would submit, that if 
strong foundaticNis in thd matter of 
food and energy axe Itruly land, then 
we have a great future, and our suc¬ 
ceeding generationa will feel happy 
and be proud of us.

"After the claim was made that 
the lysine contoii of Shart^ti Sknsoni

rious laboratories in the world repeat, 
ed this analysis. The CYMMAT in 
Mexico which is the international 
maize and wheat improvment centre 
grew this wheat in Mexico and found 
that it did not have higher lysine 
content as compared to Sonora, 64. 
This fact was brought to notice of 
Indian agricultural scientists at the 
All-India Wheat Workshop held at 
Indore in 1969. It was then resolved 
in this meeting that the lysine con¬ 
tent should be verified in the National 
Institute of Nutrition, Hyderabad and 
Nutrition Research Laboratory, My¬ 
sore. It is very surprising and in¬ 
deed regrettable that no wheat of 
this variety was sent during the past 
3 years to these laboratories for ana¬ 
lysis.”

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SHRI BHALJIBHAl PARMAR (Do- 
had): Mr. Deimty-Speaker. Sir, I am 
glad that 1 am given the opportunity to 
speak on the Demands oh Grants of 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Irriga. 
tion. In the report, the year 1976-78 
has been characterised by easy avail¬ 
ability x)f foodgrains and steady dec¬ 
line in their prices. The total produc¬ 
tion of foodgrains (fhring the year 1975- 
76 may be expected to be around the 
target of 114 million tonnes fixed for 
this year. This is a rosy picture for 
our advance in agriculture. We thus 
expect to be self-sufficient on the food 
front. But still we are depending on 
imports of foodgrains. During 1975, 
the total import of foodgrains into 
India amounted to 74.7 lakh tonnes as 
against 48.74 lakh tonnes in 1974 and 
36.14 lakh tonnes in 1973. 1 think this 
is also due to the population explosion 
in our country for which Dr, Karan 
Singh, the Health and Family Planning 
Minister, has decided io come to the 
rescue of the Department of food by 
introducing vigorous steps in family 
planning. This will also help to a 
large extent in decreasing our food im¬ 
port's in future. 

In my State of Gujarat, the food 
position during this year seems to be 
very easy as Gujarat has reached the 
target of 50,000 tonnes of wheat this 
year. Gujarat is also trying to procure 
1 ,00,000 tonnes of wheat this year. 
The agricultural crop production 
for the rahi and kharif crops 
is estimated to be 47 lakh ton¬ 
nes. This is, so to say, the highest 
record of good crop in Gujarat. The 
State of Gujarat is now under Presi¬ 
dent’s rule. The Government of Guja¬ 
rat should see that the prices of daily 
necessities do not increase and that the 
price of groundnut should be maintain¬ 
ed properly by keeping stocks in the 
State and not allowing the same to be 
moved out. The agiicultufisls of Guja¬ 
rat should be allowed to keep 25 quin¬ 
tals of com of one kind and not 10 
quintals as is fixed by the State Gov¬ 
ernment. 

The landless people ^ould be given 
title deeds at an early date after 
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granting them landa for cultivation. 
There should not be delay in the 
same as delay will deny them the 
opportunity of cultivating the land 
during the coming kharif season. 

Th'a prices of different! foodstuffs 
sold in hotels and restaurants must be 
decreased as the prices of food com¬ 
modities are going down and there is a 
downward trend. 

Inter-State water disputes must be 
solved seriously as most of the rivers 
in India are inter-State in character. 
The Ministry should continue to settle 
the water disputes amicably by nego¬ 
tiations through the good offices of the 
Centre, leading to fruitful results. I 
appreciate the view taken by the Union 
Minister of Agriculture and Irrigation 
and the representatives of the four 
States of Madhya Pradesh, Maharash¬ 
tra, Rajasthan and Gujarat pending 
the decision of the Tribunal, in allow¬ 
ing Gujarat to go ahead with the cons¬ 
truction of the Karjan, Reran, Rami 
and Subhi projects. 

In Gujarat, there are drinking v/ater 
difficulties in 950 villages. Most of 
them are in the Saurashtra region and 
some are in the Broach district. It is 
estimated that 3,200 tubewells are re¬ 
quired to be constructed which would 
require a loan of Rs. 38 crores. The 
Central Government should help by 
giving special grants to the State for 
this purpose. The Government of Gu¬ 
jarat intend to proceed with the Panam 
river dam, command areas, check dams 
irrigation tanks etc. Priority should be 
given for the construction of Kotar 
bunding etc., specially in tribal areas 
lor preservation of water and irrigation 
purposes. 

Due publicity should be given to the 
drought prone areas programmes. The 
strategy is to improve the economy of 
these areas through a package of 
ihfra-structural and farm development 
activities with the objective of optimal 
utilisation of land in accordance with 
the human and livestock resources of 
the areas concerned. 


Nutrition programmes v^uld have ft 
better impact on health of rural mas- 
ses. We have to pay heed to tjbe 
health of the rural masses, as atso 
urban areas. So i say that nutrition, 
programmes must be well organised 
in the rural areas so that poor people 
could take advantage of it, especially 
the tribal people who are backward 
economically. They do not got jobs or 
regular employment. They are mov¬ 
ing from place to place and so their 
problems should be attended to by the 
government.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIOATION (SHRI SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN): Sir, it is very gratitying to 
observe that the working of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation 
has been appreciated. The ministry 
has been functioning under the very 
able and mature guidancoe of Babuji. 
It is a happy augury for the country 
that we have attained self>sufficiency 
and we are loking forward to building 
up a sizeable buffer stock. The present 
trends in the country are that we shall 
as early as possible bring prospeiity 
to the millions of our people. That 
prosperity cannot be separated from 
the prosperity of the farmers—small 
and marginal—and agricultural lab¬ 
ourers who form about 80 per cent of 
our population who live in villages. 
It is but right that large number of 
hon. Members including Sardar Bar¬ 
bara Singh could have referred to the 
schemes that are operating in the 
country for the development of small 
and marginal farmers These schemes 
are aimed at bringing about prosperity 
among our small and marginal farmers 
and agricultural labourers. The main 
emphasis is on increasing food pro¬ 
duction and on improving their lot. 
During the Fifth Five Year Plan, a 
sum of Rs. 200 crores has been set 
aside for the development of 160 
small farmers development agencies 
and the main thrust wouM be on 
devdopment of minor irrigation to 
promote crop husbandry programme. 
A large number of hon. Members have 
very correctly emphasised the need 
for develDxnnent of minor irrigation. 
Sir, we during tiiese fiv'e years, 


these minor irrigation schemes would 
be in operation and we hope to bring 
over five million hectarea of land 
under minor irrigation. That is the 
main ismphasis of the small farmers 
development agencies. 

Sir, we have so far identified 75 lakh 
small and marginal farmers and agri¬ 
cultural labourers. 'Diese persons are 
eligible to benefit from the small far¬ 
mers development agency schemes. 
These schemes contain an element of 
subsidy. For instance, a smaU farmer 
or a marginal farmer wishes to have a 
tubewell and the tubewell costs about 
Rs. 10,000. 29 per cent in the case of 
small farmer and 33 per cent in the 
case of marginal farmer, would be 
given as subsidy to him. Similarly, we 
are giving milch cattles to agricultural 
labourers and marginal farmers There 
again an element of subsidy of 33.1.3 
per cent is given. I have visited some 
areas and found that these schemes 
are very popular and the people are 
taking full advantage of them. 

The House would be glad to learn 
that so far 2.87 lakh people have taken 
advantage of the minor irrigation 
schemes; 1.53 lakh people have bene¬ 
fited from the dairy industry; 10.000 
have benefited from the poultry pro¬ 
jects; 23 lakhs of people have benefit¬ 
ed from improved agricultural scheme 
and so far, we have succeeded in dis¬ 
bursing Rs. 110 crores as term loans 
among small and marginal farmers and 
agricultural labourers. Similarly, my 
hon. friend Shxi Parmar and others 
spoke about the importance of deve¬ 
loping drought prone areas which 
have scanty rainfall People in those 
areas are rather economically back¬ 
ward and, therefotfa, we have selected 
74 projects or districts in those drought 
prone areas and schemes are function¬ 
ing there. In these projects also, we 
are laying emphasis on improving 
min or irrigation, dry land leVelop- 
ment, cattle /sheep development, poul¬ 
try and dairy afforestation etc. Seri¬ 
culture, in certain areas, has proved 
highly popular and successful; ^d 
end marginal farmers are taking 
to it. K lava seen one farmer in the 
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Kolar region having one acre ot land; 
and he is making as much as Rs. 15,000 
by the sale of mulberry leaves to 
other farmers or agricultural labour¬ 
ers who are growing alk-worm. It is 
highly popular; and we have helped 
such small farmers to improve their 
irrigation. In the drought-prone ai*eas 
we are also getting assistance from 
the International Development Agency 
(I.D.A.); and $35 million will be given 
to us by the World Bank for six pro¬ 
jects in Anantapur in A.P., Bijapur in 
Karnataka, Ahmednagar, Sholapur in 
Maharashtra, Jodhpur and Nagaur in 
Rajasthan. These are all special pro¬ 
jects in these areas, apart from the 
other schemes that I have spoken 
about, 74 in all. 

We then have the tribal people. You 
are so much interested in them, Sir, 
and you are so much linked with the 
tribal population. Those tribal people 
are also receiving very special atten¬ 
tion, of the Government. We have 8 
pUot projects for the development of 
the selected, sensitive backward tribal 
belts; and in each project, wte* will be 
spending Rs. 1.50 to Rs. 2 crores in 
helping them to improve their agri¬ 
culture, to improve their animal hus¬ 
bandry, horticulture and fisheries—all 
these pilot projects ar^ being oi)erated 
for the tribal areas. I am glad to say 
that the tribals are reacting very fav¬ 
ourably and cooperating with us in im¬ 
proving their lot. We are trying to 
ensure that the other people who were 
so far exploiting the tribals are pre¬ 
vented from doing so and from en¬ 
croaching on the land of the tribals. 

We then have got the hill areas; 
right from Kashmir to Ledo in Assam, 
there are hill areas; and these areas 
are inhabited by very hardy and hard¬ 
working people; and it is essential 
that they should not be ignored. For 
the development of these hill areas, 
we have taken up 3 pilot projects, one 
of them is in Tehri Garhwal, the other 
is in Manipur and yet another is in 
Tehri-Garhwal. These ase 3 pro- 
jects in which we are carrying out 


very special experiments. We am 
laying special emphasis on subtilizing: 
agriculture and to discourage *jhoom' 
cultivation. Huge areas of forest lands 
are burnt out every year; and every. 
year, a new field is created by the 
burning of jungles and forests; and 
next year, the ‘Jhoomias^ move to 
some other place; this is leading to 
irrepairable damage to our foresta 
and is doing a loti of harm. We have 
established an agricultural research 
comple® in the eastern region with its 
headquarters at Shillong and with 
branches in each of the States in the 
eastern region. Mizoram, Meghalaya 
Nagaland, all these areas are covered. 
'Ihena we are carrying out very in¬ 
teresting experiments to find out whe¬ 
ther we can stabilise agriculture in 
those areas and whether we can find 
out a way by which the tribal people 
would take to established agriculture, 
rather than shifting cultivation, and 
we expect we will suucceed in this 
work. 

Shri D. N. Tiwary is not unfor¬ 
tunately present here. Be made alle¬ 
gations against one of our top-most 
scientists in the country, a person who 
is renowned all over world and 
one who is respected for his knowle¬ 
dge. I have tried to explain the situa¬ 
tion earlier during the Question Hour 
and during short duration discussions 
in the House. Apparently, Shri Tiwary 
has not for given either him or nie-

The Inquiry Committee appointed by 
the Government of India to rpvievv 
the recruitment and other procedures 
in the Indian Council of Agricultural 
Besearch went into this problem care¬ 
fully and arrived at the following 
conclusions: 

*Tt is obvious that the protein 
content of wheat, as probably of 
other cereals, is highly variable, de¬ 
pending upon the soil, climatic con¬ 
ditions and also the fertilizer use, 
and variation is well-reflected in 
the published results. However, in 
spite of the variation, Sharhati 
Sonara seems to be clearly superior 
to Sanora—64 and Kalyan Sona in 
respect of protein content.” 

So, the allegation has ben completely 
belied by the finding of Inquiry Com¬ 
mittee.

I quite agree with my hon. friends 
that no useful purpose would be serv¬ 
ed by continuing this controversy. 
This article was published in a British 
journal known as New Scientist by 
one Mr. Henlon. In his article of 
November 7, 1974, he said: “Top Food 
Scientist publishes false data”. He 
based his statement on an F.A.O. offi¬ 
cer, Dr E. Bennett, who said that all 
claims relating to Sharbati Sonara had 
been demonstrated to be false One of 
the leading British scientists. Sir 
Joseph Hutchinscm, F.R.S., and some 
scientific journals Wrongly objected to 
this article as unethical, and said: 

‘‘This allegation was based on 
racialism. A scientist from the first 
world cannot tolerate seeing a scien¬ 
tist from the third wwld coming up 
to the same level.** 


This view has beep upheld by our 
revered Prinve Minister, during her 
recent speech, when she said: 

“India and Indian science must be 
prepared for more onslaughts. At¬ 
tempts will be made to discredit 
leading figures in our science as they 
are being made to denigrate leading 
figures in our politics.” 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: I want to 
know what reply you have got to the 
report of Gajendragadkar who said 
that this has not been proved by vari¬ 
ous laboratories here also. It had to 
be sent to laboratories, it was never 
sent. Why? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: Un¬ 
fortunately, you were not here. I 
read the finding of the Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: I have seen 
the report. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN; I am 
also reading from the same report. 
The Central Varieties Release Com¬ 
mittee, a committee consisting of leadr 
ing scientists of the country, has also 
upheld this claim that the protein con¬ 
tent of Sharbati Sonara is superior to 
other varieties. I would not like to 
take more time of the House on this. 

I would like to enlighten the House 
on the excellent research that has 
been carrited out by our scientists. 
They have done excellent work on rice 
in evolving blast—^resistant varieties 
and brown plant hopper resistant 
varities. Also, in wheat, which has 
been affected by rust in a very serious 
manner, we have succeeded in evolv¬ 
ing rust-resistant varieties of wheat. 
Also, our Ministry of Health were 
very keep on developing a plant, a 
tuber known as Dios corea. This 
creeper h^g p tuber growing under¬ 
neath which is used for* family plan¬ 
ning, and our Institute has now evolv¬ 
ed very useful varieties, and we will 
be able to meet the requirements 
(the eountfir in thia drug. 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
He says it is for a family planninf. 
How will it be used? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: A 
cbemical diosogenin is extracted from 
the tuber and used in the manufacture 
of a contraceptive pill. 

Shri D. D. Desai is an expert on oil<- 
seeds, and he has been insisting that 
some improvement in groundnut 
should be made. He is aware that we 
have evolved a variety of bunch type 
groundnut which has a period of dor¬ 
mancy, and that has a great effect 
from the agricultural point of view. 

Some people also said that we should 
take advantage of research and varie¬ 
ties which are available in other parts 
of the world. We fully appreciate that 
view and are always ready to take 
Wejp from others. 

We have also evolved a new variety 
of hybrid cotton. There are five varie¬ 
ties of cotton such as Suvin, Sujata, 
Hybrid 4, Varalaxmi and MCU5. Our 
varieties have become so popular that 
' I am happy to inform you that evfen 
our friends from Pakistan would like 
to import and we would like to co¬ 
operate with them. 

In the matter of cattle breeding, we 
have also made good progress. As 
Babuji was saying today, hybrid cow 
is replaced by buffalo, I hope if the 
hon. Members find some time to visit 
Kamal and Pusa Institutes, they 
will come to know that we have 
cows which are producing as much as 
38 litres of milk per day. We milk 
IWam four times a day. As far as 
buffalos are concerned, some research 
has been dene on them. Now, we 
have started a progeny testing of 
buffalos and the House would be 
happy to know that othlar countries 
want our buffalos. We had a delega¬ 
tion from Iraq and they wanted to 
import a large number of Indian 
'.buffalos. Other ccnintries like Bulga- 
rii have also taken buffalos and 


particularly the Murrah variety is in 
great demand. 

As far as sheep ia concerned, we are 
also carrying on a lot of experiments 
on sheep breeding. Recently the 
House is aware that for the first time 
in their history the Soviet Uniipa ex¬ 
ported 250 Karakul sheep outside the 
Soviet territory. This is the first time 
that this sheep has ever been exporte- 
ed. The House would be happy to 
know that we had 200 females and SO 
males and they have given lambs. 150 
sheep have given birth to 161 lambs. 
They are multiplying very fast in the 
desert of Bikaner. We are improving 
both the quality of wool as well as 
mutton from our sheep. (In¬ 
terruptions.) There we are 
going in for artificial insemination. 
This country has. a tremendous scope 
for development of fishery. We have 
our Fishery Research Institute at 
Barrackpore. Recently 1 was there 
and I was happy to see that in sunder- 
bans and in those areas, they had 
proved that it was possible to produce 
nine tons of fish per hectare in a year. 
TWere is a tremendous scop© for deve¬ 
lopment of fishery particularly in the 
eastern region where there is plenty 
of water. There this fish breeding is 
profitable and it grows very very fast. 
There is one particular type of fish 
called “Grass Carp”. We have im¬ 
ported that from China and that fish, 
given proper living conditions, grows 
to a .size of 5 Kg. in one year. There 
i.s tremendous scope and our scientists 
have evolved new methods known as 
induced fish breeding. Pitutary gland 
extraction given as injection to the 
fish induces fish to lay large number 
of eggs. This way it is possible to 
multiply fi.sh seed hundreds of times. 
We are encouraging our small margi¬ 
nal farmers, the State Governments 
and the cooperatives, also the coopera¬ 
tives of ex-soldiers, to come forward 
and take part in tbe development of 
fishery, cattle breeding, and, we hope, 
our countrymen will take full advant¬ 
age of this. 

About sugar, I would just lUm to 
say a few words... 
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SHRI SI RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): TBie production has 
l^one down. 

SHRl SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: Yes, I 
>adini^ due to adverse factors, thbi pro¬ 
duction has gone down this year. As 
against 48 lakh tonnes of production 
last year, we feel, the production this 
year may only be about 43 lakh ton¬ 
nes. This is due to various conditions 
connected with weather, jieavy rain¬ 
fall and water-logging in certain areas. 
Although the area under cane was 
more, the actual supply to sugar mills 
was less. We feel that much more 
sugarcane was diverted to crushers 
this year than in previous years. The 
position is that we are hoping to 
achieve a capacity of 70 lakh tonnes 
for licensing by the end of the Fifth 
Plan. That is our target. 

Now, 259 sugar mills are installed in 
the country out of which 103 are in 
the cooperative sector. Then, out of 
all the licences issued 96 new factories 
are at different stages of implementa¬ 
tion. Almost all States have applied 
and obtained licences. We hope that 
with this new policy of encourage¬ 
ment and concessions which have been 
allowed, the new factories will come 
up in the shortest possible time. Ma-* 
harashtra has stU to implement licence 
for 22 sugar mills;; Andhra Pradesh— 
20 sugar mills; U.P.—:23 sugar milols; 
Tamil Nadu—8; Karnataka—8; Gujara 
—6; Haryana— 2; Madhya Pradesh—1; 
Assam—4; Pondicherry—1 and Mani¬ 
pur—1. The total is 96 mills. We 
hope, when these mills come up, we 
will attain the target that we have 
fixed fur the Fifth Plan. . 

The House will be glad to know that 
this year the position of payment of 
cane dues to farmers is very much 
better than what it was last year. I 
am grateful to the State Govern¬ 
ments which have taken strong steps 
to ensure that farmers get their dues 
in time. They have, enacted legida- 
tion. Not only they have enacted 
legislation but they have given effect 
to it. One of heading sugar mill 
•wners in XRtar Pnideirtli who had de¬ 


faulted in paying sugarcane dues to 
farmers is nOw in jaiL The State 
Governments are taking strong mea¬ 
sures and they have enacted legisla¬ 
tion to ensure that if any sugarcane 
payment is delayed, they will have to 
pay interest ranging from 12—15 per 
cent. I hope!', this will have the de¬ 
sired effect. 
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•SHRI M. KATHAMUTHU (Maga- 
pattinam): Mr. Chairman, Sir, on ac. 
count of paucity of time I would con¬ 
fine my remarks only to two or three 
essential issues concerning the Minis¬ 
try of Agriculture. I would like to 
stress the importance of land r^orms 
in the agricultural policy of our GO'V- 
ernment, I need not say that the 
issue of land leforms is under the ad- 
ministrative control of the Ministry of 
Agriculture. In the Annual Report of 
this Ministry it is staDed; “the land 
reform constitutes an important aspect 
of the programme for overall trans¬ 
formation of the rural society. The 
national policy of tenancy reforms 
aims at uniformity within the broad 
framework of conferment of owner¬ 
ship rights on the tenants.” As I 
stated at the outset, the imperative 
necessity of land reforms in the 
scheme of things has been recognised 
in the Annual Report. The 20-point 
economic programme also lays great 
importance on land reforms. When 
we see that the same degree of im¬ 
portance to land reform.s is not given 
in actual practice, in the process of 
implementing this national agricultu¬ 
ral policy, we are constrained to feel 
that only 'a sense of complacency has 
been exhibited in the Annual R^ort 
by the Government. The gap between 
widening. 

p 

My hon. friend, Shri Sarju Pande, 
pointed out yesterday that in Uttar 
Pradesh pottos have been given to the 
landless, but they have not got the 
physical possession of the land. The 
actual ownership of land has not yet 
been vested on ihe landless in niany 
States. I am sorry to say that the ex¬ 
isting land laws also do not provide 
for the conferment of ownership of land 
to the cultivating tenants. Jn Blhari 


*tbe origiiuit delivered in Tamil. 
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Tamil Nadu and some other States 
there is no law at all for enforcing 
conferment of ownership. In Andlira 
Pradesh, Haryana and Rajasthan, there 
is a law envisaging that the cultivating 
tenants can purchase the land. For 
me this seems to be an Utopian dream. 
Will it ever be possible for the landless 
Jo purchase land? As has already been 
done in Kerala, where the law for con¬ 
ferring the ownership of land to the 
landless has been effectively implement¬ 
ed, the Central Government should 
persuade other States to enact such a 
legislation forthwith. Unless this Is 
done immediately, no significant pro¬ 
gress can be made in land reforms. 


Sir, another disturbing feature is that 
lands can be resumed: for personal 
cultivation, the inevitable consequence 
of which is forcible eviction of the 
tenants. In Assam, Andhra Pradesh, 
West Bengal and in some other States, 
the landlords can resume the land for 
personal cultivation. Only recently 
the Tamil Nadu has banned, the 
resumption of land for personal cultiva¬ 
tion. Yet, I can quole instances galore 
of the eviction taking place even in 
Tamil Nadu and other States. If the 
cultivating tenants are evicted uncere¬ 
moniously in this fashion, how are we 
going to confer upon them the owner¬ 
ship of land? The Tamil Nadu Indebt¬ 
ed Agriculturists (Temporary Relief) 
Ordinance Number 2 of 1976 was pro¬ 
claimed after the dissolution of the 
Tamil Nadu Legislative Assembly and 
the imposition of President’s rule. For 
the fasali upto June SO, 1975 this relief 
Should be there. Since there is no 
provision in the Act, we expect more 
evictions to take place. On the one 
hand the tenants are being evicted and 
On the other we talk about conferment 
of ownership, I demand that a ban 
should be imposed throughout the 
country prohibiting the reounption of 
land for personal cultivation. It should 
also be eosured that the ptdicy of con- 
fenlug owneriWp of land fo the tenants 
la tuiforndy Imjdenumted throughout 
the country. ' • 
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According to the national guidelines, 
the tenants are to band over annually 
to the landownars one-flfth or one- 
fourth of the produce towards rent. I 
am sorry that this is also not being im¬ 
plemented uniformly throughout the 
country. In Andhra Pradesh, Haryana, 
Punjab, and Tainil Nadu, more than 
their entitled shire is extracted by the 
landowners. When the national guide¬ 
lines are being flouted in this mamier, 
I suggest that the Government at the 
Centre should take effective steps for 
the implementation of national guide¬ 
lines in respect of giving protection to 
the cultivating tenants. 

Sir, land records and proper registra¬ 
tion constitute the basis for any kind of 
land reforms. In many States even 
today proper registration is not being 
done and the land records are hot be¬ 
ing maintained at all. When the 
question of incorporating the Tamil 
Nadu Land Ceiling Act in the 9th 
Schedule of the Constitution is being 
debated, no steps have been taken tjo 
ensure that this Act is in consonance 
with the national guidelines. The 
Annual Report of the Ministry does not 
refer to any action taken in the matter 
of amending all the State Land Ceiling 
Laws to be in conformity with the 
national guidelines. The foremost 
duty of the Central Government, in 
particular the Ministry of Agriculture, 
is uniform implementation of national 
guidelines by the States. 

It is high time that some attention 
is paid to vast areas of land belonging 
to religious trusts and other trusts. In 
Tamil Nadn alone 4.5 lakh acres of 
land belong to the religious trusts. It 
will be just an eye-wash if talk of 
land reforms without touching the land 
belonging to the religious trusts and 
other trusts. In fact, the Governing 
will not get enougb surplus land for 
distribution if they do not do some¬ 
thing 'about the land belonging lo the 
rdiglous trusts and other trusts. 
Similarly, I have to point out that 
bHumi transactions continue meirlly. 
Z am afraid l^t P^rabably It has gone 
b^remd epntred. The Government musf 
torthwilh. Come with « heavy hand on 
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such binami transactions. The Minis¬ 
try of Agriculture should look 
these aspects if land reforms are to be¬ 
come a resounding success in our 
country. Sir, in the matter of land 
reforms, the cooperation of the people 
is a must and in order to ensure it the 
Government must formulate proposals 
for setting up peoples’ committees 
throughout the country. 


Sir, I have to point out that the far¬ 
mers are not getting remunerative 
prices either for commercial crops or 
for foodgrains. You know that 
modern scientific agriculture demands 
greater use of chemical fertilisers even 
at forbidding prices. Though the Gov¬ 
ernment have recently reduced the 
prices of chemical fertilisers, it is not 
so much as to permit the purse of the 
farmers. A viable approach has to 
be adopted in regard to fixation of re¬ 
munerative prices for the agricultural 
products. The arguments that high 
prices for foodgrains would have 
adverse effect, the consumer price of 
foodgrains would go up,'tKe inflationary 
tendencies wnuld get further fillip etc. 
do not hold much water under the 
present circumstances. By portray¬ 
ing sucE a frightening picture, the just 
demands of the farmers for remunera¬ 
tive prices cannot be neglected. It 
must be borne in mind that agriculture, 
like any other industry. Is also an 
economic activity. 

I would like to say that Ihe procure¬ 
ment of foodgrains varies from State to 
State. It should be uniform through¬ 
out the country. There is no meaning 
in declaring support prices where mono¬ 
poly purchases are resorted, and where 
the farmers cannot sell their produce 
anywhere. Upto January 30, 1976 
there was one procurement price In 
Tamil Nadu. After the dismissal of 
the Tamil Nadu D,M.K. Ministry and 
after the dissolution of the Assembly, 
it was declared that the procurement 
would be stopped. After agitation by 
tbe people, support price was announc¬ 
ed. In this process the small fanners 
lunne suffered seriously. Instead 
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support price, remunerative 
mSit price should be announced, pe 
methodology of the Agricultural Pr oes 
Commission fixing 
modification and in iact a thorough 
review^ should be undertaken m this 
matter. This is essential if the Go¬ 
vernment want to end the unseemly 
controversy between the urban and 


The hon. Minister this nftemoon 
staled that the sugarcane production 
this would be just about 43 lakh 
tonnes os compared to 48 lakh tonnes 
last year. He also stated that this 
seems to be inexplicable when more 
area has been brought under sugarcane 
cultivation. If that is so, where has 
the sugarcane gone? I have to point 
out that in northern States more area 
has been brought under sugarcane cul¬ 
tivation. In southern States tbe pro¬ 
duction of sugarcane has come down, 
mainly because of unremunerative 
prices to the producers. In foct. in 
Tamil Nadu, the price given to sugar¬ 
cane is very much less. Naturally 
the sugarcane cultivators have left 
sugarcane cultivation. The same posi¬ 
tion obtains in cotton and chilly. The 
sugarcane price varies from State to 
State. The Central Government must 
bestow their personal attention in this 
important matter concerning the vital 
economic activity of the nation. 


Though the minimum wages to the 
agricultural labour have been announc¬ 
ed, they have not got the benefit yet. 
I understand there is interference 
from Police in many places. I demand 
that the Ministry of Agriculture should 
look into this matter seriously and 
sincerely. 

In conclusion, I would remhid till* 
House that the hon. Finance Minister 
himself stated in his budget spei^ 
that the credit facilities being extradi^ 
ed by the financial histitutions have sci 
far been availed of by the big farmer. 
In the Annual Beport of Ihe Mlaislrt 
Of Agriculture a r^raace hat‘Seen 
made to this fact. The institutiemdlte^ 
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credit being given now is not suffi¬ 
cient for the small larmars. The Go. 
vemment must ensure that the small 
tamers get adequate credit facilities 
at the appropriate time. 

With these words I conclude my 
speech.

SHRI K. StIRYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): Mr. Chairaian, Sir, I was very 
glad to hear that sufficient funds have 
been provided for agricultural deve¬ 
lopment, particularly on the irrigation 
side. The Andhra Government had 
requested several times for the comple 
tion of the Nagarjunasagar Project. 
It was originally estimated to cost Rs 
91.12 crores; now the figure is expected 
to be Rs. 312.47 crores. Work on the 
project was inaugurated by Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru in 1955. It started 
in 1965 but thereafter the allocations 
came down sharply. From R's. 20 
crore in 1965-66 it came down to Rs 
5.3 crores in 1973-74. 

Work on the Nagarjunasagar Dam 
having been completed, water is now 
available to irrigate the full ayacut of 
21.54 lakh acrea The canal excavation 
has however been partly completed up- 
to mile 66/3 and block 12 on the right 
•ifje. A total of 40.71 lakh acres has 
been covered with irrigation facilities. 


The expeditious execution of camd 
works to cover the balance of 11 lakh 
acres depends on the availahUity of 
creased funds. But f<»r lack of funds 
We cannot complete it now. The Gov¬ 
ernment of Andhra Pradesh has appeal¬ 
ed to the centre several times for 
funds. It is not Andhra Pradei^ oi 
Guntur or Ihe Krishna district only 
which is concerned with this. TMs 
should be treated as a natitmal project 
just as Bhakra-Nangal or Damodar 
Valley project or Neyveli. Agriculture 
is the only Industry of Andhra Pradesh. 
We have no other Industry. Govern¬ 
ment are prepared to spend crores and 
crores on importing foodgrains but Gov¬ 
ernment are not considering the invest¬ 
ment of a few crores here which will 
produce food for ttie entire country, 
not only for Andhra Pradesh. 

Concrete proposals were sent to the 
Government of India in Febmary 1975 
for sanction of additional financial 
assistance, if necessary by securing 
foreign aid, as the additional invest¬ 
ment on the project by the Centre 
would result in tremendous economl.’ 
advantage to the country. Now I 
heard that the Government have sanc¬ 
tioned only Hs. 3.5 crores lor 
Nagarjunasagar and Rs. 1.5 croreg fur 
Pochampad; the additional benefits as 
a result of which would come to 5,000 
hectares in the case of Nagarjunasagar 
and 10,000 hectares in the case of 
Pochampad. 

We always say that the fanner is the 
backbone of the economy of the country 
that the fanning industry is the basic 
and key industry of the country. But 
this is the fate of projects which have 
a direct bearing on agriculture and 
farming. The Minister has not given 
a proper answer. 

As regards sugarcane, the bask; ques¬ 
tion is about the cane price. Thgt is 
the only industry ovmed by the faiiaiers 
now. Unless ttie cane price is flxe<l 
satisfactorily, the farmers will suffer. 
This question has been raised many 
times f<w two or three yens. ^*e is 
bo reply as to on wW basis have 
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the price. Several time, we 
have dikusaed the matter with the 
cpooemed officers in the Agricul^Jre 
Ministry. Generally, they have agreed 
on the calculations, but nothing actual- 
.ly happened. 

Recently, fortunately or imfortunate- 
ly, we have construcTed one Coopera- 
tive Sugar factory at Bhimadola in my 
constituency. Now the loss has gone 
up- We constructed the factory within 
a cost of Rs, 3 crores (Interruption). 

SHRl ANNASAHEB p. SHINDE:. 
Very unfortunate. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: Be¬ 
cause v'e have not pushed up the price 
we have not colluded with the manu¬ 
facturers, whereas in the same year, for 
the same capacity with the same 
machinery Government have invested 
Rs. 4i crores. The incentive is not 
there to my factory. 

AN. HON. MEMBER: Sampath 
Committee. 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA: We 
do not consider the Sampath Commit- 
tee. I am asking Shri Shinde and Shri 
Jagjivan Ram, not Sampath. They 
are responsible to us. Sampath is only 
a calculator. Government has to con¬ 
sider all these things; after all Secre- 
tary will give only the figures. I do 
not want to blame only the officers. 
Things are going on like this. Unless 
the cane grower is assured of a reason¬ 
able price, there will be difficulty and 
hardship. There have been several 
changes in pricing policy of sugar 
industry. On what basis? Why? In 
1963-64 it was Rs. 4.69 to Rs. 6.46 per 
qumtal. I have no time to quote all the 
figures; in 1970-71 it was Rs. 7.37 to 
Rs. 9.22 and later on it was from Rs. 

^ How can we go on 

like this? Our factory managing direc¬ 
tor is a deputy collector, not a private 
man; we have borrowed several lakhs 
m rupees as loans from the Industrial 
Imahce Corporatioh; the State and the 
Wmal Govmroeftts ate standing sure¬ 
ty 50!501 we have Invested about 


Rs. 71 lakhs and the Andhra Govern* 
ment through the NCI, Rs. 65 lakhs. 
The managing director cannot face the 
general body. There is loss. For 
what reasons? Not due to malpractices. 
The whole thing ig controlled by the 
government It is the first new factory 
which, in the first year crushed 70,000 
tonnes. It is the policy. That is the 
difficulty. This year the fanners have 
gone to private factories and khandsari 
manufacturers in the district. Who 
can pay more in time. This factory 
is losing. Last year the fiscal loss 
was Rupees five lakhs and depreciation 
loss was Rs. 25'lakh8; total Rs. 30 lakhs; 
this year Rs. 32.83 lakhs. The manag> 
ing director, a deputy collector, is un¬ 
able to face it; he wants to go on leave 
or transfer. What is this government 
doing? Mr. Shahnawaz Khan is 
sympathising with us but could not do 
anything. I appeal to the Cabinet 
through Mr. Shinde aiid other Minis¬ 
ters. I have approached the Prime 
Minister and Shri Jagjivan Ram about 
how the things are happening like this. 
Is it happening because it is a co-opera¬ 
tive? The position will be different if 
it is a private factory. I am now pre¬ 
pared to declare the co-operative 
factory to be a private or public 
factory. Government also may join. 
How can we manage like this? We 
have got our own methods to manage 
those things if it is private. The ques¬ 
tion is whether it should be nationalis¬ 
ed or should there be partial decontrol 
or controL How can We maintain 35 
per cent free sale? I have got the 
figures. The government has calculat¬ 
ed on the price for free sale which is 
Rs. 319.7 in Punjab, Rs. 325 in Haryana. 

In Andhra they say it is Rs. SIS for fre® 
sale Sugar. i understand from the 
managing director that they have 
sold only at RS. 275 in my factory. The 
government officers have gone on the 
basis of preaumpfion only. It is cut¬ 
ting the throat of the farmer now. 
They say that tte growers are getting 
a share of the iwcffits from the free sale. 
How many factories in UP., Bihar, or 
other states gave the Share of their 
profits to the cane suppliers of treo 
sale? What ft the amount? What 
does each factmy in get from Uie 
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[Shri K. Suryanarayana] 

tree sale proceeds? What is the re¬ 
covery? In my state also a fifteen year 
old factory shows recovery at Rs. 8-5 
or Rs. 9. There is no check on the 
factory. The Government only de¬ 
pend on their figures. 

Coming to irrigation, the Godavarj' 
barrage in Andhra Pradesh was cons¬ 
tructed in 1847—1853 by one Mr. Cotton 
agent of the British East India Com¬ 
pany. Because he constructed it, he 
Was called back; during those days 
they did not allow to develop our 
country. The Godavari anicut at 
Dowlaiswaram in East Godavari 
and West Godavari Districts was 
constructed in the years 1847 to 
1853 to serve the area of 4 lakh 
acres. By 1936, the ayacut under 
the system rose to 10 lakh acres. The 
anicut is more than a Century old. The 
structures of the anicut were adjudged 
as being beyond the scope of renova¬ 
tion. So on the recommendations of 
an Expert Committee the construction 
of a new Barrage to protect the ex¬ 
isting ayacut to save the 10 lakh acres 
had been considered. In view of the 
importance and urgency of the work, 
the International Development Agency 
was requested lor financial assistance. 

Now, in my own village, Polunuru, 1 
have asked the small farmers to 
contribute towards share capital of 
sugar co-operative factory and they 
have agreed to do so. There 
are about 10 Hnrijans and 10 
Or 15 small farmers in the village. 
These small farmers took loan from 
the banks and the co-operative 
societies. They also took taccavi loan 
from the Government. These small 
farmers own one to two acres of land. 
Due to failure of monsoon, these far¬ 
mers are not able to repay the loans 
taken from the Government, Com¬ 
mercial Banks and the Co-operative 
societies. Their property is being 
attached. Their land is being attached. 
The produce, that is, paddy, grown in 
the small lands is being attached. The 
paddy procured from the farmers is 
add to thft neighbouring villagers. The 
Food Corporation of India will add Rs. 


30.0 per bag of paddy thus procured 
from these farmers and sen it in the 
neighbouring areas. In my district, 
that is. West Godavari, the delta areas 
comprise three taluks and the interior 
dry areas consist of five taluks. The 
farmers living in the dry areas win 
generally go to the delta areas during 
the transplantation and harvesting 
periods in the season. These people 
win vxjrk in the delta areas, in the 
fields. But, unfortunately the paddy 
produced by these people is not sold to 
them at a reasonable price. The Food 
Corporation of India sells the very 
same paddy produced by them at a 
higher price. 

Another point is that there is no 
moratorium for the loans given by the 
co-operative banks and the commercial 
banks. Unless moratorium is declared 
In the case of loans taken by the small 
farmers owning one or two acres of 
land—because there was crop failure— 
these small farmers cannot survive.

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR (Hamirpur): Sir, I rise to 
support the Demands presenter by the 
lion. Minister of Agriculture. Babujl 
has earned a name for himself, and 
the people of this great country are 
grateful to him, because whichever 
may be the department that he has 
supervised and guided, he has risen 
to new heights and the country has 
risen to new heights during his 
tenure. 

Just as in emergency the trains are 
running on time^ fortunately, the rains 
have also come on time, which is a 
sign of good luck for the country. 

I would start by referring to one 
of the major recommendations of the 
Swaran Singh Committee, which is 
proposing certain cnostitotional am¬ 
endments from our party side; I am 
happy to learn that they have pro¬ 
posed agriculture to be pht in the 
Concurrent List. This is a major 
break-tiirougfa because, henceforward, 
the Cental Government is also eac- 
pected to riiare tl^ burden of the 
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Tund developmeht and also solve the 
problem of agricultiire, because It is 
a major occupation in this country. 

I will straightway come to rural 
development. It is a sign of the 
awareness in the intellectual circles of 
the problems i^ ^he rural areas that 
the Indian Science Congress, meeting 
at Waltair from 3rd *0 7th January, 
adopted for discussion the theme of 
“rural development” and made cer¬ 
tain major recommendations. The 
Science Congress, which was address¬ 
ed by the hon. Prime Minister, -was 
unanim ous in calling for the consti¬ 
tution of a national agency for rural 
development, because so far little has 
been done in this direction. Although 
schemes of far-reaching importance 
were initiated On the birth-day of 
Gandhiji in 1953, known as the Com¬ 
munity Development Programme, they 
have not been able to cut much ice. 
In this connection, I will refer to a 
speech made by the hon. Finance 
Minister, the strategy for rural deve¬ 
lopment, issued to us by Shri • C. 
Subramaniem. 

I would like briefly to read from 
one of the paragraphs in this booklet, 
Which is very valuable because it 
gives us a hindsight into what has 
happened. 

“It would be fair to say, how¬ 
ever, that in essence the programme 
of development have often been 
marked by a fragmented and com¬ 
partmentalised approach in formu- 
ktion on the one hand, and a ‘top- 
down’, inflmcible, one way system 
of implementation, on the other. 
The Community Development/Pan- 
chayati Raj Programme attempted 
“to break new ground, and to free 
planning from the limitations of a 
bureaucratic administration by 
btdlding up local initiative and 
atimulatizig popular participation. 
Biti Its iinpg^ was, hf and large, 
llntit^ The two majmr stumbUng 
bSodcs Here w^e the wdgbt of the 


colonial traditions of goverhmenttA 
administration and Is^ck of a aousid 
technologioal base for imiuroving 
productivity and incomes of the 
rural population.” 

I would stress that these causes should 
be eliminated first. Today we ate 
hearing the heartening news that the 
business community is coming for 
ward to adopt villages, that the uni- 
v^ersities and medical colleges ere be¬ 
ing asked to adopt villages, but we 
must understand why the com¬ 
munity development programme has 
failed for so many years. One of 
the reasons, as Shri Subramaniam 
has pointed out .here, is the bureau¬ 
cratic system of administration which 
has the weight of colonial administra¬ 
tion behind it. 

You Mr. Chairman, Sir, have been 
very kind in presenting to our Con¬ 
gress Parliamentary Party Executive 
a programme of action by the party 
because unless the people* take it 
upon themselves that rural develop¬ 
ment is the yuga dharma or the call 
of the times, nothing can be done. 

Files have been there for hundreds 
of years. Files come and go. And 
one scientist from Karnataka went so 
far as to carry out researdi as to 
how many days a file takes in ulti¬ 
mately getting processed. He came 
to the conclusion, if I am not wrong, 
that 289 days are required for any 
sensible processing of a file which 
does not necessarily result in a deci¬ 
sion. A decision may mgy, not be 
there. This heavy delay in this sjrstem 
of decision-making has resulted. In 
crushing initiative of the rtwal popu¬ 
lation and rural develofmieni, and fhe 
Indian Science Congress has come to 
this conclusion. 

At the Indian Science Congress, the 
Prime Minister referred to Bti BWmtitl- 
nathan’s speech in whltdi h#^ 
poiptjed out. the enonuily of . U^a 
haVlnjg the fldni of 

seieh^s "yel MtS&t 
under-develoiMd. It is hei ttCHiiky 
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d<^^|>ea. 'Why is it sO? Because 
tile Iht^ectual comihunlty qI our 
country, the scientists have lived in 
the universities and have bothered 
Uttle to look beyond the universities 
and do to the farmers. 

In this connection, I would congra¬ 
tulate Babuji on one very interesting 
thing which has happened this year. 
An award has been given to a person 
who was responsible for making a 
very fine achievement, but not in a 
laboratory. I will read out from a 
brief note: 

*‘Shri Chandra Shekhar Lohmi, a 
retired Headmaster of a primary 
school in Naukachhiatal, Nainital, 
U. P,, has recently been awarded 
by the Indian Council of Agricultu¬ 
ral Kesearch for controlling this 
weed (Lantana Camara) by using 
the Lantania bug. He also proved 
that this bug did not cause any 
harm to cereal, horticultural and 
other crops and flowering plants and 
forests. This outstanding work will 
go a long way in encouraging 
scientists and others to use biolo¬ 
gical control methods of controlling 
various weeds.” 

No' pesticide was involved. He thought 
of a certain insect .which would eat 
the worms that were destroying 
crops. This is the way in which the 
the native wisdom of India has con¬ 
quered the laboratory wisdom. I call 
it a major break-through in our 
scientific outlook towards agriculture 
today because to the far-flung areas 
of India there are people with a lot 
of eiqterimtce, but because they can¬ 
not produce a degree or n certificate, 
nobody listens to them. Even a B.D.O. 
win rOfuto to listen if they suggest 
some herb or some new method of 
oid^lilvatton, because, whe^er to the 
fle]^ of academic research in the uni- 
vtosiQes or creative literature or agri- 
culluie; we have rotosed to recdgnise 
tlie<^ialtiire wis^Ato ol Ih^a. XJhleto 
it 4a IftoUfiWd br ifife Wtofeitoiyr 
awd^ by the tttilire tod, wettfijed hi 
ft bnlatiiie tsUcb b very aeiisltivd, vre 


do not rwognise it. So, I congratu¬ 
late the Indian Council of Agricultu¬ 
ral Research that it has done a good 
thing, and I hope that this will not 
be the only and the last recognition 
of its kind, that the native wisdom 
of India would be appreciated. Let 
the scientists throughout the country 
and the agricultwal universities, 
schools and colleges as also the exten¬ 
sion officers follow this wisdom in 
the field to see what rural develop¬ 
ment requires from them. 


Rural development is a noble task, 
but I must admit that so far, we 
have not thought in terms of practical 
proposition. For example, I say that 
the Community Development Pro¬ 
gramme was launched on 2nd October 
1952, but nobody thought of providing 
even the limited telecommunication 
facilities like a telephone for a block 
development office. The community 
development block headquarter were 
recognised as a category station for 
the provision of PCO (Public Call 
Office) only on 19th July, 1974, that 
is after about 22 years of programm¬ 
ing for community development. 


Similarly. the local initiative 
through Fanchayat samitis, has not 
been allowed to grow, because the 
)fficers felt, sometimes politicians also 
felt, that if the panchayats marched 
up, if they showed some gemus, if 
they showed some ability, this kind 
)f approach would out-wit them and 
they had to be discarded and ulti¬ 
mately dropped. I mtist stress the 
!act that people’s initiative right from 
the Fanchayat Raj institutions and 
ipto the level of Parliament, the 
peoples’ representatives and those non- 
iaboratory methods, must be encour¬ 
aged if We have to make any head- 
jvay. I would rather stress the feet 
so much highlighted by the Imiian 
Science Congress. It says, "Resource 
and talent utilisation at laresent is 
heavily oriented to favour of urban 
areas.” I will oidy read this line a^ 
ask: Why Is it oriented to towur « 
me 'Beeauftt. vox s^^ 
reftoed'lio fO to ^ 'viUafee. becatttt 
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mral climate does not suit them? So, 
If we treat the block headquarter as 
this local points fop rural develop¬ 
ment, we must give all the facilities, 
we must have primary health centre, 
telephones, metalled roads, and model 
High schools. Then, ^f course, I think, 
people will be able to go there. And 
]f Education end Agriculture, both 
these subjects, become concurrent sub¬ 
jects, then the Central Government 
will have to shoulder its responsibility. 
1 must stress the concept of integrated 
development or what is called inte¬ 
grated rural development, because un¬ 
less all the Ministries join—the Minis¬ 
try of Industry has to play a role, 
the Ministry of Education has also to 
play e role—it is not possible to pro¬ 
mote rural development. 

Along time back, there was a 
talk of a model high school for each 
community development block. That 
has been discarded because of paucity 
of funds. But if we have to lift India 
up to the new heights expected by 
Gandhiji and hoped for by our national 
leaders like Jawaharlal Nehru and 
aspired to by the national leaders 
like Shrimati Indira Gandhi and 
Babuji, we must face the facts clear¬ 
ly that there must be a focal point 
of reference and that model point of 
reference for rural development can 
only be the village block or the head¬ 
quarters of the community development 
blocks. There are 5026 blocks in the 
country. Let us concentrate On focal 
points in each of these blocks in the 
farflung areas in the country and the 
result would be there. 

As far as forests are concerned, 
these days, forests are forgotten, but 
We must not think that forests have 
been forgotten in India traditionally. 
I^ord Buddha was the famous Indian 
saint who stressed the need to culti- 
v«te these and the western scholars 
are quoting now Lord Buddha in 
fevpur of forests He said, 

r 

**Let every one of my desciple and 

ey^ one of the adherents of my 


faith, whether a layman or a monk 

plant a tree in every hve years of 

his life” 

I have seen in Nepal how at the 
time of celebration of Buddha Poor- 
nima and at the advent of rains, 
they just plant a tree and this is 
regarded as a token of worship. And 
we, who have been worshipping trees 
and people, must protect the plants. 

I must stress the fact that although 
75 million hectares of land are avail¬ 
able in India for cultivation, out of 
this total area of land, only 22.7 per 
cent is available for forest trees. 

I am thankful to my Chief Minister, 
Dr. Parmar who has written a very 
inspiring article in the Tribune pub¬ 
lished on the 15th of April. He has 
brought out certain latest scientific 
thinking on the subject of forests. 
The forests would give beauty to the 
landsoope; they would bring coolness 
to the atmosphere and they' would 
bring water right from the bottom up 
to the top. This transpires into the 
atmosphere it would be very in¬ 
teresting to know. “The water taken 
from trees from the sub soil trans¬ 
pires into an atmosphere and falls as 
rains. A single eucalptus tree, 40 ft. 
high is said to transpire 80 gallons or 
360 litres of water a day." He has 
proved in this article that the yield 
per acre is far better end more ins¬ 
piring, through the cultivation of forest, 
artificial and natural, than through 
multiple cropping or otherwise. 

So, it i§ time that we should pay 
attention to forestry and forest based 
industries because with the cutting of 
forests, soil erosion and silting'—all 
the nllied problems occur—^with the 
result that the area for cultivati<m hag 
shrunk. It is said that scientifically 
40 per cent of the area in the ptefns 
and 60 per cent area in the hills must 
be covered by forests. But, in ttis 
country, as I told you, 22 per Cisst is 
only covered ahd that too ia indisori' 
ncdiMttely felled. How ia that fPrastry 
been givmt bnly 1.6 pee qsmf # ieur 
natiotial income whi^eds in' i ' 
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countries, the figure is as high as 30 
per cent. We have paid little attention 
to it. Though the British Govern¬ 
ment made n Policy Resolution on 
forestry as far back as in 1894 and 
our Government, after India became 
Independent, made certain changes 
and formed a National Policy Resolu¬ 
tion on Forestry in 1952, yet not much 
attention has been paid to it. Though 
the Indian Forest Service has been 
created, the “forests” remain a State 
subject. In the States, they do what¬ 
ever they like and the private con¬ 
tractors fell trees indiscriminately. 
For the beauty of India, for the glory 
of India and for its traditions, I would 
plead that forestry be given much 
more attention than what has been 
given so far. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands relating to the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Irrigation. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira); Mr. 
Chairman,’ Sir, while sup^rting the 
Demands for grants relating to the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation, 
I would like to make a few sugges¬ 
tions. 

This year, we are grateful to nature 
and partly to our own scientific break¬ 
through that we have been able to 
achieve extraordinarily good results 
in respect of cereals and several other 
cr<H>s. But in 1970-71. we had a 
similar situation and we frittered away 
substantial amount of grains and other 
matm^ial with the result that we went 
through a period which was a very 
difficult one. Therefore, I would plead 
that this year we should at least 
have l5 per cent of our production 
stored in proper silos for our future 
needs because 1976-77 could is a bad 
year, if the cycle were to be repeated, 
and it could not be different from 
1972-78. 

Theia has been a talk of reduction 
in sugar production, tn sugarcane pro¬ 
duction and in cotton production. On 
the one hanc^ we are saying that the 
weather has been favourable. How 


can it be unfavourable to sugarcane 
and a few other crops and favourable 
to cereals? This does not make much 
of a sense. The fact is, we did not 
give proper prices to sugarcane grow¬ 
ers and to cotton growers and we 
suffered the consequences. Let us not 
repeat the mistakes of earlier periods. 
Give reasonable prices to farmers. 
Don’t give extraordinary prices. If 
we give proper prices to farmers, 
whatever crop, whatever production 
we need, will be in abundance. The 
farmers will give the results which 
the country needs. 

There are many river disputes. We 
are all aware of them. But recently 
I have been following some of the 
disputes and 1 have found that extra¬ 
neous matters, other than those refer¬ 
red to the Tribunals, other than the 
terms of reference, are being dragged 
Into and unnecessary time is wasted 
with the result that some of the dis¬ 
putes niay not be resolved in a couple 
of years or three years or even longer 
period. This is one thing where the 
Government has to step in and take 
a very firm stand that nothing more 
than the terms of reference to the 
Tribunal would be dragged into the 
disputes and that judgments or awards 
are to be given promptly. This has a 
particular relevance to the Narmada 
river water dispute. We have a very 
limited reference to the Tribunal. 
But several items which have already 
been disposed of and finalised l* 6 t- 
ween the States are being dragged 
into the matter and, unfortiunately, 
the time is going to be extended from 
one year to two years and I do *iot 
know how many more years will be 
taken. 

We have talked about farmers’ fate 
and problems i*^ ^e past. Fortunate¬ 
ly, this year, we are in a little better 
position. But we cannot be gwe that 
farmers would not be called oncai 
again kulaks and rich farmers. Farm¬ 
ers once in a while become prosper¬ 
ous because of their own clforts. But 
that prosperity disappears as soon as 
a bad year cornea IVom my own 
experimoe of e iMge number of 
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faJrpaers, I know that farmers are the 
greatest gamblers in the vrorld. He 
gambles with his entire fortimes plus 
borrowed money. In case the crop 
fails, there is no compensation, 
there is no crop insurance. It 
is true that he gambles with Provid¬ 
ence and, probably, Providence is 
sometimes favourable ond sometimes 
not favourable. All that he can do 
is to cry within his heart, within 
himself, and not show his face out¬ 
side and suffer the consequences of 
his risk. We should consider that the 
nation also has some share in it, and 
we should not leave him high and dry. 
Crop insurance, I know, is not yet 
organised, but the earlier we do it, 
the better off we would be because 
that would provide the insurance to 
farmers. 

The Asoka Mehta Conunittee recom¬ 
mended some twenty years ago that 
announcement of the jKjlicies, support 
prices and other crop policies, shoixld 
be done in advance ot the sowing 
season. But even upto this year, this 
has not been done. Babuji has taken 
over this portfolio and I am quite 
sure that with his warmth and soft 
comer for the farmers, he would 
arrange for this. (Interruption). For 
example, the support prices for cotton 
have not yet been announced. 

THE minister OF AGRICUL¬ 
TURE AND IRRIGATION (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM): The market prices 
are more than the procurement prices. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: I would not 
pick UP an argument with Babuji 
because he is more knowledgeable, 
but all the same I would strongly 
urge upon the Government that, if 
this has not been done, they should 
try to do it, so that the farmers are 
able to decide what pattern of crop¬ 
ping they should take recourse to in 
the ensuing period. This was all that 
*was in my mind. 

We have reached the plateau of 
productivity In respect of certain 
crops. The other countries have also 
reached tor instance United 


States have readfied the plateau in 
wheat. Having reached Hie 
we have now to go to biplogicm dbvb- 
Icqpment. We know of the ill-effects of 
fertilisers hn ecology and vmter sup¬ 
ply. Now, we have been shown that, 
if C4 type, i.c., carbon 4 type, 
of crops are taken, then 
the productivity is higher, the 
photosynthesis is greater; if CS ts^pe 
is taken like wheat and rice, the inro- 
ductivity is less Sugarcane falls under 
C4, jowar falls under C4. C4 crops 
yield a higher energy return. Because 
the Sun is in abundance, the Sun is 
generous to this country, and With 
water and bke C02, we can have an 
abundance feed crops which could 
completely change qur picture. In 
1960 Mr. Subramaniam was able to 
see the advantage of hybrid seeds or 
cross-breed seeds—^improved seeds— 
and We had the Green Revolution. 
Now we need a super-Green Revolu¬ 
tion. If Babuji introduces slelective 
cropping, C4 crops, and also settles 
the genes which fix the nitrogen, 
we would not need so much of ferti¬ 
lisers which have become very costly, 
and in terms of foreign exchange, we 
are facing certain difficulties in pro¬ 
curement. Last year, our debit 
balance—the adverse trade balance— 
was of the order of Rs. 1200 crores, 
and this year, we are threatmi- 
ed, we may have Rs. 1400 crores or 
so. Therefore, tlds may be looked 
into. 

Grafting the nitrogen-fixing bacteria 
to cerral crops has been tried in 
several countries. When we have 
collaboration in the field of industry, 
we can have collaboration in the field 
of agricxilture also; we may have col¬ 
laboration with those countries and 
g!et the know-how tor speedy intro¬ 
duction of this techimlogy in our 
country. After all, our scientists are 
well equipped to absorb tlfis techno¬ 
logy; they can study and' gtelt H 
this country without muidi < (tel«y< 
Therefore, we should fix up colla¬ 
boration. 

1 ha4 written to BahuH aho(H 
till farming. fett a Hitloliii^y 
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amused- I would like to say that 
we should not leave it at that No- 
tili farming can offer us fantastic ad- 
vintages: it cuts cost by fifty per cent, 
it gives us 25 per cent higher produc¬ 
ts* there is no problem of erosion, 
we will need less fertilisers and so 
many other things. 

We have talked about jhoom farm¬ 
ing in forest and othej* areas. ‘No-till’ 
will solve the problems of hill areas 
and also solve certain difficulties re¬ 
garding forest-cutting and so on.

We have talked about, fishing. Pish¬ 
ing is very important. Wg are now 
talking of 200 -mile coastal boundary. 
We should obtain the design for fishing 
ships, namely, the factory ships, with 
the associated fishing vessels. I know 
that Soviet Union some five or ten 
years ago had promised to give us 
the design, but subsequently what 
happened, nobody knows. Probably 
there has been some reservation when 
the offer was made or follow-up did 
not take place to the extent it was 
necessary. 

As far as the forestry is concerned, 

1 would say only this .much that we 
have plenty of knowhow in the world 
today to develop f 9 restry very fast 
and our own photosynthesis, plenty of 
sun and carbon dioxide would make 
Us grow trees in 25 years which take 
60 to 70 years in Northern climes. 
This great advantage that God has 
given us, we cannot let it off. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands for Grant of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Irrigation. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESHMUKH 
(Parabhani): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I 
rise to congratulate, the hon. Minister 
of Agriculture and Irrigation, Babu 
Jagjivan Ram, for the most successful 
chiq)ter he has tamed in the history of 
Indian agriculture. While ckning so, 
and supporting Bie Deteai^ for 


Grants for the Ministry whole-hearted¬ 
ly, I personally wish to urge upon the 
sole champion of the down-trodden 
masses of this country to be a little 
more sympathetic towards them. 
These down-trodden masses have pre¬ 
cisely and solidly stood behind him and 
have shed blood and tears in order to 
make his task successful Even 90 
per cent of th&'jawans who laid their 
lives for the defence of the country 
were farmers and cultivators and from 
backward classes, whose cause he has 
been championing. Now when he is 
Minister for Agriculture, the same 
rustic farmers and backward classes 
in the rural areas have solidly stood 
behind him to give him record produc¬ 
tion. T, therefore, say with a little 
sense of pride that whatever tremen¬ 
dous amount of political support 
these people have derived from 
Babu Jagjivan Ram Ji, in no 
small measure, they have been 
trying to return with the same sense 
of spirit. I urge upon him to be a 
little more sympathetic and to be a 
little more cooperative with the lot of 
these most unfortunate people in the 
whole country. 

It is a fact, and even our enemies 
will acknowledge it that we had a 
record production of 114 million 
tonnes of foodgrains but it is also a 
fact and only a lion-hearted gentleman 
like Babu Jagjivan Ram will come 
forward to own it that had there been 
not a fall in the consumption of ferti¬ 
lizers, this record would have been 
still higher and still brighter and per¬ 
haps we would have beaten the best 
agriculturists in the world. And there 
has been fall in the consumption of 
fertilizers, because at one stroke of 
pen, the Government of India raised 
the price of fertilizers by 100 per cent, 
and every time they go on redu^ng by 
1 per cent, they can say that within a 
span of one year, they have reduced it 
hundred times and yet they will come 
only at the stage from where they 
started. This nibbing of the problems 
of fertilizers cannot be allowed to 
maain in the hands of anotiier Minis, 
try. That is why, 1 hive been plead- 
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Ing time and again that all subjects 
concerned with agriculture should be 
under one control and under one 
Ministry. Unfortunately, when we 
heard that irrigation had been added 
to the Ministry of Agriculture so that 
there would be coordinated develop¬ 
ment of agriculture and irrigation 
because without that there cannot be 
a single handed development, we also 
heard that cooperation which happens 
to be the very soul of agriculture was 
banded over to some other Ministry. 
I do not wish to discuss individuals. 
It is true that Shri Pai may be more 
sympathetic than even the most sym- 
pathic Minister of Agriculture, but if 
the problems are tagged along with 
the Ministry of Industry, which is 
mostly concerned with the problems 
of rich people, the problems of poor 
people concerned with agriculture, and 
the cooperatives are bound to suffer. 
Therefore, instead of helping in the 
solution of the problem, it has made 
the problem a little more difficult. 

Similar is the case of cotton and 
jute. We see that cotton production 
has fallen. Has cotton production come 
down because there has been a lack of 
in puts in cotton? Has it come down 
because there has been a lack of in¬ 
secticides to protect the crop of cotton? 
Is it because of any fertiliser deficien¬ 
cy in cultivation? It is only because 
of the foolish pricing policy followed 
by us, that the cotton production has 
gone down and on that policy unfortu¬ 
nately the Ministry of Agriculture 
has no control. If the man who pro¬ 
duces, is forced by somebodyelse to 
part away with it with a carrot and 
stick policy, I do not think agricul¬ 
tural production can increase in this 
country. Therefore, whUe on the one 
hand I appreciate the record produc¬ 
tion and also I further appreciate that 
it would have b4en a higher record, 
had there been enough fertilisers at 
comi>etitive and economic prices avail¬ 
able, we cannot forget the stark and 
naked fact that sugar production and 
cotton productidh 'In' this country has 
fallim because ot the foolish policies 


followed by us. Therefore, I wish 
that if a man of the stature of Babufi 
cannot rectify it even in the da>'S of 
emergency no power on earth can rec¬ 
tify it and no power on earth can go 
to the rescue of the sugar-cane grower 
or the cotton grower. So, unless cer¬ 
tain urgent steps are taken to improve 
the situation, I am afraid the situation 
instead of improving, may deteriorate 
further. 

Fortunately, last year, we had re¬ 
cord export of cotton. Even last year 
when we were exporting cotton, our 
mill-owners’ association has been 
clamouring that we need not export 
cotton but instead we might convert 
them into textiles or ready-made gar¬ 
ments and export thereby adding to 
the wealth of the country. The fact 
remains that merely by exporting cot¬ 
ton the country has earned a lot of 
foreign exchange. Then why was the 
specious plea put forward by the 
mill owners?. For the simple reason 
that they wanted cotton prices to 
touch a rock bottom and when the 
cotton prices touch a rock botton, on 
the specious plea of exporting gar¬ 
ments, they would say that the cotton 
garments exports have come down 
because of this policy or that policy, 
because of this tax or that tax and yet 
the country has been able to make 
valuable foreign exchange. So, there 
was a ver.y wise decision taken. But 
this wisdom was limited to 2 lakhs 
bales only. Had this wisdom be^ a 
little more liberal, the country would 
have earned a lot more of foreign ex¬ 
change. Even though this year we 
have a record carry-forward of cotton 
bales and even though production has 
not risen that high that we expected of 
textiles and other cotton products, yet 
here again the same plea has been 
made by the mill-owners’ association 
that they want imported cotton so 
that by import of cotton, the prices of 
indigenous cotton should again touch 
the rock bottom. 

Wp have applauded the Government 
of Maharashtra in the AICC fur 
the monopoly trade in tmttott. 
We thought that the Union Gov-* 
ernment which stood hy the Mkba- 
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rasbtra Government in tbe party orira- 
nlzation for enforcing a revolutionary 
scheme of monopoly procurement of 
cotton would stand by them but they 
struck by one blow the very heart of 
this schwne by denying them credit. 
The Reserve Bank of India imposed 
restrictions that they could not get 
credit even from commercial banks or 
even from Reserve Bank or from 
Government of India and they could 
not get even ways and means advance. 
Last year’s arrears of cotton prices 
have to be paid even now. Show me 
any cultivator in any part of the coun¬ 
try who has sold his produce at a 
particular price and then-has to wait 
for the amount for 12 more months. 
Therefore, this has resulted in the 
simple fact that the cotton acreage in 
Maharashtra has gone down by 25 per 
cent and the total production of cotton 
in Maharashtra has gone down by 50 
per cent. 

Therefore, marketing of agricul¬ 
tural produce is the vei^ heart of 
agricultural production and it is part 
and parcel of the process of produc¬ 
tion. Unless we do something to im¬ 
prove the marketing and unless we do 
something to see that no middleman is 
allowed to interfere, production can¬ 
not rise. Therefore, I urge upon 
Babuji that if to-day he speaks for the 
sugar-cane grower or the cotton 
grower, he will not be misunderstood 
and he will be in a position to remove 
the injustice for both the sugar-cane 
grower and the cotton grower. Let 
him take one simple step of taking 
over the Textile Commissioner’s office 
which is the bane of all the ills of 
cotton-growers of this country. Why 
should cotton be handled by the Com¬ 
merce Ministry which has nothing to 
do with cotton? It has everything to 
do with the Agriculture liUnistry and 
jute and cotton should be taken over 
by the Agriculture Ministry to see 
that the production increases on 

account of the ^orts put In by the 
farmers and that the benefits of pro¬ 
duction go to the proper quarters and 
the poor homes ofr cultivators for 
''^hom it la meant 
611 LS-^9, 


In these days of emergency and 
socialism and talks of progressivism, 
we have coined a new phrase called, 
‘sugar syndicate’ as if the sugar 

cyndieate consists of poor co-opera¬ 

tors! 85 per cent of them have got 
cane acreage of less than 3 acres and 
they are the richest persons on the 
face of earth and they are richer than 
the Tatas and Birlas and what not? 
Therefore, if we go to their rescue and 
if we'allow them a little'more margin 
and if they want a farthing more for 
a bushel of grain or a tonne of cane, 
we should curse them and say that we 
are pleading the cause of the sugar 
syndicate! Pleading this, as the cause 
of sugar Syndicate, I do not care 
whether you call it a Sugar Syndicate 
or you call it a Syndicate itself, I 
would say that the production of the 
sugar industry has come down from 48 • 
lakh tonnes to 44 lakh tonnes this 
year. Even to-day at the rate of 
London Market of £200 a tonne, how 
much foreign exchange is lost, is a 
simple calculation to make. 50 per 
cent of it is the rupee profit earned by 
the Government of India at the cost 
of the toiling sugar cane growers. 

We had series of Commissions right 
from the Sen Commission downwards 
in order to work out the price of sugar 
on a scientific basis. It was suggested 
that the all India average sucrose con¬ 
tent should be considered at a parti¬ 
cular level and any addition to that 
sucrose content should be in that 
proportion. Therefore, last year. 
Government announced a sugar cane 
policy of with a minimum sugar cane 
price, thereby saving that for 8.5 per 
cent recovery the price should be 
Rs. 85 as a tonne and for every one 
point Increase thereon, one shall get 
'Re. 1 more. But this proportional 
increase and fixing of sugar cane price 
as the minimum cane price has been 
set at nought by saying that the entire 
formula of price fixation on levy basis 
will be changed. Levy price will be 
calculated on the actual sugar cane 
price paid by the factories of that 
particular region. The actual cost, 
actual working conditions of the fac- 
toies set at nought the concept of 
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firee sale and levy price. Und» the 
^arb of open sale and free sale we 
imposed totol control on the sugar 
Industry. This total control has work¬ 
ed against the interests of the sugar 
Industry, sugar cane growers and the 
sugar consumers. Why I say that it 
has worked against the sugar consu¬ 
mers is that if 44 lakh tonnes of pro¬ 
duction of sugar is subjected to 20 
per cent excise duty @ average weight 
ed price of Rs. 150 per bag, it works 
out to Rs. 30 per bag on levy sugar 
and 45 per cent of Rs. 300 per bag 
works out to Rs. 135. The average 
excise duty paid per bag works out to 
Rs. 67.50. To that purchase tax is 
added Rs. 16.50 which is charged by 
the State Government. The fact 
would reveal that 3/4th of excise duty 
which is shared by the Government of 
India is thrice the total public capital 
employed in the sugar factories. Even 
the purchase tax payable by one sugar 
factory in a full crushing season comes 
to the entire share capital subscribed 
by the concerned State Government. 
And yet those factories should survive? 
And because these factories should 
survive, the Government of India had 
ai^ointed the Sampaths Committee. 
The Sampaths Committee took a long 
time to give a Report. To arrive at a 
conclusion to accept the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Committee, fhe all power¬ 
ful Government of India aided by a 
large army of experts took one year 
i.e. 365 days. Even at the time of 
consideration, the nine—sugar facto¬ 
ries which were basically covered 
under the Sampath Committee recom¬ 
mendations as public were not given 
incentive so far as excise duty was 
concerned. They had been assured 
that they will be covered under the 
Sampath Committee, but were left out 
from the Sampath Committee, because 
the Sampath Committee recommenda¬ 
tions were applicable to these factories 
which had got f.o.r. cost of plant and 
machinery over Rs. 200 lakhs. The 
sugar industry which pays f.o.r. cost 
of Rs. 200 lakhs has to cover project 
cost of Rs. 4-1/2 crores. The total 


losses worked out on that basis bf 
sugar factories having plant and 
machinery of txy.r. cost of fte. 900.00 
lakhs or Rs. 160.00 Isdchs come to more 
or less the same. 


So, our basic request is that the Gov¬ 
ernment should consider the case of 
9 factories which were emotionally 
and officially covered by the Sampath 
Conunittee's recommendations. The 
slab, as I have already mentioned, 
should be brought down from 200 
lakhs to 160 lakhs, (with proportional 
reduction in the incentives already 
announced). We went from door to 
door, we went to the Industrial Costs 
and Accounts Bureau, we called on 
Mr. Babuji. We went and saw the 
hon. Ihrime Minister, and yet this 
simple thing which is a logical thing 
could not be acceded to. 


For the development of sugarcane 
in the sugar factory area there is a 
central sector scheme. 50 per cent of 
the purchase tax levied by the State 
Government should be reserved for 
village road development. The Maha¬ 
rashtra Government, instead of reserv 
ing that lor development of village 
roads, has passed a Resolution, saying 
that sugarcane growers cannot use 
tarred roads for transport of sugar¬ 
cane in bullock carts. They just want 
to cater to the needs of air-condi¬ 
tioned transport, of the intelligentsia 
and the elite. I wish to state that any 
blatant violation of Sampath Commit¬ 
tee's recommendations, which Com¬ 
mittee was constituted by the Govern¬ 
ment of India themselves, should not 
be tolerated by th^. Government 
should clamp it upon them with a 
heavy hand. Water «md electricity 
should not be cteixied lor the cul^va- 
tlon of sugarcane. The Governpnect 
should come down with g flnn hand 
in such matters and uidess £My aUew 
sugarcane priori^ in respect of electri¬ 
city, irrigation and fertilirncii^ Slid re- 
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'Serve isn^ per cent, of the purchase 
tax for rural road development in the 
factory etea, the Government of India 
‘shcxQd sey clearly that they will not 
give the excise duty share to the State 
Crovemment concerned. I hope Babuji 
will see to it that the grievances of the 
eugarcEUie growers are removed. Thank 
iron.

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, whichever the 
Ministry that is headed by Babujl, he 
wins the laurels of ^ people. He 
became very popular when he headed 
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the D^ence 'Mliustty. Now, as t&e 
Minister 8f Agriculture and irriga¬ 
tion, he is more popular because the 
nature has been kind to him and there 
was a good monsoon during the last 
jrear and there was a good crop. But 
1 would like to point out that the 
results achieved through the scientific 
research have not been fully applied 
for agricultural development. These 
results have not reached the fanners, 
with the help of which they can pro¬ 
duce more. This is one of the biggest 
subjects that we are discussing today 
and the demands are huge. The 
subjects we are ' discussing centre 
round the 20-point programme an¬ 
nounced by the Prime Minister. 
Various speakers have made many 
suggestions and also appreciated the 
work done. But they have also 
pointed out how the farmers of this 
country have been completely neglect¬ 
ed and how there is an exodus of 
farmers towards the cities. Sir, the 
economy of this country is based on 
agriculture. Excellent research has 
been made by ICAR but the results 
have not reached *t'B8"farmers. I must 
pay my handsome tributes to Dr. 
Swaminathan who has done excellent 
work on agriculture. Because of the 
land ceiling and land reforms we have 
thought of, the whole country is going 
through a social change. We are 
making experiments in distribution of 
land to the landless and opening the 
land ceiling laws. But after all this, 
the important aspect whether the 
farmer is free from taxation and hars- 
sment. As I said, farmers are run¬ 
ning av'ay from the villages to the 
towns and cities because various fac¬ 
tors have created an anxiety among 
them. The economic condition of the 
rural farmer is not good. I wiU give 
some figures about farm incomes in. 
Karnataka and other States, which 
have been collected by an economist. 

I feel it is very relevant to the situa¬ 
tion:

“Excerpts from the studies mhde 
by Dr. (Mrs) Scarlet Epst^n 
released by the Economic Divi¬ 
sion of the Bureau of Econo¬ 
mics and Statistics of the 
Karnataka Government are 
confined to two villages near 
Ihe sugar town of Mandya 

.. .The rich farmer in the dry vil¬ 
lage has also registered a 
two fold increase in net in¬ 
come per consumption unit 
at 1965 prices. He has tend¬ 
ed to substitute the costly 
rice for cheaper ragi in his 
household consumption and 
there is also a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease in the value of basic 
foods consumed per month 
placing the daily calorie in¬ 
take per consumption unit at 
about 4,000 in the form of 
rice and ragi. The increase 
in income has resulted in 
considerable household sav¬ 
ings which he was iitvested 
on lands, bullocks, pumpset, 
rice mill, etc. The land hold¬ 
ing of the middle farmer in 
the dry village remained the 
same. In 1955 the value of 
rice and ragi accounted for 
about half of the household’s 
food consumption: he has cut 
down his ovmUl extmodlfure 
per consumption unit by Id 
per cent to manage to break 
even. He is dependent on 
income derived from outside 
the village to keep his family 
going and wifhodt ^lUs, he 
would have ggeat d^euity In 
making both ends meti. 

The case of the poor farmer re¬ 
vealed that his stibUsten^ 
output cotastiih|ytio& 
which was Bs. 5 te hadf 
dwindled to Hs. 2 per tt^ 
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ihe sale of halt of bis dry 
lands. The 'drastic fall in 
outimt forced him to cut down 
his food intake. He spends 
very little on other staple 
foods. A calorie intake of 
less .than 2,000 per day is 
hardly sufficient to feed a 
working man. 

While middle farmers have 
managed on the whole to hold 
their own, the cases studied 
of these farmers show that 
the greater a household’s de¬ 
pendence on rural cash wages 
for meeting .necessary ex¬ 
penditure, the greater has 
been the deterioration in the 
standard of living.” 

This is the condition that is prevailing 
in the villages in this country! 

Even the economic help that you are 
rendering to the farmers is very 
meagre. What is happening now is 
that in spite of the incentives that 
have been announced, people in the 
rural areas are making distress sale 
of rice, ragi and paddy because they 
are not getting any remunerative price. 
The prices of inputs like pump-sets, 
fertilisers, etc. are very high. The 
small and marginal farmer cannot 
mechanise their farms because of small 
holdings. Even the taxes that you 
have levied have not helped the small 
farmers. The Raj Committee has re¬ 
commended that the rich farmers 
should be taxed but the Government 
of India and the Agriculture Ministry 
have not taken note of those recom¬ 
mendations and the entire peasantry 
is in doUdrums. Still tte primitive 
methods of cultivation are going on. 
Bullocks are still used for ploughing 
the fields. That system has not been 
changed in the rural part. 

fia df there are cer¬ 

tain seh^ses for the bmeftt of small 
and margin^- farmers bnt unfortunate¬ 
ly, ibB marjj^nai farmer cannot take 
hdvfintaie i}f tlUMas sebefnes because

' 'ineehiBBaaa>a<-^-*1»wy .im' amaU hold- 
inga and socaettmes, diy holdings. The 


harassment that Is there by the Gov¬ 
ernment officiate te there both on mar¬ 
ginal farmers as well as rich farmers- 
He has to auction his animate for pay¬ 
ing a paltry amount to the Land Mort¬ 
gage Bank. But today, the Govern- 
ment of India does not stand guarantee 
for him. The:^, stand guarantee lor 
the rich farmers, rich landlords, indus¬ 
trialists and for sick mills, but not 
for the poor farmers. Therefore, there 
should a rational thinking in under¬ 
standing the plight of poor farmers. 
They should be given remunerative 
prices taking into consideration the- 
cost of inputs. The prices of the inputs. 
like tractor, etc. have not come down. 

I would like the Minister to take this 
point in view. Minor irrigation 
schemes have not been completed in 
all the States. In my own State, minor 
irrigation schemes are not forthcom¬ 
ing. Therefore, how can you account 
for the economy of the rural sector 
when there is no mechanised farming. 

If the small-holder is to have the- 
advantage of mechanized farming, the 
tracVir—whether it is imported or 
manufactured here itseU should be 
made available at a reasonable charge. 
This is not being done. Those people' 
are not reducing their price. The pump 
sets which you supply are not condu¬ 
cive to the needs of the farmers. And 
its price is also not reasonable. The 
size of the tractor is also not suitable. 

A .«tudy made in this connection has 
revealed as follows: , 

“In a sample study of indirect 
taxes of an ISracre farm, ,it was- 
found that the per acre indirect tax 
came to Rs. 209.62 and for the gltar- 
native oil-engine powered tubewell' 
farms, it amounted to Rs. 254.37 per 
acre. The total liability works to- 
Rs. 3,774.46 for the former ancf 
Rs. 4,580.89 for the latter, on the- 
same farm.” 

This study also says fiiat: 

“This is exorbitant and more j^ian- 
in Jipsn anfi ibe Sovigt iJ'niqn pve» 
, .Im^th* early stageg of their d«v«o!>*- 
ment.” 
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Therefore, the economic effect of the 
indirect taxation on farms should be 
subjected to a meaningful study. There 
should be an «iqulry into the taxa> 
'tion of the farmers; and the entire 
4and should be categorised. The taxa- 
*tion should be based on rational think¬ 
ing; and the prices paid to the agri- 
vculturists should be remunerative. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
:SWAM1 (Gauhati): While taking my 
stand here to support the Demands for 
drants of the Ministry of Agriculture 
smd Irrigation, I associate myself with 
the sentiments expressed by the other 
.<hon. Members who have congratulated 
8abu Jagjivan Ram and his Ministry, 
for the tremendous improvement that 
■we have seen during the last year. In 
a country like ours, where the food 
hill constitutes a major share of the 
budget of an individual, an improve¬ 
ment in the agricultural sector not only 
improves the total economy of the 
country, but it really brings relief to 
the common man. From that point of 
view, one shall have to admit that the 
fate of the common man in this coun¬ 
try during the last few months, be¬ 
cause of improvement at the food front 
and also the Emergency and other 
measures taken after Emergency, has 
•really improved; and it is better, com¬ 
pared to what it was about a year 
back. My other colleagues who have 
spoken earlier, hav'e dealt -with the 
various aspects of agriculture. But 1 
will draw the attention of the Ministry 
to the difficulties of my State and the 
other States which are suffering from 
the havoc of flood.

[Mr. DsJputy-Speaker in the Chair] 

I come from a State which is con¬ 
tinually suffering, year after year, 
from the flood—not only once or 
’ iydce, but sometimes even six times 
" hr mlorw; only during the last year, 
* there was some relief to the common 


aSo 

man becauae, though Bihar and other 
States suffered heavily from flood, 
Assam was an exception. Brahma¬ 
putra is playing constant havoc with 
the population and property, so much 
so that to-day it has completely sap¬ 
ped the initiative of the farmer to go 
in for better farming methods; as he 
does not know what his fate awaits 
him because if there is flood all his 
efforts go in vain, i do not want to 
give statistics here about the loss or 
damage due to flood in the State of 
Assam or in other States, it has been 
stressed in this House on many occa¬ 
sions. But unfortunately, it has to be 
admitted that during all these years, 
only an ad-hoc attempt has been made 
to deal with the problem of flood, even 
though we have spent a C4msiderable 
amount of money. Since 1954, as the 
Report itself indicates, we have spent 
about Rs. 445 crores for the repair of 
embankments and other efforts to 
tackle the problem. But, unless some 
sort of comprehensive plans are taken 
up to tackle the problem of floods, it 
will continue to remain in the same 
state of affairs, as it has been today, 
or as it was in the past, and year 
after year we will be only spending 
money which will go down the drain. 
Therefore, I feel that the time is now 
ripe when we should take some plan¬ 
ned measures, and even though our re¬ 
sources may not be sufficient for it, 
we should go in for resources from 
other organisations, like the World 
Bank or some other organisations. Un¬ 
less something is done in this direc¬ 
tion, my own apprehension is that not 
only the people will continue to suffer 
and valuable property will be lost, but 
there will not be any systematic and 
planned development in the agricul¬ 
tural front in many areas. 

18.00 hrs. 

In the House we were assured that 
the Brahmaputra Flood Opntr<fl Bill 
would be taken up and that the Cen¬ 
tral Oo^rmnimt would take up the 
. responsibility of tackling Brahma¬ 
putra. We know that it Is hot possible 
for the Central Government to ta<dde 
the Brahmapittra wtthin om? ev two 
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years and that we shaU have to live 
with the Brahmaputra for a consider¬ 
able number of years. But we want 
that at least some sort of beginning 
should be made to tackle this problem. 
When it was announced here that the 
Brahmaputra Flood Control Bill would 
be taken up by the Centre, there was 
expectation in the minds of the people 
that at least concerted efforts would 
be made to tackle this problem. But, 
unfortunately, the Bill has not seen 
the light of day, even though a couple 
of years have passed. I feel that a 
proper tackling of the Brahmaputra 
can lead to growth-oriented projects 
for both irrigation and -power. So, I 
would appeal to the hon. Minister of 
Agriculture and Irrigation to take this 
aspect seriously. I know that his 
answer may be that this is a problem 
for which the financial allocations will 
have to be made from the resources of 
the State. But, it is not possible for 
a State like Assam to deal with such 
a mighty river which, unfortunately, 
flows only through that State. How 
can we go to the people and say that 
the responsibility is either with the 
Centre or with the States? After all, 
the people want that their problems 
should be mitigated and, therefore, I 
feiel that the Centre should take up 
this matter, in consultation with the 
State Government. 

In that context, I will come to the 
other problems of agriculture in ipy 
own region. It shall have to be ad¬ 
mitted that there has been tremendous 
develpoment in agriculture, but de¬ 
velopment has been only in some areas. 
For example, there has been develop¬ 
ment in Haryana and Punjab, but in 
the eastern region development is still 
to go a long way. In fact, we are still 
continuing with the age-old processes 
of agriculture. I was horrified to find 
from the statistics, which are a few 
years’ old—I do not have the present 
statistics with me<—that while in the 
whole country more than 19 lakh 
pump-sets were beixig utilized, on^ 
someudiere near 18*7 pump-seats were 
in operation in the entire north-eastern 
region. The farmers in that region 
have not taken to irrigation, er power. 


or utilisation of other inputs. There, 
is hardly any rural electriflcation in 
the eastern States, because the flgure- 
for that region is only 6 per cent. 

THE minister OF STATE IN THE: 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE AND- 
IRRIGATION (MRI ANNASAHEB- 
P. SHINDE): What is the reason? 

SHRI DINESH CHi\NDRA GO- 
SWAMI: One reason is that the cli- 
mate has not been created for develop¬ 
ment. After .all, the agricultural com¬ 
munity is a conservative community. 
They continue with the age-old habits. 
So, a climate should be created where 
they could see for themselves the bene¬ 
fits of modem techniques so that they*^ 
will adopt them themselves. But, un¬ 
fortunately, such a climate has not 
been created. I would appeal to the 
Central Government to consider how-^ 
we can create such a climate there..- 

Take, for example, rural electrifica¬ 
tion. According to Government statis¬ 
tics, for the entire north eastern region 
the average is somewhere in the- 
region of 6 per cent whereas in Har¬ 
yana it is 100 per cent and the All- 
India average is more than 30 per¬ 
cent. 

It is an admitted fact that today 
there is a lot of water resources in 
the north east region. In the Report 
itself the Ministry had admitted at 
page 8 that there is termendous poter- 
tialities for water development in the- 
north-eastem region. The Report says: 

“The action programmes included 
steps for strengthening the surface 
water and ground water organisa¬ 
tions in the States, monitoring of th& 
programme in the eastern States 
where there is comparatively much 
larger potential for further develop¬ 
ment of ground water resources...”^ 

Unfortunately, because of the heavy- 
rainfall in the eastern States, there 
was a feeling that irrigation is not 
necessary. But now it has been found' 
out that the moisture content of the' 
land is very low. Once, the rain water 
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flows out, tile land becomes dty and 
ii^iiflation becomes necessary. There¬ 
fore, the C^tral Government should 
take up very seriously the question of 
development of agriculture in the 
eastern region, and lor that proper 
ktudies should be made and ways 
should be found out as to how the 
habits of the people, particularly the 
agriculturists, can be changed, from 
the age-old habits of agriculture to 
modern agriculture. 

For example, we do not have better 
varieties of seeds. When the seeds 
that we get from long distances ulti¬ 
mately reach Assam, we find that they 
lose much of their quality and in many 
cases they are damaged. From the re¬ 
port I find that there are a number of 
projects in regard to seeds in other 
areas including four sub-projects but 
I find that there is no such project in 
the eastern region. If properly de¬ 
veloped, the eastern region can reallv 
feed the rest of the country so far as 
rice is concerned. Therefore, I would 
request the hon. Minister to consider 
having some projects in this respect 
in the eastern region also. 

Because of the moratorium on rural 
debt, today the availability of credit 
to the rural people has dried up, anc! 
the rural banks are not yet in a posi¬ 
tion to meet the needs of a large num¬ 
ber of farmers. So, unless some alter¬ 
native arrangements are made, the 
condition of the farmers will not only 
deteriorate, but it will affect the total 
economy of the country besides agri¬ 
culture. Therefore, the Agriculture 
Ministry should draw up a plan of 
providing alternative credit to the 
rural people. 

Since agriculture has become all- 
embracing, we should not be content 
with only discussing the Demands of 
the Ministry of Agriculture, but we 
ehould have an early opportunity of 
discussing integrated rural develop¬ 
ment schemes on which Mr. Subra- 
'maniam laid greaf emphasis in his 
'Budget speech.

SHRI PURSHOTTAM KAKODKAR 
(Panjim); I rise to congratulate tiie 
Minister of Agriculture on the im¬ 
provement achieved in agriculture pro- 
dufcfion and procurement,, proper 
planning and distribution of foodfrains 
and also providing the necessary infra¬ 
structure. 1 particularly refer to 
Babuji because this improvement we 
have seen only since he took over as 
Agriculture Minister. Many factors 
have contributed to this situation, like 
emergency, but they have also come 
only alter he has taken over as Minis¬ 
ter in charge of this portfolio. 

Hon. Members have expressed their 
views and mentioned that the situa¬ 
tion is better all over the country. I 
would like to see the same situation 
in Goa. I need not speak about the 
whole country. Since nobody has 
spoken about Goa, I shall take time 
onl.v to say something regarding Goa. 

Before liberation, in Goa there was 
no availability of lertlliisers, good 
seeds, modern methods of cultivation 
or the necessary infra-structure, and 
yet the production of rice, which is the 
staole food of the Goans there, w^s 
sufficient for about seven months in 
the year. For the remaining five 
months, it had to be brought from 
outside. After liberation, now the 
availability of fertilisers is good.

We have plenty of fertilisers and 
a fertiliser plant is functioning in Goa. 
Then good seeds are also available. 
Some modern methods of cultivation 
are also available. But the production 
has gone down, "^e paddy production 
now is for five months, instead of 
seven months. We have to bring rice 
from Kamatalm and Andhra Pradesh 
and even from Nepal. What ba® 
happened to the funds there? What has 
haiQiened to the technical knowiadga? 
(^ly those people' who gret respOjMl]bto 
in administration and for develbianent

Cfua say something , about it. Naturally, 
ii is misused and misused to such an 
extent that I don’t think anywhere in 
the country, it is misused like this. 

The 20-point programme has been 
there today in Goa and about it loud 
slogans are going on; it has been a 
farce, as far as its actual implementa¬ 
tion is concerned. I belong to Goa. 
I have moved with the people and have 
seen things with my own eyes. I have 
not seei anything regarding its im¬ 
plementation as such. But I have 
heard slogans about it and have read 
Statements about it. I have also heard 
people saying just the . opposite. If 
at all something has been done, it is 
4lone by some private parties at the 
•cost of sacrificing their own interest. 

For example, take the case of house 
sites. House sites have been announc- 
«d by the Government. But I do not 
icnow how many house sites have 
been actually given to the tenants or 
the farmers. There is one person Mr. 
Desh Prabu who announced on 19lh 
November last that he had given more 
than 300 house sites to the tenants 
without getting anything from them. 
He has also assured them that they 
should not pay a single paisa lor thpse 
house sites. I do not remember the 
exact figure, but it is more than 300. 
He has also told them that they should 
not pay anything to him and thosie 
houses and some land are theirs. He 
gave it to them in writing. 

But the Government of Goa, the 
party people and even those who are 
in power, ridiculed and criticised it. 
This is what is going on in Goa. It 
they had stopped these slogans and 
followed the 20-point economic pro¬ 
gramme as also its implementation. 
I would certainly have appreciated 
and praised it openly. 

There Is a sugar factory. I am not 
telling you what the people told me. 
But there are many concrete and 
factual thipgs. I udU read out only 
is published in papers and what 
is published gre the statements made 
by'^e hBjoii^ers in the Aascsnbly.

DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Give a 
Summary. If you read the whole 
thing, it will take a long time. 

SHRII PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: I quote: 

‘The Development Minister told 
the Goa Assembly on 2nd April that 
the Sanjeevani Cooperative Sugar 
Factory incurred a loss of over 41.85 
lakhs during 1973-74. 

To a question whether the same 
Factory incurred Rs. 46.90 lakhs 
during 1974-75, the same Minister 
replied that it would not be fair to 
mention any figure, since the 
accounts of the Factory for that 
year had not been audited.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are 

these the proceedings of the Assem¬ 
bly there? 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: It says: 

“The same Minister explained that 
at least seven factors were responsi¬ 
ble for ihe losses and the enumerat¬ 
ed like this:— 

1. Inadequate supply of sugarcane; 

2. high cost of transport charges; 

3. low sugar recovery percentage; 

4. low price of levy sugar paid by 
the Central Government; 5. higher 
price paid to the sugarcane pro¬ 
ducers compared to the one fixed by 
the Centre and due to inclusion of 
the depreciation of plant and mac- 
minery into the profit and loss 
account.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Are 

these the proceedings of the Goa 
Assembly? 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: Therefore, I read it out. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We 

ahould not discuss the proceedings of 
another Assembly here. 

SH^ PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: It is published in papers, it U 
reported in papers. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
all right. But we should not discuss 
them here. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: Goa is a small territory. The 
land is not very large. The whole 
territory is small. 1 would request the 
hon. Minister to see that there is no 
further fragmentation, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
try to conclude now. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: Please give me a few minutes 
ihore. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
taken 10 minutes. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: I say this because, in 1964, 
there was the Tenancy Act and, 
according to that Act, a tenant had 
the right to pay only l/6th to the 
owner and keep 5/6th for himself. It 
was a good legislation. But it was 
only on paper. Practically, he could 
keep for himself 5/6th of nothing. 
There was no production. Because in 
Goa there are bunds, they are broken 
and saline water comes in. In the past, 
the land-owners, the tenants and the 
Government also, all together, saw 
that the bunds were repaired. But 
now nobody takes responsibility and 
saline water remains there. No culti¬ 
vation and no production. That is one 
of the reasons why paddy production 
has gone down from seven months to 
five months. Now, it has become the 
nursery of prawns and it is the busi¬ 
ness in Goa. There is no padd.y nro- 
duction. Sir there are rural institu¬ 
tions, thousands of years of ago and, 
at least, there are statements that 
these Camunidales are going to be 
abolished.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Conclude 
now. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: This is what this Report also 
•ays; 
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“Land holdings in this country am 
by and large fragmented and small 
to lend themselves to scientific cul* 
tivation.” 

All this is regarding the whole coun¬ 
try. Goa is a small territory. If we 
go on fragmenting the land, it will not 
help anybody. So, my request to the 
hon. Minister is to appoint a high- 
powered committee of experts and find 
out how the best use can be made of 
the Camunidales so that paddy produc¬ 
tion can he acquired from the land, and 
Goa does not require to bring rice from 
other States. 

SHRI PATTABHI RAMA RAO (Ra- 
jamundry): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir» 
I rise to support the Demands for 
Grants in respect of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Irrigation, ,ind I would 
like to make a few suggestions for 
what they are worth. 

The bumper harvest of the current 
season is a mixed blessing. The fact 
that We have been able to produce 
nearly 115 million tonnes of grains 
shows that given the normal aids, the 
country is well on the way to self-suffi¬ 
ciency. At the same time, the surplus 
has brought forth one or two more 
lessons. 


The first is that, unless the other 
conditions are normal, we cannot ex¬ 
pect a good harvest. Among these 
conditions, the most important is the 
supply of water which, in turn depends; 
on the monsoon. During the last three 
or four years, we have had sufficient 
experience to know that, with the best 
of will in the world, the farmer cannot 
produce more in an intensive way 
without assured water supply. This is 
the first lesson that we have learnt 
or should learn. 


The second lesson is that, even & 
small surplus can be embarrassing 
when prices fall suddenly. This hurts 
the fanner in one way and th© 
Government in anbUter way. It harts 
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the farmer because he has purchased 
inputs like fertilisers and seeds at 
high prices in the expectation that he 
will be getting a certain return from 
the harvest and when this return falls 
or is reduced, he naturally loses the 
expected income, apart from the fact 
that this makes it difficult for him to 
return the loans that he has taken 
during the cultivation season. It also 
robs him of the incentive to produce 
more in future. 

Government introduced the policy of 
compulsory purchase in one form or 
another of a part of the grains or. in 
some instances, all the grains at a par¬ 
ticular price. The idea behind this 
purchase was that the consumer, espe¬ 
cially in the urban areas, should get 
his food articles at a fairly cheap price. 
This involved a certain amount of sub¬ 
sidy in the interest of the consumer 
and at the expense of the taxpayer. 
The system w'orked well as long as the 
farmer was able to dispose of the 
balance of his produce at the market 
rate which was higher than the price 
at which Government purchases were 
made. But when, as a result of sur¬ 
plus grains, the prices fell, the position 
of the Government was reversed. 
Far from buying the grains from the 
farmer at a price which was lower 
than the market price, they had to buy 
from the farmer in order to sup¬ 
port him and keep the price at a 
level which is bound to be higher 
than the market price. This is inevi¬ 
table in the circumstances, but throw 
a huge burden on the Government. 
This raises several problems for 
the Government. The Govern¬ 
ment Bgencies are not equipped 
to buy all the grains offered 
and within the time that the farmer 
wishes to dispose them of. They do 
not have sufficient storage space and 
certsdn amount of wastage occurs 
thereby. Comidaints have already been 
voiced in the surplus-producing areas 
that Government is not buying so as 
to meet the full supply offered. 

The draw on credit is very high and 
the resources of tihe banks ere being 
strained. Althoiigh a new idtuaticm 
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has been created, it is put to the Gov¬ 
ernment to see that thi.s situation today 
and similar situations in the future 
are tackled in a proper manner w'ith- 
out a sense of panic and without a 
feeling that it is a crisis. In other 
words, w-hat i^ required is the nor¬ 
malisation of agricultural planning. 
A procedure should be put into the 
administration of agricultural supply 
and demand in such a way that neither 
deficit nor surplus poses any serious 
problem. Let it be remembered that 
agricultural production cannot be plan¬ 
ned meticulously as in the case of in¬ 
dustry. Variations from one’s expec¬ 
tations are bound to occur even if 
there is no embarrassing surplus. 

Incidentally I would like to mention 
that there is a misnomer about the 
quantity- of the surplus and its impact 
on the economy. Some persons are of 
the mistaken view that the surplus is 
only three or four per cent and that, 
therefore, it is not very great. What 
matters in this context is not the per¬ 
centage of the surplus but the actual 
quantity involved. It is five per cent 
of a hundred million tonnes; in terms 
of the actual quantities that arrive in 
the market, as a proportion of a total 
production, the quantity involved is 
almost one-fifth or one-sixth of the 
total quantity that can be absorbed by 
the market. 

What then is the solution? As I said 
earlier, a method has to be devised 
which should be put into as a normal 
procedure. I venture to suggest that, 
instead of the Government being solely 
responsible for the purchase, the other 
agencies should also be made respon¬ 
sible for it, though not directly through 
the provision of credit. The other day 
I read an item of nevi's that one of 
the leading banks in the South is 
constructing godowns to store grains. 
This, Sir, is an excellent move and 
should be copied by all banks. This 
is Sin advantage to everyone concern¬ 
ed. The banks bmeflt by using their 
funds in S ccmstructive manner and by 
atffing the economy of the countiy. The 
Govenimeht benefits hgr‘ reducihg ^ 
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area ot their responsibility, at the same 
tbne maintaining a hold indirectly on 
the quantities of grains available for 
distribution. The farmer gains by not 
being compelled to sell at unremunera- 
tive prices but getting enough credit on 
his psoduce so as to tide over the im> 
mediate demand for money. The au¬ 
thorities concerned should evolve a 
detailed plan for roping in the tanks 
in such a way that they build the 
godowns, give credit to the farmer for 
as long as necessary, give him option 
to sell as he likes or all’ offering to 
the government at prescribed prices. 
By this means, I think the surpluses 
can be taken care of without undue 
strain. Indeed. Sir. I understand in 
some countries the credit slips given to 
the farmers are negotiable. And the 
fact that the fanner is given option 
to sell of his own or offer the produce 
to the Government makes the scheme 
a practical one. Perhaps the Govern¬ 
ment may try this in one or two highly 
surplus areas lo begin with and see 
to what extent it can be made a nor¬ 
mal practice of credit-cum-sale. 


of the surplus water of the Krishna. 
This is but a beginning. What is retilly 
required is to link up the southern 
river so that a soul^m water grid 
is formed. I Sufisest that immediate 
steps should be taken to connect the 
Godavari wifh the Krishna, the Krishna 
with the pennar and the pennar with 
the Cauvery. This is not a grandoise 
scheme like the linking of the northern 
and the southern rivers but a simple 
and a practical one which can be im¬ 
plemented with the resources which 
are immediately available. Between the 
Godavari and the Krishna there are 
hill streams wich cause a great deal 
of damage through a sudden flush of 
floods, they can be canalised, It is 
notorious that most of the water of the 
Godavari is wasted into the sea during 
the monsoon months. There is a large 
swamp in the Krishna and West 
Godavari districts called the Kolleru 
lake which also can be reclaimed for 
food production if this scheme is im¬ 
plemented. I, therefore, suggest that 
this should be given the highest prior¬ 
ity and a committee of experts appoint- 
ed immediately to work out the 
details. 


I said earlier, that there can be x 
intensive production without wats 
This is not the time to go into tl 
merits or demerits of the way in whi< 
the States have held up many schemi 
in regard to the use of inler-Stn 
rivers. This is an old story and tb 
Narmada is always an example as 1 
how much water goes waste for lac 
of inter-state understanding. More r« 
cenlly, the Government have becora 
aware of this problem, and thanks t 
Babuii for the dymmic lead he ha 
been taking in this direction, the Gov 
eminent are taking steps to accelerat 
such understanding and push forwan 
schemes for the full utiUsation of th 
Vk aters of inter-Staie rivers. 


I am myself concerned at present 
only with a small point. Recently the 
Chief Minister of' Andhra Pradesh

Then, Sir, sugar is a big foreign ex¬ 
change earner today. But the position 
of the grower of the sugarcJane or the 
producer of sugar in Andhra Pradesh 
is very bad. The farmer does not get 
a remunerative price for his produce 
the producer loses heavily with the 
present levy price in Andhra Prade;^, 
which is the lowest in the country. If 
the factory pays Rs. 120 per tonne of 
cane, it is not quite remunerative to the 
grower. Then even at that price, if 
the levy price per quintal of sugar is 
Rs. 126, the factory loses heavily on 
every bag it produces. I request the 
Government to re-examine th«t issue 
and give a remunerative price to the 
grower and a reasonable levy price 
to the producer.

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherry): Sir, I take this opportunity 
to bring to the notice of the hon. Mini¬ 
ster one or two points. Firstly, I 
woyld like to know from the Govern¬ 
ment what is the final decision about 
setting up a coconut Board, because it 
it a fact known to Babuji, Shindeji, 
everybody, that coconut cultivation in 


our country is a small farmers’ cultl- 
vatiem and that ^e coconut trees are 
badly affected by a disease. So, our 
productivity is one of the lowest in fi«e 
world. Therefore, there .is eveiy rea¬ 
son for making a co-ordinated effort 
so that coconut cultivatiBfi in our coun¬ 
try could be saved. There was"a vefl(!^, 
useful discussion in Delhi and the 
Government seem to have made up 
their mind to come forward for the 
setting up of this Board. SOi I vcould 
like to Government to make a cate¬ 
gorical statement difring this discus¬ 
sion of the budget on that issue. 

Secondly, there is the question of sea 
erosion Kerala is a State, having a 
long coastline, which is badly affected 
by sea erosion. The subject of sea 
erosion is dealt with by the Depart¬ 
ment of Flood Control. Since there 
is a constant demand made by the 
Kerala State Government that the pro¬ 
blem of sea erosion should get special; 
attention from the Central Gx)vernmen| 
—a separate department should be set * 
up to look info this matter. 

Unless this problem of sea erosion is 
tackled on a war footing, it is going 
to have very serious effects. Just as 
we send army to defend our borders 
from the enemies, we should defend 
the borders of the country from sea 
erosion. Otherwise, the Arabian Sea 
will graduall.y take away the coast of 
Kerala. 

So, I think Government should pay 
some serious attention to this problem 
and spend, more money on saving our 
coast from sea erosion. 

In this connection, I would like t^ 
say that there are ways other thah 
constructing bunds to protect the land 
from sea erosion. Recently 1 had op¬ 
portunity to go to Viet Nam ip a 
Parliamentary delegation. There, 1 
found that instead of building bunds, 
which is very expensive, they cultivate 
a kind of tree and protect the land. 1 
was told that a slmilai’ filing is done.^ 
in China also. So, why can we not 
try similar methods? i hope the GkJV- 
ernment will look Into it.

SHRI JAGAN\TH RAO; At present 
under SITE only a few villages in the 
rural area are covered.

^ SHRI P. K. DASCHOWDHURY: In 
view of the indigenous technology and 
the experience available in our country, 
as my friend just now said, what are 
the difficulties in setting up more ato¬ 
mic power plants in different parts of 
the country? For example there has 
been a long demand to have an atomic 
power plant on the Bengal Bihar 
border lor the eastern sector. May I 
know from the h.>n. Minister, what is 
the reaction of the Government, parti¬ 
cularly in view of the fact that the 
cost of such power plants is not so 
much prohibitive? 

SHBI K. C. PANT: At each point of 
time, the mix .up of the power projects 
—how much thermal, how much hydel 
and how much nuclear—in each region 
has to be decided within the framework 
of the Five Year Plans and sometimes 
within the framework of a longer 
period, i.e. ten years It is very diffi¬ 
cult to say when new nuclear stations 
will come up <n particular region. But 
as regards the eastern region is con¬ 
cerned, for the present, at any rate, 
a view has been taken that because of 
availability of coal and because of 
certain hydel resources, it may be 
easier to build povrer Stations on the 
basis of either the hydel availability 
or coal for the time being. There are 
regions in the country like Gujarat etc. 
^where there is neither coal and the 
hydel resources are also a few and it 
may be better in the national interest 
to allow nuclear stations to go to such 
areas first.

We shall certainly ensure that 
no blaricmarket in these things are 
indulged in, and that regular supply 
to small-scale industries is ensured. 

SHRI RANABAHAPUB SINGH; In

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is tp draw th^ small-scale industries 
to the backward areas. May I know 
firom the hon.

DEPARTMENT OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI OM MEHTA): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) In 1975, the C.B.I. took over 
investigation of IS (Thirteen) crimi¬ 
nal cases involving violence. In 1976 
so far, they have taken over two cases. 
The corresponding figures for 1973 and 
1974 are 5 and 4 respectively. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: So fbr CBI has enquired 
in the cases of bribery, corruption and 
the conduct involving on the part of 
the Government ofikdals etc. Now 
States are referring cases for enquiry 
by them. May I know from the 
Minister how many cases have been 
referred to them for investigation last 


SHRI OM MEETTA: In 1976 two 
cases were referred to them one case 


is from the Gujarat State,, and the 
other case is from the U.P. State. The 
Gudarat ease relates to the seizure of 
explosives from Baroda in March last 
while the U.P. case relates to the mur¬ 
der of a girl in Lucknow in January 
last. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: What are the details of the 
Baroda explosives case which he h^s 
referred “ the statement and I would 
also like to know which are the poli¬ 
tical parties which are behind the 
explosives case? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: We do not have 
the information about all the political 
parties. But, upto this time, whatever 
information is with us 1 would like to 
give it to you. Those explosives were 
detected on 8/9-3-1976 by local police 
who seized the seven Crates, weighing 
114 k.gs in all, of nitro-glycerine 
sticks (800 numbers) and fuses from 
the godown of a transport company. 

Upto this time, 11 persons have been 
arrested. The details have been given 
in reply to an unstarred question. 
Some of them have affiliations with 
the socialist party and one of them 
with the Congress Organisation. It 
was found on investigation that there 
was an organised conspiracy to com¬ 
mit various acts of sabotage in diffe¬ 
rent parts of the country with these 
stocks of explosives with thfli Intention 
to over-awe the Government and to 
create a feeling of insecurity and ter¬ 
ror in the country.

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: This is 
a very tiresome subject. We were 
given to understand a few months ear¬ 
lier that Si December, 1076 would be 
the target date. Here is. a 100 per cent 
foreign company, no question of dilu¬ 
tion of equity to 40 per, cent. It does 
not export very much these days. 
The Minister said the other day that 
its exports are falling. So no question 
of 100 per cent export. Why this 
mollycoddling of this organisation for 
ever and ever? What can be the 
conceivable reason for treating this 
kind of company with the indulgence 
which is being shown by Government? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A, 
PAI): There is no question of any 
indulgence at all. Their application 
under FERA has been redaived; it is 
imder consideration. But the whole 
problem is this that as long as we 
have dedded not to ask them to quit 
completely, if they are willing to 
subject themselves to any regulations 
we tnight impose on them, they will 
stUl have a chance to be considered, 
provided it is in the interest of the 
country and the export performance 
is there.' But it is true that the ex¬ 
ports made are falling and this will 
also be taken into consideration and 
a decision arrived at quickly. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: In view- 
of the statement before the House by 
the Finance Minister hiniself that the 
sooner we get rid of the Cock 
Corporation, the better for this coun¬ 
try, in view of so nmny other stete- 
ments made by IVRnistem repMl|BdJy, 
may I Imow how long, in ttie nkm .o^ 
^l^ementing FEI^, a leghmi^ 
nearly itoar yean btO, art wt 
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lio continue to indulge this kind of 
comneny and not resuscitate dur own 
Indian concerns largely operating on 
•a small scale basis, from which in 
■the pre-Coca Cola days we used to get 
the type of cold drinks we required? 
Xt is not that Coca Cola is ^ving us 
something so essential that we are 
tnaiating them in this mollycoddling 
fashion. How long do we have to 
wait for the resuscitation of our own 
cold drinks industry, particularly in 
this part of the country about which 
we all have personal experience for 
xhany years? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Not very long. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: Is that all? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: I can only say 
that the country is not interested in 
losing valuable foreign, exchange for 
getting soft drinks introduced into the 
country. But the facts of life ar© 
there. For the last 15 years this in¬ 
dustry has been there. Nearly 22 
Txjttling plants have been set up em¬ 
ploying about 20,000 workers and in¬ 
volving an investmtemt of Rs. 6 crores 
in these bottles. But it is not for the 
sake of the bottlers and not even for 
the sake of the consumers that a de¬ 
cision will be taken, but becausie there 
bave been various demands and pres¬ 
sures brought up as to what will hap¬ 
pen to the bottles. Something will 
have to be done for that. What the 
■Finance Minister said is right. We 
will certainly take into consideration 
what is in the best interest of the 
country. 

DR. RANEN SEN: The hon. Minis¬ 
ter said that this is under considera- 
ti<m and soon a decision will be taken. 
For your information. I will quote 
what the I^ianos Minister said in re- 
idy to a question by Shri Shashi Bhu- 
shan on 2nd November 1974. Even 
then it was said by Shri C. Subrama- 
niam, who was probably the Finance 
■Mitakter then, th^t the sooner we get 
rid ot ths Ckca Cola Con>oration, the 
li^er tor the countay, which was 
quoted by Saui H. if. Miikerjee here 
just now. lii view of |he fact that 


this is pending for the last years 
and more, is the delay due to tha fact 
that there is a strong lobby tor Coca 
Cola working inside the Government 
so that Government refuse even to 
pressurise this company to dilute its 
capital under section 28(1) of FERA? 
If so, when is the government going 
to get rid of such a lobby inside its 
own administration? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: There is no need 
to get rid of the lobby because it does 
not exist except in the imagination of 
the hon. Member. Nor is any one of 
Us addicted to Coca-Cola and there¬ 
fore to say that we are bteing pres¬ 
surised to take a decision or delay the 
decision is not correct. We have been 
often told that if any harsh decision 
is taken 29,000 persons will be thrown 
out of employment unless a substitute 
is provided. We have asked the 
CFTRI to evolve a substitute and they 
have evolved it. But I do not know 
wbqther those who drink Coca-Cola 
would prefer it, nor should we care 
about it. We have a right to ask for 
the dilution of the capital. Their ap¬ 
plication under FERA has come up 
and a decision is being taken. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: May I know 
whether the governnuent is contem¬ 
plating to ask the Coca-Cola company 
in regard to the foreign exchange that 
they earn over here, to invest that 
over here instead of squandering away 
the foreign exchange Or sending It to 
America? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: They have accu¬ 
mulated assets to the extent of Rs. 6 
crores; whethl^ we should utilise it 
or not, in what industries and to what 
benefit to the country—we will have 
to think seriously about those ques¬ 
tions. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA; In reply to 
a question of Shri Shashi Bhushan in 
1974, the hon. Minister has stated that 
UO royalty was being charged from the 
bottlers by the Coca-Cola company of 
the United States which is the pro¬ 
prietor bf thfe trade mark but the 
bottlers have to purchase ^ raw 
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material, namely Coca-Cola concen¬ 
trate from the Coca-Cola export-cor¬ 
poration, a subsidiary of the Coca- 
Cola company of the United States 
which amounts to indirect payment of 
royalty. May I know whether the 
government is going to do costing of 
Coca-Cola concentrate and fix the sel¬ 
ling price of it, if so, when? If not, 
why the government is not going to do 
that?

“small scale industries” and “ancillary 
industries” was revised in May, 1975, 
by raising the ceiling on investment in 
plant and machinery to Rs. 10 lakhs 
and Rs. 15 lakhs in the case of “small 
scale industries” and “ancillary indus¬ 
tries” respiectively. The facility of 
Credit Guarantee Scheme was, how- 
'ever, extended in August 1975 to all 
imdertakings having investment in 

plant and machinery not exceeding 

Rs, 10 lakhs, irrespective of the fact 
whether the unit is ‘small scale indus¬ 
try’ or ‘ancillary industry’. On 
further consideration the facility of 
Credit Guarantee Scheme has been 
extended to cover ‘ancillary units’ with 
Investment in plant and machinery 
beyond Rs. 10 lakhs but not exceeding 
Rs. 15 lakhs in line with the general 
definition of ‘ancillary industries’!

The terms,''conditions and vi¬ 
ability criteria for loan assistance 
under this programme have been spe¬ 
cially liberalised. On’ the implementa¬

Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation— Contd. 

MR. SPEAKER; The House will now 
take up further discussion and voting 
on Demands for Grants under the 
control of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation. The time allotted is 
16 hours of which 9 hours 10 minutes 
have been taken. The balance time 
left is 6 hours 50 minutes. 

SHRI S. M BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
That means, the Ministry of Industry 
and Civil Supplies will be taken up 
tomorrow? 

MR. SPEAKER; Yes. This will 
continue for the whole of today and the 
minister will reply tomorrow. Shri 
Sarkar. 

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR 
(Joynagar): Sir, I rise to support the 
Demands of the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation. While doing so, I want 
tC hlghlighl some of the problems fac¬ 
ing my State of West BengaL We are 
facing floods every year as a result of 

the ]^8idant. 
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^Which the miseries of the people are 
increasing year by year. To remove 
the miseries and control the floods, 
the DVC came into the picture for 
taking flood-control measures. But the 
DVC IS not giving full protection from 
floods. It was previously envisaged 
that 8 dams would be constructed, but 
ultimately 3 dams were not taken into 
consideration. For protecting the 
State of West Bengal, particularly the 
Damodar basin from floods, we have to 
give due consideration to the proposals 
which were previously recommended 
by the expert committee. In the 
interest of control of floods in West 
Bengal, particularly in the Damodar 
region, I request the Agriculture and 
Irrigation Minister to lake up those 
schemes immediately under which two 
extra dams can be constructed. More¬ 
over, about the lower Damodar basin, 
this Ls a very serious matter A new 
scheme called Lower Damodar Basin 
Scheme has been taken into considera¬ 
tion for controlling the heavy discharge 
of water and a heavy amount has been 
allotted for controlling the flood waters 
by that scheme In order to control 
floods, this new scheme which is call- 
€*d lower Damodar basin Scheme has 
been taken into consideration and 
crores of rupees have been sanctioned 
for that scheme. If the scheme is im¬ 
plemented, sixty to seventy thousand 
people of that area will be badly 
affected. For this reason people came 
in a deputation to Babu Jagiivan Ram 
three weeks ago to explain their plight. 
The scheme is a gigantic one. H the 
scheme is Implemented, not onlv hund¬ 
reds of families will be uprooted but 
hundreds of primary and high schools 
will also be affected. Some Members 
of Parliament both from this House 
as well as from the other House, includ¬ 
ing myself visited this pla(» and we 
name to the conclusion that there was 
certainly a need for some scheme to 
came up there but the present scheme 
yppuld nof be of much hdp to the 
people there because the oM menace 
^ flopds had already beem eootrolted 


by DVC. What is now reoulred Is re¬ 
structuring of the scheme. The old 
Damodar channel has been discarded 
and no flood water is discharged from 
this channel. To save the people there^ 
we, the Members of Parliament who 
have visited this area, feel that a por- 
tiem of this water should be diverted 
to this channel and the huge embank¬ 
ment cost should be minimised. 
Rather, there is at present no necessity 
of any embankments even. There is 
another danger also. If aU the dis¬ 
charges of Durgapur barrage would 
go to Roopnarain River dtreetly, that 
will create another havoc for the 
people of Midnapore Distncl. This 
aspect cannot be ignored at all. At 
present, the flood water is not creating 
any havoc there If we really want 
to control the floods for ever, we re¬ 
quest the Minister to take into consi¬ 
deration the recommendations of the 
Expert Committee which recommend¬ 
ed firmly that three more dams should 
be constructed in Bihar. I request the 
Minister to take up the matter with 
the Bihar Government so that two or 
three dams could be constructed there 
without any delay. 

I also request the Central Ministry 
to take up the responsibility of flghtlim 
Or controlling floods. This matter 
should not be left with the States. I 
agree With Mr. Nathu Ram Mirdha's 
point that the subiect of flood control 
should be taken up by the Government 
of India particularly when the river is 
flowing through different Stales. This 
is a very Important matter and 1 
request the Minister as well as the 
House to take Into consideration this 
aspect. 

As regards Irrigation to the places 
where there Is no river or where there 
is no sub-soil water, some measures 
should be taken so that these lands can 
be utilised for second cropping or 
another cropping. In my town consti¬ 
tuency. viz., the Sunderbmis n^on, 
the land is so rich that it has no ptfflU 
lei anysrtMTe in India. You win 
find a single stone In the idil 
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throughout the length and breadth of 
the 1200 sq. miles area. This is such 
a good land; but there is no possibility 
of irrigation water. Water is there, 
but it is tidal saline water, and 
its water area, is 731 miles in 
length. All the waters are flowing 
through into the rivers, channels and 
creeks. It is being protected by 2200 
miles of embankments. As regards 
the potentiality for irrigation water, 
there is no source of any water, from 
which water can be given to second 
cropping. Where there is no possi¬ 
bility of giving irrigation water, some 
sort of dry land farming should be 
developed. 1 request the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to give serious thought to this and 
to ask the ICAR to develop some pro¬ 
jects here, so that the residual mois¬ 
ture of the land can be kept in view 
and some crop pattern he evolved 
accordingly and which will also be ap¬ 
plicable for the Sunderbans area. I 
also request that operational research 
projects should be taken up for all 
these regions. This is the only pro¬ 
ject which can be done for places 
where irrigation water cannot be sup¬ 
plied. 

I want to highlight one point now, 
viz., about fisheries. In West Bengal, 
there is an immense possibility for 
developing fisheries. But it is being 
neglected, because it is a State sub¬ 
ject. But the Centre cannot shift its 
responsibility, because ultimately it is 
' the Centre which is allocating the 
money and giving approval to the 
schemes of the State Government. 
The Centre is actually giving loans 
and providing money both from out¬ 
side and also from within. You will 
be astonished to hear that the daily 
requirement of fish for the people of 
Calcutta is 353 tonnes, whereas the 
supply is only 41 tonn^. There is a 
big gap. If we want really to feed 
the jpeople, we shotild take some con¬ 
crete st^ in this regard. Fish is the 
only protqin food ^or the Bengali- 
spetddnjt people. Some sort of a con¬ 
trol should be takmi up. Of course, 
the Iffoiglw, in Ms reply i»n easily 
spnre « lew minutes to tou5h upon

SH5RI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR: 
I am just finishing. I request the 
Minister to give consideration to my 
request. He can easily give one exa¬ 
mple, viz., that of the composite cul¬ 
ture. It has been evolved by the 
ICAR. Though apparently it seems 
to be a good scheme, I would like to 
put it seriously here that there is no¬ 
body to make such huge and heavy 
capital investment for developing the 
composite culture. I request that 
steps be taken to develop some sort 
of fish culture in saline areas particu¬ 
larly in Brackish water. This brac¬ 
kish pisci-culture is neglected. I re¬ 
quest thai Minister concerned to give 
serious thought to this brackisn water 
culture It can be developed easily in 
West Bengal, where the coastline con¬ 
sists of hundreds of creeks and canals 
1 e., in Sunderbans. This area can be 
developed for fisheries. Now only 
one point more.

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
support the Demands for Grants which 
have been brought before the House- 
for approval, by the hon. Minister 
for Food and Agriculture and Irriga¬ 
tion. 

Sir, I had the occasion to read the* 
most illuminating speech which has; 
been made by Dr. K. L. Rao, with 
regard to certain steps being under¬ 
taken with regard to irrigation in this, 
country. 

First of all, I want to congratulate 
the hon. Minister for Irrigation for 
having^ resolved many of the river- 
water disputes that have been pend¬ 
ing for decades. Of course, this con¬ 
text, I have also to congratulate my 
Chief Minister who has taken the 
initiative to take out the Gbdavari 
Water Dispute from out of the pur¬ 
view of the Tribunal and now ibe 
concerned States have come to asr 
agreement. I congratulate both the 
Irrigation Ministry and the li^nisters 
concerned in this connection. 

?jn the last ten to fifteen irean^, 
these river water disputes have h^ 
pending for settl^ent beeauae 
State has been 
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stand. They were under the impres¬ 
sion that by more geographical acci¬ 
dent, if a State happens to be by the 
Bide of the river, that river belongs 
to tfamn. That has affected much of 
our agricultural production. In this 
connection, I would only suggest that 
the Ministry, in consultation with the 
State Governments should evolve a 
national water policy by treating 
wat^ as a national asset. The sooner 
it is done the better it is. Rs. 3,000 
crores have been invested in the irri¬ 
gation sector but, there has not been 
a resultant benefit from out of the 
investment of Rs.. 3,000 crores. 

I would, in this connection, also 
thank the Prime Minister for her 
being able to persuade the three 
States to give water to Madras State. 

15 TMC of water is being taken from 
Krishna to feed the population of 
Madras who are suffering from acute 
■drinking water scarcity. I would 
plead with the Prime Minister as also 
the Minister for Irrigation that same 
generous attitude which has b-^en 
shown to the population of Madras 
must also be shown to such of those 
areas which are subjected to famine 
and brought and where there is no 
possibility of getting water from the 
major rivers., 

Ravalaseema is one such area whn:h 
lias often been subjected to famine 
and drought due to adverse seasonal 
conditions. That area being in tiie 
rain-shadow region; it is suffering 
from acute water scarcity. While 
taking water from tiie Krishna 1 
suggest that the en retire urea of 
Rayalaseema must also be given the 
l>meflt of Krishna water. Then only 
the famine will vanish from that un- 
lortimate part of the country. I hope 
that the concerned Governments and 
the Prime Minister, by using her 
good offices, will persuade the States 
to divert water to these areas. 

Coming to the utilisation of water 
ppten^ that has been created for 
1^ to foiwr Hmis, out of 


the total cultivated area of 184 nil- 
lion hectares in this country, only 
25 per cent has been brought under 
irrigation. I feel that intensive effort 
has to be made to have the maximum 
utilisation of water potential in this 
country. 

Here I would suggest that the major 
river projects in the country which 
remain to be completed for decades 
like the Nagarjunasagar and Rajas¬ 
than Canal and some important pro¬ 
jects in Bihar and Karnataka have 
to be completed soon. I am glad to 
know that some gulf countries like 
Saudi Arabia and others have come 
forward to give soft loans through 
World Bank for the early construc¬ 
tion of these projects. I thank the 
Central Government for having taken 
the initiative. Speedy steps may be 
taken for immedate completion of 
the projects. 

The Minister referred to the record 
output in our agricultural production 
in this country. Fortunately, we had 
a favourable monsoon and, as a re¬ 
sult, we had a record output of 118 
million tonnes of grains in this coun¬ 
try. But, my feeling is this. Perhaps, 
it may be temporary because 75 per 
cent of our cultivated lands is ex¬ 
posed to the vagaries of monsoon. So, 
we should soon take steps in protec¬ 
ting these areas and also keeping up 
the record production which we have 
been doing all these years. It is for 
that reason that many schemes have 
been implemented by the Govern¬ 
ment, and the most important of it is 
with regard to water management. 
Water management is highly essen¬ 
tial in this country in order to in¬ 
crease the acreage under irrigation. 
More steps have to be taken by the 
Government to have a proper water 
management. 

Coming to rice production, it has 
been said that out of 184 million hec¬ 
tares of cultivation area, 88.5 million 
hectares come under paddy produc¬ 
tion. But, Sir, the per hectare yield 
in this country hes been ffie highest 
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only in Punjab and Haryana. The 
per hectare yield in Punjab and 
Haryana is 2,500 kg. per hectare 
whereas in Tamil Nadu and Andhra 
Pradesh—^which are considered to be 
the rice belt areas—the per hectare 
yield is only 1800 to 2000 kg. This 
poor yield is due to lack of proper 
water management and also lack of 
proper direction to the farmers to 
utilise the maximum water that is 
available. Unfortunately, States like 
West Bengal, Bihar, Madhya Pradesh 
and Assam and U.P. are very much 
lagging behind in per hectare yield 
of rice. I would like to say that if 
the Government wants to realise the 
target of 51 million tonnes of rice 
fixed for this year, these States ought 
to be given proper direction. 

Sir, I do not agree with my friend, 
Shri Shankar Dayal Singh when he 
suggested that agriculture should be 
taken up as a Central subject. It is 
not possible, sitting in Krishi Bhavan 
and directing operations to take place 
in the States. It is the State Govern¬ 
ments that have to be given proper 
encouragement and also the ‘kishans’ 
should be given adequate inputs 
to increase the per hectare yield in 
that area. Agriculture has to be lift¬ 
ed from the present subsistence eco¬ 
nomy. It can be done only when the 
farmers are looked after properly. 

Now, the cost of production has 
gone up. The water rates have gone 
up. The rates of fertilisers have gone 
up. In order to escape from going 
to other countries with a begging 
bowl, I will suggest to the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry that, if necessary, 
they should subsidise the purchase 
of chemical fertilisers and protect the 
interests of the farmer. After all it 
is he who has to toil hard and feed 
the 600 million people of our coun¬ 
try. They should plead administra¬ 
tive difficulties. If necessary, they 
should come to the' rescue of the far¬ 
mer and the farmer is there to pro- 
dude as much as possible.

The various schemes like the margi¬ 
nal farmers’ scheme and the small 
farmers’ scheme have to be imple¬ 
mented on a large scale. They are 
now being executed on a pilot basis. 
The marginal farmers’ schemes and 
small farmers’ schemes are doing 
good to the farmers. They have to 
be done on a large scale. Also the 
Drought Prone Areas development 
schemes have to be implemented and 
executed wherever it is possible.

Another important factor is that 
if you want to develop agriculture in 
this country, the scheme of consoli¬ 
dation of land holdings must be given 
top priority. Of course, administra¬ 
tively there have been difficulties. 
There has been some harassment ill 
some plac«. But ultimately, in order 
to rescue this country from further 
fragmentation of land, it is necessary 
that there should be consolidation of 
land holdings which should go hand 
in hand with land reforms. 

Then there is a most important 
point in connection with the twenty- 
point economic programme. We are 
now engaged in the task of distribu¬ 
tion of banjar and surplus land to 
the landless poor. But unless credit 
is made available, distribution of land 
will not have the desired effect. 
Survey of rural credit necessary is 
to be made. Simultaneously with 
distribution of land, credit also mi^st 
be made available to the landless 
poor. Unless that is done, our schemes, 
will only remain on paper. 

Then about sugaxcane prices. At 
one time, sugarcane price wa.s linked 
to recovery. Unfortunately, that has 
been given up. The result is that the 
States which are showing higher re¬ 
covery are the sufferers. There* is a 
premium on inefficiency and laziness. 
This should go. We cannot have 
spoonfeeding of people who do not 
grow cane with good recovery. So 
the old scheme has to be revived ahd| 
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the price of cane linked to recovery. 
Unless that is done, sugarcane pro- 
ductiosx will not go up in this coun¬ 
try. Specially, Statesi in the south 
suffer from this handicap, because 
they are efficient and the cane they 
grow has a oetter recovery, then m 
the other States. So the old formula 
should be restored. 

I congratulate the Agriculture 
Ministry on giving certain concessions 
as per the Sampath Committee 
recommendations for new sugar fac¬ 
tories going into production. In this 
connection, I must also say that the 
central financial in.stituiions must 
come in in a big wsy to give proper 
encouragement and necessary finance 
to sugarcane factories to come up so 
that they may taka advantage of the 
Sampath Committee recommendations 
so that sugar production may increase 
in this country by which we can have 
more export earning in foreign ex¬ 
change. With these words, I sup¬ 
port, the Demands of the Ministry.

of our country. , It is their cry for 
solution. It is the ex^me native of 
poverty leads to that evil. How- 
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poverty ia grovring from 1901 can be 
seen from the figures of the growth 
jpf the landless people in our country, 
mhlished every census year. In 1901 
it uras 18.81 million; in 1921 it was 
^1; in 1951 it was 27.51; in 1961 it 
31.48 and in 1971 it was 47.49 mil¬ 
lion. That is the growth of landless 
peasantry in our country. Even after 
our freedom and independence, things 
have not been attended to; this has 
not been arrested in the rural ai'ea; 
the number is growing more and 
more. A recent publication about 
our agricultural census states only 
15 per cent of the rural families are 
controlling 60 per cent of cultivable 
land and they are all owners of more 
than four hectares of land. Our All 
India Kisan Sabha study report says 
that owners above four hectares in 
general, are not themselves cultiva¬ 
tors. That is how land is being con¬ 
trolled by those who are not them¬ 
selves cultivators. Real cultivators 
are exploited and thrown out of land 
and cheated. That is how they are 
made to suffer. Now, I will give you 
the figures. In the booklet ‘The 
Changing Scene* published by the 
Indian Oxygen, a review on the 
Indian economy has been made foi 
the benefit of our industrial and agri¬ 
cultural development. I quote here 
the relevant extract of the booklet. 

“Another basic problem high¬ 
lighted hy the recently released 
data of the first agricultural census 
is that a huge area—over three 
crort acres in aggregate—of culti¬ 
vable land lies waste in India. 
Half Of this land is in large hold¬ 
ings of 25 acres and above each. 
While it is imaginable that lack of 
resources constrain the small and 
marginal farmers to leave their 
holdings fallow, what prevents the 
top brackets of the farming com¬ 
munity from a fuller utilisation of 
this scarce and valuable resource, 
that is land; has to be gone into in 
dapth. Ditferentiated approach^ 


should be evolved to induce and 
enable the cultivators at both ends 
of the rmal spectrum to put an end 
to this scandalous situation”. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
taken your time. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: 
But I have got my party’s time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The first 
%>pcQkei of your party has practically 
taken all your party's time. This is 
■additional time given to you. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: 
My party leader has told nie that we 
have half-an-hour time. But please 
.give me five minutes more. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I do not 
hnow what your leader has said. But 
T would tell you that your first 
speaker has taken all the time. Please 
understand that. Now, you can take 
five minutes more. 

SHRI S. P. BHATTACHARYYA: 
Now, what about the land reform 
policies so far adopted by our Gov¬ 
ernment? In early Fifties, the Maha- 
nalobis Commission found that after 
fixing the ceiling of 20 standard acres, 
there would be a surplus of 63 mil¬ 
lion acres in the country. In 1970-71, 
the Dandekar-Raj Committee estimat¬ 
ed that the surplus would be about 
42 million acres. In 1972 the Agricul-’ 
ture Minister had said in Lok Sabha 
that {here would be a surplus of 40 
million acres, In 1975, the estimate 
of the Govemment came down to 37 
lakh acres. Here you will notice that 
the figures were quoted in miUkms 
previously and now in 1975 they are 
quoted in lakhs. Recently in reply 
to a question put by an Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber in the Rajya Sabha, it was stated f 
that the surplus would be about 9 
lakh acres, out of which 4.1 ipfc-h 
airres have been taken possession of 
and from this 1.2 lakJx acres have 
been distributed so Truly apaa^- 
ing we have failed to tnaka aitjr !md 
reform. 
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Now, I would like to refer you to 
£ report received by *ne. 1 think the 
Minister would confirm it. The Col¬ 
lector of Sast Godavari District, 
Jtndhra Prade^, Mr. Govindarajan, 
has stated that oat of 38,000 acres of 
surplus land in Andhra Pradesh, in 
East Godavari District alone there 
are 15,000 acres of land as surplus. 
The crime of Mr. Govindarajan was 
that he had launched a case against 
iTig land-owners for misappropriating 
government lands. For this, he has 
heen transferred as Deputy Secretary 
for 'Planning. Are you going to save 
the interests of the big landlords or 
give land to the tiller? That is the 
moot question you must answer clear¬ 
ly. It is in our national interest that 
owners having above 4 hectares of 
land, who are not themselves tillers 
must not have any land. All land 
must be distributed by the people by 
their own committees with the govern¬ 
ment’s cooperation in a massive way. 
No present ceifing policy will be able 
to achieve this. No administrative 
committees can do it because the offi¬ 
cers would be compelled by the land- 
owners to defeat the purpose. So, 
land must be distributed by the 
people’s committees elected by the 
people. That is the only way to 
make real land distribution. Then 
only technology can help. The reports 
of the study teams on small farmers 
submitted by R.B.I. in 1967—69 and 
also in 1972-73 have pointed out 'that 
without land reforms, technology, 
government help, loan etc. will not go 
tlown to the marginal farmers. With¬ 
out radical land reforms and radical 
land distribution to the real tiller, 
the problem cannot be solved. Our 
unemployment problem also cannot 
be solved. Our industries cannot be 
developed. The question is whether 
this government will fulfil this task 
of national development or not. It is 
for the government to answer it. 
The land system which you are stll 
carrying on is the heritage of the 
Brildah colonialists. They developed 
the ewtietahip ol land, taking away 
the ownership of land from the tillers 


to the government and to the zamin>- 
dars. Our Constitution has given 
property rights to the land owners 
but not to the real tiller. This must 
be ended if you are to end poverty 
and unemployment. Not only the 
heritage of colonialism must be end¬ 
ed, but also the heritage of past op¬ 
pression from the prehistoric age 
which was going on against the real 
tillers of the soil must be ended. Our 
effort should be in that direction. 
That is the on^y way for the eman¬ 
cipation of the country. If the gov¬ 
ernment fails in this you must know 
that the starving people and the un¬ 
employed young men will be bound 
to have their own way. It will be 
a glory for the government if they 
fulfil this task, but if they fail, the 
people will have their way and they 
will not die endlessly in this way. 
They cannot die. The time is ripe for 
this. This must be understood by the 
government, 

SHRI SHY AM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (BaTasorc): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, food and agriculture 
form the lifeline of India’s economy 
and the success of this Ministry will 
bring eventual success to the 29- 
Point Economic Programme. India’s 
population is growing up at a gallop¬ 
ing speed. By 1st January, 1976, we 
have reached more than 600 million. 
But I have no doubt that with the 
hand of Midas who was very famous 
for touching all and turning them 
into gold, our elder statesman, 
Babuji who is ably aided by his two 
Ministers, will give a new dimension 
to the Food and Agriculture Ministry. 

Last year, the kharif production had 
reached an all time record of 70 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. R the calculations of the 
economists go right, by the end of 
the rabi cultivation year, we will have 
reached 40 million tonnes in rabi 
production. It is a very spectacular 
performance of the Agriculture Minis¬ 
try as far as kharif production is con¬ 
cerned. 

Eveai before the Emergency was 
started bur Agriculture Minister, 
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Babu Jagjivan Bam bad thought that 
there should be social and economic 
teansformation simultaneously with 
the change in society and in an ad¬ 
dress to the Chief Ministers he had 
said: “Despite the rich natural re¬ 
sources the country possessed, the 
socio-economic development had not 
kept space with the size and nature 
of the problem of majority of vast 
mass of rural population.” If we 
want to change the rural population, 
it is only the programmes, plans, 
schemes and social transformation of 
the Agriculture Ministry which can 
change them. India’s population lives 
in villages and not in urban cities 
like Delhi, Bombay, Calcutta or 
Bangalore. If we want to change the 
face of the rural area, we have to 
embark on a crash programme to give 
employment to the rural people. The 
teeming millions, the youth in mil¬ 
lions, today, are unemployed in rural 
areas. Once we were concerned about 
the educated youth, but today we are 
concerned about the rural youth, 
niree years before, under the leader- 
tfrip of our great Prime Minister, 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi, we embark¬ 
ed on a crash programme through 
the community development projects. 
But probably it ended in a fiasco. 
Hardly,, we could allot a lakh of 
rupees for each block and hardly we 
could employ one thousand youth 
and that again barring the rainy 
season, i.e. for seven months in a 
year. This fact should be noted and 
given top priority. If the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry wants to give employ¬ 
ment to the rural youth, they must 
embark on a crash programme to give 
employment ai least to 70 per cent 
of the youth. 

In West Bengal, the Calcutta and 
Haldia Ports are in danger because of 
some controversy between India and 
Bangladesh. When Babuji was in 
Dacca at the i-nTc of P.Uiibur 
B^man, he ipade is successful con- 
cltui^ of the problem of Forrakke 


Barrage particularly the water run¬ 
ning tlaough ihe fOf'd*‘r canal. I 
understood from a very reliable dip¬ 
lomatic source, being the President 
of Indo-Bangladesh Association, that 
late Mujibur Rehman broke even pro¬ 
tocol to give honour ot our elder 
statesman Babuji. Those days are- 
gone now. Now that Government 
does not see eye to eye with us. But I 
have every hope and confidence in 
Babuji’s dynamic leadership that he 
will do .something after two of our 
Secretaries, Shri C. C. Patel and Shri 
Azwani come back, so that we get the 
required amoimt of water for the- 
the Calcutta and Haldia Ports. 

Land distribution is a big hurdle. 
Although we have given lands to the 
Harijans and the tribal population, 
I have come to know from some 
reliable source that the Harijans and 
tribals are not able to give the beat 
attention to fhe land that has been 
given to them because they have no 
money. The Land Mortgage Banks 
are not forthcoming to give them 
loans to buy fertilisers, etc. Although 
they have been given an acre or half- 
an.-acre of land they are probably 
giving it to some others and they are 
almost in bondage. What is the rea¬ 
son for that? The Government should 
see that the lands which have been 
given to them should be made good 
use of. I have to bring to the .kind 
notice of Babuji that although the 
Government has fixed the procure¬ 
ment price, 1 know that in Orissa and 
in other States, rice and paddy are 
selling at a very cheap rate, at a price 
cheaper than those fixed by the Gov¬ 
ernment as procurement price. Gov¬ 
ernment is not vigilant enough te 
check it, nor is the Government in a 
position to purchase paddy and rice 
from the cultivators, so that they get 
an incentive, and do not work under 
frustration. If the procurement price 
remains high, but the selling price in 
the market is lower then naturally the 
incentive goes. To-day, the peopia have 
started thinking “Why go in fbr paddy 
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OQd rice cultivation; why not switch 
over to something else?” So, incen¬ 
tive is going away. Xinterruptions) 
The thinking in their minds is, “Why 
not, switch over to some o'Jher cash 
crop?” Although the Agricultural 
Prices Commission has fixed Rs. 105/- 
for the purchase of one quintal of 
wheat there is now clamour in many 
quarters for increasing it. We had 
increased the price of wheat from 
Rs. 67/- ?o Rs. 105/-. But I must 
agree on one point, which the econo¬ 
mists are now putting forward, viz. 
that it is the price structure of rice 
and paddy which determines the price 
structure of other commodities. If the 
prices of wheat and rice go up, go up 
and up, naturally the prices of other 
commodities will also go up, 

I will now come to the problem of 
Irrigation. I come from North Orissa 
which has seen the vagaries of floods 
and droughts. Between 1967 and now, 
we have had probably 7 floods. Even 
in the months of October and Novem¬ 
ber tve had floods. The districts of 
Balasore, Mayurbhanj and Cuttack 
districts were washed away by floods 
in varying degrees during the last 8 
years. The (Sovemment df Orissa has 
put forward so many plans for the 
consideration of the Government of 
India; but I know that the Suberna- 
rekha river project, which is an 
inter-state river valley project pass- 
. ing through West Bengal, Bihar and 
Orissa—and on which there has been 
an agreement between the * Chief 
Ministers of Orissa and Bihar, has 
not reached its concluding stage. 
Under Babuji’s leadership, so many 
inter-State river valley problems have 
been solved. 1 have .every belief that 
this problem will also soon be solved, 
and that the West Bengal Government 
which has nof yet signed the agree¬ 
ment, will also come forward to sign 
it. Ihe Budahalanga river is passing 
through Masnmbhanj and Balasore 
districts; and a few years ago, the 
Government had decided to have a 
resfervoir at the upper reaches of the 
xfver, lit e place caned Kuliana.' But 


we do not know what has transpired 
during the last feW years.' It has been 
rejected. Government, is in a mood 
to And out another place. My conten¬ 
tion is: bow is it that a place wan 
selected—and probably many engi¬ 
neers must have put their heads toge¬ 
ther to find olit a proper place and 
schemes were put through— and 
suddenly the place ha.s been rejected 
in favour of anotocr place Has this 
been done only to consume time, so 
that ih<^ people will be fed cn hopes 
year .^fter yea.'* Due thought should 
be given to this reserv-.^ir on the upper 
reache.s of Budabalanga river. In re¬ 
gard to the Salandi river in Balasore, 
once upon a time it was thought that 
the waters of that river will come 
even to ihe town of Balasore. Those 
were the clay?, i.e J5 or 20 years back, 
when the chief minister used to say 
this in public meetings. The waters 
of the Salandi river can be connected 
with the Baitarani, from where we 
will take more, water so that larger 
areas can be irrigated. 


Mr. Diputy Speaker. Sir, agricul¬ 
ture and irrigaticu need the majdmum 
consider.ition from the Government. 
These are the twn items which can 
change the very face of India's eco¬ 
nomy. If iVe give '-np -priority to 
agriculture and food and provide a 
vast netv/ork of irrigation, there is no 
doubt that, i<s Ihe -Agriculture Com¬ 
mission has said, by 2015 A.D. India 
will have almo.st doubled the area ■ 
under cultivation. 

With these words, I conclude; I 
hope, Sir, that under the able guid¬ 
ance of Babuji and his able Minbters, 
due thought will be given to the 
underdeveloped, poor and backward 
Stats like .Orissa.

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): Sir, I believe that no other 
Ministry in this country carris .a 
greater burden on itself, as far as 
the national future is concerned, than 
the Ministry of Ai:i Jultur-j; and this 
burden has been fu'tlier increased 
■by the rapid strides that our popula¬ 
tion is makiU;? .tsid. nt the same time, 
the increasing possibility of providing 
solutions has also come into the hands 
of this Minis:*'y by virtue of the in¬ 
crease of our scientific knowledge. 
While agriculture is showing greater 
production every year, it is also an 
observable fact that there are things 
which are happening on the agricul¬ 
tural front which require urgent 

action. For example, it has been 
noticed that oa a large scale in our 
region, that there has been a consistent 
fall in productivity, especially in the 
production of wheat, in spite of the 
fact that the farmer .3 are given good 
seeds and they are given the fertilizers 
required and they are also irrigating. 
Now, here i <5 a vc^-y, very disturbing 
factor which should find a plan© on 
a most priority basis among the 
Ministry’s thinking, and research 
should be directed towards this pro¬ 
blem. 

Research in this country, ito my 
mind, in spite of having a hoary his¬ 
tory behind it, still has a time-lag 
between the recognition of a problem 
and solution of it. This, of course, 
should find a remedial measure and 
I am sure tliat at Bapuji’s hands, 
this could possibly be solved before 
it takes on a more disturbing aspect. 
I believe there should now be a re¬ 
orientation of research. Any research 
of a far-flung nature which has no 
direct bearing on the requirements t>f 
the small farmw becomes redundant 
because the findings do not help Ibe

farmer immediately to solve bis pro- 
Uems. So, a symbiotic research which 
would take cognisance of the farmer’s 
n^ds today and present solutions 
within a week or within a month is 
what our country requires on the 
agricultural front. And, for this, I 
believe that there might be a possi¬ 
bility of providing regional Commit¬ 
tees for the ICAR.... 

THE MINISTER OF AGRICUL¬ 
TURE AND IRRIGATION (SHRI 
JAGJIVAN RAM): This has been 
done. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH: 
Thank yoa If this has been done, 
I should again congratulate Bapuji 
because he has taken the words out 
of my mouth and he has already done 
it. But I hope this would be carried 
down to the level where a direct com¬ 
munication link with the farmers at 
the village level finds a place in our 
ICAR Board meetings here in New 
Delhi. 

It has been a matter of great satis¬ 
faction to read this new booklet by 
Shri C. Subramaniam “Strategy for 
integrated Rural Development”. On 
p. 3, in para 2.4 he lays down a 
parameter for research and I think 
this is what would really have a 
meaningful impact on o^r agricultu¬ 
ral production. It is a long paragraph 
and I won’t burden the House by 
reading it; but I would mention that 
this should be read by every person 
who goes in for agricultural research 
before he sets out on the task. But, 
in my very next sentence, i have to 
give vent to a feeling of disappoint¬ 
ment that, on reading the ICAR’s Re¬ 
port and On reading the annual reports 
of the Ministry. I find that one factor 
'adiich I have been consistently bring¬ 
ing up before the Ministry has again 
received very slight mention. 'This 
factor is research 'in hybridization of 
minor ndllef. Adivasis can never 
wheat; they can never grow 
, *Iiiey will have to exfet on 


t€o 

tMs millet because they Imve Keen 
relegated to a type of land where 
neither of these sophisticated crops 
will ever grow, whether you link the 
Gangs to the Cauvery or whether yo« 
tame the God of'Vanma, This pi^i- 
cular land is suited only for these 
minor millets and so, the. agricultural 
green revolution will n®ver get to the 
doors of the huts of these Adivasis 
unless science takes into its hand to 
produce improved seeds of minor 
minor millets like kodav and kutM 
through hybridization and give them 
the capacity to become high-yielding. 


It is also noticeable that th^s ICAR 
report on page 78 gives the places 
where research for minor millets is 
being carried out. This may be read 
with what is mentioned on page 19 
of the same report, here only one 
instance is mentioned and that too 
in Tamil Nadu Agricultural University 
where a new short-duration variety, 
suited to rain-fed conditions and called 
Samai C02, has been evolved. Minor 
millet research will have to be taken 
to the land where it is grown, and 
I think it is time that, urgent action 
is taken and this research is taken 
to tho.se areas where it is grown. 


Another factor that is troubling our 
farmers is the question of not being 
able to have a concise and comprdien- 
sive report ^r booklet which would 
cides that are suited to the different 
pests that are troubling us in the 
fbirm field, that would list all the 
fertilisers with their trade names, 
with their composition and 1beir us^ 
and, more importantly, that 
give the veterinary medicines that am 
required by a farmer in his day-to- 
day living. Nothing like this e*istr 
today and the farmer has to ruft 
around finding the people who know 
about these. It is a waste of time* 
If the ICAR can put all this informa¬ 
tion t^ep in a booWet, whi<* cotdff 
be printed reidonal languages aii^ 
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distributed, the farmer would take 
cere of most of the pests and diseases 
and the diseases of his animaU|[ on his 
own and become knowledgeable as to 
what remedy lies In his hands. 

i 

In the same context, there is a very 
concerning matter regarding the func¬ 
tioning some of our Agricultural 
[Jniversities. These Universities were 
Formed with the express Intention of 
tielping the farmers, and the manage¬ 
ment of these Universities is now done 
t>y a Management Board. In the Uni- 
i^ersities that I know of, invariably are 
these Management Boards there are 
some representatives of the agricul¬ 
tural graduates. These agricultural 
graduates’ representatives come to the 
Board by virtue of the support they 
receive from the agricultural graduates 
most of whom havC become employees 
Of the University, This creates a 
terrible vitiation of the whole orienta¬ 
tion of the University-working. Ins¬ 
tead of giving priority to the agricul¬ 
tural needs, most of the time of these 
Boards is spent on giving better ser¬ 
vice facilities to the agricultural 
graduates who are employed in the 
University and who have sent in these 
representatives. 1 would plead that 
a new look at the constitution of these 
Management Boards of these Univer¬ 
sities might be undertaken. 


I now come to the point of forests. 
Every one has become aware of the 
fact that we are losing our forests too 
fast for our good. In the last Central 
Board of Forestry meeting, it was 
^he consensus that forests are one of 
our most-treasured assets and their 
dwindling Is going to be a very 
Dgeourous thing for us as a nation, 
answer tp my question I was told 
the hon. Minister that he also is 
bnite aware of this diidurbing factor 
pd tha^ he Is trying his best to do 
Phat is iKWjsible for re-fbrestation. 
[pointeifly '8^ed him as to how, he 
‘inks he (^an mvolve the people Into 
ds most erwM etpeet of nat^onM re¬ 


aspect of the problem., the thinking 
was still in the process of crystallizing. 

In this res|0ect. I would like to 
mention an experiment that has been 
carried out in my district. A barren 
piece of a hill which had lost all its 
vegetation was parcelled out amongst 
some Of the farmers surrounding it 
and they were supposed to look after 
the trees standing on it. In about five 
years time that barren hill has 20 ft 
high trees standing on ft. The far¬ 
mers use the forest for their fuel wood 
and in spite of their using it, the trees 
are there and they are looked after 
by these people. I mention this only 
in the context of the point that in¬ 
volvement of the people is under the 
active consideration of the Ministry 
and it may be helpful. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction 
and pride that the State Ministry has 
given us a sanctuary in Sidhi district. 
It has recently been sanctioned. i 
plead with Babuji that gome help front 
the Centre should be given to th® 
sanctuary so that it might come up 
and the last remnants of the wild life 
may find protection at the hands of 
the Government, 


In closing, I have to say that we 
as a people have before us a glorious 
future. The next decade might find 
this nation not only self-sufficient in 


food; but given the irrigation poten¬ 
tialities of thp G£iga Canal; Rajasthan 
Canal and the Jaisalmer Sub-terra- 
nean Water Resources; it might* be 
possible for us to become one of the 
m^jor exporters ot food for African 
and the Qu1| countries. In this con¬ 
text of future; I wouM like to draw 
the attention of the Iwlstry to pagO 
5 of i^tratew, for Intonated Rural 
De^^elopmeHt, wherein para 8.1(d), «

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With these words, I support the 
Demands for Grant for the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Irrigation. 

SHRI KBISHNARAO PATIL (Jal- 
gaon): {Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
rise to support the Demands of Grant 
for the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Irrigation. While going through the 
report and the performance budget of 
the Departments very carefully, I am 
convinced that this Ministry deserves 
congratulations for its better perform¬ 
ance dvuring the previous year. At 
the same time, I would like to o^^er 
my compliments to the research scho¬ 
lars, scientists and experts working in 
the field of agriculture because they 
have done a wonderful job.

Though this Ministry has done well, 
yet there are a number of programmes 
where there is some scope for giving 
suggestions for improvement. I would 
like to say something about the pre¬ 
sent atmosphere prevailing in the 
country among the peasants. The 
situation in the various States may 
be different. As far as the peasantry 
in my State is concerned, I would 
like to say this On the basis of my 
experience. The peasantry, the agri¬ 
cultural class is such that they feel 
insulated nowadays when we talk 
loosely something about the surplus 
land, vested interests and clash of in¬ 
terests. They feel insulted when 1 
say that right fi^om 1939 the State 
Governments have passed tenancy 
laws, the first ceiling law, the second 
ceiling law and so no. So I would 
request the government to be very 
effective in implementing the ceiling 
laws and try to bring out th^surplus 
land to be distributed. Let there not 
be an atmosphere of uncertainty be¬ 
cause a guarantee of some stability in 
every walk of life is very essential 
That Is the incentive for marbhiag 
ahead and this sort of an uncertain 
atmosphere wMch we create affects 
Ae psytfiKdogy of Ae general masses 


also. 1 would request the very geasan'* 
ed and dynamic leader, Bahuji* to 
remove this uncertain atmosphere. ^ 
Let there be stability. Let there be 
a certab atmosphere fhat there is 
now a stable thing, there is now an 
economic and valuable unit of land 
decided once for all and that we are 
gobg ahead with this. This is my 
first request. 

Giving some suggestions, the first 
suggestion would be regarding the 
programme of high-yielding varieties. 

I must say that during the course of 
the last 8—10 years, of the total area 
under crop, particularly, of foodgrains, 

I think, the high-yielding area cover¬ 
age so far is only about 30—35 per 
cent qU an all-India basis. When I 
visited some States. I found that there 
are vast disparitieu. In some States, 
the high-yielding variety coverage is 
only 10—20 per cent There is a lot 
of scope end the high- 3 rielding varie¬ 
ties will definitely give better results. 
So far as my State is concerned, there 
is not even 20 per cent coverage. In 
some States it is only 10 per cent 
This sort xjf disparity in implementa¬ 
tion is not going to give good results. 
So my suggestion would be that so 
far as this high-yielding programme 
is concerned. I thbk, the depart¬ 
ment should be given a proper under¬ 
standing right from the top to the 
bottom and It ^ould be seen that the 
acreage under higb-^ielding varieties 
increases and better production 
achieved. 

The second pobt I would lijeq to 
make out is that then is a huge land 
in this country which can give two 
crops, short-duration crops, even 
under the normal rainfall, hut lihis 
opportunity is not fully bebg utUised. 
In some areas we are aqeustomed to 
grow two cr<^ Ter the last 85 yeai 
in our areas wc are growing tw^ 
crops under the normal In 1 

some States there are huge 
which can etally grow two cropi ever 
under the iiornal rahtfiiU. Of eeiwse 
sometimes nature its 

but the raliiii& Is not hdoar 
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indies. During the course of the three 
numsoon months it will be better to 
go in for e short-duration crop like 
moong, groundnut and Bajra etc. After 
that we can grow the Rabi jowar or 
wheat. Thus the land can be utilised 
in a better way. This is my second 
suggestion. 

My third suggestion would be re¬ 
garding the long-term crop also. I 
am a bit doubtful whether this De¬ 
partment has taken into account the 
basic aspects in the development of 
land. la there any co-relation bet¬ 
ween short-term credit and long¬ 
term credit policy? There is no such 
policy. There must be a long-term 
credit policy for agriculturel develop¬ 
ment so that the land can be pro¬ 
perly developed. Ibere is no such 
policy and the Department has not 
got any assessment of the actual land 
to be developed. What has been 
happening for the last 25 years is this. 
We hove been advancing loans to gri- 
culturists without proper planning. 
So far as land development is con¬ 
cerned, this should be d(me. There 
should be proper planning for long¬ 
term credit also. 

My last point is this. I am making 
points only and not elaborating. So 
far as pricing policy is concerned, 
during my padyatra, people have been 
• asking me the question: Is there any 
overall pricing policy in this coun¬ 
try? They asked me such questions. 
They asked me why thwe is lot of 
disparity between agricultral and 
finished produce. X cannot give any 
justiflaUe resuRma for this. I could 
not satisfy those people. Therefore, 
Sir, what 1 feel is, a stage has cmne 
in the ecmiomic life of the country 
that the Planning Comasission and this 
Department should insist on. parity in 
regard to pricing policy so that the 
people wocfid nlBt tenA tiAt ifteir pro¬ 
duce is .not being the propo' 
price.

Regarding panchayat raj, the Central¬ 
ly sponsored, the States and other 
schemes are all being implemented by 
these panchayat raj institutions. Panit- 
ji expressed his hope during the 
Nagpur sessixm that panchayat raj 
institutions are going to do lot of 
good. After this decentralisation of 
10 or 15 years, I find that the staff 
working at the district and panchayat 
level are not being properly utilised. 
There should be effective implementa¬ 
tion even at the taluka level so that 
the agriculturists could get the bene¬ 
fit from these schemes. Effective im¬ 
plementation of the programmes for 
the benefit of the agricultural classes 
is necessary. Thank you.

SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY 
(Chittoor): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 
while supporting wholeheartedly the 
demands tor the Ministry of Agricixl- 
ture and Irrigation, 1 would at the 
outset express my surprise at the 
statement made by oiur distinguished 
colleague, Shri B. N. Reddy while ini¬ 
tiating the. discussion. He ascribed 
the entire credit for the bumper 
harvest to the mohSoons and nothing 
to the policies of the Government 
and the Ministry. It is surprising that 
such a view is given expression to 
by some both inside as well as out¬ 
side the House. It is an^ accepted fact 
tiiat science and technology or any 
other technological means have yet to 
be evolved which would bring or 
make the rain bring paddy or wheat 
etc. straight from the heavens. 

Sir, it is on accotmt of the steady 
and thoughtful policies of this Gov¬ 
ernment and the consistent decades 
Of planning that has gone in tho right 
^direction diet the necessary infra- 
[ structure lias l^n. built up. in this 
country fO On to take. advantage of 
such pionscKUUi and translate them into 
concrete, tsamg ■ dt rHoodgrains. This

Singh in hailing the new strategy for 
integrated rural development that had 
been proponded at the time of tiie 
iHidget speech by the hcm’ble Finance 
Minirter. That has given us in essence 
and in brief, guidelines for the 
future developn^t of our agriculture 
and irrigation in this country. I would 
say not only irrigation and agricul¬ 
ture but the total development of the 
entire resources of the coimtry for 
which we have been pledged ever 
since Independence. 

Sir, while applauding the efforts 
made and the results so far achieved, 

I would share my misgivings in one 
respect, namely, that this country too 
long dependent on imports end ridden 
with shortages has not yet equipped 
itself to cope up with the problems 
of surplus. Sir, it became evident 
when the unusual good harvest last 
year had almost t,aken the Government 
by surprise. The price support was 
not at all in evidence anywhere. The 
institutions on which we had relied 
for procurement and price support 
policy unfortunately failed miserably. 
Apart from some selected centres, in 
many parts of the country and parti¬ 
cularly in several districts of Andhra 
Pradesh the small and marginal grow¬ 
ers l*ad to sell their produce st ridi¬ 
culously low prices. 

Apart from this feilure on our part 
to ensure adequate procurement and 
support pricing policy, the food con¬ 
trol machinery also began to fumble 
and further accentuated this serious 
crisis in the agriculture price field. 
For example, the foodgrains move¬ 
ment control which had been brought 
into existence in scarcity-situation, to 
prevent and • contml movement of 
foodgrains with a view to insulate the 
prices against such undesirable move- 
rnmts, left Us in the lurch -and did 
not at all vary .or •alter to suit the 
new. i&tuation of surplus. The. 
result is that,, when ^ere were 
bujpper harvests, jon ,^count q|, .the 
Oovernmeni^ .jG»nt!biied adher- 
e^cp fo the same .cp^lrdi ^ 
move^mts^ podkets and ereaa 
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scarcity and prices were sedul¬ 
ously maintained. Even alter bumper 
harvests right till now the same situa¬ 
tion continues with pockets of scarcity 
all along the bordera of each State. 
Each State is supposed to be a sepa¬ 
rate zone and foodgrain movements 
control would prevent movement of 
foodgrains from out of the State as 
well as within the State; this continues 
to be in force with the same rigour 
and, in my opinion, thoughtlessness. 
Many representations were made to 
the State Governments and the Cen¬ 
tral Government to relax the food- 
grain movements control which has 
been causing hardship to the people 
and creating scarcity in the face of 
the surplus we are having in this 
country. This deserves to be looked 
into at once. We must have a flexible 
foodgrain movement control and 
machinery which will cope up with 
scarcity as well as surplus and ensure 
that such hardships are not caused to 
the people. 

Again, the problem of surplus has 
highlighted our weaknesses Sn the ma¬ 
nagement of food economy. Due to 
want of storage capacity and adequate 
nagement of food economy. Duo to 
that even today stocks of valuable 
grains procured are stored in the 
open inadequately protected, risking 
heavy loss and deterioration in quality. 
We must equip ourselves with suffi¬ 
cient storage capacity end distribution 
machinery to handle right up to 20 
million tonnes, which would be the 
expected quantity which would be 
handled by the public distribution 
system by the end of the century. 

In addition to this, it cannot be 
denied that our agriculture is still 
largely a gamble in the mon8x>on. The 
inevitability of uncertain weather 
must always be Icept in our calcula¬ 
tions (Interruptions). The advantage 
you take of this weathtf, favourable 
or unfavourable, depends on the ex¬ 
pertise you have developed, the iiifta- 
structure you have built up and the 


planning that has gone into this aspect 
of the matter. It is to this that I 
draw the attention of this august 
House. 

It is true, as hon. members have 
pointed out, that after independence 
we have doubled the area under irri¬ 
gation, we have built up a vast infra¬ 
structure of science and techonology 
and various industrial inputs to prop 
Up oUr agriculture so that even in 
times Of adversity when ^ere is no 
good monsoon we are able to insulate 
the country against acute scarcity. 
Last year I distinctly remember the 
hon. Minister, Shri Shinde, while in- 
terveing in the discussion, was able 
to highlight this fact that even in 
case of adversity, even when the mon¬ 
soon failed, overall agricultural pro¬ 
duction had been raised to such a 
height that the hardships caused to 
the people had been very much mini¬ 
mised and the country safeguarded 
against the regours of adverse weathm: 
conditions. It is a fact that the 
vagaries of the weather will be long 
with us and cannot be ruled out; 
they must be reckoned with. In this 
connection, I would urge upon the 
Ministry of Agriculture io apply Itg 
mind to strengthening its e^GForts to 
intensify the drought eradication pro¬ 
grammes in the country. Shri Venka- 
tasubbaiah had pointed out the case 
of Rayalaseema which has been a 
chronic drought area which has a 
history of centuries of suffering and 
dep^vation. The drought prone areas 
programme now implemented by the 
Government to tackle this droui^t 
condition has no doubt extended a 
considerable amount of protection to 
these areas, but much more remains 
to be done. Major steps have got to 
be thought of If drought coaditiims 
are to be eradicated permanently. 

In this connectioB, I welcome tha'^ 
suggestion made by many honourable 
speakers before me. Thanks to the 
wise Intervention and statsamans^ 
of our central leadership, the ripattni 
States hsva agreed to sPOfo watar to 
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the people of Madras to meet their 
drinkiog water needs. The proposal 
of taking water from the Krishna 
river to Madras city is a historic one 
and the scope of that proj^t could 
be expanded and the Krishna water 
could be conveyed through the drought 
affected area to niitigate the drought 
conditions in the Bayalaseema. 

I shall conclude with one main prO> 
blem; I want to draw the attention 
of tile hon. Minister to this problem. 
In connection with international Deve¬ 
lopment Association (IDA) assisted 
tractor loan programme of this coun> 
try, 22,000 tractors are being imported 
and distributed to the states through 
the agro industries corporations. When 
this programme was initiated tiie price 
quoted for an IMT S5S tractor was 
about 54,000 rupees and it is on that 
basis applications were takeiT and 
advances were collected and banks, 
also arranged credit. Subsequently 
one came to know that the price was 
about Rs. 60,000. To my question 
tabled in this House a reply was given 
that a commission of 20 per cent was 
given to the importing agent on the 
whole tractOr and e commission of 
44 per cent was allowed on the import 
of spares. It is astonishing that this 
much is allowed as commission on the 
import to an importer; it is an un¬ 
conscionable burden on the poor, 
miserable agriculturist. It is unthink¬ 
able that an import agent who merely 
• imports tractors from Yugoslavia, 
from a state-owned plainfr on rupee 
account is given such a high per¬ 
centage of comihisslon— (Interrup¬ 
tions). In regard to sugar policy, you 
have said that the ^ugar factories will 
be given only 12.5 per cent return on 
the capital outlay. You have meticu¬ 
lously worked out every pie that 
goes into the capital and the cost of 
production and so on. But for mere¬ 
ly importing a tractor and distribut¬ 
ing it to the aglculturist. a twenty per 
cent commissioh o** the whole tractor 
and 44 per oent commission on .spares 
Is nlloweid and the nrice* have been 
rsi«^ lyQnlatrv should inter¬ 
vene end i^dtost th» pHe^.

SHRI K. PRADHANI (Nowrangpur); 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise to 
support the Demands o£ the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry. 

Our country which has 15 per cent 
of the world’s population, has only 
2.4 per cent of the available land. With 
such a high dmsity of fwpulati^on and 
^th difl^ ^ dli^' Increase Ihpopiildtion, 
the ‘ food cihoi^n In mdla Always te- 
aiaifis as a hatfond problem. During 
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[Shrl K. Pradhani] 

.the last three years, we imported 3.6, 
4.8 and 7.4 million tonnes of food- 
iSrains from outside to meet the defi* 
ciency of our country. Severe drought 
liad resulted in the steep rise in prices 
in 1975. But the prices have been 
brought down by the enforcemni of 
anti-inflationary measures, proclama¬ 
tion of emergency and due to ihe good 
harvest in 1975-70. Now, as per the 
present situation, the consumers are 
very happy but the producers are not 
so happy. The reason is that the 
prices of the inputs, like bullocks, 
tractors, etc. have not come down but 
they have to sell their foodgrains com¬ 
paratively at a cheaper price. Second¬ 
ly, the cultivators cannot sell their 
produce according to the support price 
fixed by the Government, because most 
of the procurement centres are over¬ 
laden with stocks that they have al¬ 
ready purchased; and some of them 
have stopped procurement of food- 
grains due to want of accommodation. 
My suggestion is that in order to give 
an incentive to the cultivators, we 
should impose some restrictions on the 
price of bullocks and arrange to clear 
the stocks already available with the 
procurement centres. 

Now about buffer stocks. We have 
produced 114 million tonnes of food- 
grafns during 1975-76 and we already 
have about 9.7 million tonnes of food- 
grains in our buffer stock. We can¬ 
not be complacent with this reserve, 
because from our experience in the 
past we have seen that in each and 
every alternate year we get natural 
calamities; and our production is af¬ 
fected. So, I humbly suggest that the 
buffer stock should be as big as to feed 
at least all the ‘needy’ or deficit retail 
centres in our country for two conse¬ 
cutive years. Only then we can say 
that we can meet any eventuality in 
future. 

I now come to classification of 
paddy, adopted by the FCI. Thli does 
not tally wf«i the local cKissIftcatron off 
;paddy.. For eatample. ‘Bannatt’ rice la 
^ne of the standard varleUes of paddy 


adopted and accepted by tbe TCL 
There are finer vakietiea of rice tean 
Basmati, in size, shape and smell; but 
they are not' ac(»pted as super-fine 
varieties of rice, because they do not 
tally with the formula adopted by the 
FCI. They have got a measuring in¬ 
strument; they say that the length 
divided by thickness should give 2.8 to 
3. If it is less, even though the variety 
is finer and smaller in size, it would 
not be accepted as superfine. Thereby, 
the producer suffers. The finer the 
rice, the lesser is the quantity of pro- 
duction. Thereby, the cultivator will 
be losing both way& If the length ratio 
is accepted by the local people and th^ 
regard the variety as superfine, why 
should it not be accepted as such by 
the Government, even though it is 
shorter in length—if it is superior In 
other respects? 

Now about agriculture and coopera¬ 
tive societies. Ours is a country where 
about 80 per cent of the people live on 
agriculture; some as owner-cum-cultU 
vators and others as landless labour¬ 
ers. In States like Orissa where 65 
per cent of the people live below the 
poverty line, land is not a problem; 
but the problem is one of inputs. The 
basic factors of agriculture are land, 
water and inputs. In a large number 
of holdings, there is lesser production, 
only due to inadequacy of inputs. We 
have got a number of cooperative 
societies in our State, and in our 
country as welL In Karnataka, It 
seems that 86 per cent of the mofussil 
people are covered by these societies. 
The percentages are something like 
79 in Himachal Pradesh and 77 in 
Punjab; but in the case of Orissa, only 
37 per cent are .covered by these socie¬ 
ties. As a result, more than SO per 
cent of the holdings give lesser , pro¬ 
duction. 1 would urge upon thd hon. 
Minister to expand these cooperative 
societies, particularly in such States, 
so as to cover the weaker sections of 
the.society to the ipaximu^, in fur¬ 
therance of the 20-pdnt propairane. 

I now come to irrigation. I come 
from a district Where iTrlgatioii facili¬ 
ties sfe provl^ to lets Smwl' 1 
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of the area. I think that this ii 
the lowMt figure and that place Is the 
worst and most backward one in our 
country. The Department of Rehabi¬ 
litation of the Government of India 
has taken up Poteree project since 
1972-73 and it has provided Rs. 101 
lakhs, as against Rs. 108 lakhs provid¬ 
ed by the State Government. During 
the year 1975-78 they have released 
less amount. It is the feeling of the 
State Government that it is only due 
to the tardy release of funds by the 
Government of India that the progress 
of the project has been delayed. I 
bring it to the notice bf the Agricul¬ 
ture Ministry that they should remind 
the concern^ department to release 
adequate funds for this project as early 
as possible. 


Secondly, the Kolab multi-purpose 
project is taken up by the State Gov- 
errunent of Orissa out of the Slate 
Plan. This project consists of two 
parts, the hydel project and the irriga¬ 
tion project. The hydel project costs 
Rs. 58.97 crores. The State Govern¬ 
ment financed Rs. 5 crores during the 
Fifth Plan period. At this rate, it wiU 
take 50 more years to complete the 
hydel project and another 50 years to 
complete the irrigation portion. So, it 
is not even the second generation but 
the third generation that can see the 
completion of this project. I am not 
saying this to expose the State Gov¬ 
ernment but simply to show the con¬ 
straints on the resources of the State 
Government. 

During this year, the Government of 
India have taken over and financed 
many projects under Irrigation, taken 
up by the States out of their Plans, 
where they found there is some con¬ 
straint on resources, in order to co¬ 
operate with them in the implemen¬ 
tation of the 20-Point Ik:onomic Pro¬ 
gramme to help the weaker sections 
of the society. This particular area it 
a Scheduled Area, predominently in¬ 
habited 1^, tribals and Scheduled 
Csttfeef. It la more or less under the 
dfireet control the Government of 


India. So, 1 would urge on the Agri¬ 
culture Ministry to intervene in this 
case and take up this project immedi¬ 
ately as a Central project and complete 
it to h^p the weaker sections of the 
society.

various points raised by the hon. 
Members. Even then, I would dwell on 
some of the important aspects and 
important points which have been rais¬ 
ed by the hon. Members in this 
debate. 

I have been attending this debate 
for the last 14 or 15 years, and I have 
never seen food being so “neglected” 
as in this debate, and the reasons are 
quite obvious. (Interruptions) I say 
‘neglected’ in this sense that it did not 
attract much of a criticism, only some 
sugge.stions have been made here and 
there. The food situation Is so eai^ 
toda.v. All of us are proud and happy 
that the food situation is easy, the 
prices are ruling very satisfactorily, 
the consumers have received a relief; 
there is an all-round satisfaction in the 
country. This has been reflected in 
the various observations made by the 
hon. Members. But then there are pro¬ 
phets of gloom and prophets of doom 
also if I mav be permitted to say that 
without hurting the feelings of any¬ 
body. Hon. Member. Shti B. N. Raddy, 
who opened this debate—he Is not here i 
now—made a statement which Is not 
at all supported by any data or statis¬ 
tics. I think, he has political 
ences with us. But my senior col¬ 
league and myself have been ^wslys 
saying that agriculture should not b» 
made a controversial subject If

be above politics, because we want the 
■cooperation of everybody as far as 
these matters are concerned.... 

! AN HON. MEMBER: Mr. B. N. Reddy 
has come now. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Mr. B. N. Reddy has said, while speak¬ 
ing on this subject, that the increase 
in agricultural production is very 
marginal, very small, and that this has 
lieen accidental because nature has 
been good and that the policy-makers 
■or the government's policies or the 
Ministry’s policies have not contribut¬ 
ed to this. I will quote what he has 
3aid. He has said: 

“The small increase in agricul¬ 
tural production is being shown as 
the main factor for the improve¬ 
ment. No doubt there is a small 
increase in agricultural production, 
but it does not reflect a steady 
growth of our agriculture; it is al.so 
not a new development at all. The 
increase in production is only due 
*to favourable monsoon and net due 
mainly to any policy or plan of the 
government.” 

1 take very strong objection to these 
observations of the hon. Member, and 
T am supported in what I say by very 
well-documented data. I am not making 
this statement in order to score a 
debating point over Mr. Reddy.

[SHiu Vasamt Sathb in th3 Chair] 

As an individual I have great respect 
for him, but I think there is a need to 
make an appropriate assessment of the 
situation to-day, of the food and 
agricultural situation to-day and no¬ 
thing should be said which will sap 
L the confidence of the country when, in 
t particular, it is not supported by data. 

For instance, I would like to say 
what has happened during the last 
10-15 years as far as agriculture is 
conoeined. I thank any country in the 
world—I hayh ftu®«d tbe agricultural 
eeoimmir of ‘■laaisxf coimtiieo in the 


world—can be proud of what has 
happened in this country. In order to 
elucidate my point 1 would like to 
mention some of the very outstanding 
achievements in the agricultural front. 
Take the case of the most important 
sector of agriculture, viz., foodgrains 
production. Now, in the first Plan our 
average production of foodgrains was 
(j() million tonnes and in the Fourth 
Plan our average ropduction was 103 
million tonnes. We are now in the 
Fifth Plan but even in the Fourth Plan 
the production was going much highei 
Thai means compared to the First Plan 
tlio tempo has been so great and as 
compared to even the population 
growth—I .am not justifying the popu¬ 
lation growth because it has many 
other implications and the country is 
well aware of the situation—the food- 
grains production has even outstripp¬ 
ed the population growth. Would all 
this have happened without deliberate 
policy decisions and planning on the 
part of the government, without the 
support of the government, and with¬ 
out a number of experts and adminis¬ 
trators contributing in this? Then lake 
Ihe growth rate. In the first 14 years, 
1952-53 and 1964-65, the rate of growth 
is 2.5 while during the period 1960-61 
and 1970-71 it has been 2.7. There has 
been an increasing trend. Even in the 
growth rale— I would like to elucidate 
an important point to support my 
argument—one important point is that 
the percentage of fluctuation between 
the highest production and the lowest 
production in the First Plan used to 
be Now this fluctuation has 

come down to 11%. This reflects the 
deliberate policy contribution and 
effort made by the Government in 
raising agricultural production. 

If we go to individual crops, take 
the case of rice. In the First Plan, our 
average production was 28.7 million 
tonnes. Now, in the Fourth Plan our 
average production has been 41.8 
million tonnes. Then take wheat 
which I am going to elucidate more 
because some other bon. Members 
raised some oth^ points, fo the First 
Plan the average production was 8 
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million tonnes. Now it is 23.4 million 
tonnes. Oil seeds—the average pro¬ 
duction in the First Plan was 52 lakhs 
tonnes. Fourth Plan average produc¬ 
tion was 83 lakhs tonnes. Potato—the 
First Plan average production was 2.7 
million tonnes. Now, it is 6 million 
tonnes. The growth rate of potato is 
quite impressive. It is almost 5.5. This 
reflects how agricultural production 
in this country is growing at a very 
satisfactory rate. I am not suggesting 
that there is no scope for improve¬ 
ment. To rectify the situation is the 
main responsibility of my Ministry 
But we are mortals. 

The Communist (Marxist) Party 
may be infallible but we are fallible, 
we are mortals. But the point is- 

SHRI B. N. REDDY tNiryalguda): 
The point I raised was that it was not 
a steady growth_ (.Interruptions), 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Mr. Reddy, I did not interrupt y« u. 
Why do you interrupt me? 

Therefore, I always take the position 
that we welcome suggestions from any 
quarter, not only from our Party but 
even from Members on the other side, 
to improve our production. I am not 
suggesting but I can tell you. There 
has been better co-ordination in the 
Government and my Ministry received 
tremendous support from all other 
Ministries, including/Finance, the 
Chemicals and Fertiliser Ministries. 
Particularly, 1 would be failing in my 
duty if I do not mention that it was 
because of our Prime Minister’s very 
strong support to Agriculture that it 
has been possible for us to make this 
progress. Jnless we work as a team 
and supported by our team leader it ia 
not possible. I can take the House 
into confidence. I can tell the hon. 
members that there has been consider¬ 
able good expertise in my Ministry 
whether it is irrigation, rural devdop. 
ment, agriculture, or food, it is not 
t^t everybody is perfect, but I must 
Jtay tbe way in which the experts and 
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scientists, etc. have be«i making con¬ 
tribution, it is the sum total of aR, 
particularly the farmers of this coun¬ 
try as also the social and political 
workers of this country. It is all be¬ 
cause of the co-operation of all, that 
it has been possible in the country. 
There is nothing to be ashamed of, 
rather we are and should be proud 
of it. No doubt, weather also plays a 
very important role in. agricultural 
production. No country in the world 
has escaped it. Take for instance', the 
Soviet Union. They have been trying 
for half a century to raise agricultural: 
production. The Soviet Union is a 
great and strong or powerful country. 
They have the capacity to purchase 
large quantities of foodgrains. Despite 
the fact that they have reached the 
moon, the food problem continues to 
worry them. 

The other point made by Siri B. N. 
Reddy was that India continues to 
import from the imperialist countries. 

I do not know to whom does he owe 
allegiance—China or the USA? Even 
China purchased foodgrains from the 
United States and other countries when 
they wanted it. There is nothing 
wrong in it. If the Government of 
India imports, there is nothing wrong. 
But their party’s main intention Is to 
criticise our party and to say that 
nothing good is happening in the 
country and to shake the confidence 
and morale of the people. I, therefore, 
reject outright the arguments advanc¬ 
ed by the hon. member Shri Reddy, in 
regard to agricultural production. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: On loodgralps, I 
believe, there is no tag attached. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Anybodyk— even the communists or the 
Chinese—consfimes any food- •. .(In- 
terrutions)- 

Some of my partymen made some 
observations. I woudd like to put tRe 
records straight. For example, 
Ranabahadur Singh made a statement 
—the productivity of wheat is go^ 
down, l^iri Ranabahaddr ShiFb m#s 
a veiy eoiwtructive epe^h. J wpd.„4f^

much impressed by it: But as lar as 
the productivity part is concerned, it 
is not correct and that will also give 
a wrcmg impression. In fact I would 
not like to take much of the time of 
the House as far as the details are 
concerned, but I would like to tell 
Shn Ranabahadur Singh, amongst the 
various crops, the highest growth rate 
has been that of wheat. Everybody 
knows as to what has happoied during 
the last three years. There has been a 
setback because of drought, inade¬ 
quate power, high price of fertilisers, 
etc. Even assuming all this and taking 
all these factors into consideration, 
the growth rate of wheat has been the 
highest 4.3 amongst the various 
crops and it would be totally wrong.. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA (Barmer): 
It is not for argument’s sake, but I 
want to know for the sake of informa¬ 
tion whether this increase is because 
of more land being brought under pro* 
duclion or because of the yield per 
acre. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The additional land that has come is 
3.6 but the productivity is 4.3. As 
compared to the land, the productivity 
is higher. You rightly raised this issue. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: He was probably 
having in mind certain varieties 
like sonar. Because of genetic reasons, 
these have certain standards. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

1 would like to submit, in the earlier 
period some of the variett^ like Kal- 
yan, Sona were released, Kalyan Sona 
had a very rich potential. It was very 
high yielding. But this variety become 
susceptible to rust and so on. As 
you know, oUf scientists are evolv ing 
new varieties and a'number of th^n 
are being devdbped. And in fact, so 
far as wheat productivity is concern¬ 
ed, among the various crops, this 
productivity in respect of wheat is 
^eelly very high. But the point which 
♦ would like to malm here is only this. 
-Were are vesity large areas in this 


country where during the last 3 or 4 
years you may say that what produc¬ 
tion has not been so satisfactory and. 
of course, there was some slight down¬ 
ward trendi in production. That) ia 
to say, the production was a little less. 
This year the picture is different. 
Even in Mr. Goswami’s area, that Is, 
Assam, wheat is grown. This is not a 
traditional wheat growing area. But 
this thing has happened now. This 
happened in respect of West Bengal for 
the first time. In the history of West 
Bengal this has not so far happened. 
Government had to step in to give 
market support. Unconventional areas 
hke these are coming up. Previously 
these were confined to mostly Punjab, 
Haryana, Western UP and also some 
areas of Rajasthan and Madhya Pra¬ 
desh. There are now such areas as 
Bihar, Eastern UP, Orissa, Assam and 
Bengal. Even in Maharashtra a very 
interesting development took place. 
This year imder the able leadership 
of the Chief Minister and the Agricul¬ 
ture Minister a massive programme 
was launched for wheat production. 
They took about 55 to 60 thousand 
acres as a pilot project and the agri¬ 
culturists have been told that they 
could produce 10 quintals per acre 
which is the average yield of Pun- 
jab. The number of blocs were 80 by 
90. They w^re told that they would 
be compensated by the Government 
if the yield would be less than that. 
But there are certain conditions. The 
farmers will have to sow at the time 
and date fixed by the Government; the 
seed also will not be what they like 
but what has been suggested by the 
experts and water will be given at a 
particular time and if it fails he 
be compensated. Input supply was en¬ 
sured. So, these thing were very help¬ 
ful to the farmers and they have been 
able to increase production. Every¬ 
body could get 10 quintals or more. 
So all these things ahow that we need 
not take a pessimistic view at all. 
This country has tremendous poten¬ 
tialities. I request that I Sho*jld not 
be charged with being too nationalis¬ 
tic or chauvinistic when X say this 
that this eountfy has got more poten¬ 
tialities than the tiSA fo l^nduee more 
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grains and therefore we need not take 
a pessimistic view of things at all. 

Mr. D. D Desai made a basic state¬ 
ment that a platu has been reached so 
far as productivity is concerned. He 
made a very constructive speech. But 
so far as productivity is concerned of 
foodgralns, i think his is really not a 
statement supported by facts. I will 
give certain figures. Ludhiana produ¬ 
ced 29 to 33 quintals per hectare of 
wheat. Punjab average is 22 to 24 
quintals per hectare. All India aver¬ 
age is 11 to 13 quintals per hectare. I 
just now mentioned about Maharashtra 
and what tremendous scope we have 
got in our country. There are various 
difficulties faced by the farmers, 
because of their poverty, because of 
lack of credit resources, because of 
weak banking system and so on but 
these are being remedied. Therefore, 
the potentialities are great and *here 
are tremendous possibilities and the 
statement of Mr. D. D. Desai is not 
home out by facts and is not correct. 
It was very far from truth. 

Then. Sir, another important aspect 
which my ministry deals with is re¬ 
garding land reform. Land reform is 
again one of the very vital subjects 
which hag a lot to do with the rural 
economy ag also it hag an important 
role to play in our agricultural produc¬ 
tion. Even from the point of view of 
eocia] justice and egalitarian society 
we believe that land reforms have to 
be Implemented with all sincerity. 


However, criticisms have been made 
that implementation of it has not been 
satisfactory. I am prepared to share 
some of the feelings of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers and I would like to tell them that 
never before in the history of this 
country, even in the postJndependent 
period, when landlordism was abolished 
In the country, at that time even, 
theijie was not so much of awareness 
^ tiiejv is today about the lam^ re- 
fomut tn iwH, all Chief Ministers are 


now taking keen inter^t in that and 
nobody can charge them excepting the 
C.P.M. perhaps that there is no poUtjL- 
cal win etc. Of course, there has teen 
some difficulty such as lack of proper 
records and difficulties of certain ad¬ 
ministrative machinery etc,, etc. I 
have been keeping a close watch on 
the situation and I can submit, for the 
information, of this House and also 
yourself that in every State, we see 
a lot of conscious activity going on in 
favour of land reforms. In fact for 12 
lakhs, returns have boen filed. Despite 
that, there Is a gap of information on 
how much of surplus land has been 
declared and how much of it has been 
taken over. The information with me 
is this—it is a month old information 
but, even that indicates that almost 
tl lakh acres of land have been dec¬ 
lared as surplus of which six lakhs 
acres of land have been taken over by 
the State Governments and about 2.20 
lakhs have actually been distributed. 

In a number of States, for instance, I 
find that they were in a position to see 
that within the next two months—May 
and June—a considerable progress 
would be made in the field of imple¬ 
mentation of land reforms. (Interrupt 
tions) Unfortunately, despite the fact 
that the laws have been included in 
the Ninth Schedule of our Constitution 
West Bengal is notorious for that—I 
do not know whether I am using a 
proper word for that—where in the 
high courtg and judicial tricunals, 
thousands of cases are still pending. 
What We have now done is this. We 
have tric'd to see that necessary cons¬ 
titutional protection is given to the 
laws I think that onftr in four States 
like Tamil Nadu. Maharashtra, J & K 
and Manipur constitutional protection 
still remains to be done but. In Maha¬ 
rashtra, the law is being implemented 
very expeditiously and the Chief 
Minister sayg that he will be in a posi- ■ 
tion to complete that process before 
JOth June.' There is no so much judi¬ 
cial intervention though here and 
there, there may be some applioatitms 
filed, like West Bengal.

vigorously so that we are jn a pdsition 
to keep to the time schedule unless 
of course there is judicial intervention 
or some other difficulty which is beyond 
the control of the State Governments. 
^InterrupUom) 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telll- 
•cherry): Yesterday, Shri Bhogendra 
Jha mentioned about the Ordinance 
issued by Bihar Government. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Shri Jha, one of our colleagues, made 
a statement. Also Shri Kathamulhu, 
PMK Member raised some issues about 
the tenancy. That gives a good oppor¬ 
tunity to us to explain the position. In 
regard to this. Shri Bhogendra Jha 
said that Bihar Government wanted to 
enact the law. In tact he peisonally 
spoke to me about the issue of an 
Ordinance in regard iq resumption of 
lands held by tenants. And il Ihere is 
a tenant, then the landowners would 
be in a position to resume that land by 
evicting the tenant. 

I think that was the substance of 
his statement. As far as my ministry 
is concerned, it is not justified at all by 
facts. Bihar Government has not ap¬ 
proached at all v'ith this proposition. 

As far as we are concerned, even 
if such a proposition is made for re¬ 
sumption of the land, it it has not the 
support, then no law would be effec¬ 
tive without the assent of the Presi¬ 
dent. Government of India is very 
clear on this and its national policy is 
known to all State Governments. I 
am quite sure that Bihar Government 
is in a position to take a very respon¬ 
sible view in regard to all these mat¬ 
ters. In regard to the tenancy, in the 
first and Second Plans, we allowed 
resumptions of lands to certain ex¬ 
tent. Now, we have taken the position 
that a tenant must get a permanent 
right for cultivation. Tenancy must be 
made permanent and hereditary. Not 
that. The tenant must also get 
3e ownership rii^t of land. We would 


not lilt© to disturb that position so 
as tenants in this country as concern¬ 
ed. 

So far as our ministry is concerned, 
we are more concerned with their 
rights and we would like to protect 
their interests. 'Shri Kalhamuthu said 
that some tenants were being evicted 
in Tamil Nadu. I am sorry he is not 
here. But, I would like to tell him he 
is a DMK Member—that it is now 
under President’s Rule and after the 
President's taking over the State’s 
Administration. President has been 
pleased to enact a law to protect the 
interests of the tenants, and, therefore, 
to charge that the tenants are being 
evicted because of the Presidential 
Rule is not fair on his part. We had 
been even earlier pressing the DMK 
Government to see to it that adequate 
protection wa.s given to the tenants 

Sir, he raised another point about the 
land owned bv the religious h'usts. In 
this regard our position is very clear. 
Though xs far as lands owned by pub¬ 
lic charitable trusts and religious trusts 
are concerned we allow them to own 
the land if they are cultivated by the 
tenants we will not allow any religious 
trust to evict the tenants. We would 
like to submit through you to the hon, 
tenants and would not like to make 
any departure from this policy. 

Now, I will say a word about the 
input prices because in agriculture the 
input prices play a very important 
role. By and large I am in sympathy 
with the hon. Members when they 
express that the prices of ferlUisera 
have been very high. Sir, I would 
like to submit through you to the hon. 
Members to appreciate the difficul'ies 
of the Government of India. 

Sir, the energy crisis had affected 
our agriculture badly and this energy 
orisis was due to the external factors 
beyond the control of the Government 
of India. What happened was, imme 
diately after the energy crisia the ferti¬ 
liser prices in the world mairlcet shot 
up. 
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We were purchasiog urea at a price 
of Rs, 500 to Rs. 600 per tonne, at one 
time the prices of urea went up to Ra 
3,700/- to Rs. 3,800/- per tonne. In 
spite of this we were selling urea to 
our farmers at R's, 2,000/r per tonne. 
I know, the price of Rs. 2,000/- per 
tonne is a very high price for the 
Indian farmer. 

Sir, in this ccmnecfloa I would like 
to mention some figures with regard 
to the losses which the Central pool 
incurred and ihe subsidy which the 
Government of India had to provide 
during the last two-three years. Sir, 
in 1974-75 the Central pool suffered a 
loss of Rs. 340 crores because we sold 
fertilisers to Indian farmers at a price 
less than o^r purchase price in the 
international market. In 1975-76 the 
loss was Rs. 303 crores and even this 
year we anticipate a loss of Rs. 139 
orores. Sir, the hon. Members have to 
appreciate this because already our 
economy is functioning under stress 
and strain and deficit financing is caus¬ 
ing a lot of concern to the policy 
makers.... 


MR. CHAIRMAN; The point raised 
again and again by various hon. Mem¬ 
bers is that they are not blaming you 
for the prices. All that they were say¬ 
ing was thaf there has to be some 
parity between the prices of inputs and 
the prices of agricultural commodities. 
What have you fo say about it? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: , 
Even in regard to thaT i stand fairly 
on strong position—at least Technically.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHIITE: 

Sir, my time is very limited. Though 
the sudden faU in agriculture prices 
has caused some concern and some hon. 
Members and farmers are worried but 
what has to be appreciated is that 
between 1972—74 the increase in agri¬ 
cultural prices—particularly foodgralns 
—^was to the tune of Rs. 74 per cent. 
The fell has been now 24 per cent... - 

MR., CHAIRMAN: You mean to 
say open market prices? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The overall level of prices include con¬ 
trolled prices as well as.... 

MR, CHAIRMAN: We were talking 
of support price. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Support price has nothing to do iwith 
this. There an effective combination 
between procurement price and open 
market price. Economists work out 
the figures at what ratio, by what per¬ 
centage with public distribution eto 
They take into consideration aU these 
factors and arrive at this conclusion. 
I have got all the statistics here. 1 
will not have the time to give them 
because I have to deal with some other 
points also. But I would broadly state 
the position. There was an increase to 
the tune of 80 per cent between the 
two years of inflationary periods. Our 
whole economy was in doldrums. Poor 
people ^'ith low purchasing power suf¬ 
fered in thi.s country. There was need 
for the prices to be brought down. The 
prices have come down 24 per c^t; 
whether we lake the 1952 base or the 
1962 base, stifl the prices are in favour 
of agricultural icommodlties as com¬ 
pared lo manufaefures. I have aU the 
statistics with me. I have given them 
in the Rhjya Sabha. If any hon. ttieWn 
ber Is interested, I am prepiared to 
share tHem with him. Bui as regains 
a sudden fall in agricultural commo¬ 
dity prices, input prices etc., that is 
a matter which requires very dose at* 
tion from polley makers fnd from 
all of us. It requires «nmpi«ieti 2 at^ 
tentlon frmn all of us.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
have got all the statistics here.

I am prepared to show all the statistics. 
(Irtterruptions), 

MR. CHAIRMAN: By what per¬ 
centage from the base year did ^ 
prices of inputs go up and by what per¬ 
centage have they fallen? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
That makes it further complicated be¬ 
cause input prices have recently gone 
up. The Agricultural Prices Commis¬ 
sion takes all the^e factors into consi- 
deratton. 

I vrould not like to go into details 
because of the very happy food situa¬ 
tion. This debate, has some important 
features. For the first time, I think 
forests, animal husbandry and dairy 
development have received wide atten¬ 
tion from a very large number of hon. 
members. This is a very good augury 
for our country. I shall first deal with 
forests. Forests occugy a very import¬ 
ant place in our economy, particularly 
ecology. In fact, in this country over 
the lait 100 years, if anytiiing has hap¬ 
pened whidh has affected the ecological 
balance, it Is that large denudation of 
forests has taken place. There are 
large areas, even good rainfall areas, 
which tab without vegetation or tree 
cover. { «m now there is a good 
debate gotna on hr the ewinhy.

I would just Mke to show how fores¬ 
try is i^tti^ more and more attention 
at our hands. I would quote some 
figures. For instance, in the First 
Plan, we provided only Rs. 8.5 crorea 
in the country for forestry develop¬ 
ment. In the Second Plan, the figure 
was 21.2 crores; in the Third, it jump¬ 
ed to Rs. 45.9 crores; in 'tSe Fourth 
Plan, we provided Ks. 89.2 crores and- 
now the Fifth Plan provides almost 
Rs. 215.8 crores for forestry. This can 
go up. It is our experience that these 
are not paper figures. In some areas, 
the expenditure may go up a little more 
than what is provided. But I would 
like to make a point here. . Without 
the willing co-operation and conscious 
awareness of the population, the fores¬ 
try development programme will never 
succeed. I was in some European 
countries. There I found that even in 
small, small areas they have planted 
forests. Nobody would touch a tree; in 
some countries, there is a feeling that 
if somebody cuts a branch of a tree, it 
is a sin like cutting the hand of a 
child. In cur Puranas and in the time 
of our forefathers, they had attached 
great importance to this aspect. One' 
of our valued colleagues has drawn 
our attention to the fact that the Great 
Budha had attached importance to- 
forestry. 

Now two things are important here: 
popular awareness and popular in¬ 
volvement. If these come about, if the 
gram panchayats, educational institu¬ 
tions, social and political workers for¬ 
getting all political differences, try to- 
do that, it should be possible to pro¬ 
test our forests and bring about a pro¬ 
per ecological balance. 

In regard to dairies, I should like to 
highlight one or two points briefly. 
For the past twenty years the picture 
was discouragiug but milk productloin 
has come up at a satisfactory rate iic 
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xecent times. What has happened for 
the first time last year indicated the 
rich potential, like foodgrains produc¬ 
tion. this countr.y has a very rich poten- 
lial for producing good quantities of 
milk. Some areas have started actually 
producing more milk than the govern¬ 
ment dairies could collect. In Maha¬ 
rashtra Stale there have been angry 
demonstrations by farmers against 
Government for not accepting all that 
was produced. In Bombay milk is 
available in abundance, as also milk 
available in abundance, as also miik 
Punjab and Haryana, the same thing. 
We have been importing skimmed milk 
powder to the extent of Rs. 14, 20 or 
30 crores annually; for the first lime 
now' we took a dedsion; no imports 
will be allowed unless whatever is 
locally produced is consumed. We can 
manage the dairies in the country by 
using our milk powder. Jt has shown 
the rich potential that is there. Cities 
like Delhi still have .some problems; I 
am aware of that. But the present 
trend augurs well for the dairy indus¬ 
try. Some hon. members have termed 
it as white revolution; whether it is 
the proper word or not.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Operation Flood. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
There are various terminologies and I 
would not accept a foreign termimi- 
logy. As far as this is concerned, this 
country is in for a very good develop¬ 
ment. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Are you think¬ 
ing of exporting milk powder? 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. .SHINDE: 
Not immediately. But if Australia and 
New' Zealand can do it, why cannot 
India do it? If EEC countries which 
bad four months of snow covered lands 
can do it, why cannot we? The poten¬ 
tial is there. This development has 
thrown upnew possibilities. Mr. 
Painuli was referring to cross-breeding 
afid /he said that in the Himalayas cat¬ 
tle devefotianent could be improved. 
Yc^ also referred tn this. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: I was thinking 
of millions of underfed children. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Even for children milk was not avail¬ 
able. Now' that milk production is 
coming up,.the prdblem of nutrition of 
children will get solved. 1 see all those 
possibilities. We started with a pro¬ 
vision of Rb. 15 crores in the first plan 
in the fifth plan the provision is Rs. 539 
crores. We have modem dairy plants 
all over the country; more than 168. 
We propose to have more and more 
dairy plants wherever milk product- 
tion and marketing arrangements have 
to be made. We have approached the 
World Bank for loan for very big 
projects in some places. 

Shri Chandrappan asked about the 
coconut board, he was a participant at 
the conference of parliament members 
which my ministry organised and I am 
glad that the coneference made very 
valuable contribution to an understand¬ 
ing and assessment of the problems of 
coconut industry. We as a ministry 
think that there was a strong case for 
the formation of a coconut board. We 
have not talcen a final decision; we are 
awaiting the comments of the govern¬ 
ments in the coconut growing states. 
We are well aware that the Kerala 
government is very much in favour of 
that; the Karnataka government have 
also said that they want the coconut 
board to be set up. We are awaiting the 
Comments of the other state govern¬ 
ments. The conference has succeeded 
in opening up this issue and my minis¬ 
try’s approach is to find out ways and 
means so that the coconut economy 
could be supported as coconut plays 
an important role in the farmers eco¬ 
nomy and also in oil and agricultural 
economy in coastal areas. 

Some hon. members referred lo thrt 
implementation of the recommenda¬ 
tions of the National Commission on 
Agriculture. Shri Nathu Ram Mirdha 
was the chairman. First of gU I want 
to thank Mr. R. N. Mirdha and all b*s 
colleagues in the commission and thO 
vicfrchairman Gfiud Slyaraman, who 
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deputy chairman of the planning com^ 
mission. They have produced a very 
valuable document for the guidance of 
the government of India. After the 
1929 Royal Commission on Agricul¬ 
ture, for the first time such a valuable 
report has come which will help us 
in formulating our policies. I thank 
the Commission and other? who work¬ 
ed on it. My ministry hag taken the 
recommendations very seriously and 
would like to implement them as expe¬ 
ditiously as possible. But as he him¬ 
self said, some of them are of far- 
reaching importance and cannot be 
implemented in a year. . In some re¬ 
commendations the State Governments 
are involved and some have financial 
Implications. All these will have to 
be gone into. We have set up an imp¬ 
lementation cell in the ministry and I 
am sure these recommendations will 
provide a very strong basis for formu¬ 
lation of future policies. Some of the 
recommendations in the interim report 
have been incorporated in the fifth 
plan regarding marginal farmers, 
small farmers, dairy programme, pig¬ 
gery and poultry programmes for 
weaker sections, etc. 

Food procurement this year hag been 
going on very well. The good food 
situation is getting refiected in the 
procurement. As -far as kharif pro¬ 
curement is concerned, we have cross¬ 
ed 56 lakh tonnes. I am confident we 
will reach 6 million tonnes. Our stock 
position is very comfortable. We are 
almost approaching 11 million tonne 
mark in the stock position in the cen¬ 
tral pool and wnth State Governments. 
Our original estimate wag that by 31st 
July we will have a stock of 13 inii- 
lion tonnes, but I am afraid our stock 
position may exceed even 15 million 
tonnes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You do not have 
enough sforage capacity. 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
You are aware of it. We require the 
^O^mpathieg of the hon. memters and 
yourself. I am glad to knention 
|hat desplIp ^Qie good ^CQOd s^uarion, we 
are not relaxing procurement because 


the public distribution system plays . 
very important role in our economy. 
Mr. Bhogendra Jha said that prices 
should not be allowed to rise in the 
loan period. With such a large stock 
with us, I do not think we should be 
afraid of it. We shall be able to re¬ 
lease large quantities through the pub¬ 
lic distribution system and see that 
the interests of the vulnerable section^ 
are well protected. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; You must requisi¬ 
tion private godowns. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
That we are doing. Wherever storage 
capacity is available, we will use it. 

SHRI NATHU RAM AHIRWAR 
(Tikamgarh): The prices of inputs 
puts should not be allowed to go up. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Our effort is to bring down their jni- 
ces. Shri D. D. Desai always makes 
suggestions with good intentions. He 
said that 15 per cent of the production 
should be kept in silos. I would point 
out that the cost of construction of 
silos as against ordinary storage is 
very high. If for ordinary storage we 
have to invest Rs. 250 per tonne, for 
silog it would be RS. 700 to 800. We 
are not against silo construction. In 
the long run for maintaining butler 
stocks over long periods, we do re¬ 
quire silos. But when we are strug¬ 
gling with the problenis of inadequacy 
of resources and when time is of the 
essence and we have to construct 
storage capacity very fast, silos will 
have to wait for their turn and come' 
in gradually.

Shri Hari Singh said, there are some 
malpractices taking place in Buland- 
shahr and for quality reasons wheat is 
being rejected and not purchased ly 
the FCI or State Government agents. 
Immediately we got in touch with the 
FCI and they have deputed an officer 
to Bulandshahr area. We have asked 
him not to leave that idace till all the 
problems have been tackled. In this 
respect the cooperation of the State 
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•Government is necessary. They will 
have to be very vigilant. A amilar 
situation was there io the past and we 
want popular committees to be set uPi 
"Which will cooperate with the local ad¬ 
ministration.

Mem¬ 
bers for taking keen interest in the 
subject and showing courtesy towards 
us because without their courtesy it 
would have been difficult for me as 
well as for my senior colleague to func- 
-tion effectively. 

I would like to end by saying that 
this country has a great future as far 
as agriculture is concerned. We must 
try to see that this pountry becomes the 
first rate agricultural power in the 
wmdd.

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAIK 
(Puri); At the outset i must congiratu- 
late the Ministry of Agriculture and 
Shri Jagjivan Ram on resolving the 
water disputes among the various 
States, and also the Chief Ministers tor 
agreeing readily to resolve these river 
disputes, so that many problems can 
be solved. In thi.s Orissa is also one 
of the States like your State of Maha¬ 
rashtra and Andhra Pradesh. I hope 
that the projects which have been 
pending for a long time will now go 
ahead. 

I have listened very keenly to the 
speech of Mr. Shinde. It is really 
gratifying that food production is going 
ahead and that in the near future we 
will no longer have to face the huli- 
miating prospect of going to foreign 
countries with a begging bowel. The 
day is certainly coming when India 
will be not only self-sufficient in food, 
but will also be in a position to ex¬ 
port. 

We have to depend mostly on our 
science and technology and the socia¬ 
listic idea which has developed 
various methods suggested to the agri¬ 
cultural universities. For this purpose 
also, agricultural education is import¬ 
ant. We have established a large num¬ 
ber of agricultural universities and the 
ICAR is financing them, but what iff 
the result? After all, who Is the far¬ 
mer? No agricultural graduate is a 
farmer. We have to think of the peo¬ 
ple who are working in the field. So, 
there must be some Wind of change hi 
our thinking of agricuitaral e^atki^ 
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Some yearg ago Uiere was a sugges¬ 
tion made by the Government of Orissa 
to Which the Government of India 
agreed. A committee was appointed 
under the chairmanship of Shri B. O. 
Nag Chowdhury, the then Member of 
the Planning Commission, for the in¬ 
troduction of agriculture in higher 
secondary schools. A syllabus was 
drawn up and curriculum was prepar¬ 
ed. A circular was issued to the diffe¬ 
rent States. Some provision was made 
by the Planning Commission. The 
proposal was to set up at least 50 such 
schools in each State so that agricul¬ 
tural education could be imparted be¬ 
cause today, though science and tech¬ 
nology have advanced, the agricultu¬ 
rists cannot understand what is input, 
what is agricultural management, what 
is water management, what is com¬ 
mand area development etc. So, some¬ 
thing should be taught at the school 
level so that those who go to the fields 
may understand these things, and not 
merely the graduates who only become 
supervisors at the district or block 
level. But that has not been develop¬ 
ed. That file is moving between Ib.o 
Agriculture Ministry and the Ministry 
of E>lucation. The Agriculture 
Ministry is very keen on it, 
but aparently the Ministry of Edu¬ 
cation is not. Agricultural schools 
should be set up so that the boys who 
go to the field have some basic know¬ 
ledge and they can utilise science and 
technology on the farm. It is stated 
sometimes that the illiterate farmers 
do not know anything. So we want 
everyone to be literate. They must be 
at least of Matriculation standard: 
they may be given education at least 
up to Higher Secondary standard. 
Their education is very important and 
this is linked with the Agricultural 
Universities, the Agriculture Ministry 
and the Education Ministry. So they 
should take it up and at least some 
Higher Secondary Schools should be 
started in different State.? in this Plan 
period and these have to be connected 
with the Krishi Vidya Kendras of the 
ICAR at different traces. There is a 
lot of information available with the 
Krish! Vidya Kendras but who knows 
657 LS-6. 


it? It is only the Block Development 
Officer who goes there and then tells 
them something, but they cannot 
understand if it is something mechani¬ 
cal. Of course they are intelligent and 
they have been traditionally doing 
something, but that tradition has to be 
changed and it has to be done in a 
scientific manner. So, agricultural 
education is very necessary and plays 
an important role in achieving our tar. 
get in the agricultural field—^because 
bout 50 per cent of the population are 
engaged in agriculture. And if agri¬ 
culture does not improve. Industry will 
suffer because agriculture produces 
raw materials for the industry, agricul¬ 
ture produces materials for export and 
agriculture produces various other 
things. The Agriculture Ministry is 
the biggest Ministry with which all 
the States are concerned because it 
deals with Forests, it deals with Ani¬ 
mal Husbandry, it deals with Co-ope¬ 
ration, it deals with Community Deve¬ 
lopment, with Irrigation, Agriculture, 
Land Reforms and many other things. 
So, this Ministry with which all the 
States are concerned, should see how 
these are to be integrated. 

In our Universities, Forestry is wot 
a subject they never introduced it. 
The.y are now trying to introduce 
Fisherie.s as a subject. Of course. 
Fisheries has a very important role in 
our development because fish is part 
of our protein food. But how are you 
going to do it? There has been very 
little research in Fisheries develop¬ 
ment. From the report I find that 
there is some research in fresh water 
fish. But in regard to Chilka brackish 
water lake which has an area of 80 
kilometres, no research has been done. 
We have been prettsing and the Orissa 
Government ha.s also been pressing 
that this should be a Central subject. 
With World Bank assistance, this 
should b® developed for the purpose 
of exports. Last year we exported 
marine products worth Rs. 10 crores, 
but it can be further developed, not 
only for the purpose of fisheries but 
for other development also because it 
has b^n tested and found ffiat desilt- 
ed ChiOca soli can also be utilised as 
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chemical fertilizers. But how should 
it be desilted? This should be taken 
up for consideration, as to how to im¬ 
prove the position in regard to the 
Chilka Lake. 

Now, something has been said about 
Forests and I don’t want to repeat the 
same thing. But our forest products 
also help certain industries. A large 
number of paper mills are set up in 
this country. We have given licences 
to some paper mills and they are cut¬ 
ting bamboo at random, they don’t care 
for the forests. Each paper mill 
^ould be made responsible for the 
growth of forests which they are utilis¬ 
ing. One acre of bamboo growth can 
give only 2o tons of pulp, but one acre 
of eucalyptus can give 80 tons of paper 
pulp. So, it has to be calculated as 
to what shou' 1 be grown, if you are 
thinking of e.rcpanding the paper in¬ 
dustry. Because there is shortage of 
paper we want the paper industry to 
grow, but without forest resources, ihe 
paper industry cannot grow. So, the 
paper industry must have a say in the 
expansion of forest resources. They 
must work on some rationale or some 
method_to develop forests in areas in 
which licences have been granted to 
paper miUs. Whether it is Orissa, 
Madhya Pradesh, Bengal or Assam, 
the forests have to be developed if we 
want to develop our industries in the 
manner we want. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please co-operate 
with me, there are 40 persons on the 
list down below. 

SHRI BANAMALI PATNAlK: Just 
one minute more. 

Now, in regard to Community Deve¬ 
lopment, we are not really giving ade¬ 
quate finance to the Community Deve¬ 
lopment Blocks though we wanted to 
decentralise power. Let the Minimum 
Needs Programme be given to them, 
let there be more activity there. But 
there is no money with the Community 
Development Blocks even for certain 
programmes which the Agriculture 


Ministry gives them. This Miinmum 
Needs Programme is also looked after 
by the Agriculture Ministry. So let 
the Ministry allot this programme also 
to the Committee Development Blocks 
so that they get more incentive and 
more work and will know the work. 

SHRI HAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA (Amritsar): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I 
must congratulate the Government for 
turning this country from the position 
of a deficit Staip to that of a surplus 
State in respect of food. It has been 
possible only on account of the policies 
which this Government has been pur¬ 
suing in the past. It is the direct re¬ 
sult of these policies that we have now 
a very big surplus this year. We have 
70 million tonnes of grains in the kha- 
rif crop and we are likely to have 45 
million tonnes of foodgraihs in the 
rabi crop, thus totalling 115 million 
tonnes.... 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Kharif will be slightly more. 

SHRI HAGHUNANDAN LAL BHA- 
TIA: It is good if it is more than 70 
million tonnes. My estimate was that 
it was about 70 million tonnes. 

With this sizable quantity of grains 
in our hand, there are certain problems 
to which I want to draw the attention 
of the Ministry. 

The first problem that comes to my 
mind ig that of storage. We do not 
have good storage facilities, and with 
the sizable quantity of grains that we 
are going to have with us plus the car¬ 
ry-over of 11 million tonnes plus the 
imports of four to five million tonnes— 
we have already agreed to import and 
those imports are also coming ta this 
country—with this large amount of 
foodgrains, we will find it to 

manage. I know, the Food Corpora¬ 
tion of India, which is handling the 
storage, procurement and distribution 
on behalf of the Government^ tg being 
manned by a very experienced ogleei^j 
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aad I have no doubt also that the offi¬ 
cers in the Food Ministry who are very 
well trained will be able to rise to the 
occai^on to meet this challenge. Still 
I leel—I have got a fear in my mnd— 
that we will not be able to manage this 
much quantity. It is not a question of 
only storage. Whatever storage facili¬ 
ties you may be able to get or procure, 
whether in the schools or in the private 
;godowns the country still our food- 
grains ndll be much more than what 
3 ?ou can possibly arrange for, more so 
because the foodgrains of the rabi 
crop will come two months. 

Wlien there Is a shortage, arrivals in 
the market are not much, but when 
there is a surplus, the farmer tries to 
unload his grains in the market be¬ 
cause he knows that the prices are 
not going to rise. Therefore, I would 
like that, apart from storage space, you 
may also think of revising your poli¬ 
cies by which so much of storage may 
not take place. 

My first suggestion is that, instead 
nf having a single zone, you may have 
three zones in this country, 
so that the wheat or other grains may 
flow on private level also, so that there 
may not be much pressure on the FCI, 
which is a single agency handling 
this affair in the country. 

The second suggestion that I want 
to make is that you must change your 
psychology, your policy. When we 
•were deficit, you were having certain 
policies, certain rules which were quite 
right when we were deficit. But since 
we are surplus now, I would hhe to 
ask you as to what is the necessity of 
having controls or restrictions on the 
movement of wheat products. Wheat 
products should be allowed to move 
all over India. That will certainly re¬ 
lieve the pressure on the FCI. The 
250 units of floor-mills in India are 
working to a capacity of 20 or 30 per 
cent. If the mill products are permit, 
ted to move all over Ihdia, sui^y, the 
mlUa will get more woric and they will 
consume more wfaeaC That will re- 
kluce the pressure bn storage. 


The second point 1 would like to 
raise is with regard to the prices of 
th e foodgrains. Every year you have 
an Agricultural Prices Commission 
which advises you on prices of food- 
grains. But the farmers ate not 
happy because the prices fixed by you 
are not in consonance with the prices 
which they have to pay on the inputs 
etc. For instance, you have seen, ell 
the States have raised the water rates 
and the electricity rates. The prices o£ 
tractors are prohibitive. You have rai¬ 
sed the prices of fertilisers. If you 
their economy, you will find that the

is producing more for the nation^ he ^ 
not getting the same remuneration as 
he was required to have or at least 
what he used to have in the past. Yott 
have commissions for fixing prices of 
other commodities but why do you 
not have commissions which will go 
into the prices of inputs and the cost 
of the grain which he produces. There 
in order to have a long-term policy, 
you must go into this aspect and also 
wherever you can reduce the prices, 
whether it be of fertilisers or trac¬ 
tor or other inputs, you must do that. 

The third point I would like to men¬ 
tion is with regard to irrigation. The 
Indus Water Treaty of I960 gave un¬ 
restricted use of water to India after 
1970 March, We have spnt Rs. 100 
crores in foreign exchange which was 
paid to Pakistan as compensation, to 
get the use of the waters of the Ravi, 
the Beas and the Sutlej. But we haw 
not been able to tame and utilise tha 
waters of the Sutlej. So far as 
Ravil and the Bea9 a|re concempd., 
after 1970 we could have utilised those 
waters. But after payment of Rs. 100 
crores, still Pakistan is taking advan¬ 
tage of that water which is flowing 
Pakistan. We have not been able to 
make use of that water. May I ask 
from the Ministry why is it so? Why 
have we not been able to utilise the 
water? Firstly you said that there are 
Inter-State disputes. But those disputes 
are not there, Punjab and Kashmir 
have settied. You have unilaterally 
deddsd to idve water to a large extent 
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[Shri Raghunandan Lai Bhatia] 

to Haryana. That is all right. That is 
your decision. That is all right. But 
why are you not going ahead with the 
Thein Dam scheme when you know it 
that this scheme is pending for the last 
7-8 years? No clearance is given to it. 
May I know why it is 50 ? Because 
sometimes it is said that it is 
an energy scheme and it has very 
little irrigation potential... (Jnterrwp- 
tums) Whatever it is, this is a problem 
which you have to tackle but you are 
running away from it. We have got 
certain misunderstandings about this 
scheme, whether the centre Is at all 
interested to carry out this scheme. 
You have said about Punjab. But 
Punjab is giving you 90 per cent of 
the rice procurement to the Central 
Pool and it is giving 60 per cent of the 
total wheat to your national pooL 
Even many States put together cannot 
give 60 per cent. Punjab alone with 
12 small districts is giving you 60 ner 
cent of the national pool. When there 
is a war—1965 and then 1971—it is 
the Punjabis who have borne the 
brunt of it. But what are you doing for 
Punjab? This is one scheme which we 
are requesting you again and again 
for the last 7-8 years, but you are 
silent about It. I would request the 
Minister to categorically let us know 
whether you are interested to carry 
on this scheme or not. whether it has 
irrigation potential or not and whether 
It is an energy scheme or not, or what- 
ever it is. We are very sentimental 
about it and we want a clear-cut ans¬ 
wer from thp Centre, for even if you 
clear the scheme to-davj it will take 
6-8 vears for comoletion and you are 
unneces.sarilv wasting a national water 
which is goinfT to Pakistan. If we uti¬ 
lise that water, we will be able to bring 
moTp, than a million acres under culti¬ 
vation an,^ we will be able to save .all 
the monp^• that we are spending now 
On import of foodgrains.

for sugar nationalisation in addition 
to the commitment of the government 
and the Congress Party to it. Most 
of the members on the other side did 
not raise it, not because they did not 
want sugar nationalisation but because 
some sort of demoralisation is there 
since that subject is now pushed back. 
If experience is to be the teacher, at 
least this year, after so many conces¬ 
sions have been offered and after hav¬ 
ing increased the open market sugar 
from 30 to 35 per cent, most of the 
sugar factories have stopped taking 
cane from the growers two months 
earlier, even though sugarcane pro¬ 
duction has increased and people are 
ready to supply cane. So, it is going 
to result in less production and there 
will be shortage. This is the creation 
of these sugar magnates. Because of 
their actions, there will again 
be shortage and the prices will again 
be pushed up. I want to say that 
this is treachery not only to the peo¬ 
ple or the Government but treachery 
to their own commitment. They 
were committed to a production of 50 
lakh tonnes but we are not going to 
reach that figure as far as this year 
is concerned. 300 Members of Par¬ 
liament have given a memorandum to 
the Government requesting them to 
take over the sugar indu.str.v. Rs. 74 
crores hav© been set apart for moder¬ 
nisation. With that money, you can 
take over the sugar industry. Why 
don’t you implement the Bhargava 
Committee’s recommendations? Why 
don’t you* create a sugar corporation? 

Secondly, arrears to the tun© of Rs. 
55 crores have been accumulated with 
the mill owners but they are not pay¬ 
ing any attention to pay the arrears. 

I request the Government that they 
should be taken to task severely. This 
question is being raised every time in 
the AICC, AITUC and other trade 
union organisations but nothing has 
been dcme so far. Why do not 
do away with this thing? The entire 
aim of the 20-Point Economic Pro¬ 
gramme is to increase production but 
as far as sugar production is concern" 
ed, these mediates are cowinl In .tJ^ 
way of increasing the i^odpetlcpj^ 
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Th« National Commission has said: 

“It has been the experience that 
with every development in any part 
of the country, whethfer through 
better irrigation or adoption of im¬ 
proved techniques and practices,

So, this leads to greater unemploy¬ 
ment and under-employment and 
these problems have assumed so much 
of a serious proportion that unless you 
make a radical departure from the 
past and see that a credit system is 
specially evolved, it may not be possi¬ 
ble to solve this problem. In spite of 
growth in the laponomy it has been 
said that there is a worsening of the 
employment situation in the rural 
sector..

No; I oppose this. The rich farmers 
and the landlords who have turned out 
to be kulaks should not be allowed 
into such cooperatives.

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SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO (Kaki- 
nada): I rise to support th a Demands 
of the Agriculture Ministry. 


Thanks to resolute and dynamic 
leadership, there has been an unpre¬ 
cedented sense of discipline and dedi¬ 
cation throughout the country. I must 
congratulate the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture On taking advantage of this mood 
in the country, and because of the 
kindness of nature, they are able to 
build up a buffer stock of nearly 11 
million tons. I must congratulate 
them on this. But I am afraid that in 
spite of their great success, the mood 
and the morale of the farmers in India 
are completely gone. It is high time 
that we realised what is wrong, what 
is happening to them. I am afraid 
they are terror-stricken and complete¬ 
ly demoralised. 


Shri Shinde is a very competent 
Minister and an able Parliamentarian, 
He has given certain statistics. He 
said that we had to give nearly Rs. 
149 crores or so as subsidy for ferti¬ 
lisers. I am sure he is aware that last 
year the country was short of quality 
seeds. This year, however, the Na¬ 
tional Seeds Corporation wants to ex¬ 
port these quality seeds. Is it becaus© 
we are surplus in them? I am afraid 
it is because our marginal farmers are 
not in a position to purchasa them. I 
am afraid the same situation will arise 
in fertilisers also. 


This year we have produced 15 lakh 
tonnes of fertilisers. Next year we 
hope to produce 18 lakh tonnes. We 
are consuming about 25 lakh tonnes. 
I will not ba surprised if, as in quality 
seeds, we are forced to export ferti- 
Users, with the net result that the 
country will face the same situation 
as we were facing last year. So, my 
appeal to our able Jagjivan Ham Baba 
is that we must see that the prices of 
inputs for the farmers like fertilisers, 


insecticides and power should be re¬ 
duced. He must be aware that we 
have spent nearly Rs, 800 crores 'in 
foreign exchange to import 400 milliwi 
tonnes of wheat. Why should he 
grudge paying Rs. 200 crores more as 
subsidy for fertilisers? I appeal to 
him to think about it once again. 

Now I come to sugar. Last year we 
produced 48 lakh tonnes and exported 
13 lakh tonnes, earning a foreign ex¬ 
change of Rs. 475 crores, but this year 
We could, produce only 43 lakh tonn^. 
I am afraid we will come to a stage 
like that of jute. May I bring to your 
notice that the private sector in the 
jute industry hag killed that industry? 
This year we could export only up to 
Rs. 239 crores. I can tell you that the 
jute industry is dead and gone and' 
I appeal to you that sines there can 
be no question of any retrenchment, 
they must have some alternative agri¬ 
cultural employment in West Bengal. 
They should slowly switch over ta 
some other product. 

Why I am bringing this up is be¬ 
cause it is just like cotton. The posi¬ 
tion in regard to cotton wa.s also the- 
same but, thanks to the timely inter¬ 
vention, the National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion was created and I am happy to- 
know that by next year we will be 
able to improve. 

So I appeal once again to our able 
Jagjivan Ram Babu that we should 
look after our farmers. If we don’t 
look after them, they will be finished. 
Now we have got Rs. 768 crores and 
we have decided to support agricul¬ 
ture and agriculture-based industries 
like fertilizers etc. in a massive way. 
But are we really doing it? 

In this background, I would like to 
say that he should ^ve more money 
for the, big projects also. For exam¬ 
ple, in my State of Andhra Pradesh, 
the State has already spent about Rs, 
800 crores and they have built a huge 
reservoir but we could use the water 
hardly for one million acres. Now, if 
you give us a little more money, we 
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can raise crops on 2 million acres. I 
want the Centre to be more sympathe¬ 
tic ahd to clear the Polavaram Bar¬ 
rage in Andhra Pradesh which will 
help us a great deal in the production 
of rice. 

Since my time is short, I will corre 
to the point about export-oriented 
apiculture. He has said that he has 
given a sum to the tune of a thousand 
crores, but I am afraid that when we 
have a deficit of Rs. 1400 crore this 
thousand crores is very meagre. We 
have done well in sugar and we have 
done well in tea, where it is 200 crores 
and in the case of coffee it is about 
50 crores. But we must specialise in 
fisheries. We are happy that we have 
exported to the tune of Rs. 100 crores 
this year as compared to Rs. 60 crores, 
but it is a field where there are tre¬ 
mendous potentialities. V/e are on 
the fringe of it, but unfortunately, we 
are concentrating only on shrimps and 
lobsters. It is high time that we con¬ 
centrate on tuna fish. 

In a country with a coastal area of 
5,000 kilometres, we have only about 
11000 motorised boats and they can 
operate only on on-shore. We should 
go ahead with buying big trawlers. 
They always say that we are import¬ 
ing 30 trawlers from Mexico, but what 
is 30 trawlers for a country with a 
coast of 5000 Jcilometres? I appeal to 
you that you should see that we buy 
more trawlers and that vm also con¬ 
centrate On tuna fish...

SHRI & N. SINGH DEO (Bankura) 
I am grateful to you that in spite of 
the short time you have given me this 
•opportunity to speak. I will confine 
my speech only to the problems of 
my constituency. 

We are all grateful to Babuji that 
•under his able leadership there has 
been a marked progress in the 
development of agriculture and in 
food production. It is an admitted 
fact that irrigation is one of the 
major factors in agriculture and I 
■will try to draw your attention to 
the districts of Purulia and Bankura 
in West Bengal, which I have the 
honour to represent. You know 
these two districts are situated at 
the eastern edge of Chota-Nagpur 
plateau where the land is rocky and 
undulating no big major irrigation 
work or big river valley projects 
:ou1d be taken up. The only possi- 
lilities are minor irrigation, medium 
rrigation and wells and whatever 
sources of water in tanks are there 
n the villages should be -tapped. I, 
;herefore, request you that necessary 
irovision for the same may please be 
nade because it is a chronic drought- 
irone area. So, under the drought- 
irone areas programme necessary 
iunds should be allotted so that the 
Jerelict tanks and wells etc., can be 
•epaired and on, small rivers where 
.mbankments can be constructed, can 
le taken up in a large number so 
hat this area which is mostly inhaWt- 
“d by the . tribal people and poor 
iarijans could get advantage of irri¬ 
gation in their fields. 

Shinde Sahib is not here but, during 
lis speech he has already spoken 
tbout the large number of civil suits 
hat are pen 4 ing in the Calcutta High 


Court against the land reforms mea¬ 
sures of West Bengal Government. Se 
tar as I know more than 50,000 cases 
are pending and as a result, the very 
purpose of land reforms have been 
frustrated. Times without number we 
have spoken regarding these difficul¬ 
ties and even in the recent Chief 
Ministers* Conference at Delhi this 
point was taken up by our Chief 
Minister, Mr. Sidhartha Shankar Ray. 
But, unless and until the Central 
Government come to our rescue, the 
very purpose of land reform measures 
will be frustrated. If necessary, I 
will request that a suitable amend¬ 
ment in the Constitution should also 
be made so that these things could 
be expedited. 

I would not take, an already said, 
much of your time. Now, I will only 
request our hon. Minister to consider 
sympathetically about the Darkeshwar 
river project in the district of Ban¬ 
kura. The necessary survey by the 
West Bengal Government has already 
been completed, but due to the pau¬ 
city of funds, that, is not being taken 
. up. But that will be of great advan¬ 
tage to this chronic drought-prone 
area and I reqtiest that allocation of 
necessary funds from the Centre may 
please be made so that these two 
districts of Purulia and Bankura may 
be benefited b.y that. 

There is another project, the Kansa- 
vati River Project work of which is 
already under progress. Due to short¬ 
age of funds that has also not been 
taken up seriously. As a result of 
it the Upper Kansavati River Project 
programme has been delayed. Neces¬ 
sary allocation of funds may be made 
for the said project, particularly for 
the upper Kansavati area immediate¬ 
ly, so that the drought affected areas 
may be benefited.

Mr. Chairman, Sir, I whole heartedly 


•The original speech was delivered in Bengali. 
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support theVJemands of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Irrigation and offer 
my compliments to Babuji and his 
colleagues for the wonderful perfor¬ 
mance they have shown this year. It 
would not be an exaggeration to say 
that wherever Babuji has gone sucess 
has followed him. This year we have 
made remarkable progress in so far 
as food production in the country is 
concerned. The food position is so 
encouraging that we are going to set 
up an all time record and with the 
favourable cooperation of nature we 
would perhaps be able to attain a 
real self-sufRciency in the food front 
within the next few years. We are 
trying to build up a buffer stock. In 
the newspaper of 4th April, I have 
found that the Government of India 
have entered into an agreement with 
the Government of America and ac¬ 
cording to this agreement America 
will be supplying us 4 lakh tons 
of wheat and one lakh ton of rice. 
In this conection I would like to seek 
a few clarifications. I would like 
to know whether the foodgrains 
under the agreement in question 
is being purchased at the inter¬ 
national price or the real value of 
these foodgrains are somewhere near 
the cost incurred under the P. L. 480 
Agreement. In case the hon. 
Minister finds it difficult to di- 
vulge the rates I would request him 
to kindly inform this House that the 


agreement m question is in no way 
replacement of the PL 480 agreeme 
^cause we have repeatedly said 
the floor of this House that we woo 
not like to accept PL 480 donatio 
Of foodgrains from America as it i 
volves our national prestige 


In this connection I would also like 
to sound the word caution to the 
Government. A few years ago wheat 
wias imported from America and it 
was found to be mixed with Dhatura. 
fc to day’s piper 1 haw fdund that 
the FCI has launched proceeding 


against 5 American compames and 
have claimed compensation worth" 215 
million dollars because dur^ the last 
15 years these companies were sup¬ 
plying us wheat which were found to 
be less in weight, contaminated end 
in many cases unfit for human con¬ 
sumption. On behalf of the Govern¬ 
ment of India the press note says 
that this theft could not be detected 
in time because the Government did 
not have adequate weighing facilities 
and gradation facilities. Perhaps the 
whole matter would not have seen 
the light of the day had it not been 
inquired into by the Government of 
America. It is indeed very surpris¬ 
ing, Sir fMat we are being defrauded 
by these American companies for the 
last 15 years and our own officers who 
were sent for negotiating the deal and 
implement the transaction could not 
for once even detected it and report 
the matter to the Government for 
necessary action. They have failed 
totally in this matter. The federal 
inquiry has also revealed that these 
American companies were pursuing 
this game by bribing the officials and 
by adopting many under hand tactics. 
I would therefore request the Gov¬ 
ernment to institute an inquiry to find 
out whether our officers were also in¬ 
volved in this shady transaction and 
if so what action should be taken 
against them. I would also urge upon 
the Government to take inunediate 
action to improve the present weigh¬ 
ing arrangements because unless this 
is done we will continue to be de¬ 
frauded by the suppliers. 


I would now like to say a few 
words about my own district. West 
Dinajpur is a district of North 
Bengal. It can be called the granary 
of North Bengal also. In this district 
we can raise only one crop in a year.^ 
Only in a few scattered places ai»- 
paddy and jute are cultivated andT 
in other places the cultivation of two 
crops is very poor. In this distukt 
we have not been able to liiake ade¬ 
quate supply Of electricity and w » 
result of this other.>crop& cemnof W 
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raised because of lack of irrigation. 
There is also difficulty in installing 
shallow or deep tubewells because the 
water level is very low and unless 
electricity is provided this cannot be 
done. With adequate facilities of 
irrigation this district can raise three 
crops easily. There are places where 
some deep tubewells have been in¬ 
stalled but the mechinemen are not 
there. At other places the machines 
are lying unutilised and cases of theft 
of parts of tubewells from solitary 
places are also being reported. It 
takes quite a long time, nearly one to 
two years, before defective tubewells 
which goes wrong are attended to. 

1 would request the Central Govern¬ 
ment to kindly help the State Gov- 
ternments to set up an efficient 
organisation which can attend to these 
things. In this district there are 
many ponds, canals and rivers. Tf 
we can construct bunds on the rivers 
and get the ponds cleaned then this 
can help in growth of pisciculture 
and will also help the irrigation. There 
are forests too in this districts but 
they are not being properly maintain¬ 
ed and utilised. It has also 
been found that seed is supplied 
to cultivators after the sowing 
season is over and even in some cases 
the price is more than the market 
rate. I hope the Government will 
take suitable steps to remedy the 
situation. In West Bengal particular¬ 
ly in North Bengal there is great 
potential for development of hydro 
electric power but the amount of 
electricity that is being generated 
against this potential capacity is in¬ 
deed very meagre. Not only in West 
Bengal but the case of all the eastern 
States is the same. I would like to 
cite the example of pump sets alone. 
Andhra has 2 lakh pump sets, Tamil 
^ Nadu 7 lakh pump sets but as com- 
r pared to these Assam has only 700 
^ pump sets; West Bengal 7000 pump sets 
and Orissa 3000 only. Becauseof lack of 
electricity we are not able to improve 
the irrigation faciMties and also our 
rate of production. I hope that the 
Central Govemmelrt would giw priori 


ity to this matter and they would 
be able to come to a settlement with 
the Government of Nepal and con¬ 
struct bunds On rivers which are 
flowing from Nepal side and aug¬ 
ment production of hydro electricity. 

Time being short 1 would like to 
conclude my speech by barely refer¬ 
ring to two more issues. Cultivation 
of jute is falling in West Bengal be¬ 
cause the cultivators are not getting 
remunerative price. The Jute Cor¬ 
poration of India is not able to pur¬ 
chase the total produce of jute because 
of the paucity of funds. As a re¬ 
sult of this the middlemen are making 
hey while the cultivators are langui¬ 
shing. The situation, is no better 
with regard to cotton production but 
fortunately the cotton producers' 
have a very good lobby and their con¬ 
dition is not as bad as those of the 
jute cultivators. It is my sincere 
feeling that as long as jute, cotton 
and tea are not brought within the 
administrative control of the Ministry 
of Agriculture the lot of the cultiva¬ 
tors of these crops cannot be improv¬ 
ed because the Ministry of Commerce 
is more concerned about trading these 
commodities. They are more interest 
ed in the traders and they have hardly 
any time to think of the poor cultiva¬ 
tors who produce them. I would re. 
quest the Centre to set up a Com¬ 
mission to inquire why in West Ben¬ 
gal the number of landless cultiva¬ 
tors is increasing year after year. 
With this I conclude my speech. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA (Jamnagar); 
I rise to support the Demands for 
Grants of the Ministry of Agriculture. 
I shall restrict myself to Chapter IX 
only a chapter which I consider is 
very important. This is something 
where the people of the coimtry have 
always been interested.^ Those inter¬ 
ested in fisheries and those who are 
concerned with fisheries will compli¬ 
ment and join me in congratulating 
Government for the wonderful job 
that they have been doing lately. Not 
dilating much of the achievements of 
tl^i* Spniatry I would like to continue 
Irom irii^ nyr, i^iend Mr. Sanjeevi 
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Rao ended. He mentioned about the 
in-shore fisheries which comprise on^ 
the 12 mile limit, which probably, is 
the 14, 15 fathom depth to which we 
go. The official reports say that this 
is an area which has 0.21 million ton¬ 
nes of fish available. It is only in 
this area that we have concentrated 
our attention. Regarding off-shore 
and deep-sea fishing, if we take into 
account the Government report and 
the FAO report, it has been stated 
there that more than 12 to 13 times the 
amount of marine resources are avail¬ 
able in that region than what is found 
in our in-shore waters. To say that 
we have 11,000 mechanised boats only 
sounds big. We can compare it with 
a country like Mexico whose coastal 
area is less than half of our area. They 
had 13,000 such mechanised boats way 
back in 1965. I would not like to 
compare figures nor would I like to 
give statistics. But what I would like 
to urge upon Government is this. 
Only if we could concentrate more on 
our off-shore and our deep-sea fishing 
we will not only be bringing valuable 
foreign exchange to our country, but, 
we will also be helping the humanity 
at large. These could be stored only 
for a few beyond that They 
. decay, decompose and die a natu¬ 
ral death. Now, in that area, 
where our fisheries are plentiful to¬ 
day we find that there are foreign 
ships operating in that region. And 
when we talk to these countries who 
are there about our tuna fishing re¬ 
sources they say that tuna available 
on the Indian coast is not suitable for 
the world market because they say 
that tuna fish in India has red meat. If 
we have fish which has red meat then 
why are they operating in our waters? 
Further more when we go to those 
countries only for asking for joint 
collaboration, why would they be in¬ 
terested in having a collaboration 
with us, because, as it is they are 
already operating there? They have 
said this that they are beyoiid the 12 
mUe limit. Rut, they have bases in 
£jngap<ffe; th^ have bases in Ceylon 


and they, have bases in Mauritiu: 
where they can feed back and comi 
back for fishing off our coast for ne% 
catch. They are interested only ir 
seeing that we file Indian fishermer 
do not go into the deep seas foi 
catching 'tuna as they are exploltini 
to-day. 

At this particular point, I would 
like to draw the attention of th( 
Government to the fact that we have 
started encouraging the purchase and 
the manufacture of deep sea trawlers 
—^thirty trawlers, as Mr. Sanjeeva Rao 
said, are going to be imported. The 
scheme mooted three years back is 
now being finalised to-day. I do not 
know when the trawlers are going to 
come to India. Why can’t we allow 
the import of second-hand trawlers? 
Why can’t we allow the import 
of trawlers from other coun 
tries? Why can’t we allow our 
Indian enterprises to go out to find 
trawlers and to find out fishing boats 
and bring them into our waters? 

I would go a step further to say' 
that if we are not able to exploit 
these marine resources fully then why 
can’t we go in for a joint collabora¬ 
tion with certain countries—^with cer¬ 
tain foreign firms—and explore only 
those areas where to-day we are not 
fishing? 

If We are going to have joint colla¬ 
boration, we may have conditions for 
fishing for two, three or five years 
till we find that we are strong enough 
to exploit our own marine resources 
and also to protect our own marine 
resources here? 

I would request the Ministry cf 
Agriculture to take a very serious 
view as far as the extension of our 
fishing limits is concerned. On the 
East coast it is all right. But, wha 
about the West Coast? Pakistan h ’ 
extended their limit upto SO miliy yi an 
they have come alm(»t to the coast 
of Kutch and Saura^tra. We should 
also immediately extend our flslfing 
limits i^to 80 miles ^ointr opto 
miles. 
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I have just to tell a few things for 
the consideration of this Ministry. We 
want our fishery industry to be deve¬ 
loped. If we want to do that, then 
let us give more infra-structural facili¬ 
ties such as fishery harbour which is 
b^g neglected to-day. I have no 
time. Otherwise, I would have given 
3 rou all the details of it, All mecha¬ 
nised fishing trawlers should be given 
duty-free fuel. All fishing crafts 
diould be given the processing facili¬ 
ty. Besides, let there be easy and 
quick transportation facilities also.

SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI 
(Lakhimpur): Mr. Chairman Sir, while 
standing to support the Demands of 
the Ministry of Agriculture & Irri¬ 
gation, I express my deep sense of 
appreciation to the Ministry in general 
and Babuji in particular, who is presi¬ 
ding over this Ministry, for the mar¬ 
vellous job the Ministry has done 
which is feR in every day life by 
every section of the people of the 
country. The price line of the food- 
grains is steady and there is no 
scarcity of foodgrains or anything that 
is consumed by the people. 

It is proposed that agriculture will 
be put in the concurrent list but be¬ 
fore that the Central Government has 
to take more responsibility in respect 
of production of food, procurement 
and distribution which constitutes the 
first item of the 20-Point Programme 
announced by our beloved Prime Mini¬ 
ster. So far as production is concern¬ 
ed it has gone ahead and procure¬ 
ment, the Minister of State, Shri 
Shinde, has said, has exceeded the 
target. But I would like to point out 
that there is no adequate storage 
facility for want of which thousands 
of tonnes of paddy in my State is 
kept in th^open under rain and sun. 
This is a national wastage and this 
should be avoided. 

Apart from the commercial aspect, 
for maintaining an equilibrium in na¬ 
ture and from the ecological point of 
view, there should be good quantity 
of forests. Therefore, I would urge 
upon the Ministry to take up a pro¬ 
ject for development of forests. Our 
ancienf civilisation had two (major 
i6ems, one was forests and the other 
was river. For the Vedic age to 
the Puranic age forests did play a 
very major role in our civilisation. 
We haim come across the dkKourse 


that took place in Naimisaranyu, the 
record of which is the Mahabharata. 

The country is divided into two’ 
parts, Dev Mairika and Nadi Matrilot 
The region which depends on monsoon 
is Dev Matrika and the other part is 
Nadi Matrika where irrigation is 
adopted. It is the tradition that the 
river acts as the mother and special 
attention should be paid for utilisation 
of the river water. 


Assam is a flood-prone area. The 
mightest river of the world, Brahma¬ 
putra, runs through the narrow strip 
Of the valley of Assam. It is an in¬ 
ternational river. There should be a 
national effort, national attempt to 
control that international river. This 
is a national problem and it should 
not be left to the slender resources 
of the State. We have learnt two 
years back that a Bill has been drafted 
and it was to be introduced in Parlia¬ 
ment for taking over the Brahamputra 
Flood Control Commission by the 
Centre but what has happened to 
that Bill we do not know. Whatever 
may be the reason, 1 urge upon the 
Minister to allocate sufficient funds for 
controlling that river. There are 37 
major tributaries ’to that river and 
innumerable small tributaries. If the 
iiiajur tributaries are controlled the 
Brahamputra will be controlled. 

There is a dispute regarding sharing 
of water fn Farakka Barrage with 
Bangladesh. If the Brahmputra river 
is controlled, Bangladesh will be bene¬ 
fited and 1 hope they will not dispute. 

The other day, when I had put a 
question regarding some major dams 
in the Sabansiri and otiier tributaiWei^ 
the reply was that it was un4er in¬ 
vestigation. I have seen -the prelimi¬ 
nary r^ort. It will cost a colossal 
amount ote., Rs. 1.000 crqres. But 
when it is constructed it vrill have a 
greater potentiality tiwr Bhalcia^ 
Nangal. I would, therefore^ Uj^e upic^. 
the Minister to consider th8t man^ 
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seriously and arrange for resources— 
if they are not adequate within the 
(.•ountry, from the World Bank etc. 

The Brahamaputra is threatening 
the existence of Dihrugarh, which is 
adjacent to my constituency. If the 
Brahamaputra is not controlled there, 
the medical college and the major 
part of the town will come under ero¬ 
sion very soon. Therefore, the town 
and the other parts of that State are 
to be protected from erosion. 

I come to the next point, viz. irriga¬ 
tion. Assam is very poor in irriga¬ 
tion. We have learnt that there are 
more than 2o lakhs of pump sets all 
over the country; but in Assam, the 
number is less than a thousand; per¬ 
haps it is 500 or so; but I do not have 
the statistics with me at the moment. 
So far as irrigated land is concerned, 
this also is very poor. Therefore, 
it should be the policy of the Mini¬ 
stry to pay special attention to those 
States—not only to Assam but to other 
States also—where irrigation facili¬ 
ties are poor. It will not only help 
the growth of foodgrains and other 
commodities, but it will remove re¬ 
gional imbalances as well—which i.s 
complained about very much by the 
people. If special attention is paid in 
respect of agriculture in such State, 
regional imbalances will be remov¬ 
ed. 

Lastly, I come to the generation of 
power—though it does not come un¬ 
der this Ministry, this Ministry can 
help in generating power in many 
ways by controlling the rivers and by 
making irrigation available to the peo¬ 
ple and thereby help in the improve¬ 
ment of the eastern region. Most of 


the small rivers do flow from the Aru- 
nachal area. It is a Union Territory. 
It is under the direct control of the 
Central Government. De-forestation is 
going On there on a large scale. I 
would urge upon the Minister to visit 
that area when he finds time. If there 
is deforestation, nothing can be done 
in Assam, or in the area be’ow it. 
Therefore, a big scheme for affores¬ 
tation should be taken up there. 
Otherwise, de-forestation and denu¬ 
dation of the land will automatically 
wash away the valley in Assam, 
which is very narrow, i.e., only 50 to 
75 miles. I would urge upon the 
Minister to take special care in this 
respect. With these words, I support 
the Demands for Grants. I also thank 
you. Sir, for giving me this opportu¬ 
nity, just when the House was about 
to rise. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Minister, 
Shri Jagjivan Ram.

SHRI R. N BARMAN: I am glad 
that the Calcutta port’s earnings have 
been increasing during the last three 
years. I would like to know what is 
the quantum of profit that was earned 
during these jears. The Public Ac¬ 
counts Committee o'f Parliament had 
also suggested that the practice of 
misdeclaration of description of con¬ 
tents and weights and less utilisation 
of dredger capacity are two important 
sources of leakages of revenue and, if 
so, what has Government done in this 
matter? 

SHRI H. M. TRIVEDI: So far as 
the recommendations of the PubUc 
Accounts Committee are concerned, 
they are being separately processed 
and action is being taken. As far as 
the traffic is concerned, the traffic it¬ 
self has increased besides earnings. 

SHRI R. N. BARMAN: May 1 
know whether it is a fact that the 
Government is contemplating to have 
joint administration of Calcutta and 
Haldia ports and, if so, whether this 
will improve the financial position of 
the port of Calcutta and whether the 
State Government was consulted and, 
if so, what is their reaction in this 
matter?

(a) and vh'. Presumably the main 
sectors which the Hon’ble Member 
has in mind are Shops and Ccmmer- 
ciai Establishments, Domestic Workers 
and Railway Porters and Vendors. 
Service conditioiis of workers employ¬ 
ed in Shops and Commercial Estab¬ 
lishments are regulated under the 
various State Shops and Commercial 
Establishments Acts which, inter alia, 
provide for hours of work, opening 
and closing hours, weekly day of rest, 
payment of wages, etc. The question 
of suitable Legislation to improve ihe 
working conditions of Domestic Wor¬ 
kers is 'jeing examined in consulta¬ 
tion with tho State Governments. As 
for Railway Porters and Vendors, the 
Study Group which surveyed the ser¬ 
vice conditions of these workers had 
submitted its report in April 1969, 
made several recommendations con* 
ceming framing by the Railway Board 
of a model grievance procedure, sup¬ 
ply of woollen uniforms during win¬ 
ter, free medical treatment to li.:ensed 
porters, provision by the Railways of 
rest shelters with bath and dri^lib^g 
water facilities for the use of iicenaed 
porters, indoor medical treatment to 
licensed porters in railway hospitals, 
etc. The Ministry of Railways have 
accepted many of these recommenda¬ 
tions. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; In the statement 
the bon.

their employees. By and large, this is 
true, but 1 might also mention here 
that the other categories which may 
not tall under the category of industrial 
or agricultural labourers wdl be the 
construction workers, tho.^e who are 
working on roads, canals, bridges and 
buildings. Unless you are going to 
define ‘forestry’ also as coming under 
'agriculture’, it may include forestry 
also. Unless you define the small 
scale crafts that are being carried on 
in the interior of towns and villages, 
small crafts and the craftsmen em¬ 
ployed by the master craftsmen can 
also be taken to come under those fal¬ 
ling in the category of neither agricul¬ 
ture nor industry. May I, therefore, 
know, since this is an area in which 
much investigation does not seem to 
have been done, whether you have sta¬ 
tistics and figures regarding the total 
number of working population in this 
country coming under those categories 
which do not fall tmder either industry 
or agriculture. Now that i have con¬ 
firmed your presumption at least parti¬ 
ally. may I know what is the number 
of these people, for whom, if at all we 
bring in labdur legislation, we shall 
have to think in terms of their num¬ 
ber—approximate, not exact? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: Even 
the approximate number is not known 
to us except that of porters and ven¬ 
dors where again there are two conflict¬ 
ing claims: the Railways say that they 
are not more than three lakhs, but the 
Federation of Railway Porters and ven¬ 
dors claim it to be more than five 
lakhs. Excepting these figures, we do 
not have the actual or even approxi¬ 
mate figure of these people. 


SHRI B. V, NAIK: In view of the 
fact that the data position is not very 
clear, will the Minister at least con¬ 
cede that, as compared to particularly 
those labourers employed in the orga¬ 
nised industry like manufacturing or 
organized services, the condition parti¬ 
cular^ of the domestic workers, cons¬ 
truction workers and others is one of 
the worst in the country and If so. wh«e 


steps he propeses to take in oi-der to 
organize them and give them the bme- 
fit( of their hard work? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: So 
far as construction workers are concer¬ 
ned, tl^ hon. Member is aware that 
we have passed the Contract Labour 
(Regulation and Abolition) Act. We are 
in favour of abolition of the contract 
system wherever, it is possible, and 
where it is not possible, we are trying 
to regulate the system. 

So far as domestic servants are con¬ 
cerned, this is the toughest problem we 
are faced with. Our attention has been 
drawn by the Petitions Committee in 
their 22n(i Report, and we have tried 
to consult the State ‘Governments. The 
State Governments are feeling a great 
deal of difficulty in the matter, and 
from whatever suggestions or views 
we have received from the State Gov¬ 
ernments, we find that they are not in 
favour at all of bringing about any 
enactment for this purpose because 
they think that it might ad\’ersely aff¬ 
ect the labour. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: From the state¬ 
ment we find that the question at 
suitable legislation to improve the 
working conditions of domestic wor¬ 
kers is being exsmined . in consul¬ 
tation with the State Govemmaits. 
Just now the hon. Minister has 
stated that the State Governments are 
not very keen about it. It is a matter 
of great concern and distress, parti¬ 
cularly when you talk of the 20-point 
programme and when you talk of li¬ 
quidation of the bonded labour and so 
on. I would like to know which are the 
State Governments which are putting 
impediments in the way of implementa¬ 
tion of the Centre’s directive. I would 
also like to know whether any time 
limit has been fixed in this regard. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: I can 
only say that most of the States are not 
in favour of this enactment to regul^e* 
the conditions of domestic servanhi> 

SHRI P. K. DEO: This itseU is con¬ 
tradictory your ao-poink progrimme 
and State (Sovemments not tmplamant- 
ing It 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE: In view of 
the Intricate nature of the problem and 
its vast implications and ramifications, 

I would Uke to know, whether the Go¬ 
vernment would consider formation of 
an Emplosrment Relations Act, instead 
of an Act like Industrial Disputes Act 
which, as you know, is restricted only 
to industrial workers, as defined, and 
also to disputes. This is a concurrent 
subject. If we have an Employment 
Relations Act, it will cover every 
conceivable Employee; whatever em¬ 
ployment is given already, let it 
at least be regulated and protected. 
As you have seen yourself, the contract 
labourers are the worst afTected and 
exploited persons; nobody can save 
them. Nowhere the agricultural labour¬ 
ers get the minimum wages even if .you 
recommend that and A* that under the 
20-point Programme, Unless you bring 
it within the purview of some common 
law for the whole country, you will not 
be able to protect the labour. There- 
fore, are you contemplating foimation 
of an Emifloyment Relations Act? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: It is a 
suggestion for consideration. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I do not 
want a certificate that this is a sugges¬ 
tion for action. I want to know, if you 
are contemplating such an Act and if 
so, when you will take steps in that 
direction. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: We 
Will try to take advantage of this sug¬ 
gestion whenever it is possible.

Statement 

We are not aware whether unrestric¬ 
ted use of anti-biotics hag Icd to matiy 
deaths in U. S. A. and other countri¬ 
es. However, press reports bad appear¬ 
ed in 1974 on the US Senate Commi¬ 
ttee's Enquiry into Reckless Use of 
Antibiotics wherein it was alleged that 
there could be some connection bet¬ 
ween high pressure sales of anti-biotics 
by drug firms and thousands of cases 
of death and disability from inappro¬ 
priate prescribing of these powerful 
drugs for colds, influenza and other 
viral infections. 

It is recognised that some cf the anti¬ 
biotics can, unless prescribed under 
strict control, cause undesirable side- 
effects. In India all anti-biotics are 
included in Schedule ‘L’ of the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Rules and therefore, can 
be sold only on the prescription of a 
Registered Medical Practitioner. In¬ 
structions have been issued to all State 
Drug Control authorities, Directors of 
Health Services, etc. in 1974 and 1975 
drawing their attention to the problems 
that can be caused by indiscriminate 
use of anti-biotics and directing them 
to exercise adequate caution and con¬ 
trol. It has also been suggested that 
the promotional literature of anti-bio¬ 
tics should be screened so as to en¬ 
sure that they do not make exaggerat¬ 
ed claims.

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE;; There i« 
no separte statement. As the answer i* 
a long one, I have pieced it in the form 
of a statement on the Table of the 
House. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
There was a news item from Washipg- 
ton which was published in important 
newspapers of this country that 
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blotics drugs are being used very izi- 
diteriminately in the United States and 
that is creating problems, not simple 
problems but such as resulting in dea* 
ths. and the medical authorities in that 
country are already seized of the 
matter. Sir, it is well known that anti¬ 
biotics drugs are also boii^g used in 
this country in a very unrestricted 
manner, particularly by new doctors 
who do not know much about medicine 
yet. Also, we have a large number of 
quacks in this country, who are using 
anti-biotics drugs on ouj. rural folk 
very frequently. May I know, what is 
the present position in this country 
and what steps Government propose to 
take to eliminate any chance of mishap 
in this country? 

SHRI A. K. M. ISHAQUE: It is a fact 
that it appeared in the newspapers that 
there has been a random use of anti¬ 
biotics in the United States of America. 
We also learnt it from the newspapers 
that there was a Senate Committee 
which was conducting an enquiry 
into the matter. But so far as 
our country is concerned, we have 
taken all precautions to see that there 
is no random use of these anti-biotics 
What we have done in this ciiuntry is 
that these anti-biotics are included in 
Schedule VIII and only qualified medi¬ 
cal practitioners are entitled to prescri¬ 
be them. The quacks to which the hon. 
Member referred to are not entitled to 
prescribe these anti-biotics. Second¬ 
ly. the literature for ’...romotion of 
sales of these anti-biotics is always 
checked up to see that they do not 
make any false claims. If the litera¬ 
ture makes any false claims, the Drug 
Controller sees to it that those false 
claims are deleted. Then, the label 
or carton of all anti-biotic drugs in to 
contain a warning prevents such 
things. But there is a lot of people 
in the country who, to cure themselves 
from ailments, just do not go to 
doctors but just prescribe it them¬ 
selves and take it_

Statement 

The geological investigations carri¬ 
ed out by the Geological Survey of 
India had Indicated that there are 14 
distinct iron ore deposits in the Bai¬ 
ladila Range which runs south Iq noftb 
across the southern ppi^on of ]^u$|a|r 
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District. The total reserves were esti- 
mated at about, 1300 millioii tonnes. 
Since then, the National Mineral Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation have taken up 
mining of deposit No. 14jand are deve- 
lepiag a sacaVm aaiae H deposit No. 

5 . 

Bhilai Steel Plant draws its present 
iron ore requirements from it.s captive 
mines at Dalli and Rajhara in Durg 
District, also in Madhya Pradesh. If 
and when Bhilai needs to be backed by 
more mines, the Rowghat deposits in 
north-west comer of Bastar District 
would be closer to Bhilai than Bai- 
ladila. 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE: I 
would like to know whether the ore 
from these mines is meant for Bhilai 
Steel plant and if not, is it being ex¬ 
ported to Japan? 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRI CHANDRA JIT YA- 
DAV): This mine was mainly deve¬ 
loped for export purposes so that the 
iron ore produced there from these 
mines is exported to Japan. That is 
correct, 

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE; 
Does it mean that we do not at all need 
this iron ore because it i.<! said that it 
was found by the Japanese that there 
are huge deposit^ of iron ore in this 
particular mine. So, i would like 
to know whether we are not at all in 
need of the use oi this iron ore and 
whether it is not a very good kind of 
iron ore or whether it is too good that 
we cannot use it in our steel plants 
lor producing fine steel. 

SHRI CHANDRAjri. YADAV: For¬ 
tunately in this country we have 
enough iron ore and our steel plants 
have got captive iron ore mines. There¬ 
fore, the quality is also good. But, rea¬ 
lly speaking, Bhilai Steel Plant, as the 
hon. Member wanted to know, has 
.captive iron ore mines which are loca¬ 
ted neatby that plant. Therefore, we 
/AouM not go unnecessarily to far off 
^ Sdstant {de^s for getttng iron ore. 


SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
While contracting for export of iron, 
ore from Bailadila to Japan, may I 
know whether the Government has 
assessed and made necessary provision 
for the required quantity of iron ore 
that has to be made available to the 
Visakhapabiam Steel Plant because 
Bailadila happens to be the captive 
mine of Vizag Steel Plant, Has this 
been kept in view while contracting lor 
export of ore to Japan from this- 
mine? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: It has 
been very much kept in view and we- 
are developing mines for Vizag Steel 
Plant also. 

SHRI P. K. DEO; I wanted to find 
out one information. There are vast de. 
posits of iron ore in Bailadila from 
which 6 milUon tonnes are committed 
to be exported to Japan through Vizag. 
port, A railway line was also laid, the 
DBk railway line, from Vizag to Baila. 
dila. There is a tremendous demand 
for passenger traffic as also for other 
goods. As a matter of fact, even though 
the railway line has been developed 
in a very backward area, there has- 
been no movement of any traffic except 
iron ore. So, I would like to ask the- 
hon Minister: will he consider the ques¬ 
tion of having another outlet for the 
Bailadila iron ore deposits for which 
a survey has been made to ccnnect 
Bailadila with Vijayasingha and then 
to Vizag? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: I do 
not know why the hon. Member is in¬ 
terested in disrupting thi.s thing. If he- 
wants any additional railway line, he- 
should ask the Railway Minister. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I would 
like to know: instead of exporting iron 
ore, could the government not consider* 
this suggestion has been made long be¬ 
fore also again and again. Has 
the Government taken into considera¬ 
tion about the pelletisation or sponge- 
iron so that larger quantities could he- 
accommodated and transported and wr 
should also get a better price for our 
commodity. 
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SHBI CHANDRAJIT VADAV: It is 
sunder very active coxisideration of the 
Government. Really speaking, we 
.have sanctioned this year a Pellets 
Plant in Goa and negotiations are 
’.being made with other countries 
;also for setting up more Pellets 
Plants. So, far as the sponge 
, iron is concerned, this technolo¬ 
gy is still in the process of develop- 
.ment. We have sought the help of 
UNDP. Our own National Metallurgi¬ 
cal Laboratory is going ahead with 
this. We are fully aware of the bene¬ 
fits of exporting pellets and sponge 
iron instead of iron ore. The Govern¬ 
ment is fully alive of it. 

SIIRI B. V. NAIK: Would the ex- 
port potential of iron ore of an inferior 
variety from backward areas—^Baila- 
dila and Bastar—be considered for 
foreign market, in view of the fact 
that blending and exp.ort is within 
the standards of foreign countries like 
.Japan? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; It is 
•very important that backward areas 
should also be developed. It is just for 
the information of the hon. Members 
that Kudremukh is being developed 
.for the purpose. 

Accident in Coal Mines 

•704. SHRI N. B. HORO: Will the 
Minister of LABOUR be pleased to 
state: 

(a) the number of serious acci- 
•dents in coal mines during the last 
year; 

(b) the causes for these accidents;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR (SHRI 
BALGOVIND VERMA): (a) 2131 ser¬ 
ious accidents occured in coal mines 
^during fbe year' 1975. 


(b) Fall of roof, fall of sides, hau¬ 
lage, fall of persons, fall of objects, and 
irruption of water were the midn 
causes of ttese accidents. 

(c) A statement is ' placed on the 
Table of the House, placed in Lib¬ 
rary. See No. LT-10796/76]. 

SHRI N. E. HORO; The statement 
shows that the accidents of a serious 
nature in the coal mines have increa¬ 
sed since these were nationlised so 
much so over 500 cases have occurred. 
In 1970 the total number of serious 
accidents were 1577. In 1975 it has 
gone up to 2131. I would like to know 
whether it is not a fact that at the 
time of take over some persons were 
overnight inducted aS labourers and 
miners in these mines on false records 
and these persons are responsible for 
low grade work and for such serious 
accidents. Secondly, every year Safety 
weeks had been observed and there 
has been an organisation for it, but it 
seems due to the lethargy and apathy 
of these organisations, there has been 
no improvement. Will the Minister con¬ 
sider all these things and look into 
overhauling the entire set up the 
Coal Mines Safety organisation. 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR (SHRI 
RAGHUNATHA REDDY); At the 
time of nationalisation, certain con¬ 
tingents of workers were available as 
had been employed previously by the 
previous mine owners and most of 
them were taken over. Nothing new has 
happened after the nationalisation. Fi¬ 
gures have been given. The mining 
activities have increased. Naturally, 
accidents have taken place. 

SHRI N. E. HORO: Will the Mini¬ 
ster kindly look into the question of 
overhauling the set up of Mines Safe¬ 
ty Organisations and I would like to 
know whether it is not a feet that with 
coal, the authorities incharge of the 
Coat Mines have neglected obMP- « 
vance of these safety rules? 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: 
Though it is not a matter of coostOa- 
«on still the fact remains thaf ^ ^ 
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of accidents in India is much lower 
than some ot the most advanced coun¬ 
tries. But we are also trying to reorga. 
nise the entire organisation of the 
Director General ol Mines Safety, 
with regards to Mines dispite regu¬ 
lations and also regulations under the 
Mines Act, we have framed new re¬ 
gulations and even without waiting for 
other procedural formalities, I have re¬ 
quested the Ministries of Energy and 
also Mines, to implement these things 
to the extent they are capable of im¬ 
plementing them. The Ministry of 
Energy and other Ministers have ex¬ 
tended their cooperation and they have 
asked their various organisations to 
implement them. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: In list¬ 
ing the causes of accidents, on 
this statement, I do not find the 
mention of the cause of such 
accidents as happened in Chas- 
nala. I do not think they have 
been listed anywhere. It may be lhat 
they can come under fall of sides. The 
hon. Minister of Mines as also the hon. 
Minister of Labour are present here. 
May I know whether the attention of 
the Government has been drawn to a 
serious warning that has come in the 
report of the Pipeline Enquiry Com¬ 
mittee from West Bengal Governments 
Mines Officer and certain other autho¬ 
ritative sources about the serious dan¬ 
ger which threatens the pipeiine runn¬ 
ing near Raniganj area? I raised the 
question of fires in mines the other 
day the Minister was not present, his 
deputy was present. It was stated that 
Bre accidents at Raniganj and Jharia 
are not at all very serious. The Cal¬ 
cutta Hindustan Standard published a 
very lengthy report about this and they 
drew the serious attention of the Go¬ 
vernment to this aspect of the matter. 

I want to know whether the serious at¬ 
tention of the Government has been 
drawn to this report and what deci¬ 
sion they have taken to avert such a 
•disaster which might turn into a natio¬ 
nal disaster. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: As 
far as ttds is concerned, this does not 


fall entirely within the jurisdiction of 
the Mines Department. 

SHRI TRIDIB CHAUDHURI: Coal¬ 
mines fire ia raging near the vicinity of 
pipeline of oil. I am not simply relying 
on newspaper reports alone. The Mines 
Officer of the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment has also said about this. 

SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY: I 
will immediately look into it The in¬ 
spectors of the Directorate-General of 
Mines Safet.v visited a number of min¬ 
es as a result of which tlie working of 
some of the mines has been stopped.

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL

of 975,000 persons of Indian origin 
residing in Sri Lanka have been de¬ 
cided by the Agreements of October, 
1964 and January. 1974. 

The Maritime Boundary beween the 
two countries has been settled along 
its entire length under the Agreements 
of June, 1974 and March, 1878. Thu 
question of sovereignty over the island 
of Kachativu amicably settled under 
the June, 1374 agreement. 

(b) There are no outstanding pro¬ 
blems between the two countries. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
Sir, I would like to know, after the 
agreement of 1974, what is now the 
sitatus of the persons of the Indhui 
origin and how far have they ac¬ 
quired it as the r^it of the agreed 
solution? 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Well, Sir, gradual progress is taking 
place about this matter. 1 can tell 
you that according to the India-Sri 
Lanka Agreement of 1964, India is to 
accept about 5,25,000 together with 
their natural increase tor repatriation 
to India and Sri Lanka is to grant citi¬ 
zenship to three lakhs persons together 
with the natural increase and the 
remaining 1,50.000, it was agreed in 
1974, that Indian should accept, 75,000 
together with the natural increase and 
Sri Lanka is to grant citizenship to 
75,000 persons together with the natu¬ 
ral increase. Upto the end of Decem¬ 
ber, 1975, India had granted citizen¬ 
ship to 3,20,298 persons of whom 
1,91,522 have been repatriated and Sri 
Lanka has granted citizenship to 
1,10,760 persons with the full imple¬ 
mentation of 1964 and 1974 Agree¬ 
ments. I think this is the information 
that you wanted. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT: 
Secondly, I would like to know how far 
the rights of fishing have been affected 
while settling the maritime boundary. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Well, we have certainly exchanged 
letters on agreement about the fishing 
rights in Wadge bank—fishing practi¬ 
ces of Sri Lanka and not the rights— 
but, as far as the other fishing acti¬ 
vities are concerned, naturally, the 
respective fishermen will have to re¬ 
main in their own respective bound¬ 
aries. 

SHRI K. L. LAKKAPPA: Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, I appreciate the efforts 
made by the Ministry in consolidating 
the relationships between Sri Lanka 
and Indie. I would like to know what 
further steps if any have been taken 
at the time of the visit of -the Prime 
Minister of Sri Lanka, in the back¬ 
ground that China is also making an 
attempt and also to woo Sri Lanka 
by sending rice and other essential 
commodities, to further consohdatc in 
the building up of human and cultural 
relationships by sending essential com¬ 


modities to that country. May I 
know what further efforts has been 
made by the Ministry in this regard?

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DR. H. P. SHARMA: Sir. the Deputy 
litoister in his reply has stated that 
the Dariba region deposits amount to 
100 million tonnes. My problem arises 
when two branches of the Govern¬ 
ment have different estimates of the 
same deposit. The GSI estimate is that 
of 100 million tonnes whereas the 
estimate of Hindustan Copper Ltd. is 
much lower. In that position how does 
the Government come to a conclusion? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: The 
estimate at Dariba is not of the order 
of 100 million tonnes. It is 30 million 
tonnes. Sometimes it does happen that 
GSI makes a statement and when the 
actual exploration takes place, may be 
sometimes the deposits are found to 
be bigger and sometimes smaller. As 
the hon'ble Member is saying that 
there is difference, I will look into the 
matter and, if necessary, detailed ex¬ 
ploration will be made to reach a final 
conclusion. 

SHRI D. N; TIWARY: Sir, when 
an important work is undertaken by 
any State which the Centre also want¬ 
ed to take up, is it not the duty of the 
Central Government to see to it whe¬ 
ther or not it is being carried On the 
schedule? What steps have Govern¬ 
ment taken to see that the work there 
is carried on according to schedule 
and in a proper way? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Re¬ 
ally speaking, when certain State 
Governments do insist and say that 
they are in a position to, carry on 
and are capable of carrying on, the 
work, the Centra] Government, seeing 
the interest of the State Government 
does agree with the State Govern¬ 
ment. I agree with the hon. member 
there. But these are certain very 
scarce minerals in our country. If any 
State Government is not able to do 
the exploration and development of 
the mines within an appropriate time, 
the Centre will look into that.

(b) The Third session of the Indo- 
Soviet Joint Commission on Economic, 
Scientific and Technical Co(q;)eration 
was held in Moscow from, March 31 
to April 5, 1976. The Protocol on the 
Third session envlmges wider econo¬ 
mic ties in many fields and makes 
special mention of new form of co- 
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operation in production on compensa¬ 
tion baris. Fields which have been 
identified for this purpose hiclude 
agriOulture-based products, textiles, 
electronics, alumina plant based on 
bauxite deposits in the eastern coast 
of India. Another important decision 
relates to cooperation in third count¬ 
ries. The Soviet side has expressed 
pnterest in delivery from India for the 
projects in tliird countries of such 
iiuipmeit as coke pushers, door ex- 
Itracting machines, coal loading and 
coke extinguishing wagons, heavy duty 
ranes and equipment for sintering 
plant. A beginning has already been 
aade through India’s participation in 
j Soviet aided projects in Yugoslavia 
under which India will supply elect- 
rolysers manufactured in Ranchi.

"This meeting of the National 
Industrial Committee on cement in¬ 
dustry held on' 15th April, 1976, 
hereby decides that the settlement 
arrived between the employers and 
the workers of cement industry on 
7th May, 1975, before Hon’ble Shri 
T, A. Pai. Minister for Industry and 
Civa Supplies should be implemwit- 
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ed by itU units as agreed upon in 
settlement. The Labour Min- 
isUy is requested to help the com> 
ptetion ot the implementation pro¬ 
cess within a month’s time and re¬ 
port to this committee if the em¬ 
ployers are not co-operating in im¬ 
plementation. The representatives 
felt that such a National settlement 
should not go un-implemented by 
a few cement employers when the 
rest of the Industry has implement¬ 
ed* it.”

(iii) Actual payment of tiie lump¬ 
sum as well as of emoluments in the 
revised wage structure for May and 
June, 1975 will be made in July, 1975. 

(iv) The employees will be paid 
additional house rent of Rs. 7 per 
month. Decisions regarding recovery 
of house rent will be taken at the 
unit level through mutual negotia-. 
tions and agreements, according to 
the principles laid down by the 1st 
and 2nd Cement Wage Boards. 

(v) This agreement will remain in 
force till the 1st March.

Ministry op Agriculture an® Irri¬ 
gation— Cmtd. 

THE MINISTER OP AGRICULTU¬ 
RE AND IRRIGATION (SHRI JAG- 
JIVAN RAM): Mr. Speaker, Sir, I 
start by expiessing my gratitude tO' 
the Members of the House who have 
participated in the debate on the de¬ 
mands for the Ministry of Agriculture 
and Irrigation. A very wide field had 
been covered by the hon. Members 
and I welcome the various suggestions 
and advice that has been given by the 
Members and we shall try certainly 
to profit by them. 

It has been stated by many hon. 
Members that the production of agri¬ 
cultural commodities had been specta¬ 
cular this year because of very favour¬ 
able weather conditions. I am afraid 
that if we give credit for all this 
increased production only to favour¬ 
able Weather conditions, we 
will be doing a great injus¬ 
tice to the millions of farmers 
in this country. Farmers itt 
this country work very hard to take 
advantage of the favourable con¬ 
ditions of weather and a major 
part of the credit should go to 
the Indian fanner. I take this op¬ 
portunity to express my thanks and 


•Moved with the recommendation of the President. 
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jgratitude to the Indian fanners for 
the results that they have achieved. 
But simultaneously, timely availability 
of the necessary inputs to the farmers 
* ^contributed not in an insignificant 
measure to this success: Whether it was 
^credit or seed or fertiliser or insecticide 
«or water or diesel or electricity, care 
-was taken to see that the inputs when¬ 
ever required and wherever required 
-were made available and in time to 
-the farmers and occasions had arisen 
-when we had to divert electricity 
from one part of the country to the 
•other or even stagger the consumption 
•Of electricity in order to see that the 
.tubewells were energised. 

Sir, the production this year has 
Ijeen very large and seeing the results 
of the rabi hai vesting and the tempo 
-with which the farmers are bringing 
their grains to the mandis, 1 am rea- 
isonably sure that the production this 
.year is going to exceed the target of 
114 million tonnes. According to even 
o very conservative estimate, we feel 
that the production will be 116 
.million tonnes. But this produc- 
:tion should not lead us to any 
sense of complicency. We will have 
to see that even during the years 
-when the monsoon is not so favour- 
4ible, We do inoduce various agricul¬ 
tural commodities not only food grains 
T)ut other commodities also, which the 
■country requires either for consump¬ 
tion or for the sustenance of some of 
the major industries of the country 
like textile, sugar and j«te. Timely 
input for agriculture is wanted. Any- 
Tjody who knows anything of agricul¬ 
ture will not raise any doubt about the 
priority that water should enjoy in 
4iny scheme of agricultural develop¬ 
ment. If water is availbale, we can 
produce even with our traditional seed, 
‘traditional manure and traditional im¬ 
plements. If water is not available 
time, even the most uptodate high- 
yitdding variety of seeds or the fertili- 
Mra will be of no avail and 
wieerfope we are giving the high- 
•eiat pr i i ar i ty to , irrigation. And 
ithte.' frrigatiion hicludes major, 


medium and minor irrigation. Some 
Members suggested that minor irriga¬ 
tion should be integrated with major 
irrigation. I may assure the House that 
there is a complete co-ordination so 
far as all these various types of irri¬ 
gations are concerned and there is no 
danger of any duplication in admini¬ 
stration or implementation. We have 
some of the major rivers of the world 
in our country. Fortunately, all our 
rivers have sweet water. K is a very 
good sign that all our States have 
become conscious of the value of water 
in the development of their Slates. 
The disputes that arise between States 
or more than two riparian States, in 
regard to the allotment of the water 
of the river-well sometimes it causes 
anxiety—are a healthy sign. It indi¬ 
cates that the States are conscious of 
the value cf water. In recent times, 
it has been possible to resolve some 
of the long standing major water dis¬ 
pute between the various concerned 
States. I am sure with the goodwill 
of the Members and their co-operation, 
it will be possible to resolve a 
few outstanding river disputes as 
well. The States also are tak¬ 
ing steps to resolve the disputes 
among themselves. Godavari has been 
a spectacular achievement. It covers 
5 States. It has a basin area which 
covers practically 1/10 of tho geo¬ 
graphical area of the country. 

It contains some of the major tri¬ 
butaries flowing in different States. 
The States have started drawing up 
projects and submitting them to the 
ewe for clearance. It will take some 
time for the CWC to examine them 
and clear them. Of course, my in¬ 
struction to the Commission is to ex¬ 
pedite the clearance of the projects 
that have been submitted. Indravati 
is one of them. I have asked them to 
expedite its clearance. At the same 
time, it will be necssary for the Gov¬ 
ernment of Orissa to provide the re¬ 
quisite funds in its budget every year 
in order implement the project. 

We have at the Centre set up a high 
level committee consisting of engine- 
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ers, agronomists and geo-hydrclogisis 
in order to determine the surpluses 
and shortages of various areas so that 
niter-basin of inter-regional utilisa¬ 
tion of waters of the various rivers 
can be considered. Under the 20- 
point programme of the Prime Mini¬ 
ster, we have to provide irrigation for 
5 million hectares during the last four 
years of this plan. Last year the 
additional land added under irrigation 
was 1.0 million hectares. Tliis year 
also we expect to have 1 million ad¬ 
ditional hectares under irrigation. We 
are providing a larger amount of 
money for the completion of the on¬ 
going projects. The difficulty has been 
that the State Governments under 
compulsions of various circumstances, 
as the hon. members will understand, 
spread their resources to thinly. 
Instead of completing one or two pro¬ 
jects, they started undertaking a 
number of projects, with the result 
that the period for completion of many 
of the projects dragged on over a long 
period of years. W<> have requested 
the State Governments not to spi*ead 
their resources too thinly over a 
large number of schemes but to com¬ 
plete the on-going schemes swiftly so 
that the water can be utilises! early. 
In some cases, we also provide addi¬ 
tional resources to the States 
Governments in order to exp<!dite the 
completion of some of the on¬ 
going schemes. 

Another difficulty has been that the 
command area development of the 
canals was not taken up simultaneous¬ 
ly with the liver valley projects and 
this has caused in certain areas the 
difficulty of waterlogging or water be¬ 
ing wasted in the canal systems. Now 
we have requested the State Govern¬ 
ments that whenever any projects is 
formulated, the command area deve- 
lopjnent should be an integral part of 
the project itself, so that simultaneous 
steps are taken for the development 
of the command area and as soon as 
the water becomes available, the area 
is in a posMon tor receive the water 
and uti’lae it for agricultural pwp^ses.

In order to complete the develop¬ 
ment of the command areas in various 
projects, we have succeeded in pro¬ 
viding necessary finance through. 

the World Bank loan also for 

some of our major projects 

like Rajasthan Canal, Cham- 

bal, Nagarjunasagar, so that command 
area development can be completed 
and the water that has become avail¬ 
able can be utilised for increasing 
production of agriculture. W3 have 
also taken another step. We have a 
Project Cell. Up till now, what has 
happened is that whenever we have 
approached the World Bank for as¬ 
sistance for some of the river valley 
projects, the actual drawing up of the 
projects is started in collaboration with 
the World Bank itself. Now, in order 
to expedite this process, we have esta¬ 
blished a Cell in the Ministry to draw 
up projects in cooperation with the 
State concerned so that we present to 
the World Bank a complete project of 
the river for which we seek assistance 
from the World Bank. A further step 
has been taken to monitor the imple¬ 
mentation of the project at the project 
level, at the State level and at the 
Central level so that whenever there 
are any hurdles or difficulties in the 
way of timely implementation of the 
project, that can be removed and the 
completion of the project can be ex¬ 
pedited. 

As I have said, we are increasing 
the allocation for irrigation every year; 

In 1976-77, we have provided Rs. 600 
crores for irrigation. Some disputes 
are still •continuing but we have taken 
them over. Narmada dispute is, of 
course, before the tribunal. But as a 
result of the effort that we made along 
with the State Governments of Guja¬ 
rat, Rajasthan, Madhya Pradesh anC 
Maharashtra, the House is aware tha^ 
four projects each of Gujasat and: 
Madina Prantesh were cleared. 
difficulty is that the Sates concerned 
do not have adequate finances eveyt 
to under-lake ^hese proje^. 
projects «ffe undertake, it mrill ta‘4a9« 
at least ten Ip bmlve yoon to > 
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them. So, for the next 10 or 12 years, 
no work is lUcely to be hampered 
because of the dispute remaining 
pending before the tribunal. In the 
i easter sector, the Government of West 
Bengal and Bihar have come to an 
agreement bilaterally in order to re¬ 
solve some of the disputes that wcie 
pending between the two States. OX 
course, the dispute regarding the 
Subernarekha among the States of 
Bihar, West Bengal and Orissa is still 
pending and it is expected that in the 
near future, it will be possibly to re¬ 
solve that dispute also. 

The importance of keeping water 
as national wealth, has been emphasiz¬ 
ed practically from all sides of the 
House. And there is no difference on 
that point. Water has to be treated 
as national wealth and efforts have 
to be made to make a judicious utiliza¬ 
tion of all available water. It is a 
fact. Sir, that a very large per centage 
of water flows into the .sea. in our 
country, the monsoon is concentrated 
between a few weeks; and it is not 
possible to utilize or conserve all the 
water that falls in the country during 
the rainy season. So, this can be 
done only when a constitutional change 
is made to declare water as a Central 
subject. I have taken up the question 
with the State Governmnt; and at 
prsent it appears that the State Gov¬ 
ernments are nof very much willing to 
treat water as a Central subject. But 
whether it is constitutionally declared 
or not, it has been my effort to see that 
there is complete coordination between 
the various States, so that we can 
make a judicious utilization of the 
water that is available. Members 
have made suggestions for a national 
grid or a Srid in the southern States; 
but as I have already mentioned, we 
are making a stuxfy of 'the vairous 
data of the rivers and river basina. 
^fortunately, in respect of many 
rivers, we do not have complete data, 
fd for making any smentific study, 

U be necessary to have complete 
d#a In •respect , of aU tile livers, 
^ taken to mm that vwe 


gaher all the necessary data in respect 
of all the major rivers of our country. 
In respect of some rivers, it is neces¬ 
sary to have international cooperation, 
in order to avoid either devastation 
from those rivers or to conserve the 
waters of those rivers^ for the gene¬ 
ration of power and for irrigation. 
Many of pur rivers which cause havoc 
and devastation in the eastern UP or 
northern Bihar, flow from our great 
neighbour, Nepal; and it is n ma.ter 
of great happiness that it has been 
possible, by mutual discussion, to 
agree that we undertake a study and 
investigation of some of the major 
rivers, for the purpose either of power 
generation, flood control or irrigalimi. 
At least in regard to Karnali Rapti 
and Pancheshwar, it has been agreed 
that we can have a joint investigation. 
This will prevent the devastating 
floods from the Rapti in UP and conse¬ 
quently in Bihar as well. I will not 
repeat the agreement that ha,s been 
reached between Nepal and India re¬ 
garding the Gandak or the Kosi. But 
I am hopeful that it will be possible 
to arrive at an agreement between 
India and Nepal in respect of all im¬ 
portant rivers flowing from that 
country, to the mutual advantage of 
both the countries. Brahmaputra 
causes great havoc in Assam. There 
is no doubt that Brahmaputra is one 
of the most turbulent rivers of the 
world. It causes a great loss to Assam 
every year. But unless we get the 
cooperation of Bangladesh it will not 
be possible to tame Brahmaputra. We 
have already taken up schemes for 
flood protection. Flood protection mea¬ 
sures in Brahmaputra region are such 
that it will be difflcult for any State 
Government to bear the recurring 
costs which are to be met every 
year, in order to maintain them. I 
have, therefore, suggested to the ex¬ 
perts to conceive of schemes which 

will combine flood protection mea¬ 
sures, generation of power as also ir¬ 
rigation, so that some revenue can be 
earned for the maihtsnance of the^ 
flood protection work. 
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We are thinking of a Brahmaputra 
River Board also. A Bill has been 
drafted and it has been taken up with 
.the State Government. As soon as 1 
.receive their agreement, i shall present 
that Bill to the House.

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; As I have 
said, it is with the State Government. 
I hope the Member will oiler his good 
offices to see that it is expedited by 
the State Government.' 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Bangla Desh has good relations with 
China, and they have some project also 
with regard to the Brahmaputra which 
will affect us. 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: I would not 
like to say anything about China at 
this stage. If we have good co-opera- 
lion with Bangla Desh, we can solve 
some of the difficulties which arise 
from the unruly behaviour of the 
Brahmaputra or the shortage of water 
during summer season in the eastern 
zone. In the eastern zone of our coun¬ 
try, we have plenty of water and if we 
can harness it, we can reasonably meet 
the requirements of India and Bangla 
Desh both. l would not like to say 
more. Bangla Desh is our neighbour 
and I only hope that we shall resolve 
all our differences by discussion to the 
mutual satisfaction of the two coun¬ 
tries. 

Our flood protection measures start¬ 
ed since 1964. The area that was being 
affected by floods is nearly 250 lakh 
hectares, and as a result of the 
measures taken since then, it has been 
possible to provide protection to 79 
lakh hectares from floods. I think this 
.is a good achievement. The floods will 
have to be studied in the whole coun¬ 
try in an integrated manner and, there- 
-fore. it has been decided to set up a 
National Flood Commission, so that 
^e various problems and aspects of 
floods in the different parts of the coun¬ 
try could be studied and remedial 
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measures undertaken over a period of 
time. I may assure the House that the 
constitution of this Commission is 
going to be shortly finalised. 

As I have said, there is complete co¬ 
ordination in respect of minor, medium 
and major irrigation projects. In 
minor irrigation projects, we have flow 
irrigation and left irrigation. In any 
parts of the country the subterranean 
water available is of a sizable quantity. 
In certain areas it is not so large, and 
if there is unscientific exploitation of 
the underground water, it may lead to^ 
con-sequences which are not very de¬ 
sirable. There has been too much ex¬ 
ploitation of underground water with¬ 
out regeneration in certain parts like 
Haryana and Gujarat. We have to 
take care to see that this does not 
happen and that at the same time there 
is co-ordination in the utilisation of 
underground water and flow irrigation, 
so that none of them is unduly used to 
the detriment in future years to the 
good of the community. 

We have been increasing the alloca¬ 
tion for minor irrigation to the State 
Governments. Every year they are 
increasing the allotment for minor irri¬ 
gation in their budgets and over and 
above that, institutional finance Is also 
being given for the development of 
minor irrigation, especially tube wells. 

Next to irrigation is the manage¬ 
ment of land. A scieutiflc land reform 
is of permanent importance. Over the 
period of the last 20 or 30 years, we 
have succeeded in effecting land re¬ 
forms of far-reaching consequences. It 
has been possible to eliminate the 
inter-mediaries between the farmers 
and the States. And now when we 
talk of land reform, we generally mean 
the enforcement of the Land Ceiling 
Act. The implementation of the Stats 
Governments has fallen in line with the 
national guidelines and almost all of 
them have amended their Land Oeillfig 
Acts to conform to the national guide- 
lines. The implementation of the Act 
is at various stages in different States. 
I will not give the figures to UrtT fije 
House. Some Imid has been taken aa 
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surplus practically in all States. Some 
areas have been distributed to the eli¬ 
gible persons, the landless people uid 
the small farmers. Even homestead 
land has been allotted to a large 
number of people. 

In many cases, complaints have often 
been made that in the case of the land 
that has been allotted to the eligible 
persons, its possession has not been 
passed on to them. That is also al¬ 
leged in regard to homestead land. In 
some of the States, there are legisla¬ 
tions to give the right of ownership of 
the homestead land and the land that 
is being newly allotted to them 
The effort is to see that it goes 
to their posession. It will be a 
good thing and I will suggest to 
the States that in order to allay 
this type of allegation, it will be better 
to have some random survey to see 
that the land that has been allotted out 
of the surplus land whether Us posses¬ 
sion has been passed on to the allottees 
or not; whether the homestead land 
that has been allotted to them is actu¬ 
ally under their possession or not. if 
as a result of such survey, it is found 
that there are certain difficulties, then 
It will be possible for the State Govern¬ 
ments to resolve those difficulties. I 
think that it will provide an answer 
to these allegations. But in aU these 
D\atters, public co-operation is of the 
atmost importance. 

Whenever any measure is taken, 
which is likely to affect a great social 
or economic change in the society. 
When it leads to restructuring of the 
society, vi^ell, there is bound to be some 
resistance and it can only be resolved 
by large-scale participation by the 
public, especially by the political orga¬ 
nisations and the social organisations. 
And for this participation, it is not 
necessary, as some Members suggested, 
that the government records should be 
made available to them or that there 
should be some legislation for this. 
Anybody who knows sinything of tiie 
Indian villages, will agree that what¬ 
ever the records may ^ow, the people 
In the viUi^ know the real fact T^ 
know wldioh bonlly has got what area 
668, LS~^, 
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of land and whether that area of land 
is within the celling or it is in excess 
of the celling. They also know which 
among the eligible persons is the most 
deserving case and priority should be 
given to him. If public spirited work¬ 
ers go to the villages and try to see 
that land reform measures are imple¬ 
mented in a proper way. I have no 
doubt th^t whatever the records may 
show, the villagers will lead to the 
right implementation. And this will 
apply to both, whether it ig the surplug 
agricultural land or the homested 
land. 

Then comes the question of rural 
indebtedness or freeing of bonded 
labour. One thing should be clear 
that in the case of bonded labour, 
there is no documentary evidence. 
It is not by documents that labour 
is bonded 1n a particular farm or to 
a particular owner. In the case of 
rural indebtedness, whether it is 
agricultural labour or a village 
artisan or a small farmer or a mar¬ 
ginal farmer, perhaps, in more than 
90 per cent of cases, he takes some 
loan from a big farmer or a money¬ 
lender. There is no documentary 
evidence. It is an oral transaction. 
The money lender knows that he 
will not have to go to the court to 
realise his money. Therefore, in 
many cases, he ensures, law or no 
law, that he is able to realise the 
loan that he has advanced. It is at 
a rate of interest which is fantas¬ 
tically high. Ordinarily, it is not lets 
than 25 per cent. It may be any¬ 
where ranging from 25 to 200 per 
cent. If the representatives of the 
people take interest in this matter, 
one can see whether bonded labour 
is still ill existence or not. The- 
proof of that is whether an agricul¬ 
tural labourer is free to work for ‘A' 
or ‘B’ or ‘C’, according to his own 
choice, or he is under obligation to 
work only for ‘A’ and he is not per¬ 
mitted to work for *B’ or ‘C*. If that 
criterion is applied, I have no doubt 
that one can find if this type of 
bonded labour is still in existence 
in extensivie parts of our country. 

It cannot be done a*way with by 
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legislation. It will require ’/ery 
enthusiastic public participation for 
this purpose. 

We have provided certain facilities 
for eligible persons who have been 
allotted surplus agricultural land 
under the ceiling Act. V7e give 
Rs. 500 as a grant for inputs, for two 
seasons and we also give Rs. 500 
per hectare as grant and loan in 
equal proportions for development. 
Besides this, as soon as an agricul. 
lural labourer or village artisan is 
allotted some land and title is given 
to him he becomes entitled in those 
districts where small farmers deve¬ 
lopment scheme or marginal farmers 
development scheme is in force, to 
the same advantages which are avail- 
.able to small farmers or to marginal 
iarmers. What I have said is, he 
.gets Rs. 500 per hectare as n grant 
and loan in equal proportions lor 
■development and Rs. 500 as a grant 
.for inputs for two agricultural 
-seasons. The hon. Members may see, 
wherever these advantages accrue 
.to the people who have been allotted 
■land_ 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA 
'(Nagaur): Who will pay this money? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: Obviously, 
‘the agency will be the State Govern¬ 
ment. We have advanced some 
amount of money to the State Gov- 
•ernments. We have set part nearly 
Rs. 25 crores for this purpose. We 
were waiting for the schemes from 
the State Governments. We found 
that it may be difficult for them. So, 
We have allotted some money to the 
State Governments. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: But the 
State Government will give this 
through whom? Will it be through 
the banks? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; Well, they 
have their Revenue authorities. 

Now, I have said that we have got 
marginial fanners’ and small farmers’ 
schemes: we have command area 
development schemes, we have tribal 
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area development schemes, and we 
have hill area development schemes. 
It is true that the whole country is 
not covered by this. At present we 
have about 52 command area deve¬ 
lopment schemes and this year we 
are gohig to increase the number of 
small farme.'s’ and marginal farmers’ 
schemes 1 n the fourth plan, there 
were 87 projects and in the fifth plan, 
the number has been increased to 
160 projects in the country and all 
these advantages will be available to 
them. But I would like to request 
the hon. Members to see that, in 
these districts, the fund that has been 
allotted for this purpose is fully uti¬ 
lised. I am sorry to say that, in 
many cases, they have not been 
fully utilised and it would require 
some assistance from you. If .you 
undertake to see that the funds al¬ 
lotted for this section of society are 
fully utilised for their benefit and 
also for increasing production.... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: We are 
public representatives, but we have no 
legal sanction for the cooperation you 
want. We can only go to the 
officers. 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: For every 
matter, legal sanction is not neces¬ 
sary. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: You 
mean we have the moral sanction? 

SHRI. JAGJIVAN RAM: Certainly 
you have the moral sanction and I 
I don't think any District Magistrate 
would say ‘I don’t want to talk to 
you’. You can ask them why they 
are not spending the amount allotted, 
what are their difiSculties etc. You 
can tell them that if they have any 
difficulty, you will take it up with 
the Central Government. Of course, 
we are also , at the Governmental 
level, trying to tighen the machi¬ 
nery to sec that the fund allotted is 
spent because it 'wdll add to our pro¬ 
duction, apart from helping that ac¬ 
tion' of society, (irrespective of caste 
or religion) which is the weakest in 
the rural areas. 
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It has been suggested that an 
evaluation should be made as to 
what has been the advantage of these 
various schemes. The Reserve Bank 
has already undertaken a study in 
this matter; they have completed it 
and some of their reports are also 
out. The Evaluation Cell of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission has also under¬ 
taken a study, but their report is not 
yet out. We will examine these 
reports and see what remedial mea¬ 
sures will have to be taken and what 
other steps will have to be taken in 
respect of these various schemes. 

I may inform the House that, with a 
view to see that our research is la ted 
to the areas concerned, I have divided 
the country into eight zones, and Com¬ 
mittees have been set up for all these 
eight zones. Public men. State Gov¬ 
ernments and scientists are also asso¬ 
ciated with these and, in order that the 
research that is carried out will be in 
the context of the situation in that 
area....

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: I think that 
will be contained in the Report. 1 
have not brought it, but 1 think it is 
there in the Report. 

I was mentioning this in the context 
of the suggestions for the development 
of hill areas. For that also, we have 
established a zone—for the western 
hill destricts and eastern hill areas— 
and recently we had a meeting of the 
eastern zone. We have also establish¬ 
ed a research complex specifically to 
study the problems of these eastern 
areas. 

I have mentioned what steps we have 
taken so far as land is concerned. In 
many States, the process of consolida¬ 
tion of holdings has been completed, 
but in some States, unfortunately, the 
progress has not been satisfactory.... 

SHRI O. V, AI-AGBSAN (Tiruttani): 
In Tamil Nadu, they have not even 
begun- 
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SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; In Tamil 
Nadu they have begun, but 1 do i-ot 
think the process has been completed. 
In Maharashtra, they have completed. 
In Haryana also, they have completed. 
In Andhi-a Pradesh, they have taken 
up. Tamil Nadu also has started. But 
in the eastern States, unfortunately, 
this has not been done. One reason for 
that is that the land records are not 
available with he State Governments 
in the zamindari area. There are 
patent reasons for that. In the zamin. 
dari area, all the records were niain- 
tained by the zamindars and not by the 
State Governments, and when the 
zamindari system was abolished, 
even before independence, out of 
vengeance, so to say, in their 
anger, they destroyed all the records 
and did not have over any records to 
the States. So, we have to icconstrucfc 
all the records. Even in Kerala and 
some other places, we do not have com¬ 
plete records. So, we have requested 
the State Governments to complete the 
records, and we have provided even 
monetary assistance.

I will communicate the violent re¬ 
quest of Bibhutiji to the Stale Govern¬ 
ment. 

All the schemes are, ultimately, 
meant to lead to integrated rural deve- 
lopment. India lives in rural areas, 80 
to 82 per cent of our population are 
still sustained by agriculture. There 
is no doubt that there is a great pres¬ 
sure on our agriculture. Somebod,v 
suggested that the farmers should not 
be left entirely on agriculture. In our 
country, fortunately, the tradition has 
bMn that fanning has not been only 
fanning, it has been a mixed farming. 
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The farmers always used to keep a 
buffalo or cow in order to get milk and 
also the bullock power or the buffalo 
power for cultivation. My effort is to 
see that this tradition is maintained in 
an Increased measure. Animal husban¬ 
dry, for many years to come in this 
counti'y, will provide the power for 
agricultural operation, whether it is 
ploughing or sowing or thrashing or 
even transport, and there is no 
danger that there is going to be 
any large scale mechanization in 
our country, because it will take 
many many years for the farmers, 
and even for the scientists, to devise 
such type of machinery which will be 
within the reach of the individual far¬ 
mers, Of course, I have been em¬ 
phasizing, and I was responsible, for 
the establishment of agro-industries 
corporations. These corporations will 
undertake custom service for plough¬ 
ing the fields of the small farmers 
who cannot afford to have their own 
tractors. 

But even this is not likely to be 
very successful because certain opera¬ 
tions in agriculture have to te done 
when the time is ripe for that. People 
are aware that transplantation has to 
be done, when the field is ready; with¬ 
in two-three days, otherwise the far¬ 
mer may lose the opportunity. Farmer 
says that as he has to depend upon 
borrowed or hired implements and >t 
is likely that he may not get these 
wdthin the two-three days when the 
field is ready, therefore, he would like 
to keep his own bullocks. Therefore, we 
have laid a great stress on animal hus¬ 
bandry. Cross-breeding has been very 
successful by artificial insemination. 
By the second generation, the milk 
yield of the cows increases very much 
and it has been so liked by the farmets 
that in a State like Punjab and 
Haryana, where buffalo was regarded 
as the prize cattle for milk or ghee, a 
large number of cows have been pur¬ 
chased in that area also. Punjab to¬ 
day Is in a position to produce milk 
powder In a sizeable guantity. In all 
our small farmer and marginal farmer 
and a^cultural labour schemes, it is 
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an integral part of the scheme to give 
them either a good cow, or a buffalo, 
poultry or piggery or some other handi¬ 
craft. A spectacular progress has been 
made in that direction. Related with 
that is, what is known, as our scheme 
of “operation floods,’’ The idea is to 
establish a chain of dairies in order to 
meet the requirement not only cf met¬ 
ropolitan cities of Delhi, Calcutta and 
Bombay, but also of all the major capi¬ 
tals of the various States. The supply 
of milk to these cities has been greatly 
increased. 

We have made a spectacular progress 
also in the field of poultry and today 
India counts as one of the major count¬ 
ries in the production of eggs and poul¬ 
try. This has benefited in very large 
cases, the small and marginal farmers. 
They are the people who have taken to 
this and have profited by it. 

Similar has been the progress in the 
field of fiesheries. It is true that In 
relation to the extent of our coastline, 
we do not have enough mechanised 
trawler.« or boats, but every year we 
are making progress. The yield is in¬ 
creasing. the earning from foreign ex¬ 
change is also increasing. As was sug¬ 
gested by Shri Jadeja, if any private 
party selects their trawlers from 
foreign countries, we will have no ob¬ 
jection in importing them, but certain¬ 
ly we will have to see that that is in 
the interest of the country. 

About inland fishery also, w'e have a 
centre for inland fisheries at Barrack- 
pore near Calcutta; we have certain 
stations inside the country also. Our 
country is rich so far as sweet water 
fish is concerned. We have got some 
exotic varieties, which cannot be found 
anywhere in the world and we will see 
that these varieties are not lost in our 
craze for high yielding varities. 

In the field of agriculture or animal 
husbandary, we have also to see we do 
not lose some of the varieties which 
we possess and the woild does not 
have. I have asked the Agricultural 
Research Institute to see that the 
varieties of rice that we have In the 
country—and we have a few ttouasand 
of that—are not lost. I have asiced 
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Uiem to coU^t plasma of these 

varieties and store them. The all 
India Rice Institute in Orissa has 
taken up this. 

As I have said, the production this 
year of foodgrains has been high and it 
has broken all previous records. Up 
till now people were thinking that a 
revolution has come in the held of 
wheat production. 1 may inform the 
House that a revolution is going on in 
rice production as weU. This year 
we have produce rice which has bro¬ 
ken all previous records. Our rice 
production was 44 million tonnes. 
This year I expect a harvest of 48 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. The farmer has been 
quick enough. When during the Kharif 
season I reduced the target suggested 
by the Agricultural Prices Commission 
from 5.2 million tonnes to 4.6 million 
tonnes, many people said, ‘You have 
reduced the target.’ My answer was 
that it was done in order to give satis¬ 
faction to the Chief Ministers who felt 
that if they procured less than the 
target laid down for them, they would 
have a sense of failure and if they ex¬ 
ceeded the target, certainl.v there 
would be a feeling that the.v have not 
only fulfilled what the.v had under¬ 
taken to do but they had exceeded 
that.... (Interruptions) Apart from 
bonus, you see failure causes frustra- 
■tion and success cause elation. T could 
not deny this to the Chief Minister 
when a reque.st was made. But I 
was quite .sure that looking to the 
harvest, we would exceed the target 
laid down by the Agricultural Prices 
Commission. I have no hesitation 
now in announcing that we have ex¬ 
ceeded the target in respect of rice 
procurement laid down by the Agri¬ 
cultural Prices Commi.ssion Look¬ 
ing to the tempo with which wheat 
Is coming to the market, I have no 
doubt that we are going to exceed the 
target laid down by the Agricultural 
Prices Commission. There is no 
doubt. 

SHRl VASANT SATHE: In the light 
■of this, could we not eleminate im¬ 
ports?. That will also have a big 
moral eflfect. 
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SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: I am com¬ 
ing to that, because that is a common¬ 
place demand. What you have said is 
a commponplace demand. 

The wheat crop has been affected in 
certain areas by hailstorm. But 
even after that we will exceed 
the target. There is no doubt 
that. The hailstorm comes in 
such a way that it passes through 
a narrow corridor and the farmers 
whose lands lie in that strip are 
completely ruined. My sympatniss 
go to those farmers who have 
suffered on account of the hailstorm. 

About procurement, I may inform 
the House that there are several agen¬ 
cies in the field of procurement. Food 
Corporation of India is a major one, 
bul, in several States. FCI is not 
operating. It is the State Government 
or their corporation or some organiza¬ 
tion they have. I have been indicating 
and an assurance has been given to 
the farmers that we will purchase all 
their stocks at the procurement price. 
In case of food pioducUon the pro¬ 
curement price itself becomes the sup- 
poit price. 

Pi'eviously. we used to lay down two 
prices, the procurement price and the 
support price and the support price 
used to be much lower than the pro¬ 
curement price. Since 1.^67 when I 
first took over this Ministry, I did 
away with the support price and said 
that in case of a situation of falling 
prices, the procurement price itself 
will become the support price. 

Complaints come often from hen; 
and there that all the slocks that are 
brought to the mandis by farmers are 
not being purchased or that the 
purchasing agencies in c.-^^llusion 
with the traders are rejecting them 
so that the traders coul{j purchase 
tihem at a lower price and again sup¬ 
ply thia same thing to the procuring 

agency- (Interruptiov) Bihar is one 

of those t3T>ical States where the FCI 
is not operating. An hon. Member: 
Why? 
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SHRI JAGJrVAN RAM; Becaupe 
the State Government does not wont 
There are several States like that. 
Whenever such complaints come I ask 
the State Governments and also our 
ajiencies to make a surprise visit to 
these various mandis in the districts 
whether it is Bulandshahr or Meerut. 
Some complaints were made and those 
were brought to my notice regarding 
Chandausi. 1 immediately asked the 
FCI authorities to taken necessary ac¬ 
tion. They had even before I had asked 
them taken some action against one or 
two inspectors, who were not conduct¬ 
ing themselves »n a proper manner. It 
has been taken up with the U. P. 
Government Chief Secretary and Food 
Secretary to have a surprise visit in 
nil important mandis and to see that 
the farmers are not put to any incon¬ 
venience. We have also suggested to 
form non-offlcial Committees at 
mandis centres. T would suggest that 
Members may also visit some of the 
important mandis and if there are cer¬ 
tain lapses those may be brought to 
our notice and to the notice of the 
State Governments. It is not our in¬ 
tention that the farmers are put to 
any harassment or inconvenience in 
■my way. 

About credit, I may inform you 
that after moratorium on debts in 
rural areas, it was obvious that we 
will have to have some al¬ 
ternative agency for providing 
credit to the agriculturists and 
with that end in view a Committee 
was set up under the leadership of Shri 
Shivaraman. They have studied the 
whole problem and they have submit¬ 
ted a Report. I may assure the House, 
as soon as we examine that Report, 
steps will be taken to see that neces¬ 
sary credit becomes available in the 
rural areas either through the State 
Governments or the commercial banks 
or the co-operative societies or the 
rural banks that are being established 

in various parts of the country. 

# 

There has been a fall in the price of 
agricultural commodities. The fall 
has 'leen frean the phenominal rise 
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that had taken place jlu respect of the- 
price of the agricultural commodities. 
The Agricultural Price Commission 
generally takes into consideration the 
cost of production and then deter¬ 
mines the price. There may be diffe¬ 
rences of opinion regarding that but 
we also sometimes change the recom- 
mendation of the Agricultural Price- 
Commission where we find that it is 
necessary to do so in the context of 
the social conditions in this country. 


Recently, we have added Shri Ran- 
dhir Singh, as a Member of the Agri¬ 
cultural Price Commission and I think 
It will provide some satisfaction to the 
agricultural community because be- 
himself is an agriculturist. 


The question was raised and Mr. 
Sathe has also asked as to why, when 
we have such a good crop, we are im¬ 
porting the food-grains? In the first 
place, let me make it clear that any 
grain that comes under PL 480 is not 
a gift 

As a matter of fact it is not the com¬ 
modity that is given to us. We make 
purchases of wheat or gram in the 
American market at the market price 
and payment is made by American 
Government and it is treated as a loan. 
The only accommodation is that we 
do not have to pay here and now. It 
has to be paid in instalments spread 
over 30 years at a rate of interest 
which is a very attractive rate of inter¬ 
est from Oui point of view. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: 30 years^ 
vdll begin after 10 years, that is. 40' 
years from now. 

SHRI K. S. PANDEY (Rajnandgaon): 
Commitment might be before the 
purchase is made, without knowing, 
whether there is to be bumper crop. 

SHRI JAGjrVAN RAM; It tu’as 
not unknown. We are not groping in 
the dark. Whatever we do we do de¬ 
liberately. It is because we have to 
build up some sizeable buffer stock- 
A Committee has gone into this. They 
^suggested that we should have a buffer 
"stock of 10 million tonnes. In the* 
lean period we must have at least 4 
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mUlioa toimea extra, in the comuig 
year, by the end of April, there should 
be In our stock 14 million tonnes, so 
that it can ensure a buffer stock that 
mil be the proper buffer stock lor a 
country of our size. So, by tbe end 
April, we have to see that we have 
in our stocks 14 million tonnes. This 
we cannot do even with the bumper 
crop this year. We have at present 
just 11 miUon tonnes, whereas it 
should be 14 million tonnes. So, we 
have to build up this buffer stock as 
quickly as possible in order to provide 
for future contingencies. 

Some hoD. Members said this that 
even during the years when monsoon 
is not very satisfactory we will pro¬ 
duce enough and meet our require¬ 
ments of foodgrains, and other agri¬ 
cultural commodities. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Do you 
have adequate storage capacity? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: At pre- 
sent do not have adequate storage 
capacity in the pubUc sector. We have 
the storage capacity in the three sec¬ 
tors, the Central Warehousing Corpo¬ 
ration, the Food Corporation of India 
and the State Warehousing Corpora¬ 
tions and Cooperatives. There is also 
the private sector. For the last 3 years 
there has been hardly any addition to 
the storage rapacity either of the Food 
Corporation or the Central Warehous¬ 
ing Corporation. As the House is 
aware, recently, we have taken powers 
to Increase the paid.4ip capital of the 
Central Warehousing Corporation so 
that we can increase the capital of 
the State Warehouring Corporations. 

We ate expediting completion of tiie 
storage capacity needed in the public 
sector. At present, In order to meet 
the fortunate position that we have in 
the production of foodgrains, we have 
acquired whatever storage capacity is 
available In the country. The army 
has been very cooperative wiffi us and 
whatever accommodation was available 
with them was made avaflable to 
us. We have taken whatever han¬ 
ger was available with Civil Aviation 
and we are going to use them. We 
also utilise whatever storage capacity 
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is available m the pnvate sector. We 
have provided temporaiy expedients 
like raised platforms, wooden crates on 
them, stack the bags on them and 
cover them with plastic covers or tar¬ 
paulins. In this way, i thmk we will 
be able to meet the situation. 

Some friends raised this question and 
it appeared in the newspapers also 
that we have sued some of the grain 
trading companies of the USA. Wril, 
as we have taken the matter to the 
Court, J would not like to discuss this 
matter m any detail here. I think the 
House we excuse me because tbe rea¬ 
son is obvious. 

Now, a question has generaUv been 
raised that when the food position is 
so comfortable, why can’t we remove 
all the restrictions now placed on the 
movement of foodgrains Firstly, I 
may teU the House that whatever res¬ 
triction exists on movwnent, apices 
only in relation to two grains, wheat 
and rice. So far a& other foodgrains 
are concerned, there is no restriction. 
But, what I find is that the traders 
are not entering the field of other 
grains. In the past, we did not lay 
down the price of barley and gram. 
But, this year, with the bumper pro¬ 
duction, it was apprehended that Ihe 
barley prices may fall below—very 
much lower— and also gram prices 
may slump. So, we fixed the price for 
barley and gram. I was expecting that 
with this bumper crop the private 
trade would think of purchasing barley 
and gram from the producing centres 
and taking it to the deficit areas or con¬ 
suming centres through the usual trade 
channel. But, they have not done 
so. Every time the demand is lor 
removing restrictions <m two gralne— 
rice and wheat. (Interruptions) But, 
smuggling has completely disappeared. 

There is no smuggling from Andhra 
Pradesh. Traders are finding that it 
is not worthwhile to smuggle food- 
grains. That is because the price va¬ 
riation In the adioining State is not 
such that it wUl attract any smuggler 
to do that. 
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W«U, Maharashtra can pa; some 
higher price for Andhra Pradesh rice. 
But thei difference is not such as will 
attract an; smufgler to do thal. The 
price differ«ice between the Tamil 
Nadu and Kerala rice used to be such 
that smuggling used to take place from 
Tamil Nadu to Kerala. But, this year, 
that is not possible. As a matter of 
fact 1 was told lhat smuggling was tak¬ 
ing place at a particular border from 
Kerala. 

SHRI C. H. MOHAMED KOYA 
(Monjeri): Then why don’t you do 
away with the Kerala zone? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; As I have 
said, it is a very popular suggestion. 
But I have also to see that 1 maintain 
the public distribution system. In do¬ 
ing away with the zones, if the public 
distribution system is also done away 
with, then, perhaps, my responsibility 
will not be there. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal): Why don’t you add Maha¬ 
rashtra also in the Southern Zone for 
the movement of foodgrains? 

Why not include Maharashtra also 
in the Southern Zone? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; It is not in 
the Southern Zone. What can I do? 
I cannot change the geography. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH; In 
order to make foodgrains available in 
Maharashtra at a comparatively chea¬ 
per price, why not Maharashtra be 
included in the Southern Zone? There 
can be reorganisation of the zones. 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM: Well, that 
is exactly my point in mentioning about 
the zone so that the zone u-ith a 
high purchasing capacity does not be¬ 
come responsible for increasing the 
price in the zone with low purchasing 
capacity. 

Maharashtra is fortunate enough to 
have a high per capita income. It has 
a very high purchasing power. Do 
you want to disturb the economy of 
Andhra Pradesh and other places? 
MaharaAtra has never been in the 
Southern Zone. When one thinks of 


southern zone, one tWaka of fopr Sla¬ 
tes of Andhra Pradeiii, Karnataka^ 
Kerala and Tamil Naihi. Rec«itl;i t 
tcdd some pstm corrMgxmdenta that 
if all these states a^ree, I shMl 
have a very favourable considenition 
}f such a piroposal. 

Similarly, with regard to rice, Pun¬ 
jab, Delhi, Jammu and Kashmir and 
Himachal Pradesh constitute a single 
£one. But still there is a large stock of 
rice. Both Haryana and Punjab have 
large stocks of levy free rice. These 
have been allotted to West Bexigal and 
Maharashtra, Maharashtra is not 
quickly lifting the rice. Recently a 
question was put by the hon. Member 
to use my good office of requesting the 
Maharashtra Government to lift the 
levy free rice that has been allotted to 
them. I do not know why they have 
not done it as yet. 

I think I have covered the major 
portions. About the fall in prices, as 
I have said, we are still maintaining 
our procurement price. 

The price of any commodity in a so¬ 
ciety has to be judged in the social 
context. If vre fix a very high price, 
it has to be seen whether the 'commu¬ 
nity can afford to f>urchase that com- 
mc^ity. Some statistician suggested. to 
me that relation to per capita income 
in our country, 12.9 per cent of the 
oer capita income is required to pur¬ 
chase one quintal of wheat whereas 
in the western countries it is 1 per 
cent of the per capoita income which 
is required to purchase one quintal of 
wheat. As such, the House will agree 
that the price that has been fixed is a 
good price in the social context. 

Now, I will say a 'W'ord about forests. 
We have to protect the forests as the 
health in agriculture and tlie health in 
soil conservation is dependent on for¬ 
ests. Further the forests provide many 
things which are required to sustain 
the society. 'There should be proper 
exploitatiim of our fcoest wealtii.- The 
forests provide not <mly timber but 
many minor feuits. They egn provide 
many things which can produce edible 
and non-edible oils. We have not. ex- 
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j>loited our forests from these angles. 
There had been indiscriminate felling 
of trees which should be prevented ard 
we have been emp^arising the State 
Governments to stop this. We have 
undertaken social forestry as well 
where we are emphasising on the far> 
mer to plant a few trees in a portion 
of his land or in the areas near the 
roads, etc. 

Similarly, land use is very important 
and it was suggested that a land use 
commission should be set-up. Whether 
it is possible to set-up a land use ccm- 
mission or not, I would urge, there 
should be complete coordination bet¬ 
ween the various agencies which use 
land—^whether it is for agriculture, ir¬ 
rigation, forests, or urban land deve¬ 
lopment and industrial use. There 
-should be complete coordination bet¬ 
ween these agencies and .some autho¬ 
rity may be established to see to it. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: What about 
■the suggestion regarding planting of 
trees on the land which is available by 
the side of the railway tracks? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; I have 
said, near the roads and the railway 
tracks. As a matter of fact when it 
was done. Punjab made a \’erv good 
progress. It is sWl going on. When 
you drive on the roads of Punjab you 
will feel as jf you were passin.g 
through a garden or like mmcthing 
that. 

About sugar, I do not think I have 
much to say as Shri Shahnawaz Khan 
has covered most of the points.

connected with this decision, we will 
see that it is implemented. 

About sugar, I have not much to 
say. In many parts of the country, in 
a large number of sugar, factories, the 
machinery and other things have be¬ 
come too old. As soon as we lake them 
over the country naturally will expect 
better performance from us. That will 
require a huge investment in order *o 
modernise those factories. As soon as 
it is found possible to have Ihe funds 
for the purpose, necessary steps will 
be taken in the matter. 

So far as the fixation of levy price 
is concerned, there was a methodology. 
It was determined by the Tariff Com¬ 
mission and it was unanimously ap¬ 
plied to all the factories. Now there is 
no more Tariff Commission, and the 
whole matter has been referred to the 
Bureau of Industrial Costs and Prices 
lo go into all aspects of the sugar in¬ 
dustry and produce a methodology by 
which the price of levy sugar wfuld 
be determined. 

There are local problems which have 
been brought to notice by members. I 
may assure them that I will ask the de¬ 
partments concerned, whether Agricul¬ 
ture or Irrigation, to examine them and 
to take appropriate action in the mat¬ 
ter. 

One word about research. Our re¬ 
search scientists have contributed in 
a spectacular manner to the increase 
not only of foodgrains but of other 
agricultural commodities, whether it Is 
cotton, sugarcane, pulses or oilseeds. 1 
have asked them now to undertake a 
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study ot minor millet crops which for 
hundreds of years have been grown 
in drought prone areas or in areas 
where rainfall has been very scanty. I 
hope in the very near future it will be 
possible for our scientists to produce 
high-yielding varieties of those millets 
also, whether it is kodo or kutki or 
anything else. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: As legards 
the two institutes which you have set 
up in Nagpur unfortunately the scien¬ 
tists have not yet gone there. Would 
you kindly have that expedited? 

SHRI JAGJIVAN RAM; I have al¬ 
ready asked them to go. That is about 
cotton. 

Again I will express my thanks to 
hon. members for taking such keen 
interests in agriculture and allied sub¬ 
jects. I assure them that we will try 
to profit by Ihe various suggestions that 
have been made for improving the 
functioning of the various depariments 
under my Ministry. In conclusion, 
again I convey my heartfelt gratitude 
lo the Indian farming community tor 
the brave way in which they have in¬ 
creased production, and I hope they 
will maintain the tempo of production 
in the same way.

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (.Ausgram): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, the report of the Ministry of IimIus- 
try and Civil Supplies gives a very 
distorted and one-sided picture about 
the situation prevailing in our tnduslry. 
The speech of the Minister on various 
occasions smacks also of complacency 
in regard to industrial development. 
The assessment of the Ministry how¬ 
ever doe.«! not tally with the speech of 
the Finance Minister while introducing 
the budget as well a.s the statement 
made by several other ministers includ¬ 
ing Mr. T. A. Pai who admitted that 
there was a big phenomenon in our 
■ economy today which was known as 
fall in demand. In reality it only 
means that we have entered the reces¬ 
sionary phase of our economy and the 
wheels of the industry are likely to 
move a bit slowly in the days to c'jme. 
A phenomenon of so-called surplus pro¬ 
duction is being observed in several 
sectors of industry and the hon. Minis¬ 
ter is not realising or perhaps he does 
not want to admit in public that the 
economy is facing an acute crisis which 
it is not easy to overcome. This phe- 
nwnenon is not an accidental one. It 
is the result of the policies pursued 
by the government over a period of 
y ear s. If the same policies are con¬ 
tinued in future, the situation is likely 


to worsen. The government can igi ore 
this aspect only at great peril. The 
whole report does not make a compre¬ 
hensive survey of the closed units thro- 
oughout the country, rendering thou¬ 
sands of workers jobless. Even though 
some closed units are taken over by 
the government, they have taken only 
a part of the employees who were on 
duty earlier, thus adding to the seri¬ 
ous problem of unemployment in our 
country. We know that thousands of 
workers are laid off in different indus¬ 
tries, especially in the automobile in¬ 
dustry, in Hindustan Motors, textile 
and engineering industry. When you 
are creating new industries 3 'ou are 
also displacing a large number of old 
smalLscale unit.s resulting in waste of 
our industrial capacity. Another pro¬ 
blem which the government has not 
taken seriously is the question of un¬ 
utilised capacity. When you boast so 
much about the continuously higher 
rate of growth, vou totally ignore the 
considerablv higher unutilised capacity 
prevailing in industries. It is estimat¬ 
ed that the unutilised capacity is res¬ 
ponsible for the l"'-s of industrial pro¬ 
duction to the tune of Rs. 800 crores 
per year. 

The Government has failed t.T take 
adequate steps to ensure that the un- 
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utilised capacity is fully utilised with¬ 
in the shortest possible time. The new 
industries are coming up while the 
unutilised capacity also continues to 
grow. This shows the chaotic condi¬ 
tion in our planning which is primarily 
responsible for the unplanned develop¬ 
ment of our industry. There is no 
wonder that the Fifth Plan is yet to 
be finalised, though the plan period is 
aljpeady running now. One wonders 
what will be the utility of the plan 
when it is not finalised at all? We 
have already entered a phase of un¬ 
planned economy. One of the major 
causes of the unplanned industrial 
growth is the policy of taking turn-key 
projects from western capitalist coun¬ 
tries. These plants of larger size are 
not always suitable to Indian condi¬ 
tions. The superior technology is im¬ 
posed in backward conditions which 
leads to frequent break-down of plants 
and growing dependence on foreign 
countries for spare-parts and interme¬ 
diary goods. The Government failed 
to take into account this aspect and 
now we are faced with a dilemma. Mr. 
Subramaniam in his budget speech 
emphasised that small-scale plants had 
developed in China but he failed to 
explain why so far we could not 
develop our own industrial technology 
and become self-sufficient in that res¬ 
pect. Even now if we adopt a path 
of genuine self-reliance, it may be 
possible to ' save the economy 
from further deterioration. But the 
report of the Ministry ig totally uncon¬ 
cerned about it. We continue to de¬ 
pend more and more on foreign aid 
and spare-parts, though it is possible 
to develop indiginous technology. To¬ 
day multi-national corporations start 
a plant in the country and produce 
something and give the mark of 'made 
in India’, then the Government consi¬ 
ders it to be Indian production. If they 
are in a position to export their pro¬ 
ducts and earn profits we take pride 
that our exports are increasing. But 
in reality the grip of these multi-natio- 
nal corporations is increasing day by 
day with the result that the country’s 
genuine national economy suffers a 
very s^ous set-back. Despite oeca- 
siOhal tnnpty unstto1n|pi to these multi¬ 


national corporations, the Government 
has not pressurised to stop the loot by 
these corporations of the natural re¬ 
sources and cheap labour in India. 
The dilatory tactics adopted by the 
Goveriunent of India to implement the 
recommendations of Hath! Committee 
on drug industries, is still fresh in our 
minds. Though more than a year has 
passed the Government is still study¬ 
ing it and foreign drug cartels are 
allowed to mint money .it the cost of 
the Indian consumer. lias the Gov¬ 
ernment made any stud.y as to how 
much these multi-national corporations 
control production In our economy lo- 
da 3 ^ and how much exports these 
multi-national corporations are control¬ 
ling. A study of these problems may 
prove to be useful from the point of 
view of genuine self-reliance of the 
country. Recently, the profitability of 
these multi-national corporations has 
increased phenomenally and theip ex- 
port.s of profits in a disguised way 
have grown up considerably. 

The foregin banks have j-et to be 
nationalised and they are allowed to 
help multi-national corporations to ex¬ 
port profits in a concealed manner. But 
the government does not want to lake 
any steps to check the ’oot by those 
foreign agencies because this will 
affect the aid-givers in IVashington. 
London, Bonn. Tokyo and others. If 
you take drastic steps against these in- 
temational cartels, they will in return 
retaliate and squeeze the economy. 
Therefore, you continue to talk radical 
things against these foreign capita¬ 
lists only in words while you do not 
take any step towards them. The 
foreign cartels understand this and take 
the warnings lightheartedly. After 
all, 8000 crorcs of rupees worth fore¬ 
ign aid which we have received is 
bound to have its impact on your econo¬ 
mic policy. Tn this connection, I sub¬ 
mit that these multi-national corpo¬ 
rations should be nationalised imme¬ 
diately. 

Despite your talk of building social¬ 
ism, the private sector continues to 
prosper and earn huge profits. Hie 
public sector has reached the so-called 
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commanding viable heights only but 
have not yet become economically 
Viable. Thg earning from public 
sector are only a small portion 
of the foreign debt payment liabilities 
of the Government of India. These 
•are the realities we get from the dis¬ 
mal picture of the performance of this 
Ministry during the last one year. To. 
day in most of the sectors of economy 
the market is shrinking because the 
purchasing power has gone down con¬ 
siderably. The people ijelow the 
poverty line continue to increase by 
leaps and bounds every day. The 
number of present unemployment is 
.swelling with the result that the regis¬ 
tered unemployment in the urban areas 
has gone up to 94 lakhs, an 
all-time high , figure. With such 
a ghastly picture of our situa¬ 
tion, how can you expect the 
domestic market to increa.se by intro¬ 
ducing mechanisation,, modernisation, 
automation and other job-saving de¬ 
vices? You have brought clown the 
employment potential of the industry 
with the result that job opportunities 
are dwindling. All these factors com¬ 
bined to reduce the internal consump¬ 
tion of commodities produced in India. 

The situation in rural areas is parti¬ 
cularly disturbing with fall in urices 
of agricultural commodities and the 
poor peasant is practically ruined and 
is compelled to resort to distress sale 
of his produce at a very low rate and 
even at an uneconomic rate. This 
pauperisation of the rural poor had 
edversely affected the domestic con¬ 
sumption and today we find that tho¬ 
ugh production has not gone up subs¬ 
tantially, the prices are coming down. 
Therefore, the fall in price should 
not be considered as a sign of prospe¬ 
rity—it is a sign of growing recession 
and fall in demand due to growing 
pauperisation of the most of the popu¬ 
lation. 

"Therefore, we see a spectacle of 
everything surplus in the country 
though the per capita consumption of 
these items is among the lowest in the 
world. Even 7 million tonnes of steel 


is considered to be surplus while in 
China 30 million tonnes is considered 
to be inadequate. Less than 100 milli¬ 
on tonnes of coal is considered to be 
surplus in India while in China even 
400 million tonnes of coal is considered 
to be insufficient. I am pointing it 
out to you that the optimism shown by 
you is an optimisim of poverty and 
w'ill not lead to any further develop¬ 
ment of our economic resourcer=. With 
declining construction activity, there 
is no demand for steel in the country. 
The engineering industry is also in the 
grip of a serious cri-sis. In Howrah 
alone out of 1200 engineering units 
about 400 have been closed down. 

Sir, you know that the density of 
population in West Bengal and parti¬ 
cularly in the eastern region it the 
highest in the country and unemploy¬ 
ment problem is also the highest. So, 

I demand that concrete steps should 
be taken to save the small scale indus¬ 
try in the country and particularly in 
the eastern region. 

You are talking about export, of 
everything. Even potatoes, onions, 
bananas, mangoes, sugar and similar 
other items are being exported whose 
consumption should be increased in 
the country. Everything is unnecessa¬ 
ry when the profit motive for the capi¬ 
talist ig the supreme goal. But you 
should also keep in mind that the capi¬ 
talist countries in the world are .joining 
a sever recession and market for Indian 
goods in this country will be limited. 
Even the goods of the third world coun¬ 
tries have well competed with Indian 
goods and cut throat comoetition is 
also likely to amerge sooner or later. 
And, therefore. If you are really seri¬ 
ous about the development of indepen¬ 
dent industries within the country, you 
must give stress on internal niarket 
instead of merely striving for export. 

Before I conclude, I would like to 
anphasise that in the long run, you 
will never be sble to achieve sustained 
economic growth if you conlinue the 
anti-labou|> policy. Today, industrial 
relations are being spoiled by the em¬ 
ployers and the Government. The 
public sector employees have been 
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.made a special target of attack for 
.some time. You may carry forward 
•this policy by intimidatory tactics, by 
using MISA and gangsters against 
workers, by vicitimising trade union 
•leaders and retrenching militant work. 
-ers but in the long run this policy is 
bound to fail. I would, therefore, sug¬ 
gest that this policy should be revers- 

if you are really serious of build¬ 
ing up an independent economy for 
India. 

With these words, I oppose the 
grants.

(Manjeri): I beg to move:

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKI (Now- 
gong); I rise to support the Demands 
of the Ministry of Industry and Civil 
Supplies. I would have very much 
liked that this Ministry, at the present 
point of time, should have been’ given 
better allocation because of the tall 
order that this Ministry has to carry 
out. 

The main quideline for thbi Ministry 
is the Industrial Policy Resolution of 
1648 which was modified and expanded 
by the Resolution of 1956. Before 1 
go on to that, I would straightaway 
submit that in the new context of 
things aud the present tempo that has 
been generated in the country, the 
urge of the people for removal of 
poverty and the balanced development 
of all the regions of the country, it is, 
perhaps, necessary that this Industrial 
Policy Resolution should be further re¬ 
stated. 

I congratulate the Ministry for the 
good work that it has done since it 
was re-organised on 11th October, 1974. 

Even before the promulgation of the 
Emergency and the 20-point program¬ 
me of the Prime Minister launched on 
1st July last year, the various Pleasu¬ 
res that this Ministry had initiated 
and imidemented, had resulted in an 
appreciable improvement in the indus¬ 
trial growth of the country. From 
the figures that we have in the Annual 
Report as also in the Performance 
Budgets of the three departments of 
this Ministry, one can very easily see 
the accelerated rate of improvement, 
in the situation which was rather dis¬ 
mal during the pre-Emergency period. 
The rate of growth of industrial pro¬ 
duction in the economy was gb low as 
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0.21 per cent in 1973-74. In 2974-75, it 
rose to 2.5 per cent. And during the; 
year 1975-76 it will be nearly 5 per 
cent. But I am referring to the ear¬ 
lier year where some of the measures 
taken, had shown some improvement. 

1 am quite sure that if these measures 
are sincerely taken up and implement¬ 
ed, it will be possible to go a long way 
in the actual and fuU implementation 
of the Industrial Policy Resolution. 
And that is why I had suggested that 
this Ministry would require a greater 
allocation than what has been provid¬ 
ed, in the budget before us. 

It is periinent, I would submit, to 
diagnoze why our economy was at a 
low ebb before the Emergency. For 
any kind of economic development, we 
require peace and a congenial clim¬ 
ate—which was totally ab.^ent. And in 
the words of the Prime Minister, if 
I may quote: 

•‘A campaign of law-breaking, 
paralyzing national activity and in¬ 
citing our security forces to h.disci. 
pline and disobedience, would have- 
led to economic chaos and collapse; 
and our country would have become- 
vulnerable to llssiparous tendencies* 
and external danger.’’ .. 

And later on, she says: 

“The Emergency provides us a new 
opportunity to go ahead with our 
economic tasks.” 

Here, I am concerned with the eccno- 
mic task.s relevant to this Ministry. It 
is also necessary to-day to maintain 
the discipline that has been generated, 
if we really want to remove poverty. 
For the removal of poverty, this Minis¬ 
try will have to play its role. This 
Ministry will have to take the initia¬ 
tive, because it will have to play pivo¬ 
tal role and give correct directions to 
the economy. Even in regard to agri¬ 
culture, it is the industry which has 
to come in, in a big way to modernize 
it. Unless we modernize agriculture— 

I would call it indu8trializl?ig agricad- 
ture—4t win be dlt^lt to attain the 
lMwdactl<Mtt that would be necessary for 
our country to TOStain and Seed its 
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population, as also to supply agricul- 
tural raw materials to teed the indus¬ 
try, to a large extent. I would, there¬ 
fore, submit that it is within the pur¬ 
view of the Industrial Policy Resolu¬ 
tion itself that this Ministry has to 
play a very pivotal role. I am not 
satisfied—^if I may submit with all 
humility—with the performance, com¬ 
mendable though it is, h) the present 
context. In the context of low ebb 
which it has reached, it has definitely 
made an apprei^ahle improvement; 
but I am not satisfied with what it 
has done sO far. 

If we analyse the Industrial Policy 
Resolution, its goal and the obligations 
under it of this Ministry and the Gov¬ 
ernment as a whole, both at the Centre 
and in *ihe States, and w'e try to see 
what is actually happening in the 
country, we will have to come to this 
inevitable conclusion tJiat we have yet 
a long way to go. That is why I am 
submitting that this—Industrial Policy 
Resolution may have t© be re-stated 
with a view to focus concentrated at¬ 
tention oh the means whereby the re¬ 
sources and other things that are ne¬ 
cessary for this Ministry to deliver the 
goods will be made available. 

This Resolution is still the b.'.sis of 
our industrial policy in this country it 
has not been modified. Parliament ap¬ 
proved it. Its main object is that we 
must establish a socialist pattern of 
society in a dfemocratic way, which is 
popularly termed democratic socialism. 
What is socialism? It is removal of 
the disparities between man and man, 
region and region, class and class, com¬ 
munity and community. Therefore, if 
we see the standards of economic life 
of the people, for example, in the 
Notheastern region ... 

MR. DEPUTY..SPEAKER: Instead of 
this philosophising, why not say some¬ 
thing about the perfirmance of thle 
Ministry?

has to be paid to it so that we can do 
it within the shortest,possible time. 

This Ministry, as I said, deserves 
congratulation because of the very 
appreciable results it has achieved 
within the short spag of one year 
after the emergency. I will not go 
into the .figures, they are there in the 
various Reports. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Ten 
minutes have gone in philosophising. 

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKl: I am 
sorry I did not know the time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am just 
guiding you. 

SHRI LILADHAR KOTOKl; I am 
thankful to you. That is why I am 
not going into details. 

Trterefore, I hope I will not be mis¬ 
understood when I say two things at 
the same time, that I congratulate the 
Ministry and yet I am not satisfied 
with its performance. I want it to go 
in a bigger way. 

Before I conclude, I have to draw 
the attention of the Ministry to two 
projects that are pending in our re¬ 
gion which has been looked upon with 
great hope. They are the paper and 
plup projects at Nowgong and Cachar. 
From the Report I find that from the 
date of investment decision taken by 
the Government, it will take three 
years to be commissioned. I will ask 
only one question. When is this de¬ 
cision going to be taken? The land 
has been acquired, preliminary action 
has been taken, tenders for certain 
things have been called for, but we 
still do not know when the actual Im¬ 
plementation of the project will take 
place. I will be very grateful to the 
Minister if he can giYa some indica¬ 
tion of it. 

The five States and two Union Ter¬ 
ritories in this region ar® coming up 
with a new withusiasm an d new hope 
for a rapid removal of backwwdness. 
It Is within the Industrial Policy Re- 
soltiUon that steps should be aken by 
the States *o ren^ove this backward¬ 
ness. And here nw submtotion 
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Ministry would be that they should 
take the various proposals given by 
the Northeastern Council and the 
C(»nponent Statcsg of that region and 
the Ministry should take the initiative 
not merely for technical and indus- 
tlrial matters, but for the entire econo, 
mic development of the i^igion be¬ 
cause even small village industries 
and co-operatives as a whole come 
under this Ministry. 

Even agricultural credit that was 
discussed on tha other Ministries’ de¬ 
mands is pertinent here because the 
credit is with one Ministry but the 
other things of co-operation are with 
the other Ministries. TWarefore, these 
anomalies should be removed. 

The last point is regarding textile 
and that forms a very important item 
in the 20-point programme. Here 
again the things are not in one hand 
or there is no coordination as such. 

Therefore, my submission will be 
that for these vital sectors where so 
many people are concerned, wherte he 
main objectives of the Industrial 
Policy Resolution with which this 
Ministry is directly responsible are 
concerned, thena should be greater 
amount of realisation of the situation 
and I hope, that the Government, as a 
whole, will attach some importance to 
it for which I have m.ade by humble 
submissions. 

With these words, I support the de¬ 
mands.

SHRI s- M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I must take 
this oportunity to congratulate the 
Hon’ble Minister for certain things, 
for bringing about Packaged Com- 
modities Act, for bringing alXHit Pro¬ 
duction of items of mass consumption 
in the public sector, for opening of 
National Textile Corporation depots 
in various towns and for efforts being 
made to break-up monopolies. When 
I say this, I also have in mind the 
good job being done in the public un¬ 
dertakings. \ 

Before Mr. Pai took over the public 
undertakings in this Ministry, sharp 
criticism was going on throui^out the 
country about the working of the 
public undertakings and against na¬ 
tionalisation or taking over of any 
units by the Government, by any cor¬ 
poration. He has proved that the 
public undertakings have come to stay 
in our country and if we are really 
serious about reaching tWe goal of so¬ 
cialism or creating a socialistic x>attem 
of society, then public undertakings 
have to grow, the public sector has to 
grow. It is heartening to learn that 
all the public undertakings practically 
under his Ministry have wiped out all 
the losses and have started earning 
profit. I do not call it a miracle, but 
a joint effort made by Mr. Pai and his 
Ministry and the strenuous, honest 
and sincere work done by the work¬ 
ing class is the cause of this miracle 
which is generally done in a society. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Paten): Over 
Rs. 280 croi*aB loans have been con¬ 
verted into equity and that is why the 
public undertakings have not paid 
interest. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: This par¬ 
ticular thing, I will not say. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: I am not 
not against public sector, but this is 
also a &et.

What about Scooters India Ltd.? It 
is doing a good job. There was a 
criticism that scooters will never come 
out of it, same thing was said 
about Shaktiman trucks. The scooters 
are on the roads today. I am happy 
that it is before schedule. If this 
efforts goes on jointly by the workers 
and the management, the time will 
come when there will be more de¬ 
mand not for the Baja^j scooters but 
for the scooters manufactured by our 
own undertaking, Scooters India Ltd. 

Much has been said in this House 
about multi-national corporations. 
My hon. friend, Shri H, N. Mukherjee, 
had moved the Resolution in the 
House the other day and there was a 
lot of discussion on that. I know, 
during the course of conversation 
with me, the hon. Minister said that 
be would prefer a national concern, 
may be a monopoly concern, to a 
multi-national concern and a small 
concern which can possibly deliver 
the goods td a big monopoly concefm. 

If that Is his view, there is nothing 
wrong in it. There are multi-nation¬ 
al concoms, like, Hindustan Lever 
Ltd., Philips and so many others. It 
is a fact that the time has come when 
We have to nationalise those concerns. 

Take, for example, ‘Hindustan Liver 
Ltd. They have contributed nothing 
to our economy or to our country. 
Hindustan Lever Ltd. formed with a 
capital of about Rs. 2 crores during 
1986 hiM' remitted to Unilever London 
about Ra. 22 croMg and have assets in 
bndia to the tuSie of about Rs. 49 
crores. This is t precious loss of 
foreign exdrange. Titerefbre, we 
bsve suggested that such multi-na- 
tleaals shoi^ be diher ttfcen over by 
the Govermignt without any eom^ 
pensation or should be asked to diluto 
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their equity capital to 60 per cent 
Indian and 40 per cent foreign as 
i^uired under the Foreign Exchange 
Regulations Act inunedbitely. failing 
which C.O.B. licences should not be 
issue to them. 

I am haf^y that the hon. Minister 
is investigating the various aspects of 
it whi(fh were brought to his notice 
by me and by many of my other fri¬ 
ends. 

Even in the case of Philips, certain 
allegations were made by some of my 
friends and those were brought to his 
notice. There was an investigation 
made into thfon and certain expansion 
licences, certain expansion program¬ 
mes were stopped. 

Then, it is said that there is a re¬ 
cession in the country. I do not find 
any cause of recession. The big mo¬ 
nopoly houses are not doing their best 
to make the 20 -point economic pro¬ 
gramme a success. We have asked 
the workers to tighten tbair belt and 
to work more. There are no strikes 
in the country today. Even on the 
question of bonus, there may be a 
minor trouble here and there. But 
that is nothing. The workers are co¬ 
operating. It is the big industry that 
is not cooperating. 

A recent review of the price trends 
by the Industry Ministry shows that 
whereas the fall in prices of food 
articles during the calendar year 1975 
has been 11,2 per cent and that of in¬ 
dustrial raw materials has been 20.6 
per cent, the drop in the prices of 
manufactured goods has been only 1.4 
per cent. The weightage of manufac¬ 
tured goods in the index is 29.4 per 
cent and, if machinery and transport 
equipment which form a separate 
group is included in the manufactured, 
goods group, it comes to 37.3 per cent. 

,l^at does it mean? It is the turn 
of the industry sector to cooperate 
with the Govemipent in acbievl^ 
progress and economic stability of .t^ 
country. They have not done it. The 
industry can avoid wasteful prat^oes 
of , paying inflated commissions to their 
ntg and chugbig inflated amountf 
^eramal eaiepensM. The iiahtstr^ 
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ahMild also eUminate noQ-essentkl 
expenditure, such as, putting up pala¬ 
tial bungalows and all that. 

The other day, i was mentioning 
here Mr. Alok Jain. He is a great 
man, a worthy son of a worthy father, 
and I have nothing against him per¬ 
sonally. He is today not running any 
industry; all the industries are closed. 
Jaipur ITdyog is closed; a big cement 
industry in Sawai Madhopur employ¬ 
ing nearly 7000 workers, is closed; the 
Jute Udyog, Kanpur is closed and the 
Plastic Factor, Calcutta, in West Ben¬ 
gal is closed. This gentleman has a 
palatial building. Not only has he 
this palatial building in Sardar Patel 
Marg, but he has a beautiful car— 
which We call the Limousine—and a 
rose garden worth Rs. 3-112 lakhs. 
This rose garden is said to have been 
made at the instance of a good film 
artist. Now, a person having a rose 
garden worth Rs. 3-112 lakhs is not 
paying wages to the workers and is 
asking the Grovernment again for 
more money. I am told that Rs. 5 
crores have been paid to him, and I 
don't know whether this money has 
been properly utilised. I am sure 
that Mr. Pai, with his experience and 
with his dynamism would definitely 
be able to see whether the money will 
be properly utilised or not—^whether 
the 7,000 workers in Sawai Madhopur 
will be paid, whether the one and a 
half lakh workers in Kanpur will be 
paid, and what will happen to the 
plastic workers. I would request the 
Minister to kindly »ae that the work¬ 
ers are not cheated and that they 
don’t exploit the society as a whole. 
Not only are they cheating the work¬ 
ers but they are starving their fami¬ 
lies. They want to kill them with a 
double-barrel gun, one aiming at the 
Government for more concessions and 
the other aiming at the poor workers 
and compelling them to face starva¬ 
tion. This is exactly what they are 
doing. 

In the context of import technology, 
I was happy to know ode thing about 
Coco .Cbla which has a very great 
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lobby in this country which is 
cult to break through. I am told that 
when they wanted to import certain 
articles v^ich they use—it is their 
secret—^the Ministry did not permit 
them to do so. If this is true, I must 
congratulate the Ministry, including 
Mr. Pai, for showing a firm hand. For 
once, the Coco Cola lobby has been 
defeated, not by the Fanta lobby or 
the Limca lobby but by the Members 
of Parliament. I am happy that the 
Members of Parliament are united on 
this question that they should not be 
allowed to import this particular item 
—^vv'hatever it may be. 

Then, the contribution of the indus¬ 
trial houses to the present export 
effort is less than 20 per cent, and the 
contribution of monopoly houses, 
which consume a lot of foreign ex¬ 
change, is less. There should be a 
go-slow in licensing new capacity to 
them. I only want to show you how 
their profits have been increasing. 
The combined gross profits of 101 top 
giants (I am calling them only giants 
and not sharks) amounted to Rs. 013.2 
crores in 1974-75, recording a substan¬ 
tial rise of 43,7 per cent. Pre-tax pro¬ 
fits increased Rs. 143.6 crores to 
Rs. 466.2 crores and net profits went 
up from 176.0 crores to Rs. 248.8 
crores, recording a spectacular increase 
of 41.4 per cent. However, distribut¬ 
ed profits did not keep pace with this 
trend in after-tax profits, presumably 
because, of the statutory restrictions 
on dividend payments. As a result, 
the retained profits shows a record 
rise of 90.0 per cent, to Rs. 172.9 crores 
in 1974-75. ■ 

So, this is the trend of their pro¬ 
fits. There Is now control on every¬ 
thing and even compulsory sterilisa¬ 
tion is being thoui^t of, but there is 
no control on promts. I think some 
young nuift should and say that 
there should bq restrictitm on profits 
also, like compulsory steiHisatibn....

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: May be» 
but Members of Parliament should do 
it first. 

Now, I was mentioning this only for 
jrour information and for the informa¬ 
tion of the House. I am making a 
.sincere request to the Hon. Minister to 
kindly see that the industry also plays 
its role. When the budget was pre- 
:sented in the House, when the tax was 
reduced from 77 to 60 per cent and 
when certain concessions were given 
to big houses, a question was raised 
by my Hon. friend Shri Indrajit Gupta, 
.when he was speaking on the Budget, 
as to what is the guarantee that these 
people who are given these concessions 
-will also play a role in the successful 
implementation of the 20 -point pro¬ 
gramme. My information is that they 
will not. The hon. Minister should 
apprise this House of how he is going 
io check the monopoly, how he is going 
io control the whole thing. 

There is a proposal by the Indian 
Jute Mills Association about block 
closure of jute mills. About twelve 
textile* mills are closed. I hope, the 
'National Textiles Corporation, which 
has taken over 103 mills, will take over 
these twelve mills also. 

Then I would like to know what is 
happening to the various undertakings 
•which have been taken over, whether 
Government has taken a final decision 
to nationalise the Indian Iron and 
Steel Company, Bum and Jessop or 
whether they will continue to remain 
as ‘take-over’ only. I have told the 
hon. Minister very clearly that we will 
«ooi>erate with them, the working class 
will definitely cooperate with them. I 
would like to know whether Govern¬ 
ment has taken a final decision to 
nationahse them. 

Then 1 coibe tp the industrial estates 
which have been built up in various 
States. But what is the point? A 
■small'erdiepnneur goes there and 
the mitire earning of his life, 
«ven the money got by mortgeting his 
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property, with a view to starting a 
small scale industry. He gets a good 
building for the factory, but there is 
no electricity at all. There are no 
concessions given to him. There is 
absolutely no electricity, with the 
result that the entire earnings of his 
life are sunk. I am talking of small 
entrepreneurs. The big industrial 
units can afford this luxury. i would 
request the hon. Minister to call a 
meeting of the Industry Ministers of 
the States and tell them about this. I 
am talking of U.P., Tamil Nadu and 
other places. Everywhere industrial 
estates have been built up very nicely 
like show-pieces. 

The small entreprenurs have spent 
their entire money, and the whole 
money is sunk. 1 would request that 
some light should be thrown on this, 
how it should be done, how the State 
Governments can possibly help these 
people. 

Then I come to the public under¬ 
takings .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You start¬ 
ed with that. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I started 
with that; I will also end with that.... 

I can go on harping on that. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Please 
conclude. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I will only 
say that the formation of the various 
Committees, at the Board level and 
also at the shop level, with a view to 
implement the scheme of participation 
of labour in management should be ex¬ 
pedited. 

The hon. Minister was perhaps, the 
first Minister who took the decision 
that the representative character of a 
particular Union should be judged 
after a ballot, and ballot was taken in 
HMT and fortunately we won and the 
INTUC lost; in Haridwar. there was a 
ballot and we won and the INTUC lost; 
in l^opal,, we were • defeated txA 
nmiC got the majority. We accept 
onr defeat. I am, therafoce, not saying 
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that thia system should be stopped. 
The hon. Minister started it. Perhaps 
he did not know that, ultimately, the 
INTUC would not agree to this. They 
say, ‘No; verification should be there’. 
Verification is with inflated member¬ 
ship. That does not give the correct 
picture. 

I would request him to select certain 
good workers, technically qualified, 
who can understand finance also, as 
members of the various Boards, 
whether it is HMT or HSL or BHEL, 
or any other undertaking. This should 
be done at the shop level. We are pre¬ 
pared for it; let there be a ballot, and 
whosoever wins becomes the represen¬ 
tative Union. 

About one particular unit which has 
been taken over in Kanpur long ago, 
the Tanning & Footwear Corporation, 
the hon. Minister, Shri Maurya, was 
kind enough to go through its work¬ 
ing very closely; he had exhaustive 
discussions with the officials. Even 
today I may tell you that, unless some 
money is given, about Rs. 60 lakhs to 
one crore, to this unit, it will not be 
able to function. I will tell you why. 
They have been told that there is no 
capital as such; they have to sell the 
shoes and pay the workers. The cost 
of the Flex shoes has been reduced by 
Rs. 7 a pair, just to manipulate the 
cost of living index. 

Do we expect the Managing Direc¬ 
tor, Executive Director or the General 
Manager to ask the workers and those 
■ contractors who supply the raw hide 
to wait till he is able to sell the shoes?. 
Do you expect the General Manager 
Or the Executive Director to go and 
. see the Kanpur market? It is not possi¬ 
ble. Flex shoes were popular shoes 
. and everybody wanted them. That is 
why, I lyould xequMt the hon. Minister 
Shri Maurya, when l|e intervenes in 
the debate, to reply to the points rais¬ 
ed by nn>. 

Then, I would also like to know, 
what is the future of Inehctc and Na- 
tional Rubbws. Thc^ two units are 
oomplethly mi aaaMB iag ed and ace clos¬ 
ed. Is Oownmnsmt goinf to Uk» 


them over? Whoever we ask th«n 
to take over, I know, Shri Pai will 
say, that he is not the only person, the 
Cabinet has to take a decision, and I 
am sure, the Cabinet will take a deci- 
sion to take these over. In any unit 
which is taken over, it will be our 
endeavour and duty to see that that 
particular unit becomes a shoe-piece 
for the country. 

With these words, I would request 
the hon. Minister to kindly reply to 
my points and I assure him of all co¬ 
operation from the workers, but let 
him also give weightage to the workers 
and proper status to the workers. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH 
(Nandyal): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
join with my hon. friend Shri S. M. 
Banerjee who has paid a full-throated 
complement to the hon. Minister, Shri 
Pai, for his dynamism and for having 
given a new impetus to the Industrial 
growth of our country. It is really a 
phenomenal growth under his able 
leadership that we were able to record 
a growth rate of 5 per cent in such a 
short period. We know, Mr. Pai, who 
has been heading yarious organizations 
and wherever he has been, he has been 
doing magniflciently well and also for 
the good of the country. He has not 
only injected dynamism, but has also 
injected pragmatism consistent with 
our social objectives. I am confident 
that under his stewardship, his Minis¬ 
try will further grow in stature and 
also in taking suoh measures as to- 
give impetus to our industrial growth, 

Shri Bai\erjee has been mentioning 
about the working of the public sector 
projects. As a matter of fact, the 
public sector projects were on the red' 
and huge amounts have been invested 
with no resultant profit and the pro¬ 
phets of dooms and frustration have- 
been going on criticising the working 
of the public sector projects' in order 
to further the interest of private sector 
in tUs country. They have now been 
silent. 

In spite of the fact tkirt we bave- 
maile wvmpL irtsidas in the indtutsiel 
grpstih flC thip copitigt, the. xegtonaL 
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imbalances still remain. The regional 
imbalances were sought to be removed 
by encouraging industries to be set up 
in indusrially backward areas and also 
by offering certain incentives to the 
entrepreneurs to set up industries in 
those areas. But I am unhappy and 
I am sorry to state that they have not 
been taken full advantage of for vari¬ 
ous reasons and the incentives that 
have been offered are often going to 
the pockets of those big industrialists 
who are trying to exploit the situation 
because of lack of facilities provided 
to the entrepreneurs of that area. The 
most important factor is about laying 
a strong foundation for the develop¬ 
ment of the infra-structure in those 
areas. That has to be taken up. I 
know the limitations under which this 
Ministry suffers it has to take up the 
assistance and help of the State Gov¬ 
ernments. I would only say that by 
his drive and energy, Shri Pai should 
be able to persuade many of the State 
Governments to go in for a strong 
infra-structure in those industrially 
backward areas and to facilitate the 
entrepreneurs of those areas to take 
advantage and start industries. Many 
difficulties had to be encountered previ¬ 
ously by the small entrepreneurs of 
the local area in obtaining licences and 
Shri Pai has taken several steps to 
remove all these impediments and not 
to make these small entrepreneurs 
victims of bureaucracy and red-tapism. 
I am glad a headway has been made 
in this connection. 

I would also like to point out that 
at one stage, if I remember correct, 
Shri Pai mentioned about constituting 
a separate Industrial Development 
Bank for Backward Areas. I do not 
know at what stage the matter stands 
and whether he is pursuing that idea. 
If it is done, that will give a great 
help and fillip to industries comhig up 
in those areas. 

1 mij^t also mention in this connec¬ 
tion that in backivp^ are»s, especially 
in our Rayalaseema arear-te l^owa 
that—the^ are vast mlper^ dc^slta 
which reipahtt. un^toitc^ 
mineral deposlti oU8}#^f;> tje.tfl^.a^ 


vantage of and for the benefit of the 
local people, certain capital intensive 
industries have to be set up in those 
areas. But the mobilisation of the 
required investment is a big problem 
for setting up of those industries and 
naturally one has again to seek the 
assistance of big industrialists. So, 1 
would suggest that wherever there is 
possibility of mineral-based indus¬ 
tries, capital intensive industries com¬ 
ing up, it will be better for the de¬ 
velopment of that area, to induce the 
State Governments or the various in¬ 
dustrial development coporations of 
the respective States to go in for joint 
ventures in such areas so that the 
mineral wealth that is there hidden for 
centuiies can be exploited to the best 
advantage of that area. 

The second thing is about the agro- 
based industries. Of course, agro- 
based industries have to be set up and 
the growth should be consistent with 
our social justice. Agro-based indus¬ 
tries ought to be set up in such areas 
where the indigenous raw material is 
available. For instance, there are 
several sugar factories that are coming 
up and also textile units coming up. 
These have to be given proper institu¬ 
tional credit. In this connection I 
know that several corporations have 
been set up. For instance, the Na¬ 
tional Textile Corporation has been set 
up and several sick mills have been 
taken over by the National Textile 
Corporation. But it should not be a 
sort of dumping ground fbr Inefficient 
and losing concerns which have been 
exploited fully by the erstwhile indus¬ 
trialists who have dumped them into 
the lap uf the government. Such a 
tendency should be avoided and even 
the NTC which has taken over the 
sick textile mills slumld modernise 
them and the miUs should be nation¬ 
alised and they should never be given 
back to the industrialists. 

About the paper tndustiy also, I am 
glad that Paper Develppment COrppea- 
tjons.. have. been, set up and thw 
Development Corporetlpns have baen 
«^ig nfid with the task of devalopUig 
tht imksk-atnwture tai 
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Paper industry is also a capital-inten¬ 
sive industry. But tiiere are certain 
small units which have come up based 
on raw materials like bagasse. Such 
small units must be given proper en¬ 
couragement and it should be seen 
that they are set up as extensively as 
possible. 

An important point is about the 
industrial estates which have been set 
up in every State. Unfortunately, 
previously the entrepreneurs who 
utilised the industrial estates had a 
bad reputation. These were not set 
up and based on indigenous materials 
but were based on the scarce raw 
materials which they could sell in 
blackmarket without going in for 
manufacture of goods by making use 
of these industrial estates. I would 
suggest to the hon. Minister to make a 
thorough survey and come before this 
Hou.se to tell us as to what is the utilisa¬ 
tion of the industrial estates in this 
country and what will be the best 
method of making its full utilisation. 
In making the industrial estates ad¬ 
vantageous to the small entrepreneurs 
there should be a co-ordinated effort 
and a package sort of programme 
where the small entrepreneur should be 
given all assistance by the State and 
the Central Government in setting up 
a project. 

Suppl)' of power is a great problem. 
He should not be made to run to the 
Electricity Board or the State Govern¬ 
ment for supply of power for his small 
unit. There should be a package pro¬ 
gramme of giving electricity and water 
required for the small unit and every 
effort has to be made to make full 
utilisation of the unit. 

Salt manufacturers in Andhra 
Pradesh are facing a serious crisis. 
The problem has come up very re¬ 
cently. Andhra Pradesh has been pro¬ 
ducing 3 lakh tonnes of salt per year 
and Naupada area in Andhra Pradesh 
has been producing 30 per cent of it 
These people have been having a tra- 
litional market to export salt from 
Andhm Prade^ to tl^ neighbouring 
States of Orissa, West Bengal, Madhya 


Pradesh and South Bihar. But because 
there has been an increase in the pro¬ 
duction of salt in Tuticorin and also 
Tuticorin provides a long season of 
production of salt and also the Ship¬ 
ping Corporation found it convenient 
to get salt from Tuticorin, now 1 am 
told that the Railway Administration 
has taken a decision to stop the export 
of salt from Andhra Pradesh to these 
areas by rail. This has created a 
problem. The Salt industry has conre 
to a standstill. Many manufacturers 
will be thrown out of employment. 
There will be several lay-offs and the 
salt producers at Tuticorin are dump¬ 
ing their salt even in the zones which 
had been allotted to Andhra Pradesh. 
They are sending their salt, for in¬ 
stance, to Orissa. In order to save 
this industry in Andhra Pradesh, the 
hon. Minister should take steps to 
remove the restrictions on rail move¬ 
ments and allow these manufacturers 
to export salt to the areas that are 
adjacent. After all, Bengal is 400 miles 
from Andhra Pradesh, Now West 
Bengal has been removed from the 
zone of supply from Andhra Pradesh 
and has been tagged on to Tuticorin 
where they have to travel J.OOO miles 
to get salt. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad'): He is attending to this 
problem. You may please go to an¬ 
other subject. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: I 
am glad that he is attending to this 
problem. 

The meat processing industry is an 
industry which has to be given encoiur- 
agement. It has got export potentiality 
on a large scale. I suggest that this 
industry should be set up in the public 
sector. It is necessary that this indus¬ 
try must.be given a fillip. 

In order to provide certain benefits 
to the small entrepreneurs. Small Scale 
Industrial Development Qorporations 
in several StStes jiave to be geafed UP. 
They mu^ be give suf^i^, encqurai^ 
meht to epatile them to., have pn 
auidlia^ ini^ust^. 
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1 suggest that the industrially back¬ 
ward areas which have already been 
Identided must be given proper atten- 
rion. Unless this is done we will not 
be able to remove regional imbalances 
in the country. I wish to bring this 
to his kind notice. Even In a State 
like Karnataka wihich is considered to 
be an industrially advanced State what 
we find it, and this has appeared in 
the newspapers,—the incwitives that 
are offered are not being fully utilis¬ 
ed. People are not moving to back¬ 
ward areas and backward areas remain 
where they are. I would therefore 
suggest to the hon. Minister that he 
should see to it that these regional 
Imbalance are narrowed down and 
that industries are set up there and 
local entrepreneurship given proper 
encouragement and facilities. With 
these words I thank you once again. 


SHRI K, S. CHAVDA (Patan): The 
Ministry of Industries is in overall 
charge of the Industrial (Development 
and Regulation) Act. The Act (as it 
exists today) covers only those indus¬ 
trial undertakings which employ more 
than 50 or 100 workers depending 
upon the use or non-use of power and 
certain undertakings which invest 
more than Rs. 10 lakhs in plant and 
jnachiniery. The definition of facto¬ 
ries was initially adapted from the 
Indian Factories Act but the Factories 
Act was am^ded so as to cover any 
unit having more than 10 or 20 wor¬ 
kers depending upon the use or non¬ 
use of power. But the do^aition un¬ 
der the Industrial Development and 
Regulation Act was never amended. 
As a result, there have been mush¬ 
room growths of foreign corapaniM 
who have been cwning through the 
back-door and exploiting the situa¬ 
tion to their own advantage. I would 
like to know from the hon. Minis^r 
whether he is going to amend the IDK 
Act and if so, whether he wiU bnng 
this BUI before the House during this 
seisiim. 

There is another aspect which I ^h 
to r^ to gnd this is reg»rding lom 
licence atrraag^ents, Under this 

•ny machinery or employing workers 


less than 50 or 100, depending upon 
the use or non-use of power, come in 
They try to get thoir products manu¬ 
factured through another unit, both of 
them not coming within the scope of 
the IDR Act. The major beneficiary 
of this are th© foreign firms. Also, 
there may be to certain other provi¬ 
sions of the IDR Act which may 
be evaded or overlooked by these 
companies. I would like to know 
whether the Government has conduc¬ 
ted any study in this matter. If so, 
what are the conclusions arrived at? 

If not, it is high time that Government 
should undertake .such study 
immediately so that it can come 
to a right conclusion and make neces¬ 
sary changes in the Act and the rules 
mad 2 thereunder. 

My third important point is this. A 
uniforja procedure has not been adop¬ 
ted in the matters of granting permis¬ 
sion letters and C.O.B. licences, to 
different industries, particularly, in 
the foreign sectors of drug industries. 

T.icrefore, undue advantage is given 
to some of the industries. In this 
matter also, the major beneficiary is 
the foreign sector. The Hathi Com¬ 
mittee felt that permission letters and 
C.O.B. licences given are illegal as 
they have no legal backing at all. 
Therefore, the Central Authority 
should review the grant of permission 
letters and C.O.B. licences so that they 
can go on a firm footing and mistakes 
can also be rectified and a firm deci¬ 
sion can also be taken for the future 
policy. 

There is no doubt that Government, 
in their policy announcements, from 
time to time, have been giving ssiveral 
special concessions lor the growth of 
the industries in the backward areas 
as also in remote areas. But, the ap¬ 
proach has hot been uniform and 
treatment given is different fr^ 
State to ®wte. Therefore, the gro^ 
has not been so raidd as is reqi^'^ 
or anticipate^ so as to keep pace with 
the growth in the de'^loiwhent of ia^ 
dnstries In, the country. Government 
should consider setting up an agency 
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vvhich could coordinate th® efforts for 
the development of industries in vari¬ 
ous areas of our country. 

Another important point is in re¬ 
gard to the constitution of a licensing 
committee. This Committee has been 
functioning under tha provisions of 
the Industries Development and Regu¬ 
lation Act and the rules made there¬ 
under. This Committee consists 
mainly of vested interests with the 
Secretary of the Ministry of Industry 
as its Chairman. 

I would like to suggest that the 
Chairmanship of the Licensing Com¬ 
mittee should rotate yearly among 
the !3ecnetaries of different ministries 
concerned. Coca Cola Export Cor¬ 
poration was established in this coun¬ 
try under mysterious circumstances. 
The details regarding that—^whether. 
it was legal or not—have not been 
furnished, despite the fact that I and 
many of my colleagues had repeated¬ 
ly asked for that in this House as well 
as in the meetings of the Consultative 
Committee. I had also asked for the 
composition of the Coca Cola Export 
Corjxiration. That information has 
not been supplied upto now. This 
may not be necessary for the Public 
but, it may be necessary for 
this House or Government be¬ 
cause Government has to take 
a decision to grant an indus¬ 
trial licence for expansion depending 
upon the composition and the scope 
of manufacture in this country. This 
is one important aspect which Gov- 
vernment cannot overlook. 

Ill this Coca Cola Export Corpora¬ 
tion, 126 persons are employed and the 
outgo pf foreign exchange is Rs. 128 
lakhs and Rs. 1 Ukh of foreign ex¬ 
change is being incurred on each per¬ 
son employed by this Coca Cola 
poii. Corporation. How can a poor 
country like ones afford to. ^nd 
much of foreign exchange on such a 
non-priority item like the Coca Cola 
which is a luxuorious thir^

article becomes a View article' under 
Section 3(d) (d) of the Act. In the 
cigarette industry although units were 
licensed to produce a specific brand 
only, yet they have been producing 
other brands thereby violating the 
provisions of the Industrial (Deve¬ 
lopment and Regulations) Act. This 
has enabled monopolising the licences 
and concentration of power in a few 
hands in the cigarette industry. Over 
and above this our country is losing 
valuable foreign exchange. 

A centralised procedure for the 
issue of industrial licences and letters 
of intent is presently in force. This- 
system has resulted in issup of wrong 
letters of intent and mis-representa- 
tion of the minutes of the licensing 
committee, directly or indirectly, de¬ 
laying th<a projects. Therefore, for a 
similar item, either all the proposals 
under consideration at a particular 
time should be linked together or none 
of them should be linked, and all 
considered separately. 

Lastly, Sir, full details are given by 
the companies in the industrial licence 
application as S.I A. is not conversant 
with the nature of industries with 
which the other Ministries ana con¬ 
cerned. In the case of C.E. Pulforel 
it has never submitted full details in 
their industrial licence application 
and the Secretariat of Industrial Ap¬ 
provals processed their application 
without full details. This should be 
enquired into. 

Since my time is over, I will only 
make a few suggestions and then sit 
down. Indian entr^reneur a n ot 
covered under kCRTP and BEBA 
should be freely allowed to set up 
industries in backward areas declared 
by the Central Govumment, irrespec¬ 
tive of products having impoci «»- 
tents of mot^ than 5 pex cent.

Firms other than those covered by 
MRTP and those covered under FERA 
should be allowed to diversify their 
products to the extent of 25 per cent 
of the installed capacities for newer 
products having inix>ort content of 
more than 5 par cent so that they have 
freedom in the product-mix and are 
in a position to remove obsolete items 
from their existing range. This would 
help in fuller utilisation of industrial 
capacities, which are hitherto lying 
idle between 30 to SO per cent. 

Foreign firms having more than 50 
per cent equity (direct and indirect) 
were required to obtain COB licences 
as per notifications of 1970 and 1973, 
irrespective of their investment in 
fixed assets. However, certain firms 
have not obtained COB licences be¬ 
cause their employment is less than 
50 where power is being used aitd less 
than 100 where no power is being 
used. The clause relating to employ¬ 
ment of labour may be suitably 
amended to bring foreign firms in 
the purview of I (DR) Act. 

Foreign firms having installed capa¬ 
cities exceeding approved capacities 
in respect of bulk dru^ should be 
(regularised only on fulfilling the con¬ 
ditions attached to the approvals 
granted while granting the permission 
for manufactiire. No excessive capa¬ 
city should be regularised in the case 
of formulations which don't require 
any sophisticated tedmrdogy for 
manufacture and these could be easi¬ 
ly taken up by firms having foreign 
equity of tiun 26 per cent. This 
would avoid build-up of amts and 
reserves on unauthorised pr^uctions.

On account of this unauthorised pro¬ 
duction and repatriation made by- 
foreign firms are refunded. 

Ihunex was purchased by Pfizers in 
Panama (USA). This is not a change- 
of name but change of ownership. All 
such cases of foreign firms should be- 
reviewed and necessary action taken. 

Definitions of a ‘factory' and ‘wor¬ 
ker’ are different under the Factorie.?. 
Act and the I (DR) Act. According 
to FERA, foreign firms are those hav¬ 
ing more than 40 per cent foreign 
equity while according to the KDRj 
Act, firms with more than SO per cent 
foreign equity are foreign. Such con¬ 
flicting matters should be reviewed 
and made uniform. This is necessary 
to check activities of multi-nationals. 

Most of the proposals of Indian 
firms for manufacture of formulations 
having import content of more than 5 
per cent ia the drugs and pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry have been rejected by 
the Licensing Committee during the 
last 4 years on one pretext or the 
other. The Hathi Committee has 
found that permission letters and 
COB licences were issued to foreign 
firms for a number of similar items. 
I would suggest that all proposals of 
Indian firms for formulations rejected 
during the last 4 years should be re¬ 
viewed and approved as Goyemment 
heve not made any policy announce¬ 
ment not giving formulations to- 
Indian firms. 


COB licences to Indian firms may be 
giv<qn on the basis of installed capaci¬ 
ties, as certified by the copcmmed 
sponsoring authority, as has been 
<tene in the case of Messrs. May and 
Baker for the iqanufacbire of Sfotro- 
nidazol etc.

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA 
(Marmagoa): Sir, in a country such 
■as ours which is short of monetary 
resources but is surplus in man¬ 
power, one would expect that uni * 
full employment is achieved, any 
aane government would concentrate 
on labour-intensive techniques rather 
than on capital-intessive ones. It is 
no secret that in the earlier stages of 
the Indian economy, most of the ex¬ 
perts who were advising us, whether 
from the World Bank or from deve¬ 
lopment agencies of USA or Russia, 
kept on telling us that we should first 
Tsuild an infrastructure which involves 
intensive inv^tment of capital and 
then move on to build a consumer 
economy which would provide em¬ 
ployment for our man-power. Today 
everyone of them admits that they 
made a mistake in giving us this ad¬ 
vice. They are today talking of sim¬ 
pler technologies and larger utilisa¬ 
tion of man-power for the develop¬ 
ment of what are called developing 
countries. But even when we know, 
that the advice we took was against 
our interest, and they have also rea¬ 
lised that it was wrong still it is we 
who, insist that we are still doing the 
right thing, and continue on this col¬ 
lision course; which means continuing 
poverty in our villages, continuing 
unemployment for our millions, and 
slums in our cities. 

What is our industrial policy? Look 
at your fiscal incentives. Whether it 
is the Income-tax Act, the Wealth-tax 
Act or any other, they are all slanted 
in favour of utilisation of capital, and 
purchase of machines. There is not 
a singla incentive in any Indian fiscal 
law today for the utilisation of man- 
powea*. If thb is not an economic 
crime, I do not know what is. 

In a stage in our growth in the fifties 
and sixties, when we required the 
largest .turnover of capital, which was 
a set^e r^urce, for the creaticm of 
growtii^ rsKnoved motiejr troin 
Quick hutiovar through taxatton, and 


put it in the bottomless pit of long 
gestation in the capital intensive in¬ 
dustries that we built in the public, 
sector. We have neglected agricul¬ 
ture and continue to do sO, to the ex¬ 
tent that the percentage of our capital 
budget that is going into agriculture 
is diminishing from year to year. In 
regard to this year itself, when the 
Finance'Minister had several hundred 
crores which last year be used for 
purchase of fertilisers and which this 
year he did not need for that purpose, 
instead of using it for intensive agri¬ 
cultural development he gave Rs. 15 
crores to it, and put the other hund¬ 
reds of crores into heavy industry. 
Why in these circumstances, are we 
surprised that we have unemployment 
in our villages, slums in our citi^, 
cycles of plenty end starvation in 
food, and growing unemployment? 
All of a sudden, the government 
wakes up and says, since economic 
growth has not kept pace with popu¬ 
lation growth, the answer is a drastic 
change in the population policy and 
this fascist idea of compulsory sterili¬ 
sation. 

Why are you going in the wrong 
direction? Why don’t we first look at 
what are the economic policies which 
we can reverse to provide employ¬ 
ment, before we suddenly put a stop¬ 
per in everybody’s reproductive 
machine? 

It is not a secret that the World- 
Bank and the development agencies, 
specially in the United States, have 
been pressurising us for years to¬ 
wards compulsory sterilisation, and 
we are now giving in to that pressure. 
We are selling our interest to them. 

I want to ask of Mr. Pai one ques¬ 
tion. If we bring down as drastically 
as they are suggesting, the growth of 
our population, are we not mortgaging 
the generations to come in this county, 
to their capital.intmsive technolo^ 
If we are, then why are we doing ttf 
There is no reason for us to do it. 

Our strength is man-power. There 
are techniques t«lay which will en¬ 
able us to fully iutiliw this manpower, 
and to fuUjr k66p the growth in onb 
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populatiori fed and better developed 
from year to year, without any drastic 
measures, and within our own compe¬ 
tence, and without reliance on this 
capital intensive technology. Why 
don’t we use them instead of giving 
in to that pressure? 

We gave in to that pressure when 
it was the question of devaluation. 
That was a mistake. Let us not make 
a second one now. If the control of 
slums requires such a drastic measure, 
then let us ask the United States to 
start with their ghettos and their 
slums, and show us the way, before 
they ask us to do it in ours. 

If it is production with employment 
that we want, and this is what we 
need, because there is no sense in 
having mer^, production when three- 
quarters of our people do not have the 
purchasing power, then I say that this 
Government must seriously think of 
a ban on all import of machinery ex¬ 
cept, machinery meant for defence or 
export production. If it is a question 
of self-reliance that we want, and the 
Government says it does. I say that 
it is time to ban all foreign Collabora¬ 
tion except exclusively for export or 
where we need it for defence. If our 
objective is to make our villages self- 
sufficient, then it is time for Govern¬ 
ment to think of a ban on expansion 
of production of consumer goods by 
machine where it is possible to pro¬ 
duce these goods by manpower. And 
to give you three examples, I would 
say, shoes, garments and pottery. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): 
Gandhian way! 

SHRI ERASMO DE SEQUEIRA: 
Yes, we must go forward with 
Gandhiji. There is nobody else in 
f^s countray who cim tkae us forward. 
Ui^fess we go in for a moratorium on 
capital-intensive investment. I feel 
that there is no need of any further 
population growth in India. The un¬ 
employed millions that exist today 
will sweep us all out of this 'Hhll, and 
qt4 'Ot tmy Icind of Government. 


If this Government is serious about 
the widespread industrial and econo¬ 
mic prosperity, there is only one 
possible way to do it and my friend, 
Shri Dhamankar is perfectly right 
when he says that the answer was 
given to us by Gandhiji, when in. one 
talisman he said that if the policy la 
good for the poor man, accept it; if 
it is not, throw it away. 

And as for industry it was very 
clear and I think everybody is com¬ 
ing to this thinking today—^that it is 
only the concentration on cottage in¬ 
dustry—dispersed through the villages 
of India, with small and large scale 
industries developed only to comple¬ 
ment the cottage industries, it is only 
this that can keep this country mov¬ 
ing forward at a pace where every 
citizen is assured every day of n 
better life. 

But this Government has forgotten 
Mahatma Gandhi. Whom it is fol¬ 
lowing now, is quite clear, from the 
fascist measures that are now being 
thought of. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now Mr. Narain 
Chand Parashar. Every Member has 
got ten minutes. I will ring the bell 
at the end of the 9th minute; and 
finally at the end of tbe last minute. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA¬ 
SHAR (Hamirpur): I rise to support 
the Demands for Grants of the Minis¬ 
try of Industry and Civil Supplies, 
At the very outset, I may state that 
I do not agree with he observation 
made by the friend from the opposite 
side, Mr. Sequeira, that the policy of 
population* control is a fascist techin- 
que. 1 think, on the other hand, that 
fascists have always sought to whip 
up their numbers; and Hitler’s famous 
slogan was that the Germans were the 
fittest to rule over the world; and as 
such, he wanted Mving room for them 
in the world, so that Germans cam 
expand. So, they wanted tq 
What the Gbvernment here Is follow¬ 
ing, is not fascist technique. On tbe 
other hand, flie effort is to bring 
^hin c^rol. the entii; p^ulat^^ 
of the natlont so as to make It po^u^ 
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for tts ^ live on ouir own natural re¬ 
sources and to stand on our own feet, 
I say, with all the emphasis at my 
conunand, that it is one of the wisest 
measures taken by the Government, 
viz. to stress the importance of this 
new approach, which will make up 
utilize our resources better and in a 
more planned manner. With these 
words, I come to the Demands pre¬ 
sented by the Minister to this House. 

SHRI ERASMO D£ SEQUEIRA: 1 
did not say anything about population 
control. I was talking about compul¬ 
sory sterilization. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR: What is compulsory sterliza- 
tion? Let the hbn. Member just look 
at what he had said. Anyway, while 
I am happy with the progress made 
and indicated by the Minister in his 
Report, I am also a bit unhappy over 
what has not been said, because like 
the dumb millions, the backward 
areas of the country have been for¬ 
gotten in this Report, to a large extent. 
I would just refer to one of the re¬ 
commendations made by the Estimates 
Committee of this House, which had 
struck at the root of the problem. 
What is the cause of the backwardne.ss 
of 233 districts out of a total 350 dist¬ 
ricts in this country? When a larger 
number of districts, are backward and 
a few cities have become proud to 
claim that they are making industrial 
progress, it is time for us to pause and 
think. It is time that each Ministry, 
and much more so the Ministry of 
Industry, takes into its hands 'the 
task of the industrial development of 
these backward areas. The Estimates 
Committee had rightly said that it is 
the absence of infra-structure which 
is responsible for the backwardness of 
these districts. I read from its 69th 
.report. The recommendation is 2.22. 
at page 23. It says: 

“The Committee note that the 
absence of infra-structure of facili¬ 
ties is the main reason for the 
backwardness of large areas in the 
country. The Committee are con¬ 
vinced that until end unless suit- 
668 Ll^7 


able measures are taken for provi¬ 
sion of communications,- power, 
roads and other basic facilities 
necessary for economic progress, it 
would not be possible to make any 
substantial progress in the develop¬ 
ment of backward areas. They are 
convinced ?fier a study of the pro¬ 
gress made in advanced States that 
the development of infra-structure 
is an essential prerequisite to any 
industrial growth.” 

With this idea in mind, may I draw 
the Minister’s attention to the figures 
that are available to us? What are 
the figures for backward areas? I 
says here: 

*Tn quantitative terms, out of a 
total Fifth Plan outlay of Rs. 140.65 
crores, Rs. 35.00 crores have been 
provided for “Development of Back¬ 
ward Areas”, Rs. 45.00 crores for 
Rural Industrie.s Projects, Rs. 1.20 
crores for setting up branch insti¬ 
tutes in backward areas. Small scale 
industries have been recognised as 
a positive tool foy the industrialisa¬ 
tion of the backward areas.” 

So, out of a total of Rs. 1.40 crores, 
it is about Rs. 70 crores or 60 crores 
for the backward areas. Considering 
the population of the backward areas, 
considering the number of backward 
areas, considering the number of 
States in which there are backward 
areas, the industrial projects have been 
concentrated in a few States. These 
States, mainly in the plains are en¬ 
joying all the infra-structure facilities 
bestowed upon them by a Government, 
which was not national in character, 
which wanted to develop certain areas 
and neglect others. As you know, the 
people of those areas engaged them¬ 
selves in fighting for freedom, or 
joining the army or things of that 
type. Since that Government deli- 
Wately followed a policy of neglect 
of certain areas, these areas have re¬ 
mained mo.stIy neglected. I would 
stress on the Minister to take up this 
problem in right earnest, in collabora¬ 
tion with the Planning Commission if 
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It is possible, and Mdthout collabora¬ 
tion with the Planning Commission, 
if collaboration with the Planning 
Commission is not possible. I am 
aaying this because we know the way 
of working of the Plaiuiing Commis- 
jsion. A Committee for Development 
Strategy for Backward Areas was set 
up as far back as 14th October, 1972, 
and the hon. Members of the Planning 
Commission have not found any leisure 
to submit their report of that Com¬ 
mittee so far, though four years have 
passed. So^ we have no hope in the 
Planning Commission. It is for the 
Ministry of Industrial Development to 
decide whether they regard "the obser¬ 
vations of ihe Estimates Committee 
as valid enough that the provision of 
infra-structure is the primary pre¬ 
requisite for the industrialisation of 
the backward areas. 

With this object in view, I had put 
one question, Unstarred Question No. 
1781 dated 7th August 1974 with re¬ 
gard to the setting up of the infra¬ 
structure whether the Government 
have recommended the creation of 
the infra-structure like the railway 
lines, for ihe- industrial development 
Of any hilly or backward areas in the 
country, and the reply of the Minister 
was that the Working Group had 
taken into consideration these things 
and that the Himachal Pradesh had 
suggested the taking up of three rail¬ 
way lines, including the one from 
Nangal to Talwara/Sansarpur Terrace. 
But unfortunately, when another 
question was put to the Minister 
On the 14th April, 1976, Unstar¬ 
red question No. 2415, it was stated 
that in the provision of the infra¬ 
structure the sanctioning of the new 
railway lines was not considered by 
the Working Group. 

Now we come to the conclusion that 
Himachal Pradesh is backward just 
like Meghalaya, Nagaland, Tripura 
Mizoram are backward, because there 
is no railway line in those areas, the 
Industrial Development Ministry ask¬ 
ed a woK'king Group of the Planning 


Commission to work out the details 
about the provision of the infra-struc¬ 
ture but ultimately it boils down to 
this that it was not considered at all. 
Now we do not want money. Away 
with the concessional finance, away 
with your licensing policy. Give us 
the infra-structure so that these areas, 
which are backward areas and regions 
of this country, are able to stand on 
their own feet. 

Now you issue licences and quotas 
to established industries so that they 
may set up their units in backv/ard 
are.ts. What happens? People with 
money, with capital from outside, have 
one board showing they have an office 
in a backward area, and another unit 
in their own State^ which i.s an indus¬ 
trialised State. The result is they eat 
away all the quota issued even to the 
backward areas and the backward 
States remain where they were. They 
take away all the raw materials from 
those States and transfer them to the 
units in their own States. What is the 
result? These backward areas are de- 
nudded of the raw materials they are 
exhausted of their rich minerals and 
the poor people of those areas have to 
go to cities in the neighbouring States 
as labourers, thus adding to the slums. 
I say that you do away with this kind 
of policy and have in its place a ra¬ 
tional policy of industrialisation of 
the backward areas by the provisions 
of infra-structure, if you are really 
serious about this. If you are not se¬ 
rious, then of course, I have nothing 
to say. 

Now I would come to some specific 
points. Our State can be the cement 
State of India. I am saying this on 
the basis of facts and figures. One fac¬ 
tory has been set up by the Cement 
Corporation of India at Raj Ban in 
Sirmur district and another has been 
sanctioned in Bllaspur. Here T would 
read one reply given by Shri Maurjra, 
who is v&cy keen about the develop¬ 
ment of backward areas. The reply 
says: 

“The State CSovemment have re¬ 
ported that limestone deposits are 
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estimated at 18 million tonnes and 
3 million tonnes respectively at 
Kangra and Champa district ol 
Himachal Pradesh.” 

These are areas which are represented 
by my hon. friend Shri Vikratn 
'.Mahajan. Now, what is the difficulty 
in extracting cement? 

The only difficulty is the communi- 
•cation gap. When we ask the indus- 
trialista to set up any project they 
rsay there is no road and so they can¬ 
not do it. The deposits in Champa dis-' 
■trict cannot be extracted because the 
•roads are not there and the railway 
line is not adequate. 

The State Government persuaded a 
very famous industrial house to set 
up a factorj' at Samloti. But since 
there was no broad-gauge railway line 
In that area, they set up that project 
at Pathankot, which has got a broad- 
^auge railway head. 

The resu.t of this is that factories 
are not set up where raw materials 
«ire available but only in those areas 
where the infra-structure, mainly 
transport, is available. So, I would 
.suggest the pi'cvision of infra-struc¬ 
ture in the backward areas of Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh. I would also suggest the 
.^setting up of a few forest-based indus¬ 
tries in Him-acha] Pradesh, which is a 
■forest State, specially in^Hamirpur. 

Here I want to ask a question. Have 
•the Ministry of Industries taken any 
action against those industries which 
have been given certain units in back¬ 
ward areas, but which have refused 
*to set up such units in backward areas 
■and have gone On adding to their in¬ 
dustries in the advanced States? What 
•is the action? I want to reter to an 
answer to a question of mine given 
by Mr. B. P. Maurya saying that 
"Messrs Ballarpur Industries Ltd. 
were given an industrial licence for 
setting Up a newsprint projcga at 
"Neilla in Himachal Pradesh with a 
capacity of € 0,000 tonnes per annum. 
But ttoii Stm has been dilly-dallying. 

Ve frying to push it backwards 


by writing one letter or another, and 
their latest excuse is that they want 
all the timber resources or raw mate¬ 
rials in the State to be committed 
to them so that they can produce. This 
is not a wise policy, if any condition 
is not honoured by an industrial house 
it must be punished and some of its 
licences’' in the advance State .3 should 
be cancelled. So, I request the hen. 
Minister to look into the industriali¬ 
sation of backward areas more serious¬ 
ly from the point of view of provision 
of the necessriry infrastructure and 
by taking suitable action against re¬ 
calcitrant indubtcialists. 


I congratulate the hon. Minister and 
his colleagues, Mr. Maurya and Mr. 
Sharma for the good work they are 
doing.

SHRI K. MAYATHEVAR (Bindi- 
.^ul): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise >0 

support the Demands relating to the 
Ministry of Industry and Civil Sup¬ 
plies. I appreciate the good work 

•done by the Ministers. 1 would like 
to make a few suggestions for the 
-favourable consideration of the Gov- 
•ernment. 

We are having a mixed economy in 
our country. In the mixed economy, 
^e have got both the public sector 
and the private sector. The Govern¬ 
ment of India should protect more 
•the interest of the public sector than 
of the private sector. In Tamil Nadu 
•and elsewhere iu so many States, I 
have seen that the Private sector is 
onjoying the Government help and the 
•Government protection. Sometimes; 
the Private sector is able to override 
the public sector in many places. This 
^ould not be allowed to happen. 

Previously, in my constituency there 
■was a private bus company the TVS. 
^ow, according to the 20-pomt econo¬ 
mic programme launched by our 
Ijeloved Prime Minister, the Tamil 
Nadu Government aided and helped 
lay the Government of India formed 
the Pandyaa Engineering Corporation 
in the same town, in Madurai town. 
In Tamil Nadu. I do not want to men¬ 
tion aiy names. But there are certain 
oflScialt, who art against the interest 
Of the public set^or, who ers helping 


the private sector which is manu¬ 
facturing the same engineering goods. 
The private sector should not be al¬ 
lowed to affect the interest of the 
public sector. 

The public sector is our sector. It 
is the people’s sector; it is the Gov¬ 
ernment" sector; it is the national 
sector. It is our nation’s property; 
it is the public property. It should 
not be allov/ed to be aifected by the 
private property owned by the private 
sector. It is high time that we na¬ 
tionalise the private sector. If we 
do not nationalise the private sector 
now under the able and efficient 
leadership of our Prime Minister. I 
doubt very much if we will be able 
to nationalise any private industry at 
all in future. Having one bird in 
hand is equivalent to having thousands 
of birds in the bush We arc having a 
very good Prime Minister now; fortu- 
nate’y, we are having Emergency now. 
There are almost all the powers in the 
hands of the Government in the in- 
terest ot uublic, not in the interest 
of my party or any other party. It is 
in the interest and the security of cur 
country. Therefore, this is an op¬ 
portune time to nationalise the private 
sector in Tamilnadu and throughout 
India. 

In Tamil Nadu, the than Govern¬ 
ment misused all the licences and 
quotas within their competence and 
powers. 

Previously, there was some Indus¬ 
tries Minister in Tamilnadu who issu¬ 
ed licences and other thinks only to 
their own community people or if not, 
to their own DMK Party i>eople or, if 
not, to those who were putting lakhs 
of rupees into their pockets. There 
is going to be an Inquiry Commission 
appointed by the Government to go 
into this. So, unfortunately for the 
people of Tamilnadu, the industrial 
progress was morally affected by the 
then Tamilnadu Government and 
therefore, it is the duty of the Gov¬ 
ernment now to support the damaged 
or Injured portion of Tamilnadu, so 
far as indusWal progress ts concerned. 
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[Shri K. MayathevarJ 
Then, in Tamilnadu, the sugar in¬ 
dustry is very much affected. I come 
from a farmer’s family connected with 
the sugar industry, and I have come 
across many difficulties. The c<-Ft of 
production of sugar is more iha.n the 
aale price in the market. This is cne 
aspect, so far as it relates to the 
planting of sugar-cane in the held. 
The other aspect is that there so 
much corruption in the sugar industry 
and in the Sugar Corporation in Tamil- 
nadu. The Sugar Corporation was 
founded by this Government and so 
I would request the Hon. Minister of 
Industries and Civil Supplic.^ Mr. 
Pai, and the State Minister and all 
concerned to take serious note of the 
Sugar Corporation in Tamilnadu. Day 
before yesterday, when I went to that 
office, I was told that only those peo¬ 
ple who are paying large sums of 
money are entitled to get aii.v mola.sscs 
which is used by .so many indusfrie.s 
allied to agricultural activitie;? There¬ 
fore, I requ'.’st That the sugar industry 
may be jcnousiy looked into by the 
Government of India. 

Then, to attract foreign exchange, 
we have t^e tea induslry, coffee in¬ 
dustry, pepper industry and so on and 
so forth: so many indu-slrieg are 
available which can attract foreign 
exchange and the foreign market. But 
our name and fame in the tea liidustry, 
coffee industry and pepper industry 
has suffered because so many export¬ 
ers and the business community peep'e 
have committed the heinous crime of 
adulteration of tea, coffee, pepper and 
so on. They are adulterating all 
those industrial goods which are earn¬ 
ing foreign exchange or the foreign 
market. To keep up our industrial 
achievements and our balance of 
power in the foreign market, the Gov¬ 
ernment of India should take severe 
action against adulteraters and other 
economic offenders. 

Now, there are so many areas which 
are backward in Tamilnadu. The 
Government led by Mr. Karunanidhi 
neglected almost all those areas. Du¬ 
ring the 1973 by-elections, the then 


Chief Minister and the then Industries 
Minister had promised to start a cotton 
industry there. In fact, it had been 
promised even during the British 
regime in 1947 itself; it was later 
promised by the Kamraj regime and 
then by the Karunanidhi regime. But 
all the three regimes neglected my 
area because my area people were 
voting only for some leaders of their 
choice and not for the DMK. So, 1 
request the Government to start fhis 
industry whii-n ell the three regimes 
had want only and purposely neglected 
in the past. Beth the Ministers are 
equally efficient and able and it is 
these people who can take interest in 
the development of industries in my 
area for the benefii of Tamilnadu and 
the country as a whole. I appreciate 
the activities of the Government and 
the steps taken so far by the Minister.

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA 
(Muzaffarpur): I rise to support the 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry of 
Heavy Industry and Supply. In the 
background of the 20-Point programme 
ol the Prime Minister and under the 
able stewardship of Mr. Pai who com¬ 
mands a rare combination of virtues 
and with a very competent team of 
Ministers, Mr. Sharma, Mr. Maury a 
and Mr. George, this Ministry has 
achieved a break-through for which 
they will be long remembered in the 
anuals of history of industrial develop¬ 
ment of India. There ig hardly time 
to narrate and recount all the achieve¬ 
ments of this Ministry but by now the 
eountry is well aware of the achieve¬ 
ments and it will be unnecessarily tak¬ 
ing the lime of the House if I repeat 
them. 


It may, however, be difficult to shove 
under the carpet the stark fact that 
some industries have closed down for 
one or the other reasons. I am glad 
to know that the IDBI is taking care 
of those industries which are closed 
down for want of funds and they have 
provided Rs. 300 crores for five years 
for iheir rehabilitation. These 5 years 
may be too long a period and I would 
plead that this must be reduced. 


The most remarkable has been the 
performance of the public sector under¬ 
takings. Even beioro the declaration 
of the emergency, they shovied a turn¬ 
over of Rs. lO.OUO crores and doubled 
their profits in 1974.75. I am sure 
their profits will go further up in 1975- 
76. 

When we are talking of industries, 
of this Ministry, a referenc’o must be 
made to our Engineering Consultancy 
Service which is now operating far be¬ 
yond our borders. We are now in a 
position to export technology to many 
foreign countries who have problems 
similar to our own. 

When we are talking of indasines, 
it is difficult to forget and it will be 
quite appropriate to think about anci¬ 
llary industries to which some of my 
friends have referred. It is a real help 
to our new entrepreneurs, particularly, 
to those who are unemployed. The 
concept of ancillarisation enunciated in 
the report is particularly attractive 
and deserves commendation. 

It is well-known that a large num¬ 
ber ot our young men are every year 
coming out of our Engineering Colleges, 
Polytechnics and Industrial Training 
Institutes. All of them come out with 
a bias for joining seme kind of ser¬ 
vice. Very few ol them have any proc¬ 
livity or capability to start any new 
industry. There ma.v be .some psy¬ 
chological and pathological cases and 
We are not to bother about them. But 
our education is also such ihal it pre¬ 
pares them onl.v for service and not for 
direct employment. May I suggest to 
the Minister that he should try to 
change Bie curriculum and teaching of 
the Engineering Institutes and intro¬ 
duce as an essential input an element 
of managerial skill and business acu¬ 
men which may prepare them to start 
industries rather than hanker after ser¬ 
vice? I am glad that Banaras Univer- 
sity has already undertaken some such 
task. 

The development of backward areas 
in the field of industries leaves much 
to be desired, to which many of my 
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[Shri Nawal Kishore Sinha] 
friends have referred. Most States 
have shown no progress at all. I have 
some definite suggestions to make to 
Mr. Pai. Some States have taken ad¬ 
vantage of incentive schemes while 
‘Others have not. 

The Central Government cannot be 
blamed for all that. The imn. Minis¬ 
ter has already lakcn up this matter 
with the Slate Government with a view 
to carry out on in-depth examina¬ 
tion of the working of this scheme. 
May 1 say that unless Government of 
India providc\s some special incentive 
and reiaxatinri for liackward aceas. the 
general concession available for these 
areas of all States are not going to 
make any dent in the e.xLsting indus¬ 
trial stagnation of these areas. 

]. All industrially backward St'-iles 
should be made oLgible for central sub¬ 
sidy which should iJe increased from 
15 per cent to 20 per cent. 

2. Concessional rate of financing 
should be fi-xed at the .same lalc as 
in Rural Industries Project loans i.c.. 
at 7 per ceid 

‘i. Priority financing arrangement 
should be made with the National Fi¬ 
nancing Institutions and a time-bound 
programme for sanction and di.sburse- 
ment of loans on well-defined priority 
should be chalked out, and implemen¬ 
ted. 

4. The debt-equity ratio should not 
be the same for backward and non¬ 
backward areas. 

5. Railway freights of raw materials 
and finished goods to and from the 
backward areas should be subsidised 

(5. Licensing policy should be liberaL 
i.sed in favour of the backward areas. 

7. States should be allowed to take 
additional measures for a more rapid 
growth of industries in their backward 
.areas. 

I may be permitted to say a few 
words about co-operatives. Some 
thought is being given to restructuring 
them. During the last 29 years or so 


several experiments have been tried. 
If the hon. Minister goes through 
them, he will find that apart from 
other handicaps, changing pattern of 
structure had also much to do with 
stagnation of the movement. I will not 
go into the details. The recommenda¬ 
tion of Ihe National Commission of 
Agricultui-e regarding the Farmers Co¬ 
operative Society is unexceptionable. 
But care must be taken to see that the 
working facilities of village level .socie¬ 
ties are not taken away. It is equally 
important that small and marginal far¬ 
mers find free and easy access in 
these bocielios. In States they 

have been deliberately kept oul. The 
situation mu.st Ic qualitatively .md 
ti'iantilativelj' changed in the present 
context. 

Now a w’ord about power to nominate 
on the Boards of iManagoment of So ie- 
ties. We have seen what havoc it has 
wrought in Tamilnadu under DMK 
rule. One of the first acts under the 
President's rule wus to super.sedo the 
apex and district level co-operative so¬ 
cieties Elerlions with duo roscivations 
mu-jt be allowed to prevail. 

Steps have been taken in the direc¬ 
tion of integration of credit structure 
of the co-operative financing institu¬ 
tions. Some difficulties may have to 
be encountered but it is essential that 
the integration is full and fomple+o at 
the villagt; level so that the farmer 
may not have to run from one door to 
another for meeting his various credit 
requirements. 

So far as "the Agricultural Marketing 
and Agricultural Processing So¬ 
cieties are concerned, dearth of work¬ 
ing capital and harsh regulations pas¬ 
sed by the State Government are block¬ 
ing the way to expansion and progress. 
Some guidelines in juch matters must 
be issued to Banks and State Govern¬ 
ments. 

Before I conclude I would like to 
bring to the notice of the hon. Minister 
some cases of the Bihar State Indus¬ 
trial Development Corporation which 
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“Hfe pending clearance;— 

1. Cement Plant at Jadunathpiir. 

This project is no longer depen¬ 
dant upon a bridge over the 
Sone river. 

2. Aluminium Project. 

The State has a very large re¬ 
serve of Bauxite which is 
being processed outside the 
State. The National Indus¬ 
trial Development Corpora¬ 
tion has found the project 
feasible. 

16.00 hrs. 

If clearance is given for this project, 
then bauxite will be of some use to the 
people of the State. The indiisi.ry wdl 
J)e abie to get going. Even t.he Nation¬ 
al Industrial Development Corporation 
examined it and found this to be justi¬ 
fiable. 

3. There is another case of sponge 
iron project which is pending before 
the licensing committee. 

4. The IBCON Ltd., project at 
Jasidih is pending fop want of funds, 
I understand. These funds hvive to be 
provided by the Industrial Develop¬ 
ment Bank of India. Thig is locatv-d 
in the tribal area and the corpo.-ation 
is attaching very great importance to 
it. 

5. Then, last but not the least, I 
wish to mention about the bagasse- 
based paper plaints. The Hindustan 
Paper Corporation should participate 
in this j oint venture. We have 
bagasse in sufficient quantities in 
the suger factories and these are fine 
raw materials for producing paper I 
hope that the hon. Minister for Heavy 
Industry will look into these cases and 
clear these cases as early as possible. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. 
MAURYA): I rise in support of the 
Demands for Grants of the Minislr.y 
• of Industry and Civil Supplies. These 
demands are being considered at a 
time when there is considerable evi- 
•dence of an acceleration in the rate of 
industrial growiih. There is no doubt 
that the economy is now poised for s 
"major breakthrough in the industrial 


field and is emerging out of a period 
of rslative stagnation of the recent 
According to present indications, the 
rate of growth in 1975-76 will exceed 

4.5 per cent as against only ?. ;> per 
cent last year, excluding the small-scale 
sector. What is even moi-e signi¬ 
ficant IS that the quarterly data show 
a substantial improvement in successive 
quarters of the year. The rate of 
growth in the first quarter was only 
0.7 per cent; it improve^ to about 5 
per cent in the second quar^jr and 

5.5 per tent in third quarter. The 
late.-it data available for the month 
of January as well as our es'imates lof 
Februar.y show that in these two 
months the rate of growth is likely to 
exceed 7 per cent. The acceleratitn 
in the rate of growih of this magnitude 
has been achieved cKspin- a fall :n p'o- 
duclion of cotton lextik's, which have 
a large weight and |■crta!n other in¬ 
dustries 'ueh as passenLe;- cars, .leeps 
etc. An equally important leature of 
the incUislrial sector, which is a mai¬ 
ler oi deep satisfaction to ns i.s the 
ar-eeleration that has taken place in 
prodiicti'in onl performance of public 
;-;oc1or undertakings under the Central 
Governinenl These underlalcings ex¬ 
cluding thi’ NTC mills have shown an 
increase in production in real terms of 
over 15 per cent during 197.5-76. The 
undertakings conlrolled liy the Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Devciopinont have 
showri an increase of 4a per cent in 
value of production. 

As the House is aware, the public 
sector has now emerged as the domi¬ 
nating sector in industrial growth, and 
the undertakings controlled by my 
department of Industrial Development 
have fuL'y participated in this process. 
In many other critical sectors where 
the public sector is now dominant, high 
rates of growth in production have 
been achieved, as for example, in 
steel, c<»al and electricity. Equally 
gratifying has been the progress of 
both the public and private sectors In 
production of fertilisers. As a result 
of the gains made in these important 
areas, today there is no shortage of 
these im’^nrtant inputs for industry end 
agriculture. 
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Another area where significant gains 
have been made in production and with 
which my Department is directly con¬ 
cerned, is cement. The total produc¬ 
tion of cement during the year 1970-76 
is likely to be of the order of 17.2 mil¬ 
lion tonnes as against about 14.7 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in the previous two years. 
This acl'ievemnet fulfils an important 
targt that we have .set for ourselves 
last year, namely, increase in ihe pro¬ 
duction of cement of more than two 
million tonnes. As a result of this 
expansioi in the production of cement, 
not only have we been able to meet our 
domestic requirements fully and dis¬ 
pense witb distribution control, but 
have also emerged as an importani ex¬ 
porter ol cement. While we are happy 
with the acceleration in the rate of 
growth i.T industrial production in 1975- 
76 as the hon. President had an occa¬ 
sion to point out recently we cannot 
remain sati.sficd with 4 per cent to 5 
per cent rate of growth. As both Ihc 
Finance Minister and the Minister of 
Industry and Civil Supplies have also 
emphasised earlier, it is al.so imperative 
for Us to endeavour to achieve a rate 
of growth of 8 to 10 per cent in 
1976-77. 

The objective conditions for achieve¬ 
ment {)f this order exi.st to-day and 
the responsibility ig now squarely, with 
the indu.'stries to realise this promise. 
On the supply .side, there is no prob¬ 
lem today either in regard to avail¬ 
ability of steel or coal or power or fur" 
nace oil. Similarly. Government has 
provided various tax and other incen¬ 
tives apart from streamlining clearance 
procedures, for an acceleration in the 
rate of growth. I expect that indus¬ 
try would iiow gel on with the job 
of production. I have no doubt that 
the industries will live upto this na¬ 
tional task. 

I would like to indicate in a little 
more detail the rerformance of the 
public sector undertakings under the 
Department of Industrial Department 
as well as the ri ogress made by some 
of them in respect ol Plan programmes 
Of expansion. The hon. Member. Shri 


Haider had been kind enough to ex¬ 
press his views. But so far as his 
views are concerned, they are limited 
to these of his party. It siiould be 
appreciated that we had been able to 
increase the production. I will take up 
one by one. He had been pressing that 
the in.‘:talled capacity what, the nation 
is having i.s not being utjli.-'.od com¬ 
pletely. I wish it he and his follcw- 
er.s wherever they are, or could co¬ 
operate, I am sure^ We could go with> 
a better result o*' the development as 
well as on the progress made by some 
of them in respect of the plan pro¬ 
gramme of expansion. Of the thirteen, 
undertakings under this Department,, 
ten are industrial undertakings, two 
are promotional and one is still in the 
construction stage. Among the public 
sector undertakings. Under thic De¬ 
partment, the Oement Corporation of. 
India with two operating cement 
manufacturing units under it has been 
able to increase the production fiom 
2,73,000 tonnes in 1974-7.5 to 3,43,000 
tonnes in 1975-76 or an increase of 26 
pcr cent. The C^'ment Corpeiat’on ct 
India is also implementing a number 
of new schemes. The third unit ot 
the Cement Corporation of India at. 
Bokajan in Assam with an annual 
capacity of 2 lakhs t'sones per annum 
is expected to go into production be¬ 
fore the end of this current year. Two 
other projects,—one for expanding 
capacity at Mandhar by manufactur¬ 
ing 1.8 lakhs tonnes of sl.'i'i cement 
per year a.nd another for setting up 
a new unit at Paonta (H.P.) with a 
capacity of 2 lakhs tonnes per year, 
are expected tc be completed towards 
the end of 1977. 


For the Fifth Five Year Plan, three 
new projects have so far b'len sanc¬ 
tioned one at Akaltara (in Madhya 
Pradesh), one at Neemuch (also in 
Madhya Pradesh, and the third at 
Yerraguntla (in Andhia Pradesh), 
each with a capacity of four lakhs 
tonnes of cement per annum. Orders 
for the equipment for all three have 
been placed and civil works commenc¬ 
ed. These three projects are expectedT 
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to be commissioned between the middle 
of 1978 and January 1979 in a pliased 
manner. With these expansion sche¬ 
mes and new projects completed by 
the end of the Fifth Plan, the total 
capacity of the Cement Corporation of 
India is expected to go up to nearly 
22 lakhs tonnes per annum as com¬ 
pared to only 4 lakhs ttmnes today. 

Shri S. M. Banerjee mentioned about 
Jaipur Udyog. This plant was, no 
doubt, closed down but with our 
efforts, especially urder thp leadership 
of our senior Minister, it nas started 
working again. So far «s the personal 
living of Mr. Alok Jain ’j concerned, 
we are not concerned ’^ith it. Tlie 
position at present is that two months 
wages for the months of July and Au¬ 
gust, 1975 were disbursed to workmen 
on April 13, 197G. Firsl kiln was fired 
on April 28, 197b'. The Second ki!n was 
fired on May 3, 1'''73 Bo'h these kiln? 
are pre.sently proca.if’ing choker in the 
range of 300 t-i 3i’') tonnes per day. 
The third kiln is expecto ^ ti) be lighted 
by aroa id May 15. 19V»i. The pro¬ 
duction during th? month of May is 
expected to he around ‘10.000 lonr.cs 
of clinker and about 45,090 tomics of 
cement. The bank has released an 
ad hoc .sum of Rs. 2 crores, out of 
v.diich R.S. 142 lakh?: have h:on uli i.sed 
and the remrinin;' R? DP lakhs arc 
being idihsed by 'V’ly c’f pov-menks lor 
further coal supplies, wages and es¬ 
sential ■stor'^s as tvcll as packing mate¬ 
rials and ether misrolknieous items. 
The bank is being requested to release 
a further sum of Rs. 167 lakhs as 
a Bridge loa.T to me^’t the Tijquirements 
of the nr3t quarter, lliat is, for the 
months of May. June and July, 1970 
during which period the money ex¬ 
pected from other sources will start 
materialising. Wc are sure that the 
plant will be in full production after 
a short time. 

Sir, Mr. Kotoki mentioned about 
two paper plants Before I come to 
his point I would like to mention a 
few words about the working of the 
Hindustan Paper Corporation. The 
668 LS—8, 


Hindustan Paper Corporation has as 
of today only one on-going unit at 
Mandya (in Karnataka) whore produc¬ 
tion has increased by nearly 2". per 
cent between 1974-75 and 1975-76. 
The Hindustan Paper C'-iporafion is 
also currently implementing a nurib^-r 
01 projects. A paper mih with iOd 
tonnes per da/ capacity i.; under cor- 
slruction In Nagaland and is expected 
to be completed by the end of 1077 
or earlj 1978. A newsprint project 
in Kerala with a capacity of 80.080 
tonnes of nsvvspnnt per annum L fx- 
pec'ted to be ronuaisicont’d by ihe 
third quarter of 1370. Two scliemcs 
for setting up paper plants at Novgisr g 
and Cachar with an arrual cipi'c iic of 
1 lakh tonnes of paper each iuu r 
been sanctioned this year and work 
on these tw^ projects has now com¬ 
menced. They arc expected to be com¬ 
pleted in around three and a half 
years fi’oin today and we e.xpcci both 
plants to he cumniissioned biforc' the 
end of 1979. The Hindustan Paper 
Corf>orati()n is als.} invrstigatn g some 
other scb'.. me.s with a view to 
laying the groundwork for liiture 
investment.s over the coming years 
not noly for paper and newsprint, but 
also for snecial qualitv papers. 

Before I go hi other projec-t« I 
would like to mention a feiv wo.vds 
about NEPA milk It started with a 
capacity of .'lO.OOO tonnes a your. Sir, 
we are not soif-sidficcnt in now.*-- 
print. The need of Iho day is 
180,000 Cannes a year We inere.ased 
the instaliad capacity in NEPA Paper 
Mills from 30,000 tonnes to 60.000 
tonnes a year. Our plan is to go up 
to 75.000 tonnes a year This year the 
production had been 52,000 tonnes or 
just a little more than that. 

The Hindustan Cables Limite.d lias 
two units, one at Rupnarainpur in 
West Bengal and the other at Hyde¬ 
rabad for manufacture cf lole-com- 
munication cable?. For different types 
of cables the output at Hyderabad 
during the la-it one year has increased 
by as much as 256 per cent. I would 
like to request i5hri Haidar again to 
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appreciate c.ur work. At Riipnarainpur 
it varied from a marginal increase for 
co-axial cables to 382 per cent in¬ 
crease for copper-coated steel wires. 

As regai'ds the Hindustan Photo 
Films it had been running at a loss 
from its very inception. But I am glad 
to inform Ihc Houae tli«‘n Messrs, ilin- 
dustan Photo Films Mfg. Co. Ltd., 
OotaeamunJ whi-'h had bec;i. incur¬ 
ring losses since its inception has now 
turned the corner ana ha.;_ for the 
first time, a profii of about Rs. 

84 lakhs during 1975-76 against tlie 
loss of Hs. J67 J.ikhj in previou.s ytars. 
The turnover oT the company during 
1975-76 was about Rs. 23 crores, which 
is about (56 pi.T com higher than the 
annual -.urnover of about Rs. 13.8 
crores uchiev^ed during 1974-75. The 
company hopes to irap’^ovo its perfe r- 
mance still furrner with an expected 
turnover of Rs. 2.5.31 crore.s and a pro¬ 
fit of over R."?. 2 crores in the current 
year, 1976-77. | 

The various other production units 
under the Department of Industrial 
Development have singularly shown 
increased lutnut except for two units. 
Sambhar Balts Limited has shown a 
steep decline in production, as an 
hon. Memlier was also mentioning due 
to unprecedented floods which led to 
all the salt v.'orks being completely 
submerged. In the NEPA Mills produc¬ 
ing newsprint, there has, unfortunate¬ 
ly been a slight decline in productien. 
Our plan v/.is to produce roughly 
55,000 tonnes, rather we had a target 
of 60,000 tonnes the extended capacity 
goes to this extent. But because of 
various reasons, specially shortage of 
power and steam, we could not 
achieve this target, 

PROF. NTARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR: What is the fate of the 

newsprint plant at Bhakra at Nela in 
Bilaspur district. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: I will not 
be able to say about it; my senior 
Minister may reply to it,. 


Shri S. M. Banerjee was mentioning 
about ZAFCO: It had b'?n a white 
elephant. You know better than me 
about that. Hon. Members know that 
the Tannery and Footwear Corpoia- 
tion had been taken over by Govern¬ 
ment in February 19'J9 with a view 
essentially to safeguard employment 
potential in this unic. Ever since, 
this unit has been incurring losses 
largely because of the outmoded and 
obsolete equipment and declining 
Defence orders for the manufacture rf 
ankle booL.s. The Corporation has 
also been .^addled willi rroblems of 
lower utilisation of installed capacity, 
heavy interest burden on the ioaris 
given by the Government, increase in 
the price.s of essential raw materials 
like raw hides etc. However, we have 
been taking vigorous and sustained 
action to solve the problems of the 
Corporation. Among the mea.sures 
taken I ma.v mention the mo.deinisa- 
tion programme under which we have 
already spent Rs. 131 l.nkhs. A sche¬ 
me to modernLe the tannery of the 
Corpoi'ation costing about Rs. 3 crores 
is under preparation in the Corpora¬ 
tion. 


We have recently revamped the top 
management of ihe corpiuation with 
a view to make it more purposeful 
and bring m high calibre of manage¬ 
rial capabilifies. We arc a*so consi¬ 
dering certain proposals made by the 
Corporation for conversion of out¬ 
standing government loans into equity 
so that Ihe corporation gets relief 
from the payment of interest on loans 
and also in the process moke the pro¬ 
ducts of the corporation more com¬ 
petitive both internaliy and ixteinal- 
ly. Hon. Members will Pe pleased 
to know that the corporation’s efforts 
to increase their exports have met 
with significant success in recent years 
from a level of exports of Rs. 9 34 
lakhs in 1971-72 exports have risen 
to Rs. 209 'akhs in 1975-76. At the 
same time we realise that exports can 
be built only on a sound domestic 
production and sales and with this 
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end in view, the corporaiion is mak¬ 
ing efforts to diversify its domestic 
production not only fOr civilian use 
but also for defence. In the ultimate 
analysis, the cprporation’s perform¬ 
ance would depend on its ability to 
make quality products at competitive 
prices. I may add that even now cash 
losses of the corporation have de¬ 
creased from a maximum of about Rs. 
88 lakhs in 1974-75 to about Rs. 14 
lakhs in 1975-76. I have every rea- 
son to hope that the corporation 
would break even during the current 
year and earn profits from next year 
onwards. 

Four Of cive ho:i. Members men¬ 
tioned multinalional corporations. Shri 
Ha!ier, Shri S. M. Banerjee, Shvi 
Chavda and Shri Aga Shri Aga refer¬ 
red to Ihe story of a cal. I am also 
tempted to say a story but I shoul.i 
like to give the background of Ihc 
definition of multinational corpora¬ 
tions. The term ‘multinational corpo¬ 
ration’ has been def’neij in vanorr" 
v/ays According to a rather narrow 
defiinition ‘a multinational entermise’ 
is a parent company thM controls j 
large cluster of corporations of various 
nationalities. At the ether end of the 
scale there is the broad definition 
adopted by the United Nations in a 
notable recent study of 1973, entitled 
•Multinational corporalions in world 
development’. This study uses the 
term multinational corporations rn 
the broad sense to cover all the enter¬ 
prises which control assets, factories, 
mines, sales, offices and the like in two 
or more countries. Incidentally it 
may be mentioned that of late the 
term ‘transnational corporation’ has 
come into vogue. The growing con¬ 
cern the world over, particularly in 
developing countries, for regulating 
and controlling the activities of mul¬ 
tinational corporations is reflected in 
the formation of a commission on 
transnational corporations which is a 
permanent body set up by the Econo¬ 
mic and Social Council of the UnKed 
Nations by its Resolution 1913 of 
December 1974. The commission has 


taken up the task of drawing up a 
programme of work on the full range 
of issues relating to transnational cor¬ 
porations. The areas on which the 
commission will focus its attention 
include inter alia the formulation of 
a code of conduct for regulating the 
behaviour cf transn-ational corpora¬ 
tions. 

Our govornraent’s approach towards 
multinational corporations including 
all the foreign companies functioning 
in India is teat our national priorities 
are consciously worked out and 
through a proper screening of existing 
as well a.s future direct foreign in¬ 
vestment. the ope:’ation3 of muTina- 
lional corporations and foreign com¬ 
panies are made to conform to liirse 
pijorilies. 

UoveiTimenfs foreign investment 
policy has, over a iieriod of years, be¬ 
come highly selective. Fresh J'oreifiii 
capital investment is not at all permit¬ 
ted now in the fields of banking, com¬ 
merce, fin.-mce, plantation and trading. 
Government would like foreign capital 
to function as a vehicle for the transfer 
of such tc'chnology as cannot be secured 
on an outright purchase or limited 
duration royaltj' agreement. Foreign 
investment is now welcome in India in 
selected fields which have been identi¬ 
fied as those in which technological or 
critical production gaps exist. It is 
also permitted in export-oriented in¬ 
dustries. Government would, how¬ 
ever, prefer such capital to come in 
on a minority basis (not exceeding 40 
per cent) unless the technology involv¬ 
ed is no scarce and so crucial that a 
subsidiary is inescapable. Underlin¬ 
ing this policy is the basic objective of 
permitting technological development 
within the country; maximising utili¬ 
sation of indigenously available re¬ 
sources, both naw materials and ma¬ 
chineries, and equipment and scarce 
foreign exchange resources of the 
country. 

Government’s policy towards multi¬ 
national companies is such that they 
have to operate within the legal and 
administrative regulations laid down 
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[Shri B. P. Maurya] 

by US. Sir, some o£ the Members inen- 
tioned about Coca Cola. Some Mem¬ 
bers mentioned about the Ilindu.^tan 
l^ever. Some other Members may be 
having something alse in mind. 1 am 
just giving the guideline.^ as to now 
we are going to function. Foreign com¬ 
panies are allowed to function in this, 
subject to the regulatory jirovisions 
contained in the various enactments 
such as Foreign Exchange Regulation 
Act, 1973, the Capital Issues (Control) 
Act, 1949, the Industries (D&R) Act, 
1951. the Monopolies ano Restrictive 
Trade Practices Act, 1969, the Com¬ 
panies Act, 1956 and the other appli¬ 
cable legislations. These enactments 
ensure that the Foreign Cempauies 
have to operate within the auibil of 
national priorilies. The redi:c1ir,tj in 
foreign shareholding in terms ol the 
guidelines may be brought ;d,oul cither 
b.v the issue of additional capital to 
Indians only or b.y dis-inv*-stment of 
shares by non-residents or iioth. For¬ 
eign branches operating in India which 
do not convert thcmselve.s into Indian 
companies cu' Indian companies which 
do not want to accept the dilution of 
equity, as required by the Reserve 
Bank, will have to wind up Iheir ac¬ 
tivities. Under Section 2li of the Act. 
branches of companies incorporated 
abroad as well as Tndi'm companies 
having more than per cf-ni foreign 
holding will nee-i the approval of Res¬ 
erve Bank to act or accept appoint¬ 
ment as agent or as Technical or 
Management Advisers or to permit 
others to make u-Sc of their trade 
marks. Mr. Haider was mentioning 
that the capital was increasing like 
anything and investment and remittan¬ 
ces were also increasing like anything. 
The remittances against the inve.stment 
of 5!i25.000 in the ca.se of Coca Cola, 
which is more than Rs. 7.0 crores are 
no doubt really a very serious issue. 
Now. the remittance is going down; 
the investment is also .going dowm. 
Now, these figures will indicate. There 
has been in recent years a decline in 
the total number of branches of 
foreign companie.t! in India. Between 
1969-70 and 1972-73, the total number 


fell by 23 from 561 to 538. 
The number of subsidiaries ope¬ 
rating in India hag declined 
from 223 in 1968-69 to 217 in 1970-71 
and 202 in 1972-73. As at the end 
of 1969-70 the assets of all branches 
of foreign companies in India aggre¬ 
gated to Rs. 1,286 crores, excluding the 
os.!ets of branches which did not have 
separate accounts for their imsiness in 
India. 

The total assets of Indian subsidiari¬ 
es amounted to Rs. 1249 crores at the 
end of 1972-73. As on 31-3-74 there 
were 183 Indian subsidiaries of foreign 
ci.mpanies at woik in India and ^he 
v line of their total assets amounted to 
Rs. 136387 crores during 1!i''.3-74, As 
on .31-3-74 there were 540 branches of 
foreign companies and the value of the 
assets in India in respect of 296 of 
these branches amounted to Rs. 1643 
crores. 

The lotal e.dimated privale foreign 
investment in India was of the order 
of Rs. 1320 crores as on 31-3-71. This 
i'. nut a ‘-'■gnificant portion of the 
to'al capital investment in the country. 
In regard to industrial licences, the 
share of foreign mojorit.v companies 
his been on an average 4.2 per cent 
for the five years ended 1974 and their 
share in new undertaking.s has been of 
the order of 0.9 per cent for the same 
period. The share of foreign majority 
ccirnp-oniec in both the number of 
Jotlers of intenf issued and the extent 
of the proposed investment has also 
rem;iined appreciably small, and their 
share in respect of new undertakings 
h.as boon even .^^maller. 

The total paid-up capital of the pri¬ 
vate corporate .sector amounted to Rs. 
2542.2 crores a.s on 31-3-74, which gives 
an indication of the magnitude of the 
private corporate sector. On the same 
date, the tnt,^l paid-up capital of 188 
Indian sub.sidiaries of foreign cem- 
panies amounted to Rs. 29T.2 crores 
and of this paid-up capital foreign 
holding companies held an amount of 
Rs. 191.7 crores. 

While there is no restriction on the 
remittance of current profits after 
payment of all taxes, the Government 
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have laid down the following guidelin¬ 
es in respect of utilisation of past re¬ 
serves for declaring dividends by 100 
per cent foreign owned companies— 

(a) that the reserves have been 
drawn upon only for maintaining the 
devidend quantum of the average of 
the previous 5 years or at 10 per cent 
of the paid-up capital, whichever is 
more, 

(b) that the drawal of reserves docs 
not exceed 10 per cent of the total of 
the paid-up capital and free reserves 
of ihe company at the commencement 
of the year, and 

(c) that the balance of free reserves 
ieit after the drawal does not fall 
below 15 per cent of the total of the 
paid-up capital and reserves as in (b"^ 
Jibove. 

The Reserve Bank of Indjo allows 
remittances on account of royalties 
and technical know-now fees on the 
basis »jf collaborations approved by the 
government. Remittances towards 
Head Office expenses are also allowed 
on production of documentary eviden¬ 
ce to show that the amounts proposed 
to be remitted have been admitted by 
the income-tax authorities as expenses 
legitimately deductible from the profits 
of the Indian branch for the purpo.se of 
assessment of tax. 

The total remittances made by the

Similarly, the total remittances made 
hy subsidiaries on account of dividends 
technical know-how fee, royalty and 
head office expenses were of the order 
of Rs. 2582.00 lakhs in 1369-70, 
Rs. 3250.60 lakhs in 1970-71. Rs. 2.'>l0.85 
lakhs in 1971-72 and Rs 2717.28 lakhs 


in 1972-73, totalling to Rs. 11060 71 
lakhs for the entire period between 
1969-70 to 1972-73. 

The fa(;t that such remittances do 
not constitute a very big drain of 
foreign exchange resources of the 
country is brought out when w'e com¬ 
pare the above figures of remittances 
against the foreign exchange earnings 
of the country resulting from exports

We are very much eorcern- 
ed about these remittances and we 
would like to see that these remiltapces 
are reduced to the minimum.

J am thank¬ 
ful to those Members who have .sup¬ 
ported the Demands. 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE (AKOLA) : 

I rise to support the Demands of the 
Ministry under the able leadership of 
Shri T. A. Pai and his dynamic collea¬ 
gues. 

I would like to raise in the short 
time that I have, certain basic issues. 
I have been doing so for some time but 
I feel that Shri T. A. Pai who has the 
vision and the capacity to appreciate 
and take even certain bold measures, 
will be able to appreicate the points 
that I want to make today. A high 
time has come when we should make a 
fresh look at our Industrial Policy Re¬ 
solution. In the Industrial Policy Re¬ 
solution we have announced that we 
will have a mixed economy in this 
country. 

The idea was to have a mixed econo¬ 
my, as Pandit Ji had said, where the 
public sector will have the command¬ 
ing heights, and the private sector will 
play a complementary role. The private 
sector was to play a role in the interest 
of the entire population of the coun¬ 
try, so that the gap between the rich 
and the poor is removed, so that the 
great majority of the population of this 
country is benefited; and the best res¬ 
ource of this country, viz, this huge 
manpower, is utilized fully. If this is 
the basic objective of the mixed econo¬ 
my. we must then candidly accept that 
at least during this period, this objec¬ 
tive ha.s not been achieved; in the sense 
that if the gap between the rich and 
the poor has not widened—I beg to 
submit that it has—at least it has re¬ 
mained the same. I would submit that 
no doubt the public sector has acqui- 
*• 01 ! commanding heights. But we pro¬ 
vide them with the infra-structure; but 
the end-products arc still in the iirivate 
sector. Whom do these .sectors sei ve to¬ 
day? You are serving what I describe 
as the Little India, the India of 3 crores 
which, as Raul Prebisch pointed out 
that dav, is the centre growing verti¬ 
cally; and the periphery is growing 
horizontally, the periphery of poverty. 
This is the state of affairs, not only in¬ 
ternationally, but even within our own 
country. Our entire economy, let us 


accept candidly, is there to serve 
this centre, i.e. the higher con¬ 
sumption class. We are suddenly 
finding in this country that we are 
suddenly finding in this country that 
we are having surplus of steel, sur¬ 
plus of cement, surplus of coal, surplus 
of sugar, surplus of cotton and cloth, 
surplus of practically everything in¬ 
cluding milk. Whereas millions and 
millions of our people go unclothed, 
starving and naked and we have babies 
without milk, we suddenly find our¬ 
selves surplus in these things. What 
does this mean? It is so because cur 
economy is meant for the.se 3 crores. 
Whatever is surplus for the 3-crore- 
India, is surplus; and then we gloat 
and take pride in saying that we must 
export. Export for what? To earn for¬ 
eign exchange. Foreign exchange for 
what? So that we may give it 
in the form of fertilizers and 
other things to our agriculturists 
to make him to produce more food. 
The job of 60 crores is to produce- 
more food; and to maintain the verti¬ 
cal economy, the affluent econonr^j- of 
the 3-crore class. This is the object cf 
our economy. Are we going to have 
a fresh look? Are We ^oing to have a 
look so as to see that the real market 
is that of the 60 crores? Let us create 
a capacity where the 60 crores cf popu¬ 
lation—more than the entire popula¬ 
tion of Europe, probably—can have the 
capacity to absorb all the surplu.s that 
we create in the form of goods. Let 
them produce more goods; and then the- 
basis of agro-industries can be uiili- 
7 .ed. to utilize our manpower. Our posi¬ 
tion is unlike that in Japan, where they 
have lo import all the matetial; and 
then they produce the finished pro¬ 
ducts. The other day, the Minister was 
showing me a toy transistor. If they 
can do such things by utilizing their 
hands and thus capture the v'orld 
market, the 60 crores of our ynpula- 
tion if their hands or the hands of at 
least the 30 crores or work worthy peo¬ 
ple can be utilized for the production 
of goods can capture the world market. 
But we do not want to do so, because 
we do not want to divert the resour¬ 
ces from the 3-crore India, to the 60-

crore India. How much are we spend¬ 
ing on advertisement? More than Rs. 1 
crore. It is the total advertisement ex¬ 
penditure. What do they advertise? 
They advertise Lux, toiletries co.sme- 
tics, rayon cloth and such other thin¬ 
gs. You see them flooding the newspa¬ 
pers every day. Ig that llie economy 
that jou want? I w'ould say, therefore, 
“for heaven’s sake take a fresh look 
at your industrial policy.” 

1 say that you can do this while .voii 
are here, because you have the vision. 
If you do not do this in thf on\er;tenc-y 
period, the pressure of thi.-, c ^mmu lity 
of three crores will increase. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Jt is not three 
crores. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; In this coun¬ 
try the number of people whose income 
is more than Rs. 200 per month is 0.1 
per cent and above Rs. 1,000 is 
0.4 per cent. So, it comes to 1.26 
crores. I am saying 3 crores. 

I am not in favour of nationalisation. 
The slogan in India should be: do not 
nationalise the industry, but nationa¬ 
lise the industrialists; do not nationa¬ 
lise the trade, but nationali.se the ti-a- 
ders. It means that we have to put 
them under a national discipline for 
the good of the entire country. 

We have to change the management 
structure in the private .sector r.lso. 
By a simple amendment of the Com- 
pan.v law it can be done. A major por¬ 
tion of the finance for these compani¬ 
es is provided by the financial institu¬ 
tions. Labour is another productive 
factor. So, the management should be 
so structured that one-third will bo re¬ 
presentatives of financial institutions, 
one-third the entrepreneurs and one- 
third the repre.sentatives directly elec¬ 
ted by the workers. If you do this, 
you need not take over anything. Then 
you can mobilise, rationali.se end divert 
resources so that real production 
takes place. Then you do not have 
to export leather, because that leather 
will be converted into goods in 
the villages. You can export those 
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finished goods. So, kindly I'nink of uti¬ 
lising the manpower to produce more 
goods ir the rural areas liiemselves 
through agro-industries. Thai lo the 
onl.v rational approach lowai'ils a iiew 
industrial policy. Let there be a fresh 
look at youf Industrial Policy Resolu¬ 
tion. 

SHRl K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): Mr. Cha’irinan, while support 
itig the Dema’ui.s of the Mi.’istiy of Jn- 
du>ltics and Civil Supplies and agree¬ 
ing with Shri Sathe. I ward to confines 
myself to f'C industrial development 
of the rural areas, particularly on a 
co-operative basis. Form all platforms 
and from all parties, we are hearing 
that agriculture is the predominent 
sector of our econom.v. Co-operation 
has come to be regarded as the best 
hope for rural development. 

Even though the co-operative move¬ 
ment was started in 1904, because of 
lack of leadership and sincerity of pur¬ 
pose of the workers in the co-opera¬ 
tive field, its progress has been very 
slow. In her inaugural address to th6 
Seventh Indian Co-operative Congress 
in New Delhi, the Prime Minister said 
that the co-operative movement has 
still to take roots oud called for the re¬ 
organisation of the movement, in order 
to make it capable of satisfying the 
needs of the small producers, workers 
and consumers. She also referred to 
certain allegations of restrictive featu¬ 
res having been introduced in the co- 
overaiive legislations of some of the 
States. Accordingly, a detailed review 
of these features is being made nrd the 
proposal ^vill be discussed shortly in 
the next meeting of the Consultative 
Committee on Co-operation constituted 
by the Ministry. 

In spite of all these things, the 
Centre always sayg that it is only a 
State subject, that they cannot inter¬ 
fere, that they can only advise the 
States, but the Government of India 
stands surety for 50 per cent of the 
loan advanced to each and every co¬ 
operative society. In my State, they 
have advanced loans to 143 rice mills, 
but in my ooinion, they are not work- 
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[Shri K. Suryanarayana] 

ing properly except for 40 or 50 of 
them. 

When I was President of the Co¬ 
operative District Marketing Society, 
in West Godavari District, the granary 
•of not only Andhra Pradesh but of the 
entire South—loans amounting 10 Rs. 
30 lakhs were given by the NCDC, but 
you will be surprised to know that they 
have no powers of control or supervi¬ 
sion. This Modern Rice Mill for in¬ 
stance, was constructed in 1965 and 
started working in 1966. In 1972-73 it 
incurred a loss of Rs. 5 lakh.s. In 
1973-74 it became Rs. 29 lakhs and 
now it is Rs, 32.5 lakhs. So, what is 
the remedy for this? This is happen¬ 
ing because there is no control over 
the co-operative institutions though 
they are financed by the Government 
of India and their institutions. 

We have amenrlcd the National Co¬ 
operative Development Corporation 
Act several times and ^:Ven recently in 
1974, but there also no power has been 
given to the NCDC. Mr. Pai is a 
practical man. He is not a politician, 
but only a pucca businessman. So, I 
want to impress upon him why this is 
happening and find out the remedy 
for it. 

Recently in Tamil Nadu, they have 
dissolved 100 co-operative societies o« 
grounds of maladministration. Who 
was responsible for it? Are there no 
Registrars in Tamil Nadu? Even 
though the Collectors have taken a lot 
of interest, the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh is not heeding their advice. 
At least if they give the entire pro¬ 
curement of paddy to these co-opera¬ 
tives in my State, in my district at 
least we can increase the production of 
rice by these modern co-operative rice 
mills. That is the idea of modernising 
the rice mills and financing them. 

I now come to the guidelines for 
State Co-operative laws. I quote from 
page 331 of the Report: 

“To bring about certain basic uni¬ 
formity in the framework of co¬ 
operative legislation in the country. 


broad guidelines were prepared, 
which were considered by the Con¬ 
ference of State Ministers of Co¬ 
operation in 1974. In framing the 
guidelines the observations made 
in the publication of the Inter¬ 
national Co-operative A.lliance on 
‘Indian Co-operative Laws vjs-a~vis 
Co-operative Principles’ have been 
taken into account.” 

Further on. it says: 

“... . demarcation of functions bet¬ 
ween elected and professional 
management, prevention of growth 
of vested interests in co-operatives, 
norms of performance for boards of 
management of co-operative credit 
institutions in respect of recovery of 
loans from members, recognition of 
the integrity and autonomy of co¬ 
operatives by the Registrar, and 
streamlining the procedures to facili¬ 
tate early registration of societies 
and admission of members by co¬ 
operatives without delay. 

The guidelines specifically indi¬ 
cate that where a State Government 
has participated in the share capital 
of a society, it may ha\'e the right 
to nominate experts in the line of 
activities of the co-operative society 
to the extent of 1/3 of the strength 
of the board of directors of the 
society or 3, whichever is less. Tine 
States have also been advised that 
they should not have the right to 
nominate the chairman or managing 
director of a society nor powers be 
given to nominated directors to veto 
the resolutions of the society.” 

On the contrary, these things are 
going on in the States. 

Everywhere they are interfering; 
they are nominating whomsoever they 
want. That is why. the Tamil Nadu 
Government has nominated certain 
people because they have got the 
power, according to their wishes. 

Even though the Centre bas given 
certain guidelines sliecifically, the 
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State Governments are not at all car¬ 
ing for all these things. So, I want to 
-impress upon the Government that 
there is no use of giving reports be- 
<cause we are not satisfied with the 
reports—sending Central teams sympa¬ 
thising with us. The other day, I 
raised a matter about the co-operative 
.sugar factories. They said, “On 80th 
June, 1975, 97 co-operative sugar fac¬ 
tories were in production.” Four more 
co-operative sugar factories have also 
gone into production. But what about 
the recently constructed co-operative 
sugar factories with a less cost of 
Rs. 3 crores in giving incentives to 
new units? The other day, I also heard 
the Minister, Shri Pai. saying that 
^‘Efficiency should not be penalised”. 
According to my experience, the same 
has been happening.

Now, conveniently, Babuji has es¬ 
caped and has thrown away this res- 
poii.Ability to the Ministry of Indus¬ 
trial Development, because it has been 
handed over for an enquiry by the 
Bureau of Industrial Costs and Prices. 
So, this is the signal. 

My Co-operative sugar mill has been 
constructed with Rs. 3 crores. We are 
not able to pay the first instalment to 
the Industrial Development Corpora¬ 
tion. They are haggling us, even 
though the Industrial Development 
Corporation has advised the State Gov- 
«mments to give efficient officers and 
not Deputy Collectors, Co-operative 
Deputy Registrars; they have also ad¬ 
vised them to recruit them from the 
open market. That is why the co-ope¬ 
ratives in Maharashtra are prospering. 
The Maharashtra Government is not 
interfering. Every time, several Minis¬ 
ters from other States are going to 
Maharashtra, and they are not follow¬ 
ing them in their development,— 
particularly the sugar industry which 
has developed there because the Gov¬ 
ernment is not interfering. They are 
ivcTuitlng the Managing Directors and 
the Engineers from ^e open market; 


they are recruiting efficient people. 
Now a Deputy Collector has been ap¬ 
pointed in my society. After having 
been constructed with my support, it is 
getting into loss on account of the 
policy of the Government. Last year, 
there was a loss of Rs. 30 lakhs. iVgain 
Rs. 30 lakhs, thus the .society may be 
liquidated. Chairman, Sir, you have 
said, "Don’t nationalise them.” i am 
not agreeing with you. Even Ihougb 
the Government has given 70 per cer 
loan from the public institutions, there 
i.s no interference with private indus- 
Inal'sls whereas you are giving 50—60 
per cent to the co-operatives and 
cver.ywhere they are creating a head¬ 
ache. In some Stales, they have nomi¬ 
nated several people as directors or 
persons in-charge who are involved in 
criminal cases, in fraud cases in the 
co-operative societies. 14 years back, 
once the State Government had also 
interfered in my societ.v and nominal 
ed those who are not even sharoholdefs 
of the society. I wont to the court and 
the court cancelled the nominations 
and ordered for elections. 

I want to lay stress on the co-operative 
movement. This j.s our basic policy. 
They are showing only lip sympathy. 
Even the Central Government is easily 
saying these things. They are giving 
huge funds to State Governments, I do 
not know how far the co-operatives 
are benefited. The State Governmerts 
may also contribute something towards 
share capital. What is the duty of the 
National Co-operative Development 
Corporation? Are they supervising 
those societies’ activities? They must 
have the powers, such as power for 
liquidation of societies when they are 
not satisfied. This is my suggestion 
to the Government,

SHRI Y. S. MAHAJAN (Buldana)r 
Sir, the year under review has seen 
great strains and stresses but also 
great achievements. The year com¬ 
menced with strikes, disturbances and 
threats to the stability of the country 
but, wtih the declaration of emergency 
began a period of peace, stability and 
discipline, courage and determination 
on the part of the people. 

This has been reflected fully in the' 
considerably improved industrial rela¬ 
tions and higher production in both the 
public and private sectors. The na¬ 
tional income has registered an in¬ 
crease of about .5 per cent and indus¬ 
trial production seems to have gone up 
by about four to five per cent,, after 
virtual .stagnation in 1973-74 and a 
meagre increase of 2.5 per cent in 
1974-75 
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[Shri Y. S. Mahajan] 

The hon. Minister for Industry and 
Civil Supplies deserves our hearty 
congratulations on the tremendous 
success of his energetic, pragmatic and 
far-sighted policy. The policy in his 
hands, has become more flexible and 
production and development oriented. 
But for a person like him with his 
ability, acumen and quick judgment, 
the changed policy would not have 
been implemented so successfully as 
has been done in fact. 

Production in some of the major 
industries such as steel, coal, cement, 
fertiliser and electricity >ias shown in¬ 
creases ranging from 12 to 35 per cent. 
In fact, in some of the industries, we 
are facing, as the Prime Minister has 
said, the problems of efliciency. Food 
production has increased and the stocks 
have increased to such an extent that 
we do not have sufficient warehousing 
facilities. The performance of Rail¬ 
ways has improved so much that they 
find that there is not enough traffic to 
carry. The coal induslrj' is worried 
about the heavy stocks of co.al. and 
the steel ii'dustry is searching' for mar¬ 
kets abroad. The 16 public sector in¬ 
dustries and government-managed 
companies, under the Department of 
Heavy Industrie.'!, have rogistcreil a 
sharp increase in production, which is 
.3,2 per cent higher than that for 
1974-75 and 83 per cent higher than 
that for the year 1973-74. They have 
almost achieved the revised targets 
fixed for them for the year 1975-76. 

Along with the public sector, the 
private sector also has given a fairly 
good account of itself especially iti 
the engineering branch and in the 
production of motor -cycle'; and 
scooters. 

Our economy sutfers from large 
scale unemplovmont. There is scarcity 
of capital and abundanca of labour. 
The main plank of our industrial 
policy has, therefore, been to promote 
the develooinent of small scale and 
village industries. A number of im¬ 
portant measures have, no doubt, bten 
taken to promote these industries. 
First, the definition of small scale and 


ancillary industries his been revised 
to cover industries w Ith an invest¬ 
ment in plant and machinery not 
exceeding Rs. lO lakhs and Rs. 15 
lakhs, respectively. But the miin 
focus of our industrial policy should 
be oil the development of entrepre¬ 
neurship, especially in the backward 
and rural areas. A new Divi'Jiion has 
been set up in th^* Small Indiistiies 
Development Organisation for initiat¬ 
ing measures to teach, train and 
develop new entrepreneurs. But +he 
lack of entrepreneurship continues to 
be a paralysing sector. There is truth 
in the staiiment that though con¬ 
cessions .are being given for invest¬ 
ment in backward areas, there are i o 
taker.s, there are not em ugh entre¬ 
preneurs coming forward to take ad¬ 
vantage of the concessions. 

The progra.Tune for mndernisation of 
40,000 small industrial units falling 
under 40 seloc‘ed indu.stiitvs should 
be pursued vigorously. 

Two things are necossaiy in the 
village industrial sector and those are 
improved production and increi-sed 
efficiency so as to make this sector 
attractive 'to Ihe people. In village 
industries peoiile are not attracted, 
because it '.-ondemns them to a hfe cl 
drudgery. If productivity could be 
increased ,t would become more at¬ 
tractive to prospective entrants i.e. 
those who wint to get into this line. 
There is one difficulty about small 
scale industries. They naturally de¬ 
pend largely on Government finance, 
but to get Goveinmen't finance, it i.s 
very difficalt. There are so many 
points at which clearance is necessary 
and sometimes unnecessary delay is 
caused. I hope, the Government will 
simplify the procedure and urge upon 
the States Go’/ernment to ieduce the 
number of points where clearance 
required. 

Results of tlie cen.sus of small scale 
industries are not yet available, but 
it is reported that thousands of units 
existed only on paper and that those 
who were supposed to be responsible 
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for rvinning them, sold in black 
market the scai'ie raw materials ob¬ 
tained through their licences. It is, 
therefore nec'jsssary to tak* deterrent 
action against people who indulge in 
such anti-social activities. If this sort 
things continue, the liberalization of 
facilities under the import licensing 
policy will jlso b 3 of no use. In U.P. 
alone, 30000 units are supposed to 
be bogus. 

Though Khadi and village industries 
have made some progress during tl)e 
year 1975-76, v/e appear to be rather 
far from the targets set for the Fifth 
Plan. The tolil employment provirird 
both by Khadi and village industries 
is about 20 lakhs, wherea.s the deve¬ 
lopment programmes under the Filth 
Plan envisaged provision rf omp’ov- 
ment opportunities to 54 lakhs iJcn^ons. 
The total production ip both these 
sectors is esLimaied to be about 200 
crores of rupees; it is still f.ar from the 
target of 257 crores of rupees fixed 
under the Fiftn Plan. A great rleal 
of effort and ingenuity is required to 
make these sectors altractivi 10 the 
people. 

Development of nncji 'avie.s is an¬ 
other plank in our programme of in- 
duslriauzation. Though the public 
sector lias cnenuraged lhi.s proct'ss, the 
private sector has in some .areas re¬ 
sorted to :he reverse pioce.ss of 
vertical integration. The spread of 
ancilliary industries is necessary not 
only for cai ry.mg industries to the 
villages but also for creating an 
atmosphere of modern industrial cul¬ 
ture in society. If private large scale 
industry does not fulfil its social 
obligation, I think, strong action should 
be taken to compel them to achieve 
this objective while grantin.g licences 
and concessions. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Even con¬ 
sumer-oriented industries in the public 
sector do not encourage ancilliary 
IndusU-les. The example is EC TV 
people in the field of electronics. Mr. 
Minister may please note this 


SHRI Y. S. M/\HAJAN: So far as 
technology is concerned our emphasis 
should be on an intermediate type 
of technology except in a very few 
sophisticated iuduslries where econo¬ 
mies Of large scale production domi¬ 
nate. Such a policy is dictated by the 
peculiar circuinstances of our country, 
namely scarcity of capital and '.iburid- 
ance of laoour. So far as village 
industries aro concerned, the intro¬ 
duction of .simple technology is essen¬ 
tial to miniinisT drudgery and to 
improve effiiuemy and productivity 
and to make the sector attractive. In 
this connection, the help of UNICEF 
which is doing some pioneering work 
in this field in providing simple 
gadgets to village people should be 
weloo.me. I am glad that tl^e industrial 
isls in our enunry seem to have 
realised their duly and have agreed 
to help in the development of village 
industries by p’-oviding snial: gadgets 
and small machines. 

This brings me finall to the vexed 
qiio-stion of -icv indu.strial units It is 
reported ihat 300 'arge and m-^dium 
enterpri.ses and 4000 sinall units are 
in the doldrums for various reasons, 
the most imp.in nu, being the bad 
manag'.mcni cr fa!; in demand. In 
most sectors, the causes may differ 
from one entarpri.se to another, but 
in some sociors, iho causes are specific. 
The Government have alreadv ti'ktn 
some measures to stimulate demand in 
some .sectors, but so far a.s textile in¬ 
dustry i,< conconied, I think it is in 
a very rlepr'essing condition. One 
1 ‘cmedyr thait hag been accepted by 
our Government i.g to exempt Kome 
of tlie mills from the production of 
controlled cloth, but even while 
applying this remedy, it should 
be done expeditiously. I have found 
that technical difficulties are raised 
and delays are created. This is 
at least my experience in the case 
of Khandish Spinning and Weaving 
Mill in my district, which is backward. 
Therefore, I wnuld request that tech¬ 
nical difficulties should not be allowed 
to come in the way of a speedy re¬ 
medy for industrial units which are 
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[Shri Y. S. Mahajan] 

sick. There is no sense in waiting till 
the industry or the patient is dead. 
I hope, this point will be borne in 
mind. 

With these few remarks I support 
the Demands of Ih® Ministry. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDD'i 
(Nizamabad); Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
I congratulate the Ministers, Shri 
T. A. Pai, Shri Sharma. Shri 
George and Shri Maurya for the 
good work that they have done 
in the Ministry. In 107*, w’hen 
Siiri Pai took over this Ministry, there 
was gloom over this country; there 
was strike in the Railways and stiike 
ia various other organizations. There 
was no olecir'citv, 'dime was no coal 
and no incuts. They were ail dopies- 
sing factors and Mr. Pai, had he been 
a lightweight, wouid have ec’iap.sed 
under these very trying conditions and 
crushing problems. But he is a 
courageous man and was a business 
man and he has get a strong wnl to 
do the work. 

As you know, the policy is not so 
important. Only how it is imple¬ 
mented is ve’-y important. A vve.ipon 
is not impovLant but how that weapon 
is wielded is important, and in this, 
Mr. Pai has done a wondeiful work. 
But I have <0 sa.v one thing. Mr. Pai 
is taking the country back to 10—15 

years ago- (Interruptioiis). No I 

will tell you. You will be con¬ 
vinced of it 10—15 yeats back in¬ 
dustrial production grew at the rate 
of 8—10 per cent. This year Mr. Pai 
has achieved this figure. Novi', he will 
not be satisfied with this incr-^ase of 
a mere 8 per cent. I think he will 
go to 20 per cent or 15 per eent at 
least. 

Now, for employment, there is no 
capacity left over in agricullnre. It 
is saturated. And Government service 
■and corporations, riilways, posts and 
telegraphs and telephones provide em- 
pIo 3 mient only to 4 per cent of our 
educated youth every year. If we 
take the 2-3 crores of Government 


employees including the employees of 
the State, hardly 12 lakhs of people 
will get employment every year. But 
the increase in population is so much 
that we have now to depend entirely 
upon industries only. That is why a 
great resoonsibility is placed on this 
Ministry and it is very gralifying to 
note that our public sector industries 
which have been incurring losses for 
the past sevevol years have made a 
little profit Iasi year and this year, 
these 120 units hvae made a profit of 
Rs. 300 'iroros on an investment of 
Ks. 7000 chores. Thi.*! works out to 
5 per cent. I knov/ Mr. Pai who was 
once in the industry will not be satis¬ 
fied with this 5 per cen: interest or 
dividend. I want that Mr, Pai should 
get a minimum of Rs. 700 crore? nut 
of the public sector units because 
we have invested Rs. 7000 odd crores 
on them and it is a necessity that we 
should get a minimum of Rs 700 
crores from these industrie.s. 

Mr. Pai has .simplified the procedure 
of licensing, Tha*- is a very good thing 
he has dcftie. When ho took over this 
Ministry, there were 2500 applications 
for licence. That was in 1073 and they 
were reduced to 1000 in 1974 and now* 
only 168 applications are pending. 
This is a great achievement. 

Another greatest achievement of 
Mr. Pai was that he made every¬ 
body resDonsible to utilise all •the 
imutilised capacity. As you know, 
there are so many industrial units 
in this country who wanted to utilise 
the minimum of their capacity and 
just produce the minimum number of 
things and thereby create an artificial 
famine and from that earn the maxi¬ 
mum of their profits. Mr, Pai threat¬ 
ened them that he would cancel their 
licences or take over their units and 
that they will be deprived of ^heir 
future opportunities for eking out their 
livelihood and thj.s threat worked and 
made the people to utilise the un¬ 
utilised capacity to the maximum. 

Now, he has seen to it that industries 
ar® not starved of finance. The Textile 
Machinery Manufacturers were pro- 
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ducing hardly Ks. 17--20 crores worth 
of machinery and Mr. Pai was insisting 
on 'them to produce a minimum of 
Rs. 200 crores worth of machinery and 
'the industry has already touched the 
figure of Rs. 90 crores. Out of that, 
textile machinery worth Rs. 22 crores 
is being exported. Shri Pai is a hard 
taskmaster and he has been giving 
a helping hand to the textile machin¬ 
ery manufacturers. Last year Ihey 
were in trouble for finance. He said, 
for any export, money is not 
blem. Someho'v, he got them Rs. H 
crores and the Textile Machiner.- 
manufacturers wore saved. 

Our textile mills are being moder¬ 
nised. Now about Rs. 300 crores a>’-; 
required for modernisation of these 
mills. I wou J requc.st the Minister 
to see that sufficient funds are Pro¬ 
vided for the purpose 

Lagon Company, which is a for''ign 
company, has monopolised the supply 
■of jute machinery. All these 20 year-=, 
they have been importing the ju*e 
machinery from outside Shn Pai has 
asked the textile .machine manufactur¬ 
ers to do some research work and 
modernise our jute industry. At c 
cost of Rs. nO to 70 lakhs, they have 
developed the know-how and. now they 
are in a position to supply the rnodeni 
machinery to jute industry. This 
Lagan Company is aimo.st an anti- 
national company. It has been defying 
all the orders, rules and regulations 
of this country. Now, all of a sudden, 
they say that they are in a position to 
supply new machines, though they 
supplied only old tjqie of machines 
so far when our industrialists have 
produced fhe modern machines, the 
Lagan Co, says that they will also 
produce modern machines, not in this 
country but they want to import from 
'Other countries. 

I say, under no circumstance, any 
import of jute machinery should be 
-allowed as our people are capable of 
-producing it. 1 am very glad that Shii 
"Pai and his Secretaries are taking 
Iceen interest and they have made 
several statements in several commi- 
tees that under no circumstance they 


are going to allow any import and the 
local people will be allowed to pro¬ 
duce indigenously the modern machi¬ 
nes. 

N.C.D.C. I'i doing very good work. 
But ali instructions are not being 
strictly followed by the State Gov- 
mcints except by Maharashtra. My 
senior colleague Shri K. Surya- 
navjyana .slated that incomepotent 
people are being agp.iintcd m 
societies in T..<nii! Nadu. The people 
w'h.o have no connection wliatsoevei 
have been appointed as President.?, 
Cl ' i-mon, etc Of "on’-'O now after 
’[lange-over, the Government w 
removing all the people who linve no 
connection with cooperative move¬ 
ment. 

The Samnat Committee has made 
some rccomincndations for the new 
and expanded new sugar factories. 
The recommendations must bo adopted 
in toto. Ail those factories which 
have come into oxis-lence from 1974 
onw'ards 'r.-.i't gel relief so that they 
may not suffer. The efficient fac¬ 
tories which have completed their 
project w'ith less than Rs- 3 crore.*! are 
not petting any benefit. The people 
who have wasted money and have 
spent more than Rs. 3 crores are 
getting relief. This i.i a bad thing. 
The efficiency must not be paralysed. 

I congratulate Shri T. A. Pai and 
wish him god speed. He has deve¬ 
loped a deserted village into a A®® 
city with ro many educational insti¬ 
tutions. I wish that all the Members 
of Parliament and all political work* 
ers should go to that place and see 
how a village can be developed.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI A. P. 
SHARMA): Mr. Chairman, Sir, first 
of all I would like to thank all the 
Members who have participated so 
far In the debate on the demands of 
our Ministry. 

I would like to say, at the very 
outset, again, that so far, in the 
688 LS- 9 , 


course of the debate, about fourteen 
Members have participated and bar¬ 
ring one or two, most of the Mem¬ 
bers, to whom we are very much 
thankful, have appieciate,! and sup¬ 
ported the working of this Ministry 
Even those one or two Members who 
have indulged into a little criticism 
here and there have also not made 
such criticisms as to call for any 
concern so far as this Ministry is con¬ 
cerned. 

Most of the hon. Members who 
have participate'! in the debate have 
pointed out some improvements to be 
made here and there and, generally 
speaking, whatever steps have been 
taken by this Ministry in the promo¬ 
tion of industries in this country have 
found a ge-reral support. 

I would njw specifically deal with 
two subjects—one is about the pro¬ 
motion of small scale industry in the 
country as well as outside and the 
other is the development of back¬ 
ward areas or promotion of the in¬ 
dustry in the rural areas. So far as 
the small scale industry is concerned, 
it is known that there are about 4 
lakhs units in this country and it is 
envisaged that in the present Five 
Year Plan, we will be setting up an¬ 
other 1,60,000 new units. It is also 
envisaged that more than a lakh of 
these units will be set up in the rural 
villages. About the exemption or var¬ 
ious concessions that have been ex¬ 
tended for the setting up of industries 
in the backward and rural areas, you 
will find that most of these conces¬ 
sions have either not been utilised, as 
has been observed by many hon. Mem¬ 
bers, or many of the people whom we 
expected to go and set up industries 
in those areas, have not gone. 

From the report of this Ministry, 
it would be seen that we have extend¬ 
ed the scheme of Central subsidy for 
setting Up industries In the backward 
areas. 

Then we also have the ‘transport 
subsidy’ in hilly and border areas 
We have given concession in taxes 
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fShri A. P.-Sharma] 
for the products of these units and 
at the same time we have given them 
the faculty of getting loan on conces¬ 
sional rate of interest. All these 
facilities have been there but it is a 
fact that in spite of these facilities, 
results have not been achieved in this 
direction in such a way that we could 
say that it was very satissfactory. The 
main reason is that even today 60 per 
cent of the industry in our country is 
centred around the four metropolitan 
cities like Calcutta, Bombay, Madras 
and Delhi around another 46 cities. In 
all these 50 cities account for all the 
major industrial development in this 
country. In -the Ministry of Indust¬ 
rial Development we have been—in¬ 
cluding our senior colleague—thinking 
as to what steps should be taken so 
that a larger number of people could 
be attracted towards the backward 
areas. For this purpose we are already 
contemplating to set-un an crganisa- 
tion specifically for the development 
of backward areas. The objective of 
this organisation will be to assist and 
help such organisations in the States 
as are engaged in this kind of work for 
building up the infra-structure and 
setting up industries in these back¬ 
ward areas and also wherever such 
organisations are not in existence, this 
organisation at the Centre will take 
in its hand directly the activities to 
be performed area. 

AN HON. MEMBER; Since how 
long have we been contemplating of 
this idea? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Sir, it is 
a fact that there has been some delay 
in taking decision in this matter. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Why 
do you want to appoint q Committee 
for such an obvious thing? 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: I have not 
said about setting up a committee. A 
committee was set-up under the 
Chairmanship of Shri P. C. Naik, 
Industriiis Commissioner of Maha¬ 
rashtra. That Committee has sub- 
mittedl its report and after taking 


into consideration the recommenda¬ 
tions of that Committee, this decision 
is being taken, 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Sir, kindly 
ask the Minister to lay the report of 
the Committee on the Table of the 
House. I hope it is not a secret re¬ 
port. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA; We can 
place the report of the Committee on 
the Table of the House. There is 
nothing secret in it. Sir, as a result 
of the consideration of the recom¬ 
mendations of the Committee, we 
have come to the conclusion that some 
organisation is necessary for creating 
the infra-structure in the backward 
areas and, as such, as I haw men¬ 
tioned, an organisation like this k . 
going to be created shortly to looK 
after the development of the back¬ 
ward areas. 

My friends must also realise that it 
is not only the fact that certain dis¬ 
tricts have been declared as backward 
areas or that we are going to create 
an organisation like this that wiJ. 
solve the problem. 


Another difficulty is that most of 
Lhe people from the backward dis¬ 
tricts or people who talk about the 
development of the backward areas 
expect that somebody else from out¬ 
side, from some other place will come 
and develop that area. The 
to the problem is to have » 
number of entrepreneurs from ti^t 
area itself; otherwise, we cannot com¬ 
pel somebody to go to a particular 


SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESTT- 
MUKH (Parabhani); You can, if you 
wish to. 


SHRI A. P. SHARMA; There is no 
such law so far. He should know. 
He is a lawyer. We can persuade 
people, but we cannot compel them. 


There is another problem. Suppose 
we request or persuade some entre¬ 
preneurs from Maharashtra to go to 
T^ jViar or UP. Now within the State 
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of Maharashtra itself, there are cer¬ 
tain backward areas. They would 
prefer those ’ areas v/jthin the 
State itself rather than go to 
Bihar or U.P. Therefore, those who 
ana interested in development of the 
backward areas—^we are all interested 
in that—know that we should also 
find the necessary entrepreneurs for 
this purpose in the local lareas. Our 
slogan is local-based entrepreneur 
and local-based resources. We should 
consider local consumption also. Only 
after producing sufficiently for local 
consumption can we think of export¬ 
ing to other places or to other coun¬ 
tries. 

Therefore, the problem has to be 
viewed from this angle. Unless and 
• until we do so, l do not think any 
other approaches will help. We a^e 
thinking of creating some more facili¬ 
ties for developing industries in back¬ 
ward areas, but I want to make one 
thing clear. So far as I have seen in 
the cotuse of my working in this 
Ministry, no amount of effort can 
create any kind of atmospliere in the 
backward areas which will help 
them develop industries in their own 
areas unless and until the local peo¬ 
ple, the people from that area, come 
forward to undertake t^iis work. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: You have 
now come to the conslusion that it is 
the people who have to do it. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Questions may 
be asked later. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Some 

friends spoke about training young 
entrepreneurs for this purpose. We 
have taken steps in this direction also. 
By this time, this Ministry has been 
able to train about 5,000 young en¬ 
trepreneurs, educated youth. But we 
did not know how many of these 
people have come forrirard trj set up 
industries and how many of them 
after taking the training have gone 
away and taken up some othar work. 
Therefore, now we have taken a deci¬ 
sion that whomsoever We train for 
this purpose, it will be the responsi¬ 
bility ot this Ministry to see that they 
set iQ) Industries to that particular 


area or particular place where tJiey 
are trained for the pupose. We are 
taking this step, and to that extent 
all the Small Scale Industry Sei-vice 
Institutes are going to be made res¬ 
ponsible to see that they are not just 
to train up people and forget them, 
but they should also take follow-up 
action and oversee it till such time as 
they set up industries. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Fix the 
n spomsibilily for supply of raw mate¬ 
rials and marketing of the products; 
do these two things and you would 
have .solved the problem. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: My hon. 
friend has I’ai.scd this question. I can 
assmie him that in some States, some 
such steps have already been taken. 
It has been mentioned here on many 
occasions. I say it not in order to 
praise a particular State. But the 
Stale from which I come, Bihar, 
though lagging behind in many thinp.«, 
has recently made it compulsory for 
all the big industries to buy the pro¬ 
ducts of small scale industries, and 
ancillarios in that State. They have 
taken this decision applicable from 
block level to the State level. All 
Government purchases must be from 
the products of these industries, pro¬ 
vided course that the products are 
ot a particular standard and tbe prices 
are reasonable. 

I think every State has to do that 
Our intention is definitely dispersal of 
industries and on this occasion I must 
cc'ngratulate the Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment; they have taken a decision that 
they will not allow any fresh units to 
be set up in Bombay and if auybody 
wanty to set up any Industry, he has 
to go outside Bombay, to some other 
place. 

My friend Shri Mahajan said some¬ 
thing about setting up ancillaries of 
the public sector undertakings. This 
' as already been taken np and my 
friend should bo happy to know that 
the Scooters India, Lucknow have 
taken steps to see that 100 per cent 
ancillaries are produced- t., 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE: Why 

should the ECTV a public sector TV 
not have smaller units in the Private 
sector as their ancillary units? 


SHRI A. P. SHARMA: This parti¬ 
cular example may be in the mind of 
the hon. Member. I was saying that 
some public sector undertakings have 
already taken steps in this direction; 
Scooter India, Lucknow is not the 
only one; Bokaro has done this; HEC, 
Ranchi has done this; Durgapur has 
done this. All the public sector un¬ 
dertakings have taken upon them¬ 
selves the task of developing ancil- 
laries around big industries. 


In th© course of the debate, one hon. 
Member Shri Rajdeo Singh mentioned 
about some embezzlement in the Kha- 
di Board in Kanpur, he said that it 
happened under the very nose of the 
director of industries who was posted 
at Kanpur. My hon. friend should 
know that khadi work is not looked 
after by the director of industries; 
there is the Khadi Commission and 
that looks after that work. By saying 
this I do not mean to stop here. The 
hon. Member has brought to our 
notice this complaint; we shall defi¬ 
nitely take it up and look in+o what¬ 
ever complaint is brought before us 
regarding the working of the khadi 
organisation. 

SHRI VASANT SATFE: Since 
1951 has khadi production gone up? 
What was it then and what is it now? 
What is the expenditure and bow 
much has it gone up since 1951? Only 
those figures would be suffirient. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Those 
figures are not readily available to 
me; I shall give it to my friend Mr. 
Sathe. 


SHRI VASANT SATHE: I will 
give them to you; production of khadi 
hgs comte dowp ffpip 9000 pietfgs to 


5000 metres and the expenditure has 
gone up from Rs. 80 lakhs to about 
Rs. 40 crores. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Mr. Sathe 
can keep so many figures in his 
memory; I do not I shall give the 
figures later if he wants. I want to 
.say that if there is any complaint re¬ 
garding the working of thg Khadi 
Commission, it will be looked into and 
we shall see that those irregularities, 
if any, are set right.

SHRI A. P. SHARMA; Sir, a point 
had been raised in this House again 
and again ab<nit the existence of the 
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bogus units. Of course, bogus units 
cannot exist. We have conducted a 
Census for the first time and the re¬ 
sult of the Census reveals that there 
are three kinds of Units in the small 
scale sector—the units which are in 
existence, the units which are non¬ 
existent and the units which are not 
traceable and perhaps some units are 
not going to be traceable at all.

SHRI A. P. SH'AKMA: Su’, 1 accept 
what you have just now said and I 
have already told you that whatever 
irregularities there may be in tlie 
working of the Khadi Commission, 
they will definitely be looked into by 
us and 'We will see that those irregu¬ 
larities are removed. Regarding the 
bogus units in the small scale sector, 
as a result of the • National Census 
conducted regarding the small scale 
sector units, it has now been found 
that about 9 per cent of tlie units are 
non-existant. In the provisional re¬ 
port of the first Census, there was a 
large percentage. But we again re¬ 
ferred it to the State Directorates. 
They reviewed the position and I 
c a n place the review result of every 
State. Now, the position is that 9 
per cent of the imits are not traceable, 
whether they are in existence or not. 
But I would only explain that those 
units which are non-traceable, are not 


in existence so far as we are concern¬ 
ed, because there are certain small 
scale units which are not registered. 

So we have conducted a Census of 
those units which are registered. But 
those units which are not registered 
may be in existence. But so far as 
we are concerned, they are not trace¬ 
able. We shall again review the 
position and I am quite sure, the third 
review will definitely come to a defi¬ 
nite conclusion as to how many units 
arc actually in existence. Therefore, 
to say that a largo number of small 
scale units oxLst on paper cannot be 
accepted and I am not prepared to 
accept this position because there 
are about 4.0 lakh units in this 
country and we are fioing to 
have 1,60,000 more in the next five 
years. This is the position so far as | 
the .small scale sector is concerned. 

I would now like to make only one 
point. I leave the rest to the care of 
inv senior colleague who will reply 
tomorrow. Regarding the activities 
of our Ministry outside the country, 
particularly in the promotion of small 
scale and village industries, we have 
been assisting about 37 developing 
countries, for promotion of small 
scale and village industries. Recent¬ 
ly wc have arrived at an agreement ^ 
with two countries—Mauritius _ and ! 
Tanzania. In Tanzania wo have iden- | 
tified 52 units and we aro going to j 
promote the small scale industries in j 
that country. We will be providing 
machinery and expertise to those , 
countries for the promotion of small 
scale industries. These steps taken 
by this Ministry in the field of indus¬ 
trial development will go a long way 
in promoting and strengthening our 
ties with the friendly countries.

measures for: — 

(i) improving the production 
and export of mica; and 

(ii) development of processed 
and fabricated mica" promo¬ 
tion of mica based industries 
and export of mica products. 

There are 23 members on this Com¬ 
mittee at present. 

The first meeting of the Committee 
was held on 22nd March, 1976. Gov¬ 
ernment have taken the following 
decisions in the light of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the Committee: — 

(i) Export of processed mica of 
sizes below No. 5, mica scrap/ 
waste and factory cuttings 
has been delinked from the 
sharing formula. The result 
is that in respect of these 
sizes the private parties can 
now service 100 per cent the 
contracts obtained by them 
just as the Mica Trading Cor¬ 
poration can do. Export of 
processed mica continues to 
be canalised through the Mioa 
Trading Corporation as 
hitherto; and 

(ii) Minimum floor prices of 
bridge mica and mica powder 
have been revised down¬ 
wards. Categorisation of scrap 
mica into two categories has 
been done away with-

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The purpose 
<of constituting the Mica Board has 
not been carried to its logical conclu¬ 
sion, because the way in which the 
Mica Trading Corporation is function¬ 
ing has created some doubts in the 
minds of nwny people who are work¬ 
ing in the mica factories. There is 
one gentleman who is sitting over 
there and he is indulging in underhand 
dealing. 

MR. SPEAKKER: No aUegations 
please. Do not spring a surprise by 
bringing in names of persons. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Important 
persons in the Mica Trading Corpora¬ 
tion are dealing in underhand 
methods an^ as a consequence of it 
many mica operators have been dep¬ 
rived Of their legitimate dues. What 
are the charges levelled against this 
Corporation and how do the Govern¬ 
ment propose to go into those charges 
and remedy the sittmtion? 
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SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; Sir, it i.s a 
very relevant question. I seek your 
protection 

MR SPEAKER: I think we should 
follow this rule that whenever we 
have to level charges or allegations, 
we must give notice. Please do not 
spring a surprise on the House by 
brinipng in the name of any organi¬ 
sation or person and say they are 
dealing in underhand practices. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Then I will 
wnthdarw my question and ask an¬ 
other question. I have every right to 
ask a question with your protection. 

MR SPEAKER: Next question; 

Closure of Casnew Factories in Kerala 

-713. SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: Will 
the Minister of COMMERCE be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
about the closure of many cashewnut 
factories in Kerala; 

(b) if so, the number of factories 
closed down at present and the reasons 
thereof; and 

(c) the steps taken by Government 
to re-open the closed factories? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF COMMERCE (SHRI 
VISHWANATH PRATAP SINGH), 
(a) and (b). Because of a large gap 
between the demand and availability 
of raw cashewnuts, the cashew facto¬ 
ries in the country, including those 
in Kerala, have necessarily to remain 
closed for varying periods during the 
year. On enquiry made from the 
State Government of Kerala it is 
understood that out of a total num¬ 
ber of 278 factories in the State, 143 
factories were not working as on 
30th April, 1976. 

(c) Efforts are being made to fina¬ 
lise purchase of raw cashewnuts from 
Tanzania and Mozambique and wayn 
and means for accelerating the indi¬ 
genous production are also being 
explored. 


MR. SFKAEER; Next question. 
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SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: May- I 
know whether a Member of the 
Planning Commission, Mr, Srinivasan, 
had given a tour report about this 
industry a year ago and recommend¬ 
ed that something must be done 
about it and whether the State Gov¬ 
ernment have also made some re¬ 
commendations, and if so, what has 
the Central Government done about 
that report? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The basic problem in the 
cashew industry is the gap between 
the availability and the installed 
capacity. On this Mr. Srinivasan 
had recommended that an effort 
should be made in the direction of in¬ 
creasing indigenous production. The 
Kerala Government has identified 
land where new plantations can be 
■set up. The CCT ig also awaiting the 
report of Dr. K. N. Raj which will be 
available in June, and thereafter we 
will decide on how we can finanf'ial- 
ly help the new plantations In the 
Central sector an effort is being made 
to increase production, and the tar¬ 
get is 10,000 tonnes. This is envisag¬ 
ed in the Fifth Plan. In the State sec¬ 
tor, expansion of an area of 1.31 lakh 
hectares is the target. 

SHRI A, K. GOPALAN; May I know 
whether the State Government had 
made a recommendation some months 
back about the development of this 
industry and asked for some help from 
the Centra] Government? Have they 
cared for it? What have they done? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The Central Government is 
quite conscious and is anxious about 
this problem. There is a proposal in 
thp Agriculture Ministry for a subsi¬ 
dy of Rs 300 per hectare net year 
for two years for new plantations 
and under this, for private planta¬ 
tions the target is proposed to be 
8B.000 hectares and for State planta¬ 
tions 60,000 hectares. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: What were the 
recommisndations of the State Gov- 
camment and what have they done 


about thim? He has said what the 
Central Government wants to do. He 
does not ^ay what the State Govern¬ 
ment’s recommendations are and how 
far they have been met, 

MR. SPEAKER: Was this the re¬ 
commendation of the State Govern¬ 
ment? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: This is a proposal under the 
Central Government. 

SHRI A. K. GOPALAN: Has the 
State Government proposed any 
scheme for the development of this 
industry because it is a foreign ex¬ 
change earner, and if .so, did the 
Centre get that scheme? When did 
they get the same, and what have 
they done about it? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: T am not posted with the 
exact dates, but generally the State 
Government and the Central Govern¬ 
ment are in correspondence over this 
issue. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAN NAIR: 
May I know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is aware of the fact that there 
was no new agreement with Tanza¬ 
nia, which is the largest cashew ex¬ 
porting country, regarding the sale 
and sale price of the cashewnuts 
which are imported by us and if so. 
whether Government propose to get 
the CCI to purchase at the lowest 
available price cashewnut in sufficient 
quantities for use in Kerala and other 
places’ in the rest of India and to 
subsidise it if nece.ssary from the huge 
profit.; they have made during the 
past few years? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Efforts are being mode to 
get cashewnuts at the best available 
prices, m fact, the Tanzanian and 
Mozambique transactions could not be j 
completed because they were de¬ 
manding prices much higher their 
even last year's prices.. In itenya we 
have succeeded in concluding a con¬ 
tract for 10 to 15 thousand tonnes of 
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cashewnuts which is the total expert- 
able surplus available with them ,and 
that at a price lower than last year’s. 

On the question of subsidy or sub¬ 
sidising the imports, we have not 
come to any specific decision. There 
should not be any panic on this be¬ 
cause we are getting our own raw 
cashewnuts from fresh crops current¬ 
ly. 

SHRI N. SREEKANTAI^ NAIR: 

My question was whether the CCI 
will subsidise from the huge profits 
they earned during the last few years. 

MR. SPEAKER; Have you any¬ 
thing to say on the subsidy by the 
Cashew Corporation? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: It will not be possible for 
me to make a slattement. 

Textile Staff prone to bronchitis 

■’714. SHRI JAGANNATII MISHRA; 
Will the Minister of COMMERCE 
be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government’s attention 
has been drawn to the reports that 
textile staff is more prone to

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

It is a known fact that 
workers in the spinning and weaving 
Departments are more prone to 
Bronchitis. One way of minimising 
this hazard is to control flow of cot¬ 
ton fluff and dirt. Some mills have 
installed fluff/dust suction machines. 
The need for naills installing such 
suction machines and maintaining 
better standard of cleanliness has 
been brought to the notice of Indian 
Cotton MiUs’ Federation for appro¬ 
priate action.

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: Two studies were made: one 
by the Employees State Insurance 
Corporation and another by the Indian 
Council of Medical Research. The 
Employees State Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion’s figures .show that there has 
been—though it was not for the tex¬ 
tile industry alone, it was for all in¬ 
dustrial workers—a lessening of inci¬ 
dence of this disease. In 1972-73, per 
thousand workers, the incidence was 
251,5; in 1974-75, it was 249.7 and for 
family members of the in.sured mem¬ 
bers, it was 260.7 in 1972-73 and in 
1.974-75, it was 224 per thousand 
workers. So, we see that this inci¬ 
dence has c®me down. The Indian 
Council of Medical Research came to 
a conclusion that the lung congestion 
known as biosinu.ses was maximum 
in the textile industry.

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: We have recently advised 
the ICMF. It is too early to make an 
assessment. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; The Minister in his reply has 
stated that the matter is being brought 
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to the attention of the Cotton Mills’ 
Federation. I would like to know from 
the hon. Minister why is it that the 
Government cannot immediately see 
that these measures for protecting the 
workers at least be introduced in these 
mills and the National Textile Corpo¬ 
ration?, Recently, I visited a couple of 
mills. When I asked them about this, 
they said that the.y did not have 
money. In a key issue like this, where 
the Government can take an immedi¬ 
ate action themselves, why is there 
delay? 

SHRI VISHWANATRL PRATAP 
SINGH: We will look into the matter 
within the financial constraints that 
we have. 

SHRIMATt MUKUL BANERJI: As 
far as his statement is concerned, it is 
a known fact that the textile workers 
are getting not only Bronchitis but 
T.B. also, because they inhale this cot¬ 
ton. Why cannot some research be 
done and these textile workers be 
given mask or something Mke that so 
that they cannot inhale this cotton? 
Only insurance scheme is not enough. I 
would like to know what action Gov¬ 
ernment is thinking of taking in this 
matter to save the life of these textile 
workers? 

SHRI VISIIWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The suggestion is well taken. 
The measures that will be required to 
be taken are that there should be ex¬ 
haust fans in the various units; that 
instead of multi-faced blow rooms, 
there should be single-faced blow 
rooms and that there should be air- 
conditioning. 

Publicity for scheme of Nationalised 
Banks to finance small traders, artisans 
and craftsmen 

• 715 . SHRI B. V. NAIK: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether adequate publicity has 
lieon /Iven to the recent scheme of 
nationalised banks to finance small 
traders, artisans and craftsmen and 
if so, through what m^ia; 
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(b) whether the media of publicity 
chosen are such as to be effective in 
reaching the above category of persons 
who fall mainly in the illiterate and 
semi-literate class; and 

(c) the other concrete steps taken 
to educate the small borrowers? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE). 
(a) to (c): A statement is laid on the 
Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) to (c): Taking into considera¬ 
tion the special needs of the illiterate 
and semi-literate class of clientele, ap¬ 
propriate audio-visual media such as 
advertisements in local dailies in re¬ 
gional languages, distribution of leaf- 
lets, display of posters, hoardings, ex¬ 
hibition of slides and films in theatres 
and villages, participation in and or¬ 
ganisation of exhibitions, melas, pup¬ 
pet shows and commercial broadcast, 
etc. are being adopted by public sector 
banks in their efforts to give adequate 
and effective publicity to their various 
schemes to finance small traders, arti¬ 
sans and craftsmen. Some of the other 
concrete steps to educate and assist 
small borrowers are as follows: 

(i) Banks’ field staff visit villages 
where the craftsmen and arti¬ 
sans are concentrated to ex¬ 
plain to them in the regional 
language the salient features 
of various credit schems for¬ 
mulated by banks. 

(ii) Governmental agencies like 
Directorates of Industries, 
Khadi and Village Industries^ 
Commission, Handicrafts 
Boards, Project officials of ru¬ 
ral industries projects, Dis^ 
trict Agricultural Officers, 
Block Developmmit Officers, 
etc., also assist in the dissemi¬ 
nation of information regard¬ 
ing various credit sch^nes. 

(iii) At the time of fHUng up of 
application forms for Ipanik, 
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sanctioning o£ advances and 
disbursing of monies, borrow¬ 
ers are advised by bank offi¬ 
cials regarding the terms and 
conditions of advances like 
rate of interest, repayment 
periods, etc. Banks also help 
borrowers in the procurement 
of machinery, tools, raw ma¬ 
terials and marketing of 
goods where feasible. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The hon. Minis¬ 
ter has been good enough to give a list 
of the publicity media or the methods 
of propaganda in which he has listed 
almost everything. However, in view 
of my personal ignorance, may I know 
as to what are the limits upto which 
small traders, artisans and craftsmen 
get loans, and what is the nature of 
security that is insisted upon? Now, 
“the word of the mouth” is not one of 
the means of communication that you 
use, that is to say, I get loan and 
somebody else comes to know of it, 
“The word of the mouth” publicity is 
fairly negative in respect of the small 
borrowers since each one of them 
comes back from the bank saying, 
“You apply for it but you do not get 
it.” In this background, may I know 
what is the ratio of sanctions to appli¬ 
cations? How many applications you 
receive and, cut of them, how many 
you sanction?, 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sir, J would like to draw your 
attention to the question. *^he ques¬ 
tion relates to publicity for schemes of 
nationalised banks to finance small 
traders, artisans and craftsmen. The 
question of assistance to these people 
is absolutely a different question. The 
part (b) of the Question is, whether 
the media of publicity chosen are such 
as to be effective in reaching the 
above category of persons.... 

MR. SPEAKER: The part (c) is 
about educating the small borrowers. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEB: So, this has afutolutely nothing 
to do with the assistance to this cate- 
gory of persons. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK: The proof of the 
pudding is in its eating. How do I as¬ 
sert, it is effective or not effective un¬ 
less and until I come to know, after 
the publicity, the people are getting 
loans. I feel, it is the most relevant 
information as to what is the ratio.. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask your se¬ 
cond supplementary. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: It is very much 
connected. We are not votaries of the 
suggestion that the doors of the banks 
should be thrown open like those of 
a charitable institution. The loans 
should be financed, the production 
.should take place and they should be 
recovered. May I, therefore, know 
whether as a part and parcel of dis¬ 
tinctly related to the publicity, there 
are certain norms laid down for judg¬ 
ing the competence of the bank staff, 
that small borrowers do get a orefe- 
rence to large borrowers in the mat¬ 
ter of loans. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER-’ 
JEE: So far as the question of giving 
assistance to small borrowers is con¬ 
cerned, I must say, half a dozen times 
even in this very session of Parlia¬ 
ment, I have read out the figures and 
statistics on the floor of the House. I 
do not remember a single day when a 
question relating to that has not come 
up. So far as this Question is concern¬ 
ed, it is specifically related to the ef¬ 
fect of publicity rather than to as¬ 
sistance to this category of people. 

MR. SPEAKER: What is the effect 
of publicity? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: It has been quite popular. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are the numbers 
coming up? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERf- 
JEE: Yes, Sir. It has become effective. 
At the same time, 1 do agree that 
there is still a gap to be bridged. That 
is not merely a question of publicity. 
The question of overall reoourcs posi¬ 
tion is also tiiere. 
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SHRI R. V. SWAMINATHAN: In 
view of the fact that a large number 
of banks have been opened in small 
villages, may i know whether the bank 
officials in small villages -in small 
village banks, the work will be very 
much less —go to the people, specially, 
the small traders, artisans and crafts¬ 
men, and tell them that this type of 
facilities are available to them saying. 
"You come and approach us; we are 
prepared to give you loans.”? Is that 
type of propaganda going on in vil¬ 
lages? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: In some of the areas, this typo of 
propaganda is going on. We would 
like that more and more bank officials 
go to the villages and tell the people 
the various schemes that are appli¬ 
cable and available to them. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: The Minister 
is somewhat too literal in inteipret- 
ing the question. The question was 
whether the publicity is effective in 
reaching the applicants and so on and, 
therefore, J would submit that this 
question is relevant—how many peo¬ 
ple have applied, whether the ratio 
of sucessful aplicants is increasing 
that is out of those who apply, how 
many are able to get loans. This is 
part of the effective measures you 
claim you are taking and, therefore, I 
do submit that the Minister may be 
good enough to give a reply to this 
question. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; This figure is not with me but if 
Hon. Members insist, although I nad 
given it earlier, 1 can furnish the same 
again. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUN- 
SI: As for publicity of family plan¬ 
ning, now-a-days, it is known to al¬ 
most all the people of the country, 
whether literate or illiterate. But has 
the Ministry made any survey throu gh 
banks or through the Statistical Sur¬ 
vey of India, with the help of other 
Departjm«]ts, in order fo make an as¬ 
sessment of how far the people falling 
in the Category of small artisans and 


craftsmen and other illiterate people 
do actually know about the schemes 
that are available to theAi?. Secondly, 
will the Minister tell us how many 
schemes have been approved for these 
artisans and craftsmen by the nationa¬ 
lised banks and how many of them 
have been publicised and made known 
to the people? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; So far as the actual figure is 
concerned, j had mentioned, in reply 
to another Hon. Member’s question, 
that I lequire notice. But I can tell 
the Hon. Member that we are trying 
to create an impact through various 
measures like audo-visual measures, 
and some of them are laid clown in the 
statement. 

As far the question as to whether 
it has had effect, the answer is ‘ye.s’ 
because more and more people ore 
coming up and the bank people are 
also going to provide assistance to 
artisans and craftsmen. But it would 
be difficult to quantify exactly what 
has been the effect of this publicity 
On the small borrowers because there 
is no yardstick for measuring the 
effect. But it is a fact that more and 
more people are coming up and more 
and more assistance is being given. If 
the Hon. Members are interested in 
the figures, I can give them later on.

(a) and (b). On the basis of infor¬ 
mation presently available, demand 
of Rs. 14.37 lakhs is outstanding in the 
case of Shri Kapi Mohammed s/o Shri 
Kapir Abdul Khader, Kumta (North 
Kanara District). Shri Kapi Mohammed 
has been declared an absconder under 
Ihe Conservation of Foreign Exchange 
and Prevention of Smuggling Activities 
Act. 1974. He is absconding since 24tb 
.lanuary, 1975. 

Income-Tax assessment for the 
assessment .year 1975-76 was made ex- 
parte in his case in January. 1976 
raising a demand of Rs. 14.45 lakhs. 
Of this, Rs. 8,000/- has been recovered 
as a result of proceedings under 
section 226 (.3) of Income-tax Act, 
1961. Further action for recovery will 
be taken as provided under the law. 

SHRIMATI PRAVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; According to the reply of the 
bon. Minister. Shri Kapi Mohammed 
is now absconding, and he has also 
been found guilty of smuggling acti¬ 
vities. 1 would like to know how it is 
that they came acro.«s smuggling acti¬ 
vities by him and what action has 
lieen taken in respect of checking 
those activities. Secondly, I would 
like to know whether the amount of 
Rs. 14.45 lakhs is in addition to Rs. 
14.37 lakhs or whether the amount of 
Rs. 14.45 lakhs is an increase over Rs. 
14.37 lakhs, because that is not clear 
from the answer. Is it for two .years 
that the tax is outstanding or is It 
only for one year? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: So far as the hrst part 'S con¬ 
cerned, I have already indicated the 
action taken against Mr. Kapi Moha¬ 
mmed to prevent him from smuggling 
activities. We have issued detention 
orders against him under COFEPOSA. 

Regarding the assessment year, I 
have already mentioned that it is for 
,the .year 1975-76; it is there in the 
text of my answer. 
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Id regard to the mode of recovery, 
I have already indicated that the mode 
of recovery will be as per the provi¬ 
sions of law; ex-parte assessment was 
made. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: For which assessment year? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: That is for 1975-76. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: There are two figures here. 
One says: ‘On the basis of informdlion 
presently available, demand of Rs. 
14.37 lakhs is outstanding..; and there 
is also another figure of Rs. 14.4S 
lakhs. Is this for 1975-76? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR klUKHER 
JEE: Yes; I have mentioned it. 

I will repeat it for the hon. Member. 

“Income-tax assessment for the 
assessment year 1975-76 was made 
ex-parte in his case in January, 
1976 raising a demand of Rs. 14.45 
lakhs.

a tt ac fa m att of the properties of fhe 
abMoaders, the Chief Presidenttal 


Magistrate of the district concerned, 
Karwar district, has attached the pro¬ 
perties of this particular absconder. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: What is the value? 

SHRi PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Rs. 2.25 lakhs. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAIT: 
Many of the notorious smugglers like 
Haji Mastan are either arrested in 
Bangalore or absconding from Karna¬ 
taka. What are the reasons that 
Bangalore has become the rendezvous 
of these people? Is it because the 
Central Intelligence or the local 
administration are not taking effective 
steps? We see that many of these 
people are either caught there or 
absconding from there. I want to 
know whether any action is being 
taken to strengthen the Centarl Intelli¬ 
gence and also to see that the Enforce¬ 
ment Diviision is made stronger to 
avoid such things. It is not my Inten¬ 
tion to cast aspersions on any one. 

SHRI PRANAB ^KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; If the persons against whom 
orders of detention under COPEPOSA 
are issued, are not arrested by the 
local administration and. they try to 
manage to go to certain other parts, 
we liy to arrest them. And in fact, 
out of 25 people absconding in Karna¬ 
taka, as many as 21 have already 
been arrested and only 4 are still at 
large.

(a) and (b). Yes. Sir. 

(c) Appraisal Mission of the World 
Bank is expected to visit India soon 
to continue discussions with the 
Government of India before they can 
take final decision in the matter. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE: May T 
know whether the Government is 
aware of the fact that there are al¬ 
ready half a do2:ain crumb rubber fac¬ 
tories in Kerala but they cannot sell 
their products due, to the fact that the 
tyre manufacturers are not taking to 
this particular type of rubber and if 
so, will the Government consider the 
demand from the producers to export 
this type of rubber and also other 
tjrpes of rubber which are surplus? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: It was precisely on account 
of this problem that the Government 
took a decision that STC should pur¬ 
chase rubber and the STC has pur¬ 
chased 2000 tonnes and it will be ex¬ 
ported. 

SHRI VARKEY GEORGE: In spite 
of the fact that the STC is exporting 
about 2000 tonnes of rubber, does the 
Government realise that the rubber- 
growers in Kerala are getting only 
half the prices which they were get¬ 
ting last year and is it because the 
State Trading Corporation is buying 
the rubber only through one agency 
instead of taking the rubber directly 
from the producers? This Rubber 
Marketing Federation which is acting 
as an intermediary is making profits 
by buying the rubber from the pro¬ 
ducers and then selling it to the STC. 
Why should not the STC directly buy 
It from the producers so that they can 
get a fair price for their produce? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: The price prevaiUng at the 
moment is Rs. 630 par quintal. This 
is not halt the price of htat year but, 
<rf course, it is very much lower than 
last year's price, and there ia distress 
Oft this accotmt. Yes, it is a fact t*ta* 


the STC is purchasing from the Rub¬ 
ber Marketing Co-operative because* 
this organization Is made up of small 
growers and it will be easier to buy 
from co-operative organizations of 
small growers than going to each in¬ 
dividual. That is the difficulty. 

MR. SPEAKER: His point was that 
they are getting a big margin, 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH: About the margin the Mar¬ 
keting Federation is getting I am not 
aware. But certainly STC is losing 
in the bargain. 

Violation of Forefftt Exchange Regu¬ 
lations by concerns owned by Sonumt 
Brothers 

• 718 . DR. SARADISH ROY; Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to refer to the reply given to Starred 
Qn. No. 333 on January SO, 1976 re¬ 
garding violation of foreign exchange 
regulations by concern.«! and state: 

(a) whether the Investigations regard¬ 
ing the complaints received by the 
Government about the alleged viola¬ 
tions of Foreign Exchange Regulations 
against ceramic concerns owned by 
Somani Brothers in Haryana and 
eleswhere and against the Chairman 
and other Directors of the Company 
have since been completed; and 

(b) if not, what is the present posi¬ 
tion in that regard? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATIGI): (a) 
Yes, Sir. 

(b) Does not arise. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: The Minis¬ 
ter has said that the investigation has 
been completed. If sOi, what are thie 
findings the investigation and what 
steps have since been taken in the 
pursuance of those iindini^? 

SHIRIMATI SUSHILA P^OHATGI: 
Regarding the finding, we find that 
the Ih^foeoeineat iMr^torat* haft 
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tried and contacted Mr. Haldia who 
was the ex-Manager of this company 
and he categorically denied having 
sent any complaint of this nature and 
he also denied of having any informa, 
tion whatsoever which would be a 
contravention of the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulations. 

Secondly, there was another com- 
plaint lodged by Mr. Bhargava, but, 
in spite of the best efforts, this gentle¬ 
man could not be traced. 

Therefore, we find on the basis of 
the categorical refutation and no in¬ 
formation being available, the En¬ 
forcement Directorate said that there 
was no authentic information to pur¬ 
sue the matter any longer. 

So far as Foreign Exchange Regu¬ 
lations are concerned, we have tried 
to inquir^a from other agencies also 
because we find members are interes¬ 
ted and a number of questions have 
been put in this connection, and I can 
say that the Customs authorities who 
wer« also contacted, said that upto 
the end of 1974, after the first com¬ 
plaint has been lodged, nothing ad¬ 
verse has been found agains" these 
people and that there is nothing re¬ 
garding the contravention of foreign 
exchange rules so far as Customs are 
■ concerned. 

Also in this connection we may say 
that the CBI also, to the best of my 
information, hav« nothing against this 
company and as a last resort, the case 
was sent to the Inspection also and 
they also found that the various things 
received have been truly entered into 
the books and the consumption also 
noted and they have not been able to 
find anything from the imports and 
exports. So we find that all these 
have not been substantiated and as 
such it is not possible to take any ac¬ 
tion on th« basis of these charges. 

DR. SARAmSH ROY: Last year, 
-some of the officers of this concern 
at Bahadurgarh M>ere arrested. I 
wonld bke to know whether they 
'wepf in any way connected with vio-

lation of Foreign Exchanged Regula¬ 
tions Act or smuggling activities? 
What arc the findings of the Govern¬ 
ment? Were they connected with this 
Company? 

SHRIMATl SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
No officers of this company had been 
arrested. This was denied in reply 
to the question put previously. In 
view of this, the question of reply 
to other questions does not arise. 

SHRT TRIYA RAMJAN DAS 
MUNSI: Is it a fact that during the 
investigation and before the start of 
investigations some files and docu¬ 
ments of Somani Hindustan Sanitary 
Works were lost and were reported 
to be not available before the officers 
who investigated into the matter? 
Does the Government, in such cases of 
high alleged violation of foreign ex¬ 
change regulations, etc., take steps to 
impound the pass port till the investi¬ 
gation is over? Is it done in all the 
cases or not? During the investiga¬ 
tion period was the pa^s port impoun¬ 
ded so far as Somani was concerned? 
These people have branches in the 
overseas and did they negotiate with 
their counterparts during investiga¬ 
tion period so as to completely frus¬ 
trate the purpose of the Government? 

SHRIMATl SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
It ig not to our knowledge whether 
these, files were available or not. On 
the basis of the second complaint 
which was lodged, on investigation in 
March 1976 we found that some of 
these files ware with the Sales Tax 
Department. We got them to find 
out the correct position. The question 
of reply to the s^ond part of the 
question does not arise. 

World Bank Loans tar Agricultural 
Developmeiit 

*724 SHRl B. V. NAIK: Will the 
Minister of FINANCE be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether the loans for agricul¬ 
tural development given by the 
World Bank ere all tied loknr, 
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(b) whether there are any untied

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI- 
MATI SUSHILA ROHATGI): (a) to 
(c). World Bank Group’s loans are 
not tied to our securing equipment 
from any particular source/country. 
The Baiik however, in majority of 
cases, provides funding only for speci¬ 
fic projects/programmes. Iq Agri¬ 
culture also. World Bank- Group’s 
assistance has been confined to speci¬ 
fic projects though they have provided 
a line of credit of $ 75 million for the 
Agricultural Refinance and Develop¬ 
ment Corporation. 

SHRI B, V. NAIK: ‘World Bank 
Group’s loans are not tied to our 
securing equipment from any parti¬ 
cular source/country’ to that extent 
it apparently looks to be an untied 
loan. The International Bank of Re¬ 
construction and Development is con¬ 
sidered to be a bank not in the 
capitalist group of countries—United 
States as well as western hemisphere. 
May I know whether the whole pro¬ 
cess of sanctioning of loans does not 
result ultimately in slacking of the 
projects that we undertake so much 
so that the supplies of the machinery, 
technology or capital equipment gets 
tied up to those countries where the 
World Bank has interest. I would 
like to know whether snch instances 
have come to the notice of the Gov¬ 
ernment and whether the very 
nature of the projects picked up by 
them ultimately result in our going 
Into the bloc which they desire? 

SHRIMATl SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Sir, I think the question has to be 
.tacMed from two aspects. He does 
conc^e that it is untied to a certain 
extent we concede that it is 
left open to all tiie member countries 


in the World Bank—^their number is 
about 125—and there is an interna¬ 
tional bidding competition and they 
can bid amongst themselves also. 
Apart from that it is open to the 
borrower country to bid th»e and as 
in the case of India, in most of the 
cases our own bidders have received 
the award and, therefore, it is not 
forded on to us to go in a particular 
slant nr in a particular country. 

SHRI B. V, NAIK: Sir, in many pro¬ 
jects which have been picked up by 
the World Bank, viz., dairy projects, 
minor irrigation projects and others 
irrespective of the fact that they say 
that a free-line credit of 75 milUon 
dollars has been provided to Agricul¬ 
tural Refinance and Development 
Corporation is it not a fact that even 
in respect of certain areas in this 
coxmtry there is a slant in respect of 
the World Bank that they hava- 
favoured certain States and certain 
areas and dis-favoured certain areas 
at the time when they get tied-up? 
I want to know as to how are you 
going to untie these loans? 

MR. SPEAKER: You are asking the- 
same question in a different form. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Sir, in order 
to provide land to the weaker sec¬ 
tions of the people, a SliReme was 
contemplated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment to reclaim the Chambal ravines. 
The World Bank was approached end 
a good amount of money was allotted. 
May I know as to how much of 
money v-^as allotted and what have 
you done for reclamation of thet 
area? 

SHRIMATl SUSHILA ROHATGI: 
Sir, this is a specific question and t 
want a separate notice for it. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
Sir, has the attention of the hon’ble 
Minister been drawn to the fact that 
two days back there wes a news- 
item in the *Economic Times’ that the 
World Bank is going to finance as a 
soft loan tor the devdopment of 
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command area under new projects in 
Andhra Pradesh? May I know whe¬ 
ther this word ‘soft loan* is a tied 
loan or « loan for development of 
■that area? 

MR. SPEAKER: I think you are 
referring to Nagarajuna Sagar com¬ 
mand area.

N.B. The published profits of the different banks are not strictly comparable with reference 
to theij total assets. The practice of the banks in arriving at the published profits 
varies from one another; some banks make provision forbonus/ex-gratia before arrivirg 
at the published profits and some banks make appropriations for bonus/ex-gratia, from 
the published profits. 


SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I find 
from the statement that the profits 
of foreifo banks in this country, in 
the private secto^ naturally, are a 
great deal more in proportion to their 
total assets than are the profits of 
our nationalised banks Or even the 
scheduled Indian banks which have 
not been nationalised. The Agues 
show that the foreign banka* profit 
rate is at least double if not more 
than what it is in tbe case of the 
SBI and other nationalised banks. 
"What Is the mystery behind this? 

Smtl H. M. PATEL: More efficient 
^naaagement. 


SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: So far as a bank’s profitability 
vis-a-vis its assets is concerned, vari¬ 
ous banks follow different practices. 
For instance, I can give one example 
regarding bonus and ex-gratia. Some 
banks include it in the profit, some 
do not. Recently, particularly re¬ 
garding public sector banks, perhaps 
hon. members are aware that afl^ 
the nationalisation of certain very im¬ 
portant sectors in the country, quite 
a huge amount of money, mostly from 
the public sector banks which have 
been nationalised, was treated as bad 
debts. But I can say that since 1973 
onwards both tiie income and expen- 
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diture of the banks are increasing 
and ^he total profitability ii also cor¬ 
respondingly increasing. Of course, it 
may not be so much proportionate 
to the total assets. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: I am 
sorry I have not got an answer. If 
the Minister wants to refer to his 
aides for an answer later on, it is 
different. In the case of 14 nationalis¬ 
ed banks with total assets of Rs. 9.111 
crores, the published profit is Rs. 22.98 
crores, a proportion of 1 to 415—was 
trying to work it out, it may be a 
little wrong. For the SBI it is almost 
similar: total assets Rs. 3,642.47 crores 
and aggregate published profits Rs. 
4.61 crores, a proportion of 1 to 800 
or something like that. Yhen the 
foreign banks: total assets Rs. 1,210.50 
crores and aggregate published pro¬ 
fits Rs. 6.29 crores, 1 to 200. They 
are making at least double the profits 
that our own banks in the private or 
public sector are making, and this 
cannot be explained away by some 
differential figures in regard to bonus 
or DA or whatever else it may be. 
There must be some mystery wfiich 
has got to be resolved, and that is 
what I want Government to find out. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; There is no such mystery; apart 
from the facts I have already men¬ 
tioned, it is known to hon. members 
that since nationalisation, these public 
sector banks have opened 5,500 bran¬ 
ches in the rural areas. Not a single 
new bank branch hag been opened 
by any of the existing foreign 
banks; they are operating in their 
set areas with their set clients, 
^erefore, when the banks are launch¬ 
ing on their expansion on such a mas¬ 
sive scale, it ig expected that imme¬ 
diately after the installation of a 
new branch, it cannot earn profit. 
But in spite ©f that, I have indicated 
that profitability is increasing and 
compared to 1973-74 and 1974-75. 
those Increased figures are there. Of 
course, it may not be as proportionate 
to the total assets os in the case of 
the foreign banks. 


SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; I had 
asked for a clarification. 

In regard to the scheduled Indian 
banks, in the private sector, their 
total assets are Rs. 1.419.98 crores 
and their profit is Rs. 3.10 crores. 
They have not got the responsibility 
of your nationalised banks, as you say 
of opening new branches and all the 
rest of it on the scale on which you 
seem to operate. But how is it that 
our Indian banks do not make profits 
which the foreign banks do? There 
must be some hocus-pocus in view of 
so many reports that have come to us. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Apart from meeting expenses, it 
is known to hon, members that most 
of the concessional rates of interest, 
differential rates of interest, even 
for the financing of plans; in¬ 
vestment in securities at lower 
rates of interest, all these things are 
done; the lion’s share of it is being 
done by the public sector banks. 
85 per cent of the total banking opera¬ 
tions are in the public sector; that 
is why their profitability cannot be 
compared with the profitability of 
those banks who are operating in 
selected areas.

According to the data, tne largest 
number of beneficiaries of bank ad¬ 
vances are those with land holdings 
upto 10 acres both in case of short 
term and term loans. In terms of 
quantum of loan, the farmers in this 
category also availed the maximum of 
short term loans. 

However, their share vis-a~vis that 
of farmers having more than 10 acres 
in respect of term loans is lower. 

Term loans in agriculture are requir¬ 
ed for comparatively greater invest, 
ment on machinery, pump sets, land 
development etc. As such, demand 
for such loans, by and large, originate 
from farmers with larger land hold¬ 
ings. Besides, their credit absorption 
capacity which is proportionable to the 
size and need of holdings, is also 
higher. Requirements of farmers with 
lower holdings are modest and hence 
the demand from' this category of far¬ 
mers is comparatively less. 


’Government have not come across 
any such instance where wealthy far¬ 
mers have used a part of the loans 
obtained by them for further lending 
to rural poor at usurious rates of inte¬ 
rest. The conunercial banks provide 
supervised agricultural credit under 
which the end-use of the loans is en¬ 
sured. Under this system the chance 
of such malpractices is minimum.

(a) On the 15th April, 1976 the Offi¬ 
cers of the Marine & Preventive 
Branch of the Bombay Customs (Pre¬ 
ventive) Collectorate seized wrist wat¬ 
ches, watch spare parts, and textiles 
alongwith sugar and two trucks totally 
valued Rs. 36,65,028/- at Chembur in 
Bombay. No jewellery was seized. 

(b) It is not possible to indicate 
when these watches, watch parts and 
textiles were smuggled into India. 

(c) In this connection 4 persons 
have been forested under the Customs 


Act, 1962. Further investigation is in 
progress. 

(d) In addition to preventive deten¬ 
tion the following measures have been 
taken to check the (smuggling of 
foreign articles:— 

The Customs preventive machinery 
has been strengthened with more staff 
and equipment including wireless net¬ 
work in vulnerable areas. Extensive 
and regular patrolling of the sea and 
intensive patrolling of coastal areas, 
suspected to be landing points, as also 
feeder roads have been organised. 
Intelligence set-up has been geared 
up for better collection and pursuing 
of intelligence reports. Better co¬ 
ordination has been established among 
the various enforcement agencies such 
as, the Directorate of Revenue Intelli¬ 
gence, Income-Tax. Foreign Exchange 
Enforcement Directorate as also with 
the State Governments. 

Some of the further measures which 
are under consideration of the govern¬ 
ment include creation of special 
courts, strengthening of the legal 
framework, further improvement of 
the intelligence and investigation 
machinery, creation of more supervi¬ 
sory posts for more effective supervi¬ 
sion and deployment of more vessels 
and vehicles. 

As anti-smuggling drive is a conti¬ 
nuous process, the various measures 
are under constant review.

business with effect from 1-6-1969.

For assessing the per- 
lormanpe in deposit mobilisation, a 
norm of canvassing Rs. 3 lakhs durhig 
the period of training is fixed.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Hir, I would not take 
much time. I only waiit to say that 
the Minister has submitted a very big 
report in which he has dealt with all 
the subjects that eonm under his pur¬ 
view. Some Members the Con¬ 
gress benches' tried to pose a bright 
and hopetta ipietiit* for the future. 
The 'Mhdster himt^ ttlsch eame fev- 
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ward several times with th® statement 
that a situation had now developed 
which could take us to a prosperous 
future and a real industrial develop- 
ment in our country might take place. 
Along with the Minister, one of the 
big tycoons and big industrialists of 
this country, Shri Birla who is the 
Chairman of the Committee to cele¬ 
brate the Function of the FICCI, has 
also said that if you produce more, 
you will get prosperity, although in 
his statement he has mentioned that 
only 60 per cent of th« capacity of 
our industries is being utilised. From 
my personal experience, I may say 
that if you produce more, you will 
have to resort to either lay-off or 
closure of the factory. In some sec¬ 
tors there may be increase in the 
rate of production, but if you take 
the totality of it, you will find that 
where there is production there is the 
danger of the workers being faced 
with lay-off or the factory being 
closed. Within nine years in West 
Bengal alone 1,20D factories have been 
closed. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REBDY 
(Nizamabad): But what is your posi¬ 
tive suggestion? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I will come to your sugar manufac¬ 
turing industry and how you are ex¬ 
ploiting this country. 

MR. SPEAKER; Mr. Reddy, why 
are you provoking him? Does he need 
any provocation? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Out of these 1,200 closed units, I do 
not know how many have been re¬ 
started. According to authoritative 
statements of Government agencies 
and business agencies, 278 factories 
are still closed. I do not know what 
positive steps the Minister wants to 
take in this matter. 

From the Report it is seen that un¬ 
der Industries (Development and* 
Regulaticm) Act. an tn^tdry was iha^ 
into Messrs. Laxu^attan Cotton MiHs, 
Kanpur, Messrs. Khar<to Co. Ltd., 
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Calcutta, Messrs. Shree Ambika Jute 
Mills and Messrs. Britannia Engineer¬ 
ing Company, Calcutta. The result ol 
that inquiry is not mentioned in the 
report. 

Last April so many MFs approach¬ 
ed the Minister and made a represen¬ 
tation that he should look into the 
question of thei closed units. Out ol 
200 and odd small-scale lamp manu¬ 
facturing units, about 200 unit.<) wero 
closed. 1 know that they are still 
closed. So, also is the condition of 
plastic factories. Then, so many 
small-scale engineering units in 
Howrah have been forced to close 
thoir units, either for want of orders, 
or supply ol raw materials or lor fin- 
uncial difficulties. Whatever may be 
the reason, the result is that there is 
largerscale closure of small-scale 
units. 

Only day before yesterday it ap¬ 
peared in the newspapers that 2,000 
small-scale units in Ahmedabad are 
facing crisis. The reasons are 
the same—dearth of market or fin¬ 
ance, short supply of raw material or 
power shortage. May be some big 
factories are taking advantage of this 
emergency end earning huge profits 
tiut the condition of small-scale units 
is precarious. 

Though it does not come strictly 
under this Ministry, I want to refer to 
the condition of the jute mills and 
jute workers. It was mentioned in 
Calcutta Business Standard that the 
Government ia going to give further 
concessions to the jute mill owners by 
reducing the shipping freight on jute 
goods. They are pretending that they 
are facing stiff competition in the in¬ 
ternational market. To save them 
you have already abolished the excise 
duty, the export duty and other levies. 
To facilitate them further, the Gov¬ 
ernment has already taken a decision 
to reduce freight rates.^ Assuming that 
the jute mills are in a bad condition, 
are they tal^f serious steps to rc> 
babilitate the industry? I say no, it 
Is not a ft>ct. They swallow whatever 


cmtcessions are given to them and do 
not use them to take the industry out 
of its crisis. Cb thb other hand, th^ 
are insisting on the Government to 
allow them block closure. The La¬ 
bour Minister of West Bengal came 
here only this week to plead that the 
IJMA should be allowed block clo¬ 
sure. Many Members may not know 
what block closure is. Block closure 
means that a group of mills will be 
closed for a week or fifteen days while 
another group continues to work. So, 
in a month all the mills will not mark. 
Hlalf the mills will work and the other 
half will remain closed. This is the 
condition. So, where is the prospect 
of improving the industry? 

I must congratulate Mr. Pai on 
being bold enough to make the state¬ 
ment that their policy is based on 
mixed economy and that their profes¬ 
sion of socialism is nothing but an 
Utopia. If anybody thinks that they 
can bring about socialism in this way, 
I would say it is sheer Utopia. You 
cannot do it. You can build up capi¬ 
talism, but the whole capitalist world 
is facing a crisis. You are approaching 
America, and the big business ms^- 
nates are also inviting them to come 
here and invest, saying that the situa¬ 
tion has changed. 

MR. SPEAKER: Is there only one 
way of bringing about socialism or 
more than one way? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYAt 
There is only one way of bringing 
about scientific socialism. I have no 
time, otherwise I would have dilated 
on it. 

MR. SPEAKER: Do you consider 
that safeguarding the dominance of 
the puMic sector is a way of bringing 
about socialism? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
If you bade It only on the public sen. 
tor, I would say you will never be 
sucMssful. You are invesUng money 
and putting up public sector under- 
takinp. Rial Is good, but that is not 
the only way of bringing about so- 
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ciallsm. There are other factors. If 
you do not adopt other means also at 
the game tim^, you will never reach a 
society which can be called a socialist 
society. 

You, Mr. Speaker, have visited the 
socialist countries like the Soviet 
Union. You go to China or to any 
socialist country. There you will find 
not a single man unemployed, not a 
single factory closed down, not n 
single case of lay-off. Why? What 
is the magic? The magic is the policy 
that they have adopted. They have 
brought about a basic change in the 
production system, in the production 
irelations. That you are not going to 
do. Otherwise, Birlas would not be 
praising you, as they are doing now, 
that you have changed the atmosphere 
in the country. 

So, my first point is that what you 
pose is not correct. The country is 
not progressing. Thte situation is not 
in favour of bringing real industrial 
development of our country. The 
small-scale industries are in a collaps¬ 
ing stage; the medium sectors are in 
a collapsing stage. Even the big in¬ 
dustries are facing crisis. I have talk¬ 
ed to the Minister many times. 

MR. SPEAKER: You said that you 
would not take more time and would 
put only specific questions. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

You know the conditions in the 
wagon^aking industries. Railway 
is the only purchaser of the wagons. 
They have reduced their orders. What 
is the effect of this? All the wagon¬ 
building factories are in the midst of 
crisis. Besides wagons, the railways 
used to place order for sleepers also 
for use by them, but that order has 
been brought down with the result 
that hundreds of foundries’ workers 
have been rendered unempfoyed, X 
know many eases. You will find 
foundries are closed in Howrah. Chi 
both sides of the railway line, there 
are so many foundries. Almost all of 
them are closed because they hardly 
get ordm* for work for two months. 

I am connected with 3-4 foundries. 
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I know that they ere not getting 
orders. They said, “How can we keep 
our foundries running if we do not 
get proper orders, at least as much as 
we got last year?” I could not ans¬ 
wer to their points. So, my plea is 
that you have to take effective steps 
so that these wagon builders and 
foundries may not face this sort of 
crisis; at least, they can survive. 

Now, I am coming to the automo¬ 
bile industry. I was just looking to 
an article in the “Annual Number. 
Business Standard’*; Calcutta. Here, 
you have done much lor the auto¬ 
mobile industry. But has the situa¬ 
tion changed? Yesterday I was told 
by the department officials that steps 
had been taken by the Government to 
see that the actual production might 
be picked up and they are hoping for 
it. But I do not know on what basis 
they are telling all these things. But 
my i>ersonal experience is that you 
may say it just as I mentioned in the 
case of jute mills. Here also, the 
same thing is taking place. I know 
at least in the case of Hindustan 
Motors and Fiat also, there is a rota¬ 
tion system of lay-off. In total, there 
are 10,000 workers. 5000 workers wUl 
be laid-ofl in one week and another 
5000 workers will be laid-off in the 
second week and so on. This is the 
way they are running automobile in¬ 
dustries. I have got a letter from the 
Government of West Jlengal as I am 
connected with the union—that there 
will be further lay-off—3300 workers 
have to be laid-off. We have to go 
there and give our consent. For that 
reason, our union has been called. 

Sir the West Bengal Government 
has reduced the scale tax to the extent 
of 9 per cent. I may be corrected by 
the Minister, if it is less or more. So 
far as my knowledge goes, they re¬ 
duced the sal« tax and previously, 
irou were pasring 16 per cent sales tax, 
but now 3 rou have to pay 7 per cent. 
This way some money was saved for 
the company. Then on the totaX price 
of the ear, ttie excise duty was m- 
diioad, after this Budget. That may 
also come to Rs. 3000. 
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Then, for the tyres and other mate¬ 
rials that are directly used by the car 
Manufacturing companies, they have 
not to pay the tax which they had to 
pay before. This tax has also been 
redUbed. 

So, the excise duty, the sales>tax 
and the tax on tyres, etc. have been 
reduced, bringing down the total cost 
of the car. Even then, the produc¬ 
tion is not picking up. Unless and 
until the petrol prices are reduced, 
nothing will happen. In 1971, you 
could get 1 litre of petrol for Rs. 1.46 
p. Now, on 1-10-75, you have to 
pay Rs. 3.38 p. for 1 litre of petrol. 
Not only the petrol prices but the 
prices of spares have also increased. 

The same thing is happening in the 
Texmaco. The Birlas are exploiting 
like anything. 

Coming to some of the factories 
whose managements have been taken 
over by the Government, by his 
Ministry, let me talk about Braith- 
waite. They have two units in West 
Bengal. One is in Angus and the 
other is in Calcutta which goes by the 
name of Clive unit. In the Clive 
unit, they are losing and the losses 
are mounting up. In the Angus unit, 
they are making some profits. Be¬ 
cause of this, the top man was chang¬ 
ed and a military man was put there. 
What happened after that? He 4s 
trying to take advantage of die 
rivalry between the trade union.<; be¬ 
longing to one particular party, that 
is, the ruling party. 

Only a few days back, you will be 
amazM to know that there was so 
much fighting between them. I say, 
with the connivance of the police and 
the local authorities, in the Clive 
unit, three murders took place during 
the broad day-light when the factory 
was running. Dozens of workers 
were injured and they had to be re¬ 
moved to the hospitals. This is what 
is going on. This is not the U.Y, 
regime. This is- the Congress retftrih, 
tke>e two trade unions belM^itigr tb 


the same party are making the indus¬ 
trial relations so precarious that you 
cannot expect anything. 

In this connection, I would like to 
mention that you have taken up a 
programme of participation of wor¬ 
kers in the management. That is 
nothing but a hoax. So many com¬ 
mittees, bipartite committees, have 
been set up in West Bengal and in 
other parts of the country and at the* 
Centre. Because CITU Unions are 
not dittoing the policy of the Govern¬ 
ment in toto, you say, the CITU units 
will not be called in to participate in 
any meeting, that is, in any bipartite 
meeting either at the Centre or in the 
States. In the case of jute, they hiice 
set up a bipartite Committee,' to 
which only the INTUC and ATTUC 
people have been called. Wliy should 
not CITU be included? 

This bipartite Committee has been 
set up to look into the matter there 
Is no lay-off, no closure unnecessarily. 
That the workers are not harassed 
and that production goes up. But I 
can tell you that the Committee they 
are setting up will not serve its pur¬ 
pose. I can boldly state here that in 
West Bengal, among the jute workers, 
the CITU is the major force. Only 
when the Management finds or the 
Minister finds that something is very 
difficult, they call us—as in the case 
of Hindustan Motors. I tell you that 
you must change your attitude and 
you must change your policy, other¬ 
wise there is no future for the indus¬ 
trial development of the country. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA-^ 
CHARYYIA CGiridih): Mr. Speaker. 
Sir I rise to support the Demands for 
Grants for the Ministry of Industry 
and Civil Supplies in the background 
of non-homogenous. non-linear growui 
model in India’s Five Year Plan and 
In the countext of the New Economic 
Programme embodied in our Prime 
Minister’s 20-point programme. 

India’s industrial dfevek^ment, *ai- 
ther tttan adhering to the path* 
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ean and baa been evolving flexible 
niodels to reach the terminal point, 
and in the process of growth, in the 
process of breaking out of the stagna¬ 
tion that has been apparent in the in¬ 
dustrial scene, certain features have 
' emerged—for instance, a certain imba¬ 
lance in the economy of two sectors, 
particularly the automated sector and 
the old historical rural sector, has 
come out with startling vividness. 
However, a 4 per cent or 5 per cent 
rate of growth is not enough; even at 
6 per cent rate of growth, it will be 
twenty years before we can absorb all 
our backlog of unemployment. In the 
prevailing circumstances, a great de¬ 
parture has been made. We have deve. 
loped a wide capacity and a wide- 
ranging capability consumer durables, 
capital goods, power generation mach 
ines. machine tools, textiles, paper and 
pulp, sugar, chemicals and pharma¬ 
ceutical machinery. 

My friend opposite, who spoke just 
now, was concentrating on closures, 
but he closed his eyes to the expansion 
of our industrial capability which has 
taken place. I would therefore like to 
congratulate Mr. T. A. Pai, his collea¬ 
gues and the personnel in his Ministry 
for successfully orchestrating the new 
tune of growth and self-reliance. 

Yesterday, a speaker, with his parti¬ 
cular line of tAihking, took us into the 
culdosac Of sterilisation. In jact, the 
problem of industrial development was 
co-related ultimately to the problem of 
sterilisation and it was said thal we 
missed our way or missed our path 
in our industrial development. I would 
like to put the record straight. What 
are the facts? Could India do without 
industrial pace, both for long range 
growth as well as for defence? Those 
are the compulsions. The developed 
countries are now coming up to what 
is called ‘limits to grow’. Of course, 
the problem of ecology and environ¬ 
ment is important for them, not for us. 
But the rate nf growth has to be in¬ 
creased. We cannot rest on our oars. 
Unless we effectively increase It to ten 
to twrive per cent, a big impact on the 
present economic situation cannot be 
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made. It is possible and it should be 
done. Many public sector corporations 
have reached that rate of growth-*ten 
tb'twelve per cent—in capacity utilise- 
tion. Therefore, what I propose by 
way of constructive suggestions, and 
I would request the hon. Ministry to 
take it in that line and not in a spirit 
of criticism. 

Many public sector corporations 
have broken even; the gestation period 
has been cut down by three months. 
Even the slumbering giant, H£C has 
climbed out of the red. That is a big 
industrial event in the industrial his¬ 
tory of India. But between the original 
conception and the present reality has 
fallen a shadow. What are those sha¬ 
dows? We have a shortfall in cement- 
manufacturing machinery by 40 per 
cent and a drop in production of cars 
by 36 per cent. The increased capacity 
utilisation in steel, coal, heavy and 
light engineering and other plants 
have not been accompanied by a fall 
in prices correspondingly, and the cot- 
relation between the prices of industri¬ 
al products and the prices pi evading in 
the agricultural sector has been dis¬ 
rupter rather to the detriment of the^ 
agricultural sector. 

The basic fact enunciated by Adam 
Smith that industrial gr<iwth in any 
country is ultimately limited by its 
internal market still holds true in the 
long range. In the short range, of 
course, foreign aid. foreign technology, 
foreign markets, and beggar-my-neigh. 
bour export promotion drive, Ce,n help 
us. But we have to do with the basic 
secular forces now operating on the 
Indian economic scene. 

The ancillary industries, the inter¬ 
mediate technology, which would bri¬ 
dge the gap between the two-sector 
economy which is emerging has not 
made the progress it was expected to 
make. We have now made some move¬ 
ment in the development of small scale 
Industries, but a big drive in respect of 
development of small scale industries 
is calliKl for. Otherwise, we cannot 
effectively counterbalance the growth 
of those giants under the MRTP Act. 
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1 siiggest that the term ‘backward re¬ 
gion' should be re-defined, and a very 
ilnportant index should be the level 
of unemployment in the region—the 
level of unemployment and not the 
level of population; that has not been 
done. Now, even advanced areas are 
claiming themselves to be backward. 
If tomorrow Mr. Pai says—I suggest, 
you take them at their words and get 
them committee in writing and then 
pronounce—“Now, I will promote in¬ 
dustries non forward areas with indu.st- 
rial culture’*, you will find that so 
many of us will now like to make a 
right-about turn from proclaiming as 
backward areas to forward areas. So, 
there must be some objective assess¬ 
ment about these backward areas. I 
bring this to the notice—I have 
brought it to his notice earlier also— 
of the Minister. 

A serious technological drag is part 
of the emerging situation. The report 
has talked about the research and 
development wing. The most import¬ 
ant aspect is to draw blue-prints of 
the machines which we have imported 
and start manufacturing the spares 
of these machines so that in the coming 
years these plants which have been put 
up at great cost and with foreign 
technological aid do not come to a 
grinding halt. 

I will explain. For instance in HFC, 
Randii, there are 30 giant horizontal 
boring machines, 30 vertical turning 
and boring machines, 20 largest pre¬ 
cision lathes and 4 high temperature 
arc furnaces in FFC. These spares 
which has Ranchi vary between 20-50 
per cent. Unless we start manufactur¬ 
ing the spares for these machines, 
what will happen? At a certain stage 
we will cannibalise on.® machine and 
marry its parts with another and there 
will be a decline. Therefore, the first 
objective policy will be that all the 
imported machinery and capital goods 
whiqh have been set up must have 
their spare parts indigenously manu¬ 
factured *0 that we get our indus¬ 
trial capability in this wida-ranging 


Sector unimpaired over the years to 
come. 

I suggest that for import substitution 
we manufacture carbon blocks for car¬ 
bon brushes of graphite from Palamau 
district rather than import them. 

In the eastern region, HEC, Birds, 
Braithwaite, Jessop, Britannia, Moka- 
meh, Texmaco, Bridge and Roof and 
Jaysons in Vizag between them can 
fabricate 6000-8000 tonnes per nionth. 
With 1 million tonnes of steel in the 
stocks at Rs. 1200 per tonne to the 
international price of Rs. 2000 and the 
fabricated internal price of Rs. 3200 to 
the international price of Rs. 5000 oer 
tonne plus favourable freight zone, it 
is unfortunate that we have not been 
aole to fabricate and make a break¬ 
through into the petro-dollar area and 
the east-Asian countries. For that a 
2-3 per cent commission may be neces¬ 
sary .... 

MR. SPEAKER; Kindly conclude 
now. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA; All right, Sir. Thank 
you very much for the time given.

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO 
(Koraput): 1 rise to support the De¬ 
mands of the Ministry. i shall speak 
On only two points. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You will 
be a very wise man. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO: I 
was hearing Members speak about 
■backward areas ^1 the country. The 
important point is that backward areas 
will remain backward so long as there 
are no road communications in those 
areas. We are talking of infra-struc¬ 
ture, but infra-structure is based 
mainly on one point, namely roads. 

The Government of India have iden¬ 
tified areas which are economically 
backward, educationally backward etc., 
and some emphasis has been laid on 
them in the Fifth Plan, but the mere 
identification of the areas as backward 
will not solve the problem. The Plan, 
ning Commission have adopted a new 
approach and the 20-point economic 
programme has laid more emphasis on 
planning, but we are yet to see Ihe 
results. The Estimates Committee 
have recently made some recommen¬ 
dations regarding the Finance Minis¬ 
try, about the investment policy which 
we have adopted so far. And there is 
delay in clearing the projects by the 
Ministry and the Planning Commis- 
idon. The Ministry of Industry is not 
opening some industries there. I think 
we are not given any clear picture, as 
far 8$ the development aspect is con. 
corned. We are discussing the De¬ 
mands for Grants of the various Minis- 
iHes. 


The financial year starts from March 
onwards and the working period ends 
in June. During this period, the De¬ 
mands for Grants should be discussed 
here. The financial year should start 
from June onwards. I am not talking 
here about the internal difficulties 
which may be there. If there is any 
delay in clearing the projects by diffe¬ 
rent Department.^, it i.s my experience 
that it will further delay, as far as 
execution of the projects is concerned. 
Unless there is a clear picture about 
these projects in the Ministries, it can¬ 
not be done. 

As far as bavkward areas are con¬ 
cerned, as far as backward people are 
concerned, the approach which Ihe 
different Ministries adopt should be an 
integrated one for their development. 
Simply by saying that this has not been 
done or that has not been done or 
shifting the responsibility or putting 
the blame on each other will not solve 
the problem. This is nothing but 
simple escapism. My intention is not 
to criticise any department, but this is 
a fact. 

As lar as co-operation is concerned, 
this is another problem that we are 
facing. Whenever the Ministry opens 
any industry in the backward areas, 
the Finance Ministry is more import¬ 
ant. because it is difficult to open banks 
in the rural areas. The co-operatives 
are the main banks in the rural areas. 
There are various recommendations 
made by the diflerent committees 
which are adopted by the Ministries 
regarding opening of co-operatives or 
any other agencies to distribute essen¬ 
tial comniodities to the weaker sections. 
We have seen that there are certain 
areas where they get essential commo- 
dities, but in the remote areas, th^ 
do not get ftiem. This is due to lack 
of communications. So, more such 
agencies should be opened in the re¬ 
mote areas so that the weaker sections 
may get these essential commodities 
like kerosene, salt and so on. In the 
remote areas, this is a problem because 
the distance between the two areas is 
10-15 miles. 
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As far as the industrial policy is con¬ 
cerned, it should be adopted in the tri¬ 
bal areas. If you open big industries 
over there, people will come. There 
are a number of incentives and the 
Government should see that they 
should not be ^ misused. Our experi¬ 
ence is that they have opened big in¬ 
dustries in the tribal areas, but those 
industries have not yet been started 
because there are not technical persons; 
there are only simple labourers. Even 
a chaprasi is not provided m that area. 
Instead of opening big industries 
which cost Rs. 10 crores, you should 
encourage small scale industries in 
these areas and these industrie.s can 
be developed. In order to encourage 
these industries like handicrafts, Ihe 
policy matter need not come in their 
way. The concerned Ministry can dis¬ 
cuss it with all the Ministries that we 
will put all our resources and empha¬ 
sise on installing machinery in these 
areas at a time when these industries 
can be opened there. Also, other eco¬ 
nomic development should be done In 
these backward areas so that the back, 
wardness i.s removed from there. The 
forward planning, not backward men¬ 
tality, should be encouraged for the 
development of these backward areas. 


With these words, I support the De¬ 
mands for 'Grants relating to the Minis¬ 
try of Industry and Civil Supplies.

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): Mr. 
Deputy Speaker, Sir, I must appreciate 
the excellent work that has been done 
after Minister Mr. Pai, who halls 
from my State, and his colleagues took 
over the Industries portfi^. I must 
also congratulate the Ministry for. the 
notable progress that has been made in 
certain S»:tors of the industry. Mr. 
Pal and his colleagues monitored 


situation ably and also instilled certain 
discipline in the public sector. It is 
stated in the Report that there is an 
increase from 0.2 to 4.5 per cent in the 
growth of industry. I feel, however, 
that the speech made by my friend 
Shri A. P. Sharma yesterday was not 
at all encouraging so far as develop¬ 
mental activities in the rural areas 
and backward areas are concerned. 
We have been urging for a long time 
that the economic imbalance in indus¬ 
trial growth in the backward regions 
should be taken care of attended 
lo because, while the big industries, 
even in the public sector, are progres¬ 
sing, ancillary units have not been 
developed and there is not even a mar¬ 
ginal growth in the various undevelop¬ 
ed areas. I would like to quote certain 
relevant portions from the Report In 
this connection: 

•‘The Estimate^ Committee have 
observed that it was only during the 
Fourth Plan that the principles gov¬ 
erning the allocation of Central as¬ 
sist ance to States were changed 
under which 10 per cent of Central 
assi .'lance was set apart for States 
who.'e per capita incomes were lower 
than the national average. Even 
this assistance was not earmarked 
for the development of backward 
areas and the Government are not 
sure that this amount of assistance 
was actually spent for the develop¬ 
ment of backward areas. The Com¬ 
mittee have a feeling that the assist¬ 
ance and funds being allotted fl>- 
States for development purposes 
have been, by and large, spent In 
the comparatively developed regions 
and the backward areas continue to 
suffer by neglect. They are of the 
opinion that Government should 
allot a certain percentage of funds 
specifically for the development of 
backward areas and it should he 
ensured that, the funds so earmark¬ 
ed, are not diverted for developed 
areas.” 

Again; 

"The Committee vrere surprised to 
note that many of the States had not 
even framed the relevant rules for 
the grant of subsidies” 
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Let alone even the earmarked ann.unt, 
it applies even to the amount that has 
been allotted. My friend yesterday 
made a speech that this Ministry is 
coming forward and helping the under-i 
developed areas and backward regions. 
But it is very clear that the developed 
areas have been given the priorit 3 ' and 
not the under-developed areas. 

It has also been stated that there is 
also the responsibility of the industria¬ 
lists to develop industries in the under¬ 
developed areas, but that has also not 
come about. 

I would like to tell you that the ele¬ 
ven districts in my State, which have 
been notified as backward, including 
my district are receiving a step¬ 
motherly treatment. But Mysore, 
which is not included in the backward 
region, is being given the concessions 
by the Planning Commission whereas 
the districts notified by the Planning 
Commission as backward bave rioi- 
been developed at all. 

I would like to suggest that Goa, 
Maharasthra and Karnataka have to 
be put together for developing infra¬ 
structure facilities; this area requires 
transport and various other facilitie.=;. 
construction of roads and rail; the.se 
facilities which are essential for de\'e- 
lopment have not been provided in 
spite of the fact that we have i)een 
urging for these for a long time. 

Concentration of industries in big 
cities has to be stopped hereafter; 
growth of industries in big cities like 
Bombay, Bangalore, Madra.s. and Cal¬ 
cutta creates overcrowding and other 
problems like air pollution, water pol¬ 
lution, and what not. This is the sort 
of situation that we are faced with. 
This is not at all co^nducive to healthy 
growth. We have, time and again, re¬ 
quested that concentration of industries 
in big cities should be avoided and that 
the industrial growth should be divert¬ 
ed to under-developed areas; industrial 
growth should take place in suburban 
areas and the necessary intfa-structure 
facilities hare to be developed. But, 


unfortunately, this has not been done. 
Therefore, even taking into considera¬ 
tion the overall growth and the clsci- 
pUoe that has been Introduced u^er 
the dynamic leadership of hon. Mmi,!,- 
ter, Shri Pai—I would like to pay my 
handsome tributes to him for having 
introduced discipline in the field of in¬ 
dustry—, I would request him to give 
a new thought to regrouping of the 
industrial activities, re-structuring the 
industrial activities; the industrial 
growth should take place in the rural 
areas. 

We have been urging in Parliament 
that the growth of monopoly should 
be curbed. Certain steps have been 
taken, but the Finance Ministry is 
diluting the guidelines to Section 29 of 
the Foreign Exchange Regulations Act, 
1973. It is no| very clear as to what 
is the problem being faced by the Gov¬ 
ernment in respect of Colgate, Pal¬ 
molive, Cheeseborough Ponds and 
Coca Cola. These companies are in 
the non priority sector. If allowed to 
flourish more, a day will come when 
our people, the Indians, will not be in 
a position to manufacture these items. 

What are the problems which are 
preventing the Government from get¬ 
ting all foreign companies in accepting 
at least 26 per cent Indian equity 4 s a 
first step towards implementation of 
the guidelines under section 29 of the 
FERA? What are the difficulties of 
the Ministry in taking care of these 
things? 

I would conclude by saying that, in 
order to curb the growth of monopoly 
houses and multi-national corporations, 
there should be a structural change in 
the industrial growth; the industrial 
growth should take place in the back¬ 
ward areas. 

I would like to suggest one more 
thing. Coniing to my own constitu¬ 
ency, Tumkur, Mr, Pai is well aware 
of this place. I have been urging for a 
long time for the all-round growth and 
development of Tumkur; the concentra¬ 
tion of Industries in Bangalore should 
be stopped and industries should he 
developed in Tumkur.

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (Shri T. A. 
Pai); Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, in the 
course of the last six hours of the 
debate on Demands for Grants, my 
Ministry has been the recipient of a 
large number of bouquets and a 
brickbats. In all modesty. Sir, I am 
neither elated by the bouquets that 1 
nave received nor disappointed with 
the brickbats. I have been urging that 
India has to rediscover its potential 
and that we are today emerging as 
one of the major industrial countries 
in the world; therefore, very many 
irrelevancies with which we are in¬ 
volved have no place in this total 
picture. We have every reason to be 
proud of what we have achieved. But 
compared with what we have to 
achieve; our achievements remain in¬ 
significant. But to say that we have 
not achieved anything over these 27 
years is a travesty of facts. It is 
part of the Indian character that you 
admire some other country and you 
are in love with it, Yesterday one 
hon. Member referred to the progress 
that China had made. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAI^ 
DER (Ausgram); That was for the 
purpose of comparison. We love our 
country and the people more than 
anybo^,. . 
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SHRI T, A. PAI: Even comparisons 
are made to show that we have not 
done anything. I wish we were com¬ 
pared with other countries for what 
we have been able to achieve. I was 
also being given to vmderstand, as 
many other hon. members, that China 
is being developed by her own techno¬ 
logy. But only a few days ago, when 
I visited recently some, factories in 
France and West Germany, I had seen 
equipment specially made for China; 
n\ay be they are being paid for in 
cash. It is a fact that no country in 
the world can be independent of the 
rest of the world. If we can only get 
rid of this phobia of being in love 
with other countries, whether it is 
USA, USSR or China, and be in love 
with ourselves, wo can get rid of our 
deficiencies. Which part of humanity 
has not got it? Will the House be 
able to point out one country which 
is a heaven on earth If you look 
into the problems, no section of huma¬ 
nity has been able to solve them com¬ 
pletely. Therefore, I would say with 
modesty that the picture that we have 
to project before the world is that 
India has made this progress, India 
has developed this potential, India 
has built up its strength. And, what 
is it that we do ? I remember when 
I was a legislator in my district there 
were a lattge number of rivers to be 
bridged. All the bridges could not 
be taken up together. We had one 
bridge across one river. Perhaps the 
Chief Engineer and the Government 
thought that the people would be 
greatful for the bridge that had been 
put up. They mad^ a long speech 
about its construction, but immediately 
there was a protest. The people 
pointed out another river where the 
bridge has not been put up. So. I 
realised that in this country, we can¬ 
not be satisfied with what we have 
done. What we have done also gives 
hope and that is why it gives rise to a 
complaint that something else hag not 
been done. 

Tod^ ^ are one of the devdioped 
coimtrlea.' Very (rflen We are running 
down ountelvea as a developing coon- 
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try. We are a developed country 
with one difference. Our problem is to 
develop a large part of the country 
also. When you compare yourself 
with a small European country which 
is as big as one of our States, is this 
comparison valid? We know that we 
have so much to do. The difference 
between 27 years ago and today is 
that we are able to take up the res- 
ponsibi.ity of developing the rest of 
the country with the potential that we 
have developed. This has to be recog¬ 
nised. I am sure we shall apply 
ourselves to this task. I am not saying 
it is easy. What we require is disci¬ 
pline so that we may develop. If we 
have made any progress in the 
industrial sector it is because we have 
tried to avoid conflicts. I heard Mr. 
Haider yesterday. Perhaps there were 
parties in our country which believed 
in perpetuating disequilibrium, which 
believed that progress meant a con¬ 
tinuous unrest. Therefore, while 
unrest and dissatisfaction about the 
progress must be there so that we may 
achieve more progress, you cannot 
come in the way of progress. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). It is not a personal attack 
I am making I am n.aking an attack 
against the school of thought which 
refuses to be convinced that this 
country has an alternative and that 
alternative is not to be a copy book 
model of any other country. We have 
tried to copy these slogans; we have 
tried to model ourselve| after some 
other countries and our failure is 
entirely in these areas where we tried 
to copy others. The day we have 
tried to think of Indian solutions to 
Indian problems, I think, we should 
be able to succeed. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: rose (Interruptiopsi, 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Yesterday, you 
talked of reces.<iion. Recession again is 
a frame of mind. I did not find much 
difference between what you said and 
what the FICSCI said the other day. 
And 1 was surprised that both of you 
should be in the same camp, 1 do not 
know for what reasons. 
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[Shri T. A Pai] 

Now, it is true that for the first 
time, industrialists -ire learning that 
osflce they produce, once there are no 
shortages, the demand is not the same 
as before. Formerly the demand was 
purely artificial. Tell the people that 
there is going to be shortage, they 
will buy six months requirements. 
Tell the people that everything is 
readily available, even you would not 
buy what you require today and you 
might postpone it for tomorrow. But 
do not call it recession. If you are 
now relating to the demand, the re¬ 
quirements of the people of this count¬ 
ry, what you are producing is not 
enough. That is the only reason why 
we are encouraging more and more 
investment. If you think of our in¬ 
dustrial development, the sine quo non 
01 industrial development is to provide 
employment. If you think you have 
provided a society which could con- 
Mime all these goods, as Mr. Sathe 
has pointed out, all the socialism is 
restricted to a small population at 
the top. The fight is either 1 should 
have more or you should have. But 
the bulk of the people of the country 
has had nothing at all and we have 
not conoerned ourselves about solving 
their problems. This is precisely the 
emphasis that the 20-Point Program¬ 
me of the Prime Minister has laid 
that it is not enough if only a section 
of the people survive, but it is the 
whole country that has to survive. 
When in the past there were conflict¬ 
ing interests either of capital or of 
labour, when the society divided it¬ 
self into thinking of sectors and not of 
the whole country, we knew that in 
spite of the potential for development 
that we had, we had made a mess 
of ourselves. Today, we have also 
realised that the moment we go away 
from that, we have every potential 
to grow. Therefore, I am greatful 
to you for the good things that you 
have said. 1 entirely transfer it to 
the olRcen of my ministry'. Let all 
Government servants realise that 
when they ar« identified with the 
problems of the peotfie, when 


they have courage to take de¬ 
cisions, when they have courage to 
create precedents so long as they are 
not personally involved for their per¬ 
sonal benefits, even this House 
appreciated them. So, I am glad 
that you have given this because 
I have told them that I have been 
at the head of the public sector. 
If you do good work, nobody thinks 
Of our existence even. We do not get 
even a word of praise. But if the 
things go wrong, they are 
bound to find fault with you 

because the public sector in this 
country has raised great expectations, 
because we have told the people of 
this country that the plublic sector is 
going to be the instrument to solve your 
poverty and, therefore, the expecta¬ 
tions are very high. Whether their 
expectations are justified or not, the 
people do have those expectations and 
it is our responsibility to fulfil them 
as much as We can. Today, even if 
we cannot agree to whatever anybody 
says, we cannot say, “No, we cannot 
attend to them.” We have established 
a big machinery of the Government. 
Wh.v? We thought that they would 
be usefuT'to help the people but on 
the other hand, people have to help 
them and then we do not think very 
highly of that machinery. I must say 
that if my Ministry has been able to 
do anything, it is not the 
clearance of licences that mat¬ 
ters to me, but the fact is that they 
becoming more an^ more positive. As 
the Minister for Industrial Develop¬ 
ment at the Centre, the only right I 
have to give licences. Con I be res¬ 
ponsible for the industrial develop¬ 
ment taken place at the State 
level. What happens there, what 
enthusiasm is brought up and what 
are the officials of the State—are 
they positive or negative—these 
thin^ made all the difierBiice. 

But 1 have one power in my 
Ministry; that is, I can obstruct Hie 
development of industries in tlris 
country by refusing a licence or by 
being uns^pathetic to the pijplailems 
any State. !nierifore, Hie on# Hdng 
&at 1 hsree alade . eleer was Hiht 4nr 
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Ministry wiJ not obstruct 
any development in any part o£ the 
country; and we have to create a 
positive atmosphere of confldenca 
Therefore, do not measure our per¬ 
formance by the number of licences 
that we have issued. Licences are 
scraps of paper in that sense. All that 
We did was that by clearing all these 
we have tried to see that there is 
no premium or black-market for any 
licence. If there is a good proposition 
coming forward, we are willing to 
agree. But do not also measure the 
number of licences that have gone to 
any State. Let me tell you: I do not 
have a number of, or basket-full of 
licences to be distributed to all the 
States. I can respond only to the 
applications that I i^et from States; 
and, therefore it is necessary that 
every Stale Government and the peo¬ 
ple belonging to that State must 
create an atmosphere of confidence. 
And if that is done, on my part I will 
give any asiSstance. So, I would 
appeal to Mr. Haider and also to Mr. 
Bhattacharyya—^he is not here—and 
say that the industrial development 
in West Bengal would not depend upon 
the number of licences that we issue. 

It would depend upon the atmosphere 
that ydu maintain and create. I do 
not know why Mr. Bhattacharyya 
made a slip oy saying that it is not the 
UDP Government that is responsible; 
it is the Congress Government. Evi¬ 
dently^ everybody knows that the 
biggest fault was to create distur¬ 
bances at that time; and I do not think 
West Bengal has still recovered from 
that shock. If we are really interest¬ 
ed in maintaining employment and in 
continuing it, it is necessary that all 
Of us shou'.d help in creating a 
congenial atmosphere. So far as I am 
concerned, I gee no hope except rapid 
industrialization of the whole country, 
to absorb our whole manpower. I am 
not one of those people who believe 
that industries are the panacea, be- 
beuse in my tfres, even though I am 
the Minister of Industries, I wmtM 

caH agzteuttnre bMc indui^try et 
msf o<iNRiM>y, trhieh hai ^ 
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potential for development, in terms 
both of creation of wealth and of em^ 
ployment. There are many people 
who compare us with the United 
States and tell us 'that in the U.S., 
only 9 per cent of the population is 
looking after agriculture, where¬ 
as in India, more than 70 
per cent is involved. People for¬ 
get that 4o per cent of the industries 
in the United States are dependent 
upon agricultural produce itself, and 
in the pTocessing of agricultural pro¬ 
ducts, This is an answer to many 
of our problems. Agriculture, by itj;elf, 
will not develop. Agriculture’s deve¬ 
lopment will be sustained only when 
agriculture is integrated with indust¬ 
ry. We will have to find out a conti¬ 
nuous market for our agricultural 
produce, by processing them and ex¬ 
porting them in the processed from. 
It is no use this country thinking only 
of primary products. So, in this di¬ 
rection we would certainly like to 
think of what is necessary to be done 
in this field. I am not one of those 
who believe that only engineering in¬ 
dustries are the panacea for this 
country. But all agro-processing in¬ 
dustries are of equal importance. But 
engineering industries were necessary. 
Yesterday my friend Mr. Seqiieira 
raised a question. He had askei: 
“why did you go after heavy capital 
industries? Why did you go after 
heavy industries?” Well, just to build 
up our potential, to be self-reliant to 
be strong in our defence and to be able 
to look after ourselves even if the 
rest of the world cuts off for one 
reason or the other because we have 
stood by some principles throughout 
the history of the world. Why ere you 
sorry, about it? I know Mr. Sequeira 
pointed out that we should have gone 
after labour-intensive industries, la 
it suggested that the Government had 
a policy of encouraging everybody to 
go aft^ capital-intensive industries? 
The option is left to the entrepreneur, 
Mr. Sequeira; and you know that 
even in the O^-Cola factory which 
we are rflnniog we have the optlen 
to fiU up naatkuaUy, 1 .aseea 
•labour, instead «f throiq^ tito 
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machine. That would certainly create 
more emplosrment. Why don’t you begin 
somewhere? The whole difficulty is 
that we are sometimes split persona¬ 
lities. We know what the problem is, 
but we do not want to face it; that 
is the attitude. Thei-efore I would, not 
give much importance to it. 

I agree with one of his observations, 
whether Gandhiji has any relevance 
to this country now. As an Industrial 
Minister I would say that he is very 
much relevant today, what he said 
equally applies with as much import¬ 
ance to the heavy industries that we 
are thinking of. Because, when mil¬ 
lions of our people are to be employ¬ 
ed, we have got to take care of what 
their performance is, what work we 
can give them, and this is 
precisely the type of work that 
Is given even in China. Because what 
does it mean? Everybody cannot be 
employed in a steel plant, or coal plant 
or in a heavy machine-building plant. 
You will have to give them as many 
opportunities as possible to create 
wealth in some form or the other. 

So, it is in this light that I take the 
dissatisfaction that some of the mem¬ 
bers have expressed about the Khacli 
Board. I am myself dissatisfied about 
it. Because, that is the only instru¬ 
ment we have in order to carry for¬ 
ward this programme, and if that 
programme fails, we cannot create a 
new instrument. So, we will have to 
think seriously how the Khadi Board 
or the Khadi Commission will have 
to be re-organised, in order that with 
the money at their disposal they v/ill 
create more employment and more 
sustained employment. 

Z remember when I was a young 
man, rather a young boy, I visited a 
place in Kerala where I saw a long 
queue of people waiting to sell their 
hand-spun yam, and the daily wage 
that they vrero getting was two annas. 
The point is not tha% the wages were 
low even at tiiat time but the point 
if that in this countiy people have to 
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make their "living with a wage of two 
annas. With our grinding poverty, we 
will have to think of utilising every 
organisation we have, every machine¬ 
ry we have every technology we have. 
We cannot reject what we have. 
While we have access to the best of 
technology in the world, our only 
right is to improve upon what we 
have and not destroy what we have. 
It is easy, in the name of ideology, 
to destroy something. But let u» 
remember what is the substitute that 
we are giving. Therefore the role 
vance of preserving vrhat we have got 
becomes very very important. 

SHRI BIBHUTHI MISHRA (Mott- 
hari): What is the re-organisatloa 
that you are thinking of bringing in 
in the case of the Khadi Commission 
and the Khadi Board to reform them? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: I am not a belie¬ 
ver in reforming men. I believe that 
life-time is too short to reform any 
man. I am not a preacher, I do not 
believe in converting anybody. But 
I think we can certainly think of a 
system or a device, whereby the goal 
is achieved. If it is found that men 
are not suitable we shall certainly 
change the men. I am not a res¬ 
pecter of men in this respect. The 
country’s imperative need is to go for¬ 
ward. I feel, and I want all of you 
to give me a.ssi.stance in implementing 
it, that I cannot preserve anybody in 
any organisation, if he does not fulfil 
the task that is entrusted to him. 
That is why I said that even in the 
public sector, if you want to hold 
office, the only obligation that you 
have is to deliver the goods. If you 
fail to do it, you have to vacate it 
in order that some other Indian whe 
can do it may come in. I^leise de 
not block the progress. I know there 
are some people who are quite cap¬ 
able of tryhig to block the progress; 
even of a mighty river ana try to 
change the course of the river, rather 
than allow smooth flow for it Jh 
our country, in every ori^nisation, 
even in the private sector where we 
talk Of xirofesdoi^ management of 
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the highly academic, qualified people, are arising, the problems of develop*

One of the hon. Members drew my 
attention to the falling price of raw 
materials but at the same time, the 
industrial production not falling dowm. 
This has obsessed me also. 60 per cent 
of our industries are related to agri¬ 
cultural produce like textile, jute, 
vanaspati and all that. We find that 
when the ozlces have fallen, the finish¬ 
ed products have also a tendency to 
fall, but when it comes to steel and 
other products, they are not related 
to this, and their prices can come 
down only by more etficiency on their 
part. 

I know that in our country 51 per 
cent of the cost of living is dependent 
on foodgrains and it is not reflected 
by many other comrn.jdities, but on 
our part we are trying to find out 
whether we cannot have a policy in 
this where over a pepod prices of 
both agricultural and industrial raw 
materials are stablised. because, to 
allow the prices to vary here and 
think of contPftUiiig tlie end product, 

I think, is an impassible exercise, as 
hon. Members will agree. It would 
be much more desirable to find out 
the basic raw materials which will 
have to be taken care of so that we 
do not suffer im account of these law 
materials in either oiir production or 
our pricea 

Another Member raised the question 
of cost-consciousness. I entirely agree 
that cost-consciousness will have to 
be a process of our Industrial Jevelop- 
ment. Not only cost-consciousness, 
we have to be aware that time for a 
developing country is an important re- 
aOurce. You do not have indefinite time 
^ diapoial, beeatM problems 


We have been introducing this concept 
even in the public sector. I am glad 
to inform you that the Jhansi Trans¬ 
former factory of 13HEL which V’as 
scheduled to be completed in January 
next is going to be completed rjow by 
September this year. Government 
have sanctioned a Rs. 53 crort? project 
for seamless tubes in Trichy adjoin¬ 
ing the BHEL. They have been given 
time to complete that factory in -12 
months, but we are taking up the 
challenge to complete it in 36 months. 

I do not want any alibis to be provid¬ 
ed here. We have to think before¬ 
hand of the problems that pre likely 
to arise and get them solved. 

This will apply to the private sector 
also. There is generally delay in the 
issue of licences, then capital goods, 
then foreign collaboration, and there¬ 
after the process starts. What about 
the financial institutions? I have been 
trying to see that the finanriwl insti¬ 
tutions also get themselves organised 
to solve the problems of the people of 
this country. I have suggested that it 
necessary we must change 
their statutes and see that one 
common procedure is evolved, so that 
five or six institutions havirg a ron- 
sortium approach can take a decision 
as quickly as possible. Financial in¬ 
stitutions like the IDBL,. LIC etc. 
should build up specialisation in their 
respective fields. The time has come 
when the country should know what 
its stake is in textiles, in jute, in 
steel etc., and the state of health of 
these industries. It Is no use saying 
tiiat Biidas or scxnebody else is not 
managing properly. t%ese are nation¬ 
al assets. We have looking at 
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them only when labour gets disturbed 
and there is a possibiliry of the factory 
closing down. After all, public fin¬ 
ances are heavily irivolvcd. So from 
the national economic point of view, 
it is much more important that the 
h^Ith of these industries is taken 
care of. So far, we had no Ijedback 
of that kind and only a fire brigade 
approach when a problem arose 
That is an unsatisfactory way of look¬ 
ing at it. It must be a continuous 
process so that we know what exactly 
the stake of the country is in any 
one particular industry and its proa- 
pects. 

At present each party has to go to 
difierent financial instivutions and 
every institution has it® own method 
of entering into mortgages. So. I 
have suggested to them having a law 
by which one institution takes llie 
mortgage and the risk is shared by 
all by a simple transfer of letter as 
is done in the United States. 

We may have to go ahead because 
we cannot afford to have one year’s 
delay here, one year's delay there so 
that our industrial capacity is created 
in three or four years. I know the 
existing industries may be quite happy 
for some time because the monopoly 
regulations and the controls that are 
imposed have not hurt them. 

When you are taking of recession, 
please remember, when an ordinary 
Investor is shy, now to tell him 
that there is no prospect for an in¬ 
dustry to come into existence is to 
tell him do not invest; let the existing 
industrialists who are having indust¬ 
ries have the field day. In spite of 
•11 the concessions that are given, one 
thing is certain, that this country has 
to inspire confidence in the small 
•hare-holders who have put all their 
savings in an industry and their inte¬ 
rests «r« to !>• protected. In spite of 
•H our amendnents, I jOnd that they 
•se takaa jraa^ wftd thc^for# 
people are not iat«rest«cl in iavestbig. 


That is why I came forward with 
an idea that public sector must also 
mobilise money. Why should it be the 
monopoly of the private sector? We 
gave a number of licences to the State 
Development Corporation, but tl ey are 
waiting for somebody to come. Who 
is that somebody in this country? Is 
this country dependent upon 20 w 75 
big houses to look after themselves? 
All those who criticise or praise them 
belong to one class. But I do not be- 
lieve that the country’s development 
will depend upon them whatever they 
do. 

As long as we do not create oppor¬ 
tunities for the medium sized people 
and the small sized people and that is 
precisely the policy of this Ministry 
that we shall do everything possible 
to build up medium scale sector and 
the small scale sector and remove as 
many obstacles in their path as possi¬ 
ble—monopolies are not going to be 
controlled by any law. The whole 
country is involved in having consul¬ 
tants who know how to avoid laws. I 
would rather prefer that we do not 
have such laws. Let them only he 
concerned with manufacturing and 
production: but let others at least not 
have these obstacles put in the way 
so that they can be assured of com¬ 
plete growth. 

We must have a new instrument 
created for mobilising saving, if the 
people see that a factory is coming 
up before their eyes, they are prepar¬ 
ed to put money there, because they 
know that it means something for 
their children and grand children; I 
don’t think the private sector today 
has been taking that trouble at all 
Now the public sector at least must 
do it. In the case of Scooters India, 

I may tell you that we were able to 
mobilise nearly one crore of rupees 
from the common people arqund the 
factory and if the Scooters India had 
not done H, the budget would have 
provided that one crore. z do not see 
why the public sector should not glse 
try to mt^idUse money. Do jma wiuiit 
people ia entrust all nioi^ If 
^ j^iivite shcliar because you nil 
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provide an alteroative investment or 
is the alternative investment only bank 
deposits? I for one would expect that 
we should mobilise everything. 1 am 
not one of those who say that the 
saving rate has gone up. Whatever 
you have saved is the saving rate of 
the country. So much which is yet 
unmobilised can also be saving. But 
we have to create a new instrument, 
a new attitude, new confidence to get 
all these resources. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Supposing workers by working extra 
time create a fund, would you wel¬ 
come to have this fund and give them 
shares in your publics undertakings? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: At one time, many 
people thought that the public sector 
was being sold away to the private 
sector. Now, unfortunately because of 
75 houses in this country, you think 
that the rest of the people are also 
private sector. Then who are they? 
Are we the people who are in the 
public sector? I think that is a ridicul¬ 
ous way of looking at it. i have been 
saying that in this country when you 
are talking of employees’ purficipation 
mere semantic exercise associated with 
them when they are continuously in 
conflict—even the trade union leaders 
are not prepared to define what ex¬ 
actly participation means. It would 
be desirable that there is complete 
and partial ownership of the com. 
panies by the employees themselves, 
labour themselves. I for one would 
expect that. I support your idea, Mr. 
Vasant Sathe. with any proportion 
you like. I would like that the em¬ 
ployees must have the right to acquire 
shares and sit on the board ^ their 
own rights not because of mercy or 
any concession that we give them. 

We cannot afford to have in a de¬ 
veloping coimtry the continuous con¬ 
flict between labour and capital and a 
lack qt cmiAdence. I do not know 
whM w:e can convert even a capitalist 
Ixitq a liolnt of view that no industrial 
dqvi^kq^ent csm take place without 
the complete cooperation of labour.

[Shm Vasant Sathe in the Chair]. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: This is 
how the employees will go upl 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Yesterday, Mr. 
S. M. Banerjee pointed out how' some 
of our public sector undertakings have 
been able to work very successfully. 1 
am grateful to the Committee that we 
have set up; on which the major 
trade unions have been represented. 
In the case of the BHEL, for the last 
two or three years, I can proudly sayr 
for such a big organisation, that there 
is not one single man-day lost on ac¬ 
count of any labour trouble. If that 
can happen in the BHEL, why can’t 
it happen elsewhere too? Therefore, 
this workers’ participation is not 
mechanical. 

1 visited a public sector unit in West 
Bengal. The kind of coordination 
between labour and management is so 
great that one feels proud to see that 
kind of atmosphere in a factory. It is 
the total concept that they feel that 
there is no difference between manage¬ 
ment and labour and, therefore, this 
difference must go. Both management 
and workers should come together. I 
hope, we will all work towards that 
goal. Once the employees become the 
owners, nobody can go on strike and 
there cannot be any lock-out. Both 
these things will have to be accepted. 
But these fundamental rights I do 
not think are necessary at all provided 
we have the right to management and, 
I hope, the right to management will 
get more importance than the right to 
strike and lock-out. 

My hon. frfend, Mr. Sokhi, is very 
good at heart. I know that. But 
sometimes when he talks, the people 
get frightened. He made certain ob¬ 
servations about ]^chard8(m and 
Cruddas. The Manager of that factory 
did not acquire anoftier factory ex¬ 
cept with our consent. The Stnicturals 
Ltd. was a company which was closed 
down with precious assets and we 
thought we should take It over. The 
taking over I# a difficult process be¬ 
cause we have to settle with bankers. 
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There has been delay. 1 for one 
woiild very much like to avoid as 
much of that delay as possible. It is 
true that sometimes these matters are 
delayed. But, I think, he will be satis, 
fled with my explanation. Nobody 
has made money in that process be- 
cause the decision was not taken by 
the Manager. Sometimes, he feels so 
angry that he might make this kind 
of observation. 

As you, Sir, pointed out, it will be 
unfair to make an allegation against 
somebody who is not in the House 
and who is not able to defend him¬ 
self. So far as I am concerned, if I 
am not able to defend my officers, 
when tliey are in the right, what kind 
of a Minister am I? Therefore, while 
I am prepared to condemn them, when 
they are in the wrong, I would re¬ 
quest him to accept my explanation 
once and for all rather than say, be¬ 
cause I have said it, it must be right. 

The hon. Member. Mr. Daga, has 
said somthing about mini cement 
plants. I am for mini cement plants. 
Mini cement plants have been com¬ 
pletely de-licensed. You do not have 
to come even to me to set up a fac¬ 
tory. But what you require is the 
technology for setting it up. We have 
had a break-through only recently and 
I can assure you that the Cement Re¬ 
search Organisation will give you all 
support. I know, if you succeed, it 
has considerable meaning for the rest 
of the country and I am interested 
in your success. 

Then, Mr. Ram Singh Bhai made - 
out a very important point as to how 
necessary it is for our workers to be 
trained in management also because, 
to me, it is a total concept. The pre¬ 
ventive measures, the prevention of 
breaking down of our assets, how to 
take care of our assets that we ac¬ 
quire, all these things are very impor¬ 
tant Both the National Productivity 
Council as well as the Ministry and 
the D.G.T.D. are involved in tiddng it 
up with every unit I assure you that 
we are not on|y interested in acquir¬ 


ing new wealth but I for one would 
also like the present wealth to t)e best 
utilised. So far as the immediate 
expansion programme is concerned, 
we would like to get the best out of 
the installed capacity and the best out 
of the expansion of existing units and 
a little more by change of technology 
if necessary, and by modernisation 
and by standardisation. The D.G.T.D. 
after inspecting 52 cement plants, sub¬ 
mitted a report that, with an invest¬ 
ment of Rs. 52 crores, by a change 
here or there and by adding some 
balancing equipment, we shall be able 
to get 2 million tons of cement more 
whereas additional cement plants for 
2 million tons would cost the country 
Rs. 120 crores. So, I am interested 
in seeing that every unit looks into 
it. And that is why the Finance 
Minister has provided that the textile 
industry, the jute industry, the en¬ 
gineering industry and the cement 
industry would be able to get assist¬ 
ance from the Government for moder¬ 
nisation itself. We will have to apply 
pressure even for modernisation be¬ 
cause it is wrong to think that every, 
body in this country is willing to 
modernise. 

The industrial growth last year, with 
the small scale industries is 5.9 per 
cent. Now, I am not comparing it 
with the previous year; I am only 
saying that today, we have to re¬ 
discover fhe potentiality of our indus¬ 
tries. Now, why do we require this 
growth?, We require industri^ growth 
because we want surpluses to be 
produced both in the public sector 
and the private sector. 

What does it mean when the public 
sector shows, in heavy engineering, 
a growth of 30 per cent? 1 may tell 
you that the total production of the 
public sector units in heavy engineer¬ 
ing was 751 crores in 1975-76, which 
is 97 per cent of the target of 777 
crores. To me, this is important be¬ 
cause these unit^were producing ohly 
280 crores in 1972 and they said that 
nothing more was possible. We . had 
to argue with them and we had to 
evolve a clear concept that we do not 
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require a holding company lor us, that 
the Ministry itself will function as a 
holding company, that we share theii 
responsibilities, that if there are no 
raw materials, we will look into it, 
that if they don’t have orders, we will 
look into it and that, if there are 
problems of industrial relations, we 
■will help them to improve. The net 
result is that there is not only a sub¬ 
stantial production, but they have also 
developed confidence of achieving the 
target. Now the growth is higher than 
32 per cent.

Some of these are sick units but, still, 
they were able to achieve consider¬ 
able progress. But don’t feel satis¬ 
fied with their progress because I am 
also not satisfied. If we feel satisfied, 
they may become complacent. So, I 
am continuously- giving them a target. 
This year the target is 850 crores to 
be achieved by these units. 


Sometimes I get requests from the 
State Governments for permission to 
import power-sets from some country 
or the other. Now, we are manu¬ 
facturing power-sets which are cap¬ 
able of producing I.l million kw. 
power for ten years. In one year we 
produced that much capacity; in 1972 
we doubled it to 2.2, in 1974 we made 
it 8.5 and in 1975 we had 3.8 million 
kw power-sets. We can produce even 
up to S million. So, 1 don’t see why, 
while we are in a position to export 
these seta'—because we are unable to 
make use of our capacity here—^there 
should be an idea of Importing. 1 
find there is some un-deserved criti¬ 
cism that BHEL sets don’t work, as 


if there is no complaint against any 
imported set. In fact, I knew that 
this criticism would come. This 
country always wants a scapegoat to 
hang. If somebody fails, it should be 
the power people, the people who 
supplied the power plant and not 
those who manage it. The emphasis 
on managing Electricity Boards and 
maintenance has not been as much. 
These 110 and 200 power sets are not 
toys like diesel engines to be manag¬ 
ed; they require an expertise to be 
developed in the employees. But 
whatever it is, even for imported sets, 
we were not getting spares. We creat¬ 
ed a separate division for spares and 
maintenance. With the Ennore Power 
Station in Tamil Nadu which was 
only utilising 30 per cent of its capa¬ 
city the BHEL was willing to asso¬ 
ciate and look into the problems, and 
today it is producing 60 per cent of 
its capacity. Luckily, lor the first 
time, Tamil Nadu is passing through 
a stage of not having breakdown of 
power as it used to happen in the 
past. Now, BHEL has been able to 
secure an order for export for Rs. 17 
crores to Malaysia—a repeat order 
I may tell you, BHEL ranks among 
the first top 120 companies of the 
world in terms of production. There 
are very few factories in the world 
which are capable of manufacturing 
a large range of products as BHEL is 
able to do. Among the world’s pro¬ 
ducers of power plants, its place is 
within the seventh, and it is capable 
of developing technology for 500 
megawatts in three or four years, and 
once that breakthrough comes, there 
is no limit—500, 800, 1.000 and so on. 
And I commit myself to saying that 
BHEL shall produce these and we do 
not have to depend on other coun¬ 
tries; most probably, we shall be able 
to supply these sets to other coun¬ 
tries. Let us give them all the sup¬ 
port to achieve this. They are going 
to produce oil rigs by 1977, and after 
the United States, India will be the 
only country which will be manufac¬ 
turing that type of oil rigs. So, we 
have to be proud of what is happen¬ 
ing. 
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Sometimes, our ignorance itself is 
a crime in these matters. Take the 
case of H£C. It is a score for this 
country; only m very few places you 
will see a set-up of this kind. We 
had accumulated losses of Rs. 150 
crores. It looked as if the public 
sector was going to be condemned on 
account of this. The production which 
was only Rs. 28 crores in 1971 has 
gone up to Rs. 85 crores. 


One of my friends, I think, Mr. 
Chavda, said yesterday that all these 
profits were on account of the fact 
that the loans had been converted 
into equity. That is also one way of 
looking at it. But why don’t you 
look into proper accountancy? If 
Government is the owner, why should 
it lend money and collect interest 
from its own factory? Loss is a loss. 
It is better to own it as a shareholder. 
So, these gimmicks do not mean any¬ 
thing. It might be a burden on a 
company because it has to pay in¬ 
terest on account of past losses out 
of the current profits which is a very 
difficult exercise. But the point that 
we had to think of was the carry¬ 
forward losses. How can even our 
proposition that the debt-equity ratio 
must be 1:1 be achieved when the 
loans borrowed from the Govern¬ 
ment are also taken into ac¬ 
count? I have not permitted this 
simple exercise of converting. 1 have 
permitted it only when they showed 
progress, only when the production 
rose from Rs. 27-28 crores to Rs. 85 
crores. Then again I get a criticism: 
this must be on account of escalation 
in prices. Because, you do not want 
to say that one can succeed. I went 
into that exercise ~ali^. They had an 
increase in output of 35 per cent. I 
went into the escalation of costs. The 
escalation of costs comes to seven per 
cent So, they are entitled to get 
credit for expansion at least to 28 per 
cent. The escalation of prices has 
always been there.' Even in the pri¬ 
vate sector It has been there. Let us 
fpnp^t about these small things. 


TSP has made profits for the first 
time. 

Coming to the industries under the 
Ministry of Industries, they have had 
a growth of 40 per cent. In the case 
of heavy industries, our total invest¬ 
ment is Rs. 700 crores. I am glad, 
for the first time, our production is 
a little more than the investment— 
the ratio of production to the capital 
invested. In the case of units under 
the Industry Ministry, we have now 
fixed the target from Rs. 75 crores 
to Rs. 128 crores of production next 
year. The Hindustan Photo Films, 
which was to be written off because 
of the heavy losses that it had incur¬ 
red, has turned the comer and, as my 
colleague pointed out, has made a 
profit of Rs. 84 lakhs and may even 
make a profit of about Rs. 2 crores. 
The achievement of Hindustan Photo 
Films has been that it has now 
become an exporter of X-ray films; it 
has fulfilled a contract with GOR, it 
has secured a contract from Hungary 
and it has bcKiome an exporter of sil¬ 
ver nitrate and gelatine also. I am 
expecting that Hindustan Photo Films 
still maintains better standards and 
becomes a pride of the country. 
Somebody brought to my notice that 
their cost of distribution is 60 per 
cent. I have asked them to look into 
this. I have encouraged them to go 
ahead with the setting up of a plant 
for reclaiming silver from the used 
films,' both X-ray and others, because 
this country has to conserve as much 
of its wealth as it can. 

» 

So far as National Instruments is 
concerned, we have permitted them to 
go into the manufacture of cameras 
and I hope, they will be the major 
producers of cameras in this country, 
as HPF has been the producers of 
films. 

As regards Bharat Ophthalmic, we 
have got Over the technical problems. 
The old collaboration did not succeed; 
we had to think of continuous pro¬ 
cess and I am glad that our own 
scientists ate involved in trying to 
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develop it and I am sure, we will have this approach and not create 
overcome the problem. problems for selfish reasons. 


Regarding export of engineering 
goods, as one hon. Member rightly 
pointed out, we have every reason to 
be proud of our abilities and the qua¬ 
lity of machinery that we are making 
is being recognised everywhere. 
When the engineering industry talk¬ 
ed of recession, we had to impress 
upon them that no industry in this 
country should think that India is its 
market. As you yourself pointed out, 
Sir, the market is restricted not to 
600 million people, and I am prepar¬ 
ed to double your figure. You will 
have to think of the whole world as 
your market and the possibilities of 
what you can do. The idea that what 
you cannot sell within the country, 
you have to sell it outside is a ridi¬ 
culous idea. You have to develop 
your potential not only to satisfy the 
needs of the country, but even out¬ 
side. As an hon. Member pointed 
out, it is not merely a question of 
exporting engineering goods, we are 
now exporting engineering projects. 
We are able to take over turnkey jobs 
in Libya, Kenya, Tanzania and Nige¬ 
ria and many of the fast developing 
countries in competition with the 
developed countries. There is no 
question of our being a snb-controc- 
tor providing labour. We have told 
thb developed countries that we 
are prepared to sit with them as equal 
partners and try to see that we nego¬ 
tiate also on the terms and conditions 
on which these projects should be 
taken up. We are trying to develop 
the concept of consortium approach 
to these problems when we have to 
undertake very big orders of 100 
crores or 206 crores of construction. 
I want the national abilities to be 
harnessed; it is not a question of pub¬ 
lic sector or private sector. We have 
been telling everybody that let us 
have a consortium approach. There 
should be no competition between the 
exporters and undue undercutting 
and undermining our prestige and 
tm^e. Tlierefore, I have even threat' 
eh^ thW U nebenary, I will bring 
a law eomitelUhg everybody only to 
714 tS—7 


Now the Directorate-General, Tech¬ 
nical Development, is a much-malined 
organization in this country, because 
everybody seem to have some trouble 
with it at one time or the other, who¬ 
soever wanted to start an industry. 
It was so because from being the 
Directorate-General of Technical 
Development, it became a distributor 
of raw materials under our control 
system. So this main object was for¬ 
gotten. Now, it has been entrusted 
with the responsibility to see that in¬ 
dustries are developed in this coun¬ 
try. There has been a reorganization 
and over the last lew years it has 
been given a more efleclive role con¬ 
cerned with planning and achieving a 
co-ordinated development of the in¬ 
dustries in the country, increasing 
the growth rale, technological inno¬ 
vations and modernisation, produc¬ 
tivity improvements through standar¬ 
disation, effective njaintenance of 
plant and machinery and energy and 
material conservation and self- 
reliance. They have also been main¬ 
taining data of production of all es¬ 
sential commodities manufactured by 
the industries month by month and 
we are developing a system to moni¬ 
tor not only the industries’ behaviour 
but even of the production the indi¬ 
vidual units are achieving so that we 
may call them up and say, ‘Why are 
you falling in production? What 
exactly is your problem?’. That moni¬ 
toring is also entrusted to them and 
the work is started. 

So far as approvals are concerned, 
in 1975, 962 letters of intent and 1027 
industrial licences were issued for 
new industrial undertakings and for 
new articles and sub.^antial expan¬ 
sion of the existing ones. Now, for 
the public sector, letters of intent— 
11.2 per cent; industrial licences— 
10.25 per cent. For Co-operative sec¬ 
tor it is—0.5 per cent am 3.9 per cent 
respectively. For ^ckward areas, it 
is 30,2 per cent and 2l per cent. I 
ate giving only as a piece of Informs- 
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tion, not in defence, because I am 
going to argue the case of the back¬ 
ward areas myself. But this infor¬ 
mation reveals that 46 per cent of the 
■'icences issued to the backward areas 
have been implemented, which may 
be nothing because it was a mistaken 
idea that location of an industry in 

ay area will remove the backward- 
.less of that area. Unless we get out 
of this backwardness idea and what 
should be the strategy for develop¬ 
ment, I am sure the progress of any 
backward area will not be measured 
in terms of the licences issued for a 
few individual units coming up there. 
One hnn. Member rightly pointed out 
that the HEC, the biggest complex at 
Ranchi, has not been able to remove 
the backwardness of that place. It 
.you want any evidence that a big in¬ 
dustry is not going to solve youi 
problems, I think you should better 
listen to what the hon Member has 
said. 

The Industries Ministry has so far 
the right to issue licences and if they 
are not implemented to cancel them. 
We were often told that our ability to 
control the industry is lost once the 
indU(Stry came into existence. The 
only control that i have is through 
the DGTD which can often interfere 
with the allocation of raw materials. 
If I do that, there will be less pro¬ 
duction and more trouble for the unit 
and perhaps, more trouble for the 
labour. 1 And the only right that I 
get is in taking over these units when 
they fall sick. The concept is deve¬ 
loping to-day that a private sick unit 
is ultimately going into the public 
sector. I do not want to be the hos¬ 
pital for these industries. I do not 
want to see that this sickness conti¬ 
nues or sickness prevails as most of 
our good resources which should have 
created new capacity is now going to 
look after the old, sick and perhaps 
condemned units. Therefore, I pro¬ 
pose to come before the House for 
important amendments to the Indus¬ 
tries (Development and Regulation) 
Act. It is proposed to clarify the 


deftnition of a ‘new article’ and ‘sub¬ 
stantial expansion’ so as to avoid any 
confusion. It is also proposed to ac¬ 
quire powers to impose export obli¬ 
gations even on existing licensed 
undertakings because I do not see 
why only new units must have this 
obligation and those who have got 
valuable foreign exchange for setting 
up industries have no obligations to 
earn it. In my feeling, everyone who 
gets foreign exchange for develop¬ 
ment of an industry, must be at least 
responsible for repaying it. Powers 
to issue directions to manufacture 
specific articles will also be acquired. 
The industrial licences will be revok¬ 
ed if it is not operated in conformity 
with the conditions of the licence or 
has not been brought into operation 
within one year after it has been es¬ 
tablished. At present, the Central 
Government can take over the man¬ 
agement of industrial undertakings 
under certain circumstances. It Is 
proposed to enhance this scope wide¬ 
ly to take care of all the contingen¬ 
cies. 


The penal provisions will be in¬ 
voked if there is any under-utilisa¬ 
tion of the capacity and if a person 
has been convicted of any offence 
punishable under the Act or has a 
record of not less than 3 cancellations 
or revocation of the licences issued 
earlier. Besides, provisions will be 
made for the growth of the small- 
scale industry. Further, the First 
Schedule to the industries (Develop¬ 
ment and Regulation) Act is pro¬ 
posed to be expanded so as to include 
certain machinery industries like 
printing machinery, rubber machinery 
and also industries like printing in¬ 
dustry. camera manufacture, non¬ 
alcoholic beverages and beverage 
bases including citrus and food be¬ 
verage bases, instant tea and instant 
coffee. 

MR. CHAIRliiAN; I hope, you wiU 
bring this Bill in this session. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: I know that you 
are personally interested in it 
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This country has to go ahead with 
this, we cannot undertake all our 
developments with deficit financing 
only. We have a very large number 
of non-resident Indians outside the 
■country. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; At .3.30 P.M. 
We have to take up Private Members* 
Bills. You have to come to the im¬ 
portant subject of backward areas. I 
do not know how we are going to do 
it. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Please give me 10 
minutes more. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Is it the sense 
of the House that we can take up the 
Private Members’ Bill later? If so, 
■we can allow him to continue, 

I think the sense of the House is 
that he may continue. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Recently, we have 
announced a scheme for non-resident 
capital. The idea is not that Indians 
who have settled in those countries 
maj find those countries ver.v hospi¬ 
table, but we would like to make them 
feel that they are welcomed and they 
will not be discriminated against. 1 
want the State Governments to create 
opportunities for them by providing 
land, water, power and all the infra¬ 
structure sa that the scheme might be 
a success. I am sure, it depends upon 
how the first ten persons get assistance 
from the various State Governments. 
I am glad that the Government of 
Maharashtra has already undertaken 
to contact non-resident Indians so that 
industry may be attracted to Maha¬ 
rashtra. I hope there will be keen 
competition including Karnataka and 
my friend will take a leading part to 
■see that more and more comes to the 
hackward area. 

There is another important subject 
cf industrial sickness. As i have 
pointed out, since I do not want to 
take every sick unit, we had a survey 
of why industries fall sick. As 
the hon. member have pointed out, 
the sickness is due to lack of raw 
materials, mis-management, lack of 


finance. These could be one of the 
reasons. But 1 have met all the 
financial institutions and bankers and 
we have decided to fix the responsibi¬ 
lity on the bank concerned to look 
after it and to see that this sickness 
is got over. I am glad that Reserve 
Bank has taken steps to set up a cell 
to keep itself informed and to see 
what steps are necessary. 

Apart from looking after the sick¬ 
ness, it is absolutely necessary to pre¬ 
vent sickness by taking additional 
respon.'?ibility and I hold the public 
and other financial institutions which 
have provided money to be more care¬ 
ful and more responsible than our¬ 
selves because we come to know of 
sickness when it closes down or 
complaints come from the hon. mem¬ 
bers that so many workers have been 
thrown out of employment. 

About controls, you will be happy 
to know that after we removed con¬ 
trols, so many goods become available. 
There has been a talk of recession 
when controKs had been removed. 
Many of them found that controls 
were in the interest of the industry 
and not in the interest of the people. 
I am told, if you de-control, the indus¬ 
try will collapse. I believe that if 
any controls have no relevance to the 
needs of the common people or if 
controls are meant for bureaucratic 
machinery to harass the people, it is 
better to do away with the control. 

There is no substitute for increased 
production and also an effective distri¬ 
bution system. So, we have decontrol¬ 
led many things But here I am an¬ 
nouncing from now any formal price 
control on baby food and razor blades 
is also going to be removed. The bon. 
members say that blades do not shave. 

I am taking note of it. I.S.I. standards 
are being applied to all essential com¬ 
modities. I now say that at the highest 
level, a Natitmal Consumers Council is 
going to be set up with the Minister 
of Civil Supplies as the President and 
perhaps, a large number bf represen¬ 
tatives of housewives will be associat¬ 
ed so that we develop consumers' 
movement to this country, co-ordinato 
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with all the consumer bodies and try 
to see that so far as price and Quality 
are concerned the consumer in this 
country becomes a sovereifn again 
whatever our rate of growth may be. 

Last year, two things happened. One 
is that all shortages were removed. 
All articles became possible and the 
sellers market became a buyers mar¬ 
ket. The Government would put 
rather more emphasis on perpetuating 
this condition than on the mechanical 
growth rate of ,5 per cent or -6 per 
cent. Last year this growth rate would 
have been more buffer the textile in¬ 
dustry facing some problems. We are 
now determined to see that the 
problems faced by the textile in¬ 
dustry are attended to. My friend 
talked about the automobile in¬ 
dustry. That is another industry 
which brought down this rate. But 
tell me, if cars were to full pro¬ 
duction, and my growth rate had gone 
by another 0.25 per cent or so, what 
would it have meant for the common 
people of this country? I am only 
using that argument to say, growth 
was nothing to do with the require¬ 
ments of the common people. Of 
course, he has told me about the 
problems of the Hindustan Motors. I 
sympathise with the workers. How¬ 
ever undesirable from the society 
point of view a car is, he i.s pleading 
for a reduction of excise on petrol. I 
know you are faced with a situation 
of this conflicting nature. But I can 
assure him, more facilities would be 
obtained by his talking to Mr. B. M. 
Birla than me because he knows; I 
will give all information which he 
requires, but he is the best man, be¬ 
cause be has to deal with him day by 
day and he has managed to deal with 
him all these days. And I suppose 
he will agree with me that in regard 
to any reduction of staff or any re¬ 
trenchment, he may tell him, your 
industry has a hope; it is not for the 
Minister of Industry as such; but it is 
fiw you to look ipto It; if Premier 
Automobiles are able to sell their cars 
tt is time that you improve your car 
also sell it.

Sir, I do not have much time at' my 
disposal. I wish to point out' about 
certain important decisions which have 
been taken in respect of the sector 
of small-scale industries. 

Monitoring systems have been, 
evolved for overall performance in the 
small-scale sector, for watching per¬ 
formance of small-scale sector, in res¬ 
pect of 177 reserved items. There is 
to be monitoring for purposes of 
remedial action for the sick and closed 
units. 

As you know, the small scale indus¬ 
tries have been responsible lor a 
continuous growth of 10.5 per cent in 
1974 and 14 per cent in 1976. So, aU 
these things show that the small-scale 
industries have been expanding. We 
are trying to remove the deficiencies in 
the way whenever we come across 
such deficiencies. In the matter of 
provision of raw materials and looking 
after their financial needs and stream¬ 
lining procedures and formalities 1 
myself get sometimes frightened when 
1 find that some small-scale industries 
in some States have to fill up 32 
forms in all, before they get even a 
permission. I would plead with all 
the State Governments, for Heaven’s 
sake, don’t create more problems than 
what are necessary. 

Regarding streamlining of formalities 
and procedures, we have agreed that 
provisional registration has to be given 
within seven days. The distribution 
control for the supply of iron and 
steel, cement and aluminium has been 
relaxed. * Also, additional facilities^ 
as well as simplified procedures have 
been provided in the Imports-Exports 
Trade Control Policy. The Small-scale 
Industries’ Service Institutes through¬ 
out the country have been reorganis¬ 
ed to provide the consultancy services 
and also to monitor remedial action 
in respect of sick and closed units. 
Certain panels of consultants have 
been drawn up and fees have been 
subsidised to the extent of 100% in 
backward areas and 25% in otlunr 
areas. Also, bank finandng procedural 
have been simplifled. An Expert 
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Committee, cotisisting of representa¬ 
tives of , baiiks has been set up to 
devise uniform and simplified applica¬ 
tion forms, terms and conditions, 
including aecurities and guarantees 
and other criteria in respect of 
ijorrowings upto Rs. 2 lakhs. The 
IDBI is considering proposals in con¬ 
sultation with us for the purpose of 
strengthening the equity base of 
small-scale units, so that they can 
draw on 'a greater volume of financing 
from banks. Also, the Credit Guaran- 
tee Scheme has been extended to the 
ancil'liary small-scale units. 

There are certain modernisation 
programmes which have been initiated. 
:My hon. friend Mr. Dinen Bhattacha* 
ryya will be interested to know this. 
A begining has been made with the 
imodernisation of casting complex in 
iiowrah. I request him to give us his 
full cooperation and I can assure him 
that whatever ’has to be done in those 
units I shall certainly be very happy 
lo do. Then, as a supporting pro¬ 
gramme, tool-room centres are being 
rset up with Danish assistance at 
Calcutta and Delhi, and with assis¬ 
tance from the Federal Republic of 
Germany, at Ludhiana. A product- 
•cum-process development centre for 
•creamicg has been set up at Ranchi 
for the eastern region. The export 
-markets fof small-scale industries are 
being developed. The consortia of 
small-scale units have been recognised 
tor availing pf the export house 
tacilities. 

Recently we have entered into an 
-agreement with Tanzania and we are 
•entering into agreements with some of 
the developing countries. As Mr. A. P. 
IShanna pointed out this yesterday, 
India is the only country which has 
'Specialised in the development of 
-small-scale Industries, whatever our 
•complaints might have been, however 
-imperfect the system might be. 

Sir, I would also hke to announce 
«ne fjdng. 1 would go back to the idea 
'Vf the backward area developm^t. 
^Regarding the developmmt af small- 
«cale iodmdries, which are mow iping 


into the backward areas, which are 
now entitled to the subsidy which has 
been provided under tbe scheme, we 
shall provide this subsidy in advance 
and not after the scheme is completed. 

I would give it to them as an in¬ 
terest-free loan to be adjusted as soon 
as the project comes. I do not want 
them to struggle. I am prepared to 
see that, so far as subsidy is concern¬ 
ed, however, inadequate it might be^ 
if the project is of Rs. 10 lakhs, tbe 
subsidy will be Rs. 1 lakh and I would 
rather prefer this more than to bor¬ 
row from the Bank and pay that at 
18 per cent interest and get that after 
three years. They get this in advance. 

Now, in the case of the backward 
area development, I entirely agree 
with the hon. Members. Whatever we 
may have said in our report, we 
should not get into the controversy of 
whether we agree or not with what 
has happened. Personally, speaking, 
there is a big task awaiting all of usi. 
Mere announcement of subsidy or 
even providing the infrastructure will 
not attract the industries. 

Now, take my district. It has been 
declared as backward. It has the 
highest literacy rate; it has the best 
developed banking system and it has 
the major port and a large unemploy¬ 
ment. But, with all facilities created, 
no industries are coming up. Now, if 
you think that these will automatical¬ 
ly bring in industries, take my district 
as a standing example. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: They have pro¬ 
duced only an industries Minister! 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Well, perhaps, if 
that is the only option for me to go 
and start an industry, that is a dif¬ 
ferent matter. That does not solve any 
problem at all. I am only pointing 
this out. So far as declaration of any 
area as backward is concerned, sup¬ 
pose some of the districts are declar¬ 
ed as backward which are not as 
backward as parts of Orissa pr U.P. 
or any other backward State. How 
do Fpu restfive this cenflict? If in a 
State tbere are eeme listiicts which

We advanced, then they will have to 
take the responsibility for the deve¬ 
lopment Of the backward areas. In 
that case, the coimtry as a whole 
will have t© take the responsibility 
for the development of backward 
States too; therg is no queston 
about it. There cannot be pro¬ 
gress only in some parts of the coun¬ 
try when a large part of the country 
remains backward. In that case there 
cannot be any progress at all. So. to 
think in terms of forwardness or back¬ 
wardness of the country as a whole is 
irrelevant as long as a large part of the 
country remains backward. 

Can there be any criteria to 
declare any Stale as backward? 
Sir, I have heart the people 
coming from the Eastern U.P. telling 
me that ‘Western U.P. is not back¬ 
ward but it is we who are backward’. 
An hon. Member said so much of 
vested interest had been so develop¬ 
ed that now everybody is claiming 
the backwardness. There are already 
large numbers of districts, that is 248 
districts, which are declared as back¬ 
ward. 

One hon. Member asked why the 
district has not been included? If you 
go on including like that, then the 
whole country will be backward. 
Then, how do .you go about it? It is 
a total approach that we will have to 
think of. On my part, I have thought 
of having an authority—not the 
Board; we thought of it. But. the 
Board itself will not do it. We thought 
that the Ministry would have the 
direct responsibility. We are thinking 
of setting up a non-profit making ser¬ 
vice organization under the Societies 
Registration Act on the model of, say, 
the Trade Development Authority. 

A.B.A.D. will not undertake any 
financing which the reorganized 
IDBI is competent to do. It will part¬ 
ly finance infrastructure development 
outside the industrial estates/areas 
since IDBI does not finance such in- 
fra-structural development. It will as¬ 


sist in the preparation of feasibility 
reports of propulsive industries based 
on local resources in backward areae 
It will disseminate Information to in¬ 
vestors of the facilities and incentives 
available for industrial development 
in backward areas. It will keep a 
panel of .skilled persons who could be 
deputed on short-term assignments to 
backward States. It could also admi¬ 
nister, as an agent of the Ministry of 
Industry and Civil Supplies, the Capi¬ 
tal subsidies schemes. It would keep 
itself in close touch with the State 
Governments to watch the pro¬ 
gress of the State Government 
schemes for incentives and subsidies 
and concessional finance schemes of 
financial institutions. It could close¬ 
ly liaise with HUDCO for construc¬ 
tion of industrial houses in growth 
centres in backward areas. It could 
provide technical assistance and train¬ 
ing facilities to staff in backward 
Slates where the existing schemes of 
the Government of India have not had 
any appreciable impact. 

So far as quick sanctions for in¬ 
dustrial applications made for back¬ 
ward areas are concerned, the P.A.B. 
procedure would be applicable and 
the procedure for 100 per cent ex- 
port-oriented cases would also be 
made applicable. 

So far as industrial applications for 
backward areas are concerned, they 
will be automatically cleared. A 
fairly detailed system of disincentives 
will be worked out to discourage in¬ 
dustrial development taking place in 
large cities which leads to congestion 
and avoidable social coat. We wotdd 
like to see that all cities with a popu¬ 
lation of one million and above will 
not be entitled to any more licence 
except for mcpansion or for modern¬ 
isation of the existing units., 

A growth centre approach would 
be adopted. It will be assured that 
such growth c«itres have an urban 
co» which can provide the necessary 
social infra-structure. 
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A National Equity Fun^ would be led. If there are any commitments. 


set up for giving assistance to small 
scale industries coming up in backward 
areas and this would be managed by 
ABAD through the nationalised banks. 
Before deciding on the location of 
any public sector project, the ad¬ 
ministrative Ministry concerned 
should also consult ABAD. Large and 
medium indusftries coming up in 
growth centres should also plan for 
development of ancillaries in the 
hinterland. There has also to be a 
better re-alignment, and re-alignment 
Of the existing schemes, so that better 
results are more quickly obtained; 
Organisational . and administrative 
improvements to ensure that all 
backward areas in India get uniform 
advantage of Central Government 
schemes; Detailed examination of 
various concessions and incentives 
proposed by the Committee set up 
by the SSI Board to evolve a stra¬ 
tegy of development programme for 
industrial development of backward 
areas. 

Sir, in regard to tfie point i-aised by 
Mr. Ramavatar Shastri, I must make it 
clear that in the name of industrial 
development if any person has been 
displaced from his land, 1 would direct 
that whether it is public sector or 
private sector—^job must be given 
at least to one person in the family. 
It must go as a matter of right. I 
stand by my commitment and will ree 
to it that it is enforced. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK CKanara): This 
was exactly the sense of the decision 
communicated to us. In the case of 
the lands which are in dispute in the 
Supreme Court at the present juncture 
we saw that the order of the Govern¬ 
ment was that as far as possible jobs 
should be provided. 

SHRI T. A. PAL I know. If there 
is only an old man in a house, it will 
he difficult to appoint him but I can tell 
you, Mr. Naik, even in the case of the 
factory in your own district I had cal¬ 
led those people and told them if there 
are any commitments which have not 
been fulfilled the same must be fulfil- 


wbich have not been fulfilled please 
bring the same to my notice. I think 
the Ministry of Industrial Development 
has enough persuasive powers to com¬ 
pel the people to accept whatever is 
the policy of the country without even 
telling them there is a law which re¬ 
quires them to do it. 

Sir. I am grateful to you and the 
hon. Members for the extra time that 
you have given.... 

SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): You have not mentioned any¬ 
thing about sugar. 

SHRI T. A. PAI; A committee is look¬ 
ing into it. I know it has been an unfair 
decision about particular units which 
came up in a particular year. I would 
like that the concessions are related to 
the capital investments that are made. 

SHRI DARBARA SINGH (Hoshiar- 
pur): What about lowering the prices 
of the tractors?

SHRI T. A. PAI: I am tell you that 
motor-parts are available in plenty. If 
there is any particular part which is 
not available, please bring it to my 
notice. So far as the Pinjore tractor 
is concerned, the price is not going to 
be raised for one year. About the re¬ 
duction in the price, i cannot make an 
easy commitment, I will have to look 
into it but I give the commitment that 
the price will not be raised. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
You have enunciated a new policy but 
you have not defined as to how you jvill 
judge that a place is backward. 

SHftI T. A. PAI: Even the criterion 
of backwardness will have to be gone 
Into but I may say that conditions have 
never been more propitious at any 
time than now. 
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SHRIMATI GANGA DEVI (Mo- 
hanlalganj): You have referred 
80 many words about the industries 
in the backward areas. What wiii be 
the use if the Government establishes 
industry in backward area but they 
do not employ the local people? 

SHRi T. A. PAI; That is the very 
object of shifting the industries to 
backward area. If after shifting the 
industries you have stiU to import the 
people, then it is an impossible pro¬ 
position. 

Another point is that in nine dis¬ 
tricts of Northern Bihar, Eastern UP 
and MP, in contiguous areas, a scheme 
is being tried. We want to upgrade 
the carpenter, the shoe-maker, the 
blacksmith and the potter by giving a 
better technology and trying to build 
up those who are already something, 
so that a part of society which is get¬ 
ting destroyed on account of modern 
industrial development is given every 
facility to develop. 

With these words, I expect this 
country to achieve an industrial growth 
rate of 10 per cent and I expect the 
industrialists, in view of the facilities 
that they have been given, to rise to 
the occasion and have no more com¬ 
plaints. Once we achieve this consis¬ 
tently for a period of three or four 
years, I think we shall have built up an 
immen.se potential for further growth.

PROFITEERING PREVflNTION 
AND PRICE CONTROL BILL 

ibj Shii K. Lakkappa—Oontd. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We shall now 
itake UP Private Members’ Bills. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi); We 
Slave already taken 15 minutes of the 
4 ime allotted for non-official business 
Jfor disposing of the previous item. 
After Shri Lakkappa’s Bill, My Bill is 
Jiext in the list. So I should at least 
;get the time to move it today. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: If that is over, 
.you will get it. Otherwise, it will come 
aiext time. 

SHRI P. K. DEO: No next time. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I cannot force the 
conclusion of the debate on that Bill. 

SHRI P. K. OEO; There is a time¬ 
limit. Shri Lakkappa’s Bill has got 
another 1 hour and 15 minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Ume allotted 
was 2 hours and time taken 45 minu¬ 
tes; the balance is 1 hour and 15 minu¬ 
tes. So if we finish that, we will touch 
your BiU. 

SHRI F. K. DEO: No question of ‘if’. 
I beg of you to let me move my Bill- 
It was introduced as early as 1971. It 
lias come in the ballot. I should get at 
least one minute to move it. 

Mr, CHAIRMAN; I will try. 

We will take up further considera¬ 
tion of the following motion moved by 
Shri K. Lakkappa on the 8th April, 
1976:— 

“That the Bill to regulate the 
-prices essential articles of daily 
-consumption and to prevent pro¬ 
fiteering in such articles, be taken in. 
to consideration”. 

Shri K Suryanarayana was on his 
legs Uist time. He may continue. 


SHRI K. SURYANARAYANA 
(Eluru): After hearing our Minister 
of Industry and Civil Supplies, I think 
he has calmly left the Civil Supplies 
department to our Minister, Shri 
George, to be dealt with when this 
BiU comes up for consideration. Please 
aUow me to congratulate n-.y good 
friend, Shri Lakkappa, on his far¬ 
sightedness and extraordinary sense 
of anticipation in introducing this 
Bill as early as in 1973, In the 
present context, I think Govern¬ 
ment have already taken seve¬ 
ral steps. Not only that. After the pro¬ 
clamation of emergency, all pi ices 
have come down. How ever, now that 
the Bill has come up for consideration, 

1 would like to express my views on it. 
This should apply not only to controU- 
ed articles but to aU goods essential 
to the common consumer. We should 
appreciate the hon. Mover’s painstak¬ 
ing efforts in preparing this Bill as 
long ago as 1973. 

I am much impressed b.y clause 4 of 
the Bill. 

Clause 4 of the Bill says; 

“Every dealer shall exhibit at a 
conspicuous place at this shop or 
place of business the fixed price of 
essential articles and the details of 
stocks of such articles held by him 
in the prescribed form.” 

After the emergency, every shop 
must have a price list of the articles. 
In introducing the Bill the hon. Mem¬ 
ber is guided by a desire to goad the 
government to take effective action 
against profiteers and blackmarketeets 
who had, in the past, played havoc 
with the price structure und cteated 
artificial scarcities. Now action under 
MISA and other laws is being tak^. 
There are no two opinions on this mat. 
ter. It is reported the prices reached 
the peak level of 328.9 in September 
1974; they had fallen to 282.9 in March 
1976. The consumer price index has 
similarly declined to 290 from 335 in 
October 197;4. This adhievement is 
aU the more creditable when you con¬ 
sider the behaviour of prices of essen¬ 
tial commodities during the lean period 
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[Shri K, Suryanarayana] 
which generally withnesses an upward 
trend in prices. Government had achi¬ 
eved this near miracle by a ss.ysteni ci 
continuous monitoring oI prices and 
supplies, through expansion and im¬ 
provement of the public distriuution 
system and by giving more sci^i-c for 
the consumer co-operatives to optrale 
in the field of distribution of essential 
commodities. 

There are so many co-operalive 
stores; you say you are implementing 
the scheme of co-operative stores. The 
figures show an increase in the number 
of stores. But they do not show now 
many stores are not giving service 
properly, Of are not supplying goods 
in the way they should do. For twent.v 
years i have been associated with the 
co-operative movement. In my district 
two societies were started a long time 
back and they went into liquidation. 
Later on. again two co-operative .stores 
were started and they are going on 
because .supervision is being done Ly 
the District collector directly. No action 
was taken against the persons concer¬ 
ned for the loss of about Rs. 2 lakhs 
in the earlier societies which went in¬ 
to liquidation. In this movement, they 
show the figures and they start stores 
and super bazars and fbcy totally 
neglect the rural areas. I have recent¬ 
ly visited the backward areas and the 
tribal areas. There the consumer.? do 
not know the prices; there is np list. 
There are no agitators like our 
Shastriji who agitates for factoiy 
workers. Those facilities are avail¬ 
able in cities only. The consumer.? 
in the villages, the tribal people and 
people in the backward areas, get no 
idea of the prices. The Prime 
Minister hag als© emphasised that 
th^ backward and illiterate people 
should he looked after properly. 
There are no co-operative stores in 
tribal areas or in the villages. 

Last year was a momentous year. We 
all agree that it was a momentous 
year. Momentous indeed it was for the 
low ebb of our confidence and morale, 
for the inflationary spiral and lack of 
discipline in all walks of our life which 


we were witnessing just at this point 
of time a year ago and the sea change 
which has been brought about in such 
a short span of less than a year. For 
this we owe our gratitude to the able 
and firm leadership and guidance of 
our Prime Minister. All the parties, 
have agreed on this; even the persons 
in the jails have agreed and they are 
writing to the government that they 
agree with the twenty point program¬ 
me. We have been able to achieve all 
these things because of the able leader- 
.ship and guidance of our Prime Mini- 
.ster. With the announcement and im¬ 
plementation of the 20-point economic 
programme, she has made u.s all to re- 
,'tli.se tha't the right of the country is 
the first and the foremost and then 
only comes the right of the individuals 
Or the groups. The 20-point economic 
Programme has only started and more 
and more measures have to be taken. 
Now. there is respect for law in the 
country. There ’s discipline at every 
level, especially in regard to the prices 
of the essential commodities. The pri¬ 
ce.? of Ihe essential commodities have- 
come down very rapidly after the dec¬ 
laration of Emergency and the an¬ 
nouncement of the 20-point economic 
programme. In my own district, that 
is. West Godavari, the granary of An¬ 
dhra Pradesh, the prices of essential 
commodities have recorded a fall after 
the declaration of Emergency. Now, I 
give you the retail prices of the essen¬ 
tial Commodities before and after the 
proclamation of emerency, that is, 
15-6-1975 to 9-4-1976.

YA (Ghatal); Mr. Chairman, Sir, we 
are today discussing the Profiteering 
Prevention and Price Control Bill, 1973 
brought forth by Shri K. Lakkappa. It 
is a well intentioned Bill and there is 
no doubt that every body will support 
it. There cannot be two opinions 
about it. The Bill was introduced 
long back and even today it has QOt 
perhaps lost its utility. Black market¬ 
ing, profiteering, and hoarding has 
tended to be heriditary and it is not 
known when the people will get relief 
from its clutches. While congratulat.

ing Shri Lakkappa for his noble in- 
tenlions in bringing forth this Bill. I 
feel that this Bill has been drafted in 
a sort of hurry and as a result some 
other essentials are missing. 

Section 3(1) of the Bill seeks to fix 
a maximum price for the essential 
articles but the maximum price is most 
often dependent on the supply position 
of such articles. Unless supply posi¬ 
tion is also attended to, the mere fixing 
of a maximum price will not be very 
, eftective. The fixing of a maximum 
price is not enough unless articles are 
available at that price. Section 3i2) 
of the Bill says that ‘the maximum 
price to be fixed under sub-Section (1) 
may iie dillerenl in the different parts 
of the country for dillerent articles”. 
In my opinion this is not a very judi¬ 
cious provision and nol very fair 
either. Price may very in different 
places in one Slate and the traders 
may lake advantage of the situation ’i 
on account of drought or cyclone etc. 
articlc.i; are in short supplj- in one area 
and as a result the price shoots up, the 
profiteers and black marketeers wili 
lake advantage of the situation and 
procure the essential articles from an 
area where they are in plentiful sup¬ 
ply and availaide at a cheaper rate. 
They will then sell these articles in 
the scarcity hit areas at a much higher 
rate and thereby make large profits. 
Now in those areas from where those 
things are bought at a cheaper rate, 
those things will fall in .short supply 
and consequently the price will shoot 
up in those areas. Therefore, it will 
be belter if a subsidy is given on the 
price of essential goods where they ore 
not available and price have shot tip. 
This will also prevent Inter-State 
smuggling of essential goods. 

Section 5 of the Bill provides that 
every dealer shall i.ssue a receipt for 
every article sold by him and every 
purchaser shall ask for a proper re¬ 
ceipt. Now the small retailer will be 
rehlly fa led with the problem on ac¬ 
count of this because sometimes pur. 


chases are in extremely small quantity. 
In villages mostly things are purchased 
for 5 Paise or 10 Paise. A person may 
be entitled to 2 litres of kerosene oil 
but he sends his child with a small ♦ 
lamp to he filled with kerosene. Now 
how is it possible for the retailer to 
issue receipts for such small purchas¬ 
es? They may be harassed unnecessa¬ 
rily. These are some of the practical 
difficulties, in issuing a receipt in res¬ 
pect of every retail sale. 

Section 9 of the Bill says, “any 
Police Officer not below the rank of a 
Sub Inspector of Police may arrest a 
person without warrent on receipt of 
a credible information that such per¬ 
son is concerned with an offence 
punishable under this Act etc.” Now 
who will be the judge of the credibi¬ 
lity of information? Therefore, this 
term cradible information is rather 
vague. If a Member of Parliament 
goes to a Police Officer and complaints 
about some dealer who is charging a 
higher price than that fixed by the 
Government or he is refusing to give 
proper receipt etc. then this informa¬ 
tion may be taken a.s credible. But if 
a poor cultivator lodges a similar com¬ 
plaint it may not be treated as “cre¬ 
dible". Therefore, such complaints 
should be subjected to Verification 
rather than giving sweeping powers to 
the petty police officers and leaving 
these things to their entire discretion. 
Such sweeping powers may re.sull in 
undue harassment to people. We know 
how the people behave. They are 
likely to misuse these powers for get¬ 
ting free supply of all the articles need¬ 
ed in their household. That means 
they may harass the traders unneces¬ 
sarily and manage a free supply lor 
themselves. This section needs to be 
properly amended. 

I will, therefore, request Shri Lak¬ 
kappa to bring forth another well 
thought and suitably amended Bill for 
this purpose and I have no doubt that 
the entire House will lend support to 
it, as this Bill is very well intentloned 
and shows much concern for the mass¬ 
es by and large. With this, Sir. I 
conclude.

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
tSir, the Bill of Shri Lakkappa is un¬ 
necessary and is an unnecessary exer¬ 
cise in legislation. Whatever be the 
objectives he has in mind, most of 
■'them are already covered under the 
i^rovisions of the Essential Commodi¬ 
ties Act and tlie Rules and Regulations 
and Notifications issued thereunder by 
the Central 13rOveminent and by the 
State Governments frmn time to tune. 


Morever, we have got two Defence of 
India Acts, one passed in 1971 and the 
other passed in 1975 and, under the 
Defence of India Acts, the prices cf 
essential commodities have been fixed. 
For his infromation and for the infor¬ 
mation of those who have not cared to 
know the realities of the situation pre¬ 
vailing how-a-days, I may say that 
tliere is a Price Control Order and 
there is a provision for the display of 
a price-list in each and every shop. 
The District Magistrates are empower¬ 
ed to fix the prices of eggs and milk 
in their respective districts under the 
Essential Commodities Act and cogni¬ 
zance of offences under that Act and 
the regulations made thereunder can 
be taken by the courts of law on the 
report of public servants, and police 
officers can arrest persons for infringe¬ 
ment of these rules. Therefore, my 
submission is that Mi}. Lakkappa 
should be more up-to-date in bis 
knowledge. 

A surprising thing is that, in clause 
10 of his Bill, he has mentioned that 
“An Order under the Essential Com¬ 
modities Act, 1955 shall have effect 
notwithstanding the provisions of this 
Act or rules made hereunder". So. it 
appears he is conscious of the existence 
of an analogous law, the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955. If he cares to 
go through the provisions of that Act, 
he will find that nothing in this coun¬ 
try can escape the clutches of all the 
comprehensive provisions of the Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act. 

Sfj far as drugs and cosmetics are 
concerned, their prices are regulated 
under the D*-ugs and Cosmetics Act 
So far as the prices of cars and other 
motor vehicles are concerned, they 
are controlled under the Industrial 
Regulation Rules. So far as the prices 
of popular varities of cotton cloth are 
concerned, there is price fixation .of 
standard cloth and anybody who sells 
them at a price higher than that pres¬ 
cribed therefor will be liable to be 
prosecuted. As regards silken and 
polyester cloth, thMr prices have not 
been fixed under any rules, but so far 
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as the law goes. Government may fix 
the price of any commodity it tWnks 
fit. 

Therefore, my submission is that, 
although his objectives are very laud¬ 
able, these objectives are capable of 
being achieved under the provi.-ions of 
the present law. 

So far as Mr. Daga i'; concerned, of 
course he is totally obliviou.s of the 
fact that these commodities are under 
control and even under the 20-point 
programme, most of them have b:!en 
brought within the regulatory proce¬ 
dure of the Essential Commodities Act. 
Therefore, without taking up the time 
of the House further, I would appeal 
to my honourable friend that he should 
have a second look, if the debate i.s 
postponed, at the provisions of the 
Essential Commodities Act and with¬ 
draw this Bill. He should rather bring 
in a Resolution for regulating the 
prices under the Essential Commodi¬ 
ties Act if some of the items have not 
yet been brought wHhin the rules of 
that Act.

the best of intentions and welcome 
objectives, i must say that this Is a 
very well-meaning Bill. Not only that, 
in some respects it is even prophetic. 
Shri Lakkappa introduced or formu¬ 
lated this Bill in March 1973 and I 
fully agree that at that time this Bill 
was quite relevant. I say ‘prophetic’, 
because when I went in detail into the 
various provisions of the Bill that ho 
has submitted for the consideration of 
this House. I found that quite a few of 
them have already been implemented. 
So, this Bill has been acted upon. In 
fact, quite a few actions have already 
been taken. 

If you think of 1973-74, at that time 
there was a scarcity psychosis in this 
country. The prices were shooting up; 
many items of mass consumption were 
just not available and there was a 
general clamour among the consumers 
that they were an absolutely neglected 
entity. When we look at the price 
level also, during 1973-74, we can see 
that there was an unprecedented price 
rise of 28 per cent. That is why, I say 
that there was every justification for 
the hon. Member, Shri Lukkappa to 
think of this Bill in 1973, But curing 
the course of these two-three years, 
quite a few actions and measures have 
been taken by the Government. To¬ 
wards October, 1974, for the first time, 
a separate Department by the name of 
Civil Supplies was created by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India. Earlier, there were 
so many departents and Ministries 
which were looking after the produc¬ 
tion administratively. ‘Produde More’ 
was the slogan, but the concept of 
‘Distribute Better’ and in a more sys¬ 
tematic way was started in 1974. A 
sustained effort was made in that 
direction. This year 1.975-76 is perhaps 
the one full year of the functioning of 
this Department. And, with all mod¬ 
esty, may I humbly submit that due to 
the varietus fiscal, enforcement and 
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monetary measures taken by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, there was a climbing, 
down on the blackmoney circulation 
and, to that extent, on the hoarding 
capacity of the profiteers. Apart from 
that, the attempts made in streamlin-, 
Ing the public distribution system also, 
has had a salutgry effect and the eco¬ 
nomic system this year witnessed a 
containment of the inflation and in. 
creased production and a vast improve¬ 
ment in the availability of essential 
commodities. A major achievement of 
this year 1975-76, if I may say so, has 
been on the price front. Not only has 
inflation been contained but also there' 
has actually been a sharp decline in * 
prices as compared to the preceding 
year. While during 1974-75, a rate of 
inflation of 23.1 per cent was recorded, 

We have achieved a negative rate of 
inflation of 3.4 per cent in the whole* 
sale prices on the basis of the 12- 
monthly average, in the year ending' 
March 1976. On a point to point com¬ 
parison, a minus rate of inflation of 
1.7 per cent was achieved in July 1975 
soon after the proclamation of Emer^ 
gency, but it is more telling and reveal¬ 
ing after the emergency. This minus 
rate of inflation has almost continuous¬ 
ly improved in the subsequent months 
reaching a record level of minus 8.5 
per cent in March 1976. It may be 
added that the wholesale price index 
has reached the peak level in 1974 
September, perhaps a year after Mr. 
Lakkappa moved this Bill. When it 
stood at 330 at the end of March 1975, 
luckily it has come do'wn to 309 and 
since then it has fallen sharply reach¬ 
ing 282.9 which, I am glad to inform”* 
this adgust House, is the lowest flgure 
ever achieved during the past 25 ^ 
months. May I, with all modesty, sub¬ 
mit that in the whole world there 1» 
not a single country other than India 
which can claim that the price level 
has been brought down to a point 
which was prevailing 25 months ag» 
while the general tendency was for ift* 
flation. We are able to bring it down 
to that level. 
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The falling trezid in the wholesale 
prices has been reflected in the con¬ 
sumer prices. Earlier the situation, 
especially, before the emergency, was 
that when there was an increase in the 
wholesale price index, the consumer 
prices were quick to catch up and they 
were very quick to increase the prices 
but, by any chance, if there was a 
reduction in the wholesale price index, 
the time-lag was 1 month. 6 weeks and 
even 2 months and they strictly refu¬ 
sed to bring it down. A salutary effect 
of the emergency is, as I pointed out 
just now, that when the wholesale 
price index was coming down to the 
level of 283 or 235, the consumer price 
index also has come down very near to 
that, in the sense that it has come 
down to 288 Or 290. This also is a 
phenomenon which we were able to 
achieve during the last 5-6 months. 
Normally, the consumer price index 
used to lag behind and quite often re¬ 
fused to come down to the level of the 
wholesale price index. It is very rele¬ 
vant perhaps at this juncture to point 
out that the consumer price index for 
industrial workers reached a peak in 
October 1974 when it stood at 335. By 
March it has declined to 321 and since 
then it has declined further and the 
latest available consumer price index 
in February 1976 is 209. In other 
words, the fiscal year 1975-76 has wit¬ 
nessed a .decline of 6.5 per cent in the 
consumer prices for industrial work¬ 
ers. This is more telling in the matter 
of agricultural labour. A large and 
sharp decline has taken place in the 
consumer price index for agricultural 
labour. The index for consumer price 
for agricultural labour reached a peak 
of 385 in October 1974. By the end of 
March 1975 it declined to 373 and since 
then it has come down to 292 for the 
month of February 1976. In othet 
words, there has been a remarkable 
fall of 21.7 per cent in the consumer 
price index for agricultural labour 
during the preceding financial year. 

I am just quoting these figures. I 
know that statistics alone will not feed 
the people. There may be a few places 
or some pockets or some, items where 
during the week some slight fluctuation 


might take place. That is why I may 
point out that we have a 
very very happy situation when 
the wholesale price index is 
almost stable. During the whole 
month, if we take from the 27 th 
March to the 24th April, the price 
index is almost stable ranging between 
283 to 288. Our intention is to consoli¬ 
date this distribution and review ihe 
price situation, as it will be very rele¬ 
vant, when we think about the lean 
months also. In our country from May 
to October, every year when there is 
a general tendency in the price to go 
up, for the first time, last year, i.e. 
May 1975 to October, 1975 we were 
able to not only prevent the prices 
going up, but we were also able to 
bring down the prices and we are tak¬ 
ing different measures to sec that this 
position is consolidated. May I, at 
this juncture, make it very plain and 
take a clue from my hon. friend Shri 
Ramavatar Shastri that it is not our 
intention to achieve the crash of price 
that will hit against the farmers whose 
incentive of production will slow down, 
which ultimately will tell badly m the 
next year. We are not attempting a 
price crash but we are only trying for 
a price stabilization at a reasonable 
level when it will be remunerative for 
the agriculturists and the farmer to 
produce and at the same time for the 
consumer to get at a rather reasonable 
price. For this we have to evolve an 
agency to monitor price and supplies, 
to expand the public distribution sys¬ 
tem, and to take measures for consu¬ 
mers protection and the development 
of consumer co-operativesr. Monitor¬ 
ing is an important factor in a vast 
country like ours with 570 million 
people and with varying consumption 
habits also. 

In the matter of edible oils, for 
example from the State I come from— 
the basic edible oil is the coconut oil, 
whereas in the North of India it is 
mustard oil and in the West of India 
it is the groundnut oil. In the matter 
of consumption pattern there are vari¬ 
ous factors. So, monitoring about 
differmit items is quite vital. That is 
why we have statistics from monitor- 
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ing centres who will be feeding us with 
the information available—if there is 
any scarcity, abnormal price increase 
or crash in prices. All these factors 
go in for a stabilised system for the for¬ 
mulation or a policy for public distri¬ 
bution. I am happy to report that 
monitoring system is working very 
well. In the meantime our concept 
about public distribution, i may say. 
Is not one of fire-fighting operation; it 
is not an ad hoc arrangemfent which 
has to spring up overnight when there 
is scarcity. In a vast country like 
ours, unless we have a ready made 
mechanism—a proper and healthy 
one—and at the time of scarcity if at 
all it comes when there is any difficult 
situation of availability, at that time 
when the people clamour for a proper 
distribution system, nobody can create 
it overnight. So, it must be a perma¬ 
nent entity, not a fire-fighting oper.a- 
tion. For that, in collaboration with 
different States, in co-operation with 
other State authorities, we are stream¬ 
lining the system of public distribution 
which will come to the help of the 
public in limes of difficulties and even 
in normal times. 


In this context. I may like to appeal 
to the whole country, it is in the inlo- 
rest of the consumer to patronise the 
fair price shops. Of late, there is a 
tendency among the consumers when 
things are available at a reasonable 
price not to go to the fair price .shops 
because the village trader at the same 
time is a small banker also. There is 
a credit part in it. It is quite natural 
for the consumer to go away from the 
fair price shop and go to the traditio¬ 
nal retailer. If that happens and if the 
consumer do not patronise fair price 
shops at the time of difficulty, an,y 
Government, any machinery will find 
it impos.sible to spring up a system 
which will come to the help of the 
people. That is why we are thinking 
of a permanent entity of public distri¬ 
bution system and a model system is 
being evolved in various parts of the 
TOuntry and I am quite hopeful that 
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within a short period we will be in a 
position to evolve a final picture also. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Why do you not 
give goods on credit in your fair price 
shops? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: In a country 
like India with 570 million popula¬ 
tion, spread from Kashmir to Kanya 
Kumari and Punjab to North Easte.m 
Areas, the credit facilities can be 
thought of only through the co¬ 
operatives, That is why we want to 
bring more and more of the fair price 
.shops .tnd the public distribution 
system through the cooperatives. 
It is out intention and it is our 
earnest attempt to see that the pub¬ 
lic distribution system becomes fair¬ 
ly good network through •‘hese 
consumer cooperatives.

Now, if I could revert back to 
Mr. Lwkkappa’s Bill, under item 
No. 2, he wants the dealer 10 exhibit 
tlie prices. Sir, there may be a few 
complaiiUs from one part of the 
country or another. But this has 
been recided and this has been poin¬ 
ted out to the State Governments. 
They have been told that these thing.s 
should be implemented forcibly. 
There is also the recent package 
commodities order. There i.s also the 
provision under Defence of India 
rules and regulations. Eveiy person 
is bound to show the net weight and 
measurement and the price at which 
he is to sell with the variation of the 
extra local tkxes. In our country we 
have been long accustomed to the 
practice of short weighments and 
measurements The consumers used to 
associate it with the philosophy of 
fate and karma, saying, God will 
punish you for this, because you are 
weighing less and charging more. So, 
they were looking upon it as some¬ 
thing which is taken for granted. 
We have now changed the whole con¬ 
cept. Unfair trade practices should 
be put an end to. It is .something for 
which punishment has to be awarded 
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by the Government. Instead of treat¬ 
ing it as a sin to be punished by 
God after death, we have said, this 
is a crime, which has to be punished 
by the Government by society, in his 
own life-time, instead of his bring 
punished by God after death. There¬ 
fore, what I say is that an effective 
consumer movement can be built up 
and institutionalised only with bet¬ 
ter awareness among consumers. 

Now there is better awarene.ss 
among consumers in regard to all 
these aspects and effective action is 
being taken by State Governments 
especially after the proclamation of 
emergency and the announcement of 
the 20 point economic programme 
our hon. Piime Ministei’. An effec¬ 
tive consumer movement has to be 
built up and wc hope that with tlic 
various measures that we have bf.en 
taking, with the legislative measine.s 
which we are embarking upon, we 
will meet the requirements of < ho 
consumers. The Essential Conii.->odi- 
ties Act has been recently amended. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I wish to ask for 
one clarification if he would l^indl.v 
bear with me, Mr. Lakkappa want¬ 
ed that Government should fix the 
maximum price. I want to know 
whether you have determined on the 
proper ingredients of a price fixation 
policy. The pith and substance of 
Mr. Lakkappa’s proposal is thi.s. You 
have to fix the maximum price. Are 
you today in a position to accept this 
' and give us a pricing formula? 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I will reveit 
back to this question subsequently. 
It has been said that the present ten¬ 
dency is for 'the consumer movements 
to be concentrated in urban areas. 
The Consumers Cooperative Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation has formulated a 
scheme whereby sufficient help will 
^be given for the urban consumer co¬ 
operatives to spread out in rural 
areas. 

And within two to three months, 
we were able to cover quite a few 


villages through the urban coopera¬ 
tives which are spreading to the vil¬ 
lages also. Let me now just point 
out a few facts. Clause 1 speaks 
about the maximum price to be fix¬ 
ed. Obviously, this is a very very 
wider question with far-rcaching 
ronsequcnces. 

Most of the essential commodilie.'; 
of mass consumption in nature are 
already covered under different rules 
and rcgu’alions and guidelines about 
the prices. So, to make a sweeping 
dcision that the maximum ])rice has 
to be fixed is something, which this 
august House will appreciate, h-xs lo 
be gone into in depth. Though Mr. 
Lakkappa w.as prohe.ying something, 
it maj' take some more time for us 
to do that. 

SHRI B. V NAIK: Sir, I do not 
want to intervene many limes. Take, 
for example grapes. Out of 115 mil¬ 
lion tonne.s that you procured, you 
distributed only twenty million ton¬ 
nes and the remaining nmotyfive mil¬ 
lion tonne.s are going to the open 
r.i nket. There i.s no price fixation 
and only the market prices are ope¬ 
rating there. Let the hon. Minister 
kindly clarify this 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: I would like 
to add here.... (interruptions) 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: Kindly listen 
to me also. May I know A^hether the 
maximum price of commodities like 
wheat, paddy should be fixed or the 
necessity or the' need of the time is 
to fix the minimum support price. It 
is just the other way. ^Interruptions) 

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: Sir, I do not 
enter into the price controversy. 
(Interruptions). It is no use only 
saying that this is a very well mean¬ 
ing Bill. Of course nobody can ques¬ 
tion the spirit behind this. 

In 1973, it was relevant. But, dur¬ 
ing the past three years, many mea¬ 
sures have been taken which aciual].y 
absorbed the spirit behind it I only 
said that there were certain provl- 
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sions which were of very far-reach¬ 
ing consequences. And so, this has 
to be gone into in depth. This is a 
very well meaning bill which is some¬ 
thing on which it may take us some 
more time to come to any conclusion. 

The most important step in this 
matter is the price stabilisation. (In- 
terruptions) A very prompt action 
was taken. That is, enternal vigilance, 
in a way, the price of the essential 
commodities. That step was taken 
in time. In this context, I would 
like to point out one thing Just 
before the budget and, after the bud¬ 
get, it was decided that there should 
be a vigilance to avoid pre-budget 
hoarding and post-budget price 
manipulations. It had a very good 
effect and I can also report it to this 
august House that many other mea¬ 
sures taken such as the taxation and 
other reliefs given by the Finance 
Minister had, to a great extent, re¬ 
flected in prices. 

I would like to conclude by saying 
that the National Consumers Protec¬ 
tion Council is thought of as an im¬ 
portant measure in the rraiter of 
price stabilisation for keeping the 
price level under check as also the 
quality control and the unfair trade 
practices. At present, the consunjers 
are subjected to various types or 
cheating, such as exaggerated publi¬ 
city, wrong type of packaging, under- 
measurement or underweighment, 
adulteration and cheating even in the 
brand names. All these types of un¬ 
fair trade practices are proposed to 
be brought under control. And this 
National Consumers’ Protection Coun¬ 
cil will be a watchdog committee with 
statutory powers to watch over the 
price situation and H he of great 
relief to the consumers and this will 
be a gr^t step forward in the con¬ 
sumer movement. 

MB. CHAIRMAN: When is this 
going to be formed?

SHRI A. C. GEORGE: We are going 
to form it shortly. This National 
Consumers’ Cooperative Cotmcil at 
the State and District levels will be 
a watchdog committee which will keep 1 
a strict vigilance over the price move¬ 
ment and availability of the quality 
goods. 

Sir, in the light of the above ex¬ 
planation that gave even though I 
appreciate the spirit behind this Bill 
as a well-meaning step taken by Shri 
Lakkappa, I may request the hon. 
Member to kindly withdraw it. We 
have already implemented many of 
his suggestions. Others will be also 
thought of and given due considera¬ 
tion. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I must be grateful 
to the hon’ble Members and also the 
hon’ble Minister for having support¬ 
ed the principles, sentiments and the 
reasons behind the BDl. Of course, 
some of the friends have pointed out 
certain defects in the Bill but ulti¬ 
mately they also agree on principle 
that the reasons and objects which 
have been set-out in the Bill are 
commendable. 

I am also grateful to the hon’ble 
Minister who has taken much pains 
to dig out certain facts. Sir, I would 
never like to minimise the steps taken 
by the Government. This Bill was 
introduced before the Emergency and 
because of the very many measures ' 
taken during the Emergency it has 
really brought a discipline in this 
country. We have to congratulate our 
Prime . Minister, Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi, for these measures. 

But, Sir, why cann’t the hon'ble 
Minister take advantage of this Emer¬ 
gency to consolidate and also see to it 
that full measures are taken for the^ 
benefit of the consumer. Mr. Chair¬ 
man, Sir, I would like to say that 
even in the circumstances of today 
the object of the Bill is relevant as 
in spite of the various measures hav- 
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ing been taken the retail prices as well 
as the whole-sale prices in various 
parts of the country are not steadily 
improving. Even during the Emer¬ 
gency the prices of certain consumer 
articles have not come down inspite 
of the various measures having been 
taken. I agree that these are all 
deep-rooted. 

After the declaration of Emer¬ 
gency the hon’ble Minister made a 
statement in Cochin wherein he said 
that Rs. 2,000 crores worth of fraud 
has been created in the consumer 
movement. It may be due to cheat¬ 
ing, over-weighing, in the quality or 
in various niodes of operating machi¬ 
nery employed by various traders and 
various other people who are operat¬ 
ing on the lives of the consumers. 
The hon’ble Minister was very vehe¬ 
ment that they want to introduce a 
consumer resistance movement in 
order to see that the prices of the 
essential commodities will be ouch that 
the same will reach the common mas¬ 
ses. But I would like to quote here: 

‘The scheme for the distribution 
of controlled cloth has not enjoyed 
an altogether smooth sailing. Prior 
to March 1975, when quality control 
was introduced, the actual pattern 
of controlled cloth production .seem¬ 
ed t<j have no relationship to 
demand, nor was the quality satis¬ 
factory.” 

Further, it is said: 

“Again, the distribution arrange¬ 
ments, which were largely entrusted 
to the National Consumers’ Co¬ 
operative Federation, proved to be 
somewhat unsatisfactory as the co¬ 
operative agencies found themselves 
unable to lift the entire quantities 
of controlled cloth allotted to them.” 

As my friend, Shri B. V. Naik, also 
pointed out we have not so far taken 
steps to fix the actual price of every 
essential commodity. We do not know 
what is the actual price or the actual 
manul^cturing cost of an article. 


and the inputs. Taking all these 
things into consideration, are the 
Government of India capable of fixing 
the actual price leaving a minimum 
or maximum profit? In the uJUmate 
analysis, it has to reach the common 
man at a price which should be fixed. 

Thej' said that in regard to sugar, 
it is available in various open mar¬ 
kets at controlled price. There are 
two markets operating in this. Sugar 
is a most important consumer article. 
The rich can afford to buy it and 
stock it. Reference was made to some 
brand names circulating and fake 
medicines, baby foods, essential com¬ 
modities like oil, soap. Today we have 
not tackled the big manufacturers 
who are quoting fancy prices and 
showing you that this is the manufac¬ 
turing cost. Actually you have not 
gone into what should be the market¬ 
ing price to be fixed for every arti¬ 
cle that has been manufactured. The 
manufacturers take advantage of this 
situation. Sometimes when you an¬ 
nounce control or removal of control, 
then take advantage of the situation. 
Take the case of cement. The cement 
manufacturers quoted exorbitant 
prices and sold it in the black mar¬ 
ket. Even sugar was sold in the black 
market. Hoarders are creating a 
situation whereby they control the 
prices. They are not amenable to 
any discipline. When the prices were 
fixed, the market was controlled, dis¬ 
cipline was enforced and MISA ap¬ 
plied and restrictions imposed and 
emergency operated, all these things 
have come under control. Advantage 
should be taken of this situation to 
put the hoarders, blackmarketeers, 
fake manufacturers and brand-name 
manufacturers in their proper place and 
control the whole situation. That is 
why 1 say that if you cannot control 
the entire manufacturing system, at 
least control the distribution system. 
If you control the distribution system, 
you will know actually what is the 
price. Therefore, the Government has 
to come forward to fix this price. 
That is why I say that even today 
this is very relevant. Unless the law 
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is stringent, unless you take all these 
steps, even the effects of the emer¬ 
gency may become stale. This must 
not happen. The emergency has to 
have its effect and we have to conso¬ 
lidate this situation. 

Take, for instance, this situation. It 
was not the intention that there 
should be distress sales of commodi¬ 
ties. But during this emergency, the 
prices of certain agriculluial • oin- 
modities are falling down and it has 
created a very difficult situation for 
the farmer. At the sfunc time, you 
are not controlling the pritc of trac¬ 
tors. You are not even controlling tlie 
deposit that the farmer has to make 
for power' consumption. Therefore, 
in order to control the ovcr.ali «-cono- 
mic system, you mu.st deal with the 
matter more efficiently and moi'C 
effectively.

There is the question of industry’s 
responsibiliTy to the consumens. This 
is a'.so a very interesting subject, lla.-? 
the Government of India ensured the 
discharge of this responsibility of the 
industry, those who manufacture '.-on- 
sumer articles’ Here is a very useful 
article. If I read it out, I think it 
will be very useful for members to 
know, 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Are you reading 
the full article? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: It .says: 

“The social responsibility of pri¬ 
vate industry is a recurring topic 
for discussion these days, particu¬ 
larly among the critics of the private 
sector; profits are no longer an index 
of efficiency; if an enterprise makes 
profits its affluence is taken by these 
critics as conclusive proof of the 
selfishness of the enterprise and ils 
callous disregard of pfiblic welfare. 
Similarly the losses made by enter¬ 


prises, more particularly public sec¬ 
tor enterprises, are sought to be 
justified by them, in all seriousness, 
as a measure of the sacrifices made 
by them in the public interest 
through sacrifices in the intersts of 
the consumers or through public 
welfare measures not directly con¬ 
nected with production or through 
financial contributions to popular 
public causes.... 

The most important social res¬ 
ponsibility of a busine.«s corporation 
is its responsibility to its consu¬ 
mers—to supply products and ser¬ 
vices of good quality at reasonable 
prices in adequate quantities. The 
growing list of public enactments 
for consumer protection m most 
countries is proof that the consumer 
requires protection against the cor¬ 
poration." 

The consumer movement should be in 
a position to tackle the needs of socie¬ 
ty. The consumer movement has 
been operated through co-operativei. 
Will you kindly tell me how many 
co-operative institutions are func¬ 
tioning properly? Did you not find 
out even in Madras the -co-operative 
movement, co-operative societie.s have 
become the hotbeds of corruption and 
vested interests. There are vested in¬ 
terests even in consumer movement, 
in the co-operatives, corporations and 
all those things. Consumer needs pro¬ 
tection against the corporation In 
India the producer can get away with 
practically any misrepresentation re¬ 
garding the quality of his products. 
Protests were made when the produ¬ 
cers and maffufacturers are not pro¬ 
ducing quality items for the consump¬ 
tion of people. You have seen phar¬ 
maceuticals and anti-biotics and life¬ 
saving drugs and oil and other things. 
It is produced and distributed, adul¬ 
terated and all that. Those people are 
taking advantage of every system and 
still those people are managing. There¬ 
fore, it is very necessary to have a 
system of public distribution for arti- 
des of mass consumption. 

shri B. V. NAIK; Have you aban¬ 
doned fixation of prices?

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; It is not like 
that. Take Lever brothers and soaps 
manufactured by them. Have you 
gone through their accounts?. Do you 
know how much they manufacture, 
whether they are manufacturing 
quality soaps, how the exchequer gets 
involved, what is the distribution sys¬ 
tem, blackmarketing that they are 
indulging in and so on. 'J’he whole 
economy has been controlled by those 
people. Similarly, medicine and other 
consumer articles. You must see that. 
Some categories should be organised. 
Categorywise consumer industry 
should be nationalised. All the prices 
should be controlled by .you and fixed 
by the government. The (luality 
should be fixed. Quality iteni.s are not 
fotthcoming. Take the money value 
and the purchasing power of the peo¬ 
ple in ihis country. They are poor 
people. Mr. Daga was staying that 
small articles were purchased by small 
trader. Even today big trader and 
small trader arc cheating small con¬ 
sumers. In a one rupee purchase, he 
cheats to the extent of 50 paise. For 
100 rupees purchase, he will cheat 
Rs. 80. That is the dimension of cheat¬ 
ing, fraud and everything. It is per¬ 
petuated. Ultimately it w'ill result in 
consumer dissatisfaction. Therefore at 
least the distribution of consumer arti¬ 
cles should be taken over; the distri¬ 
bution system has to be controlled. 
Prices should be fixed by the govern¬ 
ment and it should be notified. Today 
it is not so. Mr. Naik was saying this 
the other day; he was also supporting 
this point. Take the textile industry. 
What is the requirement of cloth in 
this country for the vulnerable sec¬ 
tions of our people, poor and middle- 
class people. They must get at least 
one or two varieties of cloth. You 
allow all designs and types because 
they can manipulate and expand and 
make profits. At the same time they 
fix fancy prices for those designs. In 
this country we are thinking of social 
change and revolution. You are also 
thinking of bringing some structural 
changes in the comprehensive bill in 
order to ele^alfe the system and also 
for, the eradication of poverty in the 
cotmtry. While doing so, I would re¬ 
quest you to see that the money sup¬ 


plied to the poorer class of people has 
some value, because the purchasing 
power is going down. So, under these 
circumstances you must lake advant¬ 
age of this for at least controlling the 
prices of essential articles and the Gov¬ 
ernment should not play in the hands 
of the monopolists. So far as consumer 
articles are concerned, this Bril would 
definitely go a long way. 1 thuik this 
bill has been appreciated by one and 
all. You have mentioned during youf 
speech that certain steps and also 
certain measures will be taken at ihe 
national level. Bel'oie you take such 
measures, 1 think it is very necessary 
to go deep into the antecedents and 
the profit margin of these monopoly 
houses. What is the impact on the 
economy of the country on account of 
the activities of these monopoly 
houses? The Government .should take 
note of this. Lastly, I would like to 
mention that you have applied these 
measures only to small people. Today 
even certain smugglers and big pro¬ 
fiteers have escaped from the present 
Elmergenc.v and therefore the Emer¬ 
gency should work more vigorously- 
Still I feel that this Bill has got cer¬ 
tain value. A notification in regard to 
the prices of various consumer articles 
is not enough. The Government 
should fix proper prices for the con¬ 
sumer articles. It is only the trader 
and the manufacturer who have said 
that they have fixed the prices of cer¬ 
tain articles. The Tarrif Commission 
operates only in the case of goods 
manufactured by the various antre- 
preneurs. They should see and work 
out what is the actual cost of the total 
goods produced by the manufacturer, 
what is the price fixed by the manu¬ 
facturer and what is the actual profit 
that he gets. These are the important 
aspects that you have to take into ac¬ 
count. I am glad that a comprehen¬ 
sive measure is being taken up in this 
regard, I also seek your permission 
that while considering the comprehen¬ 
sive measure, certain provisions of my 
Bill may also be incorporated in that 
With these words. I commend my Bill. 

SHRI A. C GEORGE: I have already 
accepted many of principles be¬ 
hind it. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: I think the Minis¬ 
ter has already accepted much of the 
provisions in principle and you have 
also stated that these measures may 
be considered in the comprehensive 
Bill. In the light of that, are you 
withdrawing your Bill? 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: I think that 
the Hon’ble Minister has really ap¬ 
preciated my view-points. But I think 
that in respect of whatever measures 
you want to take, they should be 
covered by a time-bound programme. 
They should be beneficial to the com¬ 
mon man. In the background of the 
assurances given by the Hon'ble 
Minister, I wish to withdraw my Bill. 

MR. (IHAIRMAN: The question is: 

‘•That leave be granted to Shii 
K. Lakkappa to withdraw the Bill 
to regulate the prices of essential 
articles of daily consumption and 
to prevent profiteering in such arti¬ 
cles.” 

The motion was adopted. 

SHRI K LAKKAPPA: Sir, I with- 
'draw the Bill.

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 
I beg to move: 

‘‘That the Bill further to amend 
the Constitution of India be taken 
into consideration.” 

As early as 1971, while browsing 
through the Constitution of India as 
a student of law, I along with certain 
friends came across some lacunae and 
I thought it would be my duty to try 
to plug those loopholes. Under the 
compulsion of my duty, I brought this 
Bill which was introduced on 25th 
June, 1971. It must be remembered 
at this stage that my Bill has abso¬ 
lutely nothing to do with the later 
developments, i.e. when Mr, A. N. Ray 
was appointed as the Chief Justice 
of India on 26th April 1973. Two 
years prior to that, I brought this 
Bill and it is my good fortune that 
it saw the light of the day today in 
the ballot, after a lapse of five years. 

If you go through the statement of 
objects and reasons you will be con¬ 
vinced yourself that a sound proce¬ 
dure should have been laid down re¬ 
garding the appointment of Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court. The 
statement of objects and reasons reads 
thus: 

“The Constitution of India does 
not lay down any procedure for the 
appointment of the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court, though the 
Constitution is clear regarding the 
procedure of the appointment of 
other Judges of the Supreme Court. 
Any citizen of India who has been 
a Judge of a High Court or of two 
or more such courts for five years 
or has been an advocate of a High 
Court or of two or more such Courts 
for at least ten years and is con¬ 
sidered by the President as a dis¬ 
tinguished jurist is eligible for such 
appointment. The appointment of 
the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court is within the discretionary 
power of the President who acts on 
the advice of the Council of Minis- 
ters. It is, therefore, high time that 
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the procedure lor Jbe appointment 
of tbe Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Court is laid down, 

Hence this Bill.” 

f 

The main object of this Bill is that 
we want that the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court should be above board. 
He should be like Caesar’s wife and 
nobody should be able to point a 
finger at his impartiality. 1 do not 
like that a person like Shri Jaya- 
prakash Narayan, however great he 
may be, should suggest the composi¬ 
tion of the Bench of the Supreme 
' Court when the case for the appeal of 
the Prime Minister’s election petition 
came up for adjudication. The 
Supreme Court is one of the main 
edifices on which the very foundation 
of our democracy stands. So, we want 
that an independent judiciary should 
be a very important factor in our 
life, for the preservation of our vari¬ 
ous rights enshrined in the Consti¬ 
tution and to give effect to the direc¬ 
tive principles laid down there. Much 
wind has been taken out of the sails 
from the debate on my Bill, as there 
has been a marathon debate on this 
very question on the 2nd and 4th May, 
1973 in this House, when three judges 
were superseded by Mr. A. N. Bay on 
26th April. 1973. Those three Judges 
—Mr. Shelat, Mr. Grover and Mr. 
Hegde—resigned and it created a 
countrywide controversy and as a re¬ 
sult, there vms a debate in this House. 
It gives a very painful reading to go 
through the debate and the heat which 
had been generated in this House. 
It created countrywide criticism be¬ 
cause there was a departure from the 
practice of appointing the senior-most 
Judge as the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Supreme Court, a practice 
which had been followed for the last 
23 years, the only exception being In 
tbe case of Justice Imam on ground 
-of health. The question again came 
up in 1973. 1 know the usual defence 
* which will be given against this Bill 
They will quote the 14th Law Com¬ 
mission Report which was presmited 
in i960. They will say that the Law 
Camtnissioii has categorically stated 


that the senior-most Judge of the 
Supreme Court need not be the Chief 
Justice. Along with this recommenda¬ 
tion, there were several others recom¬ 
mendations which the Law Commis¬ 
sion has made like making the justice 
cheaper, reducing the amount of stamp 
duty, etc. All the other recommenda¬ 
tions have been put in the cold storage 
Now, this question will again come up 
in this House and they will quote from 
these scriptures that it was not manda- 
torj' on the part of the Government 
to abide by any procedure. In this 
regard, 1 would like to draw the at¬ 
tention of the Hou.se to the Constituent 
Assembly debate on this clause when 
the draft Constitution was being de¬ 
bated. All those who participated in 
that debate had expressed their ap¬ 
prehension and suggested that the 
highest forum of justice should be so 
insulated against all sorts of pressures 
that it should not lose its independent 
character. Right from Prof. Shibban 
Lai Saxena, who is a sitting Member 
of this House, Shri K. T. Shah, Shri 
Thakur Das Bhargava and so many 
others—if I will go on quoting, it will 
be time-consuming—had expressed 
their apprehension that the judiciary 
should not depend upon the sweet will 
of the executive. As a matter of fact, 
a suggestion was made that the ap¬ 
pointment of the Chief Justice should 
be made by Parliament, by two-thirds 
majority. For the removal of any 
Judge of the Supreme Court on the 
ground of proved mis-behaviour or 
incapacity, this House has a say in 
the matter and can do so by a two 
third majority. 

In Great Britain, the appointment 
of Chief Justice is made in the name 
of the Crown by the executive of the 
day. In the United States, the ap¬ 
pointment is made with the concur¬ 
rence of the Senate. So, in every 
country, there is some procedure but 
so far as our country is concerned, I 
would like to read a lew passages 
from the marathon debate that took 
place in this House on those days. 
While quoting some of the speeches, 
I pay my greatest regards to Mr. 
Kumaramangalam, the son of a great 
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cricketer, Dr. Subbaroyan. He played 
a very short, but a very brilliant 
innings. And he always played a 
straight bat and culled a spade a 
spade. He never minced words. He 
spoke what he actually felt. In his 
speech, he had highlighted the con¬ 
frontation that is going on between 
the Parliament and the Executive, with 
the Judiciary; and in that connection, 
he had quoted the Golak Nath’s case, 
the hank nationalization case, the 
privy purse case etc. i quote from Mr. 
K am ar amangalam: 

“The Chief Justice should be a 

man who will be able to put an end 

to this period oi confrontation.” 

Then he went on, on the philosophy 
of the judges. 

Governments come and go; but the 
judges who are of the permanent cadre 
of our judiciary, are the pcri-ons to 
interpret the law. We come and go; every 
five years, the Government changes 
and new laws are made; but they are 
the persons to interpret the law. There 
was a time even in the United States 
when Mr. Roosevelt had to make some 
adveri^e remai'ks on the Supreme Court 
there on the New Deal legislation. 
That was in the thirties. If you go 
through the history of the confronta¬ 
tion between the Judiciary and the 
executive in various countries, 
it makes an interesting read¬ 
ing; but in this debate, very in¬ 
teresting facts have been revealed. My 
friend, Mr. Piloo Mody had dealt with 
in detail, the fundamental rights and 
the directive principles. Fundamen¬ 
tal right is a right inherent in the 
Constitution; but as for the directive 
principles, they require the Govern¬ 
ment to bring about those changes, 
so as to give a better future to the 
coming generation or to posterity. He 
dealt with at length the human 
rights—aright from Magna Carta of 
1215 and to the French Revolution 
and American Revolution and to the 
United Nations, Charter of Human 
Rights. My friend Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee had then cited the judge¬ 


ments of several judges. He was 
very frank. Reactionary and pro¬ 
gressive are very relative terms. Even. 
Mr. Ray criticized very strongly, the 
Government’s position on the news** 
print control case. He might have' 
been judged at that time as reac¬ 
tionary, but certainly he was judged 
as a very progressive judge. So, the 
question of philosophy should not 
stand in the way of appointing a per¬ 
son lo Ihc highe.st post in the judiciary. 
As I pointed out, the independence of 
the judiciary is one of the main pil¬ 
lars of this democracy; and the judges 
should be properly insulated from all 
sorts of pressures; and there should be 
a prescribed procedure for the ap¬ 
pointment of the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court and here I suggest that 
the Senior-most Judges should be 
made the Chief Justice and it should 
be codified and it should form part 
of the Constitution. It is because of 
compulsions of duty and of conscience 
that I have brought in this Bill, with 
the best of intentions; and I commend 
it to the House. I beg to move that 
the bill be taken into consideration 

MR. CHIAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 

the Constitution of India be taken 

into consideration.”. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
Mr. Chairman, I stoutly oppose the 
Bill introduced by the hon. Member, 
Shri P. K. Deo, Perhaps he is la¬ 
bouring under a delusion when he 
says that Chief Justice of Supreme 
Court can be independent only when 
he is appointed to that post on the 
basis of seniority and that if a Judge 
of the Supreme Court is promoted to- 
the post of Chief Justice, he will be 
amenable to the influence of the Gov¬ 
ernment of the day, which is responsi¬ 
ble for his appointment. 

The character, quality and indepen¬ 
dence of a Judge depends, not on the 
benefits and prizes which are offered 
to him by the executive, but it de¬ 
pends on the inherent make-up of tha 
man. In England, a country whiebi 
is perhaps taken as a model by tbe 
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mover of this Bill, the Lord Chancel¬ 
lor who presides over the highest 
court of appeal is a political man. 
The occupant of the highest office in 
judiciary in England is a political man. 
The ju^ciary there is not insulated 
from the political influence. Still, 
nobody has pointed an accusing finger 
against the functioning of the judi¬ 
ciary there. So, it is the convention 
that matters. There has hardly been 
any occasion for the executive to in¬ 
terfere with the day to day working 
of the judiciary in our country. There, 
fore, merit should be given prefer¬ 
ence aud not age nr seniority in the 
matter of selection. 

We all know how very difficult it 
is under the Indian Constitution to 
remove a judge of the High Court or 
Supreme Court. It requires a subs¬ 
tantive motion in Parliament which 
has to be passed with two-thirds 
majority. As Shri Chatterjee knows 
very well, the mouth of the citiaen 
is shut against any comment about 
the conduct of the Judges in their day 
to day functioning in the various. 
High Courts. Even under the Rules 
of Procedure of this House, the con¬ 
duct of the Judge cannot be discussed, 
imless there is a substantive motion of 
impeachment against him, for which 
also a very elaborate and stringent 
procedure -has been laid down. 

After all, the Presidential Palace is 
not far away from the seat of the 
Supreme Court in Delhi. The intelli¬ 
gence service is there, the 
public opinion is there, so 
many suggestions and informa¬ 
tion come from diffei^ent sides, 
which are duly considered by the 
Head of the State, the Rashtrapati, 
who enjoys the confidence of the 
whole nation. We should have the 
fullest confidence that he will act 
fairly and impartially and ooly in the 
interest of the nation, by making a 
proper selection of a person to occupy 
the highest office in the judiciary. 

Then, even the Chief Justices of the 
High Courts are not appointed on the 
basis of seniority, ^iority in age 
or tenure of office does not ensure the 


other qualities which are the piore- 
quisitefi for appointment to the highest 
office. There are judges who have 
been appointed some time or the 
other on various considerations. It 
is to be presumed that they have 
been appointed because of their qua¬ 
lities of head, though not of heart, 
but the subsequent behaviour of those 
Judges did not justify the inference 
that they were eligible for appoint¬ 
ment to the office. I may agree with 
the suggestion, if it emanates from 
the hon. Members of this House, that 
a procedure should be evolved for the 
selection of Judges in general, not 
only of the Chief Justice of the Sup¬ 
reme Court or the High Court, just as 
it is done in the USA where there is 
the Senate Judicial Committee. 

SHRI SOMMATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Bar Associations are 
consulted. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA: I agree that 
the Bar Associations of those places 
where a Judge has worked for the 
last nine years should be asked to give 
their opinion. If that is done, I 
think there would be a concensus 
about a certain person being eligible 
to the office. 

So, we are not at present concern¬ 
ed with the modus operandi which is 
to be adopted by Parliament in the 
matter of the selection and appoint¬ 
ment of Judges, but we are confined 
only to the limited subject whether 
seniority should be the sole and ex¬ 
clusive consideration for the appoint¬ 
ment of a person as the Chief Justice. 
My submission is that this matter was 
discussed at great length during the 
time of the late Shri Kumaramanga- 
1am. Many acrimonious things were 
voiced from the side of the House 
occupied by the hon. Mover of the 
Bill, and they were adequately ans¬ 
wered. 

Now, the question of the philosophy 
comes in. A wrong and erroneous 
view has been circulated by the Mwn- 
bers of the opposition and by people 
who endorse their line of thinking 
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that a committed judiciary means that 
whatever the Government of the day 
says to them should be accepted by 
them and that they should abandon 
their judicial independence in favour 
of the view dictated by the executive. 
But) this is not the commitment. Only 
half of the truth is being circulated. 
The whole truth is that everybody is 
committed to certain things in life. 
The hon. Members of this House take 
an oath of allegiance to the Consti¬ 
tution as also the members of the ser¬ 
vices and the Judges themselves. 
What is the Constitution? Them are 
many things in the Constitution, but 
the core, the heart, of the Constitu¬ 
tion is Part IV which contains the 
ideological aspirations of the people 
of this country, namely the establish¬ 
ment of an egalitarian society free 
from exploitation, where there will 
not be any monopoly of concentration 
of wealth, but unfortunately this basic 
social philosophy embodied in the 
Constitution has not been properly in¬ 
terpreted. 

And the fundamental rights are no 
doubt very valuable but certainly the 
bs^sic principles of the Constitution 
enshrined in Part IV of the Consti¬ 
tution, namely, the directive princi¬ 
ples, cannot be ignored without the 
disastrous consequences of destroying 
the very fabric of our democratic 
institution. 

Therefore, in interpretation of the 
fundamental rights, a proper weight 
rather a preferential weight has to 
be given to the directive principldl 
of the Constitution enshrined in Part 
IV. So, therefore, what was meant 
by committed judiciary was the higher 
commitment to the philosophy of the 
Constitution, the commitment to mil¬ 
lions of people in this country who 
are still submerged in poverty and 
ignorance and nobody, howsoever 
eminent he may be, sitting in the 
highest court of jjMiciary can ignore 
these principles, Hfowever, these are 
xufi the points for the time being for 
eongideration. We shall discuss that 


topic if ever another amendment in 
the Constitution comes in. 

While concluding my speech, I will 
appeal to the hon. Member who is not 
now committed to that archaic grt’up 
of Parliament and functions as an 
Independent IMember in this House, 
to forget hi.s views which were erro¬ 
neous and should see the light of the 
day; he should trust the wisdom of 
the Rashtrapati, in making a proper 
selection of the Chief Justice in this 
country. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); Mr. Chairman, Sir, this 
Bill which was introduced, it appear¬ 
ed in 1971, has become unreal in a 
sense not only because this House had 
a very comprehensive debate in 1973 
when the supersession of three Sup¬ 
reme Court Judges had taken place 
but also because the judiciary has de¬ 
valued itself in thi.s country. And T 
am a disillusioned man along with 
the vast masses, struggling masses, 
masses who have been deprived of 
the benefits which have been enshrin¬ 
ed in Part IV of the Constitution, but 
which this Government has never 
thought of enforcing; those paper 
rights which have been provided in 
Part IV have never been made en¬ 
forceable. Th'erefore, the judiciary 
which has today, in my submission, 
let down the people of the country 
in a way as wc have seen in the 
latest judgment, according to me does 
not require or justify any special 
consideration from the people of this 
country. 

Sir, I not Only feel but charge that 
the rule of law in this country has 
been subverted by the eicecutive and 
that subversion of the rule of law 
by the executive has unfortunately 
been legitimised by the judiciary in 
this country as we find when we read 
through the last judgement. Why are 
we talking and discussing about Chief 
Justiceship of the Supreme Coitct 
when the access of the common peo¬ 
ple to the Supreme Court is becoming 
a matter of great uncertainty, a great 
difficulty for the common people and 
what for will they dbme to judiciaryt 
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& long the emergency is continuing 
in this country the door of the judi¬ 
ciary is almost closed. None of my 
fundamental rights is exercisable. I 
have no right of life. 

The Chief Justice was appointed 
with great fan-fare in 1973 because 
of his philosphy, because of his for¬ 
ward-looking views, as was discovered 
by the person sitting on that side by 
reading through his previous judg¬ 
ment or by an interview, I do not 
know. 

Now, that learned Chief Justice of 
India has held that there is no right 
to live for the common people in this 
country. The masses of this country 
have no right of personal liberty so 
long as the Emergency is continuing. 
We have no fundamental right. The 
Directive Principles are not enforce¬ 
able. Neither have I any fundamen¬ 
tal right nor can I ask for the Direc¬ 
tive Principles to be enforced, nor 
ican 1 say, I want to be a free man, if

*732. SHRI P. GANGADEB: Will 
the ^Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state; 

(a) whether agriculture and irriga¬ 
tion have been given top priority in 
States under 20-Point Programme; and 

(b) if so, total outlay under the 
States' plans in respect of these two 
sectors? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRI ANNA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE): (a) Priority 
to agriculture and irrigation is refiecl- 
ed in the State Plans. Wherever ne¬ 
cessary, additional Plan allocations 
, have been made, having regard to the 
20-Point Programme relating lo these 
sectors. 

(b) The total outlays approved for 
Annual Plans for 1976-77 of the States 
and Union Territories aggregate to Rs. 
476.22 crores hi respect of agriculture 
and allied sectors, and Rs. 672.41 cro¬ 
res for irrigation and flood control. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Jn view of 
^the fact that the Prime Minister's 20- 
point programme has successfully end¬ 
ed its take-off stage and is nou^ in its 
next step, Jl would like to know firom 
the Hon. Minister whet the latest Cen¬ 
tral directives to the States, to' ateam. 
766L.S.—I 
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line price mechanism of food-grains 
and food products so that the price 
level, which is now showing a rising 
tendency, is immediately arrested. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I do not know how the Hon. Member 
is posing the argument that the prices 
are rising so far as agricultural com¬ 
modities are concerned. There are 
certain seasonal fluctuations, but, the 
other day I explained to the House 
that there had been a fall of 24 per 
cent to 25 per cent as compared to 
last year, in cereal and food-grain 
prices. Government itself is not in¬ 
terested in deflating the prices of 
agricultural commodities too much as 
it might affect (he advance of agricul¬ 
tural production. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: May -I fur- 
ther ask what steps have been taken 
under the new programme, especially 
during the emergency, to ensure 
speedy completion of the unflnished 
irrigation projects in different States— 
both major and minor—within a time- 
bound programme and to what extent 
the services of the Central Water Com¬ 
mission have been utilised by the 
States to implement all these half- 
done projects expeditiously? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As the House is aware, the 20-Point 
programme envisages additional five 
million hectares to be brought under 
irrigation under medium and major 
schemes during the four years of the 
Plan. Last year, additional assistance 
given to the State Governments was 
to the tune of 57 ccoies of rupees. 
The State Govemm«its themselves 
are taking all steps necessary to im- 
plemaat this programme with all the 
seriousness. 
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As lar as the Central Water and 
Power Commission is concerned, they 
only sanction the schemes, the imple¬ 
mentation is with the State Govern¬ 
ments. 

SHRI D. N, TIWARY: I would like 
to know, whether it has been decid¬ 
ed to complete the irrigation projects 
which have been continuing for a 
long time. If so, whether the Govern¬ 
ment will see that Gandak project in 
North Bihar whihe has been going on 
for the last 8—10 years is completed 
at an early date. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 1 
fully share the sentiments of the hon. 
Member. In fact, a laigc number of 
projects are taken up in individual 
States and naturally the overhead ex¬ 
penses go up. Our suggestion to the 
State Governments has been to im¬ 
plement them as early as possible so 
that the escalation does not take place 
and the benefits accrue from the pro¬ 
ject at the earliest. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: There are 
a number of irrigation projects in 
Vidarbha region, where mostly it is 
dry farming, and, therefore, irrigation 
potential is from the wells. So many 
fanners have dug wells, taken pump 
sets, and fitted them, but the electri¬ 
city authorities are demanding pei 
pole certain amount for giving connec¬ 
tions. The amount of benefit that you 
can get from energising these pump 
sets is tremendous. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister, whether 
the Central Government has any 
scheme for assisting such fanners to 
get these facilities, so that irrigation 
facilities could be augmented. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We do not have any special scheme for 
them; the State Government are ex¬ 
pected to take care of such problems. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: They say 
that It is the Central Govemnv>nt. 
There is a scheme of minor Irrigation 
programme, where the Central Gov¬ 
ernment gives some financial assie- 
tance. They say that unless that 


scheme is sanctioned, they will not be 
able to help. 

SHRJ ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Most of the electricity boards are find¬ 
ing themselves in financial difficulties 
because of inadequate resources. That 
is why, vre are trying to raise addition¬ 
al resources. I quite appreciate that 
the conditions should not be too harsh 
that these become counter-productive 
and the farmers are not able to get 
power connection. If the hon. Mem¬ 
ber brings to my notice any specific 
cases. I will take up with the State 
Government.

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: For the 
successful implementation of the 20- 
point economic progranane of the 
Prime Minister, I would like in know 
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whether there is any co-ordination 
between the Revenue Department and 
the Agricultural Department in the 
State so that when the surplus land 
la allotted, the Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment goes and examines the soil and 
advises the allottee as to the t.vpe of 
crc^ that could be raised on the land. 

Secondly, the other day Mr. Ja^Ivan 
Ram said that Rs. 500 is given to 
the allottee for reclamation and an¬ 
other Rs. 500 for inputs. Is this 
amount being given to the State Gov- 
ernments to be given to the allottees? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
First of all, Rs. 25 crores are provided 
in the Central Plan outlay concerning 
the Fifth Plan for helping the land al¬ 
lottees as outright grants and loans. 
Rest of the amount is supposed to 
#come as institutional ilnance from 
banks and other financial instituticms. 
But the State Governments are sup¬ 
posed to see and ensure that no allottee 
suffers for lack of resources to deve¬ 
lop the land. We have even suggested 
formation of Consultative Committees 
under the Chief Ministers or Chief Sec¬ 
retaries so that there is efTective rn. 
ordination and the land allottees do not 
have any difficulty.

A 
statement is laid on the Table of +he 
Sabha. 


Statement 


(a) Yes, Sir. A Centrally sponsored 
scheme for strengthening ground and 
surface water minor irrigation Orga¬ 
nisations in the States has been re^'ent- 
ly approved. Under this scheme 'iO 
per cent grants, on a matching basis, 
u'ould be made available to the States 
for strengthening of the State Orga¬ 
nisations in specified disciplines and 
areas in which th^ are presently de- 
fldent, so that these Organisations are 
able to do the work of surveys, plan¬ 
ning and development of minor irriga¬ 
tion in a more efficient manner. 


(b) Central Ground Water Board 
has cartymg out macro level 
investigatifms to en¬ 


able planning and implementation of 
groundwater schemes on a sound tech¬ 
nical basis. The Board is expected to 
cover about 5 lakh KM^ under these 
surveys during the Fifth Five Year 
Plan against an area of about 10 lakh 
Km covered during the preceding 25 
years. The Board in addition, has 
taken up special projects for resource 
evaluation in limited representative 
basins including chronically drought af¬ 
fected hard rock areas with a view to 
evolving an extended methodology 
and norms for planning and imple¬ 
mentation of ground water schemes. 
Two such projects have already been 
completed and six are presently in 
hand. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR; The state¬ 
ment says that under the scheme 50 
per cent is given as a grant and the 
other 50 per cent should ceme as th« 
State contribution. 

I would like to know whether all the 
States have got ground water organiza¬ 
tion, whether they have adopted the 
scheme, whether in any State the 
scheme is implemented and if so, with 
what results. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN; The 
scheme has been introduced very re¬ 
cently and it has been sanctioned by 
the Ministry of Finance. We have re¬ 
ceived nine proposals so far, but the 
actual, implementation has not yef be¬ 
gun. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR': It has been 
said in tl\e statement that two such 
projects have already been completed 
and six are presently in hand. I 
would like to know which are those 
two and six schemes. I would also 
like to know whether this scheme can 
be implemented in the drought prene 
areas? Where there is a hard lock, 
the tubewells are not possible. 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: Two 
schemes which have been completed 
by the Central Ground Waterf Board 
with the assistance of UNDP are in 
Rajasthan and Gujarat and In Andhra 
Prade^. Andhra Pradesh we have 
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bard rock operation. We are drilling 
through the hard rock and we have 
succeeded in locating water under¬ 
neath very hard rock. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR Which are 
the other six schemes in hand? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: In 

Coimbatore, Noyil, Ponnani and Amra- 
vati River Basins Projects, elsewhere 
Upper Jamuna Project including Taj- 
wala and Okhla, Ghaggar Project. 
Betwa Project, Vedawati Project and 
Sina Man Basins Project in Maharash¬ 
tra. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
Which are these nine States which 
have prepared their proposals for 
strengthening their State organisations 
from matching grant hard rock areas 
"Of sub Himalayan ranges to which 
Mr. Fainuli referred to a short while 
ago? Are they also being attended to? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN; I do 
not have the details of the States which 
have submitted their proposals. But 
in all 9 States' have submitted their 
proposals. We are awaiting prc.posals 
from the other States. In the hard 
rode areas of Himalya terrain the 
problem is of holders and not so much 
of hard rock. We have done some 
drilling work. 

MR, SPEAKIER: Have you got the 
names of those States?

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: We 
have located in that area and also in 
many other areas. So far, \ve have 
covered 10 lakh sq. kilometers already 
and we have the proposal to cover 5 
lakh# sq. kilometers during the Fifth 
Plan period. .. (Interruptions) 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Let it be 
completed. 

MR. SPEAKER; I hey say it has 
been located. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Are you 
doing something to exploit that water 
resources or you will wait till certain 
point?

THE MINISTER OF STATS IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
AND IRRIGATION (SHRl ANNA- 
SAHEB P. SHINDE); (a) Accord' 
Ing to the information received from 
the State Government, difficulties are 
being experienced in some pockets in 
the Stale. 

(b) Difficulties regarding drinking 
■water are being experienced mainly in 
Amreli and Bhavnagar districts. 

(c) The main difficulty which is be- 
ing experienced is with regard lo sup¬ 
ply of drinking water, for which the 
State Government is taking n>easures 
like deepening of walls, d’-iliing c\£ 
tube-wells and supply of water by 
tankers and bullock carts to the affect¬ 
ed villages and towns. 

SHRl VEKARIA: Every year the 
rainfal is decreasing in the areas of 
Saurashtra and Kutch and the villagers 
have been facing the diificulty of 
water shortage every year. J would 
like to know this from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter. He says about measures like sup¬ 
ply of water by tankers and bullock 
carts, deepening of wells, etc. Such 
type of measures do not solve the prob- 
lem at all in these areas. i would 
like to know from the Minister whe¬ 
ther the Government has any idea 
to put up a plant for desalination of 
water from the sea in tho,se areas. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
would like to contradict his statement 
and say that rainfall was normal in 
Saurashtra this year and excess in 
Gi'jarat. As far as desalination of 
water is concerned I am not in a posi¬ 
tion to make any positive statement 
because experts have not indicated 
any economic feasibility of these desa. 
lination projects either for irrigation 
or for drinking water . 

SHRI VEKARIA: My second ques.- 
tion is ^Ua. fa part (c) of my question 
I adc^d the measure taken by 
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Government to face the situation in 
regard to agriculture. Whal we find 
is that although dams are constructed 
for irrigation purposes, because of 
water shortage in city areas, flfese 
waters are used for the water supply 
schemes of the city areas. That is 
why I am asking ^is question. If 
these waters are used for the water 
supply scheme of the cit.Y areas, then 
what will happen to irrigation sche¬ 
mes, which is our main purpose? 
Therefore, I would like to know this 
Has the Government any scheme to 
give water supply to the cities instead 
of drawing water from these dams 
which are meant for irrigation purpos¬ 
es? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as that part is concerned, there 
is not much danger of this type of 
diversion of water. Agriculture Is 
not suffering by and large. We would 
also suggest to the State Governments 
about alternative schemes where agri¬ 
culture is likely to be very badly af¬ 
fected, but, drinking water must have 
a priority and I am sure, the hm. 
Member would be able to appreciate 
this point.

Congress h®ld in New Delhi from 8th to 
11th April, 1976 is reported to have 
passed a resolution to constitute a 
National Union of Agriculture in India. 
But the resolution passed or the recom. 
mendations made by the Congress have 
not been communicated to the Govern¬ 
ment. 

(b) As stated in reply to (a) above, 
no intimation has been received from 
the Congress about the various points 
discussed by them. 

(c) Does not arise at this stage. 

SHBX R. S. PAISDEY: Sir, the. hon. 
Miidster said that the Indian ASiicul- 


ture Congress which met in Delhi have 
not passed on the recommendations to 
the Ministry. It is ru>t a question of 
whether they have passed on the re¬ 
commendations or not. Such an import¬ 
ant conference took place here which 
was addressed by our Prime Minister. 
She herself participated and while 
addressing the inaugural session of the 
First Indian Agriculture Congress, Mrs. 
Gandhi said that rural reconstruction 
was to prevent the migration of people 
to urban areas. So, highest attention 
sbould be given to increase the 
agrlL-ultural output. There are so many 
suggestions given by the Prime Mini¬ 
ster herself. And then, later on, the 
Indian Agriculture Congress recom¬ 
mended to Government to have the 
National Union of Agriculture as a 
sort of a voluntary organisation to 
create an atmosphere in the country 
for the participation and actual in¬ 
volvement of the people in order to 
create more production where there is 
dearth of foodgrains. May I know 
whether his attention was drawn to 
this hy this organisation or the atten¬ 
tion of the 'Government was drawn to 
this to do something in this respect? 

MR. SPEAKER: Is it National Uni- 
on of Agriculture or Agriculturist? 

SHRl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
They have suggested this, trarious or¬ 
ganisations of agriculture are to be 
brought together. As regards the point 
raised by the hon. Member, namely, 
regarding the recommendations, we are 
awsiting their recommendations and 
we learn that this organisation has not 
.vet finalised the recommendations. As 
soon as the recommendations are aval, 
lable to us, we will go into them. Sec¬ 
ondly, we would like to encourage the 
voluntary organisation because we 
cannot afford to rely only on bureau¬ 
cracy for the impl«nentation of the 
dev^opmental programmas. 

SHRl R. S. PANDEY: May I know 
whether any recommendation regard- 
ing 'incentive bonus’ to the farmer has 
been received from this Organteatioii 
and vdiat is the thinking of the <3o* 
vernment on this?

ARVIND NETAM): (a) and (b). A 
statement is laid on the Table of the 
Sabha. 

Statement 

tSoveiTunent have taken a number 
of steps for the promotion of sports, 
games and physical culture in the 
country, keeping in mind the comple- 
xnentery nature of brodbased mass 
phi^cid and sports activity on the one 
hand and competitive sport aimed at 
exo^nce and high achievement on 
the othi^. 

It waa decided In the meeting U the 
State Ministers of Sports, Presidents 


of State Sports Councils and Presi¬ 
dent/Members of the All India Council 
of Sports held in November, 1974 that 
each State Govemment/State Sports 
Council sho\ild undertake to involve 
around 1500 youths in active sports in 
each Block, thus ensuring the 
participation of about 80 lakh 
young men and women by the end of 
the Fifth Five Year Plan period. The 
guidelines for the development of 
games, sports and physical culture ac¬ 
tivities rn the country evolved by the 
Ministry in July, 1975 stress that the 
programme of creating a mass move¬ 
ment in sports should have precedence 
over competitive aspect of sports. 
These guidelines, inter alia, envisage 
the establishment of one youth club in 
each Panchayat to organise on a re. 
gular and sustained basis sports and 
games activities in indigenous and 
other games popular in the area. The 
guidelines have been brought to the 
notice of the State Governments and 
they have been requested to give top¬ 
most priority to this programme in 
their plans for the promotion of sports. 

A nation-wide programme of rural 
sports tournaments is in operation 
since 1970-71 and in this connection 
special coaching camps are held for 
rural sportsmen. These tournaments 
are held at the Block, District, State 
and National levels and involve a 
large number of rural and tribal youth. 
The total number of boys and girls In¬ 
volved during 1975-76 is estimated at 
about 7 lakhs. 

Promotion of sports and games in 
the rural sector is also an Important 
part of the programmes of the Nehru 
Yuvak Kendras which have been pro¬ 
vided with trained coaches lor this 
purpose. Thes^ Kendras encourage 
estabUshmait of Youth Clubs so as to 
involve the rural youth into various 
activities for total development of their 
personality. 

With a view to spotting sporting 
talent at a young age and to properly 
develop such 1,300 besh schedar. 

ships are awarded eveiy year under 
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the Sports Talent Scholarships Scheme 
to outstanding school and university 
students who excel in sports and games 
as well as to deserving and upcoming 
rural and tribal boys and girls on the 
basis of their performance in the rural 
sports tournaments. 

Financial assistance i$ provided to 
State Sports Councils/State Govern¬ 
ments. as the case may be, for con¬ 
struction of Stadia, Swimming Pools, 
Floodlighting of Stadia, holding coach¬ 
ing camps, purchase of sports equip¬ 
ment, establishment of Rural Sports 
Centres and improvement of physical 
facilities in the physical education 
training institutions. The ceilings on 
Government grants that can be given, 
for the above purposes have recently 
been enhanced. 

Financial assistance to Stale Govern¬ 
ments/State Sports Councils and local 
bodies is made available for the deve¬ 
lopment of play-fields, while assistance 
is channelled through the University 
Grants Commission and the Associa¬ 
tion of Indian Universities for uni¬ 
versities and colleges for develop¬ 
ment of physical facilities and for 
organising coaching-cuni-compel ition 
camps. 

Facilities for coaching of sportsmen 
and women and training of coaches 
themselves have been made available at 
the Netaji Subhas National Institute 
of Sports, Patiala and at the Regional 
Coaching Centres. A South Branch of 
the Institute has been set up at Banga¬ 
lore to make improved facilities avai¬ 
lable in South India. 

Coaching, conditioning and improv¬ 
ing physical fitness of national teams 
fis arranged through the Netaji Subhas 
National Institute of Sports, Patiala 
free of cost. 

Grants are made available to nation¬ 
al sports Federations/Aswciations for 
holding natlonid CompeUtions, parti- 
cipatioa in international sports events. 


purchase of equipment and for the 
training of national teams. 

Teams, sportsmen and women who 
qualify for participation in the Olympic 
Games are provided expert coaching 
at the Netaji Subhas National Institute 
of Sports, Patiala and expenses on their 
board and lodging during the coaching 
camps are met by the Government. 
Government also extend financial 
assistance to cover the passage costs 
of Indian teams participating in the 
Olympic Games. 

The details of the schemes and pro¬ 
grammes undertaken by the Ministry 
of Education and Social Welfare for 
promotion of sports, games and physi¬ 
cal culture in the country are mention¬ 
ed at pages 76—35 of the Ministry’s 
Annual Report for 1975-76 which was 
recently circulated to the Members. It 
might be mentioned that in the Fifth 
Five Year Plan a provision of Rs. 
1,370 lakhs has been proposed for the 
promotion of sports, games and physi¬ 
cal culture while an expenditure of 
about Rs. 304 lakhs was incurred dur¬ 
ing the Fourth Five Year Plan period 
for this purpose. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: May I know 
whether there have been any specific 
activities to involve the rural youth 
and the tribes? If so, what are those 
specific activities? 

# 

SHRI ARVIND NlfTAM: The Go. 
vernment 'of India started this rural 
sports scheme in the year 1970-71. 
Since 1970-71 this is a continuous pro¬ 
cess. Through this scheme we have 
covered specifically rural areas and tri¬ 
bal areas and also local popular sports 
events. I am to tell the House through 
this scheme we have involved nearly 7 
lakh boys and girls in 1975-76. 

SHRI K. MALLANNA: May I know 
from the hon’ble Minister as to what 
is the amount of fund allotted to the 
rural youth to activlse the sports? 

HIRI ARVIND NETAM: The Flftli 
Five Year Plan allocation for the rural 
sports scheme Is Re. 49 lakhs astd fdr 
the current year it Is Rs. 9 lakhs. 
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SHRI DINBSH CHANDRA GOS- 
, WAMI; I compliment the Education 
Ministry, particularly our young 
Minister, Shri Arvind Netam, who has 
taken a lot of interest, for the steps 
taken in the matter of sports. One of 
the drawbacks from which our sports- 
suffer is lack of physical stamina. 
In that view of the matter, have Go¬ 
vernment any proposal to make physi¬ 
cal training course compulsory in 
schools so that we can catch’em young? 
Secondly, experts on football and cric¬ 
ket have commented tha't the problem 
of fast bowlers and also footballers can 
be solved if we take young people from 
the hilly areas, for example, Nagaland 
and other^ areas. Have Government a 
, proposal to get some athletes from 
those regions and putting them on 
training as fast bowlers and other 
potential athletes? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM; As far as 
physical training and stamina are con. 
*^cemed. we have in our National In¬ 
stitute of Sports people who coach 
them for these national teams. In 
November 1974, wm had. a conference 
of Sporte hlinlsters^ of Stat^ and 


the President of the Sports CounclL 
They have agreed on principle to try to 
evolve a scheme of physical education 
not as compulsory but as a part of the 
curriculum. 

As far as football is concerned, I 
am in touch with tiie Football Federa¬ 
tion of India on how to promote this 
game especially in the tribal areas. 
The hon. member referred to Nagaland 
and other hilly areas. As regards fast 
bowlers, I am in touch with the Cricket 
Board of Control President, Mr, 
Mehra. 

MR. SPEAKER: He talked about im-. 
proving stamina. 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: About 
stamina, it is very difficult to say. 
But we are trying to evolve a scheme of 
physical education in a broad-based 
manner. 

SHRI M. S. SANJEEVI RAO; I am 
sure the hon. Minister is aware of the 
horrible situation of our country with 
a population of 50 crores in regard to 
sports. I read recently in the press 
that We are going, to send only a very 
small contingent of sportsmen to the 
Montreal Olympics, You are well 
aware that instead of spending more 
on sportsmen, we spend always on 
observers, officials or spectators. Will 
he, therefore, see that more sportsmen 
are sent to the Montreal Olympics so 
that they win at least a few gold 
medals for our country? 

SHRI ARVIND NETAM: Taking 
part in Olympics is not going to help 
this country promote sports in this 
country. But the Indian Olympic Asaow 
elation has followed some criterion ia 
selection of teams for the Montreal 
Olympics. It is the 6th position or 
higher grade in the Munich Olympioi 
of 1972. But we have not received any 
proposal, from the Indian Ol^ple 
Association as to what the total con¬ 
tingent win be. When we receive it 
we will cei^nly consid«r it.

♦738 SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: Will 
the Minister Qt AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state:

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: India with 
its 550o km long coastline is very rich 
in fish population and is equally rich 
in inland water resources for pisicul- 
ture. No doubt an account of the 
planned programme state-wise for all 
the states had been given by the bon. 
Minister in hig statement. This is no 
doubt an encouraging hint for the aug¬ 
mentation of fish production. Certain 
schemes are already in operation. I 
want to know the progress made so 
far in the implementation of the said 
projects in order to reach the fifth plan 
targets and in (a) setting up of fish 
farm agencies in the states and the 
progress made in the states to educate 
fishermen in moderff methods of fish- 
catching and to provide loans for the 
fishing industry and (b) the progress 
made in setting up trawler develop¬ 
ment fund. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: I 
have given a number of details in the 
statement which I have laid on the 
Table, of the House.

At the moment they have bemi set up 
in about elgh| or nine states. But pre¬ 
cise information not available with, 
me. About the 'devdbpment of inland

hon. Afember is interested, i am pre¬ 
pared to furnish him more details. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: As I have 
already stated, our country ig having , 
a long coastline and it is reported that 
it has abundant fish resources but till 
now no systematic survey for exploita¬ 
tion of the fish resources have been 
made except in certain areas of the 
southwest coast. In order to reach 
the the Fifth Plan target is there any 
programme to make a survey.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Have you read the 
statement? 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: No. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is why you are 
asking these questions, you must first 
read the statement. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO; I want to 
know whether any survey is going to 
be made with assistance frr.m tne 
United Nations or World Bank finan¬ 
cial assistance. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: It 
will not be correct to say that surveys 
have not been made. Their adequacy, 
one can question. Further surveys are 
under consideration. 

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR: 

You know how much Bengal is in¬ 
terested in fish. The figure given in the 
statement is not correct. It is to 
some exjtent inflaited. May I know 
whether he can give ug the breakup 
of the fresh water, brackish water and 
marine’water fish as well.as the com¬ 
posite culture which he advocated 
So much. May I know whether ihe capi¬ 
tal expenditure in the budget for 
pisiculture is equivalent to the ex¬ 
penditure that has been Incurred on 
the solarise of the officers concerned. 

I ^Iso want to know further whether in 
the Calcutta market prawn is at pre¬ 
sent selling at Rs. 45-55 a kilo which 
is beyond the reach of a common man. 

May I aik the hon. Minister to ^v« 
some consideration to this problem so 
tbH some ban Ig put on prawns Mn g 
exported at the cost of our people? 
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SHRI ANNAS^EB P. SHINDE: 
Perhaps the breakup which the hon. 
Member wants is with the state go¬ 
vernment; it is not readily available 
with me and il the hon.

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: Is it 
not the fact that some of the new 
schools are being opened within a 
distance of a mile or so and the 
schools are opened in those areas 
where schools are already in exis¬ 
tence while in some of the rural areas 
which are a little away from the 
capital do not have schools at a small 
distance? They are at a distance of 
6 or 7 miles. I am not talking about 
the middle-schoote. 1 am talking about 
the Higher Secondary Schools. Why 
those areas which are more vocal and 
more influential are having more 
number of schools?, 

SHRI D. P. YADAV: I have already 
mentioned about the criteria for open¬ 
ing new schools. There may be some 
anomaly somewhere. If the Hon’ble 
Member brings this fact to our 
notice, we would look into it. How¬ 
ever, the Delhi Administration wiU 
try its best to rationalise the distribu¬ 
tion of these schools. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA; My 
question is whether new schools are ■ 
located in certain areas which are 
already having schools while the 
rural areas which do not have 
schools_ 

MR. SPEAKER: You have to men¬ 
tion specific point so that it can be 
taken up with the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: I; 
wanted to know if the Government 
have any rules that no new schools 
are to be located in the areas where 
there are already some schools Witldn 
a distance of two miles or three miles. 
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SHRI D. P. YADAV: I would like 
the Hon’ble Member to Rive some 
suggestion in this regard so that we 
can pass it on to the Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration.

Rice is grown under diverse condi¬ 
tions and in different seasons. While 
the new dwarf varieties have fared 
better than the traditional ones during 
rabi and summer season? and in areas 
having well drained soils as in Punjab 
and Haryana, the indigenous tall 
varieties which are seasons bound 
have proved to be better than the 
new dwarfs during the south west 
monsoon season and in soils having 
water management problems. How¬ 
ever, some of the new varieties like 
Jaganath and Pankaj have fared well 
in the eastern coastal regions during 
the south west monsoon season. 


Improvement of traditional varie¬ 
ties was discussed in detail at the 
recent Workshop meeting of the All 
India Coordinated Rice Improvement 
Project. The traditional varieties are 
used in breeding programmes under 
the All India Coordinated Rice Im- 
provenment Project as a base for fur- 
ther improvemnnt.

For this purpose, 
procurement prices are fixed for major 
foodgrains and minimum support 
prices are fixed for cotton and jute. 
For sugarcane, minimum prices pay¬ 
able by sugar factories are announc¬ 
ed. Despite the fall in market prices 
of agricultural produce during the last 
one year or so, procurement prices 
for rice, wheat, jowar, bajra, maize 
and ragi have been maintained at the 
last year’s level. In addition, sup¬ 
port prices have been fixed for barley 
and gram lor the 1976-77 marketing 
season. Minimum support prices for 
cotton and jute have been increased. 
Minimum prices payable by sugar 
factories for sugarcane have also been 
maintained at the previous years level.

Under the Delhi School 
Education Act, th® fees payable by 
pupils in aided schools are fixed, 
whereas in the case of unaided 
recognised schools the Manager 
of such schools shall, before the com¬ 
mencement of each ac&demic session, 
file with the Director a full statement 
of lera to be levied by such schools 


during the ensuing acadmic session, 
and except with the prior approval of 
the Director, no such school shall 
charge during that academic session, 
any fee in excess of the fee specified

The Delhi School Education Acf- 
provides for regulating the minimum 
quaUflcations for recruitment of em- 
ployees in respect of both recognised 
private schools as well as unaided 
minority schools. Whenever Delhi 
Administration come across cases of 
teachers who do not fulfil the prescri¬ 
bed minimum qualifications, appro¬ 
priate action is taken by them in this 
regard. 

The allotment of land to unaided 
schools is made at concessional rate 
since they also serve the same pur¬ 
pose as the other aided schools.

Out of a 
total provision of Rs. 90.91 crores foi 
all States/ U.Ts. for development of 
fisheries in Fifth Five Year Plan the 
highest outlay of Rs. 18.80 crores was 
earmarked for Tamilnadu. Outlays 
of Rs. 150 lakhs, Rs. 170 lakhs and Rs. 
262 lakhs have been approved for 
1974-75, 1975-76 and 1978-77 for fish 
eries development in Tamilnadu. It 
may be recalled that the request of 
Tamilnadu for an outlay of Rs. 262 
lakhs for 1976-77 was accepted in full. 
In addltiim to the i^s^ance under 
State Plan actenee, Tamilnadu has 
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been receiving assistance for fisheries 
development under both Central and 
Centrally-sponsored scheme*. Under 
the Central sector scheme for estab¬ 
lishment of Fish Fanners Development 
Agencies, one Agency has been approv¬ 
ed for establishment in Tanjavur dis¬ 
trict and already a sum of Rs. 4.5 lakhs 
has been released. 

The State has also received equip- 
ment totalling Rs. 2.74 lakhs during 
1973-74 from the Norwegian Aid. 

The major Central assistance has, 
however, been ip the field of fishing 
harbours. A deep sea fishing harbour 
at Madras was sanctioned at an esti¬ 
mated cost of Rs. 668 lakhs in August, 
1973. Central assistance has been 
fiiven to the extent of Rs. 38 lakhs m 
1973-74, Rs. 140 lakhs in 1974-75 ai.d 
Rs. 85 lakhs in 1975-76 depending upon 
the anticipated expenditure during 
these years. 

In addition, the Centre has approved 
outays for the construction of medium 
fishing harbours at Tuticorin (Rs, 210 
lakhs), Mallipatnam (Rs. 10.6 lakhs) 
and Kodaikarai (Rs. 14.40 lakhs). The 
harbour at Tuticorin has already been 
completed while construction is start- 
ing at both Mallipatnam & Kodai¬ 
karai.

Calcutta for the year 1973-74 re¬ 
ceived in September, 1975, pointed out 
many irregularities, similar to those 
W'hich had been indicated in earlier 
years. The Board of Governors at its 
meeting held in February, 1974, took 
a .serious view of these irrigularities 
and decided to initiate a thorough 
probe and investigation by the Centra!

On 
the basis of the investigation, the 
C.B.I. decided to prosecuie the then 
Assistant Accountant and Cashier.

The prosecution 
is in progress. 


In order to streamline the financial 
and administration procedures, the In¬ 
stitute appointed a sub-Commiliee to 
look into the administration and ac¬ 
counting s.vstem of the Institute.

Production of mtrogen Fertilizers by 
British Agricultural Research Council,

Yes, Sir, Govern¬ 
ment is aware of the successful simula¬ 
tion In the laboratory of nitrogen fixa¬ 
tion by micro-organisms announced by 
Prof. J. Chatt and the co-workers, 
woHcing at the Agricultural Research 
Council (ARC), Unit of Nitrogen fixa¬ 
tion, Uhlver^ty of &issex, UK. A 
letter on the subject from these scien. 
lists has s3ao been published in the 


British weekly journal entitled, 
‘Nature’, in its January 3, 1975 issue. 

The above mentioned research unit 
at Sussex University is engaged in 
basic research into nitrogen fixation 
which means conversion of elementary 
nitrogen of the atmosphare into am¬ 
monia or other forms, easily assimilat¬ 
ed by plants. The various aspects of 
nitrogen fixation, ranging from pure 
chemist ary to microbial genetics are 
under study. The chemists are study¬ 
ing the reactions of nitrogen molecule 
with a view to find reactions similar 
to that occurriny in nature of nitroven 
fixation. The scientists of the ARC 
unit of Nitrogen fixation, Sussex Uni¬ 
versity, U.K. have claimed to have 
achieved the successful simulation of 
nitrogen fixation by microuorganisms. 
A molecule of nitrogen has been at¬ 
tached to a molybdenum atom in a 
compound prepared in the laboratory 
and overloaded with electrons. In 
methyl alcohol, which Ls a protic sol¬ 
vent like water, this compound trans¬ 
fers its electrons into nitrogen mole¬ 
cule under the action of sulphuric acid. 
The nitrogen molecule is converted to 
ammonia giving 30—40 per cent yield. 
Similarly, the tungsten compound also 
functions even more efficiently, pro¬ 
ducing 90 per cent yield of ammonia. 
Both the molybdenum and tungsten 
compounds are, however, destroyed by 
the reaction with sulphuric acid to 
produce ammonia. Hence, unless this 
reaction is made catalytic, the com¬ 
mercial utilization of the findings looks 
distant at this stage. 

In view of the above, the question 
of taking any step to adopt the process 
for any practical or large scale com¬ 
mercial use does not arise at present.

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Salient features of the scheme of 
resource mobilisation through 
cooperative societies in Ke¬ 
rala for raising Rs. 20 crores 
for providing an alternative 
arrangement for rural credit 
to poor villagers and artisans 
in t'se context of liquidation 
of rural indebtedness. 
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The scheme envisaged of mobilisa¬ 
tion of deposits to 20 crores 'through 
credit instltutioris by the end of 
April, 1976. For this purpose, the 
following action was envisaged: 

1. The various Committees at vil¬ 
lage level, taluka level, district level 
and State level were proposed to be 
set up for canvassing of deposit mobi¬ 
lisation scheme to fill the credit gap 
arising out ot the implementation by 
the State Government of the measures 
contemplated in the 20-Point Pro¬ 
gramme. 

2. To pursue the campaign on a day 
to day basis and to review its pro¬ 
gress on a weekly ba.‘!is a small steer¬ 
ing Committee consisting of the presi¬ 
dent, Kerala Stale Coooerative Bank 
Btd., Chairman. State Cooperative 
Union, Secretary to Government, 
Planning Department, Registrar of 
Cooperative Societies and Secretary, 
Kerala State Cooperative Bank was 
proposed to be set up. 

3. It was proposed to collect infor¬ 
mation relating to the position of de¬ 
posits in each institution as on 31st 
March, 1976 immediately after the 
close of the month and regarding the 
progress in collecting deposits every 
week thereafter. This will enable the 
Bank and the State Government to 
issue suitable press releases regarding 
the progress of the campaign from 
time to time. 

4. The State Cooperative Banks 
Were to formulate suitable guidlines 
for lending covering all aspects such 
as purposes to be financed, quantum 
of loan, securitv, interest documenta¬ 
tion etc., with the help of steering 
committees in consultation with the 
representatives of the District Central 
Cooperative Banks and the Primary 
Cooperative Banks. 

Under the scheme an all-out effort 
was made by the Kerala State Co¬ 
operative Bank. Jl District Coopera- 
tive Banks and their 119 branches, 41 
Urban Cooperative Banks and iheir 18 
branches and 1000 selected Primary 


Service Cooperative Societies out of 
1731 societies. The campaign was 
carried out by the societies with active 
association of Government officials, 
political parties and social workers 
and involved house to house canvas¬ 
sing.

Under the Fifth Five Year Plan a 
central sector scheme for Rs. 25 
crorc.s has been initiated with a view 
to providing short term and long 
term assistance to the allottees of sur- 
plus land mopped by the implementa¬ 
tion of land ceiling laws. The short 
term assistance is of the order of 
Rs. 250 per hectare per season admis¬ 
sible tQ the allottees for the first two 
agricultural seasons. It is intended 
to provide them with inputs for culti¬ 
vation as well as the wherewithal of 
their consumption. A proportion of 
the allotted land has to be developed 
before it can be brought under the 
plough. For this purpose long term 
assistance at the rate of Rs. 500 per 
hectare is given to eligible allottees. 
Half of this is by way of grant and 
the other half, by way of loan. 

The Government of Uttar Pradesh 
has asked for assistance under ^8 
scheme. So far a sum of Rs. 9,42,000 
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lias been sanctioned to the State Gov¬ 
ernment under this scheme.

The State Governments are 
free to determine the programmes to 
be implemented, and the funds to be 
allocated for diflerenl State Sector 
Schemes according to the require¬ 
ments and priorities to be determined 
by them.

(b) Yes Sir, the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture have been encouraging setting 
up of such Corporations so that these 
Corporations are able to run these 
Schemes on commercial lines and to 
obtain institutional credit from the 
commercial banks and Agricultural 
Refinance and Development Corpora¬ 
tion etc., for taking up new projects.

Adulteration of Milk Bottles of Delhi 
Milk Scheme 


3665. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: Will 
the Minister of AGRICULTURE AND 
IRRIGATION be pleased to state:

THE deputy minister IN THE

functioning of the milk depots run by 
the D.M.S. is inspected and supervis- 
ed by 23 Field Officers who, besides 
routine inspection, carry out surprise 
checking in orders to detect malprac¬ 
tices. To supplement the efforts of 
the Inspecting staff, DMS had sought 
the cooperation of the token holders 
to ensure streamlined distribution of 
milk at the milk depots. 205 Depot 
Advisory Committees have been 
organised and registered by the DMS 
while rationalised distribution of milk 
has been adopted at 938 depots. This 
has considerably helped in eliminating 
malpractices like unauthorised sale of 
milk by Ihe depot staff. Cross check¬ 
ing of milk tokens with ration cirds 
and other authentic documents Las 
helped to eliminate unauthorised 
tokens and about 31,000 unauthorised 
tokens have been seized and cancel¬ 
led. The DMS also has a complaint 
cell which works round the clock and 
ell complaints received on telephone 
or in writing are promptly enquired 
into and remedial action is taken 
wherever necessary. Deterrent action 
is taken against defaulting depot 
agents. 

As regards complaints about adul- 
temation of milk, DMS had received 
six complaints during the year f-nding 
31st March, 1976 out of which one 
related to depot staff and the remain¬ 
ing 5 related to home-delivery agents 
who are not employees of the DMS. 
In cases where home delivery .-igents 
were involved, the DMS advised the 
token holders to appoint alternative 
agents to collect milk from the DMS 
milk booths.

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN (Coimbatore); Sir, in speaking 
on the Demands of this Ministry, 1 
would first like to say that we have 
definitely made some progress as re¬ 
gards both Tourism and Civil Avia¬ 
tion. 

But, Sir, I would like to draw the 
attention of the House to the fact 
that in the process of modernization 
of the airports, we are having a most 
peculiar procedure. Because we find 
that our airports never keep up with 
the modernization that is taking place 
throughout the world . There is 
never a long-range perspective; and 
we find ourselves, when we think 
that we have got a very modern air¬ 
port, that we are ten years behind 
all the other world airports, which 
have cau^t up and gone for ahead. 
I cannot understand why we should 
be having all these experts who only 
go after tdiat hag already taken place 
S or 10 years earlier in tiie other 
countries. When we want to compete 
in tourism; when we want the most 
mod^n aircraft^ our airports are not 
adequate to deM with the modem 
aircrafts. Tor instance, when the 
ahhus purchase was bei^ emuddered, 


the Airlines gave an assurance—and 
it was one of the conditions—that 

there would be no extra expenditure 
in any of the airports, to meet re¬ 
quirements of the traffic being handled 
by the air bus. We now learn that 
modifications are going un o 
manner; and that even the carrier 
belt is to be changed. I do not 
know why we are carrying ou in this 
way. (Surely, there is enough ex¬ 
pertise throughout the world for us 
to draw upon. There is enough 
experience for us to draw from, in 
order to see that we keep up with 
the modernisation, that is taking place, 
within our country also. 

Similarly, there is a lot of wastage. 
I learn that in most of the advanced 
countries of the world 80 per cent of 
the airfield is paved area whereas in 
India it is only 20 per cent. When 
We have got to catch up with 80 per 
cent, we find that, even in the emer¬ 
gency period, last year in the Palani 
Airport the mosaic flooring was chang¬ 
ed to ICotah stone. Is this the way you 
deal when the emergency? Is this the 
way we bring up the airports that 
we ere bothered more about whether 
It is nmsaie flying or Rotah stone 
and ®ot bo^®*^ about bringing the 
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airport up to the specifications of a 
really modern airport? 

With regard to safety, in some air¬ 
ports, I am told there are no crash 
tenders with the required capacity of 
foam and water required for the 
Boeing 737. In Khajuraho; for in¬ 
stance; which is an important tourist 
centre; while I do not want to create 
a sense of panic; I am told that there 
are only two jeeps t® fight the pos¬ 
sibility of a fire. So; the poor pas¬ 
sengers who get into the Boeing have 
to be armed with the Quran, or the 
Bible or the Gita in their hands and 
hope for the best. 

The whole problem is that of pur¬ 
chase of CFTs. Why is it that you 
have been delaying the decision about 
the CFTs? Since 1969 this question 
has been hanging fire. You have got 
a tender from Tlatra of Czechoslo¬ 
vakia. But you have got interested 
parties wanting to go in for these 
CFTs from Australia and Holland. 
You find that from Tatras you are 
able to get them upto the specifica¬ 
tions laid down by KAO. In spite of 
that, you want to go in for the 
Austrian one, which has a capacity of 
only 800 gallons, whereas Tatras have 
got 1200 gallons. The Tatras cost 
Rs 7-1/2 lakhs which have got to be 

paid in rupees, which means no drain 
of foreign exchange while the others 
cost Bs. 151 lakhs to be paid in 
foreign cturrency. When you have 
got this offer and when they have got 
the stock for ready supply, why this 
delay? Why are you so absolutely 
meagre in the allocation of resources, 
resulting in such paucity of fire-fight¬ 
ing equipments in your airports? 

Now w© have got 8 track-t 3 q)e fire 
tenders from Canada, which run at 
*8 K.M per hour. They are not being 
used in any airport in the world at 
all and yet we purchased them at a 
cost of Rs. 20 lakhs each. Why should 
we go In for this kind of thing, which 
Is a drain on our sl«ider foreign 
exchange resources? When we really 
^ulpments for hospitals, Or for 


our heavy industries or for other 
spheres of developmental activities 
we are told that there is a shoftage 
of foreign exchange? Therefore, the 
Ministry of Civil Aviation have got 
to pull up their socks, if they have 
any socks, and they have got to deal 
with this problem of safety device 
immediately and ensure that they are 
according to ICAO standards. You 
have to keep the national interest in 
mind, see to it that there is the 
minimum drainage of foreign ex¬ 
change and accept the most advant¬ 
ageous tender, rather than merely 
asking for global tenders again and 
again while you lackeys in Austria or 
Holland are having a free time, try¬ 
ing to influence the various officers 
that are there. 

As far as the International Airport 
Authority is concerned, at the time 
the Bill was being discussed, Dr. 
Karan Singh gave an assurance here 
that the setting up of this Authority 
would create new avenues of promo¬ 
tion for the Civil Aviation Depart¬ 
ment employees, who are experts in 
handling air traffic control. What do 
we now see? We now find that one 
after the other, lAF personnel are 
being diawn into this organisation, 
which ia demoralising the employees 
of the Civil Aviation Department. 
The people who are drawn from the 
lAF have experience of dealing with 
fighters and bombers, but they do not 
have the background experience of 
handling civilian air traffic control. 
You have got your expertise, your 
very skilled officers in your own 
department, end yet you go and draw 
somebody from somewhere else, who 
comes for t^o years, introduces his 
own new idea and then—goes away. 
Then another person comes and tries 
his own idea, ignoring whatever has 
happened before him j have nothing 
against the ZAF officers. We are 
proud of them. We know what a 
tremendous piece of work they have 
been attacked. At the same time, 
done any lime. Our country has 
let us not give them loo much 
of resptmelbility, because there 
is a vast difference in work 
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between the lAF and the civilian air 
tra:^ control. When you have got 
your departmental people who are 
there from the beginning, gaining ex¬ 
perience day after day, why do you 
Rot see that they are promoted to 
further positions of responsibility as 
Dr. Karan Singh assured us when the 
discussion on the International Air- 
port Authority took place? 

The Fay Commission also recom- 
mended that the Assistant Aerodrome 
OflBcers* posts should be filled through 
departmental promotion. Here again, 

I am told that there is the Tata 
Committee going into it, I do not 
know why. Tata seems to be the 
be-all, end-all and know-all as far 
as aviation in India is concerned. 
Surely when the Tihrd Pay Com¬ 
mission has already gone into it in 
greet detail, and the Government has 
thought fit in so many spheres to 
accept their recommendations, why 
should you have here a new commit¬ 
tee coming in? Therefore, if—I 
say ‘if’; I hope it will not happen— 
such a committee is there and it 
makes recommendations, I hope you 
will do nothing about those recom¬ 
mendations without consulting the 
JCM about it. 

Lastly, you m\ 2 st think of your 
employees. You do gO much of 
modernisation, so much nf building. 
You may not believe it, but if you 
go to Palam—perhaps when you, Sir, 
go, they will not be there, I do not 
know—you will find that there are 
eight employees working in a room— 
this is the way in which they are 
neglected—^which is a store room, 
which has no ventilation, no fan. 
We are sitting here in air-conditioned 
splendour. It might be difficult for 
iis to understand what it means to 
them. Bu^this is the way in which 
the employees are dealt with. When 
you talk of the emergency, when you 
talk of a commitment, when you 
iok of a natioimi perspective, don’t 
you think that the efRdency of the 
employees would, mu*?!* grea^ if 
48^ are also given conditions #h«e 


they can work better? Our <liscus- 
siong here reach a particular level. 

1 wonder whether we would reach 
that level if we were shut in a room 
without a fan. First of all, you would 
have the problem of quorum. And,- 
I do not know what the Ministers 
would do. 

With regard to tourism, I would 
request the Ministry not to give us 
misleading figures. We are given 
figures in regard to the increase of 
tourist traffic, but what is the base 
taken? 1971. But everybody knows 
that 1971 was a year of great disturb¬ 
ance, the year of the liberation of 
Bangla Desh, the year when Pakistan 
attacked us. Therefore, tourist traffic 
then obviously was not what it 
might have been. With that base 
you say that you have achieved so 
much. I think that is misleading. 

I do not deny that there bas 
been some progr^ts, but surely 
you must be much more open 
with the figures that you give to 
Parliament, so that we can really 
analyse them in a proper manner and 
come to our own conclusions. But 
to-day I am at a loss. I do agree 
there is that much of an increase, I 
appreciate that there is an increase 
in our foreign exchange earnings, but 
I would like to know what exactly 
the increase is. Why take 1971 as the 
base? Take a normal year when 
there was normal tourist traffic. 

As far as the ITDC hotels are con¬ 
cerned, there is no doubt that they 
have improved. Some of them have 
come out of the red and they are 
progressing, but at the same time, 
there ig friction between the manage¬ 
ment and the workera. Why is it 
that the Ministry cannot see that this 
friction is overcome? In one Govern¬ 
ment Department after another, after 
the emergency, the Ministries have 
worked with a sense of emergency 
and brought about a certain lowering 
of the friction between the ifianage. 
ment and tiM workers. Whereas in 
ITDC, in which we are vitally in¬ 
terested, we find that this hag been 
ne^ected The worktars ere asking' 
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what has happened in the emergency 
to some of the enquiries that had 
been set afoot with regard to various 
malpractices and irregularities of 
•certain, officers. Unless you take up 
■ these things and see that these pro¬ 
blems are dealt with, the friction will 
continue. The ITDC is no doubt 
progressing, but if you tackle these 
problems with a sense of emergency, 
you can progress much faster. 

And you will find that the public 
sector would certainly be at the 
mercy of the private sector. On 
the other hand, instead of the public 
aector growing from strength to 
strength as rapidly as it should, as 
xap’dly as It can, you will find that 
you are giving the private sector an 
assistance by way of loans. 

For instance, you find that loans to 
the hotels have been given from the 
inception of the scheme in 1968. The 
amount today stands at Rs. 925.54 
lakhs. Had this amount of Rs. 925.54 
lakhs been invested in the public sec¬ 
tor—ITDC’s chain of hotels—^we 

would have got a return on it because 
you find that the public sector takes 
these loans, build hotels and make 
fabulous profit. For instance, let us 
compare Ashoka Hotel with Oberoi 
Hotel. In Ahsoka Hotel, they charge 
Rs. 175 per day, whereas in the 
Oberoi Hotel, they charge Rs. 275 per 
day. So, you keep on' giving loans to 
these people who charge the public 
such enormous rates. Therefore, in¬ 
stead of this financial assistance being 
channelised to the private sector, the 
public sector should be strengthened 
and your organisation should be 
etreamlined so that srou have a better 
showing next year to bring before 
Parliament. 

With regard to tourist literature, I 
would like to make one point. The 
Uepiirtment of Tourism has the ex¬ 
pertise and tourist literature. As far 
as is concern^, you will find 
that 3iey 'ate bringing out tourist 


literature which is totally inadequate, 
defective and inaccurate. As far as 
the Department of Tourism is con¬ 
cerned, you will find any number of 
complaints from the travel trade 
agencies who have been sending in 
their criticism to the complaint cell. 
What has been done about those 
complaints. And therefore, I would 
say that when you havg got experts 
of 28 years of standing in your 
Department of Tourism, the tourist 
literature should be produced by that 
Department. If it Is done, I think it 
would certainly be more effective. As 
far as the complaints are concerned, 
I think that there is a difference when 
they do that. 

With regard to the Department of 
Tourism, the post of the Director- 
General is either lying vacant or you 
have a Director-General who comes 
for a very short time and then he is 
transferred to some other depart¬ 
ment, because it is linked up with 
your IAS Cadre. Why is it that you 
cannot have also departmental pro¬ 
motions? You havg your Assistant 
Directors and Deputy Directors. 
They have been there for years; they 
know the in's and oUts of the tourist 
trade and the whole problem of 
tourism. In spite of all this, there 
comes an IAS officer on top of them. 
Then he is only busy in examining 
what his predecessor did. If he 
happens to bear a grudge against his 
predecessor, he wants to change the 
whole thing. All sort's of things are 
happening. I don’t see why you 
should have this kind of procedure. 
In fact, I tiiink this whole question of 
deputationists should be gone into 
very seriously. The deputationists 
should go back and the departmental 
people should be given proper 
mcourag«nent. You have got experts 
and srou should see that you make the 
fullest use of those experts. 

As far as various tourist offlpes aro 
concerned, I am sorry to say, when ! 
was going .through , this R^>ort, t 
fouxi 4 that your idea of tourism Ig 
such that it ia iotaVy West-brleni^ 
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It may be possible that those who 
want to go and work in those offices 
prefer those countries. Here in the 
Report is a list of your tourist offices 
which are in New York, San Francisco, 
Chicago, Toronto, London, Geneva, 
Paris, Frankfurt, Brussels, Stockholm, 
Vienna and Milan, Tokyo and Kuwait. 
In the Rast dop’t we want to have 
close relations with countries who are 
friendly to us there? Don’t We W'ant 
tourists to come from there? We 
have our Indian tourists wanting to go 
to Thailand, to the Philippines and 
to other places. We have one shop¬ 
ping centre in Tokyo, one in Singa¬ 
pore and one in Kuwait. 

With tbe gulf countries becoming 
closer to us, our culturland trade re¬ 
lations are growing with them. Why 
is it that we have only one tourist 
office in Kuwait? Surely, this has 
got to be examined.' Then you will 
find that there are countries like 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia who have 
got a very large number of tourists 
who come to their countries. Would 
it not be profitable for our co un try to 
have tourist offices in those countries 
so that tourists who come there can 
visit our various offices, learn more 
about our coimtry based not on the 
literature that you are producing but 
on the literature that I am requesting 
you to produce and see that tourist 
traffic wili^ definitely step up? But 
that should be the mannm- in which 
you set up your tourist offices. I 
think you have to pay more atten¬ 
tion to the newly liberated African 
countries, the Middle-East countries, 
the Asian countries and also the near¬ 
east countries. It is, I think, such a 
big lacuna in our promotion of 
tourism by not setting up our tourist 
offices there in order to cater for 
those tourists who may be visiting 
those coimtries and may be in a posi¬ 
tion to visit India later on. 

With regard to the overMas post¬ 
ings—all those which are in the 
Tourist Department—I find, the 
ovttteas postings are done mostly on 
an ad hoe baMs. The overseas post¬ 


ings are very important because the 
overseas postings are for those who 
have got the experience and know¬ 
how, who go and generate interest 
and enthusiasm is the people in those 
countries and who tap the potential 
tourist traffic in' those countries. 
Therefore, when you have got the 
overseas postings only on an ad hoc 
basis, no procedure, no rules, no pro¬ 
per method of selection, then you 
cannot get good results. There should 
be a Selection Committee for inter¬ 
viewing the people and selecting the 
people who can really deliver the 
goods when they go abroad. Unless 
you have that and follow that process, 
and not have an ad hoc basis, you are 
not really doing justice to the whole 
policy of developing tourist traffic. 

Ours is a vast country; it is a sub¬ 
continent; it is rich in cultural herit¬ 
age. It has got centres of historical 
and archaeological interest. At the 

same time, because of the vastness of 
the country, you have Sot the diffe¬ 
rent types of geographical formations 
and you have also got the places where 
the people could come either for sea¬ 
bathing or for fishing or for 

mountaineering and so many other 
things. You have got to have people 
who will go abroad and make people 
understand that they can have as fine 
a mountaineering holiday in India as 
in Austria, as fine a holiday on the 
beaches of Kovalam or Juhu as they 
would have on the beaches of the 
black sea in Varna. We have got 
certain areas which no country in the 
world has. That is why it is exterme- 
ly important that you have these 
various tourist offices and you see 
that the people vrho have the exper¬ 
tise man those tourist offices. Th^ if 
why, I say, when you have the 
Department with talented people, 
why do you not make use of your 
talent? Here, we are a country with 
all this great heritage and we are net 
able to make other people undcarstand 
u^t our heritage is. Therefore, I 
wpttld ^peal- to.flie hott. Minister 
they shoiAd immediately take efi 
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thla whole iasue of setting up vazl> 
mis tourist oflSces in these various 
countries and find out where tourist 
potential is, particularly, from the 
iiear>east countries, where there is 
no greenary whereas here in our 
country there is a lush of greenary. 

As far as the Information Assis¬ 
tants are concerned, why is it that you 
go to the open market for 80 per cent 
of your recruitment? This is a kind 
of thing that demoralises the 
employees. You have got to do some¬ 
thing about it. You should assure them 
and bring in the rules to see that at 
least 60 per cent of them are from the 
Department itself because they are 
growing in the Department. Let them 
grow further. 

As regards the telephone operators, 
there are two of them and they are to 
get an increase of Rs. 20 according to 
the Pay Commission’s recommenda¬ 
tion. There are two women telephone 
operators. Therefore, I am specifically 
referring to this point although there 
are many other points in regard to the 
Pay Commission’s recommendations 
that remain to be touched. An in¬ 
crease of Rs. 20 is not being given to 
them although in all other Government 
Departments, that increase has been 
sanctioned and has been given. You 
SEiend lakhs and lakhs of rupees on 
iiiosaic flooring and Kotah stone at 
Palam. But you cannot give Rs. 20 
increase to two telephone operators in 
the Department. This is the manner 
in which your Department functions. 

Lastly, I would say that you must 
have a proper approach not only to our 
tourist trtifflc from abroad but also to 
tourist traffic within the country. Do 
you not want tourism within the 
country to be a part of national integ¬ 
ration? Why is it that you cannot give 
concessional rates in the ofl-season for 
industrial workers and salaried class of 
fteople so that they can go from Assam 
lb Miffiabaliiiuram and from Kovalnn 
In Manipur and Assam ana team about 


their own country? If they are given 
concessional rates, with these conces¬ 
sions that they get on the Railways for 
holidays, our people will go with fami¬ 
lies and the Southerner wiU team about 
the North and the Northerner will 
learn about the South, and this will be 
a process of national integration. To¬ 
day, aU that the Southerner knows 
about the north is about their food, 
when they go to a Punjabi resturant or 
a Bengali restuarant. But do they 
know that Assam is a place that is as 
glorious as their Mahabalipuram or 
Kovalam? Do the Manipurls or Assa¬ 
mese know that there is such a beauti¬ 
ful thing as a wide seaJlront in the 
Marina in Madras or in Kovalam? 
Therefore, I would appeal to the Minis¬ 
ter that while tourist traffic from 
abroad is extremely important as part 
of our international relations, as part 
of our foreign exchange earnings and 
as part of the whole world as it is to¬ 
day, it is equally important that inter¬ 
nal tourist traffic should have conces¬ 
sional rates, particularly those who 
earn Rs. 1000 and under, so that the 
industrial workers etc. can travel all 
over the country from Kashmir to 
Kanya Kumari and learn....

SHRI D. P. JADEJA (Jamnagar): 
Mr, Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the 
Demands for Grants for the Ministry 
of Tourism and Civil Aviation. Before 
I say anything more, I would like to 
compliment the Minister and his 
Ministry for the significant progress 
made in the developmental activities 
that have been taken up. I will not 
go into all the details of the achieve¬ 
ments that has taken place, but I 
would make a few suggestions which 
I feel are important as far as the 
development of tourism in India is 
concerned. 

To begin with, I would mention 
something about Civil Aviation. A 
lew days back, the Minister of Tourism 
Idtd Civil Aviation, while replying to 
ifuestion In Parliament, gave a long 
iIJst of the routes iKkf are b3ng offered 


to private operators in the country. It 
is significant, from the long list given 
by the Minister and also the long 
queues that we see at aU the booking 
offices of Indian Airlines that, however 
good services they may be given, 
whatever regular timings they may 
have started keeping up and whatever 
efficiency they may have shown, they 
are still not in a position to cope up 
with the increasing demand of air 
traflSc this country needs today. My 
humble suggestion is that all those 
routes which the Indian Airlines are 
not able to cope up with and where 
they do not have the capacity to intro¬ 
duce more flights in the near future, 
should be seriously considered being 
given to the private operators. Just 
saying that private operators are 
allowed to operate such and such a 
route is not enough; they should be 
given some sort of a guarantee as to 
how long they are going to be allowed 
to operate on those routes. Unless they 
are given such a guarantee, ! don’t 
think any private operator is going to 
be willing to go and operate on the 
routes mentioned by the Government. 
It is very important that in the case 
of these routes which are given to the 
private operators, the air-craft that is 
going to be used by them, should be 
safe and comfortable enough for fly¬ 
ing. So, it is also important that the 
Government should give very serious 
consideration to this point and allow 
these operators to import the modern 
turbo-proposed engine aircraft which 
can be got on easy payment or instal¬ 
ment basis. That I leave to the 
Ministry^ but my main request is that 
all those routes on which we cannot 
operate should be aUowed to private 
operators on more liberal terms. 

Along with this, there is a growing 
demand in our country for cargo 
transportation from one centre to an¬ 
other within the country itself. I 
would request the Government to con¬ 
sider private operators to carry our 
cargo from centres like Madras, Cochin 
and places in Gujarat to places like 
Bombay and Calcutta where today 
there is a growing demand of mfu'lne^ 
products being expofted. On account 
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of lack of transportation facilities, we 
are not able to earn valuable foreign 
exchange which is still lying in our 
cold storages at these three places that 
1 have mentioned. I am sure, the 
Ministry will give a serious thought 
and allow private enterprises to de¬ 
velop along with our airlines. 

Now a word about Air India. Today, 
Air India is considered to be the safest 
airline in the world. We, as Indians, 
are really proud of it, that Air India 
is praised in these terms. Not only 
do they consider it as the safest air¬ 
line, but they also consider it to be 
the international airline which gives 
the best service on flights and on 
ground. We are proud of that; we 
are more proud of the engineers and 
the pilots, because even when on 
foreign airlines, they have an Indian 
pilot, they mention that such and such 
flight is manned by a pilot from India. 
They compliment the Indian engineers 
pilots and all those concerned with 
Civil Aviation and Air India, in parti¬ 
cular. 

There are certain routes from 
Bombay and from Delhi to Middle- 
East operated by Air India, but there 
are few flights to these places and 
they are not enough. The statistics 
will show that Air India Cargo flights 
going to Middle-East are full and there 
is no space left in them. The Officers 
concerned with the cargo transporta¬ 
tion are doing a good job, but today 
the demand for transportation of cargo 
to the Middle-East has grown tre¬ 
mendously and our exports have gone 
up so much that these few aircrafts 
that are operated by Air India are not 
enough to meet the total demand. 
Here is another area where Air India 
should allow private operators to 
operate from Bombay and from Delhi 
to Middle-East or operate where Air 
India does not operate. They may be 
allowed to operate on these routes, 
otherwise what is happening is that 
the overflow of the cargo from our 
aircraft: is going ’over to the other 
international airlines and we have to 
pay In foreign exchange. We will be 


doing a service to our country and wiU 
be saving a lot of foreign exchange. 

Now a word about ITDC. We just 
listened to Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan 
mentioning quite a lot about ITDC 
and I would not like to contradict 
what she said, but would like to put 
forward certain facts which are ap¬ 
preciated not only by Indians but by 
foreigners also. 


ITDC has set a new trend in this 
country. They have set a trend where¬ 
by they have taught the hoteliers in 
India and have shown to the hoteliers 
abroad what Indians can do. Though 
ITDC is an Indian enterprise, it can 
do much more than what foreign ex¬ 
perts have been able to do. There 
was a time some 15 years back, when 
our hotels used to put up a board 
outside saying that it was managed 
by such and such company aflUiated 
with some U.K. or U.S.A. agency. 
Today, the tourists who come to India 
do not want to see that board; they 
would rather see a board of ITDC and 
would make a enquiry whether it was 
an ITDC hotel. ITDC hotels have 
shown what is interior decor as far as 
Indian decor is concerned. They have 
shown what is Indian classical music 
and what are Indian classical dances 
and what is Indian culture. They 
have shown what is Indian hospitality. 
They have shown what is Indian re¬ 
gional food, I compliment the Gov¬ 
ernment, more so the ITDC for having 
really shown to the foreigner what 
India really is. But one word against 
ITDC and that is that though, of 
course, it was mentioned that ITDC 
is out of the red—most of their hotels, 
and compliments to them and they are 
doing a good job—-they should not 
concentrate only on those areas where 
tourism has already developed. I win 
not go against ITDC if they are out 
of the red, but if they are still in the 
red but stlU if they have done a good 
job in developing a new tourist centre 
I think that Is the real work or the 
real function of our government or 
public sector corporations. 
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Let not the ITDC the Government 
of India and the State Tourist Develop¬ 
ment Corporations compete with each 
other. Let them be complementary to 
each other.... 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Member’s 
time is up. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: I will take a 
few minutes. 

The international tourist attraction 
centres which could be developed and 
which are new in this country should 
be taken up by the ITDC. The local 
tourism, the tourism that is to he en¬ 
couraged lor the Indians, should he 
taken up by the State Government 
tourist department. 

I will take five minutes more 

MR. SPEAKER: I think there are a 
large number of Congress Members 
who want to speak.... 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: There are less 
number of members from this side. 

MR. SPEAKER: So I would request 
the hon. Member.s to confine their 
remarks to only ten minutes. 

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: A word about 
tourism. 


A mention has been made about 
Spanish literature. A lot of Spanish 
literature has been published by the 
Government of India’s Department jof 
Tourism. I would only like to know 
whether this Spanish literature is only 
restricted to Spain alone or it goes 
to those 24 Spanish-speaking countries 
of Latin America and if they are going 
to Latin America, what is the agency 
or mode of distribution? 1 personally 
feel that these 24 countries are neglec¬ 
ted. Out of these 24 Latin/American 
countries, we hardly get 1 per cent of 
the tourist traffic. ,It is not that the 
tourists do not waht.to come but we 
have not been able to teach them nor 
their organizations which can see to 
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it that these countries also send tneir 
tourists to our country. 

An Ecology Workshop was held at 
Bharatpur and 1 believe they have 
come out with recommendations for 
tourism development in this country, 
more so on wild-life tourism. 1 would 
only like to know whether the Govern¬ 
ment is going to encourage exclusive 
wild-life tours in this country or not. 

Another very interesting thing is 
that on page 18 of the report they have 
mentioned about a Travel Seminar 
which was held in Yugoslavia in which 
Uiey have discussed about the ill- 
effects of mass tourism and its pre- 
\'enlion. Here, we are trying to en¬ 
courage tourism. We are encouraging 
mass tourism and there is a section 
in the world who are trying to stop 
it or come in the way of mass tourism. 

I would like to know the Government’s 
reactions to this report on the ill 
effects of mass tourism. 

A very vital point about beach 
development in our country. Beach 
development does not mean the same 
everywhere. H doe.s not mean that if 
you develop Kovalam, the type of 
tourists that come to Kovalam are 
going to be the same who are going 
to come to Lakshadwin because Ijeach 
development in the world to-day can 
be categorised in four different ways: 
(1) those people who come for the 
sea sports only. They come lor enter¬ 
tainment as far as games in the sea 
are concerned. The second cate.gory 
is those people who come for the sun 
and the sand and would like occasion¬ 
ally to visit nearabout places. The 
third category is those who come for 
a study of the marine life and the 
fourth category is those who want to 
be away from the regular life. They 
want to be away from aU the nedse of 
the cities and the ehtertainments of 
the cities. They want to be away 
from people and want to be alone. 
They want to r«nain complete 
seduded. lliey want to live a bimple 
life ihd eat sihiide fend. Whet have 
we dehe fe develop beach toiirishi a* 
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far as these four different categories be very well develoned to atimot 
ere concerned? tourists. 


Now, to end, I would like to draw 
the attention of the Government of 
India as far as the development of 
tourism in Gujarat is concerned. 
Tourism in Gujarat, as far as inter¬ 
national tourism is concerned, has 
come to a complete standstill. Tour 
ists came to Gujarat from Udaipur. 1 
see this has been discontinued. Tht.v 
came to Udaipur and then to Ahmed- 
abad and then on to Bombay. 

Tourists will not come from Bombay 
to Ahmedabad and go back to Bomb'H.v 
•only. Only round-the-counlry tourLsis 
came to Jaipur and Udaipur and ihon 
went to Ahmedabad and then on to 
Bombay. Now, they have stopped 
coming to Ahmedabad. Furthermore, 
we have the Sasan Gir complex where 
tourists used to come via Bombay. 
They used to come to an aerodrome 
called Keshod. Now that air-field is 
out of order. I do not know when t'le 
government is going to see to it that 
this air-field is commissioned. 

Without this air-field the foreign 
tourists have slopped coming. I would 
request the Government to give more 
consideration to the development of 
tourism in Gujarat because to-day 
Gujarat is under the President's Rule. 

MR. SPEAKER: You should con¬ 
clude with Gujarat. 


Recently, I had a chance of going 
round the world. I have visited many 
countries in Europe, America and 
many other places in the Far East, 
borne places are compared with the 
places in India. Those places are not 
only small and ordinary but nothing 
coni^idering the beauty places in India 
But they create' something interesting 
over there to attract the tourists. 

1 went to Los Vegas which is con¬ 
sidered to be an important attractive 
tourist centre in the world. What is 
this Los Vegas? It ,s only a rocky 
place. There is no vegetation. The 
rain is also scanty. They have to go 
tor nearly 100 miles to have water 
But in order to earn foreign exchange 
they have developed the place and 
made it an attractive tourist centre. I 
am not suggesting that our Govern¬ 
ment should also arlopt the same basis 
as has been done in the case of I,os 
Vegas. At I.os Vegas everything (hat 
is required by the human beings is 
oe.ng provided. But our tradition and 
culture will not allow all those things. 

If a rocky place like Los Vegas can 
•jc made an attractive place for the 
tourists, why is it not possible to 
develop beauty spots in India where 
there is plenty of natural beauty 


SHRI D. P. JADEJA: I want to saj 
a word about Himachal Pradesh end 
Orissa. 

MR. SPEAKER: No. You have al¬ 
ready taken fifteen minutes. 

SHRI R. V. SWAMJNATHAN 
(Madurai): Mr. Speaker, in India 

tourism is not looked upon as an im¬ 
portant industry. But many countries 
in the world look upon tourism as an 
important industry because they earn 
foreign exchange. All over India— 
from Arunachal Pradesh to Kanya 
Kuhiari and Gujarat to Bengal, we 
hsnf« got natural beauty places and 
the beauty ipots In tbew i^iaces can 


tourist officers in those western coun¬ 
tries. In Toronto (Canada) a south 
Indian lady is in charge of Indian 
tourist centre. In Miami (USA) a 
south Indi^an is incharge of tourism. 
I asked them as to why do you not 
suggest to the foreigners -Canadians 
and Americans,-to visit Madurai, 
Trivandrum and Kanya Kumari? Thev 
blamed the lAC. They said that the 
schedule of the lAC was not conducive 
to them. 


When they think of ‘south’ they 
have in mind onty Madras and Maha- 
balipUram. After ifgdras, the tourists 
want to go to Madurai and thtut to 
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Trivandrum. They are very much 
interested to see the Meenakshi tem¬ 
ple. From there they want to go to 
Kovalam in Trivandrum. Previously, 
the air service was from Madras to 
Madurai and Trivandrum to Bangalore. 
This service has been stopped. I do 
not know the reason. Now there is no 
air connection between Madurai and 
Trivandrum. A tourist who goes to 
Madras wants to go to Madurai to 
see the Meenakshi temple and Tenkudi 
wild sanctuary and also the Rame- 
swaram island. Thereafter, he would 
like to go to Trivandrum and Kanya- 
kumari. 

I happened to be invited by a 
Canadian for a dinner in his house. 
He is a merchant, running a chain of 
super bazars in Canada. He told me 
that he was in Madurai only last year- 
When I said, I am from Madurai, he 
felt happy. I asked him as to what 
were the places which he visited from 
Madurai. He said that he wanted to 
go to Trivandrum to Kovalam etc. 
Since there was no air service he 
could not go there. He had there¬ 
fore to return from Madurai to Madras. 
Although he wanted very much to go 
to Trivandrum, he could not do so. 
From Delhi, if I want to go to Madurai 
I cannot go on the same day. I have 
to stop for and waste one day at 
Madras. Regarding the lACs rs« 
schedule of timings, the concerned 
Members of that area should be taken 
Into confidence by the hon. Minister. 
They should be consulted whether the 
timings are suitable to them or not. 
He should look to the convenience of 
not only the tourists but also the local 
people. 

Regarding food served on the lAC 
planes is very bad and inferior. But 
the food supplied by the Air India on 
its planes is very superior compared 
to that on any airways in the world. 

If a foreigner comes from a foreign 
country to Bombay apd catches the 
next flight to either Madras or Delhi, 
he finds that he gets a food wWeb 
is very much inferior. He looks at 


our face and we are a bit ashamed 
about it. Once upon a time lAC was 
also serving very good food but it was 
stopped and i do not know why they 
did that. Then they were not giving, 
anything at all. Then they started 
giving only coffee or tea; then they 
began to give some biscuits. Now they 
are giving bread; I don’t know what 
type of bread it is. 

For the air journey from Madras tO' 
Delhi I pay Rs. 625. If this is not 
sufficient to give good food, let this be- 
increased by Rs. 10. When I already 
pay Rs. 625, I can afford to pay even 
Rs. 635. This is one thing which 1 
request the bon. Minister to consider. 
Regarding modernisation of the air¬ 
ports, this is also a thing which should 
be looked into. It is a very important 
thing. As far as Madurai is concern¬ 
ed, I want to say this. There was a 
proposal to take Boeing 737 from 
Delhi to Madras, Madurai and then la 
Trivandrum. It could not be done be¬ 
cause Madurai airiiort was not oro- 
perly developed. For landing Boeing 
737. The recarpeting of the runway 
had to be done, the carriageway had 
to be lengthened. I have written 
several letters to the Civil Aviation 
Authorities. I request the hon. 
Minister to look into it. The traffic 
at Madurai airport is increasing day 
by day and therefore Madurai airport 
should be strengthened and modernis¬ 
ed. Therd are very many tourist 
attractions around Madurai, like 
Thekkedi. Courttalam, Kanyakumari, 
Rameswaram Island, etc. These are 
places to which we should give more 
attention. Night landing facilities 
should also be arranged at Madurai. 
This is my request to the hon. 
Minister. 

Regarding Madras airport, it Is one 
of our international airports. Jumbo 
747 is already coming offee in a week. 

It may be increased also and airbus is 
going to be Introduced by the end of 
this year. But the present airport 
accommodation is not sufficient to ac¬ 
commodate all the passengers. Ex¬ 
pansion of the capacity of the airport 
has to be Immediately attended to as 
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the present capacity is not sufficient. 
Therefore, proper attention must be 
given to improvement in this regard 
and also to give proper facilities there. 

As I have already said, when le- 
scheduUng of timings of. the lAC is 
done, the Members should be taken 
into confidence. Their opinion should 
be sought whether the timings are 
suitable or not. You can take them 
into confidence. For example, if it is 
Madurai, I can be consulted together 
with other Members of that area. If 
it is Trivandrum, Mr. Koya may be 
consulted and others of that area, as 
to what is the convenient timing. 

With these words, I support the 
Demands of this Ministry. 
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MR'. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have lo 
make the usual announcement that I 
have received a request from the 
Minister of Parliamentary Affairs that 
in view’ of the large number of speak¬ 
ers from the Congress Parly, one 
speaker should not be given more than 
10 minutes. They are in the list. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHJt (Jalore): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, I rise to support Ihe 
Demands for Grants of the Ministry 
of Tourism and Civil Aviation. 

There is no doubt that w'e in Ih's 
country are very much interested in 
tourism, and the very fact that Gov¬ 
ernment have a Ministry of Tourism 
and Civil Aviation shows that Gov¬ 
ernment has given a high priority in 
the development of tourism in the 
country. 

We are differently placed in the 
matter of tourism in the internation¬ 
al world. Ours is not just a country; 
We are like a sub-continent We have 
varying types of climate, long beach¬ 
es, beautiful monuments the type of 
whieli the srorld has not bad. faima 
Sdra. oeopla adith diOprent habits, 
<a4ture opd heritai^ which’ ho other 


country in the world has with siich a 
difference. But in spite of this, we 
find that tourism has not developed in 
the manner it ought to have. What do 
we see in other countries? 

In Spain, they are able lo bviild 
their national economy with tourism. 
What have we seen in Italy? Wffh 
the revenue from tourism, they are 
able to finance their development 
plans. We have also s“eii what pros¬ 
perity a sociaTis'i country like Yiigi.s- 
lavia has kieen able to achieve with 
tourism. But unforlunaU-ly in Iniiio 
we have not been able to achieve Jie 
target, in spite of the imporlance that 
has been attached to it by Government 
and the people. We have to look into 
this aspect, and find out what has lag¬ 
ged. 

Most of the debates on the Ministries 
during this budget session have 
been on a very low’ key. One of the 
main reasons for this is (hat wo have 
had exceedingly good results in all the 
various Ministries. I am sure (h’s is 
also reflected in the Report of the 
working of the Ministry of Tourism 
and Civil Aviation in the last year. 
They have done much better than in 
the previous years. The results achiev¬ 
ed are celrtainly laudable. But 
still, much has to be done, because 
we want to build up our economy w'ith 
tourism. We would like to think in 
terms of building up this economy in 
the coming year; in the coming year 
we should be able to earn foreign ex¬ 
change to the extent of the outgo of 
our foreign exchange in buying petro- 
leoum products. If we can earn that 
much, we can offset the earnings on 
that account In purchasing oil and oil 
products for which we have to spend' 
large amounts of foreign exchange. 

Anyhow, we have not had a gallop¬ 
ing development of tourism. It is high 
time We tried to reach* this target. 
What have we achieved? In 1975 we 
achieved 4.65 lakhs. The figure for 
1974 was 4.09 lakhs. This is hardly 
htdf per amt oi the total totaists ia 
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ll»e U'orld of 2000 lakhs. The total for¬ 
eign exchange revenue on this account 
is Rs. 18,500 crores and in comparison 
India hardly earns 100 crores a year. 
Looking to Ihe magnitude of the 
foreign exchange that i.s being spent by 
tourists in the world, we hardly get 5 
per cent. As I said, we are a sub¬ 
continent and much more results have 
to be achieved by us. 

We have to promote tourism because 
it is an industry. It brings income 
It is an exercise. It is also a window 
to the outside world. People come 
■ and see this country and return with 
their impressions. We have seen a 
lot of adverse publicity for this coun¬ 
try since the emergency in the foreign 
press. But if you go by the impres¬ 
sions of people who have travelled to 
this country, if you go by the reports 
of people who have visited this coun¬ 
try and seen things for themselves 
during Ihe emergency about conditions 
in this country, it is a ciiiTerent picture 
from that presented by a person who 
is just sitting thousands of miles away 
and writing about the Indian .situalion. 
A person who has come here and seen 
things for himself and going back to 
his country has a different report to 
give. We would like people to come 
and see what oup country is, what we 
are really doing to bring out a resur¬ 
gent India which will have its clue 
place in the world c!ev'’lopincnl. 

ITDC is doing a lot of work and it 
has been projecting the figures: i have 
here some figures regarding the deve¬ 
lopment of hotels in the Fifth Plan. 
They have built a number of youth 
hostels and at present thc>' say we 
have about 15,000 hotel rooms and hope 
to add about 5000 more rooms during 
the Fifth Plan, which will total to 
20.000 rooms. How do we expect to 
meet the demand when the percentage 
of tourists increases from 5 Per cent 
to 2.5 per cent? We want our birth 
rote to go down by 3-4 per cent and 
-even conservatively if. Our tourism is 
not going to increase by 3-4 per cent. 


I know it is costly to build hotels. 
Bui what have you done to provide 
alternative accommodation? There are 
times when tourists go to Delhi, Jaipur 
or Agra and they cannot find any ac¬ 
commodation. We have built five star 
or three star hotels. It is not such ac¬ 
commodation that some of them want. 
Let there be an enquiry office in those 
places; when you have no accommoda¬ 
tion for overnight slay in such hotels 
Or other places, let them come there 
and you must be able to say to them; 
you can go and sleep here for the 
night. Mr. Deputy-Speaker, you have 
travelled all over the world; if you 
are unable to get any accommodation 
and if you go to the hotel enquiry 
office, they will guide you to keep 
your lugguge and allow you to stay 
with families who have such accom¬ 
modation; you can have bed aud 
breakfast which is of a good standard- 
Why can’t we have similar arrange¬ 
ments made where the present hctcl 
occupancy is fully occupied? We have 
stepped up our charges from 100 to 165. 
The hon. lady member was saying 200 
rupees. We are in India; end that 
way there should be some difference. 
What is the service charge? You put 
up your charges. Today the Indian 
altitude is that if a bearer does some¬ 
thing, he expecls a.lip. It is not like 
the foreign country where once you 
pay the service charge, the man will 
not look at you and even if you tip him 
he will return it to you. But here he 
would stare at you and jeer you If 
you do not pay the tip. We must have 
somo Indian approach. You may have 
it at 209 or 400; the world can per¬ 
haps afford even 500. But let us not 
go in a fashion fn which you will be 
having a service charge and then a 
tip. Every man wants a small tip 
for doing something, if that be so. let 
Us remove the service charges. If 
somebody gets a service, he would 
be happy to pay a small tip. Tiiat is 
the difference we should have and 
let there lie an Indian approach to 
this. 

At the PaTam airport’ vn have u 
counter. The person there gets iii 
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toucb in'itli tb& ITDC botds. The 
other day 1 asked him about the avail¬ 
ability of rooms. He bad no idea about 
the occupancy; one has to ring up 
the hotels and find out whether any 
room is available. He is there, 24 
hours’ counter is there; at Palam he 
should be able to say from the occu¬ 
pancy board whether a room is avail¬ 
able at Akbar or Ashoka or Janpath, 
so that he should be able to say: we 
have a room there, please walk in and 
these are the charges. Unless we 
have an occupancy index at the air¬ 
port there is no reason for keeping 
this sort of person there. These are 
small things and they are irritating. 
If you are in Swifaerland or Italy, the 
hotels are directly connected and link¬ 
ed to the airport and you take the re¬ 
ceiver off the hook and you are told 
whether there is a room or not. 
He does not have to dial every hotel 
from the airport. Anyhow, we cannot 
have that system and we can rt least 
have a man to tell them whether a 
room is available and if so at what 
place. We have big hotels. What 
about the Indian outlook in these pla. 
ces? The charges for meals and 
evers^ing is the same. Can we not 
have a cafeteria where we can have 
something to eat, just like the cafeteria 
at the Parliament House? We have 
in Lodhi Hotel a cafeteria which gives 
Indian meals at a reasonable price. 
So, we should have a least one cafe¬ 
teria in the Five Star and other high 
class hotels to enable people to have 
Indian style of meals and other dishes 
at a reasonable price instead of having 
all the dining rooms in the hotels at 
a high tariff. 


Now, the Air India is doing good 
work. The way they are projecting 
their image is very good. Ihey are 
carrying full capacity. There is no 
doubt about it. But last year, we had 
exotic birds which were transported 
by Air India and most of them died. 
This had given a bad image. Once 
the image is lost due to such a hap¬ 
pening,—^It takes a long time to build 
it up. Some time back i was in Paris. 
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There I went to Air India Office and 
asked them for a seat for Delhi. Bat 
they could not tell me whelher they 
could make available a seat. They 
were lukewarm about this matter and 
they were not responsive. But if you 
go to any other Airlines, they would 
be able to tell you then and there u bc- 
there a seat is available or not. They 
are a little apathetic when an Indian 
visits them. Thereafter I had to travel 
by Japan Airlines. 1 feel that the 
staff should be changed once in three 
years, so that they do not grow ves¬ 
ted interests. 


We are told by the Ministry time 
and again, lhat the fares charged by 
the Indian Airlines are comparatively 
cheaper than the fares charged by the 
internal Airlines of ether countries in 
the world. Here I would like to men¬ 
tion one Ihing. The Indian Airlines 
are always taking the telephone con. 
tact number on the tickets issued by 
them for informing them in case there 
is cancellation or a delay in the ser¬ 
vices. But this has never been done 
The other day while ^ravelling to Jodh¬ 
pur, the Avro Aircraft was sus¬ 
pended and we were not informed 
that the plane would be delayed by 
six hours. So, there is no purpose 
in taking the contact number so that 
there will be no complaints. Iliere 
should be some special staff posted for 
this job. 


Now, we find that :he students are 
given concessions only when they tra¬ 
vel to their home towns. Formerly 
they were given concession to travel 
anywhere im India and see the new 
India, the developing India. When we 
are talking of Youth forums and Youih 
development, for educational tours, at- 
least we should ^ve the students this 
conces^on. it is <mly during this edu¬ 
cational period that they can travd 
and see a little bit of India. Once you 
are employed yem have no time and 
no one can afford it. I request the 
hon. Minister to restore the student 
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{Shri N. K. Sanghi] 

concesBion to enable them travel all 
over India. 

Indian Airlines started a scheme to 
see India on a ticket of 9900 for 14 
days and $275 for 2] days’ travel for 
foreigners. I would like to know how 
much foreign exchange earning has 
been made from this scheme. There 
is no mention in the Ministry’s report. 
This innovation was done for the pro¬ 
motion of tourism for South Asia T. 
Year 1975. This should be continued. 
This sort of facility is being gi\'en by 
many Airlines in other countries. Simi¬ 
lar iacilities, like Euro Rail pass 
in Europe would go a long way in de¬ 
veloping tourism traffic.

SHRi C. H. MOHAMED KOYA 
(Manjeril: Sir, I rise to impress upon 
the minister the necessity of starting 
the Calicut Aerodrome. Assurances 
after assurances were given in this 
House for the last ten years, but no 
assurance was implemented. I feel 
that oven an assurance given in Par¬ 
liament has no meaning. The cons¬ 
truction of an aerodrome st Calicut is 
a long and cherished ambition of the 
people of Kerala. We were happy 
w’hen the Central Government announ¬ 
ced their decision to construct an aero¬ 
drome at Calicut as early as 1970 
and land acquisition completed next 
year. But we were disappointed at the 
continued neglect of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment towards this project. We 
would like the minister to throw srme 
light on this, except the usual reply 
of financial stringency! 

Calicut, as you know, is an import¬ 
ant historic business centre of Kerala. 
The Malabar area produces cash crops 
such as pepper, ginger, cardamom, 
arecanut, cocoanut, coffee, tea, etc., and 
it is completely cut off from the out¬ 
side wr)rld in the air map of India. 
The site for the consirbcticm of the 
aerodrome Was selected at Karipur 
near Calicut and the State Govern¬ 
ment had already acquired land mea¬ 
suring about 86.5076 hectares required 
for the projk:t and the land had also 
been handed over to the Aerodrome 
Officer, Mangalore, in Kerala, land: 
acquisition itself is a tedious task. 
Many people bave to be evicted, '^le 
Ker^a Govemm^^t bad spent Hs. 15 
lakhs on constructing the ap^ach 
road to this project. I reroW the 
minister of the assurances given bjr 
him and his predecessor to cosp- 
truct this eittrodroms, but most un^- 
tunately this was excluded from plan- 
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after The matter is still a sub¬ 

ject of discussion between the Minis- 
•• try of Civil Aviation and the Planning 
Commisdon, though this Is a scheme 
that has been induded in the draft 
fifth plan of the Civil Aviation 
Department. Therefore, I hope and 
believe th«t the minister, who knows 
the problem very well, will make an 
announcement about the decision of 
the government to start the Calicut 
aerodrome. 

The present Cochin aerodrome be¬ 
longs to the navy and we cannot use 
it always. Government should take 
steps to acquire land at Edakkatvayal 
and start a new aerodrome there suit¬ 
able for Boeings to land. I am told 
the present proposal is to expand the 
navy aerodrome so that Boeings may 
land there. This may be a temporary 
measure, but as a permanent measure, 
the government should acquire, land 
and constrtJct a new aerodrome where 
Boeings can land, 

I must say something about the de¬ 
lay in givin#'luggage of the passen¬ 
gers especiaUy at the Mangalore air- 
port. Manjia time, we miss the train 
because of the delay in handling the 
luggage. S think, Mangalore is the 
only aerodrome where this thing is cri¬ 
minally neglected. 

Kerala is an important place in the 
tourist map of India. The ITDC has 
developed a tourist resort at Kovalam 
beach, which is a wonderful pface. The 
Central Government should sanction 
more schemes for development of other 
beaches. My friend from Gujarat was 
telling Us about the devdfopment of 
beaches so that foreigners who want a 
secluded life can come there. There 
is an area in Cannanore District where 
Euroi>ean sanyasis come but the 
Government has not bought of places 
of tourists for constructing hutments, 
etc. This place* is attracted all ever 
the world for tourist resort but the 
Government has yet to think about 
that atea. The other place is Kapar 
Where. 'Vasco'de Gama, landed. All 
over Kerala, thne are very beautiful 
786 LS—T 


beaches. We can take package touriSfa 
from Ceylon. 

The Kerala Government may not be 
able to improve local tourism. But the 
Government of India will be able te 
earn a lot of foreign exchange if tour¬ 
ism is developed in that part of the 
country. 

Kerala is as beautiful as Hawaii but 
you do not get more tourists here. If 
you go to any Indian Embassy, you 
would not get any information about 
the facilities of tourism about the 
areas one would see and for many peo¬ 
ple India ends with Madras, and no¬ 
body knows further. All the dignata- 
Ties who get programme from the Gov¬ 
ernment of India, do not get any¬ 
thing about Kerala. If you take a 
film showing the green lands, beauti- 
fi'l lieaches and other important pla¬ 
ces. and exhibit it all over the world, 
there is ample scope for attracting so 
many tourists. Tourism has got a very 
good scope in Kerala, if the Govern¬ 
ment of India gives a good publicity 
to it and also helps the State Govern¬ 
ment to give facilities to tourists. 

I hope and[ believe that the hon. 
Minister who k nows Kerala very 
well and who knows that Kerala is 
next to Kashmir, will do something and 
hdp in developing the touri.sts resorts 
in Kerala.

(Puri); The Report of the Ministry 
is really very encouraging. Tourist 
traffic has increased, I do not want to 
go into the figures, but there are cer¬ 
tain areas which have not been 
covered. 

The Report says that sea beaches, 
mountain resorts and marine drives 
should be developed, but nothing has 
been done in our area. Puri. Konarak 
and Bhubaneshwar are considered to 
be the golden triangle of tourism. 
Bhubaneshwar is a beautiful city of 
temples, but even today group book¬ 
ing by Boeing cannot be done. Though 
the Minister was kind enough to write 
to me in February 1975, saying that 
a Boeing service would be introduced 
to Bhubaneshwar, nothing has been 
done yet. ®nce there is no group 
booking by Boeing, there is no hotel 
accommodation. The ITDC has not set 
up any hotel in Bhubaneshwar or 
Konarak or Puri, the three most beau¬ 
tiful places in that area. 
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The temple of Konarak attracts a 
large number of visitors from out¬ 
side The rock cut caves of Khanda- 
giri,' the edicts of Asoka at 
*nd the Jaugara inscriptions of Asoka 
alto attract a large number of 
forign especially Buddhist, tourists, 
irno’facmties are available theretor 
their stav Or accommodation. 


The s®e beach from Konarak to 
Puri is beautiful and eight years ago 
the department started constructing a 
.marine drive, but only five miles v. ere 
completed and the rest remains to 
•be completed still. If it is completed, 
you can reach Puri from Konarak 
within one hour.

In the literature of the Tourist De¬ 
partment there is no information about 
the temples of Puri, Konarak and 
Bhubaneshwar. i was informed that 
Tatas are opening a five star hotel 
at Mangalore becau.se of the Kudre- 
mukh project, but they are prepared 
to open a five star hotel in Bhuba¬ 
neshwar ff there is one Boeing service 
to that city every day, and two such 
hotels if there are two services a day. 
If the ITDC has no funds private par¬ 
ties are prepared to start hotels, but 
there must be a Boeing service, so 
that tourists can come there. The Cal- 
cutta-Delhi service starts at 7.30 from 
Delhi and reaches Calcutta at 9.30 
with hardly 30 or 40 passengers. It 
can be extended to Bhubaneshwar. 


The Archaeological Department has 
•taken up the preservation of the an¬ 
cient temple at Puri. The Puri temple 
has been found to be much more su¬ 
perior to the Konarak temple. A lew 
months ago the Minister was kind 
enough to visit that area, but he was 
there. Only for a few hours and 
he did not want to make any commit¬ 
ment because he knows there is so 
much potentiality for development in 
that area, but he has done nothing. So, 
I request him to see that this .sta 
beach is developed, which is much 
more attractive than the Kovulam 
beach. There are absolutely no mo¬ 
tels available there. There is one 
lodge called Pant Niwas, but no food 
is available there and so the tourists 
carry food from Bhubaneshwar and 
come back in the same car. 


And we can come in the next morn¬ 
ing from Bhubaneshwar «io Calcutta. 
There is no difficulty, in doing this, It 
is going empty. 50 per cent of the 
seats are vacant. If there is that faci¬ 
lity, lhait a large number of tourists 
can go there. Or w'e can have one 
Delhi-Bhubane-shwar 7Jia Khajurao 
service so that the tourists can go 
there. There is a service between 
Calcutta and Hyderabad. It can also 
touch Bhubaeshwar and link north 
with the south. In that way, there 
are facilities and the Bhubaneswar 
Airport has the facilities for landing 
of Boeings. So, there is no difficulty. 
But that should be taken up by the 
Ministry. I would urge upon the 
Minister ffiat Bhubaneshwar sbotild 
be connected with a Boeing eithei- 
with Calcutta-Hyderabad or Delhi- 
Bhubaneswar or tna Khajurao or 
Khajuraho or Banaras. 


Steps should he taken to develop 
the National Park at Simlipal where 
you can see tigers roaming about in 
the daytime. No funds have been 
provided for its development, though it 
Is much more beautiful than Kazir- 
anga. Similarly, ChiUta Lake is a 
bird sanctuary where in winter a 
large mumber of birds migrate from 
the Himalayan areas. If developed, it 
can attract a large number of tour¬ 
ists. ^ 


Long ago, when Dr. Karan Singh 
was in charge, at that time, there was 
a proposal to set up a cyclone warning 
radar station in Paradeep. But, so 
far nothing has been done. When 
the Demands for Grants of these 
things come, then only the question 
of cyclone warning radar station 
comes. As fiar as the eastern region 
U concerned. It Is always allecled 
cyclone. From Viag upto Midnapur, 
ttiat is the only place which can give 
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a really good warning to the people, 
and the Government is quite aware 
of the problem. So far no step has y®t 
been taken to set up a cyclone warn¬ 
ing station in Paradeep and it is be¬ 
cause the zone is cyclonically affected. 

It was promised by the previous Mi¬ 
nister in this House and I would re¬ 
quest the present Minister to lake up 
this matter and see that the Radar 
Station is immediately set up. 

Formerly, there was an air ser¬ 
vice between Calcutta-Rourkela and 
Bhubaneswar which had been with¬ 
drawn. From Bhubaneswar to Rour- 
kela it is a distance of 300 miles. One 
has’to travel in round about way. 
Why should not an air service be 
started between these two places? 
Kow, a second service has been in¬ 
troduced between Calcutta and Bhu¬ 
baneswar. It should go to Rourkela 
and Jharagoda. So, the second service 
introduced between Bhubaneswar to 
Calcutta does not carry more passen¬ 
gers, but if it comes via Rourkela, 
there are a large number of passen¬ 
gers the Government Servants and 
otbl^ who come for some business 
to Rourkela. Then there is also this 
steel authority who has got some 
work in Bhubaneswar who can avail 
of this facility. If they have really in¬ 
troduced a second service for the be- 
neflt of the people—it must come via 
Rourkela and Bhubaneswar—Rourkela 
Calcutta or Calcutta-Rourkela-Bhu- 
baneswar. So, it can help the people 
as well as the internal traffic of the 
State and also save a lot of TA. & 
D.A. of the Government Servants be¬ 
cause they can avail of air facilities. 

I think the Orissa Government has 
also written about this matter. I think 
the Minister will examine this and 
do whatever is possible. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF TOURISM AND 
CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI SUREN- 


DRA PAL SINGH): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I am very thankful 
to the hon. Members for their comp¬ 
liments and the good things they have 
said about the activities of the Minis¬ 
try of Tourism and Civil Aviation. I 
am also thankful to those who have 
made some good suggestions and 
constructive criticism about the work¬ 
ing of the Ministry. 

» 

It has been appreciated and realised 
by one and all that tourism is a very 
important economic activity and an in¬ 
dustry. It is also accepted by the 
worst sceptics all over the world that 
this is an important activity by all 
standards. It is something in which 
all countries, particularly the develop¬ 
ing countries should take more and 
more interest. Even the world’s best 
economists have now realised that this 
is an up and coming industry and it 
has four very imortant and signifi¬ 
cant plus points in its favour. One 
is that according to the incremental 
capital output ratio formula it has 
been calculated that investment in 
tourism is the best and the most effi¬ 
cient way of earning foreign exchange 
as compared to investment in other 
commodity producing industries. And 
secondly^ tourism gives the maximum 
return for minimum investment and 
without any depletion of any of our 
national resources. The latter fact 
is more important, because in other 
export-oriented industries, a Ifreat 
deal of raw material and power is 
consumed for producing a particular 
commodity before it is exported and 
in that way, our national resources are 
depleted to that extent. In tourism, 
we do not export anything; our exports 
are invisible. W© have what nature 
has given us and what our ingenious 
and very skilful human beings have 
produced. We show them to the tour¬ 
ists and earn very useful foreign ex¬ 
change. 

Thirdly, the potential of employ¬ 
ment in tourism has also been appre¬ 
ciated. It is very very high i^eoial^ 
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in regard to our educated unemployed 
in the country. Fourthly) the Multi¬ 
plier Effect” of our tourism on our 
economy has been calculated to be 3.2 
at the lowest and 3.6 at the highest 
which means that this particular in¬ 
dustry generates more business op¬ 
portunities and more jobs for our citi¬ 
zens than any other industry in the 
country of the same size and magni¬ 
tude. 

Thus, it has been realised and ap¬ 
preciated that tovirism is a very im¬ 
portant activity and industry in deve¬ 
loping countries because t does solve 
our balance of paymen difficulties 
and ouf chronic sihortage of foreign 
exchange. 

In the context of our conditions, the 
opportunities of developing tourism in 
our country are immense. Ours is a 
land which has received the choicest 
gifts from mother nature. As some 
hon. Members have said, we have 
high snow-capped mountains; we have 
deserts; we have tropical forests and 
every type of scenic beauty that one 
can really wish for to feast one’s eyes 
on. Man has also lent his hand in 
enriching our lives. During the past 
thousands of years our very skilful 
artists have created some exquisite 
pieces of art and architecture all over 
this vast land for foreigners to come 
and see. 

Above all, our ancient culture and 
civilisation has also given us a unique 
life style, a unique'' mental attitude, 
towards life here and the life here¬ 
after which is an enigma to the people 
of the Occident who are fasinated by 
our country. They want to come here 
and see our country. It is now upto 
us to gear ourselves up and to take 
full advantage oTtfie assets we pos¬ 
sess and attract more and more tourists 
to our country. This has been appre¬ 
ciated by the Department and we 
have conducted a number of studies 
Which have be^ particularly aimed 
at inronaoting tourism and finding out 
ways and means to fill up the in 


our infra-structural set-vq) as early as- 
possible. 

There are a lot of deficiencies 
which should be made up, and we 
have to keep before ourselves clearly 
defined targets of annual growth. We 
have laid down a number of targets 
of annual growth for ourselves. Also, 
the Department has kept before itself 
certain guidelines which can be re¬ 
garded as basic considerations behind 
the policy of encouraging foreign 
tourists to India. 

A criticism has recently been niade 
and specially the Estimates Committee 
of Parliament has referred to this- 
question that the Department does not 
have a policy, a national policy on 
tourism. This is a matter which my 
senior colleague will deal with when 
he replies to the debate. At this 
point of time, I would like to mention 
that while it is true that we do not 
have a formal policy, nonetheless we 
are going all along following certain 
guidelines and plans which were 
evolved and approved by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. We have achieved 
considerable success in our efforts and 
It would not be correct to say that 
we have been steering a rudderless 
ship, so-to_speak, for all these years 
We have been going all along certain 
well defined guidelines and they 
have paid us good dividends, 

I am not going into the details of 
the achievements of our Ministry. 
They have been exhaustively given 
in the Annual Report of our Ministry 
which the hon. Members must have 
read. I would however like to poinv 
out and highlight a few of the more, 
important 'achievements of the De¬ 
partment. In regard to tourist arri¬ 
vals, in the 'SOs, we had only 20,000 
tourists coming to our country. In 
the last 20-25 years, the figtire has 
risen to 4.65 lakhs in 1075, registering 
an increase of 10 per cent over the 
previous year. This itself may not ap¬ 
pear to be very spectacular and re¬ 
markable achievement. But it has to 
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be viewed in the overall context Ot 
tourism all over the world. In order 
to appreciate how much we have 
achieved, what it means, we must take 
Into account the fact that during the 
last couple of years, because of esca¬ 
lation in prices, the price hike and 
recession all over the world, the long- 
haul trafhc in the world has gone 
down by 15 per cent., and the growth 
of tourism in the world context has 
gone up by only 2 per cent whereas 
our growth rate has gone up by 10 
per cent. When we compare our 
growth of 10 per cent with 2 per cent 
world growth we could reallv appre¬ 
ciate the significance of our achieve¬ 
ment. 

Another thing, worth remembering 
Is that the average stay of a tourist 
In India is 25 days. This is the highest 
In the world. The world average is 
only three to four days per tourist 
whereas, in our country, a tourist 
spends 25 days or nights—nnd this 
destination’ tourism is far r. 1 re 
beneficial.,. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
That is because this is not a country 
but a continent! 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
That is quite correct. So, we are 
encouraging this destination tourism 
because it is more lieneficial than 
•stop-over’ tourism. I am mentioning 
this only in order to comyare it with 
the figure of tourist arrivals of other 
countries. 

As regards foreign exchange, last 
year, in 1975 we earned more than 
R.c. 100 crores in foreign exchange and 
it has showed an increase of 11.8 per 
cent over the previous year. If you 
compare that with the estimated world 
receipt during the same period, which 
has only 10 per cent higher than in 
1974, our growth is more than the 
world average. During the period 1989 
to 1975 the estimated world receipt' 
from tfurism showed a growth rate of 


wily 12 per cent whereas our growth 
rate during the same period came to 
21 per cent. So, in. that regard, our 
performance has been something about 
which we can really feel satisfied and 
proud. 

All these things indicate that 
Tourism is no longer a ‘fad* as some 
people call it or something we have 
to humour. It is ndt so; it is a very 
important economic activity wlVicb Is 
beneficial io •he economy of our coun¬ 
try. and I think a country like India 
should pay more attention to it and 
get the maximum benefit out of it. 

Now, Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan 
und one or two other Members had 
said that our share of world traffic 
and world tourism is very small and 
that we do not compare favourably 
with Yugo.slavia, Spain, Mexico etc. 
It is true ihat. when compared *0 the 
performance of those countries, our 
performance does not compare credi¬ 
tably. Bui our achievement has to be 
seen in the light of our limitations. 
Our limitations are. first of all. short- 
age of funds. 'We do not have as 
much money as we want for develop¬ 
ment of tourism. Secondly, we have 
other important national priorities; 
tourism is not as important for us as 
some other things in our country. Our 
economic and social objectives being 
what they are. naturally the Govern¬ 
ment has to spend mure money in 
other sectors. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: How much 
of the hundred crores you earned was 
re-invested* for promoting tourism? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: It 
will be digressing from the main 
point, but I may answer that on 
tourist promotion we spent only 5 per 
cent of the foreign exchange earned 
from Tourism A cost-benefit .study 
has been carried out and it has indi¬ 
cated that this compares favourably 
with other countries in our neighbour¬ 
hood. They spent 30 per cent to 40 
per cent on Tourism promotion where- 
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as India spent only 5 per cent. So, in 
that regard, our performance is really 
creditable. 


Another limitation is our distance 
from the toufist generating markets. 
Most of the tourists come from western 
countries, from America and West 
European countries which are far away 
from here and they have to spend a 
lot of money on air journey etc. This 
is an inhibiting factor, to that extent. 


It is true that out of the 2i:t million 
tourists who crossed the borders all 
over the world in 1975, India received 
a very meagre share of only 0.22 per 
cent, and out of the estimated world 
receipt of foreign echx'ange of $ 3.9 
billions earned by the world at large, 
our earnings were only Rs. 104 crores. 
This, again, is a mere drop in the 
ocean and very insignificant. But, in 
order to understand and appreciate 
our performance, this problem has to 
be seen in its proper perspective. The 
fact of the matter is that, whether we 
like it or not, tourism today is tied to 
development. It means that the 
largest number of tourists come from 
developed and aflluent countries and 
the largest number of tourists goes to 
developed countries. The House will 
be interested in knowing that nearly 
93.2 per cent of the tourists go to 
developed countries, and the developing 
world—^including Africa, Asia and 
Latin America and the rest—which is 
a vast area in terms of size gets only 
6.8 per cent of the world tourist traffic. 
This is something which has to be 
appreciated to understand what we 
are doing and achieving. Again, out 
of this 6.8 per cent, if we take out 
countries like Australia, New Zealand 
and Japan which lie in the Asian 
region but which are developed coun¬ 
tries, then the ^are of the genuinely 
developing countries goes down to ap¬ 
proximately 4 1/2 or 5 per cent. It 
will niso be ir^vant to note here thi% 
out of the 6,8 per cent tourists who 
go to devd.oping countrtes, the share 
of South ICl^'^only 10 per cent 


Africa gets 24 per cent, Middle-East 
gets 20.7 per cent and Pacific and Far- 
East 44.8 per cent. Very little is left 
lor South Asia in which India lies. 
India’s share in South Asia is of the 
order of 34.6 per cent and the share of 
other countries in our neighbourhood 
is; Pakistan 11 per cent; Nepal 5.3 per 
cent; Shri Lanka 6.9 per cent; and 
Iran, which is our nearest rival, it is 
33 per cent. In this background our 
option an3 our choice is very limited. 
We have to operate in a very narrow 
fled, ft is a fact of life which nobody 
can wish away. It is a fact that tou¬ 
rism goes to the developed countries. 
In this background, when we look 
at the achievement of nearly half a 
millIBn tourisfs, T think, it is quite 
encouragCJhg. But I do not say that 
we should be complacement about it, 
and we should not make more efforts 
in this direction. The fact is that many 
efforts are being made by the Depart¬ 
ment. Nonetheless, the 10 per cent 
growth and so many tourists in this 
background are quite encouraging. 

Shri Sanghi mentioned that the De¬ 
partment has no targets for the future. 
May I just point out to him and, 
through you. Sir, to the entire House.. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; He said that 
you have low targets. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: Our 
targets are realistic, which we may be 
able to achieve. We do not want to 
fix higher targets which we cannot 
achieve. It is no use setting high tar¬ 
gets which cannot be achieved. In 
view of the circumstances prevailing 
around us, we are properly geared up 
and are making preparations to see 
that we are able to receive about 8 lakh 
tourists per year after the end of the 
5th Plan. The Ministry has taken a 
number of steps to see that this rate 
of growth continues and the rise is 
maintained all through and all the in*- 
frastructural needs of the country are- 
fulfilled in order to receive this large- 
number of tourists a few years hence. 
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SHRI D. P. JADEJA (Jamnagar): 
What about hotel accommodation? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: Sir, 
it is true that in,the setting up of in¬ 
frastructure, hotel accommodation is 
very basic, and we are short of hotel 
accommodation, but this is a matter 
which we are very seriously seized of 
and we are ^oing our best to make 
good the deficiency. The position is 
that in 1973, we had 10,754 hotel rooms. 
By the end of 1975, as a result of our 
efforts and the efforts of the private 
entrepreneurs, this figure has risen to 
15,462. That means, within a period 
of less than three years, we have in¬ 
creased our hotel accommodation by 
50 per cent we are .still short of 11,000 
rooms which we have to build as early 
as possible to make ourselves ready 
for receiving 8 lakh tourists from 1978 
onwards. This gap is sought to lie 
filled up through the activities of the 
private sector organizations as well as 
ITDC and to a certain extent through 
the Department of Tourism also. We 
have approved 79 new hotel projects 
in the private sector. When they are 
completed, they will give us 7,200 addi¬ 
tional rooms in the next two or three 
years. 

14 hrs. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KP.ISH- 
NAN. I mean, is the private sector 
being given loans? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: I 
will take a note of that point and 
come to that later on. 

ITDC intends to build hotels and 
motels also. When their schemes are 
completed, they will give us an addi¬ 
tional accommodation to the extent of 
2500 rooms. That comes to about 9700 
and the balance, we are hoping would 
be made up by the activities of the 
Department of Tourism who are 
constructing travel lodges and youth 
luMrtCla, hnd what we cidl supplement- 
«I 7 accoatmodation all over the coun- 


try. In this way we propose to flu up 
the gap. 

Now, the hon. Member Mr. S athe 
raised a point whether all will be five- 
star hotels. Our policy is to go in for 
more and more two and three-star 
hotels. As far as ITDC is concerned, 
they will concentrate on accommoda¬ 
tion which will cater to the needs of 
the middle income group. 

As far as the private sector is con¬ 
cerned, we will leave it open to them. 
It is entirely left to them whether they 
will put up five-tar hotels or two-star 
hotels Or three-starhotels, but as far 
as we are concerned, we will try and 
encourage them to go in for cheaper 
type of accommodation also. They go 
by market conditions. 

As far as the matter of loans, raised 
by Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan, is con¬ 
cerned, we have a scheme whereby we 
give loans to private entrepreneurs for 
constructing hotels. This is being 
done in order to fill up the gap which 
I mentioned earlier because a large 
amount of accommodation is required 
by the country. We are unable to do 
it ourselves. We are encouraging pri¬ 
vate hoteliers to come also and loan 
and incentives are given for construct¬ 
ing hotels. 

Air transport is another bottleneck 
which creates difficulties in the deve¬ 
lopment of tourism. In that respect 
also, both our national carriers are 
taking certain steps. For instance, Air 
India is going in for more jumbos in 
future. They are increasing their fleet 
strength and the Indian Airlinet; has 
decided, to purchase Air Buses and 1 
think three of them will be coming by 
the year’s end and there will be more 
to follow later on. They are also going 
through an exercise for selecthig a 
short-haul plane for regicmai and 
feeder routes and once these new air¬ 
planes come to the Indian Airlines, I 
think this problem will be solved. 

In the publidty field, a well-co- 
(mdtneted puMldly and promotlqngl 
marketint pndfeenoine H uxiHigr way 
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through our offices abroad as well as 
by sending promotional teams abroad. 
Recently we sent a team to Australia, 
Japan and Middle East where our offi¬ 
cers and representatives ot the travel 
trade contacted the local people in 
order to create interest in India. 

As regards new offices, a reference 
has heen made that our tourism is all 
western-oriented. I think Shrimati 
Parvathi Krishnan mentioned that. She 
also said that we are not making any 
efforts to attract more tourists from 
South East Asia and the Middle East. 
That is not so. It is a fact that more 
tourists come from Western countries. 
Certainly, I think it is not her intention 
that we should stop them coming to 
our country. But what we are doing 
is that, in oddition to that. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH¬ 
NAN; I said—African countries also. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: We 
are making every effort possible to tap 
new sources of tourists. For instance, 
in the Middle East, we have opened 
an office in Kuwait.... 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: 
Only in Kuwait. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: It 
is just a beginning. We have to see 
the performance of the Kuwait office 
and if we find that more and more 
tourists are coming and that we need 
more offices, certainly we will open 
more offices. For instance, there is a 
proposal to open an office in Iran. A 
large number of Iranians want to come 
to India. In fact we are mindful of 
the fact that we have to pay more at¬ 
tention to our neighbours, to South- 
East Asia, to the Middle-East and try 
to get more and more people from 
there. Then, efforts are made to at¬ 
tract Buddhirt tourists to India. Many 
of them ne coming from Japan, from 
Bri 'LanlEa. Thailand, etc. and their 
'number Is increasing every year.. It 
ig ncA thlrt We are not imying attoitioa 
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SHRI VASANT SATHE: Do we have 
an office in Japan? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: Yes, 
we have. There is a proposal to open 
an office in Osaka and later on, in 
Hong Kong also. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH¬ 
NAN ; What about African countries? 
You do not have any office anywhere? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH; So 
far we have not paid attention to 
Africa, but I have taken a note of what 
you have said. We will think of that 
also. We have very good economic as 
well es political relations with the 
African countries. We are making a 
sort of a survey to find out what possi¬ 
bilities there are and to what extent 
we can go in opening offices there. We 
will see what can be done to streng¬ 
then our relations with the African 
countries, particularly, with the new- 
ily-independent countries of Africa 
because in the political field as also 
in the economic field qur relations 
with them are getting closer and clo¬ 
ser. In this field also we shall try 
to come closer. 

As regards informative and effective 
literature, something has been said 
that our publicity material is not upto 
the mark. I do not agree with that. 
We are producing 5 million units of 
tourist literature in various languages 
including Arabic and Persian. i think 
that our productions and our publica¬ 
tions have been greatly appreciated aU 
the world over, and our publications 
have Won many international awards 

Special concessional fares have also 
been offered by Air India from count¬ 
ries like America, Australia, Gulf, 
Europe and Japan to attract more tou¬ 
rists. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH¬ 
NAN: It should be dealt with by the 
Department of Tourism end not by 
tile ITDC. The D^wrtment of Tou- 
has a much wider expertise. 
Tluit is the point. 
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SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
Tourist literature is being made by 
the ITDC on behalf of the Depart¬ 
ment of Tourism. The suggestion 
made by the hon. Member will be 
'^.onsidered. We are satisfied with their 
oerformance and so is the case with 
the travel agents and travel agencies 
all over the world. 

Indian Air Lines have introduced 
“Discover India’’ fares on their ser¬ 
vices. Indian Air Lines have introduc¬ 
ed this 21 day fare. These are all 
measures to attract more and more 
tourists. 

Something was said ai-unit ihe 
customs difficulties and formali¬ 
ties. It is true that some foreign 
tourists had complained about the 
harassment that was caused to them 
as also, about the irksome formalities. 

We took up the matter with the con¬ 
cerned authorities, and I am happy to 
say that the rules and regulations have 
been regularised to ai certain extent 
and those rules have been streamlined 
and there is less harssment now to 
the tourists at the customs counter. 

I would now like to refer to a few 
specific points raised by the hon. 
Members. 

Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan said 
something about the postings of our 
officers to Overseas Offices on an ad 
hoc basis. That is not so. We have 
a definite policy of selecting officers. 

The officers'are selected on merit and 
only those officers are posted abroad 
who have put in more than three years 
service at headquarters. They are tho¬ 
roughly trained before they are sent. 

It is wrong that the rulg of thumb is 
applied. 

SHRIMATI PAR'VATHI KRISH¬ 
NAN: Have you a Selection Commit¬ 
tee? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 

Yes. Kie Sffiuiister is elso involved 
Each and every case of foreign post- 
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ing is gone into very carefully. Tbe 
incumbent is chosen with utmost care- 

About the loans, I have already ans¬ 
wered. 

Shrimati Parvathi Krishnan said 
that our figure of 4,65,000 is not re¬ 
flecting thd correct picture and that 
the grow'th rate comparison is illuso¬ 
ry. From 1964 to 1974 our tourist arri¬ 
vals have been rising at an annual 
compound rate of 11 per cent. We are 
going up and up every year. It is not 
a sudden spurt. We have been main¬ 
taining a growth rate if 11 per cent 
right through but in 19”!5 it was 10 
per cent. We expected 15 per cent, but 
we could not reach that figure. 

Shri Koya praised our Kovalam 
project. But he also said that there are 
other beautiful places in Kerala which 
can also be developed by the Central 
Government. It is true. It is not only 
in Kerala but all over India there are 
many places. Our country abounds in 
these places. The only difficulty is the 
financial constraints. As and when 
We come to know about the place 
which is attracting foreign tourists or 
has the potential of doing so, we deve¬ 
lop it at Central expense. But it is 
not possible to go everywhere and 
develop every place. It is our inten¬ 
tion that all beautiful places should be 
developed at some time or the ether. 

In the end, may 1 just make an 
appeal to the hon Members? It is ture 
that the Ministry and the Department 
of Tourism is making a great deal of 
efforts for promotion of tourism but 
no amoimt of effort on our part, on 
fhe part of the Government machinery 
will have the desired effect, imless we 
can have the involvement of the people 
and the cooperation of the people of 
this country in this endeavour. Touri¬ 
sm will prosper only when our foreign 
guests go back from our country happy 
and contented, taking back with them 
happy memories of their stay in India, 
and that, to a very great extoit, de¬ 
pends upon how they are treated by 
our own people, not only by the Ck>- 
venunent agencies, but by taid- 
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drivers, the shop^keegpers, the ordinary 
man in the street, etc. Our people must 
treat a tourist as an honoured guest. 
The tourist comes into contact with 
all sorts of people and a great deal de¬ 
pends on how he is treated by every¬ 
body. as I mentioned already. If the 
people of the country appreciate the im¬ 
portance of tourism and if they treat 
every foreigner as an honoured guest, 
we will indeed be very happy and we 
will achieve great success in this re- 
.gard. I would therefore appeal to the 
hon. Members for their cooperation in 
this regard and impress this upon all 
those with whom they come into 
contact that with their cooperation 
and involvement we can achieve great 
success and we will be able to create 
a congenial and friendly climate for 
the foreigner to come and visit this 
country. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: We wUl 
convey this to taxi-drivers, to your 
officers at the airport, etc. We will 
•convey thisHto them. 

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRI RAJ 
BAHADUR): He is appealing to the 
people as a whole. 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: At 
the commencement of South Asian 
Tourism Year 1975, the hon. Prime 
Minister gave a very inspiring mes¬ 
sage to the nation. The gist of that 
message was that this country of ours 
riiould receive ewery visitor as a 
friend and should make him feel 
"happy, he is to be treated as our ho¬ 
noured guest. I would therefore appeal 
do the hon. Members to carry the 
message of the hon. Prime Minister to 
every nook and comer of this country 
so that a congenial climate is created, 
a climate of friendship, amity, and 
'Understanding, so that the foreigner 
who comes to this country will be 
Tmppy about his visit and will carry 
pleasant memories with him. This 
•sort trf attltu<te wiU also go a tong way 
in bringing more and more tourists in¬ 
to mir ccnantry. 
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SHRI BISWANARAYAN SHASTRI 
(Lakhimpur); The Ministry is designa¬ 
ted as the ministry of tourism and civil 
aviation from this one can easily pre¬ 
sume that more emphasis is laid on 
tourism and therefore I should like to 
speak on tourism first. 

Ours is a very big country. Its flora 
and fauna, hills and mountins rivers 
and lakes and temples nnd ruins, and 
what not, could be developed as spots 
of tourist atfra'clion. Administratively 
temples and ruins of temples, the De¬ 
partment of Archaeology are under the 
Ministry of Education and Culture and 
the forest reserves are under the 
Ministry of Agriculture. If is desirable 
that, there should be more co-ordina¬ 
tion between the ministries concerned 
in developing those areas into tourist- 
spots. 


Apart from the commercial point of 
view, from the point of view of nation¬ 
al integration also, people from diffe¬ 
rent parts of the country should know 
what is there in other, parts of the 
country. Therefore, there should be a 
great admixture and exchange of 
views by way of promoting tourism. 
It is known to every student of history 
that since ancient times from the days 
of Perilus and Megastheaes the trave¬ 
lers have introduced India to the rest 
of the world. It for that reason apart 
from the commercial point of view and 
earning revenue the influx of tourist 
from abroad will help understand the 
problems and pe< 9 le of this country. 
I should urge upon Ihe Minister to give 
serious thought to this point and sell 
our tourism to the outside world. 


The department of tourism has pro¬ 
duced some good literature and flne 
folders. I have seen some of them. 1 
am sorry to say that some cf the litera¬ 
ture regarding certain regions, on. cer¬ 
tain aspects, particularly temples and 
their ruins are erroneous. They are 
full of factual mistakes and they 
create a wrong impression iu the minds 
of the people living here and those 
who come from foreign countries also. 
I suggest that there should be a com¬ 
mittee of experts to give guidelines to 
the preparation of such literature and 
to scrutinise them before they are re¬ 
leased to the public. 

In matters of tourism* the eastern 
region beyond Calcutta, the five eas¬ 
tern states and two union territories, 
are completely neglected. It is not mv 
accusation, it turns out from the re¬ 
port placed before us. The tourism 
department have constructed hotels; 
none of them is in the eastern re¬ 
gion. The Department has Travellers’ 
Lodges they are not in the eastern re¬ 
gion. The departmental Restaurants;, 
none of them is in the eastern region. 
With regard to transport facilities, they 
have a total fleet of 202 cars, vehTcIes 
and vans and none of them are placed 
in the eastern region. Can there be a 
more glaring instance of neglect than 
this? 

There is some restriction on the en¬ 
try of foreign tourists into the eastern 
region T do not want that at the risk 
of the country’s^ safety and security, 
undesirable tourists should be allowed 
to go there. But within that frame- 
work of restriction, the tourism de¬ 
partment could do something so that 
the tourists could visit that area also. 

Coming to the airlines, there are 
two boards of directors, one for AIC 
and the other for, lAC. in the private 
organisations we see interlinktag of 
capitals; here there Is interlinking of 
dire<^rs; asHiany as four directors 
are both on Air India and on Indian 
Airlines Board. I do not know! the 
benefit of this. But I have some ap¬ 
prehension that this cieites vested In. 
terests. Apart from this, as many as

seven retired airmarshals, are direc¬ 
tors of those two boards, i.e. one- 
third of the total strength of 
thfe members of the two boards. 
It seems that it is an extension of the 
Defence Services and it creates vested 
interests. If any passenger wants to 
travel by the BIATS coach from Palam 
Airport to the city, he will just pur¬ 
chase the ticket and board the coach. 
The conductor of the coach will tell 
him that the coach will just leave the 
Airport towards the city but it is al¬ 
ways happening that the passengers 
have to keep on waiting not for 
minutes but hours. This sort of thing 
is encouraged by the Directors. This 
is what I presume. Therefore, I am 
compelled to say that it is the outcome 
of the vested interests. The lAC 
coach has been replaced by the EATS 
coach. 

In Assam, there are six airports and 
Gauhati is the major airport for the 
entire Eastern region. That airport is 
known to everybody. Here what hap¬ 
pens is that two Boeing aircraft land 
at an interval of 10 to 15 minutes and 
they take off at an interval of 30 
minutes. During this period there is 
a big commotiwi in the checking coun¬ 
ter. These inconveniences to the pas¬ 
sengers could have been avoided had 
there been any imagination in timing 
the serviced, even without expanding 
the airport for the time being. Great 
difficulties are faced by the passengers 
in this airport. For instance, there are 
only two ‘public conveniences’ for the 
pai^ngers who disembark from two 
Boeings almost at a time and the 
space in the airport is quite 
inadequate even for standing. So, 
if the timing erf these two Boeing 
services is properly adjusted, these in- 
ccHiveniences could have been avoided 
and could be avoided. But that Ig not 
done. The services to the Eastern 
Region are contrcAled from Delhi or 
Calcutta. If something happens in 
Calcutta, say, bad weather, the entire 
services for the Eastern Region are 
canceled and the passengers in Gau- 
hati and thdr airports are stranded. 
So, my point la that Gatuhati should 
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have been a base for the Indian Air¬ 
lines for the Eastern Region. I would 
urge upon the Minister kindly to con¬ 
sider that Gauhati should be converted 
into a base airport for the entire 
eastern region. There are six airports 
in Assam includes Dimapur, Imphal 
and the proposed airport in Borapanl. 
The operational H.Q. for these airports 
should be Gauhati. The plea of lack 
of finance should not be there and if 
the Minister seriously considers the 
development of air traffic in the region, 
he should take immediate action. 

The air travel, after the partition of 
India, is no more a luxury for the peo¬ 
ple of the Eastern region. It is 
absolutely essential. It is an absolute 
necessity, I come from Lakhimpur 
where people used to travel by air 
before they had seen the railway 
engine or travelling by train. There 
was no railway line at that lime. 
After that, considering the incon¬ 
venience experienced by the people, 
an airport was established there 
and people used to travel by air 
from North Lakhimpur to Jorhat 
and Gauhati by air since 194,5-46, 
I am sorry to say that presently 
Gauhati is the capital of Assam 
and it is not connected by air service 
with North Lakhimpur though there is 
an airport at Lilubari. Now. the air 
service from Lilubari to Jorhat is there 
and • then it connects Calcutta only as 
if Calcutta is the capita! of Assam. 
Similarly people from Dibrugarh can¬ 
not come to Gauhati by air for all the 
days of the week. There are connect¬ 
ing services for four days a week only. 
This can be augmented without intro¬ 
ducing more services by more adjust¬ 
ment of the time of the air lines ser¬ 
vices. At present there is one service 
from Calcutta—Gauhati to Jorhat. i.e. 
lAC 249 and lAC 250 from Jorhat to 
Gauhati Calcutta. If there is proper 
adjustment of timing of these services 
and that of the Flights Nos. 211 and 
212, passengers can alight at Jorhat 
and catch a plane for Lilabhari or for 
their return journey to Gauhati. It 
oidy requires a reuarrangement of tim¬ 
ing and nothing more. 
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[Shri Biswanarayan Shastrij 

So far as Chabua airport is concern¬ 
ed, if any member of this House has 
ever visited that place, I need not say 
tmythlng. The passengers there have 
to get dcnvn at the national highway 
at a distance of 1 KM from the airport 
and stand there till the airport coach 
comes to pick them up. When the 
coach comes, they are taken inside the 
airport because it is under the Defence 
Ministry and private vechicles are not 
allowed. 

I put a question whether the 
Mohanbari civil airport has been ab- 
endoned and the reply was, it has not 
been abendoned. i made a careful 
study of the report but nowhere could 
I find any expenditure being provided 
for any scheme to revive the Mohan¬ 
bari airport. I do not know the reason. 
Pending reopening the Mohanbari air¬ 
port at least there should be the mini¬ 
mum facilities to protect the passengers 
standing there at the High way from 
rain and sun. You know. Sir, it is a 
heavy rainfall area having about 200” 
of rain a year. People get drenched 
and there is not even a shed there to 
give protection to the people who get 
down from the vehicles and are waiting 
to board the lAC coach to the airport 
terminal. 

I request the minister to consider 
these suggestions. With these words, 
I support the Demands.

SHRI VASANT SATHE (Akola): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to support 
tbie Demands relating to the Ministry 
of Tourism and Civil Aviation. WhUe 
doing so, I would like to make a few 
points: 

Firstly, if you want to develop 
'§^0Bsa in a big way, why can’t you 
il|ipk ha terms of attracting nnaller 


and middle class people from Western 
countries? You know the clerks there 
who have their savings and want to 
come to India. India has a charm of 
its own. That attracts people to India. 
It is not your five-star hotels. The 
common people want to come and see 
the real India, the ancient India, the 
cultural' heritage of India. Let our 
people invite the people from those 
countries to come and live with them. 
They will know India better. Their 
expenses will also be l^s. Instead of 
living in these five-star hotels, they 
will live with the people. 

I can tell you from my own personal 
experience. I had invited a pen-friend 
of mine. She came here with family, 
stayed here and she was so much 
charmed by our daily life, the way our 
ladies cook, the way they do the 
things and all that. These are the 
things that the people from the outside 
world want to know about India. What 
is the charm in moving from one air- 
conditioned room to another air-con¬ 
ditioned room? Therefore, let them 
come to see the real India and to live 
with Indians. If you can do this, lakhs 
and lakhs of people can come to India, 

Let your Embassies advertise as to 
who want to come to India. You can 
have a list of people in India who are 
willing to have these people come and 
stay -with them as their guests. Let 
the people be invited from France, 
Germany or Latin America. Let us 
encourage Latin American people to 
come herfe. Don’t think only of USA, 
England and all that. Let us encour¬ 
age our African brothers, our Asian 
brothers, the people from Japan, Thai- 
land and Indonesia. We hlave to de¬ 
velop, even from political angle, greater 
relationship with these dev^oplng 
countries. Therefore, jrou invite them 
to come and stay with the people here. 
You advertise and ask, **Who are the 
persons who are willing to have Rue^s 
from outside to stay with them?” 1 
am sure, at least 50 lakh midd!e^:lass 
families In this country wiQ midre asi 
offer to keep these people as their 
guests. That Is the way to develoR 
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tourism. We must think of new ways 
of developing tourism in our country, 
to attract more and more tourists to 
our country. 

Even if you want to encourage 
tourism the other way, have small 
huts. In these places of attraction, 
Khajuraho and other places that you 
have, have small huts where they can 
come and stay. Let them have a 
glimpse of your cultural life. Arrange 
folk dances for than. I have seen 
many tourists who come here and visit 
these places of interest and who want 
to know about our cultural life. I had 
been to Udaipur. They are taken to 
those typical places, like, Lake Palace, 
this and that. They ask; What is the 
cultural life of India? There is no 
place where they can see that. There¬ 
fore, you make these arrangements. 
These are small things but' it Is these 
things that attract the people. There 
must be an imaginative way of doing if. 

India is a big sub-continent. You 
want to connect only big cities. For 
24 days’ stay, a person must go quickly 
from one place to another. You have 
grounded the A^• If has been certi¬ 
fied that there if nothing wrong with 
it.... 

MR. CHAIRMAN; They have not 
been grounded. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; They had. 
Now, they have certified that they are 
perfectly all right. Our factory tn 
Kanpur is being under-u+ilised. Why 
don't we have more Avros? Prom some 
central place, may be Nagpur or Kan¬ 
pur or some other place, have short- 
distance flights to these spots of 
beauty, one hour flight, half an hour 
flight, like that. Aparf from connect¬ 
ing the in-country people and making 
It poaeible for them to go from place 
to place af a faster rate, 3 rou will 
encourage tourism also. Go to Ajanta, 
Khajuraho-, ^lora, etc. Cro to these 
places which are only a short distance 
hway; oilierwlse the tourist trallle 
Cotef fo Citoitta, Bombay and o^r 


big places have hardly a place or two 
to see. Therefore, kindly do this. 

To come to my last point, Mr. Raj 
Bahadur, I want to ask you the econo¬ 
mics of taking a whole plane to 
Nagpur and bringing it back half 
empty. As I had been pleading with 
you, why can’t you touch Nagpur 
through one of the planes going South 
to H 3 rderabad, Bangalore or Madras. 
Nagpur, today, is not connected with 
the South' at all by any service. None 
of the planes by which Central India 
is served is connected with the South 
they have to go via Calcutta or 
Bombay. This means half an hour 
more? I have gone by those planes. 
So, I plead with the Minister to kindly 
touch Nagpur through some plane 
going South, I don’t understand your 
present economics of taking a whole' 
plane there and bringing It back.

SHBl RANABAHADUR SINGH 
(Sidhi): Among all the potentialities 
that this country has to become great. 
I think, tourism oilers the most. Listen¬ 
ing to the words of the Minister of 
State, one is re-assured that this De- 
4 partment is giving all the thought that 
/is due to making tourism an industry 
" which would progressively do a lot for 
our country. I am aware that what 
he mentions is that ihe constraints of 
finances for this Ministry are. at this 
moment too, almost insurmountable as 
regards wtiat we could possibly do. 
But I would only like to say in this 
context, as my good friend. Mr. Vasant 
Sathe, has said, that Uiere ■ are cons- 
^traints on finances, but constraints on 
imagination are not there. We as a 
country, we as a people with culture, 
do not have constraints on imagination, 
and If we were to use it, probably we 
might top the list, in the world, as a 
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tourist country. If we take hotel 
rooms, as Shri Sathe has taken w'ords 
out of my mouth, imagination would 
make a hotel rooms tar more different 
than what it is now, almost a curse to 
the international tourist. He has the 
same camera, he is taken to the same 
spot and when they compare) their 
pictures, invariably all the tourists who 
have visited the place, come back 
with similar photographs. That is 
rather a sort of torture for people who 
spend that much amount of money to 
take a fresh look at the world. 

We, in this country, have the most 
In offer in wild life. 1 would plead 
with the Department to take a fresh 
look as to how belter films on i^ild life 
could be procured in this country. If 
is agreed that making a wild life 
picture is a very costly proposition, 
but there are many enthusiasts in this 
country, and one of them, an hon 
Member was sitting here, and my good 
friend and hon. Member Shri Brij Raj 
Singh, and others, who have a large 
variety of wild life films with them. 

I am sure, they would be ver.v glad 
to lend some of those films to the 
Tourism Department and which can ’le 
profitabl.v shown in other countries 
and people can be attracted. 

In the same context, 1 think that the 
live photography of Safari has not been 
properly organised. Whereas we usl 
the shoot games, it is time that wc 
organise Safari on proper .scale, so that 
people can go out and take photo¬ 
graphs. 

In Madhya Pradesh, Bandhavgarh 
sanctuary is something unique in this 
country, because it offers two things 
together—wild life and archaeolog.v. 
There is no other wild life national 
park in this country which offers 
combination of these two things. I 
would plead that a little more effort 
and a littlg more help from the De¬ 
partment should be given to Bandhav- 
garh. It should be put on to the map. 
There could be an air service which 
could link Khujraho, Jabalpor, Ban- 
dhavgarh, Kandha and Voranasi. It 
would complete that small extra link 
to the gloden triaogle of Delhi, Khu¬ 
jraho, Varanasi and Kathmandu. 
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[Shri Ranabahadur Smgh] 

I have been told that there are many 
people who are willing io put up small 
huts in Kandha and Bandhavgarh and 
these huts would compare with the 
services of Five—Star hotels. They 
are also willing to run these air services 
on their own, provided the Ministry 
would have a look at this scheme and 
approve, 

Then, sir. there should be mo:o fre¬ 
quency of air service to Bhopal. There 
is a lot of traffic there. The Boeing 
that goes from Delhi to Calcutta should 
also stop at Ranchi which is a very im¬ 
portant industrial centre. 

THE MINISTER OP TOURISM 
AND CIVIL AVIATION (SHRl RAJ 
BAHADUR); Mr. Chairman, Sir, I am 
extremely grateful to the hon. Mem¬ 
bers who have participated in the 
debate on the Demands for Grants of 
this Ministry. I found, as was to be 
expected, that there was an underly- 
ing consensus, almost unanimity, about 
the need for laying greater emphasis 
on the promotion and development of 
tourism and on the services that sup¬ 
plement and support our efforts to 
develop tourism. My hon. colleague, 
Shri Surendra Pal Singh, has very ful¬ 
ly, and, 1 think, meticulously and 
neatly staled the case, what our efforts 
so far have been and what we plan to 
do in the coming years. He has also 
given a convincing sequent e of facts 
and figures by which he has establish, 
ed, how India is not Jagging behind in 
tourism, and that we have some sort of 
a policy, and are working according to 
certain broad guidelines that generally 
and broadly reflect the washes, the 
views and the opinions that were 
voiced in the House to-day from 
different sections of the House. I am 
greateful for those views. i would 
submit just to remove any impression 
to the contrary, that though we have 
not adopted a formal policy resolu¬ 
tion on tourism a policy has grown 
and evolved -over the years. Further 
it has not been nist by fits and 
stgrta that we have been functioning 
la thif Miniatry. We have got certain 


objectives and we pursue them. We 
have got certain view’s of our own that 
fully recognise the inherent dynamism 
of the tourism industry. We have not 
confined ourselves merely to the re¬ 
sources of our own imagination, to uaa^ 
the phrase given by Shri Ranabahadur 
Singh We have also involved experts 
from time to time. We have under¬ 
taken studies and surveys. We have 
held discussions and conferences. In 
short, we are guided by a general con¬ 
sensus about promotion of tourism in 
the country. But let it be recognised, 
as was observed by my colleague, that 
We hnve to work in broad framework 
of oUr national priorities. Our feeling 
is, and I also share it to some extent 
that perhaps a little more and higher 
priority should have been given to 
tourism. The Estimates Committee 
has been kind enough to make a 
recommendation in the same light, jn 
the same way and I am sure that that 
will be given the fullest consideration. 
But, for the time being, we all know 
that the highest priority must go to 
irrigation, food, electricity, steel and 
so many other things and, therefore, 
we have to take our due place in this 
context. May I, however, say that 
within these broad guidelines that I 
have just now placed before you we 
have to achieve a growth rate of 
1 .^ per cent per annum in our 
tourist Traffic and we are striving 
for that, and we hope that we may 
be able lo achieve it. But as it all 
depends upon so many circumstances 
beyond our control, we may not achieve 
this high rate of growth. This is one 
reason why, i would very respectfully « 
submit, that it may not be practical for t 
us, and kt any rate it is not so urgent 
for Us to come up with a formal resolu¬ 
tion on policy on tourism. A formal 
resolution on poHcy in the matter of 
industrial policy, or family planning or 
in some other spheres can be conceiv¬ 
ed of, but so far as tourism is concern¬ 
ed it is subject to a variety of factors 
and circumstances end to the exigen¬ 
cies of the situation at a giv«i time. ^ 
So, in our case, we depend upon certain 
conditions and factors such as peace 
and congenial economic conditions. 
Essentially the tourists who come ase 
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ambassadors -Ot peace and goodwill. 
Tourism is an industry that pro¬ 
motes international understanding, 
and therefore it thrives only in 
peace- and harmony in world. So 
far as we are concerned we pro¬ 
mote tourism not merely to earn 
foreign exchange, although that Is 
an important consideration but much 
more thiiw that we promote it for 
fostering amity and goodwill at the 
international level arid national inte¬ 
gration at home. When we think of 
domestlr tourism, we want intermingl¬ 
ing of our people from the south with 
the north and of the people of the 
west with the east and vice-versa. In 
short, we want contacts between the 
people of one part with those of the 
other part of the country, what is the 
desire in our heart? The desire is 
that people living in Leh or Srinagar or 
Baramula or Kargill should be able to 
intermingle with people in Trivandium 
and Karya Kumari and wice versa. 
So, this is something which we want 
to achieve. 

We also have laid down certain 
targets for ourselves to earn foreign 
exchange, because we do want that 
tourism should be of some substantial 
help to our economy. We cannot 
merely be idealists. We have to earn 
some valuable foreign exchange. 
Therefore, sometimes we feel, as the 
NCAER (National Council of Applied 
Economic Research) has said in the 
course of a study that it has conducted 
recently, that only 5 per cent of the 
foreign exchange that tourism earns 
is being given to us for promotion of 
tourism. .At the same time we do rea¬ 
lise'that wUafever we earn cannot all 
be allocated to us. It has to lit into 
the entire broad .frame-work of our 
economy. ... 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: If you 
qpend 20 per cent more you will earn 
40 per COTt more. Then probably the 
government will agree and give you 
more. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I yill at. 
once yldd to my friend but let me say 


that that is exactly what our efforts are 
the world. We were, fortunately, 
aimed at. I said that we want to 
have fi 15 per cent growth and we 
have also set a target that by 1978-79 
we should achieve a target of earning 
•at least Rs. 200 crores through tourism. 


Then, at the same lime Ihere is yet 
another positive aspect of tourism that 
we should take note of. To-day our 
tourism employs about a million people 
in different trades. A million people 
means .‘i million mouths are being sup¬ 
ported by this industry and more can 
be supported directly and indirectly. 
But there is a negative aspect also 
which has to be taken care of while 
talking .'ibout policy-making, and that 
is that we .sliSiild not be swept off our 
feel by the impact of foreign tourists. 
We must remain true to our culture 
and cult iral heritage; true to our civi¬ 
lisation, We should present our 
cultural and way of life to foreign 
tourists. 


So far as tourist attractions to our 
country are concerned, we have five 
attractions; these are our mountains— 
the snow-ca|5ped peaks; our beadies,— 
the palm-fringed coastline; our wild 
life—flora and fauna; our cultural 
heritage;—our monuments and tern, 
pies; and above all our life style which 
is quite different from the life style of 
the people in the West. This is what 
we have got to preserve. When 
we have"" fo preserve that, it 
is quite apparent that we can¬ 
not allow ourselves as 1 said earlier, to 
be swept off our feet. We have to 
avert the imhealthy or unwelcome 
social effects and repercussions of 
tourism. How do we do it? Our 
advantage is that we have got a tre¬ 
mendous population, that cannot be 
easily swayed. Despite the foreign 
domination of a century and mere, we 
held our ground. The country has 
preserved and kept Its cultural tradi¬ 
tions. While we are not tradition 
bound, we'dlE^ish and value certain 
traits and features in our heritage and 
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traditions that are good and noble for 
ua, that are immortal for us. Similarly 
aire also know that our cultural herit¬ 
age is such as cannot be easily swayed 
or swept dlT. Therefore, we do take 
due ca^ to goe that through our 
hotels, through our tourists institutions 
what people from foreign lands get 
Should be the Indian aspect of life, the 
Indian style and character. 

Shri Jadeja, I see your point. We 
have got to reconcile the two opposing 
demands or requirements—on Ihe cne 
hand we have to provide modem 
amenities as have been made available 
by fhe development of modern techno¬ 
logy, antf on the other hand we have 
also to see that the decor, the cuisine, 
the form and style of entertainment is 
Indian as far as possible and practical. 
That is exactly what we want to do. 
That is a part of our policy. Besides, 
we do not want to slavishly imitate and 
import some Western styles or Western 
modes, of entertainment. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: They do 
not want anything Western except 
toilet. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: They want 
a neat and clean bed also which does 
not creak or crack. 

We want to ensure and stimulate 
economic development through our 
tourism eSfbrt and let it be recognised 
that as a result of this policy that we 
have pursued, it has been proved that 
we have achieved con.siderable success 
and that too in very difficult conditions. 
The last two or three years have been 
extraordinarily difficult for tourism 
and aviation—the oil crisis, the high 
prices, the hike in oil prices resulting 
• In inflation, then recession on over head 
. and the cosfs of all that tourists need 
going up. All these contributed to 
.pressures which could have easily 
. scotched all our efforts. Whenever 
( economic pressures build up and infla¬ 
tion occuis, tfiey claim tourism and 
•tourist traffic as their first victim and 
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that is what exactly happened all over 
the world. We were, fortunately 
saved because of the help and support 
given by this House to our policies and 
programmes. We pursued and with 
vigour we got results. I would further 
say that this was largely also due to 
the growth in productivity in the 
economic field. In the last one year 
our productivity has gone up in various 
sectors of our economy, so has disci¬ 
pline and punctuality in our services. 
All this has been due to the steps 
taken by our Government under leader¬ 
ship of our Prime Minister. And this 
is what has enabled us to achieve our 
targets. 

Just for a moment, kindly think in 
contrast of the situation that prevailed 
in Calcutta particularly and in the 
whole of the Calcutta region generally 
before 1972. The plight of industries 
resulting from disturbed law and order 
conditions that led to some of the fore¬ 
ign airlines to give up their stops at 
Calcutta. It has been a tremendous 
task for us to retrieve the situation, 
after 1972. You will be happy to 
know that traffic to Calcutta has picked 
up now. That is in contrast, when law 
and order broke down, when economy 
went in doldrums and when peace was 
not there, you cannot expect that 
traffic will grow or tourism would pro¬ 
sper. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Incident al¬ 
ly. what about encord? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I will come 
to that. Since you have raised that 
point, I will touch that. 

But to promote tourism we have re- 
c'ently taken another step. You must 
have heard of the South' Asia tourism 
year—the year 1975. Recently, there 
was a meeting of the South Asia R'egio. 
nal Travel Commission, which all- our 
neighbouring countries were repre¬ 
sented. 

This was presided over or chaired by 
our Additional Director-General, Touri¬ 
sm, who (Kokrajhar) r^resented otir 
country at the conference. 
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SHRI D. BASUMATARl (Kokra- 
Jhar): Alter spending a huge amount 
at more than Rs. 3 crores to build up 
the Calcutta Airport as an internation¬ 
al airport, why has this work been 
stopped? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: We have not 
stopped. The foreign airlines found it 
to be more profitable to come to Delhi 
or Bombay lor that matter, hence the 
decline in traffic to Calcutta. That was 
the reason. But we have been encoura¬ 
ging those airlines to serve Calcutta; 
we have always been persuading them. 
We have told them that we do not 
want all our plahes to bunch at mid¬ 
night at Bombay or Delhi. Therefore 
they must spread out and they should 
also serve and come to Calcutta or 
Madras. In that regard we hope that 
our efforts will succeed. 

But I was referring to the meeting of 
the SARTC. At that conference in 
Kathmandu a decision has been taken 
to declare the whole decade as South 
Asia Tourism Decade. 1 would appeal 
to hon. Members to lend their support 
and extend their blessings to this new 
effort and programme, with a view to 
see that we are able to achieve our 
targets not only from the point of view 
of earning foreign exchange but also 
winning liie goodwill of our neigh¬ 
bours. working in the closest collabora¬ 
tion with them, because our cultures 
are very much similar and alike and 
there are many things which we share 
with them in common. i also take this 
opportunity to exprew the hope that 
« higher place will- be accorded to 
tourism in national priorities. 

I would now like to tell you how 
difficult-the last-two years have been 
tor our airlines loo and how despite 
those difficulties our airlines and civil 
Aviation industry as a whole have 
done reasonably well. Here is a state¬ 
ment reported in the Press of Knut 
Hammaskiold. Director. ZATA. He 
says that these two years have been 
extremely bad- He described the air¬ 
lines traffic market as being in "sham. . 
bles," adding! that "everyone' ie losing 


his shirt out there”. There is the situa¬ 
tion on account of the rise in the fuel 
prices and rise in other costs. He has 
given reasons how their situation has 
aggravated. The reasons are, massive 
overcapacity, cost outpacing revenue 
yields being too low, malpractices be¬ 
ing rampant, undercutting each other, 
traffic having plunged drastically over 
the past two years. So, this was the 
situation, and, in the light of it, what 
has Air India acheieved? 1 would say, 
they have been able to secure unprece¬ 
dented profits since their inception. 
There has been a net profit of Rs. 5.10 
crores for the year 1975-76 and I think 
that they deserve some credit for this 
after the great struggle through v/hich 
they had to pass last year. And this is 
the highest net profit that the .Air India 
has ever made since its inception. Also 
noteworthy is the fact that all interna¬ 
tional airlines have been finding it ex¬ 
tremely difficult to make both ends 
meet end many, if not all, have been 
losing during these years. Also note¬ 
worthy is the fact that the world eco¬ 
nomic recession and passenger traffic 
trends made things difficult. Again, this 
net profit of Rs. .5.10 crores has been 
achieved after providing Rs. 12.39 cro¬ 
res on account of depreciation and 
obsolescence. Interest charges to the 
extent of Rs. 6.04 crores have also been 
credited and it is after these provisions 
that this profit has been secured. 

I would like to make a few referen¬ 
ces to what the Air India has done 
in this particular year. They have in¬ 
creased the number of flights to Gulf 
area from 7 to 11 flights. Two exclu¬ 
sive 707 freight services have been 
started, contributing to cargo exports. 
A fifth 747 plane has been acquired. 
We are going to start a service to Aus¬ 
tralia, In fact the flights have been 
started with effect from 1st April, 1976. 
We have also added a new station 
Baghdad tor serving the Mlddle-Eaat, 
to which our service was started with 
effect from 6th April. 

Then, Sir, a point was made by an 
hon. Member why, after the lock-out 
or the atrike, there fs no, •rapport* bet¬ 
ween the Unions and the Managnnaentr'

Thi^^ is not correct. This is a wrong 
inxpression; (Interruptions ). 

If I may now come to the Indian 
Airlines, the ^tuation was still more 
difficult for the Indian Airlines dur¬ 
ing the last 2i years (Interruptions). 
So far as the lockout is concerned, 
although techincally it has not been 
lifted, the whole body of 15,00(i work¬ 
ers excepting two have joined. All 
members of the A.C,E.U. except two, 
and other sections of the emloyees 
have also accepted the compromise and 
the settlement. Why should these two 
remain stand out? Is it because their 
noses are bigger than the noses of 
the management? It should not become 
a question of prestige or Izzat. I would 
only appeal to them to give us the sup¬ 
port and to fall in line with others; 
we are net shutting them out; it is they 
who are shutting themselves out. The 
responsibility for the lock-out which 
continues technically falls four square 
on the shoulders of these two gentle¬ 
men of the ACEU who have not seen 
reason and whom we have not been 
able to persuade and convince of our 
bonafides. This is what I would like 
to say about it. 

As regards Air-India, I was going to 
say that there was some relief provi¬ 
ded to the Air-India by us about sales- 
tax; So far Indian Airlines is con¬ 
cerned they asked for a relief in cil 
prices as they were, after the hike an¬ 
ticipating a loss of Rs. 16.5 crores in the 
year 1974-75 but they were given no 
relief. However, because of certain 
administrative and economic measu¬ 
res taken in the year 1974-75 ended 
tor the I.A. happily with a net profit 
of Rs. 1.01 crores; In 1975-76, this fi¬ 
gure has gone Still higher. The year 
1975-76 had ended with a net profit of 
Rs. 3.38 crores which has been secured 
after tnaking a provision of Rs. 8.28 
crores for depreciation and Rs. 1.85 
crores for obsolescence and another 
Rs. ^re for gratuity reserves. That 
me^i^ Rs. 11.13 crores was added to 


Besides this, may I just tell you 
how much does the Indian Airlines 
contribute to the national exchequer? 
It contributed to the tune of Rs. 15.58 
crores on account of central excise 
duty and salestax. In 1975-76 the 
figure comes to Rs. 10.25 crores or a 
little more than that. The lalestaxr 
which is charged for central excise 
by thp State Governments come.s to 
Rs. 5.35 crores. That ^vas the reason 
why we were compelled—the Indian 
Airlines was compelled- to give up 
some of their services and, as many 
as 16 stations had to be given up. 
They did not want to become a bur¬ 
den on the general tax-payer And 
naturally, it had to be done. I am 
happy to say, however, that Maha¬ 
rashtra Government, has responded 
magnificently to our request and 
persuation and they realised our 
difficulty and although they want 
more of services, they 'have done 
their bit, to make fT |)OssibIe for the 
Indian Airlines to run economicall 3 /^ 
and to make if run on sound com¬ 
mercial principles. There was a hike 
in oil price with resultant addition 
to the salestax. They have respond¬ 
ed to our request and have pegged 
their revenue from sales tax on 
aviation fuel at the level that obtain¬ 
ed before the price hike in oil. 
(Interruptions ).

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: 1 
y would like to know the Government’s 
policy on the Concord? (Interruptions) 

SHRI iRAJ BAHADUR; I was just 
saying this. 

Sir, I was just submitting what has 
been exactly achieved by the Indian 
Airlines since the Lock-out. I am 
happy to say that the Indian Airlines 
have started a biweekly service to 
Male. We added two additional 737 
boeings in September. 1975. I hope 
with the procurement and arrival of 
the three Air Buses that have been- 
ordered around November this year, 
we shall be able to operate the Air 
Bus aircraft on quite a few trunk 
routes. The air Buses will be deliver¬ 
ed by the end' of November and we 
hope would start operating from 1st 
February, 1976. There are five routes, 
namely, Bombay-Delhi, Bombay-Mad- 
ras, Bombay-Calcutta, Delhi-Calcutta 
* and Bombay-Bangalore on which they 
^ will run. 

Meanwhile. I may also say that we 
do recognise that we should improve 
the quality of our air services further. 
Sir as far as Avros are concerned 
they were not grounded on our voli¬ 
tion. Iliey are very good aircrafts. 
It was mandMory oldigation imposed 
*'upon -us by Hawker Sidley, Hie mami- 
faeturers thraogb the Kanpur 

who directed certain cheeks to be done 
and^we carried tiMsn out mettculQiiriy 
and scnqaulmBly. 


SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Sir, at Cal¬ 
cutta airport we have just completed 
the runway which is good for 747 and 
we hope by the end of the year or 
early next year a Boing 747s will also 
start touching Calcutta. We hope 
certain airlines will also start func- 
tinning from that airport. 

Sir. we are today engaged in a 
study for the acquisition of short haul 
jets and we hope a decision will be 
soon taken in that connection. 

At this point however, I would like 
to say a few words about on-time per¬ 
formance by LA. Services. In the 
year 197.3 the punctuality of the In¬ 
dian Airlines Services was of the 
order of 45.16 per cent. In 1974— 
after the lock-out—it i-ose to 67.68 
per cent arut in 1975 it rose to 68.07 
per cent and in the three months of 
1976 it is 69.57 per cent. Remember, 
that we have to take into account the 
fact that many of these delays are on 
account of reasons beyond our control. 
We have worked on that. The delays 
on account of engineering snags, com¬ 
mercial or transport reasons consti¬ 
tute a small percentage but it does 
not mean that we want to condone 
even these delays. However, while we 
are trying to cut down these delays we 
cannot take risks with safety of these 
flights. As far as safety is con 
cemed, I would like rather like a 
service not to operate at all rather 
than operate at a risk. Safety first is 
our target. We •will not compromise 
on this. If there is bad weather, had 
beyond prescribed minimum or if 
there is even a slight engineering fault, 
we would rather not fly than take risks 
with safety of our flights. 

Sir, I would like to impress upon 
the hon’tfle Members not to compare 
Hte air wNviees with other modes of 
tran^)ort. Surfiute’ traiiugMirt is much 
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more amenable to rules ol safety or to 
discipline. Out ol 6,737 delays, only 
360 were primary delays, due to lac- 
lors within our control, and they 
amount to 4.5 per cent of the total 
number of flights. 'The remaining 
27,5 per cent of the flight that were 
delayed, were for reasons beyond our 
control. 

1 would only like to say that so far 
as the worlters’ amenties are concern¬ 
ed, I have taken note of the various 
cut motions. Shri Jagannath Mishra, 
Shri Unnikrishnan on thi.s side and 
some other friends on tne other side 
reminded me about these motions. All 
that I can say is that we shall take 
note of all those cut motions which 
relate to our staff in lA, Air India, the 
Airport Authoity and DGCA. We 
shall examine these, and investigate 
and do whatever is just, reasonable 
and desirable. That is exactly what I 
would like to assure hon. members 
about. 

So far as the standards of safety in 
civil aviation are concerned, we are 
taking all possible steps to overcome 
these engineering defects and other 
defects. 

In regard to the Airport Authority 
also, I may say that a new passener 
cargo terminal complex at Bombay 
has been approved. This will cost 
Ps. 11 crores, Rs. 7.16 crores for the 
passenger complex and Rs. 3.8 crores 
for a permanent cargo terminal. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN; Are you making adequate pro- 
vision for the increasing traffic from 
the Gulf Area? 

SHRI RA.T BAHADUR; Yes. That 
I have already said. Instead of 7 
flights, now there are 11. We shall 
certainly bear that in mind. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISH- 
NAN: Because you mentioned the 
flights. I am asking whether in the 
Bombay airport you have taken this 
Into your calculatl<ma.

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR; It wiU »«>. 
vide for a peak load traffic of 1400 
passengers. 

The main runway at Calcutta, as I. 
said earlier has been strenthened for^' 
the Boeing 747. We have appointed 
Regional Sch^uling Committees at 
the four aircports and a National Sche¬ 
duling Committee for avoiding bunch¬ 
ing of the scheduled flights which is 
really a curse. Countries in the west, 
and in the east, that is Japan on one 
side and the Bikopean countries bii the 
other, do not allow any service after 
9 or 10 in the night. But all services 
converge on our country at or after ^ 
midnight at Delhi or Bombay, round 
about the same time. So we are con¬ 
sidering ways and means of how best ' 
to remove or overcome the bunching 
of aircraft; how to avoid it. We 
want these services, but we do not 
want noise pollution particularly at 
night that disturbs the peace of our 
people living around at night. We do 
not want to be rated as second classs 
citizens of the world. We also want ^ 
our comforts. So we have appointed * 
a National Committee for that. 

So far as the cargo position is con¬ 
cerned, I would say that it has been 
assessed that at Delhi the demand is 
1900 tonnes for garments etc., plus 
600 tonnes on items other than gar- 
ments every month. This was in May. 
prom June 1976 to October, 1976, the 
demand will be as much as 900 tonnes 
for garments and 600 tonnes for 
others. From November, 1976 to 
March 1977, this will rise to 1100 ^ 
tonnes to 1600 tonnes. As a result of 
various meetings that the DGOA has 
taken or the Chairman, Airport 
Authority, has taken a capacity of * 
1900 tonnes has been provided for by 
all the airlines includihg Air India in 
May and onwards. This would take 
care of the demand till October—this 
particular capacity. In Madras and 
Bombay also, we are having idmilar 
meetings and making irimilar exerci- 
ses. In Calcutta, we have already 
provided for a multi-purpose cargo 
terminal and then we also hope that 
the storage capacity that hat been 
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provided is adequate. We %ant that 
the Customs who have to be there 
should kindly make room for us be¬ 
cause they are occupying our space, 
but this is an internal matter which 
we are taking up with them. 

1 take this opportunity to tell friends 
who are interested in the export of 
garments that we find that packaging 
is extremely unsatisfactory. The ex- 
proters should do all that they 
can do to avoid this unsatisfactory 
packaging. 

I would only say a few words about 
the Civil Aviation Department. So 
much was said about Calicut by Shri 
Koya and Shri Unnikrishnan. I 
would say that we still stand com¬ 
mitted to the construction of an air¬ 
port at Calicut. But the fact re¬ 
mains that we have to cut our 
coat according to the cloth at our 
disposal. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The complaint is 
that there is delay it must be abridg¬ 
ed. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR; The delay is 
for reasons be.yond our control. We 
want that we should be able to do 
that, but in the scheme of priorities, 
should we take Bombay first, or should 
we take other places whith require 
first attention? Cochin for instance. 
I will just come to that also say what 
has been our effort.

In the last two years we have done 
something to make up for deficiency 
in safety controls. So far as airports 
are concerned, the control tower at 
Dielhi was almost non-existent, the 
control tower at Delhi has been con¬ 
structed, a control tower at Ahmeda- 
bad bas been constructed. Then 
we have done the extension and stre¬ 
ngthening of the runway for Boeing 
737 at Jaipur and for HS 748 at Jabal¬ 
pur and PorbUnder. A new customs 
block has been added in Trivandrum. 
The work in progi^ess, are the airport 


at Barapani in Shillong area and 
civil enclave at Pune and Jodhpur.

1 
hope this will be completed soon.

At Srinagar particularly, the building 
will be designed to harmonise with 
the surroundings, it wiU be a good 
building; I hope. Extension of termi¬ 
nal building at Amritsar has also been 
sanctioned. New technical block at 
Kulu has been sanctioned. With 
those works, I hope that much of the 
complaints or inconvienc# to the 
passengers would be removed.

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAJNU- 
Li (Tehri-Garhwal): The hon. Minis- 
ter was good enough to say that 
tourism was & labour-oriented indus¬ 
try and as you know the hill areas 
provide all the resources, moun¬ 
tains. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Ask a question, 
do not make a speech. 

SHRI PAHIPCX)RNANAND PAIN- 
UU: The hill areas |>rovide -all the 
resouiwss for fihe tourist industry, 
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mountains, rivers valleys, weather, 
scenic beauty, etc. I should like to- 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
he has some plans for the develop¬ 
ment of the hill areas. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Most of us 
are in love with the Himalayas and 
particularly your constituency. 

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAIN- 
ULl: We do not want love, we want 
practical things, love from a distance 
does not do anything. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Before I 
deal with hon. Members’ questions, 
let me add that we have also sanc¬ 
tioned an estimate amounting to 
Rs, 70.05 lakhs for strenthening and 
e.xtension of the runway at the exist¬ 
ing Naval aerodrome at Cochin to 
make it suitable for Boeing 737 opera¬ 
tions. Then necessary expenditure 
sanction has been given for the con¬ 
struction of a Civil Enclave at Jorhat 
aerodrome also and as well as exten- 
tion of the terminal building at 
Amritsar. 

Now, reports had appeared in the 
press in the U.K. that India was de¬ 
manding major civil aviation conces¬ 
sions before they allowed supersonic 
flights of Concorde aircraft over their 
territory. It was also reported that 
the U.K. Government’s attitude was 
hardening, towards India due to India’s 
reluctance to allow Concorde to over¬ 
fly Indian territory. These state¬ 
ments are completely unfounded. Our 
refusal to allow supersonic Concorde 
flights through India are based main¬ 
ly on the grounds of injurious and 
harmful effects of suchT flights over 
areas off a particularly thickly popu¬ 
lated country like ours. Although 
this aspect has not been conclusively 
proved so far, one way or the other, 
the fact remains that Concorde llightf 
will only fly will subsonic over Europe. 
While they will fly subsonic ovi» 
Europe they propose to fly supersonic 
over us. Now, we are prepared, as 
member of the World community, to 
share tlm experimice ol a mew 
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scientific enterprise in the field 
ot aviation and ’we are prepared 
to pay the price for such experience 
in common with others but on reason¬ 
able terms. But if they want to fly 
subsonic on Europe and supersonic 
over our country, that would not be 
reasonable and cannot be allowed. 
We are not prepared to be treated as 
second class citizens of the world. 
That is one of the main reasons why 
we have not allowed them. Even 
otherwise we should be convinced 
that supersonic flights would not be 
injurious to our people jn any way. 
It is so because we have also seen 
that when we allowed one such flight 
there was a lot of protest from the 
people On the route of the flight. 
Therefore Government’s decision not 
to allow supersonic Concorde flights 
over India is based on certain im¬ 
portant factors. In any case, tliere 
is absolutely nO intention of squeezing 
out any commercial civil aviation 
benefits from the Government of 
UK. on this account. It is un¬ 
fortunate that such a motive is 
attributed to us. It is very unfair 
that a friendly country should have 
been accused of such intention or 
motive when we have no siich inten¬ 
tion at all. 

Now, about student concession, an 
hon. Member said that it was only 
for going to the home towns that 50 
per cent discount is given. As far as 
my knowledge goes, 50 per cent dis¬ 
count is given for sight-seeing jour¬ 
neys also. 

NotIv, for the recruitment of Air 
Hostess, special consideration is given 
to the candidates coming from the 
Eastern region.

Up to- 
31st March 1975, this Fare has brought 
in Us $ 462,772, that is in terms of 
rupees, it is Rs. 37.6 lakhs. There is 
little doubt that it has given a termen- 
dous fillip to tourist traffic. That is- 
why we have been able to catch up,. 
despite the adverse effect of inflation 
and rising costs elsewhere. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: In so far as 
foreign exchange revenue is concerned,, 
do the Government contem¬ 
plate to give the benefit to the Civil 
Aviation Department? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Whatever 
foreign exchange is earned by the 
hotels, at least 10 per cent of that 
is allowed to them to meet the cost of 
purchasing equipment which may in¬ 
volve imports, and so payments in 
foreign exchange. So far as Calcutta 
is concerned at present, the British 
Airways. Scandinavian Airline System 
Royal Nepal Airline Corporation, 
Bangladesh Biman, Burma Airways- 
Corporation and Thai International— 
these are'six airlines that touch Cal¬ 
cutta airp>ort. Besides that, we have- 
also the Aeroflot service which we hope 
will operate one service per week via 
Calcutta. It is understood that this- 
service will start very soon. 
It was said that we are not checking 
the influx of unauthorised persons in¬ 
to the airports. That is not correct. 
We have got the local airpcart security 
commlitag which is looking after that 
aspect of the matter. It was also ur¬ 
ged that faYUties for (mward flights 
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and reservations should be improved. 
We hope very . soon we leill have a 
JReal-time computer for taking care oif 
the reservations both. 

A question was asked whether chea 
per meals will be made available at 
dhe ITDC hotels. We took that step 
Some time back and the rates for vege. 
'tarian thali meals were scaled down. 
These are Rs. 9.50 in Ranjit, Rs. 13.50 
in Janpath, Rs. 18 in Ashoka and Rs. 

15 at Kutab. We know that even now 
it does not come within the reach of 
the common men. but we have to 
have cafetarias for that. I think both 
the private sector and public secter 
'have got to take care of that. In this 
connection, a point was made by Mrs. 
Parvathi Krishnan as to why we are 
giving loans to hotels in private sector. 
May I tell her that we have got hard¬ 
ly 200o rooms in the public sector 
whereas the total rooms required in 
the country number 15,000. So, we have 
got to see that whatever capital resour¬ 
ces can be mobilised lor that purpose 
both in the private and public sectors 
should be so mobilised. For that we 
have to give certain incentives. We 
give them loans on certain terms and 
conditions. The loans are secured. If 
'they do not fulfil those conditions, we 
can take action. 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: 
When you give them loans, why don’t 
.vou see that the prices charged by 
them are kept low, .so that they are 
comparable to the ITDC hotel char- 
•ges? 

^ SHRI RAJ BAHADUR; That ques¬ 
tion requires further examination. 

It was said that in the eastern re¬ 
gion, there is no transport unit set up 
y the ITDC. This is again incorrect. 

We have transport units at Calcutta 
and Bhubaneswar. When the hotels at 
'Suiguri and Gauhati come up. such 
units can be set up there too. 

We have made a comparative analy- 
public sector hotels 
'in ITDC and the private hotels fare so 
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far as returns on investments are con¬ 
cerned. X have llfures lor two years. 
In 1973-74, the percentage of sales to 
capital employed was 68..32 for ITDC 
hotels and 39.36 lor the private sector. 
The percentage of gross profits to capi¬ 
tal employed was 8 73 lor private see 
tor and 12 for ITDC hotels. In 1974-75, 
the percentage of sales to capital em¬ 
ployed was 49.65 for the private sector 
and 82.64 for ITDC hotels. The percen¬ 
tage of gross profits to capital employ¬ 
ed was 12.68 for private sector and 
15.50 for ITDC hotels. 

For impruving tourist facilities in 
the south, we have taken some steps. 
We are going to take one important 
step for promotion of tourism in the 
south. In case where there is a pre¬ 
determined itinerary the proposal is 
to allow some concessions for 7 days 
on that itinerary. .30 per cent discount 
is already being given lor the itinerary 
Madras-Bangalore-Trivandrum and 
back, I hope simikr itineraries will be 
evolved to avail of these concessions 
elsewhere also. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara): What about connect¬ 

ing Vijayawada by air? 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: We have 
taken a decision that Vijawada should 
be connected as soon as possible. We 
will get an additional Avro very soon 
and we will do that. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARASH- 
Ar (Hamirpur): What about Simla? 
That is the only State capital not con¬ 
nected by air. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: Your State 
has got an airport at Kulu. I think, it 
is not correct to say that we have no 
policy for airports. We have a policy 
for airports. 

About Are tenders, I would say that 
the party that had tendered the lowest 
aeceptable terms has baclmd out and 
they wanted a high price on the plea 
of escalation of costs. We did not allow 
that and we have gone to invite global 
tenders. Meanwhile, we have made 
improvised anfangwaent? and I can av*

SHBI VASANT SATHl: You do not 
want tourists to go to Nagpur, your 
sosural.

That 
depends upon the exigencies of the se¬ 
curity requirements. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: What is 
the point in taking the whole plane 
half empty to Nagpur and bring it 
back? What is the economics in it? 
Why don’t you allow any south¬ 
ward going plane to touch Nag¬ 
pur. It will mean half-an-hour de¬ 
lay to go to Bangalore and nobody 
will have any grievance. 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: I have pro¬ 
mised that I will certainly send you 
a full note about it. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: Do not send 
me the note, send me the plane, 

SHRI RAJ BAHADUR: When the 
airbus comes, I will certainly ir.Y to do 
whatever is possible.

■Domestic tourism is also an arti¬ 
cle of faith with us. We would like to 
t)romote it; but the question is, what 
should be the division of areas of res¬ 
ponsibility. We have got to see that 
while we concentrate on such tourist 
places which attract a large number of 
foreign torist.ts or have the poten¬ 
tial to attract foreign tourists, 
-domestic tourists are better ’ooked 
after by the State Government; and 
there, we want to collaborate with 
"them and cooperate with them to the 
extent possible. We assist them in 
many ways; and we will not shirk our 
responsibility at all, even in regard to 
those places—if they become popular 
with international tourists. (Interrup¬ 
tions). 

SHRIMATI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: 
Why don’t you give concessions where 
you have your own ITDC tourist com¬ 
plexes, in a season which is not the 
rush season? You can do that, without 
the State Governments coming into it. 
Don’t put everything on the States. It 
-will delay matters. 


SHRI RAJBAHADUR: We are not 
putting everything on the States; but 
we will like them to do their work, 
at least. On the pne hand I have ex¬ 
plained to you about the limitations;, 
of finance resources and the financial 
provisions; on the other hand, you 
want me to undertake the responsibili¬ 
ty on behalf of the State Governments 
wholesale for undertaking works that 
fall within the sphere of their respon¬ 
sibility. Should We then take over a 
sort of blanket responsibility even for 
those places which do not at present 
attract foreign tourists? No; Sir, 1 
would not be able to do that. I would 
only say that where ITDC’s bunga¬ 
lows are there, they will also be open 
for use by domestic tourists; but there, 
the prices are not within the reach of 
oar common man or even of our 
middle classes. The main question is; 
shall we have the type of hotels and 
facilities which are within the reach of 
the common man? This has to be pro¬ 
vided either bv the State Governm'^nt, 
or by us. We are ill-equipped for this. 

I would say this: when you go abroad, 
you have to pay through your nose 
for your hotels and restaurants. When 
the foreigners come here, are we to 
have one rate for the use of the hotel 
by the foreigner, and another rate for 
use by Indians? That would be frowned 
upon by many. About off-season, ^ve 
shall certainly examine the position. 

SHRI PARVATHI KRISHNAN: I 
am talking about off-season conces¬ 
sions. 

SHRI itAJ BAHADUR : We will ex¬ 
amine it. Even regard to the cost of 
meals etc. (Interruptions), there is 
need for exanUnation. Sir, sha’l I 
reply to all the questions? Let me get 
the air-bus, let the capacity of the 
Boeings be released. Let me then see 
whether we can connect Bhubanesh¬ 
war. (Interruptions)

SHRI D. P. JADEJA: I have P<«t a 
lot of questions. The Minister of Stute 
stated that the senior Minister will re¬ 
ply. Bui, unfortunately, the Senior 
Minister was not here when I was 
speaking.

Though Government had promi¬ 
sed in the previous years that it will 
reconstruct that airport, nothing has 
been done so far except some make¬ 
shift arrangements. I want the hon. 
Minister to tell me when he will make 
Ahmedabad airport on par, if not with 
the international airports, at least with 
some of the other major sized airports. 

PROF. NARAIN CHAND PARA- 
SHAR; I would request the hon. 
Minister not to deal* with tke qiHestion 
of an airport at Simla as a 
jest, because the State Government 
has taken up the matter very serious¬ 
ly with the hon. Minister and a site 
was also selected on the Bilaapue- 
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Mandi road for the costruction of 
the aerodrome. Since Himachal Pra¬ 
desh happeas to be the only State 
-where the capital is not connected 
by air, we face a lot of difficulties. 
So far as Kulir is concerned, I may 
say for the information of the hon. 
Minister that it is 220 km away from 
Simla. Therefore, it will not serve 
'that purpose. 

SHRI PARIPOORNANAND PAI- 
NULI: The hon. Minister, Shri Raj 
Bahadur, expressed his verbal love 
for the hills. But I was sorry to see 
that he has not done anything tan¬ 
gible for the development of tour¬ 
ism as an industry in the hilly areas 
;all over the country. I would like to 
know whether the hon. Minister has 
any concrete plan, any separate plan, 
for the development of tourism as 
an industry in the hilly areas, be¬ 
cause it is a labour-oriented scheme, 
which can absorb the educated un¬ 
employed who are now going from 
the hills to the plains in search of 
employment. Secondly, is he going 
to put Dehra Dun and Mussorie on 
the tourist map? 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN: 
Charming as he is, the hon. Minister 
has tried to soothe our countrymen 
by saying that he is trying to look 
into the question of Calicut airport.

led capacity of 12 million tonnes of 
steel by the end of the Fourth Plan. 
The Report of the Ministry notes: 

“No increase in capacity could, 
however, by achieved by the end 
of Fourth Plan. The expansion of 
IISCO to 1.3 million tonnes fiom 
the existing capacity of 1 milli on 
tonnes was given up by the then 
IISCO management. The attain¬ 
ment of 1.7 million tonnes capacity 
at Bokaro also could uot materia¬ 
lise. The expansion of Bhilai to 4 
million tonnes has been re-schedul- 
ed." 

“What about the Fifth Plan? This is 

what the Report admits. 1 quote: 

*> 

“However, due to constraints on 

, financial resources, the expansitm 


of Bhilai Steel Plant and commis¬ 
sioning of Bokaro’s 4.75 million in¬ 
got tonnes stage is likely to mate¬ 
rialise in the early years of the 
Sixth Plan’». 

In the first year of rhe Fifth Plan, 
though the installed capacity of 
saleable steel was 8 million tonnes, 
the actual production was only 4.9 
million tonnes.... 

SHRI P. K. DEO: On a point of 
order, Sir. 

I raised a question of procedure 
which is being so far followed in the 
House whenever cut motions are to 
be moved. Usually, 15 minutes are 
given to the Members within which 
they are to indicate the Nos. of cut- 
motions that they want to move and 
submit the list to the Table. But you 
have given a ruling that as those 
two hon. Members are not present in, 
the House, their cut motions are not 
moved. Tbis is a wrong ruling, ac¬ 
cording to me. 

MR CHAIRMAN: You need not 
worry for that. If they come within 
15 minutes, I will permit them to 
move their cut motions. There is no 
need of that {>oint of order. I know 
the rule very welL If they come 
iwithin 15 minutes, I will permit them 
to move th^ cut mpti<ms. 
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SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: During 1975-76, the saleable 
steel would be roughly about 6 mil¬ 
lion tonnes. Though there has been 
some, rise in the production, it does 
not mean that there is spectacular 
rise in output. Even now huge un¬ 
utilised capacity is in existence in 
the steel industry. 


Now, the Government has tOme 
'forward'With the findings that by the 
■^nd of the Fifth Plan, there would 
.be 2 million tonnes of surplus pro¬ 
duction of steel. When the per capita 
consumption of steel in India is 
antong the lowest in the world, the 
Crovernment considers the produc¬ 
tion to be surplus. Thig only shows 
the grQwing recession in the country 
which the Government is hesitating 
to admit. 

'The demand for steel in India is 
’ falling rapidly due to stoppage of 
developWntal activities and con¬ 
struction 'programmes of the Gov¬ 
ernment.. This is mainly due to stag¬ 
nation in ■ economy. Hence, the Gov- 
. ernment now wants to boost exports 
at a loss when the prices in the in¬ 
ternal market is increasing and we 
are ^forced to export steel at a loss. 
This is only increasing the loot of 
the Indian economy by the Western 
countries but the Government ap¬ 
pears to be totally unconcerned about 
it Higher export performance in 
steel only means higher export loss 
ahd weakening of the Indian economy. 

The Steel Ministry is now trading 
with the idea of joint sector and is 
helping the private sector to mint 
money at the cost of public sector. 
The recent example of formation of 
M/s. Mandovi Pellet Ltd. in Goa in 
collaboration with Chowgule & Com¬ 
pany (P) Ltd. clearly shows that 
though the Government has contribu¬ 
ted 331/3 per cent of the equity 
capital of this company, the 
real cream of profits^ will be extract¬ 
ed by Chowgule & Co. mnee they are 
having a major say in the.manage¬ 
ment. The entire company ^ could 
have been started In the public sec¬ 


tor. The* Manganese Ore (India) 
Ltd. is another example of such joint 
sector company where the foreign 
private sector company is allowed to 
exploit Indian resources with 49 per 
cent equity participation. The pub¬ 
lic sector has thus become' a hunting 
ground for Indian and foreign mono¬ 
polists. This will gradually convert 
the entire steel industry into joint 
sector if this policy is allowed to be 
pursued in future. TISCO and Tin¬ 
plate companies controlled by Tatas 
are already enjoying State patronage 
and, with Government financial as¬ 
sistance amounting to crores of 
rupees, thi^y are in a position to 
strengthen their profitability. 


The projected target of ingot steel 
production, has been fixed at 8.2 M.T. 
in 1976-77, roughly 13 per cent 
higher than that of 1975-76, 
of PJg Iron and semi-finished billets 
will continue to be prominent fea¬ 
tures in the Steel policy and this Ij 
being claimed to be an achievement 
by the Government and by SAIL. 


Let me express my genuine appre¬ 
hensions about the feasibility of 
reaching the projected farget The 
targets have been fixed on the tech¬ 
nical capacity of the industry, taking 
itself completely out of the nali^I 
industrial scene. The promise that 
production will not be impeded i* 
reassuring but already two shops m 
Durgapur Steel, i.c. Sleeper Plant 
and Fish Plate Plant have been clos¬ 
ed down and Wheel-Axle Plant and 
Skelp Mill* are suffering for lack or 

orders. “Produce-as-the-consumere- 

demand” may be the call from the 
authorities but none of the Stert 

Plant, can prod™e 
like Their product-mix is fixed. 1 
want to know what steps will be 
taken when one particular produ(^ 
goes a-begging for what 

you propose to do with the Slee^r 
Hant and Pish Plate Plant m Durga- 




Then, I want to hoow about ex¬ 
pansions. TSieire have been assuran¬ 
ces in the past in respect of AHoF 
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Steel Plant, Durgapur. Today the 
expansion of Durgapur' Steel Plant 
has reached paramount importance, 
despite its bad finances, since its ex¬ 
istence now depends entirely on the 
diversification of its end products 
Por long. We have heard about ‘lab¬ 
our indiscipline’ being responsible 
for the losses in Durgapur Steel 
Plant. The canard has been blasted 
by your own figures which show that 
Durgapur Steel Plant has lost 28 
crores last year despite their being 
no loss of even a single man hour. 
So its ailments lie somewhere else: 
the cure lies in expansion and di¬ 
versification. The budget does not 
ensure any capital expenditure for 
Durgapur Steel Plant: this must be 
done. 


The Alloy Steel P\ant has done 
fairly well last y6ar as in, the previ¬ 
ous years. But Government has taken 
a very discouraging role so* far as its 
expansion is concerned. The produc¬ 
tion in the plant can be tripled with 
minimum capital expenditure. The 
idle capacity in the Plant will be 
^nund Rs. 100 crores at the present 
day valuation level. 


Confronted with the problems of 
heavy stockg and huge outstanding 
payments by consumers, the steel 
management have resorted to attacks 
on the steel workers in general. An 
average worker in the shop floor is 
faced with increased workload, de¬ 
creased earnings and the so-called dis¬ 
ciplinary action on any pretext what¬ 
soever. Dismissal without assigning 
any reason is the order of the day. 
The services of several employees have 
been terminated even for small 
offences. ‘Fruitful participation’ means 
the Government signing on the dotted 
lines. Practically all trade union 
rights, including the right to protest 
against management’s excesses, have 
been taken away. 


In Durgapur, six activists of a re¬ 
cognised Union were suspCTided, and 


the managemait is further resorting 
to vindictive measures. 

In Durgapur, in the name of abolish¬ 
ing the contract labour, the Congress 
leaders were made leaders of 
fictitious ‘labour cooperatives and 
are allowed to earn huge profits. 
The workers are exploited while, 
for political reasons, certain lea¬ 
ders are given special 'privileges. 
Recently, the Hindustan Steel Em¬ 
ployees’ Union won 71 out of 72 
seats in the elections for the workers* 
cooperative societies, but how is it 
that the Congress leaders became the 
President of several fictitious labour 
cooperatives? This is a clear case of 
a policy of political patronage given 
to some persons purely on partisan 
considerations. The Steel Ministry 
connived at the victimisation of ^TU 
supporters from these bogus- societies 
and gangsters ewere encouraged to 
attack the CITU workers and leaders. 

All suspension orders must be with¬ 
drawn. I would request , the hon. 
Minister to reinstate aU’ those em¬ 
ployees who were di^piissed withopt 
assigning any reason -for. ' honUnal 
faults. 

The import of steel' and other arti¬ 
cles that can be produced indigenously 
should be stopped. I make a special 
reference here to wheel-axle plant -and 
stainless sheets for them. 

It is a pity that almost all the 105 
mini-steel plants have been closed 
down throwing thousands of workmen 
out of employment. Government has 
utterly failed to provide job security 
and better amenities Ho these workmen 
who are now faced with starvation. If 
Government is prepared to subsidise 
steel exports by wny of not charging 
the depreciation costs and the tike, 
why should similar, measures not be 
contemplated to bring the mini-steel 
plants back to life? 

During the £knergency, the manage¬ 
ment of Bhilai Steel Hant arbitrarily 
dismissed a Joint Secretary of the 
Hindustan Ste^ Iknployees’ Union 
(CSfU) without assigning any ret^on. 
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[Shri Krishna Chandra Holder] 

The real reason for this action was 
that the trade union functionary con¬ 
cerned, who was in the supervisory 
category, drew attentToh*"' to certain 
corrupt practices of some senior offi¬ 
cials of the Plant. The said super¬ 
visor was threatened earlier with dis¬ 
missal if he persisted in his complaints 
and the employee also drew the atten¬ 
tion of the management to these 
threats. When the attention of the 
Steel Minister was drawn to the mal¬ 
practices, he agreed to look into the 
matter, but nothing has been done so 
far. On the contrary, the matters were 
hushed up while an employee showing 
concern for the good working of the 
plant is penalised. How then in future 
workers and employees will come for¬ 
ward with such information if they 
are suppressed in this manner. I would 
request the Minister to consider the 
gravity of the situation and take 
drastic steps so that the malpractices 
in the management are stopped forth¬ 
with. 

A strange thing is seen in the Bhilai 
Steel Plant. Whereas the departmental 
construction workers are kept idle, the 
jobs which they can do, are given to 
the contractors. Here, the officers of 
the plant and unscrupulous contractors 
have made a common cause to cheat 
the public sector. Though the matter 
war represented to the Government 
several times, no action has been taken 
and the contractors and officers are 
making money. Is it your concept of 
‘era of discipline’?, —I want to know. 

One more thing in Bhilai which 
must be reported here is this. The 
management refuses to give office 
premises to the registered unions ex¬ 
cept the INTUC. The CITU union re¬ 
quested for allotment of a plot on 
payment but it was refused by the 
management. When the entire town¬ 
ship is owned by the management, how 
can a imion function in the township 
without office premises? While the 
management does not allow non- 
INTUC union to function in the town¬ 


ship, it is allowing full freedom to a 
liquor shop just opposite tl» gate of 
the steel plant where 200 workers can 
drink at a time. This is happ ening 
even after emergency and the Prime 
Minister’s statement supporting pro¬ 
hibition. 

In Bokaro, several steel workers 
were arrested prior to the Prime 
Minister’s visit to reopen the Hot 
Strip Mill of the Plant on the 1st of 
May. When you are showing lack of 
confidence in the workers, your praise 
of the Bokaro steel workers has no 
meaning. 

In Rourkela, the steel plant manage¬ 
ment dismissed a CITU union office, 
bearer without assigning any reason. 
In Tensa mine under the plant, a 
senior trade union leader has' been 
dismissed without giving my reason. 
This is how emergency powers are 
misused against workers. The threat 
of arrest under MISA is hanging 
against several trade union function¬ 
aries. In Tensa mines though the 
CITU union is recognised by tee 
management, it is denied of any faci¬ 
lity meant for a recognised union. You 
may force the workers to work under 
regimented conditions for some days 
but you should not dream of continu¬ 
ing such conditions for an Indefinite 
period. 

In this connection, I want to draw 
the alleulion of the hon. Minister to 
the Ulbrum mine in Bankura in West 
Bengal owned by a private Company. 
The Company has issued a notice for 
closing down the mine from 2nd June. 
500 Adivasi Santhal workers, working 
in this mine, get Rs. 2 per day as their 
wage. These Scheduled Tribe people 
have no other way of livelihood and 
if the mine is closed they will have 
to starve. I would request the Gov. 
ernment to take over the Ulbrum 
mine in Bankura.

The report of this Ministry does not 
refer to the ghastly tragedy of Chas- 
nala where over 375 workers lost their 
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lives. Buriof the year under review, 
there was another tragedy in the same 
mine which took a toll of 5 mere em¬ 
ployees. Though the Government has 
taken over the management of IISCO. 
the report does not even express any 
concern at these accidents. There are 
many more accidents in other mines 
during the last year in which several 
hundreds of workers died. 

In steel industry also the number of 
fatal accidents is sufficiently high. In 
some papers submitted to the Seminar 
on Sjifety in Steel Industry this fact 
was noted. But even now the govern¬ 
ment does not take adequate steps for 
protection of workers. In a paper on 
safety in steel industry it was pointed 
out that the trade unions* suggestions 
regarding safety are invariably ig- 
nored by the management, resulting 
in several accidents in industry. The 
Safety Committees are just formal. 
The All India Safety Committee in 
Steel Industry which has about 25 
nominees has only 4 trade union re- 
presentatives while the rest are 
management’s representatives and 
Government officials. The workers and 
trade unions who have vital stakes in 
the safety have no proper represen¬ 
tation. ITie Safety Manual prepared 
by the Safety Committee has not yet 
reached the workers in vernacular 
language though sufficient time has 
passed. This callous attitude towards 
safety should be discarded. 


Recently there have been several 
accidents in the steel and mines in- 
dustiy due to the anxiety of the 
managements to boost production any¬ 
how. This has resulted in ignoring 
of safety rules which has been res¬ 
ponsible for many accidents. Secondly 
in order to bring down the number 
of accidents, the government has 
brought in a new concept of ‘report- 
able accidents’ and some accidents 
though of a serious nature are not 
being reported. It is necessary to 
record all the accidents so ^at the 
real cause of the accident is studied 
and remedial measures taken. This 


alone would enable us to get an objec¬ 
tive view of the situation. 

Lastly, despite the general optimism 
shown about the performance of the 
Steel Ministry, the underlying dangers 
can hardly be overlooked. To put the 
industry on a stable foundation, there 
must be: (1) a massive investment, 
(2) expansion and diversification, (3) 
technological innovations, (4) effective 
and meaningful participation of the 
workers in the management (5) de¬ 
mand stimulation by reduction of 
prices and (6) stoppage of exports at 
subsidised rates.

SHRI O.V. ALAGESAN (Tiruttam): 
Mr. Chairman, Sir, I would like to 
preface my speech with a few general 
remarks. 

While speaking on Steel, one re¬ 
members with gratitude the late Shri 
T. T. Krishnamachari. It was he who 
conceived the idea of having three big 
steel plants with one million tonne 
capacity each way back in mid-fifties. 
It was with that vision of his and Ws 
daring that the public sector has 


grown to its present size. We have 
been able to reach both in the public 
and the private sectors double the^ 
level of production which we conceived 
of, namely, nearly 6 million tonnes 
only after two decades. We may double 
the present level of production in an¬ 
other decade. We appreciate his fore¬ 
sightedness and his daring and his 
vision. He may be truly called the 
father of the steel industry in the 
public sector. 

The steel industry covers the biggest 
segment of our investments in the 
public sector. In all public sector 
units, covering about 129 in number, 
out of the total investment of more 
than Rs. 7,000 crores, the steel sector 
alone accounts for a total investment 
of more than Rs. 2,000 crores which 
means that 30 per cent of our total 
investment hag gone into steel. That 
is the biggest segment, as I said, in 
the entire public sector industry. 

Now, Sir, what do we find? Does 
this ministry come up before Parlia¬ 
ment for scrutiny every year? No; It 
was not discussed last year; year be¬ 
fore last it was discussed and the year 
previous to that, it was not discussed 
at alL I would like to submit and 
you may tell the Speaker that it 
should be possible for this House to 
go into the details fully and see the 
working of this ministry every year. 
Every year this important ministry 
should be taken up for scrutiny by 
the House and I should say that all 
the economic ministries must be 
brought before the House and they 
should be discussed so that the House 
knows, the country knows where we 
stand. This, year, for example, we 
have been giv«i only four hours to 
discuss this Ministry. God be thanked, 
which means Raghu Ramaiah be 
thanked, that this ministry is not 
pushed out at all; at least on the 
penultimate day, we have been able 
to discuss the demands of this 
ministry. 

I would like to make a suggestion. 
Since the days of Shri Mavalankar, 
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much water has flown under the 
Jamna Bridge. We have changed the 
Rules of Procedure and this House is 
given the opportunity to discuss many 
things if did not discuss before. So, 
A even if tomorrow the guillotine is 
' going to be applied and several minis¬ 
tries demands are to be pasesd with¬ 
out a discussion, even after that, what 
stands in the way of the House from 
taking up such ministries for a dis¬ 
cussion. I should like to place this 
suggestion before you and, through 
you, the Speaker and also the Minister 
for Parliamentary Affairs that we 
should be allowed to discuss the minis¬ 
tries even after this under a suitable 
motion. This ministry is fortunate 
enough in having a dynemic person 
to be in charge of it and I should 
congratulate him and also the SAIL 
for the very good performance they 
have put up; in the year 1975-76, they 
have reached the production level of 
5.7 million tonnes of saleable steel 
which is 16.4 per cent more than what 
they did in the year 1974-75. In that 
year, they produced only 4.9 million 
tonnes and now for the very good 
results achieved, i should congratulate 
the Ministry. We should while con¬ 
gratulating the ministry, remember 
that the major factor which contribut¬ 
ed to this happy development is this. 
It is the product-mix engendered by 
the emergency, namely, improved 
availability of inputs, improvement in 
industrial relations, better discipline 
among the workers and cooperation 
between labour and management 
which were responsible for this de¬ 
velopment. AH these things together 
which I called the product-mix of the 
emergency have contributed to this 
happy result; and the railways have 
done a wonderful job. Formerly there 
were complaints regarding non-avail¬ 
ability of wagons, etc. but last year 
the railways have done a wonderful 

job. They have moved inputs into 
the steel factories more than what wa** 
targeted for and moved finished goods 
out of the steel factories more than 
targeted for. This is very encourag¬ 
ing; 


Sir, there is one thing which is not 
so encouraging. Out of 5.7 million 
tonnes we are told that more than 6 
lakh tonnes have been exported and 
out of a targeted production of 6.5 
million tonnes in 1976-77 you have 
already booked orders for 2 million 
tonnes which means that during the 
ia.st 'year and the coming year the 
nation will be consuming less than 5 
million tonnes of steel. For a big 
country like India with a population 
of 600 million people the consumption 
of less than 5 million tonnes of iron 
and steel shows that there is some¬ 
thing basically wrong with our 
economy. The planners should take 
care of this situation and try to 
remedy it as early as possible. Let 
alone the population of 600 million, 
even if our population had stood at 
the same level as it was when we 
achieved Independence, that is, 350- 
million, I ask you whether the con¬ 
sumption of less than 5 million tonnes 
is anything sufficient- It is believed 
that consumption of iron and steel in 
a country is the index of the progress 
of that country and measured by that 
index, it seems that there is some¬ 
thing wrong with our economy, it is 
sick and suffering. 


Sir, on the matter of export, I 
would like to utter a note of warning. 
We are happy that the export of steel 
brings the much needed foreign ex¬ 
change but I would like to know at 
what price! Are we not exporting at 
a price lower than what we are selling 
to our own people? If so, the question 
that arises is, are we subsidising in- 
dustrialisation in other countries?. This 
is a matter which has to be given 
serious thoughts. While we are happy 
that we are able to export—certainly 
it is more profitable to export the 
finished products rather than iron ore 
—if we export at a price less than the 
cost price or the sales price in this 
country then what are we doing} Are 
we doing something harmful or help¬ 
ful to this country? 

Now, I would like to say a few 
words about SAIL. This was con.^ 
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-Stituted in the beginning of the year 
1973. The author of this holding com¬ 
pany idea, the late lamented Shri 
Mohan Kumaramanglam was ques¬ 
tioned very closely in the House on 
the function of SAIL and the way in 
which it was going to work. I would 
like to say the most important ques¬ 
tion that was put was by my friend, 
Shri R. *S. Pandey, The question 
raised by Shri R. S. Pandey was re¬ 
garding the accountability and answer, 
ability of SAIL to Parliament and the 
country. This is the reply of the 
Minister: 

“The hon, member is perfectly 
right in emphasising the account¬ 
ability of the Steel Authority of 
India to Government and to the 
■ country for its operation of such 
a wide area of our country’s 
economic activity. That is 
why the Government have specific¬ 
ally laid down that the Steel 
Authority of India must submit a 
report every six months regarding 
the working of that organisation, 
and Government certainly intend to 
see that the authorities in charge of 
the Steel Authority of India are 
made accountable for the exercise of 
power which is bmng granted to them 
in respect of organising our steel 
production”. 

This was a very clear answer that 
was provided by the then Minister to 
the question asked by Shri R. S. 
Pandey. But then what do we find? 
Has this been carried out? This very 
clear and unambiguous assurance by 
the Minister on the floor of the House 
—^has this been carried out? In fact, 
I wrote to our Minister to send those 
reports. Half yearly reports means 
there would have been six reports by 
now. Even the annual reports for 
1974-75 I could not get. There are 
only two report I could my hands on. 
Instead of sending the reports asked 
for the Minister was kind enough to 
send me a few c 3 ^ 1 ostyled papers con¬ 
taining some information, valuable 
information, of course. But is it 
aw intended 'by the then Minis¬ 


ter? This is a matter for the Speaker 
to go into. Also we have the Com- 
mittee on Assurances. To see whether 
the assurances given on the floor of 
the House are being followed or not, 
observed or not, is the job of that 
Committee. 

I was very disappointed not to re¬ 
ceive any report. Perhaps these re¬ 
ports were not submitted, I do not 
know. The Minister might choose to 
enlighten us on this point in the 
course of his reply. But the fact re¬ 
mains that these half-yearly reports 
which should have been submitted te 
Government, to Parliament and to the 
country are not before us. 

Now regarding the setup of SAIL 
and the functions of the Ministry and 
SAIL. Here also £ would like to 
quote. Kindly bear with me—this is 
my second and last quotation. This is 
regarding the functions of the 
Ministry: 

“Co-ordination of the growth of 
the steel industry both in the public 
sector and private sector; planning, 
development, control and assistance 
to all iron and steel industries” and 
so on and so forth. 

What are the functions of SAIL? 

“To plan, promote and organise 
an integrated and efficient develop¬ 
ment of the iron and steel and as¬ 
sociated industries such as iron ore 
....; to coordinate the activities of 
the subsidiaries; to formulate and 
recommend to Government a na¬ 
tional policy for the development of 
iron gnd steel and related input 
industries and to advise it on all 
policies and technical matters”. 

These are the Important functions. 
These are huge tasks. I would like to 
say in paran thesis that this question 
Of the framing of a national policy on 
iron and steel is yet to fructify. The 
Committee on Public Undertakings 
drew ttie attention of Government and 
SAIL to this matter. That apart, 
these two jobs are huge, big tasks. 
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anyone says that he can do both these 
jobs, do justice to both the jobs 
simiiltaneously, he will be a very bold 
^4 man, a very big man—of a type which 
is not generally available to us. Now 
these two jobs, the Secretaryship of 
the Ministry and the Chairmanship of 
SAIL, are now combined in one per- 
son. Can these functions, big jobs, be 
combined in one and the same person? 
Can we expect him to carry both? 
This is a big question. 


Now you might have heard this 
about Arjuna of old. Among the 
archers of Bharat, he was the one 
person who could shoot arrows with 
both hands with equal ease. For that 
reason, he was called savyasachi, the 
man who could despatch arrows with 
both hands, the right and the left. Do 
we have, a savyasachi in the person 
of the incumbent of these two offices, 
of the Secretary of the Ministry and 
the Chairman of SAIL? I for one 
would feel that this is too big a job 
for one man to carry out satisfactorily 
and this is against all canons of ad¬ 
ministration. This has been drawn 
attention to by the ARC, by the Esti¬ 
mates Committee and by the Com¬ 
mittee on Public Undertakings. Their 
recommendation is that these two jobs 
should never be combined into one 
and they should be held by separate 
people, and this should be given effect 
to. This recommendation which has 
been accepted by Government, which 
has been made by various bodies, is 
sought to be flouted. This, in my view 
is not a healthy thing to do. Suppose 
this example is followed bv other 
ministries. Take for instance ‘he 
petroleum ministry; it has got ONGC, 
IOC, Cochin Refineries, Madras Re¬ 
fineries, huge, big public sector under¬ 
takings; suppose they constitute a 
holding company and appoint a chair¬ 
man and make him the chairman- 
secretarj'. How will it look?. This 
bad example should not spread; that 
is what I am warning you about. 
Similarly, take the ministry of chemi¬ 
cals and fertilizers. You have a num- 
^ big fertiliser units; the FACT, 
^ TOPL which has several units and 


so on. Suppose that ministry wants' 
to follow your example: holding com. 
pany, chairman of the holding com- 
pany is the secretary to the ministry. 
How will it look like? Then this also 
leads to two different kinds of secre¬ 
taries; their daily allowances are dif¬ 
ferent. The chairman of BAIL will 
get Rs. 175 per day; you and I get 
Rs. 51; and the Rs, 4000 per month 
secretary of the Government of India 
who was looked upon with envoy in 
those days, gets less than Rs, ,30 per 
day. If those two secretaries were to 
go to Bombay, the chairman-secretary 
can go and stay in Oberoi-Sheraton 
hotel; the other secretary will have to 
go into some miserable government 
hostel and stay there, js it healthy 
to have this type of difference and 
different categories of secretaries? 

The public sector industries which 
we have created are big economic 
empires. They are bigger than the ^ 
ministries which create them; they 
wield greater economic power even 
than the state governments. They are, 

I should be excused for saying so, 
equivalents of the multinationals on 
the national scene. They have execu¬ 
tives. We have abolished Maharajas 
and nawabs; the executives of the 
public sector companies are the new 
maharajas and nawabs. Our hon. 
Minister is a dynamic person but it is 
difficult to control the huge public 
sector undertakings for even the most 
capable minister. Even Mr. Kumara- 
mangalam, I sun told, did this only 
as a stopgap; he did not want this as 
a permanent arrangement. One cannot 
aspire to reign in hell as well as 
serve in heaven. I say that these two 
posts should be bifurcated soon. The 
secretaryship might go, I do not mean 
to a civilian or an ordinary bureau¬ 
crat, but to a technocrat. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): What about 
techno bureaucrats? 

SHRI O. V. ALAGESAN: There is 
the danger of technocrats growing 
into Ijureauctats; l hope the Minister 
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will give his attention to this matter. 

(Interruptions) 

Taking capacity utilisation the other 

day the Minister of Industries thunder¬ 
ed against unutilised capacity in the 
■private sector and threatened that they 
would be visited with punitive moa- 
sures. In the steel ministry, we have 
certainly done well in the year 1974- 
75 and 1975-76; I have no time now 
to quote the figures. It is better than 
1973-74 but it is not better than 1972- 
73. In the sixties, for three years 
consecutively the private sector fac¬ 
tory TISCO attained 100 per cent pro¬ 
duction. In three consecutive years 
in 60s, TISCO attained cent per cent 
production. IISCO attained cent per 
cent production in one year during the 
sixties; and so when we take that into 
account we have not travelled much. 
And under-utilisation is still there. 
This year TISCO will reach cent per 
cent production. That is something 
good. But, it is not ne^v because 
TISCO attained full capacity utilisa¬ 
tion during three years in the sixties. 

Now, about profitability, in 1973- 
74, the steel industries suffered a net 
loss of Rs, 5.V2 croves. In 1974-75 
there was a net profit of Rs. 37.(V 
* croree. The HSL had made a profit 
of Rs. 48.0 crores but Bokaro incur¬ 
red a loss. But on the whole there 
•was a net profit of Rs. 36.59 crores. 
But what about the-ijovernment loan 
that has been taken? The loan taken 
•by the steel industry amounts to Rs. 
44.00 crores. Wliat is the interest that 
has been earned on this loan amount. 

It was about Rs. 26.23 crores. Now, 
this works out to about 3 per 
cent. Now, we are told that 
t^vernment advance loan to pub¬ 
lic sector undertakings and the 
interest works out to between 7 
per cent and 10.5 per cent. It is not 
less than 7 per cent It goes up to 
10.5 per cent, under certain conditions. 

-If you work out the rate of interest 
even at 9 per cent, this profit of Rs. 


36.59 crores will convert into a net 
loss of about Rs. 12.0 crores, I would 
like the hon. Minister to explain what 
is the rate of interest, how they have 
calculated the interest and how they 
are going to pay the interest. Other 
groups of industries for instance. 
Chemicals group of industries set 
apart 5 per cent for interest and the 
Petroleum group of industries’ amount 
set apart for this purpose works out 
to 10 per cent. I would like to know 
why the interest has been worked out 
at such a rate and we are shown the 
profit. 

Another point, I would like to touch 
is about the sale proceeds The net 
sales in 1973-74 amounted to Rs. 546.0 
crores. In 1974-75, it amounted to Rs. 
865.0 crores, about 44 per cent increase. 
While the ualue in rupees has in¬ 
creased, the quantity that was sold 
has remained more or less the same 
and the Committee itself has been 
constrained to point out that “subs¬ 
tantial contribution came from price 
increase on sales.” So, by increasing 
the price we have shown a greater 
sale proceeds and not by increasing 
the quantity sold. This increase in 
price means a bonanza to all private 
sector industries in the steel segment 
and they naturally welcomed this be¬ 
cause it is not as if private sector will 
not welcome public sector under these 
conditions, because you put up the 
price of public sector products and 
that helps the private sector and 
brings a bonanza to them. Why should ^ 
they object? So this aspect of price in¬ 
crease should also be taken into ac¬ 
count. 

Now, one word about Salem Steel 
Plant, It is in my own State. Salem 
seems to be the Cinderella among the 
steel sisters. While other sisters like 
Bhilai are over-fed, over-dressed and 
over-perfumed and are bursting 
with all good things of life, Salan is 
like one of the slum children. It is 
weak and emaciated, looking to Delhi 
for alms. It has not even the strength 
to cry,, and only recently the wifttbo,. 
Instinct in the pjrime Minister has come 
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■to the rescue of Salem and she propo- 
.-ses to take some steps, and I do not 
know what they are. Committees 
•are always constituted. As to whether 
the Committees will follow the mother 
instinct, I am very doubtful. This nro- 
ject was approved in 1972 at an esti¬ 
mated cost of Rs. 340.0 crores. Now. 
it has gone up to Rs. 517.0 crores ac¬ 
cording to one report and Rs. 518.10 
according to another. These figures 
are very dangerous. One report says 
fone thing and another report savs 
another thing. I should say here that 
the report that has been brought out 
by SAIL, which has got an authorised 
capital of Rs. 2000 crores. a mighty 
sum in India, is a very shabby docu¬ 
ment. There should be some format, 
some way of supplying information. 
They give one set of figures and 
another publication .gives another 
set of figures! Only Rs. 12 crores have 
been spent all these years on the 
‘Salem plant mostly on land, site prepa¬ 
ration and some civil works. For 1976- 
77. Salem Steel Limited asked for 
Rs. 16 crores and the generosity of 
•the Central Ministry could not provide 
more than Rs. 3 crores! It is a very 
pitifully small sum. I hope the full 
■amount of Rs. 16 crores will be provid¬ 
ed for it. The Minister should look 
at this project with greater sympathy. 
What disturbs me is, I found a news 
item sometime ago that if Rs. 16 
•crores are sanctioned this year, next 
•year they will have to sanction a 
much larger amount which they are 
not prepared to provide and so the.v 
Aare not able to provide Rs. 16 crores 
this year! I do nut know if that is true, 
Tbut if it is true, it is a very funny 
situation in which we are in. I would 
like to appeal to the Minister to pro- 
■^de the full amount of Rs. 16 crores 
•tmd also take care of it next year. In 
•an investment amounting Rs. 400 cro- 
res and more, what is Rs. 16 
crores? They will be able to tell 
•the minister how to find these Rs. 16 
■Crores. It is not a big amount. With 
'this appeal. I conclude in deference 
■40 your wishes, even though I have 
« few more points. 


SHRl D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
Sir, as for the performance of this 
Ministry, production of steel has' 
increased by 15 per cent compared to 
last year. I congratulate the work¬ 
ers who during the emergency have 
sacrificed most of their cherished 
rights and earnings also. The minister 
also deserves congratulations for the 
performance. At the same time, there 
is a big contradiction that has come 
to the forefront. On the one hand the- 
Stecl Minister, the Prime Minister 
and everybody else have been advanc¬ 
ing the cause of more and more pro¬ 
duction oi steel. It has been declared 
by so many authorities in the minis¬ 
try that there sSiould not be any cut¬ 
back in production. But at the same 
time. Mr Rusi Mody, perhaps the 
brother of Mr. Piloo Mody, who is 
the Dilector of TISCO has declared 
that since steel was not selling owing 
to the recession in the market, pro¬ 
ducts worth Rs. 45 crores had piled 
up in the stockyard and the money 
ploughed back into production was 
locked up. forcing the company to 
borrow a like amoimt from the banks. 
So, in the name of cost control, all 
purchases have now been stopped. In 
February 76, a circular was issued 
not to issue any requisition for spare 
parts, and it is also necessary, accord¬ 
ing to him, to obtain permis.sion from 
the General Superintendent even for 
purchase of materials worth Rs. 500! I 
draw the attention of tho minister to 
this contradiction: on the ine hand 
there is a propaganda and demorali¬ 
sation being spread among the wor¬ 
kers, engineers, etc. saying that there 
is stockpiling. On the other hand, 
there is a call for more production. 
This has to be resolved. According to 
me, if our projections for industrial 
growth and export in the coming 
years are any indication, we can safe¬ 
ly say that we have a really good 
case for proceeding with the produc¬ 
tion and hot to have any cut-back. 

' So, the hon. Minister should enlighten 
Us about this contradiction which has 
come up. 
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Regarding export of iron-ore, vve 
feel that we should stop exporting 
iron-ore. We can use this iron-ore for 
industrialising our country and in 
future, We will be able to earn much 
more foreign exchange by producing 
more. There should be a specific 
direction to the policy of export also. 

There is absolutely no doubt that 
the public sector has made eeitajn 
achievements and it has earned dis¬ 
tinction in the production field But as 
for the workers who should have been 
rewarded for sacrifice, what did they 
grt in return? In Rourkela Steel 
Plant, 14 trad© union activists have 
been removed from service under sec¬ 
tion 13 of the Standing Order We 
have mad© a special representation 
about four workers who have organi¬ 
sed people in support of the Prime 
Minister’s 20-Point Programme and 
declared their full support to the 
Government, but nothing has been 
done about them also. 

As far as workers’ participation in 
management is concerned, this should 
be done at the Durgapur pattern. Re¬ 
presentatives from INTUC, AITUC 
and HMS sfibuld be taken in the 
Board of Management. 

About contract labour in IISCO, 1 
have received various letters and le- 
presentations from Burnpur. There, the 
contract labour system has created 
havoc. It was stipulated in the first 
all India agreement that was signed 
that industries would not employ la¬ 
bour through contract in jobs of per¬ 
manent and perennial nature. The 
plant level agreement was reached in 
1971 in which it was stipulated that 
within a period of six months all 
such workers would be absorbed. After 
a lapse of four years, we find that 
only 600 w'orkers have been taken and 
there are still 1200 workers according 
to the agreed formula. I would, there¬ 
fore, request the hon. Minister to see 
that all contract labour who are en¬ 
gaged in a perennial nature of job 
should ba taken over immediately. 


The permanent jobs which were be¬ 
ing done departmentaUy on or before 
1974 will continue to be done through 
regular employees. That was also the 
agreement that was signed on 30-7-75 
but that was also not honoured. 

Now, what is going on, because of 
this? The officer-contractor combine 
has built up and created their own 
foundation. Therefore we find that the 
Central and State laws are being vio¬ 
lated. The law says; 

“In cases where the workmen 
employed by the contractor perform 
the same or similar kind of work 
as the workmen directly employed 
by the principal employer, the wage 
rates, holidays, hours of work and 
other conditions of service shall be 
the same.” 

But this is not being implemented. 
These are the agreements which I am 
quoting, to spite of this, all these 
rules and agreements hav© been vio¬ 
lated by these contractors. Therefore, 

I demand that the contract labour sys¬ 
tem should be abolished immediately 
as far as Burnpur is concerned. 

In regard to Bhilai, the N.M.R. wor¬ 
kers are on the increase, against the 
dedsiiAi of the notional joint consul¬ 
tative committee. Their figure has now 
gone up to 3,000. I draw the atten¬ 
tion of the hon. Minister to this fact 
and request that these 3,000 should be 
absorbed as' regular workers. 

About TISCO, I have already point¬ 
ed out how demoralization is spread¬ 
ing. The time has now come for 
tpiring over TISCO, before it be¬ 
comes actually sick. On 9-3-197w, the 
AmJC has addressed a letter to the 
Prime Minister; and prior to it e 
letter was addressed to Shri Brahma- 
nanda Reddy. You vdll find that sub¬ 
versive activities are going on in 
HiSCO. I would quote only certain 
things. On 7-3-1976, 2200 workers are- 
retrenched. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: You have exceed¬ 
ed the time by two minutes. 

SHRI D, K. PANDA: Kindly give 
me 8 more minutes. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I can give you 
only 5 minutes and not 8 minute.s. 

SHRI D. K, PANDA: How can I 
finish in 5 minutes? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please don’t .u- 
gue. Cut it short and finish it withtn 
5 minutes. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: More than 
1000 workers have been declared sur¬ 
plus. 8000 workers who were waiting 
for jobs, have lost their job oppor¬ 
tunities’. We also come across the acti¬ 
vities of foreign agents. Mr. Eussi 
Mody heads the educational institute 
called the Xavier Labour Relations 
Institute. We find Father Cano, who is 
an American citizen, organizing lec¬ 
tures in the name of Moral Rearma¬ 
ment. You will find so many officer^ 
from TISCO, TELCO and Tinplates 
joining them and taking keen inter¬ 
est in them. 

In the Dimna Nala area in the hUi- 
side, there is a huge, palatial building, 
built at a cost of Rs. 2 lakhs. The 
Father of the Colmuri Church having 
the headquaters at Chaibasa is in 
charge. This institution, it is appre¬ 
hended, is conducting espionage activi¬ 
ties. There should be an immediate 
probe into the matter. And before 
TISCO becomes really sick, it should 
be taken over by the Government, be¬ 
cause the Government has also inves¬ 
ted 45 per cent of the share capital 
in it. It is high time that we do it. 

Now, as far as the expansion of the 
steel plants is concerned, as ray fri¬ 
end has put it, Durgapur’s perfor¬ 
mance has shown the way. It has ad¬ 
vanced greatly. Therefore, it should 
be expanded. In regard to .the .ex¬ 
pansion of ROurkela plant, 1 do not 
find any mention in the Report, in 


spite of the assurance given by the 
hon. Minister—perhaps on 21-3-1975— 
while he was in Orissa. Therefore, I 
demand that it should be immediafelv 
taken up. 

•As far as the development of non- 
coal mines is concerned, it is d«ftnrte- 
ly necessary that scientific methods, 
research work, high level technology, 
all these things are necessary to deve¬ 
lop the mineral wealth of the country. 
Onssa is one of the leading producers 
of iron ore, manganese, chromite etc. 
The development of the minerals 
really involve research development of 
transport and communications, estab¬ 
lishment of industries, export outlet 
etc. , Can we expect Rungta or a 
Bird & Company to achieve these 
things? It is difficult for them to do 
all these things. Moreover, they 
deliberately do not invest money for 
these purposes. Therefore, it is high 
time that these non-coal mines are 
taken up, especially if we really want¬ 
ed an integrated policy, as in the cate 
Of steel. 

The fact that these non-coal mines 
aie in private hands creates the prob¬ 
lem of unemployment There is also 
dislocation in the mining programme. 
Only in one place in Orissa 185 mines 
are idle and out of these 140 ire now 
on leave. If we take over these 
mines, the nation will be benefited to 
a great extent, because we know that 
the development of mineral resources 
cannot be done bv these private com¬ 
panies, much less by those who are al¬ 
ready throwing out thousands and 
thousands of workers into the streets, 
In that area, in Badbil 5,000 workers 
have been thrown out of employment 
Therefore, I say that these non-coal 
mines should be nationalised. 

In the mines of the National Minera 
Development Corporation there is n* 
participation of labour in managemen 
anywhere. In UP, though an apex bod’ 
has been formed, you will be swpriseJ 
to know that not even for a single da; 
it could operate and not even for 
single day any meeting could be flxec 
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beeauae of the non-co-operation of the 
ptivate ttine owners. The partici¬ 
pation of labour will certainly lead to 
smooth functioning and so it should be 
■Beotively introduced. But that is 
possible only if we take drastic action 
agaiost those mine owners.

FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) to (d) . A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) During the year 1974-75 and in 

1975-76, price revision cases of 156 
bulk drugs were taken up by the 
Government. These cases have al¬ 
ready been finalised. Information 
for the year 1973-74 is bein^ collect¬ 
ed and will be laid on the Table qf 
the House. The following two cases 
are outstanding for further examina¬ 
tion:— ■ ‘ < 

(i) Chloramphenicol from L. , 
Base. 

(ii) Vitamin B12. 

(b) Prices of drugs are statutorily 
controlled under the Drug (Prices 
Control) Order, 1970. Under the said 
Order all the manufacturers were 
requited to declare their own prices 
when it came into force in 1970 or 
when they took up production for the 
first time subsequent thereto. Despite 
the above provision enabling the 
manufacturers to notify the price of 
a bulk drug when taking up produc¬ 
tion of the same for the first time, 
there was no case of merely notic¬ 
ing the price declared by any foreign 
company during 1974 and 1975. Many 
of the drugs manufactured by fordgn 
companies have also been cost exa¬ 
mined and prices have been fixed by 
Government both for self consump¬ 
tion and for sale. A list of bulk drugs 
costed by BICP for which prices 
have been fixed/revised by the Gov¬ 
ernment from 1-1-75 to 30-4-76 for 
companies having a foreign equl^ 
exceeding 26 per cent is laid on the 
Table of the House. [Placed tn Lt- 
bo-ary. See No. LT-10826/763. As the 
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prices of drugs are already statuto¬ 
rily controlled, the question of 
drawing time-bound programme for 
costing of bulk drugs presently pro¬ 
duced does not arise. 

(c) Out of 30 bulk drugs in the 
production range of IDPL as on 
30-3-76, 4 bulk drugs were costed by 
the Tariff Commission, 10 were cost¬ 
ed by the Working Group set up 
under the Chairmanship cf Chair¬ 
man, Bureau of Industrial Cost and 
Prices, and 6 by the BICP. Based on 
above appropriate prices have been 
Hxed. 

(d) In the Indian Customs Tariff 
Act, 1975 enacted recently, the Gov¬ 
ernment have obtained general 
waiver from the GATT Council in 
regard to commitmetits under the 
agreement pending for negotiations 
with the concerned contracting par¬ 
ties. In view of the waiver obtain¬ 
ed, exemption enjoyed by several 
articles including drugs on this ac¬ 
count, have been withdrawn with 
effect from 16-3-1976. This has result¬ 
ed in increase of custom duties on seve¬ 
ral imported bulk drugs. Government 
have recently revised the prices of 
hulk drugs imported by CAPOO and 
a statement showing the earlier prices 
and revised interim prices is laid on 
the Table of the House. fPlaced in 
Library. See No. LT-10826/76]. The 
increase in price of formulations/butk 
drugs would be cost-examined by the 
Bureau of Industrial Costs and Prices 
for the drugs concerned wherever the 
parties submit/have submitted their 
applications with regard to the in¬ 
crease in customs duty as per the pres¬ 
cribed procedure under the Drugs 
(Prices Control) Order, 1970. The ex¬ 
act impact of increase in prices of 
hulk drugs and formulations conse- 
qiuent to the increase in customs duty 
•will be known after BICP has con¬ 
sidered such applications. 

SHRI BHALJI BHAI PARMAR: I 
want to know whether it is a fact that 
CIba CMgy, Glaxo, Hoechst and May 


& Baker have declared notional prices 
for almost all the 75 bulk drugs ma¬ 
nufactured from penultimate interme¬ 
diates by these companies and they 
are adopting high prices for these 
drugs and formulations, earning high 
profits and burdening poor consumers. 
I want to know whether Government 
have any proposal to have cost-exami¬ 
nation of preparations of these com¬ 
panies, in a time-bound programme; 
if not, why not? 

SHRI C. P. MAJHI: The prices of 
drugs have a statutory control and the 
drug prices are revised from time to 
time on the recommendations of the 
Bureau of Industrial Costs and Pri¬ 
ces, working groups and the Tariff 
Commission. So, whenever new pro¬ 
duct come into the market, their 
prices are fixed and also the prices of 
old products are revised. 

SHRI BHALJI BHAI PARMAR: 1 
want to know how many drugs of 
IDPL yet remain to be costed? I also 
want to know whether it is a fact that 
prices of most of the bulk drugs of 
IDPL were fixed on the basis of re¬ 
port of working Group? There is no 
doubt that IDPL has increased its pro¬ 
duction. I also want to know whether 
it is a fact that no cost examination 
was conducted and prices have been 
revised in an ad hoc manner? Will 
Government agree to conduct cost 
examination for the drugs manufac¬ 
tured by IDPL now? 

SHRI C. P. MAJHI: I could not fol¬ 
low the question. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: May T know 
whether the Government propose to 
undertake the cost exa^lAatioin on the 
basis of actual cost of bulk drug im¬ 
ported by STC, whether the prices Of 
bulk drugs imported by STC have 
been revised after the recent increase 
in excise and customs duties and 
whether the Government have taken 
into consideration the profits earned 
by STC while fixing their pTke& 
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THE MINISTER OP CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILISERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): As far as the implication of 
excise duty is concerned, as soon as 
the Finance Minister made the an¬ 
nouncement, the companies were ask¬ 
ed to revise the prices on the basis of 
whatever impact of excise duty was 
there. As far as the customs duty im¬ 
pact is concerned, the B.I.C.P. people 
will have to be asked by these compa¬ 
nies and it is only after they have 
examined the cost proposals then only 
the prices will be revised otnerwise 
n#t.

(b) Non-availability of certain es¬ 
sential raw materials and power cuts 
imposed were the main factors res- 
pcmsible iov the under utilisation of 
capacity in regard to bulk drugs and 
non-availability of glass vials for the 
Iffoduction of vials.

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY: I have 
gone through the statement.

“It is expected that with the im¬ 
provement in the raw material po¬ 
sition and the stabilisation of tech¬ 
nology the capacity will be more or 
less fully utilised.” 

I hope, it will be done soon. This 
being f^e premier plant for manufac¬ 
turing the basic antibiotics in the 
country, may I know whether it has 
started, besides penicillin and strepto¬ 
mycin, the mantjftcture of any new 
drugs that are extensively us^ but 
are at present being imported and, if 
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so, what are they and whether the 
production is going on satisfactorily? 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI)': The production line includes 
penicillin, streptomycin, vials, tablets, 
capsules and other products and, in 
1975-76, penicillin (bulk) and strep¬ 
tomycin (bulk). Recently we have 
tried to import technology from Japan. 
We have entered into an agreement. 
We have taken steps to increase 
the production of penicillin and .strep¬ 
tomycin by obtaining improved strains 
from abroad. We hope, after some 
time, it will be able to increase the 
production considerably and it will 
be, more or less, at par with modern 
technology. We hope that the Com¬ 
pany will be able to turn the corner 
after this. 

SHRI Y. ESWARA REDDY: May I 
know whether this Company has sub¬ 
mitted any plans for its expansion 
and diversification and, if so, what 
are its plans, the amount of invest¬ 
ment necessary for them and to what 
extent the Government has acsepted 
those plans to finance them and imple¬ 
ment them? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: In the Draft 
Five Year Plan, a sum of Rs. 30 cro- 
res has been provided for expansion 
and diversification of production of 
this Company. They would be given 
this money. Now, as far as this is 
concerned, it would be utilised as per 
the details that J am giving: expan¬ 
sion of the capacity of penicillin plant 
involving an estimated capital outlay 
of Rs. 2.92 crores; expansion of the 
streptoms'cin plant at an estimated 
cost of Rs. 2.91 crores; expansion of 
the semi-synthetic penicillin plant at 
an estimated cost of 1.67 crores; estab¬ 
lishment of an Ersrthromycin plant at 
an estimated cost of Rs. 4.15 crores; 
establishment of new formulations 
plant at an estimated cost of Rs. 4.46 
crores. 

The feasibility reports in regard to 
penicillin, streptomycin and Erythro-

mycin plants are being examined 
vis-a-vis the expansion of the AfiP 
through a technical group 

SHRI ANANTRAO PATIL; From 
the statement it is seen that the uti¬ 
lisation of capacity during 1974-75 in 
the case of Penicillin is 75, in the case 
of Streptomycin it is 78,7 and in the 
case of vials it is 72. For 1975-76 the 
respective figures are 77.4, 77,5 and 87. 
May I know from the Minister whe¬ 
ther the utilisation of capacity upto 
72 per cent in a sophisticated drug 
industry like HAL in th© past few 
years can be considered to be highly 
satisfactory? What are tne norms for 
this drug industry? And though the 
utilisation is only about 70 per cent, 
the Minister has stated that they are 
giving approval for the expansion of 
the project. May I know when this 
new project is likely to be started? 

Secondly, is it a fact that HAL has 
turned the corner and is likely to 
break even during 1976-77. 

SHRI P. C, SETHI: As a matter of 
fact the capacity utilisation is not sa¬ 
tisfactory and we have made an on-, 
the-spot enquiry and also got a report 
from the Company. They say that the 
shortfall is, firstly on account of 
power shortage, and secondly due to 
non-avnilability of raw materials such 
as Methanol and caustic soda. Now, 
however, caustic soda is abundantly 
available. They said that they also 
had paucity of funds but, according to 
us therfe was no paucity of funds; it 
is mainly due to non-availabiUty of 
Methanol, power shortage and some 
labour trouble.

-uted to read Sir, I can give the 
details.

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Invariably, in 
all the eleven accidents, either motor 
transport or carls were involved. 

SHRI SHANKERRAO SAVANT; I 
would like to know; how the amount 
is proposed to be spent for example on 
keeping watchmen or putting up new 
gates, or constructir*. over-bridges ete. 


MR. SPEAKER: Over-bridges would 
not come under this; it would only be 
manning the unmanned and improving 
the manned ones.

Central Railways, South-Eastern Rail¬ 
way and the Western Railway. 

As regards the second part of the 
question is concerned, wherever there 
is a national highway, we do not take 
a chance, we always provide a manner 
gate. In all the eleven accidents that 
"have taken place in Maharashtra, in 
ml the cases an enquiry was held, as 
it is invariably held, and it was found 
that the responsibility lies with the 
private truck operators or the transport 
operators involved. 

MR. SPEAKER: So, the question of 
compensation does not arise. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Yes, Sir. Al¬ 
though there is no provision for that, 
my senior colleague, the hon. Minister 
of State paid Rs. one lakh as ex-gratia 
payment in respect of one accident that

(c) whether there has been any 
decline so far as the question of pre¬ 
ference of new claims on the Rail¬ 
ways during last six months is con¬ 
cerned? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF RAILWAYS (SHRI 
MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI): (a) Yes, 
Sir. 

■ f)) A statement indicating various 
'.iaims prevention measures taken, is 
laid on the Table of the Sabha. 

(c) Yes, Sir. The number of new 
claims registered during the last six 
months viz., October 1975 to March 
1976 has come down by 69,239 as com¬ 
pared to the corresponding period of 
last year. 

Statement 

With a view to preventing los.< 5 , theft 
and pilferage of consignments in tran¬ 
sit by rail, various measures have been 
taken. More important of them are as 
under: — 

(i) escorting of goods trains in 

respect of commodities like 
iron and steel, foodgrains, 
sugar, oil seeds etc. in vulner¬ 
able sections and formation of 
block loads in respect of such 
commodities: 

(ii) patrolling in vulnerable and 
major yards by Railway Pro¬ 
tection Force armed personnel; 

(iii) collection of crime intelligence 
and conducting of surprise 
raids with a view to tracking 
down criminals and receivers 
of stolen property under the 
Maintenance of Internal Secu¬ 
rity Act; 

(iv) insistence on provision of dun¬ 

nage hags to prevent pilferage 
through flap doors in case of , 
wagcxiload cofxsignments at 
sugar, grains, pulses, oilseeds 
etc; 
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(v) proper marking, addressing and 
labelling to avoid consignments 
going astray; 

<vi) use of nuts and bolts for rivet- 
ting wagons loaded with valu¬ 
able goods; 

(vii) special drive to avoid deten¬ 
tion of wagons in yards and 
quick despatch and clearance 
of packages from goods sheds 
and parcel offices; 

(viii) intensification of panel patch¬ 
ing of pancl/body cut wagons 
In sick lines, yards and goods 
sheds to reduce circulation of 
defective wagons; 

(ix) prompt repairs to remove the 
defects of the doors of wagons: 

(x) surprise checks being conducted 

at loading points to detect 
cases of short loading and pre¬ 
paration of test vans to mini¬ 
mise the incidence of short, 
ages of complete packages/ 
bags; 

(xi) ensuring locking of brake vans 

and luggage compartments; 

-Ixii) proper supervision and careful 
tallying of packages during 
loading and unloading opera¬ 
tions; 

(xlii) intensified supervision at break 
of-gauge transhipment points 
and repacking points; 

(xiv) prompt fixation of staff respon¬ 
sibility and taking deterrent 
action against the staff found 
at fault. 

After the declaration of Emergency, 
a special claims preventicm drive has 
been Initiated and intensified on the 
Indian Railways. High level Claims 
Prevention Meetings have been held 
from July 1975 onwards almost every 
month to instil greater conciousness 
amongst staff at all levels and to en¬ 
sure observance of dalxng prevention 
awasurea. 


SHRI ARJUN SETHI: It is a matter 
of great satisfaction that as a result 
of a special drive in the Railways,, 
the figure has come down. Howevw,, 
I would like to know from the hon! 
Minister the total amount saved as a 
result of these measures during the 
last six months and in how many cases 
the staff had been found guilty and 
what measures have been taken against 
the erring staff? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI: It 
would not be possible for me to give" 
the actual amount of savings because 
these cases have not been settled as 
yet. But the number of claims ha.<i 
come down. That will substantially 
give us savings in the amount of 
money to be paid. The number of 
staff involved has also come down 
because of the stringent measures taken 
by the Railways. I am giving you the 
comparison of figures of 1974 and 1975. 
From March 1975 to August 1975 the 
Railway employees who were Involved 
were 373. The number has come down 
to 286. The RPP involved numbered 
114 last year. It has come down tp dl. 
The number has considerably decrena* 
ed. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI; One of the 
measures taken by the Railways as a 
special drive is to avert detention of 
wagons In yards, and the despatch and 
clearance of packages. May I know 
from the hon. Minister in how many 
cases the consignees have used these 
wagons as godowns and what acUcot 
has been taken against these consign¬ 
ees? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAFI QURESHI; 
nniese are certain phenomena of short¬ 
ages. When there was shortage of 
essential commodities, certain un- 
scrupulous traders used these wagons 
as godowns. Now everything is avail¬ 
able in plenty, they are not using it 
Even then the Railways have takmi 
very strict measures by enhancing de¬ 
murrage and wharfage charges to see 
that no detention of wagons Is made. 
Recently an Act Ims been passed—if a 
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wagon is not cleared in seven days, 
the goods wilJl be auctioned and those 
goods will be supplied to the local 
consumers. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: The statc- 
mwit says—“After the declaration of 
emergency, a special claims prevention 
drive has been initiated and intensified 
on the Indian Railways. High level 
claims Prevention Meetings have been 
held from July 1975 onwards”. I would 
like to know whether the rules are 
sufficient to deal with the responsi¬ 
bility of the staff? 

SHRI MOHD. SHAPI QURESHI: 
Certain deficiencies were located in the 
rules itself. The rules have been modi¬ 
fied and the whole Act has been modi¬ 
fied as such. We are quite aware of 
the situation as it exists to-day. Ac¬ 
cordingly, the rules are being modified. 

TWnWITT : SRSTePT 
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Targets lor Manufacturing of Doxy- 
cycline by the end of Fifth Five Tear 
Plan 

*757. SHRI K. S. CHAVDA; Will the 
Minister of CHEMICALS AND FERTI¬ 
LIZERS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether targets for Doxycycline 
to be achieved by the end of Fifth 
Five Year Plan have been fixed by 
Government; and 

(b) if so, which were the depart¬ 
ments responsible for fixing the tar¬ 
get and whether views of industry 
were invited before fixing the target? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) and (b). Doxycycline is a semi- 
cynthetic drug based on oxy-tetracyc- 
line as its raw material. The Task 
Force of the Planning Commission for 
Drugs and Pharmaceuticals has assess¬ 
ed the demand for various tetracyc¬ 
lines by 1978-79 as follows:—

No separate assessment of inquire- 
ments of doxycycline however was 
made. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVIX\: How many 
companies have been granted ap¬ 
proval for the manufacture of doxi- 
cyclina? How many proposals have 
been rejected? What are the reastms 
for rejection? What are the detaile 
<rf the pending proposals? I also want 
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to know ^yhether Government pro¬ 
pose to reserve this doxicycline for 
the national sector. 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI p. C. 
SETHI): As far as doxicycline is 
•concerned we had actually 4 proposals 
pending before us. 5 tonne capacity 
licence has been given to IDPL based 
on Italian technology. 2^ tonne capa¬ 
city lincence was given to M/s Ran- 
bary. We have recently received ap¬ 
plication that 2-112 tonne is not a prO" 
position which would be able to give 
them a financial basis for this. So 
they have sent in an application of ex¬ 
pansion of capacity from 2-l!2 tonne 
to 5 tonne capacity. The third appli¬ 
cation was from Pfizer for manufac¬ 
ture of 5 tonne and that is still pend¬ 
ing decision. The fourth application 
was from M/s. Sarabhai. Thedr tech¬ 
nical knowhow fee was very high and 
so that has been rejected. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that inter-depart¬ 
mental committee has always been re¬ 
vising the targets of the drugs and 
they are interested only in multina¬ 
tional corporations. May I know 
what steps Government propose to 
take to end this unhealthy practSve 
for the healthy growth of the national 
sector. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: Please repeat 
the question. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that inter-depart¬ 
mental committees have always re¬ 
vised the tei'g^ts for the drugs and 
they are only interested in multina¬ 
tional corporations? I am talking 
’about targets for production of drugs. 
What steps Government intend to take 
to end this unhealthy practice for the 
healthy growth of the national sec¬ 
tor? 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: It would be a 
'very unhealthy practice if you keep 
things stagnant. As far as the task 
fbpce is eohcemed they look into the 
. iifpeets of’ consumption and capacity 


of production. Task force gives us 
plan-wise requirements of drugs 
which we are manufacturing or im¬ 
porting. In the case of doxicycline 
the task force has not gone into it 
because at that point of time when 
they submitted the report doxicycline 
was not in the market. As the hon. 
Members know doxicycline is a semi¬ 
synthetic drug based on' oxy-tetracy- 
cline as its raw material. In the main 
body of the answer we have given 
the reply that the target of require¬ 
ments by 1978-79 of oxytetracycline 
would be 88 tonnes. I am sorry I 
will have to take a little mor-a time. 
Now, doxicycline is an improved 
technology. Where you have to con¬ 
sume say, for example, 1 to 3 
grammes of oxycycline daily, as com- 
pared to that, your doxycycline con¬ 
sumption is 0.2 gramme on the first 
day plus 0.1 gramme on the next 2 
to 4 days. This is due to technologi¬ 
cal improvement in these medicines. 
As I said the task force had not exa¬ 
mined it then because this thing 
came later. 

Import of Penultimate intermediates 
by Foreign Drug Finns 

*758. SHRI NANUBHAI N. PATEL: 
Will the Minister of CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether some foreign drug 
firms have been importing only 
penultimate intermediates in one 
name or the other, which are not 
otherwise permissible for them; 

(b) whether this fact having come 
to the notice of Government no ac¬ 
tion was being taken against the 
firms; and 

(c) whether Government propose 
to announce a time-bound course of 
action to curb , the tendency of viola¬ 
tion of rules? 

the deputy MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAmi): 
(a) to (c). Import of Penultimate/ 
intermediate chemicals to all the firms 
including foreign drug firms are 
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allowed in accordance with the Im¬ 
port Trade Control Policy in force 
from time to time. On 16th Feb., 1976 
one unit viz. M/s. Chemicals Indus¬ 
trial and Pharmaceutical Laboratories 
Ltd., complained to the Govt, that they 
have not imported Ethinyl Estradiol 
or Estradiol but imports were allow¬ 
ed to others and are still being allow¬ 
ed. In the Import Trade Control 
Policy for the year 1975-76 import of 
Ethinyl Estradiol v^as banned where¬ 
as Estradiol and Esterone did not 
figure in any list. Facts are being 
ascertained in consultation with the 
concerned authorities and appropriate 
action would be taken in the context 
of the position that may emerge. 

SHRl NANUBHAI N. PATEL; I 
would like to know the import of 
intermediate/penultimate chemicals 
for the bulk drugs by the foreign 
firms, particularly, of M/s. Sandoz 
and Organon. 

MR. SPEAKER: He wants to 

know of these two firms. 

THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SEiTHI'J: As far as my information 
goes—the hon. Member can throw 
some light if he likes—^it was in the 
case of Messrs. Organon and Messrs. 
Wyeth and not the other company 
which the hon. Member just now 
mentioned. 

SHRl NANUBHAI N. PATEL: Is 
it a fact that some big smugglers of 
this country were bringing in these 
drugs by smuggling them and, in the 
emergency, those who were found 
guilty, were put behind the bars by 
Government under the Emergency? 
If so, I would like to know if you 
have found any small or big finn in 
this country whom you had found 
guilty what steps are you taking 
against any of these firms as you 
have done in the case of smugglers? 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a hypothetical 
quiMtioh. If you find, certainly they 
yriij take action. 


SHRl P, C. SETHI: It is not a fact. 
As far as Wyeth Co. is concerned, 
they were licensed to produce the 
Ethinyl Estradiol of -625 grammes 
per month under licence No. L.B.2. 
But, from the stastistics, I find that 
they were allowed the import official¬ 
ly and it was cleared by the D G.T.D. 
and C.C.I. 

MR SPEAKER: The question is: 
whether these firms were found 
guilty. 

SHRl P. C. SETHI: i wont say 
that. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question is 
hypothetical. You need not answer 
that. If you find them guilty, you 
will certainly take action against 
them. 

SHRl P. C. SETHI: He mentioned 
about the smugglers. 

SHRl K. S. CHAVDA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that Sandoz im¬ 
ported Quinolines and other inter¬ 
mediate chemicals xmder dyes and 
utilised the same in the production of 
Inteslcpan; if so, the facts thereof 
and action taken against the firms 
and details thereof. 

SHRl P. C. SETHI: Unfortunately, 
at the moment, I do not have with 
me the brief. 

MR. SPEAKER: You may look into 
this and place the information obtain¬ 
ed on the table of the House. 


Contracts with For^gn Oil Com¬ 
panies for Oil Exploration 

*759. SHRl N. K. SANGHT: Will 
the Minister of PETROLEUM be 
pleased to state: 

(a) the total niimber of contracts 
entered into by the Government of 
India with foreign oil companies tor 
exploration of offshore and onshore 
resources of oil in India during the 
last three years with their names 
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and the area allotted to each com¬ 
pany; 

(b) what is the progress achieved 
Bo far in' the exploration work in 
each case; and 

(c) in how many cases the agree¬ 
ments are going to be renewed? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
(SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA): (a) and 
(b). A Statement is laid on the Table 
of the House. 

(c) As the contractual operations 
in respect of the ,Kutch, Bengal- 
Orissa and Cauvery Offshore areas 
are underway, the question of renewal 
of any of the contracts does not arise 
at this stage. 

Statement 

Except for the Assam Oil Company 
which is operating in a limited area 
in Assam and Oil India Limited (a 
50:50 Joint venture of Government 
and the Burmah Oil Company) which 
again is operating in a small area in 
Assam and Arunachal Pradesh, there 
is no private agency doing onshore 
oil exploration in our country Out 
of the remaining area^ thrown open 
for bids by foreign contractors, con¬ 
tracts have been signed with Carls- 
berg India Group for the Bengal- 
Orissa Basin a”d with the Reading 
and Bates Group for the Kutch Basin 
for offshore exploration and produc¬ 
tion. A similar contract with imp¬ 
roved terms has been signed with 
the Asamera Group for the Cauvery 
Offshore Basin. 

In Bengal-Orissa offshore basin, 
geophsrsical work was taken up in 
October, 1974 and exploratory drilling 
in September, 1975. The exploratory 
wells have been drilled but they did 
not 3deld any conclusive results. In 
the Kutch Basin, geophysical work 
{darted in October, 1974 and explora¬ 
tory drilfing in October, 1975. One 
exploiatory well Has been drilled in 
the area 'but it 3ias not yielded any 
coitclusive results. In the Cauvery 


offshore basin, geophysical work was 
started in January, 1976 and the 
possibility of exploratory drilling will 
depend on the data obtained from 
these surveys, after they are process¬ 
ed and interpreted. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: Sir, India 
being a very large country we find 
onshore exploration is being done 
only by the ONGC besides Assam Oil 
Company. May I know if the Gov¬ 
ernment is thinking of expanding the 
onshore exploration in other areas 
like Rajasthan where there are great 
possibilities of getting oil? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: As re¬ 
gards the onshore areas broadly 
speaking the regions have been iden¬ 
tified where there are possibilities of 
hydro-carbons and w© have laid out 
an elaborate programme for the 
search and it is going, on. If and 
when we find that it is getting beyond 
the capacity of OIL and ONGC and 
we need the cooperation of some 
others and it is within the frame¬ 
work of our policy certainly we will 
take into consideration that situation. 

SHRI N. K. SANGHI: In the answer 
given it is mentioned that carlsberg 
India Group is exploring in the Ben- 
gal-Orissp Basin and the Reading 
and Bates Group is doing explora¬ 
tion in the Kutch Basin. Further it 
is mentioned that in the Bengal-Orissa 
Basin they drilled the wells in Sept¬ 
ember 1975 and oil has already been 
found. May I know what is the 
present position and whether by now 
Government has come to final results 
about exploration? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: So far as 
the Kutch and the Bengal basins are 
concerned both the groups have been 
drilling in their respective areas. 
Notomous group have drilled two 
wells in Bengal basin, Stnne hydro¬ 
carbons might have been encounter¬ 
ed but the results are not very con¬ 
clusive. They are now studying all 
the data which has been obtained as 
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Si result of drilling. Immediately 
after that they 'will decide whether 
^ they should do more drilling or adopt 
some other course, 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER; Sir, I would like to know re¬ 
garding on-shore exploration within 
West Bengal, that is, in the district 
of Burdwan in Galsi area which is 
within my constituency. What is the 
latest report in respect of this area? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 
ONGC has assessed the prospects of 
Burdwan sediments including Galsi 
and they appear to be encouraging 
and allaractive. We are interpret¬ 
ing and re-interpreting the whole 
discussions and are trying to find out 
as to what has to be done. At the 
same time we are waiting for a new 
rig to arrive there which, it is honed, 
will arrive in' a few weeks. We 
propose immediately to put a hole 
there and confirm the conclusions 
that we have so far arrived at. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
The Notomous group are doing explo¬ 
ratory drilling off Paradip coast in 
Orissa where geo-physical surveys 
have indicated vn.st deposits oil I 
would like to know after drilling the 
two wells whether they pronose to 
continue with the drilling further or 
whether thev have sent anv report 
to the Government, as to show that 
there no potential or they will 
carry on the drilling operation still? 

MR. SPEAKER; Is it with foreign 
collaboration? 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI; 
Yes. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; The 
prospects of the Bengal offshore basin. 
** Paradip and the Sunderbans area are 
f still considered to he quite attractive 
so far as geophysical investigations 
are concerned. Oil exploration is a 
very tricky and difficult job. While 
interpreting the data that we obtain 
irom the seismic Investigetlon, a lot 


of controversies arise and there may 
be this thing or that thing. But on 
the basis of the data that they obtain¬ 
ed from the seismic investigation, both 
the ONGC and the Notumus group 
thought that these holes should be 
put there and they put them there. 
Unfortunately, conclusive results have 
not been obtained. We are going 
again to interpret the data we have 
obtained as a result of drilling. Im¬ 
mediately after the monsoon is over, 
they are coming back again to have 
consultations because we are also 
their partners now because of the 
attractive region and we shall see 
what further ha.s to be done. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I would 
first like to know whether in the 
cour.se of the drilling work which is 
being done offshore by Reading & 
Bate-; tind the Carlsberg group any 
ONGC personnel, technically qualified 
personnel, are directly as.sociated ■wdth 
these foreign companies and are con¬ 
stantly present during the drilling on 
their vessels etc. or whether this 
part of the work is left entirely to 
these two American companies; and 
their own personnel. Secondly, why 
wag it suddenly decided to abandon 
drilling in the Dakaltula area so soon 
after it was begun? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; Firstly, 
an Indian geologist from the ONGC 
has been associated from the very 
begining both in the Bay of Bengal 
Basin and in the Kutch Basin. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That 
was for the geophysical survey, 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 
geophysical survey was done before 
that. The results that were obtained 
were handed over to us. Obviously, 
we should presume that once ntouey 
is spent by a foreign company or 
Indian company, a lot of money, they 
cto not keep it suppressed and go on 
drilling at another place. There is no 
disharmony in the results that were 
obtained fi*® seismic investigatten 
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and the location of the site for drill¬ 
ing. But it does happen that oil is 
not produced from all the wells in 
the holes that were dug. 

Bakaltula is an onshore area where 
ONGC is drilling. They have almost 
reached beyond the prospects. The 
results that are being interpreted 
have not been obtained by us con¬ 
clusively and they are still-... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Why has 
drilling been abandoned? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA; It has 
been abandoned because we have 
gone beyond the prospects, and we 
found nothing there. We are again 
interpreting as to what else could it 
be, because when we get information 
after drilling in a sucession of sedi¬ 
ments, we again interpret and see 
whether somewhere else could be 
located for drilling. Bakaltula drill¬ 
ing has been abandoned now. 

MR. SPEAKER: Question No. 760, 
Shri Raghunandan Lai Bhatia. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Question 
No. 760. Bhatia was never robbed. 
I was robbed. I was robbed by the 
railway officials. It is a new policy 
they have adopted. I never put in 
a claim. That is why statistics have 
improved very much. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: It seems 
they have succeeded in drugging 
Bhatia. He is absent. He ig a victim 
of dhatura. What are the Railways 
up to now? 

MR. SPEAKER; Next question. 

Import of Quinine 

•761. SHRI RAM PRAKASH: Will 
the Minister of CHEMICALS AND 
fertilizers be pleased to state;

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

(a) to (d). A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a), (b). There have been no 
imports of Quinine during the last 
two years. 

(c) and (d). Quinine is already 
produced in the country in Depart¬ 
mental Factories of West Bengal and 
Tamil Nadu Governments and a small 
quantity in the private sector. Total 
production during the last 3 years 
in the country of Quinine salts was 
as follows:— ,,

1974- 75 26-116 'IVi res 

1 975 - 7 <> 18 -421 To! nes (estimated) 

Adequate capacity ig available with 
both the State Governments for the 
production of Quinine salts. Com¬ 
merce and Industries Department of 
West Bengal have drawn up a pro¬ 
gramme for expansion of Cinchona 
cultivation both under State Fifth 
Plan as well qs under the Hill Areas 
Development Plan. The total esti¬ 
mated outlay of Rs. 130 lakhs is 
proposed for the said programme and 
out of this Rs. 27.5 lakhs have al¬ 
ready been utilised. 

Similarly, Tamil Nadu Department 
of Forests and Fisheries is implement¬ 
ing the perspective plan for 1976 to 
1680 to produce quinine. Under this 
plan the present area under Cinchona 
cultivation which is of the order of 
2426 hectares is proposed to be in¬ 
creased by 180 hectawffl every year. 
Funds are available with the Depart¬ 
ment for the implementation of the 
Plan.

Statement 

A proposal to provide Broad Gauge 
rail links to Ramnagar and Kathgo¬ 
dam from Moradabad and Rampur 
was included in the Railway Budget 
1974-75 for the development of this 
hilly and backward area. It has now 
been decided to take up the work in 
phases, on this project. In the first 
phase an estimate has been sanction¬ 
ed for taking up the earthwork from 
Moradabad to Ramnagar where 
straight conversion from Metre Gauge 
to Broad Gauge b^s been i^roposed. 
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Final Location Survey for the cons¬ 
truction of Nahgal-Talwara is in 
progress and the reports are expect¬ 
ed to be received shortly. In view 
of the inadequate availability qI funds 
for taking up more new rail links the 
project could not be included hi the 
Railway Budget 1976-77. Due consi¬ 
deration will be given for taking up 
this project for construction as and 
when the availability .of funds for 
the construction of new rail links 
improves. 
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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF CHEMICALS AND 
FERTILIZERS (SHRI C. P. MAJHI): 
(a) The pesticides industry is in¬ 
cluded in the list of industries in 
Appendix I to the Industrial licens¬ 
ing policy, February, 1973.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I want to know 
whether it is a fact that as far as 
insecticides production is concerned, 
which in technological terms cannot be 
considered to be more sophisticated 
than that of fertiliser, we have been 
excelling and performing excellently.

We are not 
producing the different varieties in 
high grade because it is a technolo¬ 
gically highly sensitive and develop¬ 
ed subject. But oUr C.S.I.R. is doing 
all sorts of research for the develop¬ 
ment of technology of the various 
items of pesticides and every encour¬ 
agement is being given to them so 
that we can cut down the import as 
early as possible. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What 
about ‘Shell’? 

MR. SPEAKER: He has already 
said that he has no break-up. 

SHRI SYED AHMED AGAr The 
malaria parasite has become resistant 
to the insecticides. What I would 
like to know is.... 

MR. SPEAKER: This has nothing 
to do with malaria. The insecticides 
are for the plants.

Bobbing of Passengers

(b) A gang of criminals who used to 
develop intimacy with the passengers, 
offered them tea mixed with ‘dhatura’ 
and then deprived the victims of their 
belongings has been unearthed by 
Railway Police at Delhi. On 25th 
March, 1976 the members of the gang 
administered ‘dhatura’ in tea to one 
passenger named Shri Sheikh Mohd. 
Raflq and deprived him of his belong¬ 
ings and cash Rs. 650. On 28 th 
March, 1976 the victim identified 
Vijai Kumar and Deepak two accused 
and they were arrested by Railway 
Police, Delhi Main in case FIR 
No. 120 dated 28th March, 1976, under 
section 328/379/411/401 IPC. As a 
result of the interrogation of the two 
arrested accused, three more mem¬ 
bers of this gang named Prem Singh, 
Madio X<al and Baba Lalt were also 


arrested. ‘Dhatura’ and other items 
of suspected stolen property like 
shawl, watches, series and clothes etc. 
were recovered b.v the Police at the 
instance of the arrested accused. The 
case is still under investigation of the 
Police.

TliE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM

The geological and geophysical studies 
carried out have indicated that the 
onland parts of the coastal belt of 
Kerala have a sedimentary sequence 
with a total thickness of about 200 
metres of Miocene rocks overlying 
directly the basement. The relatively 
small thickness of sediments minimise 
the prospects for oil in the onland 
part of the coastal belt of Kerala. 

So far as the Continental Shelf off 
the Kerala cost is concerned, the re¬ 
sults of the surveys conducted so far 
have not indicated good sedimentary 
deposits except towards the deeper 
portions of the Continental Shelf. 
ONGC has plans to conduct further 
seismic surveys in thig area and the 
possibility of drilling there would de¬ 
pend on the results of these further 
seismic surveys.

Decision taken on Recommendatloiig 
of Bath! Committee 

*769. SHRI VASANT SATHE: 

DR. RANEN SEN: ' 

Will the Minister of CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZE!^ be pleased to 
state the latest position fn regard to 
the decMons taken and action propos¬ 
ed on various recommendation's made 
by Hathi Committee on Drugs and 
Pharmaceuticals? 
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THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILIZERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): The reconunendations made 
by the Hhthi Committee are varied and 

complex nature covering the entire 
field of operations of the drug indus¬ 
try in the country. These recom¬ 
mendations have to be examined in 
detail with all its implications before 
decisions can be taken in consultation 
with the concerned Department/ 

Authorities of the Government of 
India. The recommendations made by 
the Committee are at different stages 
of examination and it is expected that 
decisions on most of the more impor- 
> tant recommendations would be taken 
shortly keeping in view the overall 
objective of increasing the production 
of drugs and their supply at reason¬ 
able prices. 

However two of the important re¬ 
commendations relating to production 
programme concern: 

(i) Increasing the production of 
bulk drugs required for pro¬ 
ducing 117 essential formula¬ 
tions identified by the Hathi 
Committee for mass consum¬ 
ption; 

(ii) assignment of relevant lines 
of production to the public 
sector, the Indian Sector and 
the foreign sector; 

Government have accepted these re¬ 
commendations and accordingly a 
drug by drug study was undertadcen 
1 and based upon the expert advice, 
three lists of drugs indicating items to 
be manufactured in Public Sector. 
Indian Sector and open to all sectors 
were drawn up with the general ap¬ 
proach as follows: 

(i) Es^ntial drugs especially anti¬ 
biotics which are vital to the 
national programme will be as 
far as possible entrusted to 
the Public Sector within the 
constraints of financial re¬ 
sources available; 

(ii) Other areas where' technology 
is available and Indian 
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Sector is capable of arrang¬ 
ing the requisite technologi¬ 
cal managerial and financial 
resources may be entrusted 
to the Indian Sector Only; 

(iii) High technology oriented 
areas tiequiring substential 
investment and where Public 
Sector and Indian Sector may 
not be able to fill the gap 
between the demand and 
availability especially those 
concerning tropical diseases, 
may be open to all the three 
sectors including the foreign 
sector. 

Government have also accepted 
the recommendations of the Hathi 
Committee that a more liberal policy 
is necessary to encourage the Indian 
Companies to make their contribution 
to the production of Bulk Drugs/Por- 
mulations. 

Government have also accepted the 
recommendations that a leadership 
role should be given to the Public 
Sector in Drug and Pharmaceutical 
Industry. The details of the steps 
proposed to be taken by Government 
to strengthen the Indian Sector in¬ 
cluding Public Sector of the drug in¬ 
dustry were furnished in reply to 
part (a) of Lok Sabha Starred Ques¬ 
tion No. 402 dated the 6th April, 
1976. . 

The Hathi Committee has also made 
comprehensive recommendations of 
aspects relating to Quality Control of 
Drugs. The recommendations in this 
regard broadly fall,into 3 categories 
( 1 ) recommendations relating to the 
amendments of the Drugs and Cosmei- 
tics Act and the Rules framed there¬ 
under (2) recommendations relating < 
to the strengthening of the drug con¬ 
trol administration of tbe Central Gov- * 
emment; and (3) recommend^ohs 
for strengthening drug control raachtr 
nery in the States. ,, 

As regard (1) a Bill for amending 
the Drugs and Cosmetics Act contain¬ 
ing many of the reconamendations 
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made in the Report of the Hathi Com¬ 
mittee is already under consideration. 

Recommendations relating to the 
reorganisation of Central Drug Con¬ 
trol Organisation and extension of 
existing facilities referred to m (2) 
above are acceptable in principle to 
Government and efforts will be made 
to implement them in due course as 
and when finances become available. 

As regard (3) it is for the State 
Governments to implement these 
recommendations and they have advis¬ 
ed for the need to reorganise the Drug 
Control machinery on proper lines 
and the Union Health Minister has also 
written to the State Health Ministers 
in this regard. During the Fifth Five 
Year Plan, a scheme for extending 
central assistance to States for estab¬ 
lishing and strengthening the Food 
and Drugs Testing Laboratories has 
been approved and necessary insrtuc- 
tions have been issued to the State 
Governments to implement this 
scheme. 

Fertilizer Prodadtion in CoUabora- 
tion with Multinatiimal Corporations

(b) The items of plant and machinery 
still required to be imported include 
items such as waste heat boilers, 
special type heat exchangers, reactors 
and high presisure vessels, certain 
types of reciprocating compressors, 
critical pumps etc.

thus cheated the Bank by obtaining 
credit on stocks of papers which did 
not exist. Soon after the investigations 
commenced and searches were conduct¬ 
ed, Shri Ram Nath Goenka filed Writ 
Petition in the Madras High Court 
challenging the investigation, conduct¬ 
ed by C.B.I. and the bonafldes of the 
complaint lodged by the Company Law 
Board. The writs were dismissed but 
after obtaining certificate of leave to 
appeal to Supreme Court, 6 appeals 
have been filed by the Indian Express 
Group of companies and Ram Nath 
Goenka in the Supreme Court. The 
appeals have not yet been heard. 

In the light of evidence obtained 
during the investigation C.B.I. filed a 
charge sheet under section 120B I.P.C. 
read with Section 420 IPC 467 read 
with 471, 477A IPC on 21-5-1973 in the 
Special Presidency Magistrate’s Court 
at Madras, The case is undergoing 
trial in the Court of Metropolitan 
Magistrate, Madras.

1976 and in February, 1976; but the 
number of ticket sold during March

pared to that in January, 1976 and Feb¬ 
ruary, 1976. 

(b) and (c). Steps taken to prevent 
ticketless travel are indicated below:— 

(1) The drive against ticketless 
travel has been intensified since the 
declaration of emergency. A part 
from normal ticket checking acti¬ 
vities, about 70,253 special checks 
were conducted during the period 
from 1st July, 1975 to 31st March. 
1976 all over the Indian Railways. To 
the maximum extent possible, the 
ticket checking parties were accom¬ 
panied by magistrates so that the ap¬ 
prehended ticketless travellers could 
be prosecuted and fined or jailed. 

(2) A number of checks have been 
conducted under the supervision of 
the Minister of State for Railways, 
the Deputy Minister for Railways 
Member Traffic, Railway Board, 
Additional Member Traffic, Railway 
Board and senior officers including 
General Managers and Chief Com¬ 
mercial Superintendents of the Zonal 
Railways. 

(3) Special massive checks against 
ticketless travel are being conducted 
by mobilising a large force of ticket 
chacking staff. Railway Protection 
Force, Government Railway Police 
personnel and Local Police per¬ 
sonnel. Prosecution of the apprehen¬ 
ded tickefless travellers is resorted 
to when necessary. 

(4) Joint drives against ticketless

(5) Educative propaganda against 
ticketlefes travel is carried out among 
the travelling public particularly* 
among the student community. 

<6) The non-official Standing Vol¬ 
untary Helt^ Committee, functioning

Light Railway, unless such action is 
justified on financial grounds or a 
definite public purpose is served there¬ 
by.

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira): While 
supporting the Demands for Grants, I 
would like to make a few observations 
and suggestions to prompt the Minis¬ 
try and the officials to some action. 

We have the tradition of manufac¬ 
turing steel. Probably it goes to the 
historical pillar which is in Delhi It¬ 
self. We have beer the supplier of 
steel for Damascus sword. If we had 
been the steel-maker for the world 
once, then what is it that had preven¬ 
ted Us from making steel which would 
be superior to any other steel wliich 
is manufactured in any part of the 
world? Have we done that or are 
we still going to do it? Are we utilis¬ 
ing our even installed capacity? We 
have talked about annual targets or 
annual capacities Is it related to 
rated capacities of our machinery? My 
own feeling is that we have complete¬ 
ly ignored these features in spite of 
our being in steel-making business for 
nearly 2000 years and even in modem 
times for over 60 years period. 

We have today the raw material— 
iron ore—to an extent which, accord¬ 
ing to the United Nations, can be com¬ 
parable probably to that of no other 
country in the world. But those who 
do not possess iron ore have far’ex¬ 
ceeded our production and when we 
were already manufacturing steel, 
they were not in the picture and on 
the sleel-manufacturing map of the 
world. That Is our fate. If the Minis¬ 
try wants to gloat over having reach¬ 
ed a produticon flgnxe whidt we had

done 10 years back, l think, it would 
be a misfortune for our country. Dur¬ 
ing all Ihis period, we have learnt only 
a little and we have to improve our¬ 
selves a great deal and not be satisfied 
with the limited achievement of re¬ 
covering from the past shortfalls in 
production. 

One feature which the Ministry has 
felt is that discipline has brought a 
certain amount of increase in produc¬ 
tivity. It is true. But if a person is 
performing his duty or doing the work 
for which he is paid, is he doing some 
obligation to the Government? Is he 
doing something special lor the coun¬ 
try? In the Ministry’s Report, there 
is a mention about vrorkers’ partici¬ 
pation in management and all that. 
Where is the consumer? The consu¬ 
mer is being fleeced. He has to pay 
higher prices today. We mighi claim 
that high cost of steel plants is res¬ 
ponsible for that. I would say. why 
should we at aU pay cr have the cost 
of steel equipments production niore 
than Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 5,000 a tonne 
Our growth is inhibited because of 
the high cost of plants, machinery and 
equipments, whereas steel used does 
not cost more than Rs. 2000 to Rs. 2200 
a tonne? I would strongly urge upon 
the hon. Minister that he should insist 
on the Department to produce designs 
which will eliminate many of the pro¬ 
cesses and which will reduce the cost. 

The direct reduction process is aU 
ready established. There is no use of 
having or relying on only LD process. 
That is over 20 years old. The Minis¬ 
ter should know it. He should do 
something in this direction. 

I had a hand in some of the negotia¬ 
tions for setting up these plants in 
1953-54. From 1948 onwards, the Gov- 
enjment of India had been having ne¬ 
gotiations with Japan for setting up 
of steel plant. But no result was 
achieved. After the negotiations in 
Germany with Demag, Krupps, Dr. 
Schatt and others, the proposals were 
finalised and they were handed over 


on a platter to the Government which 
now forms the core of the- Rourkela 
plant. The same is tbe sto^ of ihe 
Durgapur i^ant and the Bhilai plant. 
All these steel plants were negotiated 
by private citizens of India. If that 
is so, why has the Ministry not so 
far been able to go into this field 
w’here it could do far better? 

They are talking about friendship 
with the Soviet Union. We like it. All 
the same, we must realise that the So¬ 
viet Union was primitive when India 
was a highly developed country in 
steel-making. To go with a begging 
bowl round the world for technology 
is a shame for this country and J would 
urge upon the Ministry that vre should 
not do it under any circumstances. 
Whether it is Japan cr Soviet Union 
or USA or UK or Germany, it does 
not lie in our heritage to go round the 
world with a begging bowl. Our fore¬ 
fathers murt be feeling de,iected at 
seeing that we people are going round 
the world for boitrowing technology 
which we have been having for thous¬ 
ands of years. 

There is the direct reduction me¬ 
thod. Why should we not use it? Why 
should we not cut the cost of our steel 
plants? They are giving the figures 
of increased tonnage by producing 
more of heavier sections which some¬ 
times nobody wants and these things 
lie in tbe stockyards for years toge¬ 
ther. The country is investing a lot of 
money on heavy steel plants at a 
great cost (and sacrifice) to pc-nr people. 
There art the States like, Bihar, Orissa 
and Madhya Pradesh which have tre¬ 
mendous resources of iron ore. It is 
our duty to see that none of the States 
suffers.., 

MR. SPEAKER; Do you mean to 
say that the direct reduction method 
will bring down the capital cost? 

SHRI D, D. DESAI: Yes; and not 
only the capital cost but other costs 
also. 

MR. SPEAKER; By how TmcHa^ 
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SHRI D. D. DESAI: By about 30 
per cent. Steel production methods 
have completely changed during the 
last 20 years. If more information is 
required, I can give it. 

I have great reject for the Minister 
and I think these are things that would 
paio and prick him, and he would take 
necessary action. He will definitely 
fare better in the operation, now that 
he knows what some people feel. 

We have talked about some other 
matters like aluminium. We had li¬ 
censed Bharat Aluminium Co., to go 
into production many years ago but, 
unfortunately, it dragged its feet. 
Whatever the reasons, the Minister 
may look into them and find out why 
they did not go into operation. 

The same is the story of Khetri. 

Then, we have taken over the De¬ 
bar! Zinc Smelter jdant from a private 
party but, here again, the production 
is falling occasionally and it .stops pro¬ 
duction altogether sometimes. 

These are things which should be 
considered and we should not delude 
ourselves into a sense of complacency 
that we are more fortunate now and 
the country is on its way to prosperity. 
It is not so the true picture is that 
we have invested constly resources and 
we have not been able to make tba 
most of them. We should, under all 
circumstances, get the best out of our 
resources. In this matter also, I would 
add that the Minister may draw his 
own conclusions. It is not a question 
of the public sector or the private sec¬ 
tor; he can draw up his ovti balance- 
sheets—given the resources in one area 
and given the same resources in an¬ 
other area, which is yielding better 
results. He can then check easily as 
to whic^ gives greater benefits. After 
all, whether it is X, Y or Z, they are 
all citizens of the country and the 
Government is also an elected Govern¬ 
ment. Therefore, fliey Ire not deal- 
taig with a third party; it is Indians 
dealing with Indians. 


So, I feel strongly that, based on the 
economics, it should be decided as to 
which one should be preferred, and 
in preference to what. 

Now, I do not know whether the 
Minister is seized of the matter of de¬ 
veloping Tiianium and so many other 
metals which ore necessary for our 
defence. Our country’s slavery had 
its origin in noi utilising our resources. 
China invented explosives and India 
invented steel, but both countries be., 
came slaves of other countries. Neither 
the European countries nor the other 
western countries had any contri¬ 
bution to make in either of these areas, 
but today, they are dominaUng and 
we have become slaves of these peo¬ 
ple. It is all because of not utilising 
our own resources. Today w® are 
talking about developed countries, im¬ 
perialism and all that. But we should 
have given thought to our own llmlf 
operations and failings and not making 
the most of the resources available to 
us. 


SHRl PRABODH CHANDRA (Gur- 
daspur"); The slogan that caught the 
imagination of the English nation dur¬ 
ing the Second World War was, ‘how 
few, for how many and how much'. 
This referred to the part played by 
the Royal Air Force during the Second 
World War, meaning thereby that a 
few people of the Royal Air Force had 
done a tremendous work for a good 
number of the English people. There 
was a feeling that the English people 
would have to run to Canada to save 
their children and save themselves. 
But it was the Royal Air Force that 
saved England and the English nation. 
Similarly, the same thing can be said 
about our Minister Shri Charanjit 
Yadav. He, with a few devoted work¬ 
ers, has been able to do wonders in 
the production of steel The few minu¬ 
tes that' are given to me, I would not 
like to waste in praising too much my 
friend, Shri Charanjit Yadav, but 
the country owes a great debt of gra¬ 
titude to him for the progress he has 
made ip the stert Industry. 
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CShri Prabodb Chandra] 

But, along witli the progress in ihe 
production of steel, arises the probelm 
of export of steel to other countries. 1 
am ashamed to tell you that, during 
the last ten years, on every tonne of 
managanese ore that we were export, 
ing to other countries, India was losing 
about three dollars; though we earned 
some foreign exchange, actually, tak¬ 
ing into account the cost of excavation 
of the manganese ore and the other 
things, we were losing. Most of the 
countries that imported the manganese 
ore put a clause in the agreement that 
the manganese ore would te imported 
in their ships. I shall give an instance. 
A few hundred tonnes of mimganese 
ore were exported to Japan; it was 
below the grade of 50 per cent agreed 
to under the Agreement; the Japanese, 
instead of asking our Commercial At¬ 
tache to come and examine it and 
either throw the ore in the sea or keep 
it aside, sent back that ore to Goa and 
charged the Government of India the 
freight for sending that ore back to 
India. Therefore, 1 would like to em¬ 
phasize with all the force at my com¬ 
mand thai wo should try to see that 
most of the ore or steel that is export¬ 
ed to other countries is exported in 
uur ship.'?. For that, there should be 
some cooperation between the shipping 
industry and the iron and steel indus¬ 
try. Previously we used to find fault 
with one or the other; there was no 
coal and, therefore, there were no rail¬ 
ways and. therefore, steel could not 
reach. Now we have the steel to ex¬ 
port, but we do not have ships to ex¬ 
port the steel to other countries. There¬ 
fore, one thing that i would like to 
emphasize with all the force at my 
command is that, along with increase 
in the exportable steel, the Shipping 
Ministry should see to it that we have 
enough ships to export our steel to other 
countries. 

Another point ihat I would like to 
make is this. In the contract with the 
Japanese about export of manganese 
ore, we did not pul a clause that the 
price of manganese ore would depend 
On the price in the worid market. The 
Japanese were clever enough to delete 
Hiis ejause; our officers were humoured’ 


by those people and they did not imt 
that clause that the price in the wcrld 
market would be the criterion for de¬ 
ciding the price of the manag 3 ne.se ore 
that was being sent from India. There¬ 
fore, while entering into agreements 
with oth^ countries, we should have 
a clause that the price of the Indian 
steel would deoend on the price of the 
steel that would be prevailing in the 
world market. 

As Mr Desai has said, If ^somebody 
is doing his dutv in India, we feel that 
he is doing I’ery much. This is because 
of the fact that all the people here 
do not do their duty. About 20 years 
back, I was asked to take an American 
delegation to some of the officers. I 
introduced one officer saying that he 
was a very honest officer. Immediately 
one of the Americans said, ’Tt seems, 
honesty is a rare commodity in India; 
after all, honesty is the least ‘bat can 
be expected of an officer; therefore, 
why should you emphasize that he is 
an honest officer? If ho were not an 
honest officer or a good officer, he 
would have been removed from ser¬ 
vice. So, why should you emphasize 
that he is an honest officer?’’ But em¬ 
phasising in one case that he is a good 
officer means that 99 out of 100 are 
not honest. We lay too much em¬ 
phasise when somebody is doing his 
duty. We are paid for it, the workers 
arc paid for it and the officers are 
paid ior it; we must do our duty, I 
would request the hon. Minister to see 
t'hat there is some co-relation between 
^production and the wages. 

Now, it is because of the emergency, 
it is the fear complex that is respon¬ 
sible for some of us doing our duty, it 
i.s not because the character of the peo¬ 
ple has changed. Now if there is a 
queue for the bus, we say that emer- 
gency is responsible for this discipline. 
Queue is the leost thing that is expec¬ 
ted of everyeme. Why should any per¬ 
son force himself before others? 1 
would request that we must emphasise 
on the fundamentals. These are very 
small things in the life of a nation, in 
the history of a nation , and nourt 
try to do something wWch Ig extifi- 
ordinary and which Is not expected 
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Iran an average man. Now, we try 
to buy the lc>yalty ot the honesty of 
the people. If a policeman catches a 
dacoit, he is offered Rs. 2.000; if some¬ 
body does his duty, he is given an 
increment. The officers, therefore, feel 
that it is only the money that can 
make them do their duty. 

Another point that I would like to 
emphasise is that while in the case of 
TISCO, the production is hundred per¬ 
cent. in the case of our public seel or 
companies, it is 80 per cent or 60 per 
cent; average 69 per -ent. As com- 
pared to our public sector conipanies. 
the TISCO machinery i.s a junk. Their 
machinery does not compare with what 
We have in the public sector units. 
When TISCO can prodii'c hundrod 
percent, why can’t our plants not pro¬ 
duce 100 i)er cent? 

MR. SPEAKER; In resosrt of Bhilai, 
ii is 102 per cent. 

THE MINISTER OF STEEL AND 
MINES (SHRl CHANDKAJJT 
YADAV): 112 per cent. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDR.A: Let 
us hope for the best. 

The other point that Shri Des<ii men_ 
tinned was that the construction cost 
for steel per tonne in India is the higli- 
est in the world. Even the Ameri¬ 
cans who arc known for spending loo 
much spend much le.ss; Ihe Japanese 
spend the least. We spend much morc- 
1n setting up a plant .as compared to 
other countries. There is a strange 
thing; the Japanese Inioorl raw mate¬ 
rial from India and after manufactur¬ 
ing steel, they export the same to 
other countries of the world at much 
cheaper price than what we can afford 
to do. We should, therefore, try to 
cut the production cost of s:eel. On 
the one hand, we say that the private 
sector units should bring down the 
prices, but there appears a news simul¬ 
taneously that the pricu of the steel 
In the Government sector plant has 
gone up by Rs. 300 per tonne. Peo¬ 
ple laugh at it The Government 
Should be an ideal entrepreneur. The 


public sector units should sei an exam¬ 
ple before the private mill owners so 
that the people may see that Govern¬ 
ment sector is doing nmoh better than 
olheis. While we increase the price in 
public sector units, we expect the pri¬ 
vate mill owners to reduce the juice 

Then, when we .set up a steel mill, 
always try to construct the officers’ 
quarters first, dinning halls, their clubs 
bungalows etc. I would like to im¬ 
press on the Minister, who is of a so¬ 
cialistic mind, that we should try to 
build the houses of the workers fust 
At the moment, there are only 60 per 
cent workers who arc provided with 
houses. In many cases, only 40 per 
cent of the workers have been nrovided 
with accommodation. The maximum 
housing capacity that we i rovide for 
woi-ker.s is 60 per cenl. The others are 
left 10 find a nlace for 1 bemselves. I 
would, therefore, urge once again that 
we .should fry to build housis for the 
workers first and then for the ethers. 

With those words, I congratulate the 
Minister for good work anj support 
the Demands of the Mieistry.

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SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, I rise to support the 
Demands for Grants for the Ministry 
Of Steel & Mines today which falls 
within the overall framework of the 
non-linear, non-homogenous Fifth 
Five Year Plan conceived in optioma- 
lity for performance and growth and 
the new economic programme of our 
Prime Minister. 

We congratulate Shrl Chandrajit 
Yadav and his colleague who have 
given context and meaning to the 20- 
Point Economic Programme. More 
than anything else, labour participa¬ 
tion in industry would be his parti¬ 
cular contribution. 

On the May, from within a 
radius of 60 miles, lakhs of workers 
converged on Bokaro City, when the 
Prime Minister inaugurated the hot 
strip mill. It underlined the expecta¬ 
tions which have been aroused in the 
countryside by the introduction of 
the new technology there. I 
would humbly point out that Usho 
Martin Co. In Ranchi has adopt¬ 
ed 200 villages and are spreading all 
over. If the area of Chhota Nagptir 
has to be rescued from this two-sec¬ 
tor economy, these public sector cor¬ 
porations have a clear socio-economic 
responsibility for the countryside; and 
they have to go out and adopt vil¬ 
lages. You cannot stop with bring¬ 
ing pollution and the pressure of 
higher prices to the countryside. The 
entire lagioh of Chhota Nagpur re^on 
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I come from, is '"undergoing social 
tremors, because, t)f the heavy indus¬ 
trialization programme that is going 
on there, and the emergence of a two- 
sector economy and inter-sectorel im¬ 
balances. There are promises to 
keep. So, I submit that it is one of 
the patterns which can be adopted 
for wider coverage in and around 
these public sector undertaldngs. 

Since the time at my disposal k 
very limited, I would confine myself 
only to making certain points. As 
the steel plants are going to be more 
intensively worked^ the necessity for 
preventive and general maintenance 
has correspondingly grown. I would 
request the Minister to keep himself 
as far as possible fully informed 
about these aspects of the question. 
Secondly, MEKON and all the Re¬ 
search, Design and Development de¬ 
partments of the various units like 
HEC, Britannia. Jessop and Martin 
Burn should pool their expertise to¬ 
gether for the drawing up of blue¬ 
prints for spares, and should start 
manufacturing them as a first step to¬ 
wards import substitution and tech¬ 
nological independence. Thirdly, the 
mass micro-innovation which you can 
call for at the factory or plant level, 
should be encouraged and effective 
suggestions of workers in the plants 
and mines should be rewarded. That 
would mean extending workers’ parti¬ 
cipation in industry, in a creative 
sense; and it will open up a new 
dimension. TISCO has very success¬ 
fully done it and our steel plants 
have a leeway to make up; and it 
will certainly increase productivity 
in tonnes per man-year. We have 
some leeway to make up in it also. 
Since saleable steel is the real index 
of production and. productivity the 
ratio of such steel to ingot produc¬ 
tion should be improved. Updating 
of technology by introduction of 
thyrester integrated circuit and com¬ 
puterisation, where necessary and 
possible, for cost-cutting efficiency is 
urgently indicated. The report a* 
X>age 28 speelm of the project and 
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pe(rfonnBnce evaluation on Indian 
blast furnaces. 

I would again ask the question that 
was asked by my colleague, Shri D, D. 
Desai: what about the direct reduc¬ 
tion process for steel melting develop¬ 
ed by the National Metallurgical 
Laboratory? Where ore we? 

In this context, I would refer to 
what Mr. Gunnar Myrdal said about 
the present phase of technology. In 
steel we have already reached a stage 
when the old type of steel plant 
may get out of date and nickel, 
copper, aluminium and fibre glass will 
decide the day and they may repre¬ 
sent the wave of the future. 

The coal dust injection in blast 
furnace is an important development, 
and we welcome it. I lay particular 
stress on the beneficiation plant for 
low grade ores and minerals as well 
as the steps to conserve high quality 
manganese, kyanite and chromite, a 
lot of which we are now exporting. 

The other aspect in which wc have 
to take steps now is recycling for 
recovery of chrome and nickel. I 
suggest urgent steps here. 

As rgards the Five-Year perspective 
plan for steel making, as I said, after 
all, so many imponderables have to 
be assessed, that wc should take an 
in-depth view and draw it up with 
caution. 

I should like the Minister to make 
himself aware of the state of contract 
about iron ore. Except Bailadilla, are 
there any other contracts for the ex¬ 
port of iron ore in the order books? 
When Haldia, Paradip and Vizag 
Outer Harbour come into operation by 
tht end of 1976, have we enough 
'orders in the book to fully utilize the 
•extra port handling capacity? 

I welcome the apprentices who have 
been caught young for their assimila- 
tion into the emerging industrial cul¬ 
ture. But I would iirge upon the 


Ministtr to ensure that the norms are 
uniformly adhered to in respect of 
worknuen, supervisory persontxfT’l^^^t t 
officers in the matter of rec®q% 
and promotion for their better 

Coming to mines, just as ■'‘'nigher 
oapacity steel utilisation, in the mine¬ 
ral output also a dramatic change 
has occurred. But I draw particular 
attention to the 22* latitude stretching 
from the Subarnarekha to the Tapti 
across the Indian continent for inten¬ 
sive investigation in that long stretch 
of polymetallio mineralised belt. We 
should concentrate on high-priced 
minerals like uranium, copper and 
gold which go together. 

There are enormous copper deposits. 
As regards bauxite, a startling dis¬ 
covery has been made. I congratu¬ 
late the Minister for bringing about 
this change in the situation. But 
there are certain misgivings about the 
findings of the GSI. What about the 
geo-physical anomalies in the region 
stretching from Bakreshwar Hot 
Springs to Suraj Kund Hot Springs 
across Pareshnath Hills? 

We ore extremely deficient in tbi- 
But there are copper mines at Sar- 
ganda and tin mines at Nurungo. 
There are reports that these were 
worked and have yielded copper and 
tin. Since the GSI's survey has prov¬ 
ed rather a failure in Nurungo I sug¬ 
gest another look into this region. 

Before I conclude, I must again 
congratulate the Minister for his in¬ 
fusing a new dynamism into- the func¬ 
tioning of the Ministry, which has 
contributed to changing the economic 
scene, so far as India is concerned. 

SHRI GIRIDIIAR GOMANQO 
CKoraput); I rise Jo support the 
Demands of the Ministry. 

Recently the Geological Survey of 
India aurveyed the different districts 
of Orissa, but due to certaia reasops^ 
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th^ have not yet fully explored areas 
which are far away from the State 
Capital The State Mining Corpora¬ 
tion had surveyed some parts, but 
because of the emphasis recently laid 
by the Government of India on find¬ 
ing mineral resources, Orissa has come 
into the limelight. 

Though there are a large number 
of mineral deposits in Orissa, the 
State presents a picture of poverty 
amidst plenty. Forty per cent of the 
total area of the State is forest area 
and there are a number of mineral 
deposits like graphite, gold, bauxite, 
chrome and limestone. In Koraput 
District in particular you will find all 
these deposits. The Mining Depart¬ 
ment of the State Government has 
taken up only one project with the 
assistance of the Government of India. 

I am not asking the Minister whether 
that will be in the private sector or 
the public sector, but my submission 
to the Minister is, that, since limestone 
and graphite have already been dis¬ 
covered in this district, their exploita¬ 
tion should be taken up immediately 
either by the Government of Orissa or 
by the Government of India. 

I have seen the Report of the Minis¬ 
try regarding bauxite deposits in my 
district of Koraput. You will be sur¬ 
prised to hear that there are huge 
bauxita deposits particularly in the 
Panchmali area. I recently visited 
that area. One deposit is about 22 
k.m. long, 3 k.m broad and 60 ft. deep. 
There are a number of deposits like 
that in that region, and you will be 
surprised at the concentration of such 
deposits in that area. The Ministry's 
■Report says that for about 300 miles 
from Andhra Pradesh up to the east 
coast of Orissa there are a number of 
deposits. I am not going into details. 
Other districts also contain bauxite 
deposits. So, my submission is that 
the Minister should consider locating 
a plant in: that area since ^hat circums¬ 
tances are so favourable. With the 
present emphasis, I hope more money 
■wm also be allocated for further sur- 
■vey. 
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SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO (Ban- 
kura); Mr, Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
am grateful to you for the opportunity 
you have kindly given me to speak on 
the Demands for Grants relating to- 
the Ministry of Steel and Mines. Since 
the lime at my disposal is very short, 

I would concentrate only on a few 
points and will be as brief as possi¬ 
ble. 

It is needless for to say that the 
Steel and Mines Ministry has to play 
a vital role in building up of our na¬ 
tional economy and the development 
of our country is, to a great extent, 
dependent op the development of this 
industry. We are glad that under the 
able leadership of Shri Chandrajit 
Yadav, the steel industry has not only 
made a rapid progress towards self- 
sufficiency but has also made a size¬ 
able export, thereby earning valuable 
foreign exchange for our country. We 
are equally thankful to him that he 
has introduced workers, participation 
in the management of steel plants. 
This has not only led to a sense of 
enthusiasm but also to a sense of 
awareness among all sections of the 
workers. As such, we welcome such 
a move. But simply their attendance 
at various levels and in different com- 
mittees is’ not sufficient. There is a 
need for giving them the basic know¬ 
ledge of the issues involved at the 
level of management so that their 
contributions could be more effective. 
Further, technological and manage¬ 
ment education should also be im¬ 
parted to them so that they might, 
play an effective role in increasing 
production. 

We have seen, a few years ago, we 
used to import steel to the extent of 
R.S, 2S0 crores. But now the thing® 
have changed altogether. We are 
now going to export steel wor^ ap£^ 
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equal amount to various countries in 
the world. This is no doubt very 
encouraging. The Ministry as well as 
the workers of the steel plants are all 
to be congratulated. If we look to the 
export earnings of the •steel industry, 
we find that from a mer^ Rs. 19 crores 
in 1972-73, it has gone up to Rs. 110 
crores in 1974-75 and is expected to 
go up to Rs. 250 crores by the end of 
the current year. 

We are Very fortunate that so far 
as the mineral resources are concern¬ 
ed, we are very rich in them, parti¬ 
cularly in high grade iron ore, coal, 
manganese, limestone and dolomite 
which form the most important in¬ 
gredients for steel. Enough raw 
material is available m the country 
and the labour is also very cheap. 
There cannot be any reason why we 
cannot produce steel at a cheaper rate 
and compete successfully in the inter¬ 
national market and make substantial 
profit out of it. 

I would now like to speak about 
IISCO at Burnpur which was lying 
in a very bad shape the management 
of which the Government was forced 
to take over in 1972. Its working has 
now improved a lot. The production 
of saleable^ steel has gone up by 44 
pqr cent during the current year. A 
Ijrogramme of rehabilitation of the 
plant costing Hs. 55 crores has been 
taken up but up till now only Rs. 34 
crores have been spent If the re¬ 
maining amoxmt is given at an early 
date, I am sure, the production of the 
plant will reach its rated capacity. 
The General Manager of the Plant, 
Mr, Chatterjee, is doing very good 
work in this direction. 

Moreover, they have already start¬ 
ed the production of automobile rims 
and low alloy hi^ tensile steel which 
have a ready foreign market. I would 
rather suggest that instead of going 
in for the usual conventional items 
in our steel plants, if we go In for 
such it«ns as, have got good foreign 
Tnarltet, then that will be in our own 
iivi^nal intereirt. 


I would also like to draw the 
attention of the hon. Minister to the 
question of appointment of Class III 
and Class IV staff in IISCO. It is 
quite strange that, at present, only 
candidates from the Asansol Employ¬ 
ment Exchangie are being recruited 
for employment in IISCO whereas 
from other emplosonent exchanges no 
preference is being given, as a result 
there is a great discontentment among 
the people of that area. I would re¬ 
quest the Minister to kindly look into 
the matter and give necessary direc¬ 
tions to this Company so that candi¬ 
dates from other Employment Ex¬ 
changes, if they are qualified, can be 
taken into service. 

With these words, I support the

I would like to tell all those hon. 
Memba's who have had a word of 
appreciation for the work done by my 
Ministry, by the workers, the engi¬ 
neers, the technicians and managmrs 
m all the undertakings under my 
Ministry, that i would convey their 
flings tp them, and I am sure that 
these appreciations will encourage 
them and give them further strength 
to come out with better performance, 
to show greater ability and work with 
greater determination and dedication 
during the current year. 

I would not like to go into many 
facts, but it will b© proper for me if 
I put a clear picture, the total picture 
of the Ministiy of Steel and Mines be¬ 
fore this House, so that the country 
may have a better understanding and 
may alro understand the important 
role the Ministiy has to play in fu- 
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I was just looking into the speech 
o| my predecessor, the late Mohan 
Itumaramangalam, in whose regime 
many important steps v/ere initiated. 
When he was speaking in this House 
On May 4, 1972—^there was criticism 
ttiat the steel plants were not working 
to full capacity, at that time the pro¬ 
duction from the steel plants was 65 
to 87 per cent of the installed capa¬ 
city—he expressed this hope: 

“If we are able to bring up our 
production from the present 65 to 
67 per cent level, which it is today, 
to the level of 80 to 82 per cent 
which we aim at, I have no doubt 
that we shall be able to briitg down 
our steel prices to possibly among 
the cheapest steel in the world;.’’ 

This was his objective and io those 
circumstances perhaps he felt that it 
would be a great day for Indian steel 
Industry if we would he able to pro¬ 
duce 80-81 per cent of our utilization 
capacity. Today, because of the ex¬ 
treme good work and cooperation 
given by our workers in the steel 
plants, because of the imagination and 
better coordination of our managers 
in the steel undertakings, because of 
a greater se>tse of discipline and 
awakening and a proper guidance to 
our managers and workers, in the out¬ 
going year wfe have been able to pro¬ 
duce 84 per cent of our utilization 
capacity. In the current year, we are 
planning to increase this utilization 
capacity, and I would like to assure 
the House that our efforts are that we 
must reach, and we can reach in India, 
the world level of utilization capacity 
of the steel industry. We will not be 
satisfied unless and until Indian steel 
mills produce on an average at least 
90 per cent of the utilization capacity. 

When I am saying these things, I 
am not saying just out of idealism, 
or any ambitious programme, but on 
the basis of certain facts. Only dur¬ 
ing the last month, that is April, 
Bhilai workers were able to produce 
312. per cent of their utilization 
capacity. This is something very 
encouraging! this is something which 
mil: irbrka^ really speaking, hwe 
as. a kind of Ideal before 1*6 


working class and the other indus¬ 
tries o^ this country. 

I am sorry that Shri Mohammad 
Ismail made certain unfounded alle¬ 
gations that trade unions have no 
place in the steel industry and the 
trade union interests are not being 
looked after properly. I would like 
to tell the House that this is one 
industry where we have got a 
National Consultative Committee cut 
Trada Unions, where all the trade' 
unions are represented on that body. 
There, after every three months, the 
management and the trade union 
leaders sit together. They discuss not 
only about the day-to-day problems of 
the workers, but they also discuss the 
problems of the industry as such., 
'They discuss production plan, they 
discuss target for the futifffe, they dis¬ 
cuss the welfare activities of the wor¬ 
kers, they discuss how to increass pro^ 
duction of steel plants and I have 
asked the Consultative Committee of 
the Steel Industry that they should 
even discuss the long-term planning 
and they should give their valu¬ 
able suggestions, how we can 
reduce the cost of production, 
how this highly investment-inten.sive 
industry can be made more profitable, 
and how cost can be reduced seeing 
the circumstances in our country. I 
must say that many useful suggestions 
have come from that body. We dis¬ 
cuss even the target with the trade 
union leaders. The discussion on the 
annual target starts from the shop 
floor level, then it is discussed at the 
plant level, National Consultative 
Committee level and then finally the 
SAIL and the Ministry decide the tar. 
get. For the year 1975-76 a target was 
fixed for all integrated steel plants. 
I am glad to say that that target has 
been exceeded by producing 78,000 
tonnes i.e. 1.4 per cent more steel than 
what was originally fixed by tile 
Management and the workers. We 
produced 8,70,000 tonnes more i.e. 
18 per cent more than in the Corres¬ 
ponding year 1974-75. I am talk¬ 
ing in term# of saleable steel. Now 
we have decided that the capa- 
utilisation and the production 
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be calculated on the basis of saleable 
steel. 

We have also planned for 1976-77 on 
the bwis of our experience, on the 
basis of the steps which have been 
takep during the last year, and that 
Indian stel plants will be able to pro- 
‘duce 8.205 million tonnes of ingot 
steel in 1976-77, which corresponds to 
6.465 million tonnes of saleable steel. 
This in terms of perentage will be 
13.2 per cent and 11.8 per cent res¬ 
pectively higher than the production 
in 1975-76. We have also emphasised 
that in 1976-77 reduction in costs and 
operating expenses should also take 
place. 

A few years ago the country used 
to face a serious situation. There was 
a. scarcity of steel, the prices were 
ruling very high and because of high 
prices and scaricity of certain steel 
items, certain anti-social elements such 
as hoarders, blackmarketeers, and 
speculators, were taking full advan¬ 
tage of the situation and they were 
exploiting the general consumers, be¬ 
cause, at that time, we were not able 
to produce steel according to the needs 
of our consumers. But, I am glad to 
say that toady the blackmarketing and 
the hoardings are things of the past. 
In steel, we have seen to it that as the 
general atmosphere has been created 
in the country, steps have been initia¬ 
ted by the Government against all 
anti-social elements and we have 
seen that hoarding and blackmarket- 
ing should not be allowed. 

Today, really, we are facing a diffe¬ 
rent problem. It is a problem of sur¬ 
plus of steel. Our demands are not 
as high as they should have been. I 
agree with the criticism of those 
Members, that in a country like India 
tfie rate of growth should have been 
much higher. The consumption of 
steel should have been also much 
higher. But, after all, we are a coun¬ 
try Where so many factors prevail. I 
am not going to speak On the general 
economic situatkm of our country. 
Views have b9gn expressed nnd ste^ 
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are being taken, it is not that the Gov¬ 
ernment is not seized of this serious 
situation, it is because of that, that 
under the leadership of our Prime' 
Minister, certain bold steps have been 
taken not only on the political front 
but also On the socio-economic front 
and 20-Point economic programme is 
one significant and important step to¬ 
wards a self-reliant economy in our 
country, towards a higher rate of 
growth and also towards removing 
povarty and removing socio-economic 
disparity amongst the various sections 
of our society. J 


When there was surplus of steel we 
had to take certain steps. The first 
thing which we did was this. The 
distribution system was completely 
reoriented. We saw to it that aU red* 
tapism was removed and consumers 
got steel without difficulty. We saw 
to it that steel was made available 
to them easily. The number of stock- 
yard was increased. We also sought 
the cooperation of private traders that 
they should also cooperate and they 
should act within rules and regulations 
and at proper profit rate they should 
be able to supply steel to oensumers. 
Since the availability became better, 
certain controls on end use of steel 
were removed. It is not that Gov¬ 
ernment has made any drastic change. 
Due to some misunderstanding or 
wrong assessment certain criticisms 
were made that Govemmait has re¬ 
moved controls on steel and it has 
brought some significant change in 
policy. It is not so. Nobody can 
come tjo this vsrrong conclusion- After 
all, controls are for the benefit of tWe 
people. Controls are to see that anti¬ 
social and undesirable elements aare 
not allowed to take advantage of 
scarcrity situation. Because the avall- 
abUity was better, in tbe interest of 
the consumers, in the inttrest of gmaU 
industrialists, certain relaioatlons were 
made. I am glad to announce that 
this has brought good results. Ihls 
has hdped the small industrialists kt>d 
people AM large. At that time #1^ 
hMfte dema^ was not hi#i ssii| gpO; 
duoti<m lacked tip P 
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suggestion was made that we should 
cut back our production. We did not 
agree to that suggestion. After a 
long time Uie steel plants started 
working much better. Their utilisa¬ 
tion capacity was much higher. The 
morale of workers and management 
was very high. Therefore, we 
thought it would be wrong on our 
part to cut back the production. Many 
other countries like Japan, West Ger¬ 
many UK, etc. cut back production. 
But we did not do it. 

Since there were these special cir¬ 
cumstances we thought that we should 
explore the possibilities of exporting 
our steel During last year SAID 
International was able to register ex¬ 
port of about more than 2 million 
tonnes of steel The actual figure was 
21,83,325 tonnes valued at Rs. 308.17 
crores. Last year we were able to 
ship steel amounting to Rs. 113.52 
crores and in terms of quantiljy it was 
8,10,544 tonnes. A criticism was made 
that we are exporting steel at subsi¬ 
dised rate. This is not correct. 
Though in the international market 
we have to purchase and sell steel at 
prevailing international prices, I am 
glad to say, in regard to these various 
categories of steel which we have 
been exporting, they have acceptea 
our steel at a reasonable rate of profit. 

The home price in certain items, for 
example, like rails, was round about 
Rs. 1200 per ton and we were able 
to sell our steel from Rs. 2000 to 
3500/* per ton. And, as it has been 
rightly pointed by some hon. Member”?, 
India, for the first time, was able to 
compete with the giant steel produc¬ 
ing countries and, in many global 
tenders, on the basis of price and on 
the ba^ of quality of steel, we were 
able to win tenders and we sold our 
steel at a reasonable rate of profit 
This happened for the first time in 
our oomitfy* 

Therefore, Sir, I would like to re- 
zoove this impression that we are 
steel at a loss. We have 
api^rqacijed the Finance 


Ministry for any subsidy for export. 
Many industries in this coimlry have 
got export subsidies but the Steel In¬ 
dustry did not approach the Finance 
Ministry for export subsidy. 

Of course, in one or two items, we 
had to export our steel at lower pnees. 
That was becau.se of the prevailing 
international price then. Therefore, 
we had to sell our steel at that price. 
Some other important steps have been 
taken during the last on year. The 
most important of them is this. Some 
Members here expressed their views. 
But, I would like to tell you that 
India, fortunately, is a country, which 
has got many important inputs; we 
have got rich iron-ores; we have got 
mill; we have got man-power. Now, 
we have luckly got a good organisa¬ 
tion. We have, for example, the 
designs organisation and engineering 
organisation in our country. An or¬ 
ganisation like tlie MECON can be 
compared with any well developed 
organisation of the world. To-day, 
MECON has about 2,500 people on its 
staff including about 1200 engineers, 
designers, technicians and it has made 
a valuable contribution in building 
the Bokaro Mill. When this country 
started Bhilai, we had to import al¬ 
most 90 per cent of the equipment in 
the first stage and also the know-how 
But, from Bhilai., we now have reach¬ 
ed the stage of Bokaro where only 
on 1st May this year, May Day, 
among many of the working exass 
people of this country and from all 
over the world, our Prime Minister 
was kind enough to go and inaugurate 
the commissioning of the hot strip 
mill of Bokaro. When we complete 
Bokaro, it will be a matter of great 
satisfaction for me and for the country 
as such what we can say that lu 
Boakaro, the situation has been com¬ 
pletely changed. By the time we 
complete second stage of Boakro, 
Indian equipment, Indian machinery, 
Indian designs and Indian knowhow 
will makd 86 per cent of their contri- 
l^tiqn in this bigg^t stedl phint of 
V. btW'f»tt«try. . 
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We therefore feel that in the current 
year our effort will be that we would 
see that the Indian Steel Industry 
should prepare itself to take a big 
march. I personally feel, and I feel 
with a great conviction, on the basis 
of the realities, on the basis of the 
situation prevailing in this country, 
with its vast resources of iron-ore, 
eoal and, as I man-power—skilled 
man-power—and with a new sense of 
determination and dedication which 
has been generated in this country to¬ 
day and with a much stronger, and 
agricultural, base of this country, we 
can and we must plan for the next 
twentyfive years for steel production. 
*niat is why Government has «'*sked 
the SAIL to take up longterm plan- 
ping. My ministry has appointed two 
important steel consultants in this 
country—MECON in the public sector 
and Dastur & Co. in the private 
sector because, in these areas, there 
ahould be no discrimination between 
public sector and the private sector 
so far as technology is concerned, so 
far as engineering is concerned and 
ao far as designing is concerned. 

So, we have appointed both of 
them* as consultants. Directions have 
also been given that the SAIL should 
appoint a Committee including these 
two Consultants and they should see 
that this country has a blueprint, as 
a proper longterm planning, as to 
how much Of steel we can produce 
by the end of the century and what 
would be the requirements of this 
countr.v and what will be the product- 
mix required by the people of this 
country. Of course, these will not be 
done in an isolated manner. We have 
to look and we have to see the general 
economic situation of our country. 

We have to see the rate of growth 
in our country and. therefore, we feel 
this important work has to be done. 
I am one of those who feel that 
India wUl be in a position by the turn 
of the ^ntury to produce at least 70 
million tonn^ of steel in this eotmhry. 


When I Iky this, I say so with caafl- 
dence because I visualise that by the' 
end of the century our own require-- 
ments will be 50 million tonnes. Can 
we afford to import steel in spite of 
our having all the inputs available in- 
our country? When I made this state¬ 
ment a few months ago there Were 
many people the so-called steel mag- 
netes, who were very critical, they 
said that the Minister is ambitious as 
he is planning 75 million tonnes of 
steel by the end of the century which 
we cannot do on the basis of our re¬ 
sources. 

Sir, I am reminded of a criticism 
which was constantly levelled against 
our great leader. Pandit Jawaharlal 
Nehru, when he had decided to set-up 
three steel plants in the public sector 
and each of them with one million 
capacity. Then he was dubbed as a 
mere visionary and an unpractical 
person but his vision was not blurred 
by such criticism because he could 
visualise the development in this coun¬ 
try as well as all over the world 25 
years ahead. Sir, today it is because 
of his great vision and imderstanding 
that we are in a position to say that 
India is self-sufficietit so far as steel 
is concerned and I would like to 
assure the House that India would 
continue to be self-sufficient so far 
as steel industry is concerned. 

Sir, certain suggestions have been 
made that we should develop our tech¬ 
nology and also see to it that our re¬ 
search and development tak^ plac6 
in proper perspective. We have a 
well-equipped research and develop¬ 
ment organisation but I feel that there 
is need to strengthen that organisa¬ 
tion and also see to it that the latest 
technology available all bvef 
world is also utilised in our country. 
We should be ab'e to reduce the coat 
of production and also the cost of in¬ 
vestment.'Steel industry has become a 
highly ihvestment-intenafve It^uitiy, 
Certain hon, Mmbera have 
theiir cbhcerh fliat out dbitt of 
ffidht per ^ tSpt. 1 0-' 
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the figures of some important count¬ 
ries and I would like to say that 
India’s cost of investment at Bokaro 
is Rs. 5,000 per ton and we feei that 
in the new plants which will come 
up in future the cost of investment 
per ton will be Rs. 4.100. In U.S.A. 
the cost of investment per ton is 
Rs. 5,000 in some plants. In Japan 
where the cost of investment per ton 
is the lowest it is Rs. 2.250. In South 
Africa the cost of investment per ton 
is Rs. 4,950 whereas in Guyana it is 
Rs. 6,078. In Brazil the cost of in¬ 
vestment per ton. is Rs, 8,974. 

But, Sir, there is a method of cal¬ 
culating the investment cost per ton 
also. 

SHRT D. N. TIWARY (Gopalganj): 
How is it that when Bokaro’s invest¬ 
ment is Rs. 5000 per tonne, in future 
plants the investment will be only 
Rs. 4100 per tonne? 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: Be¬ 
cause in certain countries, really 
speaking, a certain number of shops 
like refractory, materials plant, 
plant, repair and maintenance shops, 
ingot mould foundry etc. are not in¬ 
cluded when the cost of investment 
is taken into account. In certain 
countries, even oxygen plants are not 
put up because oxygen can be bought 
from regular suppliers who establish 
-oxygen plants in the vicinity of the 
steel plants. Power plant capacities 
are substantially lower in steel plants 
in developed countries in view of the 
stability of the power system and the 
availability of bulk power from the 
power grids. All this results in higher 
investment for the steel plant proper 
installed in India now. I may tell 
our elder friend. Tiwaryji, that by 
that time perhaps India’s public sec¬ 
tor steel plants will have some re¬ 
fractory plants, some oxygen plants 
and our power capacity also will be 
much hi^er and wn hope that the 
cost <rf l^ese items whidi are now 
included in investment win not b** 


there and hence the cost of produc¬ 
tion will be lower. 

Therefore, we are fully aware of 
hese factors. Steps have been taken 
and directions issued that our design 
and engineering irganisation and the 
research and development organisa¬ 
tion should take necessary steps so' 
that they may be fully in tuna the 
developing technology all over the 
world and in out own situation they 
should see how the cost of production 
can alsj bt reduced in our country. 
Steel technology the world over is. 
developing at a very fast rata and I 
would like to assure you that We are 
very ron,scious of it that we cannot 
afford to be left behind in this global 
race: nor can we content ourselves; 
with being a buyer of foreign techno¬ 
logy in these vital sectors. Ws will 
have to be self-reliant and, therefore,, 
necessary steps are being taken, Our 
scientists, metalurgists and technical 
men will pool their resources so that 
we are able to enter the new era in 
steel r.'.aking processes on the basis 
of our own knowledge and tech¬ 
nology. For example, the en¬ 

couraging results we are getting from 
our exploration ir. the Bombay High 
make us reasonably hopeful of strik¬ 
ing gas there. Sponge iron technology 
is almost entirely dependent On the 
gaseous process and even the pePali- 
sation process will also be facilitated’ 
if we can get natural gas in our 
country. Unfortunately, at present wo 
do not have enough natural gas but 
there are signs and indications and 
we hope fhat if we get gas at Bombay 
High, it will go a long way to help- 
this industry. 

Criticism has been made that we are 
exporting iron 'ore and it is asked, 
why should we not export steel. On 
the one hand, the criticism now is 
that We are exporting steel, we should 
not, we should see the profit content 
of it. On the other hand, we should 
also not export iron ore. It is diffi¬ 
cult for me to agree with this pro¬ 
position. We would like, instead oi 
reporting iron ore, to export p»Tlet« 
Vfery had a v&y impor- 
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tent agreement with Iran. One of 
the bigge.st raining projects, Kudre- 
mukh, is being established in our 
country; it is not only one of the big¬ 
gest in ouf country, it will be 002 of 
the biggest in the world. Instead of 
exporting iron ore, we are going to 
export iron ore slurry. We are negof- 
tiating with some other countries on 
the question of Donimalai, Bababudan 
and the finds available in Baildailla 
so that we .should be able to export 
pellets instead of iron ore. Certain 
steps have also been taken. 

Shri Haider made this criticism lhat 
perhaps we have deviated from the 
public sector concept in the steel in¬ 
dustry, Be says that we have hand¬ 
ed over the very important steel in¬ 
dustry to Chowgules. It is a ve/y 
wrong understanding of the whole 
thing. I want to tell him very frankly 
that there is a very basic policy; the 
Government of India have decided 
long back that the basic industries 
will remain in the public sector i-nd 
in future they wJl also expand in tlie 
public sector. There is no question 
of deviation. Pellet plant should not 
be compared with the steel indust ty 
and the steel mills. The pellet plant 
which is gci’i'jg tc be set up in Goa 
was individually negotiated by Mr. 
Chowgule in respect of the financial 
aspects, know-how and technological 
arrangements, etc. The Government 
of India insisted that in this plant 
SAIL will have 33.3 per cent share 
and Chowgule will also not be allow¬ 
ed to own more than 33.3 per cent 
and the rest 33.3 per cent will go 
to the public and therefore in the 
management and control the govern¬ 
ment and the people of this country 
will have an eflective say. 

We are fully aware of tbe develop¬ 
ing technology and we know that 
because of air pollution and the rising 
freight, people wopld like to purehase 
pellets instead of ii'on ore and there¬ 
fore we are getting ready for the 
future to set. up pelletisation plants in 
our country and so long as we do hot 


reach that stage, we should not stop 
the export of iron ore; it will not be 
in the interest of our country. Fortu¬ 
nately We have got enough iron ore 
in our country. According to present 
estimates India has got proven iron 
ore reserves of more 10,000 million 
tonnes; and still almost every year we 
get the good new.s of more iron ore 
mines Surveys are being made and 
exploration activities are being under¬ 
taken and We feel that even if India 
reaches a very high rate of a steel 
production, one of the highest in the 
world, even then we will have enough 
iron ore for a very long time. But 
I agree with hon. Member Shri Damo- 
dar Pandey that we should see to it 
that this very important mineral re¬ 
sources of our country, this very 
important national wealth should not 
be allowed to be wasted by private 
people; they should not be allowed to 
play havoc with the iron ore deposits 
by exporting the best quality ores 
and wasting the low quality ores. That 
i.s why the Iron Ore Board has gone 
into that aspect and they have sub¬ 
mitted a report to the government 
and that report is under consideration 
of the government. We are likely to 
take certain steps so that Ihe import¬ 
ant mineral resources of our country 
are not slaughtered by private indi¬ 
viduals or private mine owners caus¬ 
ing much harm to the interest of the 
country. 

"^We have great satisfaction that 
during the last year industrial rela¬ 
tions were ideal in all the steel plants. 
There was no manpower loss. After 
a long time workers’ committees have 
been functioning very effectively and 
satisfactorily. Certain allegations 
were made that the trade union 
workers.were not taken, into cortfi- 
dence. I should like to say this. The 
Durgapur steel plant had reached a 
stage where it was stagnating; it was 
producing less than 30 per cent of its 
capacity due to continuous strike and 
indmtrial trouble. It was supposed to 
be the sick child of thf In<ttan steel ,, 
Industry. I am happy to say tie; 
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CITU is in power; it is the recognised 
union; but because of the all round 
co-operation from everyone including 
fJITU, INTUC and AITUC, las; month 
the Durgapur steel plant production 
was 82 per cent of its capacity, slightly 
more than that. When I myself 
visited that plant, on the spot, all 
the three unions came together in 
deputetion, INTUC, AITUC and CITU, 
and they gave me in writing their 
satisfaction at the way the workers’ 
participation scheme has been imple¬ 
mented in that plant, 

I And they gave me the assurance 
Of their full co-operation. Therefore 
it is not good to generalise this issue 
and put it in a way which is com¬ 
pletely against the facts, Mr, Ismail 
may say here many things. But his 
own trade union workers had given 
their assurances of full co-operation 
and they had expressed great satis¬ 
faction. We do not want to act with 
a sense of vindictiveness. Vindictive¬ 
ness does not help anyone, and it will 
not help. During the Htnergency, 1 
must say that the working class all 
over the country, as the other 
brethern and sisters in other walks of 
life, have realised that India has en¬ 
tered into a new era in which 
disruption and indiscipline will not 
pay and it Will hurt their interests 
as well as the national interest also. 
Therefore, a new awakening, a new 
realisation has come and we want to 
take ful] advantage of this new awak¬ 
ening. We want to co-operate with 
the workers. We want them fully to 
get involved in every process of the 
industry and therefore I am glad to 
say that many lion. Members have 
very rightly paid compliments. In 
the steel industry, all the undertak¬ 
ings under the Steel Ministry—almost 
all of them except one or two where 
we are also taking steps—^we have 
seen that the workers’ participation 
has taken place and the scheme is 
not only working successfully but 
the meetings are taking place. 
TChe workers are working with 
ISpfeater coh^ence and*''iSStolng for¬ 


ward with much greater co-ordination. 

On this occasion, 1 would like to say 
Ithat at this stage, we have taken only 
a step to form the workers partici¬ 
pation committee at shop floor level, 
but we will not be satisfied with this. 
This is the first step, a very important 
step, and I will see to it that the 
workers’ participation which lias been 
initiated and which has been initiated 
at shop-floor level goes to the highest 
body, to the Board of management 
level where workers’ representatives 
will have a full say and they will 
make their valuable contribution. 

(Interruptions) 

Sir, many incentives have also been 
given to our workers. I have a great 
satisfaction that last time when we 
had entered into a Wage Agreement 
for the next four years, it was with 
the full consent of the trade union. 
We sat for four days continuously in 
Delhi and we saw to it that with the 
full consent and full agreement of 
workers, we were able to reach an 
agreement and we had seen that that 
agreement had been fully implement¬ 
ed. Last time, when I visited almost 
all the steel plants, I did not go to 
see the machines of the steel plants. 

T hag seen them earlier. But I 
wanted to nee the facilities provided 
there. I saw their hospitals, I saw 
their schools and I saw to it that in¬ 
debtedness was removed from the 
workers in these steel plants. I saw 
to it that the workers’ participation 
scheme is properly implemented and 
I am glad to say that this aspect has 
been taken care of in almost aU the 
undertakings and it is matter of 
great satisfaction for us. 

I would also say that so far as the 
Mines Department is concerend, my 
colleague, Shri Sukhdev Prasad, has 
made certain points and has mentioned 
about the progress in this field. The 
outgoing year has been a turning poiijt 
in the exploration and devdopment 
of non-ferrous metals. There was 
an increase of 30 pet cent over the 
earlier estimated plan outlay during 
the year. At the beginning of the- 
year, the estimate for the plan outlay 
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-was Rs. 91.0 crores reflecting the ac¬ 
celerated progress and development 
works. The actual expenditure during 
the year was Rs. 118.0 crores. The 
production of aluminium during 1975- 
76 has been higher and Jt is an all 
time record. It is 48 per cent over 
the production of 1974-'75. As it was 
mentioned here, vve were planning to 
import aluminium in this country and 
our valuable foreign exchange would 
have been spent. But at that time 
We said with confidence that now we 
were in a position that we would not 
only stop the import of aluminium 
but probably export also. Today 1 
om able to say that we are keeping 
up our word. This year India lias 
•exported more than twenty thousand 
tonnes of aluminium. 

Probably by tiie end of the year, 
we would be able to export much 
more because our production is picking 
up. BALCO is the only public sector 
undertaking in the country which has 
been commissioned to produce alumi¬ 
nium. In the very first ye.T of its 
production, its production is at a 
very satisfactory jpvel its quality 
is good. It has boon able t^ export EC 
grade aluminium to a couiiUy like 
Japan, which has been very much 
appreciated. We v/ould be able to 
commission the other units in BALCO 
subject to availability of power. 
Otherwise, the plant is ready. 

Coming to copper, production of 
blister copper during 1973-76 increas¬ 
ed by 51 per cent over that of 1974-75 
and of copper wire bars by about 50 
per cent. The production of zinc has 
been higher during 1975-76. an all 
time record. The increase in produc¬ 
tion during 1975-76 over 1974-75 Is 
26 per cent. The target of zinc pro¬ 
duction for the year 1976-77 is 48,000 
tonnes which is pbout 72 per cent over 
the production for 1975-76. Produc- 
tten of primary lead was also higher 
during 1975-76. 


We are fully conscious of the fact 
that production of non-ferrous metals 
is very important lor the industrial 
development of the country. We were ( 
not self-sufficient in it, but we are 
trying our best. Fortunately India 
today is placed in a veiy fortunate 
situation. As in the case of iron ore, 
we have discovered a very a vast 
reserve of high grade bauxite. Men¬ 
tion has been made about Crissa and 
Andhra areas having bauxite. Every¬ 
thing possible >s being dune. Only 
about SIX months back, MEC has 
been given a sp-scial grant of Rs. 30 
lakhs to intensify their mapping and 
exploration activities so that we can 
take advantage of this important 
mineral. Today many countries are 
keenly interested in having some kind 
of collaboration in setting up an alu¬ 
mina plant in our country. We will 
take about 16 months to reach a final 
conclusion about how much bauxite 
is available in our country. Taking 
into account our internal need, if 
necessary, we will see that in the 
interests of the country proper in¬ 
vestment is made. If collaboration om 
reasonable terms js a.'ailab’e. we 
would also enter into that. 

Reference have been made to small 
minerals like manganese, chromite, 
etc. Though they are small, thev are 
very important and the government 
is looking into the question whether 
private miners will be allowed to do 
the mining, whether there should be 
a better organisation to do it, what 
should be the policy, etc. Whatever 
decision is taken, it will be in the 
interests of the country and necessary 
steps will be taken. 

About copper, the question of 
Malanjkhand has been raised. Because 
we are deficient in copper, Malanj- 
Miand ftnd is very important. The 
content of copper is much higher. 
The reserve also is good. Therefore, 
the government has made a provision 
Of Rs. 3 crores for it, which is 
amount heeded for it. Enougli money 
will be made available, so that tbe 
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Malanjkhand niine is developed accor¬ 
ding to schedule and necessary steps 
will be taken. Therefore, ^re should 
be no misgiving in the minds of the 
hon, members on this score. 

There were certain points made 
by many MembCTs. It will be diffi¬ 
cult for me to go into the individual 
questions. I have tried to cover the 
general points which have been made 
by Members. But it is necessary that 
1 should dispel the doubts from the 
minds of the Members about certain 
things. I do not know whether I was 
able to dispel doubt from the mind 
of hon. Shri Haider because his whole 
speech was motivated and partisan. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER (Ausgram): That was for the 
good of the country. I expressed my 
view from the national point of view. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; We 
know much better what is the good 
of the country,. There should not be 
any mis understanding in your mind 
that only you know the good of the 
country and not we. 

1 would like to say that it is com¬ 
pletely wrong to say that the Govern¬ 
ment has given oP the policy of ex¬ 
panding the steel industry in the 
public sector and is handing it over 
to the benefit of the private sector 
or vested interests, as he has charged. 
It is a completely baseless charge nnd 
it should not go home. 

On the question of the trade union’s 
role, I have gone into that at length. 
Therefore, I do not want to take the 
valuable time of the House on tliat 
question. 

About certain allegations th.at some 
workers have been victimised, it is a 
fact that certain actions have been 
taken against a jfew dozen workers. 
He has mentioned the figures—6 at 
Durgapur, 8 to l2 at Rourkela, one at 
Bhilai—and it is a fact. We would do 
our best to look after the Welfare of 
the workers. We have taken certain 
important steps to see that workers 
work to their full satisfaction. Steel 
Plants will not run on the basis of 
only better management, better main¬ 
tenance of the machinery and better 


know-how. If they have to run 
satisfactorily, the most important thing 
is the human factor. The workers 
must feel satisfied and the workers 
must feel that it is an industry which 
is run with their cooperation, in their 
interest and in the country’s interest. 
That is what our efforts are. We 
want to create that climate not only 
in the steel industry but also all owmt 
the coimtry. I would say very frank¬ 
ly that il nuiliv. .‘.Li, uiui-.sj(.3ai uiid 
disruptive elements want to do their 
politics, want to disrupt the produc¬ 
tion of steel plants and also want to 
damage the valuable machinery of 
steel plants and if they go on doing 
that, then in the interest of i**" 
dustry and necessary discipline, action 
will be taken and will have to be 
taken. But we have been very 
careful. in taking such action I 
have told the General Managers 
that Emergency should not be 
used like bull-dozer.<!. Emergency 
has given us an opportunity where a 
new sense of di-'-cipline, new kind of 
determination and new atmosphere 
have been created in the country. We 
have to make use of that and W6 
should see that that characteristic 
should become part of our habits 
and our national character. We 
do not want tp take the help 
of the Police; we do not want to 
take advantage of the rules and regu¬ 
lations in the factory. Several times, 
these hon. Members rnet me and I 
have explained the position to them. 
T would again like to assure them that 
individual ca.se.s will be looked 
and if any in.iustice has been done tp 
anv worker, that will be rectified I 
will say that no worker will be victi¬ 
mised because of any attitude of vin¬ 
dictiveness or because of any wrong 
understanding on the part of ® 
management. 


SHRI MOHAMMAD ISMAIL: He 
las not replied about JK Aluminium. 

SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV; In 
pite of our best efforts, 
ninium factory could not start I 
VHy aware of the agony of t^ 
eers who have been rendered idle. 
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[Shri Chandrajit Yadav] 

unemployed for almost a year, per¬ 
haps more ffean that.

Sir, we Have looked in that ques¬ 
tion. We took a decision. Certain 
concessions wer© given, so that that 
plant was given some help which it 
needed, so that they should be able 
to start. Really speaking, they went 
in for a loan; and the loan was not 
granted to them; and that is why there 
is delay. I have talked to the Finance 
Minister; I have talked to the T/Iinis* 
ter of Industry and on the 22nd May 
their application for loan is coming 
up again for reconsideration and we 
have agreed that the loan will be pro¬ 
vided. And we will see to it that the 
factory opens and that the maximum 
number of workers who have been 
rendered idle, go back to their work. 
Suitable steps will be taken. (Inter¬ 
ruptions). So far as the expansion 
question is concerned, as I had said, 
this study is being made. 1 know 
that to-day if we have to go in for 
a greater production of steel, the first 
problem, in my opinion, will be the 
expansion of the existing plants 
where the possibilities are there. That 
will be cheaper as also in the interests 
of the country. The second point is 
that we have already commissioned 
three important DPRs for the south¬ 
ern plants. So far as Salem is con¬ 
cerned, I would like to inform 
Mr. Alagesan that we are fully seiz¬ 
ed of the situation. It is being con¬ 
sidered at the highest level. We are 
facing certain difficulties, but money 
will be made available and at least 
the work will start; and necessary 
money will be made available for the 
Salem steel plant. So far as the other 
plants are concerned, as soon as we 
get the survey reports and the finan¬ 
cial position allows us to Invest, ne¬ 
cessary steps win be taken. Some 
lea^bility reports have also been 
made in regard to those areas where 
iKm ore is available in abundance. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
What about your promise regarding 
..|p)^ansion of Bourkela? 


SHRI CHANDRAJIT YADAV: 
Perhaps the hon. Member did not 
listen to me when 1 said that when 
the expansion programme takes place, 
the existing plants will get first prio¬ 
rity. (Interruption). In regard to 
Rourkela, already certain important 
expansion programmes are going on; 
CRGO and other special steels are 
really going to be produced at Rour¬ 
kela and a kind of expansion is in 
progress there. So far as mild steel is 
concerned, it will depend upon the 
availabilit 3 ' of resources. We are our¬ 
selves keen that our steel industry 
should develop as fast as possible; 
but certainly it depends on many fac¬ 
tors. 

I would be failing in my duty if I 
do not refer to the Chasnala tragedy, 
though this House has discussed it in 
detail. It was a very major tragedy. 
Our hearts go out to the families of 
the victims. We are trying to help 
those families to the maximum possi¬ 
ble extent; and many important steps 
were taken so far as the Chasnala 
relief work was concerned. Ex-gratia 
grants were made to each family. I 
am not going to repeat it. The com¬ 
pensation, according to the old rules, 
was only Rs. 10,000. Now we have 
amended the rules. Instead of 
Rs. 10,000, every workers’s family 
will get at least Rs. 21,000. Besides 
that, we have also seen to it that we 
provide one employment to every 
such family.' IISCO offered employ¬ 
ment to 346 dependents. 283, includ¬ 
ing 110 widows, had availed of this 
offer. 49 offers were made by other 
organisations. 

Till 1975-76. a sum of Rs. 38 lakhs 
has been received in the Chasnala 
Emergency Fund. This amount is be¬ 
ing utilized as follows. Where no 
widow member of the affected family 
can avail of the employment oflter, an 
amount of Rs. 10,000 should be provi¬ 
ded for the family and put fa fixed 
deposit. First w© are offering emp¬ 
loyment. But, because of old age or 
beceuse there are children, If they afe 
not able to take advantage 
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offer, then we will give Rs. 10,000 to 
each family. Then we provide 
Rs. 5,000 per family for construction 
and repair of their residential acco¬ 
mmodation. 

Of the three officers’ families, two 
were entitled to get Rs. 1 lakh each 
from the Group Insurance Scheme of 
LtIC. The third officer was not con¬ 
firmed and so his family was not 
entitled to such compensation. There¬ 
fore, from this fund we have provided 
Rs. 30,000 to be paid to this particular 
family. 

Each such family will be granted 
Rs. 10,000 for education of children, 
to be put in long-term fixed deposit. 
The Government of Bihar is providing 
0.04 acres per family in Bihar for the 
construction of a house and a further 
ex gratia amount of Rs. 1,000 for 
each family. They would also provide 
employment in the State Government 
Departments and Undertakings to the 
dependents who are 18 years of age, 
and provide educational facilities to 
the dependents. 

Under the Coal Mines Fatal and 
Serious Accidents Benefit Scheme, an 
allowance of. Rs. 75 per month is lo be 
paid to the widow for a period of five 
years. If the allowance is to be paid 
to a dependent other than a widow, 
then it is Rs. 50. Then. Rs. 15 per 
month will be paid for five years for 
each child of school-going age, and 
its revision is under consideration. 

It is proposed to extend the free 
medical treatment in the hospitals of 
coal mines welfare organisations to 
wives, wholly dependents, unmarried 
chidren up to 21 years and dependent 
parents. 

■ To encourage re-marriage of widows. 
It is proposed to remove the condition 
that the widows will become ineligible 
tor family pension and monthly 
idowance if they marry.

welfare inspector.-; have been posted 
to attend to the problems of women 
particular. 

A ma,:c: part of the relief and 
rehabilitation has been completed. 
Members of the affected families have 
recovered from the initial shocks. 
Now we are trying to sec that these 
families are helped as much as possi¬ 
ble. 

Here I would like lo express my 
gratitude to the various organisations 
and individuals all over the world who 
came forward lo help the alTected 
people and gave money very generous¬ 
ly to the Committee which was formed 
under m*' •hnirmans’iip for the ’•elief 
work of tlieac families. We were rble 
to get Rs. 38 lakhs for this fund. The 
hon. Mem' er, Shri D.im.odar Pancley 
himself came and prc&e.ded a cheque 
for Rs. 3.8 lakhs to this fund. We 
hope that the other organisations which 
promised us help will also come for¬ 
ward with their help and that the 
entire money will be used for the 
benefit of the affected families in 
various ways. 

With these words, I would again 
like to say that I am grateful for the 
very friendly words which have been 
spoken here, which will go a long 
way to give encouragement not only 
to the officers in my Ministry but also 
to the workers and officers who are 
working at the plant level, because of 
whose really good work and contri¬ 
bution We have been able to make 
this progress. We are fully conscious 
of the Important role this Ministry 
and the steel industry has to play in 
the reconstruction and development 
of our country in its march towards 
progress. I would like to assure the 
bon. Members that whatever sugges¬ 
tions they have given here will ^ot 
go unnoticed. We will look into them 
and see that steps are taken for the 
implementation of those suggestions. 

With these words, I reauest that the 
House may pass the Demands.

since we discussed the Demands of 
this Ministry. 


maintain the rule of law in this coun¬ 
try or administration of justice in 
this country. 


From the point of view of the 
common people in this country, the 
record of this Ministry during 1975-76 
has been a shattering experience.

[Shri Bhagwat Jha Azad in the Chair] 

This Ministry, from its own point 
of view, according to me, has made a 
unique contribution, of subverting the 
rule of law in this country, of closing 
the doors of justice to the people and 
of devaluing the judiciary itself and 
strengthening the stronghold of mono¬ 
poly capital and the private sector in 
this country. The activities of this 
Ministry have shown hesitancy and 
acts of indecisimi in protecting and 
furthering the rights of the people, 
but it has been strident in its efforts 
in taking away the peoples rights. 

During the year under review, this 
Ministry, according to us, has subs¬ 
tantially assisted in polluting the 
stream of justice by being a party to 
the framing of various lawless laws 
like the MISA Amendment Act, Elec¬ 
tion Law Amendment Act and the 
Constitution , (39th Amendment) Act 

i» densdng justice to the people 
nhiat we find today it how the Slinis- 
Iry ed Ldw and Jf<lltlee i# to 


In the context of the emergency^ 
the situation today in this country is 
such that the very basis of the consti¬ 
tutional set-up has been rudely shaken. 
The people have“~ no fundamental 
rights which they can exercise so long: 
as emergency continues. Fundamental 
rights have become unenforceable am 
the Directive Principles of the State 
Polic.’i' are. So far as people are con¬ 
cerned, now this Ministry has got the 
unenviable distinction of instructing 
the law officers to argue before the 
highest court in this country that peo¬ 
ple have no right of life nor any right 
of personal liberty. That argument 
has been accepted by the Supreme 
Court by the majority of the judge* 
who constituted the bench as a result 
of which all sections of people in this 
country have come under the complete 
mercy of the executive. So far tm 
workers, trade unions, students and 
teachers are concerned, everybody has 
come under the complete mercy of the 
executive. 


Today, we do not know, we are not 
told how many people are detained 
under MXSA, how mai^r people haver

Z will give you a concrete example. A 
Member of thi& House, Mr. Noorul 
Huda has been detained under MISA. 
In his case, grounds of detention were 
given. I had the opportunity of argu¬ 
ing the habeas corpus case before the 
Assam High Court. The Chief Justice 
asked the Advocate-General in the 
open court, “How do you support this 
illegal detention?" He did not argue 
on merit. He almost conceded that 
it was an illegal detention. His only 
imint was that habeas corpus was not 
maintainable in this country during 
the emergency. The Chief Justice re¬ 
served the judgment because the 
matter was being argued before the 
Supreme Court. Now, our Supreme 
Court has decided that even mala fide 
detention cannot be challenged before 
a court of law. Even if the Police 
say, “Because you are not giving bribe 
to me, I shall arrest you”, under MISA 
even that type of detention orders 
cannot be challenged in this country. 
Even detention on a mistaken basis 
cannot be challenged in this country. 
How this Ministry has ably assisted 
the subversion of the rule of law in 
this country. 

I feel it is tragic in this country 
that even in Independent India, we do 
not possess greater rights of personal 
liberty and freedom, which we had 
during the alien rule. In the name 
of emergency because of the so-called 
threat to the internal security of the 
country, what was given to us even 
during the alien rule is now being 
denied supposedly for economic pros- 
'lerity, bringing about discipline in the 
country, for ruiming of trains and even 
family planning. What is, therefore, 
the right and remedy of the citizens 
of <this country? How long is this 
state of affairs to continue? 

t dipuld have thought that this 
Iffnistry would try to And out how 
in the case of Emergency to 
tiifotict the ihinimum rii^ts of the 
TocEky,*^ ffeie right of aisocia- 


gone. 1 have no right even to go to 
anybody and make a grievance of it. 
The way this Ministry has worked 
towards denuding the people of their 
rights, according to me, provides an 
example of how working estensibly 
under a constitutional set-up, the 
Constitution itself can be wrecked. 
When. I say, the Constitution is being 
wrecked because of the minimum 
constitutional rights of the citizens of 
this country, I am not speaking for 
conferment of rights on black-mar¬ 
keteers. profiteers and manipulators 
of foreign exchange. If you want 
special laws for them, you have them 
although, in principle, I am against 
the Preventive Detention law. 

What about the common people in 
the country?, Can anybody say that 
the MISA is not being abused? Why 
don’t you tell us, how many people 
are detained under the MISA? Then„ 
we will be able to judge whether you 
are misusing the draconian powers or 
not. We do not know what is this 
Ministry doing. “If you go through the 
Report of this Ministry, you will find 
it is nothing but a catalogue of non¬ 
descript and dubious achievements. 
There is no indication of the policies 
and programmes of this Ministry. 
There is no indication how it seeks 
to implement if it has any policy. In 
this Report, just some figures have 
been given here and there. It makes 
such an un-exciting reading, a boring 
reading. 

We find, about a very important item- 
which is agitating the people’s mind,, 
no reference has been made in thia 
Report, that is, judicial reform,. 
Everybody, today, is talkinif about 
judicial reforrn. We know of law’s 
delays; we know of arrears of cases 
in courts; we know that there is a 
great demand for simplification of 
procedural laws. You wiH not fln<# 
the Slightest indication iii this Import 
of so miany pages that any t^u^t hr 
being cipplied in this reaped;, how, 
cure thjis malady and vidiai. st^ hfil'. 
being 'to 6f la^‘' 
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of justice. The only thing they have 
done is that they have prepared a 
draft of the Civil Procedure Code 
which was kept in the Select Com¬ 
mittee for months and a report sub¬ 
mitted. As to when it is coming up 
for discussion and passing by this 
House, we do not know. But signi¬ 
ficantly nothing has been indicated 
as to how short term relief can 

be given to the ordinary people in 
this country. 

I request the hon. Members to realise 
that not very man.v people in this 
country can afford to go to the courts 
of law just for the sake of luxury. 
There are litigations which rich people 
indulge in to avoid their liabilities and 
to fight among themselves to get con¬ 
trol over the companies, vindictively 
to take proceedings against them. 
But by and large, the majority of the 
people of this country, at least those 
who go to the writ jurisdiction, do not 
go to the courts for the sake of the 
love of litigation. They go there to 
get some sort of protection against the 
repressive executive action or against 
dismissal by private employers or for 
asserting Iheir right of protesting 
against illegal retrenchment. What 
are you trying to do to help these 
people? They constitute the highest 
single block of litigants in the coun¬ 
try’. Don’t make a blanket criticism 
that only rich people go to the courts 
and try to get assistance. 

I am, therefore, saying that this 
Ministry’s Report does not indicate 
what is intended to be done, whether 
they have any policy or programme at 
all in this regard. This House passed 
the Thirty-Eighth and the Thirty- 
Ninth -Constitution Amendments for 
which the credit has been claimed by 
the Ministry under which the execu¬ 
tive and some individuals in the coun¬ 
try have been put above law. But not a 
single law has been passed during 
1976-76 which will help the ordinary 
citizens to approach the courts and 
to get speedy justice in an inexpen¬ 
sive manner. Not a single legislation 
has been but when you -had 

to glye lei^latiw s^deld to spmejbo^, 


you were very prompt in coming up 
with it and doing it. Therefore, my 
request to the Ministry is that instead 
of joining in the chorus of blanket 
criticism of the Judiciary in this 
country and sometimes master-mind- 
ing it. one should have expected con¬ 
structive legislative action from this 
Ministry which, I say, they have failed 
to do abjectly. 

There are several Departments of 
this Ministry. One is the Legislative 
Department. It hag been given the 
change for framing schemes for pro¬ 
viding legal aid to the poor. This has 
become a matter of mere joke. When 
the larger sections of the people in 
this country are below the poverty 
line, when the ordinary and common 
people are victims of repression— 
both Executive and private—no 
scheme has till today been framed 
for grant of legal aid to the poor. We 
are saturated with promises and pro¬ 
mises. Every time we put questions, 
stock answers are given that the.y are 
being considered and some scheme 
will be evolved. Krishna Iyer Com¬ 
mittee’s report was .submitted as 
early as in May 1973 but except that 
it is gathering dust in the archives of 
this Ministry, nothing has been done. 
Exercises are supposed to be going on, 
for how long I don’t know. In three 
years they could not come up with a 
scheme for providing legal aid to the 
poor. 

Now, for whom am I advocating 
this legal aid? It is for persons who 
are victims of wrongful dismissals, 
persons who are denied of their trade 
union rights, persons evicted from 
land—the tillers of land and others— 
Government employees who have lost 
their jobs without an enquiry being 
held, etc. What have you done for 
these people. Under the Emergency, 
you are exercising so many powers, 
why don’t you take steps for reducing 
stamp duty for fllUng t>articular typ^s 
of cases like these?, A dismissed 
worker can hardly afford to pay stamp 
duty. Not that this country has no 
exaniple in this respect: when the 
WanOhpo cotnmiB^oh' was set up In 
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[Shri SonmBth Chatterjee] 

West Bengal, the West Bengal Gov- 
«rnment did away with the require* 
ment of paying stamp duty in cases of 
defamation only. Because the Minis¬ 
ters were afraid that charges will be 
made against them before the Wan- 
choo Commission, the stamp duty was 
done away with only in cases of defa* 
mation, just before the Wanchoo Com¬ 
mission was to sit. This is the way 
you are thinking of giving relief. You 
are anxious to give relief to your 
Ministers. I don’t make any allega¬ 
tions against them, but they had to 
be shielded against charges of corrup¬ 
tion and therefore you did away with 
the requirement of paying stamp duty. 
But you did not remove the stamp 
duly for anything else. I know that 
you stock answer will be that it is a 
State matter. But in so many cases 
you are giving advice to the States. 
Advice almost in the nature of man¬ 
dates is being given from Delhi, so 
why don’t you do that, for they are 
all your own Chief Minister? 


So, this minimum thing is not being 
done, on the other hand, we are 
seeing the ‘tamasha’ that is going on 
all over the country. OfRciaUy spon¬ 
sored Law Conferences are being held 
ostensibly to discuss how to provide 
legal aid to the poor, and the State 
Governments are flnancing the Law 
Conferences. As I said on the last 
occasion (you may correct me if I am 
wrong), Rs. 2 lakhs were given by the 
Government of West Bengal for the 
Law Conference to discuss provision 
of legal aid to the poor, in Calcutta. 
Again, I am told (I am always open 
to correction because I have no per¬ 
sonal knowledge) that Rs. 30,000 were 
spent by the organisers only to provide 
air fare to the participants and VIPs 
who were to address the conference, 
^legates were provided with Lunches 
and Tea at Ra.j Bhavan and Dinner at 
Hotels etc. 1 don’t mind their having 
a nice time, but let them enjoy with 
their own money. So, all these 
411^8 are going on supposedly for 
framing schones for giving legal aid 


to the poor—^which is not forthcoming- 
You don’t have people who will come 
forward and support these unfortunate 
persons who are to take recourse to 
law in times of difficulty, you have no 
schemes to help them and you have 
no set of lawyers as such to help^ 
them—unless they are individually in¬ 
terested. 

Therefore, I am saying that thia 
Government owes an explanation to 
the people. Please don’t take the 
people for a ride indefinitely. If you 
want to do it, tell the people, other¬ 
wise say that they will have to fend 
for themselves. 

Another aspect of this Legislative 
Department is about framing of laws 
and publication of laws. They have 
spoken very highly of their great 
achievement in preparing and printing 
the India Code. But it is so heavy 
that nobody can use it. I am sure 
Mr. Muhammad does not use it him¬ 
self. 

Apart from that, the greatest diffi¬ 
culty of the ordinary lawyers in this 
country is the non-availability of 
cheaper editions of law. Even the 
statutory laws are not available and 
the rules and regulations framed 
thereunder are not available to the 
people. Many times laws are violat¬ 
ed due to ignorance of them because 
even practising lawyers do not get 
copies of them. This is a matter 
which needs immediate attention. 

* 

Another point is about the court of 
justice. This is No. 3 serially in this 
Report. But out of this whole Re¬ 
port, only three pages have been 
allotted to the Department of Justice. 

I say that the allotment of only three 
pages is quite in keeping with the 
present position of the Judiciary 
which, da^Tby day, is being degraded 
and is becoming more and more im¬ 
portant by restraints—some Consti¬ 
tutional, some leidsiative and 8om» 
self-imposed. Today thers Is no de^ 
nylng ^ fact that it is the common 
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impression o£ the people of this coun* 
try that our Judiciary has become 
subservient to the Executive. Start- 
ipg with the appointment o£ medio- 
cres on the Bench, non-confirmation 
of Additional Judges after having 
satisfactory discharged their duties 
and functions*—like Justice Agarwal of 
the Delhi High Court and Justice 
Lalit of the Bombay High Court— 
there is no question about the way 
they have discharged their functions 
as Judges, but only because they 
were found to be inconvenient, they 
have not been confirmed; then, there 
is supersession of Judges without any 
reason and the making of Chief Jus- 
tice-shfp a matter of patronage of 
the Executive, and by offering post- 
hetirement benefits to these Judges, 
the Government has been able to 
successfully interfere with and affect 
the independence of the Judiciary of 
this country. 

Today, the complaint of the common 
people who have to go to the courts 
to get relief is not that the Judges are 
over-zealous to help them. The com¬ 
plaint is that there is lack of a vigo¬ 
rous exercise of the judicial power of 
the Judges. We are complaining of the 
timidity and subservience of the 
Judiciary when they are faced with 
an Executive decision. It seems that 
the Judiciary today is instilled with 
a sense of ' Executive infallibility, 
that is the tragedy of this country. 

The other day I wag reading the 
Foreward of the Law Minister Mr. 
Gokhlae (who is not here to¬ 
day) in the Commemorative Edi¬ 
tion of the Constitution of 

India, 1973. He said that the faith 

of the people of India in the Constitu¬ 
tion is because of the fact that the 
humblest people can go to courts of 
law and get rid of any wrong or ille¬ 
gal Executive order. So now the very 
batis of the people’s faith in the Con¬ 
stitution is being taken away by all 
sorts of law. You are maldng the 
Judiciary a more and more useless 
method of getting for the ordi¬ 

nary people of this country. There- 
Um, tt I said on an earlier occaition. 


please leave the Executive and the 
Judiciary alone and let them dis¬ 
charge their duties according to the 
Constitutional mandates and law. 

There is another very serious ques¬ 
tion wnica has cropped up. The^ie is 
a strong rumour—I would request tie 
hon. Minister to tell us if they have 
decided on this—that a large number 
of judges of the High Courts in this 
country will be transferred from one 
pJace to another. 1 would like to 
know whether there is any basis for 
this rumour and if .so, how many 
judges are going to be transferred 
and what will be the criteria for 
selecting the judges for transfer— 
unless it will be by way of punish¬ 
ment. 

A large number of vacancies in the 
High Courts are remaining unfilled 
for a number of years. On the one 
side you are complaining against the 
arrears of cases which are not dispos¬ 
ed of in High Courts. But there are 
a large number of vacancies remain¬ 
ing unfilled and, surprisingly, not a 
single word has been said in the re¬ 
port as to how many vacancies are 
there. Why is it that this Govern¬ 
ment cannot even fill up these vacan¬ 
cies? In the Calcutta High Court, 
six permanent vacancies are there and 
nothing is being done to fill them up. 
What then is the solution for reducing 
the number of arrears of pending 
cases? There is nothing mentioned 
here. I am not holding a brief for the 
judiciary. I find many shortcomings 
in the judiciary, but I would certain¬ 
ly, in the absence of a better alter¬ 
native, try to see that even the limi¬ 
ted confidence that the people have 
got in the present judicial set-up is 
not shaken. 

Coming to elections, not a single 
word has been written in this report 
as to what has happened to the Joint 
Committee’s report on election law. 
It was almost a unanimous report of 
all the political parties; the majority 
of the Members were Congressmen. 
Mr. Gokbale was a party to this re¬ 
port—the report on election law. 
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Nothing has been said here as to what 
has been done so far as thi^f report is 
concerned. There seems to be no 
proposal to bring about changes in 
the election law. We know how elec¬ 
tions are being held in diflerent parts 
of the country. I do not want to go 
into that becau.se that is well known. 

So far as the Depairtment of Com¬ 
pany Affairs is concerned, today a 
very great responsibility is there on 
the Company Law Board, the func¬ 
tionary of the Central Government, in 
carrying out the various m-ovisions of 
the Act. I am prepared to give the 
Company Law Board a J'urth'-r period 
of trial. They have g ven these 
powers to the Comp-ony I.;nv Board 
after taking awav the powers from 
the court. The Comjiany Law Board 
may lake time to svitie oowa in their 
work. It appears that they tue doing 
their duties .'-atisfoctoiily. But I 
would request the hen. Minister to 
see that Benches of the Company Law 
Board are set up at dillereni centres 
in liKtia, and the consUtution of this 
Boaid should be such as to inspire 
the fuLest confidence of the people; 
not only people from the Executive 
s,hou!d be there, as assured by Mr. 
GoxLale in thi;; du.'ing the 

deliberations m the Select C.ommittee, 
people \v Li .legal backmound should 
be take.n. 

With regard to sole selling agency, 
the Reserve Bank’s report of January 
1976 says that payment of commission 
to sole selling agents was made to the 
extent of Rs. 100.8 crores in 1972-74, 
and there is no reduction. Although 
some ban has been put in respect of 
some industries, it should be seen 
that it is more vigorously exercised 
and there is a greater check on the 
selling agency agreements being san¬ 
ctioned. 

Cost audit is very important. I 
would request the hon. Minister to see 
that cost audit is made mandatory 
iti as many industries and companies 
as possibte. 


I find that there are arrears in dlc- 
posal of cases like prosecution, investt- 
gation and inspection. These are 
matters which should be expedited. 
I have not got the time to go into th® 
details, 1 would only ^ay this tbat 
these are very important matters 
which need to be looked into. In 
MRTP functioning, many things which 
are desirable and which should have 
been done have not been done. 

By and large, so far as this Minis¬ 
try is concerned, today our grievance 
IS that it has failed to stand by the 
people in maintaining their minimal 
rights under the Constitution. Mr. 
Kokhale has spoken in New York that 
habeas corpus applications are still 
maintainable. We do not know. I 
would request the hon. Minister to 
tell us whether Government is think¬ 
ing of going to larger Bench of the 
Supreme Cout, so that this question 
can be settled. 

With these words, I oppose the 
Demands for Grants.

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chat- 
rapur); Mr. Chairman, Sir, my good 
friend, ShriSomnath Chatterjec, while 
speaking on the Demands lor Grants 
of the Law Ministry referred to sub¬ 
jects which really relate to the Minis¬ 
try of Home Affairs. He said that 
this Ministry is responsible for sub¬ 
version of democracy and subversion 
of Fundamental Rights relating to free¬ 
dom and so on. I would like to sub¬ 
mit that this Ministry is not an econo¬ 
mic Ministry; it has no achievements 
to boast of; it has only mentioned 
the work it did; not that it has to get 
compliments and bouquets of the 
House. All the Acts that were draft¬ 
ed by the Ministry and the advice 
that they rendered and ther facts 
have been mentioned in the Report. 
As I said, it is not an economic Minis¬ 
try, no achievements are there to be 
proud of. Therefore, it will not be 
correct to say that. 

My friend also went on voicing his 
objection and opposition to MISA. 
He spoke on the MISA amendment 
Bill and he expressed his views frank¬ 
ly and thoroughly. I also expt^sed 
my views frankly, freely and fcree- 
fully. I agree that MISA is- not a 


aio 

pleasant measure, it is a very unplea¬ 
sant measure, but it had to be brought 
in the circumstances that exist today, 
Emergency had to be imposed by the 
President because of the political and 
economic turmoil in the country. 
Had no emergency been proclaimed, 
we do not know, what would have 
happened to the country? The oppo¬ 
sition leaders had openly proclaimed 
that they would paralyse the Govern- 
ment and start nation-wide disobedi- 
ence movement. In that case, what 
would have happened to the country? 
There would have been chaos and 
anarchy in this country. Emergency, 
therefore, had to be imposed. In the 
present case, the emergency is because 
of internal distrurbances, the provi¬ 
sions have to be more stringent and 
more harsh. 1 said so earlier also. 
When the emergency is because of 
1 ' eternal threats, we know the enemy 
aru’ wv know the borders where from 
the attack could come, but where 
the emergency is due to internal dis- 
(urhrDces, we do not know, who is a 
friend and who is a toe. Therefore, 
strong measures have to bo taken. It 
is veny unpleasant indeed; I do not 
y that it is pleasant, but we have to 
pul up with it in view of the pre¬ 
vailing circumstances. 

When the emergency is in force, the 
President issues notification under 
Articles 359 of the Constitution the 
enforcement of the fundamental rights 
are suspended. The latest Supreme 
Court judgement has indicated that 
when Articles 21 and 22 are suspend- 
ed. no writ of habeas corpus can lie. 
This is the slate of affairs. Knowing 
that full well, my friend is expressing 
his views in this House. However, he 
has the freedom to do so. 

As I said, I only want to mention the 
correct position. It is not correct to 
say that this Ministry is responsible 
for any of these things like subversion 
of democracy and all that. I jifStify 
the imposition of emetegney, i justify 
the MISA amendment Bill which was 
moved in January. Therefore, there is 
no question of subvmlon of d^ocria- 
ny.'' J&nergency ^ould continue. 
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[Shri Jagannath Rao] 

Shri Somnath Chatterjee also spoke 
about judicial reforms. 1 agree that 
justice should be made less expensive 
and that speedier justice should be 
available. The court fees, of course, ip 
a major source of revenue to the State 
Governments. I raised this subject 
two years ago while speaking on ihe 
Demands of this Ministry and I know, 
the Law Minister wrote to the Chief 
Ministers, but to no effect. The Chief 
Ministers naturally did not agree. 
May 1 now request the Tiaw Minister 
to request the Prime Minister to ad¬ 
dress the Chief Minister.s and I am 
sure, they will agree? Whatever 
revenue they will lose by reduction of 
court fee, they can make up by fresh 
taxation on other items, but reduction 
of court fee is very necessary. 

Another thing that I would like to 
submit is that the courts should be 
decentralised. Let the courts be estab. 
lished at Taluk headquarters at least, 
if not at block level. Andhra Pradesh 
has done that. Let the Munsif court 
be established at all the Taluk head¬ 
quarters and let them deal with the 
criminal cases also, so that this dicho. 
tomy between rural and urban areas 
would go and some lawyers would 
and settle down in those areas and 
justice would become cheaper. It i.'s 
very expensive to bring a witness to a 
city because the witnesses have to be 
treated lavishly. It is difficult for a 
client to do that. I would request the 
Law Minister to consider this. 

This Ministry is also incharge of 
Official Language Commission. It is a 
pity that till today, the Constitution of 
India has not been translated into all 
the regional languages. From the Re¬ 
port, I find that only in some langu¬ 
ages, it has been translated and for 
some languages, partly the script has 
come. The people should know what 
the Constitution stands for. They 
Mtould know about the socio-economic 
idiUosophy the Constitution, v^at 
file fundament^ ri^ts mean to them, 


and the scope of the Directive Princi¬ 
ples. The amendments that we pro¬ 
pose to bring should also be translated 
into the regional languages and we- 
should go to the block level to explain 
the same to the people. > 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Before amendment or after? 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Our party 
has set up a Committee. The Com¬ 
mittee has drafted some amendments. 
1 am talking of those amendments. 
This would enable us to go to the peo¬ 
ple and thus make these democratic 
institutions more participative than.... 
representative. 

There are so many vacancies of 
judges in the High Court which have 
to be filled. These vacancies have 
been lying vacant since long. I do 
not know the difficulty of the Gov¬ 
ernment in this regard. There are 49 
or 50 vacancies. These should be 
filled in qurcTcTy so that arrears do 
not accumulate. 

The judges of one High Court should 
be transferred to another High Court. 

I do not agree with my friend.... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: I 
said that there should be some criteria 
unles.^ it is for giving punishment. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO; It is not a 
punishment. A judge of the Delhi 
High Court has been posted as the 
Chief Justice of the Orissa High Court. 
Justice Ansari of the Delhi High Court 
has been posted as the Chief Justice of 
J. & K. High Court. Likewise puisne 
judges of one High Court should be 
transferred io other High Courts. The 
judges should be transferred to other 
States so that they should have a dear 
mind. This would add to the efficiencv 
of the judicial administration. 

Whatever amendments the Govern¬ 
ment wants to bring In the Election 
Law that should be brought forth well 
in time before the election takes plaw 
so that people know where they stand 
and what the law is. 
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This Ministry has gained respectabi¬ 
lity because it has become a Ministey 
of Justice and also Company Affairs 
and equally so its responsibility has 
increased which it has to discharge. 
Therefore, I would appeal to the Minis¬ 
ter through you that this Ministry 
should be more active, more dynamic 
to see that things are done. For inst¬ 
ance, Legal Aid to the Poor scheme has 
not yet come out. It has not been fina¬ 
lised. We have been talking about it 
for years. Let it come in whatever 
shape you like. Something should 
come out so that the people may 
know Where they stand. 

I would talk about the drafting of 
the Bill. I .«!houId not be misunder¬ 
stood when I say that the level of 
drafting has come down not only at 
the Central level but also at the State 
level. I do not entirely blame the 
Ministry for the fall in the standard of 
drafting. It niay be that the concerned 
Ministry may not be clear in its mind 
as to what principle should be incor¬ 
porated in the Bill and on what lines 
it should be drafted or whatever it may 
be. When the Bill is introduced, we 
find every clause is amended by the 
time we receive the Bill and we begin 
to speak. Massive amendments are 
carried out. This should not happen. 

I hope timely action will be taken by 
the Goveimment and also the sister 
ministries and this Ministry will see 
that the level of drafting goes up as 
in the past so that nobody can say that 
there is any lacuna in the Bills. 

By and large there is not much of 
criticism against the Ministry. But 
what I have said. i said. I .support the 
demands of the Ministry. 

MR, CHAIRMAN; Shri D. K. 
Panda. 

Shri D. K. Panda rose— 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMl (Gauhati): I-et me make a 
yequest. I have got a meeting of the 
informal Consultative committee. H 
you agree and if PM* permit, I may 
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speak before him. I think you w'ill 
have no objection. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Why do you say., 
if I permit you? 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: I do not want to encroach 
upon his right. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; There is no en¬ 
croachment. You may speak. Shri 
D. K. Panda may speak afterwards. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI (Gauhati); I rise to suport 
the Demands for Grants of the Minis¬ 
try of Law and Justice. Mr. Som- 
nath Chatterjee has raised a number 
of points and I will not go into them 
just now. From the beginning of this 
session, he has been raising, such 
points and we have replied to them 
times without number in this House. 
If I join issue with him it will just 
be repeating the earlier arguments 
and time will not permit that. But 
I will reiterate the arguments which 
we have advanced in earlier cases 
whenever guch questions were raised. 
He has raised some important issues. 
There is one subject of legal aid to 
the poor with which I have been very 
much concerned. The task of the’ 
Law Ministry is not merely to for¬ 
mulate laws for the country or to 
bring in legislations to be passed, but 
law is an instrument of social change- 
and economic change. When they 
make laws they should also see to' 
it that these are implemented faith¬ 
fully, that a climate or atmosphere is 
created in which laws are imple¬ 
mented and that the benefit of these 
laws goes to the common man for 
whom these laws are really made. It 
is not that Parliament or S^tate Legis¬ 
latures have not passed laws. The 
Parliament has passed laws; the^State 
Legislatures have passed laws. *Tliey 
have passed a number of laws. But 
the point is, the benefit bus not gone 
to tite conmum man. The fruits have 
Sipt reached the common man. There 
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fShri Dinesh Chandra Goswami] 

are two main defects here which I 
would like to point out. Number 
one is lack of awareness and num¬ 
ber two is assertiveness on their part. 
They do not know what type of bene¬ 
ficial laws have been passed for them. 
He does not take the benefits of such 
laws. Even after the ushering in of 
the 20 point programme of cur res¬ 
pected Prime Minister, a number of 
laws have been passed on bonded 
labour and rural indebtedness. A 
survey was carried out which reveal¬ 
ed that 90 per cent of villagers do 
not know about these things. The 
beneficial effects of such laws do 
go to the people to whom '.hey are 
intended. Vested interests and other 
interested persons exploit the situa¬ 
tion and they look to their own in¬ 
terests with the result that these 
people suffer from their lack of as¬ 
sertiveness. Even if they know the 
law, they do not have the machinery 
and the resources by which they can 
fight or go to a court of law. There¬ 
fore, what I‘ suggest to the Ministry 
of Law is this. Apart from all the 
other legislative programmes, he 
should bestow attention on legisla¬ 
tion regarding legal aid to the poor. 
It is unfortunate that these things 
are debated times without number in 
different forums. Today the Climate 
is very good. Mr. Chalterjee com¬ 
plained about lawyers’ conference. 
My experience is this. The legal 
community has come forward. They 
have assured us that they have got 
all intentions to provide legal aid to 
the poor. But it is not possible to 
provide legal aid merely on volun¬ 
tary basis in a vast country like ours. 
Today I know that Madhya Pradesh 
Government has passed laws or exe¬ 
cutive action, by which people earn¬ 
ing less than a certain amount can 
get legal aid. West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment has passed laws in the case of 
Scheduled . Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. But no uniform law applica- 
bte t^pugKput "The country has been 
Mid' it i)S time thjit we pass 
sudi a IfigislatioA. I therefore appeal 


to the Minister that he should im¬ 
mediately take steps to bring com¬ 
prehensive legislation regarding legal 
aid. Today certain legal aid is given 
in respect of criminal cases. As 
practising lawyer, it is my experience 
that whenever lawyers are engaged 
for defending such persons, these 
cases go to inexperienced persons. For 
effective implementation of this legal 
aid provision, they should associate 
persons with experience, persons, with 
talent. If you leave things to volun¬ 
tary organisations alone, these may 
not work. Therefore, I would request 
, the Ministry of Law to go into these 
matters and take effective steps in 
this regard. 

There is another aspect to which 
the Law Ministry with all its resour¬ 
ces should apply its mind. That is 
for having legal aid clinics in the law 
college itself. In the medical col¬ 
leges, today, before a student gets 
his graduation in medicine, he has 
to undergo some sort of a clinical 
training. But, the law student, imme¬ 
diately after passing goes to the 
court and he damages in many cases 
the interests ^f the clients. So, why 
can’t We have legal aid clinics in the 
Law College itself? Here, under the 
supervision of expert lawyers or tea¬ 
chers, the people will be asked to 
submit their compliants and the 
students may give their opinions sub¬ 
ject to correction by the persons who 
may be in charge of them. 

Such legal aid clinics are in tjpera- 
tion in the in Indonesia and 

even in our neighbouring country, 
Ceylon. Why can’f~at least the Law 
Ministry taike some initiative of 
making a provision in the curricula? 
This was of course a point which wa.s 
referred to in the Report of Mr. 
Justice Krishna Iyer and, with your 
permission, I want to draw the atten¬ 
tion to certain paragraiplis of thjs 
report. He says: 

“RropCTly' c^nelised Mtd ct>- 
drdinatiiir ^e'idealism and df 
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enthusiatic youth in our law 
schools can meet this new demands 
and help transform our society to 
desirable goals”. 

In another paragraph, he says: 

“Esperience elsewhere has clear¬ 
ly sliown that student participation 
can contribute to legal services only 
if they are given responsible work 
including appearances in Courts”. 

I feel a beginning should be made 
in this direction. i also support the 
cause that in the case of beneficiaries 
of the 20-Point Programme, you must 
do something in regard to the court 
fees. The beneficis^ry of the 20- 
Point Programme comes from such 
a strata of society as are not in a 
position to pay the court fee. If you 
make an exception in the case of 
criminal cases, the accused person is 
not to pay the court fees, in many 
cases, obviously, the beneficiary is 
also not in a position to pay the court 
fees—^why should the beneficiary of 
the 20-Point Programme be in an in¬ 
ferior position in this regard? There¬ 
fore, something should be done in 
this regard wbout the court fees. 

^ Regarding law’s delay, the report is 
silent. Lbok at the magnitude of 
the pioblems. i do not have the 
latest figures of 1976. But, even the 
writ petitions constitute an insigni¬ 
ficant portion of the total number of 
cases pefiding in the entire country. 
In 197 i, the number was 79,494—cases 
of wr*t which were pending—but in 
1973, the number was 70,066 while 
the undisposed of cases went up by 
9,000 and the increase in 1976 will be 
much more. 

Look lA the number of cases that 
are remaining penSIhg in the admi¬ 
nistrative tribunals. According to a 
reply given by the MiiUster to a 
^he Rsjya Sabha oa 
ig) tn M land reforms cases 
axh ecenc6med ^[13^ M 'courts, or, in 
O^ier bodies Admbibrtrative

are pending. How can you expect the 
land reforms measures to be success¬ 
ful if 3 lakhs cases are pending. I 
went to a particular district in Orissa 
and tried to evaluate where the peo¬ 
ple said that the number that is 
shown in the reply given to an un¬ 
starred question is one-sixth of the 
total number which is still remain¬ 
ing pending in our area. Therefore, 
if Government gives its statistics, I 
think they give the correct ones in 
the House; for that region 5 lakhs 
cases are pending. Obviously, some¬ 
thing should be done in this regard 
also. 

Once again we do not have statistics 
for Andhra and Gujarat. Therefore, 
the Law Ministry must assist and the 
administration must also fill up the 
posts of judges in high courts and ^ 
most concerted effort should be made 
to improve the subordinate judiciary. 
In emergency, you have got the right 
to give directions to the States. You 
must obviously give direction for in¬ 
creasing the number of subordinate 
judiciaries and improve their condi¬ 
tions because psychologically and phy¬ 
sically and because of strains, when a 
person undertakes to appear day after 
day for a case, this is a colossal waste 
of social work which we never try 
to take into account. If you take into 
account the colossal social waste, then 
you will find that there should be an 
increase in the number and more 
amenities to the subordinate judiciary 
which will definitely be of great im¬ 
portance Icr the development of the 
entire legal system in the country. 

In this context, why can’t we simpl- 
fy the laws? For example we have 
seen that even the judgment of court? 
are such because of the complicated 
laws. For example take the Industrial 
Disputes Act. The definition of the 
industry has always been the most 
complica^ factor. Why not I^lja-‘ 
miHht do sometiiing regarding this? 
One of the difficulties in the present

Then it goes to the court and the 
court mterprets it and in interpret¬ 
ing su:h a law the court will hear 
■argument for 50 days, 51 days or 52 
<3ays. It will take into account every¬ 
thing but they cannot take into ac- 
icount one thing, namely, the debates 
of the Parliament and the Assemblies 
because the Anglo-Saxon jurisprudence 
. says tliat the debates of the Paiffla- 
ment and the Assemblies should not 
weigh in the minds of the courts. 
They \vill go round the whole world 
but will never discuss what the Law 
Minister or the Members said. Can 
we not today bring a Law of Inter¬ 
pretation and make it clear to the 
courts that the prime factor which 
should determine cases of interpreta¬ 
tion is the debate that took place 
in the Parliament itself? I have not 
made this suggestion. This sugges¬ 
tion has come from a very hon’ble 
judge of the Supreme Court itself. 
He said, "Why not the Parliament 
make a law?” I asked him. ‘Why 

• don’t you internret in such a manner?” 
He said that the Law of Precedents 
stood in his way. There is a Law 
of Precedents of 1950 or 1951 where 
it says—following the Ang o-Saxon 
jurisprudence—that you cannot look 
into it. I feel that the Law of Inter¬ 
pretation should again say that the 
Law of Precedents should be 
done away with. The condi¬ 
tion of thijj country as it 
alood in 1948 or 1950 has changed. 

* Our atUtudes have changed. Our em- 
'phasis have changed. In 1950 when 
'iiwe Oimatitution was framed, socialist 

eM5omiC8 was not a part of tfee 
HSiliiiatvMon machinery.

the Law Minwter has to think of the 
change in the entire approach. We 
have followed the Anglo-Saxon juris¬ 
prudence up till now. What is the 
basic philosophy of Anglo-Saxon juris¬ 
prudence? The Anglo-Saxon juris¬ 
prudence philosophy is to fight for 
the rights of certain individuals. The 
greatest thing that the Anglo-Saxon 
jurisprudence talks about is the 
Magna Carta. What is Magna Carta? 
Magna Carta is the acquisition of 
rights by a handful of people coming 
from the affluent sections in the name 
of the people, and we have followed 
it all throughout. A Handful num¬ 
ber of people, that is, Magna Carta. 
Even after Magna Carta the people 
really did not get any benefit. In a 
country Uke England where they had 
all the resources from the colonies 
they could afford such a type of con¬ 
cept but in a developing country Uke 
our$ where State activities are be¬ 
coming more embracing everyday— 
where individual rights must become 
subordinate to'community good—can 
the philosophy of Anglo-Saxon juris- 
prudeTipn stand tlie test of the present 
time? This is the vital question wnich 
is leading us to all sorts of changes 
either in the Constitution fir in other 
laws but we have never tried to 
tackle the philosophy of this entire 
approach. Have we ever di^^ssed 
whether Anglo-Saxon philosophy 
which is prevailing in the drafting of 
the laws or which is prevailing in 
the interpretation of the laws.... 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Ranara): Are 
you for King John? 

SHRI DINES.a CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI: Please don’t interrupt. Try 
to read the history of England and 
see whether the benefits went to the 
common man and the sons the soil 
or the benefits were confined to a 
handful persons. At that particular 
^e it might have been agraft 
achievement in ^e dayb of Hqiiar^ 
but'afiiather in the iSbys of 
that tuurtitmlar acq^ of hy 
a' haadhii oif parsons cin -fiinaiii am 
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philosophy of hte is the basic ques¬ 
tion which we must address ourselves 
to. Today with the State activities 
being all-embracing—^whatever we 
may talk about rule of law—^if we 
cannot bring up the standard of living 
of the people below the poverty line, 
they will try to get redress not 
throu gh the rule of law but through 
extra-constitutional methods. 

In such liroumstances, individual 
Tights must be subordinate to commu¬ 
nity good, (f you approach the whole 
question in this light. Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee will himself find that there 
are lots of laws in the arguments 
which we hava developed. 

I do not want to go into the ques¬ 
tion of constitutional amendments be¬ 
cause I have been associated with the 
Committee which is discussing it. But 
1 have one point to make and that is 
that any constitutional amendment 
must assert the right of Parliament 
as the supreme authority to amend 
any part of the Constitution. No 
basic structure philosophy can come 
in the way. 

I will conclude by quoting a para- 
Sraph from what Jawaharlar Nehru 
said while this question came in an 
indirect way. Ho said: 

“A free India will see the burst¬ 
ing forth of the mighty energy of 
a mighty nation. WKat it will do 
■and what it will not, I do not know; 
but I do know that it will not con¬ 
sent to be bound down by 8 n 3 rthing. 
Some people imagine that what we 
do now may not be touidied for 10 
years or 20 years....I should like 
the House to consider that we are 
on the eve of revolutionary changes, 
Tevolutionary in every sense of the 
Tword beMUse when the spirit of a 
netiqn breaks its bonds, it func- 
peculiar ways and it should 
in strange ■ways. It may 

W tN C^astttutibn this House 


may frame may not satisfy a free 
India. The House cannot bind 
down the next generation or the 
people who will duly succeed us in 
this task”. 

These were prophetic words. I con¬ 
clude by quoting what Thomas Paine 
said ; 

"There never did, there never will 
and there never can exist a Parlia¬ 
ment or any description of men or 
any generation of men in any coun¬ 
try possessed of the right of the 
power of binding posterity to the 
end of the time... The vanity and 
presumption of governing be.yond 
the grave is the most ridiculous and 
insolent of all tyrannies”. 

Wiih these words, I support the 
Demands. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhian.janagar): 
Having gone through this Report, I 
find in certain cases that there is a 
big gap between practice and policy. 
In 1974 certain declarations were made 
by Shri Gnkhale. It was said that 
Government would bring forward cer¬ 
tain comprehensive laws and bring 
about a certain orientation in the 
entire legal system, because the law 
should serve the people. Everyone of 
us is saying that here. So mere 
speeches, declarations or professions 
will not, do. 

I would like to say certain thini^ so 
far as the Indian Law Institute is con¬ 
cerned. I would like to know how 
far the mtmey that has been allotted 
to it has been usefully spent. An 
annual grant of iRs. 6 lakhs is made, to 
this Indian Law Institute. I woutd 
like to know what Is tlws specific con- 
trtbutioa it has made during the last 
18 years of its functioning. Absolutdy 
nothing:,

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SHRI D. K. PANDA; On the other 
hand, they have been inviting visiting 
professors mostly from the USA and 
UK. On what have they been speak¬ 
ing? They deliver speeches and lec¬ 
tures on our own system. They have 
also brought out certain articles which 
were published in the Journal of the 
Institute. One article was by Black 
Shield. It is common knowledge how 
it has influenced the judgment in the 
Golaknath case. This money has been 
misspent so far as the Law Institute 
is concerned.

It has been declared times without 
number in this House that we should 
develop and should have a growth of 
our national jurisprudence. To what 
extent have we done so? Can you say 
that there is at least a statement of 
Indian laws? Based really upon our 
Indian traditions, have we really been 
able to build up our own national 
jurisprudence? Absolutely nothing. In 
that direction no effort has been made 
so far. Money has been allotted for a 
^ecific purpose it should be used for 
that purpose; not otherwise. Till today 
what has been done? I can say that 
it has become a den of reactionaries: 
I demand that the money should not 
be wasted; it must be spent properly. 


Secondly, the present director was 
the per»)n who opposed the 25th con¬ 
stitutional amendment; the continues 
to be director. He is for the preser¬ 
vation of the right to property. He 
has himself amassed much wealth 
and so definitely his approach will he 
like that, ft such persons head this 
institution nothing will come out of 
it: ra^er it will, go against our 
liiitionsd interest.

they may be good reasons or not. As 
a result all those reactionaries who are 
spreading reactionary ideas take ad¬ 
vantage of the situation and they con¬ 
trol and guide the entire bar associa¬ 
tion against the spirit of programmes, 
against the law of the land, a.gainst 
anything progressive. We should take 
care to see that the ex^ffleio members 
like the attome.v-general and others- 
participate in their affairs. There is 
no chance of their being elected; they 
are also not participating, so others- 
take advantage. 


With regard to labour cases, I want 
to cite one example. Whatever law is: 
there, it should serve the twenty point 
programme during the emergency; it 
should serve the weaker sections of 
our people. There was a labour case. 
Gorakhpur jute mill case, Mahabir jute> 
mill versus the directors. A petitiocf 
was filed in 1958 before the Highr 
Court, as the government refused to- 
refer the case to the tribunal. In 196;i‘ 
the petition was allowed by the single- 
judge and the management filed an 
appeal against the single judge order;; 
that was disposed of after nine years 
in 1972 and the government made a- 
reference in 197.3 and in July 1975, the 
manageipent filed an appeal in the 
supreme court. After a lapse of 17-lff 
years, the case was disposed of. What 
Is the fate of 800 dismissed workers?* 
Becavise the very order was granted by 
the Hig)i Court, that the government 
should Imve referred the matter, te 
that extent that order was confined* 
and actually the government had re¬ 
ferred after 15 years. What is the 
i-esult? The Supreme Ctiurt has quash¬ 
ed both the orders of the government 
for referring and also the orders of the 
High Court. The net result is <thjst 
800 workers ere liow standiryf in the 
street, un^ployed. They 
to,.he- . .same disni^fd 

For 18 years their cases were hen^gi 
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before the Court. So, this is the 
remedy for the workers. Then, simi¬ 
larly there are so many other cases. 

♦ l do not want to cite all those cases 
here. It is one of the classical ex¬ 
amples. I will quote what the judge 
has said in his judgement: “by the 
time it has heard 17 years have passed 
when the impugned order refusing to 
make reference was passed and 800 
workers were dismissed.” Now these 
800 workers were already 17 years old. 
The Government took three years’ 
time to refer this matter. I do not 
know whether they will refer the 

^ matter or not. But what I want to tell 
you Is this that as far as these matters 
are concerned, there should be speedy 
disposal and Government should not 
unnecessarily delay referring these 
matters t© the Court. In the case of 
public undertakings, we have found 
that the management is becoming more 
zealous to continue the matter in the 
Supreme Court in the form of writ 
petitions and it is said that hundreds 
of wHt petitions are being filed in the 
Supreme Court. It is not so. There¬ 
fore. what I want to say is. as far as 
these matters are concerned, the Gov¬ 
ernment should take a very reasonable 
and progressive attitude towards the 
grant of relief to the weaker sections 
of the society 'on the spot. In many 
cases, from my own experience, 1 
know that in a dispute over a small 
land. Government took 8 or 10 years. 
Then the matter was referred to some 
* other Court and thten to the Civil Court 
i and finally it reached the Supreme 
Court. They had taken 20 years to 
v decide about this small piece of five 
acres of land. So, If you really want 
a compreherisive change in our legal 
system, you should see that it serves 
the people because it will really attach 
great importance when the interests of 
the weaker secticms of the society like 
peasants, landless agricultural workers. 

• etc. are safeguarded. The Government 
is unnecessarily delaying these matters 
and there should be a total change in 

respect also. Sometimes they 
themsdh^es ^e the inl^tive and take 
these thatiers in thle form of tha writ 
before the Suitreme Court

Now, in regard to cost audit, I would 
like to tell you one thing. At the time 
when the Company Law Amendment 
was considered, we had received many 
petitions from Bombay and from other 
industrial centres demanding cost audit 
of all the comnanies. If this Is done, 
it will reveal the real cost of produc¬ 
tion of various articles manufactured 
by the big companies. We will also be 
knowing what is the price of raw 
materials that they have paid and this 
will expose the big companies. So, at 
least as far as the big companies are 
concerned, cost audit should be made 
applicable. In the report, here and 
there, it has been mentioned about 4.7 
companies and 73 companies. But we 
do not know what is the achievement. 
The Company Amendment Act, ha.s 
been passed after the Emergency and 
we have all given our consent to the 
amendment. We made a suggestion, 
at that time, that cost audit of these 
companies should be made compulsory, 
because most of these companies are 
making huge profits and we do not 
know what their profits are. 

Against the Birla houses, an enquir.y 
was going on since 1967, This enquiry 
is now in a stand-still position. Why? 
.lust because one of the Birla com¬ 
panies, no! all, has gone to the Calcutta 
High Court and obtained a blanket 
stay order! What has the government 
done to get. the stay vacated? I want 
a specific answer. 

About the Jiaji Rao Cotton Mills, for 
inspection there was an order made 
under section 237B of the Companies 
Act. That order was quashed by the 
High Court. Government filed an 
appeal in the Supreme Court. More 
than five years have elapsed. On some 
ground or the other, they file a peti¬ 
tion, consult the lawyer of the other 
party and with this common undcg*- 
standing, the case is being adjourned. 
This delay is going to help only those 
monopcdists agalnat wh(xn we have 
started certain investigation and en¬ 
quiry. The whole purpose of the In¬ 
vestigation ssiH be defeated because of 
the‘..de!aiy,' 
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In many cases, the court has opined 
that the government should be cir¬ 
cumspect in filing appeals in respect 
of service matters. Certain cases are 
being filed relating to conditions of 
service, promotion, etc. Unless it is 
very serious, the government should 
not go on filing writ petitions, a.s they 
are doing now. I have got so many 
examples. 

The cases are oiling up in the mofus- 
sil courts because the High Courts are 
not paying due attention to those 
mofussil courts. This should be done 
and the number of cases pending in 
tnqfussil courts should be reduced. 

About legal aid to the poor, Ih'^re 
■was so much discussion. We roused 
the aspirations of the weaker sections 
that we are going to give a tongue to 
the tongueless and the dumb millions 
can now raise their voices in the 
courts and get justice. But what ex¬ 
actly has Ijeen done in this regard? 
In 1947 in Bombay this on of concept 
Was bom and some steps were taken. 
Last time also assurances wore given 
in this House that a comprehensive 
Legal Aid Bill would be brought. Why 
has it not been worked out yet? In 
answer to one of my questions, it has 
been said. “We have sent the recom¬ 
mendations of the Krishna I.ver Com¬ 
mittee to the Orissa Government.” 
That committee was formed after tak¬ 
ing into consideration all our past ex- 
neriences. I want to know what 
specific slep.s have been taken to see 
that legal aid freely flows to the needy 
persons. 

SHTH B. V, NAIK (Kanara): Mr. 
Chairman. Sir. I briefly support all our 
previous friends who have snoken on 
the question of legal aid. I also request 
the Minister of Justice and Law to 
keep on looking at our Constitution 
•Which' needs a look. For example, take 
the list of subjectiS that have been 
incorporated, I saw to my surprise that 
the Union list provides for Ashing and 
fisheries beyond tertitorfal wafers. 57 


items in the listed subjects fall within 
the Union List, i.e. the Central List, 
we see that fisheries as per Entry 21 
falls in the Stale List. In other words, 
it takes us to a sort of a legal absur¬ 
dity whereunder the State Government 
is responsible for fishing upto a dis¬ 
tance of 12 miles from the shore and 
thereafter immediately the Central 
jurisdiction comes into operation. I do 
not know whether it is in the concept 
of the Government or anybody else to 
biave a fence somewhere and say that 
you take care of this and all Central 
laws are applicable here and the rest 
will be taken care of l;y the Stales. 
This is an ideal field in which the 
Concurrent List can come into opera¬ 
tion. The result of this is that there 
have been lot of complications in this 
ever growing industry, namely, fisher¬ 
ies in our country. What I am draw¬ 
ing at is that the Union Ministry for 
Law which ought to work as a watch¬ 
dog about the operation of our Consti¬ 
tution, should remove these imbalances 
which have developed, 

The corner-stone of our entire eco¬ 
nomic development and programme has 
been our mixed economy. When the 
late-lamented Pandit Nehru thought of 
mixed economy, he did have a far 
reaching vision. But his concept of 
mixed economy, whereunder now comes 
the private and the public sectors 
including the joint sector which he had 
envisaged in the year 1956 was not 
some sort of a mixed bag. I substan¬ 
tiate mx statement in this behalf. 
What happened when our public sector 
executives met here in New Delhi, only 
Last month? They came to a cate¬ 
gorical conclurion that: 

“The two-day convention of public 
sector enterprises has called on the 
Government to amend sections of the 
Companies Act which were not at' 
all appropriate for the public sector. 

The Act is designed primarily tor 
private sector companieK It is ridi¬ 
culous that some appointments ap¬ 
proved by the Union Cabinet have 
to he once again sent for cleaiiance 
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under the Act. Again, the many 
provisions regarding the annual 
shareholders’ meeting have little 
relevance for public sector units 
where the President is virtually the 
only shareholder.” 

If we look at the comparative 
strength of our public and private 
sector companies in our couni ry, we 
find that the Government companies 
numbering in all 605 have a paid-up 
capital of Rs. 5062 crores whereas the 
private sector companies numbering 
about 42611 have a paid-up capital of 
Rs. 2675 crores.’ It is something like 
giving some powers to the tail and the 
tail is wagging the dog. Now, after 
Nehtu’s mixed economy concept and 
after the public sector have been in 
operation in this country for the last 
25 to 30 years, what are the Ministry 
of Company Law doing to formulate 
a legislation for administering our 
public sector companies which have 
found a place of pride particularly 
after the Emergency. Will you. there¬ 
fore, come forward with a place of 
legislation to help us run our public 
sector companies better and to facili¬ 
tate the management there? Time and 
again, w^e raised this in the Consulta¬ 
tive Committee. 

For example, in aeronautics and 
many other public sector companies, 
the workers’ participation has to be 
made more meaningful. Do you call 
for general body meetings? No. The 
President is the sole shareholder. 
How do you make the workers parti¬ 
cipate in the day-tOuday, micro, major 
and medium decisions? There is no 
institutional or statutory framework to 
give meaning and purpose to the views 
that this House expresses from time 
to time. Will the Ministry or Depart¬ 
ment of Company Affairs kindly wake 
up, even: though it is too late, and 
^ come forward with a distinct piece of 
* legislation, rather than take all the 
credit, In the administrative report, for 
formihg ibis law and that? 

The Department of company law is 
tOk-day adralhisterlng smne other legis¬ 
lations also. But wbien we go throu^ 


the functioning of the Department of 
Company Affairs, we find that it is 
supposed to administer the law per¬ 
taining to chartered accountants—as 
mentioned by my friend Mr. D. K. 
Panda—and cost accountants—not of 
cost accounts because it is the latest 
addition—I mean chartered account¬ 
ants which is a profession born and 
brought up in the bania, capitalist, 
retrograde sj-stem of our economy. 
You are now putting the same people 
in charge, for the purpose of adminis¬ 
tering our public sector concerns which 
arc supposed to be the citadels of the 
socialist pattern of economy. This 
means that we have for too long been 
unaware of it. The question of nation¬ 
alization of our service is important; 
and with two times Rs. 500 crores of 
•subscribed share capital resting in the 
public sector, much of the income of 
our chartered accountants comes from 
the revenue of public sector companies. 
The concept of commercial audit and 
of CAG’s control of these public sector 
companies is a nominal one: it post¬ 
audit. If you want to bring down the 
cost of inventories, want better utiliza¬ 
tion and make full use of the Emer¬ 
gency for the purpose of building 
public sector, you have to have a 
public cadre. The public sector can 
finance this cadre and it can be built 
up on the basis of available talent 
Those who are good, can be paid ade¬ 
quately. Their income will not fall 
down. Therefore, I think that of all 
the departments in this Ministry, it i.s 
the Department of Company Affairs 
which must wake up, and wake up a 
bit too soon. Thank you. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Alipor^^’ 
I am glad that we have at least suc¬ 
ceeded this year in having a very brief 
discussiem on this Ministry’s perform¬ 
ance. In most other years, it has been 
the) victim of the guillotine. There is 
really no time to develop one’s ex¬ 
amination in detail.

Law as well as the Ministry of Com¬ 
pany Affairs. Therefore, within the 
aegis of one Ministry, they are in a 
position to coordinate their activities 
and work in a way which is perhaps 
denied to many other economic Minis¬ 
tries. In the handling of company 
affairs, in the administering of the 
Company Law and in. the functioning 
cf the Company Law Board, if they 
find that they are coming up against 
certain obstacles in the law itself-- 
which do not permit them, to do certain 
things which they would like to do- 
then it is within the competence of this 
Ministry to initiate such amendments 
in the law, as would facilitate a better 
and a more efficient administration of 
the Company Law itself. 

I regret to say that the general 
impression which has been created in 
the country, and quite rightly in my 
opinion, is that the Company Law 
Administration and the Company Law 
Board, instead of functioning as effec¬ 
tive watchdogs of public interest, have 
really been, I should say, succumbing 
to the pressure of the big monopoly 
houses and big business in this coun¬ 
try. The only people I find who have 
a good word for the Company Law 
Board are the captains of industry! 
They are the people who seem to be 
very much satisfied with the way that 
the Company Law Board functions, or 
does not function. Everybody else, 
that is to say, ordinary shareholders of 
public companies, workers and other 
people are thoroughly dissatisfied 
with it. 

You will find from this Report— 
while I do not want to say anything 
about this Report itself, I cannot help 
sasring that this kind of a Report is 
an insult to the intelligence of Mem¬ 
bers of Parliament—^it has been ad¬ 
mitted at page 84 that the inspection 
reports which the Department has 
collected of the 20 larger industrial 
houses have revealed “sever^ lapses 
On the part of the eoi»pani«8lge i;«m* 
plying wl^ the various 


the Act. They have also revealed 
malpractices, diversion of company 
funds and cases of mismanagement”. 
This, I should say, is just a very brief 
and passing reference to the actual 
state of affairs that is going on. 

You will find even in this limited 
Report a sort of confession of frustra¬ 
tion. An examination of the pages of 
this Report reveals their confession of 
frustration, their inability to get round 
the various obstacles which are being 
created bv the vested interests, by the 
monopoly houses, by the big business 
interests against their affairs being 
properly probed, controlled and regul¬ 
ated. 

If you make a reference to page 79, 
sole selling and sole buying agency 
agreements, there also you will find 
that a large number of applications 
have come. But, apparently, the 
Company Law Board has no alterna¬ 
tive but to postpone a detailed con¬ 
sideration of these matters, it is said 
here. In the meantime, pending de¬ 
tailed consideration, they have ap¬ 
parently no other alternative but to 
give interim permission to these peo¬ 
ple to carry on the sole selling and 
buying agency agreement. 

Similarly, under the MRTP Act, 
orders were passed against certain 
cumpaaies, foreign monopolies, for 
certain manipulations, malpractices, 
but they moved the High Courts with 
writ petitions and get stay orders and, 
therefore, the whole thing is held up. 
The same' thing is happening with 
regard to investigations imder this 
Act. 

So, what I want to say is that we 
find such things happening in the 
country on a large scale. For example, 
if I may mention one or two things, 
for a layman it is difficult to tmder- 
stand what the Company Law Ad¬ 
ministration is doing in matters like 
the ease of Jaipur Udyog, the largest 
cement manufacturing company In 
this country, in fact, in the whole ef 
A^, run by the giant Mr. Al<^ Jsdn 
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personally in this case, which was 
allowed to remain closed for over one 
and a half years, with no accounting 
of funds, nobody knows where the 
diversion of funds has taken place, the 
whole factory is almost facing ruin 
and yet no action is taken. What 
investigation have you carried out and 
what action have you taken against 
the defaulting, erring owner-employer? 

I do not know, I am told that the 
Government is anxiously trying to see 
how It can be provided with new loans 
and additional funds to get the factory 
started. It is good that the factory 
is being started, because the workers 
are starving. But what about the sins 
committed by these people?. You have 
allowed those people, who control this 
big industrial house, in which crores 
of rupees have been invested, to 
function in such a way that they have 
brought thi.s factory to the verge of 
ruin. 

Then, take Bird & Company, one of 
the biggest well-established business 
houses, dating from the days of the 
British. In the case of that Company, 
one of the leading Directors has been 
trying hard to corner a larger number 
of shares and so on so. that he be¬ 
comes a person who virtually is con¬ 
trolling the entire concern. Is it not 
a fact that raids were carried out a 
vear ago. extensive raids by the en¬ 
forcement authorities, by the income- 
tax authorities, on his various houses, 
because he has more than one house, 
and a large amount of unaccounted 
wealth was found, a good amount of 
jewellery, supposed to belong to his 
wife and so on. a lot of shares trans¬ 
actions in shares and manipulation of 
shares, which could not be accounted 
for? 

Such people are permitted to con¬ 
tinue as directors of such important 
concerns. Does the Company Law 
come in the way? The Company Law 
says that a person cannot be dis¬ 
qualified from being a director unless 
he is. lionvicted. If that is so, it is for 
the hliniatry to come forward and say 
tliat the Imv must he amended. A 


person, against whom so many cases 
are pending in which CBI enquiries 
are going on and so much unaccounted 
money is found, is allowed to continue 
as a director in a big establishment 
like this. 

Similarly, reference has been made 
to Birlas and so many others. There¬ 
fore, what I want to say is that the 
Company Law Board and the Company 
Law Administration, in my opinion, 
have totally failed to perform the 
public service for which they have 
been set up and for which the people 
look up to them. 

I am really surprised how Mr. Som- 
nath Chatterjee, of all people, seemed 
to be rather satisfied with the per¬ 
formance of this Company Law Board. 
On the contrar.v, I would give a 
warning that, in keeping with the 
general mood and the temper of the 
country today, which is generally 
against this whole mismanagement, 
maladministration, corruption and 
irregular business practices of these 
big monopoly and business houses, it 
is high time that the Company Law 
Board and the Company Law Adminis¬ 
tration generally, and this Ministry, 
took up this challenge. If they want 
the law to be further amended so as 
to help them, it is up to them because 
it is the same Ministry, it is one com¬ 
posite Ministry, and they can easily 
identify where the bottlenecks and 
hurdles are. Come forward with your 
suggestions or amendments, but do 
not allow these people to run riot like 
this. They are not at all worried 
about your Comnany Law Board. I find 
in Calcutta so many of these big busi¬ 
ness house people openlj'' ridiculing 
and joking about your Company Law 
Board. They say; “We know how 
much power they have, they will not 
be able to do anything.” In this defiant 
mood they are going ahead. Therefore 
I would say that really the Ministry 
is on test. It is for them to satisfy 
the country that they are really acting 
as the watchdog of the public in this 
m^tw, which I really think they have 
to 
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THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 

ministry of law, justice and 

COMPANY affairs (SHRI BEDA¬ 
SH AT A BARUA): I am very grateful 
to Mr. Gupta, Mr. Naik and other hon. 
Members for speaking specifically on 
some of the subjects that I am dealing 
with in the Department of Company 
Affairs. I would like to confine my 
comments to them in the short time at 
my disposal. 

The whole policy of the Govern¬ 
ment has been stated in reply to 
various questions in Parliament. An 
accusation has been made by no less 
a Member than Mr. Gupta that we 
have been really functioning and help¬ 
ing the big business houses. i would 
like to make it clear that the Minis¬ 
try’s role is to see that the monopoly 
houses and other big business interests 
do not function against the public 
interest, and that is why this Ministry 
initiated the MRTP Act and also the 
very far-reaching amendments of the 
Company Law last year. As a conse¬ 
quence, before and after this legisla¬ 
tion there were representations, from 
the big business houses. Federations 
of employers and manufacturers 
against these amendments. But I would 
own the fact that this Ministry has 
been trying to work within the ambit 
of the policy laid down for the de¬ 
velopment of the country. While it is 
no part of this Ministry’s work to 
encourage the work of the other sec¬ 
tors outside the company sector. 
Government have taken keen interest 
in the development of the co-opera¬ 
tive, small scale and medium sectors 
as also the public sector. All these 
sectors are developing fast, but as 
Shri Naik pointed out, the growth of 
the public sector in the last few years 
has been phenomenal. We have given 
the figures of the growth of the public 
sector in the last few years. It far 
exceeds the growth of the private 
seetdr, but Government has a responsi¬ 
bility to see that the country is de¬ 
veloped, that the production machinery 
goes on and that the targets are 
achieved. It is in this context that 
the'Govemment had to allow the ex- 
pansi<m of the private sector in cer- 
tMn cases where it was necessary In 


spite of the expansion of the public 
sector as also the other sectors. 


And we have to take the expertise 
of the big business houses. They are 
allowed expansion in very limited and 
very categorised fields in which only 
they could come. They have to come 
into the high technological area. 19 
different industries were located in the 
February 1973 Policy and in those 
areas, they can come along with other 
houses. They have to go into other 
areas also. Obligations are imposed 
on them. All these things are known 
to this House. 

While doing this. Government has 
taken care to see that these houses 
dilute their control, and the companies 
do not remain closely held. So, the 
equity control has to be diluted. That 
is made a condition in every case 
where the equity control is more than 
40 per cent. If it is a foreign com¬ 
pany, the dilution formula is imposed. 
Even in other companies, whenever it 
comes for clearance, we impose the 
conditions. The convertibility clause 
is imposed. As far as loan from 
financial institutions is edneemed, if 
necessary, it could be converted into 
equity. We have been imposing them 
whenever clearance is made. We have 
recommended to the Government, to 
the Cabinet for increasing participa¬ 
tion for public financial institutions. 
All this has been done. Sometimes, 
it has been specifically made a condi¬ 
tion in the letter of intmt and the 
licence that the public financial in¬ 
stitutions will share to the extmt of 
20—30 per cent, because the whole 
purpose is not to hurt the development 
process, but, at the same time, to 
loosen the control of the big business 
houses over the corporate sector, and 
also to strengthen the public financial 
institutions. 

If I had the time, I would have given 
the figures how public financial insti¬ 
tutions today have come into dominant 
equity participation in most of the 
big companies. (Interm^ptUms). 
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1 am sayine it because the whole 
shareholding pattern is studied in my 
Ministry, and it is we who are deal¬ 
ing with the shareholding pattern as 
such. 

As far as big monopoly houses are 
concerned. Mr. Gupta may be right 
in saying that the workers do not ex¬ 
pect anything. Regarding any matter, 
if a worker has to come to me, under 
the company Laws, I think there is 
very little provision. But even then, 
Mr. Gupta remembers that when it 
came to the provident fund. I did make 
a declaration sasdng that if there is 
a provident fund arrear, we will not 
certainly allow the Managing Direc¬ 
tors or any Director to take loans 
from the company. Whenever it is 
possible, we take the interest of the 
workers into account. 

(Interruptions) 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: What 
about the provident fund? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: I am 
not administering the provident fund. 
What I said was that there is any 
provident fund arrear, Government 
will not like the loan to be given to 
the Directors; Government will not 
approve the sanction. When I say 
that Government has assured it, it 
means it will be implemented. There 
is no question of its not being imple- 
mmted. It has to be done case by 
case; it cannot be done only when the 
cases come before us. 

As far as the inspection of the 20 
hous^ is concerned, we have been 
taking up the inspection, and as a 
policy, Government has said that as 
far as possible, it will be Implemented. 

Mr. Gupta and Mr. Somnath CSiatter- 
jee have raised a matter about sole 
selling agencies. We have already 
banned sole selling agmcies in a 
number of areas like cement, paper 
and some other industries. I think I 
do have the list. We have prohibited 
But the point not taken note 
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of is that in this matter we have to 
examine them very carefully, because 
if the sole selling agencies lead to rise 
in prices, the interest of the consumer 
is involved. But suppose companies 
are not having sole selling agencies 
and their selling expenses are very 
high, what are you going to do? There¬ 
fore, abolition of sole selling agencies 
itself is not the issue; the issue is how 
to bring down the prices and how to 
reduce the commission of the sole 
selling agencies and the other agencies- 

I have got a balance-sheet where I 
have found that the selling expenses 
in one company have gone to more 
than a crore; they do not have sole 
selling agencies. 

So, the point is that under the pro¬ 
visions of the MRTP Act, the Mono¬ 
poly Commission is looking into the 
restrictive practices. 1 am not saying 
that we have achieved success. We 
are trying to bring down the sales 
expenses of the companies. 

There are other matters which were 
raised by Mr. Panda. About amend¬ 
ments, he asked, what are the achieve¬ 
ments. 1 have already said that these 
amendments have made a lot of im¬ 
pression on the companies system. It 
is not that they have taken very 
kindly to these amendments. We do 
not want to be a sort of bull in a 
China shop. We do not want to dis¬ 
turb the whole structure so that it 
does not become either public sector 
or private sector company but it stops 
functioning. At tlie same time, we 
would like to regulate it ^d these 
regulatory provisions have come into 
effect. If I am to give my opinion, the 
fact is that about the former manag¬ 
ing agencies, in respect of relations of 
directors, every application is under 
study and there has been a great check 
on ihe entire system. ” 

Regarding the audit provisions we 
have amended the Act At that stage, 
of course, it was only a question bet- 
wesn auditors and the companies. 
About the cost audit, it Is compulsory 
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for certain industries. In respect of 
20 industries, we have already made 
it compulsory. They have to keep the 
cost accounting records. 

Regarding cases which Mr. Panda 
mentioned, about Birla cases, 1 have 
already replied in the House several 
times. About the Jiyaji Rao Cotton 
Mills, I think, the investigations were 
quashed by the Jabalpur High’Court. 
About other casM, they were started 
in 1967 and orders were passed for 
investigation; then, they went to the 
High Court and, again, to the appel¬ 
late section of the High Court and 
then they may go to the Supreme 
Court. This is the defect of the law. 
The Government, of course, is con¬ 
sidering the whole gamut of legisla¬ 
tion and, I think, this type of writs 
leading to paralysing the functioning 
of the Government will not be very 
good. 

About the public sector, it is true, 
as Mr. Naik has said, that .many of 
the Sections may look irrelevant. It is 
true that in the case of many ■ public 
sector companies, the President of 
India or the Secretary of the Govern¬ 
ment of India may be the only share¬ 
holder. In this situation, what we 
have done is that we have tried to 
make a number of concessions so that 
some of the formal clearances which 
are required in respect of the public 
sector conipanies may not be insisted 
upon. Regarding the Managing- 
Director, once the administrative 
Ministry approves it. automatically, 
the approval is given. Also, regard¬ 
ing managerial remuneration, inter¬ 
corporate loans and several other 
things, we have given a lot of relaxa¬ 
tions. 

4 do admit that there is some think¬ 
ing in the country, amongst the public 
sector executives also—several of them 
have told me—that we should have a 
separate legislatioa for the public 
^tor enterprises. Some hon. Mem- 
berg suggested that there should he a 


separate legislation for the public sec¬ 
tor enterprise so that the special md 
peculiar problems Of the public sector 
that are there will be dealt with in 
that legislation. Presently, I would 
assure the House that the present way 
of functioning the Company Law 
Department is to see to it that the 
public sector matters are not d^ayed. 
No matter is delayed. I think. In res¬ 
pect of this mater, in the Ministry, 
it is either rejected or approved. But 
the delay is not there, unless of 
course, there are matters on which 
we want to investigate or inspect and 
look into those things. 

About the monopoly houses also, 
they have said about the Coca Cola, 
Cadbury and Colgate. Under Section 
31 of the MRTP Act. the investiga¬ 
tion orders were made. But they were 
stayed by the courts. These are the 
facts.... 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; If they 
are stayed by the courts, what is the 
Company Law Department doing 
about it? 

SHRI BEDABRATA BARUA: It is 
not that we are not doing anything. 
We are taking steps to vacate the 
stay orders. At the same time, we 
are contemplating what is to be done 
in such peculiar situations. 

I am extremely thankful to bon. 
Members for making all these sugges¬ 
tions. I do not have enough time to 
go into all these details, regarding 
Benches, and all that. Mr. Somnath 
Chatterjee mentioned about the Com¬ 
pany Law Board Benches and all that. 
About arrears, I have already replied 
to that. I again thank the hon. 
Members,.., 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: The direc- 
tors are allowed to continue in spite 
of those cases pending against them. 

Is there no way of doing anything 
about it until those cases are dispos¬ 
ed of? Should they be permitted to 
continue as DireetorD? 
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SPRI BEDABRATA BARUA: So 
far as the Directors are concerned, if 
there is any case actually proved 
against him, his appointment is not 
approved. Nowadays we have enough 
powers not to approve the appoint¬ 
ment. The Amendment has given us 
more powers than what we had pre¬ 
viously, Whenever such cases arise, 
we try to have a quick inspection and 
give them extension for one year or 
so at a time in cases where it is neces¬ 
sary to complete the inspection. 

SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SINHA (Aurangabad): I am in general 
agreement with .the assessment of Mr. 
Somnath Chatterjee about the dismal 
performance of the Law Ministry. 
Even though the Law Minister, Shri 
H. R. Gokhale, while addressing an 
Indian audience in North America, 
presumably in answer to a question, 
has reiterated that Government would 
preserve the independence of the judi- 
ciary, I am afraid they have been doing 
just the opposite of it. 

I would submit for your considera¬ 
tion the case of Mr. Lalit of Bombay 
High Court. You are aware that High 
Court judges are appointed initially as 
Additional Judges for a period of two 
years, and confirmation follows as a 
matter of course. This practice is 
being followed for over two decades. 
In the case of those recruits from the 
Bar, even in the case of Additional 
Judges—because there is no ban on 
Additional Judges resuming practice if 
they resigned before confirmation—an 
undertaking is taken from such lawyers 
before they are appointed Additional 
Judges that they would not resume 
practice if they resigned before confir¬ 
mation, which only reinforces the prac¬ 
tice that, when a person is appointed 
as Additional Judge, he will be confirm¬ 
ed in due course. In this particular 
case, Mr. Lalit had a lucra¬ 
tive practice in the Bombay 
High Court. He was appointed 
judge of the Nagpur Branch of the 
Bombay High Court but he was not 
confirm^ contrary to general practice. 
l%e Bar Association d Bombay, seve¬ 


ral Associations, solicitors and other 
lawyers practising in Bombay met in 
the Bar Library, in Bombay and 
adopted a Resolution expressing satis¬ 
faction at the way Mr. Lalit was dis¬ 
charging his duties as judge of the 
High Court. They have said that he 
was a popular judge and that, in the 
absence of a communication from the 
Government as to why he was not con¬ 
firmed, the meeting felt that because 
Mr. Lalit gave a judgments which were 
not favourable to Government, he wa.s 
not confirmed. 

Similarly, in the case of Mr. Justice 
Agarwala of Delhi High Court, he was 
not confirmed because of the judgment 
he gave—as is the general impression— 
in the case of Kuldeep Nayar and the 
Supreme Court Bar Association adopt¬ 
ed a Resolution condemning this deci¬ 
sion oN Government and appealing to 
the President to re-appoint him as a 
judge. These iwo cases have led us to 
believe that the power given to the 
Ministry to appoint judges—because 
whate\-er may be the provisions of the 
Constitution, in the ultimate analysis, 
it i.s the Government nominee who will 
always be appointed as a judge—is no* 
being properly used. This is my per. 
sonal experience. They have misused 
this power in penalising these judges 
and thereby administered a sort of 
warning to other judges that if they 
misbehave in the sense that if the.v do 
not fall in the pattern of “confor¬ 
mism," they would go the way these 
judges have gone.

Now, I come to the power of trans¬ 
fer. I am not opposed to the power of 
transfer being exercised, but the ques¬ 
tion is, how has that been exercised? 
In the recent case of Gujarat High 
Court, the two judges who delivered 
the judgement against the Censor and 
ruled that the Censor has no jurisdic¬ 
tion over the decision# of the court and 
the publication of the judgement of the 
court would not cause any kind of dis¬ 
order. have been transferred as a result 
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of this judgement. The timing of the 
transfer has created a widespread i**'" 
pression that the power vested in the 
Government is now being utilised not 
to promote the independence of the 
judiciary, but to subvert it. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. A. 
SEYID MUHAMMAD): Which judge 
bas been transferred and where? It is 
not a fact. 


SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SINHA: This is a general impression. 
Immediately after the judgement was 
delivered, the judges were transferred. 

Shri Sen, the then Law Minister, had 
given an assurance in this House that 
the power of transfer of judges will not 
be utilised without obtaining their con¬ 
sent. The power of transfer should 
”.vit be utilised as a penal measure, 
not be utilised as a penal measure. 
Dr. Ambedkar, while introducing this 
had said that it should be used only 
for the purpose of administrative con¬ 
venience, but not as a penal measure. 
Therefore, my submission is, that des¬ 
pite what the Law Minister said, the 
performance of this Ministry has 
created a widespread impression and 
apprehension that this Government is 
not promoting the independence of the 
judiciary, but is subverting the same. 
The Government owes an explanation 
to this House and the people outside, 
why Idr. Lalit was not confirmed as a 
judge. Is it not a fact that Mr. Agar- 
wala was not confirmed, because he 
gave a judgement in Kuldip Nayar's 
case, which was not liked by the Gov- 
emlhent, and is it not a fact that the 
two Gujarat judges have been trans¬ 
ferred after they delivered the judge¬ 
ment against the censor? In fact, the 
ex-Chtef Minister of Gujarat told me 
that they have been transferred. It is 
for the Law Minister to verify and tell 
us the facts. 


The other day, when the debate on 
the Bill concerning the conditions of 
service of the judges was going on, 
some complaints were made that there 
is favouritism in the High Courts in 
regard to the appointment of judges 
and quite after their close relations get 
appointed. In this connection, 1 want 
to say that the States Reorganization 
Commission had made a recommenda¬ 
tion that one-third of the judges of the 
High Courts should come from outside 
the State. 

Secondly, i have made a suggestion 
that a convention should be developed 
that the Chief Justice of the High Court 
should be from outside the State. The 
Government have so far been sitting 
over that reommendation and they 
have not implemented it. 

Now I come to the question of elec¬ 
toral reforms. Here and outside the 
House, demand has been made for 
electoral reforms. The Election Com¬ 
missioner made certain recommenda¬ 
tions. A Joint Committee was form¬ 
ed. A unanimous recommendation 
was made. The Bill was drafted but 
the Government did not find time for 
bringing it here, whereas they could 
find time to amend the Representation 
of the Peoples Act to protect the Prime 
Minister’s election. My grievance is 
Government has developed vested inte¬ 
rest in the present system of election. 

We have been challenging that this 
system is bad because it is so devised 
that the seats obtained by the various 
political parties do not iieflect their 
relative strength in terms of the popu¬ 
lar votes polled. The result is that 
minority Government function aU ovet. 
Therefore, an expert Committee should 
have been appointed to go into this 
question and to make recommendations 
so that the majority opinion could find 
expression here. 

Then I come to the qxiestion of the 
‘Legal aid to the poor*. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please cwadude. 
You have taken inoce than elidit 
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minutes. The other Members will 
complain. I have to give an oppoi-tu- 
nity to everybody. You have already 
t taken more than eight minutes. 

SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SINHA: I am going to conclude in half 
a minute. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: All right you 
take half a minute. 

SHRI SATYENDRA NARAYAN 
SINHA: Mr. Chairman, I told you that 
1 was going to make my last point and 
1 would conclude. 

I say that this Government is wed. 
ded to welfare. We are talking of the 
rule of law which is being considered 
to be a dynamic concept and we are 
talking of equality before law. Unless 
you apart a meaningful purpose and 
content to this maxim, the goal cannot 
be achieved. We have got to prepare 
a comprehensive scheme to provide 
legal service to the weaker sections. 
Such a practice of legal help to the 
poor is almost like an Indian creed 
since long. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
The performance of the Ministry of 
Law, Justice and Company Affairs is 
to be considered in the larger context 
of the proclamation of emergency. The 
Ministry was called upon to pass and 
to help in the enactment of such laws 
which could implement faithfully the 
purpose of emergency. The MISA was 
amended. Tlie Confiscation of the 
property of the Smugglers Act was 
passed and the Press censorship Act 
was passed. All these enactments 
were adopted by the Parliament with 
the requisite majority, rather by an 
overwhelming majority. Now Shri 
Chatterjee has come forward with this 
allegation that this Government and 
particularly this Ministry is responsi¬ 
ble for the enactment of laws which 
create distrust in the functioning of 
the judiciary. Perhaps, he is think¬ 
ing, if an election petition is decided 
against the Prime Minister, it is a 
triumph of the independence of judi¬ 
ciary. But vdien a duly constituted 


Bench of the Supreme Court al’ows 
her appeal, it is not functioning inde¬ 
pendently. When Gujarat and other 
High Courts of the country have decid¬ 
ed that the detention of the people 
under MISA was illegal and the Sup¬ 
reme Court was approached by the 
various State Governments and also 
by the Central Government and by a 
majority of the judges—4:1 it was 
decided that the detention was per¬ 
fectly legal and there was no flaw in 
the provisions of the MISA, opposition 
members are saying, that the judiciary 
has abandoned its claim of indepen¬ 
dence and it has become subservient 
to the Government. Their criteria of 
judging the independence or subservi¬ 
ence of the judiciary is dependent up¬ 
on this consideration. If anything is 
decided in favour of the Government 
it has become subservient, if it is 
against the Government, it is indepen¬ 
dent. This sort of approach is an er¬ 
roneous approach on the part of the 
hon. Members of the Opposition. So 
far as the functioning of the Ministry 
is concerned and the way in which it 
has enacted these laws, we should give 
credit to their legal acumen and their 
ability because the highest court in the 
land has upheld the validity of such 
laws. In the recent judgment of the 
Supreme Court it is laid down that 
during periods of emergency the exe¬ 
cutive can deprive any citizen of his 
personal liberty and freedom, even 
without there being any law on the 
point. We are glad that our stand as 
members of parliament belonging to 
this side of the House has been upheld, 
but as a citizen of this country, I 
would request the Minister to go 
through this judgment and find out 
whether such unbridled power should 
be granted to an officer in this country 
because due to his erratic zeal or mis¬ 
use of powers he may do something 
seriously wrong. Of course the Sup¬ 
reme Court is perfectly right in giving 
its judgment. It is now for Parlia¬ 
ment to express its views whether this 
position should be adopted. My sub¬ 
mission is that if the executive autho¬ 
rity in pursuance of laws passed by 
Parliament or State Legislatures Soe' 
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something which has the effect of cur. 
tailing th« liberty of an individual, 
such action should not be chaUengable 
in court of law. If the act of the exe¬ 
cutive officer is not covered by enact¬ 
ment of laws of Parliament or State 
Legislatures then it should not be al¬ 
lowed to be defended. 

Regarding transfer of judges and 
their confirmation etc. every lawyer 
and litigant knows that the judiciary, 
with due respect to it. has not been 
coming up to the expectations of the 
people at large. The judiciary has 
created a pre.serve for itself. It is not 
functioning as independently and as 
impartially as it should. Therefore, 
there should be legislation by the Gov¬ 
ernment to check these malpractices 
which have unfortunately crept into 
this pious body, j am talking of the 
system itself. So far as the question 
of transfer of judges is concerned, mj’ 
submission is, if one judge is transfer¬ 
red from one high court to another, 
there should not be any grievance. My 
another suggestion is that one-third of 
the judges of every high court should 
belong to another State. Similarly, the 
Chief Justices of all the High Courts 
should be not from that State High 
Court but from outside that State. 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJANOR 
(Pondicherry): I think three minutes 
are not sufficient for me because these 
three minutes will be off if I were to 
touch other points. 

Anyway j shall confine myself to 
one point which I have repeatedly 
mentioned on other occasion. We have 
18 high courts. I believe. But, you 
are not considering setting up a high 
court for Pondicherry. Because of 
timeJimit I will not touch the other 
subject. 

Por Pondicherry, my complaint is 
that the Madras High Court is not able 
to appreciate the -difficulties . The 
swpnd point is this. It is a problem 

the litigants of Pondicherry to 


come to Madras from there to fight out 
their cases. Sir, as far as the subordi¬ 
nate judiciary is concerned, you have 
given the jurisdiction to the Madras 
High Court. But, when it is a question 
of transfer of subordinate judges, you 
say that you cannot transfer them to 
the Madras State because it is a diffe¬ 
rent territory. It is a small territory 
but I do not call them small judges 
but subordinate judges who are con¬ 
fined to particular places. Many of us 
very vehemently argued for the trans¬ 
fer of high court judges. If it comes 
to transfer it is said that these small 
judges belong to a particular area. It 
is a saying there that the people have 
to take ihe law as the judges feel it 
and not the law as it has to come to 
them. 

When I think of the smaller portion 
Of my territory, as somebody expres¬ 
sed the other day i have an extended 
arm to Madras also because I have to 
go there to practise there too. I think 
the same feeling is prevailing in that 
area. I am sorry lo bring to the notice 
of this House one thing. Mr. Shukla 
just now' spoke about high court 
judges. The papers are giving the 
Evening new’s that an ex-Chief Justice 
wa.s arrested and there is a common 
saying there from Saidapet bus stand 
to the topmost bus stand that other 
high court judges are also likely to be 
arre.sted—thU judge is corrupt, that 
judge., is corrupt and so many of them 
are corrupt. I do not know about 
Allahabad and other places. I hear 
from my friends the same thing. 1 
tell you that the public has a feeling 
that the judiciary has been destro.yed— 

I dp not want to say by whom I think 
all of us have contributed to this thing 
When the confidence is destroyed, I do 
not think we can get justice. You all 
know pretty well it is not only enough 
for us to simply justice. I say that 
there must be an appearance of justice 
not only justice being rendered but 
there must also be proper conditions 
created. I think on this, many of us 
have been harping. You have allowed 
only three minutes to me. On. the 
Legal Affairs which is sufdi a subject 
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where, according to me, we must have 
the maximum time because it is con¬ 
cerning us—the lawmakers—how 
many of us are really making laws 
here? And how many of us really 
understand the law and how many 
assist to make the correct laws. My 
friends here feel happy if the laws are 
upheld by the Courts but when a law 
is struck dovim, they are unhappy. 
What is wrong with them? I want to 
make a suggestion to the Law Minister 
through you that at least when you 
are making the appointments of the 
Law Officers, why do you confine your¬ 
self to particular persons for these 
posts? I ask why all Central Govern¬ 
ment posts are to be given only to these 
same persons? Why the socialism not 
applied here and equal distribution not 
observed? That means he becomes a 
monopoly man. That is the main 
reason why they are not able to defend 
the Government at the proper time. 
Since you are going to ring the bell, as 
a lawabiding citizen, I shall sit down 
by making the suggestions only. 

At least in future, when it concerns 
law, the allotment of three or two 
minutes time should not be there. It 
is a mockery. If you want to get ideas 
from us, at least give us more time— 
ten minutes at least. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr, Ramsingh 
Bhai. I shall be happy if you take 
three minutes only.

SHBI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
T shall be very brief, and I shall abide 
by your bell. 

It is not without signilieanco that 
the last of the Ministries to come 
under discussion for all these daya 
has been the Ministry of Law and 
Justice. I wish we had more time 
to discuss its Report. After the emer¬ 
gency, I Jfnd that particularly two 
Ministrie.s—apart, of course, from the 
Home Ministry—^which are most con¬ 
cerned, are the Ministry of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting and the Minis¬ 
try of Law and Justice. 

They have been doing many things 
after the emergency which have made 
non-sense of the Rule of Law in this 
country, and of the freedom of ex¬ 
pression in <ihis country. Moreover, 
the fact that Shri Gokhale, the hon. 
Minister, is not present her© in the 
House to answer is in itself an indica¬ 
tion of the kind of attention this 
august House, once upon a time 
august House now no longer august, 
has been getting from the govern¬ 
ment. Have you ever thought of the 
Minister remaining absent when the 
demands of his ministry are being 
discussed in the House, 

StlRI BEOABRATA BARUA; He 
has gone to att^id a meeting. 
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SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Par- 
liament is more important than any 
meeting outside, in the first two de¬ 
cades of our Parliament, that has been 
the writ laid down by convention and 
I know it for a fact. 

Now, Sir, on page 27 of the Minis¬ 
try’s Report, they say: we made four 
amendments of the Constitution. Hut 
it is a disgrace that amendments 38 
and 39 have been made, because they 
make non-sense of the Rule of Law. 
Page 29 refers to the proclamation of 
emergency on 25th June. But. the 
emergency was announced on 26th 
June! Was it then' pre-dated, was it 
an afterthought? Page 53 mentions 
several vacancies in the appointment 
of judges. Now, I do agree with 
those who complain about so many 
thousands of petitions still lying un¬ 
decided. Then, why is it that so many 
judges are tiot appointed in various 
High Courts including one judge in 
the Supreme Court. 

My further two points, I shall give 
in a few sentences. Are we really 
concerned with the quality of the 
legislation? Or are we bothered 
about quantity? Does the quantity of 
I'Qgislation give us satisfaction? What 
about quality? My point is: let us 
not go merely by quantity; we should 
also have quality. 


The basic question to ask is: what 
about the Rule of Law? My friend 
Mr. Goswami and some Congress 
members were lecturing on habeas 
corpus. Its seed were sowm in the 
ISlb century, in Magna Carta which 
w<as signed in 1215 by King John at 
Runnesrmede near London. At that 
time, there were only a few people. 
But does Mr. Goswami think that 
habeas coirpus and such other basic 
human rights are no longer applicable 
to all individuals in England, in Great 
Britain todc^r? Therefore, my point 
is that in India today, the Rule of 
La|^ has been made a non-sense of 
ca!l^ it is tl^ Ministry of Law and 
>^tice and Company Affairs that , has 


been responsible for making it like 
that. The hon. Minister Dr. Seyid 
Muhammad interrupted my friend 
from Congress (O) when he said that 
so many judges were being transfer¬ 
red. Will he contradict? Will he 
say that two judges of the High Court 
and one Chief Justice of Gujarat, 
Mr, B. J. Dewan, are not going to be 
transferred? They have, perhaps, 
not yet been transferred. But is not 
their transfer under active contem¬ 
plation?

Let me also refer to two other mat¬ 
ters: What about chit funds or benefit 
companies? I am sorry the Minister 
may not have time to reply to my 
points. These so-called benefit com¬ 
panies have cheated our people by 
lakhs and crores. Whati has the gov¬ 
ernment done in regard to curbing the 
evils of these chit funds and benefit 
companies? About free legal aid to the 
poor, I will not say much except to 
remind the Minister that three years 
have passed since May 1973 when 
Justice Krishna Iyer presented the 
report to the ministry, and the minis¬ 
try is still studying it! Will the 
minister now say something concrete, 
at least after this so-called emer¬ 
gency. so that the poor people may 
get some justice? 

Finally, I saw in the papers today 
that Mr. Gokhale while he was ab¬ 
road, I believe, in America, had stat¬ 
ed that the democratic structure would 
remain in tact. It Is that he is giv¬ 
ing a consolation prize? What kind 
of structure will it be, if there is no 
free election and faii^ election and no 
Rule of Law? If the President and 
the Prime Minister, the highest of the 
high are not considered equals in il^ 
eyes of law; where is the guarani 
of a democratic structure remaining 
intact? These are the sad thoughts 
with which I am ending. 1 hope those 
sad thoughts will not go astray. I 
say this not only for the Bouse but 
for the millions of my countrymen 
outside Parliament and I hope I gm 
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reflecting their ideas and their anger 
against the manner in which the rule 
of law and justice had been mis¬ 
managed and misadministered under 
the excuse ^ emm*gency. 

Therefore, I would conclude by say¬ 
ing that if you want democracy and 
freedom nnH economic justice for the 
poor people, I am with you; I want 
millions of our countrymen to get two 
square meals a day, shelter and cloth, 
ing and food. But for that you do not 
have to destroy democracy and the 
Rule of Law. ITiat is my aspenl and 
request. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
concluded long before, do not run 
away with your emotion. The hon. 
Minister. 

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (DR. V. 
A. SEYID MUHAMMAD): Mr, De¬ 
puty Speaker, Sir, I am grateful to 
the Members who participated in the 
discussion today. Mr. Mavalankar 
was using adjectives like ‘non-sense 
and disgrace*. I can assure him that 
we are not provoked by those adjec¬ 
tives and they do not break bones. 
They can only excite him and make 
his use more adjectives. Sir, Mr. 
Somnath Chattarjee has said that the 
Law Department has not made any 
achievement to claim. We are not 
here to claim our achievements. Our 
achievements lay in the Statutes and 
the effects of these Statutes will bring 
progress for the generation to come 
and posterity will judge our achieve- 
mentls. Mr. Somnath Chatterjee also 
said that there was nothing exciting 
about our refwrt. I can tell him that 
the ordinary maintenance of law and 
peace is not exciting. What is ex¬ 
citing is what his friend.* and his 
party tried, up tio the beginning of the 
Emergency and for the maintenance 
of the rule of law, it had to be stop¬ 
ped. Sue* sort of excitement was 
there in this country. He has also 
said that the MISA is a lawless law 
(Interruptions) 

According flo our conception, a law, 
whefhei^ It is lawless or not, is decid¬ 
ed When it is djall«iged hdtere a 
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I ,Comt of Law and the highest Court 
P rof the land decides the matter. The 
* I MISA has been challenged before a 
[ I Court of Law and the highest Court 
of the land, the Supreme Court, gave 
tttie decision. Some persons may call 
it whatever they like, but we have 
standards of democracy, we have 
standards of rule of law and that is 
decided at the highest temple of law 
and justice in the country. I am not 
able to refer to all Bhe points which 
the hon. Members had raised here. It 
is not because I do not consider them 
important or because 1 do not have 
any respect for them but it is only 
due to the shortage of time thati T am 
not in a position to reply to them. 
But Mr. Somnath Chatterjee and 
others raised some points. One is 
about the transfer of judges. A re¬ 
ference was made that two judges 
who gave judgement in the Nayar 
matter were transferred. They had 
not been transferred. That is what I 
deny, not what will happen in future 
in Gujarat or anywhere else as Mr. 
Mavalankar said. We do transfer the 
judges on certain principles. The 
State Reorganisation Commission re¬ 
commended that l/3rd of the judges 
should be from other States. It was 
a controvor.sial issue. Sometimes pub¬ 
lic opinion and judicial opinion 
favoured one way and sometimes the 
other way. The present trend, as the 
experience shows, is that transfer is 
necessary and transfer will bo done 
on certain principles. It will not be 
done for vindictiveness or simply be¬ 
cause a judge gave a judgement 
against the Gov'ernment. In the 
course of a judge’s career it is quite 
possible that he will give judgements 
against the Government as well as for 
the Government, so that whenever a 
judge is transfered anybody can say 
that it is because he had given judge¬ 
ment against the Government. So, 
that sort of argummit will not deter 
us from discharging our-constitulio- 
nal duties which we are performing 
in this country. If we And valid rea¬ 
sons for transfer of judges for the 
betjter administration of Justice, we 
will certatoly do sO whatever toay be 
the reeetion of fndivldualf. Now, 
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[Dr. V. A. Seyid Muhammad] 

it ha$ been said that we have not been 
filling up the vacancies. There are 
soma 62 vacancies at present. 

There are various rea.sons. The 
process of selction is not easy. We 
have to consult, according to the 
Constitution, various authorities like 
the Chief Ministers, the Chief Ju.s- 
tices, etc. We have to select per¬ 
sons who are prepared to come. Some 
people are not prepared to come for 
various reasons. It is not an easy 
process. If there is some delay in 
appointing judges, it is not because of 
any fault on our parti. 

About company law, the points 
raised by some members have already 
been replied to. It was said that we 
have not amended the election law. 
It is known to all that a Bill was in¬ 
troduced and discussions went on. 
Time and again the liaw Minister 
wanted to have a discussion, but the 
opposition members did not turn up. 
It went on for some time and then 
events which are known to every¬ 
body took place. There was no time 
to pass it. We thought we would 
consult the opposition and get their 
opinion but because of their non-co- 
operation we could not do it. In this 
situation, the blame cannot be laid at 
our doors. 

Cost of litigation is a matter which 
has been drawing the attention of the 
government for some time in this 
House and also outside. Court fees 
is one reason. The high fees charged 
by advocates is another. Delay of 
litigation also increases the costl due 
to frequent adjournment etc. Where 
ever we can, we are trying to reduce 
the raisons which contribute to the 
enhancement of the cost. Amendment 
of the C.P.C. and various oHher things 
have been done. Recommendations 
have been made to the State Govern- 
merils and we hope they will be per¬ 
suaded to reduce the court fees. 

Aitother point raised by most of the 
spenjkers was about legal aid. It is 
!hjSJ|,e that/ Justice Krishna Iyer's re- 
{iip9|^ was, uubimltted a couple of years 


ago. We studied the matter; and we 
sent certain points to ascertain the re¬ 
actions of the Judges and Chief Jus¬ 
tices of the High Courts as well as the 
Chief Ministers of various States. Some 
reactions we have received. Others 
have not sent thair reactions. Some 
States like M.P., West Bengal, Punjab, 
Rajasthan and to some extent Kerala, 
have startfed some schemes, however 
satisfactory or unsatisfactory they 
may be. But our attempt is to have 
if possible a uniform approach by 
introducing a propsr legislation and 
expedite the process of legal aid. We 
are very serious and earnest about it. 

Mr. Goswami said that while a law 
is being interpreted by h court, the 
debates are not taken into considera¬ 
tion for interpretation. I cannot say 
that it is a point of view which you 
should accept. In the debates in Par¬ 
liament. all sorts of views in favour 
of and against a particular provision 
of law are expressed and the practice 
not only in this country but in other 
countries also generally is that judges 
do not take into consideration the de¬ 
bates. Generally it has been accept¬ 
ed that it is not safe to rely on the 
speeches made in Parliament when a 
Bill is discussed. You may agree with 
it or not, but for the tSme being that, 
is the generally accepted principle in 
interpretation of laws. 

An nth or point which has been raised 
i.s about Entry 57, List I and Entry 21, 
List II about the fisheries. I can tell 
you the reason for that. The territo¬ 
rial water is generally considered as 
part of the territory of the State. That 
is why the fisheries within the territo¬ 
rial waters is assigned to the States. 
By an amendment of the Constitution, 
you can possibly bring it to the Con¬ 
current List. That itself is not really 
a contradiction and a sort of puzzle, 
as Mr. Naik put it. It is based on 
sound reasons. 

Mr. Indrajit Gupta mainly referred 
to the Company Law. So,’thatl part 
of the debate has been replied to by 
my friend and 1 do not propose to deal 
with that. 
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One of the points which was raised 
by sonte Members was about corrup¬ 
tion in courts. Here, I want to make 
the position absolutely clear. By and 
large, in this country the judges of 
the Supreme Court, the High Courts 
and tWa subordinate judiciary have 
been free from corruption and we are 
proud of that fact. The occasional 
corruption which you find in some of 
the judges, is really an aberration and 
not the rule. And whenever such 
things happen, we along with thb 
Members feel that it is a very sad 
situation. If there are conditions 
which create this corruption, we must 
eliminate them and it any judge is 
found to be conrupti irrespective of 
his eminence, he should be brought to 
book and we shall not have any hesita¬ 
tion in doing that. I want to pay tri¬ 
bute to the judiciary of this country. 
By and large, they are not corrupt, 
they are honest and they aVe. men of 
integrity. 

SHEI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Let 
them also remain independent. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MOHAMMAD: 
Judicial independence has got an ex¬ 
tremely unusual cannotation. When¬ 
ever a judge gives a judgment against 
"the Government, he is supposed to be 
very independent, but whenever he 
gives judgment in favour of the Gov¬ 
ernment, he is not considered as in¬ 
dependent. T cannot accept that sort 
of aproach. 

Mr. Panda made an attack on the 
Law Institute. He thinks that the 
Law Institute does not do any work 
or make any contribution. I may tell 
him that the Law Institute publishes 
books, teaches students, conducts re¬ 
search, publishes a journal and gets 
experts to give lectures. I tihink, 
these are the things which any Law 
Institute does. Perhaps, Mr. Panda 
thinks that it should produce bales of 
cotton or tonnes of slieel but thali is 
not expected from a law institute. He 
has also said that the Law, Institute 
has not pr^uced, what he called, a 
national jurisprudene. I do not 


know what exactly it is. I can as¬ 
sure him that national jurisprudence 
is not produced by any institute. It 
grows through tWe years from the 
common law of the land and various 
other things. 

Regarding arrears, I want to assure 
t|ie House that one aspect of the 
arrears is delay in the courts. We 
are taking steps to cut short delays. 
We are also taking sfaps to see that 
an expeditious disposal of cases at 
all levels is made. With these 
words.... 


THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING and PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RA- 
MAIAH): I would request the Minis¬ 
ter tl> answer some more questions. 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: There 
is no difficulty. (Interruptions). Order 
please. Order; order please, Mr. 
Jagannath Rao. Mr. Minister, it you 
want to conclude, you can conclude; 
if you want to carry on till 6 p.m. you 
can do so. (Interruptions) Order 
please. I am prepared to allow all 
the hon. Members. But I am only. 
(Interruptions) Do you want me to 
shout at the top of my voice so that 
you can hear me? What I want to 
convey is, even if the Minister finishes 
his speech now, there is absolutely 
no difficulty in disposing of the busi- 
nuss before us. This is what I want 
to make clear to everybod.y. (Inter¬ 
ruptions) Now the Minister can 
carry on. (Interruptions) Let the 
Minister finish. (Interruptions I will 
allow the hon. Members to put ques¬ 
tions. 

DR. V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
I find thad questions have been raised 
about the Language Commission, and 
ateo about clumsiness in drafting bills. 
I think those are matters which I 
should certainly reply. (Interrup¬ 
tions) In regard to the Language 
Commission, the main attack was 
against the unsatHsfactory traiala-f 
tions produced. (Interruptions) 
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MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER; There 
was no dtfiiculty. 

DR. V, A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: A 
translation of the Constitution has 
been published in Malayalam; and 
secondly, recently another one in 
Kannada. I understand that it is 
ready in Punjabi and that it will be 
released very soon: {Interruptions') 
and in about eight languages, the 
translation is in the process of com¬ 
pletion and we expect to publish them, 
to release them at an early date. 

Regarding the drafting of bills, I 
do notl catch what exactly is wrong 
with it. I do not understanji the 
genjei^al statement that the drafting 
of bills is not all right. I do not find 
any specific allegation, ?.e. whether it 
is in the matler of brevity or.. (In¬ 
terruptions) . 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Every 
clause is being amended before the 
discussion takes place. 

DR V. A. SEYID MUHAMMAD: 
If some specific defects had been 
pointed out—apart from saying that 
the bill is introduced and then the 
amendments are produced—one could 
have attended to tJbem. The respon¬ 
sibility of bringing in amendments is 
laid on all the Members and possibly, 
on the Ministries also. That is not 
necessarily an indication that the bill 
is badly drafted or that it is clumsily 
drafted. 

One allegation which was made 
against the Law Ministry was that we 
do not implement the laws. I think 
that that is an allegation which ha.s no 
basis at all, because the Law Minis¬ 
try is only making the laws. The im¬ 
plementation as far as the various 
laws are conceimed, is left to the de- 
par^ents concerned. Sometimes it, is 
a matter where the State is involved; 
and ^ ^be responsibility is rut on the 
State instrumentalities to carry out 
the provisions of the law, what can 
the Department of Law here do about 
the implementation? do not think 
that that allegaitbn has any basis 
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whatsoever, and I need not take the 
time of this august House in replying 
to it. 

Mr. Somnath Chatterjee had spent 
a lot of time in criticizing the con¬ 
ferences held in diiferent parts of the 
country, particularly the conference 
which was held in Calcutta. His alle¬ 
gation was that Rs. 30,000 were spent 
on the to-and-fro Journey of the dele¬ 
gates. 

I do not propose to say, nor am I in 
a position to ascertain and say before 
this House, those figures and allega¬ 
tions are correct. If at all the State 
Govrenment spent the money, the Law 
Ministry cannot be held responsible 
for the same. 

Having now exhausted all the points 
I have noted down, I will not take any 
more of the time of the House. If 
any hon. Member asks any question, I 
am preperd to answer it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We have 
exactly four minutes. If so many of 
you want to put questions, where is 
the time for the Minister to reply? 

AN HON. MEMBER: Extend it by 
a few minutqa, 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: 1 am not 
going to do that. Because, I see so 
many of you getting up. If all of you 
put questions and the Minister notes 
down all those questions and iu his 
stately and dignified way he deals with 
those questions, he will take time in 
answering the questions. That is my 
difficulty. So, I will allow only three 
questions.

Fire near Dharampuri in Tamil Nadu 
due to Explosives 

•77L SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: Wm the Minister of HOME 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether lire took place in a 
house in Tamil Nadu on the 17th 
April 1976, about 8 km. from Dharam¬ 
puri, resulting in the death of eight 
persons and serious injurie;; to fifteen 
others; 

(b) whether the fire was due to the 
explosives illegally stored in the 
house; and 

(c) the persona involved? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY ' OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): (a) A fire 
caused by an explosive accident took 
place on 16-4-76 In a Cycleshop cum 
house in Kadathaur Village in Dharam¬ 
puri District in Tanfil Nadu, result¬ 
ing in the death of 9 persons and 
Injuries to 14 persons. 

(b) Yes, Sir. 

(c) K. R. Ramanathan alias Ramudu, 
the owner of the house, has been ar¬ 
rested on a charge of unauthorised sto¬ 
rage of explosives and negligent con¬ 
duct resulting in death and injuries. 
The accused is also one of the injured. 

4 men, 2 women, 2 girls and one boy 
died and they include the wife and 
daughter of the accused. The injured

include 8 men, 1 woman, 2 boys and 
3 girls. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
May I know from the hon. Minister 
what was the type of that explosive? 
I also want to know whether it was 
dynamite or any other type and fronj^ 
where these explosives came into the 
possession of the owner of the house, 
Mr. K. R. Ramanathan alias Ramudu? 

I also want to know whether he be¬ 
longs to DMK Party or any other ban¬ 
ned organisations? 

SOME HON. MEMBERS: DMK 
Party is not banned. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
Any other banned organisations. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: According to 
the information that is available, Ra¬ 
mudu was storing these explosives un- 
authorisedly which were meant for 
agriculture purpose—perhaps it was 
meant for agriculture purposes for 
digging wells and tanks—and some 
of them were used for digging wells 
and other purposes also. In view of 
these facts that we have received from 
the Tamil Nadu Government, it does 
not seem that there is any political 
motivation. The information was re¬ 
ceived at 10.30 A.M. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 

1 want to know under what circums¬ 
tances this accident took place and 
why did not the Intelligence Depart¬ 
ment detect it earlier? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: That is the 
purpose why the Station House Offlcw 
has been kept under suspension. Pre¬ 
viously also this man was indulging in 
unauthorised storage of explosives. He 
was once convicted also. For lacic of 
vigilance on the part of the Station 
House Officer, he has also been kept 
undw suspension and investigaUon is 
going on.

•772, SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; Will 
the Minister of INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTING be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Chairman of Indian 
Space Research Organisation has ad¬ 
vocated for a judicious combination 
Of terrestrial and satellite television 
net-work for the country; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA): (a) and 
(b). The concept that a combination 
of satellite and terrestrial system will 
be the most cosl-ellective method for 
a national television network has been 
voiced from many platforms in the 
past. The question is now again un¬ 
der study by a special task force set 
up by Government to examine in de¬ 
tail the communication requirements 
of the country. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: The Chair, 
man of Indian Space Research Organi¬ 
sation, Prof. Dhavan, is one of the 
brilliant and outstanding scientists 
our country and his record of service 
in the field of science and technology 
is exemplary. The conclusions and de¬ 
liberations on Space Research should 
have an impact on the judicious com¬ 
bination of Terrestrial and Satellite 
television which would result in the 
network of television in the country. 
My friend, the hon. Minister, has not 
mentioned in his reply the conclusions 
arrived at. May I know what precise¬ 
ly are the conclusions arrived at and 
what are the ideas they are going to 
implement? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
The hon. Member has asked, whether 
the Chairman of Indian Space Research 
Organisation has advocated for a judi¬ 
cious combination of terrestrial and 
satellite television network for the 
country. I have said, yes. For obtain¬ 
ing this, we have set up a Group under 
file Chairmanship of Mr. Rajadhyak. 
sha, the Chief Consultant of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. Prof. Dhavan is one 


of the Members of this Group, They 
are to submit their conclusions to ua 
for our action. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; Will he kind¬ 
ly tell me what are the advantages of 
the judicious combination of Terrestrial 
and Satellite television? 

MR. SPEAKER: You can meet the 
Minister and get enlightened. Let not 
the House go into the technical details. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; The hon. Mi¬ 
nister should know the technical rea¬ 
sons. 

MR. SPEAKER: You can meet Ih# 
Minister and get to know the techni«4l 
reasons. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: Let him 
give the broad outlines at least. 

SHRI RANABAHADUR SINGH; I 
would like to know whether the micro- 
wave links would also be utilised as 
a feeder station for television trans¬ 
mission. 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
In certain circumstances, the micro- 
wave links can be used for transmis¬ 
sion of television pictures. But 
these have to be used only in special 
conditions when it is specially pro¬ 
vided and special channels are pro¬ 
vided apart from communication 
system. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI; When the US 
Satellite has been shifted and the 
Gujarat television system which has 
been now fed, goes out of use, may 
I know what sort of combinatiwi of 
Terrestrial and Satellite television 
the hon. Minister has in mind to see 
that the installation that is created at 
some cost to the country would be 
utilised in combination with Terres¬ 
trial relaying system? 

SHRI VIDYA CHARAN SHUKLA: 
The State of Gujarat has had the 
unique advantage in its favour in the 
case of Satellite transmission of. T.V. 
Although the State of Gujarat was 
not included in the original plan for 
Satellite television experiment, it was 
nonetheless included in it by the use 
of Terrestrial transmitter which haa 
been put in the hon. Member’s 
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trict. Now, the NASA Satellite 86 
will not be available to us after 31st 
July this year. There would be 
a certain break in the villages 
bnly in those States of the country 
where there would Tie no pro¬ 
gramme for several months until the 
terrestrial transmitters start working; 
but in the SITE villages there would be 
no break at all. The programmes will 
continue uninterrupted in all the vil¬ 
lages which are at present covered 
and, therefore, the last person who can 
complain is Mr. Desai! 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
What was the total amount we paid 
for having this SITE programme in 
4,000 villages and by what time will 
aU these 4,000 villages including those 
in Madhya Pradesh, Orissa etc. be 
covered by this terrestrial arrange¬ 
ment? 

MR. SPEAKER; This question re¬ 
lates more to details. Next question. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 
This relates to the SITE programme.

Visit Of World Bank Team to Orissa to 
take up Tribal Development Works 

•773. SHRI K. PRADHANI: Will 
the Minister of HOME AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state:

Bank visited Orissa very recently to 
take up Tribal Development Works in 
that State; and 

(b) if so, the outcome of their visit? 
THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 

MINISTRY OP HOME AFFAIRS, 
DEPARTMENT OP PERSONNEL & 
ADMINISTRATIVE REFORMS AND 
DEPARTMENT OF PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI OM MEHTA); (a) 
and (b). A World Bank Mission visited 
Orissa in February 1976 and had a 
preliminary discussion on the possibi¬ 
lity of supporting a tribal development 
programme. It is expected that the 
Bank will give its views in the matter 
shortly. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI: I would like 
to know from the Hon. Minister 
whe^er the amount that is going to 
be spent in Orissa will come as aid 


or as loan. Secondly, if it is to come 
as loan, what are the conditions 
thereof? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: The delibera¬ 
tions are still of a preliminary nature 
and we have not yet taken a view on 
the whole t&ihg. Unless we take a 
final view, I cannot say whether the 
amount which will be coming will come 
as loan or in what form it will be 
coining to us. 

SHRI K. PRADHANI: There is a 
Sub-Plan which is being taken up by 
the Central and State Governments. I 
would like to know whether this 
amount, if at all it comes from the 
World Bank, will be In addition to it 
or in place of it. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; As I have said, 
the discussions are still of r, prelimi¬ 
nary nature and we have not yet taken 
any final view. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
This Tribal Development programme 
is a very good ideal and it will go a 
long way in implemeniing the 20 point 
economic programme of the Prime 
Minister. In this context, may I 
know whether this tribal development, 
instead of being confined to Orissa, will 
be extended to neighbouring States also 
like Madhya Pradesh and Orissa and 
whether schemes covering these areas 
will suggested to the World Bank for 
their financial assistance so that the 
whole tribal belt can be developed In 
all the State? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: The World Bank 
team was here to identify programmes 
which could increase agricultural pro¬ 
duction in the country and, in that 
connection, Ihey visited Orissa and 
become interested in Orissa and w'ar.t- 
ed to do certain things there. But, 
still, as I have said, a final view has 
not yet been taken. 

As for the tribal areas, whether they 
are in Andhra Pradesh or Orissa or 
elsewhere in the country, we have got 
sub-plans and, for these sub-Rlans, 
the States have been provided with 
Rs. 1,000 crores. 

MR. SPEAKER; His suggestion is 
that you should approach the World 
Bank. 
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SHRl OM MEHTA: We have got 
our own money and we have provided 
a sufficient amount in the Fifth Five 
Year Plan and, in this year also, Rs. 40 
crores has been provided for the tribal 
areas. If we have no money we can 
go to them, but why should we when 
we have our own? 

SHRI SURENDR'A MOHANTY: May 
I know whether this tribal develop¬ 
ment scheme of the World Bank is an 
integrated part of the Five Year Plan 
or is a new, independent scheme? If 
it is the latter, what are the features 
thereof? 

SHRI OM MEHTA: I have already 
said we have not taken a final view. 

MR, SPEAKER; Yes, he has said it 
is still in the preliminary stage. 

SHRI SURENDHA MOHANTY: You 
should give us some protection. i am 
not asking about the details of fhe 
scheme. 

MR. SPEAKER: He wants to know 
whether it is part of the Five Year Flan 
Or not. 

SHRI OM MEHTA; It is not part of 
the Plan. 

Foreign investmrat for industrial 
Growth 

'*'774. SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: WiU 
the Minister of INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleased to state; 

(a) whether Government are invit¬ 
ing foreign investment in order to en¬ 
hance the industrial growth for this 
financial year; 

(b) if 80 , which countries are invest¬ 
ing and in which sectors of industries, 
public or private; 

(c) whether Government have 
relaxed their collaboration and licens¬ 
ing policy to meet the terms of these 
foreign investors; and 

(d^ if so, the facts thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAI; (a) to (d). A statement is laid on 
the of. the Rouse. 


Statement 

(a) to (d). Government’s policy to 
wards foreign investment continues to 
be higly selective and aims at filling 
technological gaps and expanding 
exports. Therefore, foreign invest¬ 
ment is allowed where the technology 
to be imported is highly sophisticated 
or has not been developed indigenous¬ 
ly. Collaborations are considered for 
non-priority industries as well where 
the entire production or a substantial 
portion thereof is proposed to be ex¬ 
ported. 

At present there arc 16 proposals for 
foreign equity participation pending 
consideration of the Government. Out 
of these, only one proposal relates to 
the public sector. The countnesinvolv. 
ed are U.P., U.S.A., Federal Republic 
of Germany, Holland, Bermuda, Spain 
etc. These proposals are at various 
stages of consideration and will be 
decided on merits in nccordance with 
the existing policy and guidelines. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; From the 
statement it appears thai the Govern¬ 
ment’s policy towards foreign invest¬ 
ment is highly selective and aims at 
filling technological gaps and expand¬ 
ing exports; he says that forei^a invest, 
ment is allowed where the technology 
to be imported is highly sophisticated 
or has not been develooed indigenous¬ 
ly. If it is a question of only highly 
sophisticated technology or a techno¬ 
logy which is not available in our 
country, I would like to know how 
Hindustan Lever are manufacturing 
Stuilight, Lifebuoy, Surf. Vim, Rexona, 
Vanaspati and Anik ghee. 1 do not 
know whether these involve sophisti¬ 
cated technology. 1 think, anybody 
can produce these things. Therefore, 
how is it that Hindustan Lever and 
Coca Cola have been allov^d to manu¬ 
facture these things. I would like to 
know whether this is going to come to 
an end or another licence is being given 
to them to expand tbe same things 
which any Tom, Dick cr Harry can do. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: The question is 
about inviting foreign invesbnent and 
vdiich are the countries which are in¬ 
vesting and BO on. The hem. Member 
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has referred to the question of 
Hindustan Lever having Skinligbt and 
other soaps which are iheir own brand 
names and in which no question of 
collaboration comes. How we have to 
deal with the existing firms and their 
capital structure under the FERA, we 
have considered and made our recom¬ 
mendations to the Reserve Bank. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: il would 
like to know whether his attention has 
been drawn to the recommendation of 
the National Committee cn Science and 
Technology which submitted its report 
in 1973. They said that there should 
be no equity and so on. I would like 
to know whether that report has been 
considered by the Government and ’f 
so, the decision taken thereon. 

SHRi T. A. PAI: The observations 
of the Committee have been taken in¬ 
to account and, as I have said, in crder 
tn encourage the increasing use of the 
indigenous technology, Government 
have de-licensed all industries which 
are willing to take the technology trom 
the national laboratories or the Indian 
institutions abroad. 

So far as approval of foreign techno¬ 
logy is concerned, we are doing it on 
a very very selective basis. We have 
permitted only in cases where very 
large commitments for exports, 85 to 
100 per cent, have been undertaken. In 
the case of tomato paste, for instance— 
it has been a classical case that has 
been pointed out—it is by an Indian 
party resident abroad on a basis of 80 
per cent export to meet a particular 
requirement, and we have permitted 
It. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I could 
not quite follow the reply that the hon. 
Minister gave to Ihe first question ask¬ 
ed by Shri S. M. Banerjee. The 
question does not relate to foreign 
collaboraticm; it r^ates to foreign in¬ 
vestment, foreign investment in order 
to enhance the industrial growth for 
this financial year, which countries are 
Investing and in which sectors of indus¬ 
tries. That is the question. I would 
like to know frcan him cncse on 

the basts of this criterion whlrii Is laid

down in the statement, namely, scphi»> 
ticated technology to fill technological 
gaps and the need for expanding ex- 
ports, how does this criterion fit in 
with the products which are being 
manufactured in this country by such 
Anns as Cadbury or Colgate, Palmolive 
or Coca Cola or the whole lot of other 
foreign concerns which are making 
things like after-shave lotions and toi¬ 
let pow’ders and so on. What is the 
technological gap here, 1 am not able 
to follow. Is it that we are not able 
to produce these things in our country? 
Why are such firms continually allow¬ 
ed to manufacture these things? 

SHRI T. A. PAi: There is some 
confusion, which I shall clarify. The 
question of the existing investment 
should not be confused with the ques- 
tion which seeks to invite foreign 
capital to expand the growth prospects 
and all that, I may assure the House 
that there have not been many ofters 
of foreign capital coming into the coun¬ 
try. Prom 1969 to March 1972, out of 
1,768 cases of licences that were issued, 
collaboration arrangements and financi¬ 
al arrangement were approved only in 
277 cases constituting 1.5.6 per cent. 
On an average, the investment of fore¬ 
ign capital has been of the cider of 
about 35 to 37 crores of rupees per year 
which also fakes into consideration the 
investment of the profits made by the 
already existing companies in their 
own industries. Therefore, the 
question of new capital coming in ha s 
not been much. If the Hindustan 
Lever has been making some soaps and 
other things, where is the questitm of 
their borrowed technology? It has 
been functioning in India for several 
years. There has not been any colla- 
hoj^ation. arrangemeiSt. Th^E&fojfe, 
there is no question of technology be¬ 
ing foreign. ^ 

So far as Cadburys and other such 
companies are concerned, all 4bese 
cases come under FERA. As regards 
exports markets for them, recently in 
Hungary I have found that the pro- 
™®<ie in India by Cadburys and 
Colgai^PalmoUve have better pros- 
pects cX being soM and we are en- 
tl^ petvfo In their expcwia. 
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SHRl R. S. PANDEY: After giving 
facilities to persons of Indian oiigin 
settled abroad to bring their savings to 
India in foreign exchange—they have 
to deposit that in foreign exchange— 
may I know, if such persons have 
come out with their desire to give ac¬ 
tive support for the industrial growth 
to India and to obtain license from you 
to start some industries which could 
give impetus to industrial growth? 

SHHI T. A. PAI; We would certainly 
like to make a distinction between 
foreign investment and investment of 
non-residents Indians bringing their 
capital, because this distinction is 
absolutely essential so that in future we 
might not mix them upwith foreign 
capital coming to India. We have not 
only announced the scheme, we are also 
in touch with the State Government so 
that such applications which are recei¬ 
ved are processed quickly and the 
State Government provide them with 
land, power, and water and other re¬ 
quirements so that the industries may 
be set up without much difficulties. 

SHRI RAJA KULKAKNl; I would 
like to know, if the foreign investors 
for their projects in this financial year 
have accepted the condition of 40—60 
equity capital under the Foreign Ex¬ 
change Regulations Act and the work¬ 
ing of the foreign Exchange Regula¬ 
tions Act has in no wiay given any 
setback for the investment by foreign 
investors. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: If the country’s 
policies are very clearly known, it is 
for the foreign investors to decide 
whether to invest in India or not. So 
far as we are concerned, we would 
approve the collaborations in techno- 
loyg ratKef than foreign participation, 
unless it is in a sophisticated area 
where we find that the parties are not 
willing to give collaboration without 
any involvement. They have not only 
accepted the condition of 40—60 equity 
capital, in many cases we have 
approved this below 40 per cent, 

SHHI VASANT SATHE: It Is a good 
policy that only where there is a 
technologicai gap, we allow or en¬ 


courage foreign investment. I would 
like to know, if the Goveniment has 
identified the areas and industries 
where there is this technological gap, 
and if they have broadcast this through 
our embassies in the countries from 
where we want to encourage invest¬ 
ment. Which are the particular Indus¬ 
tries, where we find this technological 
gap and we want to encourage foreign 
investment for growth of our own 
industries. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Appendix I was 
considered to be a sophisUeated held, 
but we find that in many of these 
industries, foreign investment or fore¬ 
ign collaboration may not be necessary. 
We are continuously reviewing this list 
and we would like to make the position 
very clear in which industries foreign 
investment would be permitted, but we 
are not anxious about eanvassing inves. 
tment. 

Shortage of Spares in Nationalised 
Collieries 

*776. SARDAR SWARAN SINGH 
SOKHI: Will the Minister of ENERGY 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the nationalised collier¬ 
ies are facing shortage of spares; and 

(b) if so, steps Government propose 
to take to solve the problem of non¬ 
availability of spares expeditiously? 

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY (SHRI 
K. C. PANT): (a) and (b). No, Sir. 
Certain difficulties have, however, been 
faced in obtaining certain spares for 
mining machinery under foreign aided 
schemes from time to time which are 
sorted out by mutual discussions with 
the aid-giving countries. 

SARDAR' SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
May I know from tl^e Minister; he has 
said that ‘ce’rtain difficulties have, 
however, been faced in obtaining cer¬ 
tain spares..’ What are those ‘certain 
difficulties’ and what are those ‘certain 
spares’ for mining machinery and 
which are the countries viiiich are giv¬ 
ing aid in this regard and upto what 
extent? 

Sipil K. C. PANT: There are atnne 
Soviet^lded projects M^bcre some of 
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the equipment which had been pur¬ 
chased sometime back has become 
obsolete and is no longer manu¬ 
factured in that country. So, this is 
the type of equipment where we are 
negotiating that they may give us the 
drawings so that we may manufacture 
the spares here. 

This kind of difficulties has cropped 
up in respect of spare parts for severijl 
kinds of machinery and equipment 
like dumpers, driHs and shovels and 
some underground mining equipment 
also. 

Similarly, in respect of Polish machi¬ 
nery there wore some clilliculties in 
getting spares and we are utilising the 
Indo-Polish Joint Commission to nego¬ 
tiate with the other side to gel the 
spares. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
My second question is; how much 
more money would be required for 
the purchase of machinery in the 
course of the next three years and 
what would be the value of spare 
parts required by the end of the Fifth 
Plan and by the end of the Sixth Plan 
separately and whether .setting up of 
any ancillary industries would be le- 
quired to manufacture these parts in 
this country? 

SHRi K. C. PANT; Under the Ad¬ 
vance Action Programme, Government 
have approved in principle proposals 
of placement of orders io the extent of 
Rs. 279 crores by Coal India Ltd., dur¬ 
ing the first two years of the Fifth 
Plan and this figure I do have with me 
and I have the figure of import licences 
held by Coal India Ltd., under the 
automatic licensing scheme. It comes 
to about Rs. 2 crores, I do not have 
the full figures for the spares. Equip¬ 
ment purchase is all right. Spares pur¬ 
chase is a decentralised item. Equip¬ 
ment purcha^ figures can be obtained 
from CIL in case of equipment 
which is of high value. But low value 
«quipment is not purchased in a cen¬ 
tralised way and the spares are pur- 
caaed in a very decentralised, way. 
Thevefora. that is something which wiU 


be found in ihe accounts of the com¬ 
pany and sometimes at the various 
working areas as it is highly decent 
tralised. 

SARDAR SWARAN SINGH SOKHI: 
What about promoting ancillary indus¬ 
tries lo manufacture the spares? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: I can in one sen¬ 
tence say that we are encouraging an- 
cillaries. We have .set up a committee 
for this purpose. It has identified the 
equipment that can be built by the an- 
ciUaries and we are trying to help 
them. 

SHR'I PRABODH CH.ANDRA: May 
I know’ from the Government if some 
arrangement has been arrived at as to 
the revaluation of our rupee as com¬ 
pared to the rouble? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: i think the Fin¬ 
ance Ministry may probably be able to 
answer it. 

SHRI KRISHNA C.'HANDRA HAL- 
DER: I would like lo know from the 
hon. Minister whether the NAMC in 
the public sector which is producing 
mining machinery is in a position to 
manufacture spare naris required for 
the collieries? 

SHRI K. C. PANT: Not NAMC 
alone manufactures spares but a large 
number of other companies both in 
the public and private sectors have 
been developed in respect of manufac¬ 
ture of spares for the coal industxy 
in the last few years. You know in 
the last few years a lot of equipment 
and spare parts have been purchased 
as well as utilised for bringing back 
into use the old machinery w’hich taas 
lying idle. This has been done and this 
has been done by taking into account 
the total manufacturing capacity in 
the country and Where there are gaps, 
we fill those gaps by developing them.

SHRI T. A. PAI: The question re¬ 
lated to Delhi. In all 923 checkings of 
various licences of fair price shops sel¬ 
ling items, the prices of which are 
statutorily fixed by the Delhi Admi¬ 
nistration, and for display of price tags 
were conducted by the Department 
during the period 1st April 1976 to 9th 
May 1976. No case of over-charging 
from the price fixed was detected. 
Since ihe retail prices of essential com¬ 
modities are varying from place to 
place in the local markets of the 
Union territory of Delhi, the Adminis¬ 
tration proposes to call a meeting so 
as to fix the margin of profit to be 
other essential commodities. 

So far as States are concerned, we 
will in form them to check up, to see 
as to where the prices have not react¬ 
ed to the reduction of excise in some 
other essential commodities.

That the commodities, the taxes on 
which were reduced under the Central 
Budget, are still being sold in the 
market at old rates. My question is 
not particularly about Delhi market. 
I am also talking and asking about 
the rural market. May I know from 
the Government that in the rural areas 
they are still charging the old rates. 
What steps is Government proposing 
to take against those persons or idi(q;> 
keepers who are still charging the old 
l^rices? 


SHRI T. A. PAI: I hope that the 
question has been more happily framed 
because the second question related 
to the action taken in Delhi and, thereo 
fore, we prepared our notes likewise 
in our reply. If there are intances, I 
am not denynig that. 

MR. SPEAKER: Part (a) of the 
question is very clear. Part (b) is 
about Delhi. There is nothing wrong 
with the framing of the question. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We have not 
conducted any survey all over the 
country. We can only say that in Delhi 
where the survey has been con¬ 
ducted, this is the result. 
But this is not possible in many 
cases where the goods were In 
the pipeline and the retailers may have 
sold at the pre-budget rate. But we 
are insisting that all the products 
manufactured after this be priced at 
reduced rates. If there are any ins¬ 
tances where these abuses stte talking 
place, the Members may kindly bring 
the same to my notice. In the mean 
while I a alerting the state Govern¬ 
ment to have a check into it and to see 
whether there have been any reduc¬ 
tions as we would have wished. 

MR SPEAKER: I think the hon. 
Member has been very specific in 
saying that in regard to Coca-cola 
where there was increase in duty Ihe 
price was increased. But there ate 
others and he gives such Instances. 
There are certain commodities like 
soaps etc, where this was reduced but 
they have not decreased the price. 
That is what he says. 

SHRI T. A. PAI; I have a list be¬ 
fore me where officially the manufac¬ 
turers have reduced the price so far as 
soap is concerned. Hiese relate to the 
big manufacturers w'ho produce nearly 
75 per cent The balance goe§ ie 
small scale sector who make soap and 
other detergents, and they have to meet 
the competition from the bigger sector 
which has reduced the price. Bui If, 
in spite of this, any hon. Member 
l>efiQee me eay specific instancy 
2 wUl ONtainly go into that 
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5iwT arm firf: «sf ^ 
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SHRl T. A. PAI: I will ask the State 
Governments to look into it. 
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SHRI T. A, PAI: The levy price 
of sugar has not gone up in fair-price 
shops. If any fair-price shop is sel¬ 
ling above controlled ra*^e, I should like 
to have details so that 1 can look into 
it. Fair-price shops sell other essential 
commodities like suji, rnaida etc. as I 
have stated already, as ipecified by the 
Government. Consumer cooperatives 
eto. sell all other essential commodi¬ 
ties at retail prices which are fixed by 
themselves in order to compe^-e with 
the market which would be n balancing 
factof. Our Ministry called a meeting 
of the manufacturers and discussed 
with them and they agreed to reduce 
the post-budget price so that excise-re¬ 
duction benefits will be siibslaniially 
passed on to consumers. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Sir, out of these 
essential commodities, with reference 
tO" the question of Mr. Sambhali, one 
of the major iteips is the foodgrains 
and, of those which are distributed 
through Ibe fair price shops, the major 
item happens to be whe.it. I want to 
know whether it has come to the kind 
notice of ihe Minister that last year’s 
wheat which is being sold through 
many parts of the country has deterio¬ 
rated considerably and also whether 
any complaints have come to his noti¬ 
ce. If not whether he will kindly take 
cognisance of my complaint from the 
District of North Canara right now and 
withdraw the hunderds of tons of 
wheat which have gone substandard 
and which are good enough as cattle 
feed and not good enough for human 
consumption. 

MR. SPEAKER ; This questioa 
should be referred to the Food Mini¬ 
ster. 

SHRZ B. V. NAIK: Sir, If you will 
kindty hear with me, this Is most »«- 
levant. 
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MR. SPEAKER; It may be rele¬ 
vant. But, the question ig about the 
price and not about the deterioration 
in wheat. Shri Pai is not the person to 
answer this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Sir, may 
I draw his kind attention to this fact 
that there are some people who con. 
ducted poda yatra in Delhi, itself and 
on that particular day when pada 
yatra took place, the prices came down 
and the correct prices were exhibited 
and the moment it was over, the 
same price was again exhibited. 
This has not only happened in Delhi. 
But, even Kanpur .followed Delhi. So. 

I would like to know whether it has 
been brought to the notice of the hon. 
Minister that though the prices had 
come down in the case of Mustard oil. 
Postman oil etc., as a matter of fact, 
they have again shown an upward 
trend. If so, what steps have been 
taken by Government to see that the 
prices do not rise—illm not talking of 
retail prices—the relmlers will not sell 
that at cheaper rate unless Ihe whole¬ 
sale price is also reduced on that. 

I n’ould like to know from the hon. 
Minister the steps taken in this regard. 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Sir, the price of 
Postman oil and others is related to 
the groundnut oil price as long as basic 
oil prices hav.s not gone up. But, if 
there has been any increase in it. we 
shall certainly review it. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I do not 
know to which precise budget period 
he referred it when it was said that 
the prices have come down. May I 
know of the Minister whethe:' he has 
studied the wholesale price index and 
the consumers’ price index given by 
the two important economic journals— 
the Economic Times and Financial Ex- 
press—which have shown an increase 
in the month of April? May I also 
know of the Ministers inter^lia, whe¬ 
ther il is attributable only to added 
money supply or it is attributable also 
to speculative tendencies and mal¬ 
practices in distribution which are 
reappearing as reported by some of the 
newQKip^ or is it due to mere sea¬ 
sonal ittctuatlmss? 


SHM T, A. PAI; We seem to forget 
that the seasonal fluctuations also 
affect the price. In many cases, we 
have been waiting for the prices to 
come down. They have come downstea- 
dily and 51 per cent of the cost of liv. 
ing index i.s made up by foodgrains 
and therefore, wherever the foodgra¬ 
ins prices have slightly gone up, the 
cost of living index has also shown the 
variation. The variation is only .2 per 
cent last week and again it comes 
down. 

So long, there is no abnormal rise. 
But, we would like to sec what we 
have to do about it. 

SHRI P. M. Mehta: Sir. i would 
like to ask supplementaries. 

MR. SPEAKER: We have spent 
15 minutes on this. (Interruptions) 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA; You do not 
allow me to put my supplementary, 
This is the third time that you are 
not allowing me to put my supple¬ 
mentary. 

MR. SPEAKER; I ,nn sorry. It is 
unfair. Everybody should get a chance 
and whosoever catches my eye should 
get a chance. Next question. 


Manufacture of Protinex 

*778. SHRI BHALJIBHAI PAR- 
MAR; Will the Minister of INDUST¬ 
RY AND CIVIL SUPPLIES be pleased 
to state; 

(a) whether ‘Protinex’ is a drug 
item; 

(b) whether the company manu¬ 
facturing Protinex is earning excess 
profits on the production and salq of 
this item; and 

(c) whefther Government intend to 
bring Pir<ilinex and. similar items 
usuder price control to ensure 
their availability at reasonable prices? 
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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OP INDUSTRY AND 
CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI B. P. MAUR- 
YA): (a) tb (c). A statement is laid 
On the Table of the House. 

Statement 

Prptinex is a patented name for pro¬ 
tein hydrolysate, which was licensed as 
a drug item, under Schedule No. 22— 
Drugs & Pharmaceuticals of the First 
Schedule of the IDR' Act. In 1971, the 
company manufacturing this item ap¬ 
plied to the Drug Control Administra¬ 
tion of the Government of Maharashtra 
to get it registered as a food item as 
they were not sure of the therapeutic 
value of this product. In February 
1976, they have again applied and have 
been re-registered by the Drug Control 
Administration, for manufacture of 
ProtineJc asT^rug item. 

2. As a drug item, protinex would be 
subject to the Drug Price Control 
Order of 1970 and .the question of fixa¬ 
tion of its price in terms of the rele¬ 
vant order is under examination of 
the Ministry of Chemicals & Fertill- 
sera, 

SHRI BHALJIBHAI PARMAR: l 
would like lo know from the Minister 
whether Messrs. Pfizer possess a speci¬ 
fic industrial licence for Protinex and 
if so, the details thereof; when the 
company obtained the industrial licence 
under one scheduled industry? How 
have they been changing to other 
Scheduled industries without govern¬ 
ment’s approval? May I further know 
whether the company can do so on its 
own accord? If so under what pro¬ 
visions? 

the MINISTER OF INDUSTRY 
and CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRl T. A. 
PAD: Sir, I have not’ been able to 
hear him. 

SHRI BHALJIBHAI PARM;UI: I 
want to know whether Messrs. Pfizer 
obtained an Industrial licence for 
Ptotinez and if so^ the details thereof; 
whlf|a did the company obtain the 
MdunHal liooiee? 


MR, SPEAKER: 'Without reading, 
can you speak out? 

SHRI BHALJIBHAI PARMAR; May 
I know when Mr. Pfizer got the licence 
under one scheduled industry? Has it 
not violated it when it changed to the 
other scheduled industry? 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: The states 
ment given by the Minister to thia 
question discloses severe violations of 
the acts and rules. The statement 
says: 

“As a drug item, Protinex would 

be subject to the Drug Price Control 

Order of 1970.” 

In 1970 the Protinex was marketed as 
a drug item but approval for pi ice 
under Drug Price Control Order has 
never been obtained. It means that 
there is violation of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955. According to 
the statement Pfizer has also violated 
the Industries Development and Regu¬ 
lation A'cl, 1951. May I know whether 
the Government is going to set-up a 
one-man Commission to go into all 
those violations by Messrs Pfizer? Mr. 
Raman, Secretary, Industries Mioistry 
is a competent man. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is a sugges¬ 
tion for action. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: May I 
know what steps the Government have 
taken in respect of violation of this 
Act? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Sir, M/s. Pfizer 
who are licensed to make Protinex had 
declared it a drug for getting a licence 
in 1960. Afterwards the/ got it regis¬ 
tered as a food article because they 
were not sure of the therapeutic value 
of this drug. In 1976 they have again 
declared It as a drug. If they switch 
On from drug to food article they 
s^iould get the permission of Industrial 
Development Ministry under IDR Act 
They have not done it and, as such, 
violated ^the Act. Secondly, they 
rimuhl have got the price fixed under 
Drug Price Confrot Oirier whieb 
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faava not done, and, as such, have vio¬ 
lated on this account also. Further 
they have produced excess of the 
licensed capacity and, as such, have 
violated on this account also. The 
Ministry of Chemicals have been asked 
to go into the entire question of these 
violations, 

DR. RANEN SEN; Sir, the question 
of M/s, Pfizer violating the rules and 
the pirovisions ot the Act has been 
raised in this House for at least four 
to five times but thie Government's 
answer was that the matter is being 
considered. After the statement made 
by the 'hon’ble Minister it becomes 
clear that they have violated on 
several accounts. May I know when 
the Government came to know about 
these violations and after having to 
know about these violations what con¬ 
crete steps were taken against this 
company? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: The violations 
were taken note of by us when certain 
Members brought them to our notice. 
We find that the Drug Administration 
of Maharashtra was involved in it, be¬ 
cause they had at one stage declared 
it as a food article and at another 
declared it as a drug. So the question 
will have to be looked into for what 
purpose and for what reasons this 
w«s done, and whether the company 
was authorised to increase their pro¬ 
duction at any time. These are matters 
to be looked Into before any prosecu¬ 
tion can be launched. The matter has 
now been referred to the Ministry of 
Chemicals and Fertilisers to take 
necessary action. 

DR. RANEN SEN: For more than 
a year this is pending. 


SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: They de¬ 
clared it as a lood article in 1971. 
What have you been doing regarding 
the Drug Price Control Order in 19707 

MR: SPEAKER: Shri Bibhuii 
Mishra. 
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THE MINISTER OF CHEMICALS 
AND FERTILISERS (SHRI P. C. 
SETHI): As my Ministry has been 
mentioned, I took the permission of 
the Minister and I would seek your 
permission to clarify this. 

As far as the original licence of the 
company is concerned, they took it 
as a licence for manufacture as a 
drug item. From 1960 to 1970, tliey 
were selling it as a drug item. T“ha 
price was fixed; after 1963, no price 
increase was given, but the price was 
fixed under the 1963 Control 
Order. From 1970 onwards the 
Maharashtra Government gave them 
permission to sell it as a food article. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA; In 1971. 

SHRI P. C. SETHI: 1971. Accord¬ 
ing to the Maharashtra Act, the 
Maharashtra Government is fully 
authorised to do it. But as far ae 
the parly is concerned, they shoald 
not have relied only on the permis¬ 
sion of the Maharashtra Government; 
th^ should have approached the ID 
Ministry for change of the drug pro- 
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duct. They have not dona -so. So 
as Shri Pai has said, they are not 
wholly responsible or accountable to 
us On all the counts. As for the 
violation of the I (DR) Act, Shri Pai’s 
Ministry is concerned; as far as, the 
Drug Control price is concerned or 
excess production is concerned, it is 
the concern of my Ministry. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: The Essen¬ 
tial Commodities Act is also there. He 
is responsible for both. 

MR. SPEAKER: Next question. 

Central Sector Scheme to save the 
State of Orissa against flood Devasta¬ 
tion. 

*778-A SHRI AR.TUN SETHI: V7ill 
the Minister of ENERGY be pleased to 
state:

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY 
(SHRI K. C. PANT): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) ESfaimkund is a multipurpose 
project envisaging irrigation, Hood 
control and generation of power. 

It is not proposed to take up this 
project for implementation in the 
Central Sector for the present. 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: The river 
Baitharini in Orissa is now consider¬ 
ed a river of sorrow. Since the 
State Government's ways and means 
position is not satisfactory, they 
have suggested to the Government of 
India to execute this proj'ect and 
they are prepared to forego 50 per 
c«it of the power to be generated in 
this dam to the Centre. They have 
further suggested that if the Govern¬ 
ment of India would like to have die.

SHRI K, C. PANT: The project 
report for stage I of the Bhimkund 
project had been sent to the Central 
and water Power Commission and 
the Commission sent its comments to 
the State government in Septoimber 
197i5, .replies to v^ich are awaited 
from the state government. At this 
stage all I can say is that the techno- 
economic viability of the scheme will 
have to be determined before a final 
view can be taken on the scheme w 
a whole and its implementation ^ is 
conctemed. As for discussions with 
the Orissa Government, even without 
the hon. Member’s recommending, we 
always do have discussions with the 
state governments, 

SHRI ARJUN SETHI: My original 
question was addressed to thfs minis¬ 
try of agriculture because this is 
a flood Control measure and a Part 
of the Project is concerned with him. 
They should at least invite the state 
government for a discussion and chalk 
but plan for eocecuting this proj^ 
because it is a serious matter and 
every year floods are causing destsruc— 
tion of an alarming extent. 

MR. SPEAKER: You should ask 
the State government to come here. 

SHRI ARJUN SEH^HI: They have 
lalready written to the ministry of 
agriculture and irrigation as wall as 
fjie ministry of power, so they should 
communicate Hheir willingness in re¬ 
gard to this matter. 

SHRI K. C, PANT: If I need to 
reiterate it, I isixpress my willingnais 
to meet the state govenunent any 
time they want.

The project envisages lifting of 
8.61 cumecs of water from Ganga to 
irrigate 17,343 hectares in Monghyr 
district. The pumping is proposed to 
be done in two stages. The tost 
stage pumps to lift 8.61 cumecs by 
15.4 metres are located about 4.8 km. 
south of Monkhyr town at the conflu¬ 
ence of Dakranalla with Ganga. The

As per the informa¬ 
tion furnished by the Damodar Valley 
Corporation, the cost of sale of energy 
during 1975-76 is estimated to be 
14.9 p/kWH. The average rate charg¬ 
ed hy the Damodar Valley Corpora¬ 
tion from Calcutta Electric Supply 
Corporation varies from 15.5 to 16.5 
p/kWH depending upon the load 
factor. 

The rate charged by the Calcutta 
Electric Supply Corporation varies for 
different catfigoijies of consumers. 
According to the audited accounts of 
the Calcutta Electric Supply Corpora¬ 
tion for 1970-71 to 1974-75 its clear 
profit in any year of account did not 
exceed the reasonable return per¬ 
mitted under the Electricity (Supply) 
Act, 1948. If the clear profit of the

Utilisation ei capacity in industries

THE MINISTER OF INDUS'^’’”' 
AND CIVIL SUPPLIES (SHRI T. A. 
PAI): (a) and (b). A statement 
showing capacity utilisation and 
growth rates in major industries 
looked after by the Directorate Gene¬ 
ral of Technical Development is laid 
on the Table of the House. [Placed 
in Library. See No. LT.10843/76]. 

It may be seen that capacity utilisa¬ 
tion in a number of industries has 
improved in 1975 as comparedi to 
1974. However, capacity utilisation 
ratios by themselves do not present 
a complete picture and should be 
studied along with the growth rates 
obtaining in the industries. Thus, for 
instance, the capacity utilisation may 
present a declining trend even when 
the groiyth rate achieved by the in¬ 
dustry. is ijuite good. This happens 
When additional capacity comes on 


ground but the build up of produc¬ 
tion from this new capacity takes 
time and is not proportional. Simi¬ 
larly many of the engineering indus¬ 
tries have established combined capa¬ 
cities, for various items and depend¬ 
ing upon the demands and orders 
placed with them thpy plan their pro¬ 
duct mix with a view to maximising 
their output. However, for the pur¬ 
poses of registration/licences, they in¬ 
variably express their optimum capa¬ 
city^ in each of these items. This 
explains the relatively low utilisation 
ratios obtained in such industries. 

The Small Industries Development 
Organisation (SIDO) in collaboration 
with the State Directorate of Indus¬ 
tries had conducted a nation-wide 
Census of Small Scale Industries in 
1974 for reference year 1972, which 
has revealed about 53 percent capa¬ 
city utilisation in this sector. 

(c) It has been Government's 
constant endeavour*, to see that the 
existing industrial capacities are 
better utilised. Towards this 0i*n» 
Government have* taken various steps 
such as liberalisation of industrial 
licensing procedures for diversifying 
production, simplification of proce¬ 
dures for import of raw materials 
and components, removal erf cons¬ 
traints like shortage of wagons, both 
for movement of raw materials end 
finished products. 

Small Scale units having capacity 
utilisation 20 per cent and less would 
be given particular attention in re¬ 
gard to provision of technicsl assist¬ 
ance through the extension services 
net work of Small Industries Deve¬ 
lopment Organisation (SIDO). Capa¬ 
city utilisation is likely to increase 
with the increased availability of in¬ 
digenous raw materials like iron and 
steel, aluminium and oUier rron^- 
ferrous metals and as a consequences 
of availability of raw material, libe¬ 
ralised imports and credit policies of 
the Govermnent in favour of small 
scale Industries.

Keeping in 
view the consideration of smooth 
functioning of the Hindustan Paper 
Corporation Ltd., the need to take as 
much of the office outside Delhi as 
possible, and early and effective im¬ 
plementation of the various projects 
undertaken by it for which a close 
liaison is needed with the equijnnent 
manufacturers, who are mostly locat¬ 
ed in Calcutta, and the fact that 
substantial quantities of purchases 
are organised from Calcutta, it has 
been decided to shift the following 
divisions of the Corporation to Cal¬ 
cutta: 

(i) Project implementation and 
Engineering Division. 

(ii) Purchase Division. 

(iii) Sales Division.

Under 
existing arrangements the skills 
attained by the ex-servicemen during 
their service are being developed and 
utilised to maximum practicable ex¬ 
tent by giving them technical train¬ 
ing irt highly skilled trades at the 
Industrial Training Institutes where 
5 per cent seats are reserved for 
them. They are also given training 
to engage in self-employment in agri¬ 
culture and allied fields like bee¬ 
keeping, poultry-farming, animal 
husbandry etc. They are being en¬ 
couraged to forht co-operatives for 
engaging in these fields and also in 
motor transport by giving them ade¬ 
quate financial assistance in the shape 
of loans. Theso loans are granted 
from the Special Fund for Reconstruc¬ 
tion and Rehabilitation of Ex-service- 
men, to the co-otperatives of ex-ser¬ 
vice personnel or individuals who 
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submit financially sound schemes sub¬ 
ject to the following conditions:— 

(a) The lean shall not exceed 
the subscribed capital of the 
venture of the individual/co. 
operative. 

(b) In the case of transport vehi¬ 
cles, the lean amount shall 
not exceed M per cent of the 
cost ef the vehicles. 

(c) The loan shall be secured 
against mortgage of perma¬ 
nent assets of the enterprise/ 
co-opentiye, as well as sure¬ 
ties. 

(d) The loan shall normally be 
granted only once. Grant of 
second Joan may only be 
oonsidered when the purpose 
for which the loan was first 
sanctioned has been fully 
fulfilled and the amount of 
loan sanctioned has been re¬ 
paid in full including the 
interest due thereon. 

(e) In special cases the loan may 
be sanctioned upto 80 per 
cent) of the investment de¬ 
pending upon the soundness 
T)f the scheme.

Under this 10'/15 per cent investment 
subsidy is given to entrepreneurs lo¬ 
cating their industries in 104 districts 
in the country selected on the basis of 
6 districts in backward States and 3 
districts in other States. 

(2) Concessional finance facilities 
by the All India -Term Lending finan¬ 
cial institutions: 

Under this scheme entrepreneurs 
locating industries in 246 backward 
districts of the country get conces¬ 
sional rate of finance which is around 

per cent and a longer period of 
amortisation and certain other facili¬ 
ties. 

(3) Central Transport Subsidy 
Scheme : 

Under this Scheme, States with 
difficult rail communication in the 
North Eastern Region, Jammu and 
Kashmir, Himachal Pradesh and hilly 
areas of U.P. get 50 per cent of the 
cost of transportation of the raw 
material and finished products upto a 
prescribed rail head.

THE MINISTER OP STATE IN THE

Formerly, the Official Language 
Division of the Ministry of Home Aff¬ 
airs used to coordinate the work relat¬ 
ing to official language amongst the 
effect from 26th June. 1975, (the day 
the Department of Official Language 
was created) steps are being taken to 
do thi.s work more effectively. 

To bring about uniformity in the 
constitution of Hindi Advisory Com¬ 
mittees, guidelines have been laid 
down with the concurrence of the 
Prime Min'ster. The Secretar.v, De- 
partment of Official language and 
Hindi AdAh.ser to the Government of 
India would Ije an ex-officio member 
in all these committees to bring about 
co-ordination in their work pertain¬ 
ing to official language. In addition, 
another officer from the Department of 
Official Language would also be on 
these committees. 

An officer of the Official Language 
Department attends the meetings of 
*h'' Official Language Implementation 
Committees and advi.^^^cs them to fun¬ 
ction in accordance with the policy as 
laid down. A central official language 
implementation committee is function¬ 
ing under the chairmanship of the 
Secretary. Department of Official 
Language to ensure a uniform official 
language policy for all the Ministries 
and Departments. This Committee 
consists of the various Joint Secre- 
taries looking after the work of official 
language in the various Ministrie.s and 
Departments^ Besides. a coordina¬ 
tion Committee of Joint Secretaries 
also functions under the chairmanship 
of Secretary. Department of Official 
Language. The Joint Secretaries of 
certain important Ministries and De¬ 
partments are members of this Com¬ 
mittee. This Committee specially 
examines those important cases which 
are put up before the Central Hindi 
Committee. The Central Hindi Com¬ 
mittee, under the chairmanship of the 
Prime Tillnister views constanfiy the 
implementation of a uniform official 


language policy for all Ministi^es and 
Departments. 

It was decided in the meeting of 
the Central Hindi Committee held on 
251h November, 1975 that all the 
Ministries and Departments should 
hold prior consultations with the De¬ 
partment of Official Language about 
aU schemes relating to official langu¬ 
age and should inform the Depart- 
ment of Official Language about other 
applied matters. This decision was 
Conveyed to all the Ministries and De¬ 
partments in January, 1976 through 
an Office Memorandum and was fol¬ 
lowed up by a D.O. from the Secretary, 
Department of Official Language to 
the Secretaries of other Ministries 
and Departments in February, 1976. 
In this letter, while stressing the com¬ 
pulsory requirement of prior consul¬ 
tations with the Department of Official 
Language about the schemes pertain¬ 
ing to Official I.anguage, it was stated 
that the Department of Official Langu¬ 
age should be necessarily consulted in 
respect of creation of posts or recruit- 
menl rules concerning Hindi posts. 

Recently, a meeting of Public Sec¬ 
tor Undertakings functioning under 
the administrative control of various 
Ministries and Departments and situ¬ 
ated in Hindi-Speaking areas was 
convened. Implementation of a co¬ 
ordinated programme regarding 
official language work in these under¬ 
takings was discus.sed. 

With a view to bring about unifor¬ 
mity in the form of language, aU 
Ministries and Departments have 
been requested in March, 1976 that 
the language to be used for official 
purposes should be simple.

The actual figure of Central as¬ 
sistance provided to the States and 
Union Territories is Rs. 342.79 crores. 

(b) The broad outlines of the vari¬ 
ous Employment Programme are given 
below:— 

(i) Crash Schema jor Rural Employ¬ 

ment (1971-72 to 1973-74): 

The Crash Scheme for Rural Em¬ 
ployment was initiated in 1971-72 and 
remained in operation till 1973-74, with 
some carryover into 1974-75. Schemes 
like minor irrigation, land reclama¬ 
tion, soil conservation, afforestation, 
flood protection, construction of roads 
etc. were taken up under this Pro¬ 
gramme in different States/Union 
Territories, 

(ii) Programme for Educated Unem¬ 
ployed '1971-72 to 1973-74): 

This Programme was taken up to 
mobilise technical and educated man¬ 
power for activities like surveys and 
design development etc., or training 
in preparation for Plan projects of 
Government under different sectors, 
as well as for encouraging sel^-em- 
ployment of technicians in industry 
or agriculture. Since the social servi¬ 
ces sector is a major source of em¬ 
ployment in the organised sector, 
schemes relating to elementary edu¬ 
cation and expansion of consumers 
stores were also taken up under this 
Programme. 

(iii) Special Employment Programme 
(1972-73 to 1973-74): 

The Special Employment Program¬ 
me was drawn up for enabling the 
States to take up employment schemes 
<^er a much wider area then the 
Crash Scheme for Rural employment 
and Programme for Educated Unem¬ 
ployed. Such schemes were meant to 
bfimeflt educated as well as uneducat- 
persona in rural and urban areas. 
The <dioice of Ihe schemes was 1^

with the States/Union Territories, and 
the states were required to provide 
matching contribution. 

(iv) Half-a-MilUon Jobs Programme^ 
(1973-74): 

The Half-a-Million Jobs Program¬ 
me taken up in 1973-74 was meant to 
create emplosrment opportunities for 
educated unemployed only. The 
range of schemes taken up by differ¬ 
ent States/Union Territories was very 
wide and Included schemes for differ¬ 
ent categories of educated persons. An ' 
exception was made in some cases for 
taking up schemes covering heredita¬ 
ry artisans and traditional handi¬ 
craftsmen, especially those belonging 
to weaker sections of society, who did 
not have the minimum educational 
qualifications. 

(v) Employment Promotion Program- 
mei (1974-75): 

The Employment Promotion Pro¬ 
gramme (1974-75) laid considerable 
emphasis on provision of self-employ¬ 
ment opportunities to the educated 
un-employed. ‘ The self-employment 
schemes provided for training costs 
and seed capital/margin money re¬ 
quirements of the entrepreneurs. Pro¬ 
vision was also made for separate 
training schemes meant for filling up 
vacancies In the cooperative sector and 
Public sector undertakings in cases 
where there were assured chances of 
absorption. 

(c) (i) Crash Scheme for Rural 
Employment: 

On the basis of reports received 
from States/Union Territories, a total 
exp^diture of Rs. 12681.76 lakhs was 
incurred under this Programme, dur¬ 
ing the period 1971-72 to 1978-74, re¬ 
sulting in Generation of 3159tl9 l^lth 
mandays of employment. 

(ii) Programme for Educated U«- ^ 
employed: 

The State/Uiflon Territories ret>c^<f' 
ted 8 ex^nditure of Ba. 6!^.^ 
laMitI ddriag th« pniod 
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resulling in creation of em¬ 
ployment opportunities for about 
97,000 educated persons. 

(iii) Special Employment Programme: 

The total expenditure incurred, 
under this Programme including Cen¬ 
tral assistance amounting to Rs. 
4888.84 lakhs was Rs. 7777.90 lakhs. 
It resulted in creation of 220910 jobs 
and 136.28 lakh mandays of employ¬ 
ment in 1972-73 and 184520 Jobs and 
239.21 lakh mandays of employment in 
1973-74. 

(jv) Half-a-Million Jobs Program¬ 
me: 


The total expenditure reported by 
States(Union Territories under this 
Programme was Rs. 3154.18 lakhs, re¬ 
sulting in creation of 341531 employ¬ 
ment opportunities. 

(v) Employment Promotion Pro¬ 
gramme: 

Central assistance amount to 
Rs. 1346.24 lakhs was released to 
States[Union Territories under this 
Programme, including spill-over assis¬ 
tance of Rs. 490.56 lakhs, released in 
1975-76. According to the latest re¬ 
ports received from StateslUnion Ter¬ 
ritories, the expenditure incurred 
under this Programme was Rs. 1374.59 
lakhs, and employment opportunities 
were created for 67457 educated per¬ 
sons.

Thiij should be suitably publi¬ 
cised so that candidates who 
have any grievance on ac¬ 
count of delays may write to 
him direct instead of ap¬ 
proaching the State or Central 
Govt.

There are in all 2..33 lakhs Fair 
Price Shops in the country. There are 
no fair price shops organised on the 
basis of individual industries.

Exports of raw hides and skins are 
banned. Finished leader is totally 
exempt from export duty under a 
separata notification. The purpose of 
this notification, therefore, is to in¬ 
crease the export duty on semi-pro¬ 
cessed hides and skins.

industry in the country. Tn pursuance 
of this objective the Ministry of Com- 
mlarce has effected a further cut of 
15 per cent in the quota lor E.I. and 
wet blue goat and sheep skins and 10 
per cent cut in the quota for E.I. and 
wet blue buffalo hides, buffalo calf 
skins, cow hides and cow calf skins 
for 1976-77. No cut has been imposed 
on quota-holders below 25,000 pieces 
of skins and on quotas, of the job tan¬ 
ners and non-exporting tanners.

There is a special group 
constituted for the purpose of clear¬ 
ing matters where ecological balance 
or environmental pollution is involv¬ 
ed. They should consider this. The 
point raised is very valid. 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): Pre¬ 
viously a ban was imposed on the ex¬ 
port of the skin of a certain type of 
lizard because they were eating co¬ 
bras and other venomous snakes. I 
do not know what happened later on, 
but we are told by the villagers that 
even now the lizards are being killed 
indiscriminately and the skin is being 
exported. What happened to the ban? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Perhaps this does not come 
within thle purview of our ministry. 
But I can pass it on to the concerned

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE; This has to be pas.sed by Par¬ 
liament wifihin 15 days from the date 
of notification. So, the time-factOr is 
there. 

MR. SPEAKER: Are you prepared 
to exclude snake skin? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); Not 
only the skin of the snakes but skins 
of tigers and various other animals are 
all prohibited. As a matter of fact, 
this is one of the areas where smug¬ 
gling takes place and we are taking 
action against them. Therefore, sim¬ 
ply because it is included here—no 
doubt, it is redundant—that does not 
affect the Resolution as such. There¬ 
fore, I would respectfully submit that! 
it can be kept as it is.

JEE; Time-factor is there because 
the notiflcflttion was issued on 1st May 

825 I-$-5. 


MR. SPEAKER: 1 hope, by pa.sslng 
this Resolution you will not be pre¬ 
vented from making the required 
amendment in the notification. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: We will have to change the noli- 
lication by amending the notification. 

MR. SPEAKER: They will consider 
amending the notification suitably. 
If it is necessary, they will come. 
Let us pass this on the understanding 
that suitable amendment, if neces- 
ary, will be made. 

The question is: 

“That in pursuance of sub-section 
(2) of section 4A of the Indian Ta¬

House approves the notification of

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FINANCE BILL, 1976

can sa,y that it will be 11 hours plus 
3 hours plus 1 hour. Now Mr. Subra- 
maniam. 

THE MINISTER' OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. SUBRAM ANI AM): Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, I beg to move: 

“That the Bill to give effect to 
the financial proposals of the Cen¬ 
tral Government for the financial 
year 1976-77, be taken into conside¬ 
ration." 

Sir, I have already explained the 
main features of the proposals con¬ 
tained in the Finance Bill, in my Bud¬ 
get speech. The details of the speci¬ 
fic provisions in the Bill have been 
explained in the Explanatory Memo¬ 
randum circulated to hon. Members. I 
do not therefore, conside it necessary 
to cover the same ground again. 

Hon. Members will recall that the 
Revised Estimates for 1975-76 antici¬ 
pated that the year-end budgetary defi¬ 
cit of the Centre would be RS. 490 
crores. I am happy to inform the 
House that the actual budgetar.y defi¬ 
cit for the year 197.5-76 has turned out 
to be significantly lower, being only 
Rs. 367 crores. 

As hon. Members are aware, the ori¬ 
ginal budget for 1975-76 envisaged a 
deficit of Rs. 247 crores, after a special 
borrowing of Rs. 100 crores from the 
Reserve Bank of India, which we did 
not eventually resort to. If we allow 
for this, the actual deficit is only Rs, 20 
crores more than the deficit of Rs. 247 
crores originally estimated. If we 
take the net Reserve Bank credit to 
Central and State governments during 
the year, the position is even better. 
During 1075-76, the net RBI credit to 
idlbvenuaent sector, instead of showing 
an increase, contracted by more than 


Rs. 200 crores. The improvement is 
significant, as it comes in the wake of 
high net RBI credit to the Govern¬ 
ment for a number of years. 


Sir, the Finance Bill has been before 
the hon. Members for nearly 8 weeks. 
During the debate on the budget, 
various suggestions have been put for¬ 
ward by hon. Members with regard to 
the proposals contained in the Bill- 1 
have also received representations from 
members of the public, chambers of 
commerce and other trade and profes- 
sional associations, on the proposals 
contained in the Bill, i take this op.- 
portunity of expressing my gratitude 
to hon. Members and to all others who 
have studied the proposals carefully 
and have made constructive sugges¬ 
tions. On a careful consideration of 
these suggestions, I have decided to 
modify some of my original proposals. 
With the indulgence of the House, 1 
will briefly explain the principal 
changes that are proposed to be made 
in the provisions of the Finance Bill. 


It has been urged that the new rates 
proposed in the budget for superftnes 
and fine fabrics produced by power- 
loomg and processed by independent 
processors have been pitched high and 
are now almost equal to the rates 
levied on similar fabrics produced in 
the composite mill sector. In order to 
maintain a suitable differential, so that 
processed fabrics of the powerloom 
sector are able to compete with simi¬ 
lar fabrics produced by the composite 
mill sector, I propose to reduce the 
rates of fine and superfine fabrics 
manufactured in powerlooms and pro¬ 
cessed by independent processors with 
the aid of power from 14 per cent as 
proposed in the budget, to 12 per cqnt 
ad valorem. Corresponding adjust¬ 
ment is al.so being made in respect of 
superfine and fine taandloom processed 
fabrics by reducing the duty from 12 
per cent to 10 per cent ad valorem. 
The revenue effect of these proposals 
regarding textiles will be a loss of 
Rs. 1.30 crores in a fuU year. 
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Pridir to toe budget, there was a 
duty exemption in respect of hand¬ 
printed cotton fabrics, which during 
this budget had been restricted to fab¬ 
rics which were printed with not more 
than three colours, since fabrics print¬ 
ed with more than three colours were 
generally costlier. However, a large 
number of representations were receiv¬ 
ed after the budget about the hard¬ 
ship which the hand printers, who 
were generally in the decentralised sec¬ 
tor, had to undergo. Some hon. Mem. 
bers of this House had also written 
to me, drawing my attention to this 
position. As I felt there was some 
substance in these complaints, 1 has¬ 
tened to pass oders, restoring the ori¬ 
ginal position. 


It has been urged that since Govern¬ 
ment have thought fit to grant excise 
duty concessions to passenger cars, the 
duty on agricultural tractors should be 
reduced, if not abolished. The two 
cases are, however, not strictly com¬ 
parable. Whereas the production of 
pas.sei]ger cars had gone down steeply 
during 1975, that of agricultural trac¬ 
tors had not shown any such down¬ 
ward trend. However, since a number 
of hon. Members expressed concern 
about the high price of tractors used 
in agriculture, I propose to exempt 
tyres, tubes and batteries supplied as 
original equipment for use in agricul¬ 
tural tractors from the excise duty 
payable on them. This measure will 
result in a revenue loss of Rs. 2.60 
crores in one full year. 

A number of representations have 
been received to the effect that the in¬ 
crease in the duty on certain varieties 
of printing and writing paper has been 
very steep. Having carefully examin¬ 
ed these representations, l propose to 
reduce the duty on certain varieties of 
creamlaid and creamwove paper in 
commcm use of substance not exceed¬ 
ing 65 grams per sq. metre from 25 per 
cent to per cent ad valcirem. This 
exempUbn will re$ult in a revenue loss 
of B|h 3.6S crores in a fuR year. 


Ever since the general 1 per cent 
duty was levied in toe 1973 budget on 
residuary items, I have been receiving 
representations from manufacturers of 
roofing tiles for exemption from the 
levy of this duty. It" has been repre¬ 
sented that these tiles are exclusively 
used in the construction of houses oc¬ 
cupied by families who cannot be said 
to be affluent and should therefore, 
not be taxed. Considering all the cir¬ 
cumstances. I propose to exempt roof¬ 
ing tiles from the 1 per cent duty under 
item 68 of the Central Excise Tariff. 
This will result in a loss of revenue of 
Rs. 15 lakhs in a full year. 

When excise duty on starch, on which 
1 per cent duty was levied in,the 1975 
budget, was increased to 10 per cent in 
the present budget, there were a large 
number of representations from manu¬ 
facturers, especially of tapioca starch. 
There are essentially two forms of 
starch, namely, maize starch and 
tapioca starch, the former being pro¬ 
duced mostly in the organised sector 
and the latter largely in the small scale 
sector. Apart from competition etc. 
of tapioca starch in comparison with 
maize starch, which is of a superior 
kind, the producers of tapioca starch 
also complained of hardships in com¬ 
plying with excise procedures, since 
their activities were on a small scale 
and their locations dispersed. Consi¬ 
dering these factors, I have already 
ordered that small imits, w'hose clear¬ 
ances during the preceding financial 
did not exceed Rs. 5 lakhs, may be 
exempted from duty on the first Rs. 1 
lakh value of clearances during a fin¬ 
ancial year. By way of administrative 
simplification, the self-removal proce¬ 
dure system has also been extended to 
this commodity, and tariff value has 
also been fixed for tapioca starch. I 
have also exempted the duty on starch 
of all kinds when such starch is used 
in the manufacture of glucose or des- 
trose. • 

Patent or proprietry medicines was 
one of the items on which several hon. 
Meml^rs of the House had some com¬ 
ments to offer. I had made it clear 
during toe genial discussion of the 
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Budget that the excise duty on essen- 
tial drugs ot lile-saving nature had not 
•been increased in the Budget. Since 
then some have suggested that there is 
perhap.s scope for enlarging the list of 
essential drugs for which a concession. 
al rate of duly is charged. I have no 
objection to consider such enlargement 
of the list. Any specific proposal for 
inclusion of a drug or medicine in the 
list of essential drugs or medicines 
should be taken up with the Ministry 
of Health who, if they are satisfied, 
will no doubt recommend the case to 
my Ministry for favourable considera¬ 
tion. 

In my Budget proposals I had made 
certain adjustments in the customs and 
excise duties on copper mainly with a 
view to reduce the impact of excise 
duty on indigenously produced copper 
and to increase the import duty on im- 
•ported copper. I find, however, ihat 
international prices of copper have 
meanwhile risen sharply and, as a re¬ 
sult. the landed cost of imported cop¬ 
per is likely to be higher than that 
estimated at the time of the Budget. In 
these circumstances i propose to re¬ 
duce the import duty on copper from 
60 per cent to the pre-Budget figure of 
45 per cent ad valorem. Correspond¬ 
ing reduction will also be made in res- 
Iiect of certain copper manufactures 
and copper scrap. Since the increase 
in the price of copper will tend to aug¬ 
ment revenues, I do not expect that the 
reduction in the rate of customs duty 
indicated by me will result in any net 
revenue loss. 

I have received representations 
about the increase in customs duly on 
alloy and high carbon steel. The Ci se 
of cold rolled grain oriented steel which 
is required for manufacture of trans¬ 
formers and of which there is no indi¬ 
genous production seems to deserve 
some special consideration. I. there¬ 
fore, propose to reduce the duty on 
such steel from 75 per cent to 40 per 
cent. This proposal will result in a 
loss of Rs. 2.20 creres in a full year. 

In my Budget speech I had referred 
to a new scheme ot excise duty relief 


to encourage higher production * I bad 
then indicated that details of the 
scheme were being worked out and 
that I expected that it would be intro¬ 
duced for one year in the first instance. 
I find, however, on reconsideration that 
a period of one year may be toc> short 
for the scheme to make its full impact 
and, therefore, propose'that the scheme 
should operate for at least three years 
during which period the results achiev¬ 
ed will be watched. l also propose to 
widen ihe scope of the scheme to cover 
new unit.s which will be set up during 
the current and the next two financial 
years, as well as to units set up in the 
recent past. This will confer conside¬ 
rable benefit to new capital-intensive 
units. Further details of the scheme 
are being worked out and notifications 
to give effect to it will be i.s'ucd in the 
near future. 


I expect that modifications now pro¬ 
posed will entail a sacrifice of revenue 
of the order of Rs. 9.90 crores ;n one 
full year. All these modifications, 
except those relating to starch and 
hand-printed fabrics which have al¬ 
ready been implemented, and those re¬ 
lating to higher production relief, are 
proposed to be given effect to by issue 
of suitable notifications effective from 
today. Copies of the relevant notifica¬ 
tions will be laid, as usual, on the Table 
of the House in due course. 

I now turn to direct taxes. Non¬ 
resident taxpayers have hitherto not 
been taxed in respect of lump sum 
payments of royalties received outside 
India for the delivery of designs and 
drawings relating to any patent, inven¬ 
tion etc. outside India. Under a pro¬ 
vision in the Finance Bill, such lump 
sum payments are proposed to be 
brought within the ambit ot taxation 
in India. It has, however, been repre¬ 
sented that foreign suppliers of techni¬ 
cal know-how bad entered into agree¬ 
ments or had finalised proposals for 
the .receipt of such lump sum royal¬ 
ties with the approval of the Central 
Government on the understanding that 
such payments would be exempt from 
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tax. As the withdrawal of the exemp¬ 
tion ai lump sum royalties in such 
cases will adversely affect these foreign 
suppliers, it is necessary to modify the 
scheme of taxation of royalties con¬ 
tained In the Finance Bill in certain 
respect. I accordingly propose to pro¬ 
vide that lump sum payments of this 
type received under agreements 
made before 1st April, 1976, and ap¬ 
proved by the Central Government will 
continue to be exempt from income- 
tax in the case of both corporate and 
non_corporate taxpayers. 

Lump sum payments of this type 
received under agreements made after 
31st March, 1976 would also be ex¬ 
empt from lax if such agreements 
have been made in accordance with 
proposals approved by the Central 
Government before 1st April, 1976. 
In the case of foreign companies, 
however, this exemption will apply 
only if they exercise an option in 
this behalf. Foreign companies who 
exercise this option will continue to 
pay income-tax in respect of their 
remaining royalty Income on the 
existing basis. In other words. In¬ 
come-tax in respect of such income 
will be charged at the rate of 52.5 
per cent on a net basis. The de¬ 
duction on account of expenses will, 
however, be limited to 20 per cent of 
the gross amount of royalties exclud¬ 
ing such lump sum payments. For¬ 
eign companies who do not exercise 
this option will be governed by the 
new scheme of taxation of royalties 
laid down in the Bill. They will 
thus pay income-tax at the rate of 
20 per cent on the gross amount of 
lump sum royalties and at the rate 
of 40 per cent on the remaining am¬ 
ount. 

The Finance Bill seeks to provide 
that income by way of interest pay¬ 
able by a non-resident ^all be 
deemed to accrue or arise in India in 
cases where the interest is payable 
in respect of any debt incurred or 
moneys borrowed used for the 
puiDOses of a busihess or profession 
carried on by such person in India or 


for the purposes of making or earn¬ 
ing any income from any source in 
India. It has been represented that 
the proposed provisions are some¬ 
what harsh. For instance, if a for¬ 
eign company intending to invest in 
shares of an Indian company bor¬ 
rowed money from a bank in a 
foreign country, the foreign bank 
would become liable to Indian in¬ 
come-tax on the interest payable to 
the bank by the foreign company. As 
the taxation of interest in such cases 
would have an adverse effect on in¬ 
vestments in India, I propose to 
restrict the scope of the relevant 
provision so that interest payable by 
a non-resident will be chargeable to 
Indian income-tax only In cases 
where such interest is paid in res¬ 
pect of any debt incurred or mo¬ 
neys borrowed and used for the pur¬ 
poses of a business or profession 
carried on in India by such person. 

Under the Bill, investment allow¬ 
ance will be admissible, inter alia, 
in respect of machinery and plant 
installed in industries engaged in 
Ihe manufacture of articles specified 
in the Ninth Schedule to the Income- 
tax Act. One of the items specified 
for this purpose is “Steel castings 
and forgings and malleable iron and 
steel castings.” In order to bring 
out the underlying intention more 
clearly, I propose to redefine this 
industry as "Steel castings and forg¬ 
ings and alloy, malleable and S.G. 
iron castings.” 

In order to remove the hardship 

faced by owners of self-occupied 

house property who are now re¬ 
quired to furnish its market 

value In the return of net wealth 
every year, the Finance Bill pro¬ 
poses to freeze the value of one self- 
occupied house property at its value 
adopted for the year in which the 
property is constructed ot* acquiredl 
by the tax-paver or for the assess¬ 
ment year 1971-72, whichever *is 
later, it has been represented that 
as the market value of urban pro¬ 
perties may fgll in certain cases, the 
proposal fbr freezing the valuation 
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of self-occupied house properties with 
reference to their assessed value for 
the assessment year 1971-72 would 
result in hardship in such cases. In 
order to mitigate this hardship, I 
propose fo provide that the special 
provision for valuation of self-occu¬ 
pied house property will apply only 
at the option of the tax-payer. Hence, 
in cases where the market value of 
the self-occupied property comes 
down, the tax-payer will have the 
option to value the property at its 
current market value. , 

In my Budget speech, I had men¬ 
tioned that in view of the escalation 
in cost * of Industrial projects, in¬ 
terest received by scheduled banks 
On long-term loans granted to in¬ 
dustry for the purchase of capital 
plant and machinery would be ex¬ 
empted from interest-tax levied 
imder the Interest-tax Act, 1974. A 
doubt has been raised as to whether 
interest paid on advances m^e by 
scheduled banks for agricultural pur¬ 
poses would also qualify for this ex¬ 
emption. I would like to take this 
opportunity of clarifying that the 
exemption provided in the Finance 
Bill is not confined to interest re¬ 
ceived on industrial advances; and 
all long-term loans for the creation 
of capital assets in India, including 
those used for agricultural purposes, 
will qualify for the proposed exemp¬ 
tion. 


I also propose to take this oppor¬ 
tunity of announcing certain new 
tax concessions which are proposed 
to be implemented by moving neces¬ 
sary amendments in this behalf to 
the Finance Bill. The hon. Members 
will be glad fo know that the addi¬ 
tional facilities allowance received 
by them under the Members of Par¬ 
liament (Additional Facilities) Rules, 
1975 is proposed to be made com¬ 
pletely tax-free. 

SHRI R. S. P^DEY (Rajnand- 
gaon): Ag the Chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee, I thank him. 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: With a 
view to encouraging more ^liberal 
donations for the purposes of pro¬ 
moting family planning, 1 propose to 
move an amendment to the rele¬ 
vant provision in the Income-Tax 
Act for raising the deduction in res¬ 
pect of donations madf to Govern¬ 
ment, approved local bodies and 
organisations for promoting family 
planning from 50 per cent to one 
hundred per cent of the qualify¬ 
ing amount of such donations while 
computing the taxable income of the 
donor. 

In order to channelise corporate 
savings into high priority industries, 
inter-corjrorate dividends derived by 
domestic companies from new com¬ 
panies engaged in the manufacture 
of fertilisers, pesticides, paper, pulp 
and newsprint and cement were ex¬ 
empted from income-tax by a provi¬ 
sion made in this behalf through the 
Finance Act, 1975. I now propose to 
enlarge the area of this concession to 
include industries engaged in the 
manufacture of non-ferrous metals; 
ferro-alloys and special steels; steel 
castings and forgings; electric motors; 
industrial and agricultural machi¬ 
nery; earth-moving machinery; ma¬ 
chine tools; commercial vehicles; 
ships; tyres and tubes; heavy che¬ 
micals and industrial explosives. 

Sir, I move. 

MR. SPEAKER: Motion moved: 

“That the Bill to give effect to 
the financial proposals of the Cen¬ 
tral Government for the financial 
year 1976-77, be taken into consi¬ 
deration.". 

DR. RANBN sen (Barasat): Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, in tbe general budget 
discussion, some important points 
were dealt with by our party leader, 
Mr. IndrSjit Gupta. I would dmply 
highlight some of the points he had 
mentioned and introduce some new 
points. 
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To begin with, this morning we 
had a ^ery lively, a very important 
sort of discussion on the question of 
prices. It was claimed by the Gov¬ 
ernment that the prices have come 
down according to the survey made 
after the Budget was introduced. 
This statement was challenged by 
almost all the Members from both 
sides of the House. The Members 
maintained that, according to their 
cwn experience, the prices have not 
only not come down but in respect 
of certain items, the prices have gone 
up. It was being particularly stated 
that in respect of certain agricultural 
commodities, after they passed out 
of the hands of the peasants, their 
prices have started rising. The ins¬ 
tances have been given here ac¬ 
cording to the experience of the 
Members themselves representing 
both the sides of the House. 

Early this year, even the Finance 
Minister, Mr. Subramaniam, observed 
in this House that reduction in the 
wholesale prices is not properly re¬ 
flected in the retail market. This 
was his own statement. In the month 
of February, all the economic jour¬ 
nals of our country stated that the 
prices of agricultural raw materials 
have come down, that they have be¬ 
come cheaper, but the index price of 
industrial goods has remained as high 
as before, I would particularly like 
to draw the attention of the Finance 
Minister to this point. According to 
the Labour Statistical Bureau of Simla 
the consumer price index has 
come down very appreciably. In 
January, 1975, according to them, 
the consumer price index was 326; in 
December, 1975, it came down to 306 
and, In March, 1976, it has come down 
to 286. That means that within a 
short period there has been a reduc¬ 
tion of 40 points according to the 
Simla Labour Statistical Bureau; and 
as a result of this the workers’ dear¬ 
ness allowance has been cut down in 
several cases—in the case of jute and 
»any other industries. The Simla 
^bour Statistical Buroau are like 
Gods sitting on the Himalayas. 


SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Even 
when decrease takes place, they are 
Gods; so you want them to be devils 
when there is an increase? 

DR. RANEN SEN: Their calcula¬ 
tions are never commensurate with 
the actual Increase in the market: 
their fraud has been detected. Since 
you have raised this question, I am 
constrained to say that this particu¬ 
lar Simla Bureau has been defraud¬ 
ing the workers, and this has been 
found out in Bombay. The Bombay 
Government instituted an enquiry 
and found out that the consumer price 
index given out was not correct. The 
Bombay Government corrected it; the 
Gujarat Government corrected it; and 
only two years ago there was an in¬ 
vestigation held under the auspices 
of the West Bengal Government by 
a team consisting of three eminent 
economists of Bengal, the Secretary 
of the team was the Deputy Com¬ 
missioner, and they found out un¬ 
animously that the consumer price 
index which was computed by the 
Simla Labour Statistical Bureau was 
wrong. 

AN HON. MEMBER; In respect of 
their State? 


DR. RANEN SEN: Yes, In respect 
of their Slate. But in respect of 
Bombay also it was found to be 
wrong and in respect of Gujarat it 
was found to be wrong; so, in res¬ 
pect of all-India, how can the Fin¬ 
ance Minister say it ig right? It Is 
a common experience; that is the 
point I want to make. Nobody can 
accept that there has been a reduc¬ 
tion of 40 points within such a short 
period «nd none of the Members of 
the House, either on this side or on 
that side, can accept the Govern¬ 
ments contention that the prices have 
come down. On the contrary, in. 
spite of the fact that Mr. Subrama- 
raam had more or less assured the 
House that there will be a reduction 
in fo^ices, that did not take place but 
there ha« been, a 2 pw cent rise as 
some mass consumer items have been 
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taxed. The revenue earning on su¬ 
gar would be Rs, 178 crores, on tea 
41 crores and on various food items 
including sugar and tea, the total re¬ 
venue earnings would be Rs. 251 
croress. So, naturally, there will be 
a rise in prices. 

Secondly, there have been enor¬ 
mous concessions to big business. I 
have no quarrel with the Minister 
on that account because, if they play 
the game and produce more, there 
will be a decrease in prices. But, 
the gift given by the Finance Minis¬ 
ter has not satiated their thirst and 
greed for power and for profit. What 
Ss happening is that they are de¬ 
manding more and more concessions. 
The textile mill owners, the jute mill 
owners and others and FICCI are 
also demanding more concessions. 
The new import policy is a com¬ 
pletely permissive and a veritable 
bonanza for the import traders. That 
is why it was hailed so much by the 
FICCI and the private sector indus¬ 
trial organisations. But never did 
the prices come down. 

In regard to jute, what happened? 
Already, concessions are there: the 
export duty has gone, carpet back¬ 
ing has got subsidy. Now they want 
subsidy for more items. There is a 
sort of pressure on the Government 
and the workers and the country and 
new ten mills are being closed. 

In his budget speech, the Finance 
Minister said that in this Budget, in 
order to push up production, indus¬ 
tries have been given these conces¬ 
sions. I don’t deny that. But what 
is actually happening? Is production 
increasing? The same lay-offs, the 
same closures and the same re¬ 
trenchments are taking place from, 
oqe industry to another. This is an 
admitted fact and Mr. Subramaniami 
^ould enquire into this. 

This has been the experience? This 
has been the complaint of the trade 
unions. I can cite examples, but I do 


not want to cite examples. I- simply 
want to say that, out of 2,50,000 wor¬ 
kers employed in jute alone, nearly 
30,000 workers have been thrown out 
of employment because there is no- 
production, ten jute mills have been 
closed. How many textile mills have- 
been closed?. How many tea gardens 
remain closed. Therefore, these con¬ 
cessions to the employ.-jes have not 
yielded any results, whereas lor the 
working class who have supported the- 
20-point economic programme and who 
have agreed to abide by the discipline- 
that was required of them, their 
bonus has been cut by the Amendment 
to the Bonus Act. The same lay-off, 
retrenchment, etc., are continuing. 
Their dearness allowance is being cut 
because of this computation of consu¬ 
mer price index and they have been? 
told that, for the country’s prosperity,, 
they have to sacrifice more and more. 

There was an estimate made by the- 
Economic Times Research Bureau i» 
their issue of April 12, 1972; they have 
brought out a few figures, I do not 
want to go into the figures, they have 
said that 40 companies—out of which 
ten companies are Tatas, eleven com¬ 
panies are Birlas and 19 are other- 
companies—controlled 46.5 per cent of 
the total assets and their total sales 
turn over were 54 per cent. This is 
the Economic Times Research Bureau’s 
estimate. They have also shown that 
the nrices have increased and accord¬ 
ingly the profits have also increased. 
This has been borne out by the Re¬ 
serve Bank in its earlier numbers. 

Therefore, I say that toda.v we are 
in the grip of a vice on one side of 
which we find the big business refus¬ 
ing to play their game even after they 
have got their concessions and on the 
other side of the grip we find the 
multi-national corporations that are 
operating in our country. 

Now, what happens to a person be¬ 
longing to the ordinary middle dassT 
In the early morning he gets up and 
uses the tooth paste and tooth brush 
made by a foreign company, then he 
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takes his breakfast prepared with 
Dald# or Anik «hee produced by the 
multi-national corporations, then he 
takes his bath with Rexona or Palmo¬ 
live or Lux made, again, by multi¬ 
national corporations, in the office, if 
he feels thirsty, he takes Fanta or 
Coca Cola. Then, if he falls ill or if 
any of his family members falls ill. 
what happens? Again he has to turn 
to the multi-national corporations, 
Pfizer abput which we discussed this 
morning or Parke-Davis or any other 
foreign company whose number comes 
to 66 in our country and who are con¬ 
trolling 70 per cent of the drugs and 
80 per cent of patent drugs. When 
you increase excise duty on patented 
medicines, I could have understood 
and supported if you had said that 
international patent drugs would be 
taxed, as .you have said, excise duty 
five per cent more. But what is the 
position now? If he had consulted the 
Ministry of Chemicals and Fertilisers, 
we would have found out that the 
hipest priced medicinos. patented 
madicines, are required even by poor 
men. There cannot be two standards: 
the poor man’s son will get only 
homoeopathic medicines, which are 
also taxed, and the rich man’s son will 
get the medicines prepared by Pfizer or 
Parke-Davis or any other company. 
The Minister should not apply two 
standards. Drug is a drug, it is essential 
for the country, as much essential as 
food and 80 per cent of those drugs are 
patented one, or 90 per cent of the 
essential drugs are patented. In the 
Hath! Committee Report, they made a 
recommendation that for generic 
names, only 13 drugs should be used 
to being with. The Government have 
not accepted that, they have accepted 
only six drugs. This has been very 
unkind on the part of the Government. 

I was mentioning about multi¬ 
national corporations grip over our 
economy. II is said that for diversifi¬ 
cation, export and for filling up the 
technological gap or knowhow gap, 
these cpmpan’es have been Invited, 
are being hivited and will be invited 
in future also. May I know, how 


much technological gap has been filled 
up by them? In the Public Accounts 
Committee's report which has beex^ 
laid on the Table of the House and 
which is now a public property, a 
very significant remark is there. 
Scientists working in the Electronics 
Division came before the Public 
Accounts Committee and stated that 
our craze for foreign computers of 
IQM and the other British Company, 
of which I am forgetting the name, is 
a hinrance for tlie rievelopmenl of 
electronics in our country. Their 
statement is on record. 

The NCST Report on foreign .':oUab- 
oration, equity participation and 
technical collaboration was submitted 
to the Government in 1973. The 
Committee consisted of very top scien¬ 
tists of our country. They came to 
the conclusion that equit.v participa¬ 
tion should be banned. Secondly, 
they said that technical collaboration is. 
not desirable unless it cannot be pur¬ 
chased from outside Three and a half 
years have passed sin-e they submitted 
their report, but it has been lying in 
the co!d storage and has been gather¬ 
ing dust. 

SHRI C. SUBRAM AN I AM: Decisiona 
have already been taken on that. 

DR. RANEN SEN: I understand that 
the Government have not announced 
any decision in regard to this. They 
made concrete and definite sugges¬ 
tions in regard to this. 

Now, I will tell you. Sir, how these 
companies are paying to their direc¬ 
tors. Tne director’s remuneration m 
India, of the foreign companies is 
always about Rs. five lakhs plus so 
many things. This is the minimum. 
The directors and Members of the 
Board are not very efficient sort of 
people or technocrats. May I know, 
why these things are being permitted 
In our country even now. For “the 
sickness of an industry, the working 
class Is held responsible, but this is a 
matter of common knowledge and It 
was also admitted by certain Govern¬ 
ment officers of the Labour Depart- 
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me-it that mostly the sickness of the 
industries is due to the management, 
-who are either mismanaging the 
■atfairs. or are quarrelling amon^ 
themselves, or are cheating the wor¬ 
kers, public and the share-holders by 
pilfering the m''ney. Unless Govern¬ 
ment takes certain steps for control of 
production and aistribution at the 
wholesale marKet and supply of essen¬ 
tial commodities, there is no possibili¬ 
ty of substantial reduction in prices. 
Only if the Government takes such 
action, the common man will be bene¬ 
fited. 

One or two points i will mention 
here. There was discussion about the 
voluntary disclosure scheme. The 
amount of income disclosed was 
about Rs. 750 crores and the tax on it 
was Rs. 240 crores. But, how many 
people are involved in this voiunlary 
disclosure of income?, That is not 
known to us. I tried to make a cal¬ 
culation and I found that probably cnly 
32000 or so people are involved in it 
and that many more people, several 
thousands and several lakhs of oeople 
are outside this. Secondly, the wealth 
■expo.sed is about Rs. 850 crores and 
the tax realised on it was Rs. 0 crores 
and I am told that the cost of collec¬ 
tion is much higher than Rs. 8 crores. 
So, the Minister will have to explain 
this point because there was a dis¬ 
cussion and the discussion could not 
be complete. 

I want to mention two points more 
about the pensioners. Concessions 
have been given to certain categories 
of pensioners who have retired on Isl 
March, 1975. It is good. But may I 
know why the Minister will not con¬ 
sider the que.<5tion of pensioners who 
have retired a little earlier, say, 2-3 
years ago because the Central Pay 
Commission’s recommendations have 
been accented and they have also 
recommended that from 1st March, 
1973 the pensioners should get the 
benefit? This is a small point that I 
wanted to mention. 

'Thirdly, I wanted to mention another 
thing since !t» was saying about giving 


concessions to certain classes of in¬ 
dustries. I had written to the kfinls- 
ter on 5th March and again on the 
10th April, about a small cottage-cum- 
smaU-scale industry. That is the 
Jessore comb-manufacturing industry. 
This industry employs about 25.000 
workers. This is really a cottage, cum- 
small-scale industry. Now, the plas 
tics industry has got some reduction 
in the duty. There is an import duty 
on silver nitrate sheets this comr in 
dustry imports from Japan and its 
price is going up because it is a pelro- 
chemical industry product. Therefore, 
the prices are going up and its im¬ 
port duty has gone up and they have 
to pay ad valorem duty also. There¬ 
fore, I had written to the Minister to 
reduce the import duty a lilUe so 
that this small-scale-cum-cottage in¬ 
dustry could survive. This is really a 
small-scale industry wMch mav be 
called a cottage industry also. 

With these words, I would rec.iest 
the Minister not to .slacken their > igi- 
lance about the business community, 
more so the big business to whotr. he 
has given considerable concessions 
with the expectation that something 
good will come out of it, but. you 
know, it has not come out and the 
workers are suffering, the lock-outs 
and closures are going on and !>r;ces 
ane not coming down. Therelore 
my honest appeal to the Minister is to 
see that a certain watchful eye be kept 
on these industries so that they do 
not get away with whatever they 
wanted to do. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul); At 
the outset, before I make aiiy submis¬ 
sions on 'the Finance BUI, may I ex¬ 
press my personal delight as also de¬ 
light of the House at seeing Shri 
Subramaniam back to normal and 
good health and piloting the Finance 
Bill with a renewed vigour and 
strength. We widi him many, many 
years of a healthy and happy life in the 
cause of the nation. The financial 
year 1975--76 has been a momentous 
year for his Ministry. The Finance 
Ministry has several achlev«nents to 
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its credit in the financial year ending 
31st Hbirch, 1976 to which it can look 
forward with a reasonable degree of 
satisfaction. Its efforts and measures 
have borne remarkable fruits.

IMh. Deputv-Speaker in the chair ]. 

The revised budgetary position 
which he has explained just now, by 
all standards can only be explained 
as simply magnilicient. He ha.<4 also 
announced to-day certain reliefs in 
direct and indirect taxation. We have 
seen the rationale behind those re¬ 
liefs and on evaluation one would 
only consider that these reliefs have 
been given in the process of further¬ 
ing the rationalisation of the direct 
and indirect taxation. 

Various measures which have been 
taken this year, whether they ^re 
fiscal, monetary or administrative, 
brought about a very spectacular 
success to repair the grave distortion 
in the economy and to enforce greater 
financial discipline and to check what 
was pernicious and destructive the 
pressures of inflation in this country, 
and, therefore, Shri Subramaniam 
and hiis colleagues can look back at 
1975-76 as a .year of achievement and 
performance in different fields of a 
very very high degree, indicating very 
high degree of efficiency and objectivi¬ 
ty of approach specially in the realm 
of price stability. What they have 
achieved will really be described as 
near miracle in the annals of the 
history of any nation which has been 
waging war against the gallopin.g 
prices year after year. However, it 
is my duty to point out that this type 
of economic growth, this type of eco¬ 
nomic revival, this type of economic 
stability, was only possible as a result 
of an overall political and economic 
stability in the country. Had there 
not been satisfactory and stable law 
and order situation, it would have 
been impossible to expect that the 
Finance Ministry, could perform any 
such miracle. It Is' absolutely necessary 


to have a good position of law and 
order and specially they have done very 
weU. 

Shri Pranab Kumar Mukher.ice has 
done very well in the field of economic 
offences and that has contributed very 
greatly to the achievement of what 
they have done and, therefore, it is 
only the proper atmosphere and .iiscip- 
line created by clamping of emergency 
which has helped us to solve the 
Himalayan problems of inflation 

It is eaually a tribute to the. 3 must 
submit, dynamic and strong pol'tical 
leadership with vision and farsighted¬ 
ness which converted a hopele.st poli¬ 
tical situation that had taken the 
country to the confused and serai- 
chaotic state back into a powerful 
nation, with renewed determination 
to fight out not only the great battle 
for economic emancipation of the peo¬ 
ple of this country but also c battle 
to weed out once for aU, I ;jrdently 
hope, the facist, reactionary com- 
munal and disruptive forces, which 
had been masquerading either rs politi¬ 
cal parties or as cultural institutions. 

The Finance Bill has been very 
highly commended and lavishly prais¬ 
ed for restructuring and reconstruct¬ 
ing the basic policy of taxation as such 
and the new philosophy now, though 
it ma.y not be acceptable possibly, as 
some of the spokesmen of the Finance 
Ministry have not accepted that it is 
a new philosophy. They seem to con¬ 
sider that it is the same philosophy 
with new mechanics that they have 
adopted. With great respect, i dis¬ 
agree with it. I see clearly and *de- 
marcatedly’ a new philosophy in the 
taxation proposals of the Finance Bill 
of 1976 and everyone is looking for¬ 
ward to a new era being ushered in as 
a result of this new philosophy. The 
quintessence of this philosophy, it I 
were to put it in one word of the 
Finance Minister’s speech to which I 
attach very great importance and I 
hope it will one day become prophe- 
tfe, in this I quote: 
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He said; ‘The majority ol Indian tax¬ 
payers were prepared to abide by the 
law and pay taxes as due, provided 
the tax burden is reascjnable. I hope 
that this attitude and this approach 
ol the Finance Minister would inspire 
the tax payers and the tax gatherers, 
both alike, and that they would rea¬ 
lise that in regard to taxation in a 
developing country like ours which has 
engaged itself to the goal of social 
justice as the co-extensive objective 
of this country, this country has to 
adopt a new attitude and bring in a 
completely new approch to the orob- 
lem. They should realise that we can 
achieve the objective of economic 
growth and social justice only when tax 
collection is optimum and tax evasion 
is minimum, and the powers used by 
the tax gatherers are just and reasona¬ 
ble. 


When I come to the question of the 
misuse of the powers by the officers. 
I would like to draw the attention 
of the two hon. Ministers of the Fin¬ 
ance Ministry to certain aspects which 
have emerged as a result of the deli¬ 
berations and discussions which have 
been held recently in the Conference 
of the Commissioners at Vigyan Bha- 


van. I would point this out to Shrj 
Pranab Kumar Mukherjee. I have 
drawn inspiration from what the 
Prime Ministier had stated about the 
need for caution against the abuse of 
power and authority by the officers, 
whereby honest and unrespecting 
assessees are likely to be haras.sed 
using the long arm of the law which 
has been given to the officers and 
under which untramelled authority 
and power have been given to them; 
unfortunately without ever being ac¬ 
countable whenever they tend to abuse 
the power and authority it is hlwly 
to create tremendous problems. This 
sort of untram "lied use of authority 
and power without accountability is 
not only going to create tr^endous 
distortions in the administration of 
fiscal legislation, but it may pave the 
way for tremendous corruption which 
mw «me »>n.e a»iy and : 
to uirtiff this word of warning to them. 
Mr. Pt-anab Kumar Mukherjee stated 


that income-tax officers have all the 
powers in the world they can stop a 
car, they can stop a vessel, they can 
stop an aircraft, they can search, raid, 
resort to seizure, etc. Sir, I happened 
to be Chairman of a Committee which 
have helped in enlarging the powers 
of the officers. Our basic trust was 
that all these powers being given 
would be used for only limited pur¬ 
poses, not only in accordance with the 
spirit of the law, but in accordance 
with the letter of the law, and not 
used in a manner which would be 
criminal. I want to refer to some 
specific instances and I hope that the 
Finance Minister whan replying to 
the debate would tell us about what 
he wants to say on these matters. I 
refer to a case which arose in the 
High Court in 1975. This ha.s ap¬ 
peared in Vol. 101, ITR, page 112. 
A commissioner direct his offi¬ 
cers to go and search the house 
of a lawyer whose gross income used 
to be Rs. 1.75 lakhs a year.' They 
seiziad from his premises a sum of Rs. 
10,000 which he had shown in bis 
wealth tax declaration. They searched 
the suit-cases and the belongings of 
a guest who had come there by acci¬ 
dent and in that connection they cri¬ 
minally fabricatad documents. The 
High Court was compelled to take ac¬ 
tion against such a commissioner and 
this is what the High Court had to 
say: 


"This IS not all. The learned 
counsel for the petitioner has sub¬ 
mitted Kbat a complaint under sec¬ 
tion 193, Indian Penal Code, should 
be filed against the respondents on 
the basis of the findings arrived at 
by this court. In brief, it is submit- 
ted that the filing of a complaint 
against Hhe respondents and the 
Assistant Director of Intelligence is 
called for on account of the follow¬ 
ing salient facts: 

(1) The proposal under section 
132 of the Act purported to have 
been recorded by respondent No. 2 
on October 7, 1974, was, in fact, re¬ 
corded by him after the prerairos^of 
the petitioner had b«en searched," 
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That ^thing which should have pre¬ 
ceded the sea.. 1 was fabricated. 
After it had been fabricated, it has 
now been stated: 

“Respondent No. 1 fabricated 
false evidence (that is the Com¬ 
missioner) by recording a note on 
the same date authorising action 
under Section 132 of the Act 
against the petitioner. An offence 
under section 193, Indian Penal 

Code, iR-as prima facie against 
them." 

It further says;. 

“After hearing the learned coun¬ 
sel for the petitioner and the other 
Counsel, we are tentatively of the 
view that it is expedient in the in¬ 
terest of justice that an enquiry be 
held into this matter.” 

This is what the Commissioner has 
done and he still continues to be on 
the job. 

There is another inslanrp which I 
want to give you. You will remem¬ 
ber, that last year, you inserted one 
sub-section (7) (a) in Section 4()A In 
terms of which ‘such companies or 
such employer.'; who provide or gra¬ 
tuity, may make half the payment 
before 1st April 1976 and the other 
half payment by April 1977’. This 
was to be allowed as a deduction. 
This was a salutary provision to pro¬ 
tect the interests of the employees. 
Oie of the companies which had a 
claim of Ks. 1.60 crores said that they 
had to pay Rs. 80 lakhs before I'^t 
April and, unless, they pay this Rs. 
80 lakhs, they will not get the de¬ 
duction of Rs. 1.60 crores. The in- 
terestg of the employees will be In 
jeopardy if a refund of Rs. 56 lakhs 
was allowed. The Commissioner 
made the order under Section 141 by 
withholding the refund in the month 
of March only tidth one purpose and 
that purpose was that if this money 
was not given, the assessee would 


get into default and hence he could 
not get the benefit of this type of 
deduction. 

May I know from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter, Shri Subramaniam, when he re¬ 
plies as to what he has done to this 
case? The Board had actually inter¬ 
vened and the Board had to abuse 
the Commissioner and told him that 
if this refund was due to the assessee, 
he had got to pay that refund. It Is 
al! right. He is a large assessee and 
the assessee has got millions of 
rupees and he could approach the 
Board. And the Board people had 
to abuse the Commissioner to give 
the refund. What sort ol adminis¬ 
tration are we having? What action 
have you taken against these two 
Commissioners? Let this be symbo¬ 
lic, let this be significant and let the 
House know that you have been giveri 
so much of powers: if the House has 
given .so much of powers to you, in 
tru.st, then they must not be abused. 
Both have to be fair. I certainly 
want the taxpayers to pay their tax 
to the last penny. At the same time, 
it is necessary also that the officials 
while taxing the assessees have to 
be reasonable themselves. 

The next aspect that I want to 
touch upon is about the taxation of 
the corporate sector and about the 
taxation of the registered firms. 
There has been a demand from a 
very wide section of the business 
community that there should be a 
drastic reduction in the corporate 
taxation. I don’t subscribe to this 
view; I am not in favour of the de¬ 
mand or this :=ort of a reduction to 
Vo b”oucht about. But, I would, ceiv 
tain’y, submit that when you have 
now rationalised the individual taxa¬ 
tion, it is absolutely necessary and 
essential that there has to be, in the 
context of the economy that you 
want to build up, a proper equiM- 
brium and balance brought about in 
the corporate taxation and in the 
non-corporate taxation. Every coun¬ 
try which has the corporate ana non- 
cor|>0];ate taitation keeps such an 
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equilibrium and a balance introduc¬ 
ed. There was a time when the in¬ 
dividual taxation was 97.75 per cent 
while the corporate taxation was 
only 55 per cent. 

Now we come to the stage where 
the individual taxation has come 
dowTL to the maximum of 66 per cent 
while the corporate taxation can go 
up to 70 to 75 per cent. Now, this 
sort of swinging of the pendulum er¬ 
ratically is not commensurate with 
the rational approach that we 
having in the new philosophy of taxa¬ 
tion that we have adopted. Here it 
is necessary to determine whether or 
not, our corporate taxation balances 
well with the individual taxation 
and, if it is found that it does not 
balance well one way or the other 
and if you think of more and more 
of taxes to be collected, then tax 
them further. But, if you find that 
there is an imbalance, then what is 
likely to happen? Many concerns 
are now thinking of giving up their 
corporate sector of working. They 
want to have their business to be 
carried on in the non-corporate sec¬ 
tor. This will not! augur well from 
the longterm point of view because 
if the corporate sector has its utility, 
there has to be a much better finan¬ 
cial discipline, greater accountability 
and statutory compliance for long¬ 
term growth of industrial set tor. 
The long-term growth of the indus¬ 
trial sector requires and necessitates 
that we must nurse and nourish the 
corporate sector. Therefore, what is 
needed is a scientific approach in the 
whole matter. So, let us not shiink 
from one end to the other and from 
that end to the other end. 

SHRT B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Will 
you kindly illustrate how the non¬ 
corporate sector is being sponsored 
by the corporate sector? 

« 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: The taxa¬ 
tion now in tha non-corporate ssc'or 
1 $ much less than what it is in the 
.corporate sector. So, people would 
like tp carry their business in the 


non-corporate sector as individualSy 
partners and HUF rather than in the 
corporate sector. Thereby we will 
ruin the corporate sector. There has 
always been ap equilibrium in the 
taxation on corporate sector and 
non-corporate sector. Whether or 
not at present there is such an equi¬ 
librium, a scientific study is needed. 
At any rate that pattern of taxation 
is the best where you have the opti¬ 
mum tax collection. If you think at 
this point you have the optimum col¬ 
lection, I have no grievance in the 
matter. But my grievance is about 
the taxation in regard to registered 
firms especially of the professionals. 
An Individual who goes and works 
and earns Rs. 1 lakh is taxed Rs. 
43,129 but if the same individual for 
giving better organised service work¬ 
ing in partnership with about four or 
five persons he earns Rs. 1 lakh his 
taxation is Rs. 52,363. There is a 
difference of nearly Rs. 8,500. Where 
is the justification for this sort of dis¬ 
parity in these two taxes? 

I shall come to the next point, 
that is about development allowance 
of 25 per cent on machineries in cer¬ 
tain industries. This provision has 
been very widely welcomed and has 
led to accelerated economic growth. 
It will play a very vital role. My 
■fii&l objection is this. We had a ter¬ 
rible debate between the Minister of 
State and the hon’ble Speaker about 
drafting. Seven pages have been 
drafted for this development allow¬ 
ance. I would beg of you to consi¬ 
der whether this cumbersome law is 
at all necessary for such a simple 
provision. Sir, it took us 20 years to 
decide the point in regard to deve¬ 
lopment rebate. The development 
rebate came in the yaar 1955 and 
only in 1975 the courts decided as to 
the year in reserve has to be created 
to entitle an assessee to get develop¬ 
ment rebate. Till then, the whole 
matter remained absolutely fluid. 
This sort of endless litigation or cum¬ 
bersome drafting is utterly unwar¬ 
ranted. My submission is, now that 
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the law, of development rebate is at 
least settled please employ the same 
language. Why do everjl time the 
draftsmen have an absolutely unend- 
•5 ing fancy for bringing new phraseo¬ 
logy and new law? Every time there 
Is a new law, it becomes a paradise 
for the chartered accountants' firms. 
It does good neither to the exchequer 
nor to the assessee. Don't keep on 
drafting in a manner where it is go¬ 
ing to take another two decades to 
determine as to what are you going 
to make in these seven pages. Please! 
read the explanation. It is full one 
page. When you read it you go 
round and round. and it becomes a 
tremeno ■<us-exercise of circumlocu¬ 
tion. 


My second objection is about the 
scope of the development allowance. 
Development allowance should be 
available to industries in the Ninth 
Schedule which are 24 in number and 
it will be available for generation 
and distribution ©f electricity, for 
bu.siness of construction, ships and. 
aircraft. The first thing which I want 
to submit is that since there was an¬ 
other Select Committee which was 
the author of this Ninth Schedule— 
and I had the privilege to be the 
head of the Select Committee—it fe 
on receded of the evidence of that 
Committee that this Ninth Schedule 
was the most irrational schedule ever 
prepared and ever brought on the 
statute book. Reasons were asked of 
five Secretaries of the economic Min¬ 
istries iis to why they were including 
and excluding some industries. The 
reasons given by them for exclusion 
were a? invalid as they were invalid 
for the inclusion of the industries. 
You could on the very reasons in¬ 
clude certain industries and on the 
I very reasons , you could exclude cer¬ 
tain industries. It is a terrible exer¬ 
cise ih "what can only be described 
as ia*lvate hthnour of the bureau¬ 
crats. 


What is the rationale of the 9th 
Schedule? I will ask the Finance 
Minister whether he has ever ap¬ 
plied his mind to the 9th Schedule, 
whether he has ever applied his mind 
to the replies given by these five 
gallant Secretaries including one of 
the distinguished economists on the 
question as to what was the basis for 
including 24 industries and leaving 
all other industries out of it. No ra¬ 
tional basis was ever given. It was 
bad enough that for a limited pur¬ 
pose, the 9th Schedule was enacted. 
Now this all-important provision pi¬ 
vots round that Schedule. There¬ 
fore, get rid of the 9th Schedule. 


There is one thing I am unable to 
understand of the Finance Minister. 
He is a person of very progressive 
ideas. He Is a person who is worried 
about the weaker and under-privi¬ 
leged section. Why h this principle 
not extended to the backward areas? 
Why was the 8th Schedule not in¬ 
cluded? Why are the areas men¬ 
tioned in the 8th Schedule not entitl¬ 
ed to the benefits of development al¬ 
lowance? As it Is, due to the absence 
of infra-structure in these back¬ 
ward areas, industries are not going 
in there. The relief you have given 
in terms of 80HH is extremely inade¬ 
quate—20 per cent exemption of pro¬ 
fit for ten years. They do not make 
any profit for 15 years. So the ques¬ 
tion of exemption does not arise at 
all. At least, if you can put in this 
sort of allowance and allow them ta 
carry this forward for a sufficiently 
long time, there is some possibility of 
added allurement. I submit with- 
great respect that it is contrary to- 
the spirit of the 20-point programme 
to exclude the backward areas from 
the allowance being given. To con¬ 
fine it only to industries and not to- 
areas, is not fair. .In fact, my sufc-^ 
mission is that you should give it to 
all industries. If we see the ratio¬ 
nale—! have carefully seen ti^e f*®" 
sons for giving this allowance —it it 
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is carefully studied, we have not 
reached that high stage of industrial¬ 
isation where iR-e can pick and choose 
and say—‘All right, 1^ 2, 3, 4, 5—20 
industries only; ttiese are the indus¬ 
tries which 'we need in this country 
nnd. all the rest of the industries can 
go down the drain’. We have not 
reached that stage yet. 

Now to nurse and nourish even 
these 24 industries, how many ancil¬ 
lary industries are required? You 
have referred very rightly to steel. 
You referred to ferro-alloys. How 
many industries arc required to run 
a ferro-alloys plant? How many in¬ 
dustries are required to run a steel 
plant? And all these ancillary in- 
du.stries are not covered by it. They 
are above Ih lakhs or 10 lakhs of 
rupees capital involved in it. That 
is not a fair way of looking at the 
matter. If you say the idea is to 
bring about a proper acceleration of 
industrial growth, if the idea is to 
give a real push to industrial output, 
then it is my respectful submission 
that this provision must relate to 
each and every industry. 

There is another clause'—clause 27 
—in which I have a vested interest, 
and that relates to amendment of a 
section in the Wealth Tax Act in 
terms of which fee due to the asses- 
see is exempt in respect of servi¬ 
ces rendered by a legal practitioner 
within the meaning of the Advocates 
Act of 1961. This is a provision 
where an advocate submits his bills 
to his clients at the end of the year 
but does not receive the money and 
the system of accounting is the cash 
system of accounting. ‘The Depart¬ 
ment said: “Well, you have to reco¬ 
ver Rs. 2 lakhs. Even if it has not 
come in your account, we will treat 
this as bad debts and they are added 
in your hands”. It was explained to 
them that in the case of professionals 
Who adopt the cash system of ac- 
d^ting, when these tj^jes of 
. amounts remain outstanding, only 
Jtwo-thirds or one-third are realised. 
':and on whatever are realised, you 


have to pay expenses out o£ them. 
It is very unfair to tax the whole 
amounts. Supposing ^s. 10,000 is 
outstanding, supposing Rs, 1 lakh is 
outstanding, when you receive it, you 
have to pay income-tax on it. Out 
of that, you have to meet expenses. 
But in the meanwhile, you have to 
pay wealth tax on a lakh of rupees. 
So exemption is given, bpt only ’tb 
advocates. Shri Subramaniam. has^, 
gone away, I wag going to ask Shil i 
Subramaniam; Is the exemption given 
to advocates merely because Shri 
Subramaniam is an advocate himself? 
Why is it not given to all the pro¬ 
fessionals who are similarly situate? 
Why is it not given to engineers? 
Why is it not given to architects? 
Why is it not given to poor account¬ 
ants like me? Why are they left 
out? 

AN HON. MEMBER: Poor Account¬ 
ant? 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: Poor as a 
tribe. Poverty relates not to an in¬ 
dividual; it is the tribe’s poverty to 
which I am referring.

My submission is that when they 
are on a par with advocates so far as 
the accounting system is concerned, 
the cardinal principle is concerned, 
this discrimination is wholly unwar¬ 
ranted. 

My next point is regarding hand- 
looms. He has given certain relief 
in the revised structure but I think 
an inadvertent omission has come 
about in it. Powerloom cloth being 
processed through machines which 
did not use power or steam were sub¬ 
ject to a levy of 14 per cent excise. 
Now, that has been withdrawn and 
it is being provided that powerloomk 
or handlooms, if they are proi^ssed 
through machines which do not have 
either power or steam, whether the 
cloth comes from the handlooms or 
powerloom, there is going to be no 
duty whatsoever. In other words, 
the bandloom people will be at a ‘ter¬ 
rible disadvantage because iiowerloogji 
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people who were formerly subject to 
duty will now come in and get their 
product processed In machines which 
do not use either power or steam. 
There are large machines like this. 
Therefor^, it is my respectful sub- 
TwiMi nn that so far as powerlooms are 
concerned, they must be subject to 
the same duty, whether they get it 
processed through machines using 
steam or power or not using steam or 
power. This is a grave error com¬ 
mitted. 


SHRI DHAMANKAR (Bhiwandi): 
Yarn is already taxed. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I am not 
one who will dabble in something 
without understanding; I am talking 
of the product Yarn is the same in 
the hands of both; yarn is taxed for 
handloom as well as powerloom. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: That is not 
correct. v 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: It h mx 
submission that yarn is taxed for 
both; your interest is m powerloom 
people, 1 can understand. But in re¬ 
gard facts, we should have no dis¬ 
pute. Is it or is it not that power¬ 
loom people v-dli have to pay 14 per 
cent and handloom people will also 
have to pay 14 per cent? Is that fair* 
to handloom people? If it is not fair 
to handloom, then why is this? Is it 
consistent with 20 point programme? 
One of the points is that we are go¬ 
ing to have special facilities for im¬ 
proving the condition of handloom 
people. 

The next point is regarding the as¬ 
sessment of non-residents. Various 
provisions are contemplated for the 
purpose of rationalisation and simpli¬ 
fication of taxation of non-residents. 
One such provision is that of pay¬ 
ment of royalty V technical fees in 
a foreign country. For a transac- 
Hoa. emnpletely conducted in the for- 
628 US—d 


eign country, if technical fees are 
paid, the Indian in the foreign coun¬ 
try will bd subject to Indian taxation. 
In other words, they are transactioqs 
totally completed* in foreign coun¬ 
tries, moneys paid in the foreign 
country and accrued in the foreign 
country—such a transaction is sought 
to be roped in by a fiction that is 
now created by an artificial definition 
of royalty. The hon. Ministers have 
not been properly advised about It. 
Such a provision is ulrar vires tho 
legislative powers of Parliament. 
There are well-known ca.ses that lay 
down that there has got to be real 
and substantial territorial nexuq. 
Likewise tomoirow the United Staler 
of America will start taxing a tran¬ 
saction taking place in India merely 
because an American citizen is in¬ 
volved. Substantial territorial r exus 
is a pre-condition, sine qua non. This 
Parliament cannot have authority to 
legislate for a transaction entirely 
and wholely outside the territorial 
jurisdiction of this country. There¬ 
fore, it is my respectful submission 
that the hon. Minister should kindly 
look into the matter. I am not able 
to understand this provi.«!ion. You 
want the non-resident people to 
come in. In certain sophisticated in¬ 
dustries, royalties have to be paid. It 
is not a free economy that anyone 
can go across and pay what he wants 
to pay for it. Everything is process¬ 
ed fully and entirely at the hands of 
the various ministries; several minis¬ 
tries have to clear several stages. 
God alone knows for how many days 
a man has to keep on knocking at the 
doors of secretaries end other bureau¬ 
crats. After that, once that has hap¬ 
pened, what is this further restric¬ 
tion? I cannot understand. This is a 
very wrong way. What is going to 
happen is this. Suppose you are get¬ 
ting the know-how for which you pay 
a royalty of about a lakh of rupees; 
in future you will have to pay two 
lakhs and one lakh tax has to be 
borne by the Indian person because 
the Ihdian person would be treated 
as a statutory agent. My respectful 
subulsllon tn respOet of the entire 
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provisions relating to non-residents 
and royalty for technical know-how 
is this. For God’s sake, get in touch 
with the industries ministry and under¬ 
stand what is the implication; do not be 
led to the garden path by what the bu¬ 
reaucrats in your ministry say. Sir, 

I come to two more points. It is 
something about the recession which 
has been in the consumer durables. 
The perquisite limit under the In¬ 
come-tax Act had been fixed very 
-tringently quite some years ago. I 
do not know if there is an Executive 
cf the company or if there is a Direc- 
-tor of a company getting a remune¬ 
ration of Rs. 5.0 lakhs. Mr. Ranen 
Sen has said about this. I wish he 
had mentioned one company in 
which a Director gets a remunera¬ 
tion of Rs 5.0 lakhs. I entirely agree 
with him if the management is ineffi¬ 
cient, if the Directors are coming by 
way of patronage with favours and 
if they are not competently, not effi¬ 
ciently managing the company 
can get rid of them. The 
Beard should have the power to del er¬ 
mine the performance of the company. 
All over the world, people ask who 
manages the companies, whelber they 
are engineers, whether they are scien¬ 
tists, whether they are technocrats, 
whether they are Executive Engineers, 
whether they are administrators.... 

DR. RANEN SEN: In our country, 
the technocrats are very seldom taken 
in the Board of Directors. 


SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I am en¬ 
tirely at one with you that the man¬ 
agement must vest in the hands of 
the experts. Gone are Ihe days when 
it could go from father to son and 
son to son. Everyone must have pro¬ 
per technical education, he must know 
what he is doing and what he is not 
doing and to that extent I have abso¬ 
lutely no quarrel. Now, what about 
the next part of it? 1 cannot under¬ 
stand that the General Manager of 
the Bhilai Steel Plant who is suppos- 
to make billions and billions of 
rupees in tbla country, caimot have 


any perquisite of the Secretary. This, 
man is ^tting here only pushing pa- 
pere and pushing files, because he is- 
the Secretary, he is the Almighty, he 
is the Creator above whom nobody can ^ 
go. Every country recognises this. 
People who are responsible for build¬ 
ing up the country, who are respon¬ 
sible for growth of the nation, who 
are responsible for real rapid indus¬ 
trialisation of the country are uot 
given a preferential treatment. The 
Income-tax Department has made 
provision of perquisites, a niggardly 
perquisite of Rs. 30.001 for a person 
drawing Rs. 5,000 per month. A ma¬ 
nager who is staying in a hotel can¬ 
not spend more than Rs. 30.00. If he 
spends more than Rs. 30,000, that is per¬ 
sonal which is in excess of the require- j 
ment. Sir, I come from a backward 
area. If you give them furniture, if 
you give them air-conditioner and 
other facilities, people will come and 
work there. But if you build factories 
in the backward areas, who is going to 
come and work in the factories? Sir, 
we had laid a foundation-stone for a 
factory, but that was the end of it. We 
are not able to get people to work in 
the backward area. Unless you give 
them proper educational facilities, 
give them bungalows, air-condition- 
ers, refrigerators and good fximilure, 
they will not come. Without them 
who is going to come and work in the 
backward areas and remote areas. If 
they are worth their salt, the only 
test is what good they are going to 
do to the business of the company. 
As long as the business of the com¬ 
pany prospers, they are paying more 
taxes, they are earning more moiwy 
for you. They are already assisting 
the growth of the country. The In¬ 
come-tax Department should not 
grudge. You take care of a very big 
problem but not the simple ones. It 
is because there is Irrational restric¬ 
tion on the perquisites of the Execu¬ 
tives, technocrats and Engineers of 
the ccanpany, they are not coming J 
forward. Be reasonable about it and 
I am sure you win come to a reason¬ 
able figure. 
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Nov/, I come to Entertainment Tax. 
So far, entertainment expenses were 
allowed. The concept of entertain¬ 
ment in business is accepted all over 
the world. Ours is the only country 
where I have seen that the entertain¬ 
ment expenses until 1975 were dis¬ 
allowed in totality. I have no doubt 
in my mind that a whole lot of non¬ 
sense goes on in the name ot enter¬ 
tainment. I have no doubt thievery 
Or tax evasion is going on in the 
name of entertainment. But if the 
remedy is that on lU. 10.0 crores of 
sales you are going to allow Rs. 5000 
worth of entertainment, it will not 
help. Entertainment means some¬ 
thing diflFerent. If they offer a cup 
of tea, or coffee or fruit juice to a 
man who comes in the hot sun, well 
that is taken as entertainment and it 
is given to a customer, it is given to 
somebody who viiriting the com¬ 
pany but it is not allowed. It i.s not 
considered as business expenditure. 
What obsolete out-dated concept you 
are having. With archaic and pre¬ 
historic concept, no country can 
make profit—^with this sort of absurd 
laws. You make laws very difficult. 
If any company violates the Statutes 
laid down for the claim of the enter¬ 
tainment expenses and under the 
name of entertainment expenses, if 
any personal expenses are claimed or 
non-bus|ness expenses are claimed, 
you have provided seven years of im¬ 
prisonment. You have talked about 
the long long arms of the Income-tax 
officers. What happens to those long 
arms? At one stage you say you 
have such long arms and untramelled 
authority. They can always find out 

that. Therefore, I want you to con¬ 
sider this. Otherwise what will hap¬ 
pen? Entertainment must go on; it 
does go on, but not at the cost of the 
exchequer, because the exchequer is 
not willing to allow it. If you want 
the assessees to be fair to you, it is a 
tine qua non that you have to be fair 
to thm and this is not being fair to 
them. 


I cannot end my speech without 
congralulaling the Prime Minister 
and the two ministers in the Finance 
Ministry for having shown great cour¬ 
age and imagination in putting the 
hard realities of the ruthless laws of 
economics ahead of politioal conside- 
rations while revising the entire fis¬ 
cal philosophy this year. It is a con¬ 
sequence of that that we have now 
drifted lo a rational and realistic ap¬ 
proach in our direct taxation from 
that of a doctrinaire and theoretical 
approach. But this is just the begin¬ 
ning of a steep climb. Great efforts 
and greater determination are need¬ 
ed to reach the summit. We have not 
only to avoid the pitfalls but make 
sure that we do not ever lose our di¬ 
rection and get lost in the jungle of 
confused ideologies. Our goal is 
clear. So is our path. We want 

growth and social justice to be co¬ 
extensive, not one ahead of the other 
nor one at the cost of the other.

SHRI S. R DAMANI (Sholapur): 
I rise to support the Finance Bill. 

This was one of the Budgets about 
which there was general eagerness 
among the public regarding its tax pro. 
posals. Why weita the people so an¬ 
xious and eager? Because there was 
a background. 

Before the Budget a very signifi¬ 
cant action was taken, and that was 
thia introduction of the voluntary dis¬ 
closure scheme. It was not the first 
scheme of its kind, it was the third, 
and because the two previous schemes 
could not get the desired results, it 
was doubtful whether this would be 
successful not. In the first few 
weeks the response was twal so en¬ 
couraging, but I must congratulate the 
hon. Minister, the Chairman and Mem¬ 
bers Of the Board of Diredi Takes and 
the incopne-tax ofiicers WJ their con- 
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tinuous seal, efforts and tactful handl¬ 
ing llecaxise of which this was a uni¬ 
que success. I think that even the 
hon. Minister and the Chairman of the 
Board themselves would not have ex¬ 
pected tihis much of response.

The amount disclosed was about 
Rs. 744 crores and the wealth disclos¬ 
ed was worth about Rs. 834 crores 
thus making a total of Rs. 1578 

crores. Thus there was tax revenue 
of about Rs, 300 crores, 

I am very happy that the Finance 
Ministry has recognised the efforts 
made by the ' Department and by 
honouring the Chairman of the Board 
of Direct Taxes, Shri S. R. Mehta 
with Padma Bhushan. I am also 
happy because they announced 

bonus for the staff. Such incentives 
are very essential because they create 
an enthusiasm among the staff, among 
the officers so that they can put their 
heart and soul together in the work. 

I also congratulate the hon. Minister 
of Finance as well as the Minister of 
State in-charge of the Deptt. of Re¬ 
venue and Banking for the above 
success. I also congratulate the 

Minister of State in-charge of the 
Department of Revenue and Banking 
for the special zeal which he has 
shown in this task. Without this, it 
would have been very difficult to get 
these results. 

Some new incentives have been 
introduced in these Budget proposals 
vdth the result that everybody now 
feels happy about them, I am happy 
that in toe Budget proposals under 
direct taxes maximum rate of income 
tax has been reduced further from 77 
per cent to 66 per cent. There is f'lso 
a reduction in the Wealth Tax, at the 
Wgheat level from 8 per cent, it has 
been brought down to 2i per cent. As 
a result of this, the public can save 
money and invest it in the develop- 
werk «f the nation. It is good 
that <3ovemment has made some pro¬ 


visions lor the public to invest their 
saving in the development activities of 
the nation. As far as these tax propo¬ 
sals are concerned, reduction in the 
taxes and incentives for saving have 
given some relief to the people and 
has created conffdence among the 
public. Now, if the fax-payers do noi 
pay their taxes, in that case. Govern¬ 
ment will not tolerate it. It has 
created a kind of good atmosphere 
in the public. With this background- 
the tax proposals are welcomed by all 
sections of the society. 

Even our hon. Members have ex¬ 
pressed their views about them. I 
will quote what were the reactions of 
toe hon. Members. One hon. Member 
said, "Never before a Budget so full of 
concessiqps has been presented.” Some 
hon. Members said “Very good growth- 
oriented Budget." Another hon. 
Member said, “A savings-oriented 
Budget”. Somebody said, A good 
Budget, because it aims at stepping up 
plan investment and rural develop¬ 
ment.” One more Member said, "A 
realistic and well-balanced Budget." 
These were the expressions expressed 
by a cross-section of the people. It 
was welcomed by economists, industria¬ 
lists, traders, agriculturali'?ts and so on. 
Everybody has welcomed the Budget 
proposals and the spirit behind these 
proposals. 

It is not only the duty of the Finance 
Minister to present the Budget or to 
manage fhe finances of the country 
but it is also his duty to see that the 
economy of the country as a whole im¬ 
proves. The Finance Minister has 
taken sufficient care to see that our 
country's economy becomes stronger 
and self-sufficient. As such, this year, 
the Finance Minister has provided Rs. 

7.852 crores for the Plan expenditure. 
This amount, if I remember correctly, 
is equivalent to the total outlay of toe 
Second Five Year Plgn. This year, Rs. 

7.852 crores are being spent on plann- 
sing. Out of this amount of Rs. 

7,852 crores, Rs. 2,280 crores are 
lor development of industry and 
mlnera^; Rs. 1,^ crores for 
traii^)^ ^ coramtJnlcation and 
,Rs. 2,149 crores for power and water' 
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development. When these big amounts 
are going to be spent, definitely, the 
production will increase. That is what 
we want. If the production is increas- 
•ed, the prices will come down and our 
economy will become stronger. 

A big amount is being spent on 
power generation. That means, more 
power will be available for agricultural 
activities and more power will be 
available for industries in every field. 
In the last two or three years, there 
were shortages of power. This is not 
going to happen now. Similarly, a 
big amount is being spent on industrial 
development. The new industries 
should come up specially in backward 
areas. The Minister of Industry w-hile 
replying to fhe debate, the other day, 
mentioned that there are about 4,000 
licences which are floating and wHTch 
have not been implemented. The 
people who applied for the licences, 
who prepared the project reports and 
who took all the foHow-up action to get 
the licences after so much waiting are 
not using the licences. That requires 
to be examined. 

According to me, the first reason is 
that the demand was slack and the 
second reason is that the finances are 
not adequately available. The finan¬ 
cial institutions which ore providing 
finances have laid down very strict 
conditions. They do not change Iheir 
attitude and it is very difficult for the 
small entrepreneurs to get finances. 
Therefore, what I feel is that there 
should be some positive change in the 
attitude of financial institutions in pro¬ 
viding finances so that the small 
entrepreneurs can come in a llg way 
to set up industries. 

We are always talking of developing 
backward areas. The Government 
has also given many extra incentives 
for tl» development of backward areas. 
But very few Industries have come up 
In the backward areas. The reason is 
that there Is now infra-structure there 
the people are. not interested to 


going and setting-up industries in 
backward areas. I suggest that the gov¬ 
ernment should give incentives for 
creating grovi-th centres in (.’very dis¬ 
trict of a State. If these facilities and 
concessions are given for creating 
growth centres in every district, Ihen 
the industries will come up there. If 
these growth centres come up it means 
small cities having a population of 
50,000 and above will benefil-. There 
are certain things like infrastructure, 
communications, transport for workers 
elc. which would act as incentives and 
industries will come up in those places. 
Therefore, efforts should be made to 
set up growth centres which will help 
in our aim of developing backward 
areas also. Therefore, my suggestion 
is that the development of growth 
centres should be considered on these 
lines. These incentives will help indus¬ 
trialise the backward areas ard when 
these areas get industries, unemploy, 
ment, which is our biggest curse, can 
also be removed from these areas. 


Now, in regard to increasing produc¬ 
tion, J have already mentioned about 
agricultural production. In this con¬ 
nection, I have to say that this year 
there is an increase in industrial pro¬ 
duction by per cent as against 2| 
per cent last year. But this increase 
is because of better utilisation and 
not because of setting up new in¬ 
dustries. Therefore, I would say that 
some more action should be taken for 
puting up new industries so that these 
industries can also meet our require¬ 
ments. 

I am happy that our exports have 
increased. Last year, our exports in¬ 
creased to a record figure of Bs, 3800 
crores and this year our target is Rs. 
4500 crores worth of exports. For 
achieving this export target, v/hat iS 
required is more production; and for 
more production, we require more 
industries. As such, unless more 
industries come up, it wottid be difficult 
to have increased exports. Therefore, 
I suggest that this should be consider- 
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ed in such a way that more industries 
come tup under licences which have 
been issued. 

There are many other points which. 
require attention. One thing is that, 
this year, maximum effort has been 
made in regard to smuggling, and there 
have been many searches, raids and 
seizures. But why is there this smug¬ 
gling? How can it be rooted out? 
These questions require to le examin¬ 
ed. The main thing is that excise duty 
on some items is more and that gives 
the smugglers a tat margin of profit. 
Unless this excise duty is brought to 
such a level that it does not benefit the 
amug^ers, they are going to come in 
the way of our increased production. 
Therefore, I hope that next year our 
Finance Minister will concentrate 
more on giving exemptions from excise 
duty. These will not be loss of revenue. 
On the contrary, it will increase. For 
example, last year the income-tax rate 
was brought down from 97 per cent to 
77 per cent, and the tax collection had 
increased by Rs. 200 crores. This year 
also it has been brought down from 
77 per cent to 66 per cent, and we ex¬ 
pect that the tax collection will not 
come down but will be more. Simi¬ 
larly, if excise duty is also rationalised 
or reduced, it wilj not result in reduc¬ 
ed revenue collection but, on the 
country, the collection will be more. 
I hope the Ivon. Finance Minister will 
examine the matter and rationalise the 
excise duty in such a way that there 
win be no incentive for smuggling and 
the local industries are protected ond 
they increase their production.

Deputy Speaker, I welcome the initia¬ 
tive of the Finance minister in break¬ 
ing away from the traditional past and 
introducing a Budget calculated to im¬ 
part, for the first time, after so many 
years a dynamism to the economj', by 
accelerating growth process both in 
industry and agriculture.

lower ^d middle income groups- * Al¬ 
though it is reported that wholesale' 
prices have come down and the cost of 
living has fallen, it does not 
appear to be so. • This is 
chiefly because the fall in the 
wholesale prices is not reflected in the 
retail price index. Naturally, there is 
no relief to the lower and middle in¬ 
come groups. In this context, I would 
have welcomed the rise in the tax-free 
slab from Rs. 8,000 to Rs. 10,000. 
do not think that this would cost' tbe , 
exchequer a good lot. I would like the 
bon. Minister to ponder over what 1 
bave suggested. 

In this Budget, there Is not enough 
impetus for supporting export promo¬ 
tion efforts. I do not understand why 
the Budget could not have provided 
some further relief to make export^ 
promotion measures more suc'cessful. 

To sum up, I may say: 

First, the financial impact of th#-' 
Budget On prices is negligible to some 
extent. 

Secondly, the changes in the Qxcji^e • 
duties are small. And, , as agains|^ 
these disadvantages, there are a n\im- 
ber of welcome measures which*mafe;p 
the position of the corporate sector lor 
mobilisation of long-term capital better. ' 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this is thq 
first of its kind since independence- 
that this type of a budget has been 
placed and i do hope that this will be 
followed up by realistic and growth- 
oriented budgets in the years vt^qh

- wherever this proposition is not im- 
plementable, 1 tUnk, Sir, social justice 
should prevail. That is the sine Qua- 
non of all budgeting in a socialistic 
democratic covmjry like ours. If 
economic growth has to be sacrificed 
for the sake of social justice, it must 
be done wherever it is possible. As an 
example I would like to show this if it 
is not unparliamentary. Here we have 
a cigarette packet—the commodity 
which is a hot favourite with all Finance

turers. Sir, we are manufacturing 
one of the best cigarettes in the world, 
viz., India King, a packet of which 
costs Rs. 10 / 1 - Why I am trying to 
illustrate this is to compare this ele- 
gent luxury of the upper classes in our 
country with the poor school children 
who go into the primary schools in our 
villages with their dog-eared text¬ 
books badly printed and unable to 
give it a very clearcut covering with 
such an expensive material as is used 
here. Why should not a country like 
ours which can ill-afford this material 
for the covering of the text-books of 
these primary school students divert 
this material for the rightful purpose 
for which it is meant? I am not say¬ 
ing that you should deprive the 
somkers of their little pleasure but 1 
want to say that it be substituted with 
permanent plastic covers or paper 
covers not covered by these tUngs. 
This is a classic example where in the 
midst of scarcity there is this extrava¬ 
gance of an imimaginable dimension. 

I feel a correct perspective in regard 
to budgeting as well as the fiscal 
policies with which are concerned 
now would take into consideration 
matter of fact common day to day ex¬ 
periences to give certain meaning and 
rdevance to our Finance BilL 

When 1 say that, not for a moment 
do I want to underestimate the tre- 
m^dbUs amount of good the pra^ant 
J|hanoe Bill has done by giving incen¬ 
tive and also promoting growth in our 


eonomy. But if we go through: th« 
wh(fie gamut of legislation w'hich we 
have been having in plenty, reverting 
back to the speech of Shxi B* B. 
Shukla. your legislation on the labour 
front, legislation on the social welfare 
front, legislation in the form of mater¬ 
nity benefits, legislation for coal 
workers, iron ore workers, manganese 
ore workers, bidi workers, all said and 
done, in the form of welfare of the 
working people, in the form of welfare 
of the less privileged ones too many 
to be counted, with all these I would 
ask what is the Impact of this growth 
on the fundamental issue that is facing 
our country, the problem of unemploy¬ 
ment? Figures given by our Labour 
Ministry show that year after year, the 
unemployment rosters in our none too 
efficient employment exchanges in this 
country are Increasing by half a million 
every year. There are already 10 
million pleople who have not got jobs. 
These people are being absorbed in 
our economy, according to the figures 
presented by Government, at the rate 
of half a million which means, in plain 
terms, a young man in his twenties 
will have to wait till his fifties, be¬ 
cause in the .meantime the crowd will 
have swollen; he wdll get a job if he 
waits in the queue; if he does not 
indulge in trying influence peddling 
through contacts, political and other¬ 
wise, be win get a job only then and 
. be able perhaps to marry at the age of 
9S or 00. He wculd be considered 
lucky if he could do that. 

What is the impact of the growrth 
that has taken place right from the 
time of independence on employment? 
The best wray, the most practical way. 
in which we could render service and 
justice to the common people in our 
country, a poor family in our country, 
is to give a job to the son or the daugh¬ 
ter of that poor family. We have 
not been able to fulfil this even after 
the five yean wre have been here if we 
have h^n we have been going in the 
negative directifflu. To that extent, 
until and unless we make financial 
policy attuned to the attainment of tills 
object, wre tiiall not have made prog¬ 
ress. 
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Tu incentives hove been given 
tods^, tax rebates have been given to¬ 
day in respect of any charity towards 
family planning. But can we not 
build up in our Finance Bill a proposal 
that the tax rebates or the tax conces¬ 
sions shall follow the number of new 
jobs that have been created in any 
industry, enterprise, trade or commerce 
or any other business undertaking? 
Not only that. Many of our present- 
day enterprises invariably impinge 
upon the excisting traditional mores 
and forms of employment through 
displacement, through acquisition of 
land, through sophisticated production 
in place of the handicrafts and other 
industries that are native to the econo- 
my, through economies of scale where 
the large fish eat the small fish. Un¬ 
der the circumstances, till employment 
for our 10 million unemployed people 
is found, we cannot register any 
advance. 


X would like to submit one more 
point. It is not employment per ae. 
There is always existing an incipient 
under-employment, there is always 
existing an incipiept partial employ¬ 
ment or partial imemploymcnt in 
large sectors of our agricultural and 
rural areas from time immemorial. 
The farmer is never busy for all the 
12 months of the year. He is very 
busy duiHng certain seasons, but ab¬ 
solutely off work during certain other 
seasons. What 1 am saying is that as 
for the new batch of young people 
who have come in our country, the 
I>roducts after 15 August 1947, the 
crop, who have been educated for 15 
ywiars and have acquired discipline, 
mental, intellectual and physical, for 
virtually two decades of their life, the 
moment they come into the open mar¬ 
ket, they feel that the meanest of the 
menial jobs are not available to them. 
What is the contribution of the sjhitem 
so that there are no cases of heart- 
breakteg, so that those young persons 
who ean contribute tremendously to 
ot^‘ nation’s economy, as much as the 
lxid.U8trial magnates, are enabled to 
dlo so. I tidnk that our budget and 
financial bilb should be able to tadde

this question not only through taga* 
tibp but also by banning certain 
i gave the illustration that fiscal im¬ 
provements can be achieved through 
banning certain products. 


I now come to the question of car 
prices, particularly Hindustan Motors 
and Ambassador. I wonder whether 
certain calculations on economies of 
scale are being done in the finance 
ministry. Now in preference to agri¬ 
cultural tractors, tax rebate has been 
given in respect of automobiles and 
passenger cars. Do we expect pro¬ 
duction of automobiles to pick up? Is 
it taxation and prices of cars or 
is it the high price of fuel that acts 
as a deterrent against cars and a large 
number of taxis, leave aside passenger 
cars for individuals. I do not think 
that the impact of the lowering of car 
prices can be felt by stimulating stag¬ 
nant production of passenger cars as 
long as we do not touch the price of 
motor spirit. We are told time and 
again that taxation on motor spirit is 
meant for the affluent sections of so¬ 
ciety. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

have made that point, come to the 
next point. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; The ministry 
will come with some argument, un¬ 
less you can rule it out with your 
authority. The question is: to whom 
is it appUcable, to the productive 
section, hardworking section? To that 
extent there is a case for revision of 
motor spirit taxation, namely, reduc¬ 
tion in the excise duty on motor 
spirit. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira): May 
I thank the hon. Minister for the 
bold budget that had been pres^ted 
this year? Several feature of fiie 
present budget are most admirable. 
It is true that the government had 
to take st<^ of earlier experien^ 
the preesvupi of economic con«- 
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lions compelled certain action which 
xeaulted in the pr^ent boldness that 
Was brought in.

A little more boldness could have 
been shown and a little more ad* 
vantage in taxation could have been 
possible, particularly in sectors which 
axe expected to bear the burden of 
the economy. Out of nearly Bs. 50,009 
crores of our national gross produc¬ 
tion, about fifty per cent comes from 
the agricultural sector. 

We know that agicultural production 
and wealth is generated in about 

70 per cttit of our population. It 
is a fact which need not be stressed. 
When it is so, we should 

recognise that if they are in¬ 

capacitated, production will suffer 
and unless production is avail¬ 

able, deflation is practically im¬ 
possible. Government could have easi¬ 
ly taken the stand to further streng¬ 
then the economy which essentially 
rests on production and Jhe available 
surpluses in the economj^ If we have 
turned the corner this year, a greater 
part of the credit goes to the farmer. 
Some part of it does go to discipline 
hnd certain other measures taken by 
the government. If the farmers get 
lower prices for their agricultual pro¬ 
duce and if they have to pay higher 
prices for their inputs, how long will 
they be able to continue to produce 
at the present rate? If shortages 
develop who is responsible for the 
victinis of shortages and the inflatio- 
' pary spinal that shortages would 
generate? Would it not unnecessarily 
upset the economic calculations which 
our budget has made? A certain 
Amount pt lack of jcealism has crept 
Into this particular feature. I would 
strengly urge on the minister to look 
Into the taxation and see that at 
least for tractors, fertilisers and a 
few of Oie inputs teeludlng excise on 
vo^(0t, the burdens which the farmws 
hiWe to bear are U^htaned straight- 
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way. It is not worthwhile to talk 
about reduction of tax on motor Vehi¬ 
cles. If that is done it may yield 
some results. But if the ganif t bed 
been done, if not Rs. 10.000 at least 
Bs. 5,000 on tractors eoiBd be easily 
reduced out of the excise burdens he 
has to pay.

On the other hand, out of the 
Bs. 25,000 crores which are generated 
by the industrial sector—I am not 
talking about the tertiary sector, 
which is a notional income which no¬ 
body wants to bother about; it is a 
net burden on the economy and that 
is not the one which we should con¬ 
tinue to keep coimting upon as some 
sort of a performance—out of Bs. 
25,000 crores which the industrial sec¬ 
tor produces—40 per cent or nemrly 
Bs. 10,000 crores worth of industrial 
operations are stagnating. If the gov¬ 
ernment look into the reasons, it is 
due to lack of purchasing power and 
certain other deficiencies like non¬ 
availability of replacement by modem 
equipments which would amount to 
retaining the part of income and sav¬ 
ings—all these features have not been 
there. Therefore, whatever produc¬ 
tion has been tiiere and whatever in¬ 
comes have been generated, the bulk 
of them haVe been lost to taxation. 
After the development rebate was 
discontinued, when the industry found 
that it had to replace the worn-out 
equipment after 10 years operations, 
the resources at the disposal of the 
industry were not enough to cover the 
actual cost of replacement. The in¬ 
flation of 6ie previous ten years had 
resulted in the replacement index of 
about 182 to 190. If an ipdustry has 
to spend this 190 per cent, and if it 
can get normal depreciation only—ft 
can never exceed 100 per cent—what 
happens to the reduction of the mon^ 
av^lahle for jdant replacement? This 
is a strong feature on which the gov¬ 
ernment has to apply its mind nnd 
see that the health of the industry te 
som'idiow maintained. For doing so. 
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it is very sia^>le. The mixiister hae 


inroy}ded for investment bene&ts. But 
these investment benehts could be 
widened to cover any equipment which 
is required to be replaced, in fact, 
vdiatevep equipments are installed or 
purchased in Switzerland and several 
other countries, hundred pcr cent 
rebate is provided. It is immaterial 
whether the depreciation is taken 
over the years or in a single shot. 
Certain adjustments like making 
available 15 or 20 Or 25 per cent by 
way of investment allowance or deve» 
lopmental rebate are also provided, 
to start with; Biit the fact is that 
the equipment or the investment of 
the investor should be safe-guarded 
and the plant and the equipment 
which has generated income should 
not be just junked. Many of the 
plants in the textile mills, sugar mills 
and plants of different nature have 
become some sort of junk. If that 
is so, what is our national base on 
which we want to stand? Having said 
so, if industrial equipment becomes 
un-economic in operation, the burden 
is sQusrely on the Indian economy 
and the effect of it would result in 
heavy inflation. Ultimately, if the 
rules of the Government are followed 
like no lay-off, no retrenchment, 
fuller employment, higher wages and 
certain statutory obligations which an 
industry has to perform, the result 
would bo Cash loss and nothing would 
be available for replacement of machi¬ 
nery. Therefore, the available amount 
of machinery should be jealously pre¬ 
served and the amoimt equal to the 
growth rate which the Government 
has planned, should be taken care of 
by providing savings and investment 
by the indi^ry. This malady could 
be easily overcome by provi^ng an 
element of tax adjustment. 

A question may be asked: how is 
it that some of the industries have 
been able to replace their machinery 
or some special units in the same 
group of industries continue to be 
efBcient whereas 80 ^ 90 per c<Bnt 
others ha^ not been able to main- 
effletoit operaticms? It it not 


difficult to analyse this problem but 
I do not want to take much time of 
the House on this issue. The effici¬ 
ent industries have their earnings in 
many other aspects which are of a 
special nature and which are not 
available to everybody. 

As far as individual taxation is con¬ 
cerned, we have brought it down to 
66 per cent. At one time, it was 
97.75 per cent. Then tax col¬ 
lection was less. By bringing it 
down to 66 per cent, we have provid¬ 
ed some base for our ravings and 
with available funds, the people 
would be able to make purchases 
which may enable the economy to 
grow and certain industries to pick 
up, which are presently suffering 
from low demands. But at the same 
time, we should not forget that 
demand does not come of its own. 

There are no bank loans at interest 
of lesg than 15 to 18 per cent If we 
have to pay such u high rate of in¬ 
terest and if the banks pay 9 to 11 
per cent interest to the depositors, 
why do you permit growth of high 
cost banking system by providing and 
allowing them to keep the difference? 
If this amount by way of extra in¬ 
terest rate, is left with the banks, 
that will add to extravagence which 
banks may not be able to re-adjust 
it lower at a later date. Therefore, 
I had made a suggestion to the Minis¬ 
ter fbat the amount of extra interest 
presently allowed to be charged 
should be deposited in an account and 
it should be utilised for creating addi- 
tional production apparatus by v/hlch 
the deflationary measures of the Gov¬ 
ernment could be implemented. But 
the imfortunate thing is that though 
slightly reduced, the high rate of in¬ 
terest is still continuing but, new 
production means with the difference 
are not created. The credit restric¬ 
tions are continuing. Of course, I tio 
agree that on hoarding and profiteer¬ 
ing and such purposes, the credit 
restrie^na have a desir^ ^eet. But 
on purposes like production equip- 
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ment^ e 3 q;>ort and establishing new 
facilitiee, the effect is that all these 
things are presently adversely affect¬ 
ed. Though licences ere issued, there 
is no credit or funds available for 
executing most of these things. 

If you permit, I will just close my 
speech in a few minutes. Having 
said all /this, 1 would now inform 
you that the advances that are made 
to the rural sectors do not, very un¬ 
fortunately, fit in with our policies. 
The banking system, as was inherited 
was devised by the British for pur¬ 
poses importation of manufactured 
goods from England and for exporting 
after depressing the Indian raw mate¬ 
rials so that the Indian produce was 
sold away or exported at throw-away 
prices. When we went in for an in¬ 
dustrialized system, we were equip¬ 
ped neither for industrialization, nor 
for the financing of the rural sector. 
Once we went in for industrializa¬ 
tion, we did establish certain amount 
of reforms for advances. But it ap¬ 
pears that this work was done, using 
the same people. It was impossible 
to force them. I would say that to¬ 
day, OUT banking system is not tuned 
even fo^ industrial finance. If the 
same banking system is asked to 
finance the rural people, you' know 
what happens. It is said that it is 
impossible to finance rural people, 
because we have got the small far¬ 
mers. After all, we created the small 
farmers; and then we say that small 
farmers are not credit-worthy and 
that we canot extend credit facilities 
to them. But the number of such 
people rung into millions. These small 
farmers do not recdive any advances 
or deposits or loans from any banking 
source. Therefore, their operations 
are definitely inhibited because of lack 
of finance. This, unfortunately, is the 
present condition, to which I must 
draw the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment I may suggest that today, 
while flntficing loans to small formers, 
it is no ISO seeding the ^te of the 
<1^0s to do this job. It is nO lise

rdying upon the existing banking 
structure to provide the flna&cing 
faculty. The work should be done 
by an entirely different set-up, made 
up of nmel people—^tbe formers—who 
only know the rural problems end 
which have nothing to do with exist¬ 
ing banking as such. An entirely new 
approach will have to be adopted; and 
only tbiMe people who know the rural 
problems and who are agriculturists, 
should be asked to implement it. 
We should provide funds to them by 
all means give them even the risk 
funds. You can cover risk by LIC 
general insurance by international 
insurance agency. The help of the 
World Bank can be taken. But, un¬ 
fortunately, if block and risk funds 
are not provided to this sector, there 
is no hope in the foreseeable future, 
of generating the development of the 
rural economy. With these words, I 
support the Finance Bill.

SHRI ARJUN SETHI (Bhadrak): 
Mr. Chairman, the hon. Minister of 
Finance in his strategy for integrated 
rural development askied for systema¬ 
tic utilisation of the water resources 
for the growth of agriculture as well 
as for the development of the rural 
areas. Our Prime Minister’s twlanty- 
point economic programme also en¬ 
visages five million hectares of land 
to be brought under irrigation in the 
rest of the years of the Fifth Plan. 
But what is the actual position? The 
Estimates committee in their 76th re¬ 
ports said; 

“The committee are extremely 
disappointed at the slow pace of 
implfflnentation of major and 
dium inlgation projects. Out of 81 
major schemes and 213 medium 
schemes under construction, only 
6 major and 58 medium schemes 
were completed in the fourth five 
year plan and rest spilled over 
to tUe flftii plao period.” 

The reasons are, of course, financial 
coiutrainta, absence of a close watch 
<ni the implementation of the jarojects 
and ifiiow implementation of the Ird^

tion schmnes. Therefore, it was pro¬ 
posed to set up monitoring organisa¬ 
tions for the majoi' as well as medium 
projects with a view to keep a watch, 
ascertain the bottlenecks and take ex¬ 
peditious measures for their removal 
to achieve speedy completion of such 
projects. But only in six States the 
monitoring organisations have been 
set up. At a cost of Rs. 3,000 crores, 
an irrigation potential of 21 million 
hectares had haen created by the end 
of the fourth plan. But you will be 
surprised to know that only in res¬ 
pect of 19 million hectares the irriga¬ 
tion potential has been actually utilis. 
ed The Economic Survey for 1975-76 
ati page 7, para 3, states: 

‘Thieire is considerable evidence 
that full use is not being made of 
the irrigation potential that has al¬ 
ready been created through past 
investment.” 

“There is considerable evidence 
it is due mainly to the inci^ease in the 
food production, as a result) of which 
the ];>rices of essential commodities 
have come dovm. But if vire neglect 
the irrigation aspect of agriculture, we 
will nevier be able to feed our ijopula- 
tion which is increasing at an alarm¬ 
ing rate. Similarly, the Finance 
Minister in his paper Strategy lor 
Rural Development has said: 

‘The idea of reshaping land and 
water resources in a whole water¬ 
shed has been tried in isolated uro- 
jects.” 

But if I may site an instance in Orissa, 
there is a command area knovm as 
Salandi ayacut command area, which 
is in fact a medium project start¬ 
ed during the second pl®n 
Still Is lingering on. I request 
the Minister that the farmers in ti^ 
command area should be propwly 
educated in time, so that the amount 
spent on these projects does not go 
waste due to their Inability to utilise 
the water for the production at focd- 
gmins. In addition, measures ior 
speeds^ constructicm of fldd channels, 
tevtsiUlng of land, providing adequate 
drainage fitcllitlef etc. should be dme 
for <to> n omio uso of i^f^. fl » a 
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matter of great satisfaction that be¬ 
cause of timely action of the Govern- 
ment^ inter-State water disputes are 
being settled mutually. But I must 
say that there are still financially 
feasible projects in the country which 
need execution to save the pfeople 
against fiood devastation. The hon. 
Minister of State for Finance comes 
from my neighbouring State, i.ei. West 
Bengal and he knows tb© plight of 
Orissa, especially the district of Bala- 
sore which has been the victim of 
fioods, cyclone and sometimes drought 
also. The State Government has re¬ 
quested tke Central Government to 
take up the Bhimkund Project in the 
Central sector so that it is executed 
during the Fifth Plan period. But I 
am told during the Questio^ Hour that 
Government has not taken any deci¬ 
sion in this r<^ard and it appears that 
the project will not be executed dur¬ 
ing the Fifth Five Year Plan. The 
State Government is willing to forgo 
50 per cent, of its share of the power 
to be generated at Bhimkund to the 
Central Government for a period mu¬ 
tually agreed upon. It was also sug¬ 
gested that if the Central Government 
would have any other conditions for 
executing the project under the Cen¬ 
tral sector, this should also be mutu-. 
ally discussed and settled. Therefore, 
I would request the Minister to in¬ 
form the State Givernment about this 
and flnallSe the scheme for execution. 

In the end, I would like to point out 
one thing which has been revealed in 
the Report of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General for the year 1974-75 
regarding export of sugar. Since 
there is not much time at my disposal, 
I would like to quote one sentence 
which reads: ' 

“For the procurement of 1.07 lakh

1 would like the Minister to see how 
this amount was paid in excess and 
let us know the position in this regard. 

With these words, I support the 
Budget proposals.

SHRIMATI ROZA DESHPANDE 
(Bombay Central): After the dec¬ 
laration of the 20-point economic pro¬ 
gramme which was an attack on the 
feudal relations in this country, we 
had expected something more from 
the Finance Ministry and its policy in 
relaticm to the industrial sector in this 
country. 


We know that, before the declara¬ 
tion of Emergency, a crisis was brew¬ 
ing, there was price rise, there was 
the problem of unemployment; all 
kinds of problems were created by 
the vested interests in this country. 
Bnalerg«icy had to be declared be¬ 
cause the aati-natkmal elements 
were tiddog advantage of the econo¬ 
mic situatkm in tiiis country. 

It tras mid that this was a Budget 
wou]^ try to about a 
mirage Perlofiaance and wiUt the 


grant of some concessions, the indus¬ 
trial sector in this country would 
boost up the production. That was 
what the Finance Minister intended 
and, with this intention, they had 
given a lot of concessions to the 
industrial sector in this country. In 
fact' it was expected that, with the 
attack on the feudal relations in this 
country by the declaration of the 
20-point programme, the monopolies 
in the industrial sector would be 
attacked And iif not attacked, they 
would at least be curbed. But what 
w<a find is that they have been given 
concessions. Even with these con¬ 
cessions the expectation was that 
there would be more investment in 
the industrial sector. But what wg 
find today is that the investment in 
the industrial sector has not increas¬ 
ed to our expections; the prices of 
the consumer goods have not been 
brought down. As Mr. Darbara 
Singh pointed out, the agricultural 
products have not come down. Take, 
down; the procurent prices could be 
fixed. But the prices of industrial 
products have not coe down. Take, 
for instance, cloth. The future of the 
cloth or textile industrial is at stake 
in the hands of big monopolies. 1 
know Government has taken to the 
policy of nationalisation. When we 
started it. we were attacked by the 
reactionaries in this country that the 
nationalisation of banks, nationalisa¬ 
tion of coalmines and others, every 
thing was going to fail, buK it did not. 
With whose cooperation? It was with 
the cooperation of the workers. 
Now, look at your policy of giving. 
encouragement to the industrial sec¬ 
tor. What has hai^ned to the prices 
of cloth? Have they been broughl 
down? You have given them a lot 
of cocessions—^this rebate that rebate 
and so on. With all these the prices 
of cloth have not come down. How 
are ycm going to bring down the pri¬ 
ces? You hace given Uiem the conces^ 
Sion of not producing the standard 
cloth. They will be exporting nylcm, 
ttyOon, «t<*. J^t have the prices of 
good, diireUe Clotih wchich the common 
xpan wants pome down? They have not.’ 
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Qovenunent has taken over some mills 
u^er the National Textile Corpora- 
tioiO. It is a good thing. We are 
adopting the policy of putting up the 
public sector in every industry to 
fight the monopoly sector. We are 
trying, we will be able to succeed to 
some extent. We have done some 
work. But We do not want to spend 
20 years in trying this experiment. 

In fact, we have good opportunity 
now. Why havia you not taken over 
the whole textile industry? You 
could have. Otherwise, how are you 
going to prevail on the monopolies? 
They are not interested in improving 
the state of the economy in this coun¬ 
try.' They are interested only in their 
profits.. Their profits have not gone 
down. You have cut the bonus. You 
also want to implement the compul¬ 
sory deposit and all that. You are 
attacking thia working class whose 
cooperation you want. But at the 
same time, you are not attacking the 
monopoly sector in this country. That 
is where the shoe pinches. You can 
look at the production and prices of 
drugs, you can look at the production 
and prices of cloth, you can look at 
the production and prices of sugar— 
all these commodities are very essen¬ 
tial to a common man in this coun¬ 
try. I would like to know from the 
T^nance Minister, what their policy 
is and bow they are going to bring 
down the prices of these commodi¬ 
ties. Is there any other way except 
by giving large concessions to the 
monopoly groups? T)o you think that 
this is the only way by which you 
will be able tto increase the produc¬ 
tion and at the same time bring down 
the prices of these commodities? I 
feel that the only way is to nationa¬ 
lise all these sectors which produce 
essential commodities like cloth, sugar 
and drugs. 

We know, how the multi-nationals 
operating in the drug industry? 
you cannot catch them. They have 
various loophol^ to avoid you and 
thft?! know how to deal with your 
offices and bureaucracy. The only 
to Iwing down the prides bf *be 
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drugs and to make them available to 
the vast population of this country 
was to nationalise the multi-national 
companies. On the one hand you are 
saying that the third world must 
fight out the multi-nationals and 
must get the knowhow, but there is 
no knowhow to be taken frenn these 
multi-nationals. There are so many 
other countries which can give you 
better knowhow than these imperia¬ 
list multi-national companies can. 
We can go to the socialist countries 
and the third world countries. Here 
In India, why cannot wa take over 
multi-national companies like Pfizer 
and Glaxo? What is your policy 
ultimately? 


We in this House and outside al¬ 
ways say that the agricultural produc¬ 
tion should go up and it is good that 
you are distributing land to the land¬ 
less people, but what about the ap¬ 
pliances, wtot about the fertilizer? 
Their prices have to be brought down. 
There again, the monopoly houses 
come in the-picture. So, I plead that 
the only answer to this would ba to 
attack the monopoly houses and not 
give them more concessions. 


I find that there are certain good 
things in the budget You have attack¬ 
ed the tax-evaders, you have collec¬ 
ted some money and you are conti¬ 
nuing with your attack on them I 
really compliment our Finance Minis¬ 
ter for having taken such steps. 


Now, the 20.Point Programme on 
the agriculture side moving 

fast, you have not only to go . to the 
gross-root level, but you have ailsb 
to act. It ia not possible Ioip one 
nne bidividual xsa one b«d»au- 
crm 6 sittibag Ibere as a magia^te to 
ii^ptnEhent the provliipna raletdis^ 
Um distfRi^on. We have r<M 4 bS 
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the papers that this programme is not 
mo'^lhg fast, because you cannot 
catch Ihold of the landlords, they 
have already distributed their land to 
avoid ceiling. Thteire appeared a news 
item in Blitz some time back that the 
great house of Sarabhais who have 
their lands and buildings at Shahibag in 
Ahmedabad and in Gujarat have trans¬ 
ferred thesd to the trusts to escape 
the provisions of the ceiling law. How 
are you going to attack them? They 
know the loopholes. The main thrust 
in the budget and the policy should 
have been to attack the monopolists 
and these industries and to strengthen 
the public sector. 


In order to strengthen the public 
sector, we should take the cooperation 
of the workers and not attack them. 
You have extended the i;ompulsory de¬ 
posit scheme by one year. How much 
money you are going to collect by this 
way? Nothing. But now prices are 
going up. On the other hand, j ou have 
prolonged the Compulsory Deporit 
Scheme once more. Workers are not 
getting bonus. Again you say. ‘We 
expect the fullest co-operation of the 
workers in this country.' Are you 
putting behind bars thase people who 
are giving'layoffs and si ill close down 
the mills and factories? Look at Jalan. 
the great man. Everybody knows 
and still one company in Bombay is 
closed down for the last years. They 
cannot re-open. There is another 
unit. It is also clo.^ed down. The 
Apex body gives a unanimous decision 
and the Labour Department in Moha- 
rashtra says. ‘We cannot do it.’ Can 
you not put these fellows behind the 
bars? You cannot, because you are 
still hoping and you have hopes against 
hopes that these industrialists are 
going to put in and they ai-e going to 
invest more money and increase the 
production. And I do not know who 
is going to bring down the prices of 
sugar, cloth and medicines. I feel that 
though there are certain good steps 
tsJren by ib# Finance Minister, there 


is a need to improve the legations bet¬ 
ween the Government and the workers 
in thi.s country. You have lo co-ordi¬ 
nate. On .the one side you try to im¬ 
prove the conditions of agriculture in 
our country and on the other side you 
go on and go on helping the industrial¬ 
ists. Go and help the ^^x)^kers, Have 
more faith in the workers and you see 
that even if you nationalise all these 
industries, I am sure the workers In 
this country are going to help you and 
they are the only people who will come 
to your help. 

The la.st point I wxiuld like to men¬ 
tion is about the attack on the LIC 
workers. It is a pity and I do not 
know what the Government is doing. 
Are they putting forward an example 
before the industrialists in this coun¬ 
try to flout an agreement entered into 
between the employers and the emp¬ 
loyees by bringing forward such a Bill 
against the LIC workers? I think the 
Finance Minister once again should 
think about implementing and honour¬ 
ing the agreement which they have en¬ 
tered into with the LIC workers. I 
think they are the people who are to 
be honoured—the workers in this coun- 
try. In the public sector also you 
need their help and I think that 
everybody in this House unanimously 
requested the Finance Minister to 
think over and to rethink about this 
Bill about Lie workers. 

A word about the Development Offi¬ 
cers in LIC. I think their status is 
being changed and they have made re¬ 
presentations to the Finance Minister 
and T request the Finance Minister to 
think over it. 

SHRI CHAPALENDU BHATTA- 
CHARYYIA (Giridih): We certainly 
support the Finance Bill as we sup¬ 
ported the Budget because of its parti¬ 
cular merits of pragmatism asid 
because we think that this Budget, 
tturough the fiscal end monetary mea¬ 
sures, ia going to propel our economy 
towards the goal of growth, social 
Justice «nd self-i«Hance. 
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I iKX)uld not labour on the shattered 
dreams of so many Plans, the two 
sector models, the input and output 
models which always laid a critical 
path to follow and the road was so 
complicated with costrnaints that our 
actual performance was a distant echo 
of the plan model and of Growth it¬ 
self. Now, the condition has changed. 
The approach has been pragmatic. We 
have come down to ^he ground as it 
were and there is an optimisation mo¬ 
del. If that is taken with the new eco¬ 
nomic programme of the Prime Minis 
ter and the actual performance of the 
eccmomy, 1 am quite sure that we are 
now launched on a sure course when 
We shall make the grade. What are 
the perspectives? We know the balance 
of payment deficit is large but in the 
components, like fertilizer, we will be 
self-suilicient by 1978. With the sin¬ 
gle largest component on oil the defi¬ 
cit would be curtailed by 50 per cent 
by 1980. If we have foodgrains pro¬ 
duction as we had in Jhe previous sea¬ 
sons, thei food imports would be a 
thing of the past and the total balance 
of payments deficit of Rs. 2.000 crores 
would be taken care of. This is the 
perspective which is opening up before 
us. 

We have dramatic discoveries of bau¬ 
xite deposits, of copper, which cost 
Us and on which we have had to pay 
for imports through our nose and we 
have launched on the course of export¬ 
ing them. The Kudramukh plant, the 
aluminium.^lant—half a million ton¬ 
nes—all these are the base for future 
advancem«it. But still we have to 
keep our fingers crossed. I may read 
out what Mr. Subramanfem himself 
said last 3rear on this Finance Bill 
speech—“Whatever action we may 
take with out monetary policies and 
fiscal measures, this would completely 
be undone by fax evasion, black¬ 
marketing, hoarding and smuggling 
and all the effects which’ we might be 
able to bring out by action on other 
fronts." These forces are not all gone. 
Some Of them hdve gone underground. 
A* regards the price situation, the rate 
0* inflation hag been contt lined, 


as in the case of the British economy 
from the transition, from Stage HI to 
Stage IV if now we have an inflation 
on the rebound, if we let go the atm- 
trol or if we are remiss in stringent 
action against smugglers, blackmar- 
keteers and hoarders, we will be faced 
wth a much more difficult situation. 

I am quite sure that the approach to 
these problems has been so effective 
and pragmatic that this will not evena- 
tuate. Because of this optimisation 
plan model we could quote various 
figures which are not necessary now. 
The vohime of money supply, the rate 
of growth, the balance of payment, 
the capacity utilisation and so many 
other factors are all relevant. There 
are columns of Eiatistic® which we 
could quote. I find in the present 
transition the things which are now 
taking place—inflationary stagnation 
or stagflation and fab in price. It is 
not necessary to give statistical data 
in this regard. Because of the time 
constraint, there are constraints all 
round. I would like to know more 
about the phase of economy we are in. 

I would like to make some points- 
We welcome _ the plan for liquidation; 
of rural indebtedness. Because we are- 
coming to the ground from the micro, 
dynamic models of growth, we are- 
coming to the villages, to the rural 
base. The small is beautiful; from the- 
macro to the micro level but if we- 
want to give teeth into the policy of 
helping the rural workers, rural popu¬ 
lation, to get out of indebtedness into- 
a two crop economy and relative 
growth, we have to follow up with 
opening of more rural banks and' 

. pump, more rural credit than we have- 
providqd for in the present budget.. 
We have found out in our State of 
Bihar that the food production is 
significantly correlated with the 
amount of credit input but the sig¬ 
nificance of high-yielding vwieties 
of crop with increase in production has 
not been so, nor in the matter of co¬ 
rrelation between irrigational facili¬ 
ties and increase Ln food production. 
Knotiring our area as we do, we can 
very well say this, that credit is the 
crux of t^ problem tteif, If we 
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wjant to take them out of the slough 
of despondency, the only way is to 
provide them with more credit. How 
to increase our savings and investment 
and thereby our consumption? The 
only way lies in reducing the bank 
rates of interest so that investment 
could be made profitable, including 
small investments. We are happy that 
delinking of the rupee with the sink¬ 
ing sterling has at lung last taken place 
lor which vre congratulate the Finance 
Minister. 

As regards the debt servicing of 
Rs, 700 crores, the question arises how 
this came about. In a developing 
economy, unless the savings rate is 
high, foreigq debt and foreign aid, 
which leads to increase In consump¬ 
tion, often by Government agencies, 
create what is called a R'ochett effect 
and the consumption level goes up. 
Therefore the possibility of growth 
through higher levels of savings and 
investment through foreign aid is not 
realised. This gives rise also lo in¬ 
ter-sectoral imbalances. Although the 
rate of inflation has gone down, there 
is great scope for improving ihe distri¬ 
bution system and distribution 
machinery. Things are not as good in 
the villages as they may be in indust¬ 
rial centres and in towns, State metro- 
polies or in New Delhi itself. There 
are many instances which I can quote. 

Sir, w'e are spending Rs. 150 to in¬ 
crease the output of coal by one tonne. 
Unless We push coal and soft coke into 
the countryside and save cowrlung for 
agriculture we will have to spend 
Rs. 2000 per tonne on capital expen¬ 
diture for thermal power generation, 
to utilise that one tonne of ccal. It is 
fantastic thing indeed which gives us 
an Alice in Wonderland picture and 
we have to think anew of the critical 
path that is now opening up before us, 
but w'ith so much of promise. 

Sir, Mr. Subramaniam has been very 
kind in giving many reliefs to so many 
industries. But, what about the mica 
industry with sixty per cent load of 
unemployed workers out of whidi,— 
.a highiy lahorintensive industry,-r*ths 
exchequer has gathered more than 


Rs. 40 crores in the course of the last 
ten years? But, neither through di¬ 
versification nor through subsidisation 
with the most miserable level of wage 
of Rs. 1.50 to Rs. 3.50 per week, these 
two lakhs women mica home splitters 
have been given any relief. That, Sir, 
is a matter of conscience and i would 
urge humbly upon our Finance Minis¬ 
ter to take some definitive steps so that 
this problem may be tackled. 

What about the four hundred closed 
handmade shellac factories in Chota 
Nagpur belt? The Finance Ministry, 
which was so stingy in giving permits 
for import of spare parts, should put 
its foot down and should insist that 
they design and fabricate the spare 
parts in India itself. Only then we 
can propel oar economy and our 
nation towards technological indepen¬ 
dence which we so much want. 

Sir, I have a small issue. Why 
w’aste money on collection of! excise 
duty in Giridih? You are spending 
ten times more than what you are 
actually collecting. Why not locate in 
the district headquarters, an Income- 
tax Officer? Your revenues will sharp¬ 
ly go up; your collections will go up. 
1 suggest that this may be looked into. 

Sir, in the end, 1 support the Finance 
Bill and once again 1 request the Fin¬ 
ance Minister to kindly consider my 
two points which I have raised in this 
disaster area of Giridh and give it 
the attention if deserves. 

SHRl K. SURYANARAYANA (Elu- 
ru); Mr. Chairman, Sir, I rise to 
support the Finance Bill and 1 want 
to make a fev/ observations regarding 
the agricultural development and other 
allied industries. Particularly, I want 
to mention one thing. That is about 
the encouragement given by the Gov¬ 
ernment for the development of co¬ 
operative industries <n areas where 
there is a possibility of sugarcane 
growing. ^ 

Formerly, ydara and years ago 
when Briti^ Government was here, 
tl^ had constructed several mills with 
the help of big business peofile ahd 
mmeyAettders in UJP. and Bihar 
wto^ thera was no pfOssibilRy to crow 
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cane with more sugar-content whereas, 
in States like Gujarat and Moharashtra 
and ia the four Southern States which 
are giving first class cane and where 
recovery is also high and where they 
are paying more taxes by way of ex¬ 
cise duty, nothing has been done. Of 
course, in recent years, there has been 
an increase in the number of sugarcane 
factories in the cooperative sector. 
The number of factories where tiiere 
is sugar production stands at over 
106 during this year. In respect of 
imi>ortant operational aspects such as 
the determination of cane price, pro¬ 
vision of bonus to labour, declaration 
of dividend on the share capital., etc., 
the sugar factories in various States 
have tended to adopt different poli¬ 
cies and practices. Recently the 
'Darifif Commission has recommended 
a certain tariff. I do not know the 
reason why they have recommended 
that tariff, It still remains a secret. 
Now, the Government abruptly says, 
without any reason being known to 
the public or to the industry or to 
the growers, that they have changed 
the price. 

Upto the 11th of July, 1975, Andhra 
Pradesh was given Bs. 149.55 per 
quintal of sugar supplied by ^ the 
factory owners. All of a sudden. Gov¬ 
ernment, from 12-7-75, hove fixed the 
levy price of sugar at Rs. 117.48 per 
quintal. Now, Sir, in South Bihar the 
yield per acre is 13-14 tons and because 
they are growing less and the sugar 
content recovery is 8 per cent the in- 
efSiciency has been rewarded. Whereas 
we have grown more and invested 
more, the price of levy sugar is only 
Rs. 117|-; in South Bihar it is Rs. 441. 
On our representation they have re¬ 
duced it and from February 1976 in¬ 
stead of RiS. 441 it has come down to 
Rs. 286. In respect of Andhra the 
increase is only by Rs. 8|- making it 
Rs. *125]-^ This is the way they are 
peoali^g efficiency for the develop¬ 
ment of, particularly, an agriculttu'e 
industry. . , , 

Sir, ws 'Jtkye ho objection to nations. 
hUsatim. flivery grower is interested 


in the nationalisation of sugar indust¬ 
ry. I would like to say a word about 
rice mills also. When Shri Subra- 
maniam was the Food Minister, he 
gave a modem rice mil] to West Goda¬ 
vari district of Andhra Pradesh. I 
happened to be the President of that 
cooperative society. That factory was 
constructed at a cost of Rs. 33 lakhs. 
Out Of this Rs. 33 lakhs, Rs. 30 lakhs 
was the share of NCDC as loan through 
State Government and the remaining 
Rs. 3 lakhs wag the share of the 
society. There is lack of interest at 
that State level as well as by the 
Food Department. The State Govern¬ 
ment is not prepared to give the pro¬ 
cured levy paddy to thi? factory. As 
a result of this policy, ♦he society has 
lost Rs. 33 lakhs so far. 


Sir, just now, I am coming after 
attending the Sugar Factories Con¬ 
ference organised by NCDC but in 
that Conference also nobody replied 
about the cane pricing policy. Gov¬ 
ernment has been keeping quite about 
it. The Industries Minister, Shri Pai, 
was good enough to say that efficiency 
should not be penalised and in¬ 
efficiency should not be rewarded. 
Some vested interests in some 
political parties are propagating, 
taking advantage of the sugar 
policy, that the Government is giving 
a step-motherly treatment to the Dec- 
can and Southern Stales where the 
area is more suitable for sugarcane 
production. Sir, Mr. Kidwai, when he 
was the Food Minister, said that if he 
had the power, he would have shifted 
all the sugar factories from North to 
South and some other industries might 
have been developed in Northern India 
Sir, the sugar industry direclly con¬ 
cerns the farmers and the Government 
is collecting excise duty worth crores 
of rupees but they are not using the 
same for the development of the 
sugar cane production. The sugarcane 
prodwstion ^is year is less by 6 lakh 
tonnes as compared to last year’s pro- 
duetiOQ. Fuidher, Sir, this is the 
major industry which is earning a lot 
of the mtfdh4iaeded foreign exchange 
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for our Country. Sir, I have raised this 
issue thne and agjaj|n and I would 
again dlnphasise that this agro-based 
industry should be developed further.

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: To the first part of the question 
my answer is “No". There are some 
specific schemes about prize and, if 
he wants to know the details, I can 
give them, por example, under the 
scheme of the Central Bank, n deposi¬ 
tor has to keep a minimum balance of 
Rs. 400 in his savings account 
throughout the calendar year. Ihe 
prizes are consumer articles IJcc 
refrigerator, TV sets etc. There are 
also lucky draws. Similar type of 
schemes are introduced by the State 
Bank also. For example, a subsidiary 
of the State Bank has a scheme for a 
lucky draw of a Fiat car. Apart from 
that, certain banks offer incentives by 
advertising for d&posits, particularly 
for longer period. They compound the 
interest and pay it monthly. There is 
another scheme under which a deposit 
of RS. 5,000 within a period of 20 years 
would become Rs. 35,000. So, various 
schemes are being introduced and as 
a result of it the deposits are going up 
to our satisfaction.

JEE: Taking all the scheduled com¬ 
mercial banks, from 1969 to the end of 
December 1975 the deposit has gone up 
by 190 per cent. 
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SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH, 
May I know whether by introducins 
these incentive schemes there has been 
an apj>reciable increase in deposit 
mobilisation in the rural areas, be¬ 
cause there is a feeling that in the 
rural areas deposit mobilisation is not 
as satisfactory as expected?

wise, because on the floor of the House 
I was confrouted with the question 
that though we were mobilising more 
resources from the rural areas, we 
were not ploughing it back into those 
areas. There has been an expansion 
of the branches in the rural areas of 
the commercial banks, and it is known 
to the hon. Members that within a 
span of six years these have increased 
from 1.700 to 7.000. Hence, corres¬ 
pondingly deposits are also increas* 
ing. 

DR. RANEN SEN: May I know 
whether the hon. Minister is aware 
of the fact that due to these prize 
schemes there is a sort of unholy and 
unseemly competition among the 
nationalised banks, as a result of 
which the Reserve Bank is thinking 
of streamlining the whole thing and 
making it standardised? If so, have 
the Government considered the ques¬ 
tion how to combat this unseemly 
and unholy competition among the 
nationalised banks? 

SHRI PRANAB^ KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: Sometimes the attention of the 
Government and the Reserve Bank 
has been drawn to this point that 
some sort of unethical modes are being 
resorted to in the competition for 
getting more deposits, and from time 
to time the Reserve Bank issues the 
necessary administrative instructions, 
but this is an area where the banks 
are expected to operate on their qwn 
subject to the guideline that they can¬ 
not give more than 10 per cent rate 
of Interest.

Punjab Government approached the 
Central Government for loan assist¬ 
ance at differetial rates of interest 
through the Life Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion of India lor construction of houses 
on the house-sites allotted to the land¬ 
less workers under a scheme framed 
by them lor the provision of house 
sites to the landless workers in rural 
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areas. They were advised to take 
necessary steps for the mobilisation 
of voluntary labour for the construc¬ 
tion of houses for the landless families 
as provided under the scheme and to 
consider the desirability of providing 
assistance to the allottees of house- 
sites in the form of building material, 
etc. from their own Annual Plan allo¬ 
cations. 

Punjab Government had also ap¬ 
proached the Central ' Government 
separately for additional allocations 
Irom L.I.C. loans for implementing 
their various social housing, schemes. 

7 hey were advised that while it was 
not possible for the Central Govern- 
ment to allocate additional funds to 
the State Government during the year 
1975-76, their request will be kept in 
view for allocation of funds for the 
year 1976-77. 

The nationalised banks were not 
involved. 

SIIiRI RAGHUNANDAN JJVL 
BHATIA: Punjab has distributed three 
lakhs of plots to the landless workers 
in the villages and, to construct houses 
for them, the basic problem involved 
is huge investment. Therefore, the 
Punjab Government approached the 
Central Government in this respect 
and requested them to give some kind 
of direction either to the LIC Or the 
nationalised, banks so that they can 
get the loans. May I know from the 
hon. Minister if he has given any 
direction to the banks or to LiC in 
this regard and, if so, whether the 
rates will be differential or normal 
ones? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: So far "as the request of the 
Punjab Government to the Govern- 
ment of India is concerned, there has 
been a series of correspondence bet¬ 
ween the Chief Minister of Punjab and 
^ the Works and Housing Minister of 
the Government of India, and the 
Woiiul and Housing Minister has ex¬ 
plained the actual i>oidtion in regard 
to that. In fact, the banks do not 
come la directly in assisting the hous¬ 


ing schemes, but they contribute by 
subscribing to the debentures issued 
by the various Housing Boards. Till 
the end of December, 1975, the total 
bank contribution in that respect is 
more than Rs. 30 crores. But LIC ir 
coming in a big way to help the State 
Government by directly allocating 
assistance to the Government through 
the Works and Housing Ministry or by 
giving assistance to the co-operatives 
or by giving assistance through 
HUDCO or by giving assistance In 
some cases of national emergency. The 
interest rate charges to the co-opera¬ 
tives and HUDCO varies between 7* 
and 8 per cent, but no direction is 
necessary or desirable in this respect 
because this is a matter which has 
been taken up by the Planning Com¬ 
mission and the Works and Housing 
Ministry, and this housing programme 
is taken up as a total integrated State 
Plan. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA; May I know from the hou. 
minister whether the Central Govern¬ 
ment is considering the proposal of 
the Punjab Government to aUocate 
more funds for the year 1976-77 for 
this purpose.?

About the finances, this shortage 
which I have mentioned is overall and 
it is spreadover the whole National 
Textile Corporation. To that extent, 
the shortage and the subsidy also will 
get distributed.

Due to shortage of funds, they are not 
even in a position to deposit the pro¬ 
vident fund contributions every month.

are made to make up for the cash 
losses. It is expected, according to the 
Tandon Committee’s Report, taking 
that formula, that about Rs. 28.7 
crores of finance will be raised by its 
own resources, that is, of N.T.C. From 
banks, about Rs. 86.25 crores of 
finance is expected out of which the 
banks have committed to Rs. 62 crores. 
But they have deducted Rs. 23 crores 
relating to before nationalisation so 
that the finance available from the 
banks would be of the order of Rs. 39 
crores. This has been treated as a 
financial institution loan. So, the rate 
of interest wiU be at a concessional 
rate. As against 10 per cent, it will 
be 7i per cent. 

DR RANEN SEN: Is it a fact that 
not only the National Textile Corpora¬ 
tion mills in West Bengal but the 
NTc of India itself has not been able 
to pay the deposited amount of Provi¬ 
dent Fund to the workers? If so, may

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; A greater part of the Feovl- 
d^t Fund that is in arrears relates 
to the pre-nationalisation peAe/d.

KHERJEK: I would like to submit 
ior the information of the hon. Mem¬ 
bers that the State Bank of India has 
more than 2,000 branches all over 
* the country and they are introducing 
various schemes in each branch. That 
is why, I have given the broad out- 
t line in which they are working. But 
*I can inform the hon. Members— 
since the hon. Members are agitated 
over this particular aspect—have 

^instructed each nationalised bank to 
prepare a quarterly review giving 
the figures about the measures they 
have taken, how many people have 
been assisted as a result of those 
measures and how much assistance 
has been given, and send those 
statements t® the hon. Members for 
their information, sO that we can 
^•save the time of the House and the 
hon. Members may also come to 
'know of what actually is happening. 

MR. SPEAKER: When will the 
hrst quarterly statement come? 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI. 
This is a very important question. 
He should give us some details. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
frKHERJEE: I ctm. give him this ge¬ 
neral information. For example, the 
'State Bank of India are having agri- 
'Cultural development branches all 
•'Over the country: -215 branches are 
functioning, and till the end of De- 
<cember, 19TO, they have provided 
rassistance to the tune of Rs. 83 crores 
-to 3.88 lakh persons, and quite a 
number of them "belong to the weak- 
Bfiotions, Secondly, there is the 
differential rate interest scheme which 
iSs bdiw opmmed all over the coun- 
-try and which Is -meant mainly for 
*tlm wendcgr the commu¬ 


nity—at a rate of 4 per cent inter¬ 
est—and here, till the end of the last 
year, Rs, 20.5 crores were advanced 
to neau-ly five lakh persons. Apart 
from these, there are various other 
schemes also. Take, for instance, the 
handloom sector. Most of the people 
engaged in the handloom sector be¬ 
long to the weaker sections of the 
community, and we are providing 
assistance to the handloom sector. 
Therefore, this is an area in which 
We are working in various segments. 
It is not possible to collect the de¬ 
tailed information from the various 
branches all over the country and 
give it. For that, I have made the 
arrangement which I have already 
indicated.

SPEAKER; Have you ear¬ 
marked some funds? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: I have already explained 
the broad features, but no funds can 
he earmarked in that way. Weaker 
lections belong to the various com¬ 
munities and they ate engaged in 
various professions and trades. There¬ 
fore, we link up the assistance to 
specific projects. I have asked the 
banks to prepare a quarterly state¬ 
ment regarding how many projects 
have been taken up by them, how 
many people have been benefited by 
them and to what extent the assist¬ 
ance has been given, and make it 
available to the hon. Members. But 
it is not possible for me to collect the 
information from 20,000 branches of 
the banks.

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: Some of the nationalised 
banks are also giving loan, but I do 
appreciate that it is not adequate 
and we shall have to make adequate 
arrangements. 1 would, however, 
like the hon. Members to appreciate 
one point that the total requirement 
to liquidate rural indebtedness is in 
the order of three to four thousand 
crorea of rupees according to the 
figures given by various concerned 
Ministries. The total resources avail¬ 
able with ua as also the agencies 
which jure fii^tioning like r^ional 
noai bttiks, cooperatives societies 
and rural brandies of the commercial 


banks, all together would nqt be ade¬ 
quate to meet the requirements. That 
is why, we had appointed a Com¬ 
mittee to look into this question. 
They have submitted their report 
and we have already taken up the 
question with the Chief Ministers of 
the various States, what organiza¬ 
tional arrangement we can make to 
plough back to the extent possible 
the credit to meet this requirement. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA; ^ 
A few days hack, a question was 
raised in the House that the bran¬ 
ches of the banks in far flung areas 
are perhaps under some kind of ins¬ 
tructions not to entertain loan appli- 
cations from those who live beyond 
eight kilometers of the branch office.* 
The hon. Minister, as far as I re¬ 
member, had mentioned that these 
instructions will be revised and re¬ 
laxed. May I know, if that has been 
done? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; As'l explained the other 
day, the jurisdiction of the banks is 
not eight kilometers, but it is ten 
miles. But there is no hard and fast 
rule; even without the instructions 
of the Department, the bank can ope¬ 
rate beyond ten miles, but they are 
not operating. They are not operat¬ 
ing mainly because of the reason 
that if they extend the area to the 
farthest point, it would not be pos¬ 
sible for them to man and manage^ 
with the resources available at their 
disposal. As a result their efficiency 
will also decrease. That is why we 
are trying to see that this problem 
is sorted out by extending the area. 

At the same time we have to bring 
unbanked areas within the banks*^ 
coverage. We have issued Instruc¬ 
tions that wherever there is an iff- 
gent need ai credit, banks shotild not 
strictly adhere to fh^ Umlt of 10 miles 
but they should go b^ond that 
at the game time, we shall have to^ 
keep in mind.... 

MR. SPEAK|«R: ‘Wherever ^ere je 
a need,...'—there is t need every?* 
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\^ere. Can you define that In some 
areas there is more need? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: At the same time, we 
shall have to keep in mind that we 
have 7000 bank branches in the rural 
areas and there are 600,000 villages. 
It is not possible for these 7000 bran¬ 
ches to cater to 600,000 villages. A 
certain handicap will remain for 
some time to come.... (InterrM,p- 
tions). 

MR. SPEAKER: The problem is 
enormous. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: This is 
a very big problem, no doubt. But 
from reports which we read, there 
are sometimes some contradictory 
factors which seem to be at work. I 
would like to have a clarification 
from the Minister. For example, just 
now he was talking about efforts 
which will be made and which are 
being made to see that this territorial 
restriction of 10 miles is relaxed to 
the extent possible so that the banks 
can cater to cases which may fall 
beyond this limit. That can Only be 
done by opening more branches. But 
the question is: only a couple of days 
ago there was a report in the Press 
about .the. rise in the profits of the 
nationalised banks for which every¬ 
body is congratulating them, that is 
to say, the high-ups in the finance 
world. One of the reasons which 
contributed to the rise in the profits 
was the fact that there is now a 
slow-down in the opening of more 
branches in rural areas and because 
of the contraction in the number of 
branches they have been able to make 
an economy in thrfr working expen¬ 
diture and that has been reflected in 
the higher profits. This is the report 
in the Press. So, is it not contradic¬ 
tory that if on the one hand, the 
banks are told, you must practice 
certain economic measures in order 
tp show better profits, they will be 
to restrict the further ex- 
pansicm of the branches in these far- 
flung ttod rural areas. Chi the o^er 


hand, the Members here are express* 
ing their concern that already the 
banking infrastructure is not ade¬ 
quate to cope ui? with the problem 
and that this restriction of 10 miles 
is only having an adverse effect in 
many areas. How do you reconcile 
these two different trends of think¬ 
ing? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE; When we talk of bring¬ 
ing economy in the operational cost 
of banks, we do not mean that they 
will have to do it at the cost of 
Branch expansion. We require mere 
branches. But that is not the ques¬ 
tion; and we are asking the nationa¬ 
lised banks to expand as expeditious¬ 
ly as they can. Not only that, we are 
establishing a new agency, the Re¬ 
gional Rural Banks, and as is known 
to the hon. Members, by this time we 
have established 20 Regional Rural 
Banks and they are also expected to 
have, each bank, at least 100 -bran¬ 
ches. So, that is not the question. 
At the same time, it will take some 
more time to bridge the gap. The 
gap is so wide that in spite of our 
best efforts, we cannot bridge it as 
expeditiously as we want it. 

MR. SPEAKER: But the tempo has 
not slowed down? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MU- 
KHERJEE: No, Sr. It has not slowed 
down.

In the light of the answer given by 
the Minister, may I know which of 
the chemicals, and under what cir- 
cumstlances, have been exempted 
from export orders? 

MR. SPEAKER: Is it a long list or 
is it only a few items? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP. 

SINGH: There are about 17 items. It 
is a long list. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: 

.He niay give us the circumstances.

.the reasons. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 

SINGH; The reasons are two-fold. 

' One is that the domestic supply in 
these commodities has become easier 
land there has been a surplus and 
we have allowed exports of the same 
and removed the ban because there 
were distress conditions about the 
accumulation of stocks. Secondly, 
the domestic prices were very much 
higher than the international prices 
and exports were not a practicable 
feasibility. There was no point in 
continuing with the list because 
practically the exports could not 
take place. 

SHRI JAGANNATH MISHRA: 
May I know the steps taken by the 
Government about the export of 
these chemicals to earn foreign ex¬ 
change as usual? 

kiR. SPEAKER; This means the 
chemicals which are exempted. 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP. 
cSipCi^; They are seventeen in num¬ 


ber. In the case of those chemicals 
which have export potential, audi- 
tional capacities are sanctioned. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: The hon. Minis¬ 
ter has stated that they are surplus 
because their production is high. 
That is the reason why export is 
being permitted. Is it so? 

SHRI VISHWANATH PRATAP 
SINGH; The export is permitted be¬ 
cause of both these reasons.

A statement is laid on 
the Table of the House. 

Statement 

(a) and (b). In terms of its Char¬ 
ter, the Industrial Development Bank 
of India (IDBI) is the principal fin¬ 
ancial institution for coordinating, in 
conformity with national priorities, 
the working of institutions engaged 
in financing, promoting or develop¬ 
ing industry, for assisting the deve¬ 
lopment of such institutions and for 
providing credit and other facilities 
for the development of Industry, It, 
therefore, functions within the gene¬ 
ral framework of Government’s po¬ 
licies and programmes of industria¬ 
lisation under the Five-Year Plans. 

It provides direct financial as£(ist- 
ance to industries in the large and 
medium scale sector and re-finances/ 
other financial institutions assisting 
the small scale sector. It is the po¬ 
licy of the IDBI to ensure that no 
viable project is allowed to languish 
for want of funds. 

While laying emphasis on the com¬ 
pletion wf projects which are already 
sanctioned assistance and which face 
cost over-runs, for reasons beyond 
the control of the promoters, the 
IDBI takes into consideration, gene¬ 
rally the following criteria in ex¬ 
tending credit to new projects or 
expansion of existing projects, or in 
extending re-finance assistance to 
other institutions:— 

(i) The projects should be in 
the core sector of industry 
and more particularly in the 
priority sector of industry as 
^edared by Government, 
e.g., fertiliser, cotton textile, 
cement, paper and sugar; 

(iS) Projects located in the spe¬ 
cified backward regions; 


(iii) Projects resulting in signifi¬ 
cant saving or earning of 
foreign exchange; 

(iv) Projects promoted by tech¬ 
nicians or new entrepreneurs; 

w) Projects producing essential 
mass consumption goods and 
having short gestation pe¬ 
riods as they have good anti¬ 
inflation impact on the eco¬ 
nomy; and 

(vi) refinancing other institutions 
which assist projects pro¬ 
moted in the small scale 
sector. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; In view of the 
fact that there is a report that the 
IDBI is short of fin^ce, I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister as to 
what Government propose to do to in¬ 
crease the lending capacity and whe¬ 
ther there is any proposal to permit 
IDBI to raise loans from the public. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER¬ 
JEE: We are not giving them any 
budgetary support but in order to in¬ 
crease their capital we have permit¬ 
ted them to float loans in the market. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB; How much 
has the IDBI lent to the industrialists, 
how much has been repaid and how 
much has the interest been paid?

A joint report submitted by the two 
Study Groups set up by the Reserve 
Bank to examine the functioning of 
the lead bank scheme in the two States 
of Gujarat and Maharasthra has been 
leceived by the Government. 

The Study Groups were constituted 
in pursuance of the decision taken at 
the meeting of the Regional Consulta¬ 
tive Committee, Western Area, to 
review the functioning of the Lead 
^ank SchMne in the two States of 
Gujarat and Maharasthra with parti- 
cifiar reference to: 

(i) The constitution and working 
of {he District Level Consul- 
tatlve Committees; 


(ii) The nature and extent of liai¬ 
son between financial institu¬ 
tions and relationship estab¬ 
lished with the State Govern¬ 
ment at various levels; and 

(ii) The extent of involvement of 
banks in the formulation and 
implementation of area deve¬ 
lopment programmes. 

The main recommendation of the 
Study Groups, inter alia, is that the 
lead banks should expeditiously pre¬ 
pare, in the broad areas of neglected 
sectors, technologically feasible and 
economical!;)' viable credit schemes 
capable of being implemented within 
a period of 3 to 5 years and endeavour 
to implement them collectively with 
all the financial institutions. The 
Study Groups have framed certain 
‘ground rules’ to be observed by the 
banks in the formulation of the schemes 
and in inter-bank sharini; of the task 
of implementing them. They have 
also made recommendations for making 
more effective the functioning of the 
District Consultative Committees, 
which have been entrusted with the 
responsibility of monitoring the imple¬ 
mentation of'the Schemes and for se¬ 
curing better coordination between the 
banks and the district authorities. The 
Groups have also recommended setting 
up of a Standing Committee in the 
Reserve Bank for keeping the overall 
progress of the Scheme under review. 

The observations and recommenda¬ 
tions of the Study Groups, though spe¬ 
cially related to the working of the 
Scheme Iti Gujarat and Maharashtra, 
have a general applicability to the im¬ 
plementation of the l^heme os a 
whole. 

In pursuance of the recommendation 
of the Study Groups, the Reserve Bank 
has set up a Standing. Committee under 
the chairmanship of one of its Deputy 
Governors.

THE MIJIISTER OP FINANCE 
CSHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM): (a) 
During the four weeks ended April 
24, 1976 the All Commodities Index of 
Wholesale Prices (1961=100) has 
risen by 2.6 per cent as compared to 
1.5 per cent in the corresponding 
period of 1975. Even so, the general 
index at 290.3 for the week ended 
April 24, 1976 stands 6.9 per cent 
below the level a year ago. Although 
there has been an Increase in prices 
of some farm based products, the 
index for foodgrains, which fell by 
0.6 per cent during the four weeks 
ended April 24, 1976, still shows a 
declining trend. Some rise in prices 
in req^onse to seasonal factors during 
this period ^ not abnormal and is not 
to be equated with a rising trend as 
audfc '■ 


(b) and (c). Some seasonal flue- 
tuations in the prices of agricultural 
commodities are unavoidable and the 
prices of some commodities may even 
be going down when those of others 
are rising. In view of the strict 
monetary and fiscal discipline, the rise

To start v/ith, the concern¬ 
ed sponsor banks are to assist the 
Regional Rural Banks with the re¬ 
quisite number and quality of staff 
for the proper functioning of the 
branches of the Regional Rural Banks. 
Although Government have not laid 
down any fixed pattern of staff for a 
particular branch of a Regional Rural 
Bank, the branches of the Reigional 
Rural Banks have been permitted, de¬ 
pending upon the quantum of work 
handled by them to appoint a Branch 
Manager, a ceshier-cum-clerk and a 
junior clerk. There is provision for 
recruitment of accountant and field 
officer also depending upon the quan¬ 
tum Of work handled by a branch 
of a Regional Rural Bank.

Reported move by U.K. Government 
so coMYEi. Indian Nationals in U.K. 
|0 adopt British citizbnsbip or to 
LEAVE THE COUNTRY 

SHRI INDR-OlT GUPTA (AU- 
I^}: 1 ^, 1 caU the attention of the 
of Ebrt^al Affairs to the 


following matter of urgent public 
importance and request that he,may- 
make a statement thereon; 

“The reported decision of U.K. 
Government to compel resident 
Indian citizens in U.K. to adopt 
British citizenship or to leave the 
country”. 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI YESHWANTHAG 
CHAVAN); Sir, I apologise to the 
House because I was not here when' 
the question came. I wRs in the other 
House answering certain questions. I 
apologise fOr this. I did not expect 
that the business would collapse so 
soon. 

Government has seen a newspaper 
report to the effect that the authori¬ 
ties in Britain were asking Indian' 
nationals in Britain to adopt British 
nationality or face expulsion. On in¬ 
formal enquiry the British Foreign 
Office denied that the British Govern¬ 
ment had decided to compel Indians to 
adopt British citizenship or leave the 
country. 

The House is awar® that there is a 
sizeable population of Indian origin 
living in Britain. Whil© precise fig¬ 
ures are not available, the total is 
estimated at around 500,006,. Most of 
them went to Britain in the early 
years after independence until the 
beginning of the 1960s’ when the 
British Government enacted the Com¬ 
monwealth Inunigratio:! Act (1962) 
and thereafter gradually tightened 
immigration restrictions. We do not 
have precise figures Ds to how many 
persons of Indian origin have acquir¬ 
ed British nationality, but it is esti- 
n^ted that about 59 per c^nt may- 
have done so. Tlie people of Indian 
origin in Britain have made an bn- 
portant contribution to the social^ 
economic and political life of that 
country. 

The grant of British citizenship ia 
Emulated by the British Nationality 
Act of 1948 w^ch has been amendjed’ 
from time to time. Under this 
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Commonwealth citizens who entered 
Britain prior *0 1st January, 1973 are 
entitled to be registered as British 
citizens after completing 3 years ordi¬ 
nary residence without any other re¬ 
quirement. MortJOver, the Immigra¬ 
tion Act of 1971 provides that Com¬ 
monwealth citizens settled in the U K. 
on 1st January, 1973 are to be treated 
as having been given indefinite leave 
to remain in the U.K. It is under¬ 
stood that a review of the Nationality 
Act is in progress at present in order 
to remove certain ambiguities regard¬ 
ing British citizenship, but no deci¬ 
sions have yet been taken nor tny 
legislation drafted. 

If and when legislation of the kind 
mentioned in the newspaper reports 
is introduced, it would presumably 
apply not only to people of Indian 
origin but also to all other immigrants 
including those from oth-j. parts of 
Asia, Africa and the Caribbean. The 
question should tlierefore bia looked 
at in its totality in proper perspective 
and not in isolation. Government 
would however like to take this op¬ 
portunity to underline the importance 
it attaches to .iust and humane treat¬ 
ment being accorded to all those 
Indian citizens who are resident in 
Britain and, are playing their due part 
in thsa life of the community and to 
express the hope that the British Gov¬ 
ernment viould give due considera¬ 
tion to avoiding any action that might 
cause suffering or hardship to these 
people.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Sir, from 
this statement one thing is quite 
obvious that whatever changes in the 
Nationality Act or Citizenship Regula< 
tions the U.K. Government may be 
contemplating, sipparently they have 
not bothered so far to consult oiu: Gov¬ 
ernment You may say it is not neces¬ 
sary to consult our Government but in 
view of the fact that half a million 
pe( 4 )le from this country are living 
and working In Britain and also in 
view of tka fact timt we are a part of 
fbie CompM^wealthi X think, we could 


expect reasonably that some consulta¬ 
tion would take place at Government 
level before any such more is contem¬ 
plated but it is obvious from this state¬ 
ment that our Government has not 
been consulted. 

The first question that I would like 
to put is; whether, in view of the fact 
that these reports have appeared, our 
Government would at least insist that 
before any new amendments are 
brought or anything is finalised, our 
Government should be kept fully in¬ 
formed and should be consulted by the 
Government of U.K. 

Secondly, I am sorry to find in this 
statement also that some concession is 
being made to what I was suspect¬ 
ing ali along behind such a move; 
whatever form the move may take 
ultimately, it is aimed not against 
all commonwealth citizens but only 
against those who are coloured peo¬ 
ple. Sir, there are people from 
Canada, Australia, etc. who are also 
resident in Britain but they happen 
to be whne people. In this statement 
the Government advises us to see the 
problem in its proper perspective and 
says that legislation when introduced 
would presumably apply not only to 
people of Indian origin but also to 
all other immigrants including those 
from other parts of Asia, Africa and 
the Caribbean. The newspaper report 
says—^whether it is correct or not, I 
do not know—that the British Home 
Office has already written to people 
who are holding Indian, Pakistani, 
Bangladesh or Sri Lanka passports. 
Sir, should our Government not get 
this question clarified from the U.K. 
Government that whatever changes 
they may want to bring about would 
not smack of racial discrimination, 
that is, if they introduce such regula¬ 
tions now they would not be aimed 
against those Commonwealth residents 
of Britain who happen to be coloured 
people and it would apply equally to 
all Commonwealth people. We have 
got our aprrehensions about this 
matter because we know from the 
tb:«88 that there is a cerbtin section of 
publie opinion which is being mobilin* 
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ed on the basis of racial intolerance? 
What is the information of the Gov¬ 
ernment and what attitude are they 
going to adopt in this matter? 

Thirdly, in the first line of his 
statement, Shri Chavan has said—I 
think this is an inadvertent slip— 
‘Government has seen a newspaper 
report to the effect that the authorities 
in Britain were asking Indian nation¬ 
als in Britain _Not Indian 

nationals. We are concerned with 
Indians who are permanenlly 
resident in Brilain, who have been 
given permits, what are called Perma¬ 
nent Resident Permits. Now quite 
correctly, it has been pointed out that 
they are performng various types of 
jobs there. The U.K. Government 
has admitted many times that if the 
Indian doctors are withdrawn suddeti- 
ly, half their health services will col¬ 
lapse. It is also true that there are 
Indian citizens there working in such 
types of service jobs which British- 
workers would not like to do; they 
do not come forward for that work, 
and therefore, perhaps our people and 
people from other countries have got 
an opportunity. Then there are indus¬ 
trial workers working in so many fac¬ 
tories. 

As far as we in this country are 
concerned, it is a fact that we have 
not been able to provide perhaps ade¬ 
quate employment and so on or ade¬ 
quate incentives to many people who 
have left the country and gone there 
thinking that since we are all mem¬ 
bers of the Commonwealth, they 
would enjoy certain facilities, which 
they have been enjoying. I do not 
deny that they have been enjoying 
certain facilities in Britan all along. 
But now if it is contemplated sud¬ 
denly that a sort of change is to be 
brought about and a sort of compul- 
•slon is to be exercised, ‘Either you 
must adopt U.K. citizenship or you 
must leave the'country', would it not 
ai^unt to a form of compulsory alle- 
li«ion? I have nothing to say about 
those Indians who may voluntarily 


have, by this time. accepted UJL 
citizenship. They are welcome %o do 
so. if they want to give their' Mother¬ 
land. But for the future, there may 
be thousands of people who have no 
desire to give up their Indian citizen¬ 
ship. But if this kind of contem¬ 
plated legislation is brought in, it 
would amount to pressure and ccm- 
pulsory alienation of citizenship which 
I do not think is at all desirable. I 
do not know whether the British Gov¬ 
ernment is thinking on these lines 
because of their own growing unem- 
ployment difficulties, and they want 
to get rid of some of these black peo¬ 
ple who have come from outside and 
are working in jobs, or whether it is 
some from—I do not know; I do not 
suppose it is—of retaliation for 
various things which they do not like. 
For example, we also now going to 
conclude the tariff preferences which 
Britain had enjoyed in India all along, 
we have announced that we are 
going to terminate these and so on. 

But the point is that we would not 
like them to try to solve their own 
internal unemployment problem at 
the cost of the right of Indians resi¬ 
dent in Britain to adopt whichever 
citizenship they want to, that is, to 
retain their original citizenship if 
they want to and not be compelled to 
give up their own citizenship on pain 
of having to leave the country. As 
you know, thousands of people are 
there, not only people like doctors and 
so on, but common folk, particularly 
from Punjab and other parts of the 
country, who have gone there to work 
at manual jobs. Of course, we are 
not altogether unhappy about that 
because quite a lot of their earnings 
are being remitted to this country 
from abroad. But a situation is 
developing, if you read the press re¬ 
ports of udiat is being talked about 
in Britain, in which I tfiink our Gov¬ 
ernment should nut just allow matters 
to drift a little too late when we may 
be faced with the accompli of a 
Bill being brought forward. Since 
these indications ore available alrei^i 
wbuld not Government take fha 
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matter up through proper channels in 
good time so t-iat timely consultations 
are iield and it is seen to that these 
people are not given this kind of raw 
-deal? 

Suddenly if it is found that these 
contemplated measures are aimed at 
only Commonwealth citizens who are 
coloured people and do not extend to 
everybody, I think our Government 
-^should be justiried in registering a 
very strong protest about it. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Let us not speculate on matters and 
say anything prematurvly about it. 
At the present moment, my only point 
is that the whole question is being 
studied by the British Government, .so 
the question of consultation or our 
getting information has not arisen 
yet. At the same time, we did make 
informal enquiries after the news re¬ 
port appeared, whether they have 
taken any decision in this matter. 
They have told us that they have not 
taken any decision so far ■■ (Interrup¬ 
tions). I cannot rule out and say that 
they will not take that decision. 
When we are talking here among our¬ 
selves, I should be somewhat clear in 
regard to this matter. We have seen 
this trend in 1962 and from that year 
-onwards, in the first Immigration Act 
to restrict the entry of Indians and 
•since then whenever there was any 
revision, the revision was stricter and 
stricter. If a further revision takes 
place, in what form it will take place, 
it is difficult to say at the present 
moment. Therefore, I have in my 
statement expressed our concern about 
it, and expressed our strong desire 
that our people should be treated with 
dignity and human consideration 
because they are making their own 
contribution to the British community 
life as well. 

Naturally they are a sovereign coun¬ 
try and they have certainly authority 
to pass whatever law they want, we 
should try to get information. I do 
Tiot know whether they will concede 
the ri|(ht of consultation to us about 


any law. I cannot say that. Certainly 
we ^uM try to get information and 
let them know our views in this 
matter; we wdll certainly coiiUnup to 
do so. I agree with him that if at 
all any law is made if there is any 
distinction between white immigration 
and black immigration, certainly it 
will smack of racialism and that cer¬ 
tainly is a matter which will need our 
voice to be raised against. That is 
all I can say at the present moment.

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: (How¬ 
rah): Mr. Speaker, Sir, the Finance 
Minister has announced further con¬ 
cessions to the business houses while 
introducing the Finance Bill. And 
this announcement of concessions is 
the continuation of the policy which 
the Government is pursuing and which 
has been fully reflected in this year’s 
Budget. Today, I have brought one 
cartoon which is in the Indian Ex¬ 
press. This cartoon shows how the 
Finance Minister is appeasing the big 
business houses ‘Ah, well, what’s 10 
crores between friend.s?’. The real 
significance of this concession has 
been clearly stated in the editorial of 
the Indian Express today. T do not 
know whether the Finance M-nistir 
read it. 

“The direct effect of these conces- 
.sions on the revenues of the Gov¬ 
ernment may be small. But they 
undoubtedly underline the respon¬ 
siveness towards the representations 
of industry which characterises the 
Union Government's approach in 
these matters. 

The Government’s anxiety at pre¬ 
sent is to create conditions in which 
private enterprise—small, big and 
foreign—is encouraged to save and 
Invest, This explains the decision 
to widen the scope of concessions 
in inter-corporate dividends and ex¬ 
tend excise duty relief on higher 
production from established capaci¬ 
ties from one to three years and to 


enlarge its coverage. Foreign capi¬ 
tal also gets a share of concessions 
by way of exemptions from income 
lax on royalties and interest earn¬ 
ings in selected areas.” 

So, the whole policy of the Govern¬ 
ment of India at present is, in order 
to save the economy from crisis, to 
give more and more concessions to 
the big business houses, both Indian 
and foreign and this is now held as a 
new turn in our economy, I saw 
from the newspapers that the Prime 
Minister had said that we were now 
poised for a big advance. The other 
day, Mr. T. A. Pai, the Industry 
Minister, criticised our spokesman for 
mentioning the question of recession. 
He explained that now t':e FJCCI was 
talking of recession and our spokes¬ 
man were also talking of recession. 
This elfort to deny recession, to deny 
crisis, does not show the sense of 
reality. At least, the Government has 
no sense of reality in this respect. 
What IS the position in the industry 
now? On the one hand, production 
has increased, on the other, there are 
lock-outs. lay-offs, closures and a 
large number of retrenchmcnis. Nearlv 
five lakhs workers have been laid off 
and retrenched. This is one featu'e. 
The other feature is that production 
is increasing and st'cks accumulat¬ 
ing. The internal market is shrink¬ 
ing Wh.y? Because lakhs and lakhs of 
workers are thrown out of jobs; and so 
they lose their purchasing power. In 
agriculture, production has increased. 
But what is the real ty whenever 
there is increase in production, thera 
is a crash in prices of foodgrains. raw 
jute, cotton and various other com¬ 
mercial commodities. And this crash 
in prices means that the peasantry is 
completely ruined. So. the more the 
production, the more is the economic 
life of the peasantry ruined. When 
the production is more, workers are 
thrown of jobs. Is this the health of 
the economy? Does it show that there 
is no recession and no crisis? What Is 
the ultimate result? We are shown 
figures that production has increased 
by some 30 per cent. But what is the 
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■figure of unemployment in the employ- 
.ment register? Last year, the figure 
was 84 lakhs. This year it is 04 
lakhs. So, you just compare these 
two things together. Then you will 
understand what is happening in our 
economy—^Production up by 30 per 
cent and unemployment by 13 per 
cent. So, the slogan of more produc¬ 
tion to solve unemployment, is abso¬ 
lutely misleading. The reality is just 
the contrary. That is why the econo¬ 
my is facing the crisis more and 
more. 

Now, Sir, the propaganda is going 
on that there has been stability in 
prices. But already, prices have 
started rising. I have brought 2 or 3 
paper cuttings only to show to you. 
They say: 

“Price is rising"—This is ‘Econo¬ 
mic Times’ of 27th .'\pril, 1973. 

“Prices looking up. Inflation is 
raising its ugly head again." 

It is only a few months since the bud¬ 
get, you have presented it in March. 
Now it is May. You have created an 
impression that already the crisis is 
over, and the economy is stable 
because prices have been stabilized 
Already, the attack on workers has 
started on the basis of this fall in 
prices. Three instalments of DA-cut 
have already been made; and the wor- 
kers are losing between R 3 30 and Rs. 
90 per month already. Now, the prices 
are again rising. Why is it so? Why 
is this happening? Thousands and 
thousands are thrown out of their 
jobs. On the other hand, production 
is increasing. It is because the system 
which you are defending, developing 
and trying to develop is a capitalist 
system, based on exploitation. Here, 
the motive force behind production is 
only profit; and the capitalist system 
is to function, is to operate within the 
basic laws of capitalism. If the mar¬ 
ket shrinks a'^d if the production in¬ 
creases, it indicates a dead4ock. That 
is why you fthd export as the only 
•outlet. Haport at any cost. If the 


people are starving, let them purchase 
sugar at a higher price in the country, 
but we should export sugar at a 
cheaper rate. Otherwise, our sugar 
mills wiU close down. A large num¬ 
ber of sugar mills have already been 
closed down. I had been to Tamil 
Nadu, the State of the Finance Minis¬ 
ter, to attend a meeting of the con¬ 
sultative committee. In the meeting, 
I reported—many Congress MPs and 
even the CPI MP Mr. Kalyanasunda- 
ram also reported—that all most the 
sugar mills have been closed. Textile 
mills are closed. Still you are saying 
that the economy is poised for a big 
advance. Then, what is the measure¬ 
ment of advance? Only production? 
For whose benefit? Benefit for the 
common and poor people? No; 
because poor people do not gel the 
benefit of this increased production. 
Why this? Because, the entire eco¬ 
nomy is under the control of the 
monopolists, black-marketeers and 
hoarders, and the Government is 
giving full protection and maximum 
concessions, to them. Now you say 
that a new era has opened. What is 
that new era? Big Indian companies 
are joining hands with multi-notional 
corporations.- and they are finding new 
schemes of investing their capital in 
the Middle East, Near East and other 
neighbouring countries. Since the in¬ 
ternal market is shrinking, export is 
the only way out. For that special 
concessions are being given to the 
multi-national corporations and mono¬ 
polists for export. Even one hundred 
per cent foreign equity you have 
allowed. This ‘joint-investments’ 
means you will exploit the market of 
the other countries. As the investors 
are capitalists, their main purpose is 
to earn profits, and a time will come 
when the people of those countries 
will resent this terribly, and the image 
of India will be affected. 

Now world capitalism is in a crii^s. 
There will be hard competition in tfie 
world market, as in the cases of jute. 
What is the result? One after tl^e 
other, all the mills are being closed. 
In the jute industry, already ten mills 
hAve been closed. 33,000 perma- 
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nent workers have been thrown 
out of jobs. More mills ai'e going to 
be cibsed, i have received a letter 
from the General Secretary of the 
Bengal Chatkal Mazdoor Union, Shri 
D. Kamal Sarkar, which is addressed 
to Shri Raghunatha Reddy, which says 
that 50 workers have already died due 
to starvation during this period. This 
factory at Khardah was closed last 
year. There are starvation deaths in 
other areas also. We have got the 
names of 22 workers who have died of 
starvation. When I went to Tamil 
Nadii I received letter from the wor¬ 
kers of India Meters Limited, saying 
that the conditions of the workers 
there is pretty bad, because the fac¬ 
tory has been closed long before. 
That report .says that one girl and 
another worker, committed suicide. 
The girl poured kerosene over her 
body and let it catch fire. The boy 
threw himself into a pond and ended 
his miserable life. Another threw him¬ 
self before a running train and erased 
himself. Some of them are really 
begging in the industrial estate of 
Ambafur. This is the real picture. 

What is the image you are creating 
outside? That India is poised for a 
big advance, we have warded off the 
crisis and that production is picking 
up. Shri T. A. Pai has said “we 
should not consider ourself a develoo- 
ing country; ve have become a de¬ 
veloped country.” This is the image 
which you want to create. In that 
case, in the Nairobi meeting you have 
to sit with America and Britain, And 
the image of Britain and America 
throughout the world is' that of capi¬ 
talist countries. I think that India at 
least should be spared from that image. 
Those countries are treated as ex¬ 
ploiters of the whole world and we do 
not want to be dubbed like that. 

The real position is that recession is 
very much in this country. It is rag¬ 
ging and the way the Government is 
pursuing the policy it is bound to 
aggravate. I am reading only two 
comments msde, day before yesterday 
by some Coagress MPs. Shri Nathu 


Ram Mirdha welcomed the budget and 
your concessions. But, after wel«?om- 
ing them, he said 

“It is a peculiar feature of our 
economy that when farmers brought 
about larger agricultural oroluc- 
tion. the producers got about 50 per 
cent lesser price for their produce 
than the prices they had got when 
the production was far less.” 

This has to be understood seriously, 
So, the slogan of more production is 
going against whom? Against the 
poor peasants the toilers because 
they are helpless. Immediately after 
the harvest they have to rush to the 
market, and at that time there are 
manipulators who are fully in link with 
the State machinery, and Govern¬ 
ment’s policy is not to defend the 
toilers, but to help these exploiters 
and hoarders. That is why immedia¬ 
tely after the crop passes out of the 
hands of the peasantry, prices start 
rising. This is happening in the case 
of raw iute, cotton and other raw 
materials, and millions and millions 
of peasants are ruined in this way. 
This is the substance of Shri Mirdha’s 
speech. 

Then, Shri Bibutl Mishra is not an 
opposition M.P. He is not here now. 
He supported your budget and wel¬ 
comed it, but he has also stated; 

"Agricultural production had 

exceeded the target, but it was a 

strange feature that when farmers 

produce more, they got a lesser 

price for their produce.” 

They are speaking from experience. 
This is how the capitalist economy is 
bound to work. It is a feature of capi¬ 
talism that the more the production 
increases the more +he unemployment 
grows and the poor people’s lives are 
ruined. 

I have got a document here entitled 
“A Critique of the 1975 Report of th§ 
President’s Council of Economic 
Affairs, America", prepared by the 
Economics Department of the UniVer- 
sltjr of Maiiachussets. On this 4oes> 
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tion oj recession, this is what they 
have to say: 

“The economic function of a re¬ 
cession in a capitalist economy is to 
create the pre-condition for a new 
expansion of profits by taking away 
the jobs of millions of people and 
by threatening the jobs of millions 
of others. Recession reduces wor¬ 
kers’ demands, unit labour costs are 
brought under control, the decline 
in profit margins is eventually 
stopped and inflationary pressure 
weakens.” 

Our Government is developing capi¬ 
talism in our country, and the world 
capitalist system is in the midst of a 
deepening crisis. Because you are 
linked with world capitalism, you 
cannot make this economy free from 
the capitalist crisis, and that is why 
these things are hapnening. Ultimate¬ 
ly where will it lead to? This has to 
be seriously thought over. 

Side by side, j am quoting a few 
lines from a Chinese document pub¬ 
lished about a month ago. It says: 

“There is no unemployment in 
new China among the 800 million 
population. Even the blind and 
deaf mutes take part in work that 
is within their power under the 
care of the party and the State. 
Article 27 of the Constitution of the 
People’s Republic of China stipula¬ 
tes: ‘Citizens have the right to work 
The State guarantees employment 
to all able-bodied peoplh.’ ” 

They are continuously applying hig¬ 
her forms of technology. 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI (Sholapur): 
Please tell me whether there is demo¬ 
cracy and freedom of speech in 
China. 

• SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: In 
India, there is democracy to die, to 
throw ourselves before the running 
train, to drown ourselves in a pond, 
because starvation. But in China 


they have solved the unemployment 
problem, they have solved the fooo. 
problem, they have. removed poverty 
from their country. 

You do not try to learn how in our 
country we can develop such a society, 
Our whole economy and t^® entire- 
machinery of the Government is. 
dominated by big business houses. 

In China among the workers who 
were freed by technical transforma- 
ticr some o fthem were given the job. 
of excavating new oil wells while 
others were given- some other work. 
Nobody ig unemployjed there. These 
are the comparisons which are bound 
to come up day by day. 

Now in other countries also peo¬ 
ple learn through bitter experience 
how this unemployment problem can: 
be solyed. If you look at the Worlds 
one after another, the jieople of other 
countries are taking to the path of 
socialism under the leadership of the- 
working class and with the banner ot 
Marxism and Leninism. This is a- 
wprld phenomenon. If you try to 
prevent it, you canuot do so. This is 
a historical process. Nobody can pre¬ 
vent it ultimately and by pursuing 
the capitalistic economy, you are' 
creating a base for your own destruc¬ 
tion by throwing millions and millions- 
of people out of jobs What will’ 
they do? Will they die and praise- 
you because you have created very 
favourable conditions for their deaths?’ 

Whenever we have raised ^e qjjlls- 
tion tjf starvation deaths Floor- 

of this House it has been demed and" 
said that there ate no starvation- 
deaths. 1 am giving you co?icrete 
names, if you want, you can just’ 
enquire about them. With this eco¬ 
nomy, the questions of discipline, 
emergency and the law and order are 
directly related, because in order to- 
get rid of this crisis or recession, the 
capitalist, class always wants to pasa 
on th€ burden op the working em¬ 
ployees and tlto common people. In' 
order to get the market through conrH- 
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petition, they are continuously putting 
pressure on the Government to give 
tax concessions. All jute mills have 
been given tax concessions. The 
excise duty has been completely re¬ 
moved. Now, they are given cash 
subsidy and other things. But they 
are not satisfied. So, they are raising 
their demand, but at the same time, 
they are saving that the cost of pro¬ 
duction must be reduced. What is 
the meaning of reduction of the cost 
of production? As far as this is con- 
cened, it immediately goes agauist 
the workers, because with less num¬ 
ber of workers, they want more pro¬ 
duction. They know that workers 
will resist. That is why, the trade 
unions must be crushed. If there is 
democracy, the working class will 
protest through struggles, through 
bundhs and through other types of 
agitations. So, the democracy should 
be completely crushed, and, that is, 
an atmosphere of discipline is indis- 
pensible. Now when people die of 
starvation there are no protest against 
it due to emergency. This is the most 
favourable situation for the mono¬ 
polists. It has been repeatedly said 
by the leaders of the * Chamber of 
Commerce that in India now the 
situation is very favourable. There 
is no trade union movement and the 
cadres and leaders of Opposition 
Parties are put unde^ MISA. Even 
On the Floor of this House, those 
Members who were more vocal to ex¬ 
pose corruption and voice protests 
were made silent by putting them 
behind bars. In the last speech, Mr. 
Subramaniam said, “This atmosphere 
must be maintained. Thig is the most 
favourable atmosphere for the ad¬ 
vancement of our economy,” This is 
how we feel that this emergency is 
an instrument in the hands of the ex¬ 
ploiting class who raised their profit 
unhindered and are making huge pro¬ 
fit at thig stage of emergency when 
you are taking away bonus and when 
you are reducing the income of the 
workers and the employees. 

In this House, you had brought the 
Bill for the abrogation of the «gree- 
ment whii^ the llC employees had 
826 1 , 8 — 6 . 


in 1974. This Bill was brought shame¬ 
lessly, Now, I have before me one 
review written in this Economic 
Times.” This is a review made of 
199 big houses regarding higher pro¬ 
fitability. This means money is being 
concentrated in the hands of a few 
big houses, capitalists and the profi¬ 
teers with the result that the econo¬ 
mic life of the people is being ruined. 
According to the Directive Principles 
in the Constitution, disparity should 
be reduced, but in practice, it is be¬ 
ing increased. Money is concentrated 
ip. the hands of a few; big business is 
profiteering more and more; the eco¬ 
nomic life of the workers is complete¬ 
ly ruined; the employees are ruined; 
the peasantry is ruined. Is this the 
policy of removing or reducing dis¬ 
parity among the people? This is 
bound to increase disparity. That is 
why We are heading towards a situa¬ 
tion where the resentment of the peo¬ 
ple is bound to erupt. In which form 
it will erupt and when that future 
developments will show. You are 
leading the country to that position. 

The common people, the toiling 
masses, have no other alternative but 
to protest. That is why the terrible 
repression is going on. We are totally 
opposed to it. We want that demo¬ 
cracy must be restored. Otherwi.<?e, 
the poor peasantry cannot have the 
real prices for their produce. They 
require an organisation; the.v require 
an agitation. Othewise, they cannot 
fight the domination of hoarders and 
blockmarketeers. The workers must 
be given their full rights. Total de¬ 
mocracy, dennocratic atmosphere, mtist 
be restored so that this type of op¬ 
pression, this type of dismissals and 
retrenchment cap be resisted and 
stopped. You do not fight for them. 
On the other hand, you help the em¬ 
ployers. That is why democracy is 
so much essential for the existence 
of the common masses. That is why 
we demand that this Emergency mugt 
be withibawn; all leaders released 
and civil liberty r^ored. 

While concluding, 1 want to deal 
with one more point about the cons^ 
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titutional amendments, about amend¬ 
ing the Constitution. The issue has 
already been on the anvil. The talks 
are there. The Prime iSinister has 
also declared several times that there 
will be a national debate. We are 
concerned to know that an attempt 
is being made to rush through and 
no opportunity is being given to dis¬ 
cuss the constitutional amendments. 
These aije linked with the futures of 
all sections of the people. If article 
311 or article 211 is taken away, the 
right of Government employees to 
make representation to the Govern¬ 
ment in the case of dismissals is 
taken away. This is a basic funda¬ 
mental right given to them. You are 
going to take it away over their heads 
without giving them an opportunity 
to express theij. view-point. 

You are going to strengthen the 
executive ^nd curb the rights end 
functions of the legislature and the 
judiciary. These are known things. 
That is why we are very much in¬ 
terested in participating in the 
national debate on the constitutional 
amendments. We have upheld all 
along that the fundamental rights 
which are enshrined in the Constitu¬ 
tion except the right of property are 
the gains of the people through their 
long struggle. The Constitution pro¬ 
vides that the Government, through 
the President, has the right to declare 
Emergency and take away all the 
rights. They have been deprived 
even of the right to go to the courts. 
The writ petition right is gone. Even 
the right to live is not there. In 
these circumstances, we want that the 
entire people, not only the ruling 
party but the OppMition parties, 
should be in this debate. 

This should be an issue for the 
coming General Elections. This Par¬ 
liament has lost the mandate of the 
'peoi^e, after 18th March. This House 
Is not at all competent to bring about 
such basic fundamental changes in the 
Cons^tutton, iThe pe< 9 le’s mandate 
Ip^fSlentiaL That 6 why this debate 
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should b^ allowed, io develop into a 
national debate and this should be an 
issue for the coming General x'Slec- 
tions on the basis of which the newl,v 
elected Parliament can take up the 
issue of constitutional amendments. 

These are some of the points we 
want to highlight. 

Just now I got a telegram request¬ 
ing earnestly for intervention in the 
lock-out by Braithwaite & Co. of 
4,000 workers. You know this Braith¬ 
waite & Co. is a big company. Many 
engineering factories hav® been closed 
and National Iron of Howrah, which 
has 2,000 workers, has also declared 
closure and lockout; so also, J. K. 
Aluminium. These are very serious 
questions. Government and the rul¬ 
ing party are resorting even to gang¬ 
ster methods to break up the Unions— 
and our CIT Union hag been singled 
out for attack. The most surprising 
thing is that Government did not allow 
even May-day meetings to be held 
throughout India: only in one or two 
cities some hall meetings were allow¬ 
ed. This shows the attitude of the 
Government. The Government is 
totally anti working-class. The way 
Trade Union movement is being sup¬ 
pressed and even May-day rallies are 
banned shows the real character of 
the Government, The policy that the 
Government ig pimsuing will land us 
iu a deeper crisis and it i.s only under 
compulsion that Government will 
Shange its policy. That is why serious 
thought on the part of all is neces¬ 
sary as to what will be the outcome 
if Government continues to pursue 
this policy whereby factory after 
factory is being closed, and there is 
no remedy fOr it. Tiat is why I 
oppose thfe Finance Bill and ask the 
Government again to withdraw the 
Emergency in order to give full scope 
to the people to express their opinions 
freely sO that a healthy cohdition is 
created in the country. 

DE. V. K. R, VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary); Mr.' Speaker, Sir, it was 
depressing to tmve hetffd the speech 
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'Which has just qow been concluded: 
I felt reaUy depressed listening to it. 
1 h%ye no doubt that the speaker was 
perfectly sincere in the expression of 
his views and I could also understand 
his ideological position that unless 
there 1$ Mnrxist-Leninist organised 
socialist society no economic problem 
is likely to be solved. I can under¬ 
stand that because that is a point of 
view held by him sincerely. But I 
was a little surprised that, in holding 
this point of view, he should have 
joined hands with the very people 
whom he has been denouncing—what 
he calls big business, business com¬ 
munity, industrial interests commer- 
cial interests and so on because those 
interests are the people who have 
been saying there is recession: a cry 
of recession has been raised. This is 
the first time I have heard it. May 
be, it was raised somewhere outside 
and I have heard it, but this is the 
first time I have heard a reputed 
Member of socialist persusaions— 
Mancist-Leninist persuasions—coming 
forward to suggest that production is 
bad. I never heard any socialist 
spokesman^ either in this country or 
in the Marxist-Leninist countries say¬ 
ing that production is bad. I hove 
never heard for example anybody 
saying in China or Soviet Union or 
the East European countries that pro¬ 
duction is bad, that production has 
brought about this crisis or that in¬ 
crease in production has brought 
nbout this crisis. 

If the Hon. Member is in a position 
to bring about a Mancist-Leninist 
(transformation of the society.... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; I 
never said that production is bad; it 
is a distortion. 

jDE. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
Oh no; 1 don’t believe in distortions.

^debate within his own Party. We also 
mend journals.

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: I have 
never said that increase in produclion 
is bad; I have only said that the bene¬ 
fit is not going to the common masses. 
I have quoted Shri Bibhuti Mishra. He 
has said that they have produced 
more and they are the worst sufferers. 
That does not mean that production Is 
bad.. 

MR. SPEAKER: You did say that 
there was recession. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; When 
he says that I have said that produc¬ 
tion is bad, he is putting in my mouth 
something which I have not spoken. 
It is wrong. What 1 mean Is that the 
distribution machinery should be such 
that the common man is benefited... 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
I am sorry, Mr. Speaker... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: It 
must be clarified; otherwise, this type 
of slander is going on. Recession is 
an international phenomenon. In the 
Reports of the Ministries, the word 
‘recession’ is there. You can go 
through the Reports. They have ac¬ 
cepted the position of recession in their 
Reports. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
I do not want to Irritate my hon. 
friend further. I began by saying... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: It is 
not a question of irriation. Do not 
disfoi^. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO; 
I do not believe in distortion. I am 
prepared to challenge the hon. Member 
to show how I have distorted the 
position. Let us check Uie records. 
I do not want to keep quiet now, after 
■ having heiard a& these. The records 
win lihow quite clearly that he ^Iw 
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about increase in production and the 
crisis. Any person reading the full 
text of his speech will see very clearly 
that the increase in production has 
been linked up with the crisis. In 
answer to what I said about Marxist- 
Leninist position, the hon. Member has 
now clarified his position. If he had 
clarified at that time.. (/nterruptions) 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Un¬ 
employment has increased. I have 
made a statement of facts. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 

1 am not talking about unemployment. 
VVhat I wanted to raise my voice 
against was this. If you say that 
changing the entire social and economic 
structure of this country is the only 
solution, that is a point on which there 
can be an opinion. But if you talk 
about increase in production and the 
crisis, that -the agricultural production 
has increased and the farmers have got 
50 per cent less than what they had 
got before—I do not know how this 
particular figure has been arrived at; 
he did not give that figure; he quoted 
Irom the speech of another Member... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; You 
do not go to the villages. 

DK. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
1 have gone to the villages. I repre¬ 
sent a rural constituency. 

The point is this. 1 know, when 
there is a big increase in agricultural 
production, there is a fall in price and 
this has happened in the past. In 
fact, I have written articles on that 
and I have sPoken on that. It happen¬ 
ed in the past in the mid-Fifties when 
increase in production was actually 
accompanied by a decline in the total 
income of the farming community. But 
^ do pot think that thaf is the position 
today, because there has been no re¬ 
duction. 

SAMAR MUKHERJEE: T%at 
pplj^ shows your ignorance. 


DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO; 
It is not a question of ignorance. The 
procurement prices, to the best tif my 
knowledge, have not been brought 
down. The Agricultural Prices Com¬ 
mission have not suggested reduction 
in the procurement prices. What 
has happened is that the open market 
price has come dowm. Bur, as far as 
procurement price is concerned, it has 
not come down. If the Member were 
to say—^which I would welcome—that 
the official machinery for the purpose 
of purchasing all the foodgrains that 
are offered in the market is not ade¬ 
quate, if he were fo say that the 
storage facilities are not adequate, 
that the Siate Governments and the 
Food Corporation of India are not 
functioning with the amount of effici¬ 
ency with which they should in mak¬ 
ing purchases and, therefore, there i? 
distress among the farmers, then I can 
understand, because there are prob¬ 
lems which we are facing this year on 
account of the enormous increase in 
agricultural production,

At the same time, I would like to go 
on record by saying that for a country 
like this., while there may be prob¬ 
lems of distribution which may have 
to be dealt with, and on that perhaps 
I will go at a distance with my hon. 
friend in regard to what we should 
do on the problem of distribution, but 
I do not think, we should give any 
suggestion even impliedly, mistakenly 
or misunderstandingly, we should not 
give any room for the suggestion that 
any socialist party in this country is 
against or does not view with plea¬ 
sure increase in production. We can 
say that we like .fhe increase in pro¬ 
duction, but we do not like the 
in which the increase ia production 
has not benefited the masses. That 
position I can understand. It is im¬ 
portant for me to say this because 
after a long titne this very Govern¬ 
ment has now started talking of pro¬ 
duction. Two or three years ago, In 
this very House I made speeches ask-

ing the Government to talk a little 
more about production, because unless 
lher^''is an increase in production, no 
amount o£ distributive legislation is 
going to bring out a reduction in 
poverty. I am not talking about the 
vast socio-economic change that my 
bon. friend was talking about. That 
is a different issue altogether, but with 
things as they are, without any in¬ 
crease in production of a substantial 
character, it would be difficult for us 
to deal with the distributive problem, 
with the problem, of unemployment 
and so on. This is what I wanted to 
say as far as production Is concerned 
and I would say that this is a good 
thing that production has increased; it 
would be a better thing' if it increases 
more and this economy has no future 
and the implementation of social jus¬ 
tice and social economic programmes 
is not possible unless there is a basic 
substantial and significant increase in 
production of goods and services of 
essential commodities, wage goods and 
mass consumption goods in this coun¬ 
try. 

Having said that, I would like to 
take up one more point from the points 
the hon. Member made and then would 
like to take up my own points. The 
hon. Member, in his speech, has 
drawn attention and I would like to 
underline that, to two factors which 
are really 'interlinked, and that is that 
the increase in production to the ex¬ 
tent it has taken place has not been 
accompanied by an increase in em¬ 
ployment. I do not know how much 
Increase in production has already 
taken place in the industry. I do not 
have the figures, but if there is an 
increase in production, what is hap¬ 
pening on the employment front? Is 
it not a fact that there is a considera¬ 
ble amount of retrenchment? Is it a 
problem of few industries or is it a 
problem of all industries? I think, the 
hon. Member’s speech, while I may 
^ ndt agree with many other things that 
he has underlined, and emphasised, 
the point which I should also like to 
underline is that the retrenchment, 
lay-ol^ lock-outs etc. which are go¬ 
ing on in the face of a ihasEAve attempt 


to stimulate the economy is something 
which is paradoxical to my mind. I 
would, therefore, suggest to the hon. 
Finance Minister that some specific 
enquiry should be made into this and 
some specific policy measures, fiscal or 
otherwise, must be formulated far the 
purpose of dealing with this problem 
of lock-outs, retrenchment and lay¬ 
offs, which is particularly hitting West 
Bengal. The Stale which is most 
affected by this is West Bengal, 
because engineering industries, jute 
industries and a number of other 
industries are there. There is a 
very genuine problem. It is not 
affecting .the other States tn the same 
extent, but it is a phenomenon that 
has got to be dealt with. I would re¬ 
quest the Finance Minister to take up 
this problem as a specific problem and 
have it investigated in. depth, either 
by himself or through his colleagues 
handling other Ministries for measures 
which will be specifically aimed at 
dealing with this problem of retrench¬ 
ment, lock-outs and unemplojmient. 
which is taking place in these indus¬ 
tries. 

I would now leave my friend alone, 
after having supported this particular 
point that he has made. I hope, he 
would not interrupt me now. I am 
one of those persons who believe that 
the economy is on the verge of break¬ 
ing, Maybe because I am a bourgeios 
economist, having studied economicii 
in Delhi, Bombay. Cambridge etc. and 
having taught economics in Delhi 
University and other pfeeas. Maybe 
I suffer from bourgeois Inheritance. 
But as a bourgeois economist I sav 
that all the signs of a first-class break¬ 
through in the Indian economy are 
present here to-day. In fact, I would 
say that I have known no year in the 
recent history of the Indian economy 
where the situation is so favourable 
for economic growth and for an eco¬ 
nomic upsurge. Look at the situation 
with regard to foodgrains prices.* 
Look at the situation with regard to 
the buffer stocks of foodgrains you 
have got Look at the situation with 
regard to the vast quantities of foreign 
exchange you have got. Look at the 
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increase that is taking place in our 
exports. I would not talk about the 
enforced eniergenc 7 , industrial disci¬ 
pline and so on because that might 
raise a controversy, but, whatever the 
reason, look at the fact that we have 
much fewer days lost throu^ indus¬ 
trial disputes and so on. Then, with 
this kind of sAtuation, why is it that 
the economy is not moving fast? It 
should move much faster 

Till recently, the business community 
was pointing an accusing finger at the 
public sector and was telling us that’ 
it was all losing and that it was the 
public sector which is the villain of the 
piece. But in the last one year hard 
and cold facts have been given to this 
country which are not propagandist 
facts but which show that the public 
sector has done very muds better in 
terms of production, in terms of target’ 
fulfilment and in terms of profits. Now, 
therefore, I do not want to call it the 
villain because osain it might be mis¬ 
understood by the spokesman on the 
other side, Mr. Samar Mukherjee. I 
do not also want to call the private 
sector as the villain of the piece be¬ 
cause that word has got moral value 
association. But, obviously, the whole 
thrust of the Budget, as I see it, was 
to stimulate the private entrepreneur, 
whether corporate or non-corporafe, in 
ind\istry and also in other walks of 
life, to come forward to produce more, 
to invest more and keep the economy 
on the move so that there is an in¬ 
crease ill the purchasing power which 
will be a result of the increased pro¬ 
duction, increased employment and in¬ 
creased wages and not as a result of 
an increased pumping of money by the 
Government of India through the 
Reserve Bank into circulation or 
through deficit financing. These are 
the thrusts of the Budget. 

• Here, I would like to say that I 
have been somewhat disappointed at 
the reacticsi of the business community 
to the Slnance Minister’s Budget pro¬ 
posals , which he has now further, 
ttringChened by the concessions whidli 


he has announced which', I think, af«r 
all part of a piece. They are all part 
of the package plan. There is a \^<de 
of what I would call—because I do not 
know the distinction, between a ‘stra¬ 
tegy’ and ‘tactic’ because I am not well- 
versed in Marxist literature, but which, 
ever is smaller and shorter, I would 
use—tactic.... 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: That 
is military terminology. 

DR. V. K. R, VAiRADARAJA RAO: 
Anyway the whole philosophy behind 
the lactic was to create a situation 
where taking advantage of the very 
many things happening in this country 
in favour of the economy, the eco¬ 
nomy should start moving and hund¬ 
reds and thousands of private entre. 
preneurs and others in the private 
sector should take to increase the pro¬ 
duction and not to boarding. But, 
what do I find? I think to-day there 
is going to be a meeting of the All 
India Manufacturers’ Organization. I 
do not know whether the Finance Min¬ 
ister is going to attend that meeting 
or he is going to sit in the Parllamenf. 
But I have no doubt that this meeting 
will not in any way be different from 
the meeting of the Federation of the 
Chambers of Commerce and as usual, 
they would say. Yes, Yes. All this is 
all right. 'We like what the Govern¬ 
ment have done. But what about 
other things’ So, in other words, it 
is like Oliver Twist. Oliver THvist, at 
least one can understand. He was 
rather in a poor condition but cur in¬ 
dustry touday is not badly fed. So, it 
is like Oliver Twist asking for more 
and more. It is this thing which is 
causing me some concern. 'When I 
heard the very powerful speech of 
my hon. friend sitting on this side, 1 
felt depressed because I bought he was 
soimding a note of warning and that 
note of warning may be sounded for 
those people who do not accept his 
ideological persuasion. If the private 
sector does not operate and fu^ the 
expectatlcois which are entertained of 
its behaviour by Uiis yeiyt^s Budget and 
by the concesidona wMch have been 
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given to liie private secto, the Gov¬ 
ernment should do something. The 
corpiMrate sector got nothing much out 
of it. but something has been given to 
the corp>orate sector by the concessions 
announced yesterday on the inter.4:or- 
porate dividends. Maybe you want to 
reduce the corporate tax by another 
5 per cent. Whatever it is, I do not 
know. But the concessions given so 
far both administrative and in fiscal 
terms are such that, I think, the private 
enterprise should mov© forward, I 
would say, therefore, as a Member of 
this House belonging to the ruling 
party that one should not think that 
the Government is on the run, Ihe 
Government is not on the run. The 
Government is very much in control. 
The Government has adopted this 
policy deliberately and purposely in 
order to see that the economy gets a 
push forward and if the policy which 
they are fallowing in giving a push 
forward does not yield dividend (I have 
no right to speak with authority as I 
am only an ordinary Member of Parlia¬ 
ment. but speaking as an ordinary 
member of the Parliament who belongs 
to the ruling party) there is nothing to 
prevent the Government of India from 
taking the lesson. Therefore, I would 
appeal to all my friends in the busi¬ 
ness community—have got many 
friends amongst them—to stop asking 
for more concessions. If you aSk for 
th«n, ask'in a very quite kind of way. 
You write letters to the Prime Mini¬ 
ster or the Finance Minister, 

But do not organise meetings. 

Your speech gets more publicity. If I 
make a speech somewhat critical, it is 
not published, not because of the Gov¬ 
ernment censor^p but some other 
kind Of censorship—unofficial censor¬ 
ship. The papers are full of com¬ 
plaints, unsatisfied demands and r^- 
guir^nents and so on of industry, of 
Cfxnmerce, about more tax concessions, 
more credit relaxation recession 

When they use the word recessions. 
They wafit reflation more deficit financ¬ 
ing, mwe pumping of money and less 
taxes. 

i am surprised. It was only six 

Bumths afp. ^Jis whole House wag 


talking about hiflatiou^ compared to 
1972-73, now the prices hsve fallen by 
15 to 16 per cent. But the rise in 
price that took place betw-een 1972-73 
and 1973-74 is something of the order 
of 55 to 60 per cent. Our prices are at 
a ba» which is about 45 to 50 per cent 
above of what it was only five years. 
We cannot afford any risk of inflation. 
We cannot afford a risk of using reces. 
Sion as an excuse for reflation and 
reflation for deficit financing and credit 
and all that—of a type that would once 
again being inflation in to this country. 
This the major thing which I wanted 
to say.

I want to make one or two poin1.s with 
.your permission, Mr. Deputy Speaker. 

I am not against the tax concesRfiotis. 
One must try to do everything because 
we want the economy to move, pro¬ 
duction to increase, more employment 
to be created, and incomes to increase. 
Therefore. Government is right in 
coming with this policy and, therefore, 
those for whom it is intended should- 
enable Government to be in a position 
to say that the Government’s policy 
adopted Ihis year has been wise and 
not just a speculation. 

I would like to come to an Important 
feature of the Finance Minister’s state¬ 
ment which I would very much v^^l- 
come. It is a matter of regret that it 
has not received much attention from 
most of the Members who have spoken 
on the Budget or even on the Finance 
Bill either from the opposition side or 
from the ruling party. I am saying 
about the reference which he has made 
to integrated rural development. I 
think this is a very salutory change 
and a change which I welcome for all 
times. It is not a tactics. It is some¬ 
thing which is fundamental to the re¬ 
covery and restoration of the economy. 
It is something to meet a long standing 
problem of this country viz., the rural 
development. ® 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; In your 
speech on the Budget, you made the 
same polnji. 
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DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 

I do not think so. My memory is not 
as good as yours because I am 20 
years older than you. 

MR. DEBUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
almost taken 23 minutes. Of course, 
interruption was there. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
Will you give some allowance for the 
interruption? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I have 
done that already. 

DR. V. K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
Since you justifiably want to do justice 
to the Members, J would not prolong 
my speech. 

I am saying, i welcome the emphasis 
which has been brought on integrated 
rural development. 1 hope this will 
follow in a much bigger way. 

The last thing I would like to men¬ 
tion is that something should be done 
about national integration. Just as 
integrated rural development has been 
a long standing problem on which we 
are not making an attempt to do 
something. 

National integration is also a sub¬ 
ject where something needs to ba done. 
It can only be done by Central initia¬ 
tive and I want to make two or three 
suggestions here. The first ia, there 
should be national policy regarding 
school textbooks, with necessary finan¬ 
cial provision made for the imple¬ 
mentation of that policy. Secondly, 
there should be a national policy re¬ 
garding the publication of literature 
for adult literates again with the 
necessary financial provision made by 
the Central Government for the imple¬ 
mentation of that policy, and lastly, 
transliteration of books in various 
languages, in one additional common 
script, Devanagri. If these three things 
are done, I am sure, these will go 
away. 01 course, they may not by 
thOTiselves bring about national integ¬ 
ration ^t certalhly they will help In 
proviif^^V background which can help 


to bring about national integration. 
With these words, I thank you lor the 
consideration you have shown to'’me 
by giving me some more time and 1 
hope that these suggestions of mine 
will be considered by the hon. 
Minister. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL .(Dhandhuka): I 
listened to Prof. Rao’s speech with 
great interest. I am not as much dis¬ 
tressed as he was with the speech of 
his predecessor, Shii Mukherjee. He 
said something about increase in pro¬ 
duction being a matter which should 
always be welcomed. I think there can 
be no two opinions on that. The ques¬ 
tion however is: Is this incre.ase in pro¬ 
duction resulting in the kind of bene¬ 
fits which it should produce for the 
community as a whole? 

What is happening today is that there 
is ir. fact recession, although Prof. Rao 
was not willing to concede it. Many in¬ 
dustries are in difficulties today. No 
industry would close down unless it 
is in difficulties, jt is not that they 
are making money and at that stage 
they want to close down. It cannot 
be so. Therefore the question which 
we have to aSk is this. When so much 
relief has been given, so man.y things 
done, in this Budget, which ought to 
make things easier for these industries 
why is it that even then there is no 
buoyancy in the economy, why should 
there be this stagnation? The answer 
is really, as far as I can see, that there 
is not sufficient demand for the pro¬ 
duce of a great many of these indus¬ 
tries. If you see the textile industry 
for instance, it is in considerabie diffi¬ 
culties chiefly because there is not 
enough demand for dloth. So the 
question arise: Why is it that there 
is not enough demand for cloth? The 
answer, is, there is not enough pur- 
chasing capacity with the people, that 
is to say. the purchasing capacity of 
the people is greatly reduced. And 
who are the purchasers of cloth? The 
bulk of the people you would rely 
upon are people in rural areas. There 
is lot of unemployment and under 
employment prevailing in the rural 
areas; unemploym^t In urban areas 
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also is actually on the increase, rather 
than q{i the decline. 

With the number of the unemployed 
running into millions and with pur¬ 
chasing capacity of the rural areas not 
increased in spite of a good agricul¬ 
tural year, how can purchasing capa¬ 
city increase? That has not increased 
because, with the increased produc¬ 
tion that they have and with the in¬ 
crease in other agricultural crops, the 
prices have fallen. Professor Rao said 
that only the open market prices have 
fallen but not the procurement prices. 

I am afraid he is very much out of 
touch with the reality. 

Procurement prices have been main¬ 
tained on paper; Government’s instruc¬ 
tions are there that the purchases 
should be made so that no farmer has 
to sell his produce at a lower price 
than the procurement price. But, in 
reality, that does not happen. A farmer 
has to sell at prices which are below 
procurement prices because, the Gov¬ 
ernment machinery is not as efficient 
as is imagined. In any case, the fact 
remains that the purchasing capacity 
of the farmer has not risen. In fact, I 
think that, in many cases, it may be 
said without any exaggeration that it 
has gone down. 

Therefore, when the purchasing 
capacity is so low, it is understand¬ 
able that industries suffer in spite of 
these tax and other concessions, and 
be unable to respond and find it diffi¬ 
cult to increase their production. Even 
so, there are industries which could 
increase their production if there were 
adequate credit facilities available. In 
regard to this, it is said, that the pri¬ 
vate sector is asking for too much. 
This is not so. The private sector 
does not want to ask for money or 
borrow money just for no purpose at 
aU. They want to borrow money be- 
>>cause, with the help..(Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Order, 
order. I can’t hear the hon. Member. 
It is not my habit to sit here like a 
stone. I foRow every sentence of the 


hon. Member out of respect. I should 
not be distracted like this. Now, iet 
Shri Patel continue. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: The industries 
want to borrow money in order to 
produce more or in order to increase 
their production. To-day, because the 
demand is not picking up as much as 
It should, the industries lind it aiffi- 
cult to manage within the normal 01 
reasonable working capital that they 
have. 

Government consider that these con¬ 
straints on credits should be maintain¬ 
ed by the Reserve Bank. I would 
strongly urge upon them to reconsider 
looking upon each industry's problems 
in a realistic way and, take note of 
the difficulties that genuinely exist. 
If there is demand for what they pro¬ 
duce and can sell it freely, then, of 
course, there would be no difficulty. 
They can manage then within the 
credit facilities that are extended 
today. But, because of the special 
difficulties that exist today, when de¬ 
mand fails to pick up, and when it is 
not as buoyant as it should be, then 
their credit requirements go up. If 
you wish production to be maintained 
and if you wish that industries are 
not to be forced to lay off, then you 
must see that adequate credit facili¬ 
ties are extended. You may say 
quite reasonably and justifiably that 
you do not want inflation once again 
to rear its head. But, I think, a cer¬ 
tain measure of risk has. of course, 
to be taken. If you want the economy 
to grow, then a certain measure of 
inflation is almost inevitable. You can 
keep a vigilant watch over the situa¬ 
tion and if you find that more credit 
is being extended than is justifiable 
by the production growth, then, cer¬ 
tainly. you may again restrict ersdit 
In fact. I think, at the initial stage, 
it would be worthwhile or it would be 
worth the country’s while to see that 
adequate credit facilities are extended 
to industries. That is so because, to¬ 
day. irt spite of everything, that Gov- 
enunent has done, the demand Is not 
picking up; file industries are not 
in buoyant as they should be. The eco- 
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nomy is indeed sta^nanl to-day ana, 
because, the economy is stagnant, 
special measures have to be taken to 
see that the purchasing power of the 
Community increases. That is not 
necessarily in your hand. But, 1 do 
suggest that there is a great deal of 
force in what several Members of this 
House said that steps should be taken 
to ensure that the agriculturists get 
a remunerative price for what they 
produce, whatever the quantum of pro¬ 
duction, and not have to face the 
situation that they have to face toda.v. 
The more they produce the lower the 
price they get. The following year, 
therefore, they are almost compelled 
to draw in their horns and the oro- 
duction goes down. I do not think 
that Government can be unaware of 
the fact that last year cotton produc¬ 
tion was remarkably good. The prices 
fell. It became necessary for the 
Government to export cotton in order 
than farmers may not lose and they 
may have some reasonable return for 
their produce. This year the conse¬ 
quence was immediately seen. Cotton 
production went down and, therefore, 
prices have gone up and we are talk¬ 
ing about importing cotton! This kind 
of pendulum in agricultural prices 
must be stopped and definite steps 
should be taken to ensure it. In the 
case of cotton it affected thfe cotton 
industry and the cotton growers but 
in the case of foodgrains it affects the 
entire community. If this year we 
had a first-rate crop, we should have 
seen to it that the farmers did not 
suffer in any way by a fall in prices. 

Sir, there are denials that the farmer 
has not lost but, I think, these denials 
come from people who only look at 
statistics, sit in the urban areas and 
do not even go to the rural areas to 
see things for themselves. If these 
people go to the rural areas they will 
see for themselves what a great deal 
*ot suffering there exist among the 
agricultural community this .year. 

. I must say, Sk, that in tiie formula- 
, Government’s basic fUscal poli¬ 
cies t^sitain realitites have to be 
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There are fiscal realities, economic: 
realities and political realities. Fortun- 
ately for the Finance Minister lys did 
not have to worry about political 
realities about which normally he- 
would have had to worry. He could 
formulate his poUcy entirely on the 
basis of merit and I would like to con¬ 
gratulate him that he has gone to a 
considerable extent on the basis of 
merit in formulating that policy. Hav¬ 
ing come to the conclusion that pro¬ 
duction must be increased, he has 
adopted these very realistic fiscal poli¬ 
cies. I fear, however, that he has not 
faced economic realities to the same 
extent that he should have done. And 
among those economic realities, this 
is the most important, that the farmer 
does not suffer whenever production 
goes up. He must also benefit from 
increased production. After all, he as 
a producer has to pay for costly inputs 
and so on. In fact. Government must 
realise that the very arguments that 
weigh with them in putting forward 
the claims that they do at meet¬ 
ing of the UNCTAD. There they say 
the developed countries are being un¬ 
just to the developing countries be¬ 
cause they push down prices of the 
commodities whenever production is 
ample. Precisely the same argument 
should weigh with them when they 
consider the situation within the 
country. It is not merely the balance 
of payment position which need worry 
the Government. Of course, balance 
of payment sliould cause concern but 
for the same reasons that they are 
pressing their demands on the 
UNCTAD they should also be fair to 
agriculturists in particular because 
they constitute such an enormous per¬ 
centage of the total population. Let 
it not be forgotten that the common 
man of the country is not minus the 
agriculturist or minus the people who 
live in the rural areas. The 70 per 
cent or more of the people who live 
in rural areas are also commoh men. 
They too would like their essential 
requirements at reasonable prices. 
Therefore, I say thus is one matter the 
Government should take special care 
to face this question of prices of agri¬ 
cultural produce. 
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It is not easy for me to understand 
why the Finance Minister has not in¬ 
cluded the mining industry in the list 
of new industries specifically mention¬ 
ed in cl. 25 of the Bill, because it 
seems to me to fulfil all the criteria 
that the Finance Minister has laid 
down for including an industry in 
that list. He said in his budget speech: 

“I have already drawn attention 
to the sharp increase in the capital 
cost that has taken place. This has 
not only prevented faster expansion 
of the capacity, but has also impos¬ 
ed a heavy strain on the existing 
undertakings which are obliged to 
replace wornout and obsolete equip¬ 
ment. Unless the corporate sector 
is enabled to provide adequately for 
renewals and renovation, employ¬ 
ment and industrial growth will be 
jeopardised. Fiscal policies should, 
therefore, be reoriented to provide 
the necessary stimulus for the 
growth and modernisation of the 
corporate sector. I have, therefore, 
decided to introduce a scheme of 
investment allowance for certain 
priority industries”. 

Now there are few industries more 
capital-intensive than the mining un- 
dustry, the benefleiation of iron ore, 
the pelletisation. And few are also as 
export-oriented as this industry. 
Therefore,, its exclusion from this list 
is somewhat surprising. I would sug¬ 
gest Government reconsider this 
matter. 

I do not wish to take more time. 
While congratulating the Finance 
Minister on having made the bold 
approach that he has adopted in the 
formulation r! this fiscal policy, 1 
repeat once again that it is a matter 
for regret that he has not been cour¬ 
ageous enough to face the economic 
realities to the fullest extent. That 
is really the reason why the economy 
of the country is not showing the 
buoyancy it should have been showing 
Jn many sectors of the economy.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Finance 
Bill lakes in everything under it. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL; Therefore. I 
would just make two observations in 
regard to the constitutional amend¬ 
ments which are today under consi¬ 
deration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; That is 
too big a subject. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: That was 
what was permitted to Shri Mukherjee. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is too 
big a subject. He might take another 
occasion for it. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: My observa¬ 
tions are merely these. They are not 
On the merits of the proposed amend¬ 
ments. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You just 
mention it. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: The Prime 
Minister had said that here is a matter 
on which she would like to have a 
national debate. I would like to urge 
upon her and the Government that if 
they do want a national debate, then 
they should at least provide as many 
facilities as possible to enable the 
Opposition also to get together to do 
their thinking etc., opportunity for 
them to meet together, get together 
and, formulate their views on these 
matters.

SHKI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR 
(Joynagar): Sir, while supporting the 
Finance Bill, I would like to say, at the 
outset, that I am a man who does not 
generally like to give compliments to 
anybody because I have some ill- 
repute. But in this respect, I would 
like to convey my compliments to our 
jFinance Mijnister because everybody 
today is feeling a sense of relief, nit 
is because there is a substantial 
reduction, that is. to the tune of Rs. 
10.0 crores, made in respect of direct 
taxes. Now. we can feel that a sense 
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ol realism has actually been dawned 
in our economy and also from the 
beginning of the budget up till this day 
when we are discussing the Finance 
Bill, it can be said that there is a 
real attempt to a pragmatic stand as 
a result of which the country can 
really get relief and recover from 
the stagnation. Of course, they do 
not agree with me that stagnation has 
taken place. But stagnation is there; 
it cannot be denied. It is also true 
that for the first time a simplification 
and also rationalisation in tariff and 
fiscal policies has been done and this 
will, I am sure, generate,an economy 
for the betterment of the nation’s 
economy. I again congratulate him 
on taking this drastic step, which is 
actually a sort of changing the gear 
of the national economy. 

Of course, there are some features 
which cannot be denied that in spite 
of these things, retrenchment, lay offs 
and closures are taking place and the 
organised sectors are suffering. At the 
same time, there is no demand for the 
consumer goods in the market. If you 
see the newspapers, every article is 
given for sale with reduction in price. 
It indicates that the people’s purchas¬ 
ing capacity has been completely shat¬ 
tered. That is why so much allure¬ 
ment is given to the purchaser. This 
hard reality cannot be ignored at all. 
Only giving traiff concessions or some 
sort of reduction in taxes by the cen¬ 
tre is not enough. We cannot ignore 
the fact that State Governments are 
also tndng to impose duties and taxes 
which may wash out our programme 
which you have envisaged for the 
amelioration of the distress of the 
people. The real fundamental ques¬ 
tion is still unanswered, whether we 
can generate our economy in this way 
or whether there is any sign of the 
generation of this economy at all. The 
minister has been very generous In 
giving the concessions and I congratu¬ 
late him on that, but the hard reality 
is, thou^ we give, there is no re¬ 
ceive. 1%e mm for whom we are 
giving are not in a portion to take 
. advE^tage of it. Yhis is the crux of 


the problem, if we ignore it, we will 
again fail to satisfy the conditions for 
which We are giving so much ;^o im¬ 
prove our economy. This lacuna of 
the economy should be taken into con¬ 
sideration seriously. 

The tall claim is made that we have 
increased agricultural production. I 
am not denying it, but what is the 
result of it?, Have the agriculturists 
come forward to invest anything in the 
mainstream of our economy and 
strengthen it? Agriculture is still the 
dominant part of our economy. The 
agriculturists constitute 80% of our 
people. If they do not come forward 
to contribute anything to the main¬ 
stream of the economy, can you except 
anything by which our economy can 
be strengthened? This aspect cannot 
be ignored. Who will generate the 
sheltering capacity to give shelter to 
those who are shelterless at present, 
the poor proletariats, for whom we 
are thinking to help by bringing in 
socialism and by other ways? For 
them the sheltering capacity of the 
economy has to be generated. Who 
will generate it? If the larger sections 
of the community, namely, the agricul¬ 
turists cannot dare to contribute 
anything, how can you except it? The 
prices which we are giving to the 
producers of agricultural commodities 
are not remunerative. So long as they 
are »iot remunerative, they cannot 
create any surplus which will go 
automatically to strengthen the eco¬ 
nomy of the nation. To this funda¬ 
mental question, answer has not been 
given. Of course, it is very welcome 
that a 31% increase has been made 
for generation of the economy in the 
core sector. But I want to give one 
warning in this rei^ect. There is 
every possibility of heavy wastage 
and heavy leakage of the amount 
which will be incurred on the core 
sector becauise our implementing 
machinery is very corrupt and i have 
so many things to prove that. 1 am 
'firmly of the opinion that if you tske 
up this incre«^ expeacUture for 
coke section, yOu win not be able to 
get the desired results. So, I want 
io put this point before the Ministor 
concerned lor serious cozuddcratfOOk 
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1 do not want to pose any more 
problems and I do not want to dwell 
on statistics. I have got many more 
statistics which are favourable to me 
but which may neither be favourable 
to the Opposition benches nor to the 
Minister. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; They re¬ 
veal everything except the essential 
parts. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
They are like the Japanese bikini 
suit. 

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR: 
Yes, Sir. We have made Agricultural 
Pricing Commission. They are 
deliberately doing injustice to the 
agriculturists. Their recommendation 
to some extent, is motivated. i am 
ready to take that challenge. I want 
to make this thing clear that they are 
not scientific economists. 

I want to put one humble submission 
before this august House for consi¬ 
deration. I come from a poorer section 
Of the community and I feel that the 
problems of that section should be 
taken care of in order to help re¬ 
generation of economy. I have some 
proposals in this respect. This is some 
sort of a package deal and I am sure, 
there is no other parallel suggestion 
at present which can be more fruitful 
to what r suggest. I suggest that ihe 
economy of backward regions can be 
tagged with all the big projects and 
complexes which have been undertaken 
by us, spending crores of rupees on 
them. Let a mechanism be evolved 
so that under developed econom.v of 
a backward region can ccme under the 
direct radiation to the project. I want 
to clear this point ‘radiation’. It means, 
that firstly assess the necessities of life 
and other requirements of the people 
of the newly growing up town, such 
as food, clothing, oil, meat, eggs, etc. 
etc. and other necessities, including 
semi-luxury goods. Suppose we are 
making a complex like Haldia or 
Bokaro where crores of rupees are to 
be spent. Pirst, assess the actual 
needs and requirements of the people 


who are going to work and settle there 
and then tag one backward j£gion to 
that growing town and 'allow to 
generate the economy accordingly. 
Suppose, the newly growing up town 
requires thousand tonnes of wheat. 
By tagging the backward region let 
us give extra input to the farmers so 
that we can get that much of quantity 
from that backward region by extra 
production. In this way, I want to 
say, tag one backward region with 
one project and get all the produce 
that are required. Introduce a pack¬ 
age programme to producers and ask 
them to supply to those towns. If 
some control system is required and 
if you feel it inevitable, impose it 
mercilessly. I think the emergency 
could help us in creating that pro¬ 
duction of climate. I am ready to 
submit the details. It would enable 
us to check the tendency of inflation 
by corresponding production. I have 
prepared to submit that paper in 
details. I am also ready to undertake 
a survey, if asked for, by which I can 
suggest the scientific processing that 
is necessarily to be taken up for 
experiment. 

MR. DEPUTY.BPEAKER: I am sure 
the Ministry will be benefited by it.

SHRI SAKTI KUMAR SARKAR: 
The country will also be benefited. I 
do not want to quote things as a big 
economist. But I am a student of 
economics. I have a reputation i& 
my area that I know something about 
economics. 

With these words, I thank the 
Minister and the Ministry for their 
realism and pragmatism shown for the 
first time during the last five years, 
and for trying to rectify the errors 
committed throughout these two 
decades. Thank srou.

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir,' some of the 
concessions that have been recently 
given have been hailed by all sections. 
But I was expecting the hon. Finance 
Minister to announce something, to 
give relief to the middle class em¬ 
ployees, at least to those employees 
who are drawing about Rs. 1000 per 
month. 1 was expecting that the ex¬ 
emption limit would be raised from 
Rs. 8000 to Rs. 12000 or at least to 
Rs. 10,000. But it is most unfortunate, 
when concessions after concessions 
have been ^iven to those who do not 
want them, to those who do not de¬ 
serve any concession, this demand of 
the salaried people that the exemp¬ 
tion limit should be changed and 
should be raised to Rs. 12,000 or 
Rs. 10,000 has not been conc^eded. I 
hope the hon. Minister will still con¬ 
sider whether, after the Pay Com¬ 
mission, after the merger of the D.A. 
or other allowances, the time has 
corne when exemptio.'i limit has to be 
raised. I would request the hon. Mi¬ 
nister Mr. Mukherjee kindly to say 
something about this, telling us or 
informing this House as to the rea¬ 
sons why this particular demand has 
not been met. 

Coming to the continuance of the 
CDS, I do not know why this scheme 
is being continued for another year. 
Y^hat is the benefit out of it? When 
the prices are coming down, accord¬ 
ing to the hon. Minister when there 
is no question^ of giving another 
Instalment of BA..—^six instalments 
are already there which have not 


been' paid. It is under the custody 
of the Government of India--I do not 
know what they are going to db with 
it. How is it that again this CDS is 
being continued for another year? 
What is the utility of it? I want that 
this should be scrapped and it should 
be done away with, and the money 
so deposited should be left with the 
employees—if they want to get it 
back, let them get it back or If they 
want that this should be credited to 
their provident fund account, they 
should be allowed to do so. But this 
scheme should nof bj continued any 
more. It is just like the gold control 
scheme. If it was continued, it was 
continued till it was completely wast¬ 
ed out. This was done with a parti¬ 
cular motive. Of course, we are 
opposed to it. But still if the hon. 
Minister wants to continue it, let him 
continue it, because of the huge ma¬ 
jority at his command. But we are 
opposing it and I hope every em¬ 
ployee throughout the country,—whe¬ 
ther there are middle class or other 
people,—i.s opposed to it. I still 
oppose it on behalf 0 / my P.^rty and 
request the hon. Minister kindly to 
give a second thought to It and see 
whether this should be withdrawn to 
the advantage of the working class. 

As far as bonus is concerned, it has 
been reduced to 4 per cent. I do not 
know what is going to happen to 
those agreements which were regis¬ 
tered under tna Industrial Disputes 
Act? When the quantum of bonus has 
been reduced, w'hen every employer will 
not pay more than 4 per cent, why 
should you punish the workers again 
with the CDS scheme and why should 
it be continued for another year? I 
would request the hon. Minister kind¬ 
ly to apply his mind and let us know 
the reasons why the scheme should 
be continued? 

Now, I am coming to the tnroblero 
of unemployment and under-employ¬ 
ment in the country. TTiere is a race 
going on between unemployment and 
under-nnplojrment; there is a race 
going on between lay-off and re¬ 
trenchment; there is a race goin'g on 
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between partial closure and closure 
of many units. What is the total num¬ 
ber of units which are closed today? 
What Is the total number of workers 
today who are out of job because of 
lay-off and closure? It comes to 
nearly 5i lakhs. In Bengal, there 
were nearly two lakhs of people who 
were out of job or were having some 
sort of allowance. 

Now some of the mills are going to 
be taken over by Government. A de¬ 
cision was taken and an announce¬ 
ment was made by the hon. Minister, 
Prof. Chattopadhyaya that a few tex¬ 
tile mills in Kanpur would be taken 
over. He made a solemn promise here 
and assured this House that some sort 
of legislation was being introduced to 
bring it within the fold of that parti¬ 
cular Act, within the schedule of 
those 103 mills which were taken over 
by the National Textile Corporation. 
Even today, when Mr. Raghu Ramalah 
announced the business of the House 
for the next week, i was waiting to 
hear whether that particular Bill was 
also coming and amending that parti¬ 
cular Act and bringing these two 
Kanpur mills under the schedule of 
this particular Act, but I could not 
get anything. Why is this happening? 
Why can the Government not take a 
decision? Is it because of the em¬ 
ployers? I want a clear assurance to 
this effect when the legislation is 
coming and when these mills will be 
taken over? 

Another point which I would like 
to refer to, rfnce my hon. friend, Shri 
Pranab Kumar Mukherjee is here, is 
about the legislation which is likely 
to come before the House for nullify¬ 
ing the Agreement entered into bet¬ 
ween the Life Insurance Corporation 
and the! LIC ' employees’ federation. 
The federation belonging to the 
INTUC was also ^ signatory to it. I 
am told that the Bill will be discussed 
in tfa« House. We were assured in 
this Hour ^'9 that we will be consulted 
before i.ne Bill is discussed In the 
House and that the employees’ re¬ 
presentatives will ailso be consulted. 


The hon. Minister was kind enough 
to meet one of the delegations which 
f led, the representatives of the All- 
India Life Insurance Corporation Em¬ 
ployees Federation. He assured that 
be would give them a patient hear¬ 
ing. I would like to know when the 
Bill is likely to come before the House 
and whether all the employees' orga¬ 
nisations—I am not only talking of 
my own—will be consulted, whether 
a fruitful discussion will take place 
and an effort will be made to see that 
this Parliament is not dragged into 
this controversy for nothing because 
the Agreement was neither ratified by 
Parliament nor presented before Par¬ 
liament. Why should Parliament be 
dragged into it? I do not know. I am 
at a loss to understand. 

Then, 15 per cent bonus has not yet 
been paid because the matter is dis¬ 
puted and there are some cases lying 
in the courts. I do not know the fate 
of those writs. Parliament is supreme 
sovereign and they can take a deci¬ 
sion while the cases are pending in 
any High Court. I am not concerned 
with that. But a solemn Agreement 
which was registered under the In¬ 
dustrial Disputes Act shou’d not be 
nullified like this. This will be 
something unique. It will be a bad 
precedent. The representatives of the 
people who were approached by the 
Life Insurance Corporation employees 
throughout the country have given a 
solemn assurance, whether they be¬ 
long to this side or that side, will see 
that the Bill is withdrawn and the 
Bill is not brought before the House. 

I would request the hon. Minister to 
consider this matter and give a cate¬ 
gorical reply to this. 

Coming to the rise in prices, the 
prices of all essential commodifies are 
again rising in the country. I know 
what is happening in Delhi and in 
Kanpur. The prices did come do'i^n. 
What is happening today? The prices 
of all essential commodities, whether 
it is mustard oil or Postman, whether 
it is meat or fish or egg. everything,. 
are going up. Even the prices of 
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vegetables have gcme up. Naturally, 
I would like to know what concrete 
steps have been taken to see that the 
prices are stabilised ntid brought 
down. 

The other day, I was talking about 
padyatras. The people thought I was 
ridiculing it. In Delhi, it was arrang> 
ed so ceremoniously that when the 
big people or the big shots went on a 
padyatra, when they walked on the 
streets, immediately, we found that 
the prices went down' and the reduced 
prices were written on the boards but 
the moment the padyatra was over, 
the prices went up again. I have seen 
this happening. What is the use of 
having this sort of padyatras? 

DR. RANEN SEN (Barasat): There 
should be continuous padyatras, non¬ 
stop. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I may tell 
you, unless the wholesale prices of 
essential commodities are reduced, 
unless they are controlled at the point 
of source, the prices of essential com¬ 
modities are not going to come down. 

About multinationals, we have had 
enough discussion in the House. I am 
really at a loss to understand why 
expansion licences are going to be 
issued to these multinationals, the 
Philips, the Hindustan' Lever Ltd. and 
to all others. Under what guise ere 
these licences bdng given? They say, 
they are manufacturing something 
which is very sophisticated. What is 
sophisticated? Is a bulb sophisticated 
product? I do not understand. Any 
Tom, Dick and Harry can' manufac¬ 
ture a bulb. What about soap, lux, 
Surf and all these things? These 
things can easily be produced by our 
own people. We have to see what we 
can do about these multinationals and 
whethtf permission should he accord¬ 
ed to them to evpnnd their business. 

These ^ multinational corporations 
liave eaploited our country beyond 
expectation. They have bled our coun¬ 


try white. This the history of multi¬ 
national corporations in any coimlry. 
In every country, they have disturbed 
the economy of the country. They 
have also indulged in subversive 
activities. So, I would request the 
Hon. Minister to kindly reply to my 
points. 

Last but not least, I want to know 
about the sixth instalment of D.A. 
Employees, today, cannot even hold 
meetings because they are not per¬ 
mitted. So Parliament is the only fo¬ 
rum. But now we are having practi¬ 
cally a secret Session; the galleries 
are empty practically, and only those 
who are interested in Parliament are 
here. So I would like to know what 
has happened to the sixth instalment 
of D.A., whether this money will be 
paid or not. Nothing will go to the 
Press, as the Hon. Minister tells us. 

Then, coming to the pensioners, 
something has been done for them, 
for which I congratulate this Govern¬ 
ment and the Finance Minister. But 
is that enough for the pensioners? 
When other pifeople have got six or 
seven instalments of D.A., what about 
the pensioners? I would request the 
Hon. Minister to kindly throw some 
light on this and to see that the un¬ 
fortunate plight of the pensioners is 
also considered with utmost sym¬ 
pathy. 

With these words I conclude and 
would request the Finance Minister 
again to give thought to the points 
raised by me.

Against a total borrowing pro^ 
gramme ot Bs» 1277.77 crorea by the 
State Governments during the Fourth 
Plan, Bihar’s share was only five per

The Fifth Plan resource document 
of the Government of India indicates 
a projected market borrowings of 
Rs. 7,232 crores. If 40 per cent of 
this devolves to the States, as was 
done during the Fourth Plan period, 
the borrowings by the States would 
be around Rs. 2893 crores, of which 
Bihar should legitimately get around 
Rs. 290 crores. This means an average 
of Rs. 58 crores per annum. How¬ 
ever, the rnarket borrowings pro¬ 
gramme for Bihar State has been 
pegged at Rs, 25 crores during the 
first two years of the Fifth Plan pe¬ 
riod. There has been therefore, a 
shortfall of about Rs. 33 crores per 
annum during the first two years. 
Even if we ignore the shortfall of the 
last two years, it would be legitimate 
to expect that during 1976-77 the State 
Government should be allowed a mar¬ 
ket borrowing of the order of Rs. 60 
crores instead of Rs. 25 crores.

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SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): Mr. Deputy 
Speaker, I leel it as my bounden only 
and not an exercise in futility, to 
shower praises on the Finance Minis¬ 
try, particularly the senior Minister 
Shri SuTaramaniam and our young 
dynamic Minister Shri Mxikherjee for 
the egalitarian process they have been 
initiating to reach the socialist eco¬ 
nomy. 

Mr. Deputy Speaker, during the 
emergency, our agriculture has re¬ 
ceived a booster. Our industrial pro¬ 
duction is up. There is enough disci¬ 
pline everywhere in the country—in 
the Government offices, in the schools 
and colleges, in the Railways and 
everywhere. There is peace among 
the workers and everywhere there is 
a sense of regeneration that the coun¬ 
try is moving towards the path of 
prosperity and progress. 

I must, particularly, prafee the work 
in the Foreign Exchange Control De¬ 
partment, the way in which they 
have tried to check the foreign ex¬ 
change racket in this country. After 
the Chandigarh Session of the Indian 
National Congress, the Department 
was able to unearth about Rs. 1,500 
crores of black money. The Wanchoo 
Committee long back ago, felt * that 
the country had Rs. 8,000 crores of 
black money. But by voluntary dis¬ 
closure we could have Rs. 1,500 crores. 
During 1974-75 the foreign Exchange 
Control Department had earned Rs. 
500 crores. This is certainly 1o mean 
achievement by the Foreign Exchange 
Directorate. But i do personally feel 
that the Department has got to be 
strengthened by more vigilant officers. 
Those officers who are corrupt should 
be weeded out and bold steps have got 
to be taken m this regard. Also, the 
Income Tax Department was another 
seat of corruption: it was a hub of 
corruption for many years. Although 
we ‘give credence to the fact that they 
have achieved some good success in 
unearthing income-tax arrears, re¬ 
garding hoarding, concealing of in¬ 
come and all that, my contention is. 


what is it that they were doing for all 
these '25 years in our country? Actual¬ 
ly this emergency and this bold ktep 
of the Prime Minister has created ai 
sense of fear in the minds of the offi-* 
cers and others that anybody who i& 
doing wrong will be punished and 
that he will not be able to go scot-free.. 
It is not only the income-tax officers 
alone, but others in many other fields, 
who are very vigilant and who are 
trying to prove that they are very 
correct in the steps they are taking. 
What 1 feel is that the hon. Minister 
should take bold steps to strengthen 
the hands of these Income-tax officers 
who are honest, and he should try to 
weed out the corrupt elements from- 
the Income-tax Department. To my 
personal knowledge I know that there 
are many income-tax officers who' 
have amassed a lot of wealth, to the 
tune of lakhs if not crores of rupees. 
1 do not know how much their bosses 
have amassed. There should be a 
probe in such matters. For the last 20 
years they were remaining like feudal 
Icrds in this country. In this connec¬ 
tion the question arises as to what is 
it that the Government has been dong 
for the poor agriculturists, the middle 
classes and the lowest strata of our 
society. The small entrepreneurs, the 
poor people and middle-class people 
were completely out of the 
picture before nationalisation but 
after nationalisation, they da 
get a share in the econom.v of the 
land. The red-tapism and the bureau, 
cratic attitude of the top echelons of 
the banking department have created 
many difficulties for the middle class 
people and they have to break their 
heads to get even dimple forma 
from these banks to fill in the requisite 
data. The hon Minister should be 
vigilant enough to see that some public 
relations officers are appointed or some 
committee goes into it, with public 
representatives associated with it, so 
that the cases of these poor down¬ 
trodden people, the middlfrclass people, 
etc. do not go by default 

I have experience of the performance- 
of the autonomous bodies in this coun- 
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4ry and I know that the public sector 
undertakings are behaving in a man¬ 
ner which is not conducive to the 
prosperity of this country, in this new 
atmosphere or new system which has 
been created in the country after em¬ 
ergency. There is increasing expendi¬ 
ture, there is no economy in expendi¬ 
ture and the directive of the Prime 
Minister hag been practically thrown 
to the winds, I can give the example 
of Rourkela Steel Plant, a joint com¬ 
plex, in the steel world of India. Mr. 
Darbara Singh who heads the Com¬ 
mittee on Public Undertakings may 
take note of what I say. For achiev¬ 
ing the targeted production of 10 
million tonnes capscity, they had a 
huge celebration. Do you know how 
much they had spent? The Govern¬ 
ment report is Rs. 6i jakhs, but my 
report is. Rs. 20 lakhs. I say Govern¬ 
ment report because in answer to my 
question the Minister said that this 
was Rs. 6i lakhs. But I know that the 
expenditure was more than Rs. 20 
lakhs. If all public sector under-tak¬ 
ings go on celebrating like this, the 
country will lose even Rs. 500 crores 
in one year by way of these celebra¬ 
tions alone. Is there any instance of 
celebration being held because target 
has been reached anywhere in the 
world? If Bokaro, Durgapur, Bhilai 
and other units go on celebrating like 
this, we will be losing even Rs. 500 
crores in one year. 

Sir, the hon. Minister may kindly 
send a note to the Steel Minister to 
enquire into the fact as to what justi¬ 
fication was there for celeberating the 
achievement. Who took the lion’s 
credit in the ceiebration?—General 
Manager, the Directors and the Officers. 
But, nothing went for the Prime Min¬ 
ister’s 20—^Point Programme. It is the 
emergency which has emboldened the 
workers and the management; it has 
made the workers to put in their heart 
and soul to reach the target. It should 
have been a celebration to give a boos¬ 
ter to the workers, the labour popula¬ 
tion Id the country and not a celebra¬ 
tion to highlight the achievements of 
the managemeai 


What are we finding generally .n the 
public sector undertakings? We only 
find officers who are corrupt and against 
whom there are C.B.I. Reports and the 
report of Vigilance Commission, and 
who are going scot-free. The small 
employees against whom there are 
flimsy charges of some lacunae, some 
irresponsibilities or something, are 
being driven out because in the emer¬ 
gency, they have no means of redress.. 

So, I bring this before the notice or 
the hen. Minister. This ministry may 
be coordinated in a manner to see that 
the fruits of emergency are enjoyed 
by the country in general and the 
workers and peasants in particular and 
not by the management, by the 
bureaucrats and by top police officials. 

Sir, I shall also bring before the hon. 
House one thing. The cycle industry 
is to-day facing hardship. Sir, to be 
frank, it is we who are the users of 
these cycles. Hard.ship has been crea¬ 
ted to the bicycle industry because of 
the change in the entry of item No. 35 
the Fourth Schedule dropping the cycle 
from the li.st. As a re.sult, 1 per cent 
ad valorem is introduced in the last 
year’s budget and it has become levi¬ 
able on the bicycles manufactured in 
the country. Sir, the Unions in the 
cycle industry cams to me with this 
and said that it would be the users 
who would suffer and not the cycle 
industry. 

So, the hon. Minister may kindly 
see whether the officers on the Central 
Board of Excise and Customs have 
done justice to this. They have made 
the vdiole thing ambiguous by making 
the new order. The definition given 
to the cycle is cycle (Assembled). 
Everybody is aware of the fact that 
the cycles are despatched from the 
factory in loose parts and the assembly 
is done by the dealer at his ^op- 
The main reason for the rural people 
for going for the cycle is the fact that 
the buyer gets the cycle because of 
this fact that he gets his cycle assem¬ 
bled at the shop in his presence. So, 
1 hope that the hon. Minister will kind¬ 
ly look Into it and see that this one 
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per cent excise duty which has been 
•now levied is done away with. 

Another fact I want to bring to your 
Icind notice is this. India has great, 
potentially developed, hotel industry. 
I have found that the reputation of 
the Indian hotels has gone outside the 
country. I can say this with con¬ 
fidence because our Ashoka Hotel, 
Janpath Hotel and even the little 
Ranjeet Hotel have all been built by 
the ITDC and they are remarkable 
showpieces in our country which can 
be compared with the many best hotels 
of the world. Three is a great de¬ 
mand for the Indian hotels, technical 
knowhow in the Middleeast countries, 
in Iran, in Kuwait, Abu Dabhi. Dubai 
and Iraq and everywhere. When I 
went there they said that they wanted 
the Indian Hotels. The ITDC has the 
expertise. They want their expertise 
and the technical knowhow. This 
should go there. ITDC has earned a 
profit. Our Ashoka Hotel, Akbar 
Hotel or Janpath Hotel have earned 
profits. With the expertise that we 
have developed, we must try to des¬ 
patch it to foreign countries. 

In this connection, I would like to 
stress one more thing and I shall con¬ 
clude before 3 P.M. Mr.' Deputy- 
Speaker, Sir, about the public sector 
undertakings, our Government recent¬ 
ly spoke that they are making profits 
and that they are not losing. It is 
only the private sector which is pros¬ 
pering. We have to depend on the 
potentiality of the workers in the pub¬ 
lic sectors. Government must have faith 
in the workers and they should not 
repose faith only on the managerial 
class. I know of one public sector, 
namely, the NMDC which has made a 
remarkable progress. In Calcutta 
newspapers. Business Standard, they 
have spoken in unequivocal language 
on the management of NMDC that it 
has done remarkably well during the 
•last two years. I do not know what 
ahas provided the leadership there in 
•'■NMlic. Probably the Chairman, Shrl 
Billimoria is respmisible for that be-> 


cause he is considered as one of the 
senior managarlal personnel. I feel 
that it is good management and labour 
relations which give the pjosperity 
that can give a firm backing to 
the public sector undertakings, 
and if the Government reposes faith in 
the leadership of the workers and gives 
booster to the workers’ union and 
strengthen their hands there is no 
denying the fact that all the public 
sector units will be sucessful.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN¬ 
CHARGE OF THE DEPARTMENT OF 
REVENUE AND BANKING (SHRI 
PRANAB KUMAR MUKHERJEE): 
Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, I am grate¬ 
ful to the hon. Members for making 
their observations and it is really en¬ 
couraging to note that most of the 
Members have appreciated the view¬ 
points from which the budget of the 
current financial year a»d amendments 
of the Finance Bill have been presented 
by the Finance Minister. 

In the customary way after present¬ 
ing the Budget when we get the reac. 
tions and representations alsd from 
the various institutions and Chambers 
certain amendments of the provisions 
are made and this year also there was 
no exception but at the same time it 
is interesting to note that perhaps we 
had to make minimum number of 
changes in the Finance Bill because 
neither the Members of Parliament nor 
the persons outside have much to sug - 
gest.

[Shri P. Parathasarthy in the Chair} 

One point has been raised. It was 
raised ^uring the general discussion 
on Budget and has been repeated by 
some Members also during the discus¬ 
sion of the Finance BilL Whether the 
concessions we have giv«i—both on the 
direct tax < side as well as on the in¬ 
direct tax side—^would produce the re¬ 
sults and pondering on that thesis 
some of the faon’ble M«nbe^ have 
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come to the conclusion that it has failed 
because the expected buoyancy in the 
economy as a result of the concessions 
yis not visible. 1 would like to submit 
,v4iost humbly and respectfully that to. 
day is the 14th May and just eight 
weeks back we presented the budget 
proposals on the Floor of the House 
and, perhaps, it is too early to come to 
the conclusion that the various provi¬ 
sions made have not yielded the result 
and, as such, they have failed. Sir, it 
takes some time and it will be too 
early to arrive at a decision that it 
would not go in the desired way. The 
basic principle which prompted the 
Finance Minister' to introduce these 
concessions is clearly known and I 
1 would oot like to repeat it. I would 
only like to add one point, that is, in a 
developing economy like ours the taxa¬ 
tion policy can never be confined mere¬ 
ly to realise the revenue and fill the 
coffers. Sir, this is one of the most 
important instrument at the hands of 
policy makers to guide the production 
and the general health of the economy. 
That is why this annual exercise is 
being made by utilising this lever to 
guide and direct the economy in the 
desired way. Considering the stress 
and strain in which Indian economy 
was suffering for quite some time, I 
can say, but for these measures there 
would have,been no other alternative 
but to face more difficult situation for 
us. 

I have explained it earlier^ and 1 
would like to repeat it, that when we 
give concession to a particular indust¬ 
ry, it is not merely a concession grant, 
ed to the individuals thereof, but it is 
somethinjr done to see that the capacity 
which has been created in the country 
for which scarce resources of the 
country have been invested yeilds the 
full dividend out of that investment. 
Therefore it is not a question of 
hether we are giving concession to 
monopoly or to the affluent sections 
of the community by reducing the 
Ibices of artictes of elite consumption, 
but the bgsic principle behind it is to 
aee tiiai the eiqpacity crated, be it in 
air-conditioning or in TV or in refri- 


gration, yields the desired full dividend; 
out of the investment made, if we da 
not want investment in an area, I sub¬ 
mit most respectfuUy the remedy 
would not lie in raising the ta,xes. The 
rwned.vf would lie—of course, it is 
with the Government of India-^in the 
field of licensing, if we do not want to 
create any capacity particularly in an 
industry, we should see that that in¬ 
dustry is not created, that that capa¬ 
city is not installed. But once the 
capacity is installed, we shall have to 
see that it becomes profitable and it 
stands on its own feet. 

While making his observations, one 
bon. member pointed out and asked 
why wg are not making the credit 
policy more liberal. 1 would submit 
most respectfully that the credit policy 
of the country, as enunciated by the 
RBI, is neither credit curb nor in a 
sense credit restriction. The phraseolo¬ 
gy which we used and would like to 
usa is selectivity-selective credit poli¬ 
cy. In a situation like ours when we 
havg taken some risk, there is no den¬ 
ial of the fact that by keeping some 
unbridged gap, by placing our confid- 
dence on the producers of the country 
they would respond to the desire of the 
Government, we would at the same 
time see that distortion does not take 
place in another area of the economy. 

I would just like to submit one thing 
in reply to the observations of the hon. 
member who strongly advocated li¬ 
beralisation of credit that it is a very 
fundamental principle of the Economy 
to see that borrowed capital does not 
become cheaper than savings. There¬ 
fore, I do feel this is an area where- 
]:%Thaps we will have to be more selec¬ 
tive. If you look at the money circula¬ 
tion in the last few weeks, you will 
yourself find that no industry is 
suffering for lack of credit where, arc- 
orting to the national priorities, we 
want credit ffow. But if the resources 
are limited, we shall have to aM)ly the * 
theory of selectivity, we shall have to 
see that scarce resources are not in- 
in producing tht^e conunoditiea- 
^^ch, for the time being, we can do 
without. 
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Coming to the area of direct taxes 
I should Uke to reply particularly to 
two Of three points mentioned by Mr. 
iSalve. As was usual with his observa- 
' tions in the general budget, this time 
also he raised the question of drafting 
of the clause in the Income-Tax Act 
regarding investment allowance. I 
should not like to dwell the legal com¬ 
plexity and phraseology of that clause; 
he raised two points: in which year 
investment reserve is to be created and 
in which year investment allowance 
will be deducted. On those two points 
sub-section 4 of section 32 (A) is 

quite clear. The year in which invest¬ 
ment allowance is granted, in the 
same year investment reserve fund is 
to be created. Regarding the year of 
allotment, the year in which the air¬ 
craft or ship was acquired or the new 
machinery or plant has been installed, 
in that year he will be eligible to 
that investment allowance and if it 
happens in any particular ye-ir he is 
using the aircraft or ship or installed 
machinery, if it had been installed in 
the immediately previous year, he 
will be entitled to have the investment 
allowance from the succeeding year of 
its installation. Therefore. I do not 
find that there is much ambiguity in 
it. Of course it is the prerogative of 
the lawyers, by putting their talent, 
to make simple procedure complex and, 
you will agree with me that many 
amendments and changes which we 
have to bring in are mainly because of 
their contribution. - 

Secondly, he has raised the question 
about the high-handedness of the re¬ 
venue officers. Certain other hon. Mem., 
bets have also referred to it; I do not 
rule out the possibility; certain exces- 
■ ses might have taken place here and 
there and whenever it comes to our 
notice, we take care of it. As regards 
those people who are working under 
•me, I would not say that every wrong 
committed by them has to be defended 
by us. We shall have to take care and 
we shall have to look into the problem 
In totality. In regard to the particular 
tease mentioned by Mr. Salve yester¬ 


day, I looked into that case in detail. 
My predicament is that there are a ser¬ 
ies of court cases that have taken place 
on that particular patter. Still it is 
sub judice and that is why i cannot s 
explain the view point of the depart¬ 
ment in great detail. When some deci¬ 
sion is arrived at the highest court 
of the country, you will be astonished 
to find that the much maligned com¬ 
missioner had tried hig best to protect 
the revenue of the country. I should 
not like to cast any reflection on the 
court; but the way certain courts be- 
haw just cannot give an opportunity 
to the officer concerned to explain the 
view point and also explain the situa¬ 
tion in which he had to act. Unfortu¬ 
nately I cannot discuss ( hat cas ein de¬ 
tail. At the same time, I should like 
to submit to the hon. Members that if * 
they bring to our notice any cases of 
excess or injustice committed by the 
revenue officers, we shall take action 
immediately. There will be no denial 
of the fact. Many times I have given 
figures to the hon. Members of the 
House. We have taken agtion against 
economic offenders. At the same time 
I do agree, without I would not say 
connivance, but negligence to some ex¬ 
tent on the part of officers concerned, 
those problems could not have taken 
the present dimension. That is why 
simultaneously measures of an ad¬ 
ministrative nature have also been 
taken. I have given the figures many 
a time as to how many officers have 
been suspended, how many of them 
have been dismissed and who¬ 
ever has the doubtful itegrity, 
we are taking action against him. 

But at the same time, it has 
to be kept in mind that they 
are working under very difficult situa¬ 
tion. In a country like ours, we find 
that out of three-lakh new assesses 
quite a large number of the people be¬ 
long to the liberal profession like en- 
gineering or medicine or legal profess¬ 
ion who are the elite of the communi¬ 
ty, who are the cream of the society 
and when tiiey indulge in either to 
avoid tax or evade tax, it is not an 
easy job for tax collection racers to 
discharge their duties properly and 
fairly. One hon. Member has psrticu- 
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aarly mentioned that quite a large num. 
tier o£ persons belonging to medical 
jproigssion and legal profession have 
Avoided and evaded taxes. I would not 
like to make a reflection on any pro- 
tfession on the score of tax eva¬ 
ders or tax avaidrs but what- 
-cver profession they may belong, 
-.to, they ought to be condemned 
This is a very peculiar situation in a 
tcountry like ours. That is why instead 
of condemning them in a blanket 
manner we shall have to realise the 
difficult situation under which they 
are working. It is true that with the 
same set of people it has been possi¬ 
ble for us to augment the number of 
searches and seizures, more than four 
times in 1973-74. The total number of 
■searches and seizures conducted by 
the Income-tax raid party were of 
the order of five hundred and odd. Just 
within a period two years, it has 
been possible for us to increase the 
number to 2625 and to increase the 
value of assets seized from Rs. 4.0 cro- 
res to more than Rs. 20.0 crores. Tliere- 
fore. you will agree with me that these 
people are working as a result of 
which it has been possible to put a 
fear in the minds of tax evaders and 
tax avoiders. The voluntary disclo¬ 
sure scheme is one of the major con¬ 
tributions which has created an at¬ 
mosphere by way of intensifying sear¬ 
ches and seizures, by way of increas¬ 
ing the number of raids both by the 
Customs Department as well as by 
the Income-tax Department. One hon. 
Member has very rightly mentioned 
that as a result of these measure’, o’ur 
economy ig strengthened and the rupee 
value of our country is being apprecia¬ 
ted abroad. I can give you the figure 
just now. Just before September 1974, 
the remittances from abroad through 
legal channel were of the order of Rs. 
'35.0 crores per month and today they 
are more than Rs. 100.0 crores. It has 
increased three times. I would most 
respectfully submit that it is some 
achievement, if not a big achieve¬ 
ment "and this hu3 been done by these 
officers either working in the Income- 
tax Department or working in the Wr- 
teitorgte of Enforcement or in the 


Customs Department. But at the same 
time, as 1 had mentioned earlier, I am 
ready to look into any allegations 
against these officers, against any 
particular individual for examination 
and for act of commission. While mak¬ 
ing his observation, Shri Damani 
wanted to know the figures for volun¬ 
tary disclosure.*!. We have given the 
figures of the voluntarily disclosed In¬ 
come and wealth. But we have not 
given the figures of the number of 
people who have di.*!closed their con¬ 
cealed income and wealth. The number 
of declarations on the Income-tax side 
is 2,45.570 and on the wealth tax .side, 
it is 13,449. The total wor'ks out to 
2,59,019. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad); I want to know what is 
the figure for new assessees. 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: That would be difficult to say. As 
to whether, for the first time, they 
have come forward to make voluntary 
disclosure, I am sorry I do not have 
that break-up with me. 

Now. I would like to submit another 
point regarding the tax administration 
and improving the customer service. 
Recently, we had a Conference of the 
Commissioners of Income ta.x and in 
that Conference this point was high¬ 
lighted to them that on the one hand, 
we would like to have the legitimate 
dues of the Government from the tax 
dodger.s and on the other hand we can 
see that those who are law abiding 
with all sorts of assistance. SimpUfica- 
tax formalities, should be provided 
with all sorts of assistance. Simplifica¬ 
tion of procedure, education of the as- 
sessees, bringing out leaflets on bow to 
fill the forms, etc. ar-j the measu)‘es 
being taken how. With the introduction 
of various schemas taken under the 
the action plan initiated by he Chair¬ 
man of Direct Taxes, it would be 
possible to simplify the procedure and 
see that we provide better service to 
the customer. 

Quite a number of hon. members as¬ 
ked whv vre are not raising the exemp¬ 
tion limit from Rs. 8,000 to Rs. 10,000. 
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In 1973-74 the per capita national in. 
come at the country was Rs. 890. 11 
we take Rs. 8,000 as the exemption 
limit, it ia more than nine times the 
per capita national income. A part 
from that, a salaried man setting Rs. 
11,000 per annum will not have to 
pay any taxes. It is reasonable to ex¬ 
pect that a man getting Rs. 11,000 per 
year will have some provident fund 
and insurance or ocher savings of the 
order of Rs. 900. and if we take into 
account the standard deduction to 
which he is entitled, he need not pay 
any tax. If a man getting Rs. 11,000 
per year does not save even Rs. 900, 
he is not a friend of the society; he 
should be induced to save something 
either by way of provident fund or 
life insurance or some oher saving, 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I have no 
Ufe insurance, 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: You are not a salaried man. Your 
electorate is your insurance. I do not 
think there is any justification for 
raising the exemption limit. It has to 
be kept in mind that the total number 
of assesses in this country is less than 
1 per cent. Their number is 36 lakhs 
while the population is more than 600 
million. 

SHRI. S. M. BANERJEE: The 
highest rate of tax was brought 
down from 97 to 77 per cent and from 
77 to 66 per cent. Why not give some 
concession to the people with lower 
incomes also? 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: We have given some concessions. 
From Rs. 6,000 it was raised to Rs. 
6,000 only last July. 

I come to the banking department. 

I have had two years of experience 
In attending budget sessions as Minls- 
fer in the Finance Ministry. Last Year 
most of the questions were related to 
anti-smuggling and customs depart¬ 
ment. Thia Year the emphasis has been 
banking. It is rlg^t we are 
emphasis on an important sec¬ 


tor of our economy. I would Rke to 
dispel two Or three misunderstandings 
in the minds of hon. members. As I 
was saying in the morning, by one* 
stroke we can do away with the terri¬ 
torial jurisdiction and say that a bank 
can operate in any area it likes. But 
it has to be kept in mind that the- 
resources available to a bank have 
some limitation. Only if they function 
in a limited area, may be 10 miles or 
15 miles or any other figure, they can 
function properly and efficiently. On 
the other hand, there is need for credit 
in unbanked areas. The answer to that 
is not to expand the territorial jurisdi.. 
ction of a branch office but to vigorous¬ 
ly pursue the branch expansion sche¬ 
me. I can give some figures about the 
branch expansion, though I do not say 
that we have been able to take care 
of the problem completel.v What was. 
the situation before nationalisation and 
what is the situation after nationalisa. 
tion?

But I do agree that the areae, 
under which we are to operate is so* 
enormous that we shall have to expand 


rapidly. And the problem has been 
aggravated by the introduction of the 
legislation on rural Indebtedness. Mo¬ 
ratorium has l^n declared and the 
farmers are not getting money front 
the moneyJenders. That is why, 
could be the alternative agency? We 
are trying to establish the rural bran- 
ches of the commercial banks as Cast 
as poasihle. If we could do it wl^ 
this madiinery wit}.<in a period oC 
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7 years from 1700 to 7000, by no stret¬ 
ch of imagination it would be possible 
to cover 600 thousand villages within 
a *period of 10 or 20 years. That is 
why, we are bringing a new institu¬ 
tion, the zonal rural banks. Even if we 
are in a position to have 50 regional 
rural banks, within a period of one 
year, they will add an additional 5000 
branches. That is why, the answer 
would be to develop large number of 
cooperative societies who could be 
financed by these regional rural banks 
and who could take care of the pro¬ 
blem of the rural indebtedness to a 
large extent. This is the point on 
which we are emphasising by re-vita- 
lising the credit societies. And where 
cooperative credit societies do not 

exist and it is not possible to streng¬ 
then them we have requssted the State 
Governments to take care of the pio- 
tJiem and to institute an alternativt: 
machinery through which we can pro¬ 
vide assistance. The Sivaraman Com¬ 
mittee which looked' into this point 
have suggested that even to take care 
of the problem of the lowest stratum 
of the society who have holdings of 
half-an-acre, we have to provide 
Rs. 170 crores to them so that they 
can meet their requirements. Money 
could be available but the agency 
through which this assistance is to be 
disbursed—this credit is to be provid¬ 
ed—^that agency is to be created and 
the three existing agencies working 
there could be streamlined, large num¬ 
ber of multi-purpose farmers service 
societies and cooperative credit socie¬ 
ties could be built up. I can assure 
the hon. Members of this House that 
we can take care of the problem in a 
big way, if not totally. In this connec¬ 
tion I would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Members to one point. 
While answering a question in the 
morning, I have said that certain State 
Governments have received funds from 
the IiIC for their housing plan and you 
will be surprised to find that for hous¬ 
ing RS. 34 crores have gone to three 
States because they could build up 
their cooperative structure and 
could take the assistance of it. There¬ 
fore. if you can create the cooperative 
credit godeties, multi-purpose farmers

service' societies and strengthen co¬ 
operative movement, taken together 
with the rapid expansion of the 
branches of the commercial banks. X 
hope, it will be possible lor us to take 
care of the problem of rural indebted¬ 
ness. But, at the same time, I would 
like to utter, a word of caution that 
we should not be over-enthusiastic 
and we should not have our expecta¬ 
tions to a high pitch because the pro¬ 
blem is really serious. Until and un¬ 
less we can have that organisation and 
we can mop up adequate resources to 
take care of the problem, the problem 
would remain serious for some time to 
come and that is why, we shall have to 
put our mind and head together to 
sort it out. 

SHRI D. D. DESAI (Kaira): The 
agricultural prbduction will get inhi¬ 
bited because we have not provided 
credit to a large number of small and 
marginal farmers. Now, having dis¬ 
solved the indebtedness to money 
lenders through a decree, those people 
are not getting credit from any other 
source. If they are to go to commer¬ 
cial banks and cooperatives, then the 
possibility of financing them is limited 
or nil. The credit worthiness of the 
people are being continuously ques¬ 
tioned. Therefore, the Minister is 
asked to establish rural banks imme¬ 
diately.' 

SHRI PRANAB KUMAR MUKHER- 
JEE: The zonal banks are meant for 
the farmers. These banks are meant 
for the small and marginal farmers, as 
also artisans. _ We have already estab- 
lished 20 regional rural banks; and by 
the end of this year, we are expecting 
to have 30 more. We are asking them 
to expand their branches more vlgo- 
rously. But at the same time, we will 
have to keep in mind that we have to 
take care of the problems of the six 
hundred thousand villages. That is 
the enormity of the problem. I am 
suggesting that if we can build up the 
cooperative credit societies In a big 
way within the diortest possible time, 
to some extent tbe problem can be 
taken care of. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: We axe now tak¬ 
ing up Private Members’ Business. 
(Interruptions) 

SHRI NATHU RAM MIRDHA 
(Nagl>ur): Can the small farmers, 

those who are also viable farmers— 
small, medium or landless people— 
also join the farmers’ service societies 
and get loans from the rural banks? 
What is the position?

MR. CHAIRMAN: We now have 
the Resolution by Mr. A.K. Gopalan. 
It has been moved; and the speech 
also concluded. But we still have 1 
hr. 59 nndnutes. Now’, are you moving 
your amendment, Mr. B. V. Naik? 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Yes, 
Sir.

“within a period of six months 
of holding an opinion poll in the 
country on the issue of emergen¬ 
cy.” (1) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Daga, are 
you moving your amendmom? 

SHRI M. C. DAGA (Pali): Yes, Sir. 

1 am also moving it. 

That in the resolution,— 

add at the end— 

“but these steps should be taken 
gradually and with caution in such a 
manner that the good sense of dis¬ 
cipline, restraint, responsibility and 
self-confidence generated after the 
Emergency in the country may con¬ 
tinue and may not subside.” (2) 

I also suggest that those who have 
moved the amendments, should be al¬ 
lowed to speak first. 

MR: CHAIRMAN; You will get a 
chance to speak. Now Mr. Dinen 
Bhattacharjrya. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): Jt is most unfortunate 
that Our party leader. Comrade A. K. 
G(^lan could not speak on the Reso- 
lutitm wdileh he had move(^ on 30th 
April. He was very mudi eager to 
exprew his opinion on the present 
situatinn rad for that purpose he 
wanted to take this oj^runlty- But 
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because of his ill-health, he had to 
leave Delhi and could net be present 
to-day. On his behif, I convey the 
feelings which he had expressed to 
roe the other day. He was very much 
pained to see the situation which is de¬ 
teriorating daily as far as the politi¬ 
cal and economic matters are concern¬ 
ed. He wanted to deal with the 
various aspects, although in a very 
limited manner, i.e., within the juris¬ 
diction or purview of the Resolution 
that has been moved by him. The 
Resolution which has been moved by 
Mr. Gopalan is very simple. Both in¬ 
side and outside this House, the mem¬ 
bers of the ruling party as also others, 
have stated that for the development 
and economic progress of our country, 
people’s participation and involvement 
are necessary. For that a situation has 
to be created, an atmosphere has to 
be created so that the people in a free 
country, in a free society may ex¬ 
press their opinions and views in res¬ 
pect of the policies that might bo 
adopted by the Government from time 
to time, as well as the grievances of 
the people. But what do we see? 
We see that the personal liberty of 
the citizens of our country at per¬ 
petual stake in the name of emergency, 
which was imposed ten months back, 
in Ihe month of June 1975. Since .then 
Government} could not bring a single 
case to show that the emergency was 
necessary. Before that, in 1971, for 
external reasons emergency was im¬ 
posed. Again it was said in June 1975 
that for internal reasons, because there 
was a conspiracy to topide the legally 
elected Go\^mment, emergency was 
necessary. But from the situation that 
developed afterwards, it is now esta¬ 
blished that the Goveinment has no 
case to prove the allegations that were 
brout^ against the opposition leaders, 
or some elements who imder various 
pretexts, it was said, wanted to create 
a situation which would help them to 
replace the Government even by vio¬ 
lent meana That has not been proved 
at all. These are all mere motivated 
allegaticma HSd the Government any 
facts to establish or substantiate these 
allel^ttoas;, they could have very weH 
bfooi^t' them in the House, or in a 
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court of law, against those persons 
against whom they had allegationa 
But that has not been done, and that 
will never be done. On the other hand, 
ihe attitude of the Government now 
seem to be that they will continue the 
emergency in perpetuity. Nobody 

knows when i£ will be lifted. 

In the mean time, taking advantage 
of the emergency, the Government or 
the ruling party have snatched away 
all the rights that are enshrined in 
articles 14, 19, 21 and 22 of the Con¬ 
stitution. Even though ours is not 

a socialist Constitution still w'halever 
little right or liberty has been given 
by it has been taken away by the 
Government under the pretext of Ihe 
emergency. Further, they are using 
these powers in a most pei'nicious 
manner. Even for the steps to be 
taken in respect of family planning, 
people are arrested under MISA. In¬ 
cidents after incidents took place in 
Delhi and these were blatant instances 
of autocratic nature of the ruling patty. 
Forcible sterlisation had been adopted. 
There is no remedy in these matters. 
A recent judgment of the Supreme 
Court, has given blank powers to the 
executive to detain anybody for eny 
reason or without any reason for any 
time they want under any pretext. 
So, the doors of the court are now 
closed to any individual who wants to 
seek justice and protection at the hands 
of the judiciary. Taking advantage 
of this. Government is taking any 
measure they like in respect of any¬ 
thing as may be suitable to them. 

The persons who are tninting money 
ft;om big industries and trade are 
now' standing in a queue to praise the 
Prime Minister as well as her party. 
The Government is also asserting that 
the situation has completely changed, 
that discipline has come back and so 
on. If that is so, why continue Ihe 
emergency? The Prime Minister her¬ 
self has been saying on many occasions 
that we are now out of chaos, that 
we are now out of danger, that only 
the discijiline that has been restored 
mast (be maintained. Not only the 
Prime Minister, even the businessmen 
and hidustrial magnates are saying it. 
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[Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya] 

Here in Delhi, only h lew days back, 
Mr. B. M. Birla, who is the Chainnan 
of the Committee for the Jubilee Cele¬ 
brations of the FICCI which will take 
place next year, has, on bealf of the 
business community and the industria¬ 
lists, sent invitations to the foreign 
business magnates to come over to 
India and see with their own eyes 
how the sifuaion is favourable for in¬ 
vestment in our country 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Perhaps the 

foreign invitees are those with whom 
we have got collaboration. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

I do not think so. 

Only a few days back it appeared in 
the newspapers that they have sent in¬ 
vitations. and the Governmen': has 
consented that this sort of invitation 
should be sent, and that the foreigners 
also have agreed to come. 

If it is so, if everything is now in 
order, if there is no chaos in the 
country, why are you continuing these 
emergency powers and snatching away 
the fundamental rights and the civil 
liberty under the pretext of the emer¬ 
gency? Whey there is no freedom cf 
Press? 

In this Resolution, it has been men¬ 
tioned that if you really mean Ihat our 
country should prosper, we should 
achieve economic development, Ihen 
the participation of the people in the 
economic programme is necessary as 
well as their involvement. How can 
there be any involvement of the people 
who are ruled by the draconian laws 
like MISA and other pernicious laws 
for which they have no protec¬ 
tion even In a Court of Law? 
This question must be an-swered. The 
situation now is sU(di that the emer¬ 
gency powers that are being exeixised 
are not necessary and so the emergen¬ 
cy must be withdrawn. All those per- 
•sons who have been detained for a 
long time, without trial should be 
released, and the rights which have 
bleen curtailed in the case of the 
porkers, polltioial parties and other 
democratic, organisations should be 


restored. It is most regrattable that 
workers peasants and other demoi- 
cratic masses have no right to hold any 
meeting, even the meetings in the halls 
are not permitted. Only the Ruling 
Party and their allies can hold meet¬ 
ings. All those who do not see eye 
to eye with the Ruling Party have no 
righ to hold any meeting,—this right 
should be restored to them. People's 
voice is gagged and they cannot cri¬ 
ticise the policies of the Government 
in any respect. If they do so, they 
will not be allowed to hold any meet¬ 
ing. 

The Government is talking so much 
about the 20-point economic program¬ 
me. We have no quarrel with the 
Government about it although vre du 
not have any illusion that. The basic 
prroblems of (the country cannot be 
solved even if the 20-point economic 
programme is fulfilled 100 per cent. 
Still we can say that as far as land 
reforms and the removal of poverty 
of the rural population is concerned, 
as far as the rural indebtedness is 
concerned, as far as distribution of 
land to the poor and landless peasanla 
are concerned, we are 100( per cent 
in support. of them, but what about 
hundreds of our party and mass orga 
ni.station w’orkers who are working foi 
the cause of the rural people? Now they 
are under arrest. You are not allow¬ 
ing ordinary people to take part or 
play their role in the economic matters, 
iSo, I say that your 20-point economic 
programme and its achievements are 
nothing but a hoax. Up till now, what 
is your performance? What is the re¬ 
sult of land reforms for which several 
Chief Ministers were called here, and 
who gave different views of state¬ 
ments? Ultimately, the Prime Mini¬ 
ster had to say that the land-refoinl 
programme had not been taken up 
seriously by the State Governments in 
almost all the States. 

Not only this is the case with land 
reforms, but it is also the case with 
production in various industries. The 
whole country is in the grip of an 
economic crisis. There is recession. 
There is no danand of tdoth in our 
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internal market. So, there is stock¬ 
piling in the cotton mills. The Gov- 
emiftent is giving concession after con- 
<‘ession to big industrialists just as in 
the case of jute magnates. Total ex¬ 
port duty has been withdrawn on jute 
exports and total excise duty has been 
•withdrawn on jute products and cash 
subsidy for export has been given. 
Still, the jute companies are making 
the plea that more concessions should 
be given to them. They are now resor¬ 
ting to reducing the production to the 
maximum extent. This clan of people 
is in support of the 20-point programme 
and the emergency. Otherwise, if 
you go round the country in cogmto, 
you will find to what extent the people 
are dissatisfied. 

You will remember, in this House, we 
debated on the question of demands of 
the loco running staff. They were 
called here some days back. Only 
six of them were coming, some frjm 
Assam, some from West Bengal an.l 
some from the south. After they 
reached here, they were arrested 
tmder MISA. The reasons have not 
been given. Mr. Qureshi was asked, 
what were the reasons, but he said, he 
did not know. It was on his notice 
that they came here. How will the 
workers have any confidence in Chair 
collective bargaining and negotiations, 
bipartite or tripartite? 

In the eight leaders of the 

recognised union, have been arrested 
under the MISA. The reasons have 
not been given. The Government is 
ntt bound to give reasons. The courts 
have given a green signal. Our party 
leaders, two MPs and other MPs of the 
other opposition parties are rotting in 
jail. A new tactic has been adopted. 
You will be horrified to know. I 
know, the Congress Members also will 
be ashamed to know that this herious 
method is being adopted everywhere. 
The persons are arrested by the police 
and they are taken to the thana and 
they are beat«i to death even. This 
bas taken place only a few days back 
in Baalganj ia West Bengal. We have 
Sot the infonnatloa that one wodEer 
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has been beaten to death in the 
pclice lock up in the same area. 

In this way, you cannot expect any 
success of your 20-point progr.-.^n’ime. 
So, 1 say, you must withdraw the 
Emergency; you must release the dete¬ 
nus and you must see that the civfl 
liberty is restored to the fullest e.vlent, 
that the democratic rights are resJtor- 
ed and freedom of Press guaranteed, so 
that the people may participate in the 
i".onomic and democratic programma 
in s democratic manner.

Daga justifying the lmpositi<»i of the 
emergency. 1 do not want to 
entet a caveat. Whatever justiflcation 
there might have be«a, there can be 
none now to keep the political leaders 
in jail. Can you seriously contend 
that Shri Morarji Desai or some of our 
important public leaders were really 
obstructing the onward march of our 
country to progress? If at aU they 
could be blamed for anything, that 
would be for showing unhappiness, 
dis^tisfaction and restiveness at the 
slow pace of progress. 

The other day Shri Om Mehta, in an 
interview in Maxico to a newspaper 
known as “Excelsior” admitted that a 
large number of persons had been 
taken as political prisoners after the 
declaration of emergency in June last. 
But he said, that most of them had now 
been released; only those believing in 
terrorist methods were still under de¬ 
tention. I want to submit to this 
House, can you seriously say that 
Shri Morar.ii Desai believes in violence 
for that matter Shri Shyamnandan 
Misbra or Shri Piloo Mody or many 
of our colleagues in Parliament and 
many of our friends who are in jail. 

I am not pleading for those people or 
parties who believe in violence. But 
I am pleading for those persons who 
believe in non-violence. They do not 
believe in. violence. Can it be con¬ 
tended that if they are released, they 
will immediately organise such groups 
Or violent activities as would thwart' 
the working of the Government or 
subvert it? Can you put forward that' 
plea? Yes, they have been blamed for 
organising demonstrations. Their pre¬ 
sence might have been an encourage¬ 
ment to the people who were dissatis¬ 
fied with the policies and progress, to 
organise demonstrations and to hold 
public meetings. Those conditions do 
not exist now even on Government 
showing. They themselves say that 
things have improved and the country 
is progressing fast. Lot of gains have 
been mode and I do not think that if 
they are released from jail they will 
immediatdy start putQng road blodcs 
in the way, 


My hon. friend Mr. Daga said that 
the Government believed in demo¬ 
cracy and atitl believes in democracy. 
But in a democracy they should rea¬ 
lise that there is room for debate and 
dialogue. 

I concede that in a democracy the 
decision of the majority has to be ac¬ 
cepted and it has to be implemented. 
Their decision should be binding on 
the minority. But, there can always 
be room for difference of opinion, in 
regard to the methods and manner of 
implementation. 

. My friend Mr. Dinen Bhattacharyya 
asked ,if the officers make mistakes 
then who will point out those mistakes 
to( them. I agree with him. Mr. 
Dinen Bhattacharyya brought to the 
notice of the House how your family 
planning programme is being imple¬ 
mented. Even the Government lea¬ 
ders have to express their resentment 
at the way the family planning prog¬ 
ramme is being implemented. 

Therefore, I yay, even those people 
who are charged with implementetion 
of the programme could make mis¬ 
takes. They can also be guilty of the 
errors of commission and omission. 
And who will bring these to the notice 
of the Government? 

So, the opposition has always get a 
role to play. If the opposition is 
pointing out such things, they are not 
obstructing the working of the Gov¬ 
ernment, nor the implementation of 
your programmes. 

In facf; as my friend, Shrfi Bhalta- 
charyya told you, we are not opposed 
to the 20-point i^onomic Programme. 
But certainly, we will be able to tell 
you where the mistakes are in the 
matter of implementation itself. But, 
unfortunately, the Government has 
created an atmosphere of “conformian” 
with all the impUcations and concomi¬ 
tants. In su<di a situation, there fs a 
great scope for Imieaucratic bungling 
with possible consequence of suffer¬ 
ings to the people.

The style of administrrlion is 
■changing; and it is becoming more and 
more personalised. The ruling party 
and its allies alone are permitted to 
held meetings and propagate their 
view^. The press is under curb and 
Press people are so frightened that it is 
not even possible for them io offer their 
reasonable and constructive comments 
on a national issue like the proposal 
to amend the Constitution. Worse 
•cannot organise any meetings to edu- 
connot organise any meetings to edu¬ 
cate people On issues of great moment 
to the country. The Supreme Court 
has given its decision whereby was 
malafide arrests cannot be chaJJenged 
And this is a licence to police officers to 
undulge in highhandedness. They 
can do anything and the people can 
be arrtested under MISA. Nothing 
can be done by us. We cannot even 
bring that to the notice. The people 
are working under a great handicap 
because their civil and political rights 
have been curbed. If we cannot place 
the other side of the picture, the re¬ 
sult would be that the whole demo¬ 
cratic value will suffer. Why are 
you having this press curb? If there 
is pitess curb, you cannot allow free 
expression of opinion or speech. It is 
generally said that once there is press 
curb, free expression of opinion is not 
allowed as such because of the fear of 
the truth being told.

plosiJtion parties were not being 
allowed sny chance to hold meetings; 
you are not allowing free expres¬ 
sion of opinion. You are afraid of 
having afrtee press because it is held 


that by allowing freedom of expr<*ss- 
ion to the papers, the truth will be 
told.

A free press means that it should be 
in a position to place tie facts before 
the people. 

In Tamil Nadu, the State Govern¬ 
ment is permitting meetings to be 
held by the opposition only on condi¬ 
tions that they do not criticise the 
emergency; they do not sp»;ak against 
the national leader.ship. Even on 
these conditions, the other State 
Governments are not going to allow 
the meetings to be held by the Op¬ 
position Party. We are not opposed 
to any kind of curb on press or any 
reasonable restriction nor do we want 
licence to them. I should not be un¬ 
derstood to be opposed to any kind 
of restriction. We want reasonable 
restrictions, but not a total gag as it 
is today. Let me tell you that if 
censorship is allov/ed tci acctuire some 
kind of character of permanence, it 
will tend to degenerate and instead 
of becoming a niuans of defending 
the society,, it will becjme a weapon 
in the hands of authority for authori¬ 
tarian rule, for arbitrary rulj. My 
submission is that tha conditions of 
the country are such that they do not 
justify the continuance of the press 
curb or prohibition against holding 
public meetings by the Opposition 
parties. 

Sir, we are told that the Govern¬ 
ment have removed the press censor¬ 
ship. Certain instances have come to 
our knowledge—for example in Kerala 
—where pur Working Commit»«e 
passed a Resolution dissolving the 
Kerala unit and this news was given 
to the newspapers and the ‘Matra- 
bhumi’ had actually composed this 
news and was gobtg to the press 
when the Censor sent the instructions 
that it had to be cut out. It was done 
because Mr. Shankar Naraln held a 
meeting on the next day that our 
Unit had merged with ruling Cong¬ 
ress. In order to provide legitimacy 
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to that move in the public eye, you 
utilised this censorship. Therefore,, 
my shbmission is that it will not be 
in your interest either to continue this 
kind of press curb by taking all our 
civil rights and liberties or if you 
continue to keep this, ultimately what 
will happen is that your own party- 
men will be afraid of acquainting the 
leadership with the truth that may be 
unfavourable or unpalatable. Then 
the leadership becomes insulated 
from the real opinion prevailing in 
the country and a sort of vaccuum 
surrounds the leadership, which it is 
difficult to penetrate. Therj it will be 
difficult to differentiate that kind of 
leadership from-totalitarian leadership 
and ultimately you will suffer. Press 
censorship will sap the faith of the 
people in your credibility. If press 
curb is continued, peoole will cease 
to have faith in what you say. This 
harms the ruler more than the ruled. 
People will not believe gny statement 
made by you as it happened in Ger¬ 
many when France and England 
declared war and it was announced 
on German radio, people did not be¬ 
lieve it. They thought it was an¬ 
other Goebbelian stunt because it 

came from German radio. Similarly, 
if people are not going to have cor¬ 
rect information they could believe 
that what is being told is distilled in¬ 
formation. ; They will cease to have 
faith in what you say and some of 
your good deeds will go unnoticed 
and it will utilimately harm the de¬ 
mocratic policy for which you stand. 

Therefore, my submission is that 
those conditions which might have 
justified the declaration of Emergency 
then do not exist now and you must 
at least release those people wbo do 
not beileve In violence, who are not 
expected' to organise ^dolent groups 
to thwart your working and subvert¬ 
ing your Government and who are, 
on tbe other hand, expected to lend 
you support. 

Sir, even as early as 23rd July, 
1975 Mr. Jaya Prakash Narayan had 
written to the Prime Minister sajing 
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that we do not have any quarrel with 
you in regard to 20-point piogtamme 
and if you add only two more items 
to it,, namely, the reform of electoral' 
laws and steps to deal with minis¬ 
terial corruption, all our colleagues, 
comrades and friends will not only 
accept it but will also work for it 
they will extend their wholehearted 
co-operation and it will become a 
national movement and a national 
programme. That was the kind of 
assurance given to the Prime Minis¬ 
ter then. I take this opportunity to 
tell you even today that the Opposi¬ 
tion Parties are not against the 
twenty-point programme; they are 
not interesed in creating any obstacis 
in the implementation of the pro¬ 
gramme On the contrary, you will 
receive help from us. We will point 
out where the mistakes are in the 
process of implementation. The 
emergency cannot remain a perma¬ 
nent feature of any country. If you 
sincerely believe that you want to 
maintain the democratic structure and 
at the same time you want to take 
the country towards the socialist goal, 
you should create tbe necessary con¬ 
ditions immediately by releasing the 
leaders and restoring civil and Poli¬ 
tical rights so that the pent-up energy 
of the people may be released and 
they may enthusiastically participate- 
in it.

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resolution there is a blanket demand 
for the withdrawal of all the repres¬ 
sive measures against all political 
parties and individuals. It is a well 
known fact that some parties which 
have been banned should have been 
bann^ long ago. Anand Marg is not 
a political party; but proutist party is 
a political party and it is a wing of 
anand marg and many Members of 
Parliament even do not know it. 

Therefore, the demand that those 
parties also have to be legalised and 
given the freedom to work as they 
like is not, I think, democratic. 

Secondly, in the resolution', it is 
implied that the promulgation of 
emergency was unwarrani.ed. There 
also I do not agree. He speak of the 
American consiparcy; here in this 
House, we speak of the subversive 
activities of l^be agents of the United 
States and American imperialism 
who never took a kind attitude to¬ 
wards India and the Indian pattern 
of society. Sir, we also say that 
everywhere the role of the American 
Imperialists is to subvert the Govern¬ 
ments and the States that not 
prepared to toe the line of the Ameri¬ 
can Imperialism, So, how can we 
say that there was no conspiracy of 
the American Imperialists to subvert 
the Indian democracy, whatever the 
democracy we have. Where is the 
proof that these things are happening? 
The same question was put to the 
President of Chile, Dr. Salvador 
Allende. In the U.N.O. the American 
Press correspondent said; **when you 
say that there is a conspiracy against 
the Government in Chile, where hi 
the proof?’ But the poor fellow 
could not prove it. But he proved it 
with his own life. Our neighbour.

DR. RANEN SEN (Darasat): I shall

%^rained to my that I am not in a 
position to sui^ozit the resolution 
moved by Shri Gopalan for two sim¬ 
ple reaeomi. One is that in that 


Bangabhandu Sheikh Mujibur Rehman 
was told by his own people, his own 
party that there was a conspiracy, he 
did not believe it because there was 
no proof. But by sacrificing his own 
life and sacrifidng the lives of his' 
whole family, it was proved that there 
was conspiracy against tiiat Govern¬ 
ment by the American Imperiallsti. 
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The latest conspiracy is the threaten¬ 
ed inarch of Maulana Bhashani to 
Farakka. So it is difficult for a Gov- 
«rnment to prove before the country 
ttiat there are conspiracies both from 
outside and inside 

Therefore, this Resolution has two 
major defects. Otherwise nobody 
likes people to be kept in detention. 
I am one of those persons, who, in 
the British days, were detained with¬ 
out trial several times and in those 
days by the Congress regime also, I 
was arrested five times and kept in 
detention without warrant, I have 
no love for detention without trial. 
But under the situation, under the 
world situation, when the Imperial¬ 
ists conspiracy is going on, one must 
be very cautious and one must not 
take the situation with complecency. 
But having said this, I have some 
points of agreement with Mr. Bhatta- 
charyya and Mr, Sinha in the sense 
that the people have to be involved 
In whatever good measures the Gov¬ 
ernment want to introduce in the 
country. Mr. Bhattacharyya and Mr. 
Sinha have said that they have no 
opposition to the 20-point economic 
programme. It is good. They have 
also said that people have to be asso¬ 
ciated. I am quite in agreeihent with 
them. This tis our feeling. I am 
speaking on behalf of our Party that 
people are not fully involved in the 
programmes by the Government, by 
the bureaucratic machinery that exists 
today in India. There is no denying 
this fact. If the people could be in¬ 
volved not only in the 20-point eco¬ 
nomic programme but in some other 
programmes «also, we could be success¬ 
ful there also. We are now seeing 
the working class under attack. We 
see that the big business people who 
refuse to produce more for the coun- 
^try, who want to produce only for 
profit, are not being hauled up. But 
the members Of the working class are 
being hauled up. There is no deny- 
in|( the fact that In certain States or 
vullher in most of the States, the 
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working class do not have any right 
to hold meetings. Even the Commu¬ 
nist Party of India which is wedded 
to this principle and which has sup¬ 
ported the Government in so far as 
certain matters are roncerned, is not 
permitted to hold m«jeting8 in most 
parts of India. In Delhi, our Party 
was refused permission to hold the- 
fiftieth anniversary of the establish¬ 
ment of the Commimist Party in 
India. The working class meetings 
are not allowed. In Delhi, the May- 
day was observed not at the gates or 
the street corners, but they had to 
be observed inside the offices. Who 
is responsible fOr this? If the working 
class ask today why we are not allow¬ 
ed to hold the meetings, what js the 
reply to that? The 1st of May was 
observed as a public holiday in West 
Bengal, I must say that in spite of 
the defects in the West Bengal Gov¬ 
ernment, I congratulate them because 
there is no prohibition ©ver the meet¬ 
ings or the demonstrations. Even the 
demonstrations held by the CPM are 
never obstructed, m sPite of the- 
other criticisms that may be levelled 
against the West Bengal Government, 
there is a certain amount of liberty 
there. Why should not the Delhi 
Administration or the Governments 
of Maharashtra and other States do 
it? Even Members of Parliament like 
Shri Ramavatar Shastri have been 
arrested more than once in Bihar. 
Members of our party jn Bihar and' 
in many other places have been ar¬ 
rested. Some of our party members 
are still in jail. Many workers who 
are associated with the AITUC have 
been arrested and kept in jail fur 
quite a long time. Is this the way 
to involve the workers in nation¬ 
building work? 

About press censorship, it has been 
pointed out by our Group Ijeader, 
Shri Indrajit Gupta, how stutridly and 
bureaucratically press censorship is. 
imposed. We have a daily news¬ 
paper in Calcutta on which press 
censorship is imposed. Our editor 
violated it and ultimatfdy it has come 
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to a stage where we have been asked 
to explain why it was done an^ our 
people*have to say, “We have done 
it in the interests of the country and 
the people. We are prepared to face 
the court of law.” In Delhi, t>ur 
weekly newspaper New Age has been 
threatened more than once that it is 
violating press censorship. What is the 
violation? If we say something in 
favour of the 20 -point economic pro¬ 
gramme, if We say something in 
support of the interest of the work¬ 
ing class or the common people, if we 
say that the claims made by the gov¬ 
ernment about distribution of land or 
household sites or land reforms lare 
are exaggerated press censorship will 
come over us! This is not the way 
that democracy should function. 1 
would simply say that while I do not 
support this resolution because of the 
reasons I have already explained, yet 
there are many points in it which 
the government should consider. If 
this sort of press censorship and 
suppression of the workers and taking 
away of the democratic righti 5 of the 
workers and the common people con¬ 
tinue, the country cannot proceed for¬ 
ward and the principles for which 
the government stand or profess to 
stand cannot succeed. With these 
words, I am sorry I cannot support 
the resolution moved by Shri Gopalan. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); Sir, 
Shri Gopalan’s resolution, in the 
operative parts, requests two things— 
that the political parties should be 
permitted carry out their legiti¬ 
mate political activities and the press 
censorship, especially imposed after 
the proclamation of the emergency 
and the recently adopted Press Acts 
should he repealed and the political 
prisoners should be released. In re¬ 
gard to the first question the law 
under MISA states “illegitimate poli¬ 
tical activity.” It is a bit of a con¬ 
fusing word. I have my o^n reserva¬ 
tions ag to what is legitimate and 
what is illegitimate. Is illegitimate 
activity equal to violence^ loot, arson, 
murder plug tiie latest contribution 
to potiticnl e^ivism by India, name- 
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ly, bandb and gherao, which is a 
sort of collective denial of an indivi- 
dualg right and freedom by a group 
which arrogates to itself the right to 
arrest a person? 


This group which is completely 
an illetimate association takes upon 
itself the right to do the things 
which the Constitution has cast upon 
the State machinery to do. Like a 
Police Office, they detain a person. 

I think these are not legitimate acti¬ 
vities and the people who believe ih 
these illegitimate activities cannot be 
said to be indulging in legitimate 
political activities and the partiAs 
which believe in these methods can¬ 
not be said to be legitimate political 
parties. It stands clear as crystal 
that these political parties, these 
political leaders who had once brought 
about the bandh of Bombay, bandh 
of Nagpur, bandh of the whole State 
of Maharashtra and bandh of the 
whole country—the dfy which we 
distinctly remember when we could 
not get even in the MP, Hostel in West 
ern Court, nothing to eat from morn¬ 
ing till night because the bearers 
refused serve us—cannot suppose 
to be indulging in legitimate political 
activities. I do not think that the 
time has come for such ,1 level of 
radical democracy in our country 
whereunder some of these banned 
organisations, some of them with 
perverted leaders, less .said about it 
the better, indulge in murder. We 
can understand that in a permissive 
society like that in the West, Some 
individual mental abbretions are used 
for propagating the political system, 
the political ideology and the fascist 
pattern of Government. A clfas''ical 
example not only for our country but 
for the whole world to take note of 
is the gruesome murders committed 
by Ananda Marga faulting in cleaj 
curdling stories at some persons whd 
burnt himself after tbe example of 
buddhlst monks to Vietnam. At 
least, there is a strong reason to sus¬ 
pect ’that uaost of them had done It 
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under the influence of dope, opium or 
whatever it is. 

Next is the question of the free¬ 
dom of the press or restoration of 
the status quo ante. As one who 
treated his entry in this august 
House as a great privelege and good 
fortune in life, the first shock that I 
got was that I was illegitimately 
elected in this House. That was 0*1 
the basis of the Russian ink which 
was brought up by Mr, Bal Thakerey. 
This democratically elected Govern¬ 
ment had to fight a legal battle for 
one year before the stigma of illegi¬ 
timacy could be removed. 

DR. RANEN SEN; The allegation 
was first made by Mr. Balraj Madhok 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: But it was 
picked up by Mr. Bal Thacker.y and 
was given lot of publicity in Bombay 
press. We were told th-it we had 
cheated the elecorates of this vast 
country. What our good friends in 
the Press gallery wee doing about it? 
Why were the^ shutli”" their eyes 
when some people ;i’. petuated a 
malicious and xiliifvuig propaganda? 
Were they sleeping? As they say in 
vernacular, a person who is sleeping 
can be awakened but they were 
pretending to be asleep. The mis¬ 
chief of the Press can be quoted 
hundred times. On the Press Council 
Bill, I had to lose ■ my temper about 
the case of that famous lady, Sumitra 
Desai, because of whom a Minister 
was dismissed from our Cabinet. It 
was only after six months that we 
came to know that the whole thing 
was a figment of imagination of an 
irresponsible Press, Leaving this 
s^sational case, i will come to the 
less SMsational one. 1 am very much 
satisfied with the publicity less 
putsUcity that I get for all the hard 
work which 1 ^ Members like Wt. 
Di^ '

We may get a mentioa in I line 
Or 2 lines. But there is on even- 
handedness in this publicity. And 
we do not envy ♦he Ministers like 
Mr, Mohsin getting a bigger coverage. 
It does not matter. After all, we are 
doing these things for the sake of 
our bread and butter and for our 
constituency. But formerly, what 
happened? Any histrionics, any floor 
show—^I am sorry to use that word— 
any tantrum or any dramatic act used 
to hit the headlines. Where did the 
hard work and burning of midnight 
oil by friends like Mr. Daga and Dr. 
Ranen Sen end up to? It got no 
publicity. It was blotted out. Now 
everybody gets it evenly. This is 
socialism in practice. We are quite 
satisfied. We do not want to hit the 
headlines and become star perform¬ 
ers. Whatever ideas we Sincerely put 
across to the extent that are accept¬ 
able, are reported—that so-and-sr 
said such-and-such things. 

I am not worried. Sir, about our 
friends, good friends, personal friends 
—might be political sidversaries. I 
have also to admit with a great 
amount of honour that my dear friend 
Mr, Piloo Mody has written to me; 
and it has come to me in a neat form. 
He has said that he is ver.y happy 
there, I am very happy that he is 
eo well treated. He has .said that if 
I come to know how w®ll he is treat¬ 
ed, I would like to go in there 
myself. In other words, that is the 
treatment given to our political 
prisoners, I say this on the basis of 
those who have come out; they have 
put on weight. I hope Mr. Mody 
does not. 

I would also say this. Maybe it is 
a personal point of view. As Idhg as 
you control this mischief of the ^ess 
which magnifies, with a sort of a 
magnifying mirror, we are not worried 
if the political detenus, particularly 
our comrades in this House, ate re¬ 
lied. AftOr *S1» the miot^^of was 
not even so much hy the Hekihers. 
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They were misled and given undue 
publicity by the Press. This is part 
and parcel of democracy; but that is 
a luxury democracy which ve, a 
poor country, cannot afford. We have 
to get on with the task of building 
up our nation. 

MR. CHAraMAN: You have a 
couple of minutes. 

SHRI B, V. NAIK; In defence of 
what I have to say about the amend¬ 
ment to the Resolution, I would say 
that I do not know anything about 
the sensational parts—viz. about 
family planning compulsions and 
other things. I have gone through 
thei warding of the Resolution. By 
and large^ people have come to ac¬ 
cept Emergency. I am not giving a 
certificate jo the administration there. 
But that fatigue with the lawlessness 
that had prevailed in our country, 
hag been overcome. The few people 
who were detained and the few peo¬ 
ple whose liberties were deprived, 
have been well chosen. That dc^es 
not mean that all is well with the 
world and that God is in His heaven 
I find that during the period of tlie 
Emergency, due to better labour-re¬ 
lations, the production of fertilizers, 
textiles and such other things; in the 
Central sector has increased. But can 
the Minister of Home Affairs say with 
the same amoimt of confidence that 
the level of administration in every 
State Government has come up to the 
same expectations? Have we got facts 
and figures t^ show that in conson¬ 
ance with the picking up in the public 
sector and such other areas of the 
Centre, the State Governments also 
have gone ahead with the same 
amount of zeal? I would say that 
I hove got my own reservations. 
Emergency has brought in certain good 
things; but 1 would like to quote mv 
friend Mr Romesh Thapar from the 
issue of “Seminar'*. It is an invalua¬ 
ble contribution that he has been 
making to the nation. 

He says: 

'‘This issue was organised before 

the present Umergency*. The pro- 
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blems it underlines will remain with 
us whatever the form or character 
of government we choose to live 
under. The Indian capacity for 
making a jungle of administrative 
procedures to establish a secure 
feeling of non-responsibility is now 
well-known within ihis unhappy 
land and has given iis a reputation 
of notorious non-perfoi7ners through 
out the world. If we manage to 
job along, it is because of the extra¬ 
ordinary horse-sense available 
where essential jobs have to be 
done despite 'the system’. Only 
those who have worked within the 
'system' can be^n to find the cor¬ 
rectives, unless we seek to over¬ 
throw the whole machine for some¬ 
thing more modern and more sim¬ 
ple which places responsibility 
where it belongs. We will probab¬ 
ly keep tinkering with the problems 
Of governmental and public sector 
management, because uo one really 
has the courage to accept respon¬ 
sibility together with the reward 
and punishment it involves. Our 
'babu culture' is based on the perma¬ 
nency of jobs, .steady promotion 
irre.spective of merit, «nd subser¬ 
vience on all matters except on 
work-shirking and wage-pushing. 
A continental polity like India, 

complex and growing, can carry the 
weight of a dead system only 

for some time. If there is an emer¬ 
gency, it is here. And yet it re¬ 
mains the most neglected area. The 
politician has .shown little inclirm- 
tion and even ’ess capability to 

tackle the prob’'"m Surface issues 

like punctuality, '^isciniine, codes of 
behaviour are a kind of boy-scoxt- 
ism which leav« intact the perni¬ 
cious elements. We as a nation 
have to learnt to think fundamen¬ 
tally, structurally about the problem 
so that faith humanity, justice, 
truth and dityaity inform every 
area of governance.” •

(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): Sir, I have 
-heard Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya and 
other hon. Members who have spoken 
oh this Resolution. Shri A. K 
Gopalan, who moved the Resolution 
On that day, could not be present here 
t today, but his ideas have been con- 
.veyed to this House. 

The Mover of this Resolution seems 
to have some misunderstanding in his 
’mind that Emergency means total 

curtailment of the democratic process 
'and the fundamental rights. The 

House is well aware of the circum¬ 
stances under which the Emergency 
had to be proclaimed. ,I will not go 
into the details, as the Home Ministry 
has already published a booklet on 
this subject, embodying the speeches 
made by several leaders, including 
those of the opposition paHies. The 
name of the booklet is “Why Emergen¬ 
cy?”. There we have given in detail 
the causes for bringing in Emergency 
and the speeches made by some hnpor- 
tant leaders. One thing which has 
been brought out clearly is the attempt 
by some hetergenous groups or politi¬ 
cal parties to create an atmosphere of 
violence. 

HON. MEMBERS, I am sure, would 
not have forgotten the situation,which 
.prevailed before the promulgation of 
Emergency. Many of the opposition 
parlies, even though they have nothing 
in common, united themselves against 
the ruling party and Government and 
incited violence. For example, what 
could be the meeting ground between 
communal organisations like RSS and 
Jan Sangh on the one hand ^nd politi¬ 
cal parties like CPM or the Congress 
(O); which is supposed to be support¬ 
ing socialist principles? There was 
not}iih|(,ln common, the only thing in 
, toomm was to see. that the party In 


power was prevented from running 
the Government, 

The House would not have forgotten 
the incidents that happened in Gujarat 
and Bihar. There was pressure to 
dissoh'e the democratically elected 
bodies like the State legislatures, and 
when the Members did not agree to it, 
all sorts of violence was resorted to. 

I remember those occasions when so 
many Members of Gujarat had to seek 
sieller in Delhi for fear of being as¬ 
saulted in Gujarat, but their families 
were not spared. Could it be called 
in any way democratic? Werfe they 
adopting democratic .-jncl c.institulion- 
al methods? 

We also learnt of incidents where 
even Members of Parliament were not 
spared. They were harassed. When 
Members of the Legislatures and 
Members of Parliament who were 
elected by the people were not spared, 
what to speak of the * other people? 
Even such responsible Members were 
made to ride on donkeys and they 
were clean shaved and taken in 'a pro¬ 
cession. Could this be called demo¬ 
cratic? Can we cell it a constitutional 
method? 

All these things went on, and the 
ruling party was not allowed to hold 
any meetings. Tension was prevail, 
ing. Not only was there stone-throw¬ 
ing, even loot and arson was resorted 
to. People could not carry on their 
normal business and many times the 
shops had to be closed, and: that 
brought many difficulties for the com¬ 
mon man. Essential supplies could not 
reach thdr destinations. So many stri¬ 
kes and lay-o^s caused so much trou¬ 
ble in the production of goods. All 
these added to the difficulties of the 
nation and the security of the country 
was threatened. Only then action was 
taken. I was late, of course. We feel 
we could have taken this action ear¬ 
lier, but. though late, it came and It 
had its effect. 

So, all these heterogeneous groups 
and' iMsruptive, and unsocial Ntemeida 
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combined to«^ther to create an at- 
mofiphere of violence and a situation 
which was the cause of bringing in 
emergency. Ihe emergency was pro¬ 
claimed not for under-mining demo¬ 
cratic principles or takingaway some¬ 
body’s rights, but it was brought in 
the interests of maintaining the demo¬ 
cratic process and values, not for 
curbing the legitimate rights of citi¬ 
zens. Many measures have been 
brought forward such as the follow¬ 
ing: Amendments to the Defence of 
India Act, 1971 and the Defence of 
India Rules, 1971, and making them 
applicable to the situation relating to 
internal security, the issue of censor¬ 
ship orders under rule 48(1) of the 
Defence and Internal Security of India 
Rules to subject the publication of 
names, comments, rumours or other 
reports relating to the proclamation 
of emergency, the issue of Presidential 
, Orders under article 359 of the Con¬ 
stitution suspending the rights of per- 
, sons to move the courts for the en- 
. fpreement of' fundamental rights, and 
.the issue of orders under rule .33 of 
the Defence of Internal Secrurity of 
India Rules banning Anand Marg and 
its allied organisations, the R.S.S., 
Jamaitul-Ulema and extremist orga¬ 
nisations like the CPI (M.L.) 

All these steps which have been 
taken after the proclamation of the 
emergency were directed against 
those subversive and anti-national ele¬ 
ments which were bent upon creating 
instability and insecurity of the nation 

We are not banning such organisa¬ 
tions which believe in the Constitu 
tion. Only those organisations which 
are not believing in the Constitution 
or constitutional methods and are enc¬ 
aged in subversive activities are ban- 
.ned. 

As far as the fundamen'.;il rights 
are concerned, it is not as if they are 
tak^n away. Nobody has taken away 
'the. fundamental rights. It is only 
.the right to approach the court for 
the enforcement of the fundamental 
rights that has been taken away. We 
are. imt faWng away any of the funda- 
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mental rights that were given to the 
people. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May Day celebrations have been ban¬ 
ned all over India. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: That is not a 
fac». (Interruptions). 

Even for that purpose, the right of 
enforcement of the fundamental rights 
was taken away. I want to explain 
it further because there were certain 
people who were indulging in such 
subversive activities and were also 
creating an atmosphere of violence 
here and there. They approached the 
court and the court gave them a stay 
order. So, these are dilatory tactics 
which would come in the way of the 
security of the country. We cannot 
risk the security of the country and 
allow them to approach the court and 
get a stay order. We cannot take 
that risk, as far as the securit.v of the 
country is concerned. When the 
security of the country is involved, of 
course, there is a responsibility cast 
upon the Government to take measures 
under the articles of the Constitution. 

As far as the suspension of any 
right is concerned, it has been done 
by the President of India under the 
provision of the Constitution Itself. 
So, the Constitution makers perhaps 
knew of such a situation that when¬ 
ever the country was confronted with 
such a situation, as we are now con¬ 
fronted with, there was a provision for 
suspension of some of the rights un¬ 
der the Chapter of Fundamental 
Rights. Only that has been done. It 
is not the taking away of the i^ght 
that has been done. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Being justiciable 
is the hallmark of the fundamental 
rights. 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The rigid to 
approach the court has been taken 
away in the interest of the country. 
We oannot allow anti-social elements 
or such otiier elements to have 
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own way even under such a situation. 
That was inevitable. We had to take 
that stand. A point was made by 
Dinen Bhattacharyya and other Mem¬ 
bers from the Opposition that only 
the Congress Party was allowed to hold 
a meeting and not other parties. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
I said, “Its allies." 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: That is total¬ 
ly a lie. (Interruptions).

I would say before the House tlai 
10 instructions have been issued to 

an any meetings belonging to the 
Opposition Parties provided it is a 
legitimate political activity. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA- 
What is that? (Interruptions). 

SHRI F. H MOHSIN: In Kerala, 
CPI(M) and its front organisations 
had 33 public meetings after the emer¬ 
gency and no other political party has 
held so many meetings. They also held 
one conference and one seminar. 
CPI held only 3 public meetings, one 
conference and one seminar. Again, 
CPIIM) led parties held 8 conferences 
in Kerala. 

My friends on the other side were 
mentioning that CPI was not aPowed 
hold meetings in Maharashtra. I have 
got all the figures. In Maharashtra, 
CPI and its front organisations held 
109 public meetings, one conference 
and one seminor, RPI held It public 
meetings, Socialist party held 10 pub¬ 
lic meetings. Shiv Sena held 3 public 
meetings, Congress (O) held I public 
meeting and so on. Even in West 
Bej^gal, CPI and its front organisa. 

tlonl;^eld 62 public rneetin*'*? after 

proclamation of Emergency CPI (Ml 
Wtd its front otganlsations held 2.7 
public meetings after the Emergen¬ 
cy . 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Where? I want that to be clarified. 

SHRI F H. MOHSIN: I do not hove 
those details now- (Interruptons). 

In West Bengal, the Bharatiya 
Jana Sangh held 14 public meetings, 
Congress (O) held 3 public meetings 
and so on. It is not as though they 
were not allowed to hold public meet¬ 
ings and conferences. I have got the 
figures and I can show you where they 
have held public meetings, conferences 
and seminars. They have been hold¬ 
ing public meetings, conferences and 
seminars all over the country. 

It may be true that at certain places, 
some public meetings might not 
have been allowed ^e held. 
But it is only when there is 
a threat to public peace and 
public order or there is an appre¬ 
hension that certain violence may 
erupt that the local officer is authoris¬ 
ed to see the situation and ban the 
public meetings. Generally, we have 
not asked any of the State Govern¬ 
ments to ban public meetings or con¬ 
ferences or seminars which are held 
for a legitimate cause, I can say 
that there is no legal bar to hold'n? 
public meetings nor we have issued 
any instructions in this regard. 

A point was made for the release of 
political prisoners. Mr. Dinen Bhat¬ 
tacharyya, Mr. Satyendra Narayan 
Sinha and some other Members have 
pressed for the release of political 
prisoners. I do not know what is 
meant by political prisoners. We have 
got only under-trial prisoners or con¬ 
victed prisoners or those who are de¬ 
tained under preventive detention 
laws or under the defence and security 
of India laws. There is no category 
as such of political prisoners. It may 
be that some of them who are detain¬ 
ed may belong to certain political 
parties. My friends opposite probably 
have in view the detenus who belong 
to certain political parties. If that is 
so. I sav, yes, some persons who ate 
detained do belong to certain poUttcaOL 
parties. But they have not been de¬ 
tained for their being tfMooiated srlth 
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certain political parties. There are 
personjt who have been detained lor 
their threatened action. If there is 
any threat to the security of the coun¬ 
try, they are- detained not because 
they belonii to certain parties .... 

(Jnterrapfions). Mr. Kam Avtar 

Shastri said he was also detained. 

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI: 
Why? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: He mi^ht have 
committed a certain oftencc .... 
iinterruptions) Your friend mention¬ 
ed your name. That is why I referred 
to it. It is just possible that he 
might have committed an offence under 
any of the laws, under any of the pro¬ 
visions either of the Defence of India 
Rules or of the I.P.C. I do not know 
anything about that. Nobody is 
arrested for his political views 
only. Some of the Congressmen 
have also been arrested and 
are under detention; why should 
they be arrested if only Opposition 
Members are being arrested? So, 
people are detained for the offences 
they have committed and not for 
their pilitical ideologies. 


Now, there is a plea that they 
should be released This is a conti¬ 
nuing process.' Many have already 
been released, it is not as though all 
the people detained are kept in cus- 
^ tody for any length of time. Some of 
them have already been released and 
prominent among them is Shri Charan 
Singh. Was he not one of the leaders 
; belonging to the Oppo.<;ition? He nas 
been released now. Then, Mr. Maha 
Maya. Prasad Sinlia, who was Chief 
Minister of Bihar, has also been re¬ 
leased. So, there are some persons

There are a 
largia number .)f political leaders and 
other political workers wlio nave not 
been arrested. Why should we arrest 
them? There ia no reason to arrest 
them unless they involve themselves 
in creating an atmosphere which 
would endanger the security of the 
country or commit any offence under 
the Indian Penal Code. 

Now, sinag my time is limited, 1 will 
compress my views. Many persons 
have spoken about Press censorship. 
There is no general Press censorship: 
it is only in .ipecitlc matters of a deli¬ 
cate nature like the prochmalion of 
Emergency or the use of the Defence 
of India Act and such matters that 
pre-censorship is there. 

SHRI DINEN EHATTACHARYYA: 
Every item of news has to be censor¬ 
ed; perhaps you don": know it, 

THE MINISTER OF WORKS AND 
HOUSING AND PARLIAMENTARY 
AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU RAM- 
AIAH): If what the Minister .says is 
true and if what you say is untrue and 
you say it outside you will be g'JiHy 
of disseminating falsehool and you are 
liable to be arrested! 

MR. CHAIRMAN; No threats in the 
House please! 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: Tlie purpose 
of censorship is to guide and advise 
the press to guard against the publica¬ 
tion of unauthorised, irre.sponsible or 
inaccurate news items, reports, con¬ 
jectures or rumours which may have 
the effect of causing panic or spread¬ 
ing alarm or incite* disaffection to¬ 
wards the Government. This is eat* 
actly where the Press inis-behaved 
before the Emergenev and before pre- 
censorship was introduced. X don't 
say all, but a large number of them 
publisl^d certain news items to create 
alarm in the mind of the pubiis. That 
was the reason why same kind of a 
neitriction had ^ placed on them 
In ttm matter of proctematioo of 
had the ns® of the Xkrfenee 
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of India Act and Rules etc. a certain 
kind of restraint was particularly 
needed an^ it is only with that objec¬ 
tive that pre-censorehlp was introduc¬ 
ed. 

About the cii'ciunstances which led 
to the imposition of pre.censor.ship, I 
need not elaborate further; it would 
suffice if I quote what the Prime Min- 
inister has stated recently in a mess¬ 
age that was conveyed to AIN£X!!I 
which held its session at Patna on 
March 26, 1976. The Prime Minister 
said; 

“In recent years some journals 
and journalists seem to lia'^-e made 
it their sole purpose to oppose our 
economic and foreign policies and to 
denigrate the nation's endeavour. 
Our policies are not the policies only 
of the Congress and of the execu¬ 
tive. They have the imprimatur of 
Parliament and the people. But to 
some journals, sectional interests 
were more important than the na¬ 
tion's well-being. Taking refuge in 
the democratic freedom guaranted 
by our system, they were under¬ 
mining our secular and social pro¬ 
grammes. They ignored the 
obligation to report events, truthful¬ 
ly and impartially. For years we 
tolerated criticism even when it was 
unfair and motivated. Bu^ when 
some- newspapers began openly con¬ 
doning unconstitutional activities, 
inciting violence and virtually lead¬ 
ing the campaign to paralyse the 
normal working of tlie country, it 
was time to cry halt. Restrictions 
against the press became necessary 
to prevent a breakdown of the sys¬ 
tem.” 

“The press has its rights. So has 
every individual. But responsibility 
and restraint are essential pre¬ 
conditions for the exercise of any 
right. Rights are not theoretical or 
abstract. Instances sr® wanting 
in history when the misuse of free¬ 
dom has threatened freedom itself.” 

‘TSestrictions have already been 
gjyfctly relaxed. Pre-censorship is 
applied in only very lew instances. 
’I&iitors have themselves coma tot* 


ward to suggest ways in which the 
normal functioning of the press can 
be ensured. Barring a few unre¬ 
conciled individuals, most journalists 
have been able to work with the 
understandings reached without 
feeling stisfied.” 

“It is good that most of our news¬ 
papers have been helping to consoli¬ 
date the new climate of self-rest¬ 
raint and responsible behaviour 
which is evident in the country to¬ 
day. The Government needs their 
cooperation in putting our system 
back on the rails.” 

This censorship has done a very good 
thing. It has developed healthy jour¬ 
nalism and eliminated rumours, irres¬ 
ponsible writing and prejudicial re¬ 
ports which were creating a problem 
for the security of the country. As I 
have already stated, there js an un¬ 
derstanding between the press and tbe 
Chief Censor, and t'nax is w’orking 
well. If such a healthy climate con¬ 
tinues, there need n.ot be any censor¬ 
ship at all; if tliey exercise tliis self- 
restraint, there may not be any more 
restraint on the newspaper.';. On the 
whole, this -has worked well. 

T do not want t-j take more time be¬ 
cause the Chairman is looking at the 
clock. I would only say that I do not 
agree with the matters mentioned by 
Siiri Dinen Bhattacharyya and in the 
Resolution nfoved by Shrl A.K. Go- 
palan. I appeal to the House to reject 
the Resolution. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; There are two 
amendments move by Mr. Naik and 
Mr. Daga... 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; I would like to 
withdraw my amendment. 

Ameendment No. 1 was, by leave, 
withdrawn, 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Daga is not 
present I shall put the amendment 
moved by him to the vote of the 
House. 

Amendment Ro. 2 was pat and 
negatived. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN i Now, I shall put 
the nAin Resolution to the vote. The 
question is: 

“This House is of the opinion that 
in order to make it possible lor the 
people to be involved in the demo, 
cratic process and developmental 
activities, the freedom provided 
under the Constitution to the indi¬ 
viduals, organisations and political 
parties to carry on their legiti- 
mate political activities should be 
restored, all political prisoners 
be released, and the press cen¬ 
sorship established after the pro¬ 
clamation of the Emergency and the 
recently adopted press acts should 
be repealed.'*

FOREST POLICY 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, we take up 
the next Resolution, Mr. P. K. Deo. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): What 
is the time allotted to this? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Two hours. 

SHRI B, V. NAIK: We will not get 
this time today. May we have the 
time extended today, so that this im¬ 
portant Resolution on forests is dis¬ 
cussed today? 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We have allotted 
two hours for this. The question of 
extending the time can be considered 
when we come to the end of two 
hours. Now, let him start. 

I SHRl B. V. NAIK: If we close today 
^at 6.00 p.m., then we are not going to 
have one mole day for this Resolution 
during this Session. That means, it 
will comO up only in ttie next Session.

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Mr. 
Chairman. Sir, I beg to move: 

“This House notes with concern 
the large scale denudation of forest 
in the country and urges upon the 
Government to have a more prag- 
matlc national forest policy so that 
S3.3 per cent area of the country is 
covered by forest.” 

In this regard, I would like to point 
out that there is nothing new in my 
Resolution. i have simply reiterated 
the National Forest Policy which was 
formulated in 1352 when the need for 
afforiestation was recognised "o as to 
cover 33.3 per ceot of the entire area 
of the country. I now urge upon the 
Government to have a more realistic 
and a pragmatic national .policy in 
view of the disappearance, at a fright¬ 
ening pace with huge economic and 
ecological cost, of the forest in this 
country. 

We had enough lip-sympathy re¬ 
garding preservation of forest.s and we 
have enough of Vanamahoisav, but as 
far We have been unable to fulfil our 
target; not more than 22.7 per cent of 
our country has been covered with 
forests. That too, to me is a very big 
claim because I know that there are 
many reserve forests just for name 
sake, and not a single tree is to be 
seen therte. Those areas have been 
encroached by unauthorised cultiva¬ 
tion. Stealing of timber has beee 
going on on a large scale by the con¬ 
tractors and by the neighbouring vil¬ 
lagers. 

80.1 per cent of India’.s 550 million 
people live in the villages and one- 
fiffth of the world's cattle population 
lives in rural India. This vast human 
and animal popidation has been grow¬ 
ing at a fast rate. So far as popula¬ 
tion growth is concerned it has been 
rising at a rate of 2,3 per cent every 
year with accompanying enomotis de¬ 
mand for fuel wood, small timber for ' 
agricultural implements for rural 
housing, thorns and bamlboos for fenc¬ 
ing, thiitch for roof and timber for 
dodrs fumjtu^. The require¬ 
ment of ftlo®* is estlthat^Mi to 

gr4i# by 
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1980 and 300 million cubic metres by 
1990 as compared to 203 million cubic 
metres in 1970. This will result in 
a gap of 100 million cubic metres of 
timber between demand and supply. 
This has to be looked into from today. 

Per capita forest area in this coun¬ 
try is only 0.14 hectare as compared to 
double this figure so far as Asia is 
concerned. It is 18 times in Africa, 
28 times in U.S.S.R. 34 times in 
Pacific region, 40 times in South 
America and 9 times in the world as 
a whole. 

Contrary to our National Forest 
Policy of 1952, 1,83,625 hectares of 
reserve forest has been lost in River 
Valley Projects, expansion of agri¬ 
culture, in new townships and re¬ 
settlement of refugees, more parti¬ 
cularly in the Dandarkarnya area in 
Orissa and Madhya Pradesh, by set¬ 
ting up of various industries, construc¬ 
tion of roads, canals, transmission 
lines, and last but not the least, illicit 
felling w'hich is the biggest menace to 
the forest growth in this country. 
While our forests have been dwindl¬ 
ing, the demand for fuel wood and 
timber and minor forest produce has 
been increasing very fast. In my 
State of Orissa, the total forest area 
is 6740 sq. km. of which 3153,sq. km. 
are yet to be demarcated and reserv¬ 
ed. So, nearly half of the forest area 
has been converted into reserve for¬ 
ests and the rest are still lying unde- 
inaarcated. We note here with great 
concern the forest denudation that has 
been going on at an alarming pace. 
Deforestation causes more misery to 
the people and there is no doubt 
about it. And disappearance of 
forests will bring in its train awesome 
land slides and soil erosion', land pro¬ 
ductivity will go do'wn, climatic 
changes will take place, streams 
dry up and the irrigation and 
Ifower projects on which so 
much money has been spent 
•will be silted up in no time andi 
it will bring mgre inddence of floods. 
-Both ecological and en-droiimmital 
damage will be done aiiectlng tee cU- 

mate^ tee flora end teuna of tee entire 
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area. So, taking into consideration all 
these factors, when I tried to analyse 
them, I found that there are three* 
main causes. No. 1 is the indiscrimi¬ 
nate cutting of the trees by the villa¬ 
gers to meet the demand for firewood. 
So far as the avenue trees are con¬ 
cerned, I feel it my duty to bring to- 
the notice of the House that even 
avenuie trees which are 100 or 150' 
years old and particularly in my con¬ 
stituency, trees which have been 
planted by my ancestors, have been 
mercilessly hacked under the very 
nose of the government officials. All 
my attempts to bring it to the notice- 
of the authorities in the Block Deve¬ 
lopment Board meetings and the Dis¬ 
trict Development Board meetings 
have been just a cry in wilderness. 

A directive has been sent from the^ 
Centre that fast-growing trees should 
be planted on both sides of the roads 
and on the bank of the canals. But it 
is only in Haryana and Punjab that 
they have taken steps in this i*egard. 

It is really a pleasure to drive on the* 
State Highways or the National High¬ 
ways in Punjab and Karyana and you 
feel as if you are driving through a 
garden. Biit, so far as other States 
are concerned, it is far from satis¬ 
factory, and the avenue trees are be¬ 
ing mercilessly cut down. Even 
mango groves are being cut down in 
UP and Bihar where it used to be 
nnnaidered a pious and religious duty 
to plant a mango grove during the 
lifetime of an individual and the 
mango trees are also fast disappear¬ 
ing. So, there has been a complete 
denudation of the forest wealth of 
the country. 

The States have peen asked to form 
Forest Corporations to exploit the 
forest wealth of the States. But once 
the juggernaut of the contractcrs 
moves into the forest area, they over¬ 
bid at the auction of copes even 
tihPugh there has been enumeration of 
the trere by the forest officials end 
they know what is the w<»th of the 
timber that will be avaihible from the 
area. In si^te of teat, for the sake of 
revenue^ teey permit overhldfllng 
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they give the licence to the highest 
bidder. As a result they come there 
and'try to steal from the neighbouring 
forests and they completely upset the 
working plan of the forest which has 
been in«pared on a scientific basis, to 
provide a rotation of nearly 30 years 
for the trees to re-grow. m this re¬ 
gard, I would request the Minister or 
if he likes, let him send the IG of 
Forests or any other big officer in his 
Ministry to go and see in my area. 
Especially, I request him to come and 
se»e the Urladani reserve forest which 
is the catchment area of the UTAI 
project which js on a perennial river 
and where just by diversion, we are 
irrigating 30,000 acres of land even in 
the dry season. Its perennial flow in 
the catchment area will no longer be 
there because of indiscriminate felling 
of tirees. In no tinv that beautiful 
irrigation project will be spoiled. Let 
him go and see the Karla-pat Reserve 
Forest which is the source of the 
Sagra river. This is a pereimial river 
and on it depends upon the water sup¬ 
ply system of the town of Bhawani 
Patna the headquarrers of the Kalah- 
andi District, In my lifetime the 
Sagra river has never dried up. It is 
because of the discriminate felling of 
the trees in the catchment area that 
last year there was no flow of water 
in the Sagra river and the people of 
the district headquarters had to suffer 
for shortage of drinking water. 

The third problem is about the 
shifting cultivation resorted to by the 
tribals. So much money has been 
snent for the tribals. I request that 
they should be persuaded to take to 
nlough and they should be settled on 
the plain land. All the surplus land 
which would be available after the 
land reforms should be earmarked to 
settle these tribals and to persuade 
them to come down from the hill 
slopes, take to plough and to give up 
their old traditional way of cultiva¬ 
tion. 

The fmirth is hunger for land. 
There has been a systematic encroach- 
znmit. In spite of the best effort of 
the Govuntmtot officials. It Is because 
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of the petty corrupt forest guards or 
foresters in the forest area, that the 
forest has be»en destroyed by the local 
villagers. So I beg to submit that 
there should not be any isolated ap¬ 
proach or tinkering with a problem 
like this. We shall have to go to the 
root of the problem and its various- 
ramifications. Then only we can ex¬ 
pect concrete results. 

Sir, some experts have pointed out 
that Rajasthan Thar desert has been 
advancing eastward et the rat© of 
1 K.M. every year. So far as my dis¬ 
trict is concerned, when i was a child, 
I remember, we used to have an an¬ 
nual rainfall of 65” but now it has 
come down to 35’’. It is because there 
has been discriminate felling of trees, 
and complete denudation of forests, in 
that area. And, more so, it has be¬ 
come a post-independent feature. We 
had independence on 15th of August, 
1947, and in the same month of 
August, there was one patch of re¬ 
serve forect inside in my constituency 
by the name of Jalbandha forests, 
within 15 days the entire reserve 
forest are not to be seen.. 
After the trees are lost, it is the grass 
which holds the soil. Because of over- 
grazing by the cattle, the top soil is 
either blown away or washed away 
and only the sand dunes are found in 
the desert. In my area you will find 
huge granite rock.v boulders without 
any top soil. So, there Is absolutely 
no chance and there is no capacity on 
the part! of that land to support either 
trees or lives of any type. 

So, I would most respectfully sub¬ 
mit this. There should be dynamic 
and effective steps which should be 
taken as has been done in the USA. 
Canada and some other parts of 
Europe. China has taken a very bold 
step in this regard. During Mao's 
regime, it has become the duly of 
every Chinese citizen to plant trees. 
Now all those former barren areas 
have been covered by trees. • 

I find that a new awareness has re- 
cently dawned and recently a seminar 
was held in Ahmedabad from 20th ta 
24^ Petmuaey of this year on Social’ 
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Forestiry. They made various valu¬ 
able recommendations, i request th-it 
'the Government should consider those 
aspects and try to Implement them. 
'They should be aiven top priority. 

Before I conclude, I would like to 
make some suggestions. All-round 
anti-soil-erosion measures like con- 
•tour-bunding soil-conservation, altor- 
esttation in the catchment area of pro¬ 
posed dams, etc. should be taken up. 
These tree leaves and the other plants 
produce rich humus. Tf they are un¬ 
touched, they form a porous spongy 
mass which absorbs, retains and re¬ 
gulates the flow of the rain-water. 
By the time the dam is completed 
"there is little scope for the reservoirs 
'to get silted up. And, secondly, I 
would suggest that quick-growing 
trees like eucalyptus, casurine, si.sao, 
deak, babul, rain-troe, etc. should be 
•grown in the various waste lands. 

Sir in this regard, I would like to 
paint out that the Arizona Arid Land 
Research Centre has recently develop¬ 
ed a new tree that is, Ajman’s 
Gogoba. The life .span of the tree is 
300 years. The leaves provide nutii- 
tion to the animals, the seeds provide 
a type of vegetable oil. The trees act 
as wind-brakers in the desert area. 

I would like to submit that the 
Centre cannot take all the responsi¬ 
bility in both their hands. It is a pro¬ 
gramme for the people and hence of 
the people. The people should be 
■educated. The usefulness of the tree 
has to be taught from the very child¬ 
hood and it shoiild find a place in the 
-school curriculum; it should be pub¬ 
licised through the various publicity 
-media. 

I am glad that thei>* has been a new 
awareness in some sections of our 
people which has manifested itself in 
the Chifiko movement in Uttarakhand, 
U.P. • 

For cutting dpwn of trees, 1 duMgest, 
tlwtw should be drastic penal laws. 


Sir, I am glad that the Governnsent 
of India has made come provision to 
give an impetus to social forestry. 
They have provided a subsidy of 75 
per cent to the panchayats and 50 per 
cent to the States for which a provi¬ 
sion of Rs. 10 crores has been made 
in the Fifth Five-year Plan. The 
State Governments also have made a 
provision of Rs. 20 crores. So, in all, 
if these Rs. 30 crores are properly 
utilised, we would b-3 able to achieve 
something. 

Thirdly, I .suggest that an alternate 
source; of energy has to be found out. 
Now, people have started using pet¬ 
roleum gas for cooking. But it has 
become vfery expensive and i- is not 
eai^ly available. So, the gobar gas 
plant, which has become very popular 
in Haryana has to be popularised in 
the other States. We are surplus in 
coal. People should be habituated 'to 
cook in coal. 

Solar energy has to be tapped. A 
colleague of mine in the Second Lok 
Sabha has invented one solar cooker. 
But it is very expensive. Some indi¬ 
genous type of chean solar cooker may 
be provided to the people so that they 
can cook food. 

My last suggestion is this. Forestry 
should be a Central subject. It should 
find a p]ac?8 in List No. I of the 
Seventh Schedule of our Constitution. 
So far as the Central Government is 
concerned, I am sure, that they will 
not be intere.st€d in the revtenue part 
of it. But, from the ecological point 
of view and from the point of view of 
soil conservation, floo'l control and 
preservation of wild life, it can be the 
concern of the nation. 

I believe that a new forest policy is 
going to be re-drafted. I beg to sub¬ 
mit that all the suggestions t»f mine 
made here may find a place in the new 
forest policy and, if necessary, I do 
not mind even if the Constitution is 
amended. You will get sH-out sup¬ 
port from us for this. 

im. CHAIRMAN: RraolMtion mov¬ 
ed: 
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This House notes with conce>‘n 
the large-scale denudation of forest 
in the country and urges upon the 
Government to have a more prag- 
iftatic national forest policy so that 
33.3 per cent area of the country is 
covered by forest.”. 

Should we adjourn now? I think let 
everybody get a chance in the next 
session.

•SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem): 
Hon. Mr. Speaker, Sir. on behalf of 
the Aima D.M.K.. I rise to express 
my views o*i the Finance Bill. I 
have to point out that the Annual 
Budget presented before this House 
the Hon. Finance Minister for 
the year 1976-77 and the Finance 
Bill now under discussion would con¬ 
tribute greatly to the success of the 
30-poJflt, 6(^oinic programme of our 


respected Prime Minister. I need 
not stress the fact that these two are 
the potent instmments for elective 
implementation of the 20-point eco¬ 
nomic programme. I pay my com¬ 
pliments to the hon. Finance Minister 
for having formulated such a Budget 
and Finance Bill which would help 
in the successful implementation of 
the 20-point economic programme. 

When the country was going 
through a raging inflation, when the 
pric^ of essential commodities were 
soaring, the hon. Finance Minister 
had in fact performed a miracle 
through the current year’s Budget. 
The fiscal measures he has adopted 
have contained both inflation and 
soaring prices. The other day the 
hon. Finance Minister announced con¬ 
cessions amounting to Rs. 9.90 crores 
in the interest of economic growth 
Of the country. On behalf of A.D. 
M.K., I pay my humble tributes to 
the sagacity of our Finance Minister 
in havijig presented such a construc¬ 
tive Budget and Finance Bill which 
have helped greatly the economic 
growth. 


It has been the normal feature tnat 
the hon. Finance Minister and the 
Finance Ministry become the target of 
attack of all the political parties and 
also the common people whenever 
the agricultural production or the 
industrial production receives a set 
back. This year it is heartening that 
both the agricultural production and 
the industrial production have gone 
up beyond expectations. The days of 
scarcity have been replaced by the 
days of plenty. The fertiliser produc¬ 
tion this year bas gone up so high 
that there seems to be no bjjyer; 
Rs. 100 crores worth of fertilisers 
are lying stagnant. Many crores 
worth of handloom cloth, mill doth 
arp going abegging. The steel pro¬ 
duction has achieved unprecedented

record. It has to be welcomed that 
production in all the sectors has gone 
up during this year. 

Sir, I would like to suggest a new 
thing in regard to agriculture. Inst¬ 
ead of clamouring for agricultural sec¬ 
tor, it must be ensured that the agri¬ 
culturists get much required incen¬ 
tives. The Government must give 
them free of cost all the inputs of 
agriculture—electricity, improved 

variety of seeds, fertilisers, insecti¬ 
cides, pesticides etc. and in return the 
Government may take one-third or 
one-fourth of the agricultural produce. 

If this is done, all the major problems 
confronting the agriculturists would 
disappear and consequently the agri¬ 
cultural production would go up. The 
agriculturists would never lament that 
they have not got seeds, no fertilisers 
etc. I understand that such a system 
is prevalent in some foreign countries. 

I would appeal to the hon. Finance 
Minister to examine this proposition 
seriously. 

Many hon. Members had demanded 
that the maximum rate of incometax . 
should be brought down. 1 am bappy 
that this year the hon. Finance Minis¬ 
ter has brought down the maximum 
rate of incometax to 86 per cent. This 
will generate greater investment in 
lindustries. The entrepreneurs will 
IK) doubt avail of these incentives and 
come forward to set up pew industrial 
establishments. It is heartening that 
the Government realised the urgent 
need for industrial growth and has 
given this incentive to the industrial 
entrepreneurs. 

There has also been persistent de- 
mind on the floor of this House that 
the exemption limit for income-tax 
should be raised from Rs. 8000 to Rs. 
1200(^ The Minister of State, Shri 
Mukherj^te, stated that it 
w^ld not be poscAble for the Govern¬ 
ment to raise the income-tax exemp¬ 
tion ' limit from Rs. '8000 to Rs. 12000. 
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He pointed out that out of the total 
population of 60 crores only 36 lakh 
people are assessees now. I would 
like to point out that if the incometax 
exemption limit is raised from Rs. 8000 < 
to Rs. 12000 there is the possibility of 
the number of assessees going up to 
one crore. There will also be less of 
incometax evasion. The Department 
will be able to concentrate Iheir 
efforts on the large assessees, which 
will lead to greater revenue fcft- the 
Government. Here, this must also be 
borne in mind that the value of rupee 
in 1955 wa.s on rupee four paise- 
and in 1975 il was only 26 paise. In 
these circum-stances, there is impera¬ 
tive need for raising the income lax 
exemption limit from Rs. 8000/-to Rs. 
12000 /-. 

Sir, one of the basic reasons for the- 
fall in prices was the Voluntary Dis¬ 
closure scheme under which a total 
sum of Rs. 1580 crores was declaredj 
to that extent the black money circu¬ 
lation was reduced. Everyone expect-- 
ed that the disclosures would not ex¬ 
ceed Rs. 1000 ctbres. But the disclo¬ 
sures reached Rs. 1580 crores surpass- 
ing all the calculations. This helped' 
greatly in the fall of prices and alsiy 
in the containment of inflation. If the 
raid-s and seizures are intensified in 
the current year also and if the hidden- 
whealth is declared openly to the ex¬ 
tent of Ks. 3000 crores, than it will be 
a permanent solution for holding the 
price line; it will also curb the infla- 
tiorary tendencies for ever. I am sure 
that the hon. Finance Minister will 
look into this matter with this back¬ 
ground. 


If the Government want to elimi¬ 
nate black money from the economic 
scene of our country, tiien the export 
trade should be nationalised. Thia 
will end for ever the perennial mal- 
iHractices like over.4nvoicing and under¬ 
invoicing. The quantity of our export 
commo^ties wiU also 1^ not a victim 
Of vitriolic criticism abroajd. In other 
words, the quality of our coepmis win 
be upio international stakflai^ 
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Reuefltly, the Reserve Bank has 
directed that the dividend declared by 
the Banks on their shares should not 
be beyond 12 per cent. This ceiling 
has acted as a disincendve for the pros^ 
pective buyers of shares. This will also 
lead to a steep fall in Bank deposits. I 
suggest that this ceiling of 12 per cent 
should be raised further in crder to 
attract more Bank deposit,*? and more 
buyers of shares. If the Bank deposits 
go up, naturally that will be used for 
prcduciinn purposes, loading to acce¬ 
lerated economic growth. 

Sir, if the 20 -point economic program, 
me of our Prime Minister is to succeed 
throughout the country, then the masses 
of our country must be made aware of 
the contents and benefits of this 20 - 
PQint economic programme. I am 
afraid that the Government’s effort in 
this direction is tardy. The entire 
population of our country must know 
what this 20 -point economic programme 
means for their life. This programme 
must also be implemented in all the 
States in a uniform manner avoiding 
any lop-sided benefits to certain sec¬ 
tions. The power and irrigation must 
be in the central sector. All the rivers 
should be declared as national rivers. 
The generation of electricity must also 
be the central responsibility. If the 
rivers are nationalised, the river-water 
disputes between the States will be 
done with: The nation’s prosperity lies 
in this. 

Many hon. Members have pointed 
out that the rural people do not get 
easy financial credit for meeting their 
needs. The Central Government must 
ensure that there is a cooperative Bank 
or a commercial bank in each Pancha- 
yat catering to the financial needs of 
our framers. Such banks should be 
authorised to give loans again.st the 
goldra and silver jewellery belonging 
to these people. I mean to say that 
they should get credit facilities quickly 
without being harassed by so many 
procedures. 

Ntw that Tamil Nadu is under Presi¬ 
dent’s rule, hqw thsd Tamil Nadu is 


being administered by the Governor- 
under the directions of the Central 
Government, 1 have to point out certain i 
things which are to be done imme¬ 
diately. The hon. Finance Minister of 
the Government of India is keen to 
help [he people of Tamil Nadu. The 
Central Government as a whole went 
lo help the economic needs of Tamil 
Nadu. In these circumstances, I want 
to appeal to the hon. Minister of 
Finance .that the basic minimum re¬ 
quirement of Rs. 16.5 erodes this year 
for the Salem Steel plant, the founda¬ 
tion-stone for which was laid by the 
hon. Prime Minister in 1970, should be 
sanctioned. I regret to say that only 
Rs. 3 crores has been sanctioned in this 
Budget, Rs. 16.5 crores is the mini¬ 
mum requirement of Salem Steel Plant 
this year. This must be sanctioned. 
Similarly, the Central Government 
must expedite the completion of Salem 
Steel Plant which is the long-cherished 
dream of the people of Tamil Nadu. 
Besides this, for the economic develop¬ 
ment of Tamil Nadu, the Settiusamu- 
dram Canal Project, the Naiveli Ther¬ 
mal Plant, the Kalpakkam Atomic 
Power Plant must be cornpleteti at the 
earliest. 

Before I resume my seat, I would 
like to say that my part.r, the Anna 
Dravida Munnetra Kazhagam will 
actively participate in the successful 
implementation of 20-point economic 
programme of our Prime Minister in 
Tamil Nadu.

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI C. BUBRAMANIAM); Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, after the general budget 
speech, there was an' elaborate dis¬ 
cussion on it and I had the privilege 
of replying t© the debate also not only 
here but also in the other House 
wherein I had dealt with the various 
aspects of the economic policy of the 
Government, 

And there bad been discussion on 
me demands of the various Ministries. 


There also points have been made and 
they have been answered. We ^e in 
the final stage of the budget of Consi¬ 
dering and passing the Finance Bill. 
At this stage, I do not propose again 
to answer the criticisms or suggestions 
with regard to general policy. Particu¬ 
larly, the emphasis which has been 
laid the ideological emphasis which 
has been laid as usual, by some of the 
parties, I am not brushing them aside 
as completely irrelevant but, unfor¬ 
tunately, those ideologies do not fit in 
with the policies that we have adum¬ 
brated for ourselves here which we 
want to implement. It is in this con¬ 
text that the taxation policy and also 
the amendments we are making to-day 
will have to be judged. 

In addition to that, my task has 
been made much easier by the inter¬ 
vention of my colleague, Shri Pranab 
Kumar Mukherjee, who made a com¬ 
prehensive speech, particularly, with 
regard to the taxatton administration- 
and some ©f the other points. 

So, I propose to confine myself strict- 
’ ly to deal with the contents of the 
Finance Bill and some of the sugges¬ 
tions that have been made with re¬ 
gard to this Finance Bill and also deal, 
perhaps again, briefly, with regard to 
the Government amendments also 
which we have given for purposes of 
improving the Finance Bill. This is 
something like giving the final machi¬ 
ning to take out some of the raw 
edges. The amendments are only on 
those lines. 

I shall first refer to some of the 
points made with regard to the invest¬ 
ment allowance. While Shri H. M. 
Patel was somewhat surprised that the 
mining industry was being left out and 
so also export-oriented industries, 
Shri Salve went so far as to question 
the very bads on which the indus¬ 
tries were included in the Ninth Sche¬ 
dule of the Income-tax Act. Having 
presumed that the list had no rational 
basis, he ivent further to suggest that 
all Industries should get the benefit of 
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investment allowance. I wish the 
Government were in a position to 
sacrifice unlimited revenue. And we 
will have to cut the plan and invest¬ 
ment also to that extent. But, as hon. 
Members are aware, in order to sup¬ 
port the large plan outlay, which we 
have provided during the year 1976-77 
and, at the same time, keep infiatio¬ 
nary forces at bay, we have to be 
highly selective while sacrificing re¬ 
venue. 

The benefits to the economy as a 
whole have to be carefully weighed 
before any concession is granted. This 
is precisely what we have done. Even 
at the time of drawing up of the list 
of industries for inclusion in the 
Ninth Schedule, deep and careful scru¬ 
tiny was undertaken and only indus¬ 
tries which fulfilled the criteria laid 
down, were included. I would like to 
recapitulate that the main factors 
taken into account were; 

(i) the priority of the product 
from the angle of exports and 
the essential needs for inter¬ 
mediate and investment goods 
and essential needs for mass 
consumption; 

(ii) extent of capacity constraint 
on production; 

(Ui) reasonable expectation of ad¬ 
ditional capacity creation in 
response to fiscal incentives; 
and 

(iv) amenability of the product to 
precise description. 

It waji on the basis of the careful ap¬ 
plication of these criteria that the list 
of industries to be included in the 
Ninth Schedule was drawn up. It was 
not as if the list was prepared in an 
ad hoc fashion. During the current 
budget exercise, the list was again re¬ 
viewed and on the recommendation of 
the Ministry of Industrial Develop¬ 
ment, we have added eight more items 
to the list. I can only assure honf. 
Members that the matter will be con¬ 


stantly under review and suitable 
changes will be made to the list from 
year to year depending on the deve¬ 
loping situation. 

I was rother surprised to find that 
while Shri Salve has argued force¬ 
fully for the extention of investment 
allowance which has to be created out 
of profit, to the backward areas, he 
had at the same time ^etated that in¬ 
dustries in backward areas cannot ex¬ 
pect to make profit for 15 years. In¬ 
vestment allowance is admissible in 
the case of backward areas also In so 
far as industries included in the 
Ninth Schedule are concerned. There 
are already a package of incentives 
for industries in backward areas. For 
instance. Section 80 HH of the Income 
tax Act exempts 20 per cent of profits 
derived from industrial undertakings 
set up in backward areas for a period 
of 10 jears. What is really needed is 
the selection of appropriate instru¬ 
ments which would give real benefit 
to the right type of industries coming 
Up in backward areas. Such indus¬ 
tries should add to the total wealth of 
the region rather than deplete it. For 
the development of backward areas, 
as I have already mentioned on more 
than one occasion, the real solution 
lies in the establishment of industries 
which exploit the natural resources of 
the area through a technology appro¬ 
priate to the manpower resources in’ 
the area. Location of large industries 
might give employment to a limited 
number of people, but might at the 
same time also lead to pockets of high 
purchasing power which ultimately 
would impoverish the adjoining rural 
areas. Bihar is a typical example of 
such a phenomaron. The entire 
question of development of backward 
areas is now under examination by a 
high-powered committee under my es¬ 
teemed colleague Shri T. A. Pai and I 
can only assure the hon. Members' 
that whatever fiscal incentives are 
necessary to really improve conditions 
in backward areas would be given 
Government's most considered atten¬ 
tion. 
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I shall now clarify certain points in 
regard to taxation of non-residents 
for which provision has been made itt 
the B^nance Bill. Hitherto, income by 
way of royalties received by non-resi¬ 
dents was charged to lax on a TJet basis, 
that is, after allowing deduction in 
respect of expenses from the gross 
amount of such income. In the case 
of foreign companies, the net income 
received under approved agreements 
was charged fo tax at the rat of 52.5 
per cent. Further, lumpsum payments 
received by non-residents outside 
India for the delivery of designe and 
drawings relating to any patent, in¬ 
vention', etc. outside India were not 
chargeable to tax jn India. 

Under the Finance Bill, it is pro¬ 
posed to levy income-tax at the rate 
of 40 per cent on the gross amount of 
royalties received by foreign compa¬ 
nies under approved agreements made 
on or after 1st April, 1976. Royalties 
received under approved agreements 
made before that date will, however 
continue to be taxed at the rate of 
52.5 per cent on net Oasis. Further, 
lumpsum payments received by such 
companies outside India for the deli¬ 
very of designs and drawings outside 
India will be chargeable to tax in 
India in all cases, h respective of the 
dale on which the agreement was 
made. Such lumpsum payments will, 
however, be charged to tax at the 
rate of 20 per cent of the gross amount 
if these are received under approved 
agreements made on or after the 1st 
April 1976. 

It has been represented that foreign 
supplies of technical knowhow had 
entered into agreements or had final¬ 
ised proposals for the receipt of such 
lump sum royalties with the approval 
of the Central Government on the 
understanding that such payments 
Vould be exempted from tax. In order 
to matigate hardship in such cases, I 
proposed to exempt from income-tax 
the lumpsum payments of this type 
received under approved agreements 


made before 1st April, 1976. Such 
lumpsum payments received under 
agreements made after 31st Sfarch, 
1976, will, at the option of the foreign 
company, be treated similarly if the 
agreement was made in accordance 
with the proposals approved by the 
Central Government before 1st April, 
1976. Foreign companies which exer¬ 
cise an option under the proposed 
provision will continue to pay income- 
tax in respect of the remaining ro¬ 
yalty income on the existing basis. In 
other words, income-tax in respect of 
the remaining royalty income will be 
charged at the rate of 52.5 per cent 
on a net basis. The net amount cf 
royalty income will, however, be com¬ 
puted after limiting the deduction on 
account of expenditure incurred on 
earning such income to 20 per cent of 
the gross amount. Foreign companies 
which do not exercise this option will 
be governed by the new scheme of 
taxation of ro.vaKies laid down in the 
Bill. They will, thus, have to pay 
income-tax at the rate of 20 per cent 
on the gross amount of the lumpsum 
royalties and at the rate of 40 per cent 
on the remaining amount of royalty. 

Under another provision in the Fin¬ 
ance Bill, interest payable by a non- 
re.sident will be deemed to accrue or 
arise in India if it is payable in res¬ 
pect of any debt incurred or moneys 
borrowed and used for the purposes 
of n business or profession carried on 
by the non-resident in India or for 
the purposes of making or earning 
any income from any source in India. 
It has been represented that while it 
will be fair to tax interest payable by 
a non-resident carrying on business 
in India on moneys boiTOwed by him 
from another non-re^dent for the pur¬ 
poses of his business in India, taxation 
of interest paid by a non-resident to 
another non-resident in other cases 
will result in casting the tax net too 
wide. Thus, in a case where a non¬ 
resident ‘A' borrows moneys from an¬ 
other non-resident ‘B’ for investment 
in' shares of an Indian company, non¬ 
resident sbnuld not be charged to 
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tax on interest received by him from 
*A ask the nexus between the invest- 
ment in India and non-resident ‘B’ !s 
rather tenuous. It has also been re¬ 
presented that taxation of income in 
such cases will adversely affect in¬ 
vestment in India. I, therefore, pro¬ 
pose to exclude from the tax net m- 
terest received by a non-resident from 
another non-rei^dent unless such 
other non-resident carries on a busi¬ 
ness or profession in India. 

Shri Salve has taken rather strong 
exception to the fact that outstanding 
fees in the case of lawyers and solici¬ 
tors only have been exempted and 
other professionals have not been 
covered. CXir decision was taken' after 
careful examination of representa¬ 
tions received in the matter. We also 
had before us the considered views of 
the Attorney General before making 
the decision. As the House is aware, 
outstanding iees :r. the case of plead¬ 
ing advocates and senior advocates 
who are briefed by junior advocates 
are not legally recoverable. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): That 
is wrong, Sir. Every advocate is en¬ 
titled to sue in the court of law in 
India. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: It is 
difficult, if not impossible, therefore, to 
ascertain ojj a fair basis the recover¬ 
able outstanding fees of any advocate 
Or solicitor. Besides many advocates 
act as well as plead in some cases and 
only plead in certain other cases. 
Identification of outstanding fees which 
can' be regarded as asset for the pur¬ 
pose of wealth tax would be an insu¬ 
perable task in these cases. It was on 
these considerations that exemption 
has been proposed. 1^16 House will 
appreciate that prima facie, these con¬ 
siderations do not apply to the case of 
those belonging to other professions. 
However, I have an epeff: mind and if 
any group of professionals are able to 
estal^h that they have a problem 
similar to, if not identical with that 
of the category already exempted, I 
shall lespond to their representations. 
The House will appredate that in 


such cases, snap decisions are just not 
possible and a careful analysis must 
precede any decision. 

Shri Salve has also urged the remo¬ 
val of the so-called disparity between 
taxation rates in legard to registered 
firms, especially of professionals, and 
individuals. He has at the same time 
argued equally forcefully for the re¬ 
moval of the disparity of rates applic¬ 
able to the corporate sector and that 
applicable to HUPs, individuals and 
partners. I would like to inform the 
House that the rates applicable to 
different tax entities are not determin¬ 
ed in an ad hoc fashion. They are 
based on an analytical study cf the 
incidence of taxation with regard to 
counter-balancing benefits which ac¬ 
crue to the taxable entity. For exam¬ 
ple, while it is a fact that the com¬ 
bined incidence of income lax on a 
registered firm and its partnei-s is 
higher than the tax that would have 
been paid by the partners of the firm 
on their respective .shares of income if 
they derived an' equal income by se¬ 
parately carrying on their profession 
or business, this has to be carefully 
counter-balanced by the special bene¬ 
fits accruing from a partnership as a 
form of business crganjsalion. In fact, 
hon'. members will recall that the need 
for a levy of separate tax on register¬ 
ed firms arose as inter alia on the con¬ 
sideration that many tax payers found 
it easy to reduce the tax liability b.y 
setting up firms 'with relatives and 
friends as partners, gome of whom 
were merely benamidars. 

Certain hon'. members have, per¬ 
haps for ideological reasons, been ra¬ 
ther critical of the concessions that 
have been given in excise duties to 
the private sector. My colleague, 
Shri Pranab Mukherjee has already 
dealt with this in detail. I must, how¬ 
ever, say that I am in full agreement 
with the views of Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao." 
that the ball is now squarely in' the 
court of the private sector and that 
they should proue equal to the chaL 
lenge posed to them and the confld- 
mce reposed in them by the nation. 
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The tendency to fritter away their 
energies in a gluttonous mood seeking 
more and more tax concessions must 
be discouraged. As I had said during 
the budget debate, the private sector 
is on trial. It is for the private sec¬ 
tor to prove its worth by its perform¬ 
ance. 

Certain hon. members pleaded for 
further relief in respect of excise duty 
on paper, tractors, certain agricultural 
implements and bicycles. I have had 
the matter examined, but I am unable 
to concede these requests since I find 
that adequate concessions have already 
been given in respect of most of these 
commodities. 

Several hon. members have made 
some constructive suggestions to im¬ 
prove the economy. I can assure them 
that their suggestions will receive our 
highest consideration. 

I am deeply grateful to hon. mem¬ 
bers for the ppprecialJon they have 
expressed in regard to the remarkable 
progress which our, economy has re¬ 
gistered in recent years. This is in¬ 
deed a tribute to the inspiring and 
dynamic leadership of the Prime Min¬ 
ister. Economic progress is closely 
inter-linked and inter-woven with 
progress in the political and social 
spheres of activity. The recent deve¬ 
lopments in our relations with China ■ 
and Pakistan are of considerable sig¬ 
nificance to the future of our country. 

On the social slide, long-standing 
wasteful and evil practices like dowry 
etc. are now being speedily eradicat¬ 
ed through determined action to 
arouse the social conscience of the na¬ 
tion. The recently announced popula¬ 
tion policy is another important step 
in our relentless drive against poverty. 

Our achievements in' the field of 
science and technology have already 
.received world-wide acclaim and we 
are one of the top nations in the 
world so far as scientific skills and 
technological talent fe concerned. Dis¬ 
cipline has been restored in almost 
every walk dl life. Educational insti- 
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tutions have now become centres of 
learning once aggin'. Industrial es¬ 
tablishments have become ^places 
where work is worship. Government 
offices have achieved a level of effici- 
ency never before reached. Shortages 
of essential commodities is now only 
an unhappy memory. "We have about 
13 million tonnes of foodgrains in our 
godowns today. As you all know, 
procurement is still going on at a very 
fast rate. 

SHRI BIBHUTI MISHRA (Moti- 
hari): But the prices of agricultural 
commodities have come down and the 
prices of industrial goods have not 
gone down prooortionately. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: I have 
dealt with it in my budget speech, I 
agree that we should have a balance 
between agricultural prices and indus¬ 
trial prices. Therefore, there is no 
question of merely having an Agricul¬ 
tural Prices Commission to fix the 
price for the benefit of the urban con¬ 
sumer. For other essential commodi¬ 
ties, particularly those required by the 
rural population, we should have com¬ 
modity councils or price commissions 
so that the rural population gets the 
benefits of lesser prices for their con¬ 
sumption goods. This balance will 
have to be brought out and this bal¬ 
ance, I do agree, does not exist today. 

Power is no longer a constraint to 
production. Industrial raw materials 
are available in abundant measure to 
keep the wheels of industry moving 
Harmonious industrial relations are 
the order of the day. As was pointed 
out, we have fertilisers also and thwre 
is not shortage of fertiliser today. 

Last year, when emergency was 
declared, the nation was at cross 
roads. When the new Economic pro¬ 
gramme was discussed in this august 
Houw, I described the situation as a 
turning point. Yes, indeed, it has 
been a turning point. We have fully 
gra^>ed the opportunities thrown up 
by the new situation brought about by 
the Eaaergency. The nation has enter*- 
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ed a new era of progress and social 
regeneration. It, therefore, behoves 
eacH one of ns to do our mite to con¬ 
solidate the going of emergency, ensure 
that the momentum generated is sus¬ 
tained, if not strengthened, that the 
qualitative change in all facets of na¬ 
tional life is preserved if not improv¬ 
ed, and strive our Utmost for the 
speedy attainment of our cherished 
goals of a better standard of living for 
our millions and better quality of life 
especially in rural India.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
The exemption limit has been fixed 
at Rs. 8,000/-. My amendment is 
that, in place of Rs. 8,000/- it should 
be R's. 10,000/-. This is because the 
Govemmenli has amended the cate¬ 
gorisation of workers so far as wages 
are concerned. Previously, a man 
drawing up to Rs. 500 was being treat¬ 
ed as a workman but now this has 
been raised to Rs. 1,000/-. So, in that 
context, this limit of Rs. 8,000 has no 
meaning; it must be Rs. 10 , 000 /-. Actu- 
ally, what is the value of Rs. 10,000/- 
nowadays? When I came to the l ok 
Sabha for the first time (at that time 
Mr. Salve was not there) the limit was 
R's. 3,500/-. But, today, evai if i get 
Rs. 8,000 the value does not come to 
Rs. 3,500/. So I plead with the Minis¬ 
ter to kindly consider this and 
raise the limit from Rs. 8,000/- 
Rs. 10,000/- so that the poorer strata 
of workers and employees may be re¬ 
lieved to some extent. 

The other amendments are onlv con¬ 
sequential. 

DR. RANEN SEN; My amendment 

is that, instead of Rs. 8.000/- as the 
exemption limit, it should be RS. 
15 , 000 /-. There has been amendment 
of the Industrial Disputes Act by which 
the definition of a workman has been 
changed Jo apply to people who are 
"drawing up tO'Rs, 750/- per m«nth— 
Which comes to above Rs. 8,000/-. So, 
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these workers will be involved in this 
scale of income-tax. Secondly, there 
har recently been a change in the 
Employees State Insurance Scheme. An 
anriending Bill was passed here by 
which even workers getting Rs. 1,000/ 
per month have been included in 
the Emplo,yees State Insurance Act. 

By an amendment, very recently, it 
has been done. i plead that, instead 
of R's. 8,000, it should be Rs. 12,000, be¬ 
cause of these two amending Ads that 
have been passed by this House—one, 
very recently. 

In the scheme of rates of income- 
tax. I find that people in the higher 
slabs have got more concessions than 
the people in the slab above R's. 3,000. 
This is not proper keeping in view 
the sense of natural justice. There¬ 
fore, we had made some calculations, 
and I have moved the amendments 
accordingly. 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM; I am 
sorry i am unable to accept these 
amendments. As a matter of fact', 
these were mentioned during the 
general debate, and I have answered 
wh 5 ' it is not possible at this stage. 
Perhaps, in the next Budget, these may 
be taken into consideration.

Instead 
of three per cent, it should be one per 
cent, because, this coarse cloth is 
ussed by fhe common people. 

So, some concession must be given 
in this case and instead of three per¬ 
cent, the excise duty should be made 
two per cent. Another amendment that 
I have moved is of the same nature. 
In line 21, I have moved that instead 
of there per cent, the excise duty 
should be changed to two per cent 
This is because the rate of duty that 
has been proposed in the Bill will go 
to increase the burden on the common 
people. I have suggested this to reduce 
that burden. These are very import¬ 
ant matters and the Government al* 
ways professes that they will look 
after the condition of the poor and the 
poverty-slriken people, but here 
the way the excise duty is proposed 
to be levied, it is seen that in the case 
of the affluent section of people, the 
charge would be less in proportion to 
that charged from the poor and jlhe 
common people. If the Government Is 
trae to their profession, they must see 
the S'ustification in my amendments 
and accept these.

I would request the Minister to consider 
that for medical preparations a cerain 
amount of alcohol is necessary on 
which he has raised the duty which”* 
will seriously affect the people who 
come from the middle strata and the 
lower strata. There, I have suggested 
that at least he must be considerate 
enough to reduce the rates and there 
is nothing much to speak on it. It 
has to be realised by the Finance 
Minister that It will ultimately affect 
the ordinary people of our country 
and if these rates are reduced, the 
benefit will go to the common people 
and considering all these aspects, I 
think he will kindly accept my amend- 
menijs, specially in regard to those 
items where alcohol will be required. 
Even for homoeopathic medicines you 
will find that he has levied an excise 
duty which is exorbitant and it must 
be reduced as suggested by me. “ 

■With these words I move my amend¬ 
ments and request the Finance Minister 
to kindly consider this and accept 
them. 

DR. RANEN SEN: Regarding the 
amendments in my name. Nos. 73 to 
81, I want to make a few points. In 
my speech ofl.'””ffie‘ Finance Bill I had 
said that this enhanc^ent of Central 
excise duty on the patent drugs will 
completely ruin the common people, 

Iiet Us examine what is the poidtion 
in i^gard to tite duty on drugs. The 
customs duty bn drugs covered by 
GATT like ampidlln, etc., has been

x«ised from 20 to 60 per cebt. At the 
prevailing rate of 7.5 per cent excise 
duty the total realisation is Rs. 27 
crores. Now, the additional duty, the 
hon. Minister has said, will yield 
Rs. 18 crores. So, it comes to Rs. 45 
jcrores. Then, over and above that, 
l-there is a customs duty of 75 per cent 
on synthetic drugs and penultimate 
raw materials. The average duty is 
around 60 per cent and the total im¬ 
ports are Rs. 45 crores and on that 
there is the duty of 65 per cent. That 
means that it comes to Rs. 29 crores. 
Then if you add it to the earlier 
Rs. 45 crores the total comes to Rs. 74 
crores. It means that quite a large 
amount of money is being realised 
from medicines on diiferent accounts. 

Now, the tJovernment of India and 
the Chemical Fertiliser Ministry go on 
.^saying and the Government go on 
repeating, the Health Ministry goes on 
repeating, that the prices of drugs 
should be decreased. Now, firstly, the 
prices of all the inputs of the drugs 
are rising. 

Alcohol and glycerine are common 
and very essential ingredients of 
medicine. Their prices are rising. The 
taxes are rising, but it is expected by 
the Government that the common man 
will get medicines at cheaper rates'. 
This is a utopean idea. This is just 
to bluff the people that the Govern¬ 
ment of India is making a claim that 
the prices of the drugs will be lowered 
with the efforts of the Government. I 
say, it is impossible. Government has 
^ no control on the inputs and raw 
materials. Therefore, the prices are 
rising, 90 per cent of the medicines 
are patent drugs. Had it been an 
international patent medicine, I could 
have understood that. 

Then I come to patent and pro¬ 
prietory mefBcines "having some alcohol 
content. The prices of all tonics will 
rise because Waterbury Compound, 
Metatone and such other tonics which 
are prescribed by the doctors contain 
e alcohol. So far as the drugs are con- 
■(Wmed, these are taken by the rich 
. and ffte poor as w^T "When a doctor 
prescribes It. the poor man's son has 


also to use it. If he does not get R 
because of high price he dies. It is 
inhuman as the prices of all the tonics 
will immediately go up. 

Secondlly, here it is said—. 

“Medicinal preparations containing 
self-generated alcohol which are not 
capable of being- consumed as 
ordinary beverages”. 

Fine distinctions have been made and 
therefore, the duties have been in¬ 
creased. It is a well known fact that 
Mnta Sanjeevni Sudha and Drakha- 
shavs contain alcohol. All these 
ayurvedic tonics used by the people 
are prepared by the vaids. Since there 
Is alcohol content in them, the prices 
will go up. 


In homoeopathic medicines too the 
main ingredient is alcohol. I do not 
know much of homoeopathy, but this 
IS what I have been told.

SHRI C, SUBRAMANIAM: We 
have taken into consideration the 
various aspects that the hon. members 
have mentioned. They would find that 
this is only on ‘patent or proprietory 
medicines’. If it is on the pharmaco- 
pocial basis, then it does not come 
at all. Thiit is what we went to 
see. On the baste of patent and 
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proprietory medicines, the same 
medicines which could be obtained at 
a lower price, because of these brand 
names they are able to get higher 
price. That is why they should be 
asked to pay high taxes. It is on that 
basis that it has been put. 

As far as the other medicinal pre¬ 
parations (where alcohol contents are 
there) are concerned, this subject has 
reference to the taxation done for the 
States. Because these things should 
not be used with other ordinry things, 
and that is iwhy we have increased 
this tax. There is therefore absolutely 
no case for accepting these amend¬ 
ments. As far as the poor people are 
concerned, they are not going to be 
affected at all by this.

Sir, the gains that have been achie¬ 
ved have not been achieved by giving 
more and more ocncessions to that sec¬ 
tion of our industry in the private sec¬ 
tor wliich hBi, not re-concUed itself to 
the idea of any kind of industrial or 
financial discipline. Whatever has been 
achieved over these months was done 
because the Government took a firm 
stand and tried to bring in some disci¬ 
pline into the economy and the indus¬ 
try and impose certain—what they 
call—credit squeeze, which is not a 
credit scfueeze at all, and tried to insist 
that the installed capacity of the in¬ 
dustries should be properly utUised 
and ^0 such things as concealment of 
Income and evasion of taxes, smug¬ 
gling and black-marketlng should be 
suppressed. But the whole philosoi*y 
underlying this new budget I should 
say is volte face in the sense ttat en¬ 
tire reliance is bring placed on these 
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businewmen and monopolists to he p 
the country to lilt its „ 

said that th^ are on trial and the ball 
ism their court and the country wants 
j4o see whether they want to play the 
Aflame. Sir, on what basis he is putting 
on this optimistic look? It is about two 
since the budget proposals were 


put forward and I would have expec¬ 
ted him to tell us whether whatever 
developments have taken place during 
these two months between the pre¬ 
sentation of the budget proposals and 
the consideration of the Finance BiU 
justify the kind of optimism which he 
has placed in the private sector. Al¬ 
ready the newspapers and the econo¬ 
mic journals are discussing the so- 
called mystery of the whole-sale price 
index showing a 2 to 3 per cent rise. 
Even since 30th April the index of 
manufactured commodities has shown 
an increase of 3 per cent. This bud¬ 
get was hailed in the beginning b> 
many people as though it is going to 
have dfr-flationary effect instead of 
inflationary effect because it is lor the 
first time that there is big reduction 
in taxes—both direct and indirect—but 
what do we find! In spite of the fact 
that there has been a bumper crop of 
foodgrains and we have built up « 
substantial buffer-stock, in spite of the 
fact that procurement, according to the 
Government, is going very well, in 
spite of the fact that there has been 
almost a bt^mper crop of oilseeds, 
why is it that the wholesale price in¬ 
dex has begun to rise again? It may be 
argued that it is just a small and tem¬ 
porary shift. But in our minds there 
are misgivings. This may be the begin¬ 
ning of a new trend if in spite of in¬ 
creased production—^both in the private 
and the public sector—this 2 to 3 per 
cent rise has come about during this 
period of two months. It only means— 
as far as I can understand—that the 
whole structure of the budget proposals 
and the philosophy that has guided it 
has encouraged those people who cont- 
rol marketiug operations in this count¬ 
'll ry Or who in the past dominated the 

entire , Bqarket economy by their metho¬ 
ds of speeulation. etc. These people 
have again become encouraged to step 
up aoism at ‘Bieir activlti^ which are 


not being dealt with now as they were 
at the beginning of the Emergency. 
Already the price of vanaspati is going 
up. Already the Price of oil has gone 
up. Sir, huge stocks worth several 
lakhs of rupees were unearthed the 
other day in Gujarat. Already there 
are reports in the Press that smuggled 
goods which disappeared have begun 
to re-appear again in the country. And 
there can be no explanation of this 
except that this class is being pamper¬ 
ed by the Government because they 
think that only by tampering it, they 
will stimulate further investment and 
encourage them to produce more. These 
people have never agreed. They don’t 
believe in this. They believe in their 
profits, nothing else. They have never 
accepted this philosophy. They have al¬ 
ways been trying to have an artificia¬ 
lly low production so that they can 
keep the price high. Already during 
these two months, many private sec¬ 
tor units have been closed down and 
again they are restricting production 
and they are keeping down the em¬ 
ployment as well as utilisation of their 
capacity and at the same time have 
mounted a new drive and pressure on 
the Government for further concess¬ 
ions. During these two months, every¬ 
one of those important Chambers of 
Commerce and Organisations—cf the 
industrialists, from FICCI to the 
Indian Chamber of Commerce—have 
held conferences in the last few days 
and is that the re.sporise he expected 
it to be? Do they tell the Government 
‘Yes, now because of all these big con¬ 
cessions. you have given us, now for 
some time we should not go on pester¬ 
ing you with more demands, but we 
are going to put our shoulder to the 
wheel and see that full production and 
employment are mounted up'? That is 
not at all what they are doing. They 
have tasted blood and therefore, they 
are out now for more blood and they, 
are demanding that^ more concess¬ 
ions must be given 'to them. There 
must be more relaxation of controls, 
there must be less restrictions on cre¬ 
dit and they must ^ given so many 
more advantages and in ^e meantime 
th^ are seeing io it that the units 
which are under their control are Bot 
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allowed to function properly so that a 
kind of blackmail is imposed on the 
Government. 

About Welth Tax, 1 think it is a 
scandalous matter. The way the 
Wealth Tax has been reduced, there 
is no justification for it. Even if there 
ig some justification, it can be argued 
by some people that by giving some 
facilities to manufacturers industria¬ 
lists they may be encouraged to pro¬ 
duce more. But to those who are 
holders of enormous amounts of 
wealth and assets and so on 
why they have given such huge 
concessions in wealth tax? We do 
not know where the resources are 
going to come from. We do welcome 
very much the big increase in plan 
outlay. That is a move in the correct 
direction. But as I - said in my speech 
made earlier, if you order a nice suit 
of cloth, where is the cloth with which 
you can make that suit? Where are the 
resources are going to come from to 
finance this huge plan outlay if on the 
one hand you reduce wealth tax so 
steeply and on the other you also re¬ 
duce other taxes and duties so much 
on the private sector and the big busi¬ 
ness sector? Also he has not imposed 
very many new excise duties on the 
common man Where are the resour¬ 
ces going to co.me from? And in the 
end w® will find that it will be im¬ 
possible to fulfil these plan targets 
and once again we will have to think 
Of postponing tlie finaliisation of the 
Fifth Plan once again prices may be¬ 
gin to raise and burdens will come in 
the common man and therefore we feel 
that this whole strategy, the whole phil- 
losophy behind this thing is ill-concelv- 
ed and It will not consolidate further 
the gains that we have achieved under 
the Emergency, but rather will under¬ 
mine them, and 1 am afraid that this is 
all behig done under the sustained and 
concerted pressure which has been 
exerted for months together on ^s 
Government the blg» business 
houses and the Chambers and Oomnu 
^ce, nco and such other bodiesi

Therefore, I am sorry to say thab 
despite one or two positive things in 
this Finance Bill which we have air- 
ready mentioned, as a whole, \/e can 
not accept this because this is a very 
dangerous strategy. Therefore, our 
party will be compelled to record its 
vole agains* this Bill. 

SHRI VASANT SATHB (Akola); Sir, 
the main point that I would like to 
make is that while we are having 
this marginal economy the effective 
market is being done by the three- 
crore people and every time when 
there is a little surplus we become 
panicky and every time when there 
is a little shortage, we also become 
panicky. This is the present position 
of our economy. Your budget is aimed 
at giving a boost to production by 
concessions. J v’ish you godspeed and' 
all luck and hope that the industry 
will respond and will achieve your 
production target. But what I am 
eager to know is now we are going 
to create greater purchising power and 
consumer goods for the remaining 
57-crore of our population. For the 
programme spelt out in the budget for 
the growth of agro industries, a paltry 
sum of Rs. 12 crores has been provi¬ 
ded, which Is not enough to achieve 
the objective. If reduction in wealth 
tax is going to enable you to get this 
wealth ploughed back to the rural 
areas fOr industrial growth, i can un¬ 
derstand. I do not know what you have 
in your mind. 

You have suggested this new scheme 
of investment allowance replacing the 
original development rebate, which 
was discontinued. 

MR. SPEAKER; At this stage, you 
are going to back to the clauses. The' 
House has already passed them. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; What I am 
suggesting is an administrative matter. 
You have only to extend the schedule. 
You have Included export-oriented in¬ 
dustries. One industry which I have In 
mind Is the iron ore export from Goa 
^^ch is cent per cent export-oriented. 

It Is not oven exportoHented; it iai 
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completely export. I do not underst¬ 
and why this has not been included. 
When you want 60 per cent more ex¬ 
port earnings to meet the requirements 
of.Marmagoa port, would you please 
consider including it? 

SHRl C. SUBRAMANIAM: I have 
listened carefully to Shri Indrajit 
Gupta's speech. There are very many 
points iJ^ it which are well taken. We 
are not unaware of the lurking dan¬ 
gers also. I want to assure him that 
We would be ever-watchful particular¬ 
ly on the price front and we shall try 
to see that again this monster of in¬ 
flation does not raise its head. We will 
take the necessary measures and we 
will continuously review it. As far as 
the private sector is concerned, no 
doubt hig point of view is to a certain 
extent justified, particularly taking in¬ 
to account the demands made by 
FICCI even after the budget concess- 
ion.s were given. But I suppose it has 
become a habit and therefore, how¬ 
ever much we may give, they would 
ask for a little more. I hope it is only 
a formality of asking for more and 
taking advantage of aU the concessions 
that have been given, I hope and trust 
they would respond to the situation. 

If they do not it is )iot as if we have 
no remedy at all. 

About the other point made by Mr. 
Sathe about the mining industry, invest¬ 
ment allowance is for future invest¬ 
ments. I think mining is now complete¬ 
ly reserved for the public sector and 
therefore, there is no question of giv¬ 
ing investment allowance to the priva¬ 
te sector for investment in the mining 
industry. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question is: 

•‘That the Bill, as amended, be pas¬ 
sed.”

COAL MINES (NATIONALISATION) 
AMENDMENT BILL 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: We take 
up the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Amendment Bill. 

THE MINISTER OF ENERGY (SIIRI 
K. C. PANT): I beg to move; 

“Thht the Bill further to amend 
the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1973, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

Sir, as the House knows, the coal 
mines in the country were nationalized 
in two phases. Firstly, the coking coal 
mines were nationalized in 1971 after 
taking over their management in the 
first place; and later, the management 
of non-coking coal mines was taken 
over; and that too, was followed by the 
nationalization of non.coking coal 
mines. And the intention behind these 
steps was that coal mines should be 
owned and managed by the public 
sector, except that the State Govern¬ 
ments could also run the coal mines 
through their corporations. The Cen¬ 
tral Government, could set up its cor- 
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porations for managing the coal mines; 
and the private sector steel plants 
could also own their coal mines. And 
it was this broad provision or set of 
provisions under which the coal mines 
industry has been functioning ivi the 
la.st few years. Sir. before the coking 
and non-coking mines were national¬ 
ized, all the available records were 
scrutinized, to determine the number 
of coal mines. 

According to the records which were- 
available with the State Government 
as well as with the Central Govern¬ 
ment, in all 925. mines were national¬ 
ised, that is, 214 coking coal mines 
and 711 non-coking coal mines. Sub¬ 
sequently, a number of cases came to 
light mainly in Bihar in which there 
were private individuals holding leases 
of coal mines, and these individuals 
started operating these mines and ex¬ 
tracting coal without proper authorisa¬ 
tion. And ultimately we found that in 
Bihar alone about 450 lease holders 
were identified. We did not know if 
this was the total number. 

I had a discussion with the Govern¬ 
ment of Bihar. i tried to ascertain 
how many cases of private leases es¬ 
caped notice at the time of nationalisa¬ 
tion because this is a problem which I 
have inherited. I was not aware of 
the facts at that time. I tried to check 
the records and history of nationalisa¬ 
tion as to how many cases were left 
out. I found that there were mines 
with private parties which escaped 
being identified when the Central Gov- 
emment took over mines at the lime 
of nationalisation. I also found that 
there were leases granted, by ex- 
zamindars or rajahs, ex-rajahs before 
the commencement of th# Mines and 
Mineral Regulation and Development 
Act 1957, of which full records were 
not available in the records of the- 
State Government. So. naturally, the 
details not being available with the 
State Govennnent, these also got left 
out. Then there were idle or dor- 
mmt leases covering closed or ahan-

,*Tlhe foRawihg Members also recorited their votijai f<w

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doned mines which may be reopened. 
Finally, there were leases tor coal 
•endorsed on fire clay. In many cases, 
(here were man-y mines under one 
lease, and in some cases, there were 
several leases lor one mine. 

Therefore, there was no proper cor¬ 
relation between the number of mines 
and the number of leases in all cases. 
And we found that in many of these 
cases, unauthorised mining, as I said, 
had been started; unscientific mining 
was going on; safety standards were 
not Observed and slaughter mining was 
resorted to. This was not only 
desirable from the point of view of 
the safety of the workers, but from the 
long term point of view of the develop¬ 
ment of the coal mine. This was very 
undesirable because if there was a lot 
of coal and later on, it was decided to 
go deeper, if the upper seams are not 
scientifically worked, it is more diffi¬ 
cult to work the lower seams. There¬ 
fore, the unscientific working of upper 
seams would certainly create a pro¬ 
blem later on also for the scientific 
working of coal deposits as a whole. 

All these things came to our notice 
and we made enquiries. We wer^ told 
that welfare measures have not been 
provided for the workers_and where 
the illegal coal mining was being done 
near the nationalised coal mines; the 
cases of theft also came to light 
through the collusion of some officers 
there or the workers there or even 
otherwise. Jn this way, the coal of 
nationalised mines found its way to 
the private lease-holders; they sold 
this coal and they made profit that 
way also. Of late, we have found that 
the number of such illegal operations 
was increasing. 

Those friends who are familiar with 
the working of coal mines and who 
come from coal mines area know that 
for proper scientific working of coal 
miniM, you have to'have the geologi¬ 
cal iiata; you;iiave to have mine plidut; 
you hove to know the siae of the coal 
Teserves, :the quantity of coal that cmj 


be mined; the quality of coal'etc. 
For this, the detailed exploration has 
to be undertaken. It is only after all 
this is done can the experts decide 
whether it will be economically viable 
and technically feasible—^technical 
feasibility comes first and then econo- 
mic viability—^to mine the coal in that 
particular area. No scientific explo¬ 
ration of coal is possible from these 
areas until all the facts are konwn. 
until investigation is done. The na¬ 
tionalised sector connot step in un¬ 
less all this information is gathered. 

We were faced with this problem. 
We discussed it with the Bihar Gov¬ 
ernment and considered various alter¬ 
natives, whether to use the Coal Mines 
(Taking Over of Management) Act, 
1973 or to use the Mines and Minerals 
(Regulation and Development) Act, 
1957. But for the reasons which I just 
mentioned, we finally decided that it 
would be best to amend the Coal 
Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 3973, in 
such a way that all privately-held 
leases would be terminated except, of 
course, those which I mentioned earli¬ 
er, that is, held by private sector steel 
companies. 

We have provided that Central Gov¬ 
ernment or Government Company or 
Corporation can take mining leases 
where necessary after the exploration 
has been made, .the Investigation is 
carried out and the facts which 1 
mentioned have been ascertained in 
order to make it possible for them to 
come to a judgment whether technical 
feasibility and economic viability 
standards are met. 

It has also been provided that where 
Central Government or public sector 
undertakings are not interested in 
mining in a certain area, where tliey 
feel that they cannot undertake 
scientific mining subject, to certain 
conditions which are stated in the Act, 
it is possible to give a sub-lease to 
private parties also or the Corpora¬ 
tion of the State (government. 

Mr. Z>^)uty-SiNsaker, Sir, you dre 
In tho C3ialr and. If j may be permit- 
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ted to make a reference to Meghalaya, 
there ^ certain very smaltecale coal 
, mining operatioxia in Meghalaya and 
> it is the desire of the Meghalaya 
Government that they should not be 
disturbed. We have no intention of 
disturbing them. How that is to be 
done will be worked out in'consulta¬ 
tion with the Meghalaya Government.

Therefore, in order to carryout the 
intention of our decision, namely, to 
terminate privately held leases, an 
Ordinance was promulgated by the 
President on 29th April 1976 and I 
think the House will appreciate that 
in a matter like this it was better 
not to delay the coming into effect of 
the decision— that there should be no 
time-lag between the announcement 
of the decision and its taking elicct. 
Therefore, since the Lok Sabha was in 
session but the Rajya Sabha was not 
in session, we decided it would be 
best for the President to promulgate 
this Ordinance and, also, that we 
should come up before the House as 
quickly as possible with a Bill. So 
we introduced the Bill on 7th May 
1976 and I am grateful that the House 
has been given the opportunity so 
quickly to consider this measure. 

With these words, I request the 
House that the Bill further to amend 
^ the Coal Mines Nationalisation Act, 
1976 (No. 57 of 1976) be taken into 
consideration. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Motion 
moved: 

•‘That the Bill further to amend 
the Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1973, be taken into considera¬ 
tion.” 

^ SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE (How- 
^fah): I auppwt the object of this Bill, 
|)ut with certain criticisms. My first 
point id, yfhy; wag thore so much delay 
on part of Government in acting 
in tlria matto'? TAie information giy«i 
Just now the Minister that go many 
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private leases came to their knowledge 
only after such a iong period is also 
surprising. This shows how the vest¬ 
ed interests are strongly at work both 
in the State Government and in the 
Central Government. Even after the 
Chasnala tragedy, when the whole 
attention of the people was concen¬ 
trated on this problem of safety, 
security and conditions in the coal¬ 
mines etc., this Bill is coming only in 
May while the incident took place in 
December. However, I still support 
this Bill and its objective. 

Another criticism of mine is that 
this measure taken through this Bill 
is half-hearted. In the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons it has been stat¬ 
ed: 

“No scientific exploitation of these 
deposits could be undertaken in the 
nationalised sector without these 
details. It was, therefore, consider¬ 
ed that it would not be appropriate 
either to nationalise these unautho- 
risedly worked mines after taking 
them over under the Coal Mines 
(Taking Over of Management) Act, 
1973 or to get the connected mining 
leases prematurely terminated and 
regranled to Government companies 
under the Mine and Minerals (Re¬ 
gulation and Development) Act, 
1957.” 

The meaning of this is not clear to 
me. It must be explained why you 
could not undertake full responsibility 
and why there cannot be nationalisa¬ 
tion. There is, moreover, a provision 
for sub-lease again and there is no 
guarantee that, in the form of sub¬ 
lease, some persons will not get leases 
and exploit these coal-mines for their 
profit and to the detriment of security 
laws and conservation and other fac¬ 
tors. So, my point is that Govern¬ 
ment should come out with such ail 
Act or Bill whereby full responsibility 
will be undertaken by the Govern¬ 
ment; because, scientific exploration 
can be done only by the Government. 

There is another {provision in this 
Bill that, in the meantime, th^ are 
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prepared even to give leases to pri¬ 
vate persons. That should be stopped. 

Another point to which I want to 
draw the attention of the hon. Minis¬ 
ter is that nothing has been' said about 
the welfare or the future of the 
workers^ though one of the reasons 
for bringing forward this Bill, as 
mentioned in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons, is that those j>eople were 
exploiting these coal min'es paying 
very low wages and by not providing 
any satety and welfare measures. So, 
what is going to be the future of 
those workers who are working in 
these mines under the private lease¬ 
holders. Nothing has been said here 
about that. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This BUI 
has nothing to do with safety. It is 
only to stop mining by cerUdn peo- 


SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: Please 
go through the BUI, Sir. They have 
been' callous in respect of safety mea¬ 
sures.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That la 
why, they want to stop it. But the 
question of safety fe the mines, whe¬ 
ther in Chasnala or any other mine, 
is a much bigger question. It has 
nothing to do with this Bill. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: One 
of the reasons for the termination of 
these leases is that they have been ■< 
callous on the question of safety of 
the workers.... 


Much criticism has been' made on 
the floor of this House regarding 
safety measures; not only the private 
lease-holders, private owners, but the 
Government also, the existing Gov¬ 
ernment corporation or semi-govern¬ 
ment corporation are completely cal¬ 
lous regarding safety measures. As 
you know, in Chasnala, there was the 
second tragedy. In fact, after the first 
tragedy in Chasnala, there have been 
many mine accidents. I have got one 
report from Madhya Pradesh, Bisram- 
pur collieryj on this occasion, I want 
to draw the attention of the Minister 
to this report which I have received 
from the General Secretary of the 
Union affiliated to CITU. He has 
stated; 

"On 27th April, 1976, Tuesday, 
the weekly rest day of Bisrampur 
colliery, two shifts, II and III, were 
declared as poductlon shifts as 
Kumda Incline, a part of Bisram¬ 
pur colliery; the second shift be¬ 
gins at 4.00 p.m. At about 6.30 p.m 
in the depillaring section, an acci¬ 
dent (roof-fall) took place taking 
eway the life of two workers, Sar- 
vBshri Ram, Timber setter 

tnazdoctr Cat-ll and R. S. Mishra, 
casual labour....*' 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: They will 
not be able to operate these mines any 
more. About safety, it is a bigger 
question. It applies to every mine. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: That 
is why I am drawing the attention of 
the hon.. Minister to this. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
enlarging the scope. It is not very 
relevant to the BiU. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; My 
suggestion is that Government should 
bring forward a comprehensive Bill..,, 
covering the safety aspect, scientific / 
exploration and the interest of the 
workers. My criticism is that this is 
a half-hearted Bill. That is why, I 
am drawing his attention to this. This 
question of safety is not only related 
to the private lease-holders.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
exactly why I say that it is a bigger 
question. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: An-.^ 
other point to which I want to drawf^j, 
bis attention Is this. In the Rlvstrated 
Weekly (»ie special article has sppcar- 
ed. Because of thdr interest to cut 
coal as mu<^ es possible, they mte dis- 
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regarding all safety rules. Thi ques- 
tton of fire is also mentioned here in 
this article in the lUustrated Weekly; 
It has been pointed out that the future 
of the Jhatia town.... 

UR. DEPUTY.SPEAKER; Is it re¬ 
levant to this Bill? Please tell me 
honestly. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; You 
have no idea about collieries. Fire is 
spreading from below. These private 
lease holders are using these mines 
hi such a way that fire takes place 
inside. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You are 
a senior Member and Deputy Leader 
of an important group. If you really 
want to enlarge the question into the 
safety of Jharia and other mines, that 
ie another question. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE; My 
p(^t is that because of the callour- 
ness on the part of these owners. Gov. 
emment must take all comprehensive 
measuresi, otherwise the entire town 
is now threatened and it will go down. 
Fire is spreading there from below. 
Ckivemment must make provision for 
the workers' safety, security of their 
Jobs and other amenities. 

MR. dEIPUTY-SPEAKER: There 

you have a valid point. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: With 
this criticism, I support this Bill.

how is it that Mr, Pant says that more 
-than 400 such unauthorised mining 
units" were found out by the Govern¬ 
ment very late? Therefore, certain 
critics Or cynics s^y that there were 
people sitting higher up and who 
were involved in this misleading of 
"the Government when the nationali¬ 
sation Bill was passed in 1973. How 
would the Government reply to such 
■critics or cynics if they say that some 
;Btate Governments at least with some 
oi the higher officials of the Ministry 
of Steel and Mines were involved in 
hiding certain facts? Otherwise, one 
•could understand a dozen or a 
couple of dozens of mines not attract¬ 
ing the notice of the authorities of 
the Steel and Mines Ministry, but 
here the number of mines is more 
than 400 arid that too mostly located 
in the State of Bihar, from where our 
friend comes. Therefore, it does not 
go to the credit of either the Ministry 
of Steel and Mines or the Bihar Gov- 
■ernment. 

Last year, there was a discussion 
in the newspapers and some trade 
unions brought to the notice of the 
Bihar Government that certain illegal 
operations are going on in Bihar. For 
twenty to thirty years together, there 
has been burning under the earth in 
•quite a number of mines. This has 
been so nol; only in Dhanbad but in 
Lodhana area too. I had been there 
in 1944 and some trade union work¬ 
ers working iri the collieries took me 
there. The country became indepen- 
•dent in 1947. Later on, the Govern¬ 
ment of India realised all this. But 
-what happened? 

In the past, I had discussed about 
the Chasnala disaster. I had pointed 
■out that the President of Burdwan 
District Congress Committee had given 
in the Press that coal had been ex¬ 
tracted by the colliery owners but 
tb^ have not , filled up the vaccum 
and, therefore, there is a danger to 
DIH Bafaicar areas and Dhanbad and 
other (nirro<|ading «reas. May Z know 
-whether the ISnlatry will now again 
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wake up after six months or a j'ear 
and thick something to do something 
in cases of subsidence of soil and fire 
which has been burning for the last 
20 years, as per my personal know¬ 
ledge. This is a sad commentary on 
the functions of the Ministry of Ener¬ 
gy and Mines and the Bihar Govern¬ 
ment and the people who are con¬ 
nected -with mines. 

The second point in regard to (b) 
which I want to make is that this Bill 
somehow or the other seeks to legalise 
the illegal mines. Section 2(a) (ii) 
states; 

“(ii) a person to whom a sub¬ 
lease referred to iri the proviso to 
clause (c), has been granted by any 
such Government, company or cor¬ 
poration, or 

(iii) a company engaged in the 
production of iron and steel,” 

Some people are doing mining work 
illegally. They have been asked to 
hand over those mines. The Central 
Government or the State Government 
may take over all those 400 odd mines 
and then grant a sub-lease to any 
person' or a group of persons. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Proviso is 
there. You read the proviso. 

DR. RANEN SEN; What is the ne¬ 
cessity of the proviso? 

“Provided that the Government, 
company or corporation to whom a 
lease for winning or mining cii&l 
has been granted may grant a sub¬ 
lease to ariy person.” 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Please 
read out the whole thing. 

DR. RANEN SEN: It says; 

• 

“On such terms aud conditions as 
may be bi the instrument 

granting the sub-lease, if the Gov¬ 
ernment, cbmp&i^ or corporation ig 
satisfied ttiat— 
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[Dr. Ranen Sen] 

(i) the reserves of coal in the 
area are in isolated small pockets 
or are not sufficient for scientific 
and economical development in a 
coordinated and integrated man> 
ner; and 

(ii) the coal produced by the 
sub-lease will not be required to be 
transported by rail.” 

1 ask; why? Before bringing this 
6ill the Government should have gone 
into this thing thoroughly. I want to 
know this. Has any assessment been 
made whether the reserves of coal are 
in isolated pockets where no scientific 
extraction can be made? 

MR. DfiPUTY-SPEAKER; Every 
coal in Bihar can be transported by 
rail. 

DR, RANEN SEN: If siding is there, 
then, I quite agree with you. If the 
Government should have known the 
position, then they should have 
brought a Bill and said, these are 
illegal mining and ask them; You 
please enter into lease with us or 
enter into agreement with us. That 
sort of thing would have made the 
whole thing quite easy. Instead of 
that the Government comes Vith this 
whole amendment Bill. It does not 
find out whether there are any such 
isolated pockets or not. It is stated 
here: 

'Where a mining lease stands ter¬ 
minated under sub-section (3)* etc. 
etc. 

Then what happens? It is stated: 

'a prosp^ting licence or a mining 
lease in reject of ihe whole or liart 
of the land covered l;^ the mining 
^ease which stands so terminated. 

» 

Tliieee are some of the points I think 
esbl^ are reaUy very undesirable. 
The minibg let^ might be handed 
over to the adne pctscm qr any per- 
aon vfiio win be the highest bidder in 


this respect and he will he given these 
mines to be operated. I do not thinlt 
it is a vei^ happy position in regard 
to mining. Sir, very many things have 
happened in the mtoing areas. In i^te 
of those things Government has not 
taken enough precautions to see that 
these things are terminated and the- 
Government should have taken over 
these coal mines long before or a 
cooperative or any other agency could 
have been formed with these isolated 
pockets of coal mines.

SHRl K. C. PANT: Sir I am veiy 
fateful to the hon. members who 
liave participated in the debate and I 
have been<^ happy to note that each 
one of them lent his support to the 
blU. They made certain suggestions 
and some criticism but so far as the 
main objective of the Bill is concern¬ 
ed, there has been support from all 
sections of the House. 

Shti Samar Mukherjee raised the 
'tiuestion as to why we did not take 
recourse to the Coal Mines (Taking 
over of Management) Act, 1973 or the 
Mines and Minerals (Regulation and 
.Development) Act 1957. He also said 
there has been a lot of delay and ac¬ 
tion shoulfl have been taken earlier. 
'Rd far as the Mines and Minerals 
titegulatkm an^ Development) Act, 
HS87 Is ecHBceKned, the Central Govf 
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ernment has in fact taken action under 
this Act in the case of S4 leases 
directed the Bihar Government for 
premature termination of these 54 
leases held by private individuala 
These leases were regranted to Bha- 
- rat Coking Coal Ltd., a Government 
company. So, this was done in cer¬ 
tain specific cases, but these were 
mines which were either not worked 
or not worked in a large way. 

Under the provisions of this parti¬ 
cular Act, it is necessary that if the 
mining leases are terminated, then 
the Government has to take over those 
mines, even though they are not 
scientifically worked. And they have 
also taken over the workers who 
were employed by the private lease 
holders. Now, Hn those cases where 
the mining operations were not signi¬ 
ficant or not large, there was not great 
difficulty and the Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd. took over those mines. We will 
investigate, we will explore and come 
to a judgment whether to go ahead 
for mining or not. But there was no 
reason to continue with those old 
leases and so, they were terminated 
and the Government company took 
them over. But in other cases, tliere 
was also the risk of bogus muster 
rolls, and all those people were taken 
over in the coal industry with the re¬ 
sult that the nationalised coal mining 
industry was over-loaded right from 
the beginning so far as number of 
workers was concerned. It has been 
one of the problems of the nationaUs- 
ed coal mining industry as to how to 
absorb the surpluses. Naturally, wt 
did not want to retrench anybody. • 
the question of gradual increaise-JtiNK 
production and in the last two years, 
rapid' increase of production has en¬ 
abled us to absorb a fairly large num¬ 
ber of the excessive manpower. But, 
even so, there are today surpluses 
which have been Identified and so, the 
question of adding to those surpluses 
In any large way, would not be In tSe 
interest of the public ^tor coal rain¬ 
ing industry, I think, the Ho-ise will 
agree that we win have to tak-* such 
preeautKm ^at we do not tak on 
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WPls lar^ cumber of persons who 
were engaged by the private lease 
holders. Jn some cases, they asked 
the workers to come and work for 
them and showing; them this (;;arrot 
that if you work with us extra hdUrs 
and work at nijiht and so on and so 
forth, then tomorrow the Government 
will take over the mine and you wiU 
have security of service and you will 
be on the rolls of <he Government 
company and so on. Therefore, it 
nnas important to see that this did 
not take place. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
are throwing them out. 

SHRI K. C. PANT: No, we are not 
throwing them out. They are not our 
employees. If you Uke, we will give 
them back to the same people. They 
are not our employees. This is the 
correct position which I have placed 
before the House. 

The other Bill is Coal Mines (Take 
over of Management) Act. This is the 
other act under which we could have 
acted. There, I have explained very 
briefly in the Objects and Reasons as 
to why we did not take recourse to 
this Act. If Samar Babu wants a 
fuller explanation, 1 can tell him that 
if action is taken under this provision, 
the Central Government will have to 
fiSve an amount to the owners of the 
mines even though they are being 
worked unauthorisedly and also work¬ 
ers employed by those people will 
have to be taken over. But under the 
present law, we will have to pay no 
amount. I think. Mr. Daga and some 
other hon. Members asked this ques¬ 
tion. We thought, that would meet 
the end of justice in this case and it 
would be the right law to depend up¬ 
on, 

SHRI DINEN BPATTACHARYYA 
•<Se«mpore): They are already arm 
ed with a law. 

SHRI K. Q. PANT: Anyway, you 
should be hapibr sometimes. Even if 
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you were unhappy earlier, today isu 
the .day 'to be hai^y. 

The other question was *^raised 
about accidoits fire, and ao on. You 
rightly points out that-this is beyond < 
the scope of this ^iU and I.think, 1 
alhould not involve, znys^ in any 
argximent ofi this question. But we' 
have in the past in this HoiiSe discus¬ 
sed the matter of safety. Without go¬ 
ing into the subject matter, J can say 
that we are fully conscious of the- 
need of safety and the public sector- 
companies taking all necessary 
measures to ensure safety. 

Now, Sir, the other question that, 
was raised, was by Dr. Ranen Sen,, 
with regard to the fact that the ex¬ 
ploration and assessment of the de¬ 
posits had not been made before the- 
bill was introduced. I explained at 
some length that one did not have the 
records fully. One did not know ex¬ 
actly the area covered by the mines* 
and it is for these reasons that we' 
terminated all the leases. We have 
at a stroke terminated all privately, 
held leases, so that even though there 
may be some privately-held leases of 
which we - are not aware—^there may 
be more than 450—by this bill we- 
automatically terminate these leases. 
That is why we took recourse to it. 
Suppose we had first explored the de¬ 
posits, found out their quantity and 
quality, the nature of deposits etc.,, 
and the economic viability while the 
private lease-holders were working 
those mines, it would not have .been 
possible. That is why we terminated' 
the privately-held leases. Now the 
public sector companies will do that 
It is only after they have done it. can 
they decide about the dMirabllity of 
working those particular mines. If 
they find that there are certain mines 
which come within the provisions- 
whlch the Deputy Speaker was good 
enough to bring to the notice of the 
House— I.e. provided 

(i) the reserves of coal in the 
airea are in isolated small 
podc^ or are not sufficient 
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for scientMc and economical 
developing in a co-ordinated 
■ ^ > and integrated manner, and 

(ii) the coal produced by' the sub¬ 
lessee will not be< required to 
be transported .by rail.” 

i.e. provided these two conditions are 
satisfied, the sub-lease can be given 
to any person in any area on such 
terms and conditions as. may be spe¬ 
cified. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Who will decide this? 

SHRI K. C. PANT; Naturally, 
whichever is the proper authority, 
will decide it; but before we decide 
it, the public sector company must de¬ 
cide whether it wants it or not. But 
we have to ensure that the public sec¬ 
tor does not suffer. We have to en¬ 
sure that the public sector is able 
to work its coal mines in an integrat¬ 
ed manner; and suppose the public 
sector coal company feels that it is 
necessary for it to work a certain 
mine, they will certainly have the 
first priority—and subject to these 
two conditions. There may be mines 
in the country which are in isolated 
pockets. Shri Ram Singh Bhai defer¬ 
red to it. I got a letter from an MP 
from Madhya Pradesh, suggesting that 
we should allow small, isolated coal 
mines to be exploited by a private 
party. We did not do it. But it is 
quite possible that the overheads of 
the public sector coal company are 
such that it may not be able to find 
it worthwhile to mine coal in isolated 
areas. The conditions are spe¬ 
cified. We have said that if these 
conditions are satisfied, even a 
private lease- holder vi'ill be 
allowed to wx>rk it. Suppose we leave 
out this condition and also leave out 
the possibility of any private lease¬ 
holder being allowed to work it; a 
situation will arise in certain cases; 
l.e. where after the public sector com¬ 
panies have investigated these depo¬ 
sits and have formed a judgement, 
they find that they ate not interested 
in worlkng the mines, in certain 
eases, number of workers have been

employed and I do not say today tliat 
all the workers can be taken back or 
can oe employed. 1 am in no position 
to make that statement until the ex¬ 
ploration has been made, until in a 
Pioper and scientific way the pubiic 
sector companies are able to say that 
they need so many persons for these 
mines. Till then, I am not In a posi¬ 
tion to say anything. But even at 
that stage, suppose we close the doc>rs 
to anyi other Kuid of mining. Uieii 
these workers cannot find employ¬ 
ment in coal mines anywhere. 

So, this is an additional considera¬ 
tion why we have kept this proviso 
and why we have limited ths appli¬ 
cation of this proviso only in certain 
cases. Then there is a case of Megha¬ 
laya which I mentioned. There also, 
we do not interfere with the coal min- 
ing which is practically on a cottage 
scale in certain areas. 

(Interruptiorta) 

There was another point which was 
made by Dr. Ranen Sen and Mr. Ram 
Bhai. The point was about illegal 
mining. Now, I would like to differ¬ 
entiate between termination of leases 
which cover those cases where isome 
leases were given to some parties and 
illegal .mining where no leases have 
been granted at all. Where no leases 
have been granted, it is theft of coal. 
Where no leases of any kind have 
been granted, where no authorisation 
has been given if somebody goes there 
and starts mining the coal, it is pure 
and simple theft and it should be 
stopped by the law and order autho¬ 
rity of the State concerned; they 
should not hesitate at all to take any 
action that they want to take. It ie 
only in these cases where some lease 
has been granted that we have had 
to bring forward this law to Stop It. 
One does not need to bring forward 
gny law to stop illegal mining where 
no authorisation has been given. Obvi¬ 
ously, that is not correct and rtght 
and feat must be stopped. It must be 
stopped by fee organs of the Statft 
There ww a suggestion, not a sugges¬ 
tion but* {terhaps an innuendo by 
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Shastriji that the Bihar Government 
did not support this measure with its. 
heart. Whatever that might mean, J 
think, that was not lair. I think it 
was not at all fair, and the Bihai 
■ Government, in this matter, has been 
forthcoming, has been ready to accept 
this measure fully; l have discussed 
it with the Chief Minister and the 
' Chief Minister has readily agreed to it. 

I think, Shastriji will bear witness to 
the fact that after the proclamation of 
this particular ordinance, this kind of 
illegal mining has stopped in Bihar 
more or less. 

{Interruptions) 

!My report is that is has more or 
less stopped. My report is that the 
State Government has acted promptly 
. in this matter. My report is that the 
police and the authority went there 
. and very quickly the whole thing was 

• stopped. I hope that he will bear me 

• out in this. If this is a fact, it shows 
that the Bihar Government has also 
acted promptly to give effect to the 
objectives of this Bill. 

Then there was a suggestion that 
the Bihar Government might be 
allowed to work as a sub-lessee. That 
is certainly not excluded. It is for 
the Bihar Government to consider 
whether any of their corporations 
would like to come as a sub-lessee 
' They also come into the picture after 
the public sector Coal India Limited 
has surveyed and explored these 
deposits and found them to be not 
worthy for it to mine. After this, the 
question yiriU arise, and at that stage, 

I certainly do not exclude the Bihar 
Government coming in. 

Finally, a suggestion was made by 
Mr. Reddy that there should be a 
penal provision. There are penal pro¬ 
visions in this Bill. I need not read 
them out here because you have read 
the BilL They have been provided. 
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Lastly, there was sonae reference to 
o|Bcers. While I do not exclude the 
possibility of ofScera being mixed up 
in pilferage of coal in certain jAacea 
—in fact, I said so in my opening 
remarks—I think, it is very unfair to 
make a general remark of this kind. 
Our officers in the coal mining indus¬ 
try have been working day and night 
to increase production and to increase 
productivity. If I may say so, the 
manner in which the production has 
gone up in the last two years by 20 
million tonnes and the manner in 
which the productivity has gone up, 
it is certainly something which has 
strengthened the economic fibre of this 
country and it has changed entirely 
the picture of coal industry for all the 
consumers in this country. Therefore, 
I think, one should not be uncharitable. 
One should certainly point out to 
individual cases where the people 
may have erred. But. by and large, 
the officers who are working in this 
Industry deserve commendation and 
encouragement of this House rather 
than otherwise.
